for these two sizes. Dabondance com- 
posed two others; L' Adoration des trois 
Rois; La Farce de la Cornette; but they 
have remained in MS. 

DAC (John) a skilful German 
painter, born, 1556, at Cologn. After 
improving himself in Italy, he returned 
to Germany, where he painted several 
pictures for the emperor Rodolphus, 
who loaded him with wealth and ho- 
nour. 

DACIER (Andrew) son of an ad- 
vocate of Castres, where he was born, 
April 6, 165. He studied at Saumur, 
under Taneguy le Fevre, who was then 
engaged in the education of his daugh- 
ter. M. Dacier no sooner became ac- 
guainted with the rising genius and 
amiable qualities of this young lady, 
than he conceived a violent affection 
for her, and their love of study was 
the source of that mutual tenderness 
which continued unimpaired during an 
union of forty years. They abjured 
the protestant religion two yeary after 
their marriage. The duc de Montau- 
sier, hearing of M. Dacier's merit, pat 
him in the list of those who were to 
write commentaries for the ute of the 
Dauphin; upon which occasion he pub- 
Iished Pompeius Festus, with learned 
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DAC 
notes, which gained him great reputa- 
tion. He was admitted of the academy 
of inscriptions, 169c; of the French 
academy, in the place of M. de Har- 
lai, archbishop of Paris; and after- 
wards appointed perpetual secretary to 
the latter acaderryy. The History of 
Louis XIV. from Medals, being finish- 
ed, M. Dacier was choscn to present it 
to. his Majesty, who, being informed 
how great a Share he had in the per- 
formance, rewarded him with a pen- 
sion of 2000 livres, and made him 
keeper of the books in the royal ca- 
binet. He died September 18, 1722, 
aged 71, M. Dacier's manners, senti- 
ments, and conduct, were a complete 
model of the ancient philosophy, 
which he greatly admired, and which 
he perfeted by the rules and prin- 
ciples of Christianity. His chief works 
are, a translation of Horace, with re- 
marks, the best edition is 1709, 10 vol. 
I2mo. ; a translation of some of Plato's 
Dialogues; a translation of Plutarch's 
Lives, 17:1 to 1734, 9 vol. qto.: there 
is an edition of them, Amsterdam, 1724, 
10 vol. 12mo. with portraits, more 
esteemed than that since published 
at Paris, 14 vol. 12mo.; Observaticus 
on Longinus, which M. Boileau has 
thought worthy of being inserted in his 
edition of that rhetorician. M. Dacier 
was also engaged in Theocritus and So- 
phocles, and has translated Aristotle's 
Poetics, to. Holland, 12m0.; Marcus 
Antoninus; the Life of Pythagoras ; the 


Manual of Epictetus. 
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DACIER (Anne) daughter of Tane- 
gun le Fevre, Greek professor at Sau- 
mur, one of the most learned persons 
of her age. She discovered a genius 
for the sciences very early, which her 
father cultivated with great attention 
and pleasure. After his death she 
went to Paris, where her character was 
already known; she was at that time 
preparing the edition of Callimachus ; 
and having shown some parts to M. 
Huet, and other learned men about the 
court, they admired the work so much, 
that the duc de Montausier proposed 
to her the publication of various Latin 
authors, for the use of the dauphin. 
Mademoiselle le Fevre at first excused 
herself; but the duke having visited 
her, she consented, and undertook. the 
edition of Florus, which appeared in 
1674. Her reputation being spread 
throughout Europe, Christina, queen 
of sweden, complimented her by 
count Conygsmark; upon which she 
cent the queen her edition of Florus, 
accompanied by a Latin letter, Chris- 
tina returned a very obliging answer, 
and sent a second letter, some time af- 
ter, to persuade her to quit the pro- 
test ant religion, and even made consi- 
derable offers, if she chose to reside at 
the court of Sweden. Mademoiselle 
le Fevre married M. Dacier, 1683, and 
immediately informed the duke de 
Montausier, and MI. Bossuet, bishop of 
Me aux, with the design she had formed, 
some time beſore, of entering the Ca- 
tholic church. But M. Dacier, not be- 
ing yet convinced of the necessity of 
this change, they retired to Castres, 
1684, for the purpose of examining 
the points of controversy between Pro- 
testants and Catholics. After a serious 
examination, they determined in fa- 
vour of the latter, and made their pub- 
lic abjuration, 1685. Louis XIV. be- 
ing acquainted with their great merit, 
gave them both, afterwards, solid 
proofs of his esteem. They had a son 
and two daughters; the former, a very 
promising child, died 1694. One of 
the daughters took. the veil in the ab- 
bey of Longchamp: the other, who 
was a pattern of every virtue and ac- 
complishment that can adorn the sex, 
died at 18: her mother has immor- 
talized her name in the preface to the 
translation of the Thad, M. Dacier 
was very infirm the two last years of 
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her life: she died, August 17, 1720, 
aged 69, much esteemed for her ge- 
nius and great learning, but much 
more for her virtue, firmness, equani- 
mity, and generosity. Besides the Fl. 
rus, Aurelius Vitor, Eutropius, Dietys 
Cretensis, which this lady published ad 
usm Delphini, she published an excel- 
lent translation of Terence, with re. 
marks; a translation of Homer's Iliad 
and Odyssy, with remarks; a transla- 
tion of Anacrenn, with the Greek text, 
and the translation in verse by Lafosse, 
Amsterdam, 1716, Svo. a translation of 
part of Plautus, 3 vol. 12mo. and of 
Aristophanes, 12mo. M. Dacier had 
also made some remarks on the Holy 
Scriptures, and was frequently im- 
portuned to make them public; to 
which she always replied, A woman 
Should read the Scriptures, and meditate 
upon them, in order to regulate her con- 
duct by their doctrine; bur se mould keep 
silence, according to the precept of St, 
Paul. | 

DACTYLI, IDZ#1, CORYBANTES, 
or CCRETES; called Dacthyll, because 
they were ten in number; Idæi, because 
they dwelt at the foot of mount Ida; 
Corybantes, from the frantic transports 
with which they celebrated their feasts; 
and Curetes, because they were natives 
of Crete. Some were sons of the Sun 
or Mercury, others of Saturn and Al- 
cyope. They were Cybele's priests, 
employed to nurse Jupiter, and by 
their shouts and dances prevented the 
infant's cries from being heard by Sa- 
turn, who sought for him, in order to 
devour him, 

DAGOBERT I. king of France, son 
of Clotaire II. and Bertrude. He was 
King of Austrasia, 622; and, after his 
father's death, succeeded to the king- 
doms of Neustria, Burgundy, and Aqui- 
taine, 628. Dagobert made the Gas- 
cons submit, loaded his people with 
taxes, and indulged a violent passion 
for women, having three at once 
called queens, besides his concubines. 
He died, 638, at Epinay, and was in- 
terred at St. Denis, which he had 
founded six years before, leaving Clo- 
vis II. by Nantilde, and Sigebert, who 
was King of Austrasia, by Ragnetrude. 
In Dagobert's reign, the mayors of the 
palace began to extend their authority 
beyond the offices which they held in 
the houshold of the prince; and this 

authority

authority kept increasing under his 
successors. | | 

DAGOBERT II. the Younger, king of 
Austrasia, son of Sigisbert III. ought. 
to have succeeded his father, who died 
656, but was shut up in a monastery 
by Grimoald, mayor of the palace, 
who afterwards took him out, sent 
him to Ireland, and placed Childebert 
on the throne. Clovis II. put Gri- 
moald to death, drove away Childe- 
bert; and, upon a false rumour that 
Dagobert was dead, gave Austrasia tb 
Clotaire III.; afterwards to Childeric. 
Dagobert married Matilda in Ireland, 
had several children by her, and re- 
ascended the throne of Austrasia, 673, 
upon the death of Childeric. He de- 
clared war against Thierri, king of 
France, and was murdered, during his 
march, by Ebroin, mayor of the -pa- 
lace. Dagobert was a very pious 


prince, founded several monaxteries, 


and governed his people peaceably. 
DAGOBERT III. king of France, 


son of Childebert, ascended the throne, 


711., and died January 17, 715. 

DAGOUMER (William) an eminent 
professor of philosophy at the college 
of Harcourt in Paris, and rector of the 
university in that city. He died 1745, 
leaving a course of philosophy in La- 
tin, 1757, 6 vol. 12mo. Dagoumer is 
described in Gil Blas by the name of 
Guiliomer. 

D'AGUESSAU (Henry Francis) born 
November 27, 1668, at Limoges, son 
of Henry d' Aguessau, counsellor of 
state, and Claire le Picart de Perigny. 
His father, who was almost his only 
tutor, inspired him with so ardent a 
love for the sciences, that he might be 
said to have united them all. His 
knowledge of French was not confined 
to the use of it; he thoroughly under- 
stood its principles, with those also 
of Latin, Greek, Hebrew, and the 
other oriental languages; as also Ita- 
lian, Spanish, Portuguese, and Eng- 
lich; and often said, that it was an 
amu gement to learn a language, Reading 
the ancient poets was what he called, 
his youthful passion. All ms pleasures 
were then in the society of the two 
great French poets, Racine and Boi- 
leau; and he indulged in no other. 
He wrote very fine verses himself; a 
talent which he preserved to his latest 


years, and which, though he endea- 
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voured to conceal it, might be disco- 
vered from his prose, which had the 
noble warmth and harmony of poetry, 
D' Aguesseau first displayed his abili- 
ties in the office of king's advocate at 
the Chatelet, which he entered upon 
at the age of 2r, but held it only a 
few months, being called to fill a third 
office of advocate- general to the par- 
liament, which was just established; 
and appeared there with so much t, 
that the celebrated Denis Talon, then 
president à mortier, said, that he wished 
to finich as this ung man began. — 
Louis XIV. appointed him procureur- 
general when but 32, from the account 
which the first president, Harlay, had 
given of his merit. The extensive du- 
ties of this office employed his whole 
attention, and he discharged them all 
with equal superiority of talents. He 
always represented, with as much can» 
dour as respect, whatever he thought 
himself obliged to represent by the 
duties of his office; and, at the eng of 
Louis the Fourteenth's reign, was sup- 
posed in danger of disgrace, in conse- 
quence of refusing to give a decision 
for a declaration in favour of the con- 
stitution Urnigenitus, At the beginning 
of the regency, he was honoured with 
the greatest confidence by M. the duke 
of Orleans, even in state affairs; and 
succeeded M. the chancellor Voisin, 
1717, but soon found storms to encoun- 
ter. His first disgrace happened at the 
end of January 1718, because he op- 
posed the system of law. M. the Re- 
gent sent to demand the seals, and or- 
dered him to retire to his estate at 
Fresnes. In 1720, he received an un- 
solicited order to return, and the seals 
were restored to him. They were 
taken away a second time, and he re- 
tired to Fresnes, February 1722, from 
whence he did not return till August 
1727; nor were the seals given him 
again till 1737. M. d'Aguesseau avail - 
ed himself of this leisure to encrease 
his knowledge, and direct his chil» 
dren's studies. The views of this 
great man respecting legislation, cor- 
res ponded with the elevation and ma- 
turity of his judgment; they tended to 
establish an entire uniformity in the 
execution of all the ancient laws, 
without changing their foundation, 
with the addition of whatever might 


be wanting to perfect them. He con- 
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zulted the principal magistrates of the 
companies, and several persons of the 
councilgon every particular; arranged 
their opinions himself, revised fre- 
quently what he had arranged, and 
consulted other eminent magistrates 
and lawyers before he finished the 
work. Thus was every law the fruit 
of mature deliberation ; and the longer 
the examination by which it had been 
preceded, with so much the greater 
confidence was it received. The ordi- 
nances respecting donations, testa- 
ments, and substitutions; those on 
the prosecution of forgery, and on evo- 
cations, and the regulations of the 
judges, the regulations of the council 
of 1738; the union which he made of 
the royal courts established in the 
same cities, to lessen the degrees of 
jurisdiction; and several declarations 
on the functions of different compa- 
nies, Were the effects of these labours. 
He also engaged in the reformation 
and authorization of some customs; 
all which did not interfere with the 
constant business of his place. In the 
course of 1750, chancellor d' Aguesseau 
found himself frequently compelled 
by painful infirmities to remit his usual 
toils, and determined to give up a 
place which he thought it his duty to 
keep no longer than he could execute 
every part of his office, He accord- 
ingly wrote to the King, desiring leave 
to send his resignation, which he dic- 
tated himself, and signed the act of it, 
on the day that he completed his 
eighty-second year, having been chan- 
cellor near 34 years. He delivered it 
next day to the count de Saint-Floren- 
tin, secretary of state; and his two 
sons, attended by this minister, re- 
turned the seals to his Majesty, who 
continued to him the honours of that 
dignity, with a pension of 100,000 
livres, which this excellent man did 
not possess long. His whole attention, 
from that time, was to support him- 
self under encreasing pains, by re- 
peating passages from the Holy Scrip- 
tures, which were ever present to his 
mind, having never passed a day, from 
his childhood, without reading them. 
He died February 9, 1751. He mar- 
ried Anne le Fevre d'Ormesson, 1694, 
who died at Auteuil, Decem. 1, 1735, 
and was buried, near to her, in the 
church-yard of that parish, by his 
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own desire, that he might imitate, 
even in death, the Christian humility 
of a wife who was every way worthy 
of him. Their epitaphs may be seen 
at the foot of a cross, which their 
children have placed near their tomb, 
the marble of which was given by the 
king. The Discourses of chancellor 
d'Aguesseau were published 1756, 2 vol. 
12mo. and a collectiou of his works 
has appeared in 8 vol. 4to. 

DAILLE' (John) Dallæus, born Ja- 
nuary 6, 1594, at Chatelleraut. He 
went to reside with du Plessis Mornay, 
who was governor of that place, 1612, 
to inspect the education of his two 
grandsons, with whom he made the 
tour of Italy in 1619, and became ac. 
quainted with Fra. Paoli at Venice. He 
was received minister 1623, and exer- 


cised that office in the family of du 


Plessis Mornay, who died soon after, 
Daillé revised his Memoirs, and print- 
ed them 1624. The year following he 
was appointed minister at Saumur, 
and, in 1626, at Charenton, where he 
spent the rest of his life, and was 80 
highly esteemed by those of his com- 
munion, for his merit and integrity, as 
to be entrusted with their most im- 
portant affairs. He died at Paris, 
April 15, 1670, aged 77, leaving only 
one son, named Adrian, who died 1690. 
Daillé left a great number of works, 
most of them in Latin; the principal 
are, De us pat rum, 1646, 4to. in which 
he asserts, that the authority of the 
fathers is not sufficient for settling dis- 
putes in religion. This work is con- 
Sidered by the Protestants as a master- 
piece. The Latin edition is more com- 
plete than the French one. De Confes- 
lane, gto. De Confifmatione et extreme 
Unctioue, gto. De Cultu Religioso, 4to. 
&c. He also left several works in 
French; among which are above 20 
volumes of Sermons. 

DAIN (Oliver le) barber, and after- 
wards minister of state, to Louis XI. 
son of à peasant, born at Thielt in 
Flanders, near Courtray. His family 
name was le Diable, but he changed it 
to le Dain, or le Daim, and went into 
France. He there became barber to 
Louis XI. and, having gained that mo- 
narch's favour, possessed several im- 
portant governments, acquired consi- 
derable estates, and took the title of 
comte de Meulan, a lordship which 

Louls 
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Louis XI. had given him, for the ser- 
vice of a Maille d'or. His ill conduct, 
insolence, and vanity, made him uni- 
versally hated. He undertook to re- 
duce the city of Ghent, 1472; but the 
inhabitants laughed at him; and at his 
return he made his soldiers enter Tour- 
nay by surprize. After Louis XI died, 
le Dain was tried at the beginning of 
Charles the eight's reign, for debauch- 
ing a woman under pretence of saving 
her husband's life, whom he after- 
wards barbarously ordered to be stran- 
gled; he was condemned and hanged 


on a gibbet, 1434; thus ended this in- 


solent minister of state. 
DALE, v. VANDALE. 
DALECHAMPS (James) a learned 


physician of the 16th century, born at 


Caen, who practised at Lyons, and 
died there, 1588. He was well ac- 


quainted with the belles lettres; and 


published a History of Plants, in Latin, 
[.yons, 1587, 2 vol. fol. It has been 
translated into French by John Des- 
moulins, Lyons, 1653, 2 vol. fol.; Netes 
on Pliny's Natural Histury, 1587, fol.; A 
Translation of Atheneus, 1652, 2 vol. 
fol. and other works. 

DALIBRAI (Charles Vion) son of 
an auditor of the accounts. He quitted 
the army to devote himself to poetry, 
published a collection of poems, 1647, 
8vo. and another 1653, 8vo. and was 
author of some dramatic pieces. He 
died 1654. 

DALIN (Olaus) son of a curate, who 
rose by his learning to the offices of 
preceptor to prince Gustavus, coun- 
cellor to the chancery, Knight of the 
golden star, and chancellor of the 
court. He died 1763. He was em- 
ployed by government to write the 
history of Sweden; and continued it to 
the death of Charles IX. 1611. Dalin 
left some poems in the Swedish lan- 
zuage, into which he translated Mon- 
tesquieu's Decline ef the Roman empire. 

DALMATIUS (St.) a celebrated 
archimandrite of the monastery of 
Constantinople, who discovered great 
zeal against Nestorius, and was ap- 
pointed by the fathers of the council 
of Ephesus, 430, to act in their name 
at Constantinople. He died soon after, 
aged above 80. oy 

DAMASCENUS, v. Sr. JOHN DA- 
M ASCENUS. | 


DAMASCIUS, a stoic philosopher 


against the Luciferians. 
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in the 6th century, born at Damascus 
in Syria. . He was the disciple of Sim- 
plicius, and Elamitus, and lived in the 
time of Justinian. Damascius com- 


posed a work in four books, On extra- 


ordinary and wonderful things; the Life 
of Isidorus; and a Philozophical History, 
none of which have come down to us. 
DAMASUS, a celebrated pope, born 
at Guimaraens in Spain, who succeeded 
Liberius, 366. Ursinus, or Ursicinus, 
opposed his election, and caused him- 
self to be ordained bishop of Rome, 
which raised a sedition, in which 
many of the faithful were murdered. 
Ursinus was sent into exile by order of 
the emperor, but returned to Italy, 
33r, and excited fresh troubles there. 
The Italian bishops however condem- 
ned him the same year, in the council 
of Aquileia, and he was banished for 
ever by the emperor Gratian, at their 
request; thus Damasus remained in 
peaceful possession of his seat at Rome. 
He held several councils, condemned 
Ursaces, Valens, and Auxentius; took. 
the part of Paulinus against Meletius, 
excommunicated Apolinarius, Vitalus, 
and Timotheus; and declared himself 
Damasus had 
an illustrious secretary in St, Jerome. 
He governed the church of Rome with 
great glory eighteen years, and died 
384. Some of his letters remain, Rome, 
1754, fol. with his life, in the library 
of the fathers, and in the Epist. Rom. 
Pont. of Coustant, fol. he also left some 
Latin verses, which may be found in 
Maitaire's Corpus Poctarum. This pope 
is said to have introduced the custom 
of singing Hallelujah in the church. 
DAMASUS II. before called Poppe, 
elected pope on the death of Clement 
II. He died 23 days after, at Pales- 
trina, and the antipope Benedict IX. 
continued to occupy the see of Rome. 
DAMHOUDERE (Josse de) a learn- 
ed lawyer; born 1507, at Eruges; who 
rose by his merit to the highest posts 
of the law in the low countries, under 
Charles V. and Philip II. He wrote 
Praxis Civilis, fol.; De Pupillis et Tu- 
toribus, fol. &c. He died 1591, aged 


74. 
DAMIANISTS, v. CLARE. 
DAMIEN (Peter) v. PETER DA-

DAMIEN (Pere) a Dominican, born 
at Bergamo, who had the art of inlay- 
ing 
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ing wood in so beautiful a manner, as 
to equal the finest painting; a proof of 
which may be seen in the inlaid work 
of the benches in the choir of the Do- 
minican church at Bergamo; the figures 
on which are so skilfully executed, as 
to deceive the eye, and appear as if 
done by the pencil. Pere Damien has 
excelled every other artist in this Kind 
of work. 

DAMIEN (Robert Francis) born 
1714, at Arras, was for some time a 
soldier, and afterwards servant among 
the Jesuits. He left them 1735, to 
- marry ; was a Servant in different hou- 
ses at Paris; poisoned one of his mas- 
ters with a clyster, and concluded by 
Stealing 240 Louis. Remorse unsettled 
his mind, and he harangued fanatically 
on the affairs of the Low countries, 
whither he had retired, His evil ge- 
nius led him at last to Versailles, 
where he was so rash as to lift his sa- 
crilegious hand against the King, Jan. 
5, 1757, as he was getting into a 
coach. The knife raised the skin from 
top to bottom, but did not penetrate 
the cavity of his breast. Damien was 
siezed upon the spot, tried by the 
grand chamber of parliament, assisted 
dy the peers, and condemned to suffer 
like the infamous assassins of Henry 
IV. He bore these dreadful tortures 
during an hour and an half, with tole- 
rable patience; the horses pulled fifty 
minutes, but could not dismember 
him, for they were obliged to cut the 
joints. He was alive after his thighs 
were off, nor did his wretched soul 
depart till they were cutting off his 
arms; March 28, 1757. If he had any 
accomplices he did not discover them; 
his trial was printed 1757, 4to. and 4 
vol. 12mo. Take care that the table of 
contents is not wanting. 

DAMMARTIN (Anthony de Cha- 
banes comte de) a captain under 
Charles VII. who refusing to assassi- 
nate a person that had displeased the 
dauphin, was shut up in the bastile by 
that prince when he became king. 
Dammartin however made his escape a 
year after, joined re league for the public 
good, and died 1455, aged 77. His son 
left only daughters. v. VERGY, 

DAMNORIX, a famous Gaul, brg- 
ther of Divitiacus, who took great 
pains to shake off the Roman yoke, 
being as averse to that people, as his 
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brother was devoted to them. Cæsar 
pardoned him at the request of Divi- 
tiacus, as well as the Æduans who had 
revolted with him. 
DANO, daughter of Pythagoras, 
lived 500 A. C. Her father left her 
his works, and the secrets of his phi. 
losophy, on condition of not divulging 
any of them, which she observed but 
too well, though she might have re- 
lieved her poverty by accepting the 
money offered for the discovery. It 
was also in obedience to her father 
that she remained a virgin. 
DAMOCLES, a flatterer at the court 
of Dionysius the tyrant; who affecting 
to admire his happiness, Dionysius in- 
vited him to a splendid feast, and 
caused a naked sword suspended by a 
small thread, to be hung over his head, 
during the repast. Damocles alarmed 
at this danger, changed his opinion, 
and desired the tyrant to let him con- 
tinue in his original situation, che me- 
diocrity of which secured him from the 
vicissitudes of high stations. 
DAMON, a celebrated Pythagorean 
philosopher, about 400 A. C. Who 
lived in so strict a friendship with Py- 
thias, that when Dionysius the tyrant 
had condemned one of them to die, 
and had permitted Damon to go and 
settle his family affairs, Pythias staid 
as his surety. Damon returned exactly 
at the hour appointed by Dionysius; 
who admiring the fidelity of these two 
friends, pardoned them, and desired to 
be admitted a partner in their friend- 
ship. 
DAMPIER (William) known by his 
voyages round the world, which he 
published in English, 1699. They have 
been printed in French, Amsterdam, 
1701, to 1712, and at Rouen, 1715, 
5 vol. 12mo. 
DAMPIERRE (John) Dampretus, à 
native of Blois; an eminent advocate 
of the council, afterwards a Religious 
of Fontevrauld, or rather a Cordelier. 
He gained great reputation by his La- 
tin poems, and was considered as one 
of the best advocates of that time. 
Dampierre died 1550, at Orleans, 
where he was director to a convent of 
Nuns. His friend, Germain Audebert, 
a learned and pious man, has collected 
his poems in tom, 1, of Deliciæ Poeta- 
rum Gallicorum, 
DAMVILLE, v. MONT MORENCY. 

| DAN, 
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DAN, i. e. Judgment, son of jacob, 
and Bilhah; born about 1747, A. C. 
He was head of a warlike tribe, from 
whence Samson descended, and died 
at the age of 127. 

DANAE, daughter of Acrisius and 
Euridice. Her father shut her up in a 
brazen tower, according to the fable, 
being told by the oracle that he should 
be slain by his daughter's child. But 
Jupiter, being in love with Danae, 
rained access to her by transforming 
himself into a shower of gold; that is, 
by corrupting the guards with money. 
She had a son in consequence of it, 
called Perseus, who afterwards killed 
Acrisius. 

DANAUS, king of Argos, an Egyp- 
tian according to some authors, and 
brother of Ramesses. After reigning 
nine years jointly with his brother, he 
was forced'to seek an asylum in the 
country of Argos, which kingdom he 
got possession of about 1510 A. C. 
Danaus gave his fifty daughters in mar- 
riage to fifty of his nephews; but hav- 
ing been told by the oracle, according 
to the fable, that one of his sons in law 
should dethrone him, ordered each of 
his daughters to kill her husband on 
the wedding night. These cruel wo- 
men all obeyed him but Hypermnestra, 
who saved the life of Lynceus; and he 
succeeded Danaus. Her sisters were 
condemned in hell to draw water into 
a tub full of holes. 

DANCHET (Anthony) born 1671, 
at Riom, went young to Paris, and 
was appointed professor of rhetoric at 
Chartres, when only 19. He returned 
to Paris at the end of four years, and 
settled at the college du Plessis, where 
he had the care of some pupils. Dan- 
chet afterwards devoted himself to the 
theatre; for which he continued to 
write ballets, operas, and tragedies all 
his life. He was admitted into the 
academy of inscriptions, 1706, and of 


the French academy, 1712; and had a. 


place in the King's library. He died 
at Paris, February 21, 1748, much es- 
teemed by the public, as a man of inte- 
grity, His works were collected, and 
published at Paris, 1751, 4 vol. z2mo, - 

D*ANCOURT (Florent Carton Sieur) 
born November 1, 1661, at Fontain- 
bleau, was received advocate of the 
parliament of Paris; but his passion 
tor Theresa le Noir, a young actress, 


* 
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whom he married 1680, giving him a 
turn for the stage, he became an actor, 
and comic author. He retired to his 
estate of Courcelle-le-Roi, in Berry, 
1718, and died there, December 6, 
1725, aged 64, leaving two daughters 
married. D' Ancourt wrote a great 
number of comedies in a gay, lively, 
agreeable style: the most complete 
edition of his works is 1760, 12 vol. 
I2mo. with the music. 

DANDINI (Jerome) a Jesuit, born 
at Cesena, of the same family as the 
cardinal of that name; the first of his 
order who taught philosophy at Paris. 
He was teacher and provincial in his 
society, tent by Clement VIII. as nun- 
cio to the Maronites, 1596; and on his 
return died at Forli, November 26, 
1634, aged 83. His principal work is 
an account of his journey, translated 
into French with remarks by Richard 
Simon, Hague, 1684, 12mo. He aleo 
published a commentary on Aristotle's 
treatise de Auimd, entitled, Ec Sa- 
ra, fol. Cesena, 1651. 

DANDINI (Hercules Francis) count, 
and eminent professor of law at Padua; 
born 1691. He left several works, the 
principal of which are, Otium Aricinum, 
siwve de urbanis efficiis Dialogi; Erminii ac 
Merani Dialogus, in quo Erminius ad filium 
Suum erudiendum institutionem parat; De 


ferens? scribendi ratione culta atque perapi- 


cha; De Servitutibus Prediorum interpre- 
tationes per Epistelas, Sc. He died 
1747. 

DANDOLO (Henry) a celebrated 
doge of Venice, elected, though old and 
blind; and admired for his prudence, 
courage, and skill in public affairs. He 
received the princes of the crusade 
with great magnificence, I201, put 
himself at the head of the Venetian 
fleet notwithstanding his great age, 
and contributed much to the taking of 
Constantinople, 1203. Dandolo re- 
fused to be made emperor of that city, 
and caused earl Baldouin to be elected; 
but claimed for himself a great part of 
the Archipelago, several ports in Terra 
Firma, and half Constantinople as so- 
vereign; thus leaving the honour to 
the French, he kept what was use ſul 
to his country. He died 1205. There 
have been several other doges in this 
family; which has produced many 
persons of merit. 


DAN DRIEU (John Francis) a French 


musician, 
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musician, distinguished by his perform- 
ance on the organ, and harpsichord, 
He died 1740, at Paris. He left three 
books of harpsichord lessons, and one 
of pieces for the organ; with a Saite de 
Neeles, all esteemed. 

DANEAU (Lambert) Danzus, a 
learned Calvinist minister, born at Or- 
leans, who was among the disciples 
of the famous Anne du Bourg, and 
taught divinity at Leyden. He died 
1596, at Castres, aged 66. He left 
commentaries on St. Matthew, Svo.; 
on St. Mark, 8vo.; Geographie Puetique, 
and other theological works, Geneva, 
1583, fol.; Treatisze des Bacchanales, ou 
Mardi Gras, 1582, 8vo.; De Veneficis, 
8vo.; Aphoriecmi Politjci et Militares, 
Leyden, 1638, 12mo. | 

DANE'S (Peter) one of the most 
learned men of the 16th century, a na- 


tive of Paris, pupil of Budeus, and 


John Lascaris, and first professor at 
the Royal College; afterwards curate 
of St. Josse in Paris; preceptor and 
confcssor to Francis II. Being sent to 
the council of Trent, he made a speech 
in 1546, which was much admired. 
Nicholas Pseaume, bishop of Verdun, 
speaking very freely one day in the 
council, the bishop of Orvietta looking 
at the French, said to them with a 
SArcastic smile, Gallus cantat, {the Cock 
crows, } Utinam, replied Danés, ad i5tud 
Gallicinium Petrus recipisceret! {1 wich 
' that Peter would repent at this Cock's 
erowing.} Peter Danes had been ap- 
pointed bishop uf Lavaur, 1556, and 
died at Paris, April 23, 1577, aged 80. 
His life bas been written by M. Danes, 
doctor and professor of the Sorbonne, 
and counsellor to the parhament of 
Paris, who also published his Opucula, 
1731, 4t0. | 

DANET (Peter) abbot of St. Nicho- 
las de Verdun, atter having been cu- 
rate of St. Croix, and St. Martin at 
Paris. He was among those chosen by 
the duke de Montausier to explain the 
authors for the Dauphin's use; and 
Phodrus fell to his share, which he 
published with an interpretation, and 
Latin notes. He died at Paris, 1709, 
leaving a dictionary, French and La- 
tin, and another Latin and French, 
4:0. of which he had before published 
an essay under the title of Radices Lin- 
gu Latinz, E8vo. and other works, 
His Latin dictionary is more valued 
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than his French one. A Latin dit. 
nary of Grecian and Roman antiqui- 
ties, 4to. 1698, ad um Delphini, 
DANGEAU (Lonis Courcillon de) 
an eminent French academician, born 
January 1643. He was well sKilled in 
Greek, Latin, Italian, and Spanish, 
and carefully studied history, geogta- 
phy, genealogy, beraldry, and the 
French grammar. Dangeau was very 
intimate with the abbe de Choisy, and 
held several benetices. He died jan, 
I, 1723, at Paris. He left Quatre Dia- 
logues wr I Immortalite de / Ame; ur Ex. 
istence de Dieu, wr la Providence, et tur 
la Religion, Paris, 1684, 1zmo. These 
four dialogues are excellent; they were 
written with the abbe de Choisy. Re- 
flexions ur toutes les parties de la Gram- 
maire, 1684, 12mo.; Neuvelle Methode de 
Geographie Hiiterique, 1706, 2 vol. fol.; 
Les Principes du Blasen, en 14 Planches, 
1715, 4to.; Jeu Historique des Rois de 
France, peur Fusage des Enfans, this re- 
sembles the game of Goose, and there 
is a small book to explain it, De  Elec- 
tion de Empereur, 173%, Bvo. several 
other treatises on various parts of 
grammar, and orthography, 8vo, &c. 
DANGEAU (Philip Courcillon de) 
brother of the preceding, born 1638. 
His personal and mental accomplish- 
ments advanced him at the court of 
Louis XIV. and his taste for the belles 
lettres gained him admission into the 
French academy, and that of the sci- 
ences, He was counsellor of state 
d' Epee, knight of the King's orders, 
grand master of the military order of 
St. Lazare, and mount Carmel. He 
died 1720, at Paris, leaving some me- 
moirs in MS. which are not to be en- 
tirely depended upon. 
DANHAVER,or DANHAWER 
(John Conrad) an eminent Lutheran 
divine, born 1603, at Brisgaw. He 
was appointed professor of eloquence 
at Strasburg 1629, had several other 
honourable offices in that city; was 
preacher at the cathedral, and dean of 
the Chapter.. He died there, 1666. 
His works are numerous; the follow- 
ing have been most noticed: Co/lrgiuum 
Prychologicum circa Ariitot. de auimd, Arg. 
1630, S vo.; Ita bent interpretis et mali- 
tiosi calumniatoris, 1670, 8Vvo; 1dea boni 
Gizputatoris et malitiosi Sophisl@, 8vo.;

Spiritis Calxiniani; De Spiritis Sancii 
procesiioney 
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precessione, 480. ; De Ciriiti persona, offi- 
cio et beneficiis, 8 vo.; De Veto Tephte, 
8vo.: Praadamite, $vo.; &c. Danha- 
ver's life was almost wholly spent in 
opposing the union between the Lu- 
therans and Calvinists. 

DANIEL, fourth of the greater pro- 
phets, born in Judea, of the tribe of 
Juda, about the 25th year of King Jo- 
siah. He was carried captive to Baby- 
lon after Jerusalem had been taken, 
606 A.C. and destined, with other 
young Hebrew lords, to the service of 
Nebuchadnezzar. The king appointed 
masters to instruct them in the Chal- 
dean language, and sciences; and gave 
orders that they should be served with 


the choicest meats from his table; but 


they, fearing to eat any food forbidden 
by the law of Moses, entreated the 
king's officers to give them only vege- 
tables. Daniel pleased Nebuchadnez- 
zar so much by his wise conduct, that 
he appointed him to very high offices. 
This prophet is commonly supposed to 
be the youth who at twelve years old 
proved the chaste Susanna's innocence; 
though the learned are not all agreed that 
the Daniel, by whom the elders were 
confounded, 1s the same as the prophet. 
However that may-be, Daniel explain- 
ed Nebuchadnezzar's dream of the 
mystical image, which signified the 
duration of the four great monarchies ; 
upon which he was appointed ruler of 
the province of Babylon. He refused 
to worship the golden image; explained 
to Belshazzar the characters which 
were written by a hand on the wall of 
his banquetting room; and was cast 
into a lion's den in the reign of Darius, 
the Mede, but received no harm not- 
withstanding the fierceness of those 
animals. Daniel died towards the end 
ot Cyrus' reign, aged about 88. Part 
of his prophecies are written in He- 
brew, part in Chaldaic, and part in 
Greek ; and are $0 clear, that the ene- 
mies of the faith have thought that he 
only wrote what had already happened. 
The most celebrated among them is 
that respecting the 70 weeks, at the 
end of which Messiah should be put to 
death. 

DANIEL (Arnaud) a gentleman, 
and celebrated provencal poet of the 
i:th century, born at Tarascon, whom 
| Fetrarch and Dante mention with 
treat encomiums. He died 1189.

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DANIEL (Gabriel) a celebrated fe- 
Suit, one of the best French historians; 
born February $, 1649, at Rouen, He 
taught the helles lettres, philosophy, 
and theology, among the Jesuits, and 
Was superior of the professed house at 
Paris, where he died June 23, 1728. 
His works are very numerous, well 
written in French, the principal are, 
Hist. de France, 10 vol. to. reprinted 
1755, 17 vol. 4to. of which he also 
published an abridgement in 9 vol. 
12mo, reprinted in 12 vol. The history 
of the early reigns is better than that 
of the latter ones. The history of Henry 
IV. is the worst written; it is filled 
with trifles, which every moment be- 
tray the Jesuit under the mask of the 
historian.

DANIEL (Peter) an advocate of Or- 
leans, bailiff of the civil power at the 
abbey of St. Benòit-sur-Loire, one of 
the most learned men in the 16th cen- 
tury. He collected a valuable library 
of MSS.; published the Aulularia of 
Flautus, and the commentaries of Ser- 
%% on Virgil, &c. He died 1603, at 
Paris. His library was purchased by 
Paul Petan, and James Bongars; part 
of it was sent afterwards to Stockholm, 
and the other to the Vatican. 

DANIEL di Volterra, v. VOLTERRA. 

DANTE Alighieri, one of the earliest 
and most celebrated Italian poets; 
born 1265, of a good family at Flor 
rence. He was carefully instructed in 
the belles lettres, under Brunetti, one 
of the best scholars of that time; and 
devoted the first fruits of his muse to 
love. Dante possessed an uncommon 
genius and talents for poetry; happy 
would it have been for him if he had 
engaged in no other pursuit; but being 
appointed one of the governors of Flo- 
rence, his ambition involved him in 
the party he joined. Charles de Va- 
lois was sent by pope Boniface VIII. 
in 1301, to restore peace in Florence, 
which city was divided by two fac- 
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tions; one of the Blacks, and the other 
of the Mites; and no method was 
thought more likely to effect it than 
driving out the Hhites, Dante, who 
was of this faction, found himself 
among the banished: his house was 
pulled down, and his extates pillaged. 
This he wished to revenge, even at 
the expence of his country; and made 
use of every means to expose it to a 
bloody war; but died in exile at Ra- 
venna, 1321, aged 56. He had been 
three times married, but left only one 
son, who was an advocate at Verona, 
and left posterity. Several of Dante's 


poems remain, the greatest part 


written during his banishment; they 
are full of severe satires, but discover 
much wit and genius. They have 
been printed with notes by Christopher 
Landini, and Alexander Velutelli: the 
principal among them is the Poem of 
Hell, Purgatory, and Paradise. The first 
was printed 1472, fol. but the best edi- 
tion is Venice, 1757, 5 vol. 4to. fig. 
and the most elegant, Paris, 1768, 2 
vol. 12mo. It has been translated into 
French by Granger, Paris, 1596, and 
1597, 3 vol. 12mo. An excellent 
French translation of the Inferno ap- 
peared 1776, 8vo. with the Italian on 
one side, which will be followed by 
the Purgatorio, et Paradisio. His other 


printed works are De Monarchia M,, 


Venice, 1744, Svo. in which he main- 
tains that kings are not dependent on 
the pope for their temporalities; 1/ cor- 
vivio, Firense, 1480, Bvo.; Protec, 1723, 
gto, Dante's life has been written by 
Boccacio, Florence, 1576, 8Vv0, scarce. v.

DANTE (John Baptiste) an excel- 
lent mathematician of the 15th cen- 
tury, born at Perugia, called the modern 
Daedalus, because he invented artificial 
wings, and flew with them. He tried 
this experiment several times with 
success, over the Thrasymene lake; 
but attempting to exhibit himself to 
the city of Perugia on the marriage of 
Bartholomew d' Alviano, and Soaring 
very high when he had flown over the 
place, the wire by which he guided 
one of his wings broke, and he fell 
upon the church of our lady, and frac- 
tured his thigh; it was set by skilful 
Surgeons, and he was afterwards pro- 
fessor of mathematics at Venice; where 
he died aged 40. 
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DANTE (Peter Vincent) an eminent 
architect and mathematician, of the 
Rainaldi family; born at Perugia, who 
Was $0 much distinguished by his ge- 
nius, his taste for the belles lettres, 
and his delicate poetry, as to be called 
Dante. He invented several machines, 
and wrote a commentary on Sacro Bos. 
s Sphere. He died 1512, Julius 
Dante, his son, and Theodora Dante, 
his daughter, acquired also great repu- 
tation by their skill in architecture, 
and mathematics; and composed seve- 
ral works. 

DANTE (Vincent) son of Julius, and 
grandson of Peter Vincent Dante;.a 
very ingenious mathematician, and 
celebrated sculptor; who wrote the 
lives of those who have excelled in 
that art; and other works. He made 
the statue of pope ſulius III. at Peru- 
gia, which is esteemed a masterpiece, 
Dante was also so skilful a painter, 
that Philip II. King of Spain, offered 
him large pensions to finish the Escu- 
rial, but he declined undertaking the 
voyage on account of ill health. He 
died 1576, at Perugia, aged 46. His 
brother Ignatius Dante, was also a 
very ingenious man; he entered among 
the Dominicans, and Gregory XIII. 
made him bishop of Alatri, as a re- 
ward for his merit. 

DANTECOURT (John Baptist) an 
ingenious regular canon of St. Gene- 
vieve, born June 24, 1642, at Paris. 
He was appointed chancellor of that 
university 1680, and curate of St. Eti- 
enne-du-Mont, in the same city, 1694; 
this curacy he resigned 1710, and re- 
tiring to the abbey of St. Genevieve, 
died there, April 5, 1718. He left two 
Fuctum for the precedency of his order 
over the Benedictines at the states of 
Burgundy; and a book entitled, De- 
ene de P Eg/ize; against the minister 
Claude's book, called, Defense de la 
Reformation, 

D*ANTINE, v. ANTINE. 

DANZ, or DANTZ (John Andrew) . 
an eminent Lutheran divine, born Feb. 
I, 1654 at Sandhusen, a village near 
Gotha. Danz made himself universally 
beloved and esteemed by the learned, 
and settled at Jena, where he was at 
first professor of oriental languages, 
then of divinity. He died of an apo- 
plexy December 20, 1727, leaving se- 

veral works much esteemed, upon the 


languages, 
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languages, Hebrew, antiquities, and 
sacred criticism; in Which he excelled. 
The principal are, excellent Hebrew, 
and Chaldee grammars; Sinceritas Sa- 
cræ Scripture weteris Testamenti trium- 
plant, Jena, 1713, 4to.; translations of 
several Rabinical works; many of his 
dissertations may be found in the IAe— 
saurus Philologicus, 

DAPHNE, daughter of the river Pe- 
neus, according to the fable, who, 


flying from the pursuit of her lover, 


Apollo, was changed into a Jaurel. 
DAPPERS (Olfert) a learned physi- 
cian of Amsterdam; who died 1690. 
He became famous by his descriptions 
of Asia, Africa, and America, written 
in Flemish, which are much esteemed, 
though Dappers never saw the coun- 
tries he writes about. His description 
of Africa has been translated into 
French, Amsterdam, 1686, fol. as also 
that of the Archipelago, 1703, fol. 
DARDANUS, son of Jupiter and 
Electra. He founded the kingdom of 
Troy in Phrygia, about 1480 A. C. v. 
ARTEMISIA. | 


DARES, a Trojan priest, celebrated 


by Homer, said to have written a his- 
tory of the Trojan war in Greek, but 
that which bears the name of Dares is 
a Spurious work. It has been trans- 
lated into French by Postel, Paris, 
1553, I6to, The best edition is by 
madame Dacier, 1684, 4to. and .{mster- 
dam, 1702, 2 vol. 8vo. the first is Milan,

D*'ARGONNE, v. ARGONNE, 

DARIUS ie Mede, king of Babylon, 
by whom Daniel was cast into the 
lions? den, and afterwards raised to the 
highest dignities. This Darius is, ac- 
cording to some authors, the same with 
Cyaxares II. son of Astyages, and un- 
cle on the mother's side to Cyrus. 

DARIUS I. king of Persia, son of 
Hystaspes, a celebrated conqueror, one 
of the seven noble Persians who de- 
throned the pretended Smerdis, and 
destroyed the tyranny of the Magi. 
He ascended the throne, 522 A. C. 
his groom having contrived that his 
horse should be the first that neighed. 
Darius took Samos, and gave the go- 
vernment of it to Syloson brother of 
Polycrates He protected Zerubbabel, 
and permitted him to rebuild the tem- 
ple, 514 A.C. and even contributed 
towards the cost of that sacred edifice. 


drinker, 
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Darius took Babylon, which had rebel- 
led, after a siege of 20 months, by the 
policy of Zopyrus; declared war 
against the Scythians, and built a 
bridge over the Thracian Bosphorus, 
508 A. C. to pass into Scythia, but 
this undertaking proving unfortunate, 


he was compelled to return into Persia. 


He left his general, Megabyses, in Eu- 
rope, who subdued Thrace, and some 
countries in the neighbourhood of 
Greece. This progress alarming the 


. Greeks, they prepared for a war 
against Persia; it began $504 A. C. ar. d 


the city of Sardis was taken and en- 
tirely destroyed, except the citadel. 
Some time after, the Athenians having 
forsaken the Ionians, Cyprus was re- 
taken by Darius' generals, and the 
Ionians defeated in a great battle near 
Miletus, which city they took and de- 
Stroyed, and became masters of all 
Ionia. Darius, elated by these victo- 
ries, sent Mardonius against the Greeks, 
with both land and naval forces; but 
that general being unsuccessful, he put 
Dates and Artaphernes in his place. 
They were at first more fortunate, but 
their army consisting of above 300,000 
men, was entirely defeated at the fa- 
mous battle of Marathon, 490 A. C. 
where they lost 2c0,000 men, besides 
a great number of ships. This memo- 
rable victory was gained by 10,000 
Athenians and 1,000 Platæans com- 
manded by Miltiades. Darius after- 
wards punished the rebellious Egyp- 
tians, and was making fresh prepara- 
tions against the Greeks when he died, 
435 A. C. after reigning 36 years. His 
epitaph expresses that he was a great 
He had before his death ap- 
pointed his son Xerxes to succeed him, 
to the exclusion of Artabazares, his el- 
dest son, because Xerxes was born 

after Darius was elected king. 
DARIUS II. surnamed Ochus, or Vo- 
thus, 1. e. bastard, his mother being the 
mistress of Artaxerxes Loangimanus., He 
ascended the throne of Persia after the 
death of Xerxes, who was murdered 
by Sogdianus, 423 A. C. Darius mar- 
ried Parisatis, a cruel princess, and 
had by her Arsaces, otherwise Artax- 
erxes Mnemon, who succeeded him; 
Amestris, Cyrus the younger, &c. He 
engaged in some wars by his generals, 
and his son Cyrus. He died 405 A. C. 
DARIUS III. Codomanus, last King 
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of Persia, famous for his misfortunes. 
He was $0n of Arsamis and Sysigambis, 
and raised to the throne 336 A.C. by 
Bagoas, an eunuch, who had poisoned 
Arses, youngest son of Artaxerxes 
Ochus. This wretch, being afterwards 
dissatisfied with his choice, would have 
poisoned Darius; but that prince pu- 
nished all his crimes by forcing him to 
swallow the poison himself. It was 
this Darius whom Alexander defeated 
in three famous battles. The firs: was 
at the passage of the Granicus, 334 


A. C. the second, near the Straits of 


Mount Taurus, near Ajazzo, where 
Darius lost his mother, wife, and chil- 
dren: the third, near the city of Ar- 
bela, October t, 330 A. C. eleven days 
after the remarkable eclipse of the 
moon mentioned by Pliny and Ptolomy. 
Darius, flying to Media, was murdered 
by Bessus, governor of Bactria, in the 
6th year of his reign. The Persian 
monarchy ended in this unfortunate 
prince, 230 years after its foundation 
by Cyrus. 

DARTIS (John) a learned lawyer, 
born 1572, at Cahors, who, after stu- 


dying there, at Rhodez, and Toulouse, 


went to Paris with the president de 
Verdun, and succeeded Nicholas Oudin 
as professor of law, 1618. He was at- 
terwards professor of common law at 
the Royal College, and died April 2, 
1651. It appears from his works, 
which were published 1656, fol. that 
he was well acquainted with the an- 
cient church discipline. 

DATAMES, a common soldier 
among the guards of Artaxerxes Mne- 
mon, who was made general, and com- 
manded his armies with great courage 
and prudence; but some envious per- 
sons having injured him in the king's 
opinion, he raised a rebellion in Cap- 
padocia, defeated Artabases, general 
of Artaxerxes forces, 362 A.C. and 
was killed some time after. 

DATHAN, v. AARON, 


DATI (Augustine) professor of 


belles lettres at Urbino, and Sienna,

Though the size of 
his pictures seldom exceeded a foot, he 
asked six and eight hundred livres for 
them, fixing the price according to the 
time they had taken up, and valuing 
every hour at twenty pence.” 

DAVANZATI (Bernarc) a Floren- 
tine, famous for his Italian translation 
of Tacitus, Venice, 1658, 4to. and Pa- 
r/s, 1760, 2 vol. 12mo. He has used 
some old and obsolete Tuscan words, 
which render his version, in many 
parts, unintelligible even to the Ita- 
lians.

DAUBENTON (William) a Jesuit, 
born at Auxerre, counsellor to Philip V.

The king, however, re- 
called him, 1716, to resume the office 
of confessor, Which he held till 1723, 
in which year he died, aged 75. He 
composed several Funeral Orations, 
and a life of St. Francis Regis. 

DAU DE! (Peter) of Marvejots, died 
17 54, aged 74. He translated Gordon's 
Reflexions on Tacitus, Amsterdam, 1751, 
3 vol. i2mo. and wrote Vie de M. de 
Cervantes, 1740, 12M0. 

DAUDERSTAT (Samuel) a learned 
Lutheran divine, minister at Frisen- 
guen at the end of the 17th century. 
He wrote, among other works, a book 
in 4to. Leipsic, 1663, on the Eastern 
Antichrist, which he explains of Gog 
and Magog.

DAVENANT (John) an eminent 
English divine, born in London, doc- 

tor 


DA 


tor and professor of divinity at Cam- 
dridge, afterwards bishop of Salisbury. 
He was a man of great moderation, 
who earnestly endeavoured to unite all 
the different sects of Christians, as ap- 
pears from his book, entitled, Adhor- 
tatio ad Communionem inter Evangelicas 
EFEccleias. Being deputed by the church 
of England to the synod of Dort, he 
declared in favour of universal grace, 
and maintained, with doctor Ward, 
that Jesus Christ suffered for all man- 
kind, He died, 1640, at Cambridge. 
His principal works, besides that 
above mentioned, are the following :

DAVENANT, or DD AVENANT (Sir 
William) born 1606 at Oxford, son of 
a vintner. He wrote some theatrical 
pieces, which were so much approved, 
that the author was appointed poet- 
laureat on the death of Jonson, 1637. 
Being accused of an attempt to raise 
the army against the parliament 1641, 
he was arrested, but gave bail, and re- 
tired into France. On his return to 
England, William, marquis of New- 
castle, made him lieutenant-general of 
artillery, and the king knighted him, 
1643, during the siege of Gloucester. 
The affairs of that prince proving un- 
fortunate, Davenant went again into 
France, and ' turned Catholic. The 
queen sent him back to England 1646, 
that he might persuade the king to 
abolish episcopacy ; but being unable 
to prevail, he returned to Paris. Some 
time after he formed a plan for carry- 
ing a number of manufacturers from 
France to Virginia, particularly wea- 
vers, and obtained licences from the 
French King; but his vessel being 
taken by the company's ships, he was 
Sent as a prisoner to the isle of Wight, 
1650, and to the Tower of London, 
1651. He was set at liberty through 
the interest of Milton, and some other 
persons. Nor was Milton's Kindness 
il bestowed ; for, at the restoration 
of Charles II. he obtained his pardon 
by Davenant's solicitation. Thus were 
these two great poets indebted to each

DAVID, king of the Jews, one of. 
the greatest and best princes the world 
ever saw, born at Bethlehem, 1085 


A. C. son of ſesse, of the tribe of Ju- 
dah. While he kept his father's sheep, 
God chose him to be king instead of 
Saul, and commanded Samuel to anoint 
him, 1063 A.C. being 22 years of age. 
David distinguished himself by his 
courage and noble actions, slew the 
giant Goliath, conquered the Philis- 
tines, and married Michal, Saul's 
daughter. This prince, jealous of his 
glory, sought to destroy him; but Jo- 
nathan and Michal saved his life. Da- 
vid was, however, obliged to flee into 
the wlilderness, where Saul, pursuing 
him, twice ran the risk of being Kkill- 
ed; but David, who abhorred the 
thought of lifting his hand against his 


master, only showed him the danger - 


he had been exposed to. He retired 
afterwards to the court of Achish, 


king of Gath, who allotted the city of 


Ziklag to him and his people. This 
city being some time after burned and 
pillaged by the Amalekites in David's 
absence, he pursued them, and retook 


their booty. During these transac- 


tions, Saul killed himself, after losing 
a battle against the Philistines, 1055 
A. C. and an Amalekite, who carried 
the news, pretending to have slain 
him, was, by David's order, put to 
death; and David caused himself to be 
again anointed king at Hebron, over 
the tribe of Judah, 1055 A. C. Ish- 
bosheth, son of Saul, being killed 
some time after in his palace, David 
ordered the murderers to be put to 
death, and was proclaimed King 
throughout all the tribes, 1048 A. C. 
The following year he took the citadel 
of Zion, and chose Jerusalem for the 
capital of his kingdom. He also con- 
quered the Philistines, subjugated the 
Moabites, subdued Syria, made war 


against the Ammonites, who had in- 


— 


sulted his ambassadors; and designed

ing; but being tempted, through pride,

the Lord: but this glory was reserved 
for his son. All these noble actions 
Were unhappily tarnished by his adul- 
tery with Bathsheba, and the murder 
of her husband Uriah; but, being made 
sensible of his crime, by the prophet 
Nathan's ingenious parable, he was 
sincerely penitent; and God, moved 
by his repentance, pardoned him. His 
penitence was, however, followed by

Scarce was this 
war terminated, when another broke 
out by the revolt of Sheba, but was 
soon ended by his death. David then 
devoted himself to the preservation of 
peace, and endeavoured, by every 
means, to render his kingdom flourish- 


to number his subjeRs, 1017 A. C. God 
reproved him by the prophet Gad, Who 
proposed to him, as a punishment, the 
choice of famine, sword, or pestilence. 
David chose the latter judgment, and 
Saw 70,000 of his subjects perish, be- 
ing smitten by the angel of the Lord. 
He implored mercy, and God's anger 
was appeased. Some time after, being 
loaded with years and infirmities, he 
placed Solomon on his throne, not- 
withstanding the stratagems of Adoni- 
jah; settled the order of divine service 
in the temple which Solomon was to 
build, and died ro15, aged 70, having 
reigned 40 years, leaving a great num- 
ber of children by his nine wives, and 
his concubines. It is the opinion of 
St. Augustine, and several more of the 
fathers, that the 150 Psalms were all 
written by David; but St. Jerome, St. 
Hilary, and others, suppose, What 
seems more probable, that he com- 
posed only part of them. However 
that may be, the Psalms are most beau- 
tiful and sublime pieces of poetry. 
DAVID, king of Ethiopia, son of 
Nahu, succeeded his father, 1507. He 
gained great victories over his enemies, 
sent ambassadors to Emmanuel, king 
of Portugal, and pope Clement VII. 
and reigned about 36 years. 
DAVID GANZ, a jewish historian 
in the 16th century, author of a Chro- 
nicle entitled Tema David, in Hebrew, 
Prague, 
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Prague, 1592, 4to. scarce. Verstius 
translated part of it into Latin, with 
notes, Leyden, 1644, 4to. 

DAVID de Pomis, -a learned Jewish 

hysician in the 16th century, who 
called himself of the tribe of Judah, 
and left a valuable Dictionary, in He- 
brew and Italian, Venice, 1587, fol.; 
De senum affect ibus, Venice, 1588, 4to. 

DAVID de Dinant, an heretic, at the 
beginning of the 13th century, one of 
Amauri s disciples, who taught that 
God is the first matter. His system 
much resembles that of Spinoza.- He 
has been refuted by St. Thomas, and 
other divines. 

DAVID (Georfe) born at Delft, one 
of the heads of the Anabaptists, who 
retired into the Low Countries on the 
destruction of their Kingdom of Sion 
in Munster, 1536. The name of ana- 
baptist heing grown odious, and dan- 
gerous to those who bore it, David's 


disciples distinguished their sect by 


that of Davidists, because their chief 
gave out that he was the true Messiah, 
the third David, born of God, not ac- 
cording to the flesh, but the spirit. 
This sect lasted but a short time; its 
members, even the impostor's mother, 
being beheaded or drowned at Delft. 
They suffered with a firmness worthy 
of a better cause, meeting death by 
declaring themselves of the same faith 
with those who were leading to it. 
David was forced to quit Delft, and 
retire to Basil, where, taking the name 
of John Van Bruck, he lived under its 
shelter, quietly, but luxuriously, till 
his death in 1556. The whole sect was 
then comprised in the house of the 
chief; but, being informed against be- 
fore the magistrates of the canton, 
they destroyed all remains of Davidism, 
ordered the prophet to be dug up again, 
three years after his decease, and burned 
his bones and writings. 

DAVIDI (Francis) of Hungary, a 
famous Socinian, superintendant of the 
reformed churches in Transylvania, 
where he introduced his errors. He 
was afterwards confined in the castle 
of Deve, and died there 1579. Davidi 
left some works, rather scarce, which 
may be found in Bibl. Fratrum Polono- 
rum, v. CRELLIUS, in which he 
maintains monstrous errors. . 

DAVILA (Henrico Catherino) an 
eminent historian, born at Succo in 
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Paduano, 1576, son of Antonio Davila, 
who was constable of Cyprus, but 
obliged to leave his country when the 
Turks took that island, 1570. He was 
named Henry Catherine, in honour of 
Henry III, and Catherine de Medicis, 
who had been benefactors to his father. 
Davila went into the army at 18, sig- 
nalized himself on various occasions, 
and, going afterwards to Venice, re- 
ceived an honourable maintenance 
from the republic, by several military 
posts. He wrote his History of the 
Civil Wars of France, containing what 
passed from the death of Henry II. 
15 59, to the peace of Vervins, 1598. 
He was killed by a Veronese, about 
1631, who refused to furnish proper 
carriages to convey him to Cremona, 


though he had orders from the repub- 


lic to demand them. Davila left four 
Sons and five daughters. His History 
has been translated from Italian into 
French by John Baudouin, and since 
by the abbe Mallet, 3 vol. 4to. The 
most elegant Italian edition is the 
Lowwore, 1644, 2 vol. fol.; that of Ve- 
nice, 1733, 2 vol. fol. is neat and en- 
larged; that of London, 1755, 2 vol. 
4to. 1s very elegant. 

DAVILER (Augustine Charles) an 
eminent architect, born 1653 at Paris. 
Going to Rome as King's pensioner, he 
was taken by some Algerine corsairs, 
and carried into Tunis, where he re- 
mained 16 months in slavery, and, 
during that time, drew the beautiful 
mosque at Tunis. He afterwards went 
to Rome; and, having perfected him- 
self there, returned to France, and 
embellichned Beziers, Carcassonne, 
Nismes, Montpellier, and Toulouse. 
The states of Languedoc rewarded his 
merit by a pension, with the title of 
architect of the province. Daviler left 
a complete Course of ArchiteFure, 1691, 
2 vol. 4to. much esteemed. The last 
edition is 1750, and 1755, 2 vol. 4to. 
He died 1700 at Montpellier. 

DAVIS (John) an English naviga- 
tor, who surveyed North America, 
158 5, to find a passage to the East In- 
dies; but only discovered a strait near 
Greenland, which since bears his name. 

DAVIT (Peter) a gentleman of 
Tournon, born August 13, 1573.

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dDrpaLus, an ingenious and cele- 
brated Athenian artist, who made 


moving figures, and invented machines, 
which gained him immortal reputation. 
It is said, that, fearing to be excelled 
dy his nephew, Talus, he threw him 


from the top of a tower, and fled with 


his son Icarus into Crete, to King Mi- 
nos. There, according to the fable, 
he built the famous Jabyrinth, and was 
himself confined in it, because his son 
Icarus assisted Pasiphae in her amours. 
Dedalus then invented sails, and made 
use of them to avoid more surely the 
vengeance. of Minos. He escaped 
with his son, who, not managing the 
sails of the vessel according to his fa- 
ther's direction, fell into the sea, and 
was drowned. This gave rise to the 
poetical fiction of Icarus making him- 
self wings. Dedalus retired to Co- 
calus, king of Sicily, but was pursued 
by Minos, wh6m Cocalus, having per- 
suaded into a conference, had stifled 
in a Stove, | 
DEDEKIND (Frederick) a learned 


German writer of the 16th century, 


known principally by a small work, 
satirical and moral, in which he ironi- 
cally praises rudeness and vulgarity, 
and gives rules for them: it is entitled, 
Grebianus et Grobiane de morum $implici- 
rate, Frank fort, 1558, 8vo. 

DEE (John) born July 13, 1527, in 
London. He gained such great repu- 
tation, that he was consulted as an 
oracle; and queen Elizabeth always 
called him zer philosopher : but, falling 
into the reveries of magic, judicial 
astrology, and the philosopher's stone, 


ne became extremely poor, and was 


frequently in danger of his life, in the 
different courts of Europe. He died in 
England, 1607, aged 81. His works 
were printed at London, 1659, fol. in 
English, with notes, and a learned pre- 
face by Casaubon. This edition is very 
scarce. 

- DEGULLLEVILLE (William) a 
Rernardine monk of the abbey of Cha- 
lis, who was living in 1358, aged 63. 
He wrote a romance in verse, en- 
titled, Les trois Pelerinages; celui de la 
Vie humaine; celui de Ame zeparee du 
Corps; et celui de Feius Chrizt, Paris, 4to. 
no date, but of the end of the 15th 
century.

DEIANIRA, daughter of CEneus, 

King of Etolia, and wife of Hercules.

She was beloved by Nessus, tlie Cen 
taur; but, as he attempted to force 
her away, Hercules killed him with a 
poisoned arrow. Nessus, when dying 
gave Deianira a shirt, stained with bir 
own blood; assuring her, that, so lon 

as her husband wore it, he would love 
no other woman. Hercules some time 


Detanira sent him the poisoned shirt 
which, according to the fable, made 
him so furious, that he threw himself 
into a fire, and Deianira killed herself 
in despair. 
DEIDAMIA, daughter of Lyco- 
medes, king of Scyros, by whom 
Achilles had Pyrrhus, while he re- 
mained disguised at her father's court. 
DEJOCES, first King of the Medes, 
after having assisted them to shake off 
the Assyrian yoke. He built Ecbatana, 
and died about 657 A. C. after reign- 
ing 53 years. | 
DEJOTARUS, one of the tetrarchs 
of Galatia, who encreased his power 
so much, as to be sole tetrarch. He 
obtained from the Romans the title of 
king of the Lesser Armenia, and was 
of great service 'to them in all their 
wars in Asia. Dejotarus took Pom- 
pey's part against Cæsar, who after- 
wards deprived him of Armenia, and 
part of Galatia. He was accused by 
Castor, his grandson, of an attempt 
against Cxsar's life; but Cicero de- 
fended him in that ſine speech, pre De- 
jotaro. After the death of Cæsar, he 
was restored to his possessions; took 
the part of Brutus, and died some time 
after, about 41 A. C. His wife, being 
barren, was desirous of his having 
children by another woman, and pre- 
sented him with a beautiful slave; 
and acknowledged the children born 
from this connection, educating them 
with great tenderness and magnifi- 
cence, 
DEIPHILE, daughter of Adrastus, 
king of Argos, and wife of Tydeus, 
by whom she had the famous Dio- 
medes, _*% 
DEIPHOBUS, son of Priam. Ac- 
cording to Virgil, he married the beau- 
tiful Helen, after the death of Paris, 
and was by her delivered up to Mene- 
laus, who put him to death. 
DEIPHON, son of Triptolemus and 
Meganyra, beloved by Ceres, who, to 
render him immortal, put * 
e. 
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fte. Meganyra, alarmed at this sight, 
interrupted the mysteries of the god- 
dess, who immediately ascended her 
car, and left Deiphon to be burned. 

DELAMET (Adrian Augustin de 
Bussi) à pious and learned doctor of 
the house and society of the Sorbonne, 
$eigneur de Sevais in Maine, and prior 
of St. Martin de Brise-la-Gaillarde, 
born in Beauvoisis, of an ancient and 
illustrious family of Picardy. He was 
distinguished for learning and inte- 
grity; accompanied cardinal de Retz, 
to whom he was related, in his pros- 
perity and his misfortunes, and settled 
afterwards at the Sorbonne, where he 
earnestly devoted himself to deciding 
cases of conscience with his friend 
M. de Sainte Beuse. He was a zealous 
director to several religious houses; 
was appointed to attend condemned 
criminals, and maintained and edu- 
cated a great number of poor scholars. 
He died July 10, 1691, at the Sorbonne, 
aged 70, The greatest part of his De- 
4 cisions, and those of M. Fromageau, 
were collected 1732, 2 vol. fol. 

DELAUDUNS (Peter) of Aigaliers, 
son of a bad poet of Usez, known by 
an Art Pectique, 1556, 16to. some Poems, 
two of which are theatrical pieces, Sz. 
Sebastien; Les Heraces, 1596, 12mo. and 
a poem, entitled, La Franciade, 1604, 
12mo. They are insipid enough, and 
in Ronsard's style. He was judge of 
the temporal court at Usez, and died 


of the plague at the castle of Aigaliers, | 


1629. 

DELAUNAY, secretary of state to 
M. the prince de Vendome, and au- 
thor of some comedies; La Ferit Fa- 
bulizte; Le Paremeus, and other pieces 
for the Italian theatre. He died 1751 
at Paris, his native place, aged 56. 

DELFAU (Dom. Francis) an inge- 
nious Benedictine, of the congregation 
of St. Maur, born 1637 at Montet in 
Auvergne. He was author of a book, 
entitled, L' 4bbe Commandataire, 12mo. 
which has made much noise. He pe- 
rished, in a storm, as he was passing 
from Landevenech to Brest, where he 
was going to preach a panegyric on St. 
Theresa, October 13, 1676, aged 39. 
It was Delfau who had begun the edi- 
tion of St. Augustine's works. 
DELISLE (William) son of Claude, 
a skilful geographer, who died 1620. 
He studied geography under his father, 
we :

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and brought this science to perfection, 
which, had scarce been unfolded by 
Samson: and, though no astronomer, 
knew, by the routiers and estimates of 
the currents, how to fix the situation 
of every place, as it would have been 
fixed by astronomipal gbservations. He 
taught geography to the king, and 
died 1726. His maps are universally 
esteemed. v. LISLE. 

DELISLE de la Drevetiere (Lewis 
Francis) born at Suze la Rousse, in 
Dauphiny. He died 1756. He fur- 
nished the Italian theatre with the 
following pieces; Arlequin Sauvage ou 
Banquet des Sept Sages; Astrologue Grand 
Mogal; Timon le Misantrope; le Banquet 
ridicule; le Fuucon et les Oyes de Boccace;

DELIUS, or DILIUS (Quintus) one 
of -Anthony's generals, who being sent 
by him to Cleopatra, persuaded her tg 
appear before Anthony in-her richest 
ornaments; she followed his advice, 
and by that means won the conqueror, 
41 A.C. Messala Corvinus called De- 
lius the hackney horse of the civil wars; 
because he went from Dolabella's 
party to that of Cassius; from that of 
Cassius to Anthony's; and from An- 
thony's to that of Octavian. He wrote 
a history of his own times. | 

DELPHINUS (Peter) a learned ge- 
neral of the Carmelites, in the 16th 
century, who left some witty letters, 
Venice, fol. 1524, very scarce. There 
are some new letters by the same au- 
thor, in tom. 3, of Martenne's collec- 
tion. He died in the Venetian state, 
Jannary 15, 1525. 

DELRIO (Martin Anthony) born 
1551, at Antwerp, son of a Spanish 
gentleman. He was admitted doctor 
at Salamanca, 1574, afterwards coun- 
sellor to the parliament at Erabant, 
and intendant of the army. Delrio 
entered among the Jesuits at Yalladu- 
lid 1580, and going from thence into 
the Low Countries, taught the belles 
lettres and theology. He also taught 
at Leige, Mentz, Gratz, and Salaman- 
ca. 'He died October 29, 1608, at 
Louvain, aged $57, leaving several

DEMADES, a celebrated Athenian, 
who from a mariner became a great 
orator, and appeased Philip by his 
eloquence, after the famous battle of 
Cheronea, 338 A. C. Observing one 
day that this prince insulted his pri- 
soners cruelly, he said to him; I am 
astonished that fortune having assigned thet 
the part of Agamemnon, thou $houldest 


amuse thyself xwith ating that of Nerutes. 


Demades was greedy of presents, and 
put to death on suspicion of treason, 
222 A. C. He left Oratio de Duodecens

DEMARATUS, son of Ariston, king 
of Sparta, whom he succeeded 510 
A.C. He became illustrious among 
the Lacedemonians by his counsels, 
and noble actions; but Cleomenes, his 
colleague, having corrupted the oracle 
at Delphos, caused it to answer that 
Demaratus was not the son of Ariston. 
Demaratus being banished upon this, 
fed to the court of Darius son of Hys- 
taspes, who received him nobly, and 
gave him many marks of Kindness. 
Demaratus nevertheless gave intelli- 
rence to the Greeks of ail the Persian's 
designs against them, considering him- 
self more obliged to his country though 
unjust, than to his enemies though 
generous: Xerxes expressing surprize 
that the Lacedemonians without any 
master to compel them, should be 
equal to braving danger and death, 
Demaratus replied, Thigh free and In- 
dependent of all mankind, they are under the 
law which commands them to tonquer or to 
die. And oh another occasion, when 
some expressed their wonder that, be- 
ing King, he submitted to banishment, 
It was, said he, hecaute the la in Sparta 
is more pott fu thantits kings, 

DEMARATUS, a principal citizen 
in Corinth, of the family of the Bac- 
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chiades, being unable to beat the ty⸗ 
ranny of Cypselus, Who had usurped 
the sovereign authority in that city 
he left the country with his whole fa. 
mily, and, going to Italy, settled at 
Tarquinea in Tuscany. He had there 
a son named Lucomon, afterwards 
king of Rome, and called Tarquin the 
ancient. 1 88 

DEMETRIUS PpOLITIOCRRTESV, i. e. 
City taker, a famibus king of Macedo. 
nia, son of Antigonus, one of the ge- 
nerals and successors of Alexander the 
Great. He made war against Ptolemy 
Lagus, with various success, made 
himself master of Pirzus, drove De- 
metrius Phalerius from Athens, entered 
into an alliance with the Greeks, and 
took Megara. He lost the famous 
battle of Ipsus against Seleucus, Cas. 
Sander, and Lysimachus, in which his 
father was killed, g3or A. C. Deme- 
trius retired to Cyprus, gave his daugh- 
ter Stratonice in marriage to Seleucus, 
took Cilicia, Tyre, and Sidon, and 
pillaged the city of Samaria, 296 A. C. 
Two years after, he conquered Mace- 
donia, and reigned there seven years, 
but was driven from thence by Seleu- 
cus, Ptotemy, and Lysimachus, joined 
with Pyrrhus; being at length be- 
trayed by his soldiers, he had recourse 
to the clemency of Seleucus, his son in 
law, who sent him to Apamia, where 
he died of high living and fat, three 


years after, 286 A, C. He was esteemed 


the handsomest prince of his time. 
DEMETRIUS I. Soter, i. e. Saviour, 
King of Syria, son of Seleucus Philopa- 
ter. He was sent to Rome as an hostage, 
and, his father being poisoned during 
his absence, the throne was usurped 
by his uncle Antiochus Epiphanes, then 
by his cousin Euparer. Demetrius hav- 
ing in vain solicited the senate to re- 
store his father's dominions to him, 
escaped from Rome, 162; and reco- 
vered his kingdom. He afterwards 
sent Nicanor and Bacchides into Ju- 
dea at the request of Alcimus, who had 
purchased the jewish high priesthood. 
These two generals ravaged Judea, and 
Judas Maccabeus was slain in a battle 
against Bacchides. After this good 


success, Demetrius made himselfodious 


to the neighbouring princes, and was 
conquered and killed by Alexander 
Balos, 151 A. C. after reigning eleven 
Years. Cn M460 h 
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DEMETRIUS 11; Nicanor, son of the 


eceding; married Cleopatra, daughter 


of Ptolemy Philometer, King: of Egypt, 
who placed him on the throne of Syria, 
145 A. C. Demetrius afterwards gave 
himsel up to debauchery; and marched 
against the Patthians, but was taken 
by Tryphon, who delivered him to 
Phraates, their King. This prince mar- 
ried him to his daughter Rhodagune, 
141 A. C. on which Cleopatra being 
enraged, married her brother in law 
Antiochus Sidetes, who was killed in 
2 battle against the Parthians, 130 
A. C. By his death Demetrius reas- 
cended the throne, but became so in- 
zupportable to his subjects, that they 
applied to Ptolemy Fhyscon for one of 
the family of Seleucus to govern them. 
He sent them Alexander Zebina; De- 
metrius fled, and was murdered by the 
intrigues of Cleopatra, 129 A. C. 
DEMETRIUS Pepagomenes, physician 
to the emperor Paleologus, lived in the 
12th century. He left a treatise de Po- 
dagra, Greek and Latin, Paris, 1558, 
vo. | | 
DEMETRIUS Phalerius, a celebrate 

orator, and - peripatetic philosopher, 
one of the disciples of Theophrastus; 
who acquired so much authority at 
Athens in the reign of Alexander the 
Great, that he was considered as a so- 
vereign on the death of that conque- 
ror, Je ruled there ten years, and 
adorned the city with many beautiful 
edifices. The Athenians, in honour of 
his virtues, raised 360 brass statues to 
him, but his enemies nevertheless con- 
demned him to death. He 4 66 
Cassander, and afterwards to Pt y 
Lagut., Diogenes Laertius asserts, that, 
acer the death of this prince, Deme- 
tus was banished by Ptolemy Phila- 
delphus, 283 A. C. and that he died 
some time after from the bite of an 
asp; others on the contrary maintain, 
that he had great influence under Pto- 
lemy Philadelphus; that he-enriched 
his library with 200,000 volumes, and 
induced that prince to have the Jewish 
law translated from Hebrew into 
Greek. However that may be, this 
celebrated philosopher died in this 
King's reign. He composed several 
works which are lost; that on rheto- 
Fic which bears his name, is by Diony- 
ur of Halicarnasws. The last edition 
* Glazgowy 1743, 4to. It may be found 
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also among the ancient Greek rheto- 
ricians, 1508, and 1509, fol. to which 
the Latin rhetoricians are added, 1 5235 
fol. and in Gale's Rhetores Selecti. 
DEMETRIUS, à celebrated Cynic 
philosopher, about the year 40, who 
hearing that Caligula wanted to draw 
him to his court, and engage him in 
his interests by a present, said, He mut 
offer nothing less than the empire, if he 
wied to gain him. Seneca said, Nature 
prodated this philosapher to e]. the age, 
that a great genias could preserve himself 
from being corrupted by the multitude. De- 
metrius going to see the pantomimes, 


and ascribing all their effes to the 


instruments, voices, and . decorations, 
the pantomime said, See me act alone, 
and after that say <what thou wilt of my 
art, The flutes were silent, the pan- 
tomime acted, and the philosopher 
transported, cried out; I not only zer 
thee, but hear thee: than speakest to me 
with thy hands. | 
DEMETRIUS Gha/condylas, v. CHAL- 
CONDYLAS. BAS 
DEMETRIUS Gia, à famous Mus- 
covite, who pretended to be Deme- 
trius, son of Basilowitz, grand duke of 
Muscovy. He asserted that Boris Gu- 
denou,. who then reigned, had ordered 
him to be murdered, but that misfor- 
tune had fallen upon a young man very 
like him, whom his friends had sub- 
stituted in his place. He went to the 
Vayvode of Sandomir, promising to 
marry his daughter, and embrace the 
Romish religion, if he would restora 
him to his dominions. The Vayvode, 
tempted by these promises, raised a 
powerful army, placed him on the 
throne, and gave him his daughter; 
but the Muscovites, alarmed by the 
changes Demetrius attempted to intro- 


duce, conspired against him under the 


conduct of Zwinski, and assassinated 
him on the very day of his marriage, 
May 17, 1606. Some authors assert 
that he was really the son of John 


Basilowitz, but others call him only a 


Muscovite monk, of a noble family at 
Gereslaw. 

DEMETRIVUS, son of the preceding, 
born while his mother was in prison. 
She found means to place him with a 


. trusty Cossac, and the priest who bap- 


tized him, imprinted on his shoulder 
with aqua fortis, words expressing his 
birth. The youth lived to the age of 

N * . 4 ; : 26, 
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26, without knowing his origin, when 
ene day as he was bathing, the marks 
of his shoulder were perceived, and a 
Greek priest read, Demetrius, 20 of the 
czar. Demetrius Ladislaus, King of 
Poland, being informed of this, sent 
for the young man to court, and treat- 
ed him according to his birth. But 
after the death of that prince, Deme- 
trius was forced to retire into Sweden, 
and from thence to Holstein. Unhap- 
pily for him, the duke of Holstein had 
borrowed a sum from the grand duke's 
treasury, for an ambassador whom he was 
tending into Persia; which debt he 
discharged by delivering up the un- 
fortunate Demetrius, who was be- 
headed 1635, and his limbs fastened 
to four poles before the castle of Mos- 
cow ; the rest of his body, being left 
on the ground, was devoured by the 
dogs. | 
DEMOCEDES of Crotona, the most 
eclebrated physician of his age; the 
son of Calliphron, and friend of Poly- 
crates, tyrant of Samos. This tyrant 
being killed dy Orztes, Darius, son of 
Hystaspes, put the murderer to death, 
and carried all his treasure to Susa, 
also his slaves, and among them De- 
mocedes, who some time after restored 


the king's foot which he had put out 


of joint in alighting from his horse. 
This cure gained him great credit; a 
magnificent house was given him in 
Susa, he had the honour of eating at 
the table of Darius, and all favours at 
court were obtained through his in- 
fluence. At length having cured Atossa, 
daughter of Cyrus, and wife of Darius, 
who had an ulcer in her breast, he 
contrived, by her interest, to be sen: 
into Greece as a spy, where being 
arrived, he fled to Crotona, and there 
married the daughter of the famous 
Wrestler, Milo, about 520 A. C. 
DEMOCHARES, v. MOUCHI. 
DEMOCRITUS, one of the greatest 
philosophers of antiquity, born at Ab- 
deta in Thrace. He was educated by 
the Magi, who taught him astronomy, 
and theology. He afterwards attended 
Lencippus, from whom he learned the 
systera of Atoms, and the Vacuum. 
Democritus, wishing to improve his 
knowledge of the sciences, travelled 
to every part of the world where he 
was likely to meet with learned men. 
He visited the Egyptian priests, con- 
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sulted the Persian and Chald F 
losophers, and is said by inks 20 — 
gone to the Indies that he might con- 
verse with the gymnosophists; but it 
is doubted whether he was ever at 
Athens. After spending above 100 
talents in travelling, he returned to 
Abdera, and confined himself to a | 
garden, where he made his philoso. 
phical experiments. His great Dias 
comus, the best of all his works, no soon- 
er appeared, than the public presented 
him with 500 talents, and raised to his 
honour statues of brass. Democritus 
laughed incessantly at human life, as 
a continual farce, which made the 
people of Abdera think him mad, and 
zend Hippocrates to cure him: but that 
celebrated physician having conversed 
with the philosopher, told them he 
had a great veneration for Democritys, 
and that in his opinion those who 
thought themselves more in their 
senses were less so. Democritus died 
361 A. C. aged 109, according to Dia- 
genes Laertius. He composed a great 
number of works, from which Epicu- 
rus drew his philosophy, but they are 
lost. It is said that Democritus blind- 
ed himself, that he might meditate 
more profoundly on philosophical sub- 
jects; this however is not in the least 
probable. 

DEMONAX, an ingenious philoso- 
pher of the isle of Crete, who attached 
himself to no particular sect, but 
adopted what he found good in each 
of them. It was this philosopher who, 
when at the point of death in an ad- 
vanced age, said the following words, 
which have $ince been ascribed to Ra- 
belais; Ie is time to depart, the Farce is 
done. He lived in the time of Adrian; 
about 120 A. C. Lucian has written 
his life. 

DEMO PHO ON, son of Theseus and 
Phædra. Returning from the Trojan 
expedition, he was cast on the coasts 
of Thrace, and married Phillis, daugh- 
ter of Lycurgus, king of that country. 

DEMOSTHENES, a very celebrated 
orator; one of the greatest geniuses 
that have ever appeared in the world; 
born at Athens, 381 A. C. He lost 
his father when but seven years old, 
and was put under guardians, who 
robbed him of his property, and neg- 
lected his education; but this neglect 
te supplied by his natural talents, and 
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great ardor for oratory. He was the 
visciple of Isgcrates, Plato, and Isæus, 
and made $0 great a progress under 
these excellent masters, that at 17, he 
pleaded against his guardians; who 
were Sentenced to pay three talents, 
which he forgave them. He is said to 
have declaimed before a mirrour when 
young, the better to regulate his ac- 
tion, Demosthenes opposed Philip. of 
Macedon, and his son Alexander 7he 
Great; on which account he was forced 
to quit Athens, but on that conqueror's 
death he returned thither, was received 
with great honours, and continued to 
speak against the Macedonians, An- 
tipater being informed of this, com- 
manded the Athenians to deliver up 
all the orators who declaimed against 
him. This order obliged Demosthenes 
to fly, who retired to the island of Ce- 
lauria; Archias being sent thither by 
Antipater to seize him, he pretended 
to write to some of his relations, 
sucking poison out of a quill, which 
he kept by him. He died November 
10, 322 A. C. Several of his orations 
remain, which Wolfius has translated 
into Latin, the best edition is Franck- 
fort, 1604, fol. M. Taylor is publish- 
ing a new one at London, of which 
the 2d and 3d volumes have appeared. 
M. Toureil has trarslated some of them 
into French, but M. Auger sen. pro- 
ſessor of eloquence at Rouen, and 
member of the academy in that place, 
has given a complete translation of 
them, with that of Eschylus, Paris, 4 
tom. 5 vol. 8yo. to which he has added 
an exact history, and very learned 
notes. Their style is grand, sublime, 
and forcible, and they are all master- 
pieces of eloquence. . . 

DEMSTER (Thomas) a Scotch gen- 
tleman who left his country during the 
civil wars, chusing rather to lose his 
property, than to abandon the Catho- 
lic religion. He taught with reputa- 
tion in France, and Italy, and died at

DENYSOT (Nicholas) a French 
painter and poet, born 1515 at Mans, 
He went into England, and was pre- 
ceptor to Anne, Margaret, and Jane 
Seymour; ladies celebrated for their 
learning. Returning to France, he 
published Cartiques, 1553, 8vo. under 
the name of Comte d' Alsinojis, which is 
the anagram of his name.

DERHAM (William) an eminent 
English divine, rector of Upminster in 
Essex, known chiefly in the learned 
World as a natural philosopher.

DESCARTES (Rene) born at la Haye 
in Touraine, of a noble and ancient 
family. After finishing his studies at 
la Fleche, he was destined by his fa- 
ther for the army; went to Paris, and 
from thence to Holland, where he 
Served as a volunteer in the troops of 
the prince of Orange, 1616, While 
in garrison at Breda, he solved the fa- 
mous mathematical problem invented 


by Isaac Beecman, principal of the 


college at Dort; and composed his 
Treatise de Musique. Descartes was at 
various sieges, after which he returned 
to Paris, then went to Italy, and was 
present at the siege of Rochelle, 1628. 
Going again to Paris, the pope's nuncio 
engaged him to publish his system of 
philosophy. This proposal suggested 
to Descartes the idea of living retired, 
that he might enquire after truth, and 
the principles of things, more careful- 
ly, and at leisure. He first withdrew 
to Holland, near Egmont; and lived in 
Several other Þarts of the United Pro- 
vinces, where he applied with inces- 
sant ardour during above 25 years to 
the search of truth, and the composing 
of works which have immortalized his 
name. The university of Utrecht was 
Carthusian from its foundation, by the 
zeal of Reneri, and de Regis, two of 
Descartes disciples. This philosopher 
made a voyage to England, and ob- 
served the declination of the needle, 
near London, to which city Charles 
Cavendish, the duke of Newcastle's 
brother, afterwards invited him: but 
his philosophy being attacked -on all 
sides by the peripatetics, who were 
blindly attached to their old opinions, 
he chose rather to remain in Holland. 
Louis XIII, and cardinal Richelien, 
also, in vain, solicited his presence at 
court. It was about this time that 

D Descartes 
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Descartes published, Meditation: ar 
P Exixtence de Dieu, et ur  Immortalite 
de Ame. Voetius, a busy and turbu- 
lent man, being made rector of the 
university of Utrecht, procured a pro- 
hibition of his philosophy there, but 
was refuted by Descartes; who, going 
to France 1647, the King assigned him 
2 pension of 3000 livres, for which he 
had the writ, but received nothing; 
which made him say, smiling, that no 
parchment ever cost him sw much. He went 
afterwards into Sweden, to which place 
he had been invited long before by 
queen Christina. This princess re- 
ceived him with marks of the highest 
esteem, and desired his attendance, in 
her library, every morning at five, to 
instruct her in philosophy; and re- 
quested him to revise all his writings, 
in order to form from them a complete 
system. She also offered him a pen- 
sion of 3000 crowns, for himself and 
his heits; and proposed to him the 
establishment of an academy, of which 
she intended him to be the director: 
but all these projects vanished by the 
death of this great man, at Stockholm, 
February 11, 1650, aged 54. His re- 
mains were carried to Paris, and buried 
in the church of St. Genevieve du 
Mont, where his epitaph may be seen. 
M. Pajou executed his statue in marble, 
by order of Louis XVI. 1777. Adrian 
Baillet has written his life in 4to. and 
abridged it in 12mo. The revival of 
arts and sciences is principally owing 
to this philosopher: it was he who 
taught the right method of studying 
nature, and opened the way. His Latin 
works were printed in Holland, 6 vol. 
4to. He wrote some in that language, 
and some in French; but they have 
been reciprocally translated by his 
friends into each. The French edition 
consists of his Principles, 1 vol.; 4 
Meditations, 2 vol.; his Method, 2 vol.; 
Treatise on the Paxsions, 1 vol.; Treatise 
on Geometry, 1 vol.; Treatize on Man, 
1 vol.; and 6 vol. of Letters. In all, 
13 vol. r2zmo., The Geometry is joined 
to the Passions. Catherine Descartes, 
his niece, who died 1706, was dis- 
tinguished by her small pieces of poe- 
try, and the delicacy of ker wit.

DESGODETS (Anthony) king's 
architect, born 1653 at Paris, and sent 
to Rome by Colbert, 1674; but the 
Ship was taken by the Algerines. Af. 
ter passing 16 months in captivity, he 
went to Rome, and staid there three 
years, during which time he composed 
his work of the ancient edifices of 
Rome, which the King had printed 
and engraved, and made a present of 
it to the author. It appeared in 1682, 
fol. Desgodets died 1728. Les Loix de 
Batimens, 1776, 8vo. and Treatise du 
Tiise, 8vo. have been printed from his 
Lectures since his death. 

DESHAYS (John Baptist Henry) a 
painter, born 1729 at Rouen, and died 
1765. He was much admired for va- 
rious works which appeared at the Sa- 
loon, 176t and 1763. The death of 
St. Benedict, the deliverance of St. 
Peter, the marriage of the Virgin, the 
resurrection of Lazarus, Joseph's chas- 
tity, the combat of Achilles against 
Xanthus and Simois, &c. His draw- 
ing is admirably correct; his colouring 
good ; his composition ingenious; and 
he had great facility of execution. 

DESHOULLIERES, v. HOULIERES. 

DESIDERIUS (St.) bishop of Langres, 
supposed to have suffered martyrdom 
about 409g, wuen the Alani, Suevi, 
and Vandals, ravaged Gaul. He must 
be distinguished from Desiderius, bishop 
of Nantes about 45r. 

DESIDERIUS (St.) archbishop of 
Vienne, in Dauphiny, 596, a native of 
Autun, or rather of Gery. Queen 
Briinehaut, whom he had reprimanded 
for her scandalous life, having caused 
him to be deposed and banished in 603, 
sent him back to his diocese, and _ 
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dim murdered in 608, on the banks of 
the river Chalaronne, seven leagues 
from Lyons. St. Gregory the Great 
wrote three letters to him. He mnst 


not be confounded with St. Desiderius, 


bishop of Cahors in the 7th century, 
several of whose epistles are in the li- 
brary of the fathers, and the Canisius 
of Basnage. He died November 15, 654. 
DESIDERIUS, last king of the 
Lombards, who procured his election 
in 756, after the death of Aistulphus, 
under whom he was constable. Hav- 
ing Seized the exarchate of Ravenna, 
he was defeated and taken prisoner by 
Charlemagne, who carried him and his 
family into France 774, where he died 
soon after. One of his sons, who alone 
had escaped, took refuge at Constanti- 
nople, where he received the dignity 
of patrician. This King's death ended 
the kingdom of the Lombards in Italy, 
which had lasted 206 years, i. e. from 
563, when the Lombards, under their 
chief Alboinus, - founded a powerful 
monarchy in Italy. * 
DESIRE' (Arthur) a fanatical priest, 
who, being destitute of genius, thought 
to supply that defect by buffooneries 
and plots against the Calvinists. He 
was arrested on the Loire 1561, charged 
with a petition of the monks to Phi- 
lip II. that he would succour religion, 
which was in great danger. The par- 
lament Sentenced him to the amende 
honcrable, and five years confinement 
among the Carthusjans. He was living 
in 1578, His works are numerous, 
and as dull as their titles promise: Dia- 
pute de Guillet le Porcher, contre Fean Cal- 
vin, 1568, 16to.; Les grand Fours du

He 
afterwards devoted himself to the study 
of the Holy Scriptures, St. Augustine, 
and St. Thomas; and preached with 
great success. Nesmares was among 
the deputies sent to Rome to defend 
the doctrine of Jansenius, the condem- 
nation of which was prosecuting; and 
delivered a discourse in favour of it 
before pope Innocent X. On his re- 
turn to France, he was sought for, by 
order of the court, to send him to the 
Bastile, but made his escape, and re- 
tired, for the remainder of his life, to 
the honse of M. de Liancour, in the 
diocese of Beauvais, where he com- 
posed Le Necrolage de Port- Royal, 1723, 
gto. and died there 1687. His Dis- 
course before the pops may be found 
in the Furrnal des Saint Amour.

DESPORTES (Francis) a skilful 
paintex in the 18th century, horn 1661 
at the village of Champigneul in Cham- 
pagne. He placed himself under Ni- 
caSius, a Flemish painter, and after- 
wards acquired great reputation in 
France, Poland, and Eugland. Des- 
portes succeeded particularly in gra- 
tesque figures, animals, flowers, fruit, 
vegetables, landscapes, and hunting- 
pieces. The King often took pleasure 
in seeing him work, and loaded him 
with favours. Desportes excelled also 
in portraits. He was received with _ 
great honour in the academy of paint- 
ing, and drew the suojects for the ta- 
pestry made at the Gobelins.

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DETRIANUS, a celebrated archi- 


tect, under the emperor Adrian, who 


was employed in the most superb 


buildings of his time. He repaired che 
Pantheon, Neptune's Basilic, the Fo- 
rum, called Forum Augusti, the Baths 
of Agrippina, &c. 

DEVAUX (John) an eminent sur- 
geon of Paris, in Which city he was 
© born, January 27, 1649, son of John 
Devaux, Eminent in the same pro- 
fession. He was provost and warden 
of the surgean's company, and uni- 
versally esteemed for his skill, and 
his writings. He died May 2, 1729, 
at Paris, aged 81. His works are, /e 
Medecin de $64 mime, tz mo.; L'art de 
faire des rapports en Chirurgie, 12mg. ; 
Index funereus Chirurgorum Parisiensium, 
ab anno, 1315, ad annum 17 14, 12m0, with 
several others; and translations of 
many excellent works on physic and 
surgery. 

DEUCALION, king of Thessaly, 
son of Prometheus. He married his 
cousin, Pyrrha, and escaped with her 
from a great deluge, in which, accord- 
ing to the fable, all the rest of man- 
kind perished. Deucalion and Pyrrha, 
to repair the human race, threw stones 
behind them, which were changed 
into men and women, as the oracle of 
Themis had foretold. Deucalion's 
flood happened about 1500 A. C. 

DEVERT, v. VERT. | 

DEUS DEDIT, a virtuous pope, who 
succeeded Boniface IV. October 19, 
615, and was distinguished by his 
piety, and his charity to the sick. He 
died 618. | 

DEUSINGFUS (Anthony) a learned 
physician, born 1612, at Meurs He 
was well acquainted with the Arabic, 
Persian, and Turkish languages, and 
was professor of physic at Groningen, 
where he died 1666, 12mo. leaving a 
treatise on the motion of the heart 
and blood, 1655, 12mo. Fasciculus dia- 
ertationum, Groningen, 1664, 12mo9. 
and other works, He had been twice 
married, 

DEUTERIE, a widow with whom 
Theodebert, King of Metz, fell in love, 
while he was fighting in Languedoc, 
and carried her away with him, about 
533. This lady having a very beauti- 
ful daughter, caused her to be. murder- 
ed, fearing she should steal her lover's 
heart. But she did not long enjoy her

— DEXTER (Julius Flavius) prefect of 
the pretorium, under Theodosius the 
Great, son of Pacianus, bishop of Bar- 
celona. St. Jerome dedicated his work 
on the ecclesiastical writers to him. 
The chronicles published under the 
name of Dexter are spurious. 

DEZ (John) born April 3, 1643, at 
Sainte Menehould. He entered among 
the Jesuits, and became rector of the 
college of Sedan; and going from 
thence to Strasburg, established a se- 
minary there, and a Catholic univer- 
Sity, in which he had also the office of 
rector. He was twice sent to Rome, 
was five times provincial, and attended 
M. the dauphin by the king's order 
during his campaigns in Germany, 
and Flanders, as confessor. On his 
return to Strasburg, he died of a neph- 
retic colic, September 12, 1712 The 
most known among his works are, La

DIADOCHUS, bishop of Photicus, 


in Illyria, about 385, or rather about 


450; author of a treatise en Spiritual 
Herfection, in the library of the fathers. 
v. PROCLUS. 

 DIAGO(Francisco) a learned Spanish 
dominican, born at the town of Bibel, 
He wrote a history of 
the kingdom of Valencia, 1613, fol. of 
the earls of Barcelona, 1603, and other 


works. He died 1615. 
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DIAGORAS, a celebrated philosopher 
of Melos, who taught at Athens, and 
Was surnamed the Atheist because he 
denied a providence, and rejected the 
gods, He was at first devout, and 
even superstitious; but being robbed 
of a poem, he prosecuted the thief, 
who nevertheless kept possession, and 
gained the reward of it. Diagoras 
seeing the crime of this plagiary re- 
main unpunished, would no longer 
believe there were any gods. He was 
summoned by the Athenians to give an 
account of his docrines, but made his 
escape, about 416 A.C. They then 
Set a price upon him; promising two 
talents to him whoever should bring 
him back alive, and one, to wo- 
ever should produce his head. 

DIAGORAS, a famous wrestler of 
Rhodes, about 460, A. C. in honour of 
whom Pindar wrote a fine ode, which 
still remains, and which was written 
in letters of gold in the temple of Mi- 
nerva. 

DIANA (Antonino) a celebrated 
casuist; regular clerk of Palermo, ex- 
aminer of the bishops, and counsellor 


of the inquisition; who died July 20, 


1663, aged 77, leaving various moral 
works; Antwerp, 1667, 9 vol. fol. 
which are in the Index. on 
DIANA, goddess of hunting, daugh- 
ter of Jupiter and Latona, and sister 
of Apollo, called, according to the Pa- 
ans, Hecate in hell, Diana on earth, 


and Phebe in heaven. Her chastity is 


highly celebrated by the poets; hunt- 
ing was forbidden on her festival, it 
being supposed that she then let her 
dogs rest. Diana is commonly repre- 
sented with dishevelled tresses, a hairy 
robe of a purple colour, drawn up to 
her knee, a bow in her hand, and a 
quiver full of arrows; in a golden car 
drawn by hinds. The ancients raised 
many temples to her, the most magni- 
ficent was that at Ephesus, which was 
reckoned among the seven wonders of 
the world, and was burnt by a madman, 
named Erostratus, the same day that 
Alexander the Great was born, 356 
A.C. 

DIAZ (John Bernard) a learned 
Spaniard, grand vicar of Salamanca, 
and Toledo, counsellor to the grand 
council of the Indies, afterwards bishop 
of Calahorra. He assisted at the coun- 
cil of Trent, 1552, and died 1556,

leaving Practiea criminalis on 
Compl. 1 594, fol. &c. 

DIAZ (Philip) an eminent Portu- 
guese preacher, born at Brazanza, who 
entered the Franciscan order, and died 
in great reputation for sanctity, April 
9, 1600. His sermons have been print- 
ed in 8 tomes. 
DIAZ (Michael) born in Arràgon. 3 
companion of Christopher Columbus 
He discovered the mines of St. Chris. 
topher, 1495, and contributed much to 
the foundation of Isabella, since called 
St. Domingo. Diaz was some yeats 
after appointed lieutenant of porto 
Rico, but, falling into disgrace there, 
was sent prisoner to Spain, 1509; he 
was however restored to his affice, and 
died about 1512. 
DICASTILLO (John) a Jesuit, born 
1555, at Naples, who taught theology 
and philosophy at Murcia and Toledo. 
He died 1563, at Ingolstadt, leaving 
Several treatises on divinity, i 
DICEARCHUS, a celebrated philo- 
sopher, orator, and geometrician, born 
at Messina, son of Phidias, and disci- 
ple of Aristotle; who composed many 
excellent works, of which only frag- 
ments remain. The most esteemed 
among them were, a Treattse or deicrip- 
tion of the manners of the Grecians in va- 
rious times; a treatise describing the Lace- 
demonian republic. This last was es- 
teemed so beautiful, accurate, and 
useful, even at Lacedemon, that or- 
ders were given for its being pablicly 
read to the youths every year. De- 
scriptio Montis Pelii, in Geographic vete- 
ris Scriptores Græci minores, Oxford, 4 
vol. 8Byo. Cicero quotes several other 
works of this philosopher's, and men- 
tions him with great encomiums. 
DICENEUS, an Egyptian philoso- 
pher, who went into Scythia, in the 
reign of Augustus, and insinuated 
himself so much into the king's favour, 
as to become one of his chief counsel- 
lors. He softened the barbarous man- 
ners of the Scythians, gave them laws, 
and religious rites, and was held in 
such high veneration, that they pluck- 
ed up their vines, resolving to drink 
no more wine, hecause he had warned 
them of the disorders which men fall 
into from the use of that liquor. 
DICTYNNA, a nymph of Crete, one 
of Diana's companions. She was said 
to have invented hunting and fishing 
nets. 


nem, 
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nets, Diana is Sometimes called by 
this name. 
DICTYS of Crete, followed Idome- 
neus to the siege of Troy, and is said 
to have composed the history of that 
famous expedition; which has induced 
<ome learned men of modern times, to 
write a history of the Trojan war in 
Latin, and attribute it to this ancient 
author. The first edition is Men?z, 
without date; that by madame Dacier 
1680, 4to. ad umm Delphini, is more 
esteemed than that by Perizonius, 
Amsterdam, 1702, 4to. or 2 vol. 8vo. in 
this last form, it is joined to the au- 
thor's, cum notis varivrum. 
DIDIER (St.) v. LIMOJON. 
DIDIER Lembard, a learned doctor 
of the Sorbonne in the 13th century, 
who wrote against the Mendicant Or- 
ders, with William de St. Amour. 
DIDIER (William de Saint) a pro- 
vencal poet, of the rzth century, who 


turned Asop's fables into provengal' 


rhime, and wrote a treatise on fencing, 
and another on dreams; in which he 
lays down rules for having none but 
true and pleasant ones. The whole 
secret, according to this author, con- 
sists in living temperately; because 
the stomach when overlooded sends up 
only gross fumes to the head, which 
produce gloomy fancies. 

DIDIUS Julianus, a Roman emperor, 
born of an illustrious family at Milan, 
son of Salvius Julianus, an eminent 
lawyer, who was twice consul, and 
prefet at Rome. Didius usurped the 
empire, on the death of Pertinax, but 
was defeated by Severus, and killed in 
his palace, September 29, 193, aged 
60, after reigning some months. 

DIDO, that is, Heroic Nan, daugh- 


ter of Eelus, king of Tyre, and wife 
She fled into Africa, to 


of Sicheus. 
avoid the tyranny of- her brother Pyg- 
malion, who had killed Sicheus, and 
there built Carthage, 882 A. C. Hy- 
arbas, King of the Getulians, demand- 
ing her in marriage, and threatening 
the Carthagenians with war in case of 
a refusal, Dido caused a pile to be 
raised, and, after sacrificing victims, 
as if to appease the manes of her hus- 
band before she married Hyarbas, as- 
cended the pile, and stabbed herself 
before all the people, 890 A. C. This 
action gained her the name of Dido; 
(for her name was Eliza,) and gave 
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occasion to Virgil to substitute Eneas, 
for Hyarbas. But though Newton „ and 
other great writers, have attempted to 
make the chronology of this celebrated 
poet agree with Dido's history, it ap- 
pears certain that Eneas was never at 
Carthage, nor in Italy; and that he 
lived zoo years before Dido. 

DIDYMUS, of Alexandria, surnamed 
Chalcenteros, or Buwels of Brass, from 
his indefatigable application to study. 
He lived in the reign of Augustus, and 
is said by Seneca to have written 4, 000 
treatises; some scholia on Homer are 
attributed to him, which Schrevelius 
has joined to a Homer, said to be by 
Didymus, Amsterdam, 1656, 2 vol. 4to. 
They may be found with some other 
editions, but as he is quoted in these 
scholia, they appear to be the work of 
a later author. v. HOMER. 

DIDYMUS, of Alexandria, lost his 
Sight at five years old, notwithstanding 
which he acquired great learning by 
having both sacred and profane au- 
thors read to him. He even learned 
mathematics, and was thought worthy 
of filling the chair in the celebrates 
school belonging to the church at 
Alexandria, St. ferome, Rufinus, 
Palladius, Isidorus, and several other 
great men were his disciples; he was 
much attached to Origen's opinions. 
Didymus died 398, aged 85, according 
to Palladius. We have a treatise of 
his n the Holy Ghost, translated by St. 
Jerome into Latin, and some other 
works in the library of the fathers. 

DIE (St.) Deodatus, bishop of Ne- 
vers, who quitted his bishopric, 65s, 
and retired to the mountains of Vosges, 
that he might devote himself to medi- 
tation and prayer. He died about 684. 
He gave name to the city of St. Die in 
Lorrain, where there is a distinguished 
chapter. | 

DIECMAN (John) a Lutheran di- 
vine, born 1647, at Stade. He was 
Superintendent of the duchies of Bre- 
men, and Ferden; revised Lnther's 
German bible, and published against 
Bodin, and other materialists; De natu- 
ralismo, Jena, 1700, 4to.; De lingud He- 
bred, 1682, 4to.; De legislatione pedibus 
Judæ ante Christi adventum non recedente, 
1680, 4to. | 

DIEMERBROEK (Isbrand) a learned 
professor of physic and anatomy at 
Utrecht; born December 13, .1609, at

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Montfort, in Holland, He prac- 
tised with great success, and died at 
Utrecht, November 17, 1674, leaving 
a treatize on the Plague, in 4 books, 
which is esteemed ; and several learned 
works, of anatomy and physic, printed 
at Utrecht, 1685, fol. His anatomy 
has been translated into French by 
John Prost, Lycns, 1727, 2 vol. to. 

DIEPENBECK (Abraham) a native 
of Bois-le- Duc, who was pupil to Ru— 


bens, and gained much reputation by 


his designs and pictures; he particu- 
larly excelled in colouring, and chiaro 
curo. The greatest work which has 
been published from this artist, is d 
Temple of the Muses : he employed his 
pencil much on subjects of devotion. 
DIETERIC (John Conrad) a learned 
German writer, born 1612, at Butz- 
bach in Veteravia, He was professor 
of Greek and history at Marpurg, af- 
terwards at Giessen, where he died 
1667, leaving several works which are 
esteemed, the antiquities of the Old and 
New Testament, 1671, fol. held the 
first rank among them; the following 
are also much valued; Lexicon Etymo- 


agicum Gum; Diicurius historico- poli- 


ticus de prrigrinatione studiarum; Greca 
exulans, seu de infelicitate wpertioris Secult 
in Grecarum litterarum 1gn10! atione. 

DIETERIC (John) father of the 
preceding, died superintendent at Gi- 
essen, December 27, 1637; he was 
author of some works on divinity. 
Conrad Dieteric, his brother, professor 
at Giessen, and afteswards superin- 
tendent at Ulm, where he died 1639, 
wrote many theological works in 
German. | 

DIETERIC (John George) published 
explanations in German and Latin, of 
the engraved plants in the work en- 
titled PAytantesa Ieonegraphia, Ratisbon, 
1737, to 1745, 4 vol. fol. which con- 
tains 1025 coloured plates. The copies 
on large paper are in request, but they 
must not be on small paper and bor- 
dered. 

DIEU (Lewis de) a learned professor 
in the Walloon college at Leyden, and 
minister of what 1s called the reformed 
religion, born April 7, 1590, at Fles- 
singen. He was well skilled in the

DIGBY (Sir Kenelm) son of Everard 
Digby, who was beheaded in conse- 
quence of being concerned in the gun- 
powder plot against King James I. But 
Sir Kenelm, being faithful to the royal 
family, was restored to his inheritance. 
Charles I. appointed him gentleman of 
the bedchamber, commissioner of the 
navy, and governor of the Trinity 
house; and also granted him letters of 
reprisal against the Venetians, from 


whom he took several prizes near the 


port of Scanderoon. Sir Kenelm em- 
ployed his knowledge of chymistry in 
composing many excellent medicines, 
which he distributed gratis to the 
poor, and all sick persons. His em- 
bassy to pope Innocent X. the frank- 
ness with which he owned himself a 
Catholic before the parliament, and 
the firmness with which he supported 
banishment and the confiscation of 
his property, do him great honour, He 
went into France, where he was es- 
teemed by all persons of merit; return- 
ed to England at the restoration, and 
died in London, Marche rt, 1665, aged 
60. He left a treatise on the Immortality 
of the Soul, to. a subject on which he 
had held long conferences with Des- 
cartes. 4 Discourse on the use of Hhmpa- 
thetic powder for the cure of winds, 
printed at Paris, 16 58, 1662, and 1730, 
I2mo.; a Dissertation on the vegetation 
of Plants; translated into Latin by 
Dapper, Amsterdam, 1663, 12mo. and 
into French by Trehan, Paris, 1667, 
12mo. and other works. One of Sir 
Kenelm's three sons left two daugh- 
ters. | 
DILLEN (Jokn James) a native of 
Darmstadt, member of the academy 
of naturalists, and professor of botany 
at Oxford. He died 1747, leaving the 
following works; Catalogus Plantarum 
circa Hieam spontenascentium, Franc fort, 
1719, amo; Hortus Elthamensis, Lon- 
don, 1732, 2 vol. fol. 324 plates; and 
one not figured, which is placed at 
page 206; Hist. Muscorum, fol. 
DINAH, daughter of Jacob and 
Leah, born about 1746 A.C. Sichem, 
son of Hamor, king of Shalem, having 
violated her, Simeon and Levi, that 
they 
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they might revenge this affront, pre- 
vailed on Sichem, and all his people, 
to be circumcised, pretending that 
they would then give him Dinah for a 
wife; but they slew all the Sichemites 
some days after, and even plundered 
the city. 

DINARCHUS, a Greek orator, son 
of Sostratus, aud disciple of Theo- 
phrestus,. He amassed great sums at 
Athens by his orations, but being ac- 
cused of taking bribes from the ene- 
mies of the republic, was obliged to 
fly to Chalcedon; he was recalled 
about 15 years after. Dinarchus lived 
333 A. C. and composed 64 orations, 
of which only 3 remain; they may be 
found in the collection of ancient 
Greek orators by Stephens, 1575, fol. 
or in that of Venice, 1513, 3 tom. fol. 
Dionysius of Halicarnassus calls this 
orator Demosthenes the Savage. 

DINOCRATES, a celebrated Mace- 
donian architect, who having by a sin- 
gular artifice made himself known to 
Alexander the Great, offered to cut 
mount Athos into the form of a man, 
holding a great city in his left hand, 
and a cup in his right, which should 
receive the waters of all the rivers, 
flowing from that mountain, and cast 
them into the sea. Alexander did not 
approve of this plan, but he kept Di- 
nocrates in his service, and employed 
him to build Alexandria. 

DIN Us, a celebrated lawyer of Mu- 
gello in Tuscany, who taught with 
uncommon reputation at Bologna, in 
the 13th century, and was employed 
by Boniface VIII. in compiling the 
Sextus. He died at Bologna, 1303, of 
vexation, at not being made a cardi- 
nal; and left, De prescriptionibus, 8 vo.; 
De :uccessione ab intestato, 8 vo.; Comment. 
in regulas juris pontificii, 8vo.; De Glossis 
contrariis, 2 vol. fol. | 

DIOCLES, a geometrician; known 


by his invention of the curve called 


(leid. He must have lived before 
the 5th century, being mentioned by 
Pappus; and is supposed to have been 
an engineer, because Eutoicus quates 
a book of his, entitled, De Pyriis 
DIOCLES, a famons hero among 
the Megarians; in honour of whom 
they celebrated the Dioclesian games. 
DIGCLESIAN (Caius. Valerius) a 
Roman emperor, born at Salona, or 


according to others, at Dioclea, in 
VOL, II. 
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Dalmatia, about 245. He was of a 
very obscure family, but rose by his 
courage and prudence to the highest 
offices, and was proclaimed emperor 
after the dearh of Numerianus, Sept. 
17, 284. He killed Aper, the mur- 
derer of Numerianus, and established 
his throne by the death of Carinus, 


who was killed by his own officers, in 


a battle, in which he had gained the 
advantage. Dioclesian associated his 
old friend Maximilian Hercules with 
him in the empire, 286, raised a cruel 
persecution against the Christians, 
which only augmented their numbers; 
created Constantius and Valerius Max- 
imianus Cæsars, and  abdicated the 
empire with his colleague, in 305. He 
then retired to Salona, and led a tran- 
quil life, his chief pleasure being to 
cultivate his garden; but Constantine 
having put Maximian and his son 
Maxentius to death, Dioclesian, who 
always loved them, was so Shocked at 
it, that he starved himself at the age 
of 68. It is to de observed that e 
Fra of the martyrs, called also the Ara 
of Dieclesian, begins August 29, 284. 
Engravings of the baths built by this 
emperor were published 1558, fol. 

DIOCRES (Raimond) v. ST. BRU- 
NO. | 

DIODATI (John) an eminent mi- 
nister, and professor of divinity at 
Geneva, who published the bible in 
Italian with notes, 1641, fol. and in 
French 1644, fol.; a French transla- 
tion of Francis Paolo's history of the 
council of Trent, fol. He died at Ge- 
neva, 16 52, aged 73. 

DIODORUS (Siculus) a celebrated 
historian, in the reign of Cæsar and 
Augustus. He spent zo years in com- 
posing his historical library, and tra- 
velled over Europe and Asia, to com- 
plete it. This valuable work, which 
Diodorus wrote in Greek while at 
Rome, consisted of 40 books, of which 
15 only now remain; they are written 
in a clear style, well suited to history. 
The best edition is Amsterdam, 1746, 2 
vol. fol. the first Latin one is Milan, 
1472, fol. that of Hanover, 1604, fol. is 
estecmed, The abbe Terrasson has 
published a translation in 7 vol. 12mo, 
1727, and the following years. 

DIODORUS, of Antioch, a learned 
bishop of Tarsus, 378, who had St. 
Chrysostom, and Theodore of Mopsu- 

E 
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esta among his  disciples, St. Basil 
mentions him as a very holy bishop, 
and an invincible defender of the faith; 
in which he is followed by St. Chry- 
sostom, and the first council of Con- 
stantinople. St. Cyril on the contrary 
considers him as the harbinger of Nes- 
torius. Diodorus was among the hrst 


who confined themselves to the literal 


sense of scripture; but all his works 


are lost, except some letters and frag- 


ments in the Chains of the Greek Fathers, 

DIOGENES of Apollonia, in the 
island of Crete, eminent among the 
philosophers, who taught in lonia, be- 
fore Socrates appeared at Athens. He 


was the disciple and successor of Anax- 


imenes, and taught, like him, that air 
is the principle of all things. This 
philosopher is said to have been the 
first who observed that air condenses, 
and rarefies. He was esteemed an ex- 
cellent naturalist. He died about 450 
A. C. ; 
DIOGENES the Cynic, a celebrated 
philosopher, son of Icesius, a banker 
of Sinope in Pontus. Being banished 
with his father for coining, he retired 
to Athens, and there studied pliloso- 
phy under Antisthenes, and added new 
degrees of austerity to the sect of this 
founder of the Cynics. No philoso- 
pher ever so much despised the conve- 
niences of life; he lived in a tub, or 
cask, with no other furniture but a 
wallet, a staff, and a bowl, and he 
even threw the latter away upon $ee- 
ing a boy drink out of his hand. Dio- 
genes however was not the more hum- 
ble; he treated mankind with the 
highest contempt, and thought himself 
superior to all other philosophers. 
Alexander e Great, being at Corinth, 
went to see him, bidding him ask 
whatever he pleased, and it should be 
granted; but Diogenes rejecting this 
offer, only desired him not to keep off 
the sun from him. The monarch ad- 
miring his greatness of soul, said; / 7 
were not Alexander, I should wish to be 
Diegenes, This philosopher was fond 
of repartee, and his wit was usually 
very poignant. He was one of those 
extraordinary men, who carried every 
thing to excess; reason not excepted; 
and who verify the maxim, that great 
wits have always a tincture of folly, 
This made Plato call Diogenes a mad 
Socrates. The greatest part of his life 
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was spent at Corinth, in the house of 
Xeniades, who had purchased him of 
some pirates, and made him tutor to 
his family, and said when his friends 
offered to redeem him, You are mad: 
lions are not Slaves to those who feed c 
it is they ⁊ % are servants to the linns : an 
he told Xeniades plainly, that it was 
fit he should obey him, as men obey 
their governors and physicians. The 
most inexcusable part of his character 
is, that he openly gave himself up to 
impurity : his moral precepts were ex. 
cellent however on some subjects, and 
have been esteemed by several fathers 
of the church. It was Diogenes who 
confuted the objection which Zeno of 


Elea made to the existence of motion, 
by taking two or three turns in the 


auditory, He died about 320 A. C. 
having suffocated himself by holding 
his breath, according to the most re- 
ceived opinions. Onesicratus, Phocion, 
Stilpo of Megara, and several other 
great men, were among his disciples: 
his works are lost. 

DIOGENES 7*he Babylonian, a learned 
Stoic philosopher, so called because 
born at Seleucia near Babylon. Chry- 
Sippus was his master, and he acquired 
so high a reputation, that the Athe- 
nians deputed him to Rome with Car- 
neades, and Critolaus, 155 A.C. He 
composed various works, and was re- 
markable for his calmness and mode- 
ration. As he was giving a lecture 
upon anger, and declaiming strongly 
against that passion, a young man spit 
in his face; I am nat angry, said Dioge- 


nes; Nebertleless I doubt whether I cught 


nut to be 9, He died at the age of 88. 

DIOGENES Laertius, a Greek histo- 
rian of the zd century, in the reign of 
Alexander Severus, horn at Laerta, a 
small city of Cilicia. He left ten 
books containing the lives of the an- 
cient philosophers, from which their 
manners and characters may be known, 
but in other respects ill written and 
without any method, This work 1s 
said to have been composed for Arria, 
a woman beloved by the emperors; 
Diogenes was an Epicurean, The best 
edition of his works is, Amsterdam, 
1692, 2 vol. qto. with notes by Me- 
nage; there is one with Longueil's 
notes, Coire, 1739, 2 vol. $8vo. which is 
joined to the author's cum notis vario- 
rum. The first Latin edition is Fenice, 


1475 
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1475, fol. There is a French transla- 
tion, Amsterdam, 1761, 3 vol. 12mo. 

DIOGENIANUS of Heraclea in Pon- 
tut, a celebrated Greek grammarian of 
the 2d century, by whom we have 
Proverbia Graca, Antwerp, 1612, 4to. 
Greek and Latin. 

DIOGNETUS, a ptilosopher, sup— 
posed to have been the Diognetus to 
whom St, Justin addresses his letter; 
He was tutor of Marcus-Aurelius, and 
much esteemed by him. 

_ DIOMEDES, king of Atolia, son of 

Tydeus, the most valiant among the 
Grecian chiefs, after Achilles, and 
Ajax, He signalized himself at the 
siege of Troy, against Eneas, and Hec- 
tor, and carried away the Palladium. 

DIOMEDES, a celebrated gramma- 
rian, more ancient than Priscian, being 
often quoted by him. He left three 
books, De orationis partibus, et varie 
elo tum genere, of which there are se- 
veral editions. That by Elias Puts- 
chius, 1605, 4to. is esteemed the best. 
It is a collection of the ancient gram- 
marians; there was an older edition, 
Venice, fol. no date. 

DION Cassius, a celebrated Greek 
historian, born at Nice, who was g0- 
vernor of Pergamus, and Smyrna; and 
commanded in Africa, and Pannonia. 
Alexander Severus raised him to the 
dignity of consul in the year 229; but 
not being agreeable to the soldiers, he 
was obliged to retire to Nice, where 
he spent the rest of his days. Dion 
Cassius wrote a Roman history in 
Greek, of which only a part remains: 
the best edition is by Herman Samuel 
Remarus, Hamburg, 17 50, 2 vol. fol. 
Latin and Greek, with notes. The 
best before this was Hanau, 1606, fol. 
Bois Guillebert has translated it into 
French, Paris, 1674, 2 vol. 12mo. Dion 
Cassius is accused of prejudice against 
Pompey, Cicero, Seneca, and several 
other great men. The speeches he 
puts into the mouths of Agrippa, and 
Mecænas, when Augustus consul:s 
them whether he shall resign or keep 
the empire, are particularly admired. 

DION CHRYSOSTOM, 1. e. Ge/der 
»outh, an eminent Greek orator, and 
philosopher, born at Prusa, a city in 
Eithynia, who would have persuaded 
Vespasian to quit the empire, and was 
hated by Domitian, but esteemed by 
Trajan, This prince was pleased with 
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his conversation, and took him into 
his triumphal chariot. Eighty of Di- 
on's orations remain, and some other 
works, Paris, 1604, fol. the first edi- 
tion in Greek is Milan, 1476, fol. 

DION, of Syracuse, a celebrated cap- 
tain, son in law to Dionysius the elder, 
tyrant of Syracuse, who prevailed upon 
that prince to invite Seneca to his 
court. He drove Dionysius the younger 
from Syracuse, and rendered essential 
services to his country; but was assas- 
sinated by Callippus, one of his friends, 
354 A. C. 

DIONIS (Peter) an eminent surgeon 
of Paris, distinguished both for his 
skill, and writings. He was first sur- 
geon to the queen, and children of 
France; and head lecturer of anatomi- 
cal dissections, and operations in sur- 
gery, at the royal physic garden. He 
died December 11, 1718. His princi- 
pal works are, Un Cours d' Operations de 
Chirurgie,the best edition is 1736, Bvo.; 
L' Anatemie de] Homme, the best edition 
1729, S vo. by M. Devaux; Traite de la 
maniere de seceurir les femmes dans leurs 
accouchemens, 8v0o.; Treatize des morts 
uebites, 12mo. &c. 

DIONYSIUS the Areopagite (St.) 80 
called from his being one of the.judges 
of the Areopagus. He was converted 
by St. Paul, became the first bishop of 
Athens, nobly confessed the faith, and 
Suffered martyrdom about the year gs. 
Several works are attributed to him, 
but they are certainly spurious, and of 
much later date; since they appear to 
have been unknown to all the fathers, 
and writers, in the five first centuries 
of the church ; and mention is made in 
them of Monts, and several things that 
did not exist in the time of St. Diony- 
sius the Areopagite. Pere Balthasar 
Corder has published an edition of 
them, Greek and Latin, Antwerp, 
1634, 2 vol. fol. and in the library of 
the fathers. His liturgy may be found 
in a small vol. 8vo, Calogn, 1530, scarce, 
entitled, Ritus et obvervationes antiquisSt= 
mai, C. | 

DIONYSIUS (St.) first bishop of 
Paris, who went into Gaul in the time 
of the eflnperor Decius, about 240, and 
suffered martyrdom there, with his 
companions, St. Rusticus, and St. Eleu- 
therius. Hilduin, abbot of St. Denis 
in France, was the first who confound- 


ed this Holy martyr with St. Dionysius 
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the Areopagite, about the year 834, 
but his opinion is now given up by all 


the learned. 


DIONYSIUS (St.) a celebrated bi- 
shop of Corinth, in the 2d century, 
who wrote several letters; of which 
Euscbius has preserved to us some re- 
markable and very important frag- 
ments. 

DIONYSIUS of Alexandria (St.) one 
of the most learned, wise, and holy 
bishops in the 3d century, Who suc- 
ceeded Heraclas as patriarch of Alex- 


andria, 248, and distinguished himself 


by his learning, zeal, and charity, 
duriug the troubles and persecutions by 
which the church was agitated ; he 
combated with great force the errors of 
Sabbellins, He died December 17, 
264. He composed some excellent 
works, the loss of which is extremely 
regretted by the learned; only some 
fragments remain, and à canonical 
letter in the library of the fathers. The 
piece ascribed to him by Turrianus is 
spurious. 

DIONYSIUS, a Roman, elected 
pope after St. Sixtus, September 19, 
259. He governed the church with 
great wisdom, was remarkably chari- 
table to the captive Christians, and 
held a synod, 261, in which he ana- 
thematized the heresy of Sabellius, and 
that which Arius afterwards taught. 
He died December 26, 269; some let- 
ters by this pope against Sabellius, may 
be found in the Episr. Rem. Port. of 


- Coustant, fol. 


DIONYSLUUS (St.) bishop of Milan 
who maintained in the council of that 
city, the faith of the Nicene council, 
355. He was afterwards so weak as 
to sign the condemnation of St. Atha- 
nasius; but having repaired his fault, 
the emperor Constantius banished him 
to Cappadocia, where he died soon 
after, 

DIONYEIUS e Lite, so called 
from his size; a native of Scythia, who 
went to Rome, and was abbot there. 
He renewed the Paschal cycle of 95 
years; and first introduced the method 
of computing the years from the birth 
of Christ. He died about 540, leaving 
Several works, the principal of which 
is a collection of canons, composed at 
the request of Stephen, bishop of Sa. 
lona, in which he has inserted the de- 
cretals of the popes from Syricus, to

Anastasius. There is an excellent edi. 
tion of it by Justel, in his Library ef 
the Canon Law. Cassiodorus asserts, 
that Dionysius, on opening a Greek 
book, could at sight translate it into 
Latin, and a Latin one in the same 
manner into Greek. 

DIONYSIUS of NI, or the Carthu. 
Sian, a pious and learned monk of the 
15th century, born at Rikel in the dio. 
cese of Liege. He ei\:cred among the 
Cart husians of Ruremonde, 1423, lived 
there 48 years, and acquired a great 
character; he died March 12, 1471, 
aged 69, leaving numerous works, full 
of useful maxims aud instructions, Co. 
logn, 1 549, 21 vol. fol. The most sin- 
gular among them is that against the 
Koran, Culogn, 1533, 8vo. It is said 
that pope Eugenius IV. having read 
one of his books, cried out in admira- 
tion: Lætetur mater Ecclesia, quæ talen 
habet filium. 

DIONYSIUS, tyrant of Heraclea in 
Pontus, who supported himself in his 
tyranny by servility to Alexander the 
Great, and was opposed by Perdiccas; 
but that prince dying, 321 A. C. Dio- 
ny sius took the title of king, and led 
an easy voluptuous life. He died 304. 

DIONYSIUS I. tyrant of Syracuse, 
famous for his vices and cruelty. His 
father, Hermocrates, was but a com- 
mon citizen; bat he, being appointed 
general of the Syracusans, against the 
Carthaginians, got rid of the other 
generals, his colleag:es, and became 


Dionysius drove the Carthaginians out 
of Sicily, and plundered the city of 
Reggio 337 A. C. He vas very anxious 
to be thought a poe:, nd a man of ge- 
nius; for which purpose he invited 
eminent philosophers, and other learned 
persons, to his court; but they only 
laughed at him, and turned his verses 
into ridicule. However, he won a tra- 
gic prize at Athens. This tyrant made 
himself odious by his impiety : he pil 
laged several temples, and took a cloak 
of gold from the statue of Jupiter, say- 
ing, That the good son of Saturn did nt 
want that dress, which was too cold for 
winter, and too heavy for summer. At 
another time, he plucked a golden 
beard from the statue of Esculapius, 
declaring, That it was not decent for that 
god to wear a beard, while his father, 
Apullo, had none, His cruelty made him 

$0 
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$0 suspicious, that he is said to have 
hut himself up in a subterraneous 
house, which no person, not even his 
wife and son, were permitted to=en- 
ter, without changing their cloaths, 
lest they should have any weapons con- 
cealed. Dionysius died of an indi- 
gestion 386 A. C. aged 63, after reign- 
ing 38 years. He had written Several 
works, which posterity has not thought 
worth preserving. 


DIONYSIVUS II. the younger, tyrant 


of Syracuse, Succeeded his father 386 
A.C. Being driven out for his cruel- 
ties, 357 A. C. he retired to Locris; 
from whence, also, he was sent with 
ignominy, on account of his outrages, 
and infamous debaucheries, He re- 
ascended the throne by treachery, but 
was driven from it a second time by 
Dion and Timoleon, 343 A. C. Upon 
this he went to Corinth, where he 1s 
said to have been reduced to such ex- 
treme poverty, that he was forced to 
keep a school for his support; thus 
founding for himself a new kind of 
empire, But M. Hewman asserts, that 
this latter circumstance, in the life of 
Dionysius, is fabulous. 

DION YSIUS of Halicarnattms, a ce- 
lebrated Historian, and one of the most 
judicious critics among the ancients. 
He went to Rome after the battle of 
Actium, 30 A. C. staid there 22 years 
in the reign of Augustus; learned the 
Latin tongue, and wrote a history of 
the Roman Antiquities in Greek, in 
20 books, of which only the first ele- 
ven remain; a very accurate and ex- 
cellent work. Pere le ſai, a Jeuit, 
and M. Bellanger, doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, have published French transla- 
tions of it: that by the latter is most 
esteemed, Paris, 1723, 2 vol. gto. 
Dionysius of Halicarnasws also left De 
Struflura Orationis, London, 1702, 8vo. 
and several excellent critical works. 
The best edition of this author is, Ox- 
ford, 1704, 2 tom, fol. Greek and Latin, 
by John Hudson: that by Sylburg, 
F ancfort, 1 586, fol. is much esteemed 
by the learned. He is to be distin- 
guiched from Dionysius of Halicar- 
nassus, another celebrated historian, in 
the reigns of Ptolemy Epiphanes, and 
Philometor, about 180 A.C, whose 
works are lost. ; 

DIONYSIUS of Carax, Periegesis, a 
learned geographer, to whom is attri- 
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buted a description of the earth in 
Greek verse. He is supposed by some 
to have lived in the reign of Augustus; 
but Scaliger and Saumaise place him 
in that of Severus, or Marcus Aure- 
lius. His work was printed at Oxford 
1697, 1704, and 1710, vo.: the last 
is most complete. In that of 1697 is 
a fifth copperplate, which is not in 
1710. The edition of 1704 has some 
maps, which are neither in that of 
1697 nor of 1710; which makes the 
4th tom. of the Minor Geographers. This 
work is also joined to those of other 
Greek poets, and was published sepa- 
rately, in Greek and Latin, by T. Le 
Fevre, Saumur, 1676, SVO. 

DIOPHANTUS, of Alexandria, an 
excellent mathematician, supposed to 
have invented Algebra. He lived un- 
der Antoninus, about the middle of 
t he 2d century. Several of his books 
on arithmetic remain, which are much 
valued, Paris, 1621, fol. The preface 
is not inserted in the edition of 1670; 
but it is enlarged by M. de Fermat's 
observations. 

DIOSCORUS, a celebrated patriarch 
of Alexandria, who succeeded St. Cy- 
ril, 444. He revived the ancient con- 
test for the primacy against the pa- 
triarch of Antioch, and defended the 
errors of Eutychus, whose acquittal he 
procured in a council held at Ephesus, 
449, which was called the assembly of 
Thieves, On his return to Alexandria, 
he dared to excommunicate pope St. 
Leo; but was deposed the year follow- 
ing at the council of Constantinople. 
Being afterwards cited to the general 
council of Chalcedon, 451, he refused 
to appear, and was unanimously con- 
demned, and deposed. This sentence 
was confirmed by the emperor, who 
banished Dioscorus to Gangres, in 
Paphlagonia, where he died miserably, 
458. He must be distinguished from 
Dioscorus the younger, an heretical pa- 
triarch of Alexandria, 517; and from 
the anti-pope, Dioscorus, deacon of 
the church at Rome, who opposed Bo- 
niface II. 529, and died some days 
after. 

DIOSCORIDES (Pedacius) a cele- 
brated physician of Anazarbus, a city 
of Cilicia, in Nero's reign. He was 
originally a soldier, but applied after- 
wards to the study of simples, and 
published a work on that subject,

DIPPELIUS (John Conrad) having 
offended the Protestants by his book 
entitled Papismus Protestantium vapulans, 
quitted divinity for chemistry, and, 
adopting its reveries respecting the 
transmutation of metals, travelled over 
Germany, cheating those who were 
curious about making gold, and sut- 
fering the punishments he merited, 


when he was not lucky enough to 


make his escape in time, He was ne- 
vertheless sent for to Stock hosm 1727, 
to attend the King, who was sick; but 


the Protestants forced him to quit that 


city, 1732. Dippelius gave out that 
he should live to 1808, but was found 
dead in his bed at the castle of Widgen- 
stein the year following, Apr. 25, 1734. 

DIRCE, queen of Thebes, married 
to Lycus, who had lately divorced 
Antiope, whose children revenged 
their mother by tying Dirce to the tail 
of a wild bull. There was another 
Dirce, who, presuming to compare her 
deauty with that of Pallas, was changed 
to a fish. 

DIROTS (Francis) a learned doctor 
of the Sorbonne, who was at first a 
friend to the society of Port-royal, but 
afterwards disagreed with them on ac- 
count of the Formulary, which he de- 
fended in several of his writings. 
Dirois was very intimate with Richard 
Simon, and died canon of Avranches 
at the end of the 17th century. Be- 
sides his works in favour of the For- 


mulary, he left a treatise entitled, 


Preuves et Prejages pour la Religion Cure 
tienne et Catlialique, contre les fauszes Re- 
ligions, et Atliciame, 4to. much esteemed. 
It was Dirois who inserted the ecclesi- 
asical history of each century in Meze- 
ray's History of France. 

DITHMAR, DITMAR, or DIETHU- 
MAR, son of Sigefroi earl of Saxony, 
born 976, who embraced the monastic 
life at Magdeburg, at the age of 18, 
was appointed bishop of Mersburg 
1018, and died 1028, aged 42. He left 
a Chronicle, containing the history of 
the emperors, Henry I. Otho J. II. III. 
and Henry II. in Whose reign he lived. 
This Work is esteemed very accurate, 
and has gone through many editions: 
the best is that given by the learned 
Godfrey William Leibnitz, in his 
„Writers which illustrate the History 
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of Brunswick, Hanover, fol. with va. 
riations and corrections. 

DITHMAR (Justus Christopher) 
professor of history at Francfort, where 
he died 1737, after having published 
several learned works on the German 
history. 

DITTON (Humphrey) a mathema. 
tician of London, who was engaged 
with the celebrated Whiston in his at. 
tempt to discover the longitude. They 
had formed a plan for placing great 
guns, which should indicate the degree 
of longitude to ships; but it proved 
unsuccessful. Ditton was more fortu- 
nate in his book entitled, Christtanity 
demonstrated by the Resurrection, London, 
1712, Svo. translated into French by 
Lachapelle, Amsterdam, 1728, 2 vol, 
8vo. and Paris, 1729, 4to. He follows 
the geometrical method in this Work. 
He died 1715, aged 40 

DIVINI (Eustachius) an eminent 
Italian artist in the 17th century, who 
excelled in making telescopes. He 
wrote against the discovery made by 
M. Huygens of Saturn's ring, and con- 
tested the truth of it: but M. Huygens 
answered him immediately, putting 
his new discovery beyond the reach of 
doubt. Divini was living in 1663. 

DIVITIACUS, a Gaulish druid and 
Philosopher, one of the heads of the 
republic of Autun, Known from the 
confidence and friendship with which 
he was distinguished by julius Cæsar, 
and by the esteem of Cicero, who 
knew him personally. It was Divi- 
tiacus who introduced the Romans in- 
to that part of Gaul. v. CICERO de 
Divinat. and CAESAR de Bello Gallic. 

DLUGASS (John) a Pole, canon of 
Cracow, and Sandomir. He died 1450, 
aged 65. He wrote a History of Po- 
land in Latin, Francfort, 1711, fol. in 
12 books: the 13th was printed at 
Leipsic, 1712, fol.; also the life of St. 
Stanislaus, and some Polish bishops. 

DOBSON (William) an eminent 
English painter, born 1610, in London. 
He was a pupil and friend of Van- 
dy ke's, who introduced him to Cha. I. 
This king appointed him his first 
painter, and bestowed many favours 
upon him. Dobson was employed at 
court, and excelled particularly in la- 
dies* portraits, He died in London, 
1647. b 

DOCE TE, v. CAS SIAN. 
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DODART (Denys) an eminent phy- 
Siciany and professor of the faculty of 
physic at Paris, where he was born 
1634. He was appointed physician to 
the duchess of Longueville, the prin- 
cess-dowager of Conti, the princes her 
children, and, at last, to Louis XIV. 


sciences 1673, he wrote a learned pre- 
{ice to the book published by that aca- 
demy, 1676, fol. entitled, Memojres 
cur Servir a Þ Histoire des Plantes, He 
studied insensible perspiration 33 years, 
following the observations of Sancto- 
rius, which may be found under the 
title of Statica Medicina Gallica, in a 
collection on that subject, 2 vol. 12mo. 
He died November 5, 1707, aged 73. 
ſohn Baptist Claude Dodart, his son, 
was appointed first physician to the 
King, April 3, 1718, and died at Paris 
the end of November, 1730. He wrote 
notes on Pomet's Hleteire generale des 
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DODDRIDGE (Philip) a learned 
English divine, author of The. Rise and 
Progress of Religion in the Soul; trans- 
lated into French, $vo. Sermons, also, 
translated into French, Svo. &c. He 
died at Lisbon, 1751, where he went 
for change of air, 3 
DIODENS, or DODONEUS (Ram- 
bert) a learned physician, born at Ma- 
lines, and died in 1585, aged 68, who 
nad been physician to the emperors 
Maximilian II. and Rodolphus II. He 
left various works, among which is a 
History of Plants, in Latin, Antwerp, 
1616, fol. Ch. de l' Ecluse has trans- 
lated it into French, Antwerp, 1557, 
fol. 

DODWELL (Henry) born, 164r, at 
Dublin, He was professor of history 
at Oxford 1688, but deprived of that 
place in 1691, having refused the oath 
of allegiance toking William and queen 
Mary. Upon this he retired to a vil- 
lage in Berkshire, between London 
and Oxford, and spent a considerable 
part of his time in journeys to and 
from those cities, in order to consult 
buoks, and men of learning; travel- 
ling always on foot, that he might 
read as he went along. Dodwell was 
extremely charitable to the poor; and, 
though not an ecclesiastic, devoted 
part of his time to deciding cases of 
conscience which were proposed to 
him. He was 54 when he married, 
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and hall ten children. He died June 7, 
I711, aged 70, leaving numerous works, 
which contain some very singular sen- 
timents. Those most known are 
Dissertations on St. Cyprian, in Latin, 
1654, 8vo. in which he maintains that 
the number of martyrs has been small; 
which opinion was refuted with great 
Solidity by Dom. Ruinard, A treatise 
against the Non-conformists, in which 
he asserts, that the soul, naturally mor- 
tal, can only acquire immortality by 
baptism, administered by a priest, or- 
dained by a bishop, Lenden, 1706, Svo. 
The edition of the Minor Geographers, 
Oxford, 1698, and the following 4 vol. 
8vo. v. Dionysius of Carax; De ve- 
teribus cyclis, Oxford, 170, 4t0; An- 
nales [hucydidis ct Xenophontis, 1702, 4ta.; 
De Atate Phalaridis et Pythagore, Lon- 
don, 1704, 8vo. Dodwell's life, with 
an abridgement of his works, has 
been published in English, by Francis 
Brokesby, 2 vol. 12mo. 

DOEG, an Idumean, a base and 
treacherous man, Who, hoping to ad- 
vance himself by artifice at the court 
of Saul, told him that David, going to 
Nob, had conspired with Ahimelech, 
the high priest against his person. 
Saul, being enraged, destroyed the city 
of Nob, and by the hand of Doeg, 
Slew Ahimelech, and 8; priests, 1062 
A. C. Abiathar, son of the high 
priest, who had escaped from the 
Slaughter, related to David what had 
passed; who is thought to have com- 
posed the 524 psalm on this occasion: 
Why beastest thou thyself in mischief; the 
108th, Hold not thy peace, C God, of my 
praise; and the goth, Deliver me, 0 
Lord, from the wicked man.

DOISSIN (Lewis) a Latin poet, who 
entered among the Jesuits, and died 
1753, aged 32. His poem on sculp- 
ture and engraving 1752, I2MO. is es- 
teemed, and has been translated into 
French, 1757, 12mo. 

DOISY (Peter) director of the office 
of Escheats, who died 1760. He left 
a book entitled, Le Royaume de France, 
et les Etats de Lorraine, in form of a 
dictionary, one volume 4qto. There 1s 
only one edition, under two titles, one 
1745, the other 1753. 

DOLABELLA (Publius Cornelius) 
a famous Roman, son in law to Ci- 
cero, who took the part of Cæsar 

against 
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against Pompey, and was at the bat- 


tles of Pharsalia, Africa, and Munda, 
Dolabella was tribune, consul, and 


. governor of Syria, Having put to 


death Trebonius, governor of Asia 
Minor, at Smyrna, one of Cæsar's 
murderers, he was declared a public 
enemy, and killed himself sometime 
after at the age of 27, in Loodicea, 
where he was besieged by Cassius, 43 
A. C. 

DOLCE (Lewis) a celebrated Ita- 
lian poet, born 1508, at Venice. He 
had great talents for poetry, and his 
works are remarkable for sweetness, 
elegance, lively and delicate ideas ; 
but they are written negligently. He 
died 1868. Dolce left several transla- 
tions of Greek and Latin authors; 
comedies and tragedies; a dialogue on 
painting, entitled, L'Arctino, Vinegia, 
1557, Svo. Scarce; reprinted with 
French on one side Florence, 1735; Cin- 
que primi Canti del Sacripante, Vinegia, 
1535, 8vo.; Primalicne, 1 562, to.; 
L' Achille et P Enea, 1570, 4to.; La pri- 
ma imprese del Conte Orlando, 1572, 
4to. and some poems in different col- 
lections; among others that. of Ber- 
ni. 
DOLERA (Clement) bishop of Fo- 
lingi, a learned cardinal, general of 


'the Franciscan order, born at Mo- 


neglia; he was eminent for learning 
and virtue. He died January 6, 1568, 
at Rome. His principal work is en- 
titled, Compendium Theulogicarum Inititu- 
timmum, | 

DOLET (Stephen) born about 1508, 
at Orleans; he was a printer at Lyons, 
poet and grammarian; and laboured 
to reform the Latin style. Dolet wrote 
an apology for the Ciceronian party 
against Erasmus, which made Scali- 
ger his enemy. Having propagated 
some sentiments contrary to religion, 
he was sent to prison; and set at li- 
berty by the interest of the learned 
Castellan, upon promising to behave 
in future like a good Catholic; but, 
not keeping his word, was imprisoned 
a second time, and burnt as an atheist 
in the place Maubert, at Paris, August 
3, 1546, aged 39. It is said that Dolet 
made the following verse, as he was 
leading to execution, on perceiving 
that the spectators pitied him. 


Non dolet ipse Dolet, sed pia turba dolet. 
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and the doctor who attended him 
replied, ; 


Non pia turba dolet, sed dolet ipse Doles. 


but this appears like a fable. His 
most considerable works are, Commen- 
tarii Lingue Latinæ, 1536, and 1533, 2 
vol. fol. scarce ; De re navali, 1537, gto.;

DOLON, a Trojan, famous for his 
swiftness; who going as a spy to the 
Grecian camp, was taken, and killed 
by Ulysses 
DOMAT, or DAUMAT | (John) 
born November 30, 1625, at Clermont; 
his mother was grandaughter of M, de 
Basmaison, the celebrated commen- 
tator on the custom of Auvergne. Do- 
mat was educated by Pere Sirmond, 
who was his great uncle; at his return 
from Bourges, he attended the bar, in 
the presidial of Clermont, and was ad- 
vocate general to that court. He mar- 
ried mademoiselle Blondel, July 8, 
1648, by whom he had 13 children, 
M. Domat was extremely intimate 
with the celebrated paschal, attended 
that illustrious friend in his last mo- 
ments, and was intrusted with part of 
his most secret papers. He was a zea- 
lous defender of the doctrines of the 
Gallican church. The confusion he 
observed in the laws, gave rise to his 
plan for reducing them to their proper 
order, which plan was so much ap- 
proved by Louis XIV. that he ordered 
him to remain in Paris, that he might 
continue his pursuit, and granted him 
a pension of 2, ooo livres. The first 3 
vol. 4to. treat of the civil wars in their 
natural order; the 4th and 5th of 
common law; the 6th is a choice of 
law. M. Domat died at Paris, March 
14, 1696, aged 71, and was buried ac- 
cording to his order in the church yard 
of St. Benoit, his parich. There have 
been several editions of his works 
Since his death; the last is 1777, fol.

DOMENICHI (Lewis) a native of 
Placenza, who died 1574. He publish-

DOMINIC (St.) the Cuirassed, a ce- 
lebrated hermit in the 11th century, 
so called from his wearing an iron cui- 
rass next his skin, who retired to a 
hermitage in the Appenine, and there 
led a very austere life; he afterwards 
put himself under the direction of Pe- 
ter Damien. St. Dominic is said to 
have repeated two or three psalters 
every day, while he gave himself 
15,000 lashes. He died October 14, 
1060, Z 


DOMINIC (St.) founder of the or- 


der of preaching friars, born 1170, at 
Calarvega, in the diocese of Osma in 
Castille, son of Felix de Guzman, a 
gentleman of a noble and ancient 
Spanish family. After studying at 
Palentia he was appointed canon, then 
archdeacon of Osma; afterwards pro- 
tessor of divinity at Palentia, which 
office he left to go as missionary into 
Galicia, Castille, and Arragon. Visit- 
ing France with the bishop of Osma, 
he opposed the errors of the Albigen- 
ses with so much zeal, that the pope 
made him inquisitor of Languedoc. St. 
Dominic laid the first foundation of 
his order at Toulouse, which was ap- 
proved by Honorius III. 1216. He 
persuaded this pope to establish a read- 
er, or master of the holy palace at 
Rome; an important office to which 
St, Dominic was the first appointed. 
Several of his disciples were sent by 
him into different parts of Christen- 
dom, to preach, and defend the faith 
against heretics; seven of whom, go- 
ing to Paris in 1217, Settled in the 
house and chapel of St. James, for 
which reason the Dominicans have 
been also called Jacebins. St. Dominic 
died at Bologna in Italy, August 6, 
VOL, II. 
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1227, aged 51, after having edified the 
church by his zeal, preaching, and 
virtue; and was canonized by Gregory 
IX. 1235. His life has been written 
by Theodoric de Podio. The order of 
St. Dominic was soon held in great ve- 
neration, and supplied the church with 
many persons illustrious for learning, 
merit, and piety. Pere Touron, one of 
this order, has published the life of 
their founder, 4to. and the lives of such 
dominicans as have been most distin-

DOMINIC de San Geminiano, one of 
the most eminent lawyers of the 15th 
century, author of Commentaries an the 
Sixth book of the Decretals, 14/1, fol. and 
other works. v, BIANCOLELLI. 

DOMINICHINO, or Dominico Lame 
pierre, a celebrated painter in the 17th 
century, a native of Bologna in Italy, 
a pupil of the Carachi, and much es- 
teemed by them. He excelled parti- 
cularly in expressing the passions; his 
attitudes are well chosen, the airs of 
his heads are simple and varied, but 
his pencil, though bold and grand, 
wanted lightness. The St. Jerome at 
Rome done by this artist, is esteemed 
a master piece, and was called so even 
by Poussin. Dominichino also under- 
stood architecture; and was appointed 
architect of the apostolical palace to 
Gregory XV. He died April 15, 1641, 
aged 60, as was supposed by poison. 

. DOMINIS (Mark Anthony de) re- 
lated to pope Gregory X. He entered 
among the Jesuits in his youth, but 
quitted them afterwards, and was bi- 
Shop of Segni, then -archbishop of 
Sparlatro in Dalmatia; but having 
been accused to the inquisition under 
Paul V. the Protestants invited him to 
England, where he remained from the 
beginning of James the first's reign, 
till 1622. He was received by the 


English clergy with every mark of 


respect and esteem ; but lost all his 
credit afterwards by his vanity and 
avarice, joined to a haughty temper. 
Gregory XV. his old friend and fellow 
student, being raised to the pontificate, 
Dominis suffered himself to be per- 
suaded that the pope meant to create 
him cardinal, and employ him in all 
his affairs: it was Gundamor, the Spa- 
nish ambassador, who filled his head 
with these chimeras, and prevailed 
upon him to go to Rome, He * 
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first well received by the-pope, abjured 
his errors, and asked pardon in a pub- 
lic consistory; but being so imprudent 
soon after, as to say that he had writ- 
ten against Bellarmine, and that he 
had never answered his arguments, the 
pope was told of it, and at the same 
time it was represented to him, that 
such speeches sufficiently proved, that 
Dominis continued in the same senti- 
ments and errors. In vain did Domi- 
nis attempt to defend himself by say- 
ing, that, if Bellarmine had not an- 
swered him, he might nevertheless be 
answered, and offered to do it himself, 
if they would give him time. His ex- 
cuses were rejected, he was delivered 
up to the inquisition, and shut up in 
the castle of St. Angelo, where he is 
said to have been poisoned, but where 
he certainly died 1625, aged 64. Do- 


minis left a famous work, entitled, 


De Republica Ecclesiastica, London, 
1617, and 1620, and Francfort, 1658, 
3 vol. fol. in which he attacks the 
pope's primacy, and the necessity of a 
visible head of the church, which was 
censured in the Sorbonne, 1618, and 
burned with it's author's body in the 
feld of Flora, at Rome. A small trea- 
tise, De radiis wists et lucis, Venice, 
1611, 4to. where he explains the rain- 
bow in nearly the same manner as 
Descartes has done since. It was 
Dominis who printed Fra. Paz«ls's his- 
tory of the council of Trent in England, 

DOMITIA Longina, daughter of Do- 
mitius Corbulo, married to Lucius, and 
Flias Lamia, from whom Domitian 
took her. She had been accused of 
incest with her brother Titus, and 
cleared herself by an oath ; but proved 
so licentious, that Domitian was ob- 
iged to divorce her. He was, however, 
o_ enough to take her again; and 
She, fearing his jealousy and resent- 
ment, engaged in the conspiracy by 
which he lost his life. | 

DOMITIAN (T. Flavius Domitianus) 
a Roman emperor, and last of the-12 
called Cæsars: son of Vespasian, born 
October 24, in the year 51, succeeded 
the emperor Titus his brother, Sept. 
13, 81, and gave hopes at first of a 
Happy reign, He was handsome, finely 
formed, and discovered great mild- 
ness, diffidence, and modesty; pubs. 
lished several excellent laws, adorned 
Rome with elegant buildings, repaired 
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the libraries which had been burned, 
and made war with good success against 
the Catti, Germans, and Dacians; but 
after wards became cruel to an unhearg 
of degree, raised the second persecu- 
tion against the Christians, gave him- 
self up to the most infamous debauche- 
ries, and assumed the title of God, and 
Lord. One of his amusements was, to 
prick flies with a sharp bodkin; which 
occasioned Vibius Crispus, when asked 
if any one was with the emperor, to 
answer, Not even a fly. He was killed 
by Stephanus, his wife Domitia s freed 
man, September 18, in the year 96, 
aged 44. It is said that at the mo- 
ment when this prince was assassinated 
at Rome, Apollonius Tyanzus, who 
was haranguing the people at Ephe- 
sus, cried out; Strike the Tyrant, 5trike 
the Tyrant; but this appears like 
a fable. Domitian was bald very 
young, from his debaucheries, but this 
defect is not seen on his medals, be- 
cause it always gave him much con- 
cern. 
DOMITIUS ANOBARBUS (Cneius) 
a Roman consul, more famous for his 
marriage with Agrippina, by whom 
he had Nero, than for the defeat of the 
Averni at the confluence of the Sorges 
and the Rhone. He raised a trophy of 
his victory, supposed to be that which 
Is seen at Carpentras. 
DOMNUSI. or DOMNIO, a Roman, 
elected pope, November 1, 676, and 
died April 11, 679. Anastasius men- 
tions a comet which appeared during 
three months in his pontificate. 
DOMNUS II. a Roman, who suc- 
ceeded pope John XIII. April 5, 974, 
and died in October, 975. a 
DONATO (Alexander) a learned 
Jesuit in the 17th century, born at 
Sienna, author of a good description 
of Rome, ancient and modern, Rome, 
1639, 4to.; a poem in Latin, entitle, 
Constantinus, Rome, 1640, 4to.; some 
poetry, in Latin, Cole. 1630, 8yo, He 
died at Rome, April 23, 1640, aged 56. 
DONATO (Marcello) count of Pou- 
zana, knight of St. Stephen, a native 
of Florence. He held considerable of- 
fices at Mantua, and died at the begin- 
ning of the 17th century, leaving scho- 
lia on the Latin writers of the Roman 
history, Francfort, 1607, 8vo. | 
DoNATO, an excellent architect 
aud sculptor of Florence, which city 
he 
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he embelliched with his works. A 
das-relief of the Annunciation, in the 
church of the Holy Cross; Judith be- 
heading Holofernes, and several other 
chefs-& cuures which he executed for 
the grand duke Cosmo de Medicis, are 
much admired. He was also employed 
by the Venetian senate to erect an 
. equestrian statue in bronze, at Padua, 
of their general Gatamellata. 

% DONATO (Jerome) a Venetian, 
well acquainted with the belles-lettres, 
and languages, and an able politician. 
He commanded in Brescia 1496, in 
Ferrara 1498, and was appointed am- 
bassador, 1510, to Julius II. whom he 
reconciled to the republic-of Venice. 
He died, 1512, at Rome, leaving five 
letters, containing much wit, printed 
with those of Politian and Picus of 
Miraudola; the Latin translation of a 
Greek treatise of Alexander Aphrodisius ; 
An Apology for the Primacy of the Roman 
Church, 

DONATO, the name of a noble and 
celebrated Venetian family, which has 
produced several Doges, and great men. 
DoNATUS (Alius) a celebrated 
grammarian, who was tutor to St. le- 
rome, and lived at Rome in 354. His 
work, De Barbarismo et octo partibus ora- 
tionis, may be found with Diomede, 
Venice, fol. no date; and, separately, 
1522, fol. The Commentaries on Vir- 
gil and Terence, which pass under his 
name, were not written by him. 

DONATUs, bishop of Casa Nigra, 
in Numidia. He began the schism of 
the Donatists 366, by refusing to join 
in communion with Mensurius, bishop 
of Carthage, whom he accused of hav- 
ing delivered up the Holy Scriptures, 
and was among those who deposed 
Cecilianus, bishop of Carthage, 311; 
but was himself excommunicated and 
deposed by pope Melchiades. v. CE- 
CILIANUS, bishop of Carthage. 

DONATUS, a schismatic bishop of 
Carthage, who succeeded Majorinus, 
bishop of that city, about 316. He 
was eloquent, ingenious, and virtuous, 
bur insupportably proud; and died in 
exile about 355. The sect of the Do- 
natists took. their name from him, 

DONDUS, or DE DONDIS (James) 
an eminent physician_and mathema- 
tician of Padua, in the 14th century, 
who invented a clock, which is much 
celebrated: it pointed out the hours, 
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days of the month, festivals, and the 
course of the sun and moon. He also 
discovered the method of making salt 
from the fountain of Albano, in the 
Paduano. He died 1350, leaving Promp- 
tuarium Medicine, Ven. 148 1, fol. and 
De Fontibus calidis Patavini agri, by him 
and his son, John de Dondis, in a trea- 
tise De Balneis, Venice, 1553, fol. 

DONEAU (Hugh) Donellus, an emi- 
nent lawyer, born December 23, 1527, 
at Chalons-sur-Saone, who studied the 
Iaw, at Youlouse, under John Coras, 
and taught it afterwards, at Bourges, 
with Duaron, Hotman, and Cujas: the 
reputation of the last, he endeavoured 
to lessen through life. Doneau fled 
into Germany during the massacres of 
St. Bartholomew, 1572; taught at Ley- 
den, Heidelberg, and Altorf; where 
he died May 4, 1591, aged 64. His 
memory was said to be so great, that 
he could repeat the whole body of law. 
He left various works, entitled, Com- 
mentaria de Jure civili, 5 vol. fol. re- 
printed at Lucca, 12 vol. fol. the last 
of which appeared 1770. Opera post- 
huma, 8vo. The most esteemed are 
those which treat of last wills and 
testaments. s 

DONI (Anthony Francis) a Floren- 
tine, originally a servitor, afterwards 
a secular priest, who died 1574, aged 
61. He published some letters in Ita- 
lian, 8 vo.; La Libraria, 1557, vo.; 


La Zucca, 1565, 4 parts, 8vo. fig; 1 


mondi inferni, &c. 4to. There is an old 
translation of the latter in French, 8vo. 
1 marmi cio Raggionamenti fatti a i marmi 
di Fiorenza. Ven. 1552, 4to. 
DONT D*ATTICHY (Lewis) a na- 
tive of Florence, who entered among 
the Minims; was bishop of Riez, after- 
wards of Autun, and died 1664, aged 
68. He published a History of the 
Minims, 4to.; the Life of Queen Jane, 
who founded the order of the Annun- 
ciation, 8vo. ; that of cardinal Berulle, 
in Latin, $vo.; an History of the Car- 
dinals, in the same language, 1660, 
2 vol. fol. | | 
' DONNE (John) a celebrated English 
poet, and learned divine, born in Lon- 


don, and educated in the Catholic re- 


ligion, which he afterwards quitted. 
He married a daughter of Sir George 
Mote, chancellor of the garter, and 
lieutenant of the tower. King James I. 
knowing his abilities in the civil aud 
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canon law, employed him to answer 
the objections brought by the Romish 
church against the oaths of supremacy 
and allegiance, which he did in a book 
entitled, Pseudo Martyr, This work 
pleased the King so much, that he ad- 
vised Donne to take holy orders. He 
was admitted doctor of divinity at Ox- 
ford, and appointed chaplain to his 
majesty. He attended the earl of 
Doncaster when he was sent as ambas- 
Sador into Germany, and at his return 
was made dean of St. Paul's. He died 
1631, aged 57. Besides the Pseudo 
Martyr in English, 1610, London, 4to. 
he left some Sermons, books of devo— 
tion, and other works, which are 
highly spoken of by all the learned 
English writers of that age. His life 
has been written by Isaac Walton, 
London, 1658, 12mo. 

DOPPELMAIER (John Gabriel) a 
German mathematician, professor of 
mathematics at Nuremberg, where he 
was born 1677, and member of the 
academies of Petersburg, London, and 
Berlin. His works, in German, on 
astronomy, geography, and mathema- 
tics, are numerous. He also published 
some in Latin: Nova Methodus parandi 
Sciaterica Solaria, Physica experimentis 
illustrata, 4to.; Atlas Calestis, 1742, fol 
Doppelmaier made some curious exp 
riments in electricity, at the latter part 
of his life, which he also published; 
and translated the astronomical tables 
of Stretius, French and English, into 
Latin. 

DORAT, v. AURAT. 

DORBAY (Francis) a French archi- 
tect, pupil to the celebrated le Vaux. 
He drew the plan for the church of the 
Mazarine college; for the Premontre's 
de la Croix Rouge, and for several 
other great works at the Lonvre and 
Thuilleries. He died 1697. 

DORE, or DORRE' (Peter) a learned 
Dominican in the 15th century, born 
at Orleans, doctor of the Sorbonne, 
and professor of divinity in his order, 
He died 1569. His writings on sub— 
jects of piety, as well as controversy, 
are numerous, some in Latin, others 1n 
French. The principal ones among 
the former are, Anticatuinus; Virtutts 
imago; Spes tecura, &c, His works in 
French are remarkable for the singu- 
larity of their titles; such as, 'L' Arbre 
4e Vie appuiant les beaux Lis de la France, 
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Le College de Sapience, fonds en ! Univer. 
Site de Vertu, 1555, 16to. Le Cerf pj. 
rituel, exprimant le saint Desir de P_4me 
vers on Dieu. L' Anatomie et Mystique 
Description des Membres et Parties de notre 
Sauveur F. C. La Conterve de Grace 
prise du Pieaume. Conserva me, &c. La 
Tourterelle de Viduite, 1574, 16to. Ze 
Passereau 5olitnire. Le neuf Medicamens 
du Chretien Malade. Les allumettes du fea - 
Divin' pour faire ardre les Ceurs humains 
en Þ Amour et crainte de Dieu. This last 
was printed 1538, and has been several 
times since. It is probably Peter Doré 
whom Rabelais means by notre maitre 
Doribus. | | 
DORIA (Andrew) one of the most 
celebrated captains of the 16th 
century, born November 30, 1466, at 
Oneglia, of a noble and ancient Ge- 
noese family, which has produced 
many great men. He served, first, in 
the armies of pope Innocent VIII. 
then in those belonging to the king of 
Naples, and duke of Urbino. On his 
return to Genoa, he was made com- 
mander of the gallies; and went after- 
wards into the service of Francis I. 
king of France, who appointed him 
admiral in the seas of the Levant, and 
general of his gallies, Doria rendered 
the most important services to this 
monarch, and defeated the emperor's 
fleet in the port of Naples, April 28, 
1528: but, Francis having been pre- 
judiced against him, some time after, 
and ordering him to be arrested, he 
went over to Charles V. took several 
French gallies, engaged Genoa to re- 
volt, and drove the French garrison 
from that place. Doria then became 
the terror of the Grecian seas; took 
Patros and Coron from the Turks 1532, 
over whom he gained a famous naval 
victory. On his return he was made 
prince of Melfe, and Knight of the 
golden fleece, by Charles V. Doria 
Served this emperor in his expeditions 
of Tunis, Algiers, Italy, and Provence. 
He nobly refused the Sovereignty of 
his country, chusing rather to be its de- 
liverer and guardian; and, after ren- 
dering it the most important services, 
suppressing the conspiracy of count di 
Fieschi, and signallizing himself by 
innumerable noble actions, died at 
Genoa, November 25, 1560, aged 94. 
The Genoese erected a statue to him. 
Andrew Doria may be called the 
founder 
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founder of their new government, 
which he settled nearly as it remains 
to this day. It was made up of nobles 
and plebeians, who had six houses in 
Genoa, and of whom 28 were invested 
with absolute power: the rest of the 
people and nobles were excluded from 
the government. This great man must 
be distinguished from another Andrew 
Doria, who was also a famous captain 
in the reign of Charles V. and who 
left a valuable History of his own 
Times, Genca, 1571, 4to. 

DORIGNY (Michael) a painter and 
engraver, born at St. Quintin; was 
Vouet's pupil and son-in-law; fol- 
lowed his taste, and became professor 
of the academy of painting. He died 
1665, at Paris, aged 48. Several pic- 
tures by this artist are in the castle of 
Vincennes; his engravings are only in 
aqua forts. 

DORINCK, DORING, DORINGK, 
or THORING (Matthias) an eminent 
divine in the 15th century, born about 
1415, at Kiritz, who entered the Fran- 
ciscan order very young, and was pro- 
fessor of the Holy Scriptures at Erfurt, 
and of divinity at Magdeburg. He ac- 
quired great reputation by preaching, 
and was minister of the Franciscan or- 
der in his province. But what the 
anonymous author of Dorinck's life 
asserts of his being at the council of 
Basil, 1431, and there elected general 
of his order, is not true, or at least 
must be considered as very doubtful. 
He died about 1494. Paul de Burgos 
having made several . objections to 
Nicholas de Liras Postilles, Doring 
answered them; and his answers may 
be tound with the two works which 
Feuardent printed at Paris, 1590, 6 vol.

DORIS, daughter of Oceanus and 
Thetis. She married her brother Ne- 
reus, and had zo daughters, who were 
called the Nereides. 

DORMANS (John de) a celehrated 
cardinal, bishop of Beauvais, and chan- 
cellor of France, son of John de Dor- 
mans, procurator to the parliament of 
Paris about 1347. He was at first ad- 
vocate to the parliament, and gained 
$0 much reputation in that office, that 
Charles V. raised him to the highest 
posts. Having resigned the dignity of 
chancellor, he was legate to Gre- 
gory XI. This cardinal founded the 
college of Dormans at Paris 1370, bets 
ter known by the name of the college 
of Beauvais, and settled some other 
foundations. He died November 7, 


1373, and was buried in the Carthusian 


church at Paris. His brother William 
de Dormans was also chancellor 1371, 
and died 1373, leaving a son Miles 
de Dormans, who was successively 
bishop of Angers, Bayeux, and Beau- 
vais, and chancellor 1383. He died 
1387. 

DORNA (Bernard) an eminent law- 
yer in the 13th century, a native of 
Provence, Azo's pupil. He wrote a 
treatise de Libellorum conceptionibus, and 
other works. 

DORNEVAL, a Parisian, who spent 
his life in writing for the fair, either 
alone or with others. His best pieces 
are in the Thedtre de la Faire, which he 
revised wich le Sage, 10 vol. 12mo. He 
died 1766. 

DORNAVIUS (Jaspar) a learned 
Lutheran, born at Zigenrick in Voigt- 
land, who was physician, historian, 
orator, and poet. He took a doctor's 
degree at Basil, was made rector of the 
college of Gorlitz 1608, and appointed 
to the same oflice at Beuthen, in Silesia, 
seven years after. This way of lite 
not Suiting his inclination, he went to

Physician to the princes of Brieg and 
Lignitz, Dornavius was deputed to 
the king and republic of Poland on 
account of the war, and died 1631.

DORNKELL (James) a Lutheran 
divine, born 1643, at Lunenburg, who 
died at Hamburg, 1704.

DOROTHEUS, a learned abhot in 
Palestine about $60, a disciple of the 
famous monk John, surnamed the 
prophet, and tutor of Dositheus. He 
left some sermons, or instructions for 
fathers; his instructions have been 
translated into French by the abbe de 
Rance, 1686, 8vo. 

Dokplus (Martin) a learned Dutch- 
man, the friend of Erasmus, eminent 
ſor his virtue and learning. He taught 
at Louvain, and wrote ad Hallanios 
Sos epistola, Leyden, i6ir, 4to, H 

died May 31, 1525. | 53 

DORSANNE (Anthony) born of a 
noble family at Issoudun, was educated 
in the seminary de St. Magloire, at 
Paris, and took a doctor's degree, 
1695. After being official at Chalons, 
be became canon of the church at Pa- 
ris, and successively archdeacon, grand 
chanter, and official. Dorsanne al- 
ways, opposed: the bull Urigenitus, and 
retired. when he found that M. de Na- 
ailles was going to issue his mandate 
for its acceptance. He died November 
12, 1728, leaving an historical journal 
of all that had passed respecting the 
bull Unigenizus, which goes down ta 
1728, 6 vol. rzmo. or 2 vol 4to. 1756. 
There is a supplement to it in one vol. 
DORSET (Thomas Sack ville, earl of) 
descended from an ancient Norman far 
mily, which went into England witty 
William the Conqueror. He was born 
in 1536, and was several times chosen 
member of parliament. In 1566 he 
inherited a very large fortune from his 
father, the greatest part of Which he 
soon spent. In June 1567 be was cre- 
ated baron of Buck hurst in Dorset - 
shire, sent into France as ambassadur 
to Charles IX. 1571, and to the United. 
Provinces: 1587; made knight. of the 
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garter 1589, chancellor of Oxford 1 gor, 

and lord high-treasurer of England, 
May 15, 1598, which office he dis- 
charged with honour till his death, 


April 19, 1608. Some poems of his

DOSCHE (Francis) a disciple of 
Simon Morin, and as great a fanatic. 
as his master. He has consecrated his 
errors in a little piece of four pages, 
4to. entitled, Abridgement of the Arenal 
of Faith, 

DOSITHEUS, a famous jewish ge. 
neral, son of Bacenor, He defeated 
the army of Timotheus, conquered and 
took Gorgias prisoner ; but, as he was 
carrying him away, one of the enemy's 
horsemen struck off his shoulder with 
a sabre. Dositheus died of this wound, 
r63 A. C. after having done great $er- 
vices to his country. v. DOROTHEUS, 

DOSMA DELGADO (Roderigo) an 
ingenious canon of Badajoz, well ac- 
quainted with the oriental languages, 
who died rbo7. He wrote De autori. 
tate S. Seripture, 1594, fol.; Commen- 
taries on the Scriptures. | 

DOU, or DOW (Gerard) an excel- 
lent painter of the 17th century, one 
of Rembrant's pupils, born 1613, at 
Leyden, He was so exact in finishing 
his pictures, that he spent three days 
in representing the handle of a broom, 
and five in painting a lady's hand, who 
had employed him to draw her por- 
trait. This artist is particularly ad- 
mired for his colouring, his chiaro 
scuro, and the simplicity and nature 
Which prevail in all his pieces, and 
give them so many charms and graces. 

DOUCIN (Lewis) an ingenious je- 
suit, born at Vernon, who wrote an 
History of Nestorianism, Parts, 1698, 
gto. which is curious, and some other 
works in favour of the constitution 
Uuigenitus. The Ecclesiastical Problem 
was invented by him. He died Sep- 
tember 27, 176, at Orleans. v. NO- 
ATLLES, QUESNEL. 

DOUGLAS, one of the most an- 
cient and illustrious families of Scot- 
land, which has produced many great 
men. Buchanan has- wrote an history 
af it. Ai. . 

- DOUJAT (John) a learned doctor 
and professor of law, in the university 
of Paris; born at Toulouse, of a dis- 
tinguished family. He was admitted 
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into the French academy, 1650, and 
appointed preceptor to the dauphin ; 
his works procured him considerable 

ensions from the court, the clergy, 
and the chancellors of France. He 
died October 27, 1688, at Paris, aged 
79. He p blished Prænotiones Canonice 
ee Civiles; 4to. which is esteemed his 
best work; an History of the canon law, 
12mo. and of the civil law, in Latin, 
12mo ; Lancelot's institution of the 
canon law with notes, 2 vol. 12mo.; 
an abridgement of the Greek. and Ro- 
man history in French, taken from 
Velleius Paterculus; and notes on 
Livy for the use of the dauphin, 12mo, 
c. Specimen juris ecclesiastici, 2 vol. 
12mo. &c. 

DOUSA, or VANDER DOES (Ja- 
nus) an excellent Dutch poet, lord of 
Norwic in Holland, where he was 
born December 5, 1545. Being ap- 
pointed governor of Leyden, by the 
prince of Orange, 1574, he defended 
that city with great bravery against 
the Spaniards, who were compelled to 
raise the Siege; and was nominated the 
year after to be first curator of the 
university of Leyden, just then found- 
ed. He wrote some poems, B8vo.; 
Notes on Salust, Petronius, Plautus, 
and Catullus; annals of Holland, 1617, 
4to. and other works; from which he 
was called the Varro of Helland, Dousa 
died of the plague, October 12, 1604, 
at the Hagne, aged 59. He had four 
sons, all learned men, and worthy of 
his reputation: Janus, a poet, philo- 
sopher, and mathematician ; librarian 
of Leyden, where he died, 1597, aged 
26, leaving some Latin poems, 1607, 
8y0.; George, a good linguist, who 
visited Constantinople, and published 
ap account of his travels, Antwerp, 
1599, 8vo. Francis, who published 
the epistles of Julius-Cæsar Scaliger, 
1600, with his commentaries on Aris- 
totle's history of animals. Theodore, 
lord of Berkeinsteyn; he had several 
posts, and published the chronicle of 
George Logotheta, with notes, 1614, 
and 1638, 8vo.; Farrage Ethica variarum 
Linguarum, variorumque Auttorum, 8v0. 
Ky. 

DOYAC (John) governor of Au- 
vergne, much esteemed by Louis XI. 
tic had done great services to this 
prince, who when dying, recommend- 
ed him to Charles VIII. Intoxicated 
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by so much favour, Doyac had the in- 
solence to make attempts on the pro- 
perty and persons of some princes; but 
these attempts did not remain unpu- 
nished ; his tongue was bored through 
in the pillory at Paris, 1484, and his 
ears cut off, after he had been whipped 
by the common hangman.. 

DRABICIUS (Nicholas) a Protes- 
tant minister of Moravia, who made 
himself famous among his own party 
by visions, reveries, and pretended 
prophecies. Being driven from his 
country 1628, during the wars of Ger- 
many, he took refuge in Hungary, 
Where he quitted the ministry, mar- 
ried a woolen draper's daughter, and 
got the character of a good drinker. 
He was afterwards reinstated in the 
ministerial office, 1654, by Comenius, 
another visionary, who translated his 
pretended revelations into Latin, which 
have all been proved false by the 
event; their tendency was to encou- 
rage war against the church of Rome, 
and the house of Austria. v. KOT- * 
TERUS. Drabicius perished some 
time after. | | 

DRACO, an ancient Athenian law- 
giver, about 624 A.C. whose laws 
were so severe, that Demates said, 
they were written with blood instead of 
ink : Solon abolished them on account 
of their extreme rigour. Draco is said 
to have been smothered in the theatre, 
amidst the people's acclamations, un- 
der the load of robes, caps, and other 
marks of approbation which were 
thrown upon him from every side. 

DRACONITES (John) a learned 
Protestant minister, born at Carlostadt 
in Franconia, who undertook a poly- 
glot on the bible, but did not live to 
finish it, dying April 18, 1566, aged 
70. He left commentaries on the gos- 
pels for sundays, in Latin, fol. and 
other works. | 

DRACONTIUS, a Spanish Christian 
poet, about the middle of the 5th 
century, by whom we have a poem on 
the creation, and an elegy addressed to 
the emperor Theodosius the younger, 
Leipsic, 1653, 8vo. and in the library 
of the fathers. 

DRAGUT, RAIS, i. e. Captain, a 
famous Barbary corsair, born of poor 
parents at Charaballac, a small village 
in Natolia, and at first servant to a 
corsair named Arays, Barbarossa be- 
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ing pleased with his appearance, made 
him his favorite. Dragut did great 
injuries to the Christians, in the reign 
of Soliman II. emperor of the Turks; 
he infested the seas of Sicily and Tus- 
cany, in 1550, and was taken prisoner 
by John Doria, nephew of the famous 
Andrew Doria, 13 of his gallies being 
also captured, When Barbarossa ar- 
rived in Provence, he leat him 3,000 
crowns to pay his ransom, which Do- 
ria through avarice accepted. Dragut 
afterwards ravaged Calabria, dispersed 
the Spanish fleet, made a descent on 
Corsica with the French, took. Tripoli, 
Goza near Malta, and Reggio; he also 
chased Andrew Doria, took five gal- 
lies from him, and sunk two; but im- 
mediately after all these brave actions, 
he found himself left with only his 
oven forces, by the retreat of the Otto- 


man army; pursued by Andrew Doria, 


who had rallied his forces, and blocked 
up by him in the canal of Barbury, 
without any way to escape. In this 
desperate situation, he caused a fort to 
de speedily erected at the mouth of 
the canal, in which he placed a bat- 
tery W ith four large cannon, so that 
the Christian gallies were kept at a 
distance; then making the best use of 
his time, he landed his gallies, assisted 
by the natives and the crew, and put- 
ting them on rollers, brought them at 
length into another canal, where they 
were properly refitted, and armed; 


and after having removed his garrison . 


from the fort by night, he sailed in 
the open sea, where it was impossible 
for Andrew Doria to come up with 
him. By this noble action, which is 
only equalled by that of the Taren- 


tines, through Hannibal's council, Dra- 
gut saved himself from danger. He 


died 1565, of a wound he received at 
the Siege of Malta. v. Brantome's 
Hommes illustres etrangers, Art. Dragut. 
DRAKE (Sir Francis) one of the 
greatest navigators of his age, born 
near Tavistock in Devonshire, and 
bound apprentice to the master of a 
ship, who left him his vessel, which 
Drake sold 1567, to sail with captain 
Hawkins to America. He took seve- 


ra! Spanish ships, and set out in 1577, 


with ſive ships on a voyage round the 
world, which he completed in three 
years, and returned to England richly 
laden. After signalizing himself by 
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eeveral other captures, and noble ac, 
tions, he was knighted, and made vice 
admiral of England. Sir Francis Drake 
took several cities from the Spaniards 
in America, and died on a voyage to 
Porto-bello, January 28, 1596. His 
voyages have been printed in French, 
Paris, 1627, vo. 
DRAKENBOURCH (Arnaud) an 
eminent professor of history and elo- 
quence at Utrecht, known by several 
works; particularly his beautiful edi- 
tion of Livy, Leyden, 1738, 7 vol. 4to, 
and of Silius Ttalicies, 1717, 10. He 
died 1748. 
DRAPIER (Roch) advocate to the 
parliament of Paris, born at Verdun, 
1685, died 1734, at Paris. He left a 
collection of decisions on tithes, 1748, 
12mo. and another on benefices, the 
best edition 1732, 2 vol. 12mo, | 
DRAPPIER (Guy) a licentiate of 
the Sorbonne, and curate of St. Sa- 
viour's in Beauvais, which parish he 
governed 59 years, and died there, 
December 3, 1716, aged 92. His 
principal works are, 7r. des Obla- 
tions; Tradition de Þ Eglise touckant ] Ex- 
treme Onction; Gouvernement des Diaceses 
en commun, 2 Vol. 12mo. Several pieces 
against Pere Bagot's Defense du Droil 
Episcopal; and several in favour of the 
famous Peter Quenel's cause, who was 
his friend. Drappier was a man of 
great learning, but his reasoning fre- 
quently wants solidity, and judgement. 
DRAUDIUS (George) a learned 
German writer, who left a Classical 
Library, Francfort 1625, 2 vol gto. that 
is a catalogue of all kinds of books, 
which though imperfect, may be very 
useful. He died about 1630. 
DREBEL (Cornelius) a philosophi- 
cal alchymist, born 1572, at Alcmaer, 
and died 1634, in London; who has 
been supposed the discoverer of the 
telescope, and left, De natura elemento- 
rum, 8vo. The invention of several 
wonderful things, has been ascribed to 
him, which belong to the land of chi- 
meras. 
DREBEL (N.) a German, who is said 
to have first found out the secret of 
dying scarlet. He communicated it to 
his daughter, who married Cutler, 
and it was first made use of by this 
latter. 
DRELINCOURT ( Charles) a learned 
and celebrated Protestant minister, 
born 
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born July 10, 1595, at Sedan. He was 
employed by those of his communion 
in various important affairs, was mi- 
nister of Charenton, and died at Paris, 
November 3, 1669, leaving Several 
children who proved eminent. His 
principal works are, A Catechi:m, 8 vo.; 
Conselations contre les frazeurs de la Mort. 
Amsterdam, 1724, 2 vol. 8vo. ; Sermons; 
Vicites Charitables, 3 vol. 8vo. &c. He 
must be distinguished from Charles 
Drelincourt his son, physician at Mont- 
pellier, who died 1697, at Leyden, 
and left some works, 1727, 4to. among 
which are two pieces by his son, named 
Charles, and a physician also. Law- 
rence Drelincourt, another of his sons, 
published some Sermons, and Recueil de 
Sonnets Chretiens, Amsterdam, 1766, 
1zmo. He was minister at Rochelle, 
then at Niort, where he died 1680, 
aged 56 

DRESSER (Matthew) a famous Lu- 


theran divine, born August 24, 1536, 


at Er fort, who was professor of Ethics 
at Leipsic, and died there, October 5, 
1607. Dresser was a rigid Lutheran 
and an ingenious man. Being at Er- 
fort, he persuaded all his colleagues to 
consent that the confession of Augs- 
burg, and Hebrew, should be taught 
in the academy. He left several 
works on subjects of learning, and 
theology; Rhetorice libri quatuor, 8vo.; 
Tres libri Progymnasmatum; Litreraturæ 
Gracæ, 8vo.; Hagege Historica, in Ger- 
man, fol. this last is not esteemed. De 
festis diebus Christianorum, Judæerum et 
Fihnicorum liber, 8vo. 

DREVET (Peter) the name of two 
engravers, father and son, particularly 
admired for the beautiful portraits 
they engraved from the celebrated 
Rigaud. Peter the son, was a member 
of the royal academy of painting, and 
sculpture; he died at Paris, 1739, aged 
42. Claude Drevet, a relation and pu- 
pil, distinguished himself in the same 
art, 

DREUX (Robert of France, earl of) 
fifth son of Louis /e Gros, died 1188; 
he was head of an illustrious family, 
which became extin& in the direct 
male line, 1355, and the earldom of 
Dreux passed by marriage into that of 
the viscounts of Thouars. The colla- 


teral lines of this house were not ex- 

tinct till 1590; but its most celebrated 

branch is that which has possessed the 
VOL.

DREXELIUS (Jeremiah) a Jesuit, 
eminent for his piety; preacher to the 
elector of Bavaria. He was a native 
of Augsburg, and died at Munich, 
April 19, 1638, aged 57, leaving seve- 
ral religious books, Antwerp, 1643, 2 
vol. fol. and in several volumes 24to. 

DRIEDO, or DRIDOENS (John) 
born at Turnehout in Brabant, doctor 
and professor of divinity at Louvain, 
canon of St. Peter's, and curate of St. 
James“ in the same city, who died 
August 4, 1535. He left several theo- 
logical tracts, 4 vol. fol. and in gto. 
The principal are, De Ecel. Scripturis ; 
De Libertate Christiana; De Captivitate 
et Redemptione generis humani ; De Cencor- 
dia liberi arbitrii et predestinationis; De 
Gratia et libero Arbitris. 

DRIESSEN (Anthony) a learned 
Dutch divine, minister at Utrecht, af- 
terwards at Groningen, where he died 
1743, aged 64. His theological and 
controversial works are numerous; but 
they discover more learning than taste, 
or moderation, | 

DRIVERE (Jeremiah) Triverius, an 
eminent professor of physic at Louvain, 
who died 1554, aged 52, leaving De 
Missione sanguinis in pluridide, 4to. ; Me- 
dicinæ methodus, 8vo.; Paragoxa de vento 
atre, aqua et igne, 8 vo.; Commentaries 
on Celsus and Hippocrates, fol. 

DROLLINGER (Charles Frederic) 
counsellor at the court of the margrave 
of Baden-Dourlach, his archivist, and 
librarian, who died 1742. Some Ger- 
man poems of his have been published 
at Basil, 1743, 8vo. 

DROVUIN (René) nephew of the ce- 
lebrated Pere Serro, a Dominican, into 
which order he also entered; and the 
Situation of public affairs obliging him 
to quit France, professed divinity at 
Chamberry, and Verceil, and died at 
Yvrie in Piedmont, leaving a treatise 
on the sacraments, Venice, 1737, 2 vol. 
fol. and Paris, 1775, 9 vol. 12mo. 

DRUSILLA, daughter of Agrippa 
the elder, king of the Jews. She lost 
her father when but six years old, and 
was afterwards espoused to Epiphanes, 
son of Antiochus king of Comagena; 
but this marriage was broken before it 
was consummated, because Epiphanes 
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refused to keep a promise he had made 
of embracing Judaism. Agrippa rde 
younger, his brother, married her to 
Azizos, king of the Emeseni, who 
consented to be circumcised. Drusilla 
was the most beautiful woman of that 
time, and inspired Felix governor of 
1 with so violent a passion at 

rst sight, that he offered to marry 
Rer. To this Drusilla consented, and 
quitted her husband, and her religion, 
out of jealousy of her sister Berenice. 
It was before this woman and Felix, 
that St, Paul discoursed of righteous- 
ness, temperance, and judgement to 
come; as is related in the Acts of the 
Apostles. 

DRUsILLA (Julia) daughter of 
Germanicus and Agrippina, and wife 
of Lucius, born at Treves. She mar- 
ried Marcus Lepidus for her second 
husband, and lived in a very scandal- 
ous manner. Drusilla had been en- 
gaged in an incestuous commerce with 
her brother Caligula, from her youth ; 
and lived openly with him, as with 
her husband. She continued this con- 
nection through life ; and when dead, 
Caligula caused divine honours to be 
paid to her. = 

DRUSIUS, or DRIESCHES (John) 
one of the most learned Protestant di- 
vines of his age, born June 28, 1550, 
at Oudenard. He acquired great skill 
in Hebrew, and taught at Leyden, and 
Francher; Sixtinus Amama was his 
pupil. He died February 15, 1616. 
Drusius left some excellent notes on the 
scriptures, published separately in fol. 
and 4to. A collection of fragments 
of Hexapla ; an Hebrew grammar, 4to; 
a treatise on the three Jewish sects, in 
a collection, entitled, [rium Scriptorum 
de tribus Tudzorum Seftis Syntugma, Del- 
phis, 1703, 2 vol, 4to. and other valu- 
able works. He must not be con- 
founded with John Drusius his son, 
who was a prodigy of learning at an 
age when children in general can 
scarcely read; at seven years old he 
explained the Hebrew psalter; but was 
snatched away by death at the age of 
21, in 1609. He left Nomemclator Eliz 
Levitz, 1652, 8vo. 

DRUSUS (Marcus Livius) a famous 
Roman of the illustrious family of Dru- 
sus, which produced so many great 
men. He possessed much wit, elo- 
quence, and courage; and attempting 


rights of Roman citizens given to the 
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to revive the laws of the Gracchi, re. 
pecting the division of lands, and the 


Latines, affronted the consul Philip 
who opposed his undertaking, and was 
killed by Varius as he entered his own 
house. | 

DRUSUS, son of Tiberius Nero 
and Livia; and brother of the emperor 
Tiberius. He defeated the Rhetians, 
carried on a war against the Germans, 
with extraordinary prudence and cou- 
rage, and inspired the Roman people 
with the highest hopes; but he died at 
the age of zo, in consequence of fall. 
ing from a horse, by which his thigh 
was broken, 9 A. C. It was this Dru. 
sus Who dug the trench from the Rhine 
to the Issel. His brother Tiberius, and 
Augustus his father in law, spoke fu. 
neral orations in his praise. He left 
three children by Antonia, Mark An- 
thony's daughter; Germanicus, Livia, 
and Claudius. 

DRUSUS, son of Tiberias and Vip- 
SAfiia his first wife, imitated the vices 
of his father. After having been 
questor he was sent into Pannonia, and 
appeased the legions who had mutined 
on the death of Augustus; was made 
consul at his return, and commanded 
afterwards in IIlyria. He artfully fo- 
mented the divisions of the Germans, 
and gained important advantages from 
them; was afterwards tribune with 
his father, and would have succeeded 
to the empire, if Sejanus, to whom he 
had given a box on the ear, had not 
procured his death, by means of an 
eunuch named Lygdus, who poisoned 
him in the year 23, Livia the wife of 
Drusus being engaged in the plot. | 

DRUSUS, son of Germanicus and 
Agrippina. He was raised at first to 
considerable posts by the recommenda- 
tion of Tiberias, but afterwards op- 
pressed by the artifices of that unjust 
favourite Sejanus; who caused him to 
be imprisoned by Tiberius, and the 
latter had the cruelty to let him be 
Starved in his confinement, in the year 
33, and to accuse him afterwards to 
the senate. 

DRUTHMAR (Christian) a cele- 
brated monk in the abbey of Corby, in 
the gth century, born in Aquitaine, 
who afterwards taught in the monas- 
teries of Stavelo and Malmedy, in the 
Jdiocese of Leige. He was very 3 
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ſor the age he lived in, and left a 
commentary on St. Matthew, S:rasburg, 
1514, or Haguenau, 1530, fol. and in 
the library of the fathers, which has 
been said to contain Some erroneous 
opinions respecting transubstantiation. 
The second edition is scarce, but the 
first much more so. 

DRYADES, Nymphs, or Deities of 
the second order; who, according to 
the fable, presided over woods and 
forests. They were not fixed like 
the Hamadryades to particular trees, 
but were at. liberty to walk in the 
forests. b 

DRYANDER (John) an eminent 
physician and mathematician of Wet- 
teren in Hesse; he taught at Marpurg, 
and died there, December 20, 1560, 
leaving Anatomia Capitis cum iconibus, 
Marpurgi, 1537, 4to. &c, v. ENZI- 
NAS. 

DRYDEN (John) born 1631, of a 
noble family at Aldwincle, in Nor- 
thamptonshire. He discovered a great 
taste for learning and poetry from his 
youth, and was converted to the Ca- 
tholic religion 1688, in the reign of 

ames II. This change, and the envy 
which his abilities excited, proved un- 
favourable to him under king William, 
who stopped his pension. He died 
poor, May 1, 1701, and was buried in 
Westminster Abbey. His works were 
printed at London 1721, 3 vol. fol. 
They are chiefly licentious comedies 
and tragedies, which are but sublime 
farces, London, 1735, 6 vol. 12mo. and 
other poems. Dissertations, Fables, 
London, 1734, 12mo. ; A translation of 
Virgilin English verse, which 1s much 
admired.; A translation of Perseus, 
and Juvenal's satires.; A prose trans- 
lation of du Fresnoy's Latin ppem, 
called the art of painting, &c. These 
all discover great genius, talenty, and 
facility of writing, but are not always 
sufficiently correct; for this great poet 
being obliged to write for bread, had 
not leisure to polish them. Mr. Pope 
Speaks highly of him. 

DRY OFPE, an Arcadian nymph, be- 
loved by Mercury, who one day car- 
Tying her son in her arms, pulled a 
branch from a Lote tree, for him to 
play with; which so irritated Bacchus 
to whom that plant was consecrated, 
that he changed her into a tree. She 
had but just time to call her sister to 
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take the child, who would else have 
been inclosed in the bark. 

DUAREN (Francis) a native of St, 
Brieux, Alciat's pupil. He taught law 
at Bourges with great reputation, 
where, in his old age, he had great dis- 
putes with Cujas, who was then a 
young man. It is said that Duaren had 
not a good memory, and that he was a 
Protestant in his heart. He was among 
the first who cleared the civil law from 
the barbarisms of the commentators, 
He died 1559, at Bourges. His prin- 
cipal works were printed 1578, 2 vol. 
fol. and are, Commentaries on the 
Code, and the Digest; Epistles; De sa- 
eris Ecclesiæ Ministeriis ac Beneficiis 
Traite zur les Plagiares ; Cujas speaks 
in very high terms of Duaren's works. 

DUBOIS (William) born September 
6, 1656, at Brive-la-Gaillarde. He 
was made preceptor to Philip, duke of 
Orleans, who procured him several 
abbies, and the appointments of coun- 
sellor of state, ambassador extraordi- 
nary and plenipotentiary to the king 
of England 1717; archbishop of Cam- 
bray, 1720, cardinal, 1721, and prime 
minister, 1722. He was admitted into 
the French academy, and those of 
science, and belles lettres the same 
year. ' He died at Versailles, August 
10, 1723, aged 67, and was buried at 
St. Honoré at Paris, where a monu=- 
ment has been erected for him. 

DUBOIS (Jerome) an excellent 
painter, born at Bois-le-Duc, who 
lived at the end of the 16th century, 
and the beginning of the 17th. The 
expression, force, and variety of his 
characters, joined to his colouring and 
other qualifications of a great painter, 
in which he excelled, make bis pic- 
tures bear an immense price, He 
usually painted fountains. 

DUBOIS, v. BOIS. 

DUBOS (Charles Francis) born at 
Chateau Dubos, in the diocese of St. 
Flour in Auvergne. After taking his 
degrees at the Sorbonne, in Paris, he 
yielded to the solicitations of M. de 
Barillon bishop of Lugon, who, to at- 
tach him to himself, made him grand 
archdeacon, and his grand vicar. Af- 
ter the death of M. de Barillon, he 
was chosen dean by the chapter of 
Lugon, who had great r to boast 
of his skill in the management of bu- 
siness. M. Dubos died at Lugon, Oct. 
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3, 1724, lamented by people of every 
class, who had recourse to him for 
Settling their affairs; and particularly 
the poor, to whom he had been a great 
benefactor during his life, and was a 
Still greater by his will. He left a life 
of M. de Barillon, which was publish- 
ed in 1700, 12mo, without his Know- 
Jedge; and a continuation of the con- 
ferences of Lugon, of which M. Louis 
had published 5 vol. 1635, viz. Les 
Commandemens, 2 vol.; La Confirmation et 
le Baptime, 1 vol. and L' Eucharistie, 2 
vol. M. Dubos continued them ten 
years after, and published La Penitence, 
2 vol.; L' Extreme On&#ion; L' Ordre et 
le Marriage, 2 vol; Le Symbole, 2 vol.; 
La Priere, 2 vol.; Les Evangeles, 2 vol.; 
St. Paul aux Romans, 2 vol.; Aux Co- 
rinthiens premiere Epitre, 2 vol.; Deux- 
tme Epitre, 2 vol.; Aux Galates, 1 vol.; 


Aux Hebreux, 1 vol.; © Tite et à Timo- 


thee, 1 vol.; Sur le Sacrifice de la Messe, t 
vol.; and Le Cateclisme de Lucon, 1 
vol. in all 26 vol. 12mo. 

DUBOS (John Baptist) born 1670, 
at Beauvais; son of Claude Dubos, 
merchant, and sheriff of that city. He 
took his bachelor's degree in the Sor- 
bonne, 169r, and was admitted into 
the office for foreign affairs, 1695, un- 
der M. de Torey, who employed him 
on business of importance in Germany, 
Italy, England, and Holland. At his 
return to Paris, he had a canonry at 
Beauvais, then a pension of 2,000 
livres, and the abbey of Notre Dame 
de Ressons, near Beauvais. He was 
perpetual secretary to the French aca- 
demy, and died at Paris, March 23, 
1742, His principal works are, Re- 
flexions critiques sur la Pochie et la Peinture, 
1740, 3 vol. 1zmo. a valuable work. 
Hist. Critique de Petablisszement de la Mo- 
narchie Frangotse dans les Gaules, 1743, 2

DUBRAW, or DUBRAVIUS SCA- 
LA (John) a native of Tilsen, who 
was entrusted with several important 
negociations in Silesia, and Bohemia, 
and appointed president of the court 
established to try the rebels concerned 
in the disturbances at Smalcald. He

DUBREUIL, v. BREUL. 

DUC (Fronton du) Fronto Duc æus, a 
learned jesuit, born 1553, at Bour- 
deaux; son of an eminent counsellor 
of that city. He taught at Ponta- 
mouss0n, Bourdeaux, and Paris, in 
which last place he died, September 
25, 1624, aged 66. Du Duc published 
the works of St. John Chrysostom, 6 
vol. fol. much esteemed, to complete 
which, Morel's, or Comelia's edition 
of St, Chrysostom on the New Testa- 
ment, should be added 4, or 2 vol. fol. 
He also published a complete edition 
of St. Chrysostom, all Latin, 1613, 6 
vol. fol. 3 vol. 8vo. against Duplessis 
Mornay; an edition of Nicephorns Callis- 
tus, qto ; A Tragedy, called La Pucelle 
a Orleans, 1581, and other works. He 
was one of the best translators, and. 
critics, of that time. 

DUC (Nicholas le) a priest of the 
diocese of Rouen, and vicar of St. Law- 
rence in that city, where his talents 
and religious conduct being conspicu- 
ous, notwithstanding his modesty, he 
was appointed to the curacy of Trou- 
ville in Caux, which he would have 
declined had not the lord of that pa- 
rish, and the curate of St. Lawrence 
represented to him the great need there 
was of a diligent, and well informed 
ecclesiastic in that situation, not only 
to recover the inhabitants from their 
extreme ignorance of religion, but to 
inspire the neighbouring curates with 
a disposition for employing their time 
to the advantage of their flocks. M. 
le Duc succeeded in these respects be- 
yond expectation; but after having 
done all the good he could in his cure, 
which he called his mission, left it to 
the great regret of his parishioners, 
and went to Paris, where he was ob- 
lized to accept the vicarship of St. 
Paul, out of respect to M. Gueret, who 
Succeeded M. Bourret. and had drawn 
him to that parish. In this situation 
he laboured with good success during 
15 years, but being interdicted by M. 
de Vintimelle, 1731, he retired to the 
parish of St. Severin, and there died, 
May 3, 1744. An abridgement of his 
life appeared 1745, at Paris, in two pages 
12mo. in which the following works 
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are attributed to him: L' Anne Eccle- 
s/astique, 15 Vol. I2mo, ; an Imitation, 
with Reflexions, Exercises, and Prayers, 
12mo.; 2 translation of Cardinal Bona's 
Way to Heaven, and shortest May to go to 
God, 12mo. ; the translation of several 
hymns in the Paris Breviary; and part 
of the translation of M. de Thou, 16 
vol. 4to. 

DUCANGE, v. FRESNE. 

DUCAS, a learned Greek author, 
who had written the transactions un- 
der the last emperors of Constanti- 
nople, from the elder Andronicus to 
the ruin of that city. This work, 
which is esteemed, was printed at the 
Louvre, 1649, fol. with the Latin 
translation, and notes by Bouillaud; 
and has been translated into French by 
the president Cousin. 

DUCASSE (Francis) born at Lec- 
toure. He was grand vicar and offi- 
cial of Carcassone; and afterwards 
canon, archdeacon, and official,, of 
Condom, where he died, 1706. His 
Pratique de In Furisdition Ecclesiastique, 
4to. is esteemed, and has been fre- 
guently printed. f 
DUCEREAU, v. CERCEAU. 
DUCRANGE (Jasper) an engraver, 
born, 1660, at Paris. He died Janu- 
ary 6, 1757, aged 96. He engraved 
Leda and Danae, from Corregio, with- 
out drapery : Sornique has added some; 
for which reason the first impressions, 
which have none, are most sought 
after. Duchange has engraved the 
pictures at St. Martin des Champs, the 
Birth of Mary de Medicis, the Apo- 
theosis of Henry IV. &c. in a very su- 
perior style. | 
DUCHAT (Jacob le) born Febru- 
ary 23, 1658, at Metz, son of jacob 
le Duchat, commissioner of war. He 
went to Berlin 1701, where he was as- 
sessor and counsellor of Ia Justice 5pe- 
„eure Fran poi se, and member of the so- 
ciety of sciences. Duchat corresponded 
with Bayle, and furnished him with 
several remarks for his dictionary. He 
died July 25, 1735, at Berlin, aged 77, 
leaving new- editions of the Confes- 
sions of Sancy, of the Journal de Hen- 
III. v.*ESTOILE.; of the Satyre 
Meni pper, v. GILLOT.; of Rabelais; of 
Apologie pour Herodote, v. STEPHENS.;

DUCHE' de Fancy (Joseph Francis) 
born October 29, 1668, son of Duche, 
gentleman of the bed-chamber, and 
afterwards secretary-general of the 
gallies. He devoted himself to poetry 
very early, and his brilliant genius and 
amiable manners introduced him at 
court, He was valet de chambre to 
Louis XIV. and died December 14, 
1704, at Paris, aged 37. Ducks was a 
member of the academy of inscrip- 
tions and belles lettres. He left bal- 
lets, sacred tragedies—Fenathan, Debo- 
ral, Abialom, and other pieces which 
he wrote for St. Cyr, in Racine's style, 
but not with equal success. There is 
a beautiful sonnet on the death of this 
poet, written by his friend the cele- 
brated Rousseau. 

DUCHESNE, v. CHESNE. 

DUCLOS (Charles Pineau) born at 
Dinant. He was secretary to the 
French academy, and historiozrapher 
of France; member of the academy of 
inscriptions, and of those of London 
and Berlin. He died March 26, 1772, 
at Paris. He published Hist. de Mad. 
de Luz, 12mo.; Les Cunfersions du Comte 
de.. . tzmo.; Acajou, to. and 12mo ; 
Consid:rations tur les Meurs, 12mo, ; Me- 
moirs zur le: Marurs du IS me Siecle, ia mo.;

1745, 3 vol. 12mo.; to which must be

DUDITH (Andrew) born Febru- 
ary 6, 1533, at Buda, son of Jerome 
Dudith, an Hungarian gentleman, and 
Madelene Sbardellet, a noble Venetian 
lady. He was carefully educated in 
the Catholic religion by Andrew Sbar- 
dellet, his mother's brother, who was 
then bishop of Vaccia, or Veitzen, and 


afterwards archbishop of Strigonia, 


and, out of respect to him, took the 
name of Sbardellet. The emperor Fer- 
dinand II. admitted Dudith into his 
council 1560, and appointed him bi- 
shop of Tinia. He was sent soon after 
to the council of Trent, in the name 
of the emperor, and all the Hungarian 
clergy; and there made a very elo- 
quent speech, April 9, 1568, which 
Was heard with great pleasure. This 
was not the case with another pro- 
nounced in that place, July 6; for, 

though 
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though he shewed great zeal for the 
pope, and exclaimed strongly against 
Luther, yet he expressed himself $0 
freely, both there, and in his common 
conversation, on the necessity of bi- 
shop's residence, and in favour of mar- 
riage among the clergy, and adminis- 
tering the cup, that the legates, appre- 
hensive of his drawing many prelates 
to his opinion, wrote to the pope, in- 


forming him, that Dudith was a dan» 


gerous man, and that it was necessary 


he should leave Trent. Upon this the 
Pope solicited the emperor, to recall 


him, which he accordingly did: but 
Ferdinand, far from blaming his con- 
duct, rewarded it with the bishopric 
of Chonat, and soon after gave him 
that of Five-Clurchies. This prince 
dving 1564, Dudith was sent by Maxi- 
milian II. into Poland, whither he 
had been sent before by Ferdinand, 


and privately married Reyna Strazzi, 


maid of honour to the queen, resign= 
ing his bishopric. Rome cited him, 
excommunicated him, and even con- 
demned him to the flames as an heretic. 
Nevertheless, after the death of his 
first wife, by whom he had three chil- 
dren, he married Elizabeth Shorowits 
1579, a lady descended from an illus- 
trious Polish family, widow of count 
John Zarnow, and sister of the famous 
Sborowits, by whom also he had chil- 
dren. Dudith, at length, openly pro- 
fessed what is called the reformed re- 
ligion, and even became a Socinian, 
according to most authors; but this is 
denied by the writer of his life, Who, 
on the contrary, asserts, he disputed 
strongly against Socinus. However 
that may be, he settled at Breslaw in 
Silesia, and there died, February 23, 
1589, aged 56. Dudith was a hand- 
some well made man, of a peaceable 
disposition; civil, affable, regular in 
his conduct, very charitable to the 
poor, and benevolent towards all man- 
kind. He had so great a veneration 
for Cicero, that he wrote all that ora- 
tor's works, three times over, with his 
own hand. Dudith understood several 
languages, and was well acquainted 
with history, philosophy, mathematics, 
physic, law, and divinity. He left a 
great number of works : the principal 
are, Disertationes de Cometis, Utrecht, 
1665, 4to.; two Discourses, delivered 
at the council of Trent; an Apology 


to the emperor Maximilian II. 3 a Trea. 
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tise in favour of liberty to marry; with 
Letters, and some other pieces, printed 
1610, 4to. with his life by Reuter, who 
1s the most particular and accurate of 
all the authors who have written con- 
cerning Dudith. Neræ duplices in Fourti 
Socini dip. de Baptizme; in the preced- 
ing. Quzstio ubi sera et Catholica Eccle. 
Sia Christi invenitur, 1610, 8yo. A Let- 
ter against condemning Heretics to 
death, 1534, 8 vo., Some Letters, in 
different collections, and Latin poems, 
in deliciæ Port. Germ. The life of car- 
dinal Pole, in Latin, translated from 
the Italian of Lewis Beccatelli, 1563, 
gto. &c.

DUELLIUS (Caius) a Roman con- 
sul, about 259 A. C. He defeated the 
Carthaginians by sea, and was the first 
Roman who had a naval triumph 
granted him. A rostra/ pillar was also 
erected to his honour, with a beautiful 
inscription, which remains to this day. 
Before this the Romans knew nothing 
of navigation; but a Carthaginian ship 
being. wrecked on their coast, they 
made use of it for a model In three 
months” time their mariners were train- 
ed, their ships built, and the fleet, be- 
ing equipped, sailed under the com- 
mand of Duellius, fell in with that of 
Carthage, and defeated it. We may 
judge from this how imperfect the an- 
cients were in their marine compared 
to the moderns; for the whole life of 
a prince would now scarcely suffice to 
form a fleet capable of appearing be- 
fore a power already master of the sea. 

DUFRESNY, v. FRESNY. 

DUGDALE (William) a celebrated 
English antiquary, born September 22, 
1605, of a noble family at Shustock in 
Warwickshire. He copied all the 
epitaphs, and drew all the tombs and 
monuments in St. Paul's cathedral, 
London; also those of most other 
towns; and made, with indefatigable 
labour, a considerable collection of 
English antiquities. Dugdale was 
much attached to the royal 8 

an 
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and was made herald at arms. He 
died February 10, 1656, leaving his 
curiosities and MSS. to Elias Ashmole, 
his son-in-law. Among his numerous 
works the following are the chief: — 
Monasticon Anglicanum, 1655, 1661, and

DUGUET (James Joseph) a learned 
priest of the oratory, born December q, 
1649, at Montbrison, son of Claude 
Duguet, King's advocate in the presi- 
dial of that city. Having entered the 
congregation of the oratory at Paris, 
1667, he taught philosophy at Troyes, 
and was afterwards recalled to St. Ma- 
gloir at Paris, where he gained great 


reputation, as professor of divinity, by 


his Ecclesiastical Conferences. III 
health obliged him to resign all his 
employments 1680, and, in 1685, he 
quitted the oratory, and retired to M, 
Arnauld at Brussels; but returned to 
Paris afterwards, where he lived, in a 
very retired manner, at the huuse of 
M. the president de Menars, 1690, 
where he continued till the death of 
that magistrate and his wife; but was 
afterwards frequently forced to change 
his dwelling and country, in conse- 
quence of his opposition to the Consti- 
 tution Unigenitus, He was successively 

in Holland, at Troyes, Paris, &c. and 
died in the last named city, October 25, 
1733, aged 84. His works are nume- 


rous, and well written in French. The

DULLART (Herman) a painter and 
poet, born, 1636, at Rotterdam, who 
imitated his master, Rembrandt, so 
exactly, that their pictures could not 
be distinguished; but painted few 
pieces, on account of bad health. He 
varied his employments, by music and 
poetry, till his death, 1684. 4 

DUMAS (Hilary) a doctor of the 
house and society of the Sorbonne, in 
the 17th century, author of a good 
Hist. des cing Propocitions de TJanzenius, 
Trevoux, 1702, 3 tom. 12mo.; a French 
translation of tie Imitation of Jeu 
Christ, and other works. 

DUMONT (Henry) an eminent mu- 
Sician, born 16ro, in the diocese of 
Liege. He was appointed music mas- 
ter of the royal chapel, and the queen's 
house, and had the abbey of Silly. 
Dumont excelled upon the organ, and 
was the first French musician who in- 
troduced thorough bass in his works. 
He died at Paris 1684, leaving some 
motets, which are esteemed, and five 
grand masses, called Messes Rozales, in 
which the plain chant is very fine. 

DUMONT (John) a laborious French 
writer, who, after serving in the ar- 
mies of France, took refuge in Hol- 


land, 
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land, and there published, in 1699, 
Des Foyages en France, en Italie, en Alle- 
nag e, a Malte, et en Turgquie, 4 vol. 
12M0.; a compilation of treaties of al- 
liances, and peace, &c. printed under 
the title of Cryps universe! diplomati zue, 
1726, and the following, &c.

DUNCAN (Martin) a learned di- 
vine in the 16th century, born at 
Kempen, who acquired great reputa- 
tion by his zeal against the protestants, 
He was curate in Holland, and died at 
Amersfort, 1590, aged 85, leaving 
treatises on the Church, the Sacrifice of 
the Mass, Image Worship, &c. 
be distinguished from Mark Duncan, 
a Scotch gentleman, who settled at 
Saumur, where he was eminent for his 
knowledge of philosophy, physic, di- 
vinity, and mathematics. He diea 1640, 
at Saumur Ris treatise on the Possen 
of the Nuns of Loudun was much talked 
of. He had a son of his own name, 
Seign. de Cerisantes, who died at the 


Siege of Naples 1648, and was some-

DUNCAN (Daniel) practised physic 
with reputation at Montauban, his na- 
tive place. This last publiched some 
works which are esteemed: among 
others, On the Abuse of warm Liquors, 
particularly Coffee and Tea, Rotterdam, 
168 5, 8vo. He died 1735, at the age 
of 86, in London, to which place he 
had retired on account of his religion. 
DUNGAL, a writer of the gth cen- 
tury, who was probably an Irishman. 
He went into France, and is supposed 
to have been a monk of St. Denys, or 
at least much attached to that abbey. 


He must 
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Charlemagne consulted him, in 871, 
on the two eclipses of the sun Which 
are said to have happened the preced- 
ing year. Dungal answered him in a 
letter, which is rather long, and may 
be found in tom.

DUNOIS, v. JOHN d Orleans, earl 
of Dunois, and Longueville. 

DUNS (John) more known by the 
name of Jon Scotus, an eminent di- 
vine of the Franciscan order, born at 
Dunston in England, according to the 
most received opinion. After studying 
at Oxford, he went to Paris, where he 
took his degrees, and taught with 80 
much reputation, that he was sur- 
named the ile doctor. He went af- 
terwards to Cologn, and there died, 
November 8, 1308. Paul Jovius, and 
Some other authors, have asserted, 
that, being seized with an apoplexy, 
and supposed to be dead, he was bu- 
ried, and coming to himself, gnawed 
his hands, and, in despair, dashed his 
brains out against the tomb-stone : but 
this is an idle story, and has been fully 
refuted. John Scotus left several works; 
the best edition of them is, Lyons, 1639, 
12 vol. fol. He affects to entertain 
opinions contrary to St. Thomas, which 
produced two parties in the schools, 
called Thomists,and Scotists, Though 
this author writes in a very subtile 
style, he has an uncommon talent for 
expressing his thoughts clearly. Some 
writers have said, that Scotus was the 
first who taught the immaculate con- 
ception of the Virgin in the university 
of Paris; but it is very certain that se- 
veral doctors had taught it before. 

DUNSTAN (st.) a celebrated arch- 


bishop of Canterbury, born of an il-

lustrious family about 924. He turned 
monk, and built a cell at Glastonbury, 
but was afterwards made bishop of 
Worcester by Edgar king of England 
who attended much to his counsels, 
St. Dunbran was at last appointed 
archbishop of Canterbury, received the 
Pallium from the Pope, was legate of 
the Holy See in all England, zealously 
maintained ecclesiastical discipline, 
and died at Canterbury, 988. 
DUPERRAY (Michael) a learned 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, 
and a celebrated canonist; dean, and 
senior chief counsellor of the advocates, 
who died April 25, 1730, aged near yo, 
He left several works, the principal;

DUPIN, v. PIN. ä 
DUPIN (Peter) son of a notary at 
Tartas where he was born, 1681. 
After having been some time procurator 
to the parliament of Bourdeaux, he 
was received advocate 1723, and died 
in that city November 22, 1745, leaving 
a son in the same profession; and the 
following works, Automne's Coutume de 
Bordeaux; which he reprinted with 
notes of his own, 1728, fol. Traits des 
Peines des seconde noces, Paris, 1743, 4tO. ; 
Conferences de toutes les questions traite-s 
par M. le Fenon avec le Commentaire de 
Bernard Automne, Bourdeaux, 1746, 4to. 
DUPLEIX (Scipio) historiographer 
of France, born 1569 at Condom. He 
went to Paris, 1605, with Queen Mar- 
garet, who appointed him master of 
requests in her palace. Having waited 
upon M. the chancellor, to solicit a 
licence for a Treatise on the Liberties of 
the Gallican Church, that magistrate 
threw his manuscript into the fire; 
which so affected Dupleix, that he 
died of grief at Condom, 1661, aged 92. 
He left an history of France, 5 vol. fol. 
which is not ejeemed, A Roman 
VOL. 11. 
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history, 3 vol. fol; a course of Philoso- 
phy, printed 1692, 3 vol. 12mo. one of 
the first which have been published in 
French. His best work is, Memotres des 
Gaules, 16 50, fol.; Genealogie de la maion 
d' Extrades, 1655, 4to. 1 a 
DUPLEIX (Joseph) a celebrated 
French merchant, who was sent to 
the Indies in 1730, as director of the 
colony of Chandernagor. This colony 


did not flourish at that time, because 


the company had been unable to esta- 
blish a fund there; but by means of 
Dupleix it was raised to a state of 
splendour beyond what had been sup- 
posed possible. He extended its com- 
merce to all the provinces of the Mogul, 
and as far as Thibet ; and fitted out ships 
for the Red Sea, the Persian Gulph, 
Surat, Goa, the Maldivia Islands, and 
Manilla, The company admiring his 
great talents, made him governor of 
Pondichery, 1742. Adispute happened 
between M. Dupleix, and M. Bourdon- 
nage, which destroyed all the advan- 
tages expected from this conquest; the. 
latter claiming a right to remain master 
of Madras, which he had conquered, 
and which M Dupleix insisted belong- 
ed to his government. The English 
regained the upperhand, and laid siege 
to Pondichery, where Dupleix atoned 
for his fault, by the noble defence he 
made there, 42 days with the trenches 
open. The taking of Madras, and de- 
fence of Pondichery, inclined the 
Indians to favour the French, and M. 
Dupleix took advantage of that dispo- 
Sition to promote their interests.. In 
1751, he put Salabetzingen in posses- 
sion of Decan, and as the price of this 
favour, obtained for himself immense 
territories, and the rank of Nabob; 
which, by making him an Indian Lord, 
conciliated the people's affections; 
while the Asiatick luxury which sur- 
rounded him, gratified his taste, and 
dazzled his new subjects. All this 
prosperity was howeyer destroyed by 
two pretenders to the Nabobship of 
Arcat; the English jealous of the ad- 
van: ages gained by the French, favoured 
the rival of him they protected, and on 
this pretence the English and French 
companies engaged in A Serious war, 
which they terminated 1755 by a peace, 
which left each- party in possession of 
an equal share of country. M. Dupleix 
had been recalled to Paris, 1753, where 
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DUR 
being obliged to engage in a law-sait 
against the company, the vexation of it 
sdon brought him to his grave. 
DUPRAT, v. PRAT. 
DUPRE' d' Aunay (Lewis) born at 
Paris, commissioner of war, director 


general of the provisions, and Knight 
of the order of Christ, died 1758.

DUPRE' de Saint Maur (Nicholas

and eloquence of the English poet. He 
had the honour of being chosen into 
the French academy, 1733, and died 
1775.

DURAND, an ingenious monk of 
Fecamp, abbot of Troart in the 11th 
century, who wrote a learned epistle 
on the Eucharist against Beringer; in 
Langfranc's works, and in the library 
of the father's. William the Conqueror, 
duke of Normandy greatly valued his 
advice, and gave him publick marks 
of esteem, he died 1089. | 

DURAND (William) one of the most 
learned lawyers of the 13th century, 
born at Puimoisson in Provence; who 
was Henry of Suza's pupil, and taught 
canon law at Modena. Hs afterwards 
was made chaplain and auditor of the 
$acred palace, legate to Gregory X. at 

he council of Lyons, and bishop of 

ende, 1286. He died at Rome, 


November 1, 1296. His works are, 


Speculum Furis, Rome 1474, fol. a work 
which gained him the name of Specula- 
for. Rationale divinorum officiorum ; the 
first edition is Mentz, 1459, fol. very 
$Carce. Repeatorium Juris, Venice, 1496, 
fol., Ke. He is to be distinguished 
from his nephew, William Durand, who 
succeeded him as bishop of Mende, and 
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died, 1328. There is an excellent 
treatise by this last; De ia Maniere, de 
celebrer le Concile gintral, Paris, 1 545, vo. 
He wrote it on occasion of the council 
of Vienne, to which he was summoned 
by Clement V. 1310. This treatise 
may also be found in a collection of 
Several works of the same kind, pub 
lished by M. Fourte, doctor of the Sor. 
bonne. 

DURAND de St. Pour pain, so called 
from a town in Auvergne. He entered 
the dominican order, took à doctor's 
degree at Paris, was master of the sa- 
cred palace, bishop of Puy in Velay, 
and afterwards bishop of Meaux, where 
he died in 1333. Durand was one of 
the most eminent divines of his age; 
he left commentaries on the four hook« 
of Sentence, Paris, 1550, 2 vol. fol. and 
Traite de POrigine des Jurisdictioni, to. 
He frequently combats the opinions of 
St. Thomas; and his works display 
great wit and genius, 

DURANT, not DURAND (Gilles) 
Sieur de la Bergerie, an eminent advo- 
cate to the parliament of Paris, sup- 
posed according to Pasquier, book xix. 
letter 15, to be the same who was one 
of the nine advocates commissioned by 
the court to reform the custom of Paris, 
He was also among the best poets before 
Malherbe, wrote odes, sonnets, elegies, 
& c. and translated, or imitated part of 
the latin pieces written by his friend 
John Bounefon's the father; under the 
title of, Imitations tirfes du Latin de Fean 
Bonnefon's, avec autres amours et melangei 
poetiques, 1727, 12mo. This work has 
gone through several editions. I- 
ver ges to his godmother on the decease of her 
ass, who died in the flower of his apt 
during the Siege of Paris, Tuesday, Aug. 28, 
1590, are esteemed a master piece in 
the ironical and sportive style. They 
may be found in the ingenious work, 
entitled, Satyre Menipee, and in the 
works of Durant, 1594, 12mo. He was 
broken on the wheel, July 16, 1618, 
with two Florentine brothers of the 
house des patrices, for a libel against 
the king. Some however doubt if this 
is the same. 

DURANTI (John Stephen) first pre- 
sident of the parliament at Toulouse, 
and one of the most illustrious and 
learned magistrates of his age; son of 2 
counsellor to the court of requests in 
that city. He was distinguished for elo- 
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quence from his youth; was Sheriff, 
advocate-general, and first president 
in 158 1. Duranti zealously supported 
the party of his prints against the 
league, and was Killed by an arquebuse, 
February 10, 1589, aged 35, during a 
popular tumult on the news of the duke 
of Guise being dead. He deserved a 
better fate, for the pains he had taken 
the year before to preserve Toulouse 
from the plague, and the excellent 
seminaries he had founded there for 
the instruction of youth. It was he, and 
not Peter Danes, as president le Bret 
asserts, who wrote a valuable book, 
entitled, de Ritibus Eeclesiæ, Rome, 1591, 
fol. | 

: DURAS (James Henry de Durfort 
Duc de) served in the wars of Louis 
XIV. which were terminated by the 
peace of the Pyrenees; but signalized 
himself so much in the conquest of 
Franche-Comté, that the king ap- 
pointed him governor of that place, 
and Marechal of France, 1675. His 
uncle the Marechal de Turenne being 
dead, he commanded in Germany under 
the Dauphin, 1688, and 1689. He died 
1704, aged 74, v LORGES. 

DURER, or DURE (Albert) born 
May 20, 1471, at Nuremburg son of an 
ingenious goldgmith. He understood 
engraving, drawing, painting,geometry, 
perspective, fortification, &c. was in- 
dustrious, sensible, and of a mild af- 
fable temper, and possessed so much 
aatural genius and eloquence that he 
was elected a member of the council in 
the city of Nuremburg. His conduct 
in this situation gained the applause of 
the republic, but he died in 1528, 
aged 57, worn out by the vexations he 
suffered from a wife whose 2varice and 
ill humour were insupportable, Albert 
Nurer left many excellent prints, and 
fine pictures, having carefully marked 
on them the year in which they were 
done. His print of Melancholy is parti - 
cularly admired; his Firgins are also 
extremely beautiful. This artist was 
so truly virtuous that he would never 
employ his pencil on an indecent sub- 
ject. Camerarius has translated into 
latin his treatises de Varierate figurarum, 
1534, fol. and de Simmetria partium 
lumani corporis, Nuremburg, 1532, fol. 

DURET (Lewis) a celebrated physi- 
cian to Charles IX. and Henry III. 
died, January 22, 1586, aged 59, leaving 
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several children Who distinguished 
themselves. He wrote, Hipperrutis præ- 
notiones court, greek and latin, Paris, 
16 t, fol. and Leyden, 1727, fol.; Comm. 
in Hippecratis de humeribus purgandis, et 
de diæta, Paris, 1731, 8vo. His works 
were published by his son John Duret, 
who was also a physician, and married 
mademoiselle Liullier, daughter of a 
president of the chamber of accounts, 
whose life, or at least whose arm he 
had preserved. Died in 1529, aged 66. 

DUREUS, or DURAUS (John) a 
protestant divine of the 17th century, 
born in Scotland, who took great pains 
to unite the Lutherans and Calvinists 
but in vain. He published sever 
works on this subject from 1634 to 1674, 
8 vo. and 4to. and died soon after. This 
author must be distinguished from John 
Dureus, a jesuit of the 26th century, 
Who wrote against Whitaker's reply to 
8 18 reasons of Campier, Paris, 1582,

DURRIVUS (John Conrad) a learned 
Gorman divine, born, 1625 at Nurem- 
berg, who was successively professor 
of morality, poetry and divinity at 
Altorp, where he died, 1667. It ap- 
pears from a letter written by Durrius 
to one of his friends, that John Faust, 
who with Peter Schaffer first invented 
printing, was accused of magic by the 
monks, whom he had irritated, because 
his invention deprived them of the 
money they used to get by copying 
MSS.

DUVAL (Andrew) a celebrated 
doctor of the house and society of the 
Sorbonne, born at Pontoise. He de-: 
fended the opinions of the Ultramon- 
tanes, and was among Richer's greatest 
ad versaries. Duval was superior gene- 
ral of the French Carmelites, Senior of 
the Sorbonne, and dean of the faculty 
of theology at Paris, and died Septem- 
ber 9, 1638, aged 74. He left a system 
of divinity, a treatise entitled, de Su- 
premd Romani Pontificis in Ecclesiam petes« 
tate, 1614, 4to.; a commentary on the 
summary of St. Thomas, 2 val. fol.; 
Vie de la aut Merie de ! Incarnatiom, 1622, 
vo, full of reveries; and other works. 
William Duval, his relation, was pros 
fesso0r at the colleges of Calvy and 
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Lisieux, then at the royal college in 


Paris, and afterwards doctor of physic. 
He published Hist. du College Ryial, and 
an edition of Aristotle, 1619, 2 vol. fol. 
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FE“ or RA, a nymph who was 

0 changed into an island as she fled 

from the pursuit of the River Phasis. 
EACHUS, or AACHUS, son of 

Jupiter and Egina, who reigned in the 

island of CEnon, to which he gave his 


mother's name. The country being 


depopulated by a plague, he obtained 
from Jupiter that the ants should be 
turned into men, which were called 
Myrmidons. This prince, for his wis- 
dom and integrity, was chosen to be 
judge in hell, with Minos and Rhada- 
Mantus. ;

EBERTUS (Theodore) a learned pro- 
fessor at Francfort upon Oder, in the 
17th century, well known by his 
works; the principal of which are— 
Juvenilia philosophica, Franc. 1616, 4to.; 
Poetica Hebraica, Lips. 1628, 8vo.; £E!5- 
gia Turizconmltorum et politicorum centum 
illu rium, qui Sanctum Hebr vam Linguam 
aliasque ejus propagines Grientaies propaga= 
runt, auxerunt, promoverunt, Lips. 1628, 
8vo. &c. 

EBION, a Stoic philosopher, disciple 
to Cerinthus, from whom the sect of 
the Ebionites took its name. He be- 
gan to propagate his errors about the 
year 72, Saying, that Jesus Christ was 
a mere man, born from the connection 
of the two sexes; that the present 
world was under the devil's empire, 
and the future under that of Christ. 
His disciples admitted only the gospel 
of St. Matthew, which they had in 
Hebrew, but corrupted; they joined 
the jewish and Christian rites; and the 
latter Ebionites permitted the dissolu- 
tion of marriage, and the plurality of 
wives. 

EBOLI (Ruy Gomez de Silva, prince 
de) duke of Pastrana, askilful cour- 
tier, who found means to gain the fa- 
vour of Philip II. which he preserved 
till his death 1578. He was of a Por- 
tuguese family, and married Anna de 
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Mendoga y de Cerda, a lady as amhi. 
tious às beautiful, whose ambition led 
her to encourage the passion which 
Philip II. entertained for her. Many 
have supposed this circumstance was 
what attached the King to the prince 
d*Eboli ; but this artful politician was 
well able to preserve his interest with. 
out it, since he knew how to unite 
two such opposite things as the king's 
favour, and the love of the grandees 
and of the people; having never used 
his power but to do good. 

EBROIN, mayor of the palace to 
Clotaire ITI. He at first gained the 
peoples“ affections; but afterwards, 
having removed queen Batilde from 
the government, that he might have 
the sole authority, exercised great 
cruelties. Clotaire dying in 670, he 
placed Thierri on the throne : the gran- 
dees, however, declared for Chil- 
deric II. and confined Ebroin in the 
monastery of Luxeuil. After Chil- 
deric's death, 673, Thierri re-ascended 
the throne, having Leudese for mayor 
of his palace. Ebroin caused Leudese 
to be murdered, St. Leger, bishop of 
Autun, to have his eyes put out, and 
forced the King to acknowledge him 
as mayor of the palace. His tyranny 
then became unbounded, and 'he was 
Killed, 681, by a nobleman named 
Hermanfroi, whom he had deprived of 
his property. It was in this minister's 
time that ecclesiastical revenues were 
first given to laymen, on a precarious 
title, under the obligation of military 
SCYUICE, 

ECCARD (John George) born Sep- 
tember 7, 1674, at Duingen, in the 
duchy of Brunswick. He -was much 
esteemed by M. Leibnitz, who pro- 
cured him an historical professorship at 
Helmstadt, and he was afterwards pro- 
fessor at Hanover; but his debts vbliged 
him to quit that place 1723. Eccard 
then turning Catholic, went to Wortz- 
burg, where he was episcopal coun- 
sellor, historiographer, archivist, and 
librarian. He died 1730. His works 
are, Corpus Historicum medii Avi, Leip- 
sic, 1723, 2 vol. fol.; De Origine Ger- 
manorum, 1750, 4to.; Origines Austriacæ, 
Leipsic, 1721, fol.; Hist. Francia Ori- 
entalis, Virceburgi, 1729, 2 vol. fol.; 
and many others which are esteemed. 

ECCHELLENSIS (Abraham) a 
learned Maronite, professor of Syriac 

and 
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and Arabic in the royal college at 
paris, to which city he had been in- 


might supply the place of Gabriel 
Sionita, another Maronite, whom he 
had employed in his edition of the 
Polyglot Bible. Gabriel Sionita com- 
plained to the parliament, abused his 
countryman, and involved him in dif- 
ficulties, which made much noise. 
The abilities of Ecchellensis were also 
attacked by M. de Flavigny, a learned 
doctor of the house and society of the 
Sorbonne, and they wrote with great - 
warmth against each other. There 1s, 
however, no doubt but that Ecchel- 
lensis was well acquainted with the 
Arabic and Syriac languages. The 
congregation de propaganda Fidei, asso- 
ciated him, 1636, with those whom 
they employed to translate the Bible 
into Arabic; and, recalling him from 
Paris, appointed him professor of ori- 
ental languages at Rome. It was at 
that time that the grand duke, Ferdi- 
nand II. engaged Ecchellensis to trans- 
late the 5th, 6th, and 7th books of the 
Conics of Appollonius from Arabic into 
Latin, in which he was assisted by the 
celebrated John Alphonso Borelli, who 
added commentaries to them. The 
whole is printed with Archimedes de 
4: omptis, Florence, 1661, fol Abraham 
Ecchellensis died at Rome 1664, leav- 
ing many other works, in which he 
conciliates the sentiments of the ori-

ECHARD (James) a learned Domi- 
nican, born September 22, 1644, at 
Rouen, and died March 15, 1724, at 
Paris. He left, in Latin, a Library of 
the Writers of his Order, 1719 and 1721, 
2 vol. fol. an excellent performance, 
which may be considered as a model 
for works of that kind. 

ECHARD (John) a learned English 


vited from Rome by M. le Jay, that he- 
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divine, who died 1696, leaving some 


works. 


ECHARD (Laurence) an English di- 
vine, born at Basham in Suffolk, who 
held the livings of Elkinton and Wel- 
ton in Lincolnshire near 20 years, and 
distinguished himself there by his 
works. He was afterwards prebendary 
of Lincoln, archdeacon of Stowe, and 
minister of several churches. He died 
August 16, 1730, at Lincoln. His 
principal works are, An History of Eng- 
land, fol. which is esteemed ; 4 Roman 
History, from the Foundation of Rome ty 
Constantine, which as been translated 
into French by M. de la Roque, revised 
by the abbé Desfontaines, and pub- 
lished at Paris, 1728, and afterwards 
in 1729, 6 vol. rzmo. This is an ex- 
cellent history ; a continuation by the 
abbe Guyon, 10 vol. t2mo. has been 
added to it. A general Eccelesiastical 
History, with Chrunstogical Tables, which 
is also much esteemed, and has gone 
through several editions in English. 
An English Trans/ation of the Comedies of 
Plautus and Terence; a mall Geographical 
Dictionaty. It was from this work. that 
M. Vosgien took the plan of his D:#. 
Geographique portatif, the last edition of 
which is 1772, Svo. 

ECHEMON, son of Priam, killed by 
Diomedes. 

ECHIDNA, a monster, half woman, 
half serpent, mother of Cerberus, the 
Hydra of Lerna, the Chimera, and the 
Nemean Lion. | 

ECHIDNE, queen of the Scythians, 
who marrizd Hercules, and had chil- 
dren by him. 

ECHINADES, nymphs who were 
metamorphosed into islands for ne- 
glecting to ask Achelous to a sacrifice 
to which they had invited the other 
gods. 

ECHION, king of Thebes, whose 
two daughters submitted to be sacri- 
ficed, in order to appease the gods, 
when their country was afflicted with 
a terrible drought. From their ashes 
there rose two young men crowned, 
who celebrated their death. | 

ECHION, the companion of Cad 
mus, who assisted him in building 
Thebes; from whence the Thebans 
were called Echionidz. 

- ECHION, a celebrated painter and 
ingenious sculptor of Greece, about 
352 A. C. Pliny, book xxxv. ch. 7. 
ECHIUS, 
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ECHIUS, or ECKIUS (John) a 
learned doctor and professor of divi- 
nity in the university of Ingolstadt, 
born in Suabia, celebrated for his zeal 
and writings against Luther, and the 
other German protestants. He died, 
1543, at Ingolstadt, aged 57. His. 
principal works are,—A Manual of 
Controversies; a Treatise against the 


Articles proposed at the Conference of 


Ratisbon, in 1541, Cel. 1542, 4to.; 
Two Treatises on the Sacrifice of the 
Mass; A Commentary on Haggai, 1638, 
8vo.; Homilies, 4 vol. 8vo. &c. | 

ECHO, a nymph called by the poets 
Daughter of the Air. Juno condemned 
her to repeat only the last words of 
what she heard, as a punishment for 
having detained that goddess by her 
prattle, while she was seeking to sur- 


prize ſupiter with his mistresses. Echo 


wanted to gain the love of Narcissus; 
but, tinding herself slighted, retired to 
the woods and caves; where, accord- 
ing to the fable, she was turned to a 
stone. 

ELECTIC (Sec) v. POTAMsS. 

ECLUSE (Charles de l') Clusiws, an 
eminent physician of Arras, who tra- 
velled over Germany, France, Portu- 
gal, and England; was employed by 
the emperors Maximilian II. and Ro- 
dolphus IT. to take care of their phy- 
sie garden; and atterwards made pro- 
fessor of botany at Leyden, where he 
died- April 4, 1609, aged 84, His 
works were printed at Antwerp, 2 vol. 
fol. 1601 and 1605. 

EDELINCK (Gerard) an eminent 
engraver of Antwerp, who settled at 
Paris 1a the reiga of Louis XIV. and 
was appointed his engraver in ordi- 
nary. He was also counsellor to the 
royal academy of painting, and died 
1707. His prints of the Holy Family, 
from Raphael, and those of Alexan- 
der's visit to Darius, and the penitent 
Magdalen, from le Brun, are particu- 
larly admired. He has Succeeded 
equally in the portraits which he en- 


graved of eminent men. 


EDER (George) a celebrated Ger- 
man lawyer, at the latter end of the 
15th century, born at Freisingen, He 
was counsellor to the emperors Ferdi- 
nand I. Maximilian II. and Rodol- 
phus II. and left enen Bibliorum, 
Ade partitionuam Biblicarum Libri V. fol. 
and other works. 
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EDGAR, King of England, surnameg 
the Peaceful, son of Edmund. He go. 
verned his kingdom with great pru. 
dence and judgment, by the council of 
St. Dunstan, and exacted an annua} 
tribute of wolves heads from the 
Welch, in order to clear England of 
those animals. He died July 1, 977, 
after a reign of 16 years. Several laws 
may be found, made by this prince, in 
the collections of the councils. 

EDMER, or EADMER, Eadmerus, a 
monk of Clugny, in the monastery of 
St. Saviour, at Canterbury, He was 
made abbot of St. Albans, then arch. 
bishop of St. Andrew's, in Scotland, 
and was living 1120., Edmer wrote a 
treatise on the liberty of the church; 
a life of St. Anselm, an history of his 
own time, &c. which may be found. 
in P. Gerberon's St. Anselm. The his- 
tory of his own times had been pub- 
lished before, with notes, by Selden, 
Lendsn, 1623, fol. | 

EDMUND, or EDME (St.) arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who obtained 
that dignity by preaching in favour of 
the crusade, which pleased the pope, 
Innocent III. Having afterwards of- 
fended Henry II. king of England, he 
withdrew privately to France, where 
he died, November 16, 1240. The 
cause of his disgrace was, his having 
consented to give a fifth of the ecclesi- 
ast ical revenues to the pope, in hopes 
of obtaining the liberty of election; 
but the pope, soon after, ordered him 
to provide for 300 Romans with the 
rst benefices that should be vacant 
in England. St. Edmund was cano- 
nized by Innocent IV. 1249, Many 
things respecting his disgrace, and ca- 
nonization, may be found in tom. 3. of 
Martenne's Thesauris, He left a book 
entitled, Speculum Ecclesiæ, in the Li- 
brary of the Fathers. | 

EDMUND I. king of England, son 
of Edward the Elder, ascended the 
throne 942. He subdued the Northum- 
brians, civilized his people, and grant- 
ed great privileges to churches; but 
was murdered at a feast, May 26, 946, 
by a robber, whom he had 
from his dominions,  _. 

EDMUND II. surnamed Jronide, 
king of England on the death of his 
father Ethelred, 1016. He sustained a 
bloody war against Canute, King of 
Denmark, who caused him to be as- 

sass inated 
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cacinated 1017, and seized his domi- 
nions. These princes must be dis- 
tinguished from St. Edmund, king of 
the East Angles in the gth century, 
who made himself illustrious by his 
piety, and was killed by the Danes, 870. 

EDMUND Plantagenet, earl of Kent. 
He assisted in dethroning his brother, 
Edward II. hoping to share in the go- 
vernment under Edward III. who was 
then a child; but Isabella, wife to the 
dethroned monarch, refusing that pri- 
vilege to any one but Mortimer, her 
lover, Edmund wanted to restore Ed- 
ward to his crown. 
seeing this, procured him to be con- 
demned by the parliament. When he 
was led to the scaffold, the executioner 
stole away, and Edmund remained 
there from noon till evening befote any 
one could be found to behead him. It 
was done at last by an officer of the 
Marshalsea in 1327: he was then 28 
years of age. 

EDWARD rie Elder, king of Eng- 
land, succeeded his father Alfred in 
goo, defeated Constantine King of 
Scotland, conquered the Welch, and 
gained two victories over the Danes. 
He afterwards founded five bishoprics, 
and died in 924. 

EDWARD the Younger, king of Eng- 
land, son of Edgar, whom he succeeded 
in 975, at the age of thirteen. The 
divisions and troubles, caused by the 
Danes and Normans, began in his 
reign, and he was murdered through 
the intrigues of his mother-in-law, 
Elfrida, who was impatient to see her 
son Ethelred on the throne; of which 
action, however, she repented in the 
end. 

EDWARD (St.) surnamed the Con- 
festor, or the Debonnaire, from his vir- 
tues, son of Ethelred King of England, 
Succeeded Canute II. in 1042. Being 
driven out by the Danes, he retired 


into Normandy, where Godwin earl of 


Kent sought for him, and brought him 
back to England, giving him his 
daughter Editha in marriage. Edward 
afterwards gained greatadvantages over 
his enemies, and left his crown to Wil- 
liam duke of Normandy, his relation, 
aut of gratitude for the assistance and 
favours received from him during his 
exile, He died January 1066, having 
been sainted by Alexander III. for his 
virtues and miracles, * 


The queen, fore- 
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EDWARD I. king of England, son 
of Henry III. and Eleanor of Provence, 
born 1239, at Winchester. He took 
the cross with St. Louis against the 
Infidels; but, hearing of his father's 
death during that expedition 1272, re- 
turned to England, and was crowned 
1275. Edward conquered Llewellin, 
prince of Wales, drove the Jews from 
Gascony, and took the cross a second 
time for the Levant, declared war 
against France, made himself master 
of Scotland, which kingdom he gave 
to Baliol, on condition of homage, but 
took it from him afterwards. This 
prince was brave and prudent, and ca- 
pable of the greatest undertakings. 
He settled the parliament on the same 
plan that it is at present, and died 
July 7, 1307, aged 68. 

EDWARD II. king of England, born 
at Carnarvon, sueceeded his father, Ed- 
ward I. 1307; but, being weak enough 
to suffer Pierce Gaveston, the Spencers, 
and other worthless favourites to go- 
vern him, he displeased Isabella, his 
queen. His brother Edmund, and the 
nobility, condemned him to a perpe- . 
tual prison, where they put him to 
death in 1327, by means of a hot iron 
thrast up his body through a horn, his 
son having first been placed on the 
throne. The Scots drove out the Eng- 
lish during these troubles, and regained 
their ancient liberty. 

EDWARD III. one of the greatest 
and most celebrated of the English | 
Kings, born at Windsor, and placed ori 
the throne during the life of his father 
Edward IT. in 1326. He made him- 
Self master of Scotland, and attempted 
to dethrone Philip de Valois, king of 
France, against whom. he gained the 
famous battle of Cressy in 1346; took 
Calais, and several other towns; and, 
in order to engage the French lords to 
follow him, he revived his pretensions 
to France, though: he had acknow- 
ledged Philip de Falois as king, and 
took that title himself, which has been 
continued by his successors. Edward 
carried on the war after Philip's death, 
and won the celebrated battle of Poi- 
tiers 1356, when King John being 
taken prisoner, was conveyed to Eng- 
land. He was successful in France on 
various other occasions, till Charles V. 
ascended the throne 1364, who gained 
great advantages over the English. 

Edward 
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Edward died, June 23, 1377, aged 65. 
This prince instituted the order of the 
garter, and had the glory of having 


two royal prisoners at once in his 


court, John, King of France, and Da- 
vid Bruce, king of Scotland. 

EDW ARD IV. king of England, son 
of Richard, duke of York. He dis- 
puted the crown with Henry of Lan- 
caster, founding his claim on being 
descended from a daughter of Edward 
the Third's second son; while Henry's 
descent, in the male line, was from his 
third son. Edward IV. was crowned 
1461, and thus began the civil wars 
between the houses of York and Lan- 
caster; the former distinguished by the 
Il kite Rote, the latter by the Red Rose. 
Several battles were fought on this 
occasion, with various SUCCESS; but at 
length Edward, assisted by the duke 
af Burgundy, gained two important 
victories, 1471, in the first of which 
Richard earl of Warwick was Killed. 
This nobleman, who had helped to set 
Edward on the throne, endeavoured 
afterwards to remove him; because, 
having sent Warwick into France, to 
nerociate a match for him with Bona 
of Savoy, sister-in-law of Louis XI, 
he married an English lady without his 
knowledge. Edward, Henry's son, was 
taken and killed in the second battle, 
and Henry himself was murdered: in 
prison. Thus Edward having regained 
the kingdom, Kept it-as long as he 
lived. He fought, without success, 
against Louis XI. King of France, and 
died April 9, 1483, aged 41. Edward 
was a debauched and cruel prince. 

EDW ARD V. king of England, son 
of Edward IV. He reigned only three 
months, being murdered at 11 years 
of age, with his brother, in the tower 
of London, by order of his uncle, 


Richard, duke of Gloucester, in 1483. 


EDWARD VI. King of England, son 
of Henry VIII. and Jane Seymour, 
ascended the throne: in 1547, being 
only ten years old, under the regency 
of his uncle, the duke of Somerset. 
This duke, and archbishop Cranmer, 
completed the introduction of the Pro- 


testant religion, and drew up a creed, 


which contains the faith of the church 
of England, Edward died 1553. 
EDWARD, prince of Wales, sur- 
named the Black Prince, son of Ed- 
ward III. king of England, one of the 


01 
greatest generals of the 14th century. 
He won the battle of Poitiers, and 
died before his father, July 8, 1376. 
Richard II. was his son. There have 
been many other princes named Eg. 
ward. | 

EDWARDS (George) published x 
Natural History of Birds, Animals, and 
Insects, in 210 coloured plates, with a 
description in French, London, 174;, 
1748, 1750, and 1751, 4 parts, 4to.,; 
a magnificent work. Glanues d' Ili tt. 
Naturelle, consisting of plates of qua- 
drupeds, birds, insects, plants, &c. 
with explanations in English and 
French, 1758 to 1764, 3 parts, 4to. 

EEKHOUT (Gerbrant Vanden) v. 
V ANDEN EEK HOUT. 

EFFIAT (the marechal d') who took 
the name of Anthony Coeffier Ruxc. He 
rose by his talents to the dignities he 
enjoyed, though cardinal Richelieu's 
interest may be supposed to have as- 
sisted, being almost that minister's 
ste ward. He was appointed superin- 
tendant of the finances 1626; com- 
manded the French troops in Piedmont 
1630; received the marechal's staff 
1631, and died at Lutzetstein 1632. 
The great estate which he inherited 
from his mother's brother, Martin 
Ruze, on condition of taking his 
name, passed into the family of Maza. 
rin, with his noble castle of Chilly, 
by his son-in-law la Meilleraye. Cing 
Mars was his son. 

EGBERT, first King of England, 
who conquered all the petty Kings of 
that island, and reigned peaceably till 
his death, 838. 

EGERIA, a nymph held in great 
veneration by the Romans. Numa 
Pompilius persuaded them, that he in- 
Stituted the laws, and religious cere- 
monies of Rome, by her advice. 

EGERTON .(Thomas) a celebrated 
chancellor of England, natural son of 
Sir Richard Egerton, much respected 
for his knowledge and integrity in the 
reigns of queen Elizabeth and King 
James the First. He died March 11, 
1617, aged 70, leaving some works on 
law. 3. 

EGION, v. BRIARIUS, 

EGISTA, daughter of Hippotes, a 
Trojan prince. She was exposed in a 
Ship, by her father, that she might not 
be forced to draw lots with the virgins 
of that country, one of whom the Tro-

jans were obliged to give up every 
year to be devoured by a monster, to 
expiate the crime of Laomedon. Egista 
landed in Sicily, where she married the 
river Crinisus, and had by him Acestes. 

EGEUS, king of Attica, and husband 
of Ethra, by whom he had Theseus. 


When his son set out to destroy the 53 


Minotaur, he bid the sailors display a 
white flag, if he returned victorious; 
but, overjoyed at seeing their country 
again, they forgot the order, and Egeus, 
concluding that his son was dead, threw 
himself, in an agony of grief, into the 
sea which bears his name. 

EGGELING (John Henry) a learned 
antiquary of Bremen, born of a dis- 
tinguished family. He visited most of 
the kingdoms in Europe, and was af- 
terwards secretary of his republic; an 
office which he discharged with great 
reputation. He died February 15,1713, 
aged 74, leaving several works. 

EGIALE, or /EGIALE, daughter of 
| Alcestus, and wife of Diomedes, Whose 
life she attempted, because he did not 
equally return her passion ; but took 
refuge in the temple of Apollo, and 
left this unhappy woman, Egiale had 
been inspired with this madness by 
Venus, in revenge for a wound Dio- 
medes had given her. 

EGINA, or AGINA, daughter of 
Asopus, beloved by Jupiter. He had 
Eachus and Rhadamantus by her. 

EGINARD, or EGINHARD, secre- 
tary and surveyor of the buildings to 


Charlemagne, celebrated for his ge- 


nius and works. He is the most an- 
cient German historian. It is said that 


he won the affections of Imma, daugh- 


ter of Charlemagne, and that her fa- 
ther, discovering their intimacy, chose 
rather to give her to him in marriage, 
than to expose her; but this is a fabu- 
lous story. Eg inhard had the direction 
of several abbies, after his wife's 
death, founded that at Selingenstadt, 
was its first abbot, and gained great re- 
putation by his piety and learning. He 
died about 844. His principal works 
are, The Life of Charlemagne, The Annals 
of France, Letters, &c. which may be 
found in the Collection of French his-

EGMONT (Lamoral, earl of) one of 
the principal noblemen of the Low 


Countries, who signalized himself in 


the Service of the emperor Charles V. 
particularly at the battle of St. Quin- 


tin, in 1557, and Gravelines, 1558; but, 


after Philip went into Spain, he fo- 
mented the divisions which arose in 
the Low Countries; and the duke of 
Alva, who was sent to appease them, 
ordered him to be beheaded, June 5, 
1568, with Philip de Montmorency, 
earl of Hornes. 

EGNACE (John Baptist) Egnatius, a 
priest, pupil of Angelo Politian, edu- 
cated with pope Leo X. from whom he 
afterwards received many favours. He 
taught the belles lettres with uncom- 
mon reputation at Venice, his native 
place; obtained the rank. of emeritus 
in his old age, with the same salary as 


when he taught, and was exempted. | 


from all taxes. He died July 4, 1553, 
at Venice, aged 80. The works of 
Egnace are not quite equal to that ex- 
tensive learning which appeared in his- 
lectures and conversation. It is said, 
that Robertello having criticised them, 
Egnace answered him by a stab in the 
body with a bayonet, of which he was 
near dying. The most esteemed of this 
author's works are his Remarks om 
Ovid, his treatise de Romanis Cæsaribus, 
Francfert, 1588, 8vo. translated by the 
abbe de Marolles, in his Addition to 
the Roman History, 1664, 2 vol. 12mo. 
His notes on Cicero's Familiar Epistles, 
and his Panegyric on Francis I. king 
of France, in Latin heroic verse, Venice, 
1:40 : its subject is the victory over the 
Swiss. 

EGYPT (the kingdom of) traces its 
kings to Menes, grandson of Ham; 
after whose death it was divided into 
several dynasties, till Amenophis, King 
of Lower Egypt, conquered the whole 
country, which his descendents enjoyed 
till 687 A. C. when the kingdom fell 
into a state of anarchy, Which was fol- 
lowed by the election of 12 lords to 
govern the country, of whom one 
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made himself master of all Egypt of the Mammalukes there. These

EGYPTUS, son of Neptune, and 
brother of Danaus, he had 50 sons,

EGYS (Richard) a jesnit, born 1621, 
at Rhinsfeld; eminent for his latin 
poems, the principal of which are, 
Poemata Sacra; Epistolæ morales; Coniica 
varit generis, died, 1659. 

EGYSTHUS, or AGISTHUS, son of 
Thyestes, by his daughter Pelopeia, 
whom he had married without Know. 
ing her, and left his sword as a pledge 
of fidelity. Pelopeia having a son, 
entrusted the shepherds with his educa. 
tion, and when he was old enough to 
bear arms, gave him his father's sword; 
they had named him Egysthus. The 
young prince advanced himself at the 
court of Atreus, by whom he was sent 
to murder Thyestes, whose dominions 
Atreus wanted to usurp. Thyestes 
knew his sword, and by that means 
discovered his son, who, vexed that he 
had obeyed Atreus in going to murder 
his father, returned to Mycena, and 
killed him. Being in love with Cly. 
temnestra he assassinated Agammem- 
non, married her, and usurped the 
throne of Orestes, but was at last slain 


EHUD, son of Gera a Benjamite, an 
enterprising young man, who could 
equally use both hands; he killed 
Eglon King of the Moabites about 1325, 
A. C. and was a judge of Israel. 

EICK, or HUBERT VAN EICK, an 
eminent painter, born 1336, at Maseik, 
in the diocese of Leige; who had 
among his pupils his brother John Eick 
more known by the name of John de 
Bruges, and painted several pictures for 
Philip he good, Duke of Burgundy, 
who gave him public marks of his 
esteem. He died, 1426, v. BRUGES. 

EISEN (Charles) a skilful designer, 
who enjoyed a very high reputation, 
without increasing his fortune. His 
most distinguished works are the draw- 
ings for la Fontaine's Tables, which 
appeared 1762, 2 vol. 8vo. and for 
Ovid's Metamorphoses, t 767, 4 vol: gto, 
He died, January 4, 1778, at Brussels. 

EISENGREIN 
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EISENGREIN (William) a canon of 
Spires his native place, much esteemed 
in the x6th century for learning and 
piety. His principal work is entitled, 
a Catalogue of the Witnesses of the 
Truth; Catalogus Testium Veritatis; Di- 
lingæ, 1565, fol. Which must be care- 
fully distinguished from a work by 
Flaccus Hyricus, Which has the same 
title, Francſort, 1672, 4to. for Flaccus 
by Witnesses of the Truth, means those 
whom he asserts maintained the pro- 
testant doctrine; whereas Eisengrein 
distinguishes the catholicks attached 
to the church of Rome by that term. 
EISENHART (John) an ancient 
lawyer, born, 1643, at Erxleban in 
Brandenburg; he was professor of law and 
morality at Helmstadt where he died, 
1707, leaving Institut. Juris nat. et moralis 
Scientiæ; Commentatio de Regali Metalli 
Fodinarum Jure; De Uu Principiorum 
mornl, Philosophiee in Jure civili; condendo 
et interpretando; Comment, de Fide Historica. 
EISENSCHID (John Jasper) a doctor 
of philosophy and physic, and a cele- 
brated mathematician, born, 16 56, at 
Strasburg, Going to Paris he was ad- 
mitted a member of the academy of 
sciences on its re-establichment, and 
died, 1712, at Strasburg, Where he had 
settled after his travels. He published 
a treatise in Latin on the figure of the 
earth; Elliptico Sphercoide; and another 
on the weights and measures of various 
nations, and the value of ancient coins.

Albi, descended from an illustrious 
house of Florence; he governed his 
church with great prudence during 
some very troublesome times, and 
died, February, 8, 1608, leaving several 
works, Some French verses on the 
death of Adrian Turnebe, which may 
be found in le Tombeau de Turnebe;

They were both concerned in the court 
intrigues during cardinal Richelieu's 
administration. Their male posterity 
ended in their grandson Emmanuel 
Maurace, duke d'Elbæuf; who after 
having been in the emperar's service 
at Naples, returned to France, 1719, 
and died, 1763, in his eighty sixth year; 
he had been twice married, but left no 
children. The title passed to the 


branch of Harcourt, and Armagnac; 


which descended from a brother of 
Charles II. 
ELEATIC SECT, v. PHED®@. 
ELEAZAR, the name of a great 
number of Jews mentioned in history. 
The most celebrated among them are, 
Eleazar the high priest, son of Aaron, 
whom he succeeded, 1452, A. C. and 
father of Phinehas; who died after 
having been in that office 12 years. 
2. Eleazar son of Dodo, who was one 
of David's most valiant captains, and 
made a great slaughter of the Philis- 
tines, 1047, A.C. 3. The high priest 
Eleazar, brother of Symon the Just, Who 
sent learned Jews to Ptolomy Phaladel- 
phus king of Egypt, to translate the 
law of Moses, from the Hebrew into 
Greek about 277, A. C. which transla- 
tion is called the Septuagint. 4. The 
venerable old Eleazar, who in thetime 
of Antiochus Epiphanes chose rather to 
die, than eat what was forbidden by 
the law. 5. Lastly, Eleazar younger 
son of Mattathius, who in a battle, 
between his brother Judas Macobabeus 
and Anticchus Eupator, forced his way 
through the enemy, and-passing under 
the body of the principal Elephant, 
st abbed him; but was killed himself hy 
the animal's fall, and buried under Mt 
own triumph, as St. Ambrose expresses it. 
ELECTRA, daughter of Agamem- 
non, who persuaded her brother Qrestes 
to revenge the death of their father 
killed by Egysthus. ba. 
ELEANORA, duchess of 'Guienne, 
succeeded her father William VIII. 
1137, at the age of 15, and the same 
year married Louis VH. king of France; 
a weak prince, who cut his hair, and 
shaved his beard, on being told by 


peter Lombard chat long hair was of- 
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fensive to God. Eleanora laughed at 
him for it, and soon began to despise 
a husband whom she could not esteem; 
but attended him to the Holy Land, 
where it was publickly said that she 
consoled herself after the fatigues of 
the voyage with the prince of Antioch, 
and a Turk named Saladin. Louis at 
his return to France reproached her 


with this, which N. rm a divorce 


under a pretence of relationship in 
1152, Eleanora being freed from her 
first engagement, married Henry duke 
of Normandy, afterwards king of Eng- 
land; to whom she carried Gascony, 
Saintonge, and Poitou, as a Dowry ; 
which proved the source of those bloody 
wars which wasted France for the space 
of 300 years. She had four sons and a 
daughter by her second marriage, and 
died, 1204. Larrey has published her 
history, 1691, 12M0. 

ELCUTHERIUS, succeeded Pope 
Soter, 171, The orthodox Christians 
and martyrs in Gaul, sent letters to 
him written with great wisdom and 
prudence, against the errors of Monta- 
nus, and he opposed those of the 
Valentinians himself. He died, May 
26, 185. : | 

ELEUTHERIUS (Augustin) a learned 
German Lutheran, author of a small 
and singular treatise, de Arbore Scientie 
et Mali, Mulhusii, 1560, Svo. SCarce. 

ELIEZ ER, a celebrated Rabbi, whom 


the Jews suppose to have lived very 


long ago, even in the time of Christ ; 
but who according to Pere Morin, lived 
so late as the 7th or 8th centuries. He 
left a famous book entitled, The Chap- 


ters, or Sacred History, which Vorstius 


has translated into Latin with notes, 
1644, 4to. | 

ELIIAH, the Tishbite, of the country 
of Gilead, a famous prophet in the 
reigns of Ahab, and Jehoshaphat. He 
foretold to Ahab and Jezebel, 912. A. C. 
a drought and famine which should last 
three years and a half; was miracu- 


: Jously fed in the wilderness by ravens, 
increased the oil of the widow of Za- 


rephath, and raised her son from the 


dead; he afterwards reproved Ahab for 


worshiping Baal; and offered a sacri- 
fice himself to the Lord, which being 
consumed by fire from heaven, the 
people slew 150 false prophets of Baal, 
and 400 false prophets of the grove. 


Upon this Jezabel resolved to destroy 
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Elijah, but he fled into the wilderness, 
where an angel supplied him with 
bread and water; he went from thence 
to mount Horeb. Having some time 
after anointed Hazael to be king over 
Syria, and Jehu to be King over Israel, 
he went to seek Ahab, and reproached 
him with the murder of Naboth, 
Ahaziah having fallen through a lattice 
in his palace, Elijah foretold him that 
he should die from his wound. He 
called down fire from heaven upon two 
captains and a hundred soldiers, who 
were sent to carry him by force to 
Ahab, and was taken up in a whirl- 
wind of fire, in the form of a chariot, 
about 895, A.C. Elisha his disciple 
took up his mantle, and inherited a 
double portion of his prophetic spirit. 

ELIJAH, or ELIAS LEVITA, born 
at Neustadt in Brandenburgh, one of 
the skilful ſewish critics, Who were 
often consulted by Munster. He taught 
Hebrew at Rome and Venice, with 
great reputation, and died, 1545, leav- 
ing the following works, Traditio Doc- 
trinæ; in Hebrew, Venice, 1538, gto. 
with the version of Munster, Basi/, 1539, 
8vO; Collectio Locorum, in quibus Chaldeus 
paraphrastes interjecit Namen Messiæ 
Christi, latine, versa à Genebrardo, Paris, 
1572, S vo. Several Hebrew Grammars, 
8 vo. Nomenclatura Hebraica, Isnæ, 1542, 
4to.; Idem in Hebrew and Latin, by 
Drusius, Franeter, 1681, Svo.; Lexicon 
Chaldaicum, Isnæ, 1541, fol. 

ELINAND, or HELINAND, a cele- 
brated religious of the abbey of Froi- 
mond, 1n the reign of Philip Augustus, 
born at Pron-le-Roi, in Beauvoisip. 
He left a chronology, sermons, some 
French verses on death, and other 
works; which may be found in the 
Cistertian library. He died about 1223. 
_ ELIOT (John) a minister of Boston 
in New England, who published a 
translation of the Bible in the American 
language at Cambridge in that pro- 
vince; the New Testament, 1661, the 
Old Testament, 1663, 4to. the whole 
1635, 4to. \ 

ELIPAND, archbishop of Toledo in 
the 8th century, who maintained with 
Felix of Urgel that Jesus Christ was 
not the rea, but only the adopted n 9 
Cod. His error was condemned in se- 
veral councils; and by pope Adrian in 
the time of Charlemagne. He died 


about 3800. 
ELISHA, 


ELI 
 -ELISHA, a celebrated prophet, son 
of Shaphat of Abel Meholah, who left 
his plough 907, A. C. to follow Elyah, 
and never left him. Having inherited 
his mantle, and a double portion of his 
prophetick spirit in 895, A. C. he went 
over Jordan with dry feet, foretold to 
Jehoshaphat king of Juda, and Jeho- 


ram king of Israel the victory they 


should gain over the Moabites; and 
caused some children who mocked 
him, to be devoured by bears. He 
afterwards increased the oil of a poor 
widow; and obtained by his prayers a 
son to the barren woman of Shunem 
with whom he lodged, which son he 
sometime after raised from the dead; 
miraculously increased bread to distri- 
bute to the people; and cured Naaman 
of a leprosy, with which disease his ser- 
vant Gehazi was smitten, for having 
taken presents from Naaman contrary 
to his master's order. Elisha wrought 


several other miracles, and foretold to 


Joash King of Israel that he should 
conquer the Syrians as many times as 
he smote the ground with his arrows. 
Elisha died in Samaria about 8co, A. C. 
aged near 100 years. A dead body 
revived upon touching his bones. 

ELIZABETH (St.) of the tribe of 
Aaron, wife of Zacharias, and mother 
of St. John the Baptist. In the sixth 
month of her pregnancy, the holy vir- 
gin visited and saluted her; upon which 
the child immediately leaped within 
her, and by this token Elizabeth dis- 
covered the Messiah, whom Mary bore 
is her womb. 

ELIZABETH (St.) daughter of An- 
drew II. King of Hungary, born, 1265, 
married, 1221, to Louis, landgrave of 
Hesse, by whom she had three children. 
St. Francis so admired. her virtue, that 
he made her a present of his cloak. 
After the Landgrave's death she was 
deprived of the regency of Hermon her 
on, and reduced to beg her bread from 
door to door. She was however after- 
wards settled in the palace, and treated 
suitably to her rank; but prefering a 
state of humiliation, to dignity, she 
took the habit of the third order of St. 
Francis, and employed herself in spin- 
ning wool and attending on the poorin 
the hospital at Maspurg, founded by 
nerself, in which holy exercises she 
died, November 19, 1231, aged 24, and 
was canonised by Gregory IX. four

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years after, Theodoric de Turinge a 
Dominican has written her life. 
ELIZABETH (St.) daughter of Peter 
III . King of Arragon, married, 1281, to 
Dionysius King of Portugal, after 
Whose decease she touk. the habit of 
St. Clare, and founded the convent of 
Coimbra. He died, 1336, aged 65. 
ELIZABETH, queen of England, 
one of the most accomplished and il- 
lustrious sovereigns recorded in history; 
daughter of Henry VIII. and Anne 
Boleyn, born, September 8, 1533. She 
studied the belles lettres while young, 
which proved a consolat ion to her dur- 
ing the time she was kept in prison by 
queen Mary her sister, who wished 
more than once to put her to death, 
foreseeing what an enemy she would 
one day prove to the Catholic religion. 
On the death of Mary Elizabeth as- 
cended the throne, November 19, 1558, 
and promised at her coronation, Ian- 
uary 15, 1559, to defend the catholic 
religion, and preserve the ecclesiastical 
privileges; but soon forgetting her pro- 
mise embraced what is called the re- 
formed religion as to its tenets, while 
she retained the exterior of the catho- 
The church of England which is 
different from every other, wanting a 
head, Elizabeth caused herself to be 
declared head of the church, and de- 
fender of the faith; and afterwards 
persecuted the Catholics, putting 
numbers of them to death, who op- 
posed her designs. Mary Stuart queen 
of Scotland, widow of Francis II. king 
of France, being driven out by her 
subjects, and seeking an assylum in 
England, was at first received kindly 
by Elizabeth and treated as a queen, 
but she condemned her afterwards to 
be beheaded on various pretences, 
February 8, 1857; which is perhaps 
the most dishonourable action of her 
life. This princess bravely resisted the 
forces of Philip IL. King of Spain, and 
gained several victories; when the 
Dutch offered to acknowledge her for 
their sovereign, she told the ambassa- 
dors, that it would be neither just nor le- 
coming for her to sieze the property of others, 
and promised them powerful assistance, 
which was soon after sent. She also 
assisted Henry IV. with troops, and 
entered into an alliance with him; 
having made herself so formidable as 


to be feared by all the powers of Europe. 


Elizabeth 
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Elizabeth would never marry, however 
strongly pressed to it by her subjects, 
having been assured by Hich, her phy- 
sician, that she would endanger her 
life by becoming a mother. This great 
queen died April 3, 1603, aged 70, of 
grief for having condemned to death 
the earl of Essex, who was the most 
beloved of all her favorites. If we 
except her opposition to the Catholic 
religion, and the death of the unfortu- 
nate Mary queen of Scotland, it is 
certain that no woman ever reigned 
more gloriously, than queen Elizabeth; 
and that there have been few great 
monarchs whose reigns can be com- 
pared with hers. She possessed a deli- 
cate and penetrating wit, a noble and 
elevated mind, and was eminently 
skilled in politics, and the art of go- 
verning. Her reign is the finest period 
in the English history, aad proved a 
nursery of so many great statesmen and 
soldiers, that England could never boast 
8 large a number. Pope Sixtus V. 
particularly admired this queen, Her 
life has heen written by Gregorio Leti, 
in Italian, There 1s a French transla- 
tion of it, 2 vol. 12mo. 
ELIZABETH, Petrowna, daughter of 
the czar Peter I. born 1710. From the 
time that the descendants of the czar 
John, Peter's brother, ascended the 
throne, she hardly dared to pretend to 
it; but by a revolution which took. 
place December 6, 1741, the young 
czar Twan then in his cradle was de- 
posed, and Elizabeth set on the throne; 
she remained single, and made it her 
whole study to maintain her alliances, 
and to promote the happiness of her 
people. She died January 5, 1762, 
aged 5t. This princess made a vow 
that no person should be put to death 
during her reign, which vow she kept; 
and from thence was called 2 merciful. 
In her last illness she commanded that 
all persons should be released who were 
imprisoned for smuggling, and the 
goods confiscated on that account re- 
stored; and discharged the debts of all 
who were confined for less than 500 
rubles; by which forty thousand persons 
were set at liberty. 
ELIZABETH, princess Palatine, el- 
dest daughter of Frederick V. elector 
palatine of the Rhine; elected King of 
Bohemia 1619, and Elizabeth, daughter 
of the King of England; of the Stuart 
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family, born December 26, 1616. $he 
learned foreign languages in her early 
youth, and made a great progress in 
philosophy, and mathematics. This 
princess having seen some of Descartes 
Philosophical essays became $0 ex. 
tremely attached to his doctrine as to 
wish to be instructed by him. Descar- 
tes exercised her in the most abstruse 
questions of geometry, and the most 
sublime in metaphysicks, in both which 
Elizabeth grew so skilful that Descar- 
tes dedicated his principles to her; and 
says in the dedication that she was the 
only person he had ever met with, who 
perfectly understood the works he had 
hitherto published. Uladislaus IV. 
King of Poland, would have married 
this princess after the death of his first 
wife, Renée Cecilia of Austria; but 
Elizabeth's attachment to philosophy 
induced her to re ſuse the offer. Hay- 
ing afterwards incurred the displeasure 
of the ele&ress Palatine her mother, 
who suspected her of being concerned 
in the death of the sieur d'Epinai, a 
French gentleman assassinated at the 
Hague, she went to reside at Grossen, 
then at Heidelburg, afterwards at 
Cassel, and at length accepted the 
abbey of Hervorden; a benefice worth 
about 20000 crowns per annum. She 
made a philosophical academy of this 
abbey, into which all persons of genius 
were received without regard to their 
sex, or even religion; so that it was 
considered as one of the Christian 
schools. The princess Palatine died 
therein, 1680, Queen Christina enter- 
tained such jealousy of her, that she 
could not bear to hear any thing said 
in her praise, v TSABELLA.

ELLIES DU PIN, v. PIN. 
ELLIAN, £#lianus (Claude) of Pre- 
neste in Italy, who taught rhetorick at 
Rome, in the reign of Alexander Seve- 
rus, about the year 222, and though a 
Roman, wrote Greek with almost as 
much eloquence as if he had been born 
at Athens. He left an History of Animals, 
Greek and Latin, London +1744, 2 vol. 
4to.; Various Histories, a curious work, 
the best edition is Leyden 1708. 2 vol. 
8vo. or Amsterdam 1731, 2 vol. 4t0. 
The French translation by 'M. Dacier 
appeared 1772, 8vo. He also wrote 
two excellent treatises on Providence 
against the impieties of Epicurus, om 
these 
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chese are lost. Alianus was a true 
philosopher; he says that he might 
have acquired favour at court, and got 
great riches, but had shunned the cor - 
ruptions of that Situation, to devote 
himself to the study of truth; and that 
he valued one ounce of real learning 
beyond all the wealth, and possessions 
of Cræsus, and Crassus. A book on 
the Tacticks of the Greeks 1s also attri- 
puted to him, but this treatise is by a 
more ancient author, who calls himself 
4 native of Greece; it is printed in 
Greek aud Latin, Amsterdam, 17 50, 8vo. 

EL-MACINUS (George) a celebrated 
Egyptian historian, who was secretary 
to the Caliphs, though he professed 
Christianity. He left an History of the 
Saracens, Written in Arabic, translated 
into Latin by Etpenius, and printed in 
both languages at Leyden, 1625, fol. 
He died 1238. | 

ELMENHORST (Geverhart) of Ham- 
burgh, a celebrated author in the 17th 
century, who became very skilful in 
criticism. He wrote notes on Minutius 
Felix, and several other ancient authors, 


and published the Table of Cebus, with 


the Latin version, and notes by John 
Cassellus, Leyden 1618. He died 1621. 

ELMENHORST (Henry) author of a 
treatise in German on Public Spectacles, 
printed at Hamburgh 1688, 4to. in 
which he endeavours to prove that 
zuch diversions as at present conducted, 
are so far from being prejudicial to 
morality that they are of the greatest 
utility, and consequently ought to be 
every where encouraged by the magis- 
trates. 

ELOT (St.) treasurer to king Dago- 
dert, afterwards bishop of Noyon, born 
888, at Cadillac in Limosin. He made 
deautiful works in wrought gold, dis- 
charged his episcopal duties with zeal 
and charity, preached the faith to 
- idolatrous nations, and founded several 
churches and monasteries. He died 
December 1, 658. There are some 
homilies under his name in the library 
of the fathers, Which contain an 
abridgement of his doctrine, but the 
homilies were not written by him. 
His Life by St. Ouen, has been trans- 
lated into French by Lewis de Mon- 
tigni, and since by C. Levèque; it is 
in 1 vol. Bvo. printed at Paris, 1693, 
and contains also the French translation 
of his works, 
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ELOY, d' Ameri}, author of a book 
in French rhyme, entitled, e lure de la 
Diablerie, Paris 1 508, fol. gothie and 
scarce. 

ELPENOR, one of the companions 
of Ulysses, changed by Circe into a 
hog, as were those that were with 
him; Circe according to the fable re- 
stored him to his former shape, but he 
was killed by falling from a ladder, 

EL-ROI (David) a ſewish impostor 
in the year 933, who persuaded his 
own nation that he was the Messiah, 
Bazi-Bila, King of Persia ordered him to 
be confined, but he made his escape. 
The king upon this signified to all the 
synagogues in his dominions, that the 
should be exterminated if they did not 
hinder that seducer from stirring up 
the people. El-Roi would not however 
forbear, till his father in law stabbed 
him while he slept. 

EL. SHEIMER, or ELSHAIMER 
(Adam) an eminent painter in the 
16th century, born at Francfort; he 
spent the greatest part of his life at 
Rome, and died there of poverty 1620, 
after painting some excellent pictures. 
This artist succeeded particularly in 
night pieces, where the objects are en- 
lightened by the moon, or by flambeaux. 
He painted but few pieces; there are 
however two of them at the Royal 
palace, James Ernest de Landeau one 
of his pupils imitated him so perfectly, 
that his pictures are often taken for 
his master's. 

ELSWICH (John Herman d') a 
learned Lutheran divine, born 1684, at 
Rensburg in Holstein; he was minister 
at Stade, and died there 1721. Elswich 
published Simonius's book de Litteris 


pereuntibus, with notes of his own. 


Epistole familiares varii Theologict Poti 557m 
mum Arpgumenti; Launoius de varid Aritto- 
felis Fortuna, to which he has joined, 
Schediasmas de varid Aristotelis in Scholis- 
Protestantium Fortund; and Foannis Janni 
ditsert. de Historid peripateticd; Commen- 
ratio de Reliquiis Papatits Ecclesiz Luthe- 
rang temere affliftis; Formula Concordie in 
Dania non combusta; Recentiorum in nouvum 
Fedus critica, &c. 

ELYOT & Thomas) a learned Eng- 
lishman, employed by Henry VIII. in 
various important negociations. He 
left a treatise on education 1580, 8vo. 
and other works which are esteemed. 

ELZIVERS, five eminent Dutch

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printers, Lewis who printed from 1595, 
Bonaventura, Abraham, Lewis, and 
Daniel; which last died at Amsterdam 
1680, Their most valuable editions 
are, the New Testament in Greek 1633, 
12mo.; the Psalter 1653, 12m0o.; the 
Imitation no date; the Body of Law, v. 
Justinian; the Latin authors, princi- 
pally till 1642; and some French ones, 
which see at the name of each author, 

EMMA, daughter of Richard II. 
duke of Normandy, wife of Ethelred 
king of England, and mother of St. 
Edward. She had a great share in the 
government during her son's reign, and 
the earl of Kent growing jealous of her 
authority, accused herof several crimes. 
The king listened to him, and ob- 
liged his mother to justify herself, by 
walking blindfold over red hot plough- 
shares; which trial she went through 
without receiving any hurt; and her 
son, convinced of her innocence, sub- 
mitted to do penance. 

EM MANUEL, king of Portugal, one 
of the greatest princes that reigned in 
Europe, succeeded his cousin John II. 
who died without children 1495. He 
encouraged men of learning, drove the 
Moors from his dominions, and took 
several towns and fortresses in Africa. 
It was under his patronage that Vasco 
de Gama, Americus Vespucius, Alvarez 
Cabral, and other navigators discovered 
new countries, among others Brasil, and 
spread the Portuguese name to nations 
till then unknown. His reign was 
ealled the golden age of Portugal; from 
the prosperity, and happiness which 
attended it. He died December 13, 
1521, at Lisbon, aged 53. 

EMMANUEL (Philibert) duke of 
Savoy, surnamed Jon Head, son of 
Charles III. and Beatrix of Portugal, 
born July 8, 1528. He went into Ger- 
many at the age of 2o, was appointed 
general of the imperial army at the 
Siege of Metz, and won the battle of 
St. Quentin against the French, 1557. 
A peace being concluded 1559, Emma- 
nuel married Margaret of France, 
daughter of Francis I. by which mar- 
riage he recovered his dominions, and 
enlarged them by his prudence and 
courage. This prince was extremely 
beloved by his subjects, for his piety, 
wisdom, valour, and love of learning. 
He died August 30, 1580. Charles 
Emmanuel his son, succeeded him. 


- EMATHION, son of Tithorn a fa. 
mous robber, killed by Hercules; the 
fields which he had ravaged were called 
the Emathian fields. 

EMERIC, v. NICHOLAS, 

EMILIUS (Paulus) son of Lucia, 
Paulus who was killed at the battle of 
Cannz; he was twice consul, and yan. 
quished the Ligurians in his first con. 
Sulate 182, A. C. in his second he con- 
quered Persius king of Macedonia, 
which gained him the name of Mace. 
donicus. Emilius returned to Rome 
with great glory, and his triumph 
lasted three days; but he triumphed 
like a Stoick, without appearingelated; 
and wept for the defeat of Perseus, who 
was the greatest ornament of his 
triumph; doing every thing in his 
power to soften that prince's disgrace, 
He died 168, A. C. 

EMILIUS (PAULUS) a celebrated 
historian of Verona, who was invited 
into France by the cardinalde Bourleon, 
in the reign of Louis XII. and made 
canon of the cathedral at Paris. He 
spent near thirty years in writing an 
history of France, from the time of 
Pharamand, to 1488, 1601, fol. trans. 
lated into French by John Renard, 1643, 
fol. Justus Lipsius mentions this work 
with great encomiums. He died May 5, 
1529 at Paris. 

EMMIUS (Ubbo) a learned professor 
of history and Greek at Groningen, 
born December 5, 1547 at Gretsyhl. 
He was rector of the college of Norden, 
then of that of Leer, and afterwards 
first teacher of the new academy esta- 
blisched at Groningen.

Decades rerum Frisicarum, Leyden, 1616, 
fol.; Chronologicum Opus, Groningen, 
1620, 2 vol. fol. and several other tracts, 
written with great accuracy and preci- 
sion. He died December 9, 1625, aged 
79, leaving two children by his second 
wife. | 

EMPEDOCLES, a celebrated philo- 
sopher of Agrigentum, a city in Sicily, 
about 444 A. C. who adhered to the 
Pythagorean system; admitting the 
metemsychosis, and relating the various 
States which hissoul had passed through, 
of a girl, a boy, a shrub, a bird, a fish, 
till at last he became Empedocles. He 
always wore a crown of gold, that be 
might by this pompous appearance 
preserve 
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the character he had acquired 
of an extraordinary man. Aristotle 
asserts that this philosopher was a zea- 
lous friend to liberty, that he disliked 
all dominion, and even refused a king- 
dom which was offered to him. His 
principal work is a treatise in verse, 
on the Nature and Principles A Things, 
1573, 8vo. a Treatize on the Sphere, 
Paris 1587, 4to. and in the Greek 
library of Fabricius. Aristotle, Lucre- 
tius, and all the ancients bestow the 
most magnificent encomiums on the 
poems, and the eloquence of Empedo- 
cles. His death is variously related; 
the most common opinion is, that he 
perished in the flames of Mount tna, 
either accidentally, or having purposely 
thrown himself in; that the world 
might believe he disappeared like a 
God; but Diogenes Laertius seems of 
opinion that Empedocles being ex- 
tremely old, fell into the sea and was

EMPERICUS, v. SET Us. 

EMPORIUS, a learned rhetorician 
of the 6th century, who has left a 
treatise on the Eikopeia and Common Place; 
another on the demogrstrative Style; and 
a third on the deliberative Style, Paris, 
1599, 4to. His manner of writing is 
lively and nervous. 

ENCELAD Us, son of Tartarus and 
Terra, the most powerful among the 
giants, who attempted to scale heaven. 
Jupiter overwhelmed him with Mount 
Etna. 

ENCRATITES, v. TATIAN. 

ENDYMION, king of Elis, who, 
being driven from his Kingdom, re- 
tired into Caria, near mount Latmus, 
where he applied himself to study the 
heavenly bodies, particularly the moon; 
which gave rise tothe poetical fiction 
of the Moon's being in love with En- 
dymion, and visiting him every night, 
while he lay in a perpetual sleep on 
the mountain. 

ENEAS, a famous Trojan prince, son 
of Anchises and Venus. After the de- 
struction of Troy, he went into Italy, 
according to the fable, and there mar- 
ried Lavinia, daughter of King Lati- 
nus, having defeated Turnus, king of 
the Rutuli, to whom she had been 
promised, Eneas then fought against 
Mezentius, King of Tuscany, and an 
ally of the Rutuli, and disappeared 
after the battle. Virgil has immor- 


ENG 


talized his name, by making him the 
hero of his poem, though it is certain 
that Eneas was never in Italy. 
ENEAS Ta#icus, one of the most 
ancient writers on the military art, 
lived about 336 A.C, Causabon has 
published his book de toleranda obaidione, 
in Greek and Latin, in the Polybius, 
Paris, 1609, fol. and M. de Beausobre 
has published it in French, with Com- 
mentaries, 1757, 4to. 
ENEAS of Gaza, a celebrated Pla- 
tonic philosopher at the end of the th 
century, who embraced Christianity, 
and left a dialogue on the immortality 
of the soul, and resurrection of the 
body, entitled Theophrastus., It is writ- 
ten in Greek, and has been translated 
into Latin, with notes, by Barthius, 
and other learned men, Leripsick, 1655, 
gto. and in the Library of the Fathers. 
ENEAS, bishop of Paris, a man of 
wit, and deeply skilled in public af- 
fairs, who published a book against the 
errors of the Greeks, at the request of 
Charles the Bald, which may be found 
in d'Acheri's Spicelegium, and P. Labbe's 
Councils. He died 870. 
ENFANCE (Filles de l') v. . 
ARD, MONDONVILLE. 
ENGELBERGE, wife of the empe- 
ror Louis II. accused of adultery by 
the prince d'Anhalt, and the count 
de Mansfelt. All accusations being at 
that time believed, till the party had 
proved their innocence by the trial of 
water or fire, Engelberge was prepar- 
ing to submit to them, when Boson 
challenged her calumniators to single 
combat, dismounted them both, and, 
with his sword at their throats, com- 
pelled them to do homage to the vir- 
tue of the empress. This princess, be- 
ing left a widow, entered the Bene- 
dictine order, and died 890. 
ENGAS TRICKS, v. EURYCLES. 
ENGLAND, subject to the Romans 
till 409, when the empire, being over- 
run with barbarians, was unable to 
take care of $o distant a province. 
The English, harrassed by the Pits and 
Scots, applied to the Saxans for help, 
which they granted, but brought those 
into subjection whom they went to 
defend, and formed seven little king- 
dorms, which were united in one under

ENJEDIM (George) an Hungarian, 
one of the most subtle Unitarians who 
have written on the Holy Scriptures.

Trinitatis stabiliri set, 4to.: an artful 
and pernicious work. The author died

ENIPEUS, a shepherd of Thessaly, 
who changed himself into a River to 
pursue Tiro. That nymph, seeing the 
water so very clear, was induced to 
bathe in it, by which Enipeus surprized 
her, and had by her Pelias and Neleus. 
ENNIUS (Quintus) an ancient Latin 
poet, born at Rudiæ in Calabria, about 
236 A. C. He learned Greek in Sar- 
dinia from Cato te Censor, who carried 
him to Rome, where he was much ad- 
mired for the vivacity of his wit, and 
the fire of his imagination. Ennius 
endeavoured to introduce the beauties 
of the Greek tongue into Latin, and 
was the first Roman who wrote heroic 
verse. He wrote several tragedies, and 
Annals of the Roman Republic. If we 
believe Horace, this poet never com- 
posed but after drinking freely. He 
had a great genius, but his style was 
rude. Virgil sometimes borrowed lines 
from him, and called them pearls picked 
up on the dunghill of Eunius. This old 
poet died of the gout about 169 A. C. 
and was buried in the tomb of his 
friend Scipio. Some fragments only of 
his works remain, Amsterdam, 1707, 
4to. and in Maittaire's Corpus Poetarum. 
ENNODIUS, an Italian, born about 
473, of an illustrious family. He em- 
braced the ecclesiastic life, with the 
consent of his wife, who had brought 
him great riches, and who herself took 
the veil. Ennodius spoke Theodoric's 
panegyric, undertook the defence of 
pope Symmachus, and became cele- 
brated for his writings. He was raised 
to the see of Pavia about 5ro, and 
went twice into the East, for the pur- 
pose of uniting the Eastern and Wes- 
tern churches, but did not succeed. He 
died August 1, 521, at Pavia, aged 48. 
P. Sirmond has published his works, 
1612, and they are also in the Library 
of the Fathers. | 
ENOCH, or HENOCH, son of Jared, 
and father of Methuselah, born about 
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3472 A. C. He walked with God, and 


was taken into the Terrestrial Paradise, 
about 3048 A. C. There was an apo- 


cryphal book under his name, in the 


time of St. Jerome. This father be- 
lieves that St. Jude quotes him 1n the 
following passage: Enoch alto prophe- 
sied, saying, Behold the Lord cometh, with 
ten thausand of his Saints, to execute judge- 
ment upon all. This Enoch must be dis- 
tinguished from Enoch, son of Cain, 
who built the first city, and called it by 
his own name, Ee. This last was 
born about 3769 A. C. | 

ENOS, son of Seth, and father of 
Cainan, born 3799 A.C. He esta- 
blished the ceremonies used in divine. 
worship by the first race of mankind, 
and died at the age of go. | 

ENTINOPUS of Candia, a famous 
architect, who being in Italy when it 
was ravaged by Radagaize, King of the 
Goths in 405, retired to the morasses 
formed by the Adriatic sea, and built 
a house there in 413. The inhabitants 
of Padua retiring there also, built 24 
more, which began the city of Venice. 


The house of Entinopus was changed 


into a church, in the quarter of the 
Rialto, and dedicated to St. James, 

- ENTRAGUES (Francis de Balsac d') 
knight of the King's orders 1578, and 
zovernor of Orleans. His second wife 
was Mary Touchet, who had been mis- 
tress to Charles IX. He had two daugh- 
ters by her; Mary, mother of a natu- 
ral son of marechal de Bassompiere, 
who was bishop of Xaintes; and Ca- 
therine Henrietta, who, three weeks 
after the duchess of Beaufort's death, 
consoled Henry IV. for her loss. This 
lady, not less ambitious than her pre- 
decessor, found means to extort from 
Henry a promise of marriage, which 
the duke of Sully tore, regardless of 
the King's anger, while he was giving 
a proof of his true attachment to him, 
The king was not long cool to Sully, 
whose merit he knew how to value, 


but was weak enough to give his mis- 


tress another promise, and purchased 
the marquisate of Verneuil for her. 
He, however, married Mary de Medicis, 
which so enraged the marchioness, that, 
in conjunction with the duke d' Angou- 
leme her twin brother, she leagued with 
the king of Spain to dethrone Henry, 
and proclaim a son she had by him, 
whom they treated as dauphin. This 
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son was afterwards duke of Verneni! 
and died without children 1682: his 
mother and her accomplices were par. 
doned. She died 1633, aged 50. 

ENZINAS (Francis d') a native of 
Burgos, who lived in the middle of the 
12th century, and took the name of 
Dryander, and in French, that of du 
Chesne. He published a Spanish trans. 
lation of the New Testament, Antwerp, 
1542, Svo.; Hist. de ! Etat des Pays Bas, 


du Chesne, Geneva, 1558, 8vo. both 
these works are very scarce. His New 
Testament made much noise, and caused 
him fifteen months confinement at Brus. 
sels. He afterwards retired into Ger- 

many. : | 
EOBANUS (Hessus) a celebrated 
Latin poet of Hesse, born January 6, 
1458, under a tree in the fields, who 
became so famous by his poems, as to 
be called the German Homer, He taught 
the belles lettres at Herfort and Nu- 
remburg, then at Marpurg, where the 
landgrave of Hesse loaded him with 
favours. Eobanus was as good a drinker 
as he was a poet. He died October 5, 
1540, at Marpurg. He translated Theo. 
critus into Latin verse, Basil, 1531, $vo, 
and Homer's Iliad, Bas, 1 540, 8 vo. &c. 
His Eclogues, Halz, 1539, 8vo. and de 
tuenda bona Valetudine, Francfort, 1564, 
8vo. are particularly admired. This 
poet's style is natural, easy, clear, and 
correct; nor had Germany, at that 
time, produced any thing more pleas- 
ing. Joachim Camerarius has written 
his life, Nuremb. 1553, 8vo. 
EOLUS, god of the winds, accord- 
ing to the fable. He was king of the 
isles of Vulcan, or Eolian isles, and is 
supposed to have invented the use of 
sails in navigation. Straba says, that 
he foretold winds and tempests by ob- 
serving the flux and reflux of the sea, 
the course of the clouds, and the va- 
pours which rise from the earth; which 
occasioned the poetical fiction of his 
keeping the winds confined, and hav- 
ing them under his dominion. 
EON, a gentleman of Bretany, who 
called himself the son of God; which 
idea he conceived from hearing prayers 
in the church ending with per eum qui 
venturus eit, &c. taking eum for his 
name. He was carried before the 
council of Rheims, assembled by Eu- 
genius III. 1168; and the pope, after 
hearing 
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zng his answers, sent him to prison, 
N he died miserably. His fol- 
lowers were soon after burned, or com- 
pelled to abjure, being exorcised as de- 

cs. 

pA NMINONDAsõ, a famous Theban, 
son of Polymnus, and one of the great- 
est captains of antiquity. He Studied 
philosophy and music under Lysis, a 
Pythagorean philosopher, and WAS ac- 
complished in every exercise of mind 
and body. Epaminondas first bore 
arms among the Lacedemonians, saved 
the life of Pelopidas their general, who 
had received seven or eight wounds in 
battle, and formed a strict friendship 
with him, which lasted through life. 
Pelopidas, by his advice, delivered the 
city of Thebes from the yoke of the 
Lacedemonians, who had gained pos- 
session of Cadmea, which occasioned a 
bloody war between the two nations. 
Epaminondas was appointed general of 
the Thebans, gained the celebrated 
battle of Leuctra, 371 A. C. in which 
Cleombrotus, a valiant K ing of Sparta, 
was killed ; ravaged the enemy's coun- 
try, and caused the city of Messene to 
be rebuilt and peopled, The command 
of the army being afterwards given to 
another, because Epaminondas had 
kept the troops in the field four months 
beyond the time ordered by the people, 
he served as a common soldier, and sig- 
nalized himself by so many noble ac- 
tions, that the Thebans, ashamed of 
having deprived him of the command, 
restored all his authority, that he 
might conduct the war in Thessaly, 
where his arms were ever victorious, 
A war breaking out E e the people 
of Elea and those of Mantinea, the 
Thebans defended the former, and 
Epaminondas attempted to surprize 


his enterprize, he engaged the enemy 
363 A.C. and was mortally wounded 
by a spear, the head of which remained 
in the wound, Finding that he must 
die if it was extracted, he would not 
let it be done, but continued to give 
his orders. When told that the enemy 
were defeated entirely, he said, I have 
lived long enough, since I die unconquered ; 
then, tearing out the weapon, expired, 
being about 48 years of age. One of 
his friends condoling with him, a few 
moments before, that he left no chil- 
aren, having never been married, Yeu 


dant of Alexander. 


Sparta and Mantinea; but, failing in 
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are miitaten, replied Epaminondas; I 
leave two daughters ; the Victory at Leuctra, 
and that at Mantinea, This great man 
was not only illustrious for his military 
talents, but for his goodness, affability, 
frugality, equity, and moderation; and 
was a tender, generous friend. 

EPEUS, brother of Peon, and king 
of Phocis, who reigned after his father 
Panopeus. Pliny attributes the inven- 
tion of the battering ram to him; and 
he is said to have made the Trojan 
horse, and founded the city of Meta- 
pontum. a 

EPHESTION, the friend and confi- 
He died at Ecba- 
tane 315 A. C. much bewailed by that 
conqueror, who cruci ſied the physician 
by whom he was attended in his last 
Sickness, Ephestion was justly lament- 
ed, being a pattern for courtiers, sol- 
diers, and all mankind. 

EPHIALTES, son of Neptune, ac- 
cording to the fable, a giant of prodi- 
geous strength, who attempted to scale 
heaven, with nis brother Ochus; but 
Diana setting them at variance, they 
Killed each other. | 

EPHORUS, a celebrated orator and 
historian of Cumæ, in olia, about 
352 A. C. He was the disciple of Iso- 
crates, and by his advice wrote an his- 
tory, the loss of which is lameuted by 
the learned. | 

EPHRAIM, second son of the pa- 
triarch Jaseph, and head of the Jewish 
tribe which bore his name. 

EPHRAIM, son of Aaron, a learned 
rabbi, prefect of the synagogue of Leo- 
pold. Four different works are attri- 
buted to him, printed at Basil, 1581, 
4 vol. fol. Prague, 1610, &c.; but it 
is not certain that they were all writ- 
ten by him. 

EPHREM (St.) a learned father of 
the church, and Jeacon of Edessa, born 
at Nissiben. He chose the monastic 
life very young, and soon became mas- 
ter and superior of a great number of 
monks. St. James of Nisibis, Whose 
disciple he was, ordained him deacon; 
and Sozomenus relates, that, when 
elected bishop, he feigned madness, for 
fear of being consecrated against his. 
will. St. Ephrem forcibly opposed the 
errors of Sabelius, Arius, Appollinaris, 
the Manicheans, &c. in his writings; 
by which, and his virtues, he acquired 
$0 great a reputation as to be called 

the 
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the dochor and prophet of the Syrians, He 


died in 379. The best edition of this 


Author is, Rome, from 1732 to 1746, 6 


vol. fol. three- containing his Greek 
works, and three the Syriac, with the 
Latin translations. They consist of 
valuable commentaries on the Scrip- 
tures, learned controversial tracts 
against heretics, eloquent homilies, 
and very excellent books of devotion. 
M. I'abbe Ignatius Lemerre, has trans- 
lated the latter into French, Paris, 
1744, 2 vol. 12mo. 

EPICHARIS, a woman of mean 
birth, but great courage, who, when 
convicted before Nero of being con- 
cerned in a conspiracy against him, 


could not by any torments be com- 


pelled to discover her accomplices; and 
killed herself as she was leading away 
a second time to the torture. 
EPICHARMUS, a celebrated poet, 
and Pythagorean philosopher, born in 
Sicily, who introduced plays at Syra- 
cuse, and had several pieces acted 
there, which were afterwards imitated 
by Flautus. He also composed many 
philosophical and physical treatises, 
which are said to have been of use to 
Plato. Aristotle and Pliny ascribe also 
the invention of the Greek O and X 
to Epicharmus. He lived about 440 
A. C. and was above go when he died. 
This philosopher used to say, That the 
s Sold us all blessings for our labour, 
EPICTETUS, a celebrated Stoic phi- 
losopher, born at Hierapolis in Phrygia, 
in the first century. He was the slave 
of Epaphroditus; then Nero's freed 
man, and one of his chamberlains, 
Domitian having banished all philoso- 
phers from Rome, about the year 94, 
Epictetus retired to Nicopolis in Epirus, 
and died there in a very advanced age; 
after which his earthen lamp was sold 
for three thousand drachmas. None of 
the other ancient philosophers ap- 
proached so near to Christianity, in 
their doctrines and morals, as Epictetus, 
nor had such just ideas of God and 
providence: and, though he main- 
tained the principles of the Stoics, his 
manners were free from the sternuess 
and ferocity of that sect. He was al- 
ways calm, never suffering himself to 


de led away by anger, or any other 


passion, His master, Epapbroditus, 
pulling his leg one day in sport, and 
$triking it very hard, Epictetus begged 
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him to forbear ; bat the other redouy. 
ling his blow with such force as to 
break the bone, Did nor I tell you, said 
he calmly, thar you would break my leg? 
Arrian, his disciple, has left us four 
books of his discourses, under the title 
of Enchiridon, or Manual, of which 
there are several editions in Greek and 
Latin, Leyden, 1670, 24to. and in 8vo. 
cum not. Var.; Utrecht, 1711, 4to.; Lon- 
don, 1739 and 1747, 2 vol. qto. M. Da. 
cler has translated it into French, and 
added notes, 1715, 2 vol. 12mo. Sim- 
plicius, Marcus Aurelius, St. Augustin, 
and St. Charles Borromeo, took great 
pleasure in reading the works of Epic- 
tetus. He said, that all philosophy was 
comprised in these two words, Bear 
and Forbear. Pere Mourques, a Jesuit, 
mentions an ancient monastery where 
the monks took the Manual of Epicte- 
tus for their rule, with some small al- 
terations. 


EPICURUS, one of the greatest phi- 
losophers of his age, born at Gargettus 
in Attica, about 342 A. C. son of 
Neocles and Cherestrata. He settled 
at Athens when about six and thirty, 
and purchased a beautiful garden, 
where he founded a school, and lived 
in tranquillity among his friends, train- 
ing up many disciples, who shared all 
things in common with their master. 
The veneration which his followers 
entertained for his memory is remark - 
able: his school was never divided, 
and his principles were esteemed as 
oracles, This philosopher's birth-day 
was celebrated in the time of Pliny, 
and even the whole month in which 
he was born kept as a festival. His 
disciples set up his picture every 
where. Epicurus wrote several books, 
and piqued himself upon having no 
quotations in them. He bronght the 
system of atoms, invented by Demo- 
critus, into great esteem; changing, 
however, some things in it, and that 
not always for very solid reasons. His 
doctrine respecting the nature of the 
gods, is agreeable to the idea which 
reason gives us of the Deity; but he 
represents them as idle beings, fixed in 
eicrhal repose, and indifferent to every 
thing that passes about them. He held, 
that man's felicity consisted in plea- 
sure; not, as his enemies have asserted, 
in sensual pleasure, but in that plea- 
sure Which is inseparable from virtue, 


EPI 


and attends on temperance. But these 
opinions being misinterpreted, and 
some of his disciples proving debauch- 
ed, brought this sect into disgrace; and 
the Stoics accused him of subyerting 
divine worship, and opening a door to 
libertinism. Epicurus, moved by these 
reproaches, omitted nothing on this 
occasion which could justify his senti- 
ments to the public; he wrote books 
of piety, recommended veneration for 
the gods, and  exhorted to sobriety, 
continence, and chastity. Although 
his doctrine is bad, his life was cer- 
tainly regulated by philosophical wis- 
dom and frugality; nothing being eaten 
in his garden but bread and pulse; no- 
thing drank there but water. And even 
Origen, St. Gregory of Nazianzen, and 
several others among the holy fathers, 
have justified him as to his moral cha- 
racter. Epicurus was zealous for the 
good of his country, and recommended 
obedience to magistrates, saying, Ve 
must with for good zeuereigus, and zubmit 
te bad nee. He was also a constant at- 
tendant at the temples, which made 
D:ocles to exclaim on first seeing him 
there, HTat a feasty what a sight is 
this! Never did I perceive ze clearly the 
greatness of Jupiter as now that I behold 
Epicurus on his knees. All this, how- 
ever, did not prevent the circulation 
of false reports respecting his man- 
ners, nor restrain Timocrates, who had 


deserted his sect, from speaking of him 


very scandalously. He died 274 A. C. 
aged 77. Gassendi has very carefully 
collected, in Latin, every thing con- 
cerning the life, doctrine, and writ- 
ings, of this celebrated philosopher, 
Hague, 1656, gto. 


EPINIENIDES, a celebrated poet and 


philosopher of Gnossus, or Phaestus, 
in the isle of Crete, who wore his hair 
always long, contrary to the custom -of 
the country. He spread a report, that 
having gone into a cave in his youth, 
he had slept there several years; and 
took pleasure in imposing on the 
people; asserting that he conversed 
with the gods, had learned from them 
the art of expiations, and could die, 
and rise again, whenever he pleased. 
The great reputation he acquired, as a 
favouriteof Heaven, induced the Athe- 
nians, when afflicted by a pestilence, 
to send deputies to him, entreating his 
presence and assistance. Epimenides 
VOL, 1s, 
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repaired to Athens, purified the city 
with lustral waters, or rather with wa- 
ters composed from simples, and the 
plague ceased. This gave him occa- 
sion to contract a friendship with Solon, 
about 596 A. C. and to instruct that 
legislator in the best method of go- 
verning. He refused the presents of- 
fered by the Athenians, returned to 
Crete, and died in a very advanced 
age, after having composed several 
poetical works, much praised by the 
ancients, Plato calls him a divine man; 
and St. Paul, in his Epistle to Titus, i. 12. 
quotes this verse from him: — Ie Cre- 
trans are always liars, evil beasts, lea 
bellies, This verse is taken from the 
treatise by Epimenides On Oracles, and 
their Answers. | 

EPIMETHEUS, son of Japetus, and 
brother of Prometheus. The latter 
formed wise and ingenious men; Epi- 
metheus, the imprudent and stupid. 
He married Pandora, a statue animated 
by Minerva, and made perfect by the 
gods, who bore him Pyrrha, Deuca- 
lion's wife. 

EPIPHANIUS (St.) a father and 
doctor of the church, born about 320 
in Palestine, where he founded a mo- 
nastery, and undertook the direction 
of it himself. He was elected bishop 
of Salamis, metropolitan of the isle of 
Cyprus about 366, which island he 
preserved from the errors of Arrias 
and Apollinaris. St. Epiphanius de- 
tended Paulinus against Melitus, and 
ordained Paulinianus, the brother of St. 
Jerome, in Palestine, which offended 
John, bishop of Jerusalem. Having 
afterwards condemned the writings of 
Origen in a council, and tried every 
method with Theophilus, bishop of 
Alexandria, to engage St. Chrysostom 
to declare himself in favour of this 
sentence, but without effect, he went 
himself to Constantinople, to” get the 
decree of his council executed there. 
He refused all connection with St. 
Chrysostom, and formed a design of 
entering the church of the Apostles, 
and there publishing Origen's condem- 
nation; but, being warned of the dan- 
ger to which this step would expose 
him, he returned to Salamis. It is 
said, that, when about to embark, he 
foretold to St. Chrysostom, that he 
would be driven from his see; and that 
St. Chrysostom, in return, told him, 
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that he would never see his church or 
palace again. It is certain that Epi- 
phanius died in 403, on his return to 
Salamis, being above So years of age. 
He is the worst writer among the 
Greek fathers, though he had read 
much, and was very learned; but he 
is very inaccurate as to facts. The best 
edition of his works is that published 
by Pere Petau, 1622, Greek and Latin, 
with learned notes, 2 vol. fol. The 
principal among them is a treatise 
against heresies. 

EPIPHANIUS, patriarch of Con- 
stantinople 520, who zealously defend- 
ed the council of Chalcedon, and the 
condemnation of Eutyches. Pope Hor- 


misdas authorised him to receive, in 


his name, all bishops who were will- 
ing to be re- united to the church of 
Rome, on condition of their subscrib— 
ing to the Formulary which he bad 
drawn up. Epiphanins died 335. 

EPIPHANIUS, the Schitastic, a cele- 
brated writer in the 6th century, who 
at the request of his friend Cassiodorus, 
translated the ecclesiastical histories of 
Socrates, Sozemenns, and. Theodoret, 
from Greek into Latin, from which 
version Cassiodorus composed his Hist. 
Tripartita. There are several other 
translations of Epiphanius. 

| EPISCOPIUS (Simon) a celebrated 
Protestant divine, and the principal 
writer of che Arminian sect, born 1583; 
at Amsterdam. He was appointed to 
the divinity professorship in the aca- 
demy at Leyden, 1612, by the volun— 
tary resignation of Gomar. Episcopius 
openly defended the Arminians against 
the Gomarists, by which he made him- 
self many enemies, and was not ad- 
mitted a judge at the synod of Dort, 
but was condemned, deposed ftom the 
ministry, and banished from the terri- 
tories of the republic; upon Which he 
retired to Antwerp, there he wrote 
some controversial works. In 1626 
Episcopius returned to Holland, and 
was minister of the Remonstrants at 
Rotterdam till 1634, when he went to 
Amsterdam, to direct the college which 
had been established there by the Ar- 
minians, and died in that city April 4, 
1643. He had been married, but had 
no children. His works are, Com- 
mentaries on the New Testament; 
Theological Treatises, 1680 and 1665, 
2 vol. fol, reprinted 1678, in which he 
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maintains toleration. The Jife of Epis. 
copius, written by Stephen Courcelles, 
and augmented by Limborg, has been 
translated from Flemish into Latin, anq 
published 1701, 8vo. 

EQUICOLA, v. MARIUS. 

ERARD (Claude) an eminent advo- 
cate to the parhament of Paris, who 
pleaded for the D. Mazarin, 168g, 
against his wife Hortensia Mancini, 
and was distinguished both by his ta- 
lents and rategrity. His P/cadings were 
printed r7 24, 8vo. 

ERASISTRATUS, an eminent phy- 
Sician, grandson of Aristotle, who dis- 
covered the passion which Antiochus 
Soter had conceived for his mother-in- 
la, by the agitation of his pulse; an! 
received ioo talents for the cure, from 
Seleucus Nicanor, the prince's father, 

ERASMUS (John) master of the 
schoot at Antwerp, but obliged to re- 
tire into Poland, on acconnt of his 
sentiments respecting Jesus Christ, 
which did not, however, entirely re- 
semble those of Socinus; for he held 
that Christ was born before all things, 
and had warm disputes with him on 
that subject. There is a scarce book 
of his, entitled, Antithesis Christi, et 
Anti-Christt de vero et uno Deo, 1585, 
8vo. 

ERASMUS (Desiderius) son of Peter 
Gerard, a citizen of Goudau, and a 
physician's daughter of Sevenberg, 
horn October 28, 1467, at Rotterdam. 
He was a chorister in the cathedral at 


Utrecht till nine years old, and went 


to pursue his studies at Deventer; but, 
losing his parents When he was only 
14, Was compelled to take the habit 
of a regular canon, in the monastery 
of Stein, near Tergou, where he made 
profession 1486, and amused himself 
some times with painting. Erasmus 
was ordained priest by the bishop of 
Utrecht in 1492, and went to Study ac 
the college de Montaigu, in Paris; but 
fell sick from bad diet. He afterwards 
Studied the law at Orleans, travelled 
to England, took a doctor of divinity's 
degree at Bologna, in Italy 1506; and 
wrote to Lambert Brunnius, secretary 
to pope Julius II. requesting a dispen- 
sation from his vows, which he ob- 
tained, Erasmus went from thence to 
Venice, Padua, and Rome; from 
thence, making another voyage to Eng- 
land in 1509, was entertained at tha 

house 
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bouse of Sir Thomas More, the lord 
chancellor, and there wrote his P aise 
of Folly, in Latin, Paris, Barbou, 1765, 
72mo. cum Netis variorum, 1676, $vo. 
translated into French, Amsterd.im, 1728, 
8yo.; Paris, 1751, 8vo. and 4t0. fig. 
He taught Greek at Oxford; but, not 
meeting with a convenient establish- 
ment in England, retired to Basil, and 
formed a strict friendship with Frobe- 
nius, the celebrated printer. This 
great man's labours had till then been 
unrewarded; but Charles of Austria, 

<overeign of the Low Countries, who 
was afterwards the emperor Charles V. 
appointed him his counsellor of state, 
and settled a pension of 200 florins up- 
on him, which was paid till 15825. 
King Francis I. offered much greater 
emoluments to draw him into France; 
and pope Paul III. entertained a de- 
sign of creating him wor tr but 
Erasmus, who had no ambitiorf, would 
not take the least step to procure that 
dignity. After living several years at 
Friburg, he returned to Basil, where he 
was rector of the university, revised 
his works there, and there died July 12, 
1536, aged 68. Erasmus was short, 
had blue eyes, a serious and modest 
air: he was of a delicate complexion, 
and sickly during the greatest part of 
tis life. The best edition of this au- 
thor's works is, Leyden, 1702, 10 tom. 
fol.; tom. 3. is bound in two. They 
consist of treatises on almost every 
subject; — grammar, rhetoric, philo- 
sophy, theology, epistles, baoks of 
devotion, commentaries on the New 
Testament, paraphrases, translations, 
apologies, &c. for to all these subjects 
did the genius of this learned man ex- 
tend; and they are written with a de- 


rior to that of the best authors. An 
edition of his Adagia was published by 
the Elzevirs in 1650, 12mo. and of his 
Coſlaquia, 1636, 12mo. There is an 
edition of them, cum nMtis wariorum, 
1664, or 1693, 8vo. They have been 
translated into French by Gueude71lle, 
Leyden, 1720, 6 vol. 12mo. fig. We 
are indebted to Erasmus, principally, 
for the revival of classical learning, 
criticism, a taste for antiquity, and 
correct editions of the holy Fathers. 
He was one of the first who wrote on 
religious subjects with the loftiness, 
dignity, and majesty of style, becom- 


gree of purity and elegance not infe- 
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ing the holy mysteries. M. de Burigny 
published the life of Erasmus 1757, 2 
vol. 12mo. i 

ERASTUS (Thomas) an eminent 
physician, born 1523, a: Baden in Swit- 
rerland, taught with reputation at Hei- 
delberg, afterwards at Basil, where he 
died, January 1, 1582, leaving various 
works, chiefly against Paracelsus, aul, 
1572, 4to. in four parts; and some ce- 
lebrated Thesises: Legurt, 1595, A.; 
Opuscula, 1590, fol.; Consiia, Franctort 
1598, fol.; de Auro potabili, 8vo.; de Pu- 
tredine, to.; de Theriaca, Lyons, 1606, 
4to.; Thesises against Excommunica- 
tion, and the Authority of Consistories, 
Amsterdam, 1649, 8vo. | 

ERATO, the Muse who, according 
to the fable, presides over amorous 
Poetry. She is represented as a young 
girl, crowned with myrtle and roses, 
holding a lyre in her right band, and 
the bow of a viol in her left; and a 
little winged Cupid. by her side, with 
his bow and arrows. 

ERATOSTHENES, a learned critic 
and philologist of Cyrene, about 276 
A. C. disciple of Aristo and Calli- . 
machus, and librarian of Alexandria 
under Ptolomy Emvrergetes, king of 
Egypt. He studied all sciences, and 
first discovered a method to measure 
the earth's magnitude, from whence he 
was called the Comnographer and Surveyor 
of the Univerze, He died 194 A. C. 
aged 81. Some of his works remain, 
which were printed at Oxford in Greek, 
1672, 8vo. 

ERATOSTRATUS, or EROSTRA-. 
TVS, an obscure Ephesian, who burnt 
the temple of Diana, 356 A.C. with a 
view of making himself famous to 
posterity. To prevent which, the 
Ephesians made a law forbidding his 
name to be pronounced: but so singu- 
lar a decree proved rather a means of 
perpetuating it. | 

ERCHEMBERT, a Lombard, who, 
after having been a soldier in his 
youth, withdrew to Mount Cassino, 
and from thence to other retreats, - 
where he wrote a Chronicle from 774 
to 888, published at Naples 1620, 4to. 
and in Peregrin's History of the Lom- 
bards, 1643, 4to. ; 

ERCILLA Y CUNIGA (Don Moenzo 
d') a celebrated Spanish poet, who 
lived at the end of the 16th century, 
and was gentleman of the bed-cham- 
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ber to the emperor Maximilian, He 
signalized himself at the battle of St. 
Quinkin, 1557; after which, going to 
Chili, he engaged and defeated the 
Savages of the country called Araucana, 
who had risen against their conquerors 
the Spaniards. It was on this occasion 
that Don Alonso Ercilla wrote his epic 
poem, entitled, Araucana, from the 
name of that barbarous country, Ma- 
drid, 1632, 2 vol. 12mo. This work 
has fire, elevation, new and bold 
thoughts, but little taste or invention; 
nor has its author observed the rules of 
epic poetry. | 

ERERUS, son of Chaos and Night, 
metamorphosed into a river, and pre- 
cipitated into hell, for having assisted 
the giants. 

ERECTHEUS VI. king of Athens, 
succeeded Pandion about 1423 A. C. 
and reigned so years His daughter, 
Orinthia, was carried away by Boreas, 
a native of Thrace, three vears before 
Fumalpus instituted the rites of Ceres 
at Eleusis, Cecrops, his son, succeeded 
him. 

ERESICHTHON, a Thessalian, who, 


according to the fable, having cut 


down a grove consecrated to _,C2res, 
was punished by that goddess_wzrh 
such a raving. hunger, that he was 
forced to prostitute his daughter, Metra, 
for his subsistence, and afterwards 
gnawed his own arms, and died mad. 
v. METRA ERHARD, v. LUNDOR- 
PIUS. 

ERIC, or HENRY, the name of 14 
kings of Sweden; the most celebrated 
among whom is Eric, son of Gustavus . 
and Catherine of Saxony. He ascended 
the throne 1560, and was engaged in 
un unsuccessful War. John and Charles, 
his brothers, rose against him, with 
the principal nobility of Sweden 1568, 
besieged him in Stockholm, took and 
shut him up in prison, and John was 
proclaimed king by the unanimous 
consent ot the grandees, and all orders 
of the state. 

ERIC (Peter) commander of a Ve- 
netian fleet on the Adriatic sea, 1584, 
who took a ship in which the bashaw 
of Tripoli's widow was going to Con- 
stantinople, with eight hundred thou- 
sand crowns. Eric seized the booty, 
Killed 2:0 men who were in the ves- 
sel, stabbed the widow's son in her 
arms, and, after causing 40 women, 
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ber attendants, to be violated, had 
them cut to pieces, and thrown into 
the sea, This cruelty did not, how. 
ever, remain unpunished; the senate 
of Venice condemned Eric to be be. 
headed, and restored all the booty 
which he had taken to the Sultan. 

ERICHTONIUS, fourth King of 
Athens, son of Vulcan. Minerva en- 
closed him a basket, which she gave 
the daughters of Cecrops to keep, for. 
bidding them to open it ; but they dis. 
obeyed her orders. Erichtonius $uc. 
ceeded Amphictyon about 1513 A C. 
instituted the Panathenaic games, in 
honour of Minerva, and reigned zo 
years. It is said, that this King's legs 
being twisted like serpents, he invent- 
ed chariots to hide the deformity, by 
showing only half his body. Pandion 
Succeeded him. | 

ERIGENA, v. SCOTUS. 

ERIGONE, daughter of Icarus, Who 
hung herself in despair on hearing of 
her father's death. Jupiter, according 
to the fable, rewarded her piety, by 
placing her in heaven as the constel- 
lation Virgo. She was beloved by 
Bacchns, who seduced her 1a the form 
of a bunch of grapes. 

ERINNA, a Grecian lady in the time 
of Sappho, whose verses may be found 
with those of Anyta. 

ERITHRAAUS (Jnus Nicius) v. 
ROSSI. 

ERIZZO (Paul) governor of Negro- 
pont, who surrendered himself to the 
Turks, on a promise that his life should 
be saved; but Mahomet II. without 
any regard to the capitulation, ordered 
him to be sawn in two; and beheaded 
Anne, the daughter of Erizzo, himself, 
because she would not consent to his 
will. This was in 1489. 

ERIZZO (Sebastian) a noble Vene- 
tian, who held several offices in the 
republic, and died 1535, He left a 
Treatize en Medals, Venice, 1559 4to.; 
Nevels in Six Days, Venice, 1567, 4to; 
Trattato della via inventrice, e dell iuitru- 
mento de gli Antichi, Venice, 1554, 4to. 

ERKIVINS, of Stemback, architect 
of the famous tower at Strasburg; he 
died 1305, The tower was not finished 
till 1449. 

ERLACH, a family of Switzerland, 
first of the six noble families of Bern; 
distinguished for its ancient nobility, 
and the eminent men it has produced. 

Among 
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Among other illustrious persons of this 
family, we may reckon Ulric d'Erlach, 
Knight, and captain general of the 
Bernese, who at the battle of Tonner- 
buhel, 1298, defeated the nobility 
jeagned against Bern. Rodolphus 
A' Frlach, knight, and captain general 
of the Bernese, who had the like 
success at the battle of Laupen, 1338, 
against the army of the nobles leagued 
for the same purpose; and John Louis 
d' Erlach, lieutenant general of the 
French troops, governor of Brisac, colo— 
nel of several regiments of German 
infantry and cavalry, to whom Louis 
XIII. was indebted for the acquisition 
of Brisac 1639, and Louis XIV. in part 
for the victory of Lens, 1648, and the 
preservation of his army, 1649, in 
which year that prince entrusted him 
with the general command of, his troops 
on-ihe vicomte de Turenne's defection : 
d' Erlach died at Brisac, January 26, 
1650, aged 55. The king had a short 
time before appointed him his first 
plenepotentiary at the congress of 
Nuremburg, and was preparing to re- 
ward the services of this great general, 
by the most distinguished military 
honours, when he heard that a sudden 
death had abridged his days. 

EROPE, wife of Atrens, who being 
seduced by Thyestes, had two children, 
which Atreus made Thyestes himself 
eat at a feast. 

EROPU'S, Arens, son of Philip J. 
king of Macedon, who ascended the 
throne while a child. The people of 
Ilyria, willing to take advantage of 
his minority, attacked and defeated the 
Macedonians; but they showing the 
young King at the. head of his army, 
this sight so animated the soldiers that 
they conquered in their turn, about 
602, A. C. Eropus reigned near 35 
years. 

ERPENIUS, or D'ERP (Thomas) 
born 1584 at Goreum. He acquired 
great knowledge of languages, travelled 
over France, England, Germany, and 
Italy, and on his return to his native 
country, was appointed professor of 
Arabic, and other Oriental languages, 
in the University of Leyden, where he 
died, November 13, 1624. He had 
been married, and had seven children, 
Erpenius left an excellent Arabic Gram- 
mar, Leyden, 1636, 1656, and 1748, 4to. 
also Hebrew and Chaldee Grammars. 
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It is said the king of Morocco so much 
admired the Arabic letters which Erpe- 
nius wrote to him in the name of the 
United Provinces, that he was never 
tired of reading or showing them to 
those whose native language was 
Arabic. 7 

ERYCEIRA (Fernando de Meneses 
Count d') born 1614, at Lisbon. He 
was counsellor at war, gentleman of 
the bedchamber to the infant Don 
Pedro, and counsellor of state. He 
wrote an history of Tangier 172, fol; 
an history of Portugal from 1640, to 
1657, 2 vol. fol.; the Lite of John L 
King of Portugal. | 

ERYCEIRA (Francis Wir de Me. 
neses Count d') great gramdson of the 
preceding, born 1672, at Lisbon. He 
distinguished himself in the army, and 
obtained in 1735, the title of colonel 
general, and connsellor of war; he was 
also member of several academies. He 
died 1743. The following are known 
to be his works; Memoirs repetting the 
Coins of Portugal, 1738, 4to.; Refieftions 
on Academical Studies; the Henriade, with 
remarks, 1741, 4to. 

ERYPHILE, v. AMPHIARAUS. 

ERYTROPILUS (Rupert) a learned 
Lutheran divine, in the 17th century, 
minister at Hanover, author of a me- 
thodical commentary on the History of 
the Passion, and of Catena Aurea in Hare 
moniam Hvungelic. 4to. 

ESACUS, son of Priam and Alixothoe, 
who was so passionately in love with 
the nymph Hesperia, that he quitted 
Troy to follow her. His mistress being 
Killed by a serpent, Esacus threw him- 
self into the sea, and was changed 
into a serpent by Thetis. 

ESAR-HADDON, or ESAR-AD DON. 
son of Sennacherib; succeeded his 
father about 710, A. C. united the 
Kingdoms of Nineveh and Babylon, 
made himself master of Asoth, and all 
Syria, and sent a colony into Samaria. 
His generals took King Manasseh, whom 
they carried to Babylon in chains. 
Esar-haddon died after reigning 42 
years, and was succeeded by Saodus- 
chin. | | 

ESCALE, v. SCALA. 

ESCALIN (Anthony) a celebrated 
captain of the 16th century, born at the 
town of la Garde in Dauphiny, of an 
obscure family. He rose by his genius 
and courage, signalized himself on 

several 
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several occasions, and was ambassador 
from king Francis I. to the Porte, 1542. 
Escalin afterwards purchased the ba- 
rony of la Garde, and was appointed 
general of the Gallies; acquired great 
reputation by sea and land; and died 
at his barony, May 30, 1578, aged 80. 
Historians frequently call him Captain 
Paulin, Poulin, or Polen, which was the 
name he bore before his elevation. 
ESCHINES, schine, a celebrated 
orator, the rival of Demosthenes; born 
at Athens, 397, A. C. He accused 
Ctesippon, that great orator's friend, 
who had proposed that a crown of gold 
should be decreed to him; but Demos- 
thenes defended his friend's cause, and 
procured Eschines to be banished from 
Athens, who then retired to Rhodes, 
taught rhetorick there, and from thence 
went to Samos, where he died. The 
eloquence of Eschines was so much 
admired, that the Greeks gave the 
names of the three graces to his three 
_ orations, and those of the nine muses 
to his epistles. They may be found in 
the Greek orators, published by Aldus, 
Venice, 1513, 3 tom. fol. and in the 
Demosthenes of 1604. There is a 
French translation by M. Auger, with 
Demosthenes, Paris, 1777, 4 tom. in 5 
volt. 8vo. Eschines is not equal to 
Demosthenes in strength, and loftiness 
of style, but excels him in copiousness, 
ornament, and ' flowery expressions. 
He must be distinguished from several 
others of the same name, mentioned 
by Diogenes Laertius; and among 
them from a philosopher of whom we 
have some d:atogues, with notes by le 
Clerc, -imiterdam 1711, 8vo. joined to 
the authors Cum Netis wariorumy v. 
ASCHINES. a 
ESCHYLVUS, or AZSCHYLUS, a very 
celebrated tragic poet, born about $25, 
A. C. of an illustrious family in Attica. 
He distinguished himself by his courage 
at the memorable battles of Marathon, 
Salamis, and Platea; and furnished 
the theatre with a great number of 
tragedies, which were universally ap- 
plauded by the Greeks. In the latter 
part of his life. Sophocles having won 
from him the tragic prize, he withdrew 
to Hiero king of Syracuse, who was 
his particular friend, and is said to 
have been Killed in the fields by an 
eagle, who mistab ing his bald head for 
the point of a; rock, let fall a tortaise

Eschylus is con- 
sidered by the ancients as the principal 
author of tragedy ; he first introduced 
Interlocutors upon the stage, with the 
mask, and Pui&/n, His style is grand, 
Sublime, vehement, and his expressions 
so terrible, that as the Scholiasts relate, 
several children were frightened to 
death in the theatre, at the first repre. 
sentation of his Furies, and some preg- 
nant women fell into labour, 

ESCOBAR DE MENDOZA (Antho- 
nv) a ſesuit, and celebrated casuist, 
author of a system of Moral Theology, 
Lyss, 1663, 7 tom. fol. ; Commentaries 
on the Holy Scriptures, Lyons, 1667, 
9 tom. fol. and other works. He was 
a Spaniard, and died July 4. 1669, aged 
above So. It is this author's theology 
which Paschal ridicules in his provin- 
cial letters. He must be distinguished 
from Francis d*Escobar, a native of 
Valencia in Spain, who lived in the 
middle of the 16th century, and left a 


some other Spanish authors of the same 
name. 

ESCOBAR (NMarine. d') foundress oc 
the recollection of St. Bridget, in Spain, 
born, February 8, 1554, at Valadolid, 
and died in great reputation for sanc- 
tity, June 9, 1633. Father du Pont, 
her confessor, left memoirs of this vir- 
gin at his death, which have been 
printed in Spanish, fol. and are very 
dene. 

ESCOBAR (Bartholomew) a pious 
and learned Jesuit, born 15 58, at Seville, 
of a noble and ancient family, who was 
possessed of great wealth, and employed 
it all in works of charity, His zeal 
carried him to the Indies, where he 
took the religious habit, and at Limz, 
1524. His works are, Conciones quadra- 
geiimales, et de Adventu, fol.; De Feitis 
Domini, fol.; Sermones de Historiis Sacre 
Script. 

ESCOUBLEAU (Francis d') better 
known by the title of Cardinal de S- 


disy 
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#is, son of Francis d' Escoubleau, marquis 
d' Alluie, of a noble and ancient family. 
He distinguished himself by his merit, 
gained the esteem of Henry IV. who 
obtained a cardinal's hat for him 1595, 
and he was appointed archbishop of 
Bourdeaux the year following. Cardinal 
de Sourdis held a provincial council, 
1624, at which he displayed great zeal 
for ecclesiastical discipline he governed 
his diocese wisely, and died at Bour- 
Jeaux, February 8, 1628, aged 58. 
ESCOUBLEAU (Henry d') de Sour- 
dis, brother of the preceding, who suc- 
ceeded him in the archbishoprick, and 
had the famous dispute with the duke 
d'Espernon. After mutual accusations 
had passed between them of failure in 
the respect due from each to the other, 
the duke more bold than the arch- 
bishop, ordered his guards to stop his 
coach; the archbishop alighted imme- 
diately, excommunicated the guards, 
and summoned the principal eccle- 
siasticks of the city, to meet at his 
episcopal palace, and consider of means 
to fulminate his censures. Espernon 
less alarmed than irritated, at the idea 
of this assembly, caused the palace to 
be surrounded that it might be pre- 
vented; the archbishop immediately 
tan out, crying, Help, help, my people, the 
church is inzulted; while Espernon walk - 
ing up to him, struck him three or 
four times on the stomach with his fist, 
and threw off his hat with his cane, 
the archbichop in the mean time 
said, Strike, tyrant strite, thy Blomus are 
flowers ts me, thou art excommunicated, 
This strange affair was nosooner known 
at court, than Espernon was interdicted 
the exercise of all his offices till he 
zhould be absolved. His pardon was 
obtained by powerful friends, but on 
very hard terms for so haughty a spirit; 
he was compelled to resign his govern- 
ment of the three bishopricks, to write 
a very submissive letter to the arch- 
dishop, and receive on his Knees a 
Sharp and Severe reprimand which he 
gave him previous to granting absolu- 
tion, before the great church of Coutras, 
where he was confined. The mayor 
and jurats of Rourdeaux, and 25 presi- 
dents and counseMors were present, and 
drew up a verbal process of the affair. 
Sourdis died 1645, with the character 
of a better courtier than prelate. 
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ESCRIVA (Francis) a learned Jesuit 
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of Valencia, eminent for his humility 
piety, and devotional works, died i617, 
aged 87. He left a treatise d. quatucy 
Nowissimis, in Spanish, Palencia, 1604, 
4to. which is much valued; Discur, 
de Obligationibus Stats; URIKSCUJUSTUC, 
ESCULAPIUS, god of physic, ac- 
cording to the fable, son of Apollo and 
the Nymph Coronis, He was educated 
by Chiron the Centaur, who taught 
him physic, by which science he cured 
the most desperate diseases; but Jupiter, 
offended at his having restored Hip, 
polytus to life, killed him with a_ 
thunder bolt. Escculapius left two sons, 
Machaon and Podaliritus; and two 
daughters, Hygeia and Jaso. The 
heathens honoured him as a God; re- 
presented him with a stick in his hand, 
entwined withserpents, and consecrated 
the cock, goat, and crow to him. He 
had a celebrated temple at Epidaurus, 
and another at Rome, in an island 
formed by the Tiber. Esculapius is said 
to have invented the art of drawing 
teeth, and Clifton asserts that we are 
indebted to him for clinical physic, or 
the custom of visiting the sick in bed, 
for the purpose of curing them. 
ESDRAS, son of Saraias, and priest 
of the Jews during their captivity. -He 
gained the esteem of Artaxerxes Longi- 
manus, who sent him to Jerusalem with 
rich gifts for the temple, which had 
been rebuilt under Zerubbabel; ordered 
the governors of the neighbouring 
provinces to furnish every thing neccs- 
sary to the splendour of the divine 
worship, and to exempt the priests 
from public taxes. Esdras arrived at 
Jerusalem, 467, A. C. persuaded the 
Jews to put away their idolatrous 
wives, whom they had married con- 
trary to the law of God; dedicated the 
city and read the book of the law before 
the people who were assembled. It 
Was he who collected and revised the 
books which form the canon of Scrip- 
ture; St. Jerome adds, that he intro- 
duced the Chaldee character to the 
Jews, leaving the ancient character to 
the Samaritans; but this opinion has 
its difficulties. However Esdras zea- 
lously regulated all that concerned the 
Jewish worship, and the canonical 
books, for which the Hebrews called 
him the Prince of the Doctors of the Law. 
He wrote the first of the four books 
which bear his name; it is written 
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partly in Hebrew and partly in Chaldee. 
The second was composed by Nehe— 
miah; the other two are not canonical. 
Some authors ascribe the two books of 
Chronicles to Esdras. 

ESOP, an author celebrated for his 


| fables, a native of Phrygia according 


to the most common opinion. He was 
born a slave, and sold to Xanthus of 
the isle of Samos, and afterwards to 
Id mon, or Iadmon, a philosopher, who 
had at that time the famous courtesan 
Rhodope also among his slaves. Esop 
tinding that his mean birth prevented 
his having credit and authorit7 enough 
to instruct the people by grave and 
moral sentences, as the Grecians 
then did, thought it his duty to try 
another method, and applied himself 
to the composition of ingenious, useful, 
and agreeable fables, which. gained 
him greatreputationthroughout Greece, 
Tadmon gave him his treedom, as a 


reward for his services, talents, and 


virtue; being ashamed to Keep a man 
in slavery who was worthy to rule, 
The fame of Esop's Wisdom reaching 
the ears of Cræsus, that prince sent for 
him to his court, and engaged him by 
his favours to continue there as long as 
he lived. In this situation Esop con- 


verscd with Solon and the other sages 


of Greece; and showed there much 
more politeness, and respect for the 
princes, than those great philosophers 
did. He went to Athens in the time 
of Pisistratus, and found himself again 
with the seven Grecian sages, at the 
rt of Periander tyrant of Corinth. 
eturning to Sardis, Cresus sent him 
to Delphos to offer magnificent sacri- 
fices to Apoilo, and distribute four 
ming in silver to each citizen. Esop 
Observing that the arable lands about 


Delphos lay fallow, reproached its in- 


habitants wih their idleness, and sent 
the _— remained after the 
Sacrifice, back to Sardis. This $0 ir- 
ritated the Delphians, that they threw 
im from the top of a rock, under 
pretence of his having stolen a gold cup 
consecrated to Apollo, which they had 
hidden among his baggage, as he was 
returning to Crasus. All Greece la- 
mented the death of this great man, 
and the Athenians erected a magnilicent 
Statue to his memory. It is commonly 
believed, on the testimony of Planudes, 
that Esop was the most ill made and 


palace hall are among his performances; 
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deformed object that ever lived, any 
so tongue tied that he could har] 
speak; but no ancient author describes 
him so, or reproaches him with any 
Kind of deformity; on the contrary it 
appears that Esop had a fine natural 
genius, great fondness and taste for 
music, and was the most polished ph. 
losopher of his time; besides, the life 
of Esop written by Planudes is with 
such ridiculous puerile stories, as de- 
Serve no Kind of credit. Socrates 
during his imprisonment turned Esop's 
Fables into verse, but this work is lost. 
The collection we have, which was 
published by Planudes, does not appear 
to have been written by Esop; it con- 
tains some fables which- are older than 
his time, and the ancients quote some 
as Ezop's, which are not in this collec. 
tion, The edition of Plantinus, 1565, 
I6bto. is esteemed; also that by Aldus 
with the other fabulists, Venice, 1 505, 
fol.; of Oxford 1718, Svo. Francfori 
1610, Svo. 

ESO (Claudius) the most celebrated 
tragic actor among the Romans, about 
85, A. C. He compleated Cicero in tlie 
art of declamation, and died very rich, 
though he had lived in a very expen- 
sive way. | 

ESPAGNANDEL (Matthew TI) a 
celebrated sculptor, who lived at. the 
end of the 17th century, and though a 
protestant, embellished severalchurches 
in Paris. The altar piece of the Pre- 
monstratenses, and of the chapel in the 


there are also some excellent works of 
his in the park of Versailles. 
ESPAGNE (John d') a learned mini- 
ster of the French church at London, in 
the 17th century, author of several 
works published at Gencva, 1670, 3 vol. 
and at the Hague, 1674, 2 vol. 12m0. 
The most esteemed among them 1s 
entitled, Erreurs populatres wr les Point 
genoraux qui concernent ; Intelligence de 44 
Religion. He freely censures the cate- 
chism of Calvin, 
ESPAGNE (Charles d') grandson of 
Ferdinand de la Carda, $on in law of 
St. Louis, who having the misfortune 
to lose his grandfather, eldest son of 
Alphonso X. king of Castile, before 
his great grandfather was excluded 
from the kingdom, to which Sancho 
second son of Alphonso X. succeeded. 
This disinhérited family settled in 
Frangęe, 
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France, where Charles enjoyed the 
advantages of royal favour as well as 
high birth. King John having given 
him the constable's sword 1 350, though 
he had not merited it by any services, 
encreased the enemies his pride had 
already created. Charles he Bad, King 
of Navarre, suspecting that Charles 
d'Espagne dissuaded King John from 
restoring the lands which he claimed, 
caused him to be murdered in his bed, 
January 6, 1354, at his castle of I Aigle 
in Normandy. The murderer escaped 
punishment through some excuses long 
Solicited. | 
ESPAGNE (Lewis d') elder brother 
of the preceding, and admiral of France, 
in which capacity he was sent to assist 
Charles de Blois, who was contending 
for Bretany with John de Montfort, the 
latter being supported by the English. 
Lewis d' Espagne took several towns 
there, but besieging Quimperle by sea, 
the English dispersed his fleet, and he 
was forced to escape in a fishing boat; 
which so enraged him that he compelled 
Charles de Blois, who was besieging 
Hennebond, to deliver up two English 
officers to him, that, by beheading 
them in sight of the besieged, he might 
revenge himself on the whole nation, 
bythe death of these unhappy wretches. 
Charles de Blois was forced to comply, 
though with great reluctance, but the 
besieged found means to deliver them; 
they made a sortie from a quarter at 
some distance from that where. they 
kept; all ran to the attack, and in the 
mean time part of the garrison carried 
them off without difficulty, Lewis 
soon after put to sea again still threat- 
ening revenge, but his fleet was again 
dispersed; he was living 1351. His 
only son was murdered by order of 
Peter the Cruel, 1357, and left no 
children. 
ESPAGNE (the cardinal d') v. MEN- 
DOZA. 
ESPAGNET (Jobn d') president of 
the parliament of Bourdeaux. He was 
attached to the new philosophy, and 
gave the public proofs of his progress 
in it by his Enchiridian Physica reititutæ, 
et Arcanum Philosophiz liermeticæ, Paris, 
1623, Svo. translated into French under 
the title of La Philosophie ritablie en $a 
Purete naturelle, &c. Paris, 1651, 8vo. 
He also published an old MS entitled, 
Le Rosier des Guerres, to which he added 
VOL, 11, ; : 
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a treatise of his own, ur Þ Institution d'un 

jeune Prince, Paris 1616, $vo. It had 
been printed in 1523, fol. a more ample 
edition than that of 1616. 

ESPAGNOLET (Joseph Ribera, sur- 
named I') an eminent Spanish painter, 
born, 1589, at Xativa. He studied the 
style of Michael Angelo de Caravaggio, 
but excelled him in correctness of draw- 
ing. Born in poverty, he bore the 
miseries of that state a long time, which 
induced a cardinal to take him to his 
house, and to supply his wants liberally; 
but Espagnolet finding that this change 
of fortune made him indolent, quitted 
the cardinal's palace abruptly, that he 
might recover his taste for painting. 
He became first painter to the viceroy 
of Naples, knight of Christ, and mem- 
ber of St. Luke's academy at Rome; 
amassed great riches, and died at 
Naples, 1656. The subjects of his 
pictures are generally terrible, and full 
of horrors; his heads have great expres- 
sion, and most of his drawings are de- 
termined by a delicate and masterly 
stroke of the pen; he also engraved in 
aqua fortis. 

ESPARRON (Charles d' Arcussia 
Vicomte d') a gentleman whose whole 
amusement was Falconry, on which he 
wrote a treatise much esteemed, Rowen 
1644. 4to. He was 64 in 1598. 

ESPEN (Zeger-Bernard Nan) born 
July 9, 1646, at Louvain, where he 
took a doctor of law's degree in 1675, 
and taught with reputation in the col- 
lege of Pope Adrian IV. He lost his 
Sight at 65 by a cataraR, but recovered 
it two years after from being couched, 
His attachment to Port- Royal, his op- 
position to the bull Unigenitus, and his 
approbation of the consecration of M. 
Steenoven, archbichop of Utrecht, 
which he treated as catholics, embit- 
tering the close of his life, he was 
obliged to retire to Maestricht, and 
from thence to Amersfort, where he 
died October 2, 1728, aged $3. Espen's 
best work is his Fus Ecclesasticum 
Univerwm, in which he discovers great 
knowledge of ecclesiastical discipline, 
both ancient and modern, Luwa'n,

ESPENCE (Claudius de) a celebrated 


doctor of the Sorbonne, born 1511 at 


Chaldns-sur-Marne, of a noble and 
ancient family, He was rector of the 
University of Paris, and employed in 
ecclesiastical affairs by cardinal de 
Lorraine, who took him to Rome 1555, 
where pope Paul IV. conceived $0 high 
an esteem for him that he had thoughts 


of making him a cardinal. D*Espence 


assisted by order of his majesty at a 
conference of divines at Melun, was at 
the states of Orleans in 1560, and at 
the colloquy of Poissy 1561, died 1571, 
at Paris, aged 60. He left commenta- 
ries in Latin, on St. Paul's Epistle to 
Timothy and Titus: a Treatise on 
Clandestine Marriages; and other 
works on Continence, the Adoration 
of the Eucharist, and the Mass, Paris, 
1619, fol. Some sermons and contro- 
versial pieces in French; they are all 
written with dignity. 

ESPERIENTE (Philip Callimaco) 
born at St. Gimignano, in the states of 
Florence, of the noble and illustrious 
family of Buonaccorti. He went to 
Rome in the pontificate of Pius II. and 
formed an academy there with Pompo- 
nius Lztus, all the members of which 
took Latin, or Greek names, and 
Buonaccorti chose that of Callimaco, but 
the surname of Esperiente, was given 
him from his great experience in pub- 
lic affairs. Paul II. fancying this 
academy concealed some pernicious 
mystery, prosecuted its members with 
the utmost rigour, which obliged Es- 
periente to retire into Poland, where 
king Casimir ITI. entrusted him with 
the education of his children, appointed 
him his secretary some time after, and 
sent him as ambassador to Constantino- 
ple, Vienna, Venice, and Rome, $uc- 
cessively. After Esperiente returned 
to Poland his house took fire, by which 
his furniture, library, and several writ- 
ings were consumed, which gave him 
great concern, He died at Craco, 1496, 
leaving Hist. de lis qu a Venetis tentata 
zunt Persis et Tartaris contra Turcas 
movendis, &c. 1533, 4t0.; Attila, 4to. or 
an history of that King of the Huns.

St. Luc was appointed grand master of 
the artillery, and was Killed at the 
siege of Amiens 1597. 
ESPINAY (Timoleon d') de St. Luc 
served under Louis XIII. against the 
Calvinists, as vice admiral. He defeated 
the Rochelle fleet, and drove M. de 
Soubise from the isle of Re, which 
gained him the marechal's staff, 1628, 
He died 1644. The male line of this 
family ended in his grandson Francis 
d*Espinay, 1694. 
ESPRIT (James) counsellor of state, 
and member of the French academy, 
into which he was admitted 1639. He 
was born 1611, at Beziers, and died 
1678, at Paris, leaving two daughters 
married, He left the fathers of the 
oratory, to attach himself to Mad. de 
Longueville, and M. le Prince de Conti. 
Esprit left Paraphrases de quelgues 
Peaumes, Lettres, and a book de /a 
Faussete des Vertus humaines, 2 vol. 12m0. 
which is merely a commentary on the 
duke de la Rochefoucault. He had a 
brother who continued in the eccle- 
siastical profession, author of Maxime: 
pelitiques mites en vers 1717, and some

ESSE', v. MONTALEMBERT. 
ESSEX (Robert d'Evreux, earl of) an 
Irichman, of a Norman family; who 
gained the favour of queen Elizabeth 
by his great politeness. The queen

walking in a garden, came to a muddy 
lace, upon Which Essex immediately 
pulled off his cloke which was trimmed 
with gold, and spread it under her feet, 
which gallantry Elizabeth was much 
charmed with. Essex had a noble and 
pleasing person, and appeared with 
great distinction at court. The queen, 
who was then 58, entertained a par- 
tiality for him which her age secured 
from all suspicion; she appointed him 
grand master of the artillery, Knight of 
the garter, and privy counsellor, | In 
1599 the earl of Essex was sent against 
the rebels in Ireland, with an army of 
20000 men, whom he suffered to perish; 
the queen then withdrew her favour, 
expelled him from the council, and 
forbade him the court, Essex exas- 
perated, conspired against his benefac- 
tress, thinking he should be assisted by 
ames of Scotland in dethroning her; 
but he had deceived himself, was 
arrested and beheaded 2601, and died 
unpitied, his vanity having alienated 
all the courtiers. Elizabeth signed the 
warrant for his execution. He was $0 
devoted to the ancient chivalry, that he 
always wore a glove of the queen's in 
his hat, which has given ample scope 
to the writers of romauce for embellish- 
ing his history. 

ESTAMPES (James) better known 
dy the name of Marechal de la Ferte- Im- 
baut, knight of the King's orders, 
marechal of France, and lieutenant 
general of the Orleanese, &c. He was 
zon of Claudius d*Estampes, captain of 
the French body guards of Francis de 
France, duke d' Alengon, descended 
from an ancient and noble family, ori- 
ginally of Berri, which has produced 
many great men. He bore arms from 
his youth, signalized himself in various 
battles and sieges; was sent ambassador 
to England 1641; appointed marechal 
of France, January 5, 1651, and died 
at his castle of Mauny, near Rouen, 
May 20, 1668, aged 78. 
ESTAMPES-V ALENCAY (Achilles 
d') a celebrated cardinal; and grand- 
croix of Malta, son of John d'Estampes 
Valengay; of the same family as the 
preceding; born at Tours, July 5, 1593. 
He went early into the army; com- 
manded at the siege of Rochelle as 
vice-admiral; and, on the reduction of 
that place, was made colonel, Being 
afterwards appointed general of the 
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gallies of Malta, he displayed extraor- 
dinary courage at the taking of the 

island of St. Maura, and in the Archi- 

pelago. Sometime after this, pope 

Urban VIII. sent for him to Rome, 

that he might assist the church in the 

affair between his holiness and the 

duke of Parma. He was extremely 

well received there, appointed general 

of the armies of the Holy See under 

cardinal Anthony Barbarini, and created 

cardinal December 14, 1643, as a re- 

ward for his services in this fortunate. 
expedition. Cardinal d'Estampes vi- 

gorously maintained the interests of 
France against the Spanish ambassador, 
and died ſuly 7, 1646, aged 53. He 
was a brave, resolute, enterprising 
man, and could as easily execute, as 
plan the most difficult undertakings. 

ESTAMPES (the duchess d'). v. 
PISSELEU. 

ESTE, an illustrious Italian family, 
of which was Albert, marquis of Fer- 
rara, in 1400. Nicholis III. who after 
murdering Otta da Torsi, lord of Placen 
Za, united that place to his dominions, 
and died 1441, leaving his inheritance 
to his natural son Lionel, though he 
had two legitimate children. Lionel 
dying 1450 without issue, was succeeded 
by his brother Borso, a bastard also, to 
the prejudice of his legitimate brothers; 
but his uncommon merit secured him 
from enemies; he was created duke of 
Modena by Frederick III. and died 
1471. He left a legitimate son, named 
Nicholas ; but Hercules, legitimate heir 
of Nicholas III. recovered the patri- 
mony of his ancestors, and died 1505. 
Alphonso I. Hercules II. and Alphonso 
II. succeeded him; but the latter dying 
without children 1597, the pope united 
Ferrara to the Holy See, and Cæsar 
d'Este son of a natural brother of Her- 
cules II, was duke of Modena, He 
died 1628, and his descendants have 
continued to possess the dukedom of 
Modena, v. ALPHONSO. 

ESTHER, niece, or rather cousin 
german of Mordecai, a jour of the tribe 
of Benjamin, who dwelt at Susa. She 
married Ahasuerus after that prince 
had put away Vashti his first wife; 
and saved the life of Mordecai, and all 
the Jews, whom Haman the King's 
favorite wanted to destroy, because 
Mordecai would not bow the knee to 
him. The Jews instituted the feast of

Purim, for a perpetual memorial and 


thanksgiving for this deliverance. 
v. AHASUERUS. There was another 
Jewess named Esther in the 14th cen- 
tury, concubine to Casimir III. the 
Great, king of Poland, which prince 
being fond of wine and women, this 
new Ester obtained very great privileges 


trom him, for the Jews in Poland and 


Lithuania; as the ancient Esther had 
done from her ligitimate husband 
Ahasuerus. 

ESTIUS (William) a celebrated di- 
vine of Gorcum, descended from the 
ancient family of Este; who took a 
doRor's degree at Louvain, 1580. He 


taught at Douay sometime after with 


great reputation; was provost of St. 
Peter's church, and chancellor of the 
University in that city; where he died, 
September 20, 1613, aged 72. His 
principal works are, Commentaries on 
St. Paul's Epistles, Rowen, 1709, 2 vol. 
fol. a System of Theology, or Commen- 
taries on the Sentences of Peter Lom- 
bard, Paris, 1696, 2 vol. fol. notes on 
the difficult passages of the holy scrip- 
tures, Douay, 1628, fol. a 
ESTOILE (Peter de l') grand audi- 
encier in chancery, died 1611; the 
journal of Henry III. 1744, 5 vol. Svo. 
and that of Henry IV. 1744, 4 vol. Svo. 
were taken from his writings. These 
editions have been published by Messrs. 
Secousse and Longlet du Fresnoy ; 
Messrs. Godefroi had published them 
before at Brussels, under the name of 
Cologn; with the title of Journal 
d Henri III. 4 vol. Svo.; and Memoires 
Pour tervir à { Histoire de France, 1719, 
2 vol. $vo. These memoirs are scarce, 
and much sought after by the curious, 
as Several particulars are omitted in 
the new edition of them, published 
1744 
ESTOILES (Claudius de l') seign. 
du Saussay, a native of Paris, son of the 
preceding; one of the original members 
of the French academy, much esteemed 
by cardinal de Richelieu. He died 
1652, leaving some theatrical pieces, 
La Belle Exclave; Þ Intrigue des Filoux ; 
some odes in the Recueil des Pectes 
Frangois, 1692, 5 vol. lz mo. 
ESTOUTEVILLE (Willag d') arch- 
bishop of Rouen; a celebrated cardinal, 
son of John d' Estouteville, descended 
from a noble and ancient family of 
Normandy. He was employed in im- 
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portant commissions under Charles VII. 
and Louis XI. reformed the university 
of Paris, was a great supporter of the 
pragmatick sanction, and patronized 
the learned. Cardinal d'Estouteville 
was dean of the cardinals, and died at 
Rome, December 22, 1483, aged $0. 

ESTRADES (Godefroi comte d') 
marechal of France, governor of Dun. 
kirk, and viceroy of America, He 
served under prince Maurice in Holland, 
and was sent to England as ambassador 
extraordinary, 1661, where he zealously 
maintained the rights of the French. 
King against the Spanishambassador, 


V ho endeavoured to take the&place from 


him, v. AUBUSSON. He concluded 
the treaty of Breda 1662, and was em- 
ployed in many other important nego- 
ciations. He died February 26, 1686, 
aged 79. An abridgement of his 
memoirs was published at the Hague, 
1743, in 9 vol. 12mo.; the originals 
are in 22 vol. fol. John Aimon, an 
apostate priest, stole some of them 
from the King's library, which he 
Shortened and published at Amsterdam 
1709. | 
ESTREES, a noble French family, 
known about the middle of the 15th 
century, which has produced several 
great men; among others Estrees 
(John) grand master of the French 
artillery, and one of the best captains 
of his age. He was at first page to 
queen Ann of Bretany, and afterwards 
did essential services to king Francis I. 
and Henry II. It was he who first 
began to form the artillery of France 
upon a better plan. John C'Estrees was 
at the taking of Calais 1558, and is 
said to have been the first gentleman 
in Picardy, who embraced the reformed 
religion; he died in a very-advanced 
age in 1567. Anthony his son, was 
grand master of the artillery, and 
father of Gabrielle d'Estrees, 
ESTREES (Gabrielle d') a lady wha 
possessed the most enchanting beauty, 
Joined to such qualities of head and 
heart, as were capable of enslaving 
those who were most guarded against 
female charms. Henry IV. amidst all 
the embarrassments of civil war, could 
not resist the force of her attractions. 
He saw her first in 1591, at the castle 
of Cæuvres, where she lived with her 
father. Whatever sentiments Gabrielle 
might entertain for Henry, she had too 
much 
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much respect for her parent, to return 
his passion; 80 that he saw no way to 
remove this obstacle, but by marrying 
the lady to Nicholas d' Amerval, sieur 
de Liancourt, from whom she was 
parted in December, 1594. Henry 
found means to prevent the cohabita- 
tion of the sieur de Liancourt and his 
wife, for she had been delivered of a 
son in June, 1594, (Cæsar duke de 
Vendome) whom the king owned as 
his. v. VENDOME. He raised the 
lands of Beaufort to a duchy for his 
mistress, and not satisfied with this, 
and all the marks of tenderness he had 
lavisched upon her, by the legitimate 
titles given to her children, he was 
disposed to marry her. The duchess 
hoping to obtain a sentence from the 
pope for dissolving Henry's marriage 
with Margaret de Valois, had encou- 


razed his inclination of returning to the 


catholic church; but all these projects 
were destroyed by her unexpected 
death, on Easter=eve, August 10, 1599. 
The apoplexy of which $he died dis- 
' figured her face so much, as to cause 
suspicion of poison. Besides Cæsar 
above mentioned, she had Alexander; 
and Catherine Henrietta, who married 
the duke d'Elbœuf. Gabrielle d'Estrées 
had a brother, named 

ESTRE'ES (Francis Annibal d') duke, 
peer, and marechal of France, born 
1573, who firs: chose the ecclesiastical 
profession, and was appointed bishop 
of Laon by Henry IV. but quitted his 
bishopric to go into the army. He 
signalized himself on several occasions; 
assisted the duke of Mantua, took 
Treves, and was ambassador extraordi- 
nary at Rome, where he maintained the 
glory and interests of the French crown, 
with great honour, and judgement, 
He died May 5, 1670, aged 98, leaving 
memoirs respecting the regency of 
Mary de Medicis; an account of the 


conclave in which pope Gregory XV. 


was elected 1621, and another of the 
Siege of Mantua 1630. The whole in 
I vol. 12mo. 

ESTRE'ES (Cæsar d') son of the 
preceding, a celebrated cardinal, and 
abbot of St. Germain-des-Pres, born 
February 5, 1628, of a noble and ancient 
family, which has produced many 
great men. He was admitted doctor 
of the Sorbonne, then appointed bishop 
of Laon, and afterwards cardinal 1674.

The king employed him in Settling 
matters of the greatest importance; in 
Spain with Philip V.; at Rome respect - 
ing the peace of Clement IX. and the 
affair of the Regale; and in Germany 
for the Dauphin's marriage; all which 
cardinal J"Estrees managed with great 
prudence, and acquired much honour 
by his conduct. He patronised the 
learned, and was dean of the French 
academy. He died December 13, I714, 
at his abbey of St. Germain-des-Pres, 
aged 87, His brothers were, Francis 
Annibal II. whose male posterity ended 
in Lewis Armand, duke d'Estrees. 
He died 1723; and John Comte 
d'Estrees, vice-admiral, marechal of 
France, and viceroy of America, who 
died 1707, leaving a son named 


ESTREES (Victor Maria duc d') 


nephew of the preceding, born Decem- 
ber 30, 1660, who succeeded his father 
as vice-admiral of France. He sig- 


nalized himself in the Levant; bom-' 


barded Barcelona and Alicant, r69r, 
was appointed heutenant-general of 
the navy to Philip V. of Spain, 1701, 
and marechal of France 1705. The 
duke d*Estrees commanded the fleet 
in 1704, under the comte de Toulouse, 
at the battle of Malaga, and was 
created grandee of Spain, and knight 
of the golden fleece. He was admitted 
an honorary member of the academy 
of sciences 1707, of the French academy 
1715, and of that of inscriptions, and 
belles lettres 1726. He died at Paris, 


December 28, 1737, aged 77. Leaving 


no children, his possessions passed into 
the house of Louvois, by his sister's 
marrying the marquis de Courtanvaux, 
v. P. ANSELME. 

ESTREES (Lewis Cæsar le Tellier 
comte d') born July 2, 1695, at Paris, 
son of the marquis de Courtanavaux, 
and grandson of the marquis de Louvois; 
his mother Mary Anne Catherine d' 
Estrees being sole heiress of her family, 
carried its patrimony into that of le 
Tellier. The comte d' Estrées went into 
the army, and was made lieutenant- 
general, 1744. War being declared 
against the English, and a determina» 
tion fixed of sending French troops into 
the electorate of Hanover 1757, the 
court fixed on him as commander; and 
he received the marechal's staff, Fe- 
bruary 24. The army found it more 
difficult to struggle with scarcity in 2 

| country 
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country covered with wood, than to 
conquer the enemy, who retired before 
them across the Weset. The French 
crossed it also, and M. le marechal 
d'Estr6es won the famous battle of 
Hastembeck, July 26; in which about 
3000 men were Killed on each side; 
but the Hanoverians being discouraged 
suffered Hamelen to be taken, and 
were preparing to abandon the electo- 
rate, when M. de Richelieu was sent 
to supersede M. d'Estrees. Before his 
victory was Known at court, the cour- 
tiers had accused him of being too slow 
in his operations, and the public saw, 
with concern, an able general recalled, 
and another put in his place, who avail- 
ed himself of the shock already given 
to the enemy. He drew the Hanove- 
rians into the morasses of Stade, and 
forced them to remain neuter during 
the war, by the capitulation of Clos- 
tersteven ; but was unable to preserve 
these advantages, the King of Prussia, 
after the battle of Roscbach, persuad- 
ing the Hanoverians to break their 
treaty, and take up arms again. M. 
de Richelieu, repulsed on every side, 
was succeeded by M. de Clermont, who 
did not prove more fortunate. After 
losing the battle of Crevelt, M. de 
Clermont left the command to M. de 
Contades, who experienced fresh mis- 
fortunes. The eyes of all France were 
now turned on M. d'Estrees, as the 
only man capable of restoring the lost 
glory of the French arms: his age and 
infirmities would not permit his under- 
taking the command: however, after 
the defeat at Minden, he went to Gies- 
sen, by order of the court, to settle 
the further operations of the campaign 
with M. de Contades : nor was it with- 
out great concern that he was seen to 
return the November following, with- 
out taking the command of the army, 
which was given to M. de Broglio. M. 
le comte d'Estrees continued to give 
every assistance in his power at the 
council, and died January 2, 1771. He 
had been married, but left no children. 

ESTUMEL, a gentleman of the en- 
virons of Peronne, in which he shut 
himself up, 1536, to defend the place 
against the earl of Nassau, who be- 
sieged it, He sent in all the corn he 
could procure from the neighbouring 
gentlemen, as well as all his own; 
and, by his valour and the good dis- 


daughter of Charibert, King of France, 
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position of his forces, $0 discouraged 
the enemy, that the earl of Nassau was 
obliged to retire, after a month's siege, 
in which time he had assaulted the 
place four times in vain. The king, 
to reward Estumel, appointed him his 
maitre d*hotel, and also gave him a 
considerable place in the finances, 

ETEOCLES, son of Oedipus and Jo- 
casta. He divided the Kingdom of 
Thebes with his brother Polynices, on 
condition they $hould reign by turns. 
Eteocles, being the eldest, reigned first, 
but afterwards refuged to give place to 
Polynices : this refusal Kindled the fa. 
mous Theban war, in which the two 
brothers killed each other. 

ETHELBERT, King of Kent in Eng- 
land, about 560, He married Bertha, 


who took great pains to convert her 
husband, which was followed by the 
conversion of several English lords, 
through the zeal of St. Augustin, whom 
pope St. Gregory sent into England, 
Ethelbert reigned prosperously, and 
died 617, aged 56. 
ETHELRED, King of England, suc- 
ceeded his brother Edward II. 979. 
Avarice, debauchery, and cruelty, ren- 
dered him so odious to his subjects, 
that they admitted Sweyn, King of 
Denmark ; and Ethelred was obliged to 
fly to his brother-in-law, Richard II. 
duke of Normandy; from whence he 
was not recalled till Sweyn's death, 
Ethelred died about 1016. 
ETHELWULF, King of England, 
succeeded his father 837. Having con- 
quered the Danes, he offered the tenth 
part of his dominions to God, and laid 
the tribute of a penny to the holy see 
on every family, which was called 
Peter-pence, and paid till the time of 
Henry VIII. Some place this custom 
as far back as 740. While Ethelwulf 
Was on a pilgrimage to Rome, his son 
rebelled ; but he conquered him at his 
return, and married Judith, daughter 
of Charles the Bald. He died 857, af- 
ter having divided the Kingdom be- 
tween his four sons. 
ETIENNE, v. STEPHENS, 
ETTMULLER (Michael) an eminent 
physician, born May 26, 1646, at Leip- 
sic, where, after visiting the greatest 
part of Europe, he was appointed pro- 
fessor of botany, chywistry, and ana- 
tomy, and died 1683. He left Medical 
Instructions, 
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Instruftions, and other works, of which 
the most complete edition 1s Naples, 
1728, 5 vol. fol, The greatest part of 
his works has been translated into 
French, and printed in several vol. 8 vo. 
and 1zmo. Michael Ernest Ettmuller, 
his son, was also a skilful physician, 
and published several dissertations. 
He died September 25, 1732. | 
EVAGORAS I. King of Cyprus, 
who received Conon, the Athenian 
captain, about 405 A. C. He took the 
city of Salamis, and fought against 
Artaxerxes, King of Persia; but, King 
2 battle at sea, was compelled to yield 
part of the isle of Cyprus to the Per- 


sians, and content himself with reign- 


ing at Salamis. Evagoras was murder- 
ed by the eunuch Thrasydeus, 374 A. C. 
and left two sons; Niocles, who suc-— 
ceeded him, and Protagoras. 

EVAGORAS II. grandson of the 
preceding, and son of Niocles, being 
deprived of the kingdom of Salamis 
by his uncle Protagoras, had recourse 
to king Artaxerxes Ochus, from whom 
he obtained a sovereignty in Asia more 
extensive than that which he had lost. 
Taking refuge afterwards in the island 
of Cyprus, to avoid the accusations 
brought against him, he was there put 
to death. 

EVAGRIUS, patriarch of Constan- 
tinople, elected by the Catholics 370, 
immediately after the death of Eudoxus, 
an Arian bishop. The emperor Va- 
lens drove him from his seat, and ba- 
nished him; encouraging the Arians 
by this severity, who exercised all Kind 
of cruelty against the orthodox, 

EVAGRIUs, patriarch of Antioch, 
one of St. Jerome's friends. He was 
put in the place of Paulinus, 389; but 
Melitus, having before succeeded Fla- 
vianus, 381, the election of Evagrius 
continued the schism in the church of 
Antioch. After his death, however, 
it was put an end to, by those who had 
been of his party going over to Flavi- 
anus. 

EVAGRIUS, Sholasti-us, a celebrated 
historian of the 6th century, born at 
Epiphania about 536. He followed the 
profession of an advocate at Antioch, 
from which he got the surname of 
Scholasticus, pleaders being $0 called at 
that time. Evagrius was tribune, and 
keeper of the prefeR's dispatches, and 
left an ecclesiastical history, in 6 books, 


EUC 
which begins where that of Socrates and 
Theodoret finishes, that is about 431, and 
ends with the twelfth year of the empe- 
ror Mauritius, 594. He composed other 
works, which may be found in the Li- 
brary of-the Fathers, for which he was 


rewarded by Tiberius and Mauritius 


His Ecclesiastical History is full, and 
tolerably accurate; nor is the Style dis- 
agreeable, being elegant and polished 
for the age in which this author lived; 
but he makes too many digressions. 
This history contains nothing erroneous 
respecting either faith or church disci- 
pline. Robert Stephens published the 
Greek text from one MS. in the king's 
library: M. de Valois revised it from 
two MSS. and published a good edi- 
tion, Greek and Latin, with very 
learned notes, 1679. It was reprinted 
at Cambridge 1720, with Eusebius. 
The time when Evagrius died is uncer- 
tain, | 

EVANDER, called the son of Mer.. 
cury, from his eloquence, He went 
into Italy about 60 years before Troy 
was taken, according to the fable; and 
Faunus, who then reigned over the 
Aborigini, gave him a great extent of 
conntry, where he settled with his 
friends. Evander taught the Latins 
agriculture, and the use of letters, 

EVARIC, king of the Goths in 
Spain, son of Theodoric I. and brother 
of Theodoric II. whom he succeeded 
466. He ravaged Lusitania, Upper 
Spain, and Navarre; took Arles and 
Marseilles; besieged Clermont; de- 
feated the emperor Anthemius, assisted 
by the Britons; pillaged Auvergne, 
Berri, Touraine, and Provence; and 
died at Arles 485. Alaric his son suc- 
ceeded him. 

EVARISTUS, pope, successor of St. 
Anacletus, in the year 96. He suffered 
martyrdom in 108. 

EUCHERIUS (St.) a celebrated 
bishop of Lyons, a rich senator, who 
shut himself up in the solitude of Le- 
rins, with his two sons, Salone and 
Veran. Finding himself too much no- 
ticed in this situation, he went to the 
isle of Lero, now called S. Margaret; 
from whence he was fetched to be 
bishop of Lyons, 434. He assisted 
in this character at the first council of 
Orange, 441, and was distinguished 
there for his wisdom and learning. 
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- Eucherius left two excellent tracts, one 
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on the, Advantages of Solitude, the 
other on Contempt of the World, trans- 
lated into French by M. Arnaud d' An- 
dilly, 1672, 12mo.; Treatite on the 
Forms of the Spiritual Intelligence; in 
which he explains, to his son Veran, 
the different methods of speaking in 
the Holy Scriptures: two books of 
Initruftinns, containing an explanation 
of several difficult passages in Scrip- 
ture: History of St. Mauritius, and the 
Martyrs of the Theban Legion. The cir- 
cumstances related in this history, he 
declares to have heard from those who 
assured him that they were informed 
of them by eye witnesses. Eucherius 
wrote very well for the time in which 
he lived. Several other works are at- 
tributed to him. They have each been 
printed separately, but the whole is in 
the Library of the Fathers. He died 
450. k 
EUCLID, a native of Megara, dis- 
ciple of Socrates, to whose lectures he 
was $0 much attached, that, during 
the war between the Athenians and 
Megarians, he attended that great 
man's school in woman's cloaths, to 
elude the edit which forbid a Mega- 
Tian to go to Athens on pain of death. 


Socrates being dead, Plato, and other 


philosophers, retired to Euclid at Me- 
gara, to avoid the tyrants who go- 
verned at Athens. Euclid devored 
himself entirely to the subtilties of 
logic, and founded a se of perpetual 
disputers, who were called the Megaric 
And contentious Set, He admitted but 
one sole good, which he named some- 
times Prudence, sometimes God, and 
sometimes Spirit. Eubulides succeeded 
him, and was also a captious sophist. 

EUCLID, a celebrated mathemati- 
cian, born at Alexandria, where he 
taught in the reign of Ptolomy Lagus, 
about zoo years A. C. His best work 
is his excellent Elements of Geometry, 
which has gone through many editions, 
in all languages. There are several 
editions of that published by Isaac 
Barrow, London, 1678, 8 vo. The best 
is by Dr. Gregory, Oxford, 1703, fol. 
Greek and Latin, The French trans- 
lation by P. Dechales, 12mo. is esteem- 
ed. Something of this author's may 
be found in the Collection of Ancient 
Writers on Music, Amsterdam, 1652, 
2 vol. 4to. 


EUD/ZMON-JOHN (Andrew) i. e.

He died 
December 24, 1625, and left Several 
works; one gf which, entitled, 4.

bonne and the assembly of the French 
clergy, 1626. Some bishops signed a 
protest, and referred the matter to the 
council. Affairs are much altered since 
thatgime; Benedict XIV. has forbidden 
ecclesiastics to maintain propositions 
contrary to the authority of sovereigns, 

EUDES, earl of Paris, D. of France, 
and one of the bravest princes of his 
age, son of Robert the Strong. He 
maintained the siege of Paris against 
the Normands 887; compelled them to 
retire, and was proclaimed king of 
West France the year following. He 
soon after cut the Norman army in 
pieces, pursuing them to the frontiers, 
Eudes also forced Charles the Simple to 
retire to Neustria, took Laon, and died 
in Picardy, January 3, 898. 

EUDES, P. of Aquitaine, who, be- 
ing jealous of the power of Charles 
Martel, assisted King Chilperic II. and 
Rainfroy ; but they were defeated by 
Charles about 719; and Eudes, having 
made peace with the latter, delivered 
up Chilperic. He conquered Zama the 
Saracen general, 721, who had besieged 


infidels were growing formidable, made 
an alliance with their general Munuzz; 
and gave him his daughter in marriage. 
Two years after, Eudes called Charles 
Martel to his assistance against Abde- 
rama, and was concerned in the famous 
victory gained over the Saracens 732. 
A war then broke out again between 
these two princes, which lasted till the 
death of Eudes, 735. 

EUDES (John) brother of Mezeray, 
who, quitting the congregation of the 
oratory 1643, founded another congre- 
gation at Caen, consisting of secular 
priests; which institution is intended 
to form ecclesiastics for the church, by 
undertaking the care of seminaries. 
These priests are called Eudists, and 
have the direction of a great number 
of seminaries, particularly in Nor- 
mandy. John Eudes died at Caen, 
August 19, 1680, aged 79. He .

EUDOXIA, a native & France, in 
whom were united the charms of per- 
son and mind. She was married to the 
emperor Arcadins, by means of the 
eunuch Eutropus, who, at first, shared 
with her the emperor's confidence, 
But Eudoxia, finding he opposed her 
designs, contrived to remove him, and 
reigned despotically in her husband's 
name. She defended Theophilus of 
Alexandria against St. John Chrysos- 
tom, and banished the latter from 
Constantinople, being irritated at his 
having preached against the vanity and 
luxury of the court ladies. This holy 
bishop was, however, recalled by her 
come time after; but, testifying his 
displeasure at the games and sights 
which were exhibited to the people, at 
the dedication of a statue erected in 
the public square in honour of the em- 
press, that princess again joined with 
Theophilus against St. Chrysostom, and 


banjshed him a second time in 404. It 


has been commonly said, that St. Chry- 
sostom began a sermon with these 
words, Herodias again rages; again she 
dinces; again She demand: the head of Fehn. 
in a charger but this is not probable. 


However, the empress was delivered 


of a dead child the zoth of September 
following, and died herself October 6, 
the same year, 404. 

EUDOXIA, or EUDDOCTA, daughter 
of Leontius, an Athenian philosopher, 
by whom she was instructed in classi- 
cal learning, philosophy, and mathe- 
matics; but he disinherited her by his 
Will, thinking that her education, and 
the riches of her mind, were sufficient 
tor her. Eudoxia, complaining of this 
in justice to Pulcheria, sister of the em- 
peror Theodosius the Younger, that prin- 
cess was so charmed with her wisdom 
and genius, that she adopted her as a 
daughter, caused her to be baptized, 
and changed her name from Atlienais to 
Ludoxia, Pulcheria afterwards per- 
 Suaded the emperor to marry this 
learned maiden, which he did 421. 
Their union lasted a considerable time, 
till Eudoxia, having had some disa- 
greement with Pulcheria and Theo- 
dosius, who was grown jealous of a 
learned man named Panlinus, retired 


into Palestine, and adopted the errors 
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of Eutychus. She returned, however, 
to the Catholic faich afterwards, be- 
ing touched by the letters of St. Si- 
meon Stylites, and the arguments of 
the abbot Eutymius. Eudoxia died at 
Jerusalem 460, aged 67. She com- 
posed several poems, which are lost: 
the Centos of Hemer on the Life of 
Christ, attributed to her, appear to be 
the work of Pelagius, a patrician, who 
lived under Zeno; they are in the Li- 
brary of the Fathers. M. Bourgoing 
de Villefore has written a life of Eu- 
doxia. 

EUDOXNTA, daughter of the preced- 
ing and Theodosius the Younger, was 
wife of the emperor Valentinian III. 
whom Maximus having Killed in 455, 
forced Eudoxia to marry him: but she, 
to revenge herself, invited Genseric 
king of the Vandals into Italy, who 
plundered Rome, and carried the prin- 
cess captive into Africa, with her two 
daughters, Placidia and Eudoxia. She 
was afterwards sent back to Constan- 
tinople with Placidia, at the solicita- 
tion of the emperors Marcian and Leo, 

EUDOXIA, widow of Constantine 
Ducas, caused herself to be proclaimed 
empress, with her three sons, after the 
death of her husband, 1067. This be- 
ing opposed by Romanus Diogenes, she 
sentenced him to death; but, having 
an interview with him before his exe- 
cution, not only pardoned him, but 
made him general of the army in the 
East. Romanus atoned for his past 
faults by his valour, and Eudoxia de- 
termined to marry him; and got back 
a promise she had given to the pa- 
triarch Xiphilin, of remaining a wi- 
dow, by telling him her intended hus- 
band was his brother; but, having ob- 
tained it, married Romanus, 1068. 
Three years after this, her son Michael 
seized the royal authority, and shut up 
Eudoxia in a monastery. There is a 
MS. on Table, written by her, in the 
King's library, fol.

EUDOXUS, of Gnidus, son of Es- 
chines, lived about 390 A. C. He was 
an astronomer, geometrician, and le- 
gislator. Architas taught him geome- 
try; and Philisto, of Sicily, physic. 
Eudoxus travelled into Egypt to consult 
the learned, and gave laws to his na- 
tive country at his return, He died 
about 350 A. C. | 

EUDOXUS, son of St. Cesarius the 
| N martyr, 
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martyr, and disciple of St. Lucian, born 
at Arabissa, a'town in Armenia. He 
adopted the errors of the Arians, and 
was among their chief defenders. They 
gave him the bishopric of Germanicia 
in Syria; and he attended the council 
of Sardis, and several others. Eudoxus 
uſurped the see of Antioch 358, and 
was raised, by the emperor Constan- 
tius, to the patriarchate of Constanti- 
nople 360. He persecuted the Catho- 
lics with great fury, and died 370. 
EVE, i. e. the mother of all living; 
he first woman God formed her from 
one of Adam's ribs, and gave her to him 
for a wife and helpmate. But Eve, 
Suffering herself to be seduced by the 
Serpent, brought misery on the human 
race, and was in consequence driven, 
with her husband, from the terrestrial 
paradise. She had several children af- 
terwards, of whom only Cain, Abel, 
and Seth, are mentioned in Scripture. 
It is the opinion of the holy Fathers, 
that Adam and Eve are in a state of 
Salvation; and the Greeks celebrate 
their festival December 19. 
EVEILLON (James) an ingenious 
canon, and grand vicar of Angers, un- 
der mess. Fouquet, Miron, de Renil, 
and Arnaud; author of an excellent 
treatise des Excommunications, et des Mo- 
nitoires, 1672, 4to. and other valuable 
works. So great was his charity to the 
poor, that he denied himself almost 
every convenience of life for their 
Sakes. Being blamed one day for hav- 
ing no hangings to his room, he re- 
plied, When I come into my houie in win- 
rer, I do not hear the walls complain of 
cold; but the poor, who are shivering at 
my door, tell me they want clothing. He 
was born at Angers 1582, and died 
there 1651, Eveillon also wrote De 
Processionibus Eeclesiasticis, 8vo.z; De 
rea psallendi ratione, 4to. &c. 
EVENSSON (David) a learned Swe- 
dish divine, born 1699, He was pas- 
tor at Nort-Koping, and chaplain to 
the king of Sweden; died 1750, leav- 
ing some dissertations, which are 
esteemed. De portione pauperibus reli- 
guenda; De aquis zupra celestibus; De 
Praedeitinatione, &c. | 
EVEPHENUS, a Pythagorean phi- 
Jlosopher, who, being condemned to 
death by Dionysius, tyrant of Syracuse, 
for having caused the Metaphonti to 
break their alliance with him, begged 
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to go to his native country, and marry 
a sister before his death. Dionysius 
asking what security he would give, 
he offered his friend Eucrites, who 
agreed to remain in his stead. Every 
one beheld Eucrites with surprise, but 
their astonishment was much greater 
when they saw Evephenus return, at 
the end of six months, and present 
himself before Dionysius, according to 
his promise. The tyrant, being 
charmed by the virtue of the two 
friends, set them at liberty, and de- 
sired to de admitted as a third in their 
friendship. The same is related of 

Damon and Pythias. 

EVERARD, v. SECUNDUS. 

EUGENE (Prince) Francis of Savoy, 
count de Soissons; great-grandson of 
Charles Emanuel, duke of Savoy, born 
October 18, 1663, at Paris. He was 
carefully educated in a manner suitable 
to his birth, and designed for the eccle- 
siastical profession, by the name of 
abbe de Carignano. Mad. the coun- 
tess de Soissons retiring to Brussels in 
1680, her son, prince Eugene, went to 
court to solicit an abbey, or some mili- 
tary post; but not obtaining either, en- 
tered himself a volunteer at Vienna, 
for the campaign of 1683. The em- 
peror gave him a regiment of dragoons, 
with which, after the siege of Vienna 
was raised, he served in Hungary, un- 
der Charles V. duke of Lorrain, and 
Maximilian Emanuel, elector of Bava- 
ria. In 1691, he was sent into Pied- 
mont; relieved Coni, took Carmagni- 
ola, and obtained the command of the 
imperial army 1697. He defeated the 
Turks at the battle of Zenta, in which 
22,000 of them were killed, which 
obliged the infidels to renew the truce 
of Carlowitz in 1699. The succession 
to the Spanish monarchy having 
kindled a fresh war between France 
and the empire, in the beginning of 
the 18th century, prince Eugene 
marched into Italy at the head of 
30,000 men; forced the post of Carp, 
cleared the Adige, passed the Mincio 
in sight of the French, and, to secure 
subsistence for his army, encamped 
near the Oglio. Marechal de Villeroy 
being conquered at Chiari, abandoned 
almost all the Mantuan. Prince Eu- 
gene attempted to surprize Cremona 
1702, but was "obliged to retire. The 
duke de Vendome having succeeded 
marechal 
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marechal de Villeroy, the prince was 
defeated at Santa Vittoria, and at Luz- 
zara, though both parties claimed the 
victory : but prince Eugene's retreat, 
which was followed by the taking of 
Luzzara, and the neighbouring towns, 
leave no doubt of its belonging to the 
French. Prince Eugene, after settling 
the emperor's affairs in Italy, returned 
to Vienna, and was appointed coun- 
sellor of war by the emperor, and en- 
trusted with the management of the 
military chest. He acquired new 
glory at the famous battle of Hochster, 
which he gained with the Juke of 
Marlborough 1704, against marechal 
de Tallard, general of the French 
army, and the elector of Bavaria. The 
year following he went into Lombardy, 
where his troops were defeated by the 
duke of Vendome at Cassano. In 
1706 he assisted the duke of Savoy, 
and relieved Turin, besieged by the 
French, September 7, after a bloody 
battle of three hours; which success 
reduced all the Milanese under the 
emperor's dominion; and prince Eu- 
gene was afterwards made governor of 


of the kingdom of Naples 1707, and 
entered Provence with the duke of Sa- 
voy, from whence he made a retreat 
which did him honeur, and afterwards 
took Suza. In 1708 he shared the 
command in Flanders with the duke of 
Marlborough; acquired immortal glory 
at the bloody battle of Oudenard, took 
Lisle, won the battle of Malplaquet, 
September 10, against the marechals 
de Villas, and Bouflers, took Mons, 
forced the French lines April 21, 1710, 
and took Douay, with several other 
places; but the battle of Denain, won 
by the marechal de Villars, introdu- 
cing an inclination to peace, prince 
Eugene and the marechal were sent to 
Radstadt for that purpose. The two 
generals treated each other with their 
usual frankness, and M. de Villars thus 
addressed the prince: Sir, We are not 
enemies : your enemies are at Vienna; mine 
at Versailles. These great men had, in- 
deed, always some cabal to contend 
with in their respective courts. They 
concluded the peace of Radstadt, May 6, 
1714, which was followed by the 
treaty of Baden, signed September 7, 
1714. The emperor Charles VI. who 
had succeeded Joseph, was hardly freed 


it for his reward. He took possession 
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from the war with France, before he 
found himself obliged to turn his arms 
against the Turks, over whom prince 
Eugene gained the famous victory at 
Belgrade, 1717, which compelled them 
to sue for peace. This great general 
then divided his time between the 
business of the cabinet and his $tudjes, 
till the double election in Poland occa- 
sioned a fresh war in 1733. He then 
commanded the Imperial troops on the 
Rhine, and though unable to save Phi- 
lisburg, covered Mentz and Friburg in 
a manner which gained him great ho- 
nour. In 1735 prince Eugene was at 
the head of a fine and numerous army, 
which, however, did not act, in con- 


sequence of negociations for peace, and 


died suddenly at Vienna, April 27, 
1736. This hero was of the middle 
size; his address was cool and reserved, 
and his air extremely grave; but he 
was not insensible to the sweets of 
friendship; firm, and punctual to his 
promises; free from all pride and 
haughtiness; and his liberality almost 
unexampled. Both the officers and 
common soldiers were dear to him: he 
rewarded their courage, felt anxiously 
for their sickness and sufferings, re- 
joiced at their cures, and took a hearty 
and affectionate part in every thing 


that befel them. His candour, and 


taste for hterature, made him the de- 
light of the learned and beaux esprits; 
but though prince Eugene was fond of 
the fine arts, he despised pomp and 
luxury, and always dressed with the 
utmost simplicity. He was first coun» 
sellor to the countil of conferences, 
president of the aulic council of war, 
generalissimo of the armies of the em- 
peror and the empire, vicar general of 
his Imperial Majesty in Italy, colonel 
of a regiment of dragoons, and knight 
of the golden fleece, &c. He never 
married. Prince Eugene's life has 
been published in 5 vol. x2mo. and his 
battles in 2 vol. fol. 1729; ta which a 
Supplement 3s added. 

EUGENIUS I. a Roman, elected 
during the life of pope Martin I. 654. 
He died 657. 

EUGENIUS IF. a Roman, elected 
pope on the death of Paschal I. June 5, 
824. He governed the church with 
mildness, and died October 27, $27. 
The trial by cold water is traced back 
to his pontiſicato. ; 
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EUGENIUS III. a native of Pisa, 
whose name was originally Peter Ber- 
nard. He was first a Cistertian monk, 
a disciple of St. Bernard's, and abbot 
of the monastery of St. Anastasius, 
without the walls of Rome; elected 


pope, February 27, 1145. A tumult 
having arisen in that city, during which 
the Romans restored the senate, and 
created a partician, Eugenius went in- 
to France 1147, where he was very 
kindly received by king Louis VII. 
and held several councils for the cru- 
sade. He returned to Italy 1148, made 
himself master of St. Peter's church in 


1150, and died at Trivoli, July 8, 1153. 


Eugenius left Epistles, Decretals, and 
Constitutions., St. Bernard has addressed 
his books de Cogitatione to him. Dom. 
John Delannes published a history of 
the Pontificate of Eugenius III. in 1737,

EUGENIUS IV. whose name was 
originally Gabriel Condolmeris, son of 
Angelo Condolmerio, of an obscure 
family in Venice. He was bishop of 
Sienna; then cardinal, 1408; assisted 
at the council of Constance, and was 
elected pope on the death of Martin V. 
March 3, 1431. Eugenius at first con- 
firmed the council of Basil, but the 
emperor Sigismond being dead, he de- 
clared it dissolved, and assembled ano- 
ther at Ferrara, 1437, upon which the 
prelates who remained at the council 
of Basil deposed him in 1439, and 
elected Amadeus VIII. duke of Savoy, 
in his place, who took the name of 


Felix V. Eugenius then removed the 


council from Ferrara to Florence, where 
the emperor Paleologus attended it, 

with several illustrious Greek bishops, 
among others Isidore, and Bessarion, 
who were raised to the dignity of car- 
dinals by the pope. The union be- 
tween the Greek and Latin churches 
was Signed there, but lasted only till 
the emperor rerurned to Constanti- 
nople ; nor has it ever been found pos- 
Sible to renew It since. The pope 
again removed the council from Flo- 
yence to Rome 1442, and undertook 
to recover such lands as he thought 
had been usurped from the church; 
| but he died before he could execute 
this design, February 23, 1447. It is 
reported, that Eugenius, when at the 
point of death, turned to the ecclesi- 
astics who stood round him, and told 
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them with a voice interrupted by sighs 
That it had been far better for his wul if 
he had never rien to the dignity of cither 
pope or cardinal, He is justly blamed 
for having, by his legate, persuaded 
the King of Hungary to violate a so- 
lemn treaty of peace concluded with 
the Turks, and undertake a bloody 
war, which proved fatal to Christen. 
dom. 

EUGENIUS, an 1llustrious bishop of 
Carthage. He held a conference with 
the Arians 484, by order of Hunneric, 
who banished him the same year, with 
all the Catholic clergy of Carthage. 
Eugenius was recalled in the reign of 
Gonbaud ; but King Trasamond drove 
him again from Carthage into Gaul as 
an exile. He then retired to Albi, and 
died at Viance, a territory in that dio- 
cese, September 6, 505. There is a 
letter by him in St. Gregory of Tours. 

EUGENIUS, bishop of Toledo, who 
understood astronomy. He died 646, 
and was succeeded by another Euge- 
nius, surnamed the Haunger, eminent 
for his piety and writings, who pre- 
Sided at the councils of Toledo held 
653, 655, and 656, Several of his 
Opuscula have been published by P. Sit- 
mon, 1619, Svo. and in the Library of 
the Fathers. 

EUGIPPIUS, a native of Noricum, 
abbot of Lucullana, or Severino, in the 
kingdom of Naples, to which place he 
went when Odoacre transported the 
people of Noricum into Italy, 458. He 
left Thesaurus ex stanfo Augustine, Basil, 
1542, 2 tom. in 1 vol. fol.; and the 
life of St. Augustine, abbot of Favi- 
anes, in Bollandus. 

EUGUBINUS, v. STEUCUS. | 

EVILMERODACH, king of Baby- 
lon, who governed during the seven 
years in which his father Nebuchad- 
nezzar was deprived of reason. The 
latter being recovered, resumed the 
throne, and confined Evilmerodach, by 
which means he became acquainted 
with Jehoiachin, king of the Jews, 
who was also in chains. Nebuchad- 
nezzar dying about 562 A. C. Evilme- 
rodach set Jehoiachin at liberty, and 
was killed by Neriglissor, his brother- 
in-law, after reigning two years. 

EULALIUS, v. BONIFACE I. 

EULOGIUS, patriarch of Alexan- 
dria in 581, eminent for his learning 
and piety, He died about 608, baving

EUMENES, a famous Grecian cap- 
tain, born in Cardia, a city of the 
Thracian Chersonesus, of a very ob- 
cure family. He acquired the esteem 
of Alexander the Great by his valour, 
who married him to the sister of Bar- 
sina, one of his wives. On Alexan- 
der's death, Eumenes inherited Cappa- 
docia and Paphlagonia; but, Antigonus 
refusing to confirm him in them, he 
retired to Perdicas, took Several pro- 
vinces, and commanded the army of 
that prince against Craterus and An- 
tipater. Perdicas dying, he fought 
azainst Antigonus and Seleucus, and 
lost the battle of Orcynia, At length, 
after various success, the Ar gyraspides, 
a Macedonian phalanx, delivered him 
up to Antigonus, ho put him to death, 
about 315 A. C. 

EUMENES, king of Pergamus, who 
Succeeded his uncle Phileterus 264 A. C. 
gained a victory over Antiochus, son 
of Seleucus, and aggrandized his do- 
minions at the expence of the Syrian 
kings, 

EUMENES II. nephew of the pre- 
ceding king of Asia and Pergamus, 
succeeded his father Attalus about 197 
A. C. This prince lived in so strict an 
union with his brothers, Attalus, Phi- 
leterus, and Atheneus, that they were 
considered as an example of fraternal 
affection. He made an alliance with 
the Romans, conquered Prusias, disco- 
vered the designs of Perseus, and de- 
feated Antigonus, son of Seleucus. He 
died about 159 A. C. after reigning 38 


| years. 


EUMENIDES, or FURIES, daughters 
of Acheron and Night. They were 
three in number, Alecto, Megzra, and 
Tisiphone, and chastised the wicked 
in Tartarus with serpents. The Furies 
are represented with heads covered 
with snakes, and holding serpents and 
torches in their hands. 

EUMENES, a celebrated orator in 
the 4th century, of Grecian extraction, 


porn at Autun, much esteemed by 
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Constantius Chlorus, and the emperor 
Constantine. He Spoke a very fine 
panegyric at Treves, 309, in this em- 
Peror's presence, and was very zealous 
for the restoration of the public schools. 
All the works of Eumenes which re- 
main, have been collected by P. de la 
Beaune, a Jesuit, in Paneg yrici veteres, 
ad um Delphini, 1676, 4to. 
EUNAPIUS, a famous sophist, phy- 
sician and historian, in the 4th cen- 
tury, born at Sardis, who lived under 
the emperors Valentinian, Valens, and 
Gratian. He left some lives of the 
philosophers of his time, in which he 
affects to exalt idolatry, in order to de- 
base Christianity. A. Junius has pub- 
lished a Latin translation of this work, 
with the Greek text, 1596, 8 vo. There 
is an extract of it in the Excerpta de le- 
gationibus, Paris, 1648, fol. which form 
part of the Byzantine. 
EUNOMls, a famous heresiarch in 
the 4th century. He was the disciple 
of Ætius, and became bishop of Cyzi- 
cum, through the patronage of Eu- 
doxus, patriarch of Constantinople; 
but, falling out with the latter, was 
banished to various places, and died 
in Cappadocia, his native country, Eu- 
nomius maintained the doctrine of 
Arian, His Confession of Faith has 
been published by Cave, and St. Basil 
has refuted his errors. 
EUPHEMIA (St.) a virgin and mar- 


tyr of Chalcydon, in the time of Dio- | 


clesian, about 307. 

EUPHEMIUS, patriarch of Constan- 
tinople 489, who took the name of 
Peter Mengus, from the Diptycs; but, 
refusing to do the same with regard to 
Acacius, the popes Felix and Gelasius 
refused him communion. He was ba- 
nished 495, by the emperor Anastasius, 
who had obliged him to make public 
professjon of the orthodox faith, and 
died at Ancyra 515. | 

EUPHORBUS, an illustrious Trojan, 
killed by Menelaus at the siege of 
Troy. Pythagoras asserted, that his 
soul was that of Euphorbus, which had 
passed into his body by the metempsy- 
cosis. ci 
EUPHORIN, a celebrated poet and 
historian of Chalcis in Eubza, librarian 
to Antiochus the Great, born about 274 
A. C. Suetonius says, that the empe- 
ror Tiberius wrote his Greek poems in 
imitation of Euphorion, and placey

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this author's works and portrait in the 
public libraries. 

; EUPHRASIA (St.) an illustrious so- 
litary, and nun of Thebais, daughter 
of Antigonus, governor of Lycia, and 
related to the emperor Theodosius ke 
Elder. She was born about 380, and 
died, at the age of zo, in one of the 
monasteries of Thebais, where she had 
given a shining example of virtue. 

EUPHRATAS, a celebrated bishop 
of Cologn, who attended the council 
of Sardis 347. There are some acts of 
a council pretended to have been held 
at Cologn 346, against Euphratas; but 
they are spurious. 

EUPHRATES, one of Plato's dis- 
ciples, who had so much influence over 
Perdiccas, king of Macedon, that he 
governed with equal authority, and 
admitted no one to the King's table 
who did not, like himself, understand 
philosophy and geometry. He was 
Killed by Parmenio, in the reign of 
Philip, who succeeded Perdiccas. 

EUPOLIS, a famous ancient comic 
poet, born at Athens, who lived about 
440 A. C. and is said to have been put 
to death by Alcibiades, for having 


written some verses against him. He 


left Sententia, Basil, 1560, 8vo. 
EVREUX, an earldom, which, after 
the particular earls (from whom an 
English family, of which was the fa- 
mous earl of Essex, are said to be de- 


scended) was given to Robert, son of 


Richard I. duke of Normandy, with 
whose posterity it remained till 
Amauri V. who ceded it, in 1200, to 
Philip Augustus. King Philip III. 
called the Bald, gave it to his second 
son, Louis, who died 1319, This last 
was father of Philip, who became 
king of Navarre, in right of his wife 
Jane, daughter of Louis X. and died 
1343. Charles II. king of Navarre, 
was their son: v. ARLES II. His 
son, Charles III. died 1425, leaving no 
male descendants. He had ceded this 
earldom to Charles VI. king of France, 
1404, It went as Appanage to the 
duke d' Alengon, son of Henry II. and 
has since been given to the house of 
Bouillon, in exchange for Sedan. v. 
P. AN SELME. 

EURIPIDES, born about 486. A. C. 


in the island of Salamis, to which 


place his parents had retired a short 
time before Xerxes entered Attica, He 
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learned rhetoric from Prodicus; mora. 
lity under Socrates, and physic from 
Anaxagoras; but quitted the study of 
philosophy at eighteen, to devote his 
time to dramatic poetry, Euripides 
Shut himself up in a cavern to com- 
pose his tragedies, which were highly 
applauded by the Greeks, and so much 
admired by Socrates, the wisest amons 
the philosophers, that he never at- 
tended any others; notwithstanding 
which they seldom gained the prize. 
This author frequently introduces mo- 
ral sentiments in his pieces, and maxims 
against the female sex, from whence 
he was called the woman hater, He 
married, however, twice; but the scan- 
dalous conduct of both his wives draw. 
ing upon him the ridicule of Aristo. 
phanes, and the other comic poets, he 
retired to the court of Archelaus, king 
of Macedonia, who received him very 
kindly. This prince esteemed learned 
men, drew them to him by his libera- 
lity, and, if we may credit Solinus, 
appointed Euripides his prime mini- 
ter, and bestowed the highest marks 
of esteem on him. He died at the 
court of Archelaus, about 4o7 A. C. 
aged 79. Of 92 tragedies written by 
this poet, we have only 19 remaining, 
The best editions are those by Aldus, 
1503, 8yo.; by Plantin, 1571, 16to.; 
by Commeline, 1597, $8vo.; by Paul 
Stephens, 1604, 4to.; and Joshua 
Barnes, 1694, fol. Part of these are 
translated in the Theatre des Grecs by 
Brumoy. It is commonly said of So- 
phocles and Euripides, that the former 
represents men as they ought to be, 
dut the latter as they are. 
EUROPA, daughter of Agenor, king 
of Phoenicia, and sister of Cadmus, 
Jupiter being in love with her, trans- 
formed himself into a bull, according 
to the fable, and carried her to that 
part of our continent which is called 
Europe from her name. 
EURYALE, daughter of Minos, and 
mother of Orion, beloved by Nep- 
tune. There was another Euryale, 
queen of the Amazons; also one who 
was daughter of Prætus, and another 
who was one of the Gorgons. 
EURYCLES, an Athenian diviner; 
supposed to carry the Genius that in- 
spired him in his belly, and from thence 
called Engastrimathes, His disciples 
were named Euryclaides, or Engastrics. 
EURYDICE, 
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EURYDICE, wife of Orpheus, who, 
being bitten by a-serpent, died on her 
wedding day. v. ORPHEUS. . 

EURYDICE, wife of Amyntas, King 
of Macedonia, by whom she had four 
children; three sons, Alexander, Per- 
diccas and Philip, father of Alexander 
the Great; and a daughter, named Eu- 

one. Eurydice was a depraved and 
ambitious princess, who conspired 
against Amyntas, that her son- in-law, 
whom she loved, might ascend the 
throne. Amyntas was $0 weak as to 
pardon her; but Eurydice, still infa- 
tuated by the same passion, killed his 
two eldest sons after his death; but 
Philip, being upon his guard against 
her, reigned peaceably. 

EURYDICE, wife of Amyntas, and 
grand-daughter of Perdiccas, King of 
Macedonia. She married her uncle 
Arideus, who was proclaimed King of 
Macedonia after Alexander the Great; 
and, being incapable of governing by 
himself, left all the authority to Eury- 
dice, This princess courageously op- 
posed the return of Olympias ; but, 
being abandoned by her soldiers, Olym- 
pias Killed Arideus; and, putting Eu- 
rydice in prison, sent her a sword, a 
rope, and a glass of hemloc, to chuse 
by which she would die. Eurydice, 
with unshaken resolution, took her 
girdle, and strangled herself with it, 
even before the messenger had left her, 
318 A. C. | 

EURYDICE, a lady of Illyria, pro- 
posed by Plutarch as an example; be- 
cause, living in a barbarous country, 
and being advanced in life, she devoted 
herself to study, that she might be 
able to instruct her children. 

EURYLOCHUS, companion of Ulys- 
ses, and the only one who refused to 
taste of Circe's cup. 

EURITHEUS, King of Mycena, who 
succeeded his father Sthenelus, and 
engaged Hercules to undertake the 
twelve labours, so much celebrated 
by the poets. He was Killed by 
Hyllus, one of Hercules' sons, about 
1329 A.C. 

EURYTUS promised his daughter 
ole to whoever should overcome him 
in wrestling. He was conquered by 
Hercules; but, refusing to Keep his 
word, that hero Killed him, and car- 
ried away Iole. | 


EUSEBIUS, a Greek, who succeeded 
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pope St. Marcellus, April 2, 210, and 
died August 17, in the same year, 
EUSEEIUS PAMPHILUS, bishop of 
Cesarea in Palestine, one of the most 
learned men of his age; born about 
the end of the emperor Galien's reign. 
St. Pamphilus who suffered martyrdom 
at Cesarea, February 15, 309, during 
the persecution by Dioclesian, was his 


intimate friend, and he took the name 


of Pamphilus out of respect to his me- 
mory. Eusebius established a celebrated 
School at Cesarea, and was ordained 
priest, afterwards bishop of that city 


313. He assisted at the council of - 


Nice 325, carried an account of it to 
the emperor Constantine, and was 
placed on his right hand. In this 
council he condemned the errors of 
Arius, and proposed a form of orthodox 
faith, to which the fathers added the 
term of 6pcog045, or Contubstantial; 
which Eusebius at first disapproved, 
but afterwards admitted it, and sub- 
scribed to the profession of faith drawn 
up by the council. He was president 
at the council of Antioch 330, in which 
Eustathius, bishop of that city, was 
unjustly deposed, but refused however 
to put another in his-place. Eusebius 
also assisted at the kn 

held in 335, against St. Athanasius; 
and at the assembly of bishops, which 
met when the church of Jerusalem was 
consecrated. He was deputed from 
this assembly to Constantine, in order 
to defend the judgement passed against 
St. Athanasius, and then spoke that 
emperor's panegyrick during the re- 
Joicings that were made on his entering 
the thirtieth year of his reign, which 
was the last of his life, Eusebius did 
not long survive the emperor, dying 
about 338. His connection with the 
Arians has raised doubts respecting his 
faith, and it is much disputed among 


the learned, whether he admitted the 


divinity of the Verd. But whoever 
reads his Commentaries on the Psalms 
with impartiality, will be convinced 
he was an Arian. Eusebius4eft many 
very valuable works: an Ecclesiastical 
History in ten books, of which Henry 
de Valois published a good edition in 
Greek and Latin, with the other Greek 
Ecclesiastical- historians, 1669, and 
1677, 3 vol. fol. reprinted at Cambridge, 
1720, 3 vol, fol. This history is so 
excellent, that Eusebius gained by it.

The Life of Constantine, 4 books; this 
forms the second part of tom.

The beginning and end of 
this work are wanting in the editions, 
but were published by Fabricius, 1725, 
in his Library of those Authors who 
have treated on Religion. A Chronicle 
translated by St. Jerome, Amsterdam, 
1658, fol. v. TOSTATUS. Commentaries 
on the Psalms and T:aiak: in the collection 


of the Greek Fathers, published by 


P. Montfaucan, 1706, 2 vol. fol. which 
are joined to St. Athanasius; and other 
Opuscula published by F. Sirmond, 1643, 
$vo. and in the Library of the Fathers. 
The works of Eusebius discover great 
learning, and a perfect knowledge of 
antiquity; they are written in an 
eloquent style, and have acquired him 
the character of the most judicious, and 
learned man of his age. 

EUSEBIUS, bishop of Nicomidiz in 
the 4th century, who had before been 
bishop of Berytus. He adopted the 
errors of Arius, persecuted St. Athana- 
slus, was assiduous about the emperor 
Constantine till his death, and gained 
Constantius and all the imperial family 
to his party. Eusebius usurped the see 
of Constantinople, after procuring the 
banishment of Paul, the legal bishop, 
he died 342. 

EUSEBIUS, Emissenus, so called from 
his being bishop of Emessa. He was 
among the disciples of Eusebius of Ce- 
Sarea, and died about 359. Several 
works are ascribed to him, which ap- 
pear to belong to more modern authors; 
they are in the Library of the Fathers, 

EUSEBIUS (St.) bishop of Verceli, 
in the 4th century, a warm defender of 
St. Athanasius, whose firmness on that 
occasion offending the emperor Con- 
stantius, he was sent into exile, At 
his return he opposed Auxentius, the 
Arian bishop of Milan. He died 
August t, about 370. A Latin version 
of the four Evangelists, is attributed to 
him, which was published at Milan, 
by John Andrew Trici, 1748, 4to. 
whether this version was really by St. 
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Eusebius, or not, it is very valuable 
Two of his Letters are in the Libra ; 
of the Fathers. "0 4 

EUSEBIUS (St.) bishop of Samoxta 
who at first joined the Arian party 
The See of Antioch being Vacant, the ; 
agreed with the orthodox to chuse 
Meletus bishop, and entrusted Eusebius 
with the degree of this election; but 
St. Meletus declaring immediately for 
Catholic faith, the Arians, supported 
by the emperor Valens, resolved to 
depose him. Eusebius informed of 
their mischievous design, retired to his 
diocese, with the writing which had 
been entrusted to him. Messengers 
were dispatched after him, and the 
emperor's envoy threatened to cut 
off his right hand, if he did not 
deliver up the act of election; but 
Eusebius presenting his two hands, 
said he would suffer them both to be 
cut off, rather than part with this act, 
unless in presence of all those who had 
entrusted him with it. He subscribed 
to the Nicene faith in the council ot 
Antioch, 353, and went to Cesarea in 
Cappadocia, 371, at the request of St. 
Gregory the elder of Nazianzen, to 


elect St. Basil bishop of that city. His 


zeal for the faith caused him to be 
banished by Valens, 373, during which 
exile he went disguised as a soldier, to 
comfort the orthodox under their per- 
Secutions. After the death of Valens, 
St. Eusebius assisted at the council of 
Antioch, 378, and was employed by 
the members of it, to visit some eastern 
churches. He did so with good success 
in Mesopotamia, and part of Syria; 
but having ordained Maris, bishop of 
the little city of Doliche in Syria, on 
his entering the city to put him in 
possession of his church, a woman ot 
the Arian party, threw a tile upon his 
head, which wounded him mortally. 
This holy bishop obtained a promise 
from those who attended him in his 
last moments, that the woman should 
not be prosecuted; which was done 
nevertheless, but the Catholics pro- 
cured her pardon. St. Gregory of Na- 
zianzen, and St. Basil wrote several 

letters to St. Eusebius. | 
EUSEBIUS, an advocate at Constan- 
tinople, who, while a layman, op- 
posed the heresy of Nestorius; and 
when the bishop of Dorileus combated 
that of Eutyches his particular friend, 
whom 
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whom he tried in vain to reform, He 
was deposed by the sectataries in the 
council of Ephesius, called the Band of 
Rebbers; attended the council of Chal- 
cedon, 451, and died soon after. 
EUSTACHE DE Sr. PIERRE, a 
citizen of Calais; which he bravely 
defended against Edward, King of 
England, but was at length compelled 
to surrender. Edward, who had deter- 
mined to destroy the inhaditants, 
limited the number at last to six of the 
principal ones, and Eustache being the 
first to devote himself for his country, 
Was joined by two of his relations. 
The queen, moved by the generosity of 
these six citizens, solicited their pardon 
from the king; which Edward not 
only granted, but settled a pension on 
Eustache, and restored his property, 
that he might restore good order in 
Calais, and watch for its preservation. 
But after Eustache died, his possessions 
were confiscated, in x351, because his 
heirs, who continued in the service of 
France, would nat go to claim them. 
EUSTACHIUS (Bartholomew) a 
learned professor of physic and ana- 
tomy at Rome, in the 16th century, 
who published some very valuable 
anatomical plates, Reme, 1728, fol. 
which may be found in the Theatrum 
Arotomicum of Manget; and which 
Albinus published at Leyden, 1744, fol. 
with explanations in Latin. Eustachius 
also left Opuscula, Delft, 1726, 8vo. ; 
Fretiani callectio vecum que unt apud 
Hippecratem, Venice, 1566, 4to. 
EUSTATHIVS (St.) a pious and 
learned bishop of Berea, born at Sida 
19 Pamphilia, and translated ta the 
see of Antioch; 323. He assisted at 
the council of Nice, 325, and zealously 
defended the orthodox faith against 
the Arians, who accused him of infa- 
mous crimes, deposed him, and pro- 
cured his banischment by Constantine, 
to Trajanopolis in Thrace, where he 
died, about 337. He wrote several 
works, of 'which we have none re- 
maining but his Treatise on the Pythoness; 
which Leo Allatius published, 1689, 
do. with another Treatise on the 
Faatmeron, which is also attributed to 
St. Eustathius, but probably written by 
a more modern author. It is in the 
Library of the Fathers, and separately, 
Lyons, 1624, 4to. 
EUSTATHIVS, a learned bishop of 
vor. 11. 
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Thessalonica of the 12th century, in 


the reigns of the emperors Emanuel, 
Alexis, and Andronicus Comnenus. 
He was eminent for his grammatical 
skill, and wrote celebrated Com- 
mentaries on Homer, and Dionysius 
the geographer. The best edition of 
those on Homer is Rome, 1542, to 1550, 
in Greek, 4 vol. fol. That by Froben 
1559, and 1560, 2 vol, fol. is less valued. 
Three vol. of a new edition, which has 
not been finished, appeared at Florence 
1730, 1732, and 1735, with the notes 
and translations of Alex, Politi, and 
Ant. Maria Salvini, The romance of 
Ismeniz, and Ismenes, Paris, 1618, Svo. 
translated into French, Paris, 1743, 8vo. 
fig. is also ascribed to Eustathius, but 
without any foundation. Colletet 
published a French translation of it, 
1625, 8vo. | 
EUSTOCHLA, St. or EUSTOCHIUM, 
descended from the families of Scipio, 
and Paulus Emilius. She was St. je- 
rome's disciple in 382, and following 
him into the east with her mother 
Paula, visited the monasteries, and 
holy places. Eustochia and Paula 
afterwards retired to a convent at 
Bethlebem, where they continued to 
study the Holy Scriptures, under the 
direction of St. Jerome; and the go- 
vernment of the convent was entrusted 
to Eustochia. She understood Hebrew 
and Greek, and employed her time 
chiefly in studing the sacred writings. 
She died 419. 7 
EUSTRATIUS, a celebzated arch- 
bishop of Nice, in the 12th century, 
who strongly supported the sentiments 
of the Greeks on the profession of the 
Holy Ghost, in a treatise which may 


be found in several libraries, MS. Leo 


Allatius mentions five other treatises by 
this author, but we have nothing of 
his in print, except some commentaries 


upon Arstotle, [= Analytica Greek, 


Venice, 1534, fol.; In Ethica Greek, 
Venice, 1536, fol. and translated inta 
Latin, Paris, 1543, fol. 

EUTERPE, the muse who presides 
overmusic. She isrepresented, crowned 
with flowers, holding a scroll of music, 


a flute, hautboys, and other instruments. 


EUTHYCRATES, acelebrated sculp- 
tor of Sicyon, son and pupil of Lysip- 
pus. He chiefly studied proportions, 
and gained great reputation by his. 
statues of Hercules, and Alexander; 
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and by his Medea, who was drawn in a 
carr with four horses. 
EUTHYMIUS, patriarch of Constan- 
tinople in the 1oth century. He $uc- 
ceeded Nicholas the Mystick, who was 
deprived of his seat by the emperor 
Leo VI; had heen a monk, and was 
born in Isauria, His integrity and 


merit acquired him the esteem of the 


emperor, who appointed him his con- 
fessor; but Alexander II. succeeding 
Leo, restored Nicholas and banished 
Euthymius. He died in exile 920, and 
his remains, being carried to Constan- 
tinople, were interred with great 
solemnity. 

EUTHYMIUS, Zigabenus, a learned 
Greek monk of the order of St. Basil, 
in the beginning of the 12th century. 
He wrote a treatise against heresies, 
entitled, Panoplia; some valuable Com- 


mentaries on the Psalms and Evange- 


lists; with other works which may be 
found in the Library of the Fathers, or 
separately. 

EUTOCIUS, of Ascalon, a learned 
mathematician, in the time of justi- 
nian, who wrote a Commentary on 
Apollonius Pegamensis, which is joined 
to that author. His Commentary on 
Archimedes, was printed in Greek and 
Latin at Bail, 1544, fol. 

EUTROPIUS, a Latin author of the 
ath century, who served in the army 
under the emperor Julian, and followed 
him in his expedition against the Per- 
Sians. He left an abridgement of the 
Romon history in ten books, where he 
gives an account of the most remarkable 
events in thc reign of Valens, to whom 
his work is dedicated; some suppose 
that he had been a Christian. Abbe 
Lezeau has published a French trans- 
lation of this author, with notes, 1717, 
12mo. The Latin edition of Paris, 
1746, 12mo. is very elegant; that 44 
Num Delphini, to. is of 1683. It was 


printed with a Greek translation at 


Oxford, 1703, 8vo. Leyden, 1729, 12mo. 
and 1762, 8vo. The first edition is 
Rome, 1471, fol. 

EUTROPIUS, a famous eunuch, who 
rose to the highest offices under the 
emperor Arcadius, even to that of con- 
sul, but made himself odious by his 
crimes, and debaucheries. He perse- 
cuted men of merit, ecclesiastics, and 
the most holy and illustrious bishops. 
He was so 1nsolent as to threaten the

empress Eudoxia herself, that he wonld 
cause her to be divorced; but Gainas 
a Goth, general of the Roman forces, 
engaged them to rebel, and demanded 
his head to appease them. Upon this, 
Eutropius took. refuge in a church, the 
immunities of which he had caused to 
be revoked, and was saved from the 
people's fury by St. Chrysostom, who 
delivered a Sermon on that occasion, 


of eloquence, Eutropius was afterwards 
banished to the isle of Cyprus; and 
beheaded at Chalcedon, 399. 
EUTYCHES, a celebrated abbot of a 
monastery at Constantinople, who, 
while zealously combating the errors of 
Nestorius, fell himself into heresy, 
He taught that J. C. had a celestial 
body, which passed through the body 
of the virgin, as through a channel, 
and that after the hypostatical union, 
one nature only remained in Christ, the 
human nature having been absorbed by 
the divine. Eutyches was condemned 
in a Synod 448, by Flavian, bishop of 
Constantinople, from which he ap- 
pealed to the pope, St. Leo, and after. 
wards to the emperor. The year fol. 
lowing by the assistance of Dioscorus, 
bishop of Alexandria, and Chrysaphius 
a favorite of Theodosius the younger, he 
assembled a council, since called, the 
Ephesian Band of Robbers : in which his 
heresy was proved, and the orthodox 
faith prescribed; but Marcian becoming 
emperor, the errors of Eutyches and 
Dioscorus were anathematized at the 
general council of Chalcedon, 451. 
Marcian knowing the captious temper 
of the Greeks, made several laws to 
prohibit public disputes upon religion, 
but these wise edits did not hinder 
the Eutychian doctrine from spreading; 
it reigns in Ethiopia, and is spread over 
Egypt and Syria, v. Jacob al Bardai. 
EUTYCHIANDUS, pope and martyr, 
Succeeded Felix, January 3, 274. He 
ordered that the martyrs $hould be 
buried in purple tunicks, and was him- 
self martyred, December 8, 283. 
EUTYCHIUS, a celebrated patriarch 
of Alexandria from 933, ta 940. He 
wrote Annals in Arabic, which Pocock 
published with a Latin versian at Ox- 
ford, 1659, 2 vol. qto. - Senden endea- 
vours to prove from them, that there 
was no real difference between priests 
and bishops in the first ages of the 
church, 
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church, but he has been solidly refuted 
on this article by Abraham Ecchellensis, 
and M. Assomanni. The Annals of 
Eutychius are by no means accurate. 

EUTYCHIUS, a celebrated patri- 
arch of Constantinople, who succeeded 
Memnas 552, and presided at the se- 
cond council of Constantinople, Which 
is the fifth general council; but after- 
wards opposing the errors of Justinian, 
who was reviving, in an edict, the re- 
veries of the Incorruptibles, bu that 
the body of Jesus Christ was not sus- 
ceptible of any alteration, and had 
never suffered hunger, thirst, or any 
natural want, the emperor caused him 
to be deposed in a synod, and banished. 
Eutychius was restored 577, and wrote 
a treatise on the Reurrection, in which 
he asserts that mens bodies, when 
raised again, would be too subtile to 
de palpable : but St. Gregory, who was 
deputed from pope Pelagius II. rea- 
zoned him out of this opinion. He 
died April 6, 582, aged 70. 

EUZOIUS, deacon of Alexandria, 
deposed with Arius by the bishop of 
that city, and condemned at the coun- 
cil of Nice; but, having presented to 
Constantine a confession of faith, ap- 
parently orthodox, in 335, he was re- 
admitted into the church, and made 
dishop of Antioch, 361. It was Eu- 
zoius who baptized the emperor Con- 
stantius. 
ExXPILI (Claudius) an able presi- 
dent of the parliament of Grenoble, 
dorn December 22, 1561, at Voiron in 
Dauphiny. Henry IV. and Louis XIII. 
entrusted him with several affairs of 
consequence. He died at Grenoble, 
1636, aged 75, and left Pleadings, and 
other works in prose, 1612, 4to. and a 
volume of poems in 4to. published 
1624, in which he uses a singular or- 
thography, by trying to write words as 
they are pronounced: they contain 
some fine passages: Vie du Chevalier Bay- 
ard, 1650, 12mo. Anthony Boniel de 
Chatillon, advocate-general to the 
chambre des comptes in Dauphiny, 
bas written his life, Grencble, 1660, 4to. 

EXUPERIUS (St.) a bishop of Tou- 
louse in the 5th century, celebrated fur 
his charity during a great famine, Af- 
ter giving away all he possessed him- 
self, he sold the consecrated vessels of 
gold and silver to assist the poor, and 
was reduced to carry the body of Christ 
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in a wicker basket, and his blood in a 
glass chalice. St. Jerome compares. 
him to the widow of Sarepta, and has 
dedicated his Commentary on Zacha- 
riah to him. St. Exuperius died about 
417, 

EYBEN (Hulderic) born Novem- 


ber 20, 1629, at Norden, of a noble 


and ancient family. He was appointed 
by George II. landgrave of Hesse, to 
one of the law professorships at Mar- 
purg; was afterwards counsellor, and 
antecessor, at Helmstadt; then judge of 
the Imperial chamber at Spines; and, 
lastly, counsellor tv the aulic council 
of the emperor Leopold, He died 
July 25, 1699, His works were printed 
at Strasburg 1708, fol. and are esteemed.

EYMERIC, v. NICHOLAS. 

EZEKIEL, third of the great pro- 
phets, and son of Buzi the priest. He 
was carried captive very young into 
Babylon, under Jehoiachin, and began 
to prophecy about, 595, A. C. Ezekiel 
foretvld the jewish captivity; the de- 
struction of Jerusalem the misfortuncs 
which should befall the neighbouring 
nations; the restoration of Israel, and 
the temple; the Messiah's kingdom; 
and the calling of the Gentiles. His 
prophecies consist of visions, sentences, 
and metaphors, some of which are 
so hard to be understood, that the Jews 
forbid any one under 3o years of age, 
to read this prophet. Ezekiel re- 
proaches the Jews with their idolatry, 
makes their crimes obvious, and en- 
deavours by every method to turn them 
from the worship of false gods; 
threatening them with captivity and 
the heaviest afilitions, if they conti- 
nued in their sins, and gave credit to 
lying prophets. It is said that the 
Jews were $0 irrated by these reproofs, 
that they put Ezekiel to a cruel death. 
His book is written in Hebrew, and 
contains 22 visions placed in the order 
in which he saw them. The best 
Commentaries on this Prophet, are 
those of Prado, and Villalgande, 
Jesuits. 


EZEKIEL, a jewish Greek poet, 
whom M. Huet supposes to have lived 


100 years before Christ, Sixtus of Sienna 
40; and others under Adrian and Trajan. 
He wrote a Tragedy on the departure 


of Israel from Egypt, some fragments. 
of which have been published by 


0 2 Fred. 
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Fred. Morel, Paris 1598, 8vo. They are 
also in the Corpus Poetarum Grace. 

Geneva, 1606, and 1614, 2 vol. fol. 
EZZELINo, a famous tyrant, born 
at Onera in the Marca Trevisana ; 
descended from a German family. 
He lived in the 13th century; fought 
at the head of the Gibelines, gained 
some important victories, and after- 
wards became formidable by his rapines 
and cruelties. Having taking Verona, 
Padua, and some other towns in Italy, 
he exercised the most odious tyranny, 
despising the Anathemas of Gregory IX. 
Innocent IV, and Alexander IV. Hear- 
ing the inhabitants of Padua had rebel- 
led, he put 12000 of them to death, 
who were amoag his soldiers. At last 
the princes of Lombardy entering into 
a league against this tyrant, took him 
as he was going to attack Milan, and 
carried him to Socino, where he died 
in a state of desperation, October 12, 
1259, after having tyrananised 40 years. 
His life has been written in Italy, by 
P. Gerard, 1560, Svo. and translated 
into French by Francis Cortaud, Paris,

ABER (Basil)born 1520 in Silesia; he 
| was rector of the Augustine college 
at Erfort, and made himself known by 
his Thesauries Eruditionis Scſolasticæ, 
which he published, 1571; the last 
edition is the Hague, 1735, 2 vol. fol. 
FABER (Gilles) a Carmelite, who 
died 1506, at Brussels; celebrated for 
his sermons, in which he avoided the 
burlesque and ridiculous style so com- 
mon at that time. He left a Chronicle 
of his order, and a history of Brabant, 
&C. | 
FABER (John) a learned divine of 
the Dominican order, born at Hailbron, 
distinguished in the 16th century by his 
preaching and his writings; the prin- 
cipal of which are, a Treatise in Latin 
on the means of discovering Heretics; 
another to prove that Faith may exist 
without Charity. A work concerning 
the Mass, and the Real Prezence. Er- 
chiridon Bibliorum, 4to. He must be 
distingnished from John Faber, ano- 
ther learned Dominican, official and

FABERT (Abraham) son of a book. 
Seller at Mentz; author of Notes zur 1; 
Coutume de Lorraine, 1657, fol. He was 
educated with the duke d'Epernon, 
and saved the royal army at the famous 
retreat of Mentz; which has been 
compared by some authors to that of 
Xenophon's 10000. Being wounded in 
the thigh by a musket at the siege of 
Turin, M. de Turenne, and cardinal de 
la Valette, to whom he was aid de 
camp, intreated him to submit to an 
amputation, which was the advice of 
all the surgeons; but he replied, I must 
not die by piece-meal, death Mall have me 
intire, or not at all, However he re- 
covered from his wound, and was 
afterwards made governor of Sedan; 
where he erected strong fortifications, 
but with so much economy, that his 
majesty never had any places bet- 
ter secured, at 80 little expence. 
Fahert took Stenay, 1654, and was ap- 
pointed marechal of France, 1658. His 
merit, integrity, and modesty, gained 
him the esteem both of his sovereign, 
and the grandees. He refused the 


Should never be worn, but by the 
ancient nobility. Louis XIV. himself 
answered his letter of thanks in the 
following terms: No perion to whom I 
shall give this collar, will ever receive more 
honour from it in the world, than you have 
gained in my opinion, by your noble refusa!, 
proceeding from 0 generous a principal. 
Marechal Fabert died at Sadan, May 17, 
1662, aged 63. His Life by Pere Barre, 
regular canon of St. Genevieve, was 
published at Paris, 1752, 2 vol. 12mo.

FABIAN, Fabianus, a Roman, who 
Succeeded pope Anterus in 236. He 
sent bishops to preach Christianity in 
Gaul, and died for the faith of Christ, 
January 20, 250, during the persecu- 
tions under Decius. It is said ml 
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while the ceremony of this pope's 
election was performing, a dove settled 
on his head. Some Decretals have 
been attributed to him, but they are 
dently spurious. | 
„ Fablbs MAXIMUS RULLIANUS, 
a famous Roman consul, one of the 
Fabii family, which produced so many 
great Men. He was general of the 
Roman cavalry, 324, A. C. and ap- 
pointed to command the army, while 
Papirius the dictator was absent; but 
forbidden to attack the enemy. So 
fine an opportunky however offered 
itself for defeating them, that chusing 
rather to risk his life, than not serve 
his country, he forced the camp of the 
Samnites, and gained a compleat vic- 
tory. Notwithstanding this glorious 
success, Papirius would have sentenced 
him to death, but the army and the 
Roman people obtained his pardon. 
Fabius was five times consul, once 
censor and dictator; and conquered 
the Apulians, Lucerians, Samnites, 
Gauls, Umbri, Marci, and Tuscans. 
He instituted the ceremony of the 
Roman knights, going annually in 


state, July 15, mounted on white 


horses, from the temple of honour, to 
the capitol, and was the first of the 
Fabii, surnamed Maximus. This family 
was very illustrious and powerful in 
Rome, and undertook a war against 
the Veientes at their own expence, in 
which 206 of the Fabii were killed at 
the hattle of Cremona, 475, A. C. 
Ovid mentions this circumstance in his 
Faiti, 


Una dies Fabios ad bellum miserat omnes: 
Ad bellum missos perdidit una dies. 


It is said that only one of the Fabii 
was left alive, who rose afterwards to 
the highest dignities, and was head of 
the various branches of that family; 
but Dionysius of Halicarnassus considers 
Livy's account of this war as fabulous. 

FABIUS MAXIMUS (Quintus) one 
of the greatest captains of his age, sur- 
named Cunctaror, i. e. Precrastinator, 
because being created dictator after the 
battle of Trasemenes, 217, A. C. he 
contrived to annoy Hannibal without 
fighting ; by harassing him incessantly, 
and encamping in advantageous situa- 
tions. The Romans, dissatisfied with 
nis slow proceedings, gave Minutius a 
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share in the command; who, being 
more eager, soon fell into an ambuscade, 
from which Fabius rescued him, upon 
which Minutius, penetrated with gra- 
titude, restored to him his share of the 
authority. After the battle of Cannæ, 
Fabius so wearied the Carthaginians, 
that they wasted away of themselves, 
and could resist the Romans no longer. 
Hannibal endeavoured by ridicule and 
every stratagem imaginable to engage 
Fabius in a battle, but finding it was 
all in vain, sent to tell him, f if he 
was 50 great a captain as he wished to be 
thought, he Should come down into the plain, 
and fight. To this Fabius replied cooly, 
that if Hannibal was 0 great a captain 
as he thought himself, he ought to force him 
50 fight, Fabius was five times consul ; 
first, 233, A.C. after he had defeated 
the Ligurians, and rendered such im- 
portant services to his country, as to be 
called the Buckler of the Republic. Hav- 
ing taken Tarentum, and agreed with 
Hannibal respecting the ransom of his 
prisoners, the senate refused to ratify 
the treaty; upon which Fabius sold all 
his property, that he might keep his 
word. He was also called FVerrucosus, 
from a wart upon his lip; and Ovicula 
from his great mildness. Quintus 
Fabius Maximus, son of this famous 
general was also consul; and seeing his 
father come to him one day while he 
held that dignity, without dismounting, 
ordered him to alight; upon which 
this great man embracing him, said, 
I wanted to ee if thou knewest what it 
was to be conml. There was another 
Fabius Maximus consul tek 8 ulius 
Czxsar, for whom he subdued Spain, 
after having defeated Pompey's party. 
FABIUS PICTOR, the first Roman 
who wrote history in prose; he lived 
about 216, A. C. but the work which 


goes under his name is spurious, and 


among those which have been pub- 
lished by Annius of Viterbo. This family 
took the name of Pictor, because their 
founder painted the walls of the temple 
of health. 

FABIUS DOSSENSUS, or DORSE- 
NUS; a writer of Farces, which the 
Romans called Atellanæ, from the towns 
of Atella in the Osci, whence they 
originated. This poet is mentioned by 
Horace, Seneca, and Pliny. 

FABIUS MARCELLINUS, an histo- 
rian in the 3d century, since Om 
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of Alexander Severus, and before Dio- 
clesian;' quoted by Lampridius as au- 
thor of a Life of Alexander Mammeus. 
It was this Marcellinus whom V opiscus 
proposed to himself as a model, with 
Marius Maximus. and Suetonius, in his 
Lite of Probus. 

FABIUS RUSTICUS, an historian, 
in the reigns of Claudius and Nero, 
Seneca's friend. Tacitus praises this 
author's Style in his Annals, and in his 
Life of Agricola. 

FABRE (John Claudius) born April 
25, 1668, at Paris, son of an eminent 
Surgeon, He was subdeacon, and 
bachelor of the Sorbonne, and had 
been second teacher at St. Quintin, 
when he entered the congregation of 
the oratory at Paris. Fabre was suc- 
cessively professor of philosophy at 
Rumilly in Savoy, at Toulon, Riom, 
Mans, and Nantes; afterwards taught 
theology three years at Riom, and 
during three more at the Seminary of 
the congregation at Lyons. While he 
tived in the last named city, he pub- 
lished a small dictionary, Latin and 
French, 8vo. compiled from the best 
classical authors, which has passed 
through several editions; and he also 
published at Lyons, in 1709, a new 
edition of Richelet's dictonary, 2 vol. 
fol. under the title of Amsterdam, Which 
edition was suppressed on account of 
several theological articles respecting 
the affairs of the times; and because 
in his list of authors, he bestowed great 
encomiums on mess. of Port Royal, but 
none on their adversaries. This obliged 
him to quit the oratory, and retire to 
Clermont in Auvergne, where being 
destitute of a maintenance, he under- 
took the education of some children, 
and had recourse to P. Tellier, a Jesuit, 
the king's conſessor, who twice sup— 
plied him with money. In the latter 
end of 1715, P. Fabre again entered 
the congregation of the oratory, and 
was Sent to Douay, where he wrote a 
small pamphlet, entitled, Ertretiens de 
Chrixtine, et de Pelagie, zur la lecture de 
Ecriture- Sainte; which is still in re- 
quest. Having afterwards preached 
the Sunday Sermons of the oratory of 
Tragany with great credit, (for he had 
also talents for preaching) he went to 
reside at Montmorency, towards the 
end of 1723, and there began his, 
Continuation de J Hist. Ecelesiastique, de 
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fea AJ. P ABbe Fleury ; and published 16 
vol. 4to. or 12mo. which induced his 
superiors to invite him again to their 
houses, Rue St. Honore, at Paris, where 
he died, October 22, 1755, aged 85, 
much lamented by his brethren, and 
friends, for his mildness, candour, 
modesty, and virtue. The discourse, 
wr le renouvellement des ttudes Etclesiastie 
ques, Kc. at the beginning of the 13 
vol. of the Continuation, is by the abbe 
Goujet. This Continuation. discovers 
great learning, and facility in writing, 
but has neither the wit, penetration, 
character, style, nor accuracy of judge- 
ment possessed by the abbe Fleury, 
F. Fabre would have carried it on much 
farther, but was forbidden to print any 
new volumes. He made the index to 
M. de Thou's history translated into. 
French, qto. and had began one to the 
Fournal des Sawvans, but soon gave up 
his undertaking to M. the abbe de 
Claustre, to whom the public owes that 
useful work, 10 vol. Auto. P. Fabre 
also left a moderate translation of Vir- 
gil, 4 vol, 12mo. and a translation of 
the Fables of Phædrus, Paris, 1728, 
1zmo. with notes. 
FABRETTI (Raphael) a learned anti- 
quary inthe 17th century, burn of a noble 
family at Urbino, 1619. He was much 
eSteemed by all the learned antiquaries 
in Europe; by cardinal Carpegna, 
cardinal Charles Barberini, and pope 
Alexander VIII. who appointed him 
his secretary. After the death of this 
pope, Fabretti devoted himself entirely 
to study, and published several excel- 
lent works on the Canal of ancient Rome, 
Rome, 1680, qto. fig.; The Pillar of 
Trajan, Rome, 1683, fol. fig.; Ancient 
Inscrptiens, 1699, fol; a work against 
Gronovius, entitled, Jauche ad Grons- 
dium apologema, in ejusque Titilivitta, vive 
de Tito-Livic Scmnia, animadversiones, 
1686, 4to. He takes the name of Jasi- 
theus in this book, which signifies 
Raphael in Greek. Raphael in Hebrew 
being the same as lacie Ot in Greek, 
i. e. Medicine of God, &. He was 
prefe& of the Archives in the castle of 
St. Angelo, under Innocent XII. mem- 
ber of the academy de gli Anorditi at 
Urbino, and de gli Arcadi at Rome, 
He died January 7, 1700, aged 80. 
FABRI (Honoré) born about 1606, 
in the diocese of Rellay, He entered 
the Jesuit's society, October 28, 1626, 
was 
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as many years professor of philosophy 
in the college of the Trinity at Lyons; 
and going afterwards to Rome, was 
penitentiary there, and died in that 
city, March 9, 1688. P. Fabri studied 
every science, not excepting physic, 
and is said to have found out che cir- 
culation of the blood before the cele- 
hrated Harvey, who is considered as 
the first discoverer of it; he was par- 
ticularly Skilled in philosophy and 
mathematics. His works are, a System 
of Physic in Latin, Lyons, 1669, 4 vol.

FABRICE (Andrew) a learned pro- 
fessor at Lourain, counsellor to the 
dukes of Bavaria, and provost of Ottin- 
gen; born at a village in the bishopric 
of Leige. He died 1581, and left 
Harmonia Confessienis Augustanaæ, Col. 
1537, and other works. 

FABRICE, or LE FEVRE (Francis) a 
native of Durente, mn the 16th century, 
well acquainted with Ethicks; he was 
principal of the college at Dusseldorp, 
and died in that city, May 5, 1573, 
aged 47. M. de Thou has commended 
tim. He wrote the Life of Cicero, 
which is in the abbe d'Olivet's edition 
of Cicero, &c. 

FABRICIUS (George) born 1516, at 
Kemnitz, distinguished for his piety, 
and writings in verse and prose. He 
Jied July 3, 1571, aged 56. He left, 
Ie Art of Peetry in Latin 1589, 8vo. a 
considerable number of Latin poems, 
written in a clear, pure, and easy style, 
Haul, 1567, 2 vol. 8vo.

FABRICIUS HILDAN (William) 2 
learned German surgeon, at the begin- 
ning of the 17th century, whose works 
were printed at Francfi1t, 1682. fol. fig. 

FABRICIUS LUSCUS fc a 
celebrated captain, and Roman consul, 
about 282, A.C. He conquered the 
Samnites, Brutii, and Lucanians, and 
merited the” honours of a triumph. 
Being deputed to Pyrrhus, he refused 
the presents offered by that prince, 
fought and forced him to fly, and 


_ afterwards sent him back his physician, 


who had promised to poison him for a re- 
ward. Fabricius was censor about 275, 
A. C. and is said to have died so poor, 
that the senate were forced to portion 
his daughters at the public expence. 

FABRICIUS VEIENTO, a Latin 
author in the reign of Nero, about the 
year 49; who wrote defamatory libels 
against the senators and pontiffs; and 
was driven out of Italy for his crimes. 
Tacitus observes that this Fabricius 
when pretor, harnessed dogs to the 
chariots instead of horses. His books 
were burnt by Nero's order. 


FAERICIUS (John Albert) born 


November 11, 1668 at Leipsick. He 
went to Hamburg, 1693, where John 
Frederick Mayer, offered him his house 
and the care of his library. Fabricius 
resided with M. Mayer five years, was 
chosen professor of Rhetorick at Ham- 
burg 1699, and took a doctor of divi- 
nity's degree at Kiel. The magistrates 
of Hamburg added 209 crowns to his 
Salary, 1719, in order to detain him 
there, a mark of attention which 
Fabricius felt so sensibly, that he 
determined to end his days in that city; 
and persisted in refusing every post 
offered him elsewhere. He died April 
3, 1736, aged 68, having lost his wife 
two months before; they left only two 
daughters, both married. The works 
of Fabricius are numerous, the follow- 
ing are the principal ones, and most 
esteemed; The Cecet Library: take care 
that the first vol. is of 1718, or at 
least of 1708, they being more fall 
than those of 1705.

FABRICIUS (Jerome) an eminent 
physician in the 16th century, better 
known by the name of Agquapendente, 
his native place, pupil and successor 
of Fallopius. He applied himself 
chiefly to surgery and anatomy, of 
which he was professor at Padua 40 
years with the highest reputation. The 
republic of Venice gave him a pension 
of 1000 crowns in gold, and honoured 
him with a statue, and a gold chain. 
He died 1603, leaving variqus works 
on surgery and anatomy, which are in 
much estzem, Leyden, 1738, fol. Some 
authors assert, that his pupil, Harvey, 
learned the circulation of the blood 
from him and Fra, Paolo. 

FABROT (Charles Hannibal) born, 
158r, at Aix. He was well skilled in 
civil and canon law, -and in the belles 
lettres, which gained him the friend- 
ship of Mess. Peirese and president du 
Vair. Fabrot was advocate, doctor, 
and professor of law, at Aix, till 1617, 


when president du Vair, being made 


keeper of the seals, invited him to 
Paris. On the president's death, Fa- 
brot went back to Aix, but returned to 
Paris 1637, where chancellor Seguier 
retained him, and gave him a pension 
of 2000 livres to undertake a transla- 
tion of the Bazsilice. This work pro- 
cured for Fabrot a counsellor's place to 
the parliament of Aix, which circum- 
stances did not permit him to enjoy. 
He died January 16, 1659, at Paris, 
leaving the following works: Bazilicz, 
or Constitutions of the Eastern Empe- 
rors, in Greek and Latin, with learned 
notes, 1647, 7 vol. fol.; editions of 
Cedrenus, Nicetas, Anastatius the Li- 
brarian; Constantine Manasses; and

who died 1465, continued to the last.

FACIO (Bartholomew) a native of 
Spetia in the state of Genoa, Secretary 
to Alphonso of Arragon, king of 
Naples, and ambassador from the Ge- 
noese to that prince. Facio translated 
Arrian's history of Alexander the Great, 
from Greek into Latin, and wrote an 
history of Alphonso V. king of Arra. 
gon and Naples, in Latin, 1560, Ato.; 
also a book in the same language, de 


Genuenes ob inu¹ Tenedos Pox5esiionem 
gesto; circiter anno 1391; Lyons, 1578, 
8vo.; some small works in Latin, pub- 
lished at Hanover by Freher, 1611, 4to.; 
de vitæ felicitate seu supmmi boni fruition 
liber, Lugd. Bat. 1628, 24to.; lastly, a 
treatise, in Latin, on the eminent men 
of his age, Florence, 1745, 4to. The 
hatred which Fabio had entertained, 
through life, against Laurence Valla, 


When almost in the agonies of death, 
hearing that his enemy was no more, 
he made this epitaph for himself: 


Ne vel in Elysiis, Sine vindice, Valla susurret. 
Facius haud multos post obiit ipse dies. 


FECUNDUS, bishop of Hermiana, 
assisted at the famous conference held 
by pope Vigilius at Constantinople, 
547, where he defended the three Chap- 
ters, and composed a work on that 
occasion, which was published by P. 
Sirmond, 1629, 8vo. and in the Li- 
brary of the Fathers. This work was 
the cause of its author's banishment : 
it is written with art, vehemence, and 
eloquence; but the extravagant zeal of 
Fecundus transports him sometimes too 
far. | 

FAERNO (Gabriel) a Latin poet of 
Cremona, much esteemed by cardinal 
de Medicis, afterwards pope, by the 
name of Pius IV. and by St. Charles 
Borromeo his nephew. M. de Thou 
Says of Faerno, He had an excellent ge- 
nius for examining the works of the an- 
cients, and completing them from old MSS. 
and is alte praized and esteemed by the 
learned, for having turned iop's Fables 
into werse of warious kinds; but wwuld 
have been muck mare eiteemed, had he not 

concealed 
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concealed the name of Phedrus, who was 
Jis model; nor zupprested the works he had 
in his pos8ession. Fate has decreed that we 
cheuld owe this pleauure which Faerno re-

*F AGAN (Christopher Bartholomew) 
son of a commissioner in the office des 
consignations at Paris, in Which office 
he also had a place, which employed 
him but little, and from which he re- 
ceived much less than his father had 
done. Fagan had some degree of la 
Fontaine's genius and character, a slo- 
venly appearance, an absent and timid 
air, He employed his leisure, and his 
talents, in writing for the French and 
Italian theatres, and for the Fair. Le 
Rendezwous, and La Pupille, are his best 
performances in the genteel comic 
style. Fagan was married, and died 
1755, aged 53. His works were printed 
at Paris, 1760, 4 vol. 12mo. 

FAGE (Raymond de la) an excellent 
designer and engraver, born, 1648, at 
Toulouse ; or, according to others, at 
Lisle in the Albigeois. He applied to 
drawing, from genius and inclination, 
against the will of his parents, with- 
out a master, or any assistance, his ta- 
lents supplying the place of every 
thing, and became one of the best de- 
signets in Europe, He made drawings 
with the pen, and washed drawings. 
His pieces done with the pen, and on 
free and licentious subjects, are most 
admired. He died 1690. This artist's 
work-shop was the tavern, where, 
having once spent several days, and 
having no money to pay his reckoning, 
he drew a sketch on the back of the 
bill, which the landlord carried to a 
cannoisseur, who paid the demand, and 
also sent some money to Fage. 
FAGIUS, or BUCHELIN (Paul) a 
VOL, It. 


fused us, to the fidelity of Peter Pithou. 
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learned protestant minister, born, t go, 
at Rheinzabern. He became eminent 
for his knowledge of Hebrew, was 
employed in several important affairs 
by the protestants, and invited to Eng- 
land, 1549, by Thomas Cranmer. Fa- 
gius was well received at court, and 
sent from thence to read public lec- 
tures at Cambridge, where he died 
November 12, 1550, leaving several 
works; among others, Tkisbites Elias 
Apophegma Putrum; Sententiz morales, 
1542, 4to.; Tobias, hebraico-lat, 1542, 
4to.; Notæ in Pentateuchum, 1546, fol. 
Enarratio Epistolæ divi Pauli ad Romanos, 
&c. 

FAGNANI, or FAGNAN (Prosper) 
a celebrated canonist in the 17th cen- 
tury, who was considered as an oracle 
at Rome, and appointed secretary to 
the sacred congregation. He lost his 
Sight at 44, and composed an excellent 
Commentary on the Decretals, by or- 
der of Alexander VII. 6 tom. in 3 vol. 
fol. printed at Rome 1661, at Venice, 
1697. The index to it is a master-piece 
of its Kind; and it is almost incredible 
that a blind man could possibly com- 
pose it. Fagnani died at Rome ,about 
1678, aged above 80. 

FAGON (Guy Crescent) born May 11, 
1638, at Paris, son of Henry Fagon, 
commissioner in ordinary of war, and 
Louisa de 1a Brosse, niece of Guy de 
la Brosse, physician in ordinary to 
Louis XIII. and grandson of a physi- 
cian in ordinary to Henry IV. He stu- 
died first in the Sorbonne, under M. 
Gillot, an eminent doctor, with whom 
he resided as student, and who per- 
suaded him to chuse the medical pro- 
fession. M. Fagon never forgot M. 
Gillot in his highest prosperity ; but, 
if he met him in the street, alighted 
from his coach, and conducted him to 
the house where he was going. This 
young physician had scarcely begun to 
dispute, when he ventured to main- 
tain, in a thesis, the circulation of the 
blood, which was at that time held as 
a paradox among the old doctors; and 
also another on the use of Tobacco. 
An frequens Nicotianæ uus vitam abbres 
wiet, Paris, 1699, 4to. He took his 
doctor's degree 1664. M. Vallot, wish- 
ing to re-establish the royal garden, 
M. Fagon offered his services; and go- 
ing, at his own expence, to Auvergne, 
Languedoc, Provence, the Alps, and 
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the Pyrenees, returned with an ample 
collection of curious and useful plants. 
He had the principal share in the cata- 
logue of the plants in that garden, pub- 
lished 1665, entitled, Hortus Regius, to 
which he prefixed a little Latin poem 
of his own. M. Fagon was made pro- 
fessor of botany and chemistry at the 
royal garden, and began to have the 
plants engraved ; but there are only 45 
plates finished, which are very scarce. 
The king appointed him first physi- 
cian to the dauphiness in 1680, and to 
the queen some months after. He was 
made fifst physician to the King in 
1693, and superintendent of the royal 
garden 1698, to which he retired after 
the king's death, and, for the im- 
provement of which, he persuaded 
Louis XIV. to send M. de Tournfort 
into Greece, Asia, and Egypt. M. Fa- 
gon died March 11, 1718, aged near 80. 
The academy of sciences had chosen 
him an honorary member in 1699. He 
left Les Qualites du Quinquina, Paris, 
1703, 12mo. M. Fagon married Mary 
Nozereau, by whom he had two sons: 
Anthony, the eldest, bishop of Lom- 
bez, then of Vannes, died February 16, 
1742; the second, Lewis, counsellor of 
State in ordinary, and to the royal 
council, and intendant of the finances, 
died at Paris May 8, 1744, unmarried. 
FAGUNDEZ (Stephen) a celebrated 
casuist among the Jesuits, born at Viana 
in Portugal, and died January 13, 1645, 
aged 68. He left a treatise on Con- 
tracts, Ly:ns, 1641, fol.; In Ecclesiæ 5 
precepta, 1626, fol.; In præcepta deca- 
egi, 1640, 2 tom. fol. | 
FaAHRENHEIT (Gabriel Daniel) a 
native of. Dantzic, who was sent to 
Amsterdam by his guardians in 1701, 
when 15 or 16 years of age, that he 
might acquire the knowledge of mer- 
cantile affairs. However, four years 
after, his inclination leading him to 
«udy natural philosophy, he applied 
himself to the construction of baro- 
meters and thermometers, and made 
a great number of them, which are 
much valued. These he sent into dif- 
terent countries, and was a great tra- 
veller himself. In 1710 he went to 
Dantzic, and over Courland and Li vo- 
nia: in 1714 visited Leipsic and Ber- 
lia; and it was on his return to Am- 
s;erdam, after this last tour, that he 
substituted mercury in his thermos 
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Rennes, 1587, 16to. reprinted 1732, 2 
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meters, instead of spirit of wine, 
which till then he had always used. 
This must have been about 1720; be- 
cause, in his Dissertation on Thermo- 
meters published 1724, he speaks of 
having used it some years, to ascertain 
M. Amonton's experiment, who as. 
serted, that the heat of boiling water 
was constant, Fahrenheit was liviug 
in 1740,

FAIL (Noel) seign. de la Herissaye, 
a gentleman of Bretany, counsellor to - 
the parliament of Rennes in the 16th 
century. He wrote Contes, d Eutrapel, 


vol. r2mo.; Les Ruses de Ragot, 1576, 
x6to.; reprinted, also, under the title 
of Propos rustiqus, 1732. 
FAILLE (Germain de 1a) an emi- 
nent annalist of Toulouse, born Octo- 
ber 30, 1616, at Castelnaudari, King's 
advocate in the presidial of that city. 
Being chosen syndic of Toulouse 1656, 
which gave him an opportunity of see- 
ing the archives, he undertook to write 
its annals. La Faille was appointed 
perpetual secretary of the academy der 
Jeux Floraux, 1694, and died dean of 
the senior capitorls, or magistrates of 
Toulouse, November 12, 1717, aged 96. 
He left Les Annales de Toulouse, 1687, 
and 170x, 2 vol. fol.; and Traite de la 
Noblesse des Capitouls de Toulouse, 1707 
4to ; both esteemed. | 
FALCUNDUS (Hugo) treasurer of 
St. Peter de Palermo, in the 12th cen« 
tury, author of an history of Sicily un- 
der William the Bad, and William e 
Good, from 1152 to 1169, which is 
esteemed accurate and faithful: the 
best edition is Paris, 1550, 4to. 
FALCIDIUS, a Roman tribune, who 
introduced the law called Falcidia, 
which enabled persons to dispose of 
their property as they pleased, pro- 
vided they reserved a fourth for the 
lawful heir. 
FALCONIA, v. ANICIUS PROBUS. 
FALCONIERI (the Blessed Juliana) 

a celebrated nun, niece of Alexis Fal- 
conieri, one of the seven founders of 
the Servite order, born, 1270, at Flo- 
rence. She was elected superior of the 
Oblate 1307, and gave them a rule, ap- 
proved by pope Martin V. 1424. She 
died at Florence, in great reputation 
for sanQity, 1341, and was Canoniz 
dy Benedict XUL 1729. | 
: * FALCONET 
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' FALCONET (Camillus) born, 167r, 
at Lyons, of a family eminent for me- 
dical knowledge, in which he sur- 
passed all his ancestors, His library 
consisted of 45,000 volumes; the cata- 
logue is in 2 vol. 8vo, He left to the 
king's library whatever books he pos- 
sessed that were not already there, and 
died in 1762. His works are, a Latin 
translation of Villemot's New System 
of the Planets, 170y, x2mo.; Notes on 
Daphnis and Chloe, in the edition of 
1731, 8Bvo.; on the Cymbalum Mundi, 
in the edition of 1732, 12mo.; A Glos- 
sary to the romance de la Rose; a thesis 
enquiring whether man draws his ori- 
gin from the worm; translated into 
French by M. Andri, 1705, remo.; 
Dissertations in the Collection of the 
Academy of Inscriptions, of which he 
was a member, from 1717. 

FALDA (John Baptist) an ingenious 
designer and engraver in aqua fortis in 
the 17th century, He engraved the 
fountains of Rome, Nuremberg, 1685, 
fol. the gardens of the same city, 1680, 
fol. and the church and palaces, 1699, 
fol. 

FALETI (Jerome) count de Trig- 
nano, an Italian poet of the 16th cen- 
tury, born at Savona, and employed by 
the dukes of Ferrara in several im- 
portant affairs. He left an Italian 
poem, in four books, on the Wars of 
Flanders; twelve books of poems; 
Causes of the German War under 
Charles V. in Italian, Venice, 1552, 
8vo. an Italian translation of Athena- 
goras on the Resurrection, 1556, 4to. &c. 
Faleti was also one of the authors of 
the celebrated collection, entitled, Po- 
lyanthea, as 
_ FALIERI (Marino) a famous doge 
of Venice, elected 1354, who, after 
governing nine months, formed a plan 
to render himself absolute master of 
the republic, and murder the senators ; 
but one of his accomplices, wishing to 
Save the life of a nobleman, named 
Lioni, occasioned the discovery of the 
plot. The senators conducted them- 
selves so judiciously, that 16 of the 
chief conspirators were seized the 
night before, together with Falieri, 
who was beheaded at the age of 80; 
the rest were hanged. Four hundred 
more accomplices were afterwards put 


to death; and a pension of 1000 crowns, 


with a patent of nobility, was given 
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to him who discovered the conspiracy, 
But not being satisfied with this, he 
accused the senate of ingratitude, who 
then banished him to the isle of Au- 
gusta, from which he escaped, and 
perished in his passage to Dalmatia. 
_ FALIERI (Ordelaphus) a famous 
doge of Venice, elected 1102, who 
went with a powerful fleet to assist 
Baldouin, king of Jerusalem, and en- 
abled him to take part of Syria, He 
afterwards brought Dalmatia, Croatia, 
and several other provinces distant 
from the sea, under the dominion of 
Venice; but, the city of Zara revolt- 
ing, he went with his fleet to besiege 
it, and was killed in the attack, 1120. 

FALLOPIUS (Gabriel) a very emi- 
nent physician, botanist, astronomer, 
and philosopher, born, 1523, of a noble 
family at Modena. He applied him- 
self chiefly to anatomy, in which 
science he made several important dis- 
coveries, and acquired uncommon re- 
putation at Pisa as professor, and af- 
terwards at Padua, where he died Oc- 


tober 9, 1562, aged 39. His works 


were printed in 1584, 4 vol, fol. in- 
cluding the Supplement of 1606. 

FALLOURS (Samnel) a Dutch 
painter, who painted the natural cu- 
riosities found on th2 coasts of the Mo- 
lucca islands; fish, lobsters, and crabs, 
and published them at Amsterdam, 1718, 
2 tom. in one vol. fol.; the first con- 
taining 43 plates, the second 57. This 
book is scarce; but neither the accu- 
racy of the figures, nor of their colour- 
ing, 1s to be depended upon. 

FALS (Raymond) born, 1658, at 
Stock holm. - He went to Paris, 1683, 
and worked with Cheron, the king's 
medalist. This ingenious artist gained 
a pension of 1200 livres by his medals, 
He died at Berlin in 1703. 

FANNIUSs (Caius) surnamed Sabo, 
was consul 161 A. C. with Valerius 
Messalla. The law called Faria was 
made during his consulate, for regu- 
lating the expences of feasts, and em- 
powering the pretors to drive the rhe» 
toricians and philosophers from Rome. 
This law forbad more than ten as to be 
spent at a common feast, and a hun- 
dred at the most solemn, such as those 
of the Saturnalia, or of the public 
games; which seems almost incredible 
when it is considered, that a sheep at 
that time cost ten a, and an ox a hun- 
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ered, according to the opinion of st ve- 


ral learned men. Caius Fannius, his 
son, distinguished himself by his elo- 
quence, and was consul 120 A.C. He 
opposed the enterprizes of Caius Grac- 
chus, and made a speech against him, 
which is praised by Cicero. Caius 
Fannius, cousin-german of this latter, 
was questor 139 A. C. and pretor 10 
years after: served under Scipio Afri- 
canus the Younger in Africa; and, in 
Spain, under Fabius Maximus Servili- 
anus. He was the disciple of Pane- 
tis, a celebrated Stuic philasopher ; 
married the youngest daughter of Le- 
lius, and wrote some annals, which are 
much praised by Cicero. 

FANNIUS (Caius) a Latin author in 
the time of Trajan, who wrote an his- 
tory, in 3 books, of Nero's cruelties, 
and the last hours of those whom that 
prince put to death, or banished. This 
work is mentioned by Phny, book v. 
epist. 5th and gth. 

FANNIUS (Quadratus) a Latin poet, 
whose poems, though ridiculous, were 
placed, with his picture, in the public 
library, built by Augustus in the temple 
of Apollo. Horace, his contemporary, 
rallies him in his satires, and calls him 
a parasite. 

FANNIUS CEPION, an accomplice 
in a congpiracy against Augustus, which 
being discovered, he Killed himself. 
Martial made the following epigram 
on this occasion, 1. ii. 80.— 


Hostem cum fugeret, se Fannius ipse peremit, 
Hic, rogo, non furor est, ne moriare, mori? 


FANSHAW (Sir Richard) an Eng- 
lishman, eminent for his writings and 
embassies, who was employed in the 
most important affairs at the courts of 
Spain and Portugal, in the reigns of 
Charles I. and II. Kings of England. 
He zealously Supported the interests of 
the royal family, held several honour- 
able offices at the English court, and 
died at Madrid, June 16, 1666, which 
Cay he had fixed for his return to Lon- 
don. Fanshaw wrote some English 
poems, and translations, collected in 
one volume, 4t0. Londen, 1646. 

FARDELLA (Michael Angelo) born 
1650, of a noble family, at Tripani in 
Sicily. He entered the third order of 
St. Francis; taught mathematics at 
Messina, and theology at Rome, where 
he had taken a doctor's degree in the 
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college della Sapienza, Francis II. 
duke of Modena, made him professor 
of philosophy and geometry in his ca- 
pital; but he gave up that situation 
to go to Venice, where he quitted the 
Franciscan habit 1693, by permission 
of the pope, and took that of a secu- 
lar priest. He was afterwards appointed 
professor of astronomy and physic in 
the university of Padua, and died at 
Naples, from a second attack of an 
apoplexy, January 2, 1718, aged 68. 
Fardella had a lively genius and fer- 
tile imagination, but became $0 absent, 
by a habit of profound thought, that 
he sometimes appeared to have lost his 
senses. He left several works on lite- 
rature, philosophy, and mathematics; 
some in Latin, others in Italian. The 
principal are, Uuversæ F Sya- 
tema, Venice, 1691, 12mo.; Universz 
Uzualis Mathematice N 12M0o. ; 
Anime humane Natura ab Augustine de- 
tecta, 1698, fol.; several works in fa- 
vour of Descartes' philosophy, &c. 

FARE (St.) a celebrated virgin, of 
a noble family in Brie, sister of Faron, 
bishop of Meaux, and Changulse, 
bishop of Laon. She built the monas- 
tery of Faremoutier, was abbess of it, 
and died about 655, aged near 60. 

FARE (Charles Augustus, marquis 
de la) born 1644, at the castle of Val- 
gorge, in Vivarais. He was captain of 
the -guards to monsieur, duke of Or- 
leans, and his son, who was regent, 
His gaiety, and sprightly wit, made 
him the delight of the best companies. 
He left a few songs, and other poetical 
pieces, which have been printed with 
those of his friend the abbe de Chau- 
lieu, and, Separately, with his Me- 
moirs, 2 vol. small 12mo. They are 
full of wit and delicacy, He also wrote 
the words of an opera, called Panthea. 
His Memoirs are written with great 
freedom and openness, and show the 
dislike which their author, and all his 
party, had to the government. He 
died at Paris, 1712. 

FAREL (William) bora 1439, of 2 
noble family at Gap. He taught some 
time at the college of cardinal le Moine, 
was the intimate friend of James le 
Fevre d'Exstaple, and one of the first 
who adopted Luther's errors in France. 
Joining himself afterwards with 
Zuingle, he was minister at Geneva 
before Arn but, being driven from 

thenco

thence in 1538, retired to Basil, then 
to Neufchatel, Where he died Septem- 
ber 13, 1565. Farel married at 6g : he 
had the obstinacy, and other faults, 
with which the first reformers are 
zustly charged. His works are, a trea- 
tise against the libertines, entitled, Le 
Glaive de  Exprit; a treatise de la Sainte 
Cene du Seigneur, et de on Testament; 
Thesises in Latin and German. David 
Ancillon has published his life. 

FARET (Nicholas) a native of Bourg 
en Bresse, Who going very young to 
Paris, attached himself to Vaugelas, 
Boisrobert, and Coeffetau; and was at- 
terwards made secretary to M. the 
count d*Harcourt, and then steward of 
| his house. Faret was one of the first 
members of the French academy, and 
employed to settle its statutes. He 
was very intimate with St. Amand, 
who celebrates him in his verscs, as an 
illustrious, debauchee, merely to fur- 
nish a rhyme to Cabaret. Boileau al- 
judes to this in the beginning of his 
Art Peetique : 


Ainsi, tel autrefois qu'on vit avec Faret. 
Charbonner de ses vers les murs d'un Cabaret. 


Faret was at length appointed secre- 
tary to the King, and died at Paris in 
September 1646, leaving several chil- 
dren by two marriages. His works 
are, a translation of Eutropius; L' Hen- 
nete Homme, taken from the Italian of 
Castiglione, 12mo.; Vertus necessaires a 
un Prince; several poems in the collec- 
tions of his time. He also left a life 
of René II. duke of Loraine, and Me- 
moirs of the famous count d' Harcourt, 
MS. 

FARGIS (charles d'Angennes du) 
counsellor of state under Louis XIII. 
and his ambassador to Spain. He was 
disappointed respecting the treaty of 
Mongon, which he had concluded in 
1626, from not having followed P. jo- 
seph's advice, and was forced to alter 
it, according to the fresh instructions 
he received. His wife, Madelaine de 
Silly, countess of Rochepot, who was 
Tire-woman to queen Anne of Austria, 
could not see all the troubles which 
cardinal Richelieu brought upon her 
mistress without joining in some in- 
trigues against him; upon Which the 
cardinal compelled her to leave France. 
She died at Louvain in September 
1639. In cardinal Richelieu's Journal, 
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and in his life by le Clerc, 1753, 5 vol. 
12mo. are some letters written in a cy- 
pher by mad. de Fargis, which being 
intercepted, she was condemned to be 
beheaded by a sentence of the cham- 
ber of justice, at the arsenal, 1631. 
She had a son killed at the siege of 
Arras, 1740, unmarried; and a daugh-

FARIA DE SOUZA (Emanuel) a 
Portuguese gentleman, knight of the 
order of Christ, born March 18, 1590, 
at Caravella. He went to Rome in 


_ 1631, and was much esteemed by the 


learned at the court of pope Urban VIII. 
He died at Madrid, June 3, 1649, aged 
59, after publishing several works. 
He left three children. Seven volumes 
of his poems have been printed; and, 
Since his death, his Europe, Aua, and 
Portugues: Africa, 6 vol. fol.; Europe, 
2 vol. Aa, 3 vol. and Africa, 1 vol. 
fol. A History of Portugal, 1720, fol. 

FARINACCIO (Prosper) an emi- 
nent lawyer, born October 3o, 1554, at 
Rome, He was a Roman advocate, 
and fiscal procurator, and took plea- 
sure in defending the least supportable 
causes. He acted with extreme rigour 
and severity in his office of fiscal pro- 
curator. This conduct drew him into 
very disagreeable situations, and would 
have proved his ruin, had not some 
cardinals, who admired his wit and 
genius, interceded for him with Cle- 
ment VIII. who said, alluding to the 
name of Farinaccio, that the farina was 
excellent, but the sac which contained it 
Twas goed for nothing. Farinaccio died at 
Rome October 30, 1518, aged 64. His 
works have been printed at Antwerp, 
1620; and the following 13 vol. fol. 
Decisiones Rotæ, 2 vol.; Dicisiones Rotæ 
notti m, 1 vol.; Decisiones Rot æ recen- 
tissima, 1 vol.; Repertorium Judiciale, 
1 vol.; De Heresi, 1 vol.; Consilia, 2 
vol.; Praxis Criminalis, 4 vol.; Succus 
praxis criminalis, x vol. They are 
esteemed by the lawyers. 

FARINATO (Paul) a celebrated 
painter, and learned architect, who 
died at Verona, his native place, in 
1606, aged 84, The prince of Melfe 
had a particular esteem for this artist, 
and greatly valued his pictures, 

FARNABY (Thomas) a carpenter's 
son, born in London 1575, who ac- 
companied Sir Francis Drake, and Sir 
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John Hawkins, in their voyages, and 
was afterwards a soldier in the Low 
Countries; but, growing tired of that 
situation, deserted, and returned to 
England, where he taught a grammar- 
schoot with reputation. Farnaby was 
always attached to the royal family 
during the civil wars of England; and 
when solicited to join the republican 
party in 1640, replied, Ice to have 
but one king, rather than fue hundred. 
This free speech involved him in some 
trouble; he was sent to prison; and it 
was proposed in the house of com- 
mons to banish him to America; but, 
this plan being rejected, he was only 
re moved to Ely House, where he died 
1647, aged 72. Farnaby had been 
twice married, and had children by 
both his wives. He left Latin notes 
on juvenal, Perseus, Seneca, Martial, 
Lucan, Virgil, Terence, and Ovid, 
with other works. 

FARNESE, an illustrious Italian fa- 
mily, of which was pope Paul III. 
Before he was created cardinal, he had 
two natural sons, Peter Lewis, and 
Ranuce; on the eldest of whom he 
ge1tled the duchies of Parma and Pla- 
cenza, 1545, subject to a duty of 8000 
erowns to the holy see. Tins new 
duke assumed an authority which dis- 
pleased the nobility, who had been un- 
der little restraint before; and his de- 
baucheries creating him other enemies, 
he was assassinated in his palace 1547. 
Octavius, his son, succeeded him, and 
died 1586, leaving his dominions to 
his son Alexander Farnese, one of the 
greatest captains in the 16th century, 
who signalized himself at the battle of 
Lepanto, and forced the Low Coun- 
tries, of which he was governor, to 
submit again to Spain, Holland ex- 
cepted, Which he would also have 
brought back to its allegiance, if Phi- 
up II. his uncle, had followed his ad- 
vice. He went twice into France to 
assist the League, but Henry IV. 
obliged him each time to retire; and 
the second proved fatal to him; he 
died at Arras, December 2, 1592, of a 


wound he received at the Siege of 


Rouen. His descendants enjoyed the 
duchies of Parma and Placenza till 
cardinal Anthony Farnese, who died 
without posterity 1731. His niece, 
Elizabeth Farnese, wife of Philip V. 
king of Spain, inherited these duchics, 
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and transmitted them to her secong 
son, the infant don Philip, who died 
1765, and whose son is duke of Parma 
Placenza, and Guastalla. , 
FARNESE (Alexander) a cardinal 
one of the greatest and most virtuous 
prelates of the 16th, century, who died 
March 2, 1589. He used to say, there 
was nothing worse than a coward! 
soldier, and an ignorant ecclesiastic. 
FARNSWORT, or FARNEWERT 
(Richard) one of the first disciples of 
Fox, who founded the sect of Quaker, 
or Tremblers, in England. He wrote a 
book to prove, that whomever we 
address ourselves to, though it should 
be the king, or even God, we should 
always, use thee and thou, i. e. never 
make use of the plural, but only of 
the singular. This paradox of inci. 
vility was adopted by Fox and the 
Quakers, who say thee and thov, whom. 
ever they address, even to the king of 
England, and the princes. 
FARON (St.) brother of St. Fare, 
educated at the courts of Theodebert 
and Thierri, He went afterwards to 
that of Clotaire, and, having renoun- 
ced the world, was made bishop of 
Meaux 627. St. Faron founded the 
abbey which bore his name, and as- 
sisted at the second council of Sens 
657. He died October 28, 672, aged 
near 30. 
FATES, heathen goddesses, wha 
presided over man's life, daughters of 
Jupiter and Themis; or, according to 
some, of Erebus, Night or Chaos, and 
Necessity. They are said to have been 
three sisters; their names were Clotho, 
Lachesis, and Atropos, Clotho had 
the distaff, Lachesis turned the spindle, 
and Atropos cut the thread, which 
fixed the fatal hour of death. The 
Fates were represented under different 

figures. | 
FAUCHET (Claudius) first presi- 
dent of the mint at Paris. He studied 
the antiquities of France, and became 
well skilled in them. His principal 
works are, Les Antiquit's Gauloises et 
Frangoises, and a Traite des Liberte de 
PEglize Gallicane, Paris, 1610, 4to. 
written with great judgment and accu- 
racy. He alzo left a translation of 
Tacitus. Fauchet died at Paris, his 
native place, tot, aged 72. 
FAUCHEUR (Michael le) was first 
pastor of those of his communion at 
Montpellier, 
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ontpellier, and afterwards minister 


at Charenton. He preached one day 
against duels, in $0 persuasive and for- 
cible a style, and with so much energy, 
that the marechal de la Force, who 
was present, declared to some brave 
officers who were near him, that 
Should a challenge be sent him, he 
would not accept it. Le Faucheur was 
not les esteemed for his integrity than 
for his extraordinary talents as a 
preacher. He died at Paris in a very 
advanced age, April r, 1657, leaving 
several volumes of Sermons, Bvo, ; 
Trait de Þ Action de P Orateur, Leyden, 
1686, 12mo. an excellent work, which 
appeared first under the name of Con- 
rart; Recueil de Prieres et de Meditations 
Chritiennes, very improving; and a 
Trait wr F Eucharistie, Geneva, 1635, 
fol. against cardinal du Perron. This 
work was so much admired by the 
| Protestant churches, that it was printed 
at their expence, by order of a national 
synod. 

raVER (Henry) an ecclesiastic, 
who died ' 1753, aged near 83. He 
wrote a funeral oration on Louis XIV. 
and the duc de Berry; but his transla- 
tion of Justin, 1737, 2 vol. amo. does 
tim the greatest honour. 

FAUNUS, king of the Aborigines in 
Latium. He was grandson of Saturn, 
according to the fable, and succeeded 
his father Picus about 1220 A. C. It is 
$aid, that he kept himself almost al- 
ways concealed, and instituted a great 
number of religious ceremonies, which 
occasioned him to be confounded with 
Pan, god of the Fauns and Satyrs. 

FAVORINUS, a philosopher and 
orator, under the emperot Adrian, 
dorn at Arles, who declared himself 
astonished at three things; that, being 
a Gaul, he spoke Greek so well; that, 
deing an eunuch, he had been accused 
of adultery; and that, being an enemy 
to the emperor, his life was spared. 
He composed several works. 

FAVORINUS (Varino) of Came- 
rino, bishop of Nocera, died 1537. 
He wrote a Greek Lexicon, the best 
edition of which is, Rome, 1523, fol. 
and Fenice, 1712, fol.; Thesaurus Cornu- 
cciæ et horti Adonides, Aldus, 1496, ſol.; 
they contain rematks on the Greek. 
language. ; 
FAUR, teig. de Pibrac (Guy du) 
fourth son of Peter du Faur, president 


d' Angeli. 
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of the parliament at Toulouse, de- 
scended from a noble family, Which 
has produced many great men. He 
had the office of counsellor of Tou- 


_louse; was elected chief. justice, and 


deputed, in that capacity, to the states 
of Orleans, 1559, where he appeared 
with great distinction. King Cha. IX. 
chose him for one of his ambassadors 
at the council of Trent, where du Faur 
zealously supported the interests of the 
crown, and at his return was appointed 
advocate-general to the parliament of 
Paris 1565. He attended the duke of 
Anjou into Poland, and remained there 
after his master's departure, exposed 
to the resentment of the Poles, but re- 
turned however $afe to France, aud 
was sent back again to conclude 4 
peace. Henry III. made him presi- 
dent a Mortier to the parliament of 
Paris, and he was afterwards chancel- 
lor to the duke d' Alengon, and to 
queen Margaret of Navarre, wife of 
Henry IV. In all these important of- 
fices du Faur discovered great talents, 
and the most unshaken integrity. He 
died at Paris May 27, 1584, aged 853 
his widow lived till 1612, His works 
are Pleadings and Harangues, 4to.; an 
elegant Letter on the Massacre of St. 
Bartholomew, which he attempts to 
justify, 1573, 4to.; and other works 
in prose and verse: the most known 
among them appeared first in 1574, 
under the title of Quatrains de Pibrac : 
they are moral verses, containing use- 
ful instructions, to the number of 128 
guatraint. This book has passed through 
many editions, and translations; the 
last is 1746, tzmo. 

FAUR de St. Forri (Peter du) firs 
president of the parliament of Tou- 
louse, one of the most learned men of 
his age. The most esteemed among 
his numerous works are, 33 $ des 
Semetres, 1598, and 1630, 2 vob Ato.; 
Des Agonistiques, 1, e. Of the Exercises 
and Games of the Ancients, 1595, fol., 
Traits des Magistrat: Romains; Dodeca- 
me non ide de Dei nomine et Attributis, 
1588, 8vo. ; Commentaries on the Law. 
He died May 18, 1600. 

FAURE (John) called Versoris, a 
Benedictine, and abbot of St. John 

He was confessor to Mad. 
de Montsoreau, beloved by the brother 
of Louis XI. and poisoned both the 


prince and his mistress with a peach: 


Before 
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Before his trial came on, he was found 
dead in prison, 1472. The duke of 
Bretany is supposed to have procured 
this service to Louis XI. 

FAURE (Anthony) born, 1557, at 
Bourg en Bresse, who was successively 
chief-justice of Bresse, president of the 
Genevese fot the duke of Nemours, 
first president of the senate of Cham- 
berry, governor of Savoy, and all the 
countries on this side the mountains. 
He was employed to negociate the 
marriage between mad. Christina of 
France, and Victor Amadeus, prince of 
Piedmont. The King of France, in 
vain, offered him the presidentship of 
the parliament at Toulouse, as he chose 
to remain in the duke of Savoy's ser- 
vice, He died 1624. His works form

FAURE, seign. de Vaugelas, and baron 
de Peroges (Claudius) son of the pre- 
ceding, born 1585, at Bourg en Bresse. 
He went to court very young; was 
gentleman in ordinary, then chamber- 
lain to Gaston, duke of Orleans, whom 
he followed in all his retreats from 
France. Vaugelas had a good person, 
much wit, mildness, civility, and vi- 
vacity, which made him esteemed at 
court, and gained him a great reputa- 
tion. He had a pension of 2000 livres 
from Louis XIII. in 1619, which ceas- 
ing to be paid, cardinal Richelieu re- 
Stored it, to induce him to assist in the 
dictionary of the academy. When 
Vaugelas went to thank his eminence, 
the cardinal said, You will, doubtless, 
not forget the word pension in the dic- 
tionary? Ne, my lord, replied Vaugelas, 
and yet less the werd gratitude. In the 
latter part of his life, he was tutor to 
the children of prince Thomas, son of 
Charles duke of Savoy, and died poor 
in 1650, aged 65. His chief and most 
esteemed works are, Remarks on the 
French language, with notes by Tho- 
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mas Corneille, 3 vol. 12mo.; an excel. 
lent translation of Quintus Curtius, in 
which he was employed 30 years, to, 
or 12mo. ; 

FAURE (Charles) abbot of St. Ge. 
nevieve, and first superior-general of 
the regular canons of the congregation 
of France, born 1894, at Luciennes, 
near St Germain-en-Lai, of a noble 
family, He was admitted bachelor of 
the Sorbonne 1620, and distinguished 
himself by his piety, and reformation 
of the order of regular canons. He 
died November 4, 1644, at Paris, aged 
So, leaving, Le Direttoire des Nevices, 
reprinted 1711, and other works, His 
life has been published by Pere Char. 
tonnet, 1693, 4to. 

FAUST, v. FUST. 

FAUSTA, daughter of the emperor 
Maximian Valerius, surnamed Hercules, 
and wife of Constantine the Great, who 
accused Crispus, a prince of distin- 
guished merit (and son of the emperor 
by a former wife) of attempting her 
honour ; upon which Constantine put 


him to death without any formal pro- 


cess; but Fausta's treachery being af- 
terwards discovered, she was suffocated 
in a hot bath, by order of the emperor, 
327. 

FAUSTE, a celebrated bishop of 
Riez, born about 390, in Upper Bre- 
tany, who distinguished himself first 
at the bar, and was afterwards abbot 
of Lerins in 433. He succeeded St. 
Maximus as bishop of Riez, about 455, 
and was banished 481. He died about 
485, leaving a treatise on free - will and 
grace, with other works, which are in 
the Library of the Fathers, and also 
printed separately. 

FAUSTINA, wife of the emperor 
Marcus Aurelius, famous in history for 
her licentiousness. Julius Capitolinus 
relates, that this empress entertaining 
a violent passion for a gladiator, owned 
it to her husband, who, by the advice 
of the Chaldeans, put the fayourite to 
death, and ordered Faustina to bathe 
herself in his blood. She obeyed, and 
was freed from her passion, but con- 
ceived Commodus the same night, wi 
had all the qualities of a gladiator. 
It is also said, the emperor being ad- 
vised to divorce her, only replied, 
That he must then return her dowry. 
But this answer appears unworthy of 


Marcus Aurelius, Temples were erected 
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i» honour of this prostitute after her 
death. 

FAUVEAU (Peter) a Latin poet, 
born in Poitou, the friend of Muret 
and Joachim du Bellay. He died at 
Poitiers in the flower of his age, 1562. 
Caly some fragments of his works re- 
main. 

FAY (Charles ora, de Cisternai 
du) born 1662 at Paris. He was cap- 
tain of the guards, and lost one of his 
legs at the bombardment of Brussels, 
1692, from a wound which made am- 
putation necessary. In 1697, he mar- 
ried mademoisele Landais, his cousin, 
by whom he bad two sons: one died 
de fore him, the other was member of 
the academy of sciences, and died 1739. 
Encreasing infirmities rendered him in- 
capable of any other occupation than 
the belles lettres, and he shewed great 
taste in the choice of his books, a ca- 
talogue of which was drawn up by 
M. Martin, 1725. Observe that the 
table of authors and the portrait be 
not wanting. M. du Fay died 1723. 
v. HOSPITAL. 

FAYDIT (Peter) a priest of Riom, 
too well known by his singular opi- 
nions. He entered the congregation of 
the oratory in 1662, but was obliged 
to quit it in 1671, being a friend to Cars 
tesianism, which was then a heresy. 
He preached against the conduct of 
Innocent XI. towards France, and pub- 
liched a treatise on the trinity 1696, in 
which appearing to favour tritheism, 
he was confined at St. Lazare in Paris, 
but afterwards received orders from 
the King to retire to his country, where 
he died 1709, He left a life of St, 
Amable, 12mo.; Remarks on Homer, 
Virgil, ahd the poetical style of Scrip- 
ture, 2 vol. 12mo.; a Collection in La- 
tin verse, and French prose, entitled, 
Timbeau de M. de Santeuil, 12mo.; Ls 
Telemacomanie, ou Critique du Telemaque de 
M. Fenelon, 12mo. All these works 
contain singular opinions, great read- 
ing and learning, but little taste or 
judgment. Le Meines empruntes, 2 vol. 
12mo, have been attributed to him, 
but they are by Haitze. 

FAYDIT (Anselm) a Provengal 
poet, who had a great deal of wit, 
Sung well, was handsome, and mace 
himself agreeable among the great. 
He wrote comedies, and acted in them 
himself, and by that means grew rich 
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in a Short time; but, giving himself 
up to debauchery, soon fell into po- 
verty, from which he was relieved by 
Richard Cœur de Lion, who was fond of 
Provengal poetry. This prince dying 
1199, Faydit returned to Aix in Pro- 
vence, where he married Gui/lemette de 
Soliers, who was handseme, witty, and 
learned; but she died shortly after. 
Anselm then retired to the house of 
Boniface, marquis de Montferrat, after- 
ward to that of the seigneur d' Agoult, 
seigneur de Sault, where he died about 
1220. He wrote a poem on the death 
of King Richard, and some comedies, 
one entitled, L' Heregia dels Prest res, i. e. 
The Heresy of the Priests, in which he 
favours the errors of the Vaudois and 
Albigensis; and a poem entitled, Le 
Palais de P Amour, which Petrarch ac- 
knowledges himself to have imitated 
in his Triumph of Love. , | 
FAYE (James) seig. d'Espeisses, one 
of the most eminent magistrates in the 
I6th century, born January 6, 1543, at 
Paris, son of Barthel. Faye. President 
aux Enquetes. He was counsellor to the 
parliament 1567, then Maitre des Re- 
quetes de Þ Hotel to the duke of Anjou, 
whom he followed into Poland, and 
who afterwards was Henry III. king 
of France. This prince, who had re- 
ceived great services from him, ap- 
pointed him maitre de requestes, then 
advocate-general, and at length presi- 
dent à Mertier to the parliament of 
Paris. D' Espeisse was distinguished in 
all those offices by his probity and ta- 
lents. He died at Senlis, Septem- 
ber 20, 1590, aged 46, leaving some 
Harangues, which are esteemed. v. 
D*ESPEISSES. 
- FAYE (John Francis Leriget de la) 
a French poet, who left several very 
witty and pleasing little poems. He 
was admitted into the French academy 
1730, and died 1731, aged 57. John 
Elias Leriget de la Faye, his brother, 
born at Vienne in Dauphiny, was cap- 
tain in the guards, and distinguished 
himself by his courage at the battles of 
Ramillies and Oudenard, and in seve- 
ral other actions. His genius for ma- 
thematics procured him admittance in- 
to the academy of sciences 1716, and 
there are several memoirs written by 
him, printed with those of that aca» 
demy. He died 1718, aged 47. | 
FAYETTE (Gilbert de la) signalized

himself at the battle of Bauge, 142t, 
and on various other occasions; he was 
made mareshal of France the same 
year, and assisted in driving out the 
English from that Kingdom. He died 
1463. 

FAYETTE (Mary Magdelane Pioche 
de la Vergne, comtesse de la) a lady 
illustrious for her birth, genius, and 
writings; daughter of Aymar de la 
Vergne, governor of Havre-de-Grace, 


and marechal de Camy: she married 
Francis comte de la Fayette in 1655, 


and died 1693. This lady wrote Zazde 
la Princess de Cleves; and la Princesse de 
Montpensieg., Romances well written 
and much esteemed. The two first 
2 under the name of M. 
Segrais, and have served as models for 
good romances. M. de la Fayette left 
Memgires de la Cour de France pour les 
ann#es, 1688, and 1689, 12mo. They are 
curious, and well written; and / H:s- 
toire d' Henriette d' Angleterre Duchesse 
d' Orleans, 12mo. 

FAITOO (Benedict Jerome) a cele- 
brated Spanish benedictine, one of those 
who have contributed most to enlighten 
his countrymen, by displaying their 
vices and defects, in his Critical Theatre, 
14 vol. 4to. part of which has been 
translated into French by M. d'Her- 
milly, 12 vol. 12mo. Faijoo died 1765. 

FAITHIUS (Everard) a native of 
Elburg in Guelderland in the 16th cen- 
tury, well acquainted with Hebrew 
and Greek, the latter of which he 
taught sometime in France, to which 
place the troubles of the low countries 
obliged him to retire. But walking 
one day with his servant at Rochelle, 
he was desired to go into a citizen's 
house, and from that moment it could 
never be discovered what became of 
him, notwithstanding the strictest 
search was made by the magistrates. 
He left a good book in Latin, on the 
antiquities of Homer, Strasburg, 1743, 
12Mmo. | 

FE, FO, or FOHE,”, the chief God of 
the Chinese. They adore him as 
Sovereign of Heaven, and represent 
him resplendent with light, his hands 
concealed under his garments, to ex- 
press that he does all by an invisible 
agency.

FELIBIEN (Andrew) born 1619, at 
Chartres; attending the marquis de

which completed his taste for the * 
arts. At his return he was employed 
by M. Fouquet, then by M. Colbert, 
Who appointed him historiographer of 
the royal buildings, 1666, and keeper 
of the antiquities in 1673. Felibien was 
among the eight first members of the 
academy of inscriptions and medals, 
founded by M. Colbert, 1663, and died 
at Paris, June T1, 1695, leaving several 
works which are esteemed; the prin- 
ci pal are, Entretiens zur la vie et les our 
des Peintres, 12mo. 5 vol. Amiterdam, 
and 6 in the edition of Trevaux, 1725, 
in which Pliny's house is added, /es 
principes de Þ Architecture, Peinture, et 
Sculpture, 1690, 4to. Trait de POrigine 
de la Peinture; Conferences de / Academie 
de Peinture, avec la vie des Peintres; De- 
Scription de la Trape, 12mo. a translation 
of St. Theresa's Castle of the Soul; of the 
life of pope Pius V. of the disgrace of 
count d'Qlivarez, 1650, 8yo. &c. An- 
drew Felibien left three sons; Nicholas 
Andrew died dean of the church at 
Bourges, 1711. 

FELIBIEN (John Francis) historio- 
grapher of the King's buildings, keeper 
of the antiques, and member of the 
academy of inscriptions, and died 1733. 
He left Recueil kistorique de la vie et des 
ouvrages des plus colebres ArchiteAes, with 
those of the painters by his father; 
a Description of Versailles, 12mo.; of 
the Church of the Irwalides, 1706, fol. 
reprinted 1756, &c. 

FELIBIEN (Dom. Michael) a bene- 
dictine of the congregation of St. Maur, 
who wrote / Historie de l' Abbaie de St. 
Denys en France, fol. Hist. de la Ville de 
Paris, 5 vol. fol. finiched by Dom. 
Lobineau; Vie de Mad. d' Hummiere, re- 
fermatrice de Þ Abbaye de Monchy, decedee, 
January 20, 1710, Paris. 1711, 12mo. 
&c. Felibien died September 10, 1719, 
aged 53. 

FELIBIEN (James) brother of An- 
drew, canon and archdeacon of Chartres. 
He wrote Iustructions morales, en forme de 
Cateckire tur les Cummandgments de Dieu, 
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et aur le Symbole, tirces de] Ecriture Sainte. 
Pentateuchus Historichus, Parisiis, 1704, 
go. This book has been suppressed; to 
make it of any value, the suppressed 
pages should be at the end. He died 
November 25, 1716, aged 82. 

FELICIA (St.) a Roman lady, who 
zuffered martyrdom under Marcus Aure- 
lius, about 164, after seeing her seven 
sons undergo the same fate, and en- 
couraging them to persevere till death. 

FELICIANI (Porphyry) secretary to 
pope Paul V. afterwards bishop of 
Foligno, a man of great learning, who 
left several collections of Latin and 
Italian poems, which are muclradmired. 
He died October 2, 1632, aged 70. 

FELIX I. succeeded pope St. Diony- 
sius 269, and died January 1, 274. In 
the council of Chalcydon, there is a 
valuable fragment of a letter written by 
him to Maximus of Alexandria, against 
Sabellius and Paul of Samosata. 


FELIX II. antipope, and archdeacon 


of the Roman church, obtruded into 
the Holy See, by order of the emperor 
Constantius, while pope Liberius was 
in exile 356; but the latter returning 
to Rome three years after, Felix was 
driven from thence in disgrace, and 
died November 22, 375. 

FELIX III. a Roman, great grand- 
father of St. Gregory the Great, He 
Succeeded pope Simplicius, March 6, 
483, rejected the edit of union, pub- 
lished by the emperor Zeno, and pro- 
nounced an anathema against those 
who should receive it. 
wards held several councils, in which 
he condemned Peter Mungus, Peter 
Fullo, and Accasius of Constantinople. 
He assembled a council at Rome 487, 
for the reconciliation of those who had 
suffered themselves to be rebaptized in 
Africa during the persecution; and 
died February 25, 492, after having 
governed the church piously. 

FELIX IV. a native of Benevento, 
who succeeded pope John the first, 
July 24, 526, dy the interest of Theo- 
doric, and discovered great zeal, learn- 
ing, and piety in his government of the 
church. He died September 25, 530. 

FELIX V, v. AMADEUS VIII. 

FELIX (St.) an illustrious priest of 
Nola, who suffered much ill treatment 
for the faith, and was imprisoned 
during the persecution of Decius, or 
Valerian; but an angel released him, 


Felix after- 
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that he might go to the relief of Maxi- 
mus his bishop, who was fallen sick 
among the mountains. Peace being 
restored to the church, Felix appeared 
again, and continued to exercise the 
functions of the sacred ministry, and 
when Maximus died, the people would 
have chosen him bishop of Nola, but 
he declined their offer, and died 256. 
The miracles wrought at his tomb are 
attested by St. Paulerius, St. Augustin, 
Sulpitius Severus, and pope Damasus. 

FELIX, bishop of Urgello, who 
being consulted by his friend Elipand, 
bishop of Toledo, whether Christ as 
man was the adopted on of God, fell 
into that error in his answer, and was 
condemned in the council of Ratisbon, 
792, Francfort 794, and Rome 799. 
Charlemagne afterwards banished him 
to Lyons, from whence he wrote a a 
letter to his people at Urgello, contain- 
ing an abjuration of his error; which 
may be found in P. Labba's Councils. 
Felix died at Urgello about 818. 

FELIX, proconsul, and governor of 
Judea, in the first century, brother of 
Pallas, the emperor Claudius's freed 
man, Going into Judea about the 
year 53, he conceived a violent passion 
for Drusilla, daughter of the elder 
Agrippa, and wife of Azizus, and 
married her; which induced St. Paul 
to reason before him of temperance 
and judgement to come $0 forcibly as 
to alarm him. Felix was recalled some 
time after by Nero for his ill conduct, 
and Porcius Festus sent in his place. 

FELL (John) an English divine, who 
being ill treated by the parliamenta- 
rians, 1648, in consequence of his at- 
tachment to the royal family, led a 
retired and studious hfe till 1660, when 
public affairs changing, he Was ap- 
pointed canon of Chris? Church, dean of 
the same the year following, and bishop 
of Oxford, 1675. He died July 12, 
1686, aged 61, leaving several works; 
the most known among them, are his 
excellent edition of St. Cyprian's 
works; which he published with 
bishop Pearson at Oxford, 1682, fol. his 
New Testament with varions readings, 
Oxford, 1675, 12mo. tom. r, of English 
Authors, Oxford, 1684, fol. 

FELLER (Joachim Frederic) bora 
December 26, 1673, at Leipsick. He 
was secretary to the duke of Weymar, 
passed the greatest part of his life in

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travelling to visit the learned; married 
in 1708, and died 1726; leaving Monu- 
menta inedita, in form of a journal, in 
12 parts, Jena, 1714, 4to. Micellanea 
Leibnitiana, Leipsick, 1718, 8vo. A 
Genealogy of the House of Brunswick, 
in German, $vo. 

FELLON (Thomas Bernard) born 
1672, at Avignon, and died 1759. He 
had a genius for Latin poetry, spoke a 
funeral oration on the duke of Bur- 
gundy, and on Louis XIV; published 
a Paraphrase on the Psalms, 1731, 12mo. 
and Trait de Þ Amour de Dieu, 1747, 
4 vol. 12mo, 

FELLON (John) an English gentle- 
man, attached to the Catholic religion, 
who publickly fixed on the gates of 
the bishop of London's house, the bull 
of Pius V. which declared queen Eliza- 
beth a heretic; and suffered the usual 
punishment of traitors in 1570. 

FELTON (John) an Englishman, 
who being offended with the duke of 
Buckingham, for refusing him a com- 
pany of infantry, assassinated him in 
1628. Upon being seized, he confessed 
himself guilty, and even requested 
that his hand might be cut off to in- 
crease his sufferings; but was only 
hanged. 

FENELON (Francis de Salignae de la 
Motte) born August 6, 1651, of a noble 
and ancient family, at the castle of 
Fenelon in Querey, admired early in 
life for his genius, sincere piety, the 
rectitude of his heart, and his taste for 
the sciences and belles lettres. He 
preached with great applause at 19, 
but his uncle, the marquis de Fenelon, 
who had the care of his education at 
Paris, fearing it might prove injurious 
to him to appear in public so young, 
persuaded him to-imitate the silence of 
Cet for some years. M. Fenelon was 
ordained at 24, distinguished himself 
by his preaching in the parish of St. 
Sulpice, and discharged all the duties 
of a minister, with exemplary fide- 
lity. M. de Harlay immediately ap- 
pointed him superior of the new Catho- 
lics; and then sent him as missionary 
to the coasts of Saintonge, and the ter- 
ritory of Aunis; where he had the 
satisfaction of bringing back several 
Calvinists to the bosom of the church. 
At his return to Paris, he devoted him- 


self to study and preaching, and was 


appointed preceptor to the dukes of 
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Burgundy, Anjou, and Berry in 16$g 
for whose use he wrote Telemackas, — 
immortal work, in which he has dis. 
played all the richness of his native 
language. M. de Fenelon succeeded 
Pelisson in the French academy, 1693 
* U 

and was made archbishop ot Cambray, 
1695; which preferment he Would 
accept only on condition, that he 
Should reside nine months in the year 
at his diocese, and but three at court 
with the princes; resigning at the same 
time his abbey of St. Valery, and his 
little priory; being of opinion that he 
could not conscientiously hold any 
benifice with this archbishapric. His 
merit, the interest he then had at 
court, and his high reputation, seemed 
to promise farther elevation; but 3 
Storm gathered over him, which 
banished him for ever from court, M, 
Bossuet accused him af Qui, vio. 
lently opposed his book, entitled, 
Maximes des Saints, 1697, 12mo. and 
prevailed on Several bishops to con- 
demn it. M. de Fenelon published 
many pieces in his defence, but they 
did not calm the storm; he was sent 
back to his diocese, 1697, and pope 
Innocent XII. condemned the book 
of Maxims, with 23 propositions in it 
particularly, March 12, 1699, but did 
not include in this sentence, the pieces 
the archbishop had written to defend 
himself. Ri. de Fenelon submitted to 
this censure immediately, and declared 
his submission by a mandate of April 9, 
the same year. He caused a sun to be 
made for displaying the holy sacrament, 
Supported by two angels, one of whom 
trampled on several heretical books, 
and his own among them; and by thus 
acknowledging his defeat, shewed per- 
haps that he possessed more greatness 
of $oul than his adversary. Thus 
ended this famous dispute between two 
of the greatest bishops, who have 
hitherto appeared in the church; NI. 
Bossuet, the terror of heretics, and the 
dest controversialist of his age; and M. 
de Fenelon, known by so many excel- 
lent works, and respectable for his 
candour, mildness, piety, rectitude of 
conduct, and all the virtues which 
make religion amiable. He devoted 
himself entirely after this dispute, to 
regulating and instructing his diocese, 
and was so much beloved and respected, 
that when the Protestant armies entered 
Cambress, 
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Cambresis, they spared his lands from 
the high veneration they entertained 
for his virtues. He died at Cambray, 
with the most fervent sentiments of 
piety, January 7, 1715, aged 63. Louis 
XVL. erected a statue of him in marble, 
made by M. le Comte, 1777. His 
works are numerous; the principal are, 
elende, which was never printed in 
France with permission, while Louis 
XIV. lived; some malicious persons 
having persuaded him, that Fenelon 
wrote it to satyrize the chief events of 
his reign, in which opinion he persisted 
to his death. The first edition, pub- 
lished by the family, is 1717, 2 vol. 
12: mo.; one was published at Rorrerdam, 
1725, where all the supposed maligni- 
ties against government are inserted in 
notes. The most elegant edition is 
Amsterdam, 1734, fol. more esteemed 
than the 4to. edition, either of Holland, 
or Paris; or than the re-impression in 
folio.

FENELON (Bertrand de Salignac de)

FERDINAND I. emperer of Ger- 
many, brother of Charles V. and son 
vt Philip I. archduke of Austria, born 
- 1502, at Medina. He married Anne, 
daughter of Ladislaus VI. king of Hun- 
£ary and Bohemia, and sister of Louis 
the Younger; which prince being killed 
at the battle of Mohatz, 1526, Ferdi- 
nand thinking he had a right to succeed 
him, caused himself to be crowned 
King of Hungary and Bohemia, 1529. 
Ne presided at the diet of Wortus 1545, 
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at that of Augsburg, 1547, and succeeded 
Charles V. on his abdication of the 
empire, 1558, at the age of 55, Paul 
IV. refused to acknowledge him em- 
peror, giving for a reason, that Charles 
had nv right to resign the empire, 
without remission from the Holy See; 
but his successor Pius IV. was not $0 
dithcult. Ferdinand made a truce of 
eight years with the Turks; reconciled 
Several princes, and terminated the dis- 
putes between the Kings of Denmark 
and Sweden. le died july 24, 1564, 
at Vienna in Austria, aged 61. This 
prince was fond of the sciences, and 


patronized men of learning; his dispo- 


Sition was mild, affable, conciliating 
and pacihtc; nor did he ever shew him- 
self severe, except to the Bohemians, 
when they leagued wl Frederic duke 
of Saxony, against the emperor Charles 
V. His son Maximilian succeeded 
him; and by his will he nominated 
the descendants of his daughters, in 
default of issue male, on which the 
house of Bavaria founded their preten- 
tions, on the death of the emperor 
Charles VI. 

FERDINAND II. emperor, son of 
Charles archduke of Gretz, and grand- 
son of the emperor Ferdinand I. born 
July 9, 1578, elected king of Bohemia, 
1617, king of Hungary, 1618, and em- 
peror, 1619, on the death of his cousin 
the emperor Matthias. He vent the 
comte de Buquoi against Frederic V. 
elector palatine, who had been elected 
King by the revolted Bohemians, and 
was defeated at the famous battle of 
Prague, November 8, 1620, and his 
electorate given to Maximilian duke of 
Bavaria. Ferdinand also defeated Chris- 
tiern IV. king of Denmark, 1625, whe 
was compelled to make peace, 1629; 
but the Protestant princess entering 
into a league against him, assisted by 
Louis XIII. of France, and Gustavus 
Adolphus of Sweden, the latter gained 
a famous victory at Leipsic over Tilly, 
the emperor's general, sabdued two 
thirds of Germany, and lost his life, 
though victorious, at the battle of 
Lutzen. His generals continued his 
conquests, till their course Was inter- 
rupted by the victory Which was 
gained at Nortlingen m 1634, by Fer di- 
nand, king of Hungary, son of the 
emperor. Ferdinand II. concluded a 
treaty of peace at Prague, with the

electors of Saxony and Brandenburgh 
the year following; caused his son to 
be . proclaimed King of the Romans, 
1636, and after firmly establishing the 
dignity of his family, died at Vienna, 
February 8, 1637, aged 61, and was 
succeeded by Ferdinand III. 

FERDINAND III. surnamed Ernest, 
son of the preceding; born 1608. 
Galas, one of his generals, gained some 
victories at first over the Swedes, but 
his troops were afterwards defeated by 
Bernard of Saxony, duke of Weymar, 
who was assisted by the French, 1638, 
and by John Banier the Swedish gene- 


ral, 1639. This latter even beſieged 


Ratisbon, while the emperor held a 
diet there,-and would have taken it 
but for a thaw. The French also 
gained several advantages against Fer- 
dinand under the conduct of marechal 
de Guebriant, the duke d'Enguien, 
prince of Condé, and the vicomte de 
Turenne; he was however victorious 
at the battle of Tuttingen in Suabia, 
and that of Mariendal in Franconia. A 
peace was concluded at Munster, 1648, 
which is the political code, and chief 
of the fundamental laws of the Ger- 
manic corps; the kings of Sweden 
became princes of Germany by the 
greater part of Pomerania being ceded 
to them; the king of France became 
landgrave of Alsace, without being 
prince of the empire; the Catholic 
religion, and that of the Lutherans, 
and Calvinists, remaining in the same 
state they were before. Ferninand 
reigned afterwards quietly, till 1657, 
and died at Vienna, aged 42. Leopold J. 
his son, succeeded him. 
FERDINAND, the name of five 
kings of Castille and Leon. The first 
surnamed the Great, conquered the 
king of Leon, gained great victories 
against the Moors, defeated his brother 
Garcias IV. king of Navarre. He died 
1065, after a glorious reign of 40 years. 
The second, who was younger son of 
Alphonso VIII. was several times 
victorious over the Portuguese, took 
their king prisoner. He died about 
1188, after enjoying his conquest with 
great moderation. The third was St. 
Ferdinand, son of Alphonso IX. who 
took Cordoua, Mureia, and Seville 
from the Moors, and raised forces to 
conquer the kingdom of Morocco; but 
died at Seville before he had executed 
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this great project, May zo, 12 $2 
aged 35. His piety gained him the 
title of Saint, which Clement X. con. 
firmed in 1617. He had given wise 
laws to his people, cleared his domi. 
nions from thieves and banditti, and 
established a sovereign council. Fer. 
dinand IV. subdued his rebellious sub. 
jects, defeated the neighbouring princes 
conquered the king of Grenada's army; 
and was found dead in his bed, Sep- 
tember 7, 1312, at the age of 24. The 
last and most known, is Ferdinand v. 
the Catholic; son of John II. king of 
Arragon. He married Isabella of 
Castille, 1469, by which marriage he 
united the dominions of Castille to 
those of Arragon in 1479. This king 
gained a famous victory at Soro, 1476, 
over Alphonso V. king of Portugal, 
who supported the princess Jane, the 
pretended daughter of Henry IV ; con- 
quered the Kingdom of Grenada, and 
drove the Moors from Spain, 1492, 
He made himself master of Pigno de 
Vellez, and Oran in Africa; took the 
kingdom of Naples, usurped that of 
Navarre, 1512, in virtue of a bull by 
which the King of Navarre was excom- 
municated, and his kingdom given to 
the first occupier. Ferdinand died at 
the village of Madrigalet, 1516, from à 
potion given him by his second wife, 
Germaine de Foix, that he might have 
posterity. This prince possessed many 
great qualities, made wise statutes, 
humbled the high nobility, reformed 
the clergy, and lessened the taxes; but 


. he sacrificed every thing to his ambi- 


tious and political views. It was 
during his reign, that Christopher Co- 
lumbus discovered the new world, and 
subdued so many rich provinces to 
Castille. M. the abbé Mignot pub- 
lished an history of this Kingdom, 1766, 
2 vol. 12mo. 

FERDINAND VI. born 1713, son of 
Philip V. and his first wife Maria of 
Savoy, He married the infanta Maria 
of Portugal, 1728, and succeeded his 
father, 1746. The weakness of his 
constitution did not permit him to 
devote himself, so much as he wished, 
to securing the happiness of his people; 
he however abolished the tribunal of 
the Nonciature, reformed the regular 
chergy, revived industry; and by the 
peace of 1740, procured the crown of 
the two Sicilies for one of his W 
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and for another the duchies of Parma 


and Placenza. He died August 10, 
1759, leaving no children. 
FERDINAND ALVAREZ, duke of 
Alba, v. TOLEDO. 


FERDINAND of Cordova, a learned 


the 15th century. He was well sKilled 
in languages and the sciences; under- 
stood the Bible, the works of Nicholas 
Lyranus, St. Thomas, St. Bonaventura, 
Alexander Ales, and Scotus; with 
those of Aristotle, Hippocrates, Galen, 
Avicenna, and several law authors. 
Ferdinand was also a brave soldier, 
played on several instruments, was 
admired for his singing and dancing, 
and equalled any artist of Paris in 
painting. It is said, that he foretold 
the death of Charles te Ras, duke of 
Burgundy, and in 1445, was the admi- 
ration of all the learned at Paris. 
Commentaries on Ptolemy's Almagest, 
and on the Apocalypse, are ascribed to 
him, and a Trait” de Artificio omnis 
scrib{lis, v. CORDOUA. 

FERDINAND LOPEZ de Castaneda, 
2 Portuguese, whose father going to 
the Indies as judge royal, about 1540, 
he attended him, and at his return 
published a history of what he had 
zeen there. This history was trans- 
lated from Portuguese into French, by 
Nicholas de Grouchi, Paris, 15 54, 4to. 
FERDINAND (Charles) an ingeni- 
ous writer, born at Bruges, Who taught 
Ethicks with reputation at Paris, 
though blind from his birth. He 
afterwards entered the benedictine 
order, and died 1494, leaving two 
books en the Tranquility of the Soul; and 
other works. | 
FERDINANDI (Epiphanius) born 
1569, at Messagna, in the province of 
Otranto; he practiced physic in his 
native country, and died there, 1638. 
He published Theoremata Medica, Venetia, 
1611, fol. de vit Propaganda, Neapoli, 
1612, 4to.; Centum observationes Medica, 
Venice, 1621, fol, de Peste, Neapoli, 
1631, 4to. 

FERDINANDO (John) a learned 
Jesuit of Toledo, by whom we have 
the first vol. fol. of a valuable work, 
containing an explanation of difficult 
passages in the Holy Scriptures, entitled, 
Dininarum Scripturarum juxtd, SS. Patrum 
Sententias locuplesissimus Tlesaurus, 1 594.

FERDINANDO (John) a learned 
dominican of Arragon; who left Com- 
mentaries on Ecclesiastes, in which he 
proves the conformity between the 
Hebrew text and the Vulgate, Rome, 
I62r, fol.

FERIOL, v. PONT DE VESLE. 

FERMAT (Peter) counsellor to the 
parliament of Toulouse, an eminent 
mathematician; one of the greatest 
geniuses, and most learned lawyers of 
his age. He held a literary correspon- 
dence with Descartes, Paschal, Rober- 
val, Huygens, and Carcavi; to the lat- 
ter of whom he entrusted his writings. 
Fermat died 1664, aged 74; leaving 
Some children who were eminent, His 
works are, Observations zur Diophante, 
and others, Toulouse, 1679, 2 vol. fol. 

FERNEL (John Francis) born 1497, 
at Montdidier. He devoted himself 
entirely to physic, which he practised 
and taught with uncommon reputation, 
Was appointed first physician to king 
Henry II. and queen Catherine de 
Medicis; and received considerable 
presents from the latter, who believed 
that his medicines had made her fruit- 
ful. Fernel died at Paris, April 26, 
15 58, aged 62, a month after his wife, 
by whom he had two daughters, who 
married advantageously. His wife was 
daughter of a counsellor to the parlia- 
ment, named Tournebue. He left 
several works much esteemed; the 
principal are, Medicina Universa, Utrecht,“ 
1656, 4to. comprising all that Fernel 
wrote on physic, which had been 
printed separately, and part of which. 
has been translated into French. Medici 
antiqui Græci qui de febribus scriperunt, 
Venetiis, 1594, fol. The Latin physi- 
cians on the same subject have been 
printed, 1547, fol. and some mathema- 
tical works now intirely forgotten. 
M. de Thou speaks very highly of the 
author, 

FERON (John le) an advocate to 
the parliament, who published r555, 
a list of the constables, chancellors, 
marechals, &c. of France; the best 
edition is that by Denis Godefroi, 
Lowvre, 1658, fol. Feron died in the- 
reign of Charles IX. aged above 60. 

FERONIA, goddess of woods and 
orchards among the heathens, so named 
from the town of Feronia; at the _ 
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of mount Soracte, where she had a 
Temple, and a consecrated Wood. 
Feronia was also the goddess of Freed- 
men, because they received the hat, or 
cap of liberty in her temple. 

' FERRACINO (Bartholomew) born 
1592, in Bassano, who, without learn- 
ing or study, invented the most com- 


plicated machines, and constructed the 


famous bridge over the Brenta at Bas- 
sano. His life and inventions were 
published immediately after his death, 
Venice, 1764, 4to. 

FERRAND, Fulgentius Ferrandus, a 
learned deacon of the church of Car- 
thage in the 6th century, the disciple 
of St. Fulgentius, and one of the first 
who declared against the condemnation 
of the three Chapters, He left a collec- 
tion of canons, and other works, which 
are in the Library of the Fathers. 

PYRRAND (Anthony) counsellor to 
the court of Aids at Paris, his native 
place. He wrote some elegant verses, 
and several lively and witty songs, but 
too free, $yo. Most of them have been 


adapted to the celebrated Couperin's 


harpsichord airs, He died 1719, at 
Paris,” aged 42. 

FERRAND (James) doctor of physic, 
at the beginning of the 17th century, a 


native of Agen; he wrote a Traits wr 


la maladie de P Amour, Paris, 1623, 8vo. 

FERRAND (John) a lawyer in the 
16th century, King's procurator in the 
presidial of Mans; a native of Ayjou. 
He left, Trait des Dreits et Privileves du 
Reiaume de France, dedicated to Louis 
XII. and other works. 

FERRAND (Lewis) born October 3, 
1645, at Toulouse; advocate to the 
parliament of Paris. He was also an 
able divine; understood the oriental 
languages and antiquities, both sacred, 
and profane. He died March 11, 1699, 
aged 54. His principal works are, 
Refiexions ur la Religion Chretienne, 1679, 
2 vol. 12mo.; a Commentary on the 
Psalms, in Latin, 1683, 4to. ; Un Traits 
de la Connoissance de Dieu, &c. 1706, 
tzmo.; . Traits de Eglise, 1686, tamo.; 
a Psalter according to the Vulgate, 
Latin and French, 1686, 12mo. &&. 
All these works contain great learning, 
but little regularity and reasoning. 

FERRAND (James Philip) a French 
painter, whose father was physician 
to Louis XIII. He was valet de 
Chambre to Louis XIV. member of the 
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academy of painting, and excelled pay. 
ticularly in painting in enamel; on 
which he published a treatise, 1723, 
12mo. He died 1732. . 
FERRARA, v. ALPHONSO v*ESTE.

Finding him- 
self abandoned by his troops, he dis- 
banded the few who had remained true 
to him; which step the prince of 
Orange made a pretence for imprison- 
ing this faithful servant of the king's, 
declaring, that he could not disband a 
royal army without permission from 
the king, that is, from himself. The 
earl was, however, set at liberty after- 
wards, and died 1709, aged 71, 

FEUILLADE, v. AUBUSSON, 


FEUILLEE (Lewis) born 1660, in 


Provence. He entered the order of 
Minimes; was sent by Louis XIV. on 
several voyages to different parts of the 
world, and had a pension from that 
prince, who employed him to build an 
observatory at Marseilles, in which 
city P. Feuillee died 1732, worn out 
by the fatigue of his literary travels, 
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leaving a journal of physical, mathe- 


matical, and botanical observations, 
made on the coasts of South America, 
Paris, 1714 and 1725, 2 vol. 4o. At 
his return from the South Sea, he pre- 
sented the King with a large volume, 
in which he had drawn from nature all 
the curiosities of that country. This 
work is deposited in the royal library, 
as well as the Journal of his Voyage 
to the Canaries, to fix the meridian. 
FEUILLET (Nicholas) a virtuous 
priest and canon of St. Cloud near 
Paris, whose preaching was zealous, 


and his doctrine sound. He had ac- 


quired a Kind of licence to speak with 
the utmost freedom to persons of the 
first rank at court, and reprove their 
irregularities; from whence this verse 
of the 119th Psalm was applied to him; 
T will speak of thy testimonies alio, even 


. before kings, and will not be ashamed. 


Feuillet converted many sinners, which 
Boileau alludes to when he says, Lais- 
sex d Feuillet reformer Punivers; and was 
the principal instrument in the conver» 
sion of M. de Chanteau, cousin- german 
of M. de Caumartin, couusellor of 
state. The very instructive History he 
gave of this conversion was printed, 
with some of his other works, 1702, 
12 mo. and has been several times re- 
printed. Feuillet died at Paris, Sep- 
tember 7, 1693, aged 71. He left some 


very edifying Letters, and a Funeral Ora- 


tien on Henrietta of England, duchess 
of Orleans. His portrait has been en- 
graved by Edelinck. 

FEUQUIERES (the marquis de) v.

FEVRE D'ESTAPLES (James le) 
Faber Statulensis, born at Estaples in the 
diocese of Amiens about 1455. Wil- 
liam Briconnat, bishop of Meaux, ap- 
pointed him his grand vicar 1523; but, 
this bishop being accused of favouring 
Calvinism, le Fevre retired to Stras- 
burg 1527. At his return to Paris, he 
was made preceptor to the third son of 
king Francis I.; and, some time after, 
attended queen Margaret to Nerac, 
where he spent the remainder of his 
days, and died 1537, in a very ad- 
vanced age Notwithstanding his con- 
nections with the Protestants, he would 
never separate himself from the Catho- 
lic church. His principal works are, 
Commentaries on the Gospels, fol.; on 
St. Paul's Epistles, fol.; and on the

Canonical Epistles, fol.; an edition of 
the Psalter in five columns, Part, 1509, 
fol.; Traite de Duplici, et unla Magda. 
lena, 4to.; Agones martyrum mensis Janu- 
arit, fol. without date of place or year, 
but of the beginning of the 16th cen. 
tury ; a French version of the Bible, 
Antwerp, 1530, fol. very 8carce, known 
by the name of the Emperor's Bible, 
from the printer's name. This trans. 
lation was the foundation of those 
which the Protestants and doors of 
Louvain have published. 

FEVRE (Claudius le) a French 
painter, born 1631, at Fontainebleay, 
He was pupil to le Sueur and le Brun, 
the latter of whom advised him to 
study portrait painting, which advice 
he followed with good success He 
painted the King and qu en; and, go- 
ing after wards to- Fngland, acquired 
great reputation there, and greiv very 
rich. He died, 5, in London. This 
artist must be distit guss hed from Ro. 
land le Fevre, another painter, a n1- 
tive of Anjou, who exceliet is u 
portraits, and died in England 1557, 
He was not related to Claudius Je Fevie, 

FEVRE (James le) a celebrated 9c. 
tor of the Sorbonne, archdeacon of 
Lisieux, and grand vicar of Bourges, 
born at Coutance, of a family which 
produced several persons of merit and 
learning. He gained great reputation 


dy his works, which are, Motifs invin-

FEVRE (Guy le) sieur de la Boderie, 
Guido

Guide Fabricius Boderianus, born of a 
noble family in the territory of Boderie 
in Lower Normandy, 1541. He ac- 
quired great knowledge in the Oriental 
languages, and had, with his brother 
Nicholas, the principal part in the 
edition of the Polyglott of Antwerp, 
though that honour is usually given to 
the learned Arias Montanus, Le Fevre 
was secretary to the duke d'Alengon, 
brother of King Henry III. and com- 
posed several works in French, verse 
and prose, but in so low and confused 
a style, that none of them are read. 
He died 1598. Nicholas le Fevre de la 
Boderie, his brother, was also very in- 
genious : he died after the year 1605. 
Anthony le Fevre de la Boderie, ano- 
ther brother, distinguished himself in 
thereigns of Henry IV. and Louis XIII. 
by his skill in negociations, and his 
embassies to Rome, the Low Countries, 


and England, where he was loaded 


with presents. He discovered the ma- 
rechal de Birons correspondences at 
Brussels, and rendered important ser- 
vices to Henry IV. He died 16135, 
aged 60, and left Traite de la Noblesse, 
traduit de l Italien de Fean- Baptiste Nenna, 
printed 1583, 8vo. His Letters on Ne- 
gociatiuns were published 1749, 5 vol. 
12mo, and he is also supposed to have 
been among the authors of the Cathsli- 
con, He married the sister of the 
marquis de Feuquieres, governor of 
Verdun, by whom he had two daugh- 
ters: one died very young, the other 
married M. Arnauld d'Andilli 1613, to 
whom she carried the estate of Pom- 
ponne, and la Briotte. 

FEVRE (Nicholas le) born June 2, 
1544, at Paris. He travelled into Italy, 
was preceptor to the prince of Conde, 
and afterwards to Lewis XIII. He 
died November 3, 1612, aged 69, leav- 
ing some Opuscula, printed at Paris, 
1614, 4to. which discover great erudi- 
tion, and in which he maintains, that 
the wine and the myrrh offered to our 
Saviour at his crucifixion, was a stupi- 
fying potion given to condemned per- 
sons to blunt their feelings, and make 
them less sensible of pain. 

FEVRE (Tanneguy le) born 1651, at 
Caen. He was well skilled in the 
Greek and Latin languages, and cardi- 
nal Richelieu procured him a pension 
of 2000 livres for inspecting the books 
to be printed at the Louvre, and in- 
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tended to make him principal of the 
college he meant to found by the name 
of Richelieu. But all le Fevre's pros- 
pects vanished on the death of this 
minister, and his pension was irregu- 
larly paid. Going some time after to 
Langres with M. de Francieres, who 
was governor there, he embraced what 
is called the reformed religion, and 
was invited to be Greek professor at 
Saumur, where his talents for teaching 
gained him such uncommon reputation, 
that young persons were sent to him 
not only from every province in the 
kingdom, but from foreign countries; 
and even divines and professors thought 
it an honour to attend his lectures. 
He was about removing to Heidelberg, 
on the invitation of the prince palatine, 
when he died, September 12, 1672, 
aged 57, Le Fevre left Notes on Ana- 
cretius, Longinus, Phedrus, Apollodorus, 
Eutropius, Aurelius Victor, Justin, Te- 
rence, Virgil, Horace, lian, and on 
Lucian's Timon and Peregrini; two vo- 
lumes of Letters, 1659 and 1665, 4to.; 
Lives of the Greek Poets, 12mo.; and 
Several other works. His poem of Ado. 
nis, and his Fables of Lockman, are par- 
ticularly admired. He wrote good La- 
tin, and all his works discover great 
skill in criticism, and extensive Know- 
ledge of profane antiquity. Le Fevre's 
conduct respecting his friend Paul Pe- 
lisson, to whom he dedicated his edi- 
tion of Juvenal at the time that Pelis- 
son was a state prisoner, does him great 
honour, Tanneguy le Fevre, his son, 
was author of the Trait de futilitate 
Poetices, 1697, 12mo. a work of great 
learning, but not equal judgment. 
Anne le Fevre, his daughter, is well 
known in the literary world. ©

FEVRE (John le) advocate to the 
parliament, and rapperteur referendaire in 
chancery, under Charles V. King of 
France, author of a moral poem, en- 
titled, Le Respit de la Mert, 1533, 8vo.

FEVRE (Andrew le) a native of 
Troyes.

| FEVRE de St. Mare (Charles Hugh 
le) born, 1698, at Paris. He quitted 
the military life for the ecelesiastical 
profession, and concluded by resuming

pils. He died November 21, 1769.

FEVRET (Charles) born at Semur,

cellent treatise de Abus, at the request 
of Louis II. prince of Condé; the best 
edition is Lyons, 1736, 2 vol. fol. He 
died August 12, 1661, aged 78: he had 
had 19 children. Fevret also left ist. de 
Ir Sedition arrive a Dijon, February 28 
1630, 8vo. on which occasion he made 
2 speech to Louis XIII. and obtained 
pardon for the criminals. | 
FEVRET de Fontetre (Charles Maria) 
great grandson of the preceding, ad- 
mitted counsellor to the parliament at 
Dijon, 1736, being only 26 years of age. 
His talents gained him the confidence 
of his company, by whom he was fre- 
quently employed to support their in- 
terests at court. He was also the first 
of them that received a pension of 
1200 livres from the king, which was 
given him in 1751, as a reward for 
four years labour, in the discussion of 
2 criminal cause, in which the public 
security of Burgundy was concerned, 
He spent the time which he could 
spare from business in studying the 
law and the history of France, which 
induced bim to undertake a new edi-

and the following 5 vol. fol.; but he 
died before tom. 3. was printed, Fe- 
braary 16, 1772. The king had given 


him a new pension of 1200 livres 1770. 
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He was director of the academy of 
Dijon, and admitted into that of in. 
scriptions and belles lettres 1771. 

FEYDEAU (Matthew) a celebrated 
doctor of the house and society of the 
Sorbonne, born 1616, at Paris. Mess. 
Arnauld, de St. Beuve, Gillot, and dy 
Hamel, were his intimate friends; and 
the latter, who was curate of St. Merti 
at Paris, appointed him vicar of Belle. 
ville, afterwards of St. Merri, wherg 
M. Feydeau drew many auditors by his 
ecclesiastical conferences, catechisms, 
and instructions. He refused the eu- 
racy of St. Merri, and was expelled 
the Sorbonne, because he would not 
sign M. Arnauld's condemnation, This 
refusal occasioned his banishment 1657. 
M. Feydeau was afterwards thes/ogal in 
the diocese of Alet, then curate of 
Vitri le Frangois in Champagne; which 
office he resigned 1676, and was made 
theologal of Beauvais 1677; but was 
soon after banished to Bourges, then 
to Annonai in Vivares, where he died 
July 24, 1694, aged 78. His principal 
works are, Meditations du Chretien, tirdes 
de P Ecriture Sainte, de Gonciles et dey 
Saints Peres, 4th edition, 12mo.; Cate» 
chisme de la Grace, 12m0,; Meditations 
wy ' Hixteire et la Concorde des Evangiles, 
3 vol, 12mo. 

FEYDEAU de Brou (Henry) bishop 
of Amiens, of the same family as the 
preceding, eminent for his virtue, 
learning, and charity to the poor. He 
died June 14, 1706, aged 53, leaving 


a Latin letter to Innocent XII. against 


the Nodus Predestinationis of cardinal 
Sfondrati; Orgonnance pour la Furizdietion 
Os Cures, against P. des 
Imbrieux, a Jesuit; another letter on 
the subject of the Lettre & un curicus 
zur d'. Anciens Tombeaux decounerts on 
1597. 
FIACRE (St.) went from Ireland in- 
to France, and, having a solitary spot 
given him by St. Faron, bishop of 
Meaux, built an hospital, where he re- 
ceived travellers and foreigners. He 
died about 670. 

FICHARD (John) an eminent law- 
yer in the 16th century, horn at Franc- 
fort on the Main, of which city he was 
appninted syndic, and died there 1581, 
aged 70. He left Onomasticon Philov- 
phice- medico Synonymum, 1574, $vo.; 
Consilium matrimoniale, 1 580, fol.; De 
Cautelis, 1577, fol.; Vitæ wirorum qui 

eruditione 
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era ditione claruerunt, to.; Vitæ juriscon- 
witorum, 1 565, 4tO. 

FICHET, v. FISCHET. 

FICINUS (Marsilius) a celebrated 
canon of Florence, in which city he 
was born, October 19, 1433. He de- 
voted himself particularly to the study 
of Greek and Latin; followed Plato's 
&&, and translated the works of that 
philosopher into Latin, with those of 
Pletinus, Jumblicus, Proclus, and other 
celebrated Platonists. It is said, when 
Ficinus had finished his translation of 
Plato, he showed it to his friend Mark 
Musurus, a very ingenious man; and 
calling upon him some time after for 
his opinion, Musurus answered him by 
emptying an ink-horn on the first page. 
Ficinus convinced by this his transla- 
tion was good for nothing, set about 
Altering it, and published that which 
we now have. He died 1499, aged 66. 
He also left Epist/es in 12 books, scarce, 
in the Venetian edition of 1495, fol.; 
and other works, collected at Basil, 
r561, 2 vol fol. from which it appears 
that he believed in judicial astrology. 
The Florentine edition of the Platonic 
philosophy, 1482, fol. is scarce. 

FIDDES (Richard) a learned Eng- 
lich divine and polite writer in the 
17th century, author of a System of 
Divinity; The Life of Cardinal Wolzey ; 
An Epistle en Homer's Iliad, addressed to 
Dr. Swift; a treatise on Morality ; and 
other works. , 

FIDELE (Cassandra) a native of 
Venice, who was taught Greek and 
Latin by her father, and applied her- 
self afterwards to other branches of 
learning, in which she excelled. This 
lady married a physician, named John 
Maria Mapellio, who practiced at Vi- 
cenza, Retimo, and Venice. She was 
left a widow in 1521, and died 1567, 
aged 102. Tomasini has prefixed her 
life to her works; Epistelæ et Orationes, 
Patavii, 1636, 8vo. 

FIDERI, emperor of Japan, suc- 
ceeded his father Taicko 1598, He 
was dethroned and burnt in his palace 
by Ongoschio, his tutor, and father- in- 
law. 

FIDIVS, the god who presided over 
alliances and promises among the Ro- 
mans: they learned to worship him 
from the Sabines; and called him also 
Sanctus, Semo, and Semipater; and took 
him to witness in their alliances.

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FIELDING (Henry) son of a lien- 
tenant-general, born April 22, 1507, in 
He abandoned himself 
$0 much to debauchery at the age of 
twenty, that he impaired his constitu- 
tion, and the small estate his father 
left him. At thirty, he married Miss 
Craddock, a celebrated beauty of Salis- 
bury, whose fortune was soon spent in 
gaieties. Fielding then attempted to 
practise at the bar; but, being attacked 
by the gout, was obliged to quit that 
plan, and provide for his necessities by 
the publication of 18 Comedies, or 
Farces, and several Novels. He was 
appointed justice of the peace fot 
Middlesex, and went into Portugal for 
the recovery of his health; but, find- 
ing no benefit, returned to London, 
where he died 1754. Most of Field- 
ings Novels have been translated into 
French: Tem Jones, 4 vol.; Amelia, 3 
vol.; The Adventures of Faceph Andrews, 
2 vol. A collection of his works, in 
English, was printed at London, 1762, 
$ vol. 8vo. 

FIENNE (Robert de) an old war- 
rior, who was honoured with the con- 
stable's sword 1356; but, the King 
wishing to gratify du Gueselin with 
that office, de Fienne resigned it 1370. 
His family has continued till the pre- 
sent time. 

FIENUS (Thomas) a native of Ant- 
werp, physician to the duke of Bava- 
ria; afterwards professor of physic at 
Louvain, where he died 1631, aged 64. 
His works are, De viribus imaginationts, 
Bvo.; De Formatione et de Animationt 
Fetus, 8vo.; Apolagia pro Libro preced. 
1629, 8vo.; De Cauteriis, S vo.; Libri 
Chirurgici, 1649, 4to. He was son of 
John Fienus, a physician of Antwerp, 
who died at Dort, 1585, and left 2 
treatise De flatibus humanum Corpus mo- 
lestantibus, 1582, $vo. 

FIESCO (John Lewis de) count de 
Lavagni, of an illustrious Genoese fa- 
mily, several of which have been car- 
dinals. He was famous for his ambi- 
tion and ill- fortune. This young noble- 


man, being jealous of Andrew Doria's 


glory and authority, formed a conspi- 
racy to make himself master of Genoa, 
and his people had seized the place 
where the gallies were kept, Jan. r, 
1547; when, hastening to them on 
hearing the noise of the slaves, he fell 
into the sea, and was drowned, His 


palace 
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palace was razed to the ground, and 
his family banished from Genoa to the 
fifth generation, Cardinal de Retz has 
given an account of this conspiracy, 
12Mm0. 

FIESCO (Charles Leo, count de) de- 
scended from the elder branch of the 
counts de Fieschi, who were baniſhed 
from Genoa in. consequence of the un- 
happy enterprize of John Lewis against 
his country. He married, in 1643, 


' Gillone d'Harcourt, who died 1699, 


and was one of those who made a 
figure in the count de Bussy's satirical 
romance. This branch terminated in 
John Lewis, his son, who died unmar- 
ried, 1708. The King had compelled 
the Genoese to pay him 300,000 livres, 
for the comte de Lavigni, formerly 
confiscated from his family. 

FIEUBET (Jasper de) seigneur de 
Cendre, de Ligny, &c. author of se- 
veral elegant and delicate French and 
Latin poems. The four beautiful Latin 
lines at the bottom of the countess de 
la Suze's picture, are also ascribed to 
him. His fable entitled, Ulysse et le, 
Syrencs, is also much admired. He died 
at the Camuldulites of Gros-Bo:s 1694, 
aged 67, leaving no children. 

FILASTRE (William) bishop of 
Tournay in the 16th century, who pub- 
lished a Chronicle of France, 1517, 2 
vol. fol.; La Toizon d' Or, Paris, 1530, 
2 vol. fol. | 

FILBERT (St.) Filibertus, born at 
Ausch, who was first a monk, and af- 
terwards abbot of Rebais, 650. He 
founded the abbey of Jumieges, was 
its first abbot, about 654, and died 
at Poitou, in the isle of Noirmoutier, 
August 20, 684. | 

FILESAC (John) a native of Paris, 
who taught ethics, and afterwards phi- 
losophy, at the college de la Marche, 
and was rector of the university 1586, 
He took. his doctor's degree, April q, 
1590, and became curate of St. John 
en Greve. Filesac was eminent for his 
firmness, learning, and piety, and very 
zealous in promoting the censure of 
Santarellus' book. He died at Paris, 
Senior of the Sorbonne, and dean of 
the faculty of theology, May 27, 1638, 
leaving several vesy learned works, 
the principal of which are, A Treatise 
on the sacred Autherity of Bizheps, in La- 
tin, Paris, 1606, Svo.; another on Leut; 
a treatise on the Origin of Pariikes; 
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treatises on Auricular Confesston, on Tee 
latry, and on the Origin of the ancient 
Statutes of the Faculty of Paris, They 
are united under the title of Opera 
Pleraque, Paris, 1621, 8vo. ap 
FILIBUSTIERS, FLIBUSTIERS, or 
Buccaneers, a name given to some 
Frenchmen who cruized against the 
Spaniards from the isle of Tortuga, 
which they Kept as their fort, and dis. 
played uncommon courage and intre. 
pidity from 1660 to about 1680. v. 
GRAND (Peter le) Olonois. 
FILICAIA (Vincent de) a cele. 
brated Italian poet, born December zo, 
1642, of a noble family at Florence. 
He studied philosophy, law, and di- 
vinity, five years at Pisa, and took a 
doctor of law's degree there. He then 
returned to Florence, where, after se- 
verat years spent in his closet, with no 
other employment than poetry and the 
belles lettres, the grand duke appointed 
him senator. He died September 27, 
1707, aged 65. Filicaia was member 
of the academies della Crusca, and degli 
Arcadi. His poems are much admired 
for their delicacy and noble sentiments, 
They have been published together by 
Scipio Filicaia, his son, under the title 
of Poesie Toscane di Vincenzo da Filicaia, 
&c. 1607, fol.: the same with the 
Latin prose, Venice, 1747, 3 vol. 12 mo. 
FILASSIER (Martin) a virtuous 
priest, born at Paris, where he preached 
with great reputation, and was after- 
wards curate, then chaplain to the la- 
dies of Miramion, The last 15 years 
of his life were a series of infirmity, 
attended with continual and acute 
sufferings. He composed, for his own 
use, and that of a lady of rank, who 
was also attacked by a long and pain- 
ful illness, a book entitled, Sentiments - 
Chretiens, propres aux Perzunnes infirmes 
et malades, 12mo.' This work consists 
almost entirely of expressions from 
Scripture and the Fathers. The best 
edition was published soon after his 
death, which happened at Paris, 
July 13, 1733. He was but 56. | 
FILLEAU (John) a lawyer in the 
17th century, professor of law and 
King's advocate at Poitiers. He died 
1682, and left des Arrets notables du Par- 
lement de Paris, 1631, 2 vol. fol.; Let 
Preuves kisturiques de la Vie de Ste. Rade- 
gonde; Trait de PUniveriite de Poitiers;

In this account 
Filleau supposes that six persons, whom 
he distinguishes only by the initials of 
their names, assembled, in 1621, to 
deliberate on a plan for establishing 
Deism on the ruins of Christianity;

du Port-Royal and their friends have

La Realitf had been condemned to be 
burnt by a sentence of the parliament 
of Paris, April 21, 1758. 

FINE” (Oronce) an eminent mathe- 
matician, born 1494, at Biangon. He 
was professor of mathematics in the 
college of Maitre Gervais, at Paris, and 
afterwards at the royal college, Fine 
had a great genius for mechanics, in- 
vented a planetary clock, and some 
machines which gained him much 
reputation; but he died very poor, 
October 6, 1555, aged 61, leaving his 
wife with five sons, and a daughter. 
He wrote several pieces on Geometry, 
Optics, Geegraphy, and other mathema- 
tical treatises; the chief of which 
were collected in three vol. fol. printed 
in 1532, 1542, and 1556, They discover 
an absurd credulity with respect to 
judicial astrology. 

FIORI (Mario di) a painter, v. 
MARIO. | 

FIRENZUOLO (Angelo) a Floren- 
tine poet, and a monk of the congre- 
gation of Vol-Ombroso. He lived in 
the time of Leo X. who wishing to be 
acquainted with him, sent for him to 
Rome, in which city he died, about 
1:45. The edition of his works in 
prose is 1548, that of his poems, Fo- 
rence, 1549, 8vo. is in request. His 
translation of the Golden Ass, Venice, 
1567, 8vo. is scarce.

FIRMICUS MATURNUS (Julius) a 
celebrated writer in the time of Con- 
Stantine's children; who wrote an ex- 
cellent book in Latin, about 245, on the 
Errors of profane Religions, which we 
have with the Minutii Felix of Leyden, 
1672, Svo. and 1709, with notes by 
John Wouver. Eight books on astro- 
nomy, printed by Aldus Manutius, 1499, 
fol. are also ascribed to him ; but this 
last appears to have been the work of 
another Julius Firmicus, who lived at 
the same time. | 

FIRMILIAN (St.) a celebrated bi- 


shop of Cæsarea in Cappadocia, in the 


third century; one of the friends of 
Origen, who took St. Cyprian's part 


against pope Stephen; maintaining the 


necessity of rebaptizing those who had 
been baptized by heretics; and wrote a 
long letter on this subject, 256, to St. 
Cyprian, by whom it was translated 
into Latin, and may be found with his 
works. St. Firmilian presided at the 
first council of Antioch held 264, against 
Paul of Samosata, who promised a 
change of doctrine; but, continuing to 
propagate his errors, was condemned 
at the second council of Antioch, 269. 
St. Firmilian died at Tarsus, as he was 
going to this council. 

FIRMIN (St.) bishop of Amiens, 

supposed to have suffered martyrdom 
about 1287. He must be distinguished 
from St. Firmin, bishop of Uzés in 
1538, and from another Who was 
bishop of Mende. 
_ FIRMIUS Marcus) a rich and 
powerful citizen of Seleucia, joined 
Zenobie's party, and took the title of 
emperor, but being defeated by Aure- 
lian, was condemned to cruel sufferings 
in 273. ö 

FISCHET (William) an eminent 
prior, and doctor of the Sorbonne in 
1454, and rector of the university of 
Paris in 1467, who taught rhetoric, 
philosophy, and divinity with great 
reputation, He opposed the plan 
formed by Louis XI. of arming the 
scholars, and was entrusted with several 

8 commissions 
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commissions of importance, Fischet 
went to Rome with cardinal Bessarion, 
who dedicated his orations to him, 
1470 : he was well received by pope 
Sixtus IV. and appointed his chamber- 
lain. We have a work of his on Rie- 
toric, and some Epiztles, written in 
very elegant language for that age, 
printed at the Sorbonne, 1471, 4:0. 
It was Fischet, who, with his friend 
John de la Pierre, brought Martin 
Crantz, Ulric Gering, and Michael Fri- 
burger, from Germany to the Sarbonne, 
who printed the firs: books that had 
been printed in France. 

FISHER (Mary) a woman celebrated 
among the Quakers, who purposing to 
preach the dogmas of her sect at the 
grand signior's court, landed at 
Smyrna in an English ship; but the 
Btitish consul sent this enthusiast back 
to Venice. She then went to Constan- 
tinople by land, and Mahomet IV. 
to whom she contrived to gain access, 
was inclined to punish this boldness ; 
but suspecting from her gestures, tone 
of voice, and expressions, that she was 
mad, he spared her life, and sent her 
to England again. The Quakers re- 
ceived her with enthusiasm, and she 
was married to one of their principal 
prophets. | | 

FISHER, or FISCHER (John) a ce- 
lebrated cardinal, one of the best con- 
troversial writers of his time, born about 
1455, in the diocese of York, He took 
his door's degree at Cambridge, and 
was chancellor of the University, then 
bishop of Rochester, and preceptor to 
king Henry VIIL. with whom he had 
great interest; but when that prince 
assumed the title of head of the church, 
Fisher refusing to acknowledge , his 
- Supremacy was sent to prison; and the 
king hearing that pope Paul IIL. had 
sent him a cardinal's hat, ordered him 
to be beheaded, June 22, 1535, at the 
age of 80. He left several treatises 
against Luther, and other works;

FITE (John de la) a native of Bearn, 
descended from a noble and ancient 
family; he left France on account of 
his religion, and was minister of the

_ FITZ-JAMES (James de) duke of 
Berwick, peer, and marechal of France 
one of the greatest generals of his 196; 
natural son of James II. king of Eng- 
land, and Arabella Churchill, sister of 
the duke of Marlborough; born 1671, 
at Moulins, as his mother was returning 
from the waters of Bourbon. He gave 
Shining proofs in his youth of courage 
and military talents at the Siege of 
Buda, 1686; and went into France with © 
the king his father in 1689, on account 
of the troubles in England. The duke 
of Berwick commanded afterwards in 
Ireland, and had a horse killed under 
him at the battle of the Boyne, 1690. 
He distinguished himself in severalother 
battles and sieges, gained the famous 
victory of Almanza in Spain, April 25, 
1707, took Barcelona by assault, Sep- 
tember 12, 1714, and was killed by a 
canon ball at the siege of Philipsburgh, 
June 12, 1734. X 
FITZ-TAMES (Francis duke de) son 
of the preceding, who chose the eccle- 
Siastical profession in 1727, and gave 
up the dignities of his father, to which 
he. was heir. He was abbot of St. 
Victor, bishop of Soissons, and died 
1764, aged 55. His regularity, his 
Pastoral Instructions against P. Berruyer 
and his titual, the instructions of which 
are printed, in 2 and 3 vol. 12mo. have 
gained him great reputation. His bro» 
thers have left children. | 
FIZES (Anthony) physician of the 
faculty at Montpellier, of which he 
was the oracle till his death, which 
happened in that city, 1765, at the age 
of 75. He left some curious Thesises, 
and other works in Latin, collected 
1742, 4to. His treatise on fevers has 
been translated in French, 1757; the 
original Latin, is 1749, Phizcologia 1750, 
12m0.; Legons de Chymie de I Universite 
de Montpellier, 1750, 12mo. M. Esteve 
has published his life, 1765, 8vo, 
FLACE' (René) curate of the church 
de la Couture, in the suburbs of Mans; 
born November 28, 1530, at Noyen sur

various works in verse and prose ; par- 
ticularly a Latin poem, on the origin 
des Manceanx, which may be found in 
gelle forest's Cosmography.

FLAMEL (Nicholas) a native of 
of Pontoise in the 14th century, went 
to Paris; where he is said to have got 
above fifteen hundred thousand crowns 
an immense sum at that time) by the 
spoils of the Jews, and by the finances, 
or rather by commerce, the principles 
of which were then unknown. But 
fearing he should be called to account 
with John de Montague, who was be- 
headed, 1409, he pretended to have 
found the Philoxopher's tone. A Com- 
pendium of Philoxephy is attributed to him 
1561, in verse, Svo. and a Treatise on 
the Transmutation of Metals, 1628, 8vo, 
an Explanation of the Hieroglyphical figures, 
which he placed in tie churcheyard of the 
Hely Innocents, Paris, 1682, 4to. It is 
certain that Flamel's wealth was de- 
voted to the poor: he relieved the 
widow and orphan, founded hospitals, 
and repaired .churches. He died at 
Patis, and was buried with his wife 
Perronella, in the church-yard of the 
Holy Innocents. His history has been 
printed by the abbe Villain, Paris, 
1761, 12m0, | 

FLAMINIO, or FLAMINIUS (Mark 
Anthony) one of the best Latin poets 
in the 16th century, a native of Imola, 


son of John Anthony Flaminio, a learned 


writer, who died 1536 at Bologna. 
Mark Anthony attached himself to 
cardinal Alexander Farnese, who 
loaded him with favours, and procured 
him the place of secretary to the coun- 
cil of Trent, 1545; but Flaminio de- 
clined this office because of his ill 
health, and died March 21, 1550, at 
Rome, aged 57. He left 30 Psalms in 
Latin verse, 1558, 12mo. and Letrers 
and Epigrams, 1561, 8vo. which are 
esteemed; they have been translated 
into French verse by Anne de Marquets, 
Paris, 1569, 8vo. 

FLAMINIUS (Calas) a Roman con-

sul, Killed by Hannibal, with a great 
number of senators, at the battle of 
Thrasimene, 217, A.C. 

FLAMINIUS (Titus Quintus) ap- 
pointed consul for his merit, when 
under thirty, 198, A.C. He was gene- 
ral of the Roman forces against Philip 
of Macedon, whom he conquered, and 
proclaimed at Argos by a public crier, 
during the Nemean games, that. the 
Greeks were restored to liberty. Be- 
ing afterwards sent to king Prusias, 
who had received Hannibal, he con- 
ducted himself so prudently that the 
Roman republic was delivered from $0 
formidable an enemy. 

FLAMINIUS NOBILUS, a learned 
critic and divine in the 16th century, a 
native of Lucca, who wrote learned 
notes on the Septuagint, Rome, 1588, 
fol.; De Predestinatione, Rome, 1581, 
4to. He died 1590, aged 58. 
FLAMSTEED (John) a celebrated 
English astronomer, born August 19, 
1646, at Derby, who having acciden- 
tally seen Sacrobosco's book on the 
Sphere, devoted himself to astronomy, 
and was admitted of the royal society 
at London, 1670; the king appointed 
him royal astronomer the same year, 
with a salary of 100. and gave him in 
1671, the care of Greenwich observa- 
tory, in which he continued his obser- 
vations till he died, January 18, 1720, 
aged 75. Flamsteed left, Historia celestis 
Britannica, printed at London, 1725, and 
the following 3 vol, fol. to which is 
added a Celestial Atlas. The Doctrine of 
the Sphere, ' printed 1681, with the new 
System of Mathematics of Jonas Moore, 
Flamsteed's most Zealous patron. 
Ephemeries, and other works. 

FLANDERS, this earldom has been 
possessed by different families since 
Baudauin I. who married Judith, 
daughter of Charles IT. king of France, 
after having stolen her away; and 
died about 877; then by Margarer, 
who, after marrying the last prince 
of the first branch of Burgundy, by 
whom she had no children, married 
the first duke of the second branch of 
Burgundy, and died, 1404, v. BUR- 
GUNDEY.. 

FLASSANS (Tarudet de) a gentle. 
man and provincial poet, born at 
Flassans, a small village of Provence, 
in the diocese of Frejus, and bailiwic 
of Brignole, who was living in 1354, 
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and knew how to turn his political 
talents to his advantage. He treated 
for a canton of the lordship de Flassans 
with Foulques de Pontévés, a young 
gentleman who was passionately fond 


of poetry, and no bad poet himself; the 


price being agreed upon, Ponteves 
accepted instead of money, a poem of 
Taraudet's, entitled, Enieignemens pour 
eviter les Trahisons de Þ Amour ; a bargain 
(says le Monge des Isles d'or) entirely 
to the advantage of the seller, the 
poem being inestimable. However, 
either the recipe was not $0 good, or 
neither of them had the art of using it 


properly, for Ponteves was deceived by 


a lady who is not named, and Taraudet 


dy a sister of the vicomte de Turenne's. 


Durand de Ponteves, seigneur de Flas- 
sans inthe 16th century, is well Known 
by his outrageous zeal against the Pro- 
testants in Provence; he was surnamed 
the Knight of the Faith. 


FLAVIANUS I. (St.) raised to the 


See of Antioch, while Paulinus was 
living. This circumstance caused a 
schism in the church, 381, which did 


not end till the Pontificate of pope 


Innocent I. Flavianus obtained a 
confirmation of his election at the 
council of Constantinople, 382, drove 
the Messalian heretics from his church, 
and pacified the emperor Theodosius, 
who was irritated against the inha- 
bitants of Antioch, for having thrown 
down and insulted the statue of the 
empress Priscilla. The speech, which 
Flavianus made on this occasion before 
Theodosius, is a master-piece of elo- 
quence; it was composed by St. Chry- 
Sostom. Flavianus died, 404. 
FLAVIANUS (St.) a celebrated 
Patriarch of Constantinople, who suc- 
ceeded Proclus, 447, and condemaed 
in the council of that city, the errors of 
Eutyches, which began to be spread in 
his time; but he was himself con- 
demned and deposed in the famous 
synod called the Band of Ephesian Robbers, 
at which Dioscorus of Alexandria pre- 
Sided, Flavianus died three days after 
of the wounds he received in this 
Synod. 
FLAVIGNI (Valerian de) a learned 
doctor of the house and society of the 
orbonne, born in the diocese of Loan. 
He took a doctor's degree in 1621, and 
was canon of Rheims, afterwards 
Hebrew professor at the royal college, 
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1630. He died April 29, 1674, in the 
Sorbonne. Flavigni assisted M. le Jay 
in the Polyglot Bible, and wrote 
against Abraham Echellinsis; he also 
left the defence of a Thesis he hag 
Signed, as Grand Maitre d Etudes, in 
which it was asserted, that episcopacy 
was not a distinct sacrament from the 
priesthood. This apology was printed 
at Tournay, 1668, 4to. 128 pages, and 
some other works. His style is full of 
life and fire. 

FLAVITAS, FRAVITAS, or FLA. 
VIANI, a priest of the 5th century. 
It is said that after the death of Aca- 
cius, patriarch of Constantinople in 489, 
the emperor Zeno caused a blank paper 
to be sealed up, and laid upon the 
altar, praying that God would com- 
mand an angel to write on it the name 
of him whom he appointed to de 
patriarch. Upon which Flavitas, having 
bribed the eunuch entrusted by Zeno 
to watch the church, wrote his own 
name, and artfully sealing it up again, 
by that means became patriarch of 
Constantinople. This fraud was after- 
wards discovered; but Flavitas, dying 
almost at the same time, escaped the 
punishment he deserved. 

FLECHELLES, v. GUERIN. 

FLECHIER (Esprit) born June 1, 
i632, at Pernes. He entered among 
fathers of the Christian doctrine, of 
which congregation his uncle Hercules 
Audifret was general, and upon quit- 
ting it appeared in public with great 
distinction. His panegyrics and funeral 
orations, gained him an uncommon 
reputation, and spread his name through 
all France; they display so much skill, 
delicacy, eloquence, and dignity of 
thought, that he is justly esteemed the 
greatest French preacher in that style; 
his funeral oration on M. de Turenne, 
is particularly admired. The king, to 
reward his merit, made him bishop of 
Lavaur in 1685, and of Nismes in 1687. 
M. Flechier then went to reside in his 
diocese, where he converted many 
heretics, instructed the orthodox by 


his discourses and pastoral letters; ani- 


mated them by his zeal and charity, 
and was an example to his clergy. He 
died February 16, 1710, aged 78. He 
had been admitted into the French 
academy, 1673. Besides funeral ora- 
tions, and panegyrics, he left, Hist. de 
{ Empereur Theodate, 1679; Hiztory of 

Kimenes, 
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Ximenes, 2 vol. 12mo. ; of Cardinal Com- 
mendo, 2 vol. 12mo. this last is a trans- 
lation from the Latin of Antonio Maria 
Gratiani. Sermons, 3 vol. tzmo; Oraisons 
funcbres, 12M0.; Cure meleei, 121000. z 
Letters, 2 vol. 12mo. &c. A collection 
of his works in 4to. was begun but 
only tom. 1. has appeared. 
FLEETWOOD (William) a learned 
English divine, born of a good and 
ancient family in Lancashire; Who 
distinguished himself by his talents and 
writings in the reign of William III. 
Queen Anne had a particular regard 
for him, and gave him a canonry of 
Windsor in 1702, and the bishopric of 
St. Asaph, 1708, from which he was 
translated to Ely in 1714, and died 
August 4, 1723, aged 67. His princi- 
pal works are, Iricriptionum anti puarum 
Syl/oge, London, 1691, Svo.; Sermons ; 
 Exiays on the Miracles; Chronicum pretio- 
aum; Explanation of the AIII. Chapter of 
Romans, &c. 
FLEIX, v. FOIX, an illustrious 
family. 
FLETCHER (John) an English dra- 
matic poet; educated at Cambridge, 
died in London, 1625, aged 49. 
Fletcher, Johnson, and Shakespear, 
are the three first English poets, who 
acquired most reputation in the drama, 
v. BEAUMONT. 
FLEUR (la), v. GUERIN. 
FLEURI (Claudius) a celebrated 
historian, and one of the most judicious 
critics of his age; born December 6, 
1640, at Paris; son of an advocate of 
the council. He was admitted advocate 
to the parliament of Paris in 1658; 
and attended the bar nine years; after 
which he embraced the ecclesiastical 
profession, was preceptor to the prince 
de Conti in 1672, and to the prince of 
Vermondois, admiral of France, 1680. 
The king gave him the abbey of Loc- 
Dieu four years after, and appointed 
him sub-preceptor to the dukes of 
Burgundy, Anjou and Berri, 1689. 
M. Fleuri was admitted anto the French 
academy, 1696, resigned his abbey, 
1706, for the priory of Argenteuil, and 
was chosen professor to Louis XV. in 
716. He died July 14, 1723, aged 82. 
He took. particular delight in reading 
Plato; and like him held frequent 
conferences with select friends. NM. 
Fleuri was one of those truly Christian 
Philosophers, who love solitude, and 
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speak their thoughts freely; even on 
the most important and delicate 
subjects. Wholly. intent on fulfilling 
his duties, he wished neither for 
honours nor riches, preferring the 
glory of being a useful servant to reli- 
gion, and the state, before all dignities 
to which his merit and talents might 
have raised him. He left several ex- 
cellent works: the principal are, an 
Ecclesiastical History, in 20 vol. the 
last of which ends at 1414. P. Fabre 
bas added 16 more, and a Fable since 
in 4to. or 4 vol. imo. The eight 
Dissertations on Ecclesiastical History, 
which are dispersed through this work, 
have been printed separately; the last 
edition contains the ninth Dissertation, 


one vol, t2mo. They are master-pieces 


of their kind. Mqaeurs des Hraclites et 
des Chretiens, 2 vol. r2mo. and since in 
one; {nititution au Droit Ecclesiastique, 
1764, 2 vol. t2mo.; Catechisme historigue, 
2 vol. i2mo. fig; du: chiix et de la

FLEURI (Andrew Hercules de) se- 
nior bishop of Frejus, preceptor to 
king Louis XV. grand almoner to the 
queen, cardinal and minister of state, 
provisor of the Sorbonne, one of the 
40 members of the French academy, 
and honorary member of the academy 
of sciences, and that of inscriptions; 
born June 22, 1653, at Lodeve. He 
died January 29, 1743, at Issy not far 
from Paris, aged near go. His conduct 
during his administration is universally 
Known, and belongs to the history of 
Louis XV. His milduness, equanimity, 
love of order and peace, made him 
give an unwilling consent to war; that 
of 1733 ended in 1735, and gained 
Lorrain to France, but his economy 
proved fatal to that Kingdom in 1741, 
having caused him to neglect the navy. 


A magnificent tomb has been raised ta 


the memory of this minister, in St. 
Louis du Louvre at Paris, from the 
design of la Moine. P. de Neuville 
spoke his funeral oration, 

FLINCK (Godefroi) a painter, born 
1616, at Cleves. He studied a year 
under Rembrandt, whose works he 
imitated perfectly; but preferred the 
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style of che Italian painters. He died 


in 1660, While he was employed about 


twelve historical pictures by the bur- 
gomasters of Amsterdam. 

FLODE ARD, an historian of the roth 
century, born at Upernag; he was a 
pupil of Remi of Auxerres, became 
canon of Rheims, afterwards curate of 
Cormecy and Coroi. Flodeard died in 
a monastery, 966, aged 73. He left a 


chronicle in the collection of French 


historians; and His. de Eglize de Reeims, 
1617, $vo. and in the Library of the 
Fathers. This is a curious, and valuable 
work. 5 

FLONCEL (Albert Francis) born 
1697, at Luxemburg. He was advocate 
to the parliament, censor royal of seve- 
ral Italian academies; and made him- 
self famous by his attachment to the 
Italian languague. Floncel was secre- 
tary of state for the principality of 
Monaco, 1731, and secretary for foreign 
affairs in 1735, under Mess. Amelot, 
and d*Argenson. He died 1773, and 
his library consisting of Soco Italian 
books, was afterwards sold; which 
occasioned a very curious catalogue of 
them to be made, 1774, 2 vol. 8vo. 
Madame Floncel, (Jane Francis de 
Lavau) who died, 1764, aged 49, had 
translated the two first acts of Goldoni's 
Fenetian Advocate, 1760, 12mo. 

FLORA (Order of), v. JOACHIM, 

FLORA, goddess of flowers among 
the heathens, and wife to Zephyrus, 
honoured first by the Sabines, after- 
wards by the Romans; the floral games 
were celebrated in honour of her. She 
was also called Cloris, and represented 
adorned with garlands, and crowned 
with flowers. 

FLORENT (Francis) an eminent 
lawyer, a native of Arnay-le Duc; 
advocate at Dijon, afterwards professor 
of law at Orleans and Paris; he was 
married, and died at Orleans, 1650, 
His works were published by Doujat, 
r679, 4to. in two parts. | 

FLORENTIN, (St.) a martyr of 
Charollois, supposed to have suffered 
for the Christian faith, about 406. 

FLORENTIUS V. earl of Holland, 
son of William II. king of the Romans, 
assassinated 1296, by a gentleman hose 
wife he had violated. The murderer 
was put into a barrel stuck with nails, 
which was rolled through the streets of 
Leyden. | 
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FLORENTIUS CHRISTIANUS, y, 
CHRE'TIEN, 

'FLORIANUS (Marcus Annius) bro. 
ther on the mother's side to the em. 
peror Tacitus, who found means to be 
proclaimed emperor 276; but Probus 
his competitor advancing against him, 
he opened his veins, and died three 
months after having aspired to that 
dignity. 

FLORIDUS (Francis) an author of 
the 16th century, born at Donadeo, in 
the province of Sabinna, whose work, 
entitled, Le&ones ubcisivæ, Francfort, 
t602, 8vo. gained him great reputation. 
He died 1547, leaving some other 
works. . 

FLORIMOND DE REMOND, a na- 
tive of Agen, counsellor to the parlia. 
ment of Bourdeaux in 1570; who zea-

FLORIOR (Peter) a priest of the 
diocese of Langres, and confessor to 
the Nuns of Port-Royal in the fields, 
known by his book, entitled, Ia Moral: 
du Pater, 1709, 4to ; his Homilies sur les 
Evangiles, 4to and his Traite de la Messe 
de Parvisze, 8v0, He died at Paris, 
December 1, 1691, aged 87. 

FLORIS, v. FLORA. 

FLORUS (L. Annzus) a Latin his- 
torian of the same family with Seneca 
and Lucian, author of an abridgement 
of the Roman history, written in a 
flowery style, which has passed through 
many editions, E!zevir, 1638, 12mo; 
cum notis Variorum, 1702, 2 vol. $vo.; 
ad usm Delphini, 1674, 4to. and has 
been translated into French by M. le 
Vayer junior, under the name of 
Monsieur, brother of Louis XIV. 1656, 
8vo. Florus lived 200 year after Au- 
gustus. 

FLORUS (Drepanius) a famous 
deacon of the church of Lyons, in the 
gth century, by whom there is a Trea- 
tise on Predestination in Mauguin's 
collection; and other works in the 
Library of the Fathers, and in the 
Spicilegium, and Analecta of Mabillon. 

FLORUS (Francis) a sKilful painter, 
born at Antwerp, in the-16th century, 
who acquired so high a reputation, as 
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to be called the Raphael of Flanders. 
died 1570, aged 50. : 
OUR (St.) the first bishop of 
Lodeve, who suffered martyrdom 1n 
Auvergne, about 389, as is supposed, 
and gave name to the town of St. 


lupo (Robert) a celebrated domi- 
nican of the 14th century, born in the 
city of York, who spent his life in 
enquiries after whateyer 1s most curious 
in mathematics and philosophy; from 
whence he Was surnamed the Seeker: 
but he was unjustly accused of magic. 
He wrote Mirabilia elementorum ; Impres- 
giones geri; gia ceremonial#s; Mysteria 
cecreturum ; Correctorium Alchymiz, none 
of which have been printed. 

FLUDD, or 4, Fluctibus, (Robert) 
born 1574, at Milgate in Kent, After 
travelling over part of Europe, he 
practiced physic in London, where he 
died, September 8, 1637. Fludd was 
well acquainted ' with mathematics, 
and particularly with mechanics; but 
his medical works contain only super- 
stitious trifles; he was a zealous mem- 
ber of the cabal of the Rosecrucian 
brethren, whose apology he undertook ; 
revived the Rabinnical reveries, and 
even added to them. Many of this 
author's books are so obscure that there 
is every reason to believe he did not 
understand himself; Gassendi has 
written against him. His principal 
works besides the apology for the Ro- 
secrucians, Leyden, 1616, Latin, 8yo.; 
are, Trae. Theel, Philos. de vite, marte et 
Resurrectione, 1617, Svo.; utriusque Com 
Metaphysica, Physica, et Technica historica; 
Veritatis Proscenium; Sapliæ cum moria 
certamen; Summium bonorum, quod est verum 
Magi e, Cabal, Alchymia, Fratrum Rote 
Crucis Verorum veræ zubjectum; Philos- 
phia Mosalea; Amphitheatrum Anatomiæ; 
Piiloxophia Sacra; Medicina Catholica ; 
Manochordum mundi Symphoniacium, &C,

FOES, or FOESIUS (Anutius) an 
eminent doctor of the faculty of physic 
at Paris, a native of Metz, who practised 
with reputation in Lorrain and other 
places. He died 1595, aged 61. He 
left an excellent translation of Hippo- 
crates, Geneva, 1657, 2 vol. fol. and 
other works. 


FOGLICTA (Oberto, or Hubert) a

Genoese priest, one of the most learned 
writers in the 16th century; son of 
Augustine Foglieta, counsellor to pope 
. II. Leo X. and Clement VII. 

aving been concerned in the troubles 
of Genoa, he was banished, and died 
at Rome, in the house of Hippolyto, 
cardinal d'Este, September 5, 1587, 
aged 63. Foglieta left, della Republica 
di Genoa, 8vo. a curious work, and 
much esteemed. Hist. Genuensium, &c. 
158 5, fol. an excellent book; de ratione 
ac rihendæ historie; de imilitudine narmæ 
Polibianz, in his Opuscula, Rome, I579, 
qto.; Tumultus Neapolitani, 577, 4to.; 
Elogia clarorum Ligurum, 4to.; de sacro 
fer dere in Selimum, 4to.; de Lingue latinæ 
uu ef prastantia, 1723; Bvo.; de causis 
magnitudinis Turcarem Imperiis, 8vo. 
These are all written in good Latin, and 
the greater part are much esteemed. 

FOH, the first King of China, said 
to have reigned about the time of 
Phaleg, and Heber. It is added, that he 
civilized the Chinese, and gave them 
laws; and that he lived 115 years. 
But every thing relating to this king's 
history is uncertain or fabulous. 

FOIGNI (Gabriel) a Franciscan, who 
renounced his order, and retired into 
Switzerland, about 1667, where he was 
chanter of the church at Morges; but 
being expelled for some indecencies he 
committed there after a debauch, went 
to Geneva, married, and taught gram- 
mar and French. In 1676, he published 
P Australie, ou les Aventures de Jacques 
Sadeur, 12mo. for which he was near 
being banished, on account of some 
opinions contrary to Scripture, as well 
as for the ohscenities contained in it. 
His stay however was tolerated ; but 
having a child by his servant three or 
four years after, he was obliged to 
leave the place, retired to Savoy, and 
died in a monastery, 1692. 

POINARD (Frederic Maurice) a 
native of Corches in Normandy, died 
1743. He published Breuiarum Eccle- 
s/asticum, 2 vol. 12mo.; the Psalms in 
historical order, 1742, 12mo.; an Ex- 
planation of Genesis, 2 vol. 12mo. 
which was suppressed, on account of 
some singular opinions, hazarded on 
the spiritual sense. He was Curate of 
Calais. . 

FOIX, an illustrious family, descended 
from Bernard, second son of Roger II. 
earl of Carcassone, Bernard was earl 
| of 
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of Foix, 1062, and died, 1096; his 
posterity continued with honour, till 


Gaston III. whose son died before him,

1391, having ceded the 2 of

Ar- 
chambaud de Grailly had had a second 
son, named Gaston, Captal de Buch, 
whose descendants were earls of Can- 
dale, and dukes of Rendan; this branch

by the title of Rendan, in consideration 


of Mary Clara de Beaufremont, mar- 


chioness of Senecy,' maid of honour to 
Anne of Austria, who had married 
John Baptist Gaston de Foix, comte de 
Fleix, killed at the siege of Mardick, 
1646. She died 1680. Her three sons 
died without issue; the last, Henry 
Charles de Foix, called the duke de 
Foix, died 1714. 

FOIX (Peter de) a celebrated cardi- 
nal in the 15th century, son of Ar- 
chambaud, Captal de Buch, and Isabella 
countess de Foix, of the ancient and 
i]llustrious house of that name. He 
acquired great knowledge, and attached 
himself at first to the anti-pope Bene- 
dict XIII. who created him cardinal, 
1408, but quitted the party of this false 
pontiff, at the council of Constance, 
and did great services to the church. 
Cardinal de Foix was also archbishop 
of Arles, and legate of Avignon: he 
founded the college de Foix, at Tou- 
Jouse, died December 13, 1464, aged 78. 
He must be distinguished from cardinal 
Peter de Foix, his great nephew, bishop 
of Vannes, a skilful statesman, who 
died in the flower of his age, August 10, 
1490. 

FOIX (Odet de) seigneur de Lautrec, 
marechal of France, and governor of 
Guienne. He attended Louis XII. into 
Italy, where he distinguished himself

by his noble actions, and was danger 
ously wounded at the battle of Ravenna. 
1512. After his recovery, he was 
appointed governor of Milan, b 
Francis I. took Brescia, and eng 
and forced the siege before Parma 10 
be raised, 1521, but losing the battle of 
Bicoque the year following, was dis. 
graced, and retired to his estates in 
Guienne. However, in 1528, he was 
made lieutenant-general of the league 
in Italy, against Charles V. and took 
Parma directly, and marched forwards 
to Naples; but a contagious disorder 
Spreading in his army, he was himself 
attacked with it, and died the same 
year, August 15, 1528. His two bro. 
thers, Thomas de Foix, seigneur de 
Lescun, Killed at the battle of Pavia, 
1525, and Andrew de Foix, seigneur de 
Espatre killed at that of Logrogno, 
1521, were also great captains, but 
like him very unfortunate. Th 
were grandsons of a brother of Gaston 
IV. duke de Foix. Madame de Cha- 
teaubriand was their sister. 

 FOIX (Paul de) a celebrated arch- 
bishop of Toulouse, of the same family, 
who was employed in various embassies 
by Charles IX. and Henry III. Cujas, 
Charpentier, Muret, and other learned 
men of that time, were among his friends; 
and the celebrated Ossat, afterwards 
cardinal, who was secretary in the 
embassy to Rome. Paul died at Rome, 
1584, aged 56; his funeral oration was 
spoken by Muret. He left some 
valuable Letters, Paris, 1628, 4to. and 


FOIX (Francis de) a native of Can- 
dale, bishop of Aire in 1570, much 
celebrated for his learning; particularly 
for his mathematical knowledge. He 
died at Bourdeaux, about 1 594, aged go, 
leaving Commentaries on Euclid; a 
French translation of the Pimander «of 
Mercurius Trismigestes, and other works. 
_ FOIX (Lewis de) an eminent engi- 
neer, and architect of Paris, in the 16th 
century, who acquired a great reputa- | 
tion by the machines he invented. 
He built the monastery, and palace of 
the Escurial, by order of Philip II. 
King of Spain. On his return to France, 
he made a canal from the Adour, to 
the port of Bayonne in 1579, and in 
1585 built the lighthouse, called J Tour 
de Cordouan, at the mouth of the

FOIX (Raymond Roger, earl of) 
fought in favour of the Albigenses, but 
proving unfortunate, was compelled to 
sue for peace, and acknowledge Simon 
de Montfort, earl of Toulouse. He 
died 1222. | 

FOIX (Germain Poullain de St.) 
born February 25, 1703, at Rennes. 
He died August 26, 1776, at Paris. 
His Turkish letters have met with 
success, though they are far less philo- 
sophical and interesting than the Per- 
sian letters, which are frequently joined 
with them. He wrote Essai sur Paris, 
6 vol. 12mo. much admired; Hist. de 
Ordre du St. Esprit, 3 vol. 12mo. His 
Theatre is printed in 4 vol. 12mo. and 
z at the Louvre; POracle; les Graces; 
la Colonie; les veuves Turques, &c. are 
esteemed the best pieces. | 

FOLARD (le Chevalier Charles de) 
an officer, famous for his knowledge in 
the military art; born February 13, 
1669, at Avignon; of a noble family, 
but far from rich, His inclination to a 
soldier's life first appeared after read- 
ing Cæsar's Commentaries; and he 
enlisted at sixteen; his father having 
procured his discharge, confined him in 
a convent, but he made his escape two 
years after, and entered as a cadet in 
the regiment of Berry, in which he 
was soon made second lieutenant. 
During the war of 1688, Foland had 
the office of a Partisan, and frequently 
said he had acquired much knowledge 
in that school; having practised in 
miniature, what belongs to the greatest 
operations. In this situation he also 
became acquainted with countries, and 
drew many useful maps. The cheva- 
lier de Folard was soon appointed 
lieutenant in the regiment of Berry, 
then captain in that of Quercy; M. de 
Vendome made him his aid-de-camp 
in 1702, and he was ordered shortly 
after to follow M. le Gr. Prieur, who 
commanded the army of Lombardy. 
He gained a pension of 400 livres, and 
the cross of St. Louis, by the taking of 
the Cassine de la Bouiline, 1705, and 
Signalized himself greatly at the battle 
of Cassano, August 15, the same year, 
in which he received three wounds by 
a musket; one in the reins, and two 
in his left hand, which lamed it for 
ever; in this battle the chevalier Folard 
frst formed the idea of the system of

columns, which he has prefixed to his 
Commentaries on Polybius. The year 
following he was ordered to get into 
Modena, to defend that place against 
prince Eugene, displayed great skill 
there, and narrowly escaped being 
assassinated. In the next campaign he 
obtained a pension of 400 livres from 
the king, for having proposed the en- 
terprize upon the town of Chaumont; 
he also planned that of the island of 
Cassand, which was attended with all 
the success that could be expected, and 
took Leffingon, the government of 
which was given him for a reward. 
At the battle of Malplaquet, he was 
very dangerously wounded in the thigh, 
and taken prisoner some time after; 
he then advised prince Eugene to a 
bad manceuvre to draw M. de Villars 
from a dangerous position, and refused 
to engage in the emperor's service. 
Being exchanged, 1711, the command 
of Bourbourg was given him; the title 
and emoluments of which he retained 
to his death. In 1714, the chevalierde 
Folard went to Malta, to assist in 
defending that island against the Turks, 
proposed very good expedients for that. 
purpose, and returning to France, em- 
barked for Sweden, where he soon 
acquired the esteem and confidence of 
Charles XII. who sent him into France 
to negociate the restoration of king 
James III. but this project failing, he 
returned to Sweden, attended Charles 
XII. on his expedition into Norway, 
and was at the siege of Frederickshall, 
where that prince was killed, Decem- 
ber 11, 1718 On the death of this 
great monarch he returned to France, 
and made his last campaign in 1719, 
as colonel, under M. de Berwick. 
From that time he devoted himself 
wholly to studying the art of war, and 
formed a strict friendship with the 
count de Saxe, whom he then foretold 
would one day be a great general. 
He was admitted of the royal society 
in London, 1749, and took a journey 
to Avignon, 1757, in which city he 
died, March 23, 1752, aged 83. His 
principal works are, Commentaries on 
Polybius, Paris, 1727, 6 vol. qto. an 
excellent work, and greatly esteemed ; 
a supplement has been added to it 
in Holland, containing. a book, de 
Nouvelles decouvertes zur la Guerre; Senti- 
ment d'un homme de Guerre (M. Savornin) 
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uu le Systime du chevalier Folard, et des 
Responses a cette Critique, M. de Folard 
also published, Traite de la Defense des 
Places; Traite du metier de Partisan, a MS. 
which was in the hands of M. le 
marechal de Belleisle, &c. v. Memoirs 
pour cervir a “ Hist. de M. le chevalier de 
Folard, Ratisbonne (Paris) 1753, 12mo. 
Francis Melchior de Folard, his brother, 
entered the ſesuits“ society, and dis- 
tinguished himself among the acade- 
micians of Lyons. He wrote @dipe, 
and Themistocle; French tragedies, Oraison 
funebre du Marechal de Villars. He died 
1739. 

FOLENGIO Folengins (John Baptist) 
an ingenious and pious benedictine in 
the 16th century, a native of Mantua; 
author of a valuable Commentary on the 
Psa/ms, fol. on the Cathelic Epistles, vo. 
and other works. He died October 5, 
1559, aged 60. 

FOLENGIO (Theophilus) another 
celebrated monk of the 16th century, 
born at Mantua; better known by the 
nctitious name of Merlin Coccaic, author 
of several humorous pieces in burlesque 
rhyme; in which he mixes Italian and 
Latin words, and calls them Macaroni, 
from a kind of small cakes made in 
Italy, of flour, eggs, and cheese, and 
from hence came the Macaroni Style. 
These pieces, which have gone through 
several editions, brought Folengio into 
a very disagreeable situation; but Fer- 
rand de Gonzago, and some other 
noblemen took him under their pro- 
tection. He died in the state of Venice, 
December 9, 1544, at the monastery of 

Santa Crusa de Campisio, near Bassano. 
The most known among his works is 
Opus Macavonicum, Tusculani, 1521, 
12mo. fig. the Venetian edition, 1561, 
mo. is almost entirely different; 
which makes them sought after; that 
of .lmiterdam 1692, 8vo. fig. is very 
elegant; it has been translated into 
French, printed 1606, reprinted, 1734, 
2 vol. 12ma. He also left Orlandino da 
Limerno Pitocco, Vineg. 1526, or 1539, 
or 1550, 8vv. reprinted at London, 1773, 
$vo. and i2zmo.; Cas del Tri per uno, 
Vineg. 1527, or 1546, 8vo. It is a 
Poem on the Three Ages of Man, partly 
in the macaronic style; and Folengio 
left besides these, Ja Humanita del Figlio 
di Dio, inottava rima, Vinegia, 1533,

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FON SECA (Anthony de) a learned 
dominican of Lisbon, Who studied at 
Paris, and was admitted doctor of the 
Sorbonne in 1542. Returninz to Por. 
tugal, he was appointed professor of 
divinity at Coimbra, and preacher to 
the king. He left, Remarks on cardi- 
nal Cajetan's Commentaries on the 
Bible, Paris, 1539, fol.; de Epidemia 
Febrili, 4to. and other works. 

FONSECA (Peter de) a celebrated 
Portuguese Jesuit, born about 1528, at 
Corticada. He taught philosophy at 
Coimbra, and theology at Evora, where 
he took a doctor's degree, 1570, held 
important offices in his order, and 
laboured zealously for a reformation 
of manners in Portugal. He died No- 
vember 4, 1599, at Lisbon, aged 71. 
He left various Philosophical works; 
and his Metaphysics, 4 tom. fol. claims 
the glory of having first invented the 
opinion of the Middle Science, | 

FONT (Joseph de la) a French poet, 
born 1686, at Paris, who wrote five 
comedies, viz, Danac, or Crispin Jupiter; 
le Naufrage; Amour wenge; E preuve 
reciproque, and les trois Freres rivaux, the 
latter of which was much applauded. 
De la Font composed also some ballets, 
the comic opera, entitled, le Monde 
Renversc; and the following operas : 
Les Fetes de Thalie; L'entret de la Pro- 
vence; Hypermnestra; les Amours de Pro- 
thee, and the opera of Orion, which he 
left unfiniched. He had à violent 
propensity to gaming. He died 1725, 
at Passay near Paris, aged 39. 

FONT (Peter de la) curate of the

of Rultteaux de Fontaine; he also left J. 
jardia d* Amour, with la Fontaine d' Amour, 
Lyons, 1588, 16to.; Vctoire d' Argent, 
contre Cupido, L. 1537, 16to.

ide, Lyons, 153 FONTAINE. 
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FONTAINE (John de la) born july 
8, 1621, at Chateau Thierri in Cham- 
pagne; son of John de la Fontaine, 
chief justice in Eyre, and Frances 
pidoux, daughter of the bailiff of 
Coulommiers; he entered among the 
fathers of the oratory at 19, but left 
them 18 months after, La Fontaine 
was 22 before he Knew himself pos- 
sessed of any talents for poetry; but 
upon hearing Malherbe's beautiful ode 
read, on the assassination of Henry IV. 
he was struck with such admiration, 
that the poetic fire which lay concealed 
in him, seemed to Kindle at that of 
the great Malherbe; whose works he 
began immediately to read, study, and 
repeat; and at last to imitate them. 
He imparted the first essays of his pen 
to a relation named Pintrel, King's pro- 
curator in the presidial of Chateau 
Thierri, who encouraged him, and 
recommended the best Latin authors to 
his perusal, as Horace, Virgil, Terence, 
Quintilian, &c. After these he read 
the French and Italian authors; and 
took particular delight in Rabelais, 
Marot. d' Urfe, Arioste, and Bocaccio; he 
also studied the Greek writers, espe- 
cially Plato and Plutarch. Sometime 
after this, he was persuaded by his 
parents to marry Mary Hericard, daugh- 
ter of the lieutenant- general of Ferté 
Milon; a very beautiful woman, and 
of so superior an understanding, that 
la Fontaine composed nothing without 
consulting her; but her temper was $0 


abeent from her as often as possible, to 
keep upon good terms. The famous 
duchess of Bouillon, cardinal Mazarini's 
niece, being banished to Chateau 
Theirri, la Fontaine was introduced to 
her, made himself agreeable, and fol- 
lowed her when she returned to Paris; 
in which city he found one of his 
family named Jannart, attached to 
M. Fouequet, superintendant of the 
Finances, This relation presented him 
to M. Foucquet, who gave him a 
pension. On the minister's disgrace, 
Jannart was banished to Limages, la 
Fontaine went with him, and wrote an 
account of the journey in 12 Letters to 
his wife. At his return, he went to 
reside with the celebrated Henriette of 
England, first wife of Monsieur, as her 
gentleman, but the sudden death of 
this princess, put an end to the flatter - 


capricious, that he was obliged to be 
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ing hopes he might reasonably enter- 
tain for his future fortune. La Fontaine 
however found generous patrons, in 
M. le prince, M. le prince de Conte, 
M. de Venddme, M. the duke de 
Bourbon, Mesdames de Bouillan, and 
Mazarini ; and a sincere friend in Mad. 
de la Mabliere, who took him to her 
house; and now being free from 
domestic cares, he lived in a manner 
Suited to his disposition, and formed a 
strict friendship with Moliere, Racine, 
Despreaux, Chapelle, and other great 
men of that age. From the time of his 
fixing at Paris, he went every year in 
the month of September to visit his 
wife, at Chateau Thierri, taking with 
him Racine, Despreaux, Chapelle, or 
some other celebrated writer; some- 
times he went alone, and ſorgot to see 
his wife, but every time sold some 
part of his estate; so that he soon dis- 
Sipated a considerable fortune, On 
the death of Mad. de la Sabliere, with 
whom he had resided 20 years, he was 
invited to England by Mad. Mazarini 
and St. Evremond, who promised him 
all the conveniences and comforts of 
life; but the difficulty of learning 
English, and M. duke of Bourbon's 
liberalities, induced him to decline the 
invitation. La Fontaine was taken ill 
at the end of 1692, made a general 
confession of his sins to Pere Poujet, of 
the oratory, and when about to receive 
the sacrament, implored pardon of 
God before the members of the French 
academy, whom he had desired to be 
present by deputies, protesting that he 
repented of having written his Tes, 
that he detested them, and that if he 
recovered his health, his talents should 
be wholly employed on subjects of 
piety or immortality, He lived two 
years after his conversion, during which 
he undertook to translate the Hymns of 
the Church; but proceeded no farther. 
He died at Paris, March 13, 1695, 
aged 74; and when laid out, a hair 
cloth was found upon him. He was 
buried in St. Joseph's church-yard, in 
the same spot where his friend Moliere 
had been interred 22 years before. His 
Christian sentiments may be read with 
improvement, in a letter written to 
him by Maucroix, one of his friends, a 
few days before he died. La Fontaine 
had been admitted of the French aca- 
demy,.1684; his principal works are

Eisen's designs, with vignettes by 
Choffort, 1762, 2 vol. 8 vo. It has been 
counterfeited in Holland, 1764, but 
the plates are so much inferior, that 
they may be easily distinguished. To 
know the good proofs of the original, 


observe that there should be no drapery 


on the woman's thigh who is speaking 


to the devil of Papefiguiere; nor any 


branch of a tree on the young man in 
the Cas de Conscienca, v. MARG. de 
Valois. Fables, an immortal and inimi- 
table work; written in that graceful, 
simple and natural style, and with that 
lively, delicate, ingenious and agreeable 
turn of thought, which has ever new 
charnzs For persons of true taste, and 
exceeds every work of this Kind among 
the ancients or maderns. These fables 
give the reader no idea of study, or 
labour of thought, but every expression 
is so natural, that it seems dictated by 
nature alone; for which reason the 
duchess of Bouillon called la Fontaine, 
un Fabſier; as a tree which bears apples 
is called n Pommier. A very elegant 
edition was published, 1757, with short 
notes by M. Coste; there are editions 
wich plates, in 5, and in 2 vol. 1zmo. 
but nothing equals the magnificent one 
of 1755, 4 vol. fol. It is a masterpiece 
of typography, and the borders are in 
2 new style of engraving in wood, A 
moderate edition has since appeared, 
the whole of it engraved, the subject, 
and the figures, 6 vol. 8vo. (Ewvres 
diverses, reprinted at Paris, 1758, 4 vol. 
12mo. All La Fontaine's works were 
collected, 1726, 3 vol. 4to; an elegant 
edition, bordered. The principal of 
them, besides. the Fables and Tales, 
are, les Amours de P5ycke et de Cupidon, in 
verse and in prose; / Eunuque, aComedy; 
the poem du Quinquina, and Gther 
poetical pieces, all containing beauties 
no where else to be found. The same 
simplicity, candour and narvete admired 
in these works, were visible in their 
author, who was all integrity and up- 
rightness, mild, ingenious, unaffected, 
sincere; without ambition, without 
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malice; he took every thing in good 
part: and, which is more uncommon 
esteemed his brother poets, and lived 
in harmony with them. His conver. 
sation was neither brilliant nor livel 

except .among intimate friends, It ig 
Said, that a farmer general having 
invited him one day to dinner for the 
amusement of his guests, he eat much, 
but said nothing, and rising afterwards 
very early from table under pretence of 
going to the academy, somebody re. 
presented to him that it was not yet 
time; Nell, replied la Fontaine, I hal! 
go the farthest way about, He had a son 
by Mary Hericard, in 1660, and gave 
him at 14, into the hands of M. de 


 Harlay, afterwards first president, re- 


commending to him the care of his 
education and fortune. It is reported 
that not having seen his son for a long 
time, he met him one day at a house 
without knowing him; and mentioned 
to the company afierwards that he 
thought him a youth of wit and taste; 
but on being told it was his son, only 
answered coolly, An I am very glad of it. 
This indifference influenced his whole 
conduct, and made him sometimes 
insensible, even to the inclemency of 
the weather. Mad. de Bouillon going 
one morning to Versailles, saw him 
musing under a tree, in a place called 
the Cours; and in the evening when 
she returned, found him in the same 
Spot and attitude, though it was rather 
cold, and had rained all day. So far 
did his simplicity carry him, that he 
did not perceive the evil tendency of 
his writings, not even of his Tales; for 
being once exhorted by his confessor in 
a severe illness to prayer and almsgiv- 
ing, he replied, I can give no alms, for I 
have nothing to give: but there is a new 
edition of my tales in the press, of which 
the book-seller is to let me have a hundred 
copies; I will give them to you, that you 
may ell them for the benefit of the poor. 


Another time having written a Tale, in 


which he made a very profane applica- 
tion of these words of the gospel; Lord, 
thou deliveredst unto me five talents: he 
addressed it to the celebrated M. Ar- 
nauld, in a very ingenious prologue, 
wishing, he said, to how posterity his great 
eiteem for this learned doctor; nor did he 
perceive the indecency of the applica» 
tion of Scripture, or of his dedication, 
till Boileau and Racine mage him

sensible of it. Notwithstanding their 
advice, the same is said to have been 
his design again, with respect to ano- 
ther Tale, which he was going to dedi- 
cate to M. Harlai, archbishop of Paris. 
In the sickness, which preceded his 
conversion, when Pere Poujet exhorted 
him to repent of his sins, the nurse 
cried out, If he has committed any, it has 


been more from Stupidity than wickedness,. 


fer he is as Simple as a child. La Fon- 
taine's widow having met with some 
trouble about the payment of public 
duties, M. d' Armenonville, then in- 
tendant of Soissons, wrote to his sub- 
delegate, ordering that the family in 
ſuture should be exempted from all 
taxes and impositions; a privilege 
which the descendants of that excel- 
lent poet enjoy to this day; and all the 
intendants of Soissons have thought 
themselves honoured by confirming. it. 
His son died 1722, leaving a son and 
three daughters. 

FONTAINE (Nicholas) son of a 
writing-master at Paris, whose mother 
making him known to M. Hillerin, 
curate of St. Merri in that city, was 
introduced by him to M. Arnauld d'An- 
dilli, and the other gentlemen of Port 
Royal, who took him to their solitude 
at the age of twenty, where he under- 
took the office of waking the others 

in the morning. He afterwards super- 


intended the studies of some youths 


who were educated there; and em- 
ployed his leisure hours in transcribing 
the works of several Solitaries. Fon- 
taine was a kind of secretary to M. 
Arnauld, and attended him and M. 
Nicole in their different retreats. He 
was sent to the Bastille with M. de 
Saci 1664, and quitted it with him 
1668. He accompanied this gentle- 
man afterwards to Pompone, Paris, 
and Port Royal in the fields, from 
whence he went frequently to Paris to 
overlook the printing of his works. 
He fixed himself at last at St. Mandi, 
as a more convenient situation, in 1679. 
After the death of M. de Saci, Fontaine 
changed his place of abode several 
times, and died at Melun, January 28, 
1709, aged 84. He was as a secretary 
to the gentlemen of Port Royal, and 
his writing is beautiful. We have seen 
the collection of Messieurs of Port 
Royal on Ecclesiastical Affairs, 13 vol. 
4to. in the hand -Writing of Nicholas 


* 
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Fontaine, which is so fine and elegant, 
that no printing can exceed it. This 
collection was then in the possession of 
the late abbé de Pompone, and has 
remained in MS. Fontaine left many 
useful works, written in good French: 
the principal are, Les Figures de la 
Bible, under the name of Royaumont ; 
an improving, instructive, and useful 
work for young persons, The most 
esteemed editions are, Paris, 1670, 4to. - 
in which the Vocation of Abraham, 
and the Penitence of the Ninevites, are 
by le Clerc; and, Amsterdam, 1680, 
12mo. fig.; Memoires ur M. M de Port 
Ro:al, 2 vol. 12mo.; Vie des Saints, fol. 
and 4to.; Les Vies des Saints de Pancien 
Testamen; avec des Reflections tirfes des 
Saints Peres, 4 vol. 8vo.; Traduction des 
Homilies de St. Chrysostome sur les Epitres 
de St. Paul, 7 vol. 8vo. This transla- 
tion was much talked of, and involved 
him in trouble. Pere Daniel, a Jesuit, 
accused him of Nestorianizm, and de- 
nounced him in a letter to the Sor- 
bonne. Fontaine made a very humble 
and respect ful retraction, and substituted 
several new pages in those parts which 
had been found reprehensible: but, as 
this did not prevent M. de Harlai from 
condemning his translation, he under- 
took its defence in a work where he 
asserts, that he has faithfully trans- 
lated St. Chrysostom, and not fallen 
into heresies. 5 
FONTAINE (Alexis) a native of 
Clavaison in Dauphiny, employed 
himself chiefly in the integral calculus, 
and was admitted into the academy of 
sciences. He died 1777, at Cuiseau in 
Franche Comte. His Memoirs, which 
are in the collection of the academy, 
have been also printed separately in 
one vol. 4to, : 
FONTAINE (Peter, Francis, Guyot 
des) born june 29, 1685, of a good 
family at Rouen, entered among the 
Jesuits in 1700, and quitted them fif- 
teen years after, while he was teach- 
ing rhetoric at Bourges. He after- 
wards resided some time with the car- 
dinal d'Auvergre; resigned the cure of 
Thorigny in Normandy, of which he 
had taken possession without serving 
it, and assisted in the Journal des Sa- 
wans from 1724 to 1727. He died at 
Paris, December 16, 1745, aged 60, 
and left several works well written in 
French; Dic. . Neologique des . heaux 
 Eoprits 
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Feprits du Tem, 12mo.; Nouwvellizte di 
Parnasse, 2 vol. 12mo. ; Observations zur 
les Ouvrages nouveaux, a periodical work, 
from 1735 to 1743, 33 vol. 12mo.; 
Fugements sur les Ecrits nouveaux, 11 vol. 
12mo. with the abbe Granet: the two 
last are by M. de Mairault, who died 
August 15, 1746. Hist. de la Ville de 
Paris, 5 vol. 12mo.; Traduction des 
Eures de Virgile avec des Remarques, 4 
vol. 8vo. 1743, with plates by Cochin, 
&c. The abbe de la Porte published, 
in 1757, “Esprit de P Abbe des Fontaines, 
4 vol. 12mo. with a life of the author, 
and a catalogue of his works, and of 
those who wrote against him. 
FONTANA (Publia) a celebrated 
Latin poet of the 16th century, born 
at Paluccio, near Bergamo, who chose 
the ecclesiastical profession, and gained 
great reputation by his poems and sk ill 
in public affairs. He died 1609, aged 
62. His principal poem is the De/phi- 
vad, in elegant Latin: they have been 
all collected in one vol. fol. printed at 
Bergamo, 1594 : 
FONTANGES (Marie Angelique 
Scoraille de) maid of honour to ma- 


dame, whose lively beauty struck 


Louis XIV. so much, that he fell vio- 
lently in love with her. This lady, 
with but a small share of wit, ruled 
the king more despotically than any 
of his other mistresses. He made her 
duchess of Fontange, and took plea- 
Sure in flattering her vain and extrava- 
gant disposition, which she indulged 
with the greater ostentation, from 
thinking the more money she diss1- 
pated, the higher idea she gave of her 
influence. Madame de Montespan saw 
all this with extreme concern; but her 
uneasiness was of short duration, for 
mademoiselle de Fontange died June 28, 
1681, at the abbey of Port-Royal at 
Paris, aged 20, and was buried there. 
She had a brother in the army, who 
had children. 

FONTANINI (Justus) archbishop 
of Ancyra, and canon of St. Maria the 
greater, born at Friouli 1666, died at 


Rome 1736. He left a Collection of 


Bulls of Canonization, from John XV. 
to Benedict XIII. 1729, fol.; Della Ek- 

enza Italiana, Venice, 1737, 4to. in 
which he gives an account of the best 
Itatian books; a Literary History of 
Aquileia, 1742, 4to.; De antiquitatibus 
Hertz, Roma, 1723, 440. 
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FONTANON (Anthony) an inge, 
nious advocate to the parliament oj 
Paris, at the end of the 16th centy 
born at Auvergne, who published 2 
large and useful compilation of edi; 
and ordinances of the French Kings, 
from 1270 to 1611, 4 vol. fol. and other 
works. He was living in 1684. 

FONTE-MODERATA, a celebrate; 
Venetian lady, born 1555, Whose real 
name was Modesta Pozza, authoress of 
a poem entitled, I/ Floridoro; and ano. 
ther on the Passion and Resurrection of 
Christ. She also published a book or 
the Merit of Women, Venice, 1600, gto. 
in which she asserts that they are not 
inferior to men in sense, and merit. 
This lady is said to have had such 2 
sur prizing memory, that after hearing 
a sermon, she could repeat it word for 
word. She was married to an advo. 
cate at Venice, named Philip Zorzi, 
and died November r, 1592. Nicho- 
las Doglioni has written her life. 

FONTENAY (John Baptiste Blain 
de) an excellent painter of fruit and 
flowers, born in 1654 at Caen. He 
was employed by Louis XIV.; had an 
apartment in the galleries of the 
Louvre, and a pension; worked for 
the tapestry of the Gobelins, and drew 
designs for the royal manufacture of 
Chaillot. Nothing can exceed his vases 
of flowers, and his fruits; the insects 
upon them appear alive and animated; 
the fruit and flowers preserve all their 
freshness and beauty, and the dew- 
drops fall from the stalks with the 
transparency and lustre of diamonds. 
This ingenious artist was appointed 
counsellor to the academy af painting, 
and died at Paris 1775. 

FONTENELLE (Bernard le Bovier 
de) born February 11, 1657, at Rouen. 
He was the son of Francis le Bovier de 
Fontenelle, who descended from a 
noble family, and was advocate to the 
parliament in that city, His mother 
Martha Corneille, was sister to the 
great Corneille. Though destined to 
live near 100 years, his life appeared 
in so much danger on the day of his 
birth, that he was baptized at home; 
nor was he carried to church to finish 
the ceremonies of his baptism till three 
days after, Fontenelle's constitution 
continued so delicate during his youth, 
that the game of billiards was too vio- 
lent an exercise for him at sixteen, 2 

the 
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the least agitation made him spit 
blood. His stomach was always good, 
however, though his lungs were al- 
ways weak. Being born in the neigh- 
dourhood of the Feulllans, which are 
a reform of the Cistertian order, his 
parents dedicated him to the Holy Vir- 
gin and St. Bernard; they gave him 
the name of that saint, and he wore 
the habit of a Feuillant seven years. 
Young Fontenelle distinguished him- 
self greatly whale he studied with the 
Jesuits; was in rhetoric at thirteen, 
and composed, at that time, a piece in 
Latin verse, for the prize of the Pali- 
nods of Rouen, which, though not 
crowned, was thought worthy of being 


to Pere Commure, - with whom he 
formed a friendship at first going to 
college, which continued till the death 
of that celebrated Jesuit. Fontenelle 
was admitted advocate to oblige his 
father, and pleaded one cause, which 
he lost. Upon this he immediately 
gave up the bar, and devoted himself 
wholly to literature and philosophy. 
He went to Paris for the first time 
in 1674, at the age of 17, and was 
much admired there for his genius : 
the reputation of his uncles, Peter and 
Thomas Corneille, cast a lustre on his 
rising merit; and the public saw, with 
delight, that the nephew of these 
great men possessed talents worthy of 
them. He was but twenty when he 
wrote the greater part of the operas of 
Piych& and Bellerophon, which were ated 
under the name of Thomas Corneille : 
he also wrote the comedy entitled La 
Comete, and afterwards Thetts et Peleus, 
an opera, which had great success; 
then that of Euce et Lavinie, which 
failed in 1690, on account of the music, 
but succeeded in 1758. His tragedy of 
Aspar, ated in 1680, was unsuccessful, 
and convinced him that he did not in- 
herit the talents of his uncles for dra- 
matic poetry. He assisted mademoi- 
zelle Bernard in some of her pieces, 
particularly in the tragedy of Brutus, 
and the romance of the Comte d' Amboise. 
M. de Fontenelle did not fix at Paris 
till 1687 or 1688, after having published 
his Dialogues of the Dead. He then

printed. His talents made him Known 


went to live with Thomas Corneille, 
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rical strokes of Boileau, Racine, Rous- 
Seau, mademoiselle Deshoulieres, and 


other partisans of the ancients. He 
discovered much greater moderation 
and politeness on this occasion than 
his adversaries, with as much wit and 
delicate raillery, but much less taste 
and judgment. It was M. de Fonte- 
nelle, who, to raise the moderns above 
the ancients, called them Pygmies 
mounted on the $houlders of the Giants. He 
was considered as another Seneca, ca- 
pable of corrupting true taste, and the 
style of literature; for which reason 
the party for the ancients prevented 
his being admitted into the French 
academy so soon as he wished; nor 
was he admitted till May 5, 1699. 
When the academy of sciences was re- 
newed in 1699, Fontenelle was ap- 
pointed secretary, which office he held 
42 years, and published annually a vo- 
lume of the History of that Academy. 
The general preface to this History is 
esteemed a master- piece: it consists of 
extracts from the Memoires read in the 
assemblies of the academy, and pane- 
gyrics on the academicians Who died 
in the course of each year. These ex- 
tracts are arranged with admirable re- 
gularity, clearness, accuracy and pre- 
cision, in which many new and pro- 
found ideas may be met with, added 
to those of the authors; and M. de 
Fontenelle has the uncommon talent 
of adapting the most abstruse and lofty 
subjects to the capacity of every reader. 
His panegyrics are a treasure; they paint 
the man and the academician, and are 
full of such ingenious reflections, $0 
much wit, and so many beauties, that 
the reader 1s never tired. These Pane- 
gyrics and Memoirs are the most valu- 
able and important part of this author's 
works, and will transmit his name to 
posterity with the greatest lustre. He 
resigned his secretary's office 1740, and 
would have done so before, but M. the 
cardinal de Fleury, and M. de Mau- 
repas, would not consent to it. M. de 
Fontenelle was admitted into the aca» 
demy of inscriptions and belles lettres, 
on its revival in 1701, and was also a 
member of those of London, Rouen, 
Nancy, Berlin, and the Arcadi at Rome, 
Notwithstanding the apparent weak- 
ness of his constitution, he had no 
material illness during his long life, 
not even the small-pox, only aslight 
defluxion 
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defluxion on his lungs: his hearing 
continued good till he was very old; 
nor did he find his sight decay till 
1751, when he said pleasantly, I end 
the most valuable part of my equipage before 


me. Mad. de Forgeville, his friend and 


neighbour, went from that time every 
morning to chat with him, and read to 
tim. He died at Paris, January 9g, 
1757, aged 100, within a month and 
two days, having by his will appointed 
mad. de Montigny, mademoiselles de 
Marsilly and de Martinville, and mad. 
de Forgeville, his sole legatees, with 
equal shares. This will is dated No- 
vember 15, 1752, and was contested 
by John Francis Corneille, grandson of 
a Peter Corneille, uncle of the great 
Corneille ; but it was confirmed by a 
decree of parliament, April 4, 1758. 
Few of the learned have enjoyed $0 
much happiness, with so brilliant a 
reputation, as M. de Fontenelle, which 
happiness he owed to the sweetness of 
his temper, the decency of his man- 
ners, the prudence of his conduct, and 
the attractions of his wit. Persons of 
the highest rank admitted him into 
their familiar friendship; and he was 
the delight of society, in which he 
always appeared with every quality 
that could make him most amiable— 
Sprightliness, gaiety, wit, politeness, 
delicate repartee and vivacity; taking 
every thing in good part; never speak- 
ing ill of any one, and endeavouring 
to make every body appear to advan- 
tage. Nor was fortune less Kind to 
him than nature: born to almost no- 
thing, he became rich, for a literary 
man, through the bounty of the King 
and the duke of Orleans, and by a 
prudent economy; for, without being 
covetous, he was very ceconomical, 
often repeating, and always practising, 
this excellent maxim, He ought to deny 
eurselves what is cuperfluous, that we may 
supply others with what is necesiary. He 
was never married, nor had ever the 
least desire to be so. His principal 


works, besides these already men- 


tioned, are, Hist. des Oracles, abridged 
from Vandale: Pere Baltus, a ſesuit, 
refuted it. M. de Fontenelle did not 
answer him, but adhered to his first 
opinion: Lettres du Chevalier d Her. 
not esteemed: Entretiens zur la Plura- 
lite des Mondes; one of his best works: 
Doutes zur le Suteme Plyu ur de3 Canes 
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occalennelles, very small 12mo, Roz. 
dam, 1686. These Doubts were refuted 
in a piece entitled Reflexion, to which 
M. de Fontenelle replied, and in the 
Lettres Philosophiques of Pere Lamay, a 
Benedictine. Elemens de la Geometrie d. 
Pinfini, to. not esteemed. The fir 
volume of the History and ancient 
Memoires of the Academy of Sciences, 
from 1666 to 1699. Pochier pastorales, 
avec un Discours zur Þ Eglogue, et une Di- 
gression zur les Anciens et ur les Modern, 
Fontenelle has been justly reproached 
with neglecting the beautiful simpli. 
city of the ancients in these pastorals, 
and making his shepherds and $hep. 
herdesses speak the language of cour. 
tiers and beaux esprits. Several pieces 
in verse and prose, in the collection of 
his works printed 1757, 10 vol. 12mo, 
A magnificent edition had appeared in 
Holland 1728, 3 vol. fol.; and 1729, 3 
vol. 4to. It was Fontenelle who pub- 
lished, in 1732, the new edition of 
Di&. des Sciences et Arts, by Thomas 
Corneille; and Recueil des plus belles 
Pieces des Pottes Frangois, depuis Villon, 
Jusqu' a Benserade, avec une Preface, et de 
petites Vies des Pottes, 1692, 5 vol. 12mo,; 
Relation de Þ Isle de Barnes; Lettre zur la 
Rewrreftion du Corps; a piece ur “ Infini, 
and a small Traite zur la Liberte, in 4 
parts, &c. are also attributed to him: 
but, as these works contain many 
things contrary to religion, it is to be 
hoped they are not his. In general 
M. de Fontenelle's works are ingenious, 
full of wit and agreeable turns; but 
his ideas are sometimes too metaphy- 
sical, the reflections too abstruse, his 
style too affected, and his phrases too 
quaint and epigrammatical: in short, 
he labours too much after wit. Nor 
are his best works, such as the Memoirs 
and Panegyrics, the Plurality of Worlds 
and the Oracles, entirely free from 
those faults. In other respects, he 
must be ranked among the best, and 
certainly among the most ingenious 
and agreeable, French writers. But 
his followers, by copying only his 
defects, which they have exceeded, 
without the ' beauties of their model, 
would have destroyed all good taste, 
and the true style of literature in 
France, had it not been opposed 
by men of judgment and real 
taste. More particular accounts. may.

FONTEVRAULT, v. ARBRISSEL. 
FONTIUS (Bartholomew) a native 
of Florence, much esteemed by Picus 
of Mirandola, Marcillius Ficinus, je- 
rome Donatus, and other eminent 
writers of his time. Mathias Corvinus, 
king of Hungary, also honoured him 
with his friendship, and gave him the 
care of the famous library at Buda. 
This author's works, which consist of 
a Commentary on Perieus, Harangues, &c. 
have been collected and printed at 
Francfort, 1621, 8 vo. v. FUENTE. 
FONTRAILLE (Lewis d' Astarac, 
marquis de) was chosen by monsieur 
to negociate a treaty in Spain, which 
enabled him to turn oat cardinal Riche- 
lieu ; but he had the good fortune not 
to be arrested like M. de Cinq Mars; 
he returned into France after the death 
of that cardinal, and lived till 1677. 
FORBES, Ferbesius (John) professor 
of divinity and ecclesiastical history at 
Aberdeen, his native place; but, join- 
ing the episcopal party, he was de- 
prived of his professorship; upon 
which he went to Holland, and lived 
there some years, during which time 
he revised the lectures he had read at 
Aberdeen. Forbes at length returned 
to Scotland, Where he lived very re- 
tired on his estate at Corse, and died 
April 29, 1648. The best edition of 
his works is, Amsterdam, 1703, 2 vol. 
fol. The part most esteemed by the 
Protestants in this collection, has for 
its title, Institut lones Historico- Theolog ice, 
He is to be distinguished from Patrick 
Forbes, his father, bishop of Aber- 
deen, who died 1635, and left a Com- 


mentary on the Revelations, 1646, 4to. 


and from William Forbes, first bishop 
of Edinburgh, famous for his Reflexions 
on Controversies, Francfort, 1707, 8vo. 
in Latin. He died 1634, aged 49, 
leaving a son, who turned Catholic. 
There was also another Forbes, lord 
president of the court of session at 
Edinburgh, who died in the middle of 
the 17th century, Pere Houbigant has 
translated his Thoughts on Religion, his 
Letter to a Bithop, &c. Lyons, 1769, 8vo. 
FORBIN (Toussaint de) a celebrated 
cardinal, more known by the name of 
Janzen, third son of Jaspar II. de Four- 
bin, marquis de Janson, descended 
from a noble and ancient family, which 
VOL. 11. 
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has produced many persons of merit, 
He was admitted a knight of Malta 
whilst in his cradle; and, chusing af- 
terwards the ecclesiastical profession, 
the king appointed him bishop of 
Digne, Marseilles, and Beauvais, suc- 
cessively. Being sent ambassador ex- 
traordinary into Poland, 1673, the fa- 
mous John Sobieski, whom he had the 
honour of raising to the throne, ap- 
pointed him cardinal, and he received 
the hat from Alexander VIII. 1690, 
He was afterwards honoured with the 
office of grand almoner of France by 
the King, 1706. Cardinal de Janson 
distinguished himself every where by 
his merit, his singular talent of mana- 
ging different tempers, and his zeal for 
the Service of his king and country. 
He was entrusted with some import- 
ant ſcommissions to the duke of Tus- 
cany, and acquired much glory by his 
embassies to Poland and Rome. He 
died March 24, 1713, at Paris, aged 83. 
Several bon mots and witty repartees 
are ascribed to kim. He forcibly op- 
posed the Apology of the casuists while 
bishop of Digne, and published an ex- 
cellent censure of it. 

FORBIN (Francis Toussaint de) ne- 
phew of the preceding, having killed, 
at the age of 20, an enemy of his in a 
duel, went into the emperor's service 
against the Turks, and, after distin- 
guishing himself in that situation, re- 
turned to France, and served in the 
army by the name of comte de Rosemberg. 
Being wounded at the battle of Mar- 
seilles, he remained some days among 
the dead, and, when found, made a 
vow to retire to la Trappe, if he should 
recover of his wounds. But this vow 
was soon forgotten: at length, how- 
ever, a dangerous illness recalled it to 
his mind, and he shut himself at 
la Trappe, tak ing the name of Ar- 
senne. He was sent into Tuscany to 
restore the ancient observance of Ci- 
teanx in the abbey of Buon Solox xo, 
where he died with sentiments of the 
most fervent piety, June 21, 1710. 
FORBIN (Claudius) a celebrated 
captain, more known by the name of 
Chevalier, or comte de Forbin, who was 
in the sea service from his youth, and 
Signalized himself by seyeral noble ac- 
tions. He was sent to Siam, where 
the king appointed him bis admiral; 
and, returning into France, was made 
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commodore in 1707; defeated the Eng- 
lish fleet, with M. du Guay-Trouin, 
and was sent in 1708 to convey King 
James to Scotland; but could not exe- 
cute this plan. He died 1733, aged 775 
and left some curious Memoirs, printed 
at Paris, 1749, 2 vol. 12mo. 
FORCADEL, Forcatulus (Stephen) a 
native of Beziers, who was chosen law 
professor at Toulouse in 1554, in pre- 
ference to Cujas, who was also a can- 
didate. He died 1573, and left seve- 
ral works upon law, Poems in French 
and Latin, 1579, Svo. and a treatise de 
Gallorum Imperio et Philosophia, gto. in 


which are several enquiries and fables. 


His brother, Peter Forcadel, King's pro- 
fessor of mathematics, who died in 
1577, was author of a French transla- 
tion of Euclid, and of the Geometry of 
Oronce Fine, &c. | 
FORCE (James Nompar de Cau- 
mont, duc de la) peer and marechal of 
France, son of Francis de Caumont, 
descended from a noble and ancient 
family. The manner of his escape 
from the massacre of St. Bartholomew 
is related in the Henriade, He dis- 
tinguished himself in his youth, in the 
reign of Henty IV. and joined the 
Calvinists against Louis XIII.; but, 
submitting afterwards to the King, was 
appointed marechal of France, and 
lientenant-general of the army in Pied- 
mont. He took Pignerol, defeated the 
Spaniards at Carignano 1n 1630, and 
rendered other important Services to 
his Majesty, who, to reward him, raised 
his estate to a duche Pairie in 1637. 
He died at Bergerac in a very advanced 
age, May io, 1652. Armand Nompar, 
his son, was also marechal of France, 
and died 1675, aged 90. Charlotte 
Rose Caumont de la Force, grand- 
daughter of James Nompar, distin- 
guished herself by her works in prose 
and verse, was a member of the aca- 
demy of the Ricotrati at Padua, and 
died 1724, aged 70. She had married 
Charles de Brion, June 7, 1687, whose 
marriage was declared null ten days 
after. This lady's epistle in verse to 
mad. de Maintenon, and her poem en- 
titled Chateau en Espagne, addressed to 
mad. the princess of Conti, are parti- 
cularly admired, Her chief works in 
prose are, L' Histoire secrete des princesses 
de Bourgogne, 2 vol. .12mo.; that of 
Marguerite de Valois, 4 vol, 12mo.; Vie 
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de Catherine de Bourbon, duc hiesse de Bar, 
1zmo.; Gustave Vata, 12mo.; Les Fe, 
Conte des Contes, 12 mo. 

FOREIRO, Forerius (Francis) a learn. 
ed Dominican in the 16th century, a 
native of Lisbon, who was well ac. 
quainted with languages, and appeared 
with great distinction at the council of 
Trent, where he was admired as a 
preacher. Foreiro was one of the three 
divines appointed by the council to 
draw up the catechism which appeared 
in 1566, He died January 10, 1587, at 
the convent of Almeida, leaving a va- 
luable Commentary on Isaiah, fol. and 
other works in MS. | 

FOREST (John) an ingenious artist, 
painter to the King, born at Paris, 
where he died 1712. He excelled in 
landscapes. 

FOREST (Peter) a learned physi- 
cian, more known by the name of 
Forestus, born 1522, of a noble family 
at Alcmaer. He studied and practised 
physic in Italy, France, and the Low 
Countries, where he died 1597, leav- 
ing Medical Observatians, 6 vol. fol. and 
other valuable works. 

FORESTA, or rather FORESTI 
(James Philip de) better known by 
the name of Fames Philip of Bergamo, 
born 1434, near Bergamo, at Soldia, an 
estate belonging to his family, which 
was noble and ancient, He entered 
among the Augustines in 1451, ac- 
quired reputation by his merit and 
learning, and died at Bergamo in a 
convent of his order, June 15, 1520, 
aged 86. His works are, a Chronicle, 
from the creation to 1501, which has 
been continued to 1535, Paris, 1535, 
fol.; a treatise on Illustrious Women, 
Ferrara, 1497, fol. dedicated to Beatrix 
of Arragon, queen of Hungary and Bo- 
hemia; in which may be found Eve, 
ewish women, heathen women, and 
immodest women: a treatise entitled, 
Confessionale, or Interrogatorium, Venice, 
1487, 4to. All these works are in 
Latin. 1 | 

FORESTIER (Peter) an ingenious 
canon of Avalon, his native place, 
where he died, November 30, 1723, 

aged 69; author of several works; 
among which the most esteemed is, 
U Histoire des Indulgences, et du Fubile, 
I2Mmo. 

FORGET DE FRESNE (Peter) a skil- 
ful secretary of state, who was, em-

ployed in all the important affairs of 
his time, and drew up the famous edict 
of Nantes. He died 1610. 
FORMOSUS, elected pope Septem- 
ber 19, 891, while bishop of Porto; 
which is the first instance of a bishop 
being translated from any other see to 
that of Rome. He crowned Guy of 
Spoletto in 892, and the emperor Ar- 
nould in 896, and died on Easter day, 
the same year. Stephen VI. had the 
body of Formosus dug up, and arraigned 
for having changed his bishopric; 
treated it with great indignity, and or- 
dered it to be thrown into the Tyber: 
but his successor, Romanus, repealed 
what Stephen had done, and restored 
the character of Formosus. 
FORMULARY, v. CONDRIN. 
FORNARI (Maria Victoria) born 
1562, at Genoa; She married Angelo 
Strata, and had by him three sons and 
two daughters, who all chose the mo- 
nastic life. After her husband's death, 
she founded the order of the Annon- 
ciades Celestes, and died December 15, 
1617. Her life has been printed at 
Paris, 1770, I2Mmo. 
FORSTER (John) an eminent Pro- 
testant divine, born 1495, at Augsburg. 
He was among the friends of Reuche- 
linus, Melanchton and Luther, and 
taught Hebrew with reputation at Wit- 
temberg, where he died December 8, 
1556, leaving an excellent Hebrew Dic- 
tionary, Basil, 1564, fol. He must be 
distinguished from another John For- 
ster, a German divine, who died 1613, 
author of De Interpretatione Scripturarum, 
Wittemberg, 1608, 4to.; and Commen- 
raries on Exodus, Isaiah, and Jeremiah, 
3 vol. 4to.; and from Valentine For- 
ster, who published a History of the Law, 
in Latin, with the Lives of the most emi- 
nent Lawyers, to 1580, the time in 
which he wrote; and from Nathaniel 
Forster, who published an elegant He- 
brew Bible, without points, at Oxford, 
17 50, 2 vol. qto. | 
FORSTNER (Christopher) born 1598. 
He publishe a political work at nine- 
teen, entitled, Hypomnemata politica, 
and spoke a congratulatory harangue at 
Padua in the name of the German 
youth, in the presence of John Cor- 
naro, who was just elected doge of 
Venice, with which he was so much 
pleased, that he honoured him with 
the order of St, Mark, Forstner went

Afterwards into France, and returned 
to Germany, where, having been some 
time counsellor to the count de Hohen- 
loe, and his envoy at Vienna, he be- 
came vice-chancellor, then chancellor 
of Montbeliard. He was afterwards 
employed in the negociations for the 
peace of Munster, and discovered $0 
much prudence, and such great abili- 
ties, that the count de Traumandorf, 
the emperor's plenipotentiary, procured 
him the rank of aulic counsellor. He 
died October 28, 1667, and left, besides 
his Hypomnemata politica, 1623, 8vo, De 
principatu Tiberii, Note politicæ ad Ta- 
citum; a collection of his Letters on 
the Peace of Munster; Omissorum Liber; 
Epiitola apologetica ad amicum, contra c- 
creti Temeratores, et Epistola de moderno 
Imperii statu.; and two Latin letters, in 
tom. 14. of Scelhorn's Amenitates Lit- 
terarie, 

FORT de la Meoriniere (Adrian Clau- 
dius le) born of a noble family at Paris, 
who endeavoured by literature to make 
up for the deficiency of his fortune; 
and, having but little capacity for writ- 
ing himself, he Fade collections. Choix 
de Puesies morales, 3 vol. 8vo.; Biblio- 
theque poctique, 4 vol. to. or 4 vol. 12mo. 
Les Vapeurs, and le Temple de la Paresse, 
comedies, &c. His successors in this 
kind of labour have been numerous; 
but it must be said to his praise that he 
had always a regard to religion and 
morality. He died 1768, aged 70. 

FORT (Francis le) born 1656, of a 
patrician family at Genoa. He served 
in Holland as a volunteer, and had a 
lieutenantcy in a German regiment in 
the Czar's service, 1696. The emperor 
appointed him to conduct the siege of 
Asoph, in which he succeeded $0 well, 
that his imperial majesty gave him the 
general command of his forces by sea 
and land, and appointed him his mi- 
nister of state. Though M. le Fort 
was not learned, he had seen much, 
and possessed the talent of improving 
from what he saw: thus he was con- 

cerned in all the changes by which 
Peter I. raised his empire to new life. 
He died 1699. The Czar ordered him 
to be buried with great magnificence, 
and was present at his funeral. M. le 
Fort's son remained in the Czar's ser- 
vice. |

FORTIGUERRA (Nicholas) an emi- 
nent cardinal, born at Pistoia, who 
rendered great services to pope Euge- 
nius IV. Nicholas V. Pius II. and 


Paul II. He commanded the army of 


the Holy See with success, and died at 
Viterbo, December 21, 1473, aged 55. 

FORTIGUERRA (Nicholas) of the 
same family with the preceding, canon 
of St. Peter's at Rome, and secretary 


to the college of the cardinals de 4a 


Propaganda, died 1735, aged 61. His 
poem entitled, II Ricciardetto, 1738, 4to. 
Paris, 1768, 3 vol. 12mo. translated 
into French, 1766, 2 vol. 8vo, was 


written in consequence of a dispute 


among the learned respecting the me- 
rits of Tasso and Ariosto. Fortiguerra, 


who defended the former, thought to 


shew how easy it was to do as much as 
Ariosto, by composing this poem, 
which consists of 30 cantos, in 30 days. 
The genius and agreeable pleasantries 
it contains, added to its easy versifica- 
tion, induce the reader to forget the 
extravagance and confusion which 
reign in every part, and would other- 
wise make it insupportable. Forti- 
guerra was also author of a translation 
of Terence in Italian verse, Urbino, 
1636, fol. fig. with the Latin tet. 

FORTIUS, or rather STERCK, bet- 
ter known by the name of Joachims 
Fortius Rhingelbergius. He taught Greek 
and the mathematics in the Low Coun- 
tries, France, and other places, and 
was much esteemed at the court of 
Maximilian I. Fortsus was so fond of 
elegant Latin, that he was often heard 


to say, He Preferred one word of pure 


tin to a crown in gold. He died 1536. 
His works are numerous and valuable: 
his treatise de Ratione Studendi, Leyden, 
1622, 8vo, is esteemed the best.

FOSCARI (Francis) a Venetian, 
who, naturally ambitious, rose by 
bribes and intrigues to the rank of 


republic in frequent wars, which occa- 
sioned murmurs; but Foscari had the 
art of appeasing these murmurs, by 
offering to resign his office, which of- 
fer was not accepted, merely. because 
it had been made. His ambition thus 
Satisfied, he might have been happy, 
had not the unzust treatment which his 
only son met with embittered the close 
of his days, Young Foscari was first 
accused of having received presents 
from a foreign prince, and, in conse- 
quence, confined at Trevisa ; but, be- 
ing afterwards accused of murdering 
a Senator, was put to the torture: his 
life was spared for want of proof, but 
he was banished to Canea. Grown 
desperate from this cruel usage, he 
wrote to the duke of Milan, persuad- 
ing him to intercede in his favour. His 
letter was carried to Venice, and young 
Foscari fetched back to be tried for 
this new crime; for it is deemed one 
at Venice to correspond with a foreign 
power. He was then sentenced to re- 
turn to Canea, and be imprisoned there 
a year; but had permission to see his 
father and mother before he went. 
The doge restrained himself before his 
son, but fainted away as soon as he 
left him, and from that time absented 
himself from the councils. It is the 


doge, when the doge is sick; an in- 
dulgence which might reasonably have 
been expected by an unhappy old man 
of 84; 'but he was deposed, and died 
1457, on hearing of his successor's 
election. Young Foscari's innogence 
was discovered soon after by the 4eal 
murderer, whodeclared it on his death- 
bed to his confessor, and begged 2 
Nn W 4 
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(o make it public: but che unhappy 
oung man died before in prison. 
F FOSCARINI (Michael) a Venetian

FOSCO (Placide) an Italian, physi- 
cian to Pius IV. distinguished by his 
jearning and virtue. He died at Rome 
1574, leaving a treatise de Us et Abu 
Aztrologizs in Arte Medica, which is 
esteemed. | "B 

FOSSE (Charles de la) a $kilful 
painter of Paris, who formed himself 
under le Brun, and afterwards in Italy. 
He was professor and teacher at the 
asademy of painting, and died in a 
very advanced age, 1716. This artist 
excelled particularly in colouring, and 
painted the dome of the invalids at 
Paris. 

FOSSE D*'AUBIGNY (Anthony de 
la) nephew of the preceding, son of a 
goldsmith at Paris, in which city he 
died November 2, 1708, aged 55. He 
left a translation of Anacreon's Odes in 
French verse; some other poetical 
pieces, and four tragedies, the best of 
which is Mantiius, 1747, 2 vol. 12mo. 
La Fosse spoke and wrote very pure 
Italian, and composed an Ode in that 
language, which procured him admit- 
tance into the academy of the Apatisti 
at Florence, where he returned his 
thanks by a speech in prose on this 
singular subject, Are blue or black eyes 
the mast beautiful ? He had been secre- 
tary to the dukes of Aumont and 
Cré qui. 

FOSSE', v. THOMAS. 

. FOUCAULT (Nicholas Joseph) ad- 
vocate-general to the grand council, a 
celebrated intendant, and chief of the 
council to her royal highness madame, 
born at Paris, January 8, 1643, son of 
M. Foucault, secretary to the council 
of state. He had been saccessively in- 
tendant of Montauban, Pau, and Caen, 
and made himself universally esteemed 
in each place. M. Foucault died an 
honorary member of the academy of 
inscriptions, February 7, 1721, aged 
above 80. It was he who discovered, 
in 1704, the ancient city of the Fidu- 
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casztans, two leagues from Caen. He 
also found at the abbey of Moissac, in 
Querci, the famous work de Mortibus 
Persecutorum, ascribed to Lactantius. 

FOUCAULT (Lewis) count de Daug- 
non, originally page to cardinal Riche- 
lieu, after which he served in the 
French fleet under the duc de Fronsac. 
He had the rank of vice-admiral at 
the battle of Cadiz 1640, and seized 
Brouage in 1646, on the death of tlie 
duke of Frousac, who was governor 
there, and received the marechal's 
staff on resigning it in 1653. He died 
r659, aged 43. He had the character 
of being eager for glory and money, 
and little scrupulous about the means 
of acquiring them. 

FOUCHER (Paul) clerk of the dio- 
cese of Tours, in which city he was 
born, April 4, 1704. - Foucher was ad- 
mitted into the academy of inscrip- 
tions 1754, appointed secretary to the 
duke of Orleans, and died at Paris, 
May 3, 1778. He left Memnires zur 1a 
Religion des anciens Pertes, in the Me- 
moirs of the Academy of Inscriptions, 
and a System of Metaphysical Geome- 
try, 1758, Svo. 

FOUCQUET (Nicholas) marquis of 
Belle- isle, famous for his abilities and 
misfortunes, born 1615, son of Francis 
Foucquet, counsellor of state, and Mary 
Meaupeou, a lady who spent consider- 
able sums in medicines, which she 
distributed to the poor in their sick - 
ness, and wrote a valuable collection 
printed in 2 vol. 12mo. of Remedes Fa- 
cites et Domestiques. M. Foucquet disco- 
vered, from his youth, great sense and 
capacity for public affairs; was master 
of the requests at twenty; procurator- 
general to the parliament of Paris at 
five and thirty, and superintendant of 
the finances in 1653. After cardinal 
Mazarine's death, the king, who 
wished for a reformation in the finances, 
fancied that he perceived an unwilling- 
ness in Faucquet to discover the state 
of affairs, and was besides prejudiced 
against him, having been told that he 
had tried to gain the heart of la Va- 
liere. However that might be, Fouc- 
quet was arrested by the king's orders, 
1661: the depredations in the finances, 
the money he had spent at Vaux, and 
the fortifications at Belle-isle, which 
belonged to him, were considered as 
proofs of his guilt. He was tried, and 

Sentenced 
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eentenced to perpetual banishment; 
but the king changed the punishment, 
and ordered him to be confined in the 


castle of Pignerol, December 20, 1664. 
It has been said that he passed the rest 


of his life there, and employed him- 


self in composing several works of 
piety for his consolation: but Gour- 
ville, who shared in his disgrace, as- 
serts in his Memoirs, that he was set at 
liberty some time before his death. 
This is certain, that Foucquet had the 
comfort of seeing all his friends give 
public proofs of their attachment to 
him in his misfortunes, particularly 


Loret, author of the Gazette; Pelisson, 


the famous madame Seuderi, Brebceuf, 
Pecquet, &c. His trial has been 
printed, 15 vol. 12mo. which are ex- 
cellent memoirs for those who study 
the finances. He died March 23, 1680, 
aged 65, Lewis Foucquet, marquis of 
Belle-isle, his third son, married Ca- 
therine Agnes de Levis, by whom he 
had, in 1684, 

FOUCQUET (Charles Lewis Augus- 
tus) comte de Belle- isle, born at Ville- 
franche de Rouergue, who, by his ta- 
lents for war and politics, overcame the 
disgrace in which his family, since his 
father's imprisonment, were in some 
measure involved: for, although he 
had himself been. confined in the Bas- 
tille on the disgrace of M. le Blanc, 
and afterwards banished, cardinal de 
Fleury made him governor of Metz in 
1733, and gave him the command of 
the forces in Germany 1734. In 1741 
he was appointed marechal of France, 
and procured the duke of Bavaria to 
be elected emperor, to support which 
election he commanded an army in 
Germany, whose rapid progress was 
followed by great misfortunes. Shut 
up in Prague by prince Lobkowitz, the 
count de Belle-isle saw himself reduced 
to perish by want, or get the better of 
a force much superior to his own, 
which he effected in the night between 
the 16th and 17th of December, 1742. 
He deceived prince Lobkowitz, gained 
24 hours march upon him with 11,000 
foot and 2,500 horse, and arrived at 
Egra, 38 leagues from Prague, Decem- 
ber 26, without having been attacked, 
or suffering any further loss than of 
800 soldiers, who perished on the road 
through cold. The garrison of Prague 


capitulated the same day, and M, de 
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Chevert carried about 3000 men back 
to Egra with the honours of war. The 
count then compelled the king of Sar. 
dinia, who had penetrated into Pro. 
vence, to repass the Var; and the 
King, to reward his services, created 
him a peer of France in 1748. He had 
been duke of Gisors from 1742, and 
his interest kept encreasing till he be. 
came prime minister in 1757, and the 
troubles of France lessened by degrees 
under his administration. He had 
been admitted a member of the French 
academy and that of the sciences, and 
died 1761, leaving to the King, by his 
will, all that he had received in ex. 
change for Belle-isle, on condition of 
paying his debts, which were consi- 
derable. He married twice, but left 
only one son, the count de Gisors, who 
was killed at the battle of Crevelt, 

1758, aged 26. | 
" FOUCQUET (Charles Armand) son 
of the superintendant of the finances, 
born April 9, 1687, at Paris, entered 
the congregation of the oratory, 1682, 
became superior of St. Magloire, 1699, 
and was sometime grand vicar to his 
uncle M. Foucquet, bishop of Agde; 
cardinal de Noailles placed great con- 
fidence in him. He appealed and re 
appealed from the bull, Unigenitus, and 
died at the house of St. Magloire in 
Paris, September 18, 1734. 
FOUILLOU (James) a celebrated 
licenciate of the Sorbonne, born at 
Rochelle, where he studied ethics in 
the Jesuits* college. He went after. 
wards to Paris, and continued his studies 
in the community of M. Gillot, at the 
college of St. Barbe, including the time 
of his being licenciate, and was imme- 
diately nominated theologalofRochelle; 
this office however he declined, nor 
had he ever any benefice, but the 
commendatory priory of St. Martin de 
Prunieres, in the diocese of Mende. 
M. Fouillou having engaged in the 
affair of the Cate of Contcience, was ob- 
liged to conceal himself in 1703, and 
to retire into Holland, about 1705 but 
the air of that country not agreeing 
with him, he was seized with an 
asthma, which proved incurable. He 
returned to Paris, about 1720, and died 
there, September 21, 1736, aged 66, 
leaving several theological works, all 
anonymous, and all discovering great 
oppoxition to the bull, Unigenitus. The

FOULQUES I. earl of Anjou; called 
le Roux, or Rufus, who united all the 
lands of his earldom, and governed 
them wisely.

FOULQUES II. called the Good, son 
of the preceding; who cleared and 
carefully cultivated, all the lands in the 
earldom of Anjou, and laboured to 
promote piety and learning throughout 
his territories. He died at Tours, in 
953, It is said King Louis d' Outremer, 
having ridiculed this earl, because he 
applied himself to study and frequenꝭi 
sung in the choir, Foulques wrote this 
Sentence to him, Anow, Sire, that a 
prince awithout learning, is @ crowned ass. 
FOULQUES IV. called Reckin, son 
of the lord de Chateaulandon, and a 
daughter of Foulques II. earl of Anjou. 
He succeeded his mother's brother 
Geofrey, and seized Gastinois and 
Touraine, which were his eldest bro- 
ther's inheritance. Being thus become 
a powerful prince, he gave himself up 
io wine and women, married three 
wives successively, divorcing them one 
after another; but the last, Bertrade, 
left him for Philip I. king of France. 
Foulques obtained absolution from the

excommunication pronounced against 
him, for putting his eldest brother in 
prison, and died 1109. He wrote a 
History of the Earls of Anjou; which 
may be found in d' Acheri's Spicelegium, © 
and has been translated by the abbé de 
Marolles in his Hist. & Anjou, 168 r, to. 

FOULQUES, archbishop of Rheims, 
illustrious by his birth, learning and 
piety. He succeeded Hincmar, 883, 
and held a council against those who 
had usurped the possessions of the 
church, but was murdered, June 17, 
goo, by the partizans of the count 
d' Arras, from whom he had taken the 
castle of Arras. He must be distin- 
guished from Flouques the Great; monk, 
and afterwards abbot of Corby, who 
died December 5, 1095. 

FOULQUES, a celebrated bishop of 
Toulouse, born at Marseilles, who 
gained grear reputation, and became 
the favourite of several princes by his 
ingenious poems in the provencal dia- 
lect. He distinguished himself at the 
fourth Lateran council, r215, where he 
took the part of St. Dominic, his inti- 
mate friend. He died 123r. 

FOUQUET, v. FOUCQUET. 

FOUQUIERES (James) an excellent 
landscape painter of Antwerp, who | 
worked at the Louvre, in the reign of - 
Louis XIII. and acquired such great re- 
putation there by his pictures, that 
the King ennobled him. Fouquieres, 
elated with this favour, worked but 
little, lest he should degrade himself, 
and took care always to put on his 
sword, when he took up his pencil. 
He was called in derision, the baron de 
Fouquieres. He died 1659, at Paris, 
aged 79. 

FOUR (Philip Sylvester du) a learned 
antiquary and druggist, at Lyons, a 
native of Manosque; he corresponded 
with all the greatest antiquaries of his 
time, particularly James Spon, who 
communicated his discoveries to him, 
and directed him in his works. Du 
Four died 1685, aged 63, at Vevai, in 
Switzerland, to which place he had 
retired after the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes; he had been married, and 
left a daughter, married at Geneva, 
His works are: Initrufion Morale d'un 
pere d ton fili, qui part pour un long Voiage, 
tzmo.; Traits nouveaux et curicux, de 
Caffe, du The, et du Chocolat, Hague, 168 5, 
I2mo, They are esteemed.

FOUR (Charles du) curate -of St. 
Maclou, at Rouen, and afterwards 
abbot of Aulnai, known by his disputes 
with P. Brisacier, and by his zeal 
against relaxed morality. He died 


June 17, 1679, at Rouen. He was 


author of the Requete des Cures de Rouen, 
a leur Archeveque; Aa Letter from the 
same, to the same prelate, against the 
Apology of the Casuists; A Memoire 
respecting the conduct of a company, 
called P Hermitage, established at Caen, 
and other works. 


FOURKMONT (Stephen) professor of 


Arabic, and the Chinese language, at 
Faris: one of the most learned men of 
his age, born June 13, 1683, at Herbelai, 
a village 4 leagues from Paris, where 


his father was fiscal procurator, and 


practised surgery. He learned the 
first rudiments. of. Latin from the curate 
of the paris, and being left an orphan, 


M. Jomard his mother's brother, an 


ingenious canon of St, Merri, took bim 
to his house at Paris, and superintended 
his education. M. Fourmont, after 
studying rhetoric at the Mazarine col- 
lege, entered the seminary, des Trente 
Frois, where he went through a course 


of philosophy ; and, meeting with M. 


the abbe Severin in the same house, 
who, like him, was much attached to 
Study, they determined to read all the 
Greek and Latin poets together. This 
plan was encouraged by NI. Boileau, 
doctor of the house of Sorbonne, and 
by M. Chappellier, grand mastr of the 
Mazarine college, who supplied them 
with What books they wanted. As 
the exercises of the community em- 
ployed most part of the day, they 
found means to continue their reading 
privately in the night; but they were 
discovered, and the superior considering 
their conduct as an infringement of 


rules, expelled them. M. Fourmont 
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retired to the college de Montaigne 
where he had the chamber that had 
belonged to Erasmus, which reminded 
him incessantly of that great man 
Instead of tapestry, he covered the 
wall with different thesis sheets, on 
which he had drawn up long lists of 
words from the languages he wax 
Studying. M. the abbe Savin, con- 
tinued to visit him, and they completed 
their scheme of reading the best Greek 
Poets, and orators. Ni. Fourmont 
Studied afterwards the oriental lan- 
guages, and by that means became 
acquainted with M. Salmon, doctor of 
the Sorbonne, who perfeted him in 
Hebrew, and procured him the esteem 
and friendship of messrs. Berthe, 
Tournely, Witasse, and several other 
doctors of the Sorbonne. M. Fourmont © 
explained the Greek. Fathers to some, 
taught Hebrew and Syriac to others, 
and was Sometime after entrusted with 
the education of the duke d&Antin's 
Sons, who studied at the college d'Har- 
court, He was at the same time 
admitted advocate; but, not finding the 
law agreeable to his taste, returned to 
his first studies. He then contracted a 
friendship with the abbe Bignon, who 
had a particular esteem for him, and 
advised him to apply to the Chinese 
language, in which he made a progress 
beyond all expeRation. He afterwards 
formed a plan of holding regular con- 
ferences with his friends on the dif- 
ferent branches of literature, once, or 
twice a week at his own house, which 
conferences were never discontinued, 
but confined afterwards to Wednesday 
only ; and the tearned, whether French- 
men or foreigners, were admitted, and 
frequently assisted at them, It was by 
this means that M. Fourmont became 
acquainted with the count de Toledo, 
a grandee of Spain; and his conversa- 
tion was so agreeable to this minister, 
that he discoursed with him almost 
every day upon some learned subject, 
and even wanted him to go to Spain; 
dut though he could not persuade him, 
he procured him a pension, on his 
return to Madrid. M. Fourmont suc- 
ceeded M. Galland, as Arabic professor 
at the royal college, 1715, was admitted 
into the academy of inscriptions the 
same year; of the royal society of Lon- 
don, in 1738, and of that at Berlin, in 
1741. He was frequently consulted —

the duke of Orleans, first prince of the 
blood, who had a particular regard for 
him, and appointed him one of his 
Secretaries. He died at Paris, Decem- 
ber 18, 1745, aged 62, leaving a great 
number of works, both printed and 
MSS. The principal among the former 
are, Rudiments of the Latin Language, 1n 
verse; Reflexions critiques sur les Histeires 
des ancien Peuples, 1735, 2 Vol. 4to.; 
Meditationes Sinica, 1736, fol, A Chi- 
nese grammar in Latin, 1742, fol.; 
several dissertations printed in the 
memoirs of the academy of inscrip- 
tions, &c. He must be distinguished 
from Michael Fourmont, his younger 
brother, an ecclesiastic, who was pro- 
fessor of Syriac at the royal college, 
and a member of the academy of in- 
scriptions. He died February 5, 1746. 
FOURNIER (George) a native of 
Caen, who entered among the Jesuits. 
His chief work is Hydrographie, 1667, 
fol.; Asiz Descriptio, curante L. M. S. 
16:6, fol. He died 1652, aged 57. 
FOURNIER (William) an ingenious 
critic, and professor of Iaw, at Orleans 
in the 16th century, a native of Paris, 
who left several works, among others 
a commentary under the title of de Ver- 
borum Significationt, which he printed, 
1584, fol. 

FOURNIVAL (Simon) commissioner 
to the secretaryship of the treasurers of 
France; he made a Collectian of the

1655, fol. which is scarce; it has been 
continued by M. John Leon du Bourg- 
neuf, treasurer of France, at Orleans, 
Orleans, 1745, 2 parts, 4to. 

FOURRIER DE MATHINCOURT 
(Peter) born November 30, 1565, at 
Mirecourt. He entered young among 
the regular canons, and distinguished 
himself by His learning and piety; was 
afterwards curate of Mathincourt, 
established a congregation of the regu- 
lar reformed canons, founded the con- 
gregation of the Nuns of Notre Dame, 
and died in great reputation for sanctity, 
December 9. 1640. He was beatified 
in 1730, 

FOX (John) a learned ecclesiastical 
historian, inthe 16th century, born 1517, 
at Boston. He was educated at Oxford, 
discovered a great taste for poetry in 
his youth, and wrote several pieces in 
Latin, which do him"honour; among 
them the Triumph of Jeus Chrizt ; which

titles which belong to them, Paris, 
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has been translated by James Bienvenus 
Geneva, 1 562, 4to. rather scarce. He 
afterwards devoted himself wholly to 
divinity, and being dissatisfied with 
the state of religion under Henry VIII. 
retired into Germany, but returned to. 
England upon the death of that prince. 
In queen Mary's reign, Fox again left 
his country, and settled at Basil; but 
when queen Elizabeth ascended the 
throne, he went to London, and there 
published his 48s and Monuments of the 
Churck; which was reprinted in 1684, 
3 vol fol. Fox was a Calvinist, and 
left other works in English and Latin. 
_ FOX (George) founder, and head of 
the sect called Quakers, or Tremblers in 
England; a shoe-maker, born at Dray- 
ton, a village in Leicestershire ; who, 
believing himself to .be suddenly in- 
Spired, quitted his trade to preach 
against war, and the clergy; running 
into all the errors of a Fanatick, who 
thought himself at liberty to interpret 
Scripture as he pleased. Cromwel 
ordered him to be arrested, and forbad 
his followers to hold any meetings, but 
they nevertheless gained numerous 
disciples. Fox married Margaret Fell, 
the widow of a magistrate, with whom 
he became acquainted in prison at 
Lancaster; and inspiring her with his 
enthusiasm, they went together to 
America in 1662, where he had the 
same success as in his own country. 
Being now persuaded that it was only 
for want of instruction in his doctrine, 
that Europe, Asia, and Africa were not 
obedient to it, he wrote extravagant 
letters to all the sovereign princes, 
which were treated with the utmost 
contempt. On his return to England, 
he continued his labours, which at last 
carried him off in 1687. WY 
FOX, MORZILLO, Foxus Meorzillus « * 
(Sebastian) a learned writer of the 16th 
century, born 1528, at Seville, who 
studied in Spain and the low countries, 
and raised an uncommon reputation 
by his works. Being appointed pre- 
ceptor to the infant Don Carlos, by 
Philip II. King of Spain, he quitted 
Louvain, and embarked, that he might 
be more speedily with the prince, but 
was unfortunately shipwrecked, and 
died in the flower of his age. He left 
Commentaries on Plato's Timers and 
Phedsn, fol. and several other valuable 
works. | |

FRACASTOR (Jerome) of Verona, 


a celebrated poet and learned physi- 
cian in the 16th century, who made 80 


'great a proficiency in the belles-lettres 


and sciences, that he became a poet, 


| Philosopher, physician, and astrono- 
mer, and was very serviceable to 


Paul III. when he transferred the 
council of Trent to Bologna in 1547, 
under pretence of danger from a con- 
tagious disorder. Fracastor was the 
intimate friend of cardinal Bembo and 
Julius Scaliger. He died of an apo- 
plexy at Casi, near Verona, August 6, 
1553, aged 71, leaving a son. The 
city of Verona raised a statue to his 
memory in 1559. His works are, an 
excellent poem, entitled Syp4kz/7s, trans- 
Iated into French, with notes, by M. 
Maquer and Lacombe, 1753, 12mo.; 
another, entitled Fozeph; a Treatite on 
contagious Dixeases; another, en Sym- 
pathy and Antipathy, &c. The best edi- 
tion of his works is, Padua, 1735, 2 
vol. 4to. His poerns are printed sepa- 
rately, Padua, 1718, 8 vo. Fracastor's 
tips were so joined together when he 


| was born, that a surgeon was obliged 
to part them. 


FRACHETTA (Jerome) a native of 


| Rovigo in Italy, who gained great re- 


putation in the 16th century by his po- 
Titical works; the most considerable of 
which is, 1! Seminario de Governi di Stats 
et di Guerra, 1648, 4to. He died at 
Naples at the beginning of the 17th 
century. His Italian translation of Lu- 
eretius is esteemed. 

FRAGUIER (Claudius Francis) a 
learned membet of the French aca- 
demy, and that of inscriptions, born 
August 28, 1666, at Paris, of noble 
Parents. He entered among the Je- 
suits 1683, was the pupil of Peres Ra- 
pin, Jouvenci, la Rue, and Commire; 
and, being sent to Caen two years 
after, was much esteemed by M. Huet, 
and M. de Segrais. Fraguier left the 

esuits in 1694, and was employed by 
M. Bignon in the Journal des Savans, 
He died of an apoplexy, May 3, 1728, 
leaving some Latin poems, which are 
much admired, and may be found in 
the abbé d' Olivier's collection, 1729, 
12mo. This author's poems, particu- 
Iarly his School of Plato, display an ami- 
able philosophy, an elegant sportive- 
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ness, and a charming urbanity, WHK 
he had imbibed from his dee 
with mad. de la Fayette, and Ninon 
I' Enclos. He also wrote several excel- 
lent Dissertations, printed in the Me. 
moirs of the Academy of Inscriptions 
and had begun a translation of Plat g 
but his bad health prevented his c 
tinuing it. 

FRAIN (John) seig. du Fremblai 
one of the first 30 academicians of 
Angers. He died August 24, 1724, 
aged 84. He was author of NVorveaur 
Es5ais de Morale, 12mo. a work esteemed 
by Pere Mabillon; a Traite de la Veca- 
tion Chretienne des Enfans; Conversations 
morales zur les Jeux et les Diver tistemeni; 
Traite de la Confiance. 

FRANC (Martin le) a poet, histo- 
rian, philosopher, and orator; supposed 
to have been born at Arras. He was 
prothonotary of the holy see, provost 
and canon of Lausanne, then secret 
to the anti- pope Felix, and to pope 
Nicholas V. His principal works are, 
a book in verse, entitled, Le Champion 
des Dames, 1530, 8 vo. in which he un- 
dertakes to revenge the fair-sex of the 
aspersions cast on them in the Roman de 
la Note. It is remarkable, that though 
he was the pope's secretary when he 
wrote this work, he mentions pope 
Joan in it.

FRANCES (St.) born at Rome, and 
married, at 12 years old, to Laurence 
Ponzlani, who being banished from 
Rome in 1413, St. Frances founded the 
convent of the Gblates, called also Col- 
latines, 1425, and died there, March 9, 
1440, aged 56, She was canonized by 
Panl V. in 1608. 

FRANCESCHIN] (Mark Anthony) 
a skilful Italian painter, born 1648, at 
Bologna. He was Cignani's pupil, 
whose style he caught and n 
He died 1729. 

FRANCFLORUS, a painter. v. lo-. 
RUs. 

FRANCHI (Nicholas) or rather Ni- 
colo Franco, a famous satirical poet in 
the 16th century, born at Benevento, 
who travelled over Italy, and pub- 
liched several pieces in Italian, in 
which neither popes nor princes were 
spared. He was first the friend, and 
afterwards the enemy, of Peter Aretin, 
against whom he wrote several sonnets, 
which were published with his Priapeia, 
1548, Svo. Lontaining 125 pages. 
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Pius IV. at length arrested him, and 
he was 1 at Rome in 1569, as 
author of defamatory libels: some say 
it was only in effigy, he having escaped 
from prison by means of an ecclesiastic, 
who bribed the jailor, and that he died 
soon after at Benevento, of shame and 
vexation. Franchi also left, Dialogi 
placevoli, Vinegia, 1542, 8vo. He must 
be distinguished from Vincent Franchi, 
president of Naples, his native place, 
an eminent lawyer, who left Decisiones 
Sacri Regii Cunsilii Neapolitani, folio. 
This latter died April 15, 1601, aged 
70. 

FRANCHINI (Francis) a native of 
Covenza, who attended Charles V. in 
his expedition to Algiers, and united 
the Muses with Mars, He was after- 
wards bishop of Massa, then of Popu- 


lania, and died in 1554, leaving some 


Dialogues, and other small works, 
which are esteemed, 

FRANCIA (Francis le) a celebrated 
painter of Bologna, who excelled in 
design, and was one of the first artists 
at that time in engraving coins for 
medals. It is said, that Raphael hav- 
ing painted a St. Cecilia for a church 
at Bologna, sent it to Francia, desir- 
ing him to fix it, and even to correct 
any faults he might see in it; but Fran- 
cia was so struck with the beauty of 
the piece, that, despairing ever to at- 
tain so great a degree of perfection, he 
fell sick with vexation, and died in 
1518, aged 68. 

FRACIERES, or FRANCHIERES 
(John de) a knight of Rhodes, com- 
mander of Choisi, and grand- prior of 
Aquitaine. He lived under Louis XI. 
and wrote a treatise on Hawking, Pa- 
ris, 1628, 4to. fig. 

FRANCIS I. emperor, born 1708, 
became duke of Lorraine in 1729, up- 
ou the death of his father Leopold, 
In 1736 he married the archduchess, 
eldest daughter of the emp, Charles VI. 
and exchanged Lorraine for Tuscany in 
1737. The princess, his wife, associ- 
ated him with her in the government 
of the state, which she succeeded to 
upon the death of her father in 1740, 
and he was elected emperor 1745. He 
died 1765. To this prince is owing 
the order that reigns in the Austrian 


finances: nor did he distinguish him- 
self less by his coura during the 
wars of Hungary and emia, than 


named the Great, and the Rextorer of 


that honour, unless he could trace his

FRANCIS I. King of France, sur- 


Learning, succeeded his father-in-law 
Louis XII. who died without a son in 
1515. Francis I. was the only son of 
Charles duke of Orleans, constable of 
Angouleme, and born at Cognac, Sep. 
tember 12, 1494. Immediately after 
his coronation, he took the title of 
duke of Milan, and put himself at the 
head of a powerful army to assert his 
right to that duchy. The Swiss, who 
defended it, opposed his enterprize, 
and attacked him near Marignana; 
but they were cut to pieces in a bloody 
battle, and about 15,000 left dead in 
the field. The famous Trivulce, who 
had been engaged in 18 battles, called 
this The Battle of the Giants, and the 
others Ghildren's Play. It was on this 
occasion that the King desired to be 
knighted by the famous Bayard. That 
rank-was originally the highest that 
could be aspired to: princes of the 
blood were not called Monseigneur, nor 
their wives Madame, till they had been 
knighted : nor might any one claim 


nobility at least three generations back, 
both on his father's and mother's Side, 
and also bore an unblemished charac- 
ter, especially for military courage and 
valour, The creation of a knight was 
attended with few ceremonies, except 
at some festivals, in which case a great 
number were observed. This institu- 
tion, which may be traced up to the 
first race, has contributed not a little 
to polish the minds of the French, by 
restraining them within the bounds of 
a benevolent morality : they $wore to 
spare neither life or fortune in defence 
of religion, in fighting against the 1n- 
fidels, and in protecting the widow, 
the orphan, and all who were defence- 
less By this victory at Marignana, 
Francis I. became master of the Mila- 
nese, which was ceded to him by 
Maximilian Iforza, who then retired 
into France, Pope Leo X. alarmed by 
these conquests, held a conference with 
the King at Bologna, obtained from 
him the abolition of the Pragmatic 
Sanctian, and settled the Concordate, 
which was confirmed the year follow- 
ing in the Lateran Council. From that 
time the King has 9 to alf con- 

sistorial 
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torial benefices, and the. pope re 
ceives one year's income upon every 
change. The treaty of Noyon was 
concluded the same year between 
Charles V. and Francis I. one principal 
article of which was, the restoration of 
Navarre. Charles V. on the death of 
Maximilian I. being elected emperor, 
1519, in opposition to Francis, the Jea- 
jousy which subsisted between those 
two princes broke out immediately, 
and Kindled a long war, which proved 
fatal to all Europe. The French, com- 
manded by Andrew de Foix, conquered 
Navarre in 1520, and Jost it again al- 
most directly; they drove the English 
and Imperialists from Picardy; took 
Hesdin, Fontarabia, and several other 
places; but lost Milan and Tournay in 
1821. The following year, Odet de 
Foix, viscount of Lautrec, was defeated 
at the bloody battle of Bicoque, which 
was followed by the loss of Cremona, 
Genoa, and a great part of Italy, Nor 
did their misfortunes end here. The 
constable of Bourbon, persecuted by 
the duchess of Angouleme, joined the 
emperor 1523, and, being appointed 
commander of his forces in 1524, de- 
ſeated admiral Bonevet's rear at the 
retreat of Rebec, and retook all the 
Milanese He afterwards entered Pro- 
vence with a powerful army, but was 
obliged to rajse the siege of Marseilles, 
and retired with loss. Francis I. how- 
ever went into Italy, retook Milan, 
and was going to besiege Pavia; but, 
having imprudently detached part of 
his troops to send them to Naples, he 
was defeated by the constable de Bour- 
bon in a bloody battle before Pavia, 
February 24, 1525, after having two 
horses Killed under him, and displayed 
prodigions valour. His greatness of 
mind never appeared more conspicu- 
ous!ly than after this unfortunate en- 
gagement. In a letter to his mother 
he says, Every thing is lost but honeur, 
He was conducted as a prisoner to 
Madrid, and returned the following 
year, after thg treaty which was con- 
cluded in that city, January 14, 1526. 
This treaty, extorted by force, was not 
fulfilled; the emperor had insisted on 
the duchy of Burgundy being ceded to 
him; but, when Lannoi went to de- 
mand it in his master's name, he was 
introduced to an audience giyen to the 
deputies of Burgundy, who declared to 


sis 
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the King, that he had no power to give 
up any province of his Kingdom. Upon 
this the war recommenced imme- 
diately. Francis I. sent forces into 
Italy, under the command of Lautrec, 
who rescued Clement VII. and at first 
gained great advantages, but perished 
afterwards, with his army, by sick- 
ness. The King, who had been some 
years a widower, concluded the treaty 
of Cambray in 1529, by which he en- 
gaged to marry Eleanor of Austria, the 
emperor's sister; and his two sons 
who had been given as hostages, were 
ransomed at the king's return for two 
millions in gold. The ambition of 
possessing Milan, caused peace again 
to be broken. Francis took Savoy in 
1535, drove the emperor from Pro- 
vence 1536, entered into an alliance 
with Solyman II. emperor of the Turks; 
took Hesdin, and several other places, 
in 1537, and made a truce of ten years 
with Charles V. at Nice, 1533, which 
did not, however, last long. The em- 
peror, going to punish the people of 
Ghent, who had rebelled, obtained a 
passage through France, by promisin 
Francis the investiture of the duchy of 
Milan for which of his children he 
pleased; but, after being received in 
France with the highest honours in 
I539, he was no sooner arrived in Flan- 
ders than he refused to Keep his pro- 
mise. This broke the truce; the war 
was renewed, and carried on with va- 
rious success on both sides. The King's 
troops entered Italy, Roussillon, and 
Luxemburg. Francis of Bourbon, comte 
d' Anguien, won the battle of Cerizoles 
in 1544, and took Montferrat. Fran- 
cis I. gained over to his side Barbarossa, 
and Gustavus Vasa, king of Sweden; 
while, on the other hand, Henry VIII. 
of England espoused the interests of 
Charles V. and took Bologna, 1544. A 
peace was at last concluded with the 
emperor at Cressy, September 18, 1544, 
and with Henry VIII. June 7, 1546; 
but Francis did not long enjoy the tran- 
quillity which this peace procured him; 
he died at the castle of Rambouillet 
the last day of March, 1547, aged 53, 
in consequence of a disorder he had 
contracted by his too great attachment 
to women, This prince possessed the 
most shining qualities: he was witty, 
mild, wagnauimous, generous, and be- 
nevolent. The revival of polite lite- 
rature 
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rature in Europe, was chiefly owing to 


his care: he patronized the learned, 
founded the royal college at Paris, fur- 
nished a library at Fontainebleau at a 
great expence, and built several pa- 


laces, which he ornamented with pic- 


tures, statues, and costly furniture. He 
also shewed great zeal for the Catholic 
religion against the Protestants, and a 
tender affection for his subjects. When 
dying, he particularly requested his son 
to diminish the taxes which he had 
been obliged to levy for defraying the 
expences of the war; and put it in his 
power 80 to do, for he left goo thou- 
sand crowns in gold in his coffers, 
which would at present amount to six 
millions, with a quarter of his reve- 
nues, which had fallen in, and was 
then due. This is a subject of praise 
which, since that time, has belonged 
only to Henry IV. It was Francis I. 
who ordered all public acts to be writ- 
ten in French for the future, and intro- 
duced the fashion of short hair and 
long beards, having been wounded by 
a ſire- brand by captain de Lorge, sieut 
de Montgomeri, and hoping, by that 
means, to conceal the marks of bis 
wound: but this mode was abolished 


in the reign of Louis XIII. Henry II. 


his son, succeeded him. M. Gaillard 
has published this King's history. 
FRANCIS II. king of France, son of 
Henry II. and Catherine de Medicis, 
born January 12, 1544, at Fontaine- 
bleau, He married Mary Stuart, queen 
of Scotland, in 1558, only daughter of 
James V. and succeeded King Henry II. 
July 10, 1559. The duke of Guise, 
and his brother, the cardinal, taking 
advantage of the youth of this prince, 


whose wife was their niece, assumed 


the government themselves, which 
made the princes of the blood their 
enemies. Anthony of Bourbon, king 
of Navarre, and Louis, his brother, 
prince of Conde, who engaged the 
Calvinists in their quarrel, while the 
Guises gained over the Catholics to 
their interests. Such was the origin of 
those troubles and civil wars which 


Wasted the kingdom in the succeeding 


reigns, and cost the lives of so many 
illustrious citizens; the heretics hay- 
ing, for their chiefs and protectors, 
persons of such distinguished rank, 
and the Guises being at the head of the 
government. In 1560, the prince of 
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Conde's party formed The Conspira, .: 
Amboise, and assembled in the Saiten 
of that city from all parts, intendin 
to carry away the King, and murder 
the Guises: but the plot was disco. 
vered by an advocate named Avenel}: 
and la Renaudie, who conducted i. 
was killed. The King afterwards pub- 
lihed an edict at Romorantin, by 
which the cognizance of heresy is re- 
ferred to the bishops, and interdicted 
to the parliaments. He forbad the 
Calvinists to hold any assemblies, and 
had instituted a chamber in each par. 
liament, which was to try such cases 
only, and wascalled The Burning Chamber, 
He afterwards returned to Orleans, tg 
hold the states-general, in which City 
the prince of Conde was arrested, and 
condemned to be beheaded, as having 
been engaged in the conspiracy of Am- 
boise : but the King's death prevented 
the execution of this sentence. Francis 
died December 5, 1560, aged about 17, 
It was in the reign of this prince that 
the Protestants were first called Hugue. 
nots, His brother, Charles IX. suc- 
ceeded him. 
FRANCIS of France, duke of Alengon, 
Anjou, and Brabant, brother of king 
Francis II. left the court in 1575, on 
being refused the lieutenancy general 
of the Kingdom, and fought against 
his brother Henry II. but was at length 
appeased; and, being called to assist 
the allies in the Low Couatries, took 
Bins in 1578. He was, some time af- 
ter, proclaimed prince of the Low 
Countries; relieved Cambray, which 
was besicged by the duke of Parma, 
in 1581; drove the enemy from Sluys 
and Arleux, and compelled Cateau 
Cambresis to surrender at discretion. 
Francis went the same year into Eng- 
laud, with a view of marrying queen 
Elizabeth; but that plan did not suc- 
ceed. He was crowned duke of Bra- 
bant at Antwerp, and earl of Flanders 
at Ghent, in 1582; but, behaving ill 
afterwards to those who had adyanced 
him, was obliged to return into France, 
and died, unmarried, at Chateau Thiery, 
of a consumption, February 10, 1534. 
FRANCIS de Bourbon, duke of Mont- 
pensier, Chatellerault, &c. son of 
Louis II. de Bourbon. He was at the 
Siege of Rouen 1562, and at the battles 
of Jarnac and Montcontour 1569; at- 


tached himself to Henry IV. after the 
death 
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of Henry III. and was of consi- 
rc service to him. This prince 
commanded the vanguard at the battle 
of Arques, and signalized himself at 
that of Ivry 1590. He died, June 4, 
1592, at Lisieux, aged 50. 

FRANCIS de Bourbon, earl of St. Pol 
and Chaumont, &c. son of Francis de 
Bourbon, earl of Vendome, born 1491, 
at Ham. He signalized himself at the 
battle of Marignano in 1 5155 where he 
was armed a Knight; relieved Mezieres 
when besieged by the Imperialists in 
1521; defeated the English at the 
battle of Pas, and was at the fatal 
battle of Pavia, 1525. Francis de Bour- 
bon rendered important services to 
Francis I. and died at Cotignan near 
Rheims the first of September, 1545. 

FRANCIS de Bourbon, earl of An- 
guien, &c. younger son of Charles de 
Bourbon, duke of Vend6me, born 

September 23, 1519, at the castle of 
la Fere. He gave such early and bril- 
liant proofs of courage and prudence, 
that king Francis I. entrusted him 
with the command of an army. This 
young prince defeated the marquis 
Duguast, general of the forces of 
Charles V. at Cerizoles, April 14, 1544; 
and, after that signal victory, made 
himself master of all Montferrat ex- 
cept Casal. The year following, as he 
was playing with some noblemen, he 
was unfortunately Killed in attacking 
a fort of snow, February 23, 1545, be- 
ing only 27 years of age. The king, 
and all France, were afflicted at the 
death of a young prince, of whom they 
had with reason formed the highest 
hopes. 

FRANCIS of Ai (St.) founder of 
the order of Friars Minors, and one of 
the greatest saints revered by the 
church, born r1$2, at Assisi in Ombria, 
His real name was ſohn, that of Fran- 
ei, (Francis) being given him only on 
account of his facility in speaking 
French, which language his father 
chose he should learn, as he intended 
him for trade. His father, Peter Ber- 
nardo, was a merchant, and his mo- 
ther's name was Pique. St. Francis, 
after spending his early years in com- 
merce, gave up his property; and, 
making profession of evangelical po- 
verty, had soon so large a number of 
disciples, that he determined to form 
them into a religious order, and did $0 
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about 1209, establishing several con- 
vents in Italy, Spain, and France. 
After holding a general clrapter at 
Rome, he went into Egypt, with a de- 
Sign to preach the gospel, which the 
Sultan would not at first permit; but 
St. Francis, offering to cast himself into 
a fire, to prove the truth of Christi- 
anity, obtained leave to preach. At 
his return to Europe, he continued to 
found monasteries, to convert the 
people by his Sermons, and to edify 
them by his virtues; and was held in 
Such high veneration, that frequently 
when he entered a town, the clergy 
and all the people met him, and crouded 
to touch him. St. Francis resigned his 
office of general to Peter de Catana, 
and retired to one of the highest of the 
Appenine mountains, where he is said 
to have seen a crucified seraphim all 
on fire, who imprinted rug, on his 
body, representing the wounds of our 
Saviour on the cross; from whence he 
had the name of seraphic, which has 
been continued to his whole order. He 
died October 4, 1226, at Assisi, aged 
45. He was only a deacon. his humi- 
lity having prevented him from being 
ordained priest. Pope Gregory IX. 
canonized him two years after his 
death; his Order had been approved 
by Innocent III. in 1215, and con- 
firmed by Honorius III. 1223. St. 
Francis left two Rules, and several 
other works, in which he forbids his 
followers to preach without the 
bishop's permission, or to have any 
private property; exhorting them at 
the same time to work, and be content 
to receive the necessaries of life as the 
price of their labour, provided it be 
not paid in money. This Order en- 
creased $0 rapidly, that it is said there 
were above 5000 at the first general 
chapter, without reckoning those who 
remained at the convents. The Fran- 
ciscan Order has been divided by re- 
forms and mitigations into several 
branches, as Recollects, Picpus, Capu- 
chins, &c. It has produced several 
popes, and a great number of cardi- 
nals, bishops, and other persons emi- 
nent for learning and virtue, The 
Rules of St. Francis, published by P. 
John de la Haye, 1641, fol. have been 
reprinted in Germany, 1739, fol. v. 
ALBIZZI. 

FRANCIS d Paula (St.) founder of 


the 
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the Minim order. He was so called 
from Paula, a city of Calabria, where 
he was horn 1416. He received his 
education among the Franciscans, and 
afterwards retired into solitude, where, 
Several persons resorting to him, he 
built a monastery, and founded the 
order of Minims, which was approved 
by Sixtus IV. 1473. Louis XI. hoping 
to recover his health by the prayers of 
St. Francis, sent for him into France, 
where he exhorted the king to end a 
life, stained with crimes, by a holy 
death; and took that opportunity of 
establishing his Order in that Kingdom, 
He died at the convent of Plessis du 
Parc, April 2, 1507, aged 91. His dis- 
ciples at first called themselves, The 
Hermit: of St. Francis; in France they 
wete called Bons Hommes (good men) 
from the name of Bon Homme, which 
the courtiers gave to their father, He 
was canonized in 1519 by Leo X. 

FRANCIS XAVIER (St.) snrnamed 
The Apostle of the Indies, nephew of the 
celebrated Dr. Navarre, born April 7, 
1506, of a noble family, at the castle 
of Xavier, at the foot of the Pyrenees. 
He was admitted master of arts at Pa- 
Tis, and taught philosophy in the col- 
lege of Beauvais, with an intention of 
entering the society of the Sorbonne; 
but having formed a friendship with 
St. Ignatius Loyola, he renounced all 
establichments, and became one of his 
first disciples. St. Francis Xavier then 
went to Italy, where he attended the 
sick at the hospital of incurables at 
Venice, and was ordained priest. 
Some time after, John III. king of 
Portugal, having applied to St. Igna- 
tius for some missionaries to preach the 
gospel in the East Indies, St. Francis 
was chosen for that purpose, who, 
embarking at Lisbon, April 7, 1541, 
arrived at Goa, May 6, 1542. 
blished Christianity not only in the 
place above mentioned, but on the 
coast of Comarin, at Malacca, in the 
Molucca islands and Japan; converted 
a prodigious number of barbarians, and 
died December 2, 1552, aged 46, on an 
island in sight of China, where he had 
a great desire to propagate the faith. 
Gregory XV. canonized him in 1622. 
St. Francis Xavier left five books of 
Epiatles, Paris, 1631, 8vo.; a Catechiom, 
and some other small Works, in which

FRANCIS de Sales (St.) born at the 
castle of Sales, in the diocese of Ge. 
neva, August 21, 1567. He descended 
from one of the most ancient and nohle 
families of Savoy. Having taken x 
doctor of law's degree at Padua, he 
was first advocate at Chambery, then 
provost of the church of Geneva at 
Annecy. Claudius de Granier, his 
bishop, sent him as missionary into 
the vallies of his diocese to convert the 
Zuinglians, and Calvinists, which he 
did in great numbers, and his sermons 
were attended with wonderful success. 
The bishop of Geneva chose him after. 
wards for his coadjutor, but was oblige 
to use authority before he could be per. 
Suaded to accept the office. Religious 
affairs . called him afterwards into 
France, where he was universally 


There were ns heretics whom he could nat 
convince, but M. de Geneva mitt be en- 
played to convert them. Henry IV. being 
informed of his merit, made him con- 
siderable offers, in hopes of detaining 
him in France; but he chose rather to 
return to Savoy, where he arrived 1602, 
and found bishop Granier had died a 
few days hefore, St. Francis then un- 
dertook the refurmation of his diocese, 
where piety and virtue soon flourished 
through his zeal; he restored regularity 
in the monasteries, and instituted the 


was confirmed by Paul V. 1618, and of 
which the baroness de Chantal, whom 
he converted by his preaching at Dijon, 
was the foundress. He also established 
a congregation of hermits in Chablais, 
restored ecclesiastical discipline to its 
ancient vigour, and converted nume- 
rous heretics to the faith. At the lat- 
ter end of 1618, St. Francis was obliged 
to go again to Paris, with the cardinal 
de Savoy, to conclude a marriage be- 
tween the prince of Piedmont and 
Christina of France, second daughter 
of Henry IV. This princess, herself,

Re- 
turning to Annecy, he continued to 
visit the sick, relieve those in want, 
instruct the people, and discharge all 
the duties of a holy bishop, till 1622, 
when he died of an apoplexy at Lyons, 
December 28, aged 56, leaving several 
religious works, collected in 2 vol. fol.

He was 
canonized in 1665, 
FRANCIS de FViforia, an eminent 
divine of the Dominican order, $0 
called from a town in Navarre, the 
place of his birth, He studied at Paris, 
taught in Spain with reputation, and 
died at Salamanca, August 14, 1549, 
where he was professor, leaving seve- 
ral theological. treaises, collected in 
one vol. 8yo. under the title of Tleolo- 
eicæ Refletiones; Summa Sacramentorum, 
8vo.

FRANCIS à jesu Maria, Franclicus 
a Jeiu- Maris, a learned Carmelite of 
the Reform of St. Theresa, born at 
Burgos, who taught divinity at Sala- 
manca with reputation, and was defi- 
nitor-general of his Order. He died 
1677. His principal work is entitled, 
Curius Theologia moralis Salamanticensis, 
printed at Salamanca, afterwards at 
Madrid and Lyons, 6 vol. fol. 
FRANCIS the Flemming, 'a $culptor. 
v. QUESNOY. + 
FRANCIS SONNIUS. v. SONNIUS. 
FRANCIS ROMAIN, askilful archi- 
tect, better known by the appellation 
of Brother Remain, because he was a 
Dominican, born 1646, at Ghent, He 
constructed the bridge at Maestricht, 
by order of the states of Holland in 
1684, and was afterwards sent for to 
Paris, to finish the Pent Roial, in 
which he succeeded so well as to be 
appointed inspector of bridges and 
banks, and architect of his majesty's 
buildings and demesnes, in the gene- 
rality of Paris. Brother Romain was 
frequently employed at court, and made 
VOL. II. 
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commissioner of all the important 
works of architecture throughout the 
kingdom. He died at Paris in 1738. 

FRANCIS di Borgia (St.) duke of 
Gandia, and viceroy of Catalonia. He 
resolved to renounce the world after 
the death of his wife Eleanor de Castro, 
by whom he had a numerous family; 
entered among the Jesuits 1548, and 
was their third general in 1565. St, 
Francis. rendered the most important 
services to his society, and to pope 
Pius V. He died at Rome, Septem- 
ber 30, 1572, aged 62, after having 
Several times refused the cardinalate, 
and other ecclesiastical dignities. He 
left several works, which have been 
translated from Spanish into Latin, by 
P. Alphonsus Deza, a Jesuit, Brustelis 
1675, fol. 

FRANCISCI (Erasmus) a learned 
German writer, born November 19, 
1627, at Lubec, author of many theo- 
logical and historical works, the greater 
part written in German. He died at 
Nuremberg, December 20, 1694. 

FRANCISQUE, a painter. v. MILES. 

FRANCIUS (Peter) a celebrated 
professor of rhetoric; history, and 
Greek, at Amsterdam, in which city 
he was born, 1645. He traveled into 
Italy and France, and excelled chiefly 
in vratory, He died August 19, 1744, 
aged 59. His works are, a Collectian of 
Poems, 1682, 12mo.; Orations, 1692, 
8vo.; Posthumous Works, 1706, 8vo. 

FRANCK de Frankenaw (George) 
born, 1643, at Naumburg was ap- 
pointed poet laureat at Jena when but 
18, for his great skill in composing 
German, Latin, Greek, and Hebrew 


verses. He was afterwards successively 


professor of physic at Heidelberg and 
Wittemberg, from whence Christiern V. 
King of Denmark, sent for him, to 
make him his physician and aulic 
counsellor. The emperor Leopold en- 
nobled him in 1692, and created him 
count palatine the following year. 
Franck was a member of the Leo- 
poldine academy, that of the Recovrat: 
at Padua, and the royal society of Lon- 
don. He died 1704, aged 60. His 
printed works are, F/ora Francisca, 12mo. 
Satyræ Medicz, 4to.; Several Letters. 


He left many MSS. worthy of being 


printed. His sons were also eminent. 
FRANCKE (Augustus Herman) a 
very celebrated. German divine, born, 
1 March 
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March 12, T6653, at Lubeck. He was 
admitted master of arts at Leipsic, in 
which city he formed a kind of regu- 
lar conference with some of his friends, 
which is still continued by the name of 
Collegium Philobiblicum, for cultivating 
the study of the Holy ' Scriptures. 
Francke was appointed minister of Er- 
fort in 1690; but, his preaching having 
involved him in troubles, he was 
obliged to quit that city in 1691. He 
then accepted the offers of the duke of 
Brandenburg, and was made professor 
of Greek and the oriental languages 
at Halle; afterwards professor of di- 
vinity in 1698. In this city he esta- 
bliched the celebrated foundation 
known throughout Europe by the name 
of, The Orphan Heute of Halle, where 
poor children are taught all arts and 
sciences, and, at the same time, in- 
structed in religion and virtue. Francke 
died in 1727, aged 64, regretted by all 
Germany. The orphan- house pros- 
pered so rapidly, that, in 1727, it con- 
tained 2196 young persons, and above 
130 tutors. The Protestant mission of 
Malabar is indebted to this house for

FRANCKENBERG (Abraham de) 
lord of Ludwigsdorff and Schwarse, in 


the principality of Oels. He refused 


some considerable posts which were

FRANCKENSTEIN (Christian God- 
frey) born 1661, at Leipsic. He had

advocate, with great dos... — 
died there in 1717. His principal 
works are, a Continuation of Puffen. 
dort's Introduction to Hittory; The Life 
5 Queen Christina; A History of the Six. 
teenth and Seventeenth Centuries, which is 

not esteemed. | 

 FRANCKENSTEIN (James Augus- 
tus) professor of the law of nature and 
of nations at Leipsic, where he died 
May 10, 1733. He was son of the pro- 
ceding, and left numerous works, and 
Latin dissertations; among others, D- 
Collatrone bonorum; De Furibus Fudzorum 
Singularibus in Germania; De Thesauris, 
De Prerogativis Domis Austriac æ; De Pro.

FRANCO (Battista) a skilful Vene. 
tian painter, who excelled in drawing, 
but his colouring was weak, and his 
manner dry. He died at Venice in 
1561. | 
FRANCO, v. FRANCHl. 
FRANCOIS (James Charles) born, 
1717, at Nancy, who, having perfected 
himself in the art of copperplate en. 
graving, went to Paris, where he prac- 
tised it. He invented the method of 
engraving in imitation of Crayon, ac- 
cording to which he has engraved the 
Portraits in Saverien's History of the 
Modern Philox2phers, 6 vol, amo. This 
style of engraving, though it may be 
useful to young persons who learn 
drawing, must be acknowledged un- 
pleasing to the eye. He has left other 
engravings in the common style. 
FRANCOWITZ (Matthias) his name 
was Matthias Flack, which he latinised 
into Flactus Hlyrieus, because he was 
born at Albana, in Illyria, March 2, 
1520. He was among the disciples of 
Luther and Melancthon, and taught 
afterwards at Wittemberg, Brunswic, 
Jena, &c. - Francowitz violently op- 
posed the Ixterim of Charles V.; had 
great disputes with the Catholics, and 
even with the Lutherans. He had a 
considerable share in the Ceaturies of 
Magdeburg, but gained most reputation 
by his edition of che Ancient Latin Mau, 
Strasburg, 1557, 8yo. Francowuz 
thought this work would furnish arms 
to his party; but the Lutherans, per- 
ceiving the contrary, did all they could 
to suppress it, which is the reason of 
its scarceness: nor has the repubit- 
| | Gabon 
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cation in P. le Cointe's Ar-nals, and in 
cardinal Bona's Liturgies, reduced the 
price. In the edition of Stlpictus Seve- 
rus, published. by Francowitz at Basil, 
1556, 8vo. there. is an Appendix to the 
Latin Mass, which may be added to it. 
This author's other works are satires 
against the pope, or books of contro- 
versy, Printed at Basil, 8 -o. He was 
the editor of Potmata de Corrupto Acele- 
Sie Statu, & c. 1557, 8yo. Francowitz 
died at Franc fort on the Main, March 11, 
1575, aged 55, leaving a son of his 
own name, Who was a physician, and 
wrote several works.

FRANCUS (Sebastian) a famous 
anabaptist of the 16th century, wha 
published several writings full of error 
and fanaticism. Melancthon was or- 
dered to refute him by the divines of 
the confession of Augsburg, assembled 
at Smalcald in 1540. Francus also pub- 
lissed a very satirical book against 
women, which John Freherus and Lu- 
ther refuted. | ; 
FRANGIPANI (Francis Christopher) 
brother-in-law to the count de Serin, 
one of the principal leaders of the re- 
bellion which broke out in Hungary 
1665... Being taken, he was carried to 
Neustadt, and beheaded there. 
FRANTZIUS (Wolfgany) a learned 
Lutheran divine, born x 564, at Plawen, 
in Voigtland. He was professor of his- 
tory, and afterwards of divinity, at 
Wittemberg, and died in that city 1620, 
leaving the following works: Anima- 
lium Historia Sacra, 1665, 12mo. re- 
printed at Dresden, 1687, 2 vol, 8vo.; 
Syntagma Controversiarum Theologicarum ; 
Tratatus de Interpretatione Sacrarum Scrip- 
turarum, 1634, A.; and several others. 
FRA-PAOLO, v. SARPI. 
FRASSEN (Claudius) alearned Fran- 
ciscan, born at Peronne, and admitted 
doctor of the Sorbonne in 1662. He 
afterwards taught theology in his con- 
vent, was elected definater-general of 
the whole Franciscan order in 1682, 
and acquired great reputation by his 
writings, and the various commissions 
he was entrusted with. He died Fe- 
bruary 26,.1711, at Paris, aged 91. His 
most esteemed works are, 4 System of 
Divinity, Paris, 1672, 4 vol. fol.; Dis- 
sertations on the Bible, entitled, Dis- 
gquisitiones Biblice, 2 vol. 4to.; the best 
edition of the first volume is that of 
Paris, 1711, but the Work has been 
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much enlarged, and reprinted at Lucca, — 
1764, 2 vol. fol. He also published a 
System of Philosophy, which has gone 
through several editions. | 

FRATICELLI, v. BENEDICT XII. 
FRATTA (John) an Italian poet in 
the 16th century, a native of Verona, 
who left Eclagues, a Pastoral, and a he- 
roic poem entitled, Malteide, Venice, 
1596, 4t9. which was much esteemed 
by Tasso. Toh 
FREDEGAIRE, called the Sckolasic, 
because he wrote: is Supposed to have 
lived in the 7th century. He composed 
a Chronicle by Childebrand's order, bro- 
ther of Charles Martel; and the 4briage- 
ment of the history written by Gregory 
of Tours is ascribed to him, as well as 
the Continuation of it; but this conti- 
nuation is hy four different authors, and 
may be found in the Library of the 


Fathers, in St. Gregory of Tours, and 


in Duchesne, and D. Bouquet! French 
Historians. 
FREDEGONDE, wife of Chilperic I, 
King of France, detested for her lewd- 
ness, cruelty, and treachery. She caused 
Galsuinte and Audouaire, the King's 
first wives, to be murdered; as also 
Sigebert, Pretextat, and, according to 
Some, even Chilperic her husband. 
Fredegonde afterwards raised a strong 


army against Childebert, defeated him 


in 591, ravaged Champagne, and re- 
took Paris and the neighbouring towns. 
She died victorious, but loaded with 
crimes, in 597, leaving her son Clo- 
taire II. in a prosperous situation. 
FREDERICK (St.) bishop of Utrecht, 
son of a nobleman in Friesland, applied 
ze alously to the government of his dio- 
cese, and suffered martyrdom in de- 


fence of the gospel, 838. 


FREDERICK I. called Barbarossa, 
son of Frederick, duke of Suabia, and 
earl of Suabia himself, after his father's 
death, in 1147, Succeeded the emperor 
Conrade III. his uncle, in 1152. Har- 
ing restored peace to Germany, he 
went into Italy, caused pope Adrian IV. 
to crown him, June 18, 1155; took 
and razed Tortona; compelled Verona 
to acknowledge him; forced Tivoli to 
submit to the church, and besieged 
Milan. The following year, 1156, he 
divorced Adelaide, to marry Beatrix, 
daughter to the earl of Burgundy ; by 
which marriage he united that earldom 
to his dominiong, Frederick had a 

Y 2 quarrel 
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quarrel afterwards with Adrian IV. 
which was attended with unhappy 
consequences; for, when Adrian died, 
he opposed three anti-popes to Alex- 
ander III. took the city of Milan in 
1162, destroyed it entirely, and sowed 
the spot on which it stood with salt. 
v. BEATRIX. Alexander III. excom- 
municated him in 1168, deposed him 
from the empire, and gave his subjects 
a dispensation from their oath of alle- 
giance. Frederick at first made a jest 
of this excommunication ; but, having 
lost an important battle, in 1177, against 
the Milanese, who had rebuilt their 
City, and his son, Otho, being defeated 
by the Venetians at sea, he began to 
think seriously of a reconciliation with 
Alexander. Peace was concluded in 
August 1177, at Venice, where they 
met for that purpose; and next day 
the emperor, kneeling in the church, 
was absolved by the pope, who also 
gave him the sacrament. Some au- 
thors relate, that Alexander then put 
his foot on Frederick's neck, saying, 
It is written, Tu ανj,U go wpon the lion 
and the adder ; the young lion and the dra- 


gon thou thalt tread under thy feet : and 


that the emperor said, I make not this 
submission to you, but to St. Peter: upon 
which Alexander replied, 1? 7s to St. 
Peter, and te me; but cardinal Baronius 
justly refutes this account as fabulous. 
2 Frederick had fresh disputes with the 
successors of Alexander III. After 
- had been conquered by Sa- 
adin, 1187, he took the cross of Mentz, 
with several German princes, and set 
out next year, at the head of 150,000 
men, defeated the sultan of Iconium's 
army, took that city by assault, and 
marched towards Palestine. Stillgreater 
successes were hoped for from this ex- 
pedition, but Frederick was drowned 
while bathing in the river- Cydnus, 
which runs by the city of Tarsus in 
Cilicia, June 10, 1190, after having 
reigned 38 years. This prince was 
brave and generous; firm in adversjty, 
a patron of learning, had an uncom- 
mon memory, and was called the Fa- 


ther of his Country. Henry VI. his 


son, succeeded him. The archbishops 
of Mentz took the title of Arch- 

chancellors of all Germany in Fre- 

derick's reign. | n 

FREDERICK II. a famous emperor 

of Germany, son of Henry VI. and 


„„ 

grandson of Frederick I. elected em- 
peror in opposition to Otho, an enemy 
to the church, December 13, 12 10. He 
remained in quiet possession of the 
empire, by the death of Otho, in 1218; 
was crowned at Rome, with his wife, 
November 22, 1220; renounced all 
pretensions to the duchies of Spoletto 
and Tuscany in favour of the Holy See, 
to which he gave the earldom of Fondi; 
promised to undertake nothing against 
the rights of the church, and renewed 
his vow of making war in the east 
against the Saracens. The next year 
Frederick marched against Richard and 
Thomas, princes of Tuscany, brothers 
of Innocent III. who had caused part 
of the cities of Apulia to revolt, The 
former he took prisoner, put the latter 
to flight, and banished those bishops 
who were accomplices in the revolt, 
for which he was excommunicated by 
Innocent III. Gregory IX. his suc- 
cessor, summoned the emperor to ful- 
til his vow of going to the Holy Land, 
and, seeing he contiuued to defer it, 
excommunicated him in 1227 and 1228. 
Frederick attacked the dominions of 
the church, but the pope having 
brought an army against him, he went 
to the Holy Land, where he arrived in 
September 1228; but the Christian 
armies refused to obey him, because of 
Gregory IX. who had refused to take 
off the excommunication. The em- 
peror nevertheless made peace with 
Meledin, sultan of Babylon, Febru- 
ary 10, 1229, who gave up to him 
Jerusalem, Bethlehem, Nazareth, Sidon, 
Dor, with the Christian prisoners. 
Frederick went to the church of the 
holy sepulchre, and took the crown 
from the altar himself, finding no 
bishop who would place it on his head, 
and returned to Europe. On his arri- 
val there, he seized the possessions of 
the Templars and Hospitalers; con- 
quered Romania, the marquisate of 
Ancona, the duchies of Spoletto and 
Benevento; vanquished the Milanese, 
subjected Sardinia, triumphed over the 
forces of Venice and Genoa, made. 
himself maxter of the duchy of Ur- 
bino, and of Tuscany, and went, in 
I240, to besiege Rome, The follow- 
ing year, Gregory IX. endeavoured to 
assemble a council against him; but 
the prelates of France, England, and 
Spain, who embarked to attend it, 
| Were 
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were tak en prisoners by Henty king of 
$ardiniay natural son of the emperor. 
The pope died of vexation: Celes- 
tin IV. who succeeded him, held the 
Holy See but eighteen Jays; and Inno- 
cent IV. Who Was not elected till about 
19 months after, retired into France. 
This pope held a general council at 
Lyons, 1245, in which he excommu- 
nicated Frederick, and degraded him 
from the empire. The emperor com- 
plamed of this violent proceeding in 
+ letter to St. Louis. However, after 
this deposition, all his affairs were un- 
fortunate; the Lombards leagued, and 
overcame him ; the princes looked up- 
on Him as an impious wretch; and the 
Germans elected Henry of Thuringia 
in opposition to him, 1245, and Wil- 
liam, earl of Holland, in 1248. At 
length, this unhappy prince, over- 
whelmed with vexations, and forsaken 
by all the world, died at Fiorenzuola, 
in Apulia, December 13, 1250, aged 57. 
He spoke all languages, had a lively 
and penetrating genius; was brave, 
learned, liberal, magnificent; but im- 
pious, cruel, debauched, and little 
scrupulous of breaking his word. This 
prince caused several of Aristotle's 
works to be translated from Greek in- 
to Latin, and granted great privileges 
to the universities. He wrote De Arte 


Venandi cum Avibus, printed with A- 


bertus Magnus de Falconibus, Aug. Vind. 
1595, 8vo. The imaginary book, De 
Tribus Impostoribus, has been attributed 
to him, and to Peter de Vineis, his 
chancellor, which may have arisen 
from the letter of Gregory IX. ad- 
dressed to the prelates and princes, 
zgainst this emperor, the 12th of the 
calends of June, the 13th year of his 
pontificate (1239), where he thus ex- 
presses himself : Quia iste princeps pesti- 
tentiz @ tribus Baratoribus, ut ejus verbis 
utamur, scilicet Christo Jesu, Moyze, et 
Machometo, totum mundum futs5e deceptum, 
&c. This imputation was adopted by 
many historians of the times; but nei- 
ther Frederick, nor any to whom this 
book is attributed, were the authors of 
it; at least, it has escaped the search 
of the learned; for that which ap- 
peared under the date of MDIIC. vo. 
containing 46 pages, without the title, 
is a modern imposition, supposed to be 
printed at Vienna, in Austria, by Strau- 


bius, 1753; the pretended old edition, 
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without date, from which this was 
taken, having never been seen by any 
person. From these dissensions be- 
tween the pope and this prince, origi- 
nated the factions of the Guelphs and 
Gidelins. | 
- FREDERICK III. called the Flund- 
some, son of Albert I. emperor and 
duke of Austria, was: placed on the 
imperial throne by some of the elec- 
tors, after Louis of Bavaria had been 
chosen by the rest, in 1314. Frederick 
gained some advantage over his com- 
petitor at first, but was taken prisonet 
in battle 1322; remained three years 
in confinement, and died January 13, 
1330. Some authors do nut reckon 
him among the emperors, 
FREDERICK IV. the Pacific, son of 
Ernest, duke of Austria, elected em- 
peror in 1440, on the death of his 
cousin- german, Albert II. and crowned 
at Rome, with his wife Eleanor of Por- 
tugal, March 19, 1452, by pope Nicho- 
las V. This prince delighted in peace 
and tranquillity, and concealed $0 ef- 
fectually the vexation which the popes 
gave him, that the Itahans Said, He 
had a dead Sul in a living Body, It was 
he who agreed with the pope's legates 
res pecting the Germanic Concordate, and 
published The Code of Fiefs. Frederick. 
tried every method to appease the fac- 
tions which were forming in his domi- 
nions, but could not succeed: nor was 
Germany ever more crutlly torn in 
pieces, by civil wars, than during his 
reign. Matthias, king of Hungary, 
took Vienna, in Austria, June 1, 1485; 
but it is, said that Frederick, who was 


then travelling in Germany, shewed 


no concern on the occasion, but con- 
tented himself with writing on the 
walls of the different houses he lodged 
at, Rerum irrecuperandarum zumma felici- 
tas oblivio; i. e. To ferget the geod things 
which are irrecoverably lost, is our Ig leur 
happiness. He went into Flanders, 1488, 
to assist his son, Maximilian I. who 
succeeded him, and had married the 
heiress of Burgundy. Printing was in- 
vented at Mentz in the reign of Fre- 
derick IV. He died September 9, 

1493, aged 78. | 1716 
FREDERICK 1. king of Denmark, 
and duke of Holstein, elected in 1523, 
his nephew, Christiern, having been 
driven away for his cruelties. Ne- 
derick introduced Lutheranium into 
Denmark, 
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Denmark, and died 1533. He was 


succeeded by een, III. his 


FREDERICK II. king of Denmark, 
eucceeded his father Christiern III. in 
1559. He subdued the province of 
Dietmarsen, defended Livonia, and the 
freedom of- the Baltic sea, against Lu- 
dec and the Swedes; patronized Tycho 
| Prahe, with all other men of learning, 
and brought arts and sciences into a 
flourishing state. He died April 4, 
1588, aged 54. His son Christiern IV. 
succeeded him. 

FLEDERICK III. king of Denmark, 
succeeded his father, Christiern IV. 
1648. He engaged in a war against 
Charles Gustavus, king of Sweden, to 
whom he was obliged to give up Scho- 
nen, Halland, Bleking, Bahus, Dron- 
theim, &c. By the treaty of Roschild, 
1659, Frederick obtained a power from 
the states of Denmark, to leave the 
crown hereditary in his family, which 
was before elective. He died, Fe- 
bruary 9, 1670, aged 61, having made 
the authority of the Danish Kings ab- 
solute and independent, by the famous 
Royal Law of November 25, 1666. 
Christiern V. succeeded him. 

FREDERICK Iv. king of Denmark, 
succeeded his father, Christiern V. in 
1699, and fought against Charles XII. 
king of Sweden, who compelled him 
to make peace: but, Charles having 
been defeated by Peter the Great, czar 
of Muscovy, Frederick renewed the 
war, gained great advantages over the 
Swedes, and took several places from 
them, which he could not however 
keep. He died 1730. 

FREDERICK V. king of Smarts, 
succeeded his father Christiern VI. 

2746. - He claimed the kingdom of 
Sweden against the duke of Holstein 
Eutin, who had been elected to it. 
Frederick made it his whole study to 
preserve peace in his dominions, and 
ro render the people happy, He died 
January 13, 1766. 

'FREDERICK, prince of Hesse-Cas- 
sel, married, April 4, 1715, Ulrica 
Kleariora; of Ravaria, sister of Ch. XII. 
king of Sweden, to which Kingdom 
che succeeded after her brother's un- 
fortunate death, February 3, 1719, and 
ransed her husband to be crowned, 
7 4, 1720. This princess died 

1741 Aſtor which Frederick reigned 
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alone, and revenue wisely. He died 
in 1751. 


FREDERICK AUGUSTUS [. king 
of Poland, and elector of Saxony, born 


May 12, 1670, at Dresden, second gon 


of John George III. elector of Saxony, 
and Anne Sophia, eldest daughter of 


Frederick III. King of Denmark, suc- 
ceeded his brother, John George IV. 


elector of Saxony, April 27, 1694. 
Frederick Augustus commanded the 
Christian army against the Turks the 
next year, and gained the famous 
battle of Oltasch; embraced the Ca. 
tholic religion, May 3, 1697, and was 
elected king of Paland the 27th of 
July following. He afterwards ey. 
gaged in a long war against the Swedes, 
Who gained several victories; and, 
having elected Stanislaus Lecszinski, 
palatine of Posnania, King of Poland, 
in 1704, compelled Frederick to give 
up his election. But, after Charles XII. 
had been defeated by the czar, Peter 
the Great, Frederick. Augustus re. 
ascended the throne of Poland, and 
took several important places from the 
Swedes. He died February 1, 1733, 
This prince possessed the greatest per. 
sonal and mental accomplishments; he 
loved and patronized arts and sciences; 
was brave and intrepid; and the great - 
ness of soul he discovered in adversity, 
made him admired even by his ene 
mies. 

FREDERICK AUGUSTUS 11. 'only 
son of the preceding, succeeded him 
as elector of Saxony, and was elected 
King of Poland, October 5, 1733, but 
had the mortification to see his domi- 
mons in Germany laid waste by the 
king of Prussia, during the war which 
ended in the year 1763, as did the life 
of Frederick Augustus. His son suc- 
ceeded him in his German dominions, 
but not in the throne of Poland. 

FREDERICK WILLIAM, the Great, 
elector of Brandenburg, born 1620, at 
Cologn on the Spree. He gained seve- 
ral victories over the Poles, during the 
war which was terminated by the 
treaty of Braunsberg in 1657; joined 


Spain and Holland in the war of 1674, 


and made an advantageous peace with 
Sweden, He died 1688, Frederick 
William was a prince of great magna- 
nimity ; mild, generous, humane; who, 
unassisted by ministers or generals, 


himself laid the foundation of the 
power 
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of Brandenburg, and left, in a 

flourishing condition, a state which he 
found buried in its ruins. 

FREDERICK I. elector of Branden- 
burg, son of the preceding, born 1657, 
at Konigsberg. Ambitious of the name 
of king, he induced the emperor, and 
his allies, by the assistance he afforded 
them, to acknowledge Prussia as a 
kingdom, which title was confirmed 
to him by the peace of Utrecht. He 
died 1713. This prince was magnifi- 
cent and generous, but without judge- 
ment, and at the expence of his sub- 
jects: he founded, however, the uni- 
versity of Halle, the royal society at 
Berlin, and the academy of nobles. 

FREDERICK WILLIAM I. king of 
Prussia, and elector of Brandenburg, 
son of the preceding, born August 15, 
1688, He displayed great courage at 
the bloody battle of Malplaquet, Sep- 
tember t, 1709, and regulated his 
conduct, in general, by this maxim 
from Cyrus, That the moxt ectual means 
to make a people kappy, was to keep a good 
army of closen galdiers, and for a prince to 
govern his subjeFts wwith prudence. In pur- 
suance of this plan he retrenched all 
the superflous expences of his house- 
hold, would have no prime minister, 
and kept up an army of 100,000 men. 
This prince was particularly fond of 
seeing amang his troops soldiers of a 
fine height, and would sometimes give 
a bounty of 20000 livres to one man 
who was uncommonly tall. He united 
the principality of Neufchatel, and se- 
veral other considerable territories, to 
his dominions; fought with success 
against Charles XII. of Sweden; li- 
mited the duration of criminal pro- 
cesses to three months; amassed great 
wealth, and built a charitable house at 
Potsdam for the education and mainte- 
nance of soldiers“ children. He died 
May 31, 1740, aged 52. His life was 
published 1741, 2 vol. 12zmv, Charles 
Frederick, King of Prussia, and elector 
of Brandenburg, born at Berlin, Ja- 
nuary 24, 1712, Succeeded him. 

FREDERICK, v. ADOLPHUS. 

FREDOLI (Beranger) bishop of 
Beziers, an eminent cardinal in the 
13th century, born of a nobie family 
at Benne in Languedoc, He was well 
versed in the law, and chosen by Boni- 
face VIII. in 1298, to compile the 
Sextus, that is, the th book of the 
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Decretals, with William de Mandegot 


and Richard of Sienna. Fredoli was 
created cardinal by Clement V. 1303, 
and died at Avignon in 1323. | 
FREGOSI (Paul) archbishop of Ge- 
noa, an eminent cardinal in the x 5th 
century, brother of Peter Fregosi, doge 
of Genoa, descended from one of the 
noblest Genoese families, remark able 
for great men. He was three times 
doge of Genoa, and involved his coun- 
try in great troubles by his ambition 
and ill conduct. He was created car- 


dinal by Sixtus IV. 1488, and died 


March 2, 1498, at Rome. Baptist Fre- 
gosi, called also Fulgosi, nephew of the 
preceding, and son of Peter Fregosi, 
had been elected doge of Genoa, No- 


vember 15, 1478; but his uncle usurped 


his place in 1483, and banished him to 
Tregui. Baptist Fregosi then devoted 
himself to the study of good authors, 
and wrote ine books of Memorable Ex- 
amples, in Italian, upon the plan of 


Valerius Maximus. This work has 
been translated into Latin by Camillo 
Ghilini, of Milan, Milan, 1 50g, fol. 


Fregosi also wrote the life of pope 


Martin V. and a treatise against love, 


entitled, Anteros, Mediolani, 1496, to. 
There is a French translation of it,

FREGOSI (Frederick) an eminent 
cardinal of the. same family, arch- ' 
bishop of Salerno, who was employed 
in many important affairs, and ated as 


counsellor to his brother Octavian Fre- 


gosi, governor of Genoa for the French 


in 1515. He defeated Cortogoli, a fa- 


mous Barbary corsair; passed over to ;

which are esteemed, and other works. 
FREIND (John) born 1675, at Croton, 
in Northamptonshire. He made a rapid 
progress in the study of physic, and 
published his Emmens/ogia at Oxford, in 
1703, 4to. an excellent work, written 
in very good Latin, which has been 
translated into French by M. Devaux, 
$730, i2mo. The following year he 
was chosen professor of chemistry at 
Oxford; attended the earl of Peterbo- 
rough into Spain, 1705, as physician to 
the army ; and had the same office un- 
der the duke of Ormond, in the cam- 
paign of Flanders 1712. Being mem- 
ber of parliament for the borough of 
Launceston in 1722, he warmly op- 
posed the minister, which occasioned 
his being accused of high-treason, and 
Sent to the tower of London in March. 
The minister being taken ill about six 
months after, sent for Dr. Mead, an 
eminent physician, and one of Freind's 
particutar intimates; who, having heard 
his case, said, he would answer for his 
recovery, but would not prescribe even 
2 glass of water till his friend was re- 
leased from the tower. The minister 
finding his disorder encreasing, Some 
days after entreated the King to set 
Freind at liberty; and, an order being 
issued for that purpose, concluded that 
Dr. Mead would prescribe what was 
proper for him; but the physician re- 
fused to order any thing till his friend 
was actually out of the tower. After 
that, he attended the minister, and 
soon completed his cure. The same 
evening he carried 5000 guineas to Dr. 
Freind, which he had received as fees 
for attending his patients while he was 
confined, and insisted on his taking 
the whole sum, though he might law- 
fully have kept it, being the reward of 
his own labours. Dr. Freind was after- 
wardy appointed first physician to the 
princess of Wales, afterwards queen of 
England, who had always a great 
esteem for him, and died in London, 
July 1728, very rich, aged 53. His

FREIRE de Ardrada (Hyacinth) a 
celebrated Portuguese poet and histo- 
rian, born of a noble family at Beja: 
he was abbot of St. Mary de Chans, 
and died at Lisbon, May 13, 1657. His 
principal work is, The Life of John de 
Castro, fourth viceroy of the Indies, 
1zmo. This life is much valued, and 
is esteemed one of the best books that 
has been written in Portuguese. Freire 
also left some poems. 
- FREMINET (Martin) an excellent 
painter of the 17th · century, born at 
Paris, who was employed by Henry IV. 
and Louis XIII. to paint the chapel at 
Fontainebleau. He died ſune 18, 1619, 
aged 52. His works discover inven- 
tion, and their style is delicate, but his 
expression is not very natural. 

FREMINVILLE (Edmund de la

He was entrusted with several affairs 
of importance under Henry IV. and 
Louis XIII. and died May 13, 1641, 
at Paris, leaving, Discours des Marques 
de  Eglize, against heresies, 1610, 8vo. 
and other works. 

FREMIOT (Jane Frances) baroness 
de Chantal, born January 13, 1572, at 
Dijon, daughter of Benigne Fremiot, 
advecate-general, afterwards president 
of the parliament at Dijon, and sister 
of Andrew Fremiot, archbishop of 
Bourges. She married, at twenty, 
christopher de Rabut in, baron de Chan- 
tal, by whom she had six children; 
but this gentleman was unfortunately 
killed in hunting, by the imprudence of 
a friend. After his death, Mad. de 
Chantal put herself under the direction 
of St. Francis de Sales, who at that 
time preached at Dijon. She was zeal- 
ous and exemplary in the practice of 
every Christian virtue, and took the 
nun's habit, June 6, 1610, in the Faux- 
bourg of Annecy, where she founded 
the Order of the Visitation. Mad. de 
Chantal governed this Order with the 
utmost wisdom and prudence, and died 
in great reputation for sanctity at Mou- 
lins, December 13, 1641, while visit- 
ing the convents under her direction. 
This lady's Letters were published, 
1666, 4to.; the abbé Marsollier has 


written her Life, 2 vol. 12mo. She has 
been beatified by N. S. P. Benedict XIV. 


and canonized by Clement XIII. 
FRENICLE (Nicholas) a French 
poet of the 17th century, born 1600, 
at Paris. He was counsellor to the 
court of the mint, and died dean of 
the same court, after the year 1661, 
leaving several children. Frenicle 
wrote many theatrical pieces; as Pale- 
mon, a pastoral, 8vo.; Niabe, 8vo.; 
L Entretien des Bergers, a pastoral, which 
is contained in Les 1/lustres Bergers, 8vo. 
Also a poem, entitled, Jesus crucific; a 
Paraphrase on the Psalms, in verse, &c. 
His brother, Bernard Frenicle, was in- 
timate with Descartes, and one of the 
greatest arithmeticians of his time.

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FRERE (John le) a native of Laval, 


principal of the college of Payeux, 
where he died in 1583.

FRERET (Nicholas) born 1688, at 
Paris, son of a procurator to the parlia- 
ment, He was admitted advocate to 
oblige his friends, but, after having 
pleaded two causes, obtained leave to 
follow his own inclination ; uponwhich 
he shut himself up with his books, and 
was wholly employed in the study of 
antiquity. Freret was admitted into 
the academy of inscriptions at the age 
of 25, and set out in that assembly 
with a discourse on The Origin of the 
French. Some free principles respect- 
ing government, which appeared in 
this discourse, added to conversations 
he held in coffee-houses on the affair 
between the princes and the regent, 
occasioned him to be sent to the Bas- 
tile, Where he read Bayle over so often 
that he could almost repeat it by me- 
mory. On quitting this confinement, 
Freret devoted himself to the study of 
ancient history, with chronology, geo- 
graphy, and mythology. He died Ja- 
nuary 1749, at Paris. He left several 
learned and curious Memoirs, printed 
in those of the academy of inscriptions. 
The Examen critique des Apologistes de Ia 
Religion Chretienne, 1767, 18 attributed to 
him. He wrote the Preface, Notes, and

FRERON (Elie-Catherine) born at 
Quimper in Bretany, famous for his 
critical skill, in which he excelled 
all the beaux esprits of his age; at 


least the learned, whom he attacked, 
have shewn by their answers, that a 
man may possess genius, and even write 
what shall descend to posterity, and 
yet be unable to handle subjects of 
irony and sarcasm with his delicacy 
and keenness, instead of which-they 


have made use of gross and disgusting 


abuse, and thus turned the laugh on 
Freron's side, without clearing them- 


selves from his accusations. He ma 

bowever, be justly reproached with 

abusing his talents for the sake of re- 
1 venging 
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| venging his own private injuries, and 
with endeavouring to depreciate works 
which have, on the' whole, been ap- 
plauded both by Frenchmen and fo- 
reigners, and will be read with plea- 
sure as long as the French language 
lasts. This famous critic died March ro, 
1776. His critical remarks are con- 
tained in his Aunce Litteraire; a book 
worth consulting, whose purity of style 
is its least merit. An unerring taste 
for the beautiful, and a criticism almost 
always just, on such faults as do not 
appear at first sight, are the means he 
has used to guide and rectify the ge- 
nius of those who wish to cultivate po- 
lite literature. He published eight 
volumes of this work annually, from 
1755 to 1776, inclusively. The year 
1754, which is the first, has but 7 vol. 
Freron also left some Opuscula, 1753, 3 
vol. 12mo.; Les vralt Plaisirs, ou les 
Amours de — et Adonis, 1748, 1210. ; 
in imitation of Marino; Hist. de Marie 
Stuart, 1742, 2 vol. 12mo. The aca- 
demies of Angers, Montauban, Nancy, 
Marseilles, Caen, Arrai, and even the 
Arcadi at Rome, were eager to have 
him among their members. 
FRESNAYE (John Vauquelin de la) 
father of the celebrated des Iveteaux, 
born of a noble family at Fresnaye, 
near Falaise. He was the first French 
poet who wrote satires in imitation of 
Horace and Juvenal, and was succes- 
sively King's advocate in the bailiwic, 
lieutenant-general and president i int 
presidial of Caen. He died in this la 
office, 1606, aged 72, The collection 
of his poems published at Caen, 160 5, 
8yo. contain an Art of Poetry, in 3 
books, and 5 books of Satires. These 
are his best works, Two books of 
1dyls, one of Epigrams, one of Epitaphs, 
and one of Sonnets. He also left a 
poem, 8vo. entitled, Pour la Monarchie 
de ce Rotaume contre la Division, contain- 
ing some good maxims, v. IVE- 
TEAUX.

FRESNE (Hennequin, marquis de) 
a man of violent passions, who, fall- 
ing desperately in love with Mary 
Elizabeth Girard du Tilley, daughter 
of a president of the chambre des 
comptes, carried her off, and was mar- 
ried'by one of his footmen, disguised 
for that purpose.

maintenance, he compelled his wife 
to write 24 letters, some in a freer style 
than others, that they might appear as 
if written to her lovers; ut her hus- 
band being called away for a moment 
to speak to some person, she took that 
opportunity of hiding two sheets, which 
he did not discover. On their return 
to France, she sued in form for a di- 
vorce, and obtained it by a sentence of 
March 17, 1673, and decrees of Au- 
gust 30, 1675, and August 22, 1680, 
Gatien de Courtils has made this ad- 
venture 'the subject of a romance, in 
one vol. 12mo. which succeeded.

FRESNE (Charles du) seigneur du 

Cange, treasurer of France, and one of 
the most learned men of his age, born 
December 18, 1610, at Amiens, 80n of 
Lewis du Freine, seigneur de Fredeval. 

le Was admitted advocate to the pare 
ent of Paris in 163 1, purchased the 
treasurer's office in 1645, and settled 
at Paris 1648, where he acquired un- 
common reputation by his excellent 
works, though devoted to dry, labo- 
rious, and even digagreeable studies, 
having, as he said himself, undertaken 
the most dis usting part of literature. 

He was wild, humane, polite, madest, 

easy of acces, leaving his books will- 
ingly, at all times, to receive, hip 

friends, If any one expressed * 
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reply, I pursue my studies for my pleasure, 
and not to be treubletume to others, nor yet 
o nyself. He died at Paris, October 23, 
1688, aged 78, leaving four children, 
to whom Louis XIV. granted a pension 
of 2000 livres, in consideration of their 
father's merit. M. du Cange was well 
acquainted with ecclesiastical and pro- 
fane history, and left a great number 
of works, both printed and MS. The 
principal are, Glossaire de la basse Lati- 
nite,” 3 vol. fol.; an excellent work, 
which contains immense learning: A 
new edition of it was published at Pa- 
ris, 17335 6 vol. fol. and a Supplement 
by the abbé Carpentier in 1766, 4 vol, 
fol.

His father, who was an emi- 
nent apothecary, carefully. superin- 
tended his studies, with an intention 
of making him a physician; but the 
young man had so strong a passion for 
poetry and painting, that he would 
never hear of physic ; practised draw- 
ing, in spite of his parents, with Per- 
rier and Vouet, and went afterwards 
to reside at Rome. In this city he 
contracted that strict friendship with 
Mignard, in 1636, which lasted till 
1665, in Which year he died at the 
house of one of his brothers, four 
leagues from Paris, aged 54. Besides

FRESNY (Charles Riviere du) born

laying out gardens, which procured him 
the office of overseer of the. gardens, 
and valet de chambre to the king: Du 
Fresny also obtained a patent for a ma- 
nufacture of large glasses, which proved 
very successful, but he knew not how 
to make it advantageous, Fresny, 
some time after, left the court, and 
settled in Paris, where he became inti- 
mate with Regnard, a celebrated co- 
mic poet, and assisted in the comedy 
of the Joueur. He wrote a long time 
for the ancient Italian theatre, and 
then for the French theatre; after- 
wards for the Mercure Galant, | from 
1710t01713. He died Octobet 6, 1724, 
at Paris, aged 76. He had-heen twice 
married. A collection of all this au- 
thor's works was printed at Paris 17313 
they consist of theatrical pieces, Sangs, 
Nouvelles Historiques, Le Puits de la Ve- 
rite, a Gaulish history; Parallele q Ha- 
mere et de Rabelais, &c.

FREY. (John Cæsar) à native 
Keiserstul in Switzerland, professor o 
philosophy at the college de Montaigu 
in Paris, where he had the abbé de 
Marolles among his pupils; He also 
took a doctor of, physic's degree, and 
died at Paris of the plague in 1631.

FREZIER (Amadeus Francis) born 
at Chamberri 1682, descended from a 
distinguished family of the robe, ori- 
ginally of Scotland. He was intended 
for the office of magistrate; but his 
family; in compliance with his incli- 
nation, permitted him to go intu the 
2 2 
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military service, from which he en- 
tered the corps du genie, or of fortifica- 
tion, in 1707. He was sent by the 
court, in 1711, to examine the Spanish 
colonies at Peru and Chili; and em- 


ployed his talents for fortifications at 


St. Malo, at St. Domingo 1719, and at 
Landau 1728, in which year he also 
received the cross of St. Louis, and 
married. Frezier was afterwards em- 
ployed in Bretany, but rose no higher 
than the rank of lieutenant-colonel, 
the various commissions in which he 
had been engaged having prevented 
his being present at more than two 
sieges; and the number of sieges at 
which the officers du genie have been 
present, are the steps by which they 
rise to superior stations. He died Oc- 
tober 16, 1772, leaving two daughters 
married, and a grandson, his son's 
child. This son died before Frezier, 
on board a king's ship, in the storm of 
1768, which sunk him with all his 
property.

Was appointed bishop of Foligno by 
pope Boniface IX. October 17, 1403, 
assisted at the council of Pisa in 1409, 
and at that of Constance, 1414, in 
which city he died while the council 
was sitting, 1416. Frezzi was author 
of a celebrated poem, much admired 
by the Italians, Perugia, 1481, fol.; 


the most elegant edition is, Foligns, 


1725, 2 vol. 4to. with notes by several 
of the learned. It is entitled, Quadri- 
reggio, O Potma de quatro Regni; that 
is, A Poem of the four Reigns of human 
life, ifi four books: the first is that of 
Cupid, the second of Satan, the third 
of the Vices, the fourth of Minerva and 
Virtue.

Nicholas 
le Nourri, published the new edition 
of St. Ambrose, in 1686 and 1690, , 
vol. fol. with learned notes; and had 
also begun a new edition of St. Gre. 
gory of Nazianzen, but did not live to 
finish it, He died at Paris, May 15, 
1693.

FRISCHLIN (Nicodemus) a Latin 
poet of the 16th century, born at Ba. 
* in the duchy of Wittemberg, 
September 22, 1547. He taught lan- 
guages, and the belles lettres, at Tu- 
bingen, and other places; but, having 
given some offence by his writings, 
was shut up in a tower at Aurach, 
from whence, in attempting to escape, 
he fell on the rocks, and was killed, 
November 28, 1590, aged 43. He left 
Notes on Virgil's Bucolics and Georgics; 


translations of Oppian, Aristophanes, 
Callimachus, and Heliodorus, Elegies, 
Conceits, Conversations, Comedies, and 
other pieces in verse, 4 vol. 8vo. 1598, 
1601, 1604, and 1607. The comedy of 
Rebecca gained this author a laurel 
crown of gold, which was solemnly 
presented to him by the emperor. 
Some grammatical works, according to 
the system of Ramus. 

FRISCHMUTH (John) an eminent 
scholar, and ingenious philologist, born 
1619, at Wertheim, in Franconia. He 
was teacher, and afterwards professor 
of languages, at Jena, in which city 
he died, August 19, 1687, leaving some 
very excellent explications of several 
difficult passages in Holy Scripture, 
and above sixty philological and theo- 
logical dissertations, all much esteem- 
ed; printed at different times at Jena, 
in 4to. 

FRIZER (Peter) a doctor of the 
Sorbonne, born in the diocese of 
Rheims, penitentiary of that church, 
and afterwards grand-master of the 
college of Navarre at Paris.

FROBIN, or FROBINIUS (John) 
an eminent and learned printer in the 
16th century, born at Hammelberg in 
Franconia, who sgttled at Basil, and 
gained great repulMion by the correct- 
ness of his editions. He printed, with 
great care, the works of St. Jerome, 
St. Augustin, and Erasmus; and in- 
tended to print the Greek fathers also; 
but, falling down a stair-case, that 
brought on a complaint of which he 
died, 1527, before his design could be 
executed. Erasmus wrote his epitaph. 

ohn Frobin left a son named Jerome, 
and a daughter, married to Nicholas 
' Fpiscopus, or Bislop, who, entering 
into partnership, continued the print- 
ing business with credit, and pub- 
lished correct editions of the Greek 
Fathers. | 

FROBISHER (Sir Martin) a cele- 


brated navigator, born in Yorkshire, 


who was sent by queen Elizabeth, in 
1576, with three $hips, to find a north 
passage to the Levant, but discovered 
only one strait, to which he gave his 
name: it lies in 63 degrees of latitude : 
the ice prevented his going farther, 
The inhabitants of this country had 
black hair, their faces flat and swar- 
thy, their noses flat, and they were 
clothed with the skins of sea-calves. 
The women parted their hair into 
three tresses, and their faces were 
painted blue. Frobisher signalized him- 
self in the engagement between the 
English and Spanish fleets, 1588, as a 
reward for which, by admiral Howard's 
recommendation, he was Knighted. 
Nor did he shew less bravery at land, 
in rhe siege of Fort Gradon, in Bre- 
tany; but he was wounded there, and 
died of his wounds at Plymouth in 
1594. 

FROELICH (William) a native of 
Zurich, who retired to Soleure on the 
change of religion in his country. He 
had the command of several Swiss re- 
giments as colonel, in the service of 
Francis I. Henry II. and Charles IX.; 
acquitted himself with great zeal and 
glory; and Francis I. was principally 
indebted to the courage and firmness 
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of his corps for the victory at Cerizoles. 
Frelich was knighted by Henry 11. 
and died at Paris, December 4, 1562, 
having been 40 years in the service. 
He was buried in the church of the 
Grand Cordeliers, where a mausoleum 
was built for him, which is much ad- 
mired. | 1 

FROELICH (Erasmus) born 1700, at 
Gratz in Styria. He entered among 
the Jesuits in 1716, and was professor 
of belles lettres and mathematics at 
Vienna, where he had an opportunity 
of following his inclination for the 
Study of medals. He died 1758. His 
works are, Quatuor tentamina in re num- 
maria velare, Vindobone, 1737, 4to. 
reprinted 1750, De Figura Telluris, ' 
Passau, 1757, 4gto. Annales rerum et 
Regum Syriz, 1751, fol. And Disserta- 
tions on particular Medals; among 
which, Familia Vaballarki nummis illus- 
trata, 1762, 4to. is distinguished, &c. 

FROIDMONT Libet Fromondus, 
a celebrated doctor of Louvain, born at 
Haccour, between Maestricht and 
Liege. He taught with reputation at 
Louvain, where he was professor of the 
Holy Scriptures, and dean of the col- 
legiate church of St. Peter, and died 
October 27, 1653, aged 66, leaving 
Commentaries on the Ads, and on St. 
PauPs Epistles, 1670, 2 tom. fol. and 
other works; several of which have 
been condemned at Rome. Froidmont 
was among the intimate friends of 
Jansenius, whom he succeeded in the 
office of interpreter of the Holy Scrip- 
tures at Louvain; was left executor 
with Calenus, and printed his famous 
book entitled, Augustinus. The great- 
est part of Froidmont's works have 
whimsical titles. Descartes had a high 
opinion of this doctor. 

FROILA I. king of Spain, at Oviedo, 
Leon, and in the. Austuries, son of 
Alphonso I. He began his reign in 
757; made excellent laws for the po- 
lice of the Kingdom, and gained a 
great victory over the Moors, in which 
54,000 of them perished : but he tar- 
nished all his glory by putting to death 
one of his brothers. Aurelius, the, 
third of them, took away his crown 
and life, 768. | 

FROILA II. king of Leon, suc- 
ceeded his brother Ordogno, 924, and 
imitated his cruelties. The Castthans 
rebelled, and chose two sovereign ma- 

zistrates 
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gistrates to govern them. Froila died 


of the leprosy, 925. 

FROISSARD, or FROISSART (John) 
a celebrated historian of the 14th cen- 
tury, canon and treasurer of Chimay, 

born about 1337, at Valenciennes. He 
left a valuable Chronicle, which con- 
tains the affairs of France, Spain, and 
England, from 1326 to 1400, and has 
gone through several editions; the best 
is Lyons, 15 59, 4 tom. fol.; but some 
call the Gothic edition, by Verard, 4 
vol. fol. more ample. Enguerand de 
Monstrelet has continued this Chro- 
nicle till 1467, and John Sleidan made 
an abridgement of it in Latin. Frois- 
sard also wrote several poems, which 
have remained in MS. He was esteem- 
ed by Philippa, of Hainault, queen of 
England, and jane of Valois, sister of 
Philip de Valois, He died about 1402. 
There is said to be a MS. of Froissard's 
Chronicle at Beslau, which is more 
correct than the printed copies. Seve- 
ral of his poems are in MS. in different 
libraries. He succeeded best in Eclogues, 
which he calls Pastourelles. 

FROLAND (Lewis) advocate to the 
parliament of Normandy. He died 
1746, having published several books 
of law relative to the custom of that 
province. Memoires concernant les Statuts, 
1729, 2 vol. gto. ; Memoires gur le Sena» 
tusconsulte Velleien, 1722, 4to.; Sur la 
Comte Pairie d' Eu, 4to.; Memoires con-

 FROMAGEAU (Germain) a learned 
doctor of the Sorbonne, born of rich 
parents at- Paris, who persisted in his 
refusal of all benefices -and dignities 
which were offered him; - devoting, 
himself wholly to study, deciding 
cases of conscience, and doing acts of 
charity. He attended condemned cri- 
minals to their execution during a con- 
Siderable time, and died October 7, 
1705, in the Sorbonne. His Decisions 
have been printed with those of M. de 
Lamet, 2 vol. fol. by the care of 
Treuve, Paris, 1732. | 

FROMAGET, died in 1750, He 
published Kara Mustapha; le Cousin de 
Makomet; and Mirima; romances.

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FROMENTHAL (Gabriel Berthon 
de) chief justice of Puyen-Velay. He 
died about 1762. His Decisions de Droit 
etvil, Canonique, et Frangois, 1740, fol, 
are much esteemed. | 

FROMENTIERES (John Lewis) 
bishop of Aire, one of the most ad. 
mired preachers of his time. He 
preached before the King in Advent 
1672, and Lent 1680; and was zeal. 
ously attentive to Me government of 
his diocese. This bishop forbad any of 
his sermons to be printed; notwith. 
Standing which, after his death, in 
1684, three volumes of them were pub- 
lished for the festivals; 2 vol. for Lent, 


8vo. He desired that nothing might 
de upon his tomb, but the following 
words from the twenty-sixth psalm: 
Lord, I have loved the habitation of thin 
house, and the place where thine honou 
dewelleth; gather not my bu with Sinners, 
nor my life with bloody men. 

FROMONDUS, v. FROIDMONT, 

FRONSAC, v. MAILLE, 
FRONSBERG (George, count de) 
descended from an illustrious family of 
Tirol. He served in the wars of Ch. V. 
in Italy; was a Protestant, and zealous 
against the pope. Upon hearing that 
the constable de Bourbon was gone to 
besiege Rome, he set out to join him 
at the head of 18,000 men, who en- 
listed under his standard, in hopes of 
plundering that city, and wore à cord 
of gold and silk on his arm, with 
which he meant to strangle the pope, 
but died in 1527, before he arrived at 
Rome. 

FRONTEAU (John) an ingenious 
regular canon of St. Genevieve, and 
chancellor of the university of- Paris, 
born 1614, at Angers. He taught phi- 
losophy and theology at St. Genevieve; 
was prior of Benets in Anjou, and cu- 
rate of Montargis, where he died, 
April 17, 1662, aged 48. Fronteau 
understood the languages, and left se- 
veral works. Among them, a Chre- 
nologie des Papes, in verse; a- Life-of 
Ives de Chartres, prefixed to that 
bishop's Lettres; De diebus Fextivis, fol.; 
in Kalendarium Romanum, Paris, 1652, 
8vo.; Antitheses Augustini et Calhini, 
1651, 16to.; Epist , Leadii, - 16744 
16t0.; and several tracts, in Which he 
labours to prove, that Thomas a Kem- 
pis wrote The Imitation. of Jeus _

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It was Fronteau who collected the noble

 FRONTINUS (Sextus Julius) a fa- 
mous Roman captain, who lived under 
Vespasian, Nerva, and Trajan; was 
prætor and consul; signalized himself 
on several occasions, and commanded 
the Roman armies with success in Bri- 
tain, and other places. Frontinus was 
one of Martial's friends, and all the 
writers of that time were lavish in his 
praise. He died about the end of the 
first century, and left 4 books on the 
Stratagems of Mar, written in Domi- 
tian's reign, and printed, with other 
authors who have treated of the Mili- 
tary Art, Wesel, 1670, 2 vol. 8vo. and 


separately, Leyden, 1731, Svo.; and, 


without notes, Paris, 1763, 12mo. 
They have been translated into French, 
with Polyznus, 1770, 3 vol. 12mo, 
His will, made about the year 85, con- 
tained this clause: Impensa monumenti 
Supervacua est; memoria noitra durabit, 1 
Vita meruimus. | 

FRONTO (Marcus Cornelius) a ce- 
lebrated Roman orator, who taught 
rhetoric to Marcus Aurelius, and Lu- 
cius Verus. The former procured a 
statue to be raised to him by order of 
the senate, and made him deputy con- 


sul for two months. He is to be dis- 


tinguished from Marcus Julius Fronto, 
who, seeing the abuses committed in 
| Nerva's reign, through the too great 
credit the emperor gave to informers, 
declared boldly in open senate, That 
if it was dangeraus td be gaverned by a 
prince under whom every thing was prohi= 
bited, it was much more dangerous to be go- 
verned by one under qwhom every thing was 
termitted, After which Nerva did not 
listen so readily to pergons of that sort. 
This Fronto was consul, for the third 
time, under Trajan, in the year 100. 

FRONTO DUCCEUS, v. DUC. 

FROUMENTEAU (Nicholas) en- 
gaged in the finances during the un- 
happy reign of Henry III. His works, 
though antiquated, are still in request; 
one is entitled, Secret des Finances, 1581, 
— other Cabinet du Roi de France, 1 582, 

vo. 

FRUCTVUOSUS (St.) bishop of Tar- 
ragona, where he suffered martyrdom 
in 259, by order of Emilian, governor 
of that city. He must be distinguished 
from st. Fruftuosus, bishop of Braga, 
ho retired to a solitude, which he 
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named Completrrm, and built a monas- 
tery there. He died, April 16, 665. 
The people who afterwards retired to 
this monastery, built, at Completum, the 
city now called Alcala de Henarez. 

FRUELA, earl of Galicia. He at- 
tempteg to dethrone his nephew, Al- 
phonso, N $4 Leon, and laid siege 
to Oviedo; but Alphonso caused this 
usurper to be stabbed in 864. 

FRUGONI (Charles Innocent) born 
November 21, 1692, at Genoa, of a 
noble family, which ended in him. He 
was persuaded, by his tutors, to enter 
the order of regular clerks of Somas- 
quo; but that confined life was so con- 
trary to his gay temper, and fondness 
for pleasure, that he obtained leave 
from the pope to quit the order, and 
remain a secular priest. Frugoni then 
settled at Parma, where the different 
soyereigns procured him all the conve- 
niences of life; but the infant don 
Philip showed yet greater attention to 
him than the rest. He gave him the 
titles of court poet, inspector of the 
theatres, and secretary of the fine arts. 
He died at Parma, December 20, 1768. 
His poems are much esteemed by the 
Italians, and his songs, in particular, 
were the delight of his contemporaries. 
An edition of this author's works was 
published at Parma in 1777. 

FRUMENTIUS (St.) the apostle of 
Ethiopia or Abyssinia, a Tyrian by 
birth, but carried into Ethiopia by his 
father Meropus, 'a merchant and phi- 
losopher-of Tyr, with Edesius, another 
young man, their relation. Meropus 
dying when he first landed in thag 


country, these youths so pleased the 


king by their 1 and wisdom, 
that they became his favourites, and, 
when dying, he entrusted them with 
the care of his son. Frumentius made 
use of his influence to establish Chris- 
tianity in Abyssinia; favoured the 
Christian merchants, and was ordained 


' bishop by St. Athanasius in 331. He 


died about 360, after haying esta- 
blished several churches in that large 

empire. | 
FRUTER, or rather FRUITIERS 
(Luke) Fruterius, a learned and judis 
cious critic in the 16th, century, born 
at Bruges, who went to Paris 1566, and 
died there when scarcely five-ands 
twenty, He was intimate with Myret, 
and geveral other learned men, and 
left 
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left some works, extremely well writ- 
ten in Latin, 1584, 8vo. | 

FUcH sts, or FUSCH (Leonard) 
one of the most eminent physicians of 
the 16th century, born, in 1501, at 
Wemdingen in Bavaria. He taught 
and practised physic with such great 
success at Munich, Ingoldstadt, and 
other places, that he was called The 
Egineta of Germany. Fuchsius excelled 
particularly in the knowledge of plants; 
married twice, and was ennobled by 
Charles V. He died at Tubingen, 
May 10, 1566, aged 65, leaving a great 
number of valuable works in Latin; 
one of the principal among them is 
his History of Plants, Basil, 1542, fol. 
Latin; translated into French by le 
Maignan, Paris, 1549, fol.; Opera di- 
dactica, 1604, fol. | 

FUENTE (Constantine de la) Fen- 
tius, or Pontius, doctor of divinity, ca- 
non of Seville, and preacher to Ch.V. 
He became one of the famous Protes- 
tants of the 16th century, and was ar- 
rested by order of the Inquisition, but 
died before his trial. It was given out 
that he killed himself in 1559, His 
effigy was carried to the Auto da Fe, 
He had published a Commentary, in 
Latin, on the Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, the 
Song of Solomon, and several other works. 

FUET (Lewis) admitted advocate 
to the parliament of Paris in 1716. 
He died in 1739, baving published a 
Trait des Matieres Beneficiales, 1723, 4to. 
which M. Rousseau de Lacombe has 
republished under the title of Jurispru- 
dence canonique, 1771, fol. 

FUGGER (Huldric) born at Augs- 
burg, of a rich and ancient family, 


He turned Protestant, after having been 


chamberlain to pope Paul III. Fug- 
ger was extremely attached to learn- 
ing, and learned men, and spent such 
large sums in procuring MSS. of an- 
cient authors, that his family com- 
menced a suit against him; in conse- 
quence of which he was denied the 
power of disposing of his property. 
He retired to Heidelberg, and died 
there in 1584, aged 58. His library, 
which was a very fine one, he be- 
queathed to the elector palatine, and 
left several foundations. 

FULBERT, bishop of Chartres, emi- 
nent for his learning, piety, and zeal 
for ecclesiastical discipline. He taught 
a considerable time at Chartres, with 
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uncommon reputation, and succeeded 
Rodolphe, bishop of that city, 1016. 
He died April 10, 1029. His works 
were printed 1608, S vo. and in the 
Library of the Fathers. The Epistles 
are particularly admired; their style is 
pure for that time, and they discover 
much wit and delicacy. 
FULGENTIUS (St.) bishop of Ruspæ 
in Africa, surnamed the Augustine of 
his Age, from the zeal with which he 
defended the doctrine of that holy fa. 
ther against the Semi-Pelagians, born 
of a noble family at Leptes in Byza. 
cium, about 463. He was carefully 
instructed in Greek and Latin, and af. 
terwards retired into a Solitude, where 
he was chosen, for his merit, to be di- 
rector of che religious. St. Fulgentius, 
going to Rome in the year 500, to visit 
the tomb of the apostles, and, being 
present at a public ceremony when 
Theodorick made a speech, was $0 
Struck with the magnificence of that 
prince's court, that he cried out in 
astonishment, If terrestrial Rome is thus 
splendid and beautiful, what must that ce- 
lestial Jerusalem be, which God has pro- 
mi sed to his ele&F/ Returning to Africa, 
he was made bishop of Ruspz ; but 
Trasimond banished him to Sardinia, 
because of his strenuous opposition to 
the Arians; and, during this exile, he 
composed his excellent works. He 
was afterwards recalled, and died Ja» 
nuary 1, 533. Some of his writings 
remain, Paris, 1684, 4to. and in the 
Library of the Fathers. | 
FULGENTIUS PLANCIADES (Fa- 
bius) supposed by some to have been 
bishop of Carthage about 520. He 
wrote a treatise on Mythology, which 
may be found in Mythographi Latini, 
Amsterdam, 1681, 2 vol. 8vo. or Ley- 
den, 1742, 2 vol. 4to.; De priscis voca- 
bulis Latnis, Paris, 1586, 4to. 
FULGOSI (Baptist) v. FREGOSI. 
FULGOSI, or FREGOSI (Raphael) 
an eminent lawyer of the 15th cen- 
tury, who taught with reputation at 
Pavia and Placenza, afterwards at Pa- 
dua, where he died, leaving Concilia, 
fol.; Repetitiones Juris, fol. 
FULLER. (Nicholas) a learned Eng- 
lish writer, born at Southampton, wha 
was well acquainted with the lan- 
guages, and devoted himself to the 
Study of the Holy Scriptures. He was 


successively secretary to Robert Horn, 
bishop 
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dishop of Winchester, minister of Al- 
dington, canon of Salisbury, and rector 
of Waltham. He died February 13, 
1623. He left à very learned work, 
entitled, Miscellanea Theologica et sacra, 
London, 1617, 4tv. and an Appendix to 
the same, Leyden, i622. rel 
FULLO, or Gnapheus (Peter) a fa- 
mous heretic in the 5th century, who, 
being turned out of his monastery for 
maintaining the errors of Eutyches, 
found means to insinuate himself into 
the emperor Zeno's favour, usurped 
the see of Antioch, and did infinite 
mischief to the church till his death, 
in 486. 

FULLO (William) Gnapheus, a Latin 
poet of the 16th century, who excelled 
chiefly in the comic style. He died in 
1568, at Norden in Friesland, aged 75. 
He was a native of the Hague, where 
he suffered some trouble from having 
adopted the ne doctrines. His works 
are, Martyrium TJeannis Pistorli, Leyden, 
1649, 8vo.; Hypverisis, Tragi- com. 1 544, 


filio prodigo, Comædia, 1554, 8 vo. &c. 
FULRADE, a very celebrated abbot 
of St. Denys in France, in the 18th 
century, eminent for his piety; and the 
talents he discovered in the important 
affairs and negociations entrusted to 
him. He had the office of Arch-chap- 
lain, and merited the confidence both 
of princes and popes. He died July 16, 
784. Pope Stephen II. is said to have 
granted him several privileges for his 
abbey of St. Denys. 

FULVIA, a Roman lady, of the il- 
lustrious family of Fulvii, which has 


married Clodius, Ciceto's enemy; and 
afterwards Curio, who was killed in 
Africa while defending Cæsar's party; 
and, lastly, Mark Anthony, the Trium- 
vir, Fulvia was a bold; ambitious, 
and enterprising woman, who wanted 
to share in the government; she quar- 
reled with Augustus after the battle 
of Philippi and made Lucius Anthony, 
her husband's brother, take up arms. 
Some time after, she went into the 
east, but was very ill received there by 
Mark Anthony, who did not wish such 
a vindictive and jealous woman to be 
witness of his passion for Cleopatra; 
dur Fulvia was so mortified by his un- 
kind treatment, that she died of grief 
at Sicyone, 40 years A. C. It was the

FULVIUS, or $ens Fulvia, the name 
of one of the most ancient and illus- 


trious Roman families, which has pro- 


duced a great number of consuls, and 
famous captains. The most celebrated 
are, Lucius Fulvius Curvus; consul 322 
A. C. who conquered the Samnites : 
Cn. Fulvius Maximus Centumalus, con- 
Sul 298 A.C.: he also conquered the 
Samnites, after having defeated them 
near Bovianum: his son; of the same 
name, was dictator 264 A. C.: he sub- 
dued Corsica, defeated the Illyrians, 
and gained several victories. Marcus 
Fulvius Nebilior, donsul 193 A. C. who 
took the city of Ambracia, and forced 
the Etolians to sue for peace. Quintus 
Fulvius Flaccus, one of the most cele- 
brated captains of his age, 237 A. C.: 
he was four times consul, and gained 
a great victory over the Gauls. Marcus 
Fulvius Flaccus, his grandson, consul 
125 A. C. with M. Plantius Hyps us. 
He defeated the Ligurians, but, having 
joined with Gracchus, tribune of the 


people, and disturbing the republic, 


they were both attacked by Opimius 
Nepos on the Aventine hill, to which 
they had retired, and died defending 
themselves. | 

FULVIUS URSINUS, or FULVIO 
ORSINT, a celebrated critic, born at 
Rome; in which city he also died, 
June 18, 1600, aged 70. He was ca- 
non of St. John Lateran, and left part 
of his MSS. to the Vatican library. 


His printed works are, a treatise de fa-

ried; was a minister in Prussia, and 
A 2a | wrote 
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wrote a. Chronology, from Adam to 
1560, Hittemberg, 1570, fol. with va- 
rious other tracts. His end was un- 
happy; for, being convicted of giving 
Albert, duke of Prussia, to whom he 
was chaplain, advice disadvantageous 
to Poland; he was condemned, with 
some others, as a disturber of the pub- 
lic peace, and beheaded at Konigsberg, 
October 28, 1566. He is said to have 
composed the following distich a little 
before his execution:

That is, Learn, from my evumple, to mind 
wething but the employment allotted you ;

FURETIERE (Anthony) a native of 


Paris, abbot of Chalivog, and a cele- 
brated member of the French aca» 
demy. He gained great reputation by 
his works, and died May 14, 1688, 
aged 68. After having had warm dis- 
putes with his brother academicians. 
The most famous and exteemed among 
this author's works is his Universal 
Di&#texary of the French language, in 
which he explains the terms in the arts 
and sciences. It was not printed til 
aſter his death, in 2 vol. fol, Basnage 
de Beauval published an edition at 
Amsterdam, 1725, 4 vol. fol. This dic- 
tionary was the foundation of that 
known by the name of Trevoux, the 
las: edition of which is, Paris, 1771, 
$ vol. fol.

nides. There were three, named Alecto, 
Megara, and Tisiphone. 

_ FURIUS BIBACULUS (Marcus) 3 
Latin poet of Cremona, about 10; 
A. C. He wrote. Annals in verse, 
some fragments of which are pre- 
Served by Macrobius, and may be found 
also in Maittaire's Corpus Poetarum.

FURST (Walter) a native of Altorf, 
ia the canton of Uri, who was living 
in 1317. v. MELCHTAL. 
FURSTEMBERG (FrancisEgon, prince 
of) son of Egon, earl of Furstemberg, 
descended from one of the most noble 
and ancient families in Germany, bory 
May 27, 1626. He was grand dean 
and grand provost of Cologn, and one 
of the elector's chief ministers. Be- 
ing appointed bishop of Strasburg in 
1665, he formed a plan for introducing 
the Cacholic religion there, and at- 
tached himself to the French, by whom 
it was taken in 1681. He died April i, 
168 f, at Cologn. His brother, William 
Egon, prince of Furstemberg, succeeded 
him in this bishopric: he also espoused 
the interests of France, and was made 
cardinal, and abbot of St. Germain- 
des-prez, at Paris, where he died 
April 10, 1704, aged 75. 
FURSTEMBERG (William) grand- 
master of the order of Livonia, or of 
the Pertes-Glaives, son of William, lord 
of Nehemen, descended from a noble 
and ancient family in Westphalia. He 
opposed the Muscovites in their at- 
tempt to seize Livonia, and took the 
archbishop of Riga prisoner in 1557; 
but the enemy having gained the for- 
tress of Velim in 1560, he was himself 
carried prisoner to Muscovy, and died 4 
there soon after. PS . 
FURSTEMBERG (Ferdinand) bishop 
of Paderborn, afterwards of Munster, 
and apostolical vicar of all the northen 
countries, 
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countries, born October 21, 2626, at 
Bilstein, of the same family as the 
preceding. He devoted himself, with 
great zeal, to the conversion of here- 
tics and infidels; loved and patronized 
the sciences, and left several works, 
of which the principal is entitled, Mo- 
mumenta Puderbornenin, Amsterdam, 
1672, 4to. containing many useful and 
curious researches; some Poems in ele- 
gant Latin, printed at the Lowvre, 1684, 
fol. He died june 26, 1683. 

FURSY, or FOURSY (St.) Fursens, 
a native of Ireland, who, going into 
France, built a monastery at Eagni, 
about 644, of which he was the first 


abbot. He died at Mazeroelles, near 


Dourlens, January 16, 650. 
FUSE (Anthony) doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, curate of St. Bortholomew, and 
of St. Leu, it's chapel of ease, but was 
deprived of his benefices a sen- 
tence from the offictalty, conse- 
quence of his having been accused of 
magic and fornication ; which sentence 
deing confirmed by the primate, he re- 
tired to Geneva r619, where he mar- 
ried, and died Fusy had published, 
under the name of Juvain Solonicque, 
a satire against M. Nivian, maitre des 
comptes, and churchwarden of St. Len, 
entitled, Le Mastigophore, 1609, 8vo.; 
and, after he settled at Geneva, pub- 
lished there, Le Franc Archer de la veri- 
table Eglise, 1619, $vo.

FUST, or rather FAUST, or FAUS- 
TUS (John) a citizen of Mentz. who, 
about rhe year 1440, joined with John 
Guttemburgh in the attempts he was 
then making to discover the art of 
printing. After teveral trials, which 
were confined to engraving, Peter 
Scheffer, clerk to Fust, invented move» 
able letters, and proper ink; and Fust 
was so pleased with this discovery, in 
which the art of printing chiefly con- 
s:5ts, that he married his daughter to 
him. They printed several works, 
particularly Bibles, in a character like 
that of the MSS. and, carrying a great 
number to Paris, sold them as such. 
The purchasers comparing them toge- 
ther, and observing how exactly alike 
they were, thought there must be

something of magic in the affair, and 
Prosecuted Fust, Who was forced to 
take refuge at Mentz; but the parlia- 
ment, some time after, discharged him 
from all aceusat ions of those Who had 
bought bis Bibles. The first book 
printed with moveable types, of any 
certain date, is the Psalter of the Choir 
of Mentz, 1457, fol. by Fust and Schef- 
fer; but there is a Latin Bible in the 
Mazarine college, 2 vol. fol, without 
any date, or name of place, which is 
Suspected to be more ancient, and to 
have been printed between 1450. and 
1455. This destroys the_old opi- 
nion of that of 1462 beifig the first. 
Speculum Humanæ Salvationis, is in the 
same situation: it consists of 58 wooden 
cuts, printed at the back with move- 
able types; but it appears clearly, that 
the impression of the letters is more 
modern than that of the cuts, which 
leaves the affair uncertain. There are, 
however, three books supposed to be 
more ancient, though they have nei- 
ther date, nor name of place nor 
printer. These are a History of the 
Old and New Testament, represented 
in 40 figures engraved on-wood, with 
sentences and explanations in Latin, 
engraved on the same picture. The 
History of St. John the Evangelist, in 
the same manner, in 38 cuts; and Ars 
Moriendi, in 24 pages, printed only un 
one side; each page consists of a 
wooden cut, exhibiting the miseries of 
human life, with some explanations 
engraved on the same picture: the 
leaves are pasted together, two and 
two. It sold for 1000 livres at M. 


Mariette's sale in 1775. The above 


little books, which are all in folio, are 
certainly of older date than moveable 
types, and may go as far back as 1440. 
Nor is it improbable that the public is 
indebted to L. Coster of Harlem for 
these first attempts; but these at- 
tempts did not amount to printing 
with moveable types; the honour. of 
that invention is due to Scheffer, and 
Fust. It does not appear that the lat- 
ter printed after 1468, nor the former

GABATO, (Sebastian) a Venetian, 
who entered into the English service 
for the discovery of America. Calum- 
bus sailed by the Canaries and Azores; 
and Gabato by the North-West; he 
arrived there first, and discovered the 
country of Labrador. He was called 
Rock from his great skill in naviga- 
tion. 
.GABINIUS (Aulus) a Roman con- 
sul, 58 A. C. who obtained the go- 
vernment of Syria and Judea, where 
he restored Hircanus to the dignity of 
high- priest; and after this expedition 
having enriched himself with the 
spoils of Syria, accepted the 1000 
talents which Ptolemy Auletes offered 
him, on condition of being replaced on 
the Egyptian throne. Gabinius marched 
immediately into Egypt, and prolonged 
the war, receiving considerable sums 
from Archelaus, Ptolemy's enemy; wha 
being at length killed in battle, Pto- 
lemy was put in possession of his King- 
dom. Gabinius returning to Rome 54 
A. C. was accused by the people, but 
acquitted through Pompey's interest, 
and the money he distributed among 
his judges and accysers. Some time 
after, however, he was prosecuted for 
extortion, and condemned to banish- 
ment: it was on this occasion that 
Cicero pleaded for him, at the solici- 
tation of Pompey, though he had be- 
fore wanted to have him condemned 
du ing his absence; a circumstance 
which does no honour. to this cele- 
brated orator. Gabinius died at Sa- 
lona, 40 A. C.

GABRIEL, Severus, a learned arch-

Greeks in the states of that republic. 
He printed a Treat ise on the Sacramen, 
in Greek, at Venice, in 1600, and 1 
Apolagy in 1604, in which it clearly 
appears that this learned archbishop 
admitted Transubstantiation like the 
Latins. Richard Simon published an 
edition of his works, Greek and Latin, 
1671, and 1686, 4to. with notes. 
GABRIEL SIONITA, a learned 
maronite, who died 1648. He was 
professor of oriental languages at Rome, 
from whence he was invited to Paris, 
to assist in M. le Jay's Polyglott, and 
carried with him some Syriac and Ara. 


bic bibles, which he had transcribed 


with his own hand frqm MS. copies at 
Rome; these bibles were first printed 
in Jay's Polyglott, with vowel points, 
a Latin version; and afterwards 
in the English Polyglott. Gabriel Sio- 
nita translated also the Arabian Geo- 
graphy, intitled Geographia Nubienui, 
1619, 4to. and some other works. He 
had some digagreement with M. le 
Jay, who sent to Rome for Abraham 
Ecchellensis to supply his place. 
GABRIEL (James) an eminent king's 
architect, who built the palace at 
Choisy, and undertook the royal bridge 
at Paris, but died in 1686, before he 
had compleated this wark, which was 
finished by his son James and Frere 
Romain. James Gabriel, the last men- 


tioned, was born at Paris 1667, and ac- 


guired so great a reputation as to be 
appointed overseer- general of build. 
ings, gardens, arts and manufactures; 
first architect and engineer af bridges

GABRINUS Fundulies, noted for his 
treachery and cruelty; he joined the 
Cavalcabos, who made themselves mas- 
ters of Cremona on the death of John, 
duke of Milan, in 1411. But Gabrinus 
aspiring himself to the sovereignty, 
invited Charles de Cavalcabos, head of 
the family, with nine or ten of his re- 


lations to his country house, where he 


murdered them all at a feast; and 
seizing the government, practised every 
kind of cruelty; but he was after- 
wards taken and carried to Milan, 
where Philip Visconti, the duke who 
had succeeded his brother John, caused 
him to be beheaded. Gabrinus, far 
from shewing any remorse for his crime, 
said, that he only repented of not hav- 
ing thrown Pope John XXIII, and the 
emperor Sigismond from the top of a 
tower, when he had them at his 
house. 

GACON (Francis) a French poet 
well known by his satirical sirokes 
against M. Bossuet, Rousseau, la Mothe, 
&c, He was the son of a merchant at 
Lyons, born in 1667, and gained the 
poetical prize at the French academy, 
1717; died at his priory of Baillon near 
Beaumont sur Oise, November 15, 1725, 
aged 58. Gacon left Le Potte zanc fard: 
a satirical work 12mo, a translation of 
Anacreon's Odes, which he has intro- 
duced in a romance on that poet's life, 
12mo. Anti- Reusseau; in verse 12zmo. 
P Homere Venge, 12mo. against M. de la 
Mothe, whom he again attacked and 
ridiculed, in a small work intitled Les 
Fables de M. de la Mothe, traduit en vers 
Frangcs, par P. S. F. au Cafe du Mont Par- 
nate; I2mo, He also wrote the Secrc 
tatre du Parnasie, 1723, and 1724; two 
_ Bvo. pamphlets, several Brevets de /a 
Calutte; 1752, 4 vols. 12mo. numerous 
Epigrams, which became celebrated 
merely from their ill-natured turn. He 
had been father of the oratory, aud 
was only a tonsuxed priest. | 
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GAD, seventh son of Jacob, by Zil- 
pah, born 1746, A.C. and head of a 
tribe of that nawe, which produced 
many brave men, He must be distin- 
guished from the prophet Gad, king 
David's faithful friend; who offered 
him, by God's command, the choice of 
three judgments, war, pestilence, or 
famine, about ror7, A. C. 80 

GADDO GADDI (Thadeus) a fa- 
mous Florentine painter, Who excelled 
in the Mosaic, died 1312. | 

GADDO GADDI (Angelo) son of 
the preceding, a painter also, who com- 
pleted himself under Giotto, and suc- 
ceeded principally in expressing the 
passions. 

GAD ROIS (Claudius) a native of 
Paris, one of the most able and zealous 
partisans of Descartes“ Philosophy. He 
had a delicate and lively wit, and was 
beloved by all worthy people, for the 
Purity of his morals, the sweetness of 
his temper, and the uprightness of his 
heart. M. Basin, maitre des requetes, 
and intendant to the army in Germany, 
kept him with him as a secretary, and 
two years after made him director of 
the military hospital established at 
Metz. In this situation, Gadrois de- 
voted himself with such ardent zeal 
and charity to the service of the poor 
soldiers and officers who were sick, 
that he caught a disorder of which he 
died in the flower of his age, 1678, 
being scarcely 36. He left Tables for 
the study of logic and other parts of 
philosophy; a small treatise ur les In- 
fluences des Autres; which is esteemed, 
and very curious; and a physical work, 
entitled, /e Syitéme du Monde, 1675, 
12mo. M. Arnauld had a great friend- 
ship for Gadrois. 

GAETAN DE TIENNE (St.), born 
1480, at Vicenza, son of Jaspar de 
Tienne, descended from a noble and 
ancient family. He was joint aposto- 
lical protonotary, a considerable dig- 
nity at Rome. and formed a plan for 
establishing a congregation: of regular 
clerks, John Peter Caraffa, then bi- 
shop of Rieti, and afterwards pope 
Paul IV, Boniface de Calle a Milanese 
gentleman, and Paul de Ghisleri, asso- 
ciated themselves with him for this 
purpose; and these four founders of 
whom St. Gaetan was the chief, re- 
signed their benefices and took their 
vows in St. Peter's church at the Vati-

can; Sept. 14, 1524. Fhe pope ap- 
proved this order by the name of Re- 
gular Clerks, but having chosen the 
bishop of Chieti for their superior, they

riority being expired, St. Gaetan was 
elected into that office, and sent to 
Naples by the pope three years after; 
where he founded a house of his 
order, and died there in great reputa- 
tion for sanctity, Ang. 17, 1547, aged 
67, He was canonized by Clement X. 
Prince de Tracy has published his life, 
1774, 12MO. 

GAFFAREL (James) doctor of di- 
vinity and canon law, born at Mannes 
in Provence. He acquired great skill 
in the oriental languages, and was libra- 


rian to cardinal Richelieu, who sent 


bim into Italy to purchase the best 
rinted and MS. books. Gaffarel pub- 
Iished a work, entitled, Curiosttet inouies 
mr la Sculpture tali manigue des Persans, 
Kc. Zvo. which was much talked of, 
and was censured in the Sorbonne. An 
edition of it has been published by 
Gregory Michaelis, in Latin, with 
votes, Hamburg, 1676, 2 vols. 12mo. It 
is said that cardinal Richelieu wished 
to employ him in bringing back the 
Protestants to the Catholic Religion ; 
and it was probably for this purpose 
that Gaffarel wrote the singular trea- 
tise which he published in 1645, en- 
titled, Ques5tio pacifira num Religionts dis- 
sidia per Philosophorum principta, per anti- 
 quos Christianorum Orientalium Libros ri- 
tuales, et per propria kereticorum dogmata 
conciliari possint? 4to. He had also 
undertaken /"Histeire du Monde Sonter- 
rain, but died before it was finished, at 
Sigonce, in thediocese of Sisteron, 1681, 
aged 80.

 GAILLARD LONJUMEAU, the 


name of an ancient family of Pro- 
vence, from which descended John de 
Gaillard, horn May 22, 1634, at Alx. 
He was appointed archdeacon of 
Bayeux, afterwards bishop of Apt, in 
1673; and first formed the vast plan of 
the Dict. Historique Universel, which he 
employed Moriri to execute, M. Gail- 
lard refused the bishoprick of Limoges, 
and died at Apt, Feb. io, 1695. Made- 
leine de Gaillard, his sister, born at 
Marseilles, Jan. 24, 1620, married the 
cienr de Venel at 16, who was at first 
counsellor to the parliament of Pro- 
vence, afterwards master of the re- 
quests in the queen's court, and coun- 
sellor of state. Anne of Austria, and 
cardinal Mazarini, both placed great 
confidence in this lady; and the quees, 
dy letters patent of Sept. 1648, gave 
her the Glaciers of Provence, which 
belonged to the crown lands, with the 
exclusive privilege of disposing of the 
ice at proper offices throughout chat 
province; which brought her 2000 li- 
vres anmually. She had a great share 
in breaking off the attachment of 
Louis XIV, to mademoiselle Mancini, 
whom she conducted to Rome after 
her marriage with the constable Co- 
lonna, and was afterwards appointed 
lady of honour to the queen, and sub- 
Zouvernante to the dukes of Burgundy, 
Berry, and Anjou. He died Nov. 24, 
1687, at the castle of Versailles, aged 
67 Of the same family was Michael 
Gaillard, born March 13, 1449, at 
Paris; who, attaching himself to Louis 
XI, became his maitre d' hotel, sole 
general of the finances, and general of 
the French Galeasses in 1480. He was 
also much esteemed by the duke of 
Orleans, and received from him the 
order of the porcupine. Michael Gail- 
lard married for his second wite Mar- 
garet Bourdin, June 2, 1432, who 
brought him for her dowry the lord- 
ships of Lonjumeau, Chilly, Fayet, and 
uteau-sur-Seine; he died at the 
castle of Lonjumeau, April 2, 1522. 
Michael IL. de Gaillard, his son, was a 
knight, and pantler to king Francis I.

jealous of him, that he called in the 
barbarians from Asia, and compelled 
Arcadius to deliver Eutropius up to 
him, with several others of his most 
faicaful ministers in 399. Gainas, being 
an Arian, demanded a church for his 
sect at Constantinople; and even formed 
a design to burn the imperial palace, 
and make himself master of the em- 
pire. These attempts obliged Arcadivs 
to declare him an enemy to the state, 
at which Gainas being irritated, ra- 
vaged all Thrace; but he was defeated 
at the sea of the Hellespont in 400, 
and being killed, as he fled with his 
shattered fleet, his head was carried to 
the emperor at Constantinople. . 
GAITTE (Charles) doctor of the 
Sorbonne, and Canon of Lugon, known 
by a learned treatise on usury, Dc Uura 
et Feenore, 1678, 4to | 
GAL (St.) a senator's son, who hav- 
ing retired from the world, was much 
esteemed by Thierri King of Austrafia, 
and succeeded St. Quintian in the 
bishoprick of Clermont in 532; died 
about 552. He is to be distinguished 
from St. Gal, a native of Ireland, the 
disciple of St. Columbanus; whe 
founded the famous abbey of St. Gal 
in Switzerland, and was its first abbot 
in 614.

He was originally page to the 
baron de Beaufremont, chamberlain to 
the duke of Lorrain; but signalized 
himself so much in Italy and Germany, 
that he was placed at the head of the 
Imperial forces, and rendered essential 
services to the king of Spain and the 
emperor. Galas even attempted to 
take Burgundy in 1636, but was de- 
feated with the duke of Lorrain at St. 
Jean-de-Lône. He had better success 
against the Swedes; but his army being 
entirely routed by Tertenson, near Mag- 


deburg ; he lost the emperor's favour. 


The command was however restored 
to him some time after, but he did not 
long enjoy it; dying at Vienna in 1647, 
aged 58. 

GALATEA, a nymph, and sea god- 
dess, according to the fable, daughter 
of Nereus and Doris. She Was beloved 
by Polepheme, but slighted him for 
the shepherd Acis; at which the Cyclop 
was so enraged that he crushed Acis 
with a rock. 

GALATEO (Anthony) a physician, 
hose real name was Ferrari; he mar- 
ried at Naples, and died at Leccie,1517, 
aged 73. His works are, Situ Fapigiz, 
1624, 4to. Sucre del! armata Turchesca 
nella Citta d' Otranto dell atmo 1480; 1612, 
4to. He had attended the King of Na- 
ples son in this expedition, de /audibus 
Vnetiarum vite, de litterati Salentini da 
Demoin de Angelis. 

GALATIN (Peter) a learned Fran- 
ciscan of the 16th century, whose 
works gained him much reputation, 
particularly his translation De arcanis 
Catholice weritatis; Francfort, 1612, fol. 
azainst the Jews; but he copied this 
work from Porchet's book, entitled, 
Victoria adversus Judæos; which Porchet 
had himself copied from Raymond Mar- 
tin: but he tells the reader $0; whereas 
Galatin publishes his work as his own, 

GALAUP de Casteuil (Francis) an 
eminent and learned solitary of Mount 
Libanus, born August 19, 1588, at Aix, 
in Provence, of a noble family, from 
which many persons of merit havede- 
scended. He discovered great piety, 
and taste for learning from his child- 
hood, and having formed a friendship 
with M. de Peirese, he retired with 
him into the country; and wrote learned

remarks on the Samaritan Pentats 
which father Theophilus Minuti 2 
minion, had brought from the Levant 
Francis de Chasteuil went to reside a 
Mount Libanus, in 163r, where he 
lived in so exemplary a manner; and 
was so distinguished by his merit, that 
the Marmites wanted to make him 
their patriarch, but he declined that 
honour, The progress made by the 
Turks obliged him afterwards to retire 
to a convent of the bare-footed Carme. 

 lites, at Mar-Elicha, where he died in 
great reputation for sanctity, May 15, 
1644 He understood mathematics, 
and the oriental languages, and ace 
quired great knowledge in the litera} 
sense of the Holy Scripture. His life, 
written by Machetti, 12mo. is hecome 
scarce. 

GALAUP (Francis) related to the 
preceding, who, after tak ing a doctor 
of law's degree, chose the military pro- 
fession, and engaged in the service of 
Lascaris, grand- master of Malta; then 
in that of the great Condé, who made 
him captain of his guards; when that 
prince left the Kingdom, Galaup re. 
tired to Toulon, where he armed a man 
of war under the banner of Malta. 
After having signalized himself during 
Several years, he was taken by the 
Algerines and condemned to slavery, 
but recovered his liberty two years 
after, and entered into the service of 
the duke of Savoy, who rewarded his 
merit with a pension of 2000 livres, 
and appointed him preceptor to the 
prince of Piedmont his son. Galaup 
died at Vercili, 1678, aged 52. He had 
translated the Minor Prophets, and put 
some books of the Thebaid of Statius 
into French verse. | 

GALAUP (Peter) brother of the 
preceding, one of the friends of Fure- 
tiére, La Fontaine, Boileau, and Made- 
moiselle de Seuderi. Being at Paris 
when Maestricht was taken in 1673, 
he wrote a provencal Ode on that oc- - 
casion, which was much admired, and 
may be found in tom. 8, of the Memoires 
de Litterature, by P. Desmolets. He 
died at the latter end of July, 1727, 
aged 84, leaving also an Explication, 
fol. of the Triumphal Arches erected 
at Aix, on the arrival of the dukes of 
Burgundy and Berry. | 

GALBA (Servius Sulpicius) a Ro- 
man emperor, descended from the an- 

cient 
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cient family of the Sulpitii, born on 
Christmas-eve. He was adopted by 
his mother-in-law, Livia Ocellina, and 
advanced to some posts by Livia, wife 
of the emperor Augustus. It is said 
that Galba being presented to this 
prince, with some other young Ro- 
mans, Augustus observing his aquiline 
nose, which gave him some resem- 


blance to the eagle, said to him, And 


thou, Galba, salt also taste of the empire; 
to which Galba replied, That all come 
to pass when a mule brings forth: which 
prodigy however really happened in 
the reign of Nero, and induced Galba 
to revolt at the persuation of Vindex, 
rather than submit to death according 
to Nero's Sentence. He caused him- 
self to be proclaimed emperor in 68, 
and was the first who had been elected 
to that dignity without being of the 
family of the Cæsars. Galba was uni- 
versally beloved while a private man, 
but had no sooner ascended the throne 
than he made himself odious by his 
cruelties and ayarice, He put Macer 
and Fonteius Capito to death, and 
adopted Piso, with whom he was assas- 
sinated by order of Otho, January 10, 
6gyaged 73. He possessed many ex- 
cellent qualities, and would have been 
thought worthy of the empire, had he 
never been emperor. 

GALE (Thomas) a learned English 
writer, master of St. Paul's school, 
member of the Royal Society, and 
dean of York, He corresponded with 
all the learned, and was employed to 
write inscriptions for the monument 
erected after the fire of London in 1666. 
Dr. Gale published, in 1671, Opuscula 
Mytholegica, Ethica et Physica, Greek 
and Latin, Cambridge, 1671, or Amster- 
dam, 1688, 8vo. ; and left other valuable 
works, the chief of which are, Historie 
Britaunicæ Saxonice; Anglo Danici Scrip- 
tores quindecim, 1687, and 1691, 2 vols. 
fol. An edition of Jamblicus, de Mys- 
teriis Agyptiorum; translated into Latin, 
with learned explanations, 1678, fol. 
Antonini iter Britanniarum, 1709, 4to. a 
very useful work for ancient geography, 
Rhetores Selecti, Oxford, 1676, 8vo. &c. 
He died April 8, 1709. 

GALEANO (Joseph) taught and 
practised physic at Palermo, near 50 
years, and died there ſune 28, 1675, 
leaving a great number of works; the 
principal of which are, a Letter on

GALEN, (Christopher Bernard de) 


bishop of Munster, one of the greatest 
warriors in the 17th century He be- 
Sieged the city of Munster, which had 
refused submission to his authority: 
took it August 6, 1661, and built a 
good citadel there. In 1665, this bi- 
Shop joined with England in a war 
against the Dutch, and gained several 
advantages; he had also another rup- 
ture with them in 1672, because the 

withheld the lordship of Borklo from 
him; upon which he marched against 


them with the French, and took seve- 


ral towns and forts; but the emperor 
compelled him to make peace in 1674. 
The year following he leagued against 
the Swedes, and took some places from 
them. He died September 19, 1678, 
aged 74, as little regretted by his flock, 
as by his soldiers. Le Lorrain has 
translated his life into French, 1679, 
I2mo. 

GALEN (Claudian) Galenus, a very 
eminent physician of Pergamos, about 


the year 131, son of Nicon, a skilful 


architect in that city. Having learned 
philosophy he devoted himself to phy- 
sic; studied under Satyron and Pelops, 
the two most celebrated ghysicians of 
that time, went afterwards to Alexan- 
dria to consult with the learned, and 
from thence to Rome in 169, where he 
composed several works. Leaving this 
city, Galen travelled into Asia, but 
was soon after recalled to Rome by 
the emperor Marcus Aurelius: he re- 
turned to Pergamos on the death of 
that prince, and is supposed to have 
died there in a very advanced age, 
about the year 200, He had written 
200 volumes, which were burnt in the 
Temple of Peace. The best editions 
of tliose that remain are, Ba, 1638, 
5 tom. fol. in Greek; and Venice, 1625, 
7 yols. fol. in Latin ; but they have both 
been eclipsed by that of Chartier, with 
Hippocrates, Paris, 1639, 13 tom. in 9 
vols: fol, His treatise On the Die of the 
Parts of the Iluman Body, is particularly 
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esteemed. Galen was of a weak and 
delicate constitution, as he has told 
us himself, but lived to a very great 
age by his abstemiousness and skill in 
physic: he made it a rule always to 
rise from table with some appetite. 
He is considered justly as the greatest 
physician of antiquitP after Hippo- 
crates, and some of his cures were $0 
astonishing that he was accused of 
magic, which obliged him to quit 
Rome. a 
SALEOTI (Nicholas) an Italian je- 
suit, who published a history of the 
generals of his order with their por- 
traits, in Latin and Italian, Rome, 1748, 
fol. He died in 1748, leaving notes 
on AMuszum Odescalcum; which have 
been printed since his death. Rome, 
1751, 2 tom. fol. . 
GALEOTI MARTIO, Galeotus Mar- 
tins, a native of Narni, secretary to 
Matthias Corvinus, King of Hungary, 
and preceptor to his son, John Corvinus, 
died 1748, at Lyons. He left a col- 
lection of the bon mots of Matthias 
Corvinus in Latin, in the collection of 
Hungarian historians, Francfort, 1600, 
fol. and a treatise De Homine interiore et 
de Corpore ejus; Basil, 1518, 4to.; this 
last made much noise, on account of 
some sentiments not orthodox, which 
the author was obliged to retract. 
GALERIUS ARMENTARIUS, 
Roman emperor, v. MAXIMIAN. 
GALILEO, or GALILEI, Gru, 
natural son of Vincent Galilei, a noble 
Florentine, whu was well acquainted 
with mathematics and music, and left 
five Dialogues on ancient and modern 
music, in Italian, Florence, 1551 and 
1602, fol. Galileo was chosen profes- 
sor of mathematics at Padua, 1592. 
Cormo II, grand duke of Tuscany, 
sent for him afterwards to Pisa, and 
then to Florence, where he gave him 
the title of his first philosopher and 
mathematician. An envious monk, 
finding that Galileo had adopted the 
Copernican system, accused him to 
the Inquisition at Rome, where cardi- 
nal Bellarmin made him promise, in 
1616, never egain to defend that sys- 
tem, either by words or writings; but 
Galileo did not keep his promise. He 
published his Dialogue on the Systems 
of Ptolemy and Copernicus, 16 years 
after; in which he undertook to prove 
that the sun was certainly immovable; 
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and that it was the earth which turaes 
round the sun. This work making 
much noise, Galileo was again sum. 
moned before the Inquisition of Rome, 
and compelled by a decree of June 21, 
1633, to abjure his system as an er. 
ror, and a heresy; as if the carth's 
being immoveable was a truth, or a 
dogma of faith, and not a mere ques. 
tion in the schools, and an eld popular 
opinion. He was also Sentenced by 
this decree to remain in prison during 
the pleasure of the cardinals inquisi- 
tors: but they contented themselves 
with sending him back to the domi- 
nions of the duke of Florence, where 
the little city of Arcetri, and its en- 
virons, was as it were his prison. The 
decree, signed by seven cardinals, is as 
follows: To ny that the sun is in the 
centre, absolutely fixed, and without local 
motion, is an absurd proposition, false in 
sound philosophy, and even heretical; in as 
much as it is expressly contrary to the 
Holy Scriptures. To zay that the earth is 
not placed in the centre of the univeri, 
nor motionless, but that it muves, and has 
even a diurnal motion, is alio an abiurd 
prepositian, and false in cd philesophy; 
and, considered with retpect to thenlogy, 
is at leait an error in faith, The $0- 
lemn abjuration exacted from Galileo 
by the inquisitors, after they had com- 
pelled him to submit to their decree, 
was in this form: J, Galileo, in the 7oth 
year of. my age, a prisoner of justice, being 
on my Rnees, and having before my eyes' the 
Holy Goppel, which I touch with my own 
hands, do with sincere heart and faith al- 
jure, curse, and detest, the abiurdities, er- 
rors and heresies, Sc. This decree and 
form of abjuration shew to what ex- 
cessive lengths the most respectable 
Societies can suffer themselves to be 
hurried, even with regard to the 
greatest men, when they are blinded 
by their prejudices, and undertake to 
decide on points which they do not 
understand, and which do not even be- 
long to their jurisdiction. Galileo 
had an uncommon genius for mecha- 
nics; it is said that upon hearing of 
the glasses which James Metius had 
invented in Holland, by means of 
which distant objects were brought 
near; he considered the nature of these 
glasses with so much atttention, that 
without having seen any, he invented 
the zelescope, By this instrument he 
first 
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ſrst discovered Jupiter's four Satellites, 
and made such observations in the 
heavens as will immortalize his name. 
He published his discoveries under the 
title of Nuncius Sidereus, Galileo had 
also a taste for painting and architec- 
ture, and played well on several instru- 
ments. He died at Florence, 1642, 
aged 78, having lost his sight three 
years before. Several of his works 
are unfortunately lost to us, by the 
mistaken piety of his wife, who gave 
ner confessor the MSS. to burn. Those 
which remain are excellent, and have 
been printed at Florence, 1718, 3 vols. 
gto. Galileo invented the simple 
pendulum, of whicn he made great use 
in his astronomical observations, and 
had thoughts of applying it to clocks, 
but did not execute his design: the 
glory of that invention was reserved 
tor Vincent, his son; who tried the ex- 
periment at Venice in 1649, and was 
the first who put the pendulum to 
clocks, Huggeno afterwards brought 
this plan to perfection. 

GALINDON, more known by the 
name of Prudentius the Younger, a ce- 
lebrated bishop of Troges in the gth 
century, who assisted at the council of 
Paris in 846, and at that of Soissons in 
853. He died $61, leaving some works, 
which are in the Library of the Fa- 
thers, and in Vindicie Predestinationis et 
Gratiz, 1650, 2 vols. 4to. in which he 
_ defends St. Augustin's doctrine respect- 
ing grace and predestination, M. 
Breyer, canon of Troyes, has written 
his life, 1725, tzmo. with that of 
Sainte Maure. 

GALIOTE de Gourdon, de Gencuillac, 
or Ja Mere de St. Anne, a famous nun, 
reformer of the order of St. John of 
Jerusalem, in France, and prioress of 
the convent at Beaulieu; born Nov. 5, 
1589, daughter of Lewis de Gourdon, 
de Genouillac, count de Vaillac, of a 
noble and tespectable family of Quercy; 
died 1618. The nuns of this order 
originally wore red gowns and white 
veils; but since the taking of Rhodes, 
by Soliman I, in 1522, they wear a 
black dress and veil, as a token of 
mourning. 

GALLAND, or GALAND (Peter) 
Galandius, an ingenious canon of Notre 
Dame; and principal of the College de 
Boncour, at Paris; born at Aire in Ar- 
fais, He formed a strict friendship 
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with Turnebe, who was his pupil; with 
Bude, Vatable, Tusan, Latomus, &c. 
and was much esteemed by Francis I. 
He died in 1559, leaving several works 
in Latin, 

GALLAND (Augustus) procurator 
general in the domain of Navarre, and 
counsellor of state; author of several 
Valuable works. The principal are a 
treatise against Freehotds without Title; 
the best edition is 1637, 4to. in which 
are several tracts on the Ensigns and 
Standards of France, AMemvires pour 
Hist. de. Navarre et de Flandre, 1648, 
fol. Discours au Roi zur la Naissance, 
ancien Etat, Progres et Accroissement de 
la Ville de la Rochelle; 1628, 8yo. All 
the above are full of uncommon, cu- 
rious, and interesting particulars. He 
died about the year 1644. 

GALLAND, (Anthony) a learned 
member of the Academy of Inscrip- 
tions, and professor of Arabic, at the 
Royal College in Paris; born 1646, at 
Rollo, a small town in Picardy, of poor 
parents, Petitpied had him taught 
Hebrew, and the oriental latiguages, 
and M. Galland afterwards travelled 
into the east, where he acquired a 
complete Knowledge of Arahic and 
the Mahometan customs; and obtained 
declarations of the faith of the Greek 
church respecting the Eucharist, con- 
formable to that of the Latin church. 
He died February 17, 1715,- at Paris, 
aged 69, He left several works, the 
principal are, Relation de la mort du 
Sultan Osman, et du Couronnement du Sul- 
tan Mustapha, 12mo. Recueil de Maximes 
et de Bons Mots; taken from the eastern 
writers, 12mo. Trait de Vorigine du 
Cofe; 1690, 12mo. Les Mille et une 
Nuits, Arabian Stories, 12mo. 12 vols. 
reprinted in six Fables of Pilpay and 
Locman, 1714, 2 vols. 12m0. : 

GALLAT (Jaspar) a very famou 
Swiss colonel, born in the catholic part 
of Glaris, who rendered most impor- 
tant services to Charlei IX, Henry III, 
Henry IV, and Louis XIII, in several 
battles and negociations; he distin- 
guished himself at Moncontour in the 
day of the Barricades, and at Tours, 
where Henry III, was besieged by the 
rebels. Gallaty was knighted by this 
prince, and after his death engaged the 
regiment he commanded to acknow- 
ledge Henry IV, which resolution 
being also adopted by three other 
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Swiss colonels, saved the new king 
at this critical moment; according to 
all the historians of that time. He 
acquired great glory at the battle of 
Arques, and it was his regiment which 
contributed most of all the infantry to 
decide the victory. This brave man 
continued to serve with inviolable fide- 
lity till his death; in every levy of 
Swiss troops he had always the com- 
mand of a regiment, was appointed 
colonel of that of the Swiss guards, in 
March 1616, and died in July 1619. 
GALLE (Servais) a Dutchman, au- 


thor of a treatise on the Sibylline Ora. 


cles, in Latin, 2 vols. 4to.; the first 
contains the Oracles, Amsterdam, 1689, 
and the second Dissertation; on them, 
1688, He died 1709. 

GALLET, a French poet, who wrote 
Several comic operas; la Precaution in- 
utile: la Ramec et Dendon, a parody of 
Dido Marotte, a parody of Merope. 
This poet was gay and sprightly, and 
the life of the societies he frequented. 

GALLI, a painter and architect, v, 
BIBIEN A. 

GALLICANUS (St.) a Roman con- 
sul under the emperor Constantine, 
who defeated the Scythians, and suf- 
fered martyrdom for the Christian faith 
at Alexandria, June 25, 362, by order 
of Julian, the apostate. 


GALLIEZIN, (Michael Michailo- 


witz, prince) first field marshal of the 
Russian forces, and one of the greatest 
captains in the 18th century; born 
November 11, 1674. He descended from 
a family which ranks among the most 
noble and powerful in that country, 
After signalizing himself against the 
Turks, he gained several victories over 
the Swedes, and died at Moscow, 
loaded with wealth and honours, 


December 21, 1730, aged 56. 


GALLIENUS (Publius Lucinius) son 
of Valerian, associated in the empire 
by his father in 253. The beginning 
of his reign was very fortunate; he de- 
feated the Germans and Sarmatians, 
and subdued the rebellious nations; 
but his father, Valerian, being after- 
wards taken prisoner by the Persians, 
Macrianu, Posthumus, Regillianus, Sa- 
turninus, and others, took the title of 
emperors, and rebelled. Gallienus em- 
ployed Odenatus to revenge his father's 
cause, and gave him the title of Au- 
gustus in return for his services. He 


breach between the king and queen, 
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made a dishonourable peace with the 
Marcomanni, was continually ag wax 
with the tyrants without being Strong 
enough to suppress them, and was at 
length Killed by Cecropius, a Dalmatian 
captain, at the instigationof Aureolus, 
who had taken the title of emperor, 
and had fortified himself in Milan, 
which city Gallienus was going to be. 
Siege. This happened in March 268, 
the fifteenth year of his age, and the 
eighth of his reign from Valerian's 
death. Gallienus, though indolent, and 
immersed in luxurious pleasures, es- 
teemed the christians, and put an end 
to the persecutions against them, 

GALLIGAI (Leonora) wife of the 
marechal d'Ancre, was the daughter of 
a joiner: She went into France with 
Mary de Medicis (who was very fond 
of her) when that princess married 
Henry IV. and knew so well how to 
gain an ascendency over the mind of 
her mistress that she ruled her intirely, 
Leonora Galligai was very ugly, but 
had a great share of sense; and marry- 
ing Concinis, a domestic of the queen's, 
they made an amazing fortune. Ey 
their artifices, and by circulating re- 
ports, they began and continued the 


and when the former was dead, being 
able to govern their mistress with yet 
greater ease, they amassed immense 
riches, usurped several offices, and be- 
haved with insupportable haughtiness. 
But this unbounded greatness ended 
very tragically: Leonora Galligai was 
confined in the Bastile, afterwards in 
the Conciergerie, and beheaded July 8, 
1617. Her judges asking by what 
charms she had worked upon the 
queen's mind, she replied, By the ad- 
vantage which strong minds always have 
over weak ones. An account of her 
death, and that of her husband, may 
be found in du Pay's Hist. des Favoris, 
A satirical tragedy, of 4 acts, in verse, 
entitled, La Magicienne Estrangere, was 
also written upon this lady's death, 
Rouen, 1617, 8vo. 
GALLITZIN, an ancient Russian 
family, which was not very illustrious 
till the reign of the Czar Peter. Four 
brothers who lived at that time, formed 
four branches, two of which distin- 
guished themselves particularly: : of the 

first was 
| GALLITZIN (Basil) surnamed the 
Great 
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Great Callitxin; who had the direction 
of foreign affairs under the Czars John 
and Peter; established a correspon- 
dence with all the European courts, 
and was author of the Erernal Peace, 
concluded in 1686, which was followed 
by an alliance between the courts of 
Vienna, Poland, Russia, and the re- 
public of Venice, against the Turks, 
His attachment to the czar John and 
the princess Sophia, made him sus- 
peed by Peter, who banished him in 
1689, and confiscated his property. 
Ve died in the government of Arch- 
angel, 1713, aged 80; after which his 
sons were permitted to return to 
Moscow. Of the fourth branch were 

GALLITZIN (Demetrius) who was 
among the principal authors of the 
czarina Anne's elevation, but the limi- 
tation of the soveteign authority, and 
aurmentation of the privileges of the 
nobility, which was one condition he 
had imposed on the czarina, being de- 
stroyed, caused his disgrace; and he 
died in exile at Schlusselberg, 1738. 

GALLITZIN (Michael) brother of 
the preceding, who served Peter the 
first in all his wars, and was the only 
person ever honoured with the title of 
colonel of the Semenowsk1 guards, 
which the emperor reserves to him- 
eelf, He was created knight of St. 
Andrew in 1708, and appointed field 
marshal, 1725, by the empress Cathe- 
rine, His humanity gained him the 
appellation of father and preserver of 
Finland ; which he had conquered even 
to the frontiers of Laponia. After the 
battle of Lesna, which he won in 1708, 
the emperor gave him leave to ask for 
whatever he pleased; but this great 
man only begged a pardon for one of 
his enemies: the emperor admired his 
generosity, and granted his request. 
Peter II. made him president of the 
council of war, He died 1730. The 
famous prince Alexander Gallitzin, 
commander in chief of the Russian 
army, 1769, was his son. 

GALLITZIN (Michael) younger 
brother of the preceding, devoted 
himself to maritime affairs, which he 
Studied in Holland and England, and 
by that means rose to the rank of high 
admiral in 1756. He was created 
Knight of St. Andrew 1747, and presi- 
dent of the admiralty in. 1750; re- 
£:3ned all his oftices when Peter III. 
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came to the throne, but resumed them 


again the same year under the em- 
press Catherine II. 1762; his great age 
however obliged him to give them up 
a year after; and he died in 1764. 
His son, prince Alexander, was vice- 
chancelior, minister plenipotentiary at 
London, and knight of the white 
eagle. | 

GALLO (Alonzo) a Spaniard; au- 
thor of a book, entitled, Declaracion 
del Valor de POro, Madrid, 1613, 12m. 
scarce, and useful. 

GALLO, or GELLI (John Baptist)

GALLOCHE (Lewis) a Parisian, 
who died 1761, aged 91. He was 
teacher and chancellor of the royal 
academy of painting, Bologne's pupil, 
and F. le Moine's master. His method 
of teaching has introduced a theory 
into his pictures, which ought not to 


be perceived in the execution; he has 


however left a great number of ex- 
ceeding good ones in the churches at 
Paris; the Resurrection of Lazarus, at la 


Charité; the Institution of the Found- 


lings, at St. Lazare; the Samaritan, and 
the Cure of the Demoniac,, at St. 
Martin-des-Champs; the translation 
of the relics of St. Augustin, at the 
Petits Peres. | 
GALLOIS (John) abbot of St. 
Martin-de-Cores, in the diocese of 
Autun; born June 14, 1632, at Paris. 
He was well acquainted with the belles 
lettres, divinity, physic, mathematics, 
&c. and began the Journal des Savans, 


with M. Sallo, who formed the first 


idea of that work, v. SALLO; but was 
obliged to leave him in 1678, to live 
wich M. Colbert the prime minister, 
who would never be without his com- 
pany either at court, in the city, or the 
country ; he taught this minister Latin, 


and continued attached to him till his 
death in 1683. The abbe Gallois was 


then appointed professor of Greek at 


the royal college, afterwards inspector 


of the same, and died there April 19, 
1707, aged 75. He was one of the 40 
members of the French academy, and 
had been secretary to that of sciences, 
at its re-establishment. 

GALLONIUS (Anthony) a learned 
priest of the oratory at Rome, his na- 
tive place; author of several works. 
The principal one among them is a 
very curious treatise de Mar/yrum crucia- 

tibus' 
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8:52:; with engravings of the instru- 
ments used by the Pagans-to torture 
the primitive martyrs. Gallanius pub- 
lished this treatise in Italian, 1591, 
gto. with 46 plates, by Tempus; and 
in Latin, 1594, which translation was 
reprinted at Paris 1659. He died at 
Rome in 1603, leaving, besides, in 
Italian, a History of the Virgins, 1591, 
gto. The Lives f some Martyrs, 1597, 
to. The Life of St. Philip de Neri, 
8vo. de Monachatu St. Gregorii, Rome, 
1604, 4to. 

GALLOWAY (Henry Marquis de 
Ruviang, count de) deputy of the 
protestant nobility in France, He went 
over to England on the revocation of 
the edict of Nantes, taking the title of 
count Galloway, and commanded the 
Portuguese forces during the war about 


the Spanish succession. He fell into 


some disgrace from his ill success at 
the battles of Almanza and Gudina 
but was appointed lord chief justice 
of Ireland in 1715, and died 1720, 
aged 73. 

GALLUCCI, or rather GALLUZZI 
(Tarquin) Gallutius, an Italian jesuit, 
who died at Rome, July 28, 1649, 
aged 75, and left several works; the 
principal „are Vindicationes Virgilianz, 
Roma, 1621, 4to. and Comment. X. in 
Axriitotelis libros moralium, Paris, 1631, 
and 1645, 2 vols. fol. He must be 
distinguished from John Paul Gallucci, 
2 learned Italian as:ronomer of the 16th 
century; author of Leg/i Stromenti di 
Ar tranomia, Venice, 1597, 4to. Speculum 
Uranicum, fol. Cœlestium corporum Exe 
plicatic, fol. Theatrum mundi et [emporis, 
fol. &c.; and from Angelo Gallucci, 
an Italian jesuit of Macerata, who 
died at Rome in 1674. This latter has 
written a history of the war in Flan- 
ders; Rome, 1673, 2 vols. 4to.; which 
may be considered as a Supplement to 
that of Strada. 

. GALLUS (Cornelius) a celebrated 
Roman knight, and Latin poet; born 
at Trejus. He was esteemed by the 
emperor Augustus, who made him 
governor of Egypt; but Gallus being 
afterwards banished for extortion, kilt- 
ed himself about 27, A.C. This poet 
had been in love with Cytheris, Vo- 
lumnius' freed woman, and celebrated 
her in his verses; but she left him for 
Anthony, and Virgil composed his tenth 
Eclogue to console him on this occasion. 
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Six Elegies, which may be found with 
Catullus, are attributed to Gallus, but 
they are not by him; all his works 
being lost. There is a translation of 
them with Catullus and Tibullus, 171 
2 vols. S vo. or 12mo. Virgil also praises 
Gallus in the sixth Eclogue; and, ac- 
cording to some autliors, in the fourth 
book of his Georgics, by the name of 
Aristæut. | 
GALLUS (Vibius) a famous orator, 
born in Gaul, much admired by Seneca, 
who was one of his friends. He pleaded 
at Rome with uncommon applause; 
but his yoluptuousness and love of 
riches, threw him into a phrenzy, 
which deprived him of part of the 
esteem he had gained. Seneca says 
that Gallus hecame mad from 5entiment, 
whereas men commonly become so only 
hy accident. 4 | | 
GALLUS (Vibius Trebonianus) 
elected emperor of Rome in 251, on 
the death of Decius, whom he had de- 
Stroyed by treachery in the war against 
the Scythians. He associated his son 
Volusianus in the empire, made a dis- 
honourable peace with the Scythians, 
persecuted the Christians, and was 
Killed with his son in 253, after reign- 
ing 18 months. 
GALSANO (Anthony) a governor 
of the Moluccas, who used every 
means to augment the power of Por- 
tugal in those islands.. He valiantly 
opposed all foreign enemies, and was 
mild in his behaviour to the natives, 
whom he endeavoured to win by con- 
verting them. Having built churches 
and founded a school at Ternate, he 
returned to Portugal in an indigent 
State in 1540, from which John III. 
did not relieve him, but he was suffer- 
ed to die in an hospital, 1557, though 
he had increased his master's revenues 
near 500, ooo crusadoes. 
GAMA (Anthony) a learned Portu- 
guese lawyer, born at Lisbon. He was 
counsellor of state, and grand chancel- 
lor to John III. king of Portugal; died 
March 31, 1595, at Lisbon, aged 75, 
Decisiones zupremi Lusitaniæ Senat, fol. 
Tractatus de Sacramentis praitandis ultimo 
Supplicio damnatis. 
GAMA (Vasco de) a Portuguese ad- 
miral; born at Sines, famous for his 
discoveries of the East Indies by the 
Cape of Good Hope. He was sent to 
the Indies by H. Emanuel in 1497, from 
| whence 
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whence he returned in 1502, bringing 
x3 chips laden with treasure. John III. 
appointed him viceroy of the Indies 
1524, and he died at Cochin, Dec. 24, 
1525, His voyages may be found in 
Ramusio. Don Stephen and Don 
Christopher de Gama, his sons, were 
also viceroys of the Indies, and are fa- 
mous in history. 

GAMACHE (Philip de) an eminent 
doctor and professor of the Sorbonne, 
abbot of St. Julian de Tours, and one 
of the most learned divines of his age; 
was born 1568, and died at the Sor- 
bonne, July 21, 1625, aged 57. He left 
some excellent Commentaries on the 
Summary of St, Thomas, 2 vols. fol. ex- 
amined and approved, Richer's little 
book, de la Puissance Keelesiastique et 
Politique; and zealously defended that 
learned and celebrated doctor on seve- 

ral occasions, v. ROUAULT. 
 GAMACHES (Stephen Simon); 
dorn at Meulan, was a regular canon 
of Sainte Croix de la Bretoneric, and a 
member of the academy of sciences; 
died 1756, aged 84. His works are, 
Systeme da Cœur, under the name of 
Clarigny, 1708. Les Agrements du Lan- 
guage, 1718, amo. Nouveau Systeme du 
Morvement, 12mo. Astronomie Physique, 
1740, 4to. Dissertations Litteraires et 
Philoxophiques, 1755, 8vo. Systeme du 
Philosophie Chretien, 1721, 8vo. 

GAMALIEL, a learned doctor of the 
Mosaical law, and secretly one of 
Christ's disciples; who prevented the 
Jews from putting the Apostles to 
death. He is said to have been the 
50n of Simeon, who took our Saviour 
in his arms, Luke xi. 28. and grandson 
of the famous Rabbi Hillel. St. Paul 
and St. Stephen had been his disciples. 

GAMBARA (Hubert) a skilful poli- 
tician of Brescia, intrusted with impor- 
tant commissions by pope Leo X. Cle- 
ment VII. and Paul III. who were 
much indebted to him; he was made a 
cardinal in 1539, and died at Rome, 
Feb. 14, 1549. John Francis Gambara, 
his nephew, bishop of Viterbo, and 
cardinal, did great services to the 
house of Austria, and died at Rome, 
May 5, 1587, aged 54. 


GAMBARA (Laurentius) a Latin 


poet of Brescia, who lived a consider- 
able time at Rome, with cardinal Alex- 
ander Farnese, and died in 1586, aged 
90. He left 3 Latin translation on 
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poetry, Rome, 1586, 4to. in which he 
recommends that poets should  banish 
the heathen fables and divinities from 
their works, A poem in Latin, on the 
discovery of the New World, by Chris- 
topher Columbus; and other poetical 
works, Rome, 1581, and 1586, 4to. 
Giraldi and Manutius highly esteemed 
Gambara's poetry, but Muret spoke of 
him with the utmost contempt, 

GAMBARA (Veronica), born at 
Brescia, 1483. She was left a widow 


early in life, and declined marrying 


again, that she might be more at li- 
berty to devote herself to poetry, and 
literature. She died, 1550, at Correg- 
gio, Her poems were reprinted at 
Brescia, 1759, 8vo. This lady's style 
approaches nearly to that of Petrarch 

in SWeetness, | 
- GANIBASIUS (John) a sculptor of 
Volterra, who lost his sight at the age 
of 20; and after remaining ten years 
inactive in consequence of this misfor- 
tune, determined to try what he could 
still do in his art; and feeling very 
accurately over a statue of Cosmo I. 
grand duke of Tuscany, made one ex- 
tremely like it, and another of Urban 

VIII. with equal success. | 
GANTES, or GANTERI (John de) 
born June 1, 1330, at Cuets; descended 
from a noble and ancient family, ori- 
ginally of Piedmont, but settled in 
Provence. He distinguished himself 
as a Knight under Robert the Good, 
count of Provence, and commanded 
considerable forces under Jane, queen 
of Naples, and countess of Proygnce, 
whom he followed to Naples; and Meer 
appeasing a popular sedition, went to 
Rome, and there honourably supported 
the cause and interests of his sovereign. 
On his return to Provence, the states 
appointed him in 1374, lieutenant to 
general Simeonis, against the Tuschiens; 
a kind of robbers, above 12,000 in 
number, who were ravaging Provence ; 
and these two generals so intirely de- 
feated them, that scarcely any re- 
mained. De Gantes was surnamed ra- 
Brave, and made lieutenant-general of 
all queen Jane's forces; he died at 
Cuets, covered with honour and glory, 
July 4, 1389. His descendents have 
distinguished themselves from that 
time both in the army and the law in 
Provence, where they still hold an 

eminent rank among the nobility. 
GANYMEDE, 
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' GANYMEDE, son of Tros, king of 
Troy; was so uncommonly beautiful, 
according to the fable, that jupiter 
Stole him and made him hls favourite, 


and his cup-bearer, instead of Hebe: 


Jupiter also deified the youth, and pre- 
Sented his father with some very swift 
horses to comfort him. Saumaise 
blames those painters who have repre- 
sented Ganymede as carried away on 
the back of an eagle, and proves from 
ancient authors that the bird took him 
by the hair with his talons. Many 
learned writers assert that this youth 
was not taken away by Jupiter, but 
by Tantalus or Minos. 
GANZ, v. DAVID. 

 GARA (Nicholas) palatine of Hun- 
gary, a man of mean birth, who raised 
himself by his courage to the highest 
dignities. Louis I. king of Hungary, 
dving in 1381, his widow Elizabeth, 
and his daughter Mary were acknow- 
tedged queens, and committed the go- 
vernment of their kingdom to Gara; 
hut the latter oppressing the nobility, 
they took up arms, and crowned 
Chartz de Duras, king of , Naples, 
graudson of Louis I. Gara caused this 
prince to be strangled, 1385, and car- 
ried Elizabeth and Mary through the 
various provinces of the kingdom, that 
their subjects might again acknow- 
jedge them; but the governor of Cro- 
atia, who had been the confidant of 
Charles, met them, and, to revenge that 
prince, killed Gara, ordered the queen» 
mother to be put into a sack and 
thrown into the river; and shut up 
Mary in prison. Upon this, Sigismond, 
marquis of Rrandenburg, to whom that 
princess had been promised in mar- 
riage, 'entered Croatia with an army, 
put the governor to a cruel death, 


delivered Mary, and married her, 


GARAMOND (Claude) a very emi- 
nent engraver and letter-founder of 
Paris. He first distinguished himself 
in 1510, by clearing the types from 
every thing gothic which they had re- 
tained, and brought them to such high 
perfection that he cannot be denied 
the glory of having surpassed all his 
predecessors; and of having never been 
himself surpassed, by any who have 
succeeded him. His types have been 
extremely multiplied by the great 
numbers which he engraved, and the 
casts which have been taken from 
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them. In all the proofs which foreign. 
ers have made, in Italy, German 
England, and even Holland, they have 
taken care to add the name of Garg. 
mond to each type, to distinguish it 
from all others; and the small Roman 
by way of excellence, had no other 
name than his. This artist, by order 
of Francis I. engraved the three kinds 
of Greek characters, used by Robert 
Stephens in his elegant editions. He 
died at Paris, December 1516, and was 
buried in the church-yard of St, Re. 
noit, which was at that time in the 
place Cambrai. M. Fournier senior, an 
ingenious engraver and letter- founder 
of Paris, is in possession of the greatest 
part of Garamond's beautiful types. 
GARASSE (Francis) a celebrateg 
jesuit of Angouleme, who had read 
much, and possessed the genius, fire, 
and other talents requisite in poetry, 
but had neither seriousness of disposi- 
tion, nor depth of learning, Sufficient 
to write on religious subjects. He 
undertook nevertheless to refute free- 
thinkers and libertines, in a book 
published 1623, 4to. entitled, Docbrine 
curieuse des Beaux Esprits de ce tems, ou 
pretendus tels. — This work was much 
talked of, and M. Ogier, a famous 
preacher, wrote a refutation of it; af- 
firming that it was more calculated to 
harden atheists and libertines, than to 
convert them. P. Garasse published 
his Apolegy, 12mo. and, being desirous 
of shewing that he Knew how to 
handle religious subjects, published an- 
other book in 1625, fol. entitled, Ssmme 
de Theologie des Veritc's capitales de la Re- 
ligion Chretienne,—T his made still more 
noise than the preceding, and was criti- 
cized by the celebrated abbot of St. 
Cyran, in a work, entitled, La Somme 
des Fautes, et Fausseres capitales, conte- 
nues en la Somme Theologique du P. Fran- 
gi Garasze, There should have been 
four volumes, but only the two first 
have appeared, and the abridgement of 
the fourth, 1626, 3 vols. 4to. It was 
also censured by the Sorbonne, Sep- 
tember 1, 1626; after which P. Ga- 
rasse Was confined to Poitiers, where 
he ended his days in a very pious and 
exemplary manner; for a contagious 
disorder making great ravages in that 
city, he earnestly begged leave of his 
Superior to attend the sick; and, hav- 
ing obtained it, died at the hospital 
amidst

azmidst the sufferers, June 14, 1631, 
aged 46. Besides the works already 
mentioned, he left Recherches des Re- 
therches de Pesguler, 8 vo.; a book full 
of gross abuse, which was refuted by 
the sons of that learned lawyer; as also 
what P. Garasse had said against the 
illustrious Pasquier, Ih his Doctrine cu- 
vieule; and in his Apology: Le Banquet 
des ze pt Sages, 8vo. Rabelaie reforme, 
1zmo.— This last is a controversial 
work, against Peter du Moulin, a pro- 
testant minister; a Latin poem on the 
coronation of Louis XIII.; with ele- 
gies on the death of Henry rhe Great; 
in which are also many expressions by 
ho means suitable to religion, or the 
rules of decency, 4to. None of this 
author's works are very accurate as to 
facts. : 
GARCEZ (Julian) a celebrated do- 
minican, born 1460, at Arragon, who 
studied at Paris, and was admitted doc- 
tor of the Sorbonne. He afterwards 
taught theology, with reputation, in 
his native country, was appointed the 
frst bishop of Tlascala in Mexico, by 


Charles V. and piously fulfilled his 


episcopal duties; zealously defending 
the Indians, who were cruelly treated 
by the Spaniards. He wrote a treatise 
oh this subject in form of a letter; ad- 
dressed to pope Paul III. and died 
about 1547. Padilla has translated this 
bishop's Treatise, and inserted it in his 
History of Mexico. 


GARCIAS (Nicholas) a learned law- 


yer of the 13th century, born at Se- 


ville, who left Cemmentarles on the De- 
cretals, He must be distinguished from 
another learned Spaniard of the same 
name and profession in the 175th cen- 
tury; author of a valuable Treatise on 
Benefices, 1618, fol. 

| GARCIAS (Lasso de la Vega) a fa- 
mous Spanish poet, born of a noble fa- 
mily at Toledo, and brought up with 
the emperor Charles V. whom he fol- 
lowed into Germany, Africa, and Pro- 
vence. He commanded a battalion in 
this last expedition, and died of his 
wounds at Nice in 1536, aged 36, hay- 
ing had three sons and a daughter. 
There are sevefal editions of his works, 
on which Sanctius has made learned 
and curious retnatks, Naples, 1664, $v6. 
Don Nicholas Antofiis,. and all the 
learned speak of him with great en-

He was censot royal, and left let Lets 
tres de Thereie, 2 vols. 12mo. ; la Rost, 
a comic opera, &c. v. ESCALIN, 

GARDIE (Pontus de la) a French 
gentleman, born at the village of la 


Gardie, near Carcassone, who, after 
Signalizing himself in Piedmont and 


Scotland, went into the Danish service; 
was taken prisoner in a battle- against 
the Swedes, and presented to Eric XIV. 
king of Sweden, who had a particular 
esteem for him. The counsels and 
courage of la Gardie, contributed muck 
to the placing of John III. on the 
throne, and this prince appointed him 
general of all his forces. against the 
Russians in 1580. He took Careliaz 
and continued his conquests with great 
bravery and success till 1583, when a 
peace was concluded; but in 1585 he 
was unfortunately drowned as. he was 
entering the port of Revel, Nov 5. 
The counts of la Gardia, who are the 
greatest lords of Sweden, descend from 
him. 5 | , 

GARDIE (Magnus Gabriel de la) 
was a great favourite with Christina, 
queen of Sweden, and retarded. her 
abdication by every means. in his 
power; but, being forced to leave the 
court in disgrace, the queen executed 


her design. Charles Gustavus recalled 


him, made him treasurer of the king- 
dom, and generalissimo in Livonia. 
After this King's death. he. was ap- 


pointed chancellor, had a share in the 


regency, and was made prime minister 
by Charles XI. when he came of age. 

He died 1686. | 
GARDINER (Stephen) a celebrated 
bishop of Winchester, born at Bury St. 
Edritund's, in Suffolk. He was well 
skilled in both law and divinity; 
gigned the sentence of . divorce for 
Henry VIII. and defended. him in 2 
treatise, entitted, Ds u N obe- 
Cc dentid, 
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Aentid, London, 1535, 4to. He hbw- 


ever opposed the reformation in the 
.reign of Edward VI. and was sent to 
prison; but queen Mary set him at 
liberty in 1553. He died October 23, 
1555, Bishop Gardiner left several 
works on the Mars and the Euchartst, 
8vo. | 
. GARENGEOT (Rene James Crois- 
sant de), born ſuly 30. 1638, at Vitry. 
He was a member of the Royal Society 
of London, and king's lecturer on sur- 
gery in the city of Paris, where he died 
December ro, 1759. His works are, /a

GARET (Dom. John) a benedictine 
of the congregation of St. Maur, born 
at Havre, who published a beautiful 
edition of Cassrinderus; to which he has 
added a curious dissertation on the 
Monastic Profession of that celebrated 
Roman senator. He died September 24, 
1694, at the abbey of Jumieges. 

GARIDEL (Peter) an ingenious bo- 
tanist of Monosque, who wrote a His- 
tory of the Plants growing in the envi- 
rons of Aix: printed at A, 1713, fol. 
He died, 1737, aged 78. 

GARISSOLES (Authony), born 
1887, at Montauban; who made 80 
rapid a progress in divinity that he 
was appointed minister at Puylaurer, 
when only 24 years of age, by the 
Synod of Castres. He was afterwards 
miaister and professor of divinity at 
Montauban, and died there in 1650. 
His principal works are, au epic poem 
in 12 baoks; entitled, The Ado{phiad, in 
which he celebrates the great exploits 
of Gustavus Adolphus, in elegant Latin 
verse; anather Latin poem iu praise of 
the protestant Swiss Cantons; several

GARLANDE, the name of an it- 
lustrious aud ancient family, deriving 
its name from the territory of Gar- 
lande, which is a portion of that of la 
Houssage in Brie. Gilbert de Gan- 
lande, who accompanied Godfrey de 
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Bouillon to the conquest of the Hol 
Land in 1096, and signalized himself at 
the siege of Nice, was one of this fa. 
mily. His father was William seignor 
de Garlande en Brie, and de Livri; he 
had three brothers, Auseau de Garlande 
Seignor de Gournay sur Mame, Sene. 
chal of France about 1108, and oue of 
the principal ministers under Louis {+ 
Gros. He attended this prince in all 
his wars against the lords, who were 
setting themselves up as tyrants in 
their castles, and was killed 1117, by 
Hugh, $eignor de Puiset in Beausse. 
William II. de Garlande, seignor de 
Livri, senechal of France on his bro- 
ther's death r118, and general of the 
royal army at the battle of Brenneville 
in Normandy 1119. Manasses de Gar- 
lande, one of his sons, was bishop of 
Orleans in 1146, Stephen de Garlande, 
who was appointed to the bishopric of 
Beauvais about 1100; Yves de Char- 
tres opposed his election; however he 
was dean of St. Aignan at Orleans 
afterwards, and Archdeacon of Paris; 
chancellor of France, under Louis /: 
Gros, about 1108, and senechal of 
France 1120; he is accused of pride, 
ambition, and cruelty, After having 
had the management of the most im- 
portant affairs of the state, he took up 
arms against his sovereign, but was 
soon compeiled to acknowledge his 
error, and retiring to Orleans, died 
there January 14, 1150. 
GARLANDE (John de) a celebrated 
poet and grammarian in the ith cen- 
tury, who had the name of Garlande, 
either from being born at the village 
so called in Brie, or being deseended 
from the illustrious house of Garlande. 
He went into England with William 
the Conqueror, where he taught with 
great reputation, and was living in 1181; 
his residing in that country has oc- 
casioned his being thought an Englich · 
man by many writers. Joha de Gar- 
unde left several works, both printed 
and in MS.; the principal of the 
former are, a piece in rhyme, entitled, 
Facetus on the duties of man towards 
God, his neighbour, and himself, Co- 
log ne, to. 1520; a Poem on contempt 
of the world, falsely ascribed to St. 
Bernard, printed with the above, and 
at Lyon, 1489, 4to.; another Poem, en-

GARNACHE, v. [AMES of Savey. 

GARNET (Henry) a jesuit, who 
laboured to keep up the catholic re- 
ligion in England till 1606, when, being 
convicted of having known of the 
powder-plot in confession, and of not 
revealing it, he was hanged and qu-r- 
tered May 3. His brethren have made 
a martyr of him. 

GARNIER (Robert) a French poet, 
born at FertE-Bernard in Maine. He 
was counsellor,. then lieutenant-gene- 
ral of Mans, and distinguished himself 
under Charles IX. Henry III. and 
Henry IV.; the latter made him 
counsellor to the grand council.

He was one of the most learned 
Jesuits in the 17th century, taught 
ethics, rhetoric, philosophy, and the- 
ology, with great credit in his gociety, 
and died at Bologna on his way to 
Rome, October 26, 1631, aged 69, leav- 
ing many works, of which the princi- 
pal are, an excellent edition of Marius 
Mercator, with notes and dissertations, 
which are reprinted in the Appendix to 
St. Augustine, Antwerp, 1703, fol. un- 
der the title of Dissertations on the 
Pelagian Heresy. An edition of Libe- 
ratus, deacon of Carthage ; and one of 
the little books written by Julien 
d'Eclana, a famous pelagian.

GARNIER (Dom. Julian) a learned 
benedictine, born at Converai in the 
diocese of Mans, who published in 1721 
and 1722 the two firs: volumes of the 
excellent edition of St. Basil.

GAROFALO (Benvenuto) an Italian 
Painter, a native of Ferrara, who ex- 
celled particularly in copying Raphael, 
He died 1590, aged 80.

GARSAULT (Francis Alexander de) 
grandson of M, de Garsault, groom of 
the King's grand stable, whom M. de 
Colbert made inspector general of che 
Studs throughout the kingdom in 1663. 
His uncle was captain of the king's 
Studs, and he was appointed captain in 
reversion, but did not gucceed to the 
place; he nevertheless paid much at- 
tention to horses, and was by that 
means qualified to publish his Neuwear 
parfait Marechal, the fourth edition of 
which is, 1770, 4to.; it is the best 
French work on that subject; nor has 
it been exceeded by any that have since 
appeared, M. de Garsault had before 
translated Snape's Anatomy of a Horse 
from the English, which translation ap- 
peared 1737, 4to. In 1756 he pub- 
lished his treatise on Carriages, includ- 
ing a description of a Carosse inversable ; 
a Coach that cannot be everturned; which 
he made use of a long time. Le Guido 
du Cavalier, 1769, 12mMo. is the last 
work published on harses by this au- 
thor; he afterwards employed his lei- 
Sure hours in painting, engraving, and 
Several other works; as /es Faits des 
Causes celebres, 12mo.; le Notionaire de 
ce qu'il y a de plus utile dans les Con- 
noiszances acquizes, &vo. Several arts of 
the academy, such as the tennis-racket 
maker, the peruke-maker, the taylor, 
the sempstress, the shoemaker, the 
harness- maker, the sadler, a collection 
of plants engraved, in 4 vols.

de Garsault married but had no chil- 
dren. A palsey brought him insensibly, 
to his grave, November 1778, at the age 
of 88. 3 
GARTH (Sir Samuel) an eminent 
English physician and poet, born of a 
good family in Yorkshire, He was 


admitted into the College of Physicians 


at London in 1693, and was zealous 
in promoting the Dispersary, an apart- 
ment in the college where the poor 
might have advice gratis, and medi- 
cines at a low price. This charitable 
plan having exposed Garth to the il 
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ill and retentment of teveral phy- 
cians and apothecaries, he ridiculed 
Them with great wit and spirit, in a 
poem of six cantos, entitled, The Dis- 
penzary; which is much admired, and 
gained him no small reputation. Garth 
was also a member of the famous 
Kit-cat Club, consisting of about 30 
gentlemen, who were distinguished by 
theit zeal for the. Hanover succession, 
and when George I. came to the crown 
was appointed his physician in ordi- 
nary; and physician general to the army. 
Pope speaks of Garth very highly. 

GARZI (Lewis) a famous painter, 
born 1638 at Pistoia in Tuscany. He 
was one of Andrew Sacchi's pupils, 
and much admired for the correctness 
of his drawing, the beauty of his com- 

sitions, the softness of his colouring, 
and all other characteristics of a great 

ainter. At the age of 8o he painted 
the dome in the church of the Stigmati, 
by order of pope Clement XI. which is 
esteemed his master-piece, and died at 
Rome in 1721. 

GARZONTI (Thomas), born 1549 at 
Bagnacasallo, entered the order of re- 
gular canons of Lateran, and died 1589, 
aged 40. He was author of several 
moral works, 4to. Venice, 1617. Thea- 
tre de divers Cerveaux du monde; trans- 
lated into French by Gabriel Chapius, 
1586, 16mo.; Þ Hopita des Foux incura- 
Bles, translated by Francis de Clarier, 
Sieur de Longueval, 1620, 8vo.; i! Mi- 
rabile Cornucopia consolatoris, 1601, 8vo. 
This is a burlesque work, to console a 
man who was jealous of his wife, &c. 

GASPAR SIMEONT, or de Simeonibus, 
a celebrated Latin and Italian poet of 
Aquila, canon of St. Mary the Great, 
and secretary to pope Innocent X. His 
Poems are much admired: there is one 
volume of them in Latin, and one in 
Italian, and a third which contains 
some in both languages. 

GASPARINI (of Bergamo) a gram- 
marian, famous at the beginning of the 
15th century, a collection of whose 
epistles was printed at the Sorbonne in 
1469, 4to. and was the first book print- 
ed in France. He taught with repu- 
tation, at Padua, and afterwards at 
Milan, where he died 1431. He was 
born at Barzizia, a' village near Ber- 
gamo, from which circumstance he 
has been called Barzizio. Gasparini 
is one of those authors to whom Italy 
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is principally indebted for the revival 
of literature; his treatise ds Ploquentia 
is printed with Stephani Flizei Synonimia. 
Taurini and Mediolani, 1480, fol. 

GASSENDI (Peter) canon and pro. 
vost of the cathedral at Digno, berg 
1592, at Chantersier, a town of Pro; 
vence, in the diocese of Digne. To 3 
knowledge of philosophy and mathe. 
matics, Gassendi joined great skill in 
languages and profound learning; he 
adopted the system of Epicurus, which 
he reformed and improved. Cardinal 
de Lyon, brother of cardinal Richelieu, 
procured him a mathematical profes. 
sorship in the Royal College, 164;; 
and all the patrons of literary merit 
thought it an honour to be ranked 
among his friends. Gassendi wrote 
against Deseartes' Metaphysical Dis. 
sertations, and divided with that great 
man the philosophers of his time, who 
were almost all Cartesians, or Gaszendixty, 
He also attacked the famous astrologer 
Morin; who to revenge himself fore- 
told publicly, that Gassendi, whom he 
observed to be of a weakly constitu- 
tion, would die the latter end of Au- 
gust, 1650. However Gassendi never 
enjoyed better health than during the 
course of that year, and may be said 
to have lived a considerable time after 
it, considering the delicacy of his frame, 
and his constant application to study. 
He died at Paris, October 24, 16 56, 
aged 64. His works are, three vols, 
of the Epirurean Philoophy; and six 
more, containing his own Pkiloephy ; 
Atronomical works; the Lives of Nicholas 
de Peireze, Epicurus, Copernicus, Tycho 
Brahe, Peurbacllus and Regiomantans; 
Epistles, and several other Treatizer, 
All this author's works have been col- 
lected and printed at Lyons, 1658, six 
vols. fol. and are much esteemed. Sor- 
biere and Pere Bougeret of the Oratcry, 
have written the Life of Gassendi, and 
Bernier has given au abridgement of 
his Philosophy, in French, eight vols.

GASSION (John de) marechal of 
France, and governor of the French 
Netherlands, born August 20, 1609, 
descended from an ancient and noble 
family of Bearn, which has produced 
many eminent men. After having 
signalized himself in Piedmont, he 
entered into the service of the great 
Gustavus, king of Sweden. His bravery 

| was 
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was eenspicuous at the taking of seve- 
ral places, and contributed. much to 
the victory of Leipsic. Gustavus being 
killed at the battle of Lutzen, 1632, 
Gassion returned with his regiment to 
France, joined the marechal de 1a 
Force in Lorrain, and acquired much 
honour in several battles and sieges, 
particularly at Rocroi, in the glory of 
which victory the duke of Anguiens 
considered himself but as a sharer with 
him. Gassion was appointed marechal 
of France in 1643, and the year follow- 
ing lieutenant-general of the army in 
Flanders, commanded by Gaston duke 
of Orleans. He died October 2, 1647, 
at Amas, of a wound he received at 
the siege of Lens, and was buried at 
Charenton, in the church belonging to 
the protestants, whose opinions he 
adopted. The marechal de Gassion 
would never marry, saying he did not 
think life sufficiently valuable to im- 
part it to another. The abbe de Pure 
has written his life, 4 vols. 12mo. 

GASTALDI (Jerome) a Genoese 
ecclesiastic, born at the beginning of 
the 17th century. He settled at Rome, 
and had the direction of the hospitals 
during the plague, with which that 
city was afflited in 1656, and 1657, 
this gave occasion to his writing Trac- 
tatus de avertenda et profliganda pete 
po itico-legalis; printed at Bologna, fol. 
—As a reward for his services he 
was made archbishop of Benevento, 
cardinal and legate of Bologna, and 
died 1685, 

GASTALDI (John Baptist), born 
1674, at Sisteron, he was appointed 
rector regent of the faculty of physic, 
at Avignon, to which city he did great 
services during the plague in 1720, 
and died there in 1747. Gastaldi left, 
Institutiones Medicing Physico- Anatomic, 
amo. and some curious treatises. 

GASTAUD (Francis), born of a good 
family, at Aix, in Provence. He entered 
the order of the oratory at 14, but con- 
tinued in it only five years, and going 
afterwards to Paris, applied himself 
with success to preaching. Having 
made a funeral oration on the famous 
madame Tiquet, merely as a jest, P. 
Chaucener, a dominican, took it seri- 
ously and refuted him; the abbé Gas- 
taud replied, and a collection of their 
pieces was printed in 1699, 8vo, He 
returned to his native place in 1700, 
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and distinguished himself at the bar, 
particularly in ecclesiastical causes; a 
famous one which he pleaded against 
the Jesuits, was however lost in 1715. 
He was also one of P. Girard's greatest 
adversaries, and died 1732, at Viviers, 
to which place he had been banished, 


and was buried in the high way by order 


of the bishop. His other works are, 
Recueil d' Homtlies wr Þ Epitre aux Ro- 
mains, 2 vols, 12mo.; % Politique des 
Femites dimasquee; les Illusions, les Er- 
reurs de i Eveque de Marteille; Reflect ion:

GASTINAU (Nicholas), born 1621, 


at Paris. He was curate of Anet, and 
king's almoner, but did not take a 
doctor's degree, though very well 


qualified for it. He died June 17, 


1696, aged about 77, leaving 18 Cen- 


troversial Letters, chiefly against the 


minister Claude, which are esteemed. 


GASTON III. Phebus, comte de 
Foix, and vicomte de Bearne, much 


celebrated for his courage, generosity, 
the buildings he erected, and his mag- 


nificence. Refusing to do homage for 


his lands to King John, that monarch 
detained him at Paris as a prisoner, and 
afterwards gave him the command of 


an army in Guyenne, He died sud- 


denly at Ortez, on his return from 
hunting, while water was pouring on 
his hands before supper. There is a 


book written by him, entitled, Pharbrs, 


des Dederys de ta Chae, 4te. no date; 
and also 1529, both editions are of 


Paris; there is a first part which is 


theoretical belonging to this treatise, 
but it remains in MS. Gaston III. 
caused the death of his only son by a 
blind preposseffion. He had sent away 


his wife Agnes de Navarre, to keep a 


mistress; the young prince named 
Gaston, who wished his mother's re- 
turn, going to visit her, his uncle 
Charles the Bad, king of Navarre, 
gave him a powder to mix with his 
father's food, pretending that immedi- 
ately after taking it he would recall 
his wife. The youth received as a 
philter what was in fact a poison, and 
communicating his design to one of 
his natural brothers, the latter told 
their father of it; who being con- 
vinced that the powder was a subtile 
poison, sent his son to prison, where ho 
died of grief 1382. 

| GASTON 
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GASTON de Feix, duke of Ne- 
mours, son of John de Foix, count 
d' Estamper, viscount of Narbonne, &c. 
and Mary of Orleans, daughter of 
Charles duke of Orleans, and sister of 
king Louis XII. This prince having 
appointed ham governor of Milan, and 
general of his forces in Italy, he dis- 
covered great military talents there, 
and gained the battle of Ravenna, 
April 11, 1512, Easter-day; but pur- 


suing a body of 4000 Spantards who 


were retreating, was Surrounded and 
killed, at the age of 24. Louis XII. 
his uncle, and the whole kingdom 
were extremely afflicted at his death. 
GASTON (John Baptist) of France, 
duke of Orleans, younger son of 
Henry IV. and brother of Louis XIII. 
born "April 25, 1608, at Fontainbleau. 
He commanced for some time the army 
which besieged Rochelle in 1628, and 
that of Picardy, 1636; but at the insti- 
gation of his favourites, shewed many 


 mazxks of discontent, and retired seve- 


ral times from court during the admini- 
xtration of cardinal Richelieu. He was 
heutenant-general in the minority of 
Louis XIV. and commanded the troops 
in the Netherlands, 1644, and 1645. 
He died February 2, 3660, at Blois, 
This prince had a rich cabinet of me- 
dals, jewels, miniatures, and other 
scarce and curious things. Cardinal de 
Retz said of him, That he engaged in al! 
kinds. of affairs, because he had not regolu= 
tian enough to reſuse thost who drew him 
into them; and always came off With dia- 
grace, Because he wanted courage to carry 
them through. 

GASTON, or GAST, a gentleman of 
Dauphiny, who built an hospitalin the 
latter end of the 11th century, to re- 
ceive the sick who should visit the 
body of St. Anthony; which had been 
brought by Joselin into Viennois. 
Thus began the order of St. Anthony, 


approved by Urban II. at the council 


of Clermont 1095, and united to that 
of St. John of Jerusalem, or of Malta, 
1777. 

GATAKER (Thomas) one of the 
most able critics, and learned English 
divines in the 17th century, born 
September 4, 1574, at London, de- 
scended from an ancient Shropshire 
family. He refused all -preferment, 
that he might devote himself entirely 
to study, and his house was like a

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college, a great number of young 
gentlemen, both English and foreign- - 
ers, lodging with him, to receive his 
instructions. He died June 27, 1654, 
in London.

GATIAN (St.) the first bishop of

GATIMOZIN, successor of Monte- 
zuma, last king of Mexico. Cortez 
having dethroned this unhappy prince, 
laid him on a bed of burning coals, to 
force him to discover where his trea- 


torment without confessing any thing: 
perhaps he had no treasures to dis- 
cover, He was hanged three years 
after at Mexico, in 1526, with some 
other caciques, who were accused of 
wanting toshake off the Spanish yoke. 
GATINARA (Mercuria Alborio de) 

a celebrated cardinal, so called from 
the place of his birth, in Piedmont. 
He rose by his merit to the highest 
dignities, and was chancellor to the 
emperor Charles V. who employed 
him in several important affairs. He 
died at Inspruck, June 5, 1530, aged 
60. He had been created cardinal the 
preceding year by Clement VII. 
GAVANTUS (Bartholomew) gene- 
ral of the Barnabites, and counsellor to 
the congregation of rites, in the 17th 
century; author of several works; the 
chief among which is, 4 Commentary 
wn the Rubricks of the Misa, and of the 
Roman Breviary, 1652, 4to.; reprinted 
at Jurin, 1736 to 1740, 5 vols.

A girl who 
wanted to gain his affections, gave 
kim a philter, which made him s0 
ttupid that he could never after talk 
rationally on any subject but painting.

GAUDENTIUS (St.) bishop of Bres- 
cia, in Italy, successor of St. Philascrius, 
was tent to Constantinople in 405, 
with the legates from Innocent I. to 
restore St. John Chrysostom to his seat. 
He died about 410, leaving some works 
which are in the Library of che Fa- 
ther's, and separately, 1738, Bretcia, 
folio. 

GAVERSTONE (Peier de) a gen- 
tleman, of Gascony, brought up with 
Edward II. King of England. This 
prince upon coming to the crown gave 
him the earldora of Cornwall, and en- 
trusted him with the care of his king- 
dom while he went to France to marry 
Lsabella, daughter of Philip 4e Fair; 
but Gavestone's pride which was in- 
creased by a marriage with the duke 
of Gloucester's sister, made him $0 
odious to the nobility that they joined 
against him, and sent him to prison; 
and he was beheaded in 1312. 8 

GAUFRIDI (John) son of a presi- 
dent a Mortier, of the ed in 
Provence, to which he was counsellor 
himself. All the time which he could 
share from the duties of this office, he 
spent in historical enquiries respecting 
his native province; but blindness, and 
his death which happened in 1689, at 
the age of 60, prevented his publishing 
the fruit of these labours. This Hist.

GAULIT, a painter, v. BACICI. 

GAULMIN (Gilbert) sieur de Mont- 
georges, a native of Meulins, who ac- 
quired great reputation by his Latin 
Poems, and first published the ro- 
mance of Ismenes and Ismeniæ, as- 
cribed to Eutatkivs, in Greek, with a 
Latin translation of his own 1618, 8vo. 
Gaulmin understood almost every lan- 
guage, and excelled particularly in his 
Knowledge of Hebrew, Greek, Arabic, 
Turkish, and Persian. He was much 
attached to cardinal Mazarini, and 
wrote some very severe Epigrams 
against the parliament; two of which 
may be found in the Letters of Guy 
Patin. His curate having refused to 
marry him, he declared in his pre- 
Sence that he took that woman for 
his wife, and lived with her after 
wards as such; this occasioned an en- 
quiry to be made into che validity of 
similar marriages, which were called 
Marriages & la Gaulmine, and disallowed 
by the law. Gaulmin was dean of the 
master of requests, counseltor of state, 
and intendant of Nivernois; died De- 
cember 8, 1667, aged 380. He left 
some Latin Epigrams, Odes, and Hymns ; 
and a tragedy, entitled, 7phigenia, 
which was never printed; they dis- 
cover vivacity of genius and invention, 
He also wrote notes and commenta- 
ries, on the work by Piellus respect- 
ing the operations of demons; on that 
of Theodore Prodomus; which contains 
the Loves of Rhodaute and Doxicles; on 
that of Eustatius before mentioned; 
on a treatise of the Life and Deark e 
Moies, by an anonymous Rabbi, 1629, 
8vo.; and Remarks on the false Callis- 
thenes.

GAULTIER (Claudius) a celebrated 
advocate to the parliament of Paris, 
hose severity and bitterness is alluded 
to by Boileau in his niath Satire,

He published the first volume of his 
Pleadings in 1662, qto. but wanting the 
advantage of his vehement delivery, 
their reception by the public did not 
quite ans wer the expectations he had:

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most esteemed, was published by M. 


Gueret, 1669, after the author's death. 
They were reprinted in 1688. 
GAULTIER (John Baprist), born 
about 1685, of a noble family, at Lou- 
viers. His refusing to sign the Formu- 
lary having put a $top to his degrees 
in the Sorbonne, he retired to the semi- 
nary of St. Magloir, and devoted him- 
self to the study of religion and theo- 
logy. Returning to his native place, 


he was appointed subdeacon of Evreux, 


but opposing the bull Unigenitus, was 
obliged to quit that diocese, upon which 


M. de Langle, bishop of Boulogne, 


gladly received him into his house, 
placed him among those who ate at 
his table, and in that quality ordained 
him priest; from that time M. Gaul- 
tier was the prelate's counsellor, proc- 
tor, grand vicar, friend, and secretary. 


M. de Langle dying in 1724, M. Col- 


bert, bishop of Montpellier, took M. 
Gaultier to be his librarian as was sup- 
posed, though in fact to be all he bad 
been to M. de Langle; and in this 
character M. Gaultier, without being 
even suspected by the enemies of the 
prelate, was his adviser, divine, and 
secretary; While he was only looked 
upon at Montpellier as a quiet inof- 
fensive man, with just abilities suf - 
ficient to take down the bishop's books 
and put them in order again. M. Col- 
bert died in 1738, and M. Gaultier went 
the same year to Paris, where he lived 
as retired as at Montpellier, only visit- 


ing his native place once a year for re- 


laxation. In the last of these journeys, 
returning to Paris with a friend, their 
post-chaise was overset, and M. Gaul- 
tier being dangerously hurt by his fall, 
was carried to Gaillon, as the nearest 
place, aud died there five days after, 
October 30, 1755, aged about 71. Be- 
sides what he wrote for messrs. Langle 
and Colbert, he left various works on 
the affairs of his time, all anonymous 
except the largest, which has been 
published since his death, and is en- 
titled, Lettre: Theologiques ..... contre 
le Systime impie et Socinien des Peres Ber- 
rayer er Nardein, 1756, 3 vols.

1754, 12mo, 
GAURIC (Luke) a native of Gifoni, 
in the kingdom of Naples, who made 
himself famous in the pontificates of 
Julius II. Leo X. Clement VII. and 
Paul III. The latter, Who had a par- 
ticular regard for him, made him bi- 
shop of Civita Ducale. Notwithstand- 
ing all the wonderful predictions as 
cribed to Gauric, there is no doubt but 
he imposed upon the credulity of the 
public, and if he sometimes guessed 
right it was by mere chance; like 
what he foretold of Henry II. King 
of France, that he would live to 69, 
if he lived through his 56th and 64th 
years. Gauric died at Rome, 1553, 
aged 82. He left Tractatus Astrologices, 
and other works, Bas, 1575, 2 vols, 
fol.; his treatisze on Astrology, is in 
Italian, Rome, 1539, 8vo. fig. 
- GAURIC (Pomponius) brother of 
the preceding, born also at Gifoni. 
He disappeared one day in 1530, and 
being known to have a connection with 
a lady of quality, it is supposed that 
her relations had him murdered and 
thrown into the sea. He wrote Ex- 
cerpta de Sculptura in the Elzevir's Vi- 
truvius. , | 
GAUTHIER, the name of three 
celebrated French musicians; the firs 
surnamed Le Flewx, excelled upon the 
hate, his principal pieces ate, “lame 
telle; la Nom-pareillie; le Tombeag de Me- 
zangeaw, Denis Gauthier, his coun, 
was also an excellent lute player; his 
most est eemed pieces are, Homicide; 
te Canon; Is Tomba de Eurlio. Petet 
Gauthie, a native of la Cistat, in 
Provence, 
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Provence, excelled particularly in in- 
«rumental music, and was the mana- 
ger of an opera, the performers of 
which resided alternately at Marscilles, 
Montpellier, and Lyons; but embark - 
ing with his whol2 equipage at the 
haven of Cette, in Languedoc, he sunk 
with the ship insight of the port 1697, 
aged 55. His collection of Duets and 
Tria, for the violin and flute are es- 
teemed. 
GAUTIER, v. GAULTIER. 
GAY (John) descended from an 
ancient family in Devonshire; he was 
Secretary to the duchess of Monmouth, 
1712, and attended the earl of Cla- 
rendon to Hanover in 1714; after whose 
death he returned to England, and be- 
came much celebrated for his poetry. 
Gay died at the house of the duke of 
Queensbury, 1732, and was buried in 
Westminster Abbey ; Mr. Pope, his in- 
timate friend, wrote his epitaph. He 
left Tragedies, Operas, Fables; translated 
into French by mademoiselle de Kera- 
lio; and other works, well written and 
much esteemed, 1715, 2 vols. 12mo. 
The Fables are printed separately, 
London, 1752, 2 vols. 8vo. with plates. 
GAYOT de Pitaval (Francis) born 
1673, at Lyons, of a noble family of 
the robe. Having finished his theolo- 
gical studies at Paris, he gave up his 
plan of being an ecclesiastic, and went 
into the army, where he had two bro- 
thers; but, after serving some time, 
quitted that way of life, married in 
his native place, and commenced au- 
thor for a maintenance. Going after- 
wards to Paris, he died there in 1743, 
after above 40 attacks of the apoplexy. 
The chief among his numerous works 
are, Relation des Campagnes de 1713, et 
1714; Redigee zur les Memoires du Mare- 
chal de Villars. Saillies d Exprit, 2 vols. 
12mo., La Bibliotheque des Gens de Cour, 
6 vols. 12mo. L' Art dorner Pesprit en 
Pamusant, 2 vols. 12mo.; and Causes 
clebres, 20 vols. 12mo, This last, 
though the best of Gayot de Pitaval's 
wor s, is however not esteemed; it 
might have been made very instructive 
and interesting, but the author has 
Spoiled it by his trifling and useless re- 
flexions; by endless prolixity, low con- 
ceits, and a bad style of writing. An 
abridgement of it has been published 
by M. de Garsault, in one vol. 12mo. ;

and M. de Laville, 'an advocate, has 
Ziven a Supplement of 4 vols. 

GAZA (Theodore) a native of Thes- 
salonica, who, going into Italy after the 
Turks had taken Constantinople, car- 
dinal de Bessarion procured him a bene- 
fice in Calabria, and Victorinus of Fel- 
tri taught him Latin. Gaza made $6 
great a progress in this language, that 
he explained the beauties of it even 
to the Italians, and was among the 
principal restorers of true taste, and 
polite literature in Italy, He translated 
Aristotle's Hist. of Animals: that of 
Plants, by Theophratus; and the Apho- 
rims of Hippocrates, from Greek into 
Latin. Scipio's Dream, and Cicero's 
Treatise on Old Age, into Greek. It is 
related of Gaza, that he went to Rome 
to present some of his works to Sixtus 
IV. and receiving a very trifling pre- 
sent from the pope, threw it into the 
Tiber in a passion; saying, It was not 
worth while for men of learning to take 
the trouble of visiting Reme; Since such 
depravity of taite prevailed there, that its 
fattest asses refused the best corn. He died 
however in that city 1475, aged 80, 
leaving several works in Greek and 
Latin, besides those already mentioned, 
and a Greek Grammar, 1 540, 4to. 

GAZELLIUS, prince of Apamea, 
governor of Syria under the sultan of 
Egypt. He at first opposed the Turks; 
but finding that sultan Tomenbey had 
been taken and put to death by Selim, 
1517, he implored the conqueror's 
mercy, and was continued in the go- 
vernment. When Selim died, Gazel- 
lins sent to Cayerbey, governor of 
Egypt, requesting him to restore the 
authority of the Mamalukes; but Cay- 
erbey ordered the ambassadors to be 
killed; Gazellius was not however de- 
terred by hearing this, from engaging 
the Turks, under the Bassa Ferhat, near 
Damascus; and fell, fighting bravely, 
I 520, | 
GAZET (William) canon of Aire, 
and curate of Arras, where he died 
1612, aged 58. He wrote an ecclesias- 
tical history of the Netherlands, 1614, 
4to. in which the sacred basket and 
holy candle are not forgotten. 

GAZOLA (Joseph) a physician of 
Verona, where he founded the academy 
de gli Aletofili, and died 1715, aged 54. 
Gazola published some medical works; 
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among other I! mondo ingannato da falii 
Medici, Prague, 1716, Svo.; in which 


he allows that the sick die as fre- 


quently of their medicines as of their 
diseases; and advises men to do with- 
out physicians. 


GEBER (John) a celebrated phyvi- 


eian and astronomer of the 9th century, 


who composed several works in Ara- 
bic. Boerhaave speaks of him in very 
high terms, and says he discovered 


many chymical experiments, which are 


now published as new. His works 
were printed at Dantzic, 1682, 8vo. 
his Geomancy, in Italian, Fenice, 1552, 
8yo. fig. 

GEDALIAH, a celebrated Rabbi, 
author of a Chain of Tradition from 
Adam to the year of our Lord 761, in 
wo parts; and a third part, in which 
he treats of the creation of the world, 
Venice, 1587, 4to. and other works. 


He died 1448, v. JOSEPH ALBO. 


GEDICEUS (Simon) doctor of divi- 
nity, minister at Magdeburg, author of 


a Serious answer to a small work writ- 


ten by Acidalius, against women, His 
Defenso Sexis Muliebris, was first printed 
in 1593, and may be found with Aci- 
dalias' work, Hague, 1641, 12mo. 
GEDOYN (Nicholas) member of the 
French academy, and that of inscrip- 
tions, born June 17, 1667, at Orleans, 
He studied at Paris, and entered among 
the Jesuits; but left their society after- 
wards, and was appointed canon of the 
holy chapel in Paris, 1701, afterwards 
commendatory abbot of Notre Dame, 


at Beaugency. He died August 10, 


1744, at the castle of Fontpertuis, near 
Beaugency, aged 77. His works are, 
a French translation of Quinii/ian, to. 
or 4 vols. 12mo.; of Pausanias, 2 vols.

GEHAN-GUIR, king of the Indies 
from 1605 to 1627. He suppressed a 
rebellion raised by his eldest son, and 
ordered his eyes to be put out; but 
his second son having contrived.to get 
rid of this brother, by drawing hir into 
his government of Decan, marched 
against the king to dethrone him. 
The unhappy father died as he was 
going to engage in a battle, and with

cils; born April 24, 1614, at Leipsic, 
and died August 22, 1681, aged 67, 
He left valuable commentaries in Latin 


Psa/ms ; a treatise on the Mourning of the 
Fews, in the same language; and geve. 
ral other works which are esteemed. 


GEINOZ (Francis) member of the 
academy of inscriptions and. belles 
lettres, and almoner of the general 
company of Swiss; born at Bull, x 
small city in the canton of Friburg, 
He assisted a considerable time in the 
Fournal des Savant, with credit, and 
was censor royal of books; his superior 
knowledge of Greek and Hebrew, 
his candour, sincerity, mildness, and 
integrity, made him' beloved by all 
who knew him. He died at Paris, 
May 23, 1752, aged 56, while engaged 
in a new edition of Herodotus ; cor- 
rected from the MSS. in the King's 
library, There are some learned dis- 
sertations by him, in the Memoirs ol 
the Academy of Inscriptions. 

GELAIS (Octavian and Melin de, 
Saint) poets, v, SAINT GELAIS. 

GELANOR, last king of Argos, of 
the race of Inachus, dethroned by 
Danaus, 1510, A. C. 

GEL ASIUS I. succeded pope Felix II. 
March 1, 492. He steadily defended 
the proceedings of his predecessot 
against Acacius; refused communion to 
Euphemius, patriarch of Constantino- 
ple, for not erasing his name from the 
dyptics; wrote to the emperor Anas- 
tasius, who favoured the Eutychians, 
and governed the church with great 
zeal and prudence. Gelasius assem- 
bled a council of 70 bishops at Rome, 
in which the canon of Scripture wat 
Settled according to the form now re« 
ceived in the Catholic church. He

this pope's writings against Eutyches 
and Nestorius, are in the library of 
the fathers. The decree attributed to 
him in Gratian, is spur ious. 
GELASIUS II. called before, John of 
Caetta, from the place of his birth; 
elected pope January 25, 1118. Cincio 
Frangipani, who wanted to elect one 
of his creatures, vexed to find that 
Gelasius was chosen, used him very ill 
and obliged him to quit Rome. About 
this time the emperor, Henry V. pro- 
cured Maurice Bourdin to be elected, 
who took the name of Gregory VIII. 
Henry, having left Rome, Gelasius re- 
turned thither privately, but was driven 
back by the friends of Frangipani, and 
obliged to go into France, where he was 
honourably received. He died Jan. 29, 
1119, at the abbey of Clugny. 
GELASIUS of Cyzicus, a Greek au- 
thor in the 15th century, who wrote a 
history of the Nicene Council, held 
225; but his work is no better than a 
paltry romance. It is in the collection 
of Councils, and separately, Paris, 1599, 
Svo. Greek and Latin. 
GELDENHAUR (Gerard) a historian 
and divine; born at Nimenguen, who 
was reader and secretary to the bishop 
of Utrecht till 1524; after which he 
went to Wittemberg, adopted the errors 
of Luther, taught at Worms, (where he 
married), and afterwards at Augsburg 
and Marpurg; in which city he died, 
January 10, 1542, aged 60. His works 
are, a History of the Netherlands, of 
Holland, of the Bishops of Utrecht; 
and other works. The whole printed 
at Leyden, 1611, qto. He was intimate 
with Erasmus. | 
GELEE (Claude) a celebrated pain- 
ter, commonly called le Lorrain. Being 
unable to learn any thing at school, 
he was bound apprentice to a pastry 
cook, and went afterwards to Rome; 
where, hnding no employment, Augus- 
tino Tassi took him as his Servant; 
but wishing to make him useful in 
matters of more consequence, began 
to teach him, by slow degrees, the 
rules of perspective. Claude at first 
found great difficulty in comprehend- 
ing the principles of this art, but be- 
ginning to receive some little reward 
for his pains, applied himself to it 
with such steady perseverance, that 
his genius at length unfolded itself,

He became famous throughout Europe 
for his beautiful landscapes, and par- 
ticularly excelled in aerial perspective, 
by which the different parts of the 
day are distinguished. He had no ge- 
nius for figures; those in his pictures 
are all done by Philip Lauri, or Cour- 
tais, He died 1678, at Rome, He 
must not be confounded with Theo- 
philus Gelée, who died about 16 fo, 
author of a Traits 4 Anatomie, vo, 
and a translation of du Laurens. 
GELIOT (Louvain), died in the 17th 
century; author of Ja Science parfaite det 
Armoiries; which was enlarged by Peter 
Palliot, and printed at Dijon, 1660, fol. 
This work is in request; some copies 
are dated 1661, and 1664, but they are 
all the same edition. . 
_ GELLERT (Christian Furchtegott), 
born 1715, son of a pastor at Kcœnichen, 
near Freyburg, in Saxony. He was 
professor of philosophy and delles let- 
ters, at Leipsic, and died, unmarried, 
December 14, 1769, leaving Fables, 
Comedies, and Tales; which have gained 
him great reputation, from the deli- 
cacy of thought, and purity of style in 
which they are written; besides which 
the author has interspersed through- 
out such sentiments on humanity, love 
and friendship, as charm all his read- 
ers. The Fables and Letters have been 
translated into French, with his Life, 
Utrecht, 1775, 5 vols. $vyo. | 
GELLI, or GALLO, Gallus, (John 
Baptist) a $hoemaker of Florence, 
eminent for his genius, and works 
both in verse and prose. He was ad- 
mitted into the academy de Gli Umidi, 
at Florence, soon after the year 1540, 
and died July 24, 1563, aged 64. His 
principal works are, Italian Dialogues, 
in Lucian's style; which have been 
much censured for their indecency, 
entitled, Capric: del RBottaio Fiorenza, 
1549, or 14551, 8vo.; they have been 
translated into French, under the title 
of Discours fantastiques de Justin Tone 
nellier; by Cl. de Kerquisinen, Paris, 
1575, 16mo.

. GELMI (John Anthony) an excel- 


lent Italian poet in the 16th century; 


born at Verona, who left Sonnets and 
other Poems, written in a delicate and 
elegant style. 

GELON, son of Hipparchus, king of 
Gela, he was a famous captain, who 
made himself master of Syracuse, and 
reigned there with great glory; de- 
feated the Carthagenians, commanded 
by Hamilcar, near Himeta; and died 
478, A. C. after a reign of seven years; 
his subjects, who lamented him as a 
father, raised a magnificent tomb to 
his memory. 

GEMISTUS (George) surnamed Ple- 
tho, a celebrated platonic philosopher 
and mathematician, born at Constanti- 
nople, much esteemed at the court of 
the grand dukes of Tuscany; and ad- 
mired for his doctrine and discreet 
conduct at the council of Florence, 
1458, He wrote a Commentary on the 
Magical Oracles of Zoroaster, Greek and 
Latin, Paris, 1599, 8V0. A book on the 
Difference between Plato and Aristotle, 
Paris, 1541, 8vo. A History of the 
Transactions which followed the battle 
of Mantinea, with illustrations of Thu. 
cydides, Venice, 1503, fol. and other 
works. | 

GEMMA (Renier) a learned mathe- 
matician, and eminent professor of phy- 
sic, at Louvain, in the 16th century, 
commonly called /e Frison, because he 
was born at Dockum, in Friezland. 
He died May 26, 1558, at Louvain, 
aged 50. He left Methodus Arithmeticz, 
8vo, De um Annuli Astronomici; and 
other works which are esteemed. 
Corneltus Gemma, his son, was also a 
celebrated astronomer, and wrote seve- 
ral tracts; among others one on the 
Star which appeared in 1577, Ant. 
1578, 8vo, He died OR, 12, 1579. 

GENCA (Girolamo) an ingenious 
Painter and architect in the 16th cen- 
tury, a native of Urbino, who died 
1551, aged 75. 

GENDRE (Lewis le) an eminent 
historian, born January 12, 1659, at 
Rouen. He attached himself to M, 
de Harley, archbishop of Rouen, and 
afterwards of Paris, who made him 
$anon of Notre Dame, in 1690. M. le

GENDRE (Nicholas le) an ingenious 
sculptor, born as Etampes; there are 
some fine pieces by this artist in the 
church of St. Nicholas du Chardonet, 
at Paris, in which city he died 16709, 
aged 52. 

GENDRON (Claude Deshais) a cele- 
brated doctor of physic of the faculty 
at Montpellier: physician in ordinary 
to Monsieur, brother of Louis XIV. and 
Monseigneur the duke of Orleans, re- 
gent of France, descended from a re- 
spectable family in Beaure. By askill, 
peculiar to himself, he restored great 
numbers of persons to health whose 
cases appeared hopeless, and gained 
great reputation, particularly in the 
cure of cancers, and disorders of the 
eyes. Having acquired a handsome 
fortune, he went to reside at Auteuil, 
near Paris, in a house which formerly 
belonged to his friend, the celebrated 
Despreaux, but had been his own near 
30 years: where noblemen, ministers, 
ambassadors, chief magistrates, the 
learned, and numerous persons of both 
sexes, went frequently to visit, or to 
consult M. le Gendron. One day M. 
de Voltaire, going to present him with 
some work of his, was struck with a 
Sudden reverence for a place 80 "ey

the Muses, and made the following

M. Gendron lived in this retreat like a 
true Christian philosopher; scrupulously 


just, he abhorred every species of dis- 


simulation, or flattery; and in this spot 
he died, September 3, 1750, aged 87. 
He left all his MSS. by will to his ne- 
phew, who was also a doctor of phy- 
sic, of the faculty at Montpellier, The 
principal among them 1s entitled, Re- 
cherckes zur Þ Origine, le Devellopement, et 
la Reproduction de tous les Etres wivans : 
and is said to be an excellent work. 
M. Gendron's epitaph was written in 
Latin, by M. le Beau, an eminent pro- 
fessor of rhetoric. 

GENEBRARD (Gilbert) a monk of 
Clugny, born at Riom. He was ad- 
mitted doctor in the Sorbonne, 1563, 
and afterwards appointed Hebrew pro- 
fessor at the royal college. Peter 
Danes, bishop of Lavaur, resigned that 
bishopric to him in 1576, but Gene- 
brard being unable to obtain the dis- 
patch of his bulls, was so irritated 
with the King's ministgrs, that he 
joined the league. In 1591, he was 
appointed archbishop of Aix, by the 
interest of the duke de Mayenne, and 
governed his diocese some time; but 
not finding himself secure there, with- 
drew to Avignon. He died February 16, 
1597, at his priory of Semur, aged 60. 
He left a Sacred Chronology, 8 vo.; a Com- 
mentary on the Psalms, 8vo.; three books 
on the Trinity, 8vo.; a Latin treatise, 
in which he maintains the right of the 
clergy and people to ele& bishops, 
contrary to the King's appointment, 
SV0.; (the parliament of Provence sen- 
tenced this treatise to be burat, and 
banished Genebrard from the King- 
dom); a French translation of various 
Rabbins, fol., and a translation of Jese-

who assisted at Divine Service with Henry 
de Valois, after the Assas5ination of Car- 
dinal de Guise, 1589, 8vo.

GENESIUS (John) a historian who 
lived under Leo, and his son Constantine 
Forphyrogenetes; and wrote a history

of Constantinople from Leo the Arme- 
nian, to Basilius the Macedonian, Venice, 
1733, fol. Greek and Latin. 
SENEST (Charles Claudius) son of 
a midwife at Paris. He lost his father 
early in life, and hoped to make his 
fortune in the Indies; but the ship he 
embarked in being taken by the Eng- 
lish, he had no resource but teaching 
French in London. Growing weary 
of this way of life, Genest returned to 
France, and was preceptor- to made- 
moiselle de Blois, afterwards dutchess 
of Orleans; and became abbot of St. 
Vilmer, almoner to the dutchess of 
Orleans, Secretaire des Commandemens to 
the duke of Maine, and member of 
the French academy. He died Novem- 
ber 19, 1719, aged 84. His principal 
work is in French verse, entitled, Prin- 
cipes de la Phiizzophie, I2mo.; he also 
wrote four tragedies, one of which, 
called Penelope, was much admired; 
and his Joseph, still more so, when 
performed at the dutchess of Maine's, 
at Clagni; but on the French theatre 
it sunk to rise no-more; it was printed 
1711. The two others are, Zenolide 
Princess de Sparte, and Polymnestre; the 
latter has never been printed. In the 
collectlon of Vers Clioisis, by P. Bou- 
hours, is a very elegant epistle from the 
abbe Genest, to M. de la Bastide, per- 
suading him to abjure calvinism. He 
had also a great share in the collection, 
entitled, Les Divertissemens de Sceaux, 
2 vols. 12mo. 

GENET (Francis), born October 18, 
1640, at Avignon. He took a doctor's 
degree in civil and canon law, and was 
employed by M. le Camus, bishop of 
Grenoble, and cardinal Grimaldi, arch- 
bishop of Aix. Pope Innocent XI. ap- 
pointed him canon and theologal of 
Avignon, and nominated him to the 
bishopric of Vaison, 1685. M. Genet 
was involved in great troubles in 1688, 
from having admitted the Filles de 
P Enfance into his diocese; was arrested 
and carried to the Isle de Rez, where 
he remained 15 months. Being re- 
stored to his diocese by the solicitation 
of the pope, he went to Rome, and 
was drowned in a little torrent, re- 


turning from Avignon to Vaison, Octo- 


ber 17, 1702, aged 62. M. Genet left

GENEVIEVE (St.) a virgin cele- 
brated for her piety and miracles; born 


about 422, at Nanterre, near Paris, of 


an illustrious family, according to the 
Yearned M. de Valois. St. Germain, 
dishop of Auxerre, and St. Loup, bi- 
shop of Troyes, going into England to 
oppose the Pelagian heresy, passed 


through Nanterre; and St. Germain, 


dy that means becoming acquainted 
with Genevieve's virtue, exhorted her 
to devote herself intirely to God; which 
the saint promising, St. Germain gave 
her a copper medal, on which a cross 
was impressed, as a token of the pro- 
mise she had made to Christ. Gene- 
vieve received the veil from the bishop 
of Paris, and when her parents died 
went to reside there with a lady who 
was her godmother, where she soon 
became famous for her virtues, and 
austerities; which did not however 
prevent her being exposed to perse- 
cutions and the blackest calumnies; 
but to these the saint only answered by 
patience; contented to weep, and pray 
in secret for her enemies and slander- 
ers; who, when St. Germain passed 
through Paris, in bis second journey 
to England, accused her. ro him, of 
hypoecrisy and superstition; but the 
holy bishop despised their calumnies 
and proved thesaint's innocence. When 
Attila, king of the Huns, invaded Gaul 
with a powerful army, the Parisians 
determined to abandon their city, and 
retire to some stronger places; but Ge- 
nevieve prevented this, by assuring 
them that city would be preserved, 
while those to which they wanted to 
fly would be pillaged, and sacked by 
the barbarians.. The event justified her 
prediction, and the Parisians from that 
time placed the greatest confidence in 
her, and held her in the highest vene- 
ration. St. Genevieve's holiness was 
rewarded by the gift of miracles; her 
ſame extended to the most distant 
countries, and St. Simeon Stylites re-

commended himself to her prayers. She 
died January 3, 512, aged near 90, ang 
was buried in the church of St. Peter 
and St. Paul, now called the church of 
St. Genevieve, where her remains still 
rest. The blessing granted to those 
who apply to this saint for her inter- 
cession, draw a great concourse of peo. 
ple daily to her church. 
GENGHISKAN. one of the mot 
famous conquerors who have appeared 
in the world; born 1154, at Diloun, son 
of Pisouca, a Mogul Khan. After his 
father's death, a conspiracy of his sub- 
zets and neighbours obliged him, at 
the age of 13, to retire to Avenk. 
Khan, khan of the Tartars, by whom 
he was at first very kindly received, 
and did great services to that prince in 
the wars which he was obliged to carry 
on; till perceiving that his destruction 
was resolved upon, he made his escape. 
Avenk-Khan, and Schokoun, his son, 
pursued him, but Genghisk an surprized 
them, and, defeating their forces, 
obliged them to retire to the Tartar 
princes, by whom they were put to 
death. Genghiskan then raised a power- 
ful army, and gained a series of signal 
victories, during twenty-two years, over 
the Moguls and Tartars, whose tribes 
were all ught under subjection; 
and after having founded one of the 
greatest empires in the world, died in 
1226, aged 72. Octai, his son, succeeded 
to the kingdom of the Moguls; Zagatai 


to that of Transoxane; Tulican to Co- 


rasan, Persia, and part of the Indies; 
and Bathaa, son of Giougis, their eldest 
brother, who died hefore their father, 
inherited the countries of Alan, Rous, 


and Rulgar. This prince followed the 


ste ps of his grandfather; and conquered 
several provinces; his posterity con- 
tinued to be powerful monarchs till 
the reign of Tamerlane, who seized 
their dominions. Mangoucan and Cob- 
laican, sons of Tulican, engaged in & 
war against the Chinese, and the lat- 
ter was acknowledged emperor of 
China in 1280. from which time his 
descendants have reigned over that 
vast empire. 

GENNADIUS I, a celebrated patri- 
arch of Constantinople, who succeeded 


Anatolius in 458, governed his church 
with great zeal and prudence, and died 
471, leaving some Homilies on the 

Eucharist, which are added to others

Gon ADIUS, a celebrated priest of 
Marseilles in the 6th century, but not 
dishop of that city, as some authors have 
said. He died about 492, leaving a 
dook of illuitriaus Men, (some chapters 
of which are supposed to have been 
added by a more modern hand) in 
st. Jerome's works, or with other an- 
cient treatises on the same subject, 
Antwerp, 1639, fol. Hamburg, 17 18, fol.; 
a book upon the Ecclesiastical Dogmas, 
which may be found among St, Augus- 
tine's works. Gennadius does not fol- 
low the sentiments of this holy doctor 


on grace and free-will, but those of 


Fauste of Riez; for which reason many 
writers have supposed him to be a 
&emi-pelagian. Some other works are 
ascribed to him. 

GENNES (Julian René Bingamin de) 
born June 16, 1687, of a distinguished 
family at Vitri, in Britany. He entered 
among the fathers of the oratory at 
Angers, and was appointed professor of 
divinity at Saumur, at the age of 30. 
A thesis, which he maintained there 
upon grace, being censured by the bi- 
Shop and faculty of Angers, he pub- 
lished three letters against these cen- 
sures, and was afterwards sent by his 
superior to Montmorenci, then to Troyes, 
where he became eminent by his 
preaching It was in this last city that 
he published a refutation in 4to. of 
Dom. Petit Didiet's work, and the 
Patteral Instruttion of cardinal de Bissi, 
on the Constitution; also another piece 
in favour of the bishop of Senexz, relat- 
ing to the proceedings against him at 
Embrun. Some time after this, Gennes 
was forbidden to preach, and confined 
at Nevers by the general of the oratory. 
In 1729, having protested against all 
that was done in the assembly of the 
fathers of the oratory, and published a 
very violent Memoire on that subject, 
he was expelled the oratory by several 
letters de cacket, which did not pre+ 
vent his writing another Memoire on the 
zame subject, 1733, when a Successor 
to Pere de la Tour was going to be 
elected; this memoir was approved by 
Several advocates, and printed under 
their name. When Pere de Gennes 
went to Paris, he was confined in the 
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Bastile, and sent ſour months after to 
convent of benedictines at Hainault. 
Having obtained his liberty in eleven 
months on account of ill health, he 
visited the bishop of Senez at Chais- 
Dieu, and composed an Instruction for 
him in form of a Letter, against some 
modern writers. He died june 18, 1748. 
He was a hasty violent man, and hur- 
ried away by an impetuous zeal, which 
disturbed the peace of his whole life, 
His works, besides those already men- 
tioned, are, a Collection, accompanied 
with Refiexions; and a preface to prove 
that he wrought a miracle in 1737, on 
the widow Mercier, by the intercession 
of M. Paris, Deacon; several tracts in 
favour of the famous Convulsionists, &c. 
GENOUILLAC, v. GALIOTTE. 
GENSERIC, king of the Vandals ia 
Spain, a famous conqueror. He sub- 


dued Hermentic, king of the Suevi, and 


went with a powerful army into Africa 
428, to assist count Boniface ; but the 
count being reconciled to the emperor, 
attacked Genseric, and was defeated. 
Genseric afterwards conquered Aspar, 
whom Theodosius the younger had sent 
against him; took Carthage 439; com- 
pelled the emperor Valentinian III. to 
make peace, and remained master of 
almost all Africa. Valentinian being 
Killed some time after, by Maximus, 
his widow, Eudoxia, whom Maximus 
had forcibly married, invited Genseric 
into Italy to revenge her husband's 
death; Genseric immediately obeyed 
the summons, took Rome, plundered 
it fourteen days, and carried away im- 
mense treasures; among which were 
the vessels of silver and gold, that 
Titus had taken from the Temple at 
Jerusalem. Eudoxia was carried cap- 
tive into Africa, with her two daughs 
ters, Endoxia, and Placidia; the elder 
of whom Genseric married to his son 
Huneric, and sent the youngest to Con- 
stantinople with her mother He after - 
wards persecuted the catholics, ravaged 
the west, invaded Illyria, Peloponnesus, 
Greece, and several islands of the 
Archipelago, which he intirely ruined. 
The emperor Marcian finding himself 
too weak to resist this conqueror, was 
forced to use dissimulation ; but Leo, 
his success or, raised an army of 100,000 
foot against him in 468; and fitted out 
a fleet of 1000 ships, under the com- 
mand of Basiliscus; but this general 
being 
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| being bribed by Genseric, the whole 


army perished. Providence at length 


delivered the church from this cruel 


persecutor, who died 476. Historians 
draw a horrid picture of him ; as much 
for being an Arian, as for having taken 
Rome and Carthage, two. of the most 
famous cities then in the world. 

GENTILI da Fabrians, a famous pain- 
ter of the 15th WN under pope 
Martin V. 

GENTILIS de Foligne, or Gentilis de 
Gentilibus; a learned phvsician, who 
left valuable commentaries on Avi- 
cenan, fol. and the following works, de 
Legationibus, de Juris Interpretibus ; and, 
de Advocatione Hispanica ; this last is so 
entitled, because Gentilis was appoint- 
ed perpetual advocate of all causes 
which the king of Spain's subjects 
should have in England. He died 
June 12, 1348, at Foligno, his native 
place. 

GENTILIS (Alberic) a learned civi- 
lian; he left Italy with his father, 
Matthew Gentilis, who had adopted 
the opinions of the innovators; and 
going ta England, was made professor 
of law at Oxford, and died in London, 
June 19, 1608, aged 58, leaving a son. 
Gentilis wrote three books, de Jure belli, 
Leyden, 1589, 4to. which Grotius has 
made use of: de Latinitate wveteris Biblin- 
rum veriionis, Hanoviz, 1604, $Svo. and 
other works. 

- GENTILIS (Scipio) brother of the 
preceding, born 1563, was also an ex- 
cellent lawyer; he left Italy with his 
father, taught law with uncommon re- 
putation at Altorf and Heidelberg, and 
was counsellor at Nuremberg, He 
died 1616, leaving a son. His prin- 


cipal works are, de Jure publics Populi 


Romani, 1662, 8vo. De Donationibus inter 
Virum et Uxorem, 1604, 4to. De Conjura- 
tionibus, 1602, 8vo. De bonis Matcrnis 
et secundis Nuptiis, 1606, 8v0. De Furis- 
aifione, 1613, 8vo. The above are all 
well written, and contain great eru- 
dition; they have been collected at 
Naples, 4to. ꝶ 

GENTILIS (John Valentine) a na- 
tive of Cosenza, who quitted his coun- 
try on account of his religion about the, 
middle of the 16th century, and went 
ro Geneva, where several Italian fami- 
lies had taken-refuge before. Among 
these were some busy minds, who at- 


tempted to refine upon the mystery of 
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the Trinity ; and the words Essence, P., 
gon, Coessential, &c. Gentilis engaged iu 
these disputes, and contributed not ; 
little to the encouragement of these 
new Arians. This gave rise to the 
Form of Faith drawn up in the Italian 
Consistory, May 18, 1558; to which 
Gentilis subscribed; but continuing to 
spread his errors clandestinely, the 
magistrates took cognizance of it 4 he 
was sent to prison, and convicted of 
having violated his signature. He pre. 
sented several writings to palliate his 
opinions and soften Calvin, and at last, 
having acknowledged and abjured his 
errors, was only sentenced to make an 
ame nde honorable, and burn his works 
with his own hand; this he did, but 
fled from Geneva some time after, 
contrary to an oath he had taken be- 
fore the magistrates, not to leave that 
place without their permission. After 
travelling through Dauphiny and Savoy, 
he went into the canton of Bern, and, 
being known there, was put in prison, 
but making his escape, he joined him- 
self to George Blandrata, a physician, 
and John Paul Alciat, natives of Milan, 
his friends and associates; who were 
then endeavouring to spread Arianism 
in Poland, However the king of Po- 
land having published an edi& of ba- 
nishment in 1566, against all the foreign 
innovators, Gentilis went into Mora- 
via, and then to Vienna, in Austria, 
and hearing there that Calvin was dead, 
returned to the canton of Bern; but the 
bailiff who had imprisoned him before 
being still in office, arrested bim 
June 11, 1566. The cause was carried 
to Bern, and Gentilis being convicted 
of having obstinately, and against his 
oath, attacked the mystery of the 
Trinity, was sentenced to be beheaded. 
He died very impiously, saying, That 
he thought himself honoured, in being the 
first martyr who lost his life for the glory of 
the Father, whereas the apostles, and other 
martyrs, only died for the glory of the Son. 
Gentilis was fickle, and inconstant in 
his opinions, changing them according 
to the times. He maintained tat God 
had in the extent of eternity created an ex- 
cellent spirit, which became incarnate in the 
fulness of time. Beza has written a his- 
tory of his execution in Latin, d 
1567, 4to. 
GENTILLET (innocent) protestant 
lawyer, born at Vienne in * 
| | 6 
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He was president of the chamber of 
the edit at Grenoble, established in 
1576; and publithed an Apology for 
the Protestant Religion, in Latin : the 
best edition is Geneva, 1588, 8vo,; and 
Several other works: the most Known 
among them are, Le Bureau du Concile de 
Trente, Geneva, 1586, 8vo. in which 
he asserts, that this council was con- 
trary to the ancient canons, and to the 
royal authority:  Anti- Machiavel, Ley- 
den, 1547, 12mo.: Anti-Socin. 1612, 4to. 
These works contained much learning, 
and the author got reputation by them 
among the Protestants. He was obliged 
to quit his country, and is said to have 
deen syndic of the republic of Geneva. 
GEOFFRIN (Claudius) a celebrated 
preacher, more known by the name of 
dom. Jerome, born 1639, at Paris. After 
deing several years in the third order 
of St. Francis, he went into that of the 
Feuillans, and took his vows June 3r, 
1673, He afterwards preached with 
great applause at Paris, and at court; 
and became prior, visitor, and assist- 
ant to the general of his order, but 
was banished to Poitiers in 1717, for 
his opposition to the bull Unigenitus. 
He died March 17, 1721, at Paris, aged 
82. The sermons of this celebrated 
preacher were published, 1737, 5 vol. 
12mo. by the late abbé Joly de Fleury, 
canon of Notre-Dame at Paris. | 
GEOFFROY (Stephen Francis) a fa- 
mous physician, botanist, and chymist, 
born February 13, 1672, at Paris, His 
father, Matthew Francis Geoffroy, an 
eminent apothecary, senior sheriff and 
consul, spared nothing in his educa- 
tion, or that could conduce to make 
him distinguished in his profession. 
To obtain this end, he had conferences 
at his house, in which Mess. Cassini, 
Pere Sebastian, Joblot, du Verney, 
Homberg, and other learned persons, 
exercised the young man. These con- 
ferences were the foundation of the 
physical experiments which have been 
fince made at the colleges of the uni- 
versity of Paris. After having finished 
his studies with great credit, and tra- 
velled over France, England, Holland, 
and Italy, he took a doctor's degree in 
physic at Paris, 1704; was professor of 
chemistry to the King's garden, and 
physician to the royal college: he was 
also a member of the royal society of 
London, and the academy. of «cienges. 
VOL, tt. 
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He died January s, 173r, at Paris, and 
left several very curious theses; one of 
them, in which he puts the question, 
Whether man began from a worm? ex- 
cited so much curiosity ih the ladies, 
that it was found necessary to translate 
it into French. An excellent treatise, 
3 vol. 8vo. entitled, Tra#atus d: Mate- 
ria Medicd, ive de medicamentorum simpli= 
cium historie, virtute, delectu et um, which 


was also translated in 7 vol; 12mo. by 


Anthony Bergier, an ingenious physi- 


cian at Paris, a native of Myon, two 


leagues from Salins, who died Mar. 28, 
1748, aged 44. M. de Nobleville has

GEOFROI, or JOFRIDI (John) of 

Luxeuil, a celebrated cardinal, who 
took the religious habit in the abbey 
of St. Peter at Luxeuil, and rose to the 
highest offices in church and state. He 
was abbot of St. Denis, and bishop of 
Arras, and aspired to the cardinalate, 
which the pope promised him on con- 
dition of his persuading Louis XI. to 
abolish the Pragmatic Sanction. Geo- 
froi obtained, by his intrigues, a decla- 
ration from the king, nearly the same 
as the pope wanted; but Louis, find- 
ing he had been deceived, withdrew 
his favour from the bishop of Arras, 
and, by fresh ordonnances, put affairs 
almost in their former situation. Geo- 
froi was, however, made bishop of Al- 
bi, and cardinal, and entrusted with 
business of great importance by Philip 
the Good, duke of Burgundy ; Louis XI. 
king of France, and pope Pius II. and 
Paul II. He died at the priory of Rulli, 
in the diocese of Bourges, December 11, 
1473. 
*CEOFROL, abbot of Vendòme, a ce- 
lebrated cardinal, born of a noble fa- 
mily at Angers, and employed in the 
most important affairs of church and 
state by the pope and Louis / Gre. 
He died 1132. Five books of his Let- 
ters remain, and several small works, 
published by Pere Sirmond, 1610, 8 vo. 
and in the Library of the Fathers. The 
Letter to Robert d'Arbrissel, ascribed 
to him, appears to be genuine. 

GEOFROI of Sr. Omers, who joined 
with Hugh de Paganis, and seven other 

s, to found the order of Tem- 


plars, 1118. They took. a vow of chas- 
E 8 tity 
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tity and poverty in presence of the pa- 
triarch of Jerusalem, and undertoo 
to keep the highways secure for pil- 


. grims, Baudouin II. lodged them in 


his palace near the temple, from 
whence they were called Templars; 
and, in 1128, they received a rule from 
the council of Troyes, which subjected 
them to almost all the monastical ob- 
servances. These Knights of Jesus 
Christ were accused of denying him; 
of worshipping a copper head, and of 
practising the most infamous debauch- 
eries, by way of ceremonies, at their 
admittance into the society. Probably 
a desire of seizing their property in- 
duced their accusers to impute the li- 
bertinism of some young knights to 
the whole order, which was abolished 
in 1311, at the council of Vienne. 
Most of the knights perished by fire; 
their grand-master, Hugh de Molay, 
was burnt 1314, and died protesting his 
innocence, and declaring that the pope 
would die within 40 days, and the King 
within the year; which came to pass 
accordingly. This prediction might be 
looked upon as a proof of their inno- 
cence, if it has not been made since 
the event. 

GEORGE-LEWIS of Brunswick, duke 
and elector of Hanover, son of Ernest 
Augustus of Brunswick. He com- 
manded the imperial troops with ho- 
nour, and was proclaimed King of Eng- 
land, August 12, 1714, on the death of 
queen Anne Stuart. He died June 22, 
1727. 

GEORGE II. son of the preceding, 
born hereditary prince of Hanover in 
1683. He came to the crown of Eng- 
land 1727, and his government, direteg 
by parliament, could not but be agree- 
able to the people; so that prince Ed- 
ward's attempt in Scotland, 1746, was 


unsuccessful. George II. gave great 


assistance to the queen of Hungary, 
whom he secured in her dominions af- 


ter the death of her father, the em- 


peror Charles VI. In 1756 he had the 
vexation - of losing Minorca; but the 
Successes which followed made him 
ample amends for that loss. He,did 
not live to see the end of this war, 
dying 1760. 

GEORGE (St.) a famous eastern 
martyr, supposed to have suffered for 
the Christian faith under Carinus, or 
Dioclesian, about 284; but the circum- 
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stances of his life and martyrdom ate 
not known. 

GEORGE ACROPOLITA, v. Lodo. 
THETA. | 

GEORGE, duke of Clarence, con- 
victed of having favoured the enemies 
of his brother, Edward IV. and drowneg 
in a butt of wine, 1478. 

GEORGE of Trebizond, a native of 
Candia, whose family were originally 
Trebizond, He went to Rome in the 
time of Eugenius IV. taught rhetoric 
there, and Aristotle's philosophy ; and 
was secretary to pope Nicholas V. He 
died about 1448. Some of his theolo. 
gical writings in favour of the Latins, 
against the Greeks, may be found in 
the Grecia Orthodoxa, by Allatius, Greek 
and Latin, Rome, 1652, and 1659, 2 vol. 


| qto, He also left Latin translations of 


some Greek fathers, and of Eusebiug' 
Evangelical Preparation; several pieces, 
in which he discovers an outrageous 
zeal against Plato, and an absurd at. 
tachment to Aristotle, Bessarion has 
defended the former in his book en. 
titled, Contre le Calomniateur de Platon; 
A System of Rhetoric, of which the first 
edition, without date, is by Wendelin 
of Spires, about 1470, fol. reprinted 
with other modern rhetoricians, Venice, 
1523, fol. v. LOGOTHETA. 
GEORGE AMIRA, a learned Maro- 
nite, who went to Rome in the time 
of pope Clement VIII. and there pub- 
lisched a Syriac and Chaldee Grammar, 
1596, 4to. which is esteemed, At his 
return to his native country, he was 
elected patriarch of the Maronites, and 
introduced the reformation of the Ca- 
lendar, He died about 1641. It was 
George Amira who received M. Chas- 
teuil at Mount Libanus, 
GERAN (St.) v. GUICHE, 
GERARD, v. GERHARD. 
GERARD THOM, or rather GE- 
RARD TENQUE, a native of the isle 
of Martigues in Provence, who went to 
the Holy Land, and distinguished him- 
self so much there by his zeal and 
piety, that he was appointed to super- 


intend the hospital built in 1080 at 


Jerusalem, for the reception of poor 
pilgrims, and the sick. Godfrey of 
Bouillon having taken Jerusalem 1099, 
visited this hospital, and made very 
liberal donations there. The year fol- 
lowing, Gerard founded the order of 
St. John of Jerusalem, F of 

c which, 
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which, besides the three usual vows, 
took one to relieve the Christians; 
and Anastasius IV. confirmed this or- 
der, 1154, by a bull, which also em- 
wered them to receive pupils for the 
ecclesiastical office, and free laymen to 
serve the poor. These are the three 
sorts of persons who compose the order 
of St. John of Jerusalem; knights, 
clerks, and brothers servitors. Gerard 
died about 1121, after having governed 
his order piously, and was Succeeded 
by Raymond du Puy. . 
"GERARD (St.) taken from the se- 
minary of the clerks of Cologn, and 
appointed bishop of Toul 963. He go- 
verned his diocese with great piety, 
and died April 29, 994. This bishop 
must be distinguished from St. Gerard, 
a monk of St. Denis in France in 918, 
and first abbot of Brogne in the county 
of Namur, who died October 3, 959; 
and from Gerard the Blessed, brother of 
St. Bernard, and monk of Clairvaux, 
He died Juue 13, 1138. v. GERAUD. 
GERARD LE GRAND, or GROOT, 
a celebrated divine in the 14th century, 
who founded the order of regular 
clerks, at first called The Brethren of the 
Common Life, and afterwards canons of 
Windesheim. He was born at Deven- 
ter, but studied at the Sorbonne, where 
he was distinguished for his piety and 
learning; and, returning to his native 
place, was made canon of Utrecht, and 
then of Aix-la-Chapelle. This bene- 
fice he afterwards resigned, to lead a 
more evangelical life, and instituted a 
community of clerks to instruct youth, 
both in doctrine and piety. He became 
famous by his preaching and writings, 
and died in great reputation for sanc- 
tity, August 20, 1384, aged 44. Some 
very eminent communities of these re- 
gular clerks still subsist at Cologn, 
Wesel, and other places, where the 
founder's rule is very strictly observed. 
GERARD (John) one of the most 
eminent and able divines among the 
Lutherans, born. 1582, at Quedlimburg. 
He taught theology with reputation at 
Jena, and died 1617, leaving many 
works; the principal of which are, 
Theological Common Places, The Catholic 
Confession, part of a Harmony of the Four 
Evangeliits, Geneva, 1646, 3 vol. fol.; 
Commentaries on Genesis, Deuteronomy, St. 
Peter's Epistles, and the Revelations. 
GERARD (John) another learned 
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Lutheran, professor of divinity, and 
teacher of the academy at Jena, his 
native place. He died, February 24, 
1668, aged 57, leaving a Harmony of the 
Oriental Languages, a Treatise on the Cop- 
tic Church, and other works, which are 
esteemed. John Ernest Gerard, his 
son, was also a man of genius. 

GERARD DOb, a painter. v. DOU, 

GERARD (Balthasar) a native of 
Villefans in French-comte, who found 
means to insinuate himself into the fa. 
vour of the prince of Orange, by af- 
fecting an outrageous zeal for the Pro- 
testant religion, and an equal hatred 
to the Catholic; but his design was to 


gain an opportunity of killing that 


prince, which he did by a pistol loaded 
with three balls. This man was a fa- 
natic, who thought to expiate his sins 
by Killing, as he imagined, the head 
of the heretics, and of the revolt of 
the Netherlands against his master the 
King of Spain. He was arrested, and 
expired, 1584, under torments which 
had been protracted during eight days. 
He bore these dreadful pains with a 
degree of. firmness which would have 
done honour to a better cause. 
 GERASIMUS (St.) a native of Ly- 
cia, who, having long led a solitary | 
life in his own country, ered him-. 
Self to be seduced into the Eutychian 
errors by Theodosius, a vagabond monk; 
but, being convinced of his fault by 
the holy abbot Euthemius, became 
more humble, vigilant, and penitent, 
than before. He afterwards built 2 
large monastery near Jordan, where he 
ended his days piously, among a great 
number of solitaries, March „ 475. 
GERAUD, or GERARD (St.) Ge- 
raldus, a monk of Corby, abbot of St. 
Vincent at Laon, then of St. Medard 
at Soissons, and afterwards first abbot 
of St. Seauve, near Bourdeaux. He 
died April 5, 1095. There is a life of 
St. Adalhard, written by him, in Bol- 
landus, and in the Ada SS. of P. Ma- 
billon. : | 
GERAUD, earl and baron of Auril- 
lac, founder of the Benedictine abbey 
at Aurillac, 894, He died October 13, 


” GERBAIS (John) born, 1629, at 
Rupois, a village in the diocese of 
Rheims. He was admitted a doctor of 
the Sorbonne in 1661, professor of rhe- 
toric at the royal college, 1662, and 
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as asterwards principal of the college 
at Rheims, where, by his will, he 


founded two scholarships. He died, 
April 14, 1699, aged 70, leaving seve- 
ral. works in Latin and French: the 
principal are, A treatise de Causis Majo- 
ribus, 1691, 4to. in which he maintains, 
that episcopal causes ought to be first 
Judged by the metropolitan, and the 
bishops in his province. Innocent XI. 
condemned this work in 1680. A trea- 
tise on the authority of Kings. over 
marriages, 1690, 4to.; three letters 
Sur le pecule des Religieux, 1698, 12mo. ; 
a translation of the treatise by Panor- 
mus on the council of Basil, 8vo.; 
Lettre sur la Comedie, 12mo.; Lettre ur 
les DoPures et le Luxe des Habits des Femmes, 
12mo. &c. All the works of this au- 
thor discover a lively wit, great strength 
and solidity of reasoning; with much 
penetration and deep learning. He 
was chosen by the French clergy to 
publish the edition of Rules respecting 
the Regulars, with M. Hallier's notes, 
1665, 4to. and in tom. 6. of Memoirs du 
Cerge, by le Merre. 

GERBEL, Gerbelius (Nicholas) an 
eminent German lawyer, born at Pforz- 
heim, well skilled in languages as well 
as law, which he taught at Vienna. 
He was Luther's friend, who dedicated 
to him a work of Melan&hon's, of 
which he had procured the edition. 
Gerbel became afterwards professor of 
law at Strasburg, and died there, in a 
very advanced age, January 20, 1560, 
M. de Thou calls him virum optimum, et 
pariter doetrind ac morum Suatitate excels 
lentem. His chief work is a very good 
description of Greece, entitled, 1sagoge 
in Tabulam Gracia Nicholai Sophiani, 
Basil, 1550, fol. He also left vita Jo- 
annis Cuspiniani, de Anabaptistarum ar 
es prog resiu, Sc, | 

GERBERGE, daughter of St. Wil- 
liam, earl of Toulouse. She lived in 
a retired manner at Chalons, when Lo- 
thaire, son of Louis e Debonnaire, to 
revenge himself on her brothers Wil- 
liam and Bernard, caused her to be put 
in a cask, and thrown into the Saone, 
where she perished, accusing her of 
witchcraft, and using poisons. 

GERBERON (Gabriel) a famous Be- 


nedictine, of the congregation of St. 


Maure, born at Saint-Calais, in Maine, 
1628. He taught theology in his or- 
der, and so warmly defended Jansenius,

that the king ordered him to be ar. 
rested in 1682, at the abbey of Corby, 
where he was sub-prior. However, he 
made his escape, and retired to Hol. 
land; but, going afterwards into Flan. 
ders, was arreated there, 1703, and 
condemned by the archbishop of Ma. 
Unes. Pere Gerberon was afterwards 
confined in the citadel of Amiens, then 
at the castle of Vincennes, and, in 
1710, was delivered up to his supe- 
riors, Who sent him to the abbey of 
St. Denis in France, where he died, 
March 29, 1711, aged 83. His works 
are, editions of Marius Mercator, St. 
Anselm, and Baus; the Apology of Ru- 
pert, abbot of Tuy, respecting the Eu- 
charist, 8vo. in Latin; le veritable Pe- 
witent, ou Apologie de la Penitence, 12mo. 
against P. Hazard, a Jewit; 4a verite 
Catholique victorieuse, zur la Predestination 
et la Grace efficaze; Histoire gencrale du 
Fansenisme, 1700, 3 vol. 1amo.; Trait 
bistorique zur la Grace; Lettres à M. Bos- 
zuet, Evegue de Meaux; la Confiance Chre. 
tienne; le Chretien deabuse; la Regle des 
Mzurs contre les fauszes Maximes de la 
Morale corrompue, 12m0.; la Defense de 
Eglise Romaine; and, Avis zalutaires de 
la Sainte Vierge à es Devots indiicreti. 
This last is a translation of the Manita 
Salutaria of Adam Windelfels, a Ger- 
man lawyer. Gerberon's works are all 
written with uncommon heat and im- 
petuosity, and most of them were 
much talked of. , 

GERBILLON (John Francis) born, 
1654, at Verdun, He entered among 
the ſesuits in 1670, and was sent to 
China 1688, where his skill in mathe- 


matics introduced him to the emperor, 


whose ambassadors he accompanied ta 
fix the limits of Chinese Tartary, and 
Muscovy. Having acquitted himself 
in this affair to the satisfaction of both 
nations, the emperor kept him at his 
court, and permitted him to preach 
Christianity in his dominions. Pere 
Gerbillon died, 1707, at Pekin, supe- 
rior of all the missions of the empire. 
He left Elements of Geometry, and, A 
System of practical and speculative Game- 
try, in the Chinese and Tartar lan- 
guages, which has been printed at Pe- 
Kin. 
GERHARD, or GERARD (Ephraim) 
a learned German lawyer, born at Giers- 
dorff, in the duchy of Brieg, 1682. He 
was appointed advocate to the 81 
f A 
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and regency at Weimar, and afterwards 


proſessor of law at Altorf, where he 
died 1718, aged 36. His works are, 
Delineatio Philosophie rationalis. At the 
end of this book, which 1s the prin- 
cipal one, is A very good -dissertation 
de præcipuis SapieMj& impedimentis, In- 
trodutio in Historiam Philosophicam ;, de 
lege furia canind; Delineatio juris nature;

GERING (Ulric) a celebrated Ger- 
man printer, who, with Martin Crantz 
and Michael Friburger, was invited 
from his native place to print at the 
Sorbonne, by the doctors of that housg. 
They published their first impressions 
in 1469 and 1470. Ulric Gering got a 
large fortune, and established some 
considerable foundations in the Sor- 
bonne and the college de Montaign. 
He died August 23, 1510. He was ad- 
mitted into the Sorbonne, though a 
jayman, for his merit and benefactions. 

GERLAC PETRI de Deventer, canon 
of the Augustine order in the monas- 
tery of Windesheim, author of some 
Soliloquies, in Latin, I2mo, or 24to. 
which have been translated into French, 
12mo. He died in great reputation for 
sanctity in 1411. 

GERMAIN (St.) bishop of Auxetre, 
in which city he was born about 380, 
of noble parents. He studied in Gaul 
and at Rome, and made $0 great a pro- 
gress in the law, that he was esteemed 
one of the most illustrious civilians of 
his time. Being afterwards made go- 
vernor of Auxerre, and commander of 
the troops in that country, he dis- 
charged these offices with so much 
prudence and integrity, that, upon the 
death of St. Amateur, bishop of Aux- 
erte, he was thought worthy to suc- 
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Ravenna, July 31, 448, aged near 70. 
His life has been written by Constance, 
a priest, and cotemporary author, at 
the desire of St. Patient, archbishop of 
Lyons, and may be found in Surius. 
The learned abbe Lebœuf has written 
a dissertation to prove, that St. Ger- 
main's relics have been recovered. 
GERMAIN (St.) a native of Autun, 
who succeeded Eusebius in the bishop- 


ric of Paris, about 555, and-was arch-- 


chaplain, or grand-almoner to king 
Childebert I, He died, May 28, 576. 
There is an excellent letter written by 
him to Q. Brunehaut in St. Gregory of 
Tours, and in the collection of the 
councils. He established a monastery 
in the church of St. Vincent at Paris, 
built by Childebert, which is called 
St. Germain-des-Pres.. Dom. Bouillard 
has published a history of it, 1724, fol. 
fig. 
GERMAIN (John) born at Clugny, 
one of the most distinguished prelates 
in the r5th century. He was doctor of 
the Sorbonne, bishop of Nevers, and 
afterwards of Chalons-sur-Saone. Phi- 
lip the Good, duke of Burgundy, who 
had a particular esteem for him, made 
him chancellor of his order of the 
fleece, and sent him to the council 
held at Constance, in which he spoke 
with much eloquence. He died, Fe- 
bruary 11, 1460, leaving scveral works. 
GERMAIN (D. Michael) a Benedic- 
tine of the congregation of St. Maure, 
born, 1645, at Peronne, and died at 
Paris 1694. He assisted P. Mabillon 
in compiling the seventh and eighth 
ages of the acts of the Benedictines, in 
the Ma Halicum, and in the Diplo- 
matica, He also wrote Hist. de N. D. 
de Soi tan, Paris, 1675, 4to. 
GERMAIN (Thomas) an eminent 
goldsmith, and an ingenious artist, 


cecd him; and, notwithstanding his born August 19, 1674, at Paris, $on of 


reluctance, was consecrated July 7, 
418. In this situation St. Germain im- 
mediately practised the most 'austere 
virtues; gave all his possessions to the 
church and the poor, and was univer- 
sally esteemed and venerated. The 
Gaulish bishops sent him into Britain, 
429, with St. Loup, bishop of Troyes, 
to oppose the heresies of Pelagius and 
Celestius, which they did with good 
success. St. Germain made a second 
voyage thither, and God distinguished 
his mission by miracles. He died at 


Peter Germain, who died 1684, and 
was the king's goldsmith, and one of 
the most skilful artists of his time. 
Thomas Germain went to Rome, per- 
fected himself in his art, and left 
many works in several cities of Italy, 
which are the admiration of connois- 
Sears. Returning to France in 1704, he 
worked there with equal reputation, 
and was employed for churches and 
cathedrals; and also by many Enra. 
pean princes, for whom he made some 
curious pieces of excellent workman- 

Ship. 
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chip. He was elected sheriff in 1738, 
and died at Paris, August 14, 1748. 
St. Louis de Louvre at Paris, and a 
magnificent church at Livourne, have 
been built from his designs. 

'GERMANICUS (Cæsar) son of Dru- 
sus, and Antonia, niece of Augustus. 
He was adopted by Tiberius, his mo- 
ther's brother, and declared consul in 
the year 12. Hearing two years after, 
while he was in Germany, that Au- 
gustus was dead, he refused the em- 
pire, which was offered him by the 
army, appeased their rebellious dispo- 
Sitions, and, after defeating the enemy, 
returned in triumph to Rome. In 18, 
Germanicus was sent into the East, to 
quell the disturbances which had arisen 
there, 
menia, and reduced Cappadocia to a 
province ; but Tiberius growing jealous 
of this young prince's glory, who was 
the delight of the Roman people, caused 
him to be poisoned at Antioch in the 
year 19, by Piso, governor of Syria, 
when only 34 years of age. He mar- 
ried Agrippina, daughter of Augustus, 
by whom he had nine children; Nero, 


Drusus, Caligula, Agrippina, Drusilla, 


Livia, and three others who died 


young. Germanicus composed several 


works: his translation of the Pheznc-

GERMANTS (St.) patriarch of Con- 
stantinople in 715, who zealously op- 
posed the emperor, Leo of Iunria, an 
Iconoclast ; and was, by him, driven 
from his seat. St. Germanus died about 
720. Several works in the Library of 
the Fathers are attributed to him, the 
greater part of which were written by 
Germanus Narphis, patriarch of Con- 
stantinople, from 1221 to 1239. 
GERMON (Bartholomew) an emi- 
nent and learned Jesuit, born June 17, 
1663, at Orleans. He died October 2, 
1718. He wrote very good Latin, and 
left four dissertations on several pas- 
sages he finds fault with in P. Mabil- 
lon's Diplomatica, 1703, 1706, and 1707, 
3 vol. 12mo.; Letters, and important 
Questions, on the History of the Congrega- 
tion de Auxiliis, by P. Serry, a Domini- 
can; with the Errata of the Congrega- 
tion. P. Serry undertook to defend his 
history, and wrote a piece against

GERTRUDE (St.) an illustrious ab- 
bess of Nivelle, in the diocese of Na- 
mur, born 626, at Landen in Brabant, 
daughter of Pepin, prince of Landen, 
mayor of the palace, and minister to 


the Kings of Austrasia. She was ap- 
pointed abbess in 647, and died, 
March 17, 659, aged 33. Her life has 


been published in Italian by Bonnucci, 
12mo. and in French by William Re- 
breviette des Escœuvres, Paris, 1612, 
8vo. 0 

GERVAIS (St.) and PROT AIs (st.) 
two celebrated martyrs, supposed to 
have suffered for the Christian faith in 
the first century. Their bodies were 
found at Milan by ; St. Ambrose, 836; 
but the particulars of their lives and 
martyrdom are not known. 

GERVAIS CHRETIEN, more known 

by the name of Master Gervais, a na- 
tive of Vendes, a village in the diocese 
of Baieux, first physician to king 
Charles V. and chancellor of Paris, 
where he founded the college which 
bears his name in 1370. 
— GERVAIS (Charles Hubert) super- 
intendant of the band to the duke of 
Orleans, regent; afterwards master of 
the music at the king's chapel. He 
died 1744, at Paris, aged 72, and left 
Motets, Cantatas, and the Operas of 
Medusa, Hypermnestre; les Amours de 
BRrotee. 

GERVAISE (Nicholas) a Parisian, 
son of M. Gervaise, physician to M. 
Fouquet, superintendant of the finances. 
He was barely 20, when Mess. Brisa- 
cier and Tiberge, priests of the con- 
gregation of foreign missions, engaged 
him to embark. with some ecclesiastics, 

| who 
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were going as missionaries to the 
2 of Siam. The young abbe 
Gervaise Staid four years at Siam; 
made himself master of the language, 
conversed with the learned, and, at 
his return, published Hist. naturelle et 
politigue du Royaume de Siam, 12 mo. and 
Dexcription historiqne du Royaume de Ma- 
cagar, 12mo.; two very curious works. 
The abbé Gervais was afterwards cu- 
rate of Vannes in Brettany, then pro- 
vost of the church of St. Martin at 
Tours. His new dignity induced him 
to write a life of St. Martin, to. which 
was criticised by Dom. Stephen Badier, 
a Benedictine; and, Sixteen years after, 
he printed Hist. de Boece at Paris. Be- 
ing consecrated bishop of Horren, some 
time after, at Rome, he embarked to 
exercise his zeal in the place of his 
mission ; but the Caribbees murdered 
him and all his clergy on their arrival, 
November 20, 1729. He wrote seve- 
ral books besides those above men- 

tioned. 8 
GERVAISE (Dom. Armand Francis) 
brother of the preceding, who, having 
studied ethics with success, entered 
among the bare-footed Carmelites; 
but, not finding this reform sufficient ly 
austere to satisfy his excessive zeal, he 
took the habit of la Trappe 1695, and 
insinuated himself so much into the 
favour of the celebrated abbe de 
Rance, as to be appointed abbot of la 
Trappe on the death of Dom. Zozime 
1696. The abbe, however, soon re- 
pented of his choice; for the new ab- 
bot began immediately to raise animo- 
sities, and foment divisions among the 
monks, endeavouring to set them 
against the abbe de Rance, and to un- 
do all that this holy reformer had done; 
but the abbé engaged him artfully to 
resign, and got his resignation approved 
by the King. Dom. Gervaise, finding 
himself deprived of his abbey, left la 
Trappe, and drew up a long Apoleg y. 
He frequently changed his place of 
abode afterwards, always living, how- 
ever, according to the rules of la 
Trappe; but, when the first volume 
of his Hist. generale de Citeaux, 4to. ap- 
peared, the Bernardines, who were 
Strongly attacked in that work, ob- 
tained an order from the court against 
him, and he was arrested at Paris go- 
ing out of the Luxemburg, conducted 
to the abbey of Notre-Dame de Reclus, 
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where he was confined, and died there 
1755. Besides his Apology, and his 
Hist. de la reforme de Citeaux, which is 
very Scarce, he left La Vie de St. Cy- 
prien, with Dissertations, to, La Vie 
d' Abailard et d' Heloise, 2 vol. 12mo. ;: 
Lettres d Abailard d Heioise, 2 vol. 12mo. 
This is a very paraphrastical transla- 
tion. Hist. de! Abbe Suger, 3 vol. 12mo. z 
La Vie de St. Irente, 2 vol. 12mo.; La 
Vie de Rufin, 2 vol. 12mo.; La Vie de 
P Apatre St. Paul, 3 vol. 12mo.; La Vie 
de St. Paulin, with Dissertations, 4to. ; 
two Letters on the Anglican Ordina- 
tions, againsr P. Courayer; Hit. de 
P Abbe Joachim, 2 vol. 12mo.; La Vie de 
St. Epiphane, gto. &c. He also left in 
MS. Traite des dewoirs des Evtques; an 
abridgement of M. de Fleury's Ecclesi- 
astical History; and other pieces. This 
author's disposition may be discovered 
in all his works; violent, fickle, and 
inconstant. In general, he follows and 
copies good books and memoirs, but 
spoils them by additions and reflections 
of his own, which are frequently ill 
placed, and by no means judicious. 
His criticism is often faulty, and his 
theology not always just: there are, 
indeed, some propositions in his books 
which are absolutely shocking; among 
others is that passage in the History of 
the Abbe Joachim, where he asser s, 
that this abbe has wrought as great, or 
even greater miracles, than all the 
Saints, excepting, perhaps, he adds, those 
of Christ and the Apostles, This perhaps 
is Scandalous, ridiculous, and insup- 
portable, to say nothing worse of it. 
. GERVASE of Tilbury, an eminent 
English writer in the 13th century, so 
called from a place of that name on 
the Thames. He was nephew of Hen- 
ry II. king of England, and much 
esteemed by the emperor Otho IV. to 
whom he dedicated 4 Description of 
the World, and a Chronicle. Gervase of 
Tilbury also wrote A History of England, 
another of the Holy Land, and other 
works, | 
GERYON, son of Chrysaor, and 
king of the three islands now called 
Majorca, Minorca, and Ivica, which 
gave rise to the fable that he had three 
heads. He is said to have been killed 
by Hercules, who carried his oxen into 
Greece. 
origin of this fable of Geryon may be 
found in the mythologists.

Various conjectures on the 
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GESNER (Conrad) a celebrated phy- 
sician and naturalist, born 1516, at Zu- 
rich, who completed his studies in 
France, travelled into Italy, and taught 
physic and philosophy in his native 
country, with uncommon reputation, 
Gesner understood the languages, and 
excelled so much in natural history, 
that he was called the German Pliny, 
He died December 22, 1565, aged 49, 
leaving no children. His principal 
works are, 4 Hittory of Quadrupeds, 
Birds, Serpents, and Scorpions, 1551, Zu- 


rich, 4 vol. fol. The serpents and scor- 


pions are frequently wanting. An Uni- 
wverial Library, printed at Zurich, 1545, 
fol. which may be considered as one of 
the earliest catalogues of authors and 
books. The epitome of this work, 
1583, fol. is more in request than the 
work itself. 4 Lexicon, Greek and 
Latin, 1560, fol.; Opera Botanica, No- 
rimbergæ, 1754, fol.; A Collection of the 
Writers an Surgery, Zurich, 1555, fol. &c. 
Gesner is highly praised by Beza and 
M. de Thou. 

GESSE E (John de la) born 1557, at 
Mauvaisin in Gascony. He was secre- 
tary to the duke d' Alengon, who died 
1584; from which time nothing more 
is known of Gessee. His French 
poems were prinicd at Antwerp, 1533, 
4*3. and there are some Latin poems 
by him, 1580, $vo. 

GESVRES, v. POTIER. 

GETA Septimius son of the empe- 
ror Severus, and brother of Caracalla, 
with whom he was declared Cæsar. 
The mild temper, and brilliant quali- 
ties of this prince, gained the affec- 
tions of the people; but Caracalla, 
who hated him, killed him in the 
arms of julia his mother, at the age of 
23, in the year 212. 

GHEEN (James) an ingenious Dutch 
engraver, who has eg beautiful 
prints. His engraving is neat, but ra- 
ther dry. He left Le Maniement des 
Armes, 1607, fol. 

GHELEN, or GESLEN, Gelenius (Si- 
gismond de) a native of Prague, cor- 
rector of the press to Froben, He died 


1554, having translated Tozephus, St. 


Juilin, Dionytius of Halicarnasws, and 
Several other authors, from Greek into 
Latin. 4 
GHILINI (Jerome) born 1589, at 
Monza in the Milanese, He married 
very young, but, being left a widower, 
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was ordained priest, and took a doc 
tor's degree in canon law, Ghilini et 
a member of the academy deg!

niti at Venice, and apostolical 8 
notary. He died at Alexandria della 
Paglia, 1670, leaving Teatro di nomin 
letterati, 1647, 2 vol. 4to. and Ama; d 
Alessandria, Milano, 1666, fol. 

GHIRLANDINTI (Dominico) a Flo. 
rentine painter, who died 1493. Mi. 
—_ r was his pupil. 

ERI (Michael) v.

GIAC (Peter de) eminent for his 
genius, services, and great riches; ap- 
pointed chancellor of France 1 383 
which office he resigned in 1388, and 
died 1407. He had been chamberlain 
to Charles V. His grandson, peter de 
Giac, a favourite of Charles VII. hay. 
ing incurred the constable de Riche. 
mont's hatred, was, by his order, 
thrown into the river, 1426. He had 
been accused of poisoning his first wife, 
that he might marry another: this 
first wife brought him a son, who died 
without issue. 

_ GIANNONE (Peter) a Neapolitan 
advocate, born about 1680, who was 
obliged to fly from his country, for 
having spoken with too little caution 
respecting the court of Rome, in his 
History of Naples, printed at Naples, 
1723, 4 vol. 4to. The king of Sardi- 
nia gave him an asylum in- his domi- 
nions, keeping him, as it were, con- 
fined there, both to satisfy the court of 
Rome, and save the author's life. Gi- 
annone died in that country 1748, leav- 
ing a son. His History of Naples has 
been translated into French by M. Des- 
monceaux, who was attached to the 
duke of Orleans, son of the regent, 
Hague, 1742, 2 vol. gto. Anecdotes Ec- 
elesiaitiques, 12mo. were publiſhed from 
it. Eures poxthumes 1760, one vol. to. 
have appeared since this author's 
death. 

GIATTINI (John Baptist) a Jesuit 
born at Palermo, author of several dis- 
courses, and college tragedies; but his 
chief work is a Latin translation of 
Pallavicini's History of the Council of 
Trent, Antwerp, 1670, 3 vol. 4to. He 
died 1672, at Rome, aged 72.

GIBERT (John Peter) doctor of di- 
vinity and law, a learned canonist, 
born 1660, at Aix, who taught theo- 
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jogy at the Seminary of Toulon, then 
at Aix, and settled in Paris 1703. He 
gefused all the benefices which were 
offered him, and spent his life in de- 
ciding cases of conscience, and ques- 
tions in the canon law. He died De- 
cember 2, 1736, at Paris, aged 76. The 
chief among his numerous works are, 
Intitutions Ecclesfastiques er Benificralci.

GIBERT (Balthasar) of the same 
ſamily as the preceding, born Janu- 
ary 17, 1662, at Am in Provence. He 
took a bachelor's degree in divinity, 
and was appointed professor of philo- 
phy at Beauvais at the age of 24, 
and professor of rhetoric four years af- 
ter, at the Mazarine college, in which 
the exercises began 1688, and were 


opened by M. Gibert with a public 


Speech. He filled this chair with great 
credit above 50 years, and formed a 
great number of excellent scholars, by 
whom he bad the uncommon art of 
making himself beloved. M. Gibert 
was several times rector of the uni- 
versity of Paris, and defended its 
rights with zeal and firmness. In 1728 
he succeeded his friend, the celebrated 
Pourchot, as syndic of the university; 


and it was in this character that he 


made a requ/3/tion in the general assem- 
bly of the university in 1739, by which 
he formed an opposition to the revo- 
cation of the appeal which the univer- 
sy had made from the bull Unigentas 
to a ſuture council; and this step occa- 
zioned his being banished' to Auxerre. 
He died in the bishop of Auxerre's 
house, October 28, 1741, aged 79. His 
principal work is entitled, Fugement des 
Savant, zur bes Auteur qui ont traits de la 
Kkctorique, 3 vol. z mo. which is esteem- 
ed.

GIBERTI (John Matthew) a native 
of Palermo, natural son of Franco Gi- 
derti, a Genoese, and general of the 


Pope's naval forces. He was governor 
of Tivoli, and esteemed by Leo X. 
and Clement VII. who employed him 
In important affairs, 


The latter mave 
him bishop of Verona, which diocese 


Giberti ruled with so much wisdom, 


zeal, and prudence, that St. Charles, 
and other pious bishops, adopted the 
same rules for their churches that he 
had established in his own, This 
bishop loved and patronized learning, 
and had a press in his house for print- 
ing the Greek fathers, from whence 
came that beautiful edition of Se. Je 
Chrysostom's Homilies on the Epitles of 
St. Paul. Giberti died in great repu- 
tat ion for sanctity, December 30, 1543. 

GIBIEUF (William) a learned doc- 
tor of the house of the Sorbonne, born 
at Bourges. He entered the order of 
the oratory, was vicar-general to car- 
dinal de Berulle, and superior of the 
French Carmelites. He died June 6, 
1650, at St. Magloire in Paris, leaving 
several works; among others, a Latin 
treatise on the Freedom of God, and of the 
Creature, 1630, qto.; and, Les Gran- 
deurs de la Fierge, 2 vol. SV. He was 
the intimate friend of Descartes, and 
P. Mersenne. 

GIDEON, son of Joash, of the tribe 
of Manasseh, fifth judge of Israel, 
about 1245 A. C. After being con- 
firmed in his mission by the miracle of 
the fleece, he marched against the 
Midianites with zoo men, and, entering 
by night into their camp, struck terror 
into the army, and put them to flight. 
Gideon then passed over ſordan, took 
Zeba and Zalmunna, whom he slew 
with his own hand, and afterwards en- 
tirely defeated the Midranites, in num- 
ber above a hundred and forty thou. 
sand. He ruled the people with great 
wisdom, and died in an advanced age 
1239 A C. leaving by several wives 20 
sons, besides Abimelech. l 

GIF" (the marechal de) v. ROHAN, 

GIFANIUS, or GIFFEN (Hubert) a 
native of Buren in Guelderland, who 


took a doctor of law's degree at Or. 


leans, and taught afterwards with re- 
putation' at Strasburg, Altorf, and In- 
Fx Zolstadt. 
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golstadt. The emperor Rodolphus II. 
invited Gifanius to his court, made 
him counsellor and referendary of the 
empire, and sent him into Bohemia, 
where he died in a very advanced age, 
1604, while he was at Prague. His 
principal works are Notes and Com- 
mentaries on Aristotle's Politics, and Mo» 
rality, 8vo, on Hamer, and on Lucretius ; 
Six Letters on different learned subjects, 
and several writings on law.

_ GIFFORD (William) whose uncle, of 
the same name, was bishop of Win- 
chester. He took the religious habit 
among the English Benedictines, at 
Dieulewart, near Pont-à-Mousson, be- 
came afterwards a celebrated arch- 
bishop of Rheims, and died 1630, aged 
76. He wrote the famous book, Cal- 


vino Turcismus, Antwerp, 1597, 8vo.' 


which has appeared under the fictitious 
name of William Reginald, 

GIGAULT (Bernardine) marquis de 
Bellefond, governor of Viacennes, and 
marechal of France. 
Henry Robert Gigault, seigneur de Bel- 
lefond, and governor of Valogne, and 
signalized himself, on several occasions, 
under Louis XIV. Who appointed him 
marechal 1668. M. Gigault commanded 
the Catalonian army 1684, and defeated 
the Spaniards, He died December 5, 
1694, aged 64. 

GIGAULT de Bellsf5nd (Jaques 
Bonne) related to the preceding, bishop 
of Bayonne 1735, archbishop of Arles 
1741, and of Paris 1746. He died of 
the small-pox 1747. 

. GIGGEIUS (Anthony) doctor of the 
Ambrosian college at Milan, lived in 
the beginning of the 17th century. His 
Thesaurus Lingus Arabicæ, 1632, 4 vol. 
fol. is much esteemed. He was also 
author of the Latin translation of a 
Commentary by three Rabbins on the 
Proverbs of Solomon, Milan, 1620, 4to. 

GILBERT (St.) abbot of Neuffon- 
taines, order of Premontre in Au- 
vergne, a gentleman who took the 
cross with king Louis the Younger, and 
accompanied him into Palestine 1146. 
At his return he entered the monastic 
state with St, Petronilla his wife, 
founded the abbey of Neuffontaines, 
and was its first abbot, 1151. He died

GILBERT, a celebrated abbot of Ci-

Gilbert 
left a very good work, entitled, Campen- 
dium totius Medicinæ, Genevz, 1608, ato. 
and 12mo. 

GILBERT of Sempringham, one of St. 
Bernard's friends, and founder of the 
Gilbertine order in England, born at 
Lincoln about 1104. He was peniten- 
tiary, kept a school for youth, esta- 
blished several monasteries and hospi- 
tals, and died 1189, in a very advanced 
age. 

GILBERT (Gabriel) a French poet, 
who has left Operas, Tragedies, a poem 
entitled, / Art de Plaire; Sonnets, Ma- 
drigals, and other poems, 1661, 12mo, 
by which he has acquired some reputa- 
tion, He was a protestant, secretary 
of state to Christina, queen of Swe- 
den, and her resident in France. He 
died 1675 at Paris. 

GILBERT de la Porte, v. POREEF. . 

GILDAS (St.) sirnamed the Wie, 
born in 520, at Dumbritton in Scot- 
land. Being ordained priest, he preach- 
ed in England and Ireland, and restored 
the purity of faith and discipline in 
those countries. St. Gildas going after- 
wards into Gaul, settled near Vannes, 
where he built the monastery of Ruys, 
of which he was abbot, and where he 
died, January 29, 570. Some of his 
canons of discipline remain in Dom. 
d'Achery's Spicelegium, and a Discourie 
en the Ruin of Britain, in the Library of 
the Fatbers, London, 1 568, 12mo. and 
in Thomas Gali's Collection. The ab-

GILEMME (Peter) a priest, and an 
impostor, whoa oſſered to restore 
Charles VI. king of France, to his 
senses by magic; and, as a proof of his

GILIMER, one of Gesneric's de- 
scendants, who dethroned his cousin 


Hunneric, king of the Vandals in Afri- 


ca, and usurped his dominions in 531. 
The emperor Justinian wrote to him in 
favour of Hunneric, but Gilimer treat- 
ing his solicitations and menaces with 
contempt, Justinian sent Relisarius 
against him, who took Carthage, made 
himself master of all Africa, and car- 
ried Gilimer to Constantinople, to 
adorn his triumph. It is said that Gili- 
mer, seeing Justinian seated on his 
throne in the Circus, and reflecting on 
the vicissitude of human affairs, cried 
out, as Solomon had done before, Va- 
nity of Vanities, all is vanity. The em- 
peror assigned him some lands in Ga- 
Jatea for the support of himself and 
family. By this victory Africa became 
2 Roman province, as it had been be- 
fore its conquest by the Vandals. 
GILLES (St.) Ægidius, an abbot in 
Languedoc, under the pontificate of 
Cxsar of Arles, who died about 547. 
He presented a Request to pope Syma- 
chus in favour of the church at Arles. 
GILLES of Viterbo, a learned general 
of the Augustines, and cardinal; $0 
called from the place of his birth. He 
was well skilled in languages; opened 
the Lateran council under Julius II. 
1:12, and conducted several affairs of 
importance for Leo X. He died No- 
vember 12, 1532, at Rome. This car- 
dinal left Commentaries on some of the 
Psalms; Remarks on the three first 
; chapters of Genesis; Dialagues, Epistles, 


and Odes, in praise of Pontanus, &c. 


which may be found in Martenne's 
Amplissima Collectio. 

GILLES (Nicole or Nicholas) secre- 
tary to Louis XII. and comptroller of 
the treasury, who died 1503. He wrote 
Annals, or Chrenicles, of France, from 
the destruction of Troyes till 1496. 
This history is worth but little till 
after the reign of Louis X. Denis Sau- 
vage, Belleforest, and several anony- 
mous authors, have made additions to 
these Annals; and Gabriel Chappuis 
has continued them down to 15855, fol.; 
they have been translated into Latin. 

GILLES (Peter) born 1490, at Albi. 
After travelling over France, and into 
Italy, he spent some time, at His re- 
turn, with George d' Armaguac, bishop 


was his patron; and, at this prelate's 
request, wrote his 16 books on the na- 
ture of animals, De vi et naturd Anima- 
lium, Lyons, 1533, 4to. extracted from 
lian, Porphyry, Heliodorus, and Op- 
pian; to which he has added his own 
observations, and a book of the fish 
found at Marseilles.

but, receiving nothing from the king 
during his stay there, he was obliged, 
at the king's death, 1547, to enlist 
himself in the service of Soliman II. 
for a maintenance. In 1550, however, 
he returned to France with M. d'Ara- 
mont, ambassador from that kingdom 
to the Porte; went afterwards to car- 
dinal d'Armagnac at Rome, being en- 
trasted with the affairs between France 
and the Holy See, and died in, at 
city 1555, aged 65. Besides his work 
above mentioned, he left, Elephanti de- 
3criptio, 8vo. ; de Bosphoro Thracio, 24tO. ; 
de Tepographia Constantinopoleos, 24to.; 
and in Banduri's Imperium Orientale, 
editions of Demetrius of Constanti- 
nople in Ret Accipitrariæ Aufores, 1612, 
4to.; of Theodoret's Commentary on the 
Twelve Minor Prophets; and of the Hist. 
of Ferdinand, king of Arragon, by 1228 
rentius Valla. 

GILLES (saint) a French poet in 
the 17th century, sub-brigadier in the 
first company of musqueteers, who 
quitted the service in 1706, after the 
battle of Ramilies, and, to the great 
astonishment of every body, retired to 
a convent of capuchins. He left Tales, 
Songs, Vaudeuilles, and other poetical 
pieces, which are ingenious, witty, 
and agreeable, but in many places too 
licentious. Most of them are printed 
in a volume entitled, La Muse Mousgue- 
taire, He must be distinguished from 
I'Enfant de Saint Gilles, his brother, 
who died 1745, aged 85. He left a 
tragedy called Ariarathe, which 1 is but 
little esteemed. 

GILLES (John) an ingenious French 
musician, born 1669, at Tarascon, who 
learnt that science with the celebrated 
Campra as a singing-boy of the cathe- 
dral at Aix, under William Poitevin, 
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priest of that church. He was after- 
wards mutic- master in St. Stephen's 
church, at Toulouse, and died in that 
City 1705, leaving some excellent Me- 
rets, among which the Diligam' te 1s 
particularly admired; and his Mac for 
the Dead is esteemed a master-piece. 

GILLET (Francis Peter) born july 8, 
648, at Lyons. He was advocate to 
the parliament of Paris, and distin- 
guished himself by bis Pleadings, and 
Translations. He died October 23, 
1720.

G10 JA (Flavio) a celebrated Neo- 
politan, born at Pasitano, a castle near 
Amalfi, to whom the invention and 
use of the compass is attributed. He 
lived about t 300. 

GIORDANI (Vital) a skilful wathe- 
matician, boru December 13, 1633, at 
Bitonto. He spent his youth in idle- 
ness and debauchery, and married 2 
zu! without any fortune; but, having 
Killed one of his brothers-in- law, who 
reproached him with his indolence and 
i1ziness, he entered as 2a soldier in a 
Acet fitted out by the pope against the 
Turks. The admiral, fiading that he 
did not want genius, gave him a wri- 
ter's place which happened to be va- 

cant; and Giordani, being obliged in 
ConSEQUEnceto learn arithmetic, eagerly 
studied that of Clavius, and acquned a 
taste for mathernatics. Returning to 
Rome, in 1659, he was made Keeper 
of the castle of St. Angelo, and de- 
voted the leisure that oftice afforded 
him to mathematical studies, ia which 
he made so rapid a progress, that queen 
Christina chose him for ber mathe ma- 
tician during her stay at Rome; and 
Louis XIV. appointed him to teach 
mathematics in the academy of paint- 
ing and sculpture which he had found- 


ed in that city, 1666. Giordani was 


made engineer to the castle of St. Au- 
zelo by pope Clement X. appointed 
mathematical proſessor at the college 
della Sapienza 1685, and admitted into 
the academy de g” Arcadi, May 5; 1691. 
He died November 3, 1711, aged 78.

Cimabue happening to 
see him, when a child, keeping sheep 
in the country, and, observing that 
while they fed he drew them on a 
brick, conceived so good an opinion of 
his genius, that he begged him of his 
father for a pupil. Giotto became the 
most eminent painter of his time; he 
was Dante's intimate friend, and par- 
ticularly esteemed by pope Benedict XI. 
and Clement V. He died 1336 at Flo- 
rence. A young Florentine painter, 
named Thomas, appeared soon after, 
who was called 4e Giottinn, because he 
imitated Giotto with success, and died 
1355, aged 52. | 
GIPHANIUS, v. GIFANIUS. 
GIRAC (Paul Thomas, sieur de) well 
known by his Criticiim on Voiture, and 
the pieces he published on that occa- 
sion against Costar; was a native of 
Angouleme, son of Paul Thomas, 
Seigneur de Maisonette. He was Bal- 
zac's intimate friend, and possessed 
mare learning, and had more knou— 
ledge of antiquity than Costar, but was 
not less severe. He died January 2, 
1663, after having been counsellor to 
the. presidial of Angouleme. 
GIRALDI (Lilio Gregorio) an in- 
genious critic, and one of the most 
learned men that Italy has produced, 
born June 23, 1479, at Ferrara. He 
lost his library, and all his property, 
when Charles the Fifth's army plun- 
dered Rome 1527; lived in great po- 
verty, and extremely afflicted with the 
gout, He died 1552. All his works 
have been printed at Leyden, 1696, 2 
vol. fol.

GIRALDTI,

GIRALDUS (Sylvester) born 1145, 
near Pembroke. He was archdeacon 
and canon of St. David's; and, being 
much engaged in ecclesiastical affairs, 
made himself so many enemies by his 
Severity, that even the pope, whose 
interests he had always supported, re- 
fused to confirm his election to the 
bishopric of St. David's. He died about 
1220. Several of his works may be 
found in Warton's {-g/ia- Sacra, and in 
Cambden's {rg/ica. His description of 
Wales /Cambria/) has been printed se- 
parately, London, 1585, 8vo.

GIRARD (Gabriel) one of the 40 
members of the French academy, and 
king's interpreter for the Sclavonian 
and Russian languages. He died 1743, 
aged 70. He left some works, the 
principal among which 1s entitled, Sy- 
nonymes, ou Futesse de la Langue Fran- 
gebe; an useful book, and much 
esteemed. M. Beauzée published a 
new edition of it in 1769, 2 vol. lamo. 
Girard was also the author of Les wrais 


 Principes de la Langue Frangoise, 2 vol. 


12mo. This last work is too metaphy- 
sical, and contains many things con- 
trary to religion. 

GIRARD (John Baptist) a Jesuit, 
famous for his law-suit with Maria 
Theresa Cadiere, his penitent. This 
young woman, who was about 20, ac. 
cased him of having ruined her, and 
destroyed her child ; but denied having 
participated in the crime herself, say- 
ing, that he made use of enchantment 
and witchcraft. The affair came be- 
fore the parliament of Alx 1731, who 
acquitted Pere Girard; and he was sent 
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by his superiors to Dole, where he died 
rector. 

GIRARD (William) archdeacon of 
Angouleme, and secretary to the duke 
d*Epernon, whose life he published. 
The last edition is in 4 vol. 12zmo. He 
also translated Grenada, in the latter 
part of life, 10 vol. $vo. or 2 fol.

GIRARDON (Francis) 'a very emi. 
nent sculptor, born 1627, at Troyes, 
pupil to Laurence Maxiere and Francis 
Anguier. Louis XIV. being informed 
of his great talents, sent him to Rome, 
with a salary of 1000 crowns; and, at 
his return, he worked for the royal 
houses, and the gardens of Versailles 
and Trianon, where there are several 
of his performances, both in bronze 
and marble; some from his own mo- 
dels, and some from the designs of 
Charles le Brun. Cardinal Richelieu's 
mausnleum at the Sorbonne, and the 
equestrian statue of Louis the Great in 
the place de Vendòme, where both the 
statue and horse are of one single cast, 
are esteemed his master- pieces. His 
Rape of Prozerpine, his Groups in the 
wood of the baths of Apollo, and the 
Sculptures of the Fountain ef the Pyramid, 
are also much admired. These beauti- 
ful works are in the gardens at Ver- 
Sailles. Girardon was professor, rec- 
tor, and chancellor, of the academy of 
painting and sculpture, and died Sep- 
tember 1, 1715, aged 88. He married 
Catherine du Chemin, who became 
eminent by her skill in painting flow- 
ers; and raised a very beautiful tomb 
for her in the church of St. Landry.

| GIRAUDEAU (Bonaventure) a ſe- 
Suit, born May 1, 1697, at St. Vincent- 
Sur- Jard, in Poiton; and died 1774. 
He published an excellent method for 
teaching Greek 1751; and the follow- 
ing 5 parts, 12mo. Praxis lingue $acre, 
1757, 4to.; Les Paraboles du Pere Bona- 
venture, Small 12mo.; an entertaining 
work. L' Evangile Medit&, 1774, 12 
vol. 12mo. which was well received. 

GIRON GARCIAS de Loayia; a ce- 
lebrated archbishop of Toledo, born at 
Talavera in Spain, $on of Peter Giron, 
counsellor to the council of Castille. 
He was almoner to Philip II. preceptor 
to his son the Infant don Philip, and 
afterwards archbishop of Toledo, =_ 
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did not long enjoy that dignity, dying 
February 22, 1599. He published a 
ColleAion of the Spanish Councils, with 
Notes, in Latin, 4-593, fol. 

. GIROULT. (James) a celebrated Je- 
suit, and one of the best preachers in 
the 17th century, born at Beaufort in 
Anjou. He entered among the Jesuits 
in 1641, and died at Paris, july 19, 
1689, aged 65. His Sermons were pub- 
lished by le Pere Bretonneau, 1704, 5 vol. 
rzmo. two for Advent, and three for 
Lent, He studied argument more than 
words, and gained the judgment more 
than the fancy. 

GIRY (Lewis) advocate to the par- 
liament of Paris, and to the council, 
and member of the French academy, 
author of the following translations : 
Dialogues des Orateurs, 4t0.; Apologie 
de Secrate; Þ Hist. Sacret de Sulpice severe; 


{ Apologetique de Tertullien; for which he 


was received into the academy: /a Cite 
de Dieu, de St. Augustin, 1 vol. 4to.; 
Epitres Claisies de St. Augustin, 5 vol. 
1210, He died 1665, at Paris, his na- 
tive place, aged 70. | 

GIRY (Francis) son of the preced- 


ing, provincial of the minim order, - 


whose religious books gained him 
great reputation, He died Nov. 20, 
1688, at Paris, aged 53. His principal 
work is, La Vie des Saints, fol. esteem- 
ed for its piety, but full of fables, and 
far from accurate as to facts. P. Rat- 
fron, of the same order, has written 
his lite, 12mo. 

GISEERT (Blaise) born, 1657, at 
Cahors, distinguished among the je- 
suits by his talents for the pulpit, and 
died February 28, 1731, at Montpellier. 
He published, L' Elequence Chretienne, 
Lyons, 1714, 4t0.; reprinted at Am- 
sterdam, 1728, 12mo. a work which 
does. him honour, L' ire d'elever le 
Prince, 4to. reprinted 1688, 2 vol. 12mo. 
under the title of Art de former Þ Exprit 
et lc Cæur du Prince; and la Philozophie 
du Prince, $vo. are now forgotten, 

GISCO, son of Himilco, a Cartha- 
ginian general, driven from his country 
by a cabal, but afterwards recalled, 
Being permitted to revenge himself of 
his enemies, he only made them kneel, 
and lightly pressed their necks with 
his foot, to show that a great man's 
vengeance consists in conquering his 
foes by his virtues, and then forgiving 
tleem. He was general of an army in 
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Sicily in zog; fought against the Co- 
rinthians, and concluded an advanta- 
geous peace. 15 | 

GISLEN, v. BUSBEC. EN 

GIVRE (Peter le) born 1618, near 
Chatean Thierry, practised physic at 
Provins, where he married, and died 
1684. He published Trait# des Eaux 
Minerales de Prim, 1659, 12mo.; Le 
Secret des Eaux Minerales Aciaes, 1682, 


12mo. This last was translated into 
Latin the same year. 


GLABER (Rodolphe) a famous Be- 
nedictine monk in the T1th century, 


author of a History of France down to 


1046, in the Collection of French His- 
torians, and a life of William, abbut 
of St. Benigne de Dijon, both filled 
with-fabulous stories. The latter is in 
P. Mabillon's As. 

GLAIN (J. Saint) born at Limoges 
about 1620. He went into Holland 
that he might profess the Protestant 
religion with more freedom; was cap 


tain in the service of the States, and 


assisted afterwards in the Rotterdam 
Gazette. By reading Spinoza's works, 
he became fond of his system, and 
translated the Tractatus Theologico- Poli- 
ticus into French, under the title of, 
La Clef du Sanctuaire. This book, mak - 
ing much noise, he changed the title to, 
Ceremonies super stitieuses des Fuifs; and 
afterwards to, Reflexions curieuses d'un 
Exprit decinteresse, sur les Matieres les plus 
importantes au Salut, 1678, tamo.; and 
the book. may sometimes be found with 
these three titles. 

GLANDORP (Matthias) an eminent 
physician of the 17th century, born at 
Cologn, who practised physic and sur- 
gery with reputation at Bremen, and 
was physician to the archbishop and 
the republic of that city, He died 
about 1640. A collection of his works 
was published at London, 1729, 4to; 

GLANVIL (Joseph) an ingenious 
and learned writer of the 17th century, 
born at Plymouth 1636, and educated 
at Oxford. He became one of Baxter's 
great admirers, and published; The Va- 
nity of Dogmatizing; a work in which 
he proves the uncertainty of our know- 
ledge; which gained him admittance. 
into the royal society. Glanvil was 
afterwards chaplain to King Charles II. 
and canon of Worcester; and died 1630, 
His principal works are, Lux Orientalis, 
or, Inquiries into the Opinions of the East- 

ern 
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ern ages reapefing the Pre-existence of 
Souls. Scepsis Scientifica, Some ' philoso- 
Phical Considerations touching the Being of 
: Witches, and Witchcraft. Philosophia Via, 
London, 1671, 8vo. Saducimmus trium- 
phatus. Plus ultra; or, The Progress and 
Advancement of Knowledge $ince the Days 
of Arixtotle, &c. 

GLAPHYRA, wife of Archelaus, 
high-priest of Bellona, at Comana in 
Cappadocia, celebrated for her beauty, 
and her connection with Mark An- 
thony, from whom she obtained the 
kingdom of Cappadocia for her two 
sons Sisinna and Archelaus, to the ex- 
clusion of Anarathes. 

GLAPHYRA, grand-daughter of the 
preceding, and daughter of Archelaus, 
king of Cappadocia. She married 
Alexander, son of Herod and Mari- 
amne, sowed dissention iu Herod's fa- 
mily, and by her pride was the cause 
of her husband's death. Herod, having 
killed Alexander, sent Glaphyra back 
to her father, but Kept the two sons 
she had by the deceased. Josephus 
says, that sbe afterwards married Juba, 
King of Lybia, which Bayle denies; 
but, however that might be, Ariche- 
laus, Herod's son, was so passionately 
in love with her, that he put away his 
wife to marry her. Glaphyra died soon 
after this third marriage. The two 
sons which she had by Alexander, re- 
nounced the jewish religion, and went 
to Archelaus, their uncle on the mo- 
ther's side, who provided for them. 
One was named Alexander, the other 
Tigranes. 

GLAREANUS, v. LORIT. 

GLASSIUS (Salomon) a Lutheran 
divine, of great reputation among the 
Protestants, doctor and professor of di- 
vinity at Jena, and superintendant- 
general of the churches and schools in 
Saxe Gotha, and died 1656, at Gotha, 
aged 63. He left several works in 
Latin, the principal of which is his 
Sacred Þki/>/og y, Jena, 1668, 2 vol. qto. 
reprinted at Lipsic, 1705, 4to. 

GLATIGNY (Gabriel de) first ad- 
vocate-general to the Cour des Monnies, 
at Lyons, and to the academy in that 
city, in which he Was born 1690, and 
died 1755. A collection of his ha-

GLICAS, or GLYCAS (Michael) 3 
Greek historian about the middle of 
the r5th century. He lived in Sicily, 
and wrote Aunnalh, which contain what 
has passed in the world from the crea- 
tion to the time of Alexis Comnenus, 
who died 1118, Leunclavins has added 
a fifth part, which carries it down to 
the taking of Constantinople. Glycas 
left also several useful and curious Le: 
ters. P. Labbe has published an edi 
tion of this author, Greek and Latin, 
Lare, 1660, fol. which makes part of 
the Byzantine history. Some pieces of 
his may also be found in the Library ot 
the Fathers. 

GLISSON (Francis) a celebrated 
English physician, who was some time 
professor of physic at Cambridge, and 
gained great reputation by several ana- 
tomical discoveries. He died, 1677, in 
London. He left Anatomia Hepariz, 
Amsterdam, 1659, vo.; De Rachitiat, 
London, 16 50, $vo. | 

GNAPHEUS, v. FULLO. 

GNIPHO (Mark Anthony) a cele- 
brated grammarian of Gaul, contem- 
porary with Julius Cæsar and Cicero, 
who taught rhetoric at Rome with 
great applause and disintereedness in 
the house of the former. He died, 
aged about 50, leaving a son, Lucius 
Hermas, who was also a grammarian, 
and taught at Rome. v. SUETONIUS 
and QUINTILIAN. | | 

GOAR (James) a learned Domini- 
can, born at Paris, and sent as mis- 
$ionary to the Levant, where he ob- 
tained a complete knowledge of the 
faith and customs of the Greeks. - He 


died 1653, aged <2, leaving several 


works; 
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works : the most esteemed is his edi- 
tion of the Euckelog y of the Greeks, in 
Greek and Latin, with learned re- 
marks, 1647, fol. and Venice, 1730, fol. 
GOBELIN (Giles) a famous dyer in 
the reign of Francis I. who is said to 
have discovered the art of dying that 
beautiful scarlet, since called 7he Scarlet 
of the Gobelins. He lived in the Faux- 
dourg St. Marcel, at Paris, where his 
house, and the little river which runs 
near it, still bear the name of Gobelins. 
GOBIEN (Charles le) a Jesuit of St. 
Malo, secretary and procurator to the 
missions, who died 1708, at Paris, aged 
55, He was author of Lettres zur les 
Progres de la Religion à la Cline, 1697, 
8vo.; Hist. de P Edit, de F Empereur de la 
Chine, en Faveur de la Religion Chretienne, 
et Eclaircissemens sur les Honneurs gue les 
Chinnis rendant à Confucius, 1698, 12mo. 
which makes tom. 2d of P. le Comte's 
Memoires de la Chine; Hist. des Isles Ma- 
riannes, 1700, 12m0. ; the beginning of 
Lettres Edifiantes, of which there ar

GOBINET (Charles) a very pious 
and learned doctor of the house and 
society of the Sorbonne, born at St. 
Quentin, and appointed first principal 
of the college du Plessis, December 4, 
1647, after it had been united to the 
house of the Sorbonne. He did great 
services to this college; his piety was 
exemplary, and he devoted himself 
wholly to the instruction of youth, 
whose minds and hearts he was equally 
capable of forming. Just before his 
death, one of the priests who attended 
said to him, indiscreetly enough, Quam 
terribile est incidere in manus Dei wiventi\ / 
Hero terrible it is to fall into the hands of 
the living God ! to which M. Gobinet 
replied, uam dulce ett incidere in manus 
Jem Christi pro homine morientis/ How 
rweet it is form dying man te fall into the 
andi of Jeu Christ ! and immediately 
expired, December 9, 1690, aged 77. 
His works are, Instruction de la Jeunesse;

GOBRIAS, one of the seven Persian 


lords, who, after the death of Cam-

byses, united to drive away the Magi, 
by whom the throne had been usurped 


521 A. C.; he was father-in-law of 


Darius, and accompanied that prince 
in his expedition against the Scythians. 
That people having sent Darius a bird, 


a rat, a frog, and five arrows, Gobrias 


thus explained the meaning of the pre- 
sent: O Periians, unless you fly away like 
birds, or fortify yourselves in morasses like 


fregs, or hide yoursebves under ground like 


rats, you shall be destroyed with these ar- 
rows, Gobrias had a son named Mar- 
donius, who was Darius son-in-law, 
and one of his generals. 

GOCLENIUS (Conrad) born 1485, 
in Westphalia. He was distinguished 
for his great learning, wrote Notes on 
Cicero's Offices, procured a new edition 
of Lucan, and published, among other 


works, a Latin translation of. Lucian's 


Hermetinus, or, On the Sets of Philo- 
sophers. Goclenius afterwards taught 
a considerable time at the college of 
Bois-le-duc' in Louvain, and died Ja- 
nuary 25, 1539. Erasmus was his inti- 


mate friend, and Nannius spoke his 


funeral oration. 


GOCLENIUS (Rodolphus) a labo- 


rious German writer, born March 1, 
1547, at Corbach, and professor of lo- 
gic 50 years at Marpurg, where he died 
June 8, 1628, leaving a son. He was 
a poet and philosopher. The principal 
among his numerous works are, Miscei- 


lanen Theologica et Philozophica, 8 vo.; 


Conciliator Philosophicus, 4to.; Idea Philo- 
Sophizs Platonicæ, 8vo.; Lexicon Philos» 
phorum, fol.; Physiognomicz et Chiroman- 
tice specialia, 8 vo. &c. He must be 
distinguished from Rodolphus Gocle- 
nius, doctor of physic, born 1572, at 
Wittemberg, and died March 2, 1621, 
after having been professor of physic, 
then of mathematics, at Marpurg. He 
wrote Uranoscopia, Chiroscopia, et Meto- 


pocopra, 1 608, 12mo. ; Tratatus de Mag- 


netica wulneris curatione, 1613, 12m0, , 

GODARD (St.) an archbishop of 
Rouen, who was very instrumental in 
the conversion of Clovis, and assisted 
at the first council of Orleans, 511. 
He died about 530. He must be dis- 
tinguished from St. Godard, or Gothard, 
bishop of Hildesheim, who died May 4, 
1039. 

SOD DAM, or WADDHAM (Adam) 
an eminent divine, of the Franciscan 
order, in the 14th century, who wrote 
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Commentaries on the Master of the 
Sentences, fol. and other works. 
GODEAU (Anthony) a native of 
Dreux, who contributed to the esta- 
blishment of the French academy, and 
acquired great reputation by his piety, 
his preaching, and his writings. Car- 
dinal Richelieu procured him the 
bishopric of Grasse 1636; and M. Go- 
deau'obtained from Innocent X. bulls 
for uniting that of Vence with it, but 
did not pursue that plan afterwards, 
contenting himself with the bishopric 
of Vence, in which he promoted piety 
and ecclesiastical discipline, He died 
April 21, 1672, at Vence, aged 67. 
He left a great number of works; the 
principal are, Hit. Eeclesiastigque, 3 vol. 
fol. and 6 vol. 12zmo.; Paraphrazes des 
Epitres de St. Paul, et des Epitres Cano- 
niques; Vie de St. Paul, to.; Vie de St. 
Augustin, 4to.; Vie de St. Charles Boro- 
mee, 1748, 2 vol. 12mo.; Disc. zur les 
Ordres Sacrees, Iz mo.; Traduction en vers 
des Pieaumes de David; Morale Chret. 3 
vol. 12mo.; Eglogues Chretiennes and 
Several other poems. Eloges des Eve ques, 
qui dans tous les Siecles de l' Eglise ant 


Heu en Define et en Saintete, 4to.; 


Lettres tur divers Sugjets, 1200 The 
New Testament, Latin and French, 2 
vol. 12mo. &c. He censured I' Apelogie 
des Cawuists, by P. Pirot, a Jesuit. The 
intention of his poetry is to be praised 
rather than the execution; he wished 
to restore it to its true use, but had not 
a poetical genius. 

_ GODEAU (Michael) professor of 
rhetoric at the college des Grassins, and 
curate of St. Come, who died March 25, 
1736, aged 80, at Corbeil, where supe- 
rior orders Kept him confined. He 
translated Boileau into Latin, 1737, 
12M0. 

GODEFROIT (St.) bishop of Amiens, 
eminent for his learning and piety, 
who died, 1118, in the monastery of 
St. Crispin in Soissons. His feast is 
kept November 9, throughout the dio- 
cese of Amiens. | 

GODEFROIL (Denys) an eminent 
lawyer, and one of the most learned 
men of his age, born October 17, 1549, 
at Paris, son of Leon Gadefroi, coun- 
sellor to the Chatelet, He had acquired 
a great reputation in the parliament, 
but, embracing the reform, was obliged 
to retire to Geneva, and taught law in 


some German universities. In 1618, 
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he was sent by the eleQor Palatine 
to Louis XIII. who, among other 
marks of favour, presented him with 
his picture, and a gold medal. Gode. 
froi died September 7, 1622, aged 33, 
leaving a great number of valuable 
works; the principal of which are, 
Notes in quatuor Libros inztitutionum, 
Opuscula varia juris. Corpus juris civilis, 
cum natis, These notes are excellent: 
the best editions are those by Vitre, 
1628, and by Elzevir, 1683, 2 vol. fol, 
Praxis civilis, ex antiquis et recentioribu; 
Scriptoribus. Index Chronologicus legum et 
novellarum & Justiulans imperatore compo- 
Sifarum, Conmetudines Civitatum et Pro.

GODEFROI (Theodore) eldest son 
of the preceding, born July 17, 1880, 
at Geneva; went to Paris in 1602, 
where he turned Catholic, was ap- 
pointed counsellor of state 1643, and 
died October 5, 1649, at Munster, in 
which city he then resided as counsel- 
lor, and secretary to the French em- 
bassy for the general peace. He left 
many excellent works on Law, History, 
the Titles of the Kingdom, &c. the prin- 
cipal of which are, Le Ceremonial de 
France, 4to. a work much valued; re- 
printed in 2 vol. fol. by his son Denys . 
Dodefroi; but this is unfinished; and 
the quarto edition must be referred to 
for the funeral ceremonies. Genealogie 
des Rois de Portugal iszus en Ligne directe 
mazculine de la Maison de France qui regue 
aujourd" huis, gto.

GODEFROI (Denys) the third of

He died 1719, and left Re- 
marks on the Addition to the History of 
Louis XI. by Naude; an edition of the 
Satire Menipce, 1709, 3 vol. 8vo.; and 
other works. John Gudefroi, director 
of the chambre des comptes at Lisle, 
who published, in 1706, an elegant 
edition of the Memeires de Philippe de 
Commines, and, in 1711, a new edition 
of the Satyre Menipte.

GODEFROT (James) born at Garen 
tan, and died 1624, author of a Com» 
mentary on the custom of Normandy, 
joined to that by Beraud and Daviron, 
1776, 2 vol. fol.

GODEFROI, v. GEOFROT. 
GODFREY de Baaillon, duke of Lower 
Lorrain, son of Eustache II. comte de 
Boulogne, and one of the greatest cap- 
tains of his age. After having given 
proofs of an invincible courage in Ger- 
many and Italy, under the emperor, 
Henry IV. he was appointed general of 
the cruſaders; and putting himself at 
their head in 1097, obliged the empe- 
ror, Alexius Comneuns, to grant him a 
free passage through bis dominions; 
toak. Nice, Ant ioch, and several other 
places, and made himself master of 
Jerusalem, July 19, 1099. The princes 
of the crusade then chose him king of 
that city; but he refused to wear a 
crown of gold in a place where our 
Saviour was crowned with thorns, and 
made choice of one similar to our 
602 | Lord's. 
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Lord's. The Sultan of Egypt sent a 
strong army against him soon after, 


but it was entirely defeated, and God- 
frey made himself master of all the 
Holy Land except two or three places; 


and still greater conquests were ex- 


pected from him, but he died in July 
1100, after reigning a year. He had 
Not mortgaged his estate of Bouillon to 
the bishop of Liege at his setting out 
for the Holy Land, it being his mo- 
thet's patrimony, who survived him.

GODFREY of Viterbo, so called from 
the place of his birth, chaplain and 
secretary to king Conrad III. the em- 
peror Frederic I. and hie son Hen- 
ry IV. He lived in the 12th century, 
and wrote a chronicle in verse and 
prose, which he entitled Pantheon, and 


dedicated to pope Urban III. It be- 
gins at the creation, and ends at the 


year 1186. There have been several 
editions of it in the collections of the 
Histories of Germany. He also left a 
MS. entitled, Speculum regum, ive de Ce- 
ncalogia Regum et Imperatorum, a diluvit 
tempore ad Henricum VI. Imperatorem. 
These works are esteemed tolerably 
good for the time in which they were 
written. 
GODEGRAND, v. CHRODEGRAND, 
GODESCHALC, GOTESCHALQUE, 
or rather GOTESCHALC, a Saxon, who 
was also called FULGENTIUS, from 
his attachment to that holy bishop's 
doctrine. He was obliged to enter 
among the Benedictines at Fulda, hav- 
ing been consecrated there by his pa- 
rents in his infancy; and his fruitless 
ptotestations against it raised him an 
enemy in Rabanus, archbishop of Mentz, 
who was abbot of Fulda. Godeschalc 
retired to Orbais in the diocese of Sois- 
sons, where he received priest's orders, 


applied himself to the study of St. Au- 


gustine's works, and afterwards quitted 
his convent to visit the tombs of the 
apostles at Rome. Returning from that 
city, he had, in 847, a conversation 
with Northingus, bishop of Verona,

He composed the first four 
volumes of the Table of its Memoirs, 
published the edition of the Machines 
approved by that academy, and als 
published, during a considerable time, 
La Conmissance des Temps. 

GODOLPHIN. (John) an eminent 
civilian and divine in the 17th century, 
who left several works. 

GODDONNESCHE (Nicholas) keep- 
er of the medals in the king's cabinet, 
which place he lost, and was sent to 
the Bastile in 1732, for having drawn 
the plates in M. Boursier's book, en- 
titled, Explication abregee des principale 
Questions qui ont Rapport aux Affaires 
presentes, 1731, 12mo.

GODWIN (Thomas) a native of

GODWIN (Francis) bishop of Lan- 
dafl, afterwards of Hereford, author of 
several works; among others, de Præ- 
exlibus Angliæ, 4to.; Annals of Eng- 
land under Henry VIII. Edward VI. 
and Mary, London, 1616, fol.; The 
Man in the Meon, which has been trans- 
lated into French, 12mo. He died 
1633, aged 72. His son, Morgan, trans- 
lated his Annals into English. 

GOERE'E (William) an eminent and 

learned bookseller, born 1635, at Mid- 
dleburg. Losing his father early in 
life, he was so unfortunate as to have a 
harsh and unkind father-in-law, who, 
being no scholar himself, would not 
permit the young man to devote his 
time to study, but forced him to choose 
some business. Goeree fixed on that 
of a bookseller, as one which would 
not wholly exclude him from the con- 
versation of the learned, nor from the 
pursuit of his studies; and he accord- 
ingly found time enough, notwithstand- 
ing his necessary occupations, to culti- 
vate his genius, and even to write se- 
veral valuable books, in Flemish, on 
Architecture, Sculpture, Painting, En- 
graving, Botany, Physic, and Antiqui- 
ties. He died May 31, 1711, at Am- 
sterdam. His principal works are, 
Jewish Antiquities, 2 vol. fol.; History 
of the Jeui Church, taken rem the 
Writings of Meses, 4 vol. fol.; Sacred 
and Prephane Histery, 4to.; Introduction 
4e Practice of Universal Painting, $vo. ;

GOETZE (George Henry) a learned 
and zealous Lutheran, born at Leipsic, 
author of many very singular works in 
Latin and German. He was superin- 
tendant of the churches at Lubec, and 
died in that tity, March 25, 1729, aged 
61, The most distinguished among his 
Latin works are, Selecta ex Historia Lit- 
teraria, Lubecæ, 1709, 4to. ; Meletemata, 
' Annebergensia, Lubecæ, 1709, 3 vol. 
12mo. containing several dissertations, 
which have appeated separately. 

GOEZ (Damien de) a celebrated 
and learned Portuguese gentleman, born 
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at Alenquer, who was chamberlain to 
King Emanuel, and entrusted by the 
Kings of Portugal with important ne- 
gociations in France, Germany, Poland, 
and the Netherlands, where he married 
Jane d'Hargen, of the house of Arem- 
berg, and led a quiet happy life. Goez 
was fond of poetyy and music, wrote 
verses, Sung well, and was much 
esteemed by the learned. He bravely 
defended Louvain against the French 
in 1542, and was recalled to Portugal 
to write the history of that kingdom, 
but did not finish it, for he fell into 
the fire 1596, where. he was found 
dead, and half burnt, His works are, 
Legatio magi Indirum Imperatcris ad Ema- 
nuelim Lusitania Regem, ann 1513, Lou- 
vain, 1532, 8vo.; Fides, Religio moresque 
LEthiopum, 1544, 4to.; Hispaniz Lau- 
dat io, 4to, ; Urbis Lowaniensis 6bsidin, 4to.;

and a Chronicle, in the same language, of 
the Prince Don Juan II. fol. &c. 
GOFFREDY, a painter in the 15th 
century, one of Bartholemi's pupils, 
whose taste he imitated, and equalled 
him in his light and smart touch, but 
is much inferior to him in colouring. 
GOFRIDI (Lewis) curate of the 
Acoules at Marseilles, who, by reading 
books on witchcraft, began to fancy 
himself a sorcerer, and made use of his 
pretended power to gain the affections 
of a gentleman's daughter, named la 
Palud. The young lady, though ini- 
tiated in the mysteries of the Sabbath, 
and of Love, came to herself, and re- 
tired to the Ursuline's convent. Go» 
fridi, vexed at losing his mistress, sent 
a legion of devils into the convent, or 
at least persuaded the poor girls that 
he had sent them; and extravagancies 
being practised there, which made 
much noise, the curate was burnt in 
1611, His mistress was accused of witch- 
craft in 1613, and confined for life. 
GOGUET (Anthony Yves) born 
1716 at Paris, son of an advocate. He 
was counsellor to the parliament of 
Paris, and wrote, “ Origine des Loix, des 
Sciences, et des Arts, 1758, 3 vol. 4to.; 
or 6 vol. 12mo.; an ingenious work, 
but which goes no farther than to the 
reign of Cyrus. M. Alexander Conrart

who died 1758, aged 38, assisted in it. 
Goguet died 1758. 

GOHORRY (James) a native of 
Paris, in which city he was professor 
of: mathematics, and died March 15, 
1576, He left several translations;

la Chartre d Amour, an ancient poetical 
work, containing the secrets of the 
mineral science, Paris, 1572, Svo. 


GOLDAST (Melchior Haiminsfetd) 


a native of Bischofszell in Switzer- 
tand, an eminent lawyer, and counsel- 
lor to the duke of Saxony, who died 
August 17, 1635, aged 59. He had 
been married. The following are the 
most considerable among his various 
works : A collection of different tracts 
on civil and ecclesiastical jurisdiction, 
entitled, Monarchia Sancti Romani in- 
perii, &c. 1611, 1613, and 1614, 3 vol. 
fol.; Alamaniæ Scriptores, 1730, 5 vol. 
fol.; Scriptores aliquot rerum Suevicarumy 
4to. ; Comment arius de Bobemiæ reg no, to.; 
Informatio de statu Boſemiæ quad jus, ꝗto. ;

GOLDMAN (Nicholas) born 2623, 
at Breslau, and died at Leyden 2665, 
leaving several valuable works; the 
most known of which are, Elenenta 
Arc hitedtura mlitaris, and another trea- 
tise on Architecture, published by Stux- 
mius; De Stylemetricis; De us propor- 
tionarii Circulli. 

GOLDSMITH (Oliver) born 1731, 
at Roscommon in treland, was edu- 


- cated at Dublin, and went from thence 


to Edinburgh to study physic; but, be- 
ing obliged to leave Scotland in conse- 

uence of having been bound for a 
considerable sum, he wandered over 
part of Europe on foot, supporting 
dimself by bis skill in playing on the 
flute, which he had learned for amuse- 
ment. However, he obtained a bateche- 
tor of physic's degree at Louvain, and, 
going to London 1758, thought him- 
self very fortunate in getting a place at 
an apothecary's; and, afterwards, that 
of assistant at a boarding-school.

who teacheth my hands to war, and my 
fingers to fight. The weight of Goliath's 
armour is a great subject of debate 
among the learned. | 

GOLIUS (James) a celebrated pro. 
fessor of Arabic at Leyden, one of the 
most learned men of his age in the ori. 
ental languages, born at the Hague in 
1596. He was a pupil of Thomas Er. 
pinius“, and succeeded him in his pro- 
fessorship, 1624 Golius also under- 
stood mathematics, and taught that 
science as well as the oriental lan- 
guages, He travelled into Africa and 
Asia, and was much esteemed by the 
emperor of Morocco and the Turks, 
He died at Leyden, September 28, 
1667, aged 71, leaving two sons. Go. 
lius published an edition of the History 
of Tamerlane, and of the Saracens, by 
Etmacinus; Al-fargan's Elements of Ait ro- 
momy, with learned Commentaries, An- 
#ferdam, 1669, 4to.; an excellent Ara- 
bic Lecicon, Leyden, 1653, fol.; a Per- 
ian Dictionary, in Castle's Lexicon Hep- 
tagſattun. 

GOLTIUS, or GOLTS (Henry) an 
eminent engraver, born 1558, at Mul- 
bracht, in the duchy of Juliers. He 
visited Rome and Naples, where he a 
long time studied the ancients, and the 
works of the best masters. He died 
1617, aged 59, This artists prints are 
valued by connoisseurs; his engraving 
is firm and light. 

GOLTZIUS, or GOLTIVUS (Huberto) 
an excellent antiquary, born Oct. 30, 
1526, at Venlo, who travelled into 
France, Germany, and Italy. His me- 
rit procuring him access to all the ca- 
binets of the Virtuosi, he became well 
acquainted with history by inscriptions, 
pictures, medals, and other remains of 
antiquity, which he printed at his own 
house. He died at Bruges, March * 
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| aged $7, leaving several chil- 
. — works are, 4 Treawre of Au- 
tiguities; The Calendar of the Magistrates, 
and Reman Triumphs, fol.; the best edi- 
tion is, Antwerp, 1620.

GOMAR (Francis) born January 30, 
1563, at Bruges, appointed professor of 
divinity at Leyden, 1594. He had a 
great contest with his colleague, James 
Arminius, concerning predestination 
and grace; and, being unable to hin- 
der Vorstius from being substituted in 
the place of Arminius, quitted Ley- 
den, and retired to Middleburg in 1611, 
where he was minister and professor. 
Gomar taught afterwards at Saumur, 
then at Groningen, and died m that 
city, January 11, 1641, aged 78. He 
married three times, but had children 
only by his second wife. He had a 
great share in the decisions of the sy- 
nod of Dort; and his followers, who 
were numerous, were called Gomarists, 
Rigid Calvinists, and Counter Remonstrants. 

His works were printed at Amsterdam, 
1664, fol. 

' GOMBAULD (John Ogier de) a ce- 
lebrated French poet, and one of the 
first members of the French academy, 
born of a noble family at St. ust. He 
died in a very advanced age in 1666. 
His works are very numerous, both in 
prose and verse.

He gained great reputation by his poem 
on the Golden Fleece; De militia, quam 
welleris aurei wocant, 1540, $vo.; Pra- 
wverbia Solumonis carmine lat. reddita, S vo.; 
Musa Paulina, tem Elst. B. Pauli weriibus 
Elegiacis reddite, 1529, 8vo., Gomez 
died July 14, 1538, aged 50. 

GOMEZ (Lewis) an ingenious Spa- 
nish lawyer, a native of Orihuela, who 
taught law with reputation, and held 
considerable offices in the Roman 
chancery. He was appointed bishop 
of Sarno, and died there in 1543, leav- 
ing Commentaries on the Rules of the 
Roman Chancery, 8vo.; Faris Revolu- 
tiones Faris, and other works on law, 
in Latin, 

GOMEZ de Caxtre (Alvarez) a learned 
writer of the 16th century, born at 
St. Eulalia, near Toledo, author of se- 
veral works in verse and prose. The 
most esteemed is his His of- Cardinal 
Aimenes, Compluti, 1569, fol. He died 
1580, aged 65. | 

GOMEZ (Madelaine Poisson, widow 
of don Gabriel de) born November 22, 
i684, 'at Paris, daughter of Paul Pois- 
son, an actor. M. de Gomez, a Spa- 
nish gentleman of but small fortune, 
knowing her talents, thought it would 
be much for his advantage to make her. 
his wife; and she, on her side, ima- 
gined, that she should certainly make 
her fortune by marrying this gentle- 
man, But, after having long struggled 
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with poverty, it appeared that she was

GONDEBAUD, ou GOMBAUD III. 
king of Burgundy, and son of Gondi— 
caire, conquered his brother Chilpe- 
ric, put him to death, and seized his 
kingdom in 491. He afterwards in- 
vaded Italy, pillaged and ravaged Emi- 
lia and Liguria, took Turin, and, at his 
return from this expedition, gave his 
nigce Clotilda in marriage to Clovis, 
493. Clovis, however, defeated him 
Seven years after, and pursued him as 
far as Avignon, where he shut himself 
up, but was forced to accept peace on 
the conditions proposed by the con- 
queror. Scarcely was he at liberty 


When he besieged and took Vienne, 


caused his brother Godegisiles to be 
murdered in an Arian church, and, by 


that means, possessed the kingdom 


peaceably tilt his death, 516. This 
prince gave the Burgundians a code of 
very useful laws, called, from his name, 
the Gombette law. Sigismond and Go- 
domar, his two sons, reigned after him. 
He was an Arian. 

GONDI (Albert de) called the mare- 
chal de Retz, son of Anthony de Gon- 
di, who attended Catherine de Medicis 
into France, and was maitre d'hotel to 
Henry 1V. Alhert was employed in 
negociations, and military affairs, in 
which he did not much distinguish 
himself, but succeeded better as a cour- 
tier. It is said he was one of those 
who advised the massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew, which he went to apologize 
for to queen Elizabeth. Albert de 
Gondi took Belleisle, fortified it, and 
was governor of Provence; but factions 
obliged him to quit that situation. 
Charles IX. made him marechal of 
France in 1574; Henry III. duke and 
peer. He died 1602, His brother was 
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a cardinal (See the next article): his 
posterity ended in Paula Frances Mar. 
garet de Gondiz his great grand. 
daughter, who married the duc de 
Lesdiguiers, was left a widow 168; 
and died 1716, aged 61, leaving only 
one son, Who died in 1703 without 
issue. 

GONDI (John Francis Paul de) more 
known by the name of Cardinal de Rete, 
son of Philip Emanuel de Gondi, hw 
de Joigny, lieutenant-general, &c. He 
was eminent for his talents, a doctor of 
the Sorbonne, then coadjutor to his 
uncle, John Francis de Gondi, first 
archbishop of Paris, and afterwards 
created cardinal. But, having joined 


the party that opposed the king during 


the tumults of Paris, he was confined 
at Vincennes in 1652. He succeeded 
his uncle in the archbishopric 165, 
and, although a prisoner, was ve 

troublesome to the court, by attempt. 
ing to govern through his grand vicars, 
Having escaped to Rome, . he made his 
peace 1661, and resigned the arch- 
bishopric of Paris. He had the abbey 
of St. Denys in France, and died at 
Paris, August 24, 1679, aged 66, leav- 
ing several works besides his Memoirs, 
as la Conjuration de Fiesque; des Maxari- 
nades, &c. Cardinal de Retz was in- 


triguing, bold, and turbulent; his ge- 


nius was vast and extensive, and some- 
what romantic; but, in the latter part 
of life, he became mild, peaceable, 
free from all disposition to intrigue, 
and was the delight of all good people. 
He lived in the stile of a private man, 
in order to discharge debts which he 
had contracted by living too magnifi- 
cently. His Memirs, Amsterdam, 1731, 
4 vol. 12mo, are very entertaining: 
those of Foly and Nemours, 1738, 3 vol. 
12mo, bound in two, are added to 
them. He must be distinguished from 
cardinal Peter de Gondi, bishop of 
Langres, afterwards of Paris, raised to 
the cardinalate by pope Sixtus V. 1587, 
He firmly opposed the league, died at 
Paris, February 17, 1716, aged 84, and 
was succeeded by his nephew cardinal 
Henry de Gondi, who died at Beziers, 
August 3, 1622. John Francis de 
Gondi, his brother, first archbishop of 
Paris, succeeded him, and died 1654, 
aged 70. It was this archbishop to 

whom cardinal de Retz succeeded. 
GONDRIN (Lewis Henry de Par- 
dillan 


, 
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ginan, and de) born 1620, at the castle 
Je Gondrin, in the diocese of Auch, of 
a noble and ancient family, He was 
appointed coadjutor, in 1644, with his 
cousin Octavius de Bellegard, arch- 
bishop of Sens, to which archbishopric 
he succeeded August 16, 1646, and go- 
verned it with great zeal. He died 
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one of the first bishops who censure 
The Apolog y of the Cazuists; he also in- 
terdicted the ſesuits in his diocese for 
above 25 years, because they would not 
conform to his ordinances; and this 
prohibition, which lasted till his death, 
made much noise. March 28, 1654, 
M. Gondrin signed the letter from the 
assembly of the clergy to Innocent X. 
in which the prelates acknowledge, 
that the fire celebrated Propositions are 
in TJansenius* book, and condemned, in 
„h tente of Fansenius, in that pope's 
Constitution. His Signature may also 
he seen to the letter written by the as- 
sembled clergy to pope Alexander VII. 
september 2, 1656. He made some 
objections at first, but they were $0 
completely removed, that he acknow- 
ledged he thought himself obliged in 
conscience to sign. M. Godrin also 
signed the Formulary without distinc- 
tion or explanation; but being of opi- 
nion that some regard should be had to 
those who were not equally persuaded 
of their obligation to sign it, he wished 
that their distinction of fa and dect rine 
might be allowed, provided they pro- 
fesxed to condemn the doctrine of the 
five Propositions, and, for this purpose, 
Joined the four bishops (Aleth, Pa- 
miers, Angers, and Beauvais), and 
wrote to Clement IX. that it was ne- 
cessary to separate the questions of fa? 
and dacirine, which were confounded in 
the Formulary, He left Letters, several 
Pastoral Ordinances, and is supposed to 
have translated the Sœlect Letters of St. 
Gregory the Great, published by James 
Boileau. Mad. de Mountespan was this 
prelate's niece. 

GONET Habe Baptist) a learned 
Dominican of Beziers. He took a doc- 
tor's degree at the university of Bour- 
deux, taught theology there with re- 
putation, and became provincial of his 
order. He died January 24, 1621, at 
Beziers, aged 65, His chief work is a

GONNELLI (John) a celebrated 
Sculptor, surnamed The Blind Man f 
Cambassi, who lost his sight at the age 
of twenty; but this did not prevent 
him from succeeding in his art; for he 
made figures of baked clay, which he 
finished perfectly by his feeling: and, 
what is yet more astonishing, this blind 
Sculptor is said to have taken like- 
nesses; among others, a bust of M. 
Hesselin, comptroller of the Chambre 
aux deniers at Paris. He died at Rome 
in the time of pope Urban VIII. 

GONNELIEU (Jerome de) born 1640, 
at Soissons, entered among the Jesuits 
1657, and died at Paris 1715. He wrote 
la Pratique de la Vie interieure, 12mo.

GONTIER, cunt de Schwartzemburgy 
elefted emperor, 1346, by a faction 


; which opposed Charles IV.; but his 


physician, having poisoned him, pre- 
vented the war which was ready to be 
kindled between the two competitors. 
GONTRAN, L of Orleans and Bur: 
gundy, son of Clotaire I. ascended the 
rohe 562, and fixed his residence at 


Chälons-sur-Saone. The Lombards in- 


vaded his dominions, and gained great 
advantages, at first, over Amat, one of 
his generals, but were entirely defeated 


by another, named Mummol. This 


prince engaged in a War against his 


brothers, Recarede, King of the Goths, 


and Waroc, duke of Bretany, with va- 
rious success. Mummol having rebel- 
led, and proclaimed Gondebaud, a pre- 


tended son of Clotaire's, king, Gon- 


tran sent Leudegisile against them, and 
they were defeated, and put to death. 
Chilperic being murdered in 534, Gon- 
tran entered Paris immediately, and 
took his nephew, Clotaire II. son of 
the deceased, under his protection. 
He held several councils, was a lover 
of justice, which he administered him- 


| $elf, and attended to the public good, 


but did not lay aside that ferocious and 
cruel disposition which the Francs had 
introduced into Gaul. Every one trem- 
bled at his approach when he was 
angry, and he did not scruple to put 
two physicians to death under whose 
care one of his wives had died. He 
passed nevertheless for a mild and 
complying prince; but this proceeded 
more from weakness than from his na- 
tural disposition, He died March 28, 
893, aged 60, after reigning 33 years. 
He had adopted his nephew Childe- 


dert, and chosen him for his successor.

GONZAGA, an illustrious Italian 
mily, from -whence descended Lewis 
e Gonzaga, who, after defeating Pas- 

Sarius Boniscola,tyrant of Mantua, 1327, 


became lord of that city himself, by 


the title of Imperial Vicar, and died 
1360. lohn Francis, his descendant, 
was created marquis of Mantua by the 
emperor Sigismond 1433, and died 1444. 


Frederic II. was made duke of Mantua 


. by the emperor Charles V. and died 
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1540. The elder branch, in the male 
line, ended with his grandson, Vincent 
de Gonzaga, who died in 1627, Fre. 
deric II. had another son named Lewi; 
who settled in France, became duke gf 
Nevers in right of his wife, Henrietta 
of Cleves; had the government of 
Champagne, was extremely respected 
and a good soldier; but Henry iv. 
having said something unkind to him 
in council 1595, he was $0 hurt by it, 
that his wounds opened afresh, and he 
died October 23, aged 56. This duke 
left Memoirs, which have been pub. 
lished by M. de Gomberville, 166;, 2 
vol. fol. Charles de. Gonzaga, his son, 
was duke de Nevers in France when 
he went to take possession of Mantua, 
through the favour of France. He died 
1637. His grandson, Charles IV. hav. 
ing declared for Philip V. king of 
Spain, was put, under the ban of the 
empire, deprived of his duchy, and 
lied 1708, without legitimate issue. 
There were other branches of the fa- 
mily, but they could not claim this 
duchy : it remained in the house of 
Austria.

 GONZAGA (Lucretia de) was un- 
happy in her union with John Paul 
Manfrone, to whom she was married 
against her will, when but 14 years of 
age. 'He was brave, but haughty, and 
behaved so ill, that the duke of Fer- 
rara put him in prison, and thought he 
deserved death, but was merciful, and 
spared his life for Lucretia's sake; but 
She could not obtain his liberty.

GORDIAN, the Elder, was son of 
Metius Marcellus, and descended, by 
his mother's side, from the emperor 
Trajan. His courage, eloquence, pro- 
bity, moderation, and other excellent 
qualities, gained him so many friends, 
that, being proconsul in Africa, he was 
proclaimed emperor in 237, notwith- 
standing his age and resistance, by the 
troops who had rebelled against Maxi- 
mian, He associated his son Gordian 
in the empire; but Capellian, gover- 
nor of Mauritania, engaging them soon 
after in a bloody battle, the son lost his 
life at the age of 46; and the father, 
who was above 80, killed himself for 
fear of falling into the hands of Maxi- 
mian. He had gained the affections of 
the Roman people by games and public 
feasts while he was questor, and wrote 
a poem in his youth on the Lives of the 
Antoninus's. His son was also a man of 
learning, and very studious. 

GORDIAN, the Yeunger, son, or ne- 
phew, of the second Gordian, elected 
emperor of Rome in 238, at the age of 
16. Although young, he wanted nei- 
ther prudence nor conduct; he cruſhed 
the rebellion of the Sabines, married 


lent philosopher; changed the face of 
the empire, planned the field of Mars, 
retook Antioch, and was murdered by 
the intrigues of Philip, prefect of the 
pretorium, in 244, While he was driv- 
ing the Persians from Syria, after hav- 
ing conquered Sapor. 

GORDIUS, king of Phrygia, and fa- 
ther of Midas, He rose to royalty from 
so humble a condition, that his whole 
wealth consisted in two yoke of oxen, 
with one of which he ploughed his 
ground, and the other drew his cart. 


- Panied with 


the daughter of Misitheus, an excel- 
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Midas consecrated this cart to Jupite?. 
The knat which fastened the yoke to 
the shaft was 80 skilfully tied, that 
no one cquld find the ends, and a re- 
port preyailed, that whoeyer could yn- 


tie it, should possess the empire of Asia. 


It is well known how Alexander ful- 
filled this prediction, by cutting it with 
his sword; from whence came the pro- 
verb of Cutting the Gordian tnt. 
GORDON (James) a learned con- 
troversial writer, descended from one 
of the best families in Scotland, who 
left his country on account of his reli- 
gion, and, going to Rome, entered 
among the ſesuits in 1563. He taught 
Hebrew with reputation at Bourdeaux 
Paris, and Popt-a-Nousson. He visited 
also Germany, Denmark, and the Bri- 
tish islands, where he suffered * 
for the Catholic religion. He die 
April 16, 1620, at Paris, aged 77.

He was a Sophist, and cele- 
brated orator, sent by his countrymen 
to Athens 417 A. C. to implore assist- 
ance against the Syracusans, which he 
obtained, and is said to have lived 108 
years. 

GORGO, wife of Leonidas, king of 
Sparta, much celebrated by the an- 
cients. It was this queen who said, 
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that the Spartan qwomen were the only ones 
who produced men, 

GORGONS, three sisters, daughters 
of Phorcys and Ceto, according to the 
fable, - named Euryale, Medusa, and 


' Sthenio. They lived near the Hespe- 


rian garden, and transformed those who 
looked on them into stone, but were 
conquered by Perseus, who, with the 
assitance of Minerva, killed Medusa, 
and fixed her head on the zgis of this 
goddess. Hesiod says, that these sis- 
ters had but one eye among them, 


5 which they made use of by turns. 


GORGO PHONE, daughter of Per- 
seus and Andromeda, and wife of be- 
rieres, king of the Messenians, after 
whose death she married CEbalus, and 
is the first woman mentioned in his- 
tory as Having taken a second hus- 
band. ; | | 
— GORIO (Anthony Francis) a learned 
antiquary of Florence in the 18th cen- 
tury, author of an account of the 


grand duke's cabinet, entitled, Mus z- 


um Flerentinum, Florentiæ, 1731; con- 
tinued to 10 vol. fol.; Masaum Etrus- 
cum, 1737; continued to 3 vol. fol; 
Aſus rum Cor tenense, Rome, 1750, fol. 
He also published the ancient Inscrip— 
tions which are found in the cities of 
Tuscany, Florence, 1727, and the fol- 
lowing 3 vol. fol.; and other books on

GORIO, v. JOSEPH BEN GO RIO. 
- GORLAUS (Abraham) a learned 
antiquary of Antwerp, who became 
very celebrated by his assiduity in col- 
lecting a. great number of medals, 
rings, antique seals, and other curiosi- 
ties of the same k ind. He died April 15, 

1609, at Delft, aged 60, leaving a very 
excellent and curious little tract on 
rings, and their use among the ancients, 
entitled, Dactylliotheca, Leyden, 1600, 
4to. and reprinted, 1707, 2 vol. 4to.; 
Thesaurus Numismatum, Leyden, 1608, 
fol.; Paralipamena numizmatum; and 
other works. 

GOROPIUS (John) a celebrated 
physician in the 16th century, a native 
of Brabant, much esteemed by the 
emperor Charles V. physician to Elea- 
nore, queen of France, and Mary queen 
of Hungary. He understood philosophy 
and the languages, but was fond of in- 
troducing paradoxes in his works; 
among others, that Adam's language 
was the German or Teutonic. He died 
June 27, 1572, at Maestricht, aged 53, 
leaving Origines Antuerpiane, 1 509, fol. 
and other works. 

GORRAN, or DE GORRAIN (Ni- 
cholas de) a learned Dominican, born 
at Maine, and prior of the Jacobin 
convent in St. James' street, Paris, 
1280. Philip the Bold, appointed him 
confessor to his son, who was after- 
wards king of France, by the name of 
Philip the Fair, in which othce Gorran 
remained after that prince ascended the 
throne. He died about 1295, and left 
Commentaries on almost the whole of the 
Bible; Sermons, and some other works: 
but the greatest part remains in MS, in 
the library of the Sorbonne. 

GORRIS (John de) in Latin, Gor» 
reus, a physic ian of the faculty of Paris, 
from which body he was twice ex- 
pelled for his attachment to Calvinism, 
but reinstated again. He died 1572, 
aged 72, His works were printed, 
1622, fol, John Gorris, his son, wha

0 ATE *(John Baron de) of the 
duchy of Holstein, Whose audacity and 
enterprizing temper were $0 pleasing to 
Charles XII. that he employed him in 
ge vetal hazardous transactions; in con- 
sequence of which he was arrested in 
Saxony and Holland. The first time, 
he made his escape from six cavaliers; 
and the second, was set at liberty, and 
his affair hushed up. He attempted to 
raise England in favour of the Pre- 
tender; at last, being head of the fi- 
nances in Sweden, he had recourse to 
such ruinous methods to satisfy the 
king's wishes, that he was arrested 
immediately upon that prince's death, 
and beheaded March 2, 1719, as a vic- 
tim to the people, who had long 
groaned under the arbitrary power of 
Charles XIL. * 

GOSSELINI (Julian) born 1525, at 
Rome. He was secretary to Ferdinand 
de Gonzaga, viceroy of Sieily, from the 
age of 17, and continued in that office 
after the viceroy was appointed gover- 
nor of Milan; held the same post un- 
der the dukes of Alba and Sassa, the 
marquis of Pescara, and the duke of 
Albuquerque; but the latter took so 
violent a dislike to him, that he at- 
tempted to deprive him both of ho- 
nour and of life, Goxsselint was, how- 
ever, again employed under the mar- 
quis d'Aimonte, and theaduke of Ter- 
ranova, governor of Milan, as their 
Secretary, He is said to have had an 
uncommon talent for appeasing quar- 
rels, He died February 12, 1587, aged 
62, Notwithstanding the business of 
his office, in which he was employed 
above 40 years, he published several 
works: the principal are, The Life of 
4 er dinand de Gonzaga, Milan, 1579, 4to. ;

His chief work 
is a System of Divinity, according to 
the principles of St. Thomas, in several 
volumes, 4to. 
GOTTSCHED, a celebrated German 
poet, born at Konigsberg, author of an 


Art of Poetry, which is much admired, 


and other poems. Madame Gottsched, 
his wife, was also distinguished by her 
poems and taste for the belles lettres, 
and left some comedies, which have 
had great success. Gottsched, author 
of the German grammar, 8vo. died at 
Leipsic, December 10, 1766. | 

GOUBEAU (Francis) a painter of 
Antwerp, Baur's pupil, who followed, 
with success, the style of John Miel 
and Ramboche. | 

GOUDELIN, or GOUDOULI (Peter) 
a celebrated poet of Gascony, son of a 
surgeon at Toulouse. He devoted him- 


self wholly to poetry; and his verses 


in the Gascon language have gained 
him great reputation. The best edi- 
tion is, Amsterdam, 1700, 2 vol, 12 mo. 
with the other poets of Gascony. Gou- 
delin must, nevertheless, have died of 
want in his old age, had not his fellow 
Citizens allowed him an annuity out of 
the public funds. He died Sept. 10, 

1649, at Toulouse, aged 70. This au- 
thor's works have been several times 
printed, His poem on the death of 
Henry the Great, is one of the most 
admired among them; and P. Vaniere 
has translated it into Latin verse. 

* GOUDIMEL (Claudius) an excel- 
lent musician of Franche Compte, who 
was killed at Lyons, 1572, for being 
of the Protestant religion. It was im- 
puted to him as a crime, that he had 
set Marot's and Beza's Psalms to music. 

GOVEA (Andrew) Govearus a 
learned Portuguese, born at Beja, and 
appointed principal of the college of 
St. Barbe at Paris, where he educated 
three nephews, who became celebrated 
for their learning. Martial Govea, 
the eldest, was a good Latin poet, and 


published a Latin Grammar at Paris. 


Andrew, his next brother, a priest, 
Succeeded his uncle as principal of St. 
Barbe. and gained so great a reputation 

there, 
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there, that he was invited to accept 
the same office in the college of Gui- 
enne at Bourdeaux. This invitation 


he accepted in 1534, and centinued at 
Bourdeaux till 1547, when John III. 


| King of Portugal, recalled him to his 


dominions, to establich a college at 
Coimbra, similar to that of Guienne ; 
and Govea took with him into Portu- 
gal Buchanan, Grouchi, Guerenti, Vi- 
net, Fabricius, la Costa, Tevius, and 
Mendes; who were all men of learn- 
ng, and well qualified to inztruct 
youth. He died, June 1548, at Coim- 
bra, aged 50, leaving no printed work. 
Anthony Govea, the youngest of these 
three brothers, was the most eminent 
of all, wrote several pieces on philo- 
sophy and law, and is mentioned with 
great encomiums by M. de Thou, Ron- 
sard, and all the learned. He taught 
with reputation at Bourdeaux, after- 


wards at Cahors, and Valence in Dau- 


phiny, and died 1565, aged 60, at Tu- 
rin, to which place Philibert had in- 
vited him, His principal works are, 


An _Apobogetical. Discourse against Calvin, 


who had accused him of atheism in his 
treatise on Scandal; some works on 
Law, fol.; Variarum lebt ionum Libri duo, 
ſol.; editions of Virgil and Terence, 
with notes; Epigrammatum Libri duo, and 
K pistole. The whole was printed at 
Rotterdam, 1766, fol, Manfred Govea, 
his son, born at Turin, became distin- 
guished for his knowledge of the belles 
jettres, civil and canon law, and was 
counseller of state at the court of Tu- 
rin. He died 1613, leaving Cons/ia; 
Notes en Julius Clarus, yore Poetry, and 
à funeral Oration on the death of Phi- 
lip II. king of Spain. 

GOUFFIER (William) seigneur de 
Boisy and de Bonivet, descended from 
2 noble and ancient family in Poitou. 
He was senechal of Saintonge, gover- 
nor and head chamberlain to Cha. VIII. 
governor of Languedoc and Touraine, 
and died May 23, 1495, at Amboise. 
William Gouſher left by his second 
wife, Philippa de Montmorenci, three 
children who were eminent, Arthur 
Gouffier, grand-master of France, and 
rar to Francis I. by whom he was 
oaded with riches and honours, and 
entrusted with the most important af. 
fairs; died 1519: Adrian Gouther, 
called cardinal de Boisy, who was bishop 
of Coutance, afterwards of Albi, and 
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grand almoner of France; died July 26 
1523: William Gouffier, common] 
called admiral de Bonivet, with which 
office he was honoured,. December M 
1517. He distinguished himself on we: 
veral occasions in his youth, and gained 
the favour and esteem of Francis 1 
who gave him -the command of his 
army in Italy £523: but this expedition 
proved unfortunate. Admiral de Boni. 
vet joined Louisa of Savoy against the 
constable Charles de Bourbon, and per. 
suaded Francis I. to risque the battle 
af Pavia, notwithstanding the remon- 
strances of his most experienced cap- 
tains. His ill advice did not, however. 
remain unpunished; for he was killed 
in this battle, February 24, 1525. lt 
is related by Brantome, that when the 
constable de Bourbon saw him lay dead 
in the field, he said, Al, unhappy man 
thou hast ruined both France and me“ f 

GOUGET (Claudius Peter) son of a 
taylor. He devoted himself to study, 
contrary to his father's liking, who 
was, however, obliged to leave him to 
his fate; and he became canon of St. 
Jaques 'Hdpital, and member of the 
academiesof Marseilles, Angers, Rouen, 
and Auxerres. He died February 2, 
1767, in his canonical house at Paris. 
Gouget was author of the Supplements 
to Moreri, 1735, and 1749, 4 vol. fol.; 
of the Bibliochegue Frangoize, 18 val. 
T2mo. ; and of P Histoire du College Royal 
de France, Al. 12mo..&c. 205 

GOU ION John) an eminent sculp- 
tor and architect of Paris, Who lived 
under Francis I. and Henry II. and is 
supposed to have designed the fronts oſ 
the old Louvre. This artist's figures, 
in demi- relief, have never been sur- 
passed; nor can any thing af that Kind 
be more beautiful than his Fountain of 
the Innocents in the street of St. Denis 
at Paris. The cariatides which sup- 
port a tribune in the hall of the Hun- 
dred Swiss at the Louvre are no less 80. 
Many more of his works may be seen 
in that city, which are the admiration 
of connoisseurs, ' and bring back to 
view the simple and sublime beauties 
of the antique style; for which reason 
he is justly called the Corregio of sculp- 
ture. | 

GOULART (simon) a celebrated 
minister of Geneva, born at Senleés, 
one of the mast indefatigable writers 
of his time. He made considerable 

alterations 
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alterations in the Catalogue of the Wit- 
nexies to the Truth, written by Illyricus, 

also additions to it, and gained 
great reputation among the Protestants 
dy his works; the principal of which 
are, Recueil d Histoire, memorables de notre 
temps, 2 vol. 8 vo; a translation of Se- 
neca; Memoires de la Ligue, 6 vol. 8vo. 
and, in 1758, 6 vol. 4to.; a translation 
of Seneca; a translation of St. Cyprian. 
de Lapsis; several moral and devotional 
tracts. He died 1628, at Geneva, aged 
85. His son of the same name wrote 
Trait zur la Providence, 1627, lzmo.; 
he lost his office of minister at Amster- 
dam, by refusing to subscribe to the 
synod of Dort. 

GOULVU (John) Gulonius, a cele- 
brated general of the Feuillans, born 
August 25, 1576, at Paris, son of Ni- 
cholas Goulu, Greek professor at the 
royal college, and died January 5, or 
25, 1629, aged 33. His Lettres de Phyl- 
argue d Ariste, 2 vol. written against 
Balzac, in which he is not sparing of 
abuse, made a great noise. He also 
wrote an answer to the minister Du 
Moulin's book on the Pastoral Vocalion, 
Vindiciae Theolegice ibero politice, 1628, 
$yo. in favour of the rights of mo- 
narchy ; a Life of St, Francis de Sales, 
1624, 4to. several translations; a good 
Latin Epigram on the equestrian statue 
of Henry IV. Which is on the Pont 
Neuf at Paris, &c. 


GOURDAN (Simon) son of An- 


thony Gonrdan, King's secretary, born 
at Paris, March 24, 1646. He entered 
the abbey of St. Victor 1661, and lived 
there in a very exemplary manner; but 
aspiring to a still stricter life, offered 
himself at la Trappe about twelve 
years after, The holy abbot de Rance, 
however, declined receiving him, and 
advised him to continue his pious exer- 
cises in the house Where he had made 
profession. Pere Gourdan followed this 
counsel, and lived 850 austerely at St. 
Victor, that he never went beyond the 
monastery walls but once from th 
time, nor would even allow himself to 
walk in the garden. Devoted wholly 
to prayer and study, he edified all 
Paris; and, having shewn great sub- 
mission to the decisions of the church, 
and the bull Unigenitus, died piously in 
8 abbey of St. Victor, at Paris, 
March 10, 1729. He left Sacrifice de

GOURGUES (Dominic de) a cele- 
brated and valiant gentleman of Mount 
Marsan in Gascony. Having been ill 
used during the war by the Spaniards, 
who had also murdered a colony of 
Frenchmen settled on the coast of Flo- 
rida, he fitted out three ships, at his 


own expence, to revenge himself; set 


sail in 1867, made a descent on Flo- 
rida, took three forts, and hung, or 
otherwise destroyed, 800 Spaniards. 
On his return to France, instead of re- 
ceiving the praises due to him for hav- 
ing thus revenged his country, he was 
near being sentenced to death at the 
request of the Spanish ambassador; 
but admiral de Chatillon saved him. 
Queen Elizabeth afterwards invited him 
to take the command of the English 
fleet; but he died at Tours, as he was 
going to accept that office, 1593. 
GOURNAI (Mary le Jars de) a lady 


celebrated for her learning, daughter 


of William le Jars, seigneur de Neufvi, 
and de Gournai, and of Jane de Hacque- 
ville. After the death of her father, 
she chose another by agreement: this 
adopted parent was the famous Michael 
de Montagne, for whom she shewed 
no less respect and attachment than 
to her real father. She published his 


Enays in 1635, dedicating them to car- 


dinal Richelieu. Montagne esteemed 
this lady, acknowledged her adoption, 
and his daughter, the viscountess of 
Gamaches, to whom madam de Gour- 
nai dedicated her book entitled, Be- 

et de Pinde, always called her sister. 

e died unmarried, July 13, 1645, at 
Paris, aged 79. Her works are in two 
vol. 4to. 1634, and 1641, under the 
title of, Auii, a Pri tent, de Mademeizelle 
de Gournai. They are insupportably te- 
dious. She had a taste for the old style 
of literature, compilations and com- 
mentaries. When the French academy 
undertook. to purify the language, ma- 
dame de Gournai exclaimed violently 
against this reformation, which pro- 
duced two satires against her: Anti 
Geurnai, and Remerciement des Bemrrieves, 
{the Butter-woman's Thanks), in which 
there is no want of abuse. 
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valet de chambre to the duc de la 


Rochefoucault; afterwards his friend, 


and even that of the great Condé, and 
the superintendant Fouquet, in whose 


disgrace he was involved. This cir- 


cumstance occasioned it to be said, that 
Gourville was at the same time hanged 
in effigy at Paris, and the King's envoy 
in Germany. He had indeed that of- 
fice, but not till some time after his 
escape. At his return, he was pro- 
posed to succeed the great Colbert in 
the ministry. Gourville was born at

GOUSSET (James) an eminent Pro- 
restant divine, born, 1633, of a good 
family at Blois, cousin-german to the 
celebrated Isaac Papin. He was ap- 
pointed minister at Poitiers in 1662, 
and remained there till the revocation 
of the edi of Nantes, 1685, He then 
went to England, and afterwards to 
Holland, where he was chosen minister 
of the Walloon church at Port. Gous- 
et was appointed professor of Greek 
and divinity at Groningen five years 
after, and died there 1704, leaving a 
great number of works, both printed 
and in MS.: the principal are, a He- 
brew Dictionary, or Commentarii Linguæ 
Hebraicze; a valuable work: the best 


edition is Leipsick, 1743, 4to.; a Re- 


futation, in Latin, of rabbi Isaac's (A- 
surck jf, or Shield of Faith, Dort, 
1688, 8vo. and Amsterdam, 1712, fol. 
This Refutation has been much praised 
dy several among the learned: it does 
not seem, however, to merit such high 
encomiums, but to be very weak: the 
book against which it was written may 
de found in Wagensal's Tela ignea Sata- 
na.

GOUTHIER, or GUTHIERES (James) 
Gutherius, a learned and judicious anti- 
quary, and lawyer, born at Chaumont 
in Bassigny, who was admitted advo- 


woe, 
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cate to the parliament of Paris; and, 
having attended the bar with honour 
40 years, retired into the country, and 
devoted himselt wholly to study. He 
died 1638. His principal works are, 
De wetere Jure Pontificio urbis Rome, 
1612, 4to. This book pleased so much 
at Rome, that the senate conferred the 
rank of Roman citizen on him and his 
posterity. De Offeciis dms: Augustæ, 
publice et privatæ, to. 1628, and Le- 
Sick, 1672, 8 vo. &c. De jure Maniun, 
Leipsick, 1671, 8vo. Two small tracts, 
one de Orbitate toleranda; the other, 
Laus cecitatis, &c, These works are 
all eztectned. e. 
GOUX (Francis le) de la Boulaye, a 
celebrated traveller in the 17th cen- 
tury, son of a gentleman of Pauge in 
Anjou. He visited most parts of the 
world, and published an account of 
his Travels, 1653, 4to. When he re- 
turned from the first voyage, he was 
so altered, that his mother would not 
own him, and he was obliged to com- 
mence a suit against her, to recover his 
right of eldetship. Being sent ambas- 
Sador to the Turks, and the Great Mo- 
gul, in 1668, he died in Persia during 
his journey. | 
GOUYE (Thomas) born Sept. 18, 
1650, at Dieppe, entered among the 
Jesuits 1667, became well skilled in 
mathematics, and was admitted into 
the academy of, sciences in 1699. He 
assisted constantly at the meetings of 
that academy, Whose members enter- 
tained a high opinion of his genius. 
He died at Paris, in the professed house 
of the Jesuits, March 24, 1725, aged 
75. His principal work is entitled, 
Observations Physiques et Mathematiques, 
pour servir d la Perfection de P Astronmmi?, 
et de la Geographie, Enwoytes de Siam, a 
Academie des Sciences de Paris, par les 
P. P. Fexuites Micsionaires ; with Notes 
and Remarks, in 2 vol. the first, 5vo. 
the second, 4to. These Remarks may 
also be found in tom. 7. of the Mem#ires 
of the above academy. 
GOWER (Sir John) supposed to be 
the most ancient English author. A 
poem of his, entitled, de Confessione 
Amantis, was printed in London, 1532, 
fol. Arby 
GOZON (Deodatus, or Dieu donné) 
a knight of Malta, of Provence, and 
27th grand-master of the order of St. 
John of Jerusalem; which rank he ob- 
tained 
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tained by destroy ing a dragon that had 
ravaged the isle of Rhodes. He died 
RAA, or GRAEF (Renier de) 
born July 30, 1641, at Schoonhoven in 
Holland. He practised physic at Delft 
with reputation, and died there Au- 
gust 17, 1673, aged 32. His principal 
works are, De zucco pancreaties ; several 
treatises on The Organs of Generation in 
beth Sexes; where he maintains, that 
all animals, and even men, proceed 
from eggs. All this physician's works 
are much esteemed, and were printed 
at Leyden, 1705, 8vo. 

GRABE (John Ernest) born July 10, 
1666, at Konigsberg in Prussia. Hav- 
ing some 8 respecting the Luthe- 


ran religion, which he had been 
educated, he went to England, em- 
braced the docttines of the Anglican 
church, and had a pension from king 
William, which was continued to him 
by queen Annes Grabe afterwards 
went into orders, took a doctor's de- 
gree at Oxford, and died November 1 3» 
1711, in London. His works are, a 
Spice/egjum, containing the writings of 
the Fathers, and Heretics, in the three 
first centuries, Oxford, 1700, 2 vol. 8vo. 
reprinted 1714, 3 vol. 8vo.; an edition 
of the LXX. from the Alexandrian 
MS. Orford, 1707, 1709, 1719, and 
1720, 4 tom. fol. reprinted at Zurich, 
1730, 4 vol. fol.: this edition is the 
niost complete, but the first is more 
elegant. Notes on St. Justin and Bullus, 
to.; De Forma consecrationis Euclaristæ, 
Londini, 1721, $yvo.; and other works 
esteemed by the learned. Grabe was 


extremely well acquainted with Eccle- 


siastical Antiquity. 

GRACCHUS (Tiberius Sempronius) 
descended from the illustrious family 
of Sempronia, and grandsgn of the pro- 
consul Gracchus, who was Killed in an 
ambuscade by Hannibal's troops. He 
was twice gonsul, once censor, had the 
honour of a triumph twice; and took 
and destroyed several towns belonging 
to the Celtiberians in Spain, about 193 
A.C. Some time after he conquered 
Sardinia, and carried from thence 80 
great a number of slaves, that the 
length of their sale gave rise to the 
proverb, Sardi wvenales, Gracchus mar- 
ried Cornelia, Scipio's daughter, a lady 
celebrated for her virtue, by whom he 
had, besides other children, Tiberius, 
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and Caius Gracchus, who distinguished 


themselves by their eloquence and ge- 
nius ; but both lost their lives by hav- 
ing too warmly espoused the interests 


of the people; Tiberius 123 A. C. and 


Caius 12 years after. This illustrious 
family produced several other cele- 
brated Romans. 


GRACCHUS (sempronius) one of 


Julia's lovers, the daughter of Au- 
gustus. He was confined in an island 
of the African sea, called Corcina. 
Tiberius, having succeeded Augustus, 
sent orders to put Gracchus to death 
there 14 years after. It is, doubtless, 
this Gracchus by whom we have some 
verses in Maittaire's Corpus Poetarum. 
GRACIAN (Baltasar) a celebrated 


Spanish Jesuit of Catalamd, formerly 


Bilbilis, He taught the belles-lettres, 


philosophy and theology, in his society, 


preached during some years, and was 
rector of the college at Tarragona, 


where he died December 6, 1658, leay-. 


ing a considerable number of useful 
works in Spanish, 2 vol. 4to. The 
chief of those that have been trans- 
lated into French, are, Le Heros, by P. 
de Courbeville, a Jesuit, Rotterdam, 
1729, 12MO. ; Reflexions politiques zur les 


plus grandi Princes, et particulierement sur

GRADENIGO (Peter) doge or duke 
of Venice in 1290, by whose prudence 
the conspiracy of Bejamont Tiepole 
was discovered, and its consequences 


prevented. He governed the republic 
with great wisdom, and died 1303. It 
was this doge who changed the Vene- 
tian government to an aristacracy, 
which had been almost entirely demo- 
cratical from 1173, and settled it 
nearly in its present form. He must be 
distinguished from Bartholomew Grade- 
nigo, another doge of Venice, elected 
in 1339, who subdued the revolted 
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Candians, and died 1342, nd from 
John Gradenigo, elected Joys 1352. 

GRACINUS (Julius) v. AGRICOLA. |

' GRAVIUS (John George) one of 
the most learned critics in the 17th 
century, born January 29, 1632, at 
Naumburg. He studied under John 
Frederic Gronovius, and taught at 
Duisburg, then at Deventer, and was 
afterwards professor of politics, his- 
tory and rhetoric, at Utrecht, forty- 
one years, He died January 11, 1703, 
aged 71, leaving a collection of Roman 
antiquities, 12 vol. fol. Thesaurus Anti- 
_ quitatum Italiæ, 6 vol. fol. continued by 
Burman to 45 vol. v. GRONOVIUS 
(James) an edition of Hesiod, and 
many other valuable works. 

GRAFFIGNY (Frances d' Appon- 
court) daughter of a major of gen— 
darmes, under the duke of Lorrain. 
She married M. de Graffigny, who was 
so extremely choleric that her life was 
frequently in danger, and she at last 
obtained a formal divorce. This gentle- 
man's violent temper proved the cause 
of his ending his days in a prison. His 
widow went to Paris with mademoiselle 
de Guise, the intended wife of the 
marechal de Richelieu, and there her 
mental accomplishments were taken 
notice of, much to her advantage. 
Madame de Graffigny furnished the 
collection of 1745 with the Spanish 
novel, entitled, Le Aſaumals Exemple, 
The Litres ks Peruvienne, 2 vol. 
t2mo. and Lettres d'-Axa, gained her 
much reputation. Cee, in the style 
of the YJecping Comic, had more success 
than La Fille d' e. She died 1758, 
aged 64. 
 GRAFFIO, better known by the 
name of Jacobus de Graffiis, a celebrated 
casuist in the 16th century, born at 
Capua. He was abbot of Mont Cassino, 
and grand penitentiary of Naples, and 
left several works on subjects of mora- 
lity and casuistry, 2 vol. 4to. 

GRAILLY (John de) captal de Buch, 


one of the greatest captains of his 


time. He commanded Philip King of 
Navarre's troops against Charles V. 
King of France, at che battle of Co- 
cherel in Normandy 1364, and Was ta- 
ken prisoner by Bertrand du Guesclin, 
and did not obtain his liberty till the 
Treaty of peace was concluded between 
the two princes, After this, he en:

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Nane in the service of England againg 
rance, and, having signalized himself 
in various engagements, was taken be.

GRAIN, or GRIN (John Baptist le) 
master of the requests at the palace of 
queen Mary de Medicis, author of x 
Hist. de Henri IV, fol. and Hist.

These 
works are esteemed, and contain par. 
ticulars not to be found elsewhere; but 
the author experienced much perplexity 
and vexation for having praised the fa. 
mous Dr. Richer, and combated the 
ultramontane opinions. He died July, 
1642, at Montgeron, near Paris, leav- 
ing some other works. He ordered by 
his will, that none of his descendants 
Should entrust the Jesuits with the edu. 
cation of their children; and this pro- 


GRAINDORGE (Andrew) a native 
of Caen in the 17th century, by whom 
the art of making figured diaper was 
first found out. He did not, however, 
bring it oj kari, for he only wore 
squares and flowers; but his son, Ki- 
chard Graindorge, who, living to the 
age of $2, had leisure to complete what 
his father had begun, found a way to 
represent all sorts of animals, and other 
figures, This work he called Hautelice, 
perhaps, because the threads were 
twisted in the woof. They are now 
called dumasked cloths, from their resem- 
blance 'to white damask. This inge- 
nious workman invented the method 
of weaving table napkins; and his son, 
Michael, established several manufac- 
tures in different parts of France, 
where these damask<d cloths are be- 
come very common, The same family 
has produced several other persons of 

enius and merit; among these is 
7 Graindorge, a man of wit and 
taste, and well skilled in antiquities: 


he is highly Spoken of by M. Huet, - 


who was his intimate friend. 
GRAINDORGE (Andrew) brother

Vi: de Pibrac, 1758, 12mo, He died 


1754. 

CRAM (John) an eminent and 
learned Danish writer, born 1685, in 

utland. After having been some time 
professor of Greek at Copenhagen, he 
was appointed counsellor of justice, 
archivist, historiographer, and libra- 
rian, to the King. In 1745, he was 
made counsellor of state, and died 
1748, leaving, Dissertations, and other 
valuable pieces; also, Corpus diplamatum 
u res Danicas facientium. This work, 
which he undertook by order of Chris- 
tian VI. is still in MS. and probably 
consists of several folio volumes. Gram 
laid the first foundation of the aca- 
demy at Copenhagen. 

GRAMAYE (John Baptiste) a na- 
tive of Antwerp, apostolical protho- 
notary, provost of Arnheim, and his- 
toriographer of the Netherlands. He 
was taken prisoner, in à Voyage to 
Spain, by some Algerine corsairs, who 
carried him into Africa; but, after his 
return home, made several other voy- 
ages, and died, 1635, at Lubec. His 
principal works are, Africa illustrata, 
to.; Diarium Algeriensze; The Hist. and 
Auntiguities of Brabant. in Latin, 4to. ; 
lhe clntiquities of Flanders, Louvain, 
1608, fol.; Peregrinatic Belgica, specimen 
linguarum Orbis universi, Atto. 

GRAMONT (Gabriel dc) a cele- 
brated cardinal in the 16th century, 
descended from the illustrious and an- 
cient family of that name in Navarre. 
Francis I. by whom he was much 
esteemed, employed him in many im- 
portant affairs, and loaded him with 
wealth and honours. He was succes- 
sively bishop of Conserans, Tarbes, 
and Poitiers, and archbishop of Bour- 
deaux and Toulouse, and died Mar, a6, 
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1534, at the castle of Balma, near Tou- 
louse. _ gs 
GRAMONT (Anthony de) duke, 
peer, and marechal of France, de- 
scended from the same family as the 
preceding, Who signalized himself on 
several occasions in the reigns of 
Louis XITI. ahd XIV. He had an im- 
proved understanding, and possessed 
the talent of jesting agreedbly, He 
died July 12, 1678, at Bayonne, age 
74. His Memcir;, 2 vol. 12mo, treat o 
negociations for the election of the 
emperor at the diet of Francfort, 
1651, and for marrying the Infanta to 
Louis XIV. Philibert, count de Gra- 
mont, his brother, who died 1687, 
aged 86, had also a cultivated genius, 
and distinguished himself at court. 
The earl of Hamilton, his brother» 
in-law, has published Memsirs of his 
life, 12mo, or two vol. small rzmo. 

GRAMONT (Armand de) count de 
Guiche, brother of the preceding, an 
one of the most agreeable lords of the 
court; but, being weak enough to 
think he could gain any woman's af. 
fections, his imprudent conduct re- 
specting Madame occasioned his ba- 
nishment. He served in the Dutch 
war, distinguished himself at the pas- 
Sage of the Rhine, and died 1673, aged 
34, without posterity ; but his brother 
Anthony IV. who died 1720, left An- 
thony V. who signalized himself dur- 
ing the war concerning the Spanish 
succession, was appointed marechal of 
France 1724, and died 1725, leaving 
children. , 

GRAMONT (Gabriel Bartholomew, 
seigneur de) Gramondus, president of 
the parliament of Toulouse, and son of 
the dean of the counsellors to the same 
parliament, descended from an ancient 
family in Roergue, who have been 
long in possession of the estate of Gra- 
mont. He wrote a History of the 
Reign of Louis XIII. from the death 
of Henry IV. to 1629, This History, 
the best edition of which is 1643, fol. 
in Latin, may be considered as a sup- 
plement to that by the president du 
Thou, but is much inferior to it both 
as to style and fidelity: the author flat- 
ters cardinal de Richelieu, because he 
hoped for his favour; and abuses Ar- 
nauld d'Andilly, and others, from 
whom he had no expectations. He 
died 1654. In 1723, he published 
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Hist. particulicre des Guerres de Louis XIII. » lemagne menacee d'etre bientot veduite in 


contre les $4jets Protestans, which con- 
tains some curious and interesting facts. 

GRANCEY (James de Rouxel de 
Medavy, count de) raised, by the in- 
terest of his friends, and his long ser- 


vices, to the rank of marechal of 


France in 1651. He afterwards won 
a battle in Italy against the count de 
Caracena, but his irresolution prevented 
his reaping arfy advantage from it. He 
died 1680, aged 78. His grandson, 
James Leonor, was marechal of France 
1724, and died 1725, leaving only a 
daughter. 

GRANCOLAS (John) a Parisian, 
doctor of the Sorbonne, and author of 
numerous works; .the principal among 
which are, De Þ Antiquite des Ceremonies 


des Sacremens; Traite de Liturgies; “An- 


cien Sacramentaire de l' Epglize; Traductien 
Fr angoise des Catecheses de S. Cyrille de Je- 
ruſalem; Commentaire historique sur le Bree 
wViaire Romain, &c. This last is esteemed. 
Critique des Auteurs Ecclesiastiques, 2 vol. 
Svo.; La Science des Cornfesseurs, 2 vol. 
12 mo.; His. abriece de 3 Eglise de Paris, 
2 vol. rzmo. This history was $up- 
pressed, because the author abused in 
it the cardinal de Noailles. He died 
August 1, 1732, at Paris. 

GRAND (Anthony le) a celebrated 
Carthesian philosopher, born at Douay, 
called by some the {bbreviator of Des- 
cartes, His principal works are, Notes 
on Rohault's Psi, which have been 
printed; Institutie Philssophia Secundum 
principia R. Descartet, Nuremberg, 1711, 
to.; Curious rerum abditarum naturæ que 
arcanorum Pericrutatir, 8vo. and under 
the title of Hierin Natura, Norim- 

cbergæ, 1712, 4to. v. MAGNUS. 
GRAND (Joachim le) a judicious 
historian and ingenious critic, born 
February 6, 1653, at St. Lo in Nor- 
mandy. He studied philosophy at 
Caen, under the cclebrated Peter Cally, 
and entered the congregation of the 
oratory 1671, but quitted it five years 
after, and undertook the education of 
the marquis de Vins, then of the duc 
d' Estrées. After this he was secretary 
to the embassy in Spain aud Portugal, 
and died at Paris, May 1, 1733, aged 
80, leaving several very curious works, 
some of which were written by order 
of the ministers of state. The princi- 
pal are, Mem. texchant la Succession de la 
Courenne 4 Erpagne, 1711, :$vo.; Als 
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Meonarchie abs«lue, 1711, 4to.; Traite 4.

GRAND (Mark Anthony le) 3 
French actor and poet, who excelled in 
the characters of Kings, heroes, and 
peasants, and wrote 34 pieces for the 
French theatre, and for the Italian co. 
medians, The most esteemed among 
them are, Le Rei de Cocagne; Plutui; le 
Triomphe du Temps; Þ Amour diable; |; 
Foire St. Laurent; la Famille extravagant:, 
la Metamorphose amonreuse Þ Uu eu, gentil. 
imme; F Aveugle clair-voyant ; Þ Ami de 
tout le Mende; and la Nouwveaut, He 
was born at Paris 1672, and died there 
1728, aged 56, His works have been 
collected in 4 vol. 12mo. 1770; but |: 
Luxurieux 1s not inserted, being printed 
Separately. 

GRAND (Peter le) a famous adven- 
turer of Dieppe, who, with a ship of 
only four guns, and 2$ men, took, in 
1640, a 54 gun ship from the vice-ad- 
miral of the Spanish galleons, near the 
isle of St. Domingo, which had been 
parted from the fleet by a hard gale. 
He carried his prize to Europe, and te- 
turned no more to America. 

GRAND (Henry le) called Belle- 
ville, an actor of the company du Ma- 
rais, who acted the part of Turlupin in 
a mask. He died 1634. 

GRAND (Louis le) counsellor to the 
presidiel of Troyes, in which city he 
was born 1588, and died 1664, aged 76. 
He left a good Commentary on the Custom 
of Troyes, Paris, 1737, fol. the third 
edition. | 

GRANDET (Joseph) a pious and 
learned curate ut St. Croix at Angers, 
whose memory is still blessed in that 
city, and throughout the diocese, for 
the benefits, both spiritual and tempo- 
ral, which he procured to his parish. 
He died 1724, aged 78. This excellent 
man left the following works: La Vie 
de M. Crett, Cure de Nermandie; La Vie 
de Mademoltelle de Melun, princesse d' Epi- 
noy, Inxtitutrice des Hospitalieres de Haug: 
et de Beaufort en Anjou; La Vie du Conte 
de Moret, Fils natural de Henri IV.; -

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rie de M. Dubois de la Ferte, Chevalier de 
Aalthez La Vie de M. Louis Grignon de 
Monfort; Missionaire ; Dissertation zur 
Apparitian de J. C. au Saint Sacrement, 
#n la Pareise des Ulmes de St. Florent pres 
Saumur, le 2 Juin 1668; Hist. Ecclesias- 
riques d' Angers. The first named works 
are each in one vol. 12mo.; the last is 
in MS. at the seminary of Angers. 
GRANDIER (Urban) a famous cu- 
rate, and canon of Loudun, son of a 
notary-royal at Sable, a handsome 
acreeable man, and a fine speaker, but 
imprudent and irregular in his conduct. 
He was accused of lewdness, and sen- 
tenced, by the bishop of Poitiers“ ofh- 
cial, in 1629, to resign his benefices, 
and live in penitence. He appealed, 
however, from the sentence, and was 
declared innocent by his metropolitan, 
and by the presidial of Poitiers. Three 
years after this, some nuns of Loudun, 
who were supposed to be bewitched, 
accused Urban Grandier of magic. M. 
de Laubardemont, counsellor of state, 
and twelve judges, belonging to the 
neighbouring courts, were appointed 
to try him; and, on the deposition of 
Actaroth, Cedon, Asmedeus, &c. that is, 


on the deposition of the nuns who de- 


clared themselves to be possessed by 


those devils, Urban Grandier was, on. 


the 18th of August 1634, pronounced, 
Duly arraigned and convicted of the crime 
of magic, witchcraft, and pos5ession, which 
happened by his means to the persons eme 
Uruline nuns at Leudun, &Cc. and con- 
demned to make the amende honorable, 
and be burnt alive. This sentence was 
executed, notwithstanding the doctors 
of the Sorbonne, who. were consulted 
on the deposition of the nuns, had an- 
«wered, That, even supposing their 
possession to be certain, no regard 
could, in justice, be paid to their tes- 
timony; for the devit is a liar and 
slanderer, according to the gospel, 
John viii. 44. and that if such Jeposi- 
tions were once to be admitted, the 
most virtuous persons could never be 
Secure from being accused by demons 
of sorcery and possessions, Many au- 
thors have said, that one cause of 
Grandier's ruin was his being accused 
of having written The Shoemater of Lou- 
dun; a very abusive libel against cardi- 
nal de Richelieu's person and family; 
but that is not at all probable. All the 
circumstances of this affair may be seen 
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in a book written by Aubin, a Cal- 
vinist, entitled, Hist. des Diables de Lau- 
dun, Amsterdam, 1693, 12mo. and in 
the refutation of this History by de la 
Monardaye, Liege, 1749, 12mo. The 
verbal process of the visit made by 
M. des Roches, cardinal Richelieu's se- 
cretary, to the Nuns of Loudun, is 
preserved at the Sorbonne, from which 
it appears clearly, that those nuns were 
not possessed, but that they understood 
a little Latin, and were employed to 
act a part which they secretly disap- 
proved, and sometimes even openly. 
It also appears, that M. de Laubarde- 
mont, while he affected great piety 
and zeal for religion, was a man wholly 
devoted to cardinal Richelieu, and ca- 
pable of sacrificing every thing to please 
him. | | 

GRANDIN (Martin) a learned doc- 
tor and professor in the Sorbonne, 
where he taught divinity with repu- 
tation, about 50 years. He was a na- 
tive of St, Quentin, and died Novem- 
ber 16, 1691, aged 87, leaving a Sys- 
tem of Divinity which was printed 
after his death by M. d' Argentre, 6 vol. 
4to. Latin. 

GRANDMONT, v. STEPHEN (St.) 

GRANDVAL (Nicholas Racot) a 
Parisian, author of Carrzucke, a poem, 
8vo. and some comedies, as the Camp 
de Porche Fontaine; le Quartier d' Hiver ;; 
Agathe, &c. He died 1753, at Paris, 
aged 77. . 

GRANET (Francis) a native of Brig - 
nole, who chose the ecclesiastical pro- 
fession, and, settling at Paris, became 
known to the learned. He was only a 
deacon, and enjoyed but a very slender 
income through life, and died April 2, 
1741, aged 49; His principal works 
are, an edition of M. de Lauitvi't 
works, 1731, 10 vol. fol.; several vols. 
of the Journal, entitled, Bibliothegue 
Frangeisze; several editions of good 
French authors; Observations wr {es 
Ecrits modernes; and le Nouvelliste du 
Parnasse; with the Abbe Desfontaines ; 
a translation of Newton's Chronolog y, 
1728, 4to.; Recucil sur les Tragelies de 
Corneille et Racine, 2 vol. 12mo. He 
must be distinguished from John Jo- 
seph Granet, censor royal, and se- 


nior advocate to the council, a na- 


tive of Aix, who died at Paris 1759, 
aged 74, He wrote, Hist. de ÞHote! 
Reyal des Invalides, Paris, 1736, folio, 

plates ; 
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plates; republished by the abbe Perau, 
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' GRANGE (John de la) descended 
from a' noble and ancient family of 
. Beanjotois, entered the Benedictine or- 
der, and acquired an extensive know- 
ledge of the civil and canon law. He 
was afterwards abbot of Fecamp, and 
employed in important affairs by pope 
Innocent VI. Charles te Wie, being 
informed of his abilities, made him 
prime minister, and superintendant of 
his finances; gave him the bishopric of 
Amiens, and procured him a cardinal's 
Hat in 1375. One circumstance seems 
very singular, which is, that, being 
president in the court of aids, and af- 
terwards counsellor to the parliament, 
he tried several causes, even when he 
was cardinal. Upon the death of 
Charles V. in 1380, 
Charles VI. to whom he had spoken 
tarshly during his father's life, should 
then resent it, he retired to Avignon, 
and died there April 24, 1402. v. 
MONTIGNY. 

' GRANGE (de la) a native of Mont- 
pellier, who having, by his follies, de- 
prived himself of the assistance he 
mizht have expected from his family, 
and, being reduced to write for bread, 
employed his pen in dramatical pieces 
for the Italian theatre, some of which 
he published himself, and others jointly 
with friends. Among those which 
Succeeded tolerably, were, Les Contre- 
tems; la Gageure; V Italien marie d Paris. 
He also turned Ecce of Voltaire 
into verse, and the tragedy of Mar 
drin; translated two paltry romances, 
I Adrienne, 2 vol. 12mo. and ½ Cole, 
1767, 2 vol. 12mo. La Grange died in 
the Hospital de la Charité, 1767. 

GRANGE (.. . . dela) a Parisian, 
born 1738, who, by an unwearied ap- 
plication and zeal for study, overcame 
all the obstacles which the poverty 
of his parents had thrown in his Way. 
He obtained his mother's leave to gu 
from the Fauxbourg St. Antoine, where 
he lived, to the college of Beauvais, 
carrying a little bread with him, which 


served him the whole day; and, after 


the morning lecture, he retired to some 
private walk, or church porch, to pre- 
pare for the evening one; saving, by 
this method, the expence of a tutor, 
His professor, finding him thus laud- 
ably employed one day under the gate- 


fearing that 
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way of a belfry, thought he was using 
his parents ill by idling away his time 
and reproved him for it. La Grange 
bore this reprimand rather than disco. 
ver his mother's poverty; but, being 
found again in the same situation, he 
could no longer conceal the cause. The 
professor, moved with his story, em- 
braced him, and procured him a scho 
larship. M. the baron d' Holbach made 
him afterwards tutor to his sons; and, 
their education being finished, was 
preparing to reward him liberally, 
when M. la Grange died, October 18, 
1775. In his leisure hours he trans. 
lated Lucretius, which has been magni- 
ſtcently printed in Latin, with his 
translation, Paris, 1767, 2 vol. 8vo. fig. 
or 2 vol. r12mo. and The Antiquities of 
Greece, by Lambert Bos, which has also 
been printed at Paris, 1769, 12mo. and 
Seneca, which is to be published in 6 
vol. r12mo. | 

GRANGE-CHANCEL (Joseph dela) 
horn 1676, in Perigord. He wrote a 
little comedy, in three acts, when but 
nine years old, which was performed 
Several days successively in the college 
of Bourdeaux, where he was a Scholar; 
and, at sixteen, produced his tragedy 
of Jugurtlia: but the work which has 
made him most Known, is a satire 
against the duke of Orleans, then re- 
gent, entitled, The Philippicks.. To avoid 
the punishment this work deserved, he 
fled to Avignon, in which city was a 
French ofticer, who had taken refuge 
there in consequence of having com- 
mitted a murder; and this officer re- 
ceived a promise of pardon if he could 
entice the author of the Pkilippicks into 
the French dominions. , His attempt 
Succeeded, and la Grange was conducted 
to the isle of St. Margaret; but, find- 
ing means to make friends of his Keep- 
ers, escaped in a boat to Villa Franca, 
notwithstanding a violent storm. The. 
king of Sardinia gave him a consider- 
able sum of money, and he went from 
thence into Spain, afterwards into Hol- 
land, where he stayed till the duke of 
Orleans was dead. M. the duke then 


permitted him to end his days in 


France, and he died in that kingdom, 
1758, at the castle of Antamat, where 
he was born. His works have been 

collected in 5 volumes, small r12mo. 
GRANGER, a celebrated traveller, 
born at Dijon, who died on his return 
from 
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from Persia, within two days journey 


of Bassora, about 1733. An account of 
his voyage Was published in 1745, 


RAN JON (Robert) an eminent en- 
graver and letter-founder, about the 
middle of the 16th century. 
GRANMONT, a Parisian gentleman, 
who, when only nine years old, took 
oſlence at the attentions of an officer 
to his sister, and, drawing his sword, 
gave him three wounds, of Which he 
died, after having obtained Granmont's 
pardon. Going afterwards into the 
service of the marine, he rose to the 
command of a frigate, with which he 
took a Dutch pink worth 40, ooo livres; 
but, «quandering that sum with women 
and gamesters at Martinico, and not 
darin to return to France, he turned 
Filibustier. One of his greatest exploits 
was taking the city of Campeachy in 
168 5. The governor of Merida refusing 
to deliver up two of his companions 
whom he had taken prisoners, this ad- 
venturer 'burnt the city, hlew up the 


citadel, and reduced 200,000 crowns 


worth of logwood to ashes. In 1686, 
he set out an another expedition in a 
ship with 180 men; but neither he 
nor any of the rest were ever heard of 
after, Granmont was to have been ap- 
pointed King's lieutenant and com- 
mander in the South sea that year. 
GRANVELLE. v. PERRONOT. 


GRAS (Anthony le) a priest of the 


oratory, who died 1751, aged 70. He 
translated Cornelius Nepos, 1729, lzmo. 
and the works of the Holy Fathers who 
lived in the time of the Apostles, 1749, 
12mo. 

GRAS (Louisa de Marillac, widow 
of M. le) a lady celebrated for her 
piety and virtue, who, with Vincent de 
Paul, founded the Charitable Sisters, or 
(rey Sisters, born August 12, 1591, 
daughter of Lewis de Marillac, brother 
of Michael de Marillac, keeper of the 
Seals, and of the marechal de Marillac. 
In 1613, she married Anthony le Gras, 
secretary of state to queen Mary de 
Medicis; and, being left a widow in 
1625, M. Camps, her confessor, placed 
her under the direction of the blessed 
Vincent de Pay] Who employed her in 
the charitable ſohndatjons. She died 
in great reputation for sanctity, Mar. 15, 
1662, aged 21. M. Gobillon bas writ- 
zen her life, 22mg, 
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GRASSIS (Paris de) brother of car- 
dinal Achilles de Grassis. He Was mas- 
ter of the ceremonies under pope 
Leo X. and his successors; afterwards 
bishop of Pesaro, and made himself 
much talked of at the beginning of the 
I6th century. De Grassis deceived the 
antiquaries by showiug them, as an an- 
cient inscription, an epitaph which he 
had made himself upon a mule, and 
caused to be engraved on a piece of 
marble. He left a Ceremonial, which is 
esteemed. This prelate opposed Chris- 


| topher | Marcellus, archbishop of Corfou, 


with a degree of fury, because he 
printed, in 1516, the Roman Ritual 
composed by Augustin Patricius, under 
the pontificate of Innocent VIII. 
GRASSIS (Paduapus de) a native of 
Barlletta, a Franciscan, who was living 
in 1540. His book de Republica Eccle- 
sastica, and his Enchiridion Schzylasticumy 
were printed at Venice, 1583, 4to. 
GRASWINCHEL (Theodore) a na- 
tive of Delft, fiscal advocate of the 
domains of the Dutch states, re- 
gister and secretary to the Chambre 
Me-partie for the $tates-general at the 
Hague. He was not only well ac- 
guainted with the law, but also with. 


the helles-lettres and Latin poetry. 


He died October 12, 1666, at Malines, 
aged 66. His principal works are, 3 
book de jure Majestatis, 1642, 4to. in 
which he establishes principles very 
favourable to monarchy. Libertas Fe- 
neta, seu Venetorum in sc ac $u9 imperandi 
Jus, 1634, 4to. Maris liberi vindiciæ ad- 
verius Petrum Baptitam Burgum, 1652, 
gto.; De preludits justitiæ et juris, with

GRATEROLUS (William) a native 
of Bergamo, who taught physic at 
Padua with reputation, but having 
adopted the new errors, at the instiga- 
tion of Peter Martyr, retired into 
Switzerland, where he both practised 
and taught with succes. e died 
April 16, 1568, at Basil, aged 52. 
Graterolus left several very curious 
works; among others, The Art of pre- 
Serving and improving the Memory, 8vo. 
translated into French by Stephen 
Cope, Lyons, 1586, 16to.; On the Pre- 
gervation of the Health of Magistrates, 
Travellers, and studious Men, $v0.; De 
Prædictiane Morum, naturarumgue Homi- 
nym facili ex Inspeflione partium Cor-

' GRATIAN, a Roman emperor, born 
April 18, 359, at Sirmium, son of Va- 
lentinian I. by  Severa, his first wife; 
declared emperor, by his father, at 
Amiens, August 24, 367, and succeeded 


| him November 17, 375. Gratian was 


a man of great genius, eloquence, mo- 
desty, and chastity, and very zealous 
against heretics. He associated Theo- 
dosius in the empire, giving him the 
Cast for his share; raised the poet Au- 
sonius to the consulate, and defeated 
the Germans near Strasburg. This em- 
peror was the first who refused the 
title of Sovereign Pontiff, because it was 
a pagan dignity : he also destroyed the 
altar of victory at Rome, and appro- 
priated all the sums which had been 
set apart for the expence of the sacri- 
fices, and the pay of the idolatrous 
priests, to the use of his treasury. The 
close of this emperor's reign was not, 
however, fortunate ; for Maximus, who 
commanded in Britain, having engaged 
to restore the heathen altars, and the 
revenues for the priests, and sacrifices, 
all the western empire acknowledged 
him their sovereign, and he defeated 
Gratian at Paris, who, being betrayed 
and abandoned by his troops, fled after- 
wardsto Lyons, and was Killed there 
by Andragathius, August 25, 383, 
aged 24. 

GRATIAN, 1common doldier, raised 


to the empire, in opposition to Hono- 


rius, about 407, by the Roman legions 
who had rebelled in Britain, but put to 
death, ſour months after, by the very 
people who had crowned him. 
GRATIAY, a celebrated Benedictine 
of the 12th century, born at Chiusi, 
who spent near 24 years at the mana- 
stery of Bologna in composing a work 
which has gained him immortal fame, 
and which he published about 1151, 
under the title of Decretal, or Concore 
dantia discordantium Cananum, becanse he 
endeavours to reconcile those canons 
which seem to contradict each other; 
but as this author has been guilty of 
some errors, by mistaKing a canon of 
one council, or a passage of one Father 
for another; and has frequently quoted 
spurious decretals, several writers have 
endeavoured to correct these faults, 
particularly Anthouy Augustine in his 
valuable work, entitled, De emendatlone 
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Gratiani, an excellent edition of Which 
has been published by Baluze. The 
popes are indebted principally to Gra. 
tian's Decretal for the high authorit 
they exercised in the r3th and follow. 
ing centuries : all their pretensions are 
Supported, in this work, upon supposi- 
tious canons; but that age was too ig. 
norant to suspect their falshood, This 
work forms one of the principal parts 
of the canon law. The editions of 
Rome, 1582, 4 vol. fol. and of Ian, 
1671, 3 vol fol are eſteemed. v. pl. 
THOU, GISBERT. There is a sepa- 
rate edition of this Decretal, Meyz 
1472, fol. For the other parts of tlie 
canon law, v. CLEMENT V. BONI.

GRATIANI (Antonio Maria) 2 
learned bishop of Amelia, a native of 
the little city called Borgo-di-5an-Sepu/. 
cro in Tuscany. He was educated by 
cardinal Commendo, who trusted him 
with the most important affairs, and 
gave him a rich abbey. After this car. 
dinal's death, Gratiani was Secretary 
to pope Sixtus V. then to cardinal 
Montalto; and Clement VIII. who was 
partly indebted to him for his elevation 
to the papal chair, made him bishop of 
Amelia, sent him to Venice as nuncio, 
and would have even created him car- 
dinal, but was dissuaded from it by 
cardinal Aldobrandino, because Gra- 
tiani was the duke of Florence's sub- 
jet. The air of Venice not agreeing 
with his health, he retired to Amelia, 
devoted himself to the duties of a holy 
bishop, and died there, 1611, aged 75, 
He left Synoda/ Ordinances ; The Life of 
Cardinal Commends, to. which has been 
translated into French by M. Flechier; 
de Bello Cypris, qto. ; de Caiibus adworiis 
illuxtrium wVirorum Sui 472, 4to. translated 
into French by le Pelletier, &c. 
GRATIANI (Jerome) secretary and 
counsellor of state to the duke of Mo- 
dena in the 17th century. He left 2 
poem, entitled, 1! conquisto di Granata, 
4to. or 12mo, and also wrote a tragedy 
called Cromwell, 
GRATIUS-FALISCUS, a Latin poet, 
contemporary with Ovid, author of 2 
poem, entitled, Cynegeticon, or the Art 
of Hunting with Dogs, The best edi- 
tions are that by E/zevir, 1645, 120. 
and that of Leipiic, 1659, gto. with 
learned notes by Fans Ulitins. It may 
be found also with the other Poets who

GRATIUS (Ortuinus) a native of 
Holhwic in the diocese of Munster, 
whose name was Graes. He taught 
ethics and philosophy at Cologn, in a 
college of which he became-the head, 
and died there May 22, 1542. His at- 
tachment to the catholic religion drew 
on him the ill-will of Reuchlinus, Hut- 
ten, and other professors; who, to ri- 
dicule the style of the Romish divines, 
the monks, and some religious cere- 
monies, published Efistelæ cbscurorum 
rerum ad Dominum Magistrum Ortuinum 
Gratium, 1516 and 1517, 4to. in two 
parts, of which there have been edi- 
tions since; among others, London, 
1710, 12mo. This book was con- 
demned by Leo X. March 15, 1517; 
and Gratius wrote in opposition to it, 
Lamentationes obscurorum Virorum non pro- 
hibit.s per Sedem £!postolicam, Cologn, 
1518, $yo. reprinted in 1649, He also 
published, Triumphus B. Job. in elegiac 
verse, 3 books, Cologn, 1537, fol.; Fas- 
ciculus rerum ca petendarum et fugiendarum, 
Cologn, 1535, fol. reprinted under the 
inspection of Edward Brown, London, 
1690, 2 vol. fol.; it is a collection of 
pieces respecting the council of Basil. 
GRAVELOT (Henry Francis Bour- 
guignon) born March 26, 1699, at Pa- 
ris The little progress he made in the 
usual studies, induced him to prefer 
his pencil. He accompanied M. de la 
Rochalard when that gentleman was 
appointed governor-general of St. Do- 
mingo, and there meeting with M. Fre- 
zier, was employed by him co draw a 
map of that country. Gravelot's fa- 
mily furnished him with a venture of 
about 14,000 livres, which was $wal- 
lowed up by the waves; and, on his 
return to France, he applied seriously 
to drawing ; but, fearing he should not 
make his way among the crowd of ce- 
lebrated artists which surrounded him, 
he went to London, and, meeting with 
great encouragement, staid there thir- 
teen years. After his return to France, 
in 1745, he employed his pencil in 
those beautiful drawings with which 
he has adorned some of the best French 
books, chusing the subjects himself: 
Corneille, Racine, Voltaire, Bocace, Arioste,

GRAVEROL (John) a tearned Pro- 
testant divine, born at Nismes, Sep- 
tember 11, 1636. He was minister at 
Lyons, but left that place on the revo- 
cation of the edict of Nantes, and went 
to Amsterdam, afterwards to London, 
where he exercised the ministerial of- 
fice, and died in 1718. His works are 
numerous: the principal one is, Moses 
virdicatus, Amsterdam, 1694, 12mo. in 
which he brings proofs of the creation, 
and of the account given by Moses, 
against Burnet's book, entitled, Arche- 
ologia Phil,ophica, sive DoArina antiqua 
de rerum Originibu . 


GRAVEROL (Francis) born 1635, at 


Nismes, brother of the preceding, ad- 


vocate to the parliament of Toulouse 
and the presidial of Nismes; an able 
lawyer and learned antiquary. He 
died September 10, 1694, at Nismes, 
and left several Dissertations on va- 
rivus Medals; Observations zur les Aryets 
du Parlement de Teulouse, recueille par la 
Rouckeflavin, Toulouse, 1720, 4to.; a 
very learned work.

He was a member of 
the Ricedrati academy at Padua, and of 
that at Nismes; and invented the de- 
vice /Zmla Lauri for the latter, which 
was adopted 9 55 
s'GRAVESANDE (William James 
de) a very eminent mathematician, 
and learned Newtonian philosopher, 
born. 1688, of an ancient family at 
Bois-le-Duc., He wrote part of his 
E55ay on Perspettive at eighteen, to 
which he added a Treative an the Lie of 
the Camera Obicura in Drenwing ; and, 
joining the authors of the Forrnal Lir- 
rteraive in 1713, Supplied them with se- 
veral original Extras and Distertatians, 
reprinted, with his other philosophical 
works, at Amsterdam, 1774, 2 vol. 4to. 
Going to England in 1715, as Secretary 
to the embassy, he was immediately 
admitted a member of the royal so- 
ciety of London, and gained the esteem 
of the celebrated Newton, with whom 
he commenced a strict friendship, 
which lasted through life, On his

return to Holland, he was appointed 
professor of astronomy and mathe- 
matics at Leyden, 1717: he then pro- 
vided himself with a very noble appa- 
ratus, the greatest part of which was of 
his own invention, and began a com- 
plete course of experimental philo- 
sophy. In 1721, s'Gravesande was sent 
for to Cassel by the landgrave of Hesse, 
that he might examine and judge of 


the celebrated machine made by Or- 


phireus, who pretended to have disco- 
vered the perpetual motion, He ad- 
mired it, but could give no decided 
opinion, because Orphireus concealed 
the inside, and therefore advised the 
prince to have it taken down, in order 
to see whether it might not have a 
communication with some exterior mo- 
tion; but Ophireus, a capricious man, 


chose rather to break his machine to. 


pieces, and by that means deprived 
himself of a considerable fortune. 
s'Gravesande was appointed professor 
of philosophy at Leyden in 1734, and 
died February 23, 1742, universally 
lamented for his integrity, sweetness 
of temper, and attachment to religion. 
He was one of the finest geniuses, - and 
deepest scholars of the 18th century, 
and had two sons, very promising 
young men, who died before him.

di san Domenico, Rome, 1605, 12mo, 
and other theological works. : 

GRAVINA (Janus Vincentius) 2 
celebrated lawyer, poet, and orator, 
born in the diocese of Cosenza in Cala- 
bria, much esteemed by pope Inno- 
cent XII. and appointed by him toa 
law professorship in the college / 
Sapienza at Rome. He also found a 
patron in Clement IX. and dedicated 
his works to that pontiff, 1717. He 
died January 6, 1718, at Rome, aged 
54. The best edition of this author's 
works is, Leipsick, 1737, 4to. with 
Notes by Mascovius. The three books 
on the Origin of Law are particularly ad- 
mired. His book de Romans Imperio, is 
faulty; his treatise, entitled, Ragime 
Poetica, in 2 books, Rome, 1708, 4a.

GRAUNT (John) a member of the 
royal society of London, known by a 
very celebrated and curious book, en- 
titled, Natural and Political Observations 
pon the Bills ef Mortality, He turned 
Roman Catholic at the latter end of 
life, after having been a Puritan and a 
Socinian, and died 1674. 
GRAWER (Albert) a famous Luthe- 
ran divine, born 1575, at Mesecow, a 
village in the marche of Brandenburg, 
who acquired great reputation among 
his party by his writings and zeal 
against the Socinians and the church 
of Rome, and was superintendant of 
the churches in the district of Weimar, 
He died November 30, 1617, He at- 
tacked the Calvinists more violently in 
his works than any other Lutheran had 
done, some of which have the follow- 
ing titles, Alurda absurderum absurdissi- 
ma Calvinistica, Jenz, 1612, 4to.; Anti- 
Lubinus de natura mali, Magd. 1606, 4to. 
This book is against Elhart Lubin.

GRAZ ZINI (Anthony Francis) an 
Italian poet, surnamed / lata, born 
1503, at Florence. He was one of the 
founders of the academy della Crusca, 
and died 1583, leaving 6 Comedies, Ve- 
nice, 1882, $vo. and various Sennets 
and Poems, which are esteemed. The 
dest edition of his poems is Flerence, 
1741, 2 vol. 8vo, His Nevels were 
printed at Paris, 1756, $yo. from which 
some copies have been printed in qto.

GREAVES (John) Gravizs, born 
1602, at Calmere in Hampshire, and 
appointed professor of geometry in 
Gresham college, 1630. Having after- 
wards an inclination to travel, he vi- 
Sited every part of Italy, went to Con- 
Stantinople, and then to Egypt, where 
he measured the pyramids; and, after 
making a large and valuable collection 
of Greek,* Arabic, and Persian MSS. 
medals, engraved stones, and other an- 
tiquities, returned to England in 1640, 
and, being chosen Savilian professor at 
Oxford, published some Arabian works 
on astronomy, and others of his own 
composing. In 1645, he proposed a 
plan for reforming the calendar; and, 
in 1646, published his Pyramidographia, 
or Description of the Pyramids of Egypt, 
which Thevenot has translated into 
French, and inserted in the collection 
of his voyages; and, in 1647, 4 Dia- 
course on the Reman Foot, and Denarius ; 
from which, as from te Principles, the 
Meawmres and Weights used by the Ancients 
may be deduced, 8v0. The year follow- 
ing, he was turned out of his professor- 
Ship by the Parliament visitor, for his 
attachment to the royal family ; ang, 
being obliged to leave Oxford, went t 
London, where he continued to deyote 
Kk k 2 himself 
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himself to his studies with great ar- 
dour, and published many valuable 
works; among others, one in the Phi- 
losophical Transactions, On the Method 
of hatching Eggs in Ovens, as pract ised by 
the Egyptians. A very curious Disser- 
tation on the Seraglio, by Robert Wi- 
thers, $vo. Elementa Linguæ Persicæ, 
London, 1649, 4to.; de ignis Arabum et 
Pertarum Astronomicis, 1648, 4to. ; Epocke 
celebriores Ulug-bei, 1650, 4to.; Aitrono- 
mia Shak Cholgii, Persæ, 1652, 4to. He 
died r652, aged 50. 

GREBAN (Arnoul and Simon) 
French puets of the 15th century, both 
natives of Compiegne, The first was 
canon of Mans; the latter, doctor of 
divinity, secretary to Charles of Anjou, 
count du Maine, under Charles VII. 
and buried in the church of St. Julian 
at Mans. They wrote, about 1450, le 
Mypetfre des Ades des Apotres, à Person- 
nages; of which there are two different 
editions for the alterations, the tirst 
1537 or 1540; the Second, 1541, fol.; 
all of Paris. 

GRECOURT (John Baptist Jowgh 
Villart de) born about 1683, of a good 
family at Tours. 
ecclesiastical profession early in life, 
and had a canvnry of St. Martin de 
Tours in 2697, which, with a chapel 
in the cathedral at Paris, were the only 
benefices he ever possessed. The abbe 
Grecourt was much admired for his 
preaching; but, being fond of plea- 
Sure, good living, and gay company, 
he soon grew tired of so laborious an 
employment ; and, having formed a 
frieadship with the marechal J'Estrees, 
who took him into Bretany, spent 
part of his life in writing verses, and 
diverting himself at the castle of Ve- 
tet, which he called his terrestrial pa- 
radise ; nor did advancing years make 
any change either in his manners or 
disposition. He died April 2, 1743, at 
Tours, aged 59. His works have been 
printed in 4 vol. i2mo.; they consist 
of Fpigrams, Seng, Tales, Fables, Ma- 
drigals, and a poem entitled Philetanus, 


which has been ascribed to him, though 


he only revised it. Their style is easy, 
natural, and agreeable, but very licen- 
tious. 
GREGORY I. (St.) or the Great, a 
pe, and doctor of the church, born 
of a patrician family at Rome; who 
distinguished himself 30 much 2 as à se- 


- He embraced the

nator, that the emperor Justinian the 
Younger created him prefe& of Rome. 
This dignity, how ever, he resigned, 
and shut himself up in the monastery 
of St. Andrew, which he had founded 
at Rome in his paternal house, under 
the discipline of the abbot Valentius; 

but was soon taken from thence by 
pope Benedict I. who made him his 
Seventh deacon. Being sent to Con. 
Stantinople by Pelagius II. to ask as. 
sist ance against the Lombards, he there 
disputed with the patriarch, who was 
an Eutychian, concerning the nature of 
glorified bodies. On his return to 
Rome, he was appointed secretary to 
pope Pelagius, and obtained leave to 
retire again to his monastery ; but, on 
the death of Pelagius, was elected 
pope, September 3, 590. St. Gregory 
would not consent to this choice till it 
had been confirmed by a miracle, and 
he had made use of every possible 
means to have another person elected. 
His conduct however proved, that the 
choice could not have fallen on one 
more worthy of this high office; he 
took every method to extinguish the 
schism introduced by the affair of the 
three Chapters; sent St. Augustine to 
Britain in 596 to preach the gospel; 
and firmly supported the rights of the 
Holy See, and ecclesiastical discipline; 
exerted himself strongly against the 
incontinency of the clergy; punished 
slanderers, and opposed the ambitious 
patriarch of Constantinople, who as- 
Sumed the title of (E-umenical, or Uni- 
werial Bichop. Those by whom this 
pope's life has been written, speak va- 
riously respecting the praises he be- 
tous, im his letters, on the tyrant 
Phocas, and . Brunebaut: it is also 
Said, that he caused the finest remains 
of the grandeur of ancient Rome to be 
destroy ed, lest those who visited that 
city should attend more to triumphal 
arches, and pagan antiquities, than to 
the holy things; and that he burnt a 
prodigious number of heathen books, 
particularly Livy : but these accounts 
are uncertain. St. Gregory was zealous 
ti re-unite schismatics, and to convert 
heretics; but would always have per- 
suasion, and not violence, employed on 
such occasions, and opposed the tyra- 
nical methods used to convert the 
Jews, saying, that, infidels are to be 
won to n by mildness, Kind- 
nes, 


* 
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nes, and instruction not by menaces 
and terror. It was this pope who first 
took the title of Servant of the Servants 
of God, in opposition to the pompous 
titles assumed by the patriarchs of the 
kast. He reformed the service of the 
Roman church in 599, and died 
March 12, 604. The dest edition of 
his works is dy le Pere de Sainte 
Marthe, a BenediRtine, 1705, 4 vol. 
fol. His Pastoral, and 12 books of 
Letters, written during his pontificate, 
are particularly esteemed. Le Pere de 
Sainte Marthe also wrote his life, Rouen, 
1697, 4to. and the History of his Pon- 
tificate has been published by Maim- 
dourg. Sadianus succeeded St. Gre- 
gory, and attempted to burn his writ- 
inzs, but they escaped the fire by a mi- 
racle, according to John Diacre. 
GREGORY II. (St.) a Roman, who 
succeeded pope Constantine in 715, 
ent St. Boniface into Germany to con- 
vert the infidels, and governed the 
church with great zeal and prudence. 
He called two councils, one against il- 
licit marriages in 721, the other against 
the Iconoclasts 726, and died Febru- 
ary 12, 731. Fifteen of this pope's 
Letters remain, and a Aſemeir to his 
envoys in Bavaria, respecting several 
points of ecciesiastical discipline in the 
councils, 

GREGORY III. (St.) a Syrian, 
elected pope March 18, 731. He wrote 
to the emperor Leo in favour of image 
worship; excommunicated the Icono- 
clasts in a council assembled 732, and 
was the first pope whom the people of 
Rome compelled to govern the exar- 
chate of Ravenna as a sovereign. He 


two Letters of his in the Councils, 
GREGORY IV, a Roman, who suc- 
ceeded pope Valentine January 5, 828, 
and went into France, hoping to re- 
concile Louis le Debonnaire to his chil- 
dren, but could not succeed. A report 
prevailing that he meant to excommu- 
nicate those bishops who were attached 
to the emperor, they said, I rhe pope 
comes for that pur pose, he shall return ex- 
communicated himself. This pontiff caused 
the feast of All Saints to be celebrated 
throughout the church, and died Janu- 
ary 25, 844. Three of his Letters may 
de found in the Councils. 

GREGORY V. originally named 
Brune, related to the emperor Otho III.

Succeeded pope John XV. June 11, 996, 
and drove the anti-pope, John, bishop 
of Placenza, from Rome. He died, 
February 18, 99g. Four Letters of his 
are in the Councils. 

GREGORY VI. a Roman, and arch- 
presbyter of the Roman church, origi- 
nally called Jen Gratian, took posses- 
sion of the Holy See on its being 
yielded to him by Benedict IX. with 
whom Sylvester III. disputed the pon- 
tificate. Thus there were three com- 
petitors for that dignity, but the em- 
peror Henry deposed them all as simo- 
niacs, and elected Suidger, bishop of 
Bamberg, 1046, who took the name of 
Clement II. and was universally ac- 
knowledged legitimate pope. A cir- 
cular Letter, written by Gregory VI. 


to all the Faithful, may be found in the 


Councils. | 
GREGORY VII. a celebrated pope, 
known before by the name of Hj/de- 
brand, son of a carpenter at Saona in 
Tuscany. He was made prior of Clugni, 
and went to Rome with Bruno, bishop 
of Toul, whom he procured to be 
elected pope, by the name of Leo IX. 
He was appointed archdeacon of the 
church at Rome by Nicholas II. and 
intrusted with the whole. administra- 
tion of affairs under Alexander II. 
whom he succeeded in the pontiticate 
1072, and had his election confirmed 
by the emperor Henry LV. Father 
Pagi remarks, that this was the last 
pope whose decree of election was sent 
to the emperor for confirmation, Gre- 
gory VII. immediately called a council 
at Rome against the Simoniacs, and 
such ecclesiastics as were guilty of con- 
cubinage; declared all persons excom- 


municated who should receive institu- 


tion to any bene ſice from a layman, and 
also those who should give it. No per- 
som was excepted, and his legates de- 
clared to the emperor, who met them 
at Nuremberg, that they had express 
orders to treat him as excommunicated, 
till he was absolved from simony; up- 
on which the emperor received absolu- 
tion from them, and wrote to Gre- 


' gory, promising entire submission for 


the future: he would not, however, 
permit the legates to call a council, 
and retained those ministers at his 
court whom the pope had declared ex- 
communicated. Gregory cited him to 
appear at the approaching synod of 

Rome;

Rome; but the emperor laughed at his 


menaces, and called a council at Worms 
1076, in which cardinal le Blanc ap- 
peared as the pope's accuser. This as- 
sembly pronounced Gregory's election 
null, who, on his side, held a synod at 
Rome, in which he excommunicated 
the emperor, with his accomplices, 
and, what no pope had ever done be- 
fore, deprived him of his imperial dig- 
nity, and of his Kingdoms of Germany 
and Italy, absolving all his subjects 
from their oaths of fidelity. He also 
wrote a circular letter, September 3, 
1076, to all the German bishops and 
princes, exhorting them to elect ano- 
ther king, if Henry did not repent; 
and, foreseeing these steps would raise 
him many enemies, engaged three il- 
lustrious princesses in his interest; 
Agnes, mother to the emperor; the 
duchess Beatrix, his aunt; and the 
countess Matilda, his cousin. The two 
latter were very powerful in Italy, and 
had great possessions there. The pope 
attached himselft particularly to Ma- 
tilda, and joined with Rudolphus, duke 
of Suabia; Guelph, duke of Bavaria, 
and several other German princes, 
This league became so formidable, that 
the German lords, being assembled at 
Tribur near Mentz, resolved to depose 
the emperor, and declared to him, 
that, if he did not obtain ahsolution 
within a year and a day from his ex- 
communication, he should be deprived 
of his Kingdom without any, hope of 
being restored, To these hard condi- 
tions Henry was forced to submit; and, 
getting out with his wife and son, in 
*he roughest season of the year, crossed 
the Alps amidst insupportable difficul- 
ties, and, finding Gregory at Canossa, 
a fortress belonging to Matilda, re- 
cei ved absolution, on terms of unheard- 
of severity, by an act dated January 28, 


1077. Before he could obtain this, he 
nad been forced to wait three days at 


the castle gates, without any mark of 
dignity, bare footed, clothed only in 


 xwoullen, and fasting till evening. His 


excommunicated partisans were treated 
with equal severity, and all this greatly 
cooled the zeal of the Lombards to- 
wards him; to regain whose favour he 
guickly broke his treaty, and showed 
an ardent desire of revenge. The Ger- 
man princes assembled at Portchein, 


aud elected Rodolphus, duke of Suabia,

king, March 17, 1077; which election 
the pope confirmed in a council 1030 
giving Rodolphus the Kingdom of Ger. 
mania, and granting absolution from 
all their sins, to all such as should 
prove faithful to him, repeating Hen. 
ry's excommunication. This last stroke 
brought matters to an extremity ; the 
emperor summoned an assembly at 
Mentz, afterwards at Brixen, in which 
Gregory was deposed from the pontifi- 
cate; and Guibert of Parma, arch. 
bishop of Ravenna, being elected in 
his place, took. the name of Cle. 
ment III. The emperor, having after. 
wards gained two battles, one in Ger- 
many against Rodolphus, who died of 
his wounds; the other near Mantua, 
against the army of the countess Ma- 
tilda, determined to fix his anti-pope 
at Rome, in which he succeeded with 
great difficulty; and Gregory VII. be. 
ing obliged to fly from that city, 
retired to Salerno, where he died, 
May 24, 1085. This pope possessed 
many excellent qualities, and was equal 
to the greatest undertakings. His life 
Was regular; he abhorred simony and 
licentiousness, was zealous in reform- 
ing the clergy, firm and intrepid in 
the execution of his plans; but a false 
idea of the prerogatives of his See led 
him into unreasonable undertakings, 
which involved the church and empire 
in confusion, and cost the liyes of in- 
numerable Christians, He wanted to 
bring every Kingdom under subjection, 
even in temporal affairs; and, though 
this chimerical project did not succeed, 
he certainly augmented the pope's tem- 
poral dignity beyond any of his prede- 
cessors. Gregory XIII. inserted Gre- 
gery VII. in the Roman Martyrology ; 
and Benedict XIII. has placed him in 
the Breviary with a legend which ca- 
nonizes all his proceedings against the 
emperor; but this has been suppressed 
by the French parliament; and some 


bishops have prohibited the reading of 


it. It is, however, still read in Ger- 
many; and, after having been sup- 
pressed in Portugal, was restored there 
in 1777; which circumstances appear 
very Surprising. A great number ot 
this pope's Letters, written from 
April 1073 to 1082, may be found in 
the Councils, The treatise entitled Dic- 
tatus Pape, which is with them, does 
not Seem to have been wricten by hum. 

GREGORY 
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GREGORY VIII. originally called 
Albert de Mera, A native of Benevento, 
elected pope October 20, 1187, and 
lied the 17th of December following. 
Three of his Letters are in the Councils. 
v. BOURDIN. 
GREGORY IX. born at Anagni, de- 
<ended from the counts of Segni, and 
nephew of Innocent III. elected pope 
March 19, 1227. He Was before a 
cardinal, bishop of Ostia, and called 
Lgelinc. This pope canonized St. Fran- 
eis d' Assisi, and several other Saints, 
and ordered St. Raimond of Pognafort 
to make a collection of the Decretals 
which were printed at Mentz 1473, fol. 
and forms part of ths Body of Canon 
Law. (v. GRATIAN). He excom- 
municated and deposed Frederic II. 
with whom he was engaged in very 
vexatious wars, and died of grief at 
Rome, August 21, 1241, in a very ad 
vanced age. Some of his Letters may 
be found in the Councils, the Spicilegium, 
and the Callection of Bulls. 

GREGORY X. before called Thibaut, 
x native of Placentia, archdeacon of 
Liege, elected pope by a compromise, 
at the persuasion of St. Bonaventura, 
September 1, 1271. He was then in 
the Holy Land with Edward, son to 
the king of England, but went to 
Rome the year following, where he 
endeavoured to unite the Guelfs and 
Gibollines, and terminate the wars of 
Italy, Gregory X. assembled the se- 
cond general council of Lyons in 1274, 
for uniting the Greeks and Latins, suc- 
couring the Holy Land, and reforming 
ecclesiastical discipline: he presided 
there in person, and died at Arezzo, in 
great reputation for sanctity, Janu- 
ary 10, 1276, leaving several Letters, 
which may be found in the Councils, 
and in the Collection of Bulls. It was 
this pontiff who first ordered that the 
cardinals should be shut up in a con- 
clave on the death of the pope, and not 
suflered to quit it till they had elected 
a new one; that the See might not be 
left so long vacant as it had been after 
the death of his predecessor. 
GREGORY XI. before named Peter 
Rogers, nephew of Clement VI. born 
at the castle de Maumont in Limosin, 
in the comte de Beaufort en Vallie. 
He became eminent for his merit and 
learning; was appointed canon of Pa- 
tis, master of the Sorbonne, &c. and 
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elected pope December 30, 1370. Gre- 
gory XI. kept Baldus, a celebrated 
lawyer, always near him as a counsel- 
lor; endeavoured to reunite the Chris- 
tian princes, and condemned the errors 
of Wickliff, In 1376, at the solicita- 
tion of St. Bridget of Sweden, and St. 
Catherine of Sienna, he left Avignon, 
to which place the Holy See had been 
transferred 72 yeats before, and set out 
for Rome, where he arrived Janu- 
ary 17, 1377, and was received with 
the most joyful acclamations. Soon 
after, however, finding himself de- 
spised by the Romans and Florentines, 
he resolved to return to Avignon ; but 
Providence did not permit him: hs 
died at Rome, March 28, 1378. Some 
of his Letters may be found in Luke 
Wading and Bzovius, and some of his 
bulls in the Collection of Bulls. 

GREGORY XII. originally Angeli 
Corario, a Venetian, elected pope No- 
vember 30, 1406, during the schism. 
On leaving the conclave, he ratified the 
agreement he had made with the car- 
dinals, in which he bound himself by 
an oath to renounce the pontificate 
when necessary for re-uniting the 
church, and wrote to the anti-pope, 
Benedict XIII. his rival, proposing 
that he should join in extinguishing 
the schism. His actions, however, 
soon proved that he was not sincere; 
ſor which reason the cardinals of each 
Party held a general council at Pisa, 
1409, in which they deposed both can- 
didates, and elected pope Alexander V. 
so that now there were three competi- 
tors for the papal chair instead of two. 
Gregory, fearing that the Venetians 
Should arrest him, fled to Naples in 
disguise, where he was protected some 
time by King Ladislaus; but at length, 
finding himself forsaken, he sent his 
resignation to the council at Constance, 
1415, by Charles Malatesta, seigneur 
de Rimini. The council, in return, 
appointed him dean of the cardinals, 
and ordered that he should be legate of 
the marquisate of Ancona for life. He 
died at Recanati, October 18, 1417, 
aged 92. 

GREGORY XIII. a native of Bo- 
logna, whose original name was Hugk 
Bunncompagno, succeeded pope Pius V. 
May 12, 1572. He was an able law- 
yer, and had taught that science with 
reputation. This pope founded _—_ 
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ral colleges; approved, or reformed, 


many religious congregations, and re- 
ceived various embassics from the east- 
ern Christians, particularly those of 
Japan. It was Gregory XIII. who ap- 
pointed a reformation of the Roman 
calendar in 1581, on which occasion he 
assembled the most eminent mathema- 
ticians of that time; and adopting the 
plan proposed by Lewis Lelio, a Ro- 
man physician, ordered it to be put in 
execution, by a bull dated February 24, 

1582, from which ten days were re- 
trenched. He died April 10, 1585, 
aged 83. 

GREGORY XIV. a native of Cre- 
mona, before called Niclas Sfondrati, 
or Cardinal de Cremona, elected pope 
December 5, 1590. He was pious, 
charitable, a great enemy to heretics, 
and joined warmly with the League 
against Henry IV. king of France. He 
died October 15, 1591. 

GREGORY XV. descended from an 
3tlustrious family of Bologna, and call- 
ed originally Alexander Ludovisio, suc- 
ceeded pope Paul V. February 9, 1621, 
at the age of 67. He published a bull 
respecting the election of popes by 
private suffrages; canonized St. Igna- 
tius de Logola, St. Francis Xavier, St. 
Philip de Neri, St. Theresa, &c. He 
raised the bishopric of Paris to a me- 
tropolitan See, and founded the con- 
gregation de la Propaganda Fide (for the 
propagation of the faith), and Tied 
July 8, 1623. We have remaining of 
this pope's works, Epistela ad Regem 
Persarum, Sha- Abbas, cum nobis Hegalsont, 
1627, 8vo. 

GREGORY NEOCESARIEN SIS (St.) 
surnamed Thaumatergus, from his mi- 
racles. He was Origen's disciple, and 
bishop, about 240, of Neocæsarea, his 
native place, to Which he was elected 
during his absence. St. Gregory assisted 
at the council of Antioch in 265, against 
Paul of Samosata; and died Novem- 
ber 17, 265, with the satisfaction of 
leaving but 17 idolaters in his diocese, 
which contained but 17 Christians when 
he was ordained. This bishop left a 
very elegant epistle of thanks to Ori- 
gen, a Canonical Epistle, a Paraphrase on 
Ecclesiastes, and some other works, 
printed in Greek and Latin, 1626, fol. 
and in the Library of the Fathers. 

GREGORY (St.) of Nazianzen, one 
of the most celebrated and illustrious 
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doctors of the Greek church, born a+ 
the town of Arianza, near Nazianzen 
in Cappadocia, about 328, son of a holy 
woman named Nonna, and St. Gregory, 
bishop of that city. He finished his 
Studies at Athens with St. Basil, who 
was his dearest friend, and with whom 
he lived a long time in solitude. St. 
Basil, being chosen bishop of Cæsarea, 
appointed St. Gregory bishop of Sasima, 
but against his will, which caused a 
coolness between them for some time. 
St. Gregory was afterwards coadjutor 
with his father in the church of Nazi. 
anzen, which office he would accept 
only on condition that he should not 
Succeed him. His father dying Jany- 
ary 1, 373, he went to Seleucia, and 
from thence to Constantinople, where 
arriving about 378, he placed himself 
at the head of the orthodox, carefully 
instructed them in the church of St. 
Anastasia, the only one which then 
remained to the Catholics; converted 
many Arians, and was looked upon 
as bishop of Constantinople. Maximus, 
the philosopher, in the mean time 
caused him to be consecrated bishop of 
that church by Peter of Alexandria, 
379; but the people would not ac- 
knowledge him. St. Gregory, on the 
other hand, was acknowledged bishop 
of that city by the emperor Theodosius, 
380, and by the first assembly of bishops 
in the general council of Constanti- 
nople, being supported by Meletius, 
But after the death of Meletius, bishop 
of Antioch, the Egyptians having de- 
clared against him, he voluntarily re- 
signed his bishopric of Constantinople 
during the sitting of the council, 382, 
and retired to Arianza, where he died 
May 9, 391. His works, which con- 
sist of 55 Dicourses, or Sermons, several 
poetical pieces, and numerous Letters, 
have been printed in Greek and Latin, 
Paris, 1609 and 1611, 2 vol. fol. with 
Notes by the learned abbot de Billi, 
who was also author of the Latin trans- 
lation. This edition is more esteemed 
than the new one of 1630. There are 
some poems by St. Gregory in 7% in: 
Signia itinerarii Italicti, Utrecht, 1696, 
4to. never printed befare. His works 
are written in an eloquent style, his 
language js pure, his expressions noble, 
his figures varied, his comparisons Just, 
and his reasoning solid. He explains 
the mysteries with great sublimity and 

accuracy, 
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accuracy, from whence he has been 
called the divine, To these great ta- 
jents St. Gregory joined an eminent 
degree of piety ; but his extreme pas- 
sion for retirement inclined him to be 
pensive, melancholy, and rather sati- 
rical, His want of skill in public busi- 
ness, and politics, may be attributed 
to the same cause. M. Hermant has 
written his life, 4to. | 
GREGORY, St. of Nyssa, a priest 
and doctor of the church, born about 
331, in Cappadocia, brother of St. Basil 
the Great, St. Peter, bishop of Sebastia, 
and St. Macrina, He married a pious 
woman, named Theosebia, who was ap- 
pointed a deaconness, when he devoted 
himself to the priesthood, St. Gregory 
was elected bishop of Nyssa 372, and 
baniched by the emperor Valens 374, 
on account of his zeal for the orthodox 
faith. In 379, he assisted at the coun- 
cil of Antioch, where he received a 
charge to visit the churches in Arabia 
and Palestine, being furnished with a 
public carriage by the emperor's order. 
St, Gregory afterwards appeared with 
great distinction at the general council 
of Constantinople 382, and there spoke 
a funeral oration for St. Meletius, bishop 
of Antioch, He was particularly esteem- 
ed by the bishops, who entrusted him 
with the most important affairs. He 
died March 9, 396, in a very advanced 
age, His works are, Commentaries on 
the Scriptures; Dogmatical Treatises ; Ser- 
mont en the Mysteries; Moral Discourses ; 
Paneeg yrics on the Saints; some Letters 
pr Church Discipline; and other works; 
a good edition of which was published 
by P. Fronton du Duc, 1615, 2 vol. fol. 
That of 1638, 3 vol. fol. is more ample, 
but not so correct. The style of these 
works is affected; they contain many 
allegories, much abstruse and meta- 
Physical reasoning, and some very sin- 
gular opinions, which are supposed to 
proceed from his attachment to Origen's 
writings. 


GREGORY of Tous (St.) Geergins 


Flerentius Gregorins, and one of the most 


/lustrious bishops, and celebrated wri- 
ters of the 6th century, descended from 
2 noble family of Auvergne, He was 
educated by his uncle Gallus, bishop of 
Clermont, and became so eminent for 
tearning and virtue, as to be appointed 
bishop of Tours, 573. 
usted at the council held at Paris 577, 
VOL, 11. 


St, Gregory as- 
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respecting Pretextat, bishop of Rouen, 
and strongly oppased the violence of 
Chilperic and Fredegonde. He went 
afterwards to visit the gomb of the 
apostles at Rome, where he formed a 
friendship with St. Gregory the Great, 
and died November 27, 595. This 
bishop wrote a History of France, in ten 
books; eight books of the Miracles, or 
Lives of the Saints; and other works, in 
the Library of the Fathers. The best 
edition is that by Dom. Ruinart, 1699, 
fol. His history, is very useful; for 
though the style is dry and coarse, and 
the author extremely simple and cre- 
dulous, yet an ingenious critic may 
easily separate the truths contained in 
it from the falshoods. This work has 
been translated into French by the abbe 
de Marolles, 1668, 2 vol. 8vo. 

GREGORY &' A4rimini, or of Rimini, 
general of the Augustines 1357, who 
died 1358, a celebrated scholastic 
divine, surnamed the Authentic Docter, 
in the 14th century; author of a Com- 
mentary on the Master of the Sentences, 
Valentia, 1500, fol. with an addition, 
printed at Venice, 1522, fol.; a trea- 
tise n Usury, and other works, Rimini, 
1522, fol. 

GREGORY de St. Vincent, a very 
eminent mathematician, born 1584, at 
Bruges, who entered among the Jesuits 
at 20, and studied mathematics under 
the learned Jesuit, Clavius. He after- 
wards professed that science with re- 
putation ; went to Prague by desire of 
the emperor Ferdinand II.; and Phi- 
lip IV. king of Spain, chose him to 
instruct his son, the young prince John 
of Austria, in mathematics. Gregory 
attended the army in Flanders during 
a whole campaign, and received seve- 
ral wounds while he was confessing the 
maimed or dying soldiers. He con- 
verted the marechal Je Ranzan to the 
Catholic religion, while that nobleman 
was governor of Ghent. He died of 
an apoplexy in the last mentioned city, 
January 27, 1667, aged 83, leaving 
three very learned mathematical work? 
in Latin, the principal and most known 
of which is entitled, Opus Geometricum 
quadrature circuli, et zectianum cont, decem 
Libris comprekensum, Antwerp, 1647, 2 
vol. fol. Although he has not demon- 
strated the Quadrature of the Circle in 
this work, as he proposed, it contains 
many truths and important dicoveries, 
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and much advantage may be derived 
from reading it | 

GREGORY (Peter) a learned lawyer 
of Toulouse, Who taught law with re- 
putation there, and at Cahors, and af- 
terwards at Pont-à-Moussin, where he 
died 1597. He wrote Syntagna TFuris 
universi, fol. de Republica, 8v0. and 
other valuable works. 

GREGORY (David) a celebrated 
astronomer and mathematician of Aber- 
deen, who taught those sciences at 
Edinburgh, and afterwards at Oxford, 
where he died 1708, leaving, Astrone- 
mice Physicz et Geometrice elementa, Ox- 
ford, 1702, fol. This edition 1s more 
valued than that of Geneva, 1724, 
2 vol. qto. Exercitatis Geometrica de di- 
mensione figurarum, And other excellent 
works. 

GREGORY (James) uncle to the 
preceding, x Scotchman also, and an 
excellent mathematician, who, after 
visiting various countries, was appoint- 
ed mathematical professor in the uni- 
versity of St. Andrew's in Scotland, 
and died about 1675, after publishing 
Qptica promota, Exercitationes Geometricæ, 
and several other works. He must be 
distinguished from ſohn Gregory, ano- 
ther British writer, who died March 13, 
1640. This last was well acquainted 
with the languages and divinity ; left 
Notes on the Civil and Canon Law, 
and Remarks on some passages in the 
Holy Scriptures, in English, Oxford, 
1646, 4to.; in Latin, London, 1660, 
4to. 

GRENADA (Lewis de) a celebrated 
Dominican in the 16th century, one of 
the greatest masters of the spiritual. 
life, born 1504, at Grenada. He was 
educated in the house of the marquis 
de Mondejar, and acquired immortal 
reputation by his piety, preaching, and 
writings. The kings of Portugal and 
Castile had a particular esteem for him, 
and would have, raised him to the 
highest ecclesiastical dignities; but Fa- 
ther Grenada persisted in refusing their 
offers, He dicd December 31, 1588, 
aged 34. His works have been trans- 
lated into French by Mr. Girard, in 2 
vol. fol. and 10 vol. 8vo. They are 
written with uncommon eloquence 
of styic, and contain solid instruction. 
The principal are, The Sinner's Guide, 
1 vol; the Memorial of the Christian Life, 
with the Supplement, 3 vol.; a Tr, 
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on Prayer, 2 vol.; an excellent Cate. 
chism, 4 vol. The edition of 1709 is. 
more complete than the preceding 
ones. Jnsrtuetions for Preachers, 8vo. - 
a treatise on the Duties of Bishops; 
Sermons, 6 vol. S vo. Antwerp, 1604, Ta 
Latin; the Life of the Holy Priest 
Avila, &c. 4 
- GRENAN (Benigne) of Noyers in 
Burgundy, an eminent professor of 
rhetoric in the college of Harcourt at 
Paris, where he taught during 20 years 
and died May 13, 1723, aged 42. Se. 
veral of his Speeches remain, and some 
pieces of Latin poetry. Peter Grenan, 
his eldest son, was a member of the 
Congregation of the Christian Doc. 
trine, and wrote an ingenious satire, 
entitled, Apologie de Equi vogue. He 

died February 17, 1722, aged 62, 
GRESSET (John Baptist Lewis) born 
1709, at Amiens, entered among the 
Jesuits at 16, and quitted the society 
at the age of 26, about the end of 
1735. It was about this time his Ferr- 
Vert first came out, which has been 80 
justly admired, as the production of a 
genius (in Rousseau's judgement), at 
once refined, embellished, ornamented; ap- 
pearing, in short, in all irs perfection. 
This great poet considers the author as 
displaying, in his familiar style, whatever 
is most brilliant in poetry, ani every idea 
with which a complete knowiedge of the 
world could ſur nim a man who had passed 
his whole life in it. He thought the 
same of the Chartreuse, but accused its 
author of negligence in . his other 
pieces, being ot opinion that the fami- 
liar style did not exclude the perfec- 
tion of poetry. M. Gresset was ad- 
mitted into the French academy 1745, 
and gave up poetry that he might de- 
vote himself wholly to works of piety, 
and died [une 16, 1777, at Amiens. 
He married, in 1751, mademoiselle 
Galland, daughter of a merchant of 
Amiens, but had no children Besides 
the pieces above mentioned, he wrote 
le Lutrin vivant; les Ombres; Epiztles; 
Odes; a poetical translation of Vargi!'s 
Eclogues; Edward III. a tragedy ; Sid- 
ney, and le Mechant, comedies; the lat- 
ter of which is deservedly admired. 
They have all been collected in 2 vol. 
1748, 12mo. Two little poems in tha 
Style of Vert-Vert were found among 
his papers, one entitled, Ie Gazetin; the 
other, le Parrain Magnifique; but not the 
two 
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Vert-Vert. : ; 

GRETZER (John) of Markdof in 
Suabia, a learned Jesuit, and one of 
the most able controversialists of his 
time. He taught long at Ingoldstadt 
with uncommon reputation, and was 
well acquainted with the languages, 
divinity, profane and ecclesiastical an- 
tiquity. He died, January 29, 1625, at 
Ingoldstadt, aged 63. His works are 
numerous; the most known among 
them is, a treatise de Cruce, 3 tom. 4to. 
and one vol. fol. They were all print- 
ed at Ratisbon, 1734, and the follow- 
ing 17 vol. fol. 

GREVENBROECK, a celebrated 
Flemish painter, who excelled in sea- 
pieces, figures in small, and a nice ob- 
gervation of perspective; the gradation 
of different planes, lights and shades; 
in a word, of the truth of objects. 

GREVIN (James) a poet and physi- 
cian, born 1538, at Clermont in Beau- 
voisin, who, when but 13 or 14, pub- 
licked a tragedy entitled Ce5ar; and 
two comedies, la Trevoricre, and les Es- 
Jas. He afterwards devoted himself 
to physic with equal success, and at- 
tended Margaret of France into Pied- 
mont, who appointed him her physi- 
cian and counsellor. Grevin was not 
32 when he died at Turin, Novem- 
ber 5, 1570, leaving a daughter. His 
poems, and theatrical pieces, were” 
printed at Paris, 1561, 8vo. He also 
wrote, Apologie de i' Antimaine, and a 
treatise on Pcisons, qto. which have 
been translated into Latin, 4to. He 
also translated Nicander's works into 
French verse. Partium corporis human 
Elucidatis, fol. &c. This author was a 
Calvinist, and assisted la Roche, Chan- 
dieu, and Florent Chretien, in the in- 
genious piece, entitled, the Temple, 
which they wrote against Ronsard, 
who had treated the Calvinists very 
roughly in his dissertation on the 
troubles of those times. 

GREW (Nehemiah) a learned Eng- 
ush writer, who practised physic with 
uncommon success in London, and 
died there suddenly, 1711. He left 
several works which are much esteem- 
ed, particularly his Cosmelogia sacra, 
London, 1701, fol. containing exceed- 
ing good observations on Providence, 
the Divine government of the mate- 
rial, animal, and rational world, and 
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the exeellency of the Holy Sctiptures ; 
his Anatomy of Plants, London, 1682, 
fol. translated into French, Paris, 167 55 
tz mo.; his Catalugue of the natural and 
artificial Rarities belunging to the Royal 
Society of London, London, 1681, fol. fig. 

GREY (Jane) v. JANE GREY, 

GRIBNER (Michael Henry) born 
1682, at Leipsic. His father, who was 
minister in that city, dying 1685, the 
celebrated Mencke married the widow, 
and took great care of her son's educa- 
tion. Gribner assisted in the Leipsic 
Journal, was professor of law at Wit- 
tenburg, then at Dresden, and finally 
at Leipsic, where he was chosen to 
Succeed M. Mencke, He died 1734. 
Besides several academical disserta- 
tions, he left Principia processus Judici- 
arii; Principia TJarisprudentie naturalis ; 
a small work much esteemed. Opuscula 
Juris publici et privati. 

GRIFFET (Henry) born October 9, 
1698, at Moulins. He entered early 
among tae TJesuits at Paris, was pro- 
fessor of belles-lettres in the college of 
Louis le Grand, and distinguished him- 
Self afterwards in the pulpit. On the 
dissolution of his order, he retired to 
Brussels, where he died of a nephritic 
cholic, February 22, 1775. His works 
are,  Annee de Chrftien, 18 vol. 12mo.;

GREFFIER (John) born 1658, at 
Amsterdam, commonly called the Gertle- 
man of Utrecht, a painter, who excelled 
particularly in landscapes, and, going 
to London, painted some of the finest 
views of the Thames. He died in that 
city. Robert Greffier, his son and pu- 
pil, trod in his steps. 

GRIGNAN (Frances Margaret de 
Sévigné, countess de) daughter af 
Henry, marquis de Sevigns, and Mary 
Rabutin Chantal. She was distinguished 
at the court of Louis XIV. both by her 
wit and beauty; and, in 1699, Francis 
Adhemar, count de Grignan, chose her 
for his third wife. This gentleman 


being appointed to gommand in Pro- 
vence 
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vence during the absence of the duke 
de Vendome, who was governor there, 
mad. SEvigne was obliged to accom- 
pany him; and this circumstance gave 
rise to that correspondence with her 
daughter which has been preserved to 
us in her Letters, 8 vol. tzmo. She 
died 1705, and her husband in 1714, 
aged 85. Mad, SEvigne had a son, who 
died 1704, and two daughters; the 
youngest married M. de Simianne, mar- 
quis d'Esparon, and died in 1737. 
GRIMALDI (John Francis) a cele- 
brated painter and engraver, surnamed 
| the Bolognese, born 1606, at Bologna. 
He was a relation and pupil of Ca- 
racci's, and esteemed by pope Inno- 
cent X. Alexander VII. and Cle- 
ment IX. Cardinal Mazarini sent for 
him into France, and employed him 
three years in ernbellishing his palace 
and the Louvre. This artist excelled 
particularly in landscapes; his draw- 


ings and engravings are admired by all . 


connoisseurs. He was chosen prince 
of St. Luke's academy, and was no 
less beloved and respected for his noble 
sentiments, generosity, and benevo- 
lence, - than for his talents. Having 
discovered that a Sicilian gentleman, 
who lodged near him, was in a State 
of extreme poverty, he several times 
threw money privately into his cham- 
der; but the gentleman at length 
watched his benefactor, surprized him, 
and fell at his feet, penetrated with 
gratitude. The Bolognese raised him 
up immediately, took him home, and 
treated him as one of his best friends, 
This excellent painter died at Rome, 
1680. 

GRIMAUDET (Francis) an advo- 
cate of Angers, his native place, and 
afterward counsellor to the presidial of 
that city. He died 1530, aged 60, 
leaving a son and a daughrer. His 
works were printed at Amiens, 1669, 
fol. 

GRIMBERGHEN, v. ALBERT (Jo- 
seph de) 

GRIMOALD, son of Pepin de Lan- 
den, or the Hlder, succeeded him as 
mayor of the palace of Austrasia 642; 
but, attempting to place his son on the 
throne in 656, was carried to king 
. Clovis II. at Paris, who had him made 
away with. He must not be confound- 
ed with Grimoald, son of Pepin e Gros, 
or de Herizte!l, and mayor of the palace 
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under Childeric II. and Dagobert III.; 
nor with Grimoald, duke of Benevento. 
and King of the Lombards, about 663 

GRIMOOUX, a French painter, who 
excelled in portraits, and died about 
1740. 

GRINGORE (Peter) herald at arms 
to the duke of Lorrain, died since the 
year 1544, Which is the last in which 
he printed any thing. He wrote seve- 


'Tal Moral Pieces in verse, which are not 


common ; but the most scarce of them 
are, /a Chasse du Cerf des Cerfs; without 
date, 16to. Gothic. It is an allegory 
relating to the disputes between the 
popes and sovereign princes, Les Fan. 
taisies de Mere Sotte; the best edition is 
1 538, 16to. Le Menus propos de Mere

GRIS (James le) a favourite of pe- 
ter II. duc d' Alengon, and his master of 
the horse. Being in love with the wife 
of ſohn Carouge, an officer under the 
same prince, he endeavoured to seduce 
her while her husband was gone to the 
Holy Land; but, being unable to pre- 
vail, used violence. The lady told this 
to Carouge at his return, and le Gris 
was summoned before the parliament, 
who, for want of proof, ordered tie 
duel, at which the King and his whole 
court were present, 1356, Carouge was 
victorious, his wife pronounced inno- 
cent, and the body of le Gris, being 
delivered to the hangman, was fixed 
on the gibbet at Montfaucon. 

GRIVE (John de la) a native of Se- 
dan, who, going to Paris, entered the 
congregation of the priests of St. La- 
ae, and was sent by them into Po- 
land, to be professor of divinity at Cra- 
cow. In a short time, however, he 
returned, and afterwards quitted his 
congregation, to devote himself en- 
tirely to mathematics. He published 
the Plan of Paris, 1728, a very good 
work in itself, but the engraving was 
too imperfect; at which the abbe de 
Grive was $0 vexed with the artist, 


that he broke the plates, and deter- 


mined, in future, to engrave his works 
himself, which resolution he executed 
punctually. Being appointed geogra- 
pher of Paris, he drew the course 
the river Seine, from its source to its 
mouth, 
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mouth. M. de la Grive assisted M. 
Cassini in determining the meridian of 
Paris, and uncertook a very particular 
and circumstantial account of that ca- 
pital, which work was far advanced at 
the time of his death, which happened 
April 1757, at the age of 68. The two 
„it leaves of this vast plan have been 
published by M. Hugnin, his pupil. 
The other most esteemed works of the 
abbé de la Grive are, his Emnvirens de 
Paris; Jardins de Marly; Terrier du Do- 
maine du Roi aux Envirens de Paris; Plan 
de Veriailles, &c. He also left, le Ma-

GRIVEL (John) of Lons-le-Saunier, 
counsellor to the parliament at Dole, 
1599, and counsellor of state to the 
archduke Albert, and Isabella, in 1616. 
He died 1624, at Brussels. He was au- 
thor of Decisiones Senatis Deolani, the 
lust edition of which was published by 
his grandson, Dijon, 1731, fol. 

GRODICIUS (Stanislaus) a learned 
Polish JeSuit, who was a celebrated 
preacher, and author of 8 volumes of 
- Sermons, in Latin, for all the Sundays 
and festivals in the year, with various 
works in the Polish language. He was 
professor of divinity at Vilna, rector 
of the college of Cracow, &c. He 
died 1613, aged 72. 

GROLLIER DE-SERVIERE (Nicho- 
las) a learned engineer, who made a 
collection of very curious machines, a 
description of which was published at 
Lyons, 1719. 4to. He died at Lyons, 
1689, aged 63. 

GRONOVIUS (John Frederick) an 
ingenious critic and learned lawyer in 
the 17th century, born 1611, at Ham- 
burgh. After travelling into Germany, 
Italy, and France, he was appointed 
professor of belles lettres at Deventer, 
then at Leyden, in which city he died 
1672, His principal works are, three 
books of Observations; an excellent 
[reatise on Sentences, Leyden, 1691, 4to. 
and several editions of ancient authors, 
Plautus, Sallust, Livy, Seneca, Pliny, 
Quintilian, &c. 

CRONOVIUS (James) son of the 
preceding, one of the most learned 
men of his age, born October 20, 1645, 
at Deventer. The grand duke of Tus- 
cany made him professor at Visa, with 
a large stipend. He was chosen into 
bis father's place at Leyden, 1679, ap- 
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pointed geographer to the academy in 
that city, 1702, and died there Octo- 
ber 21, 1716, aged 71. The following 
are his principal works, 4 Treasure of 
Grecian Antiquities, 13 vol. fol. This 
collection is followed by Gravius Ro- 
man Antiquities, 12 vol. fol.; those by 
Sallengre, 3 vol. fol.; the Dic. of Pi- 
tiscus, 3 vol.; the Supplements of Polenus, 
Venice, 1737, 5 vol. fol.; the Anti- 
quities of Italy, by Grevirs, and Bur 
man, 45 vol.; Gruter's Inscriptions, 4 vol. 
fol.; several Dissertations, and editions 
of ancient authors, among which is a 
good one of Herodotus, 1715, fol.; Geo- 
graphi antiqui, Leyden, 1694, and 1699, 
2 vol. to. | 

GROS (Nicholas. le) born Decem- 
ber 1675, at Rheims, of poor and ob- 
scure parents. The religious of St. 
Genevieve, who served the parish of 
St. Denis at Rheims, undertook his 
education, and he was admitted doctor 
of divinity in that City 1702, became 
Successively chaplain at Notre Dame, 
canon of the collegiate church of St. 
Symphorien, and canon of the cathe- 
dral at Rheims, 1704. M. le Gros had 
been made governor of the little semi- 
nary of St. James by M. le Tellier, but 
was deprived of that office on this 
gentleman's death 1710, and forbidden 
to preach or confess. Being afterwards 
excommunicated by M. de Maille, who 
succeeded M. le Tellier, he went to 
Paris, and afterwards to Holland, where 
he staid about a year with Pere Ques- 
nel and Mess. Petitpied and Fouillon; 
but when Louis XIV. died, the pro- 


ceedings at Rheims were declared null, 


and M. le Gros returned thither in 
1716, He was a zealous promoter of 
the appeal to a future council, and was 
the soul of the faculty of theology; 
but M. de Mailli obtained a Lerrre de 
Cacket against him 1721, by which he 
was banished to St. John de Luz. This 
sentence, however, he evaded, by liv- 
ing concealed four or five years. In 
1725, he went into ltaly to observe 
what passed in the council appointed 
by Benedict XIII. and at length retired 
to Holland, and chere spent the last 25 
years of his life, excepting à voyage 
he made to England. The archbishop 
of Utrecht chose him professor of di- 
vinity in his seminary at Amersſort, 
and.he died at Rhinwick, near Utrecht, 
Degember 4, 1751, aged 26. His pria-

went back to Rome, and died there 


1719. 
GROS, Guillaume. v. GUERIN. 
GROSSEN (Christian) a learned 


Lutheran divine, born 1602, at Wit- 
temberg, 'was professor at Stattin, 
1634, and $uperintendant-general of 
the Pomeranian churches in 1663. He 
married twice, and died 1673. He 
must be distinguished from J. Grossius, 
author of a treatise against the pope's 
Suprzmacy, 1639, Svo. and other con- 
troversial works. 

GROTESTE (Marin) seigneur des 
Mahis, born December 22, 1649, and 
educated in the Protestant religion, 
but abjured it, May 27, 1681, at Paris, 
his native place, in the presence of 
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M. de Coislin, bishop of Orleans and 
converted many persons to the Catholic 
faith; among whom were his father 
mother, and one of his brothers, who 
was afterwards head of the advocates 
of Paris, M. des Mahis entered into 
the eccles1astical profession about 1687 
was canon of the cathedral at Orleans 
where he became eminent for his 
preaching, and died in that city Octo- 
ber 6, 1694, aged 45, being only a dea. 
con, his humility not permitting him 
to receive priest's orders. He left Cons 
Siderations zur le Schisme des Protestant: 
Traite de la Pence realle du Corps le | 
Jesus Christ dans J Eucharistie, These 
two treatises were published at Orleans 
in 168 5. La Verite de la Religion Cat la- 
lique prouvee par l Heriture- Sainte, Paris, 
1697, I2mo. This is the largest work 
which M, des Mahis wrote, and was 
reprinted at Paris, 1713, 3 vol. 12mo, 
with considerable additions by. Francis 
Geoffroy, a priest, who died at Paris 
September 1715. ; 
GROTESTE (Claude) sieur de la 
Mothe, brother of the preceding, a 
Protestant divine, who went to Lon- 
don in 1685, after the revocation of 
the edict of Nantes, and died there 
1713, aged 66. He was minister of the 
church in the Savoy, member of the 
academy at Berlin, and left, Traits de 
Inspiration des Livres sacre, Amster- 
dam, 1695: several Sermon, Svo. and 
other works. 
GROTIUS (Hugh) in Flemish, de 
Groot, i. e. the Great; one of the most 
learned men, and finest geniuses, that 
have appeared in Europe, born April 10, 
1583, at Delft, of an illustrious family 
in that city. Before he was quite six- 
teen, he published his Martianus Cap- 
pella, with Notes, and accompanied 
Barneveldt, the Dutch ambassador, into 
France, 1598. Applying to the law at 
his return, he pleaded at the bar before 
he was seventeen, and was appointed 
ad vocate-general at twenty-four. In 
1613, Grotius settled at Rotterdam, 
where he was made $syndie; but his at- 
tachment to Barneveldt was the cause 
of his being sentenced to perpetual im- 
prisonment, and confined in the castle 
of Louvenstein, He escaped, however, 
June 6, 1619, by the ingenuity of his 
wife, Regerbeg, who sent him a large 
trunk full of books, in which he be- 


gan afterwards to pack some, as if to 
return 
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return what were lent him; but, at 
last, got into it himself; and, being 
thus conveyed from prison, retired to 
the Catholic Netherlands, and went 
from thence into France, where 
Louis XIII. granted him a pension. 
Grotius, some time after, returned to 
Holland, on the promises of Frederic 
Henry, prince of Orange; but, his ene- 
mies renewing their persecutions, he. 
went to Hamburg, where Christina of 
sweden made him her counsellor in 
1634, and sent him as ambassador to 
France, in which character he resided 
there 11 years, and, going to give the 
queen an account of his embassy, was 
received with great honour at Amster- 
dam, in his way through Holland. Be- 
ing introduced to the princess at Stock- 
holm, he entreated to be dismissed, 
unich request he obtained with great 
difficulty; and, returning to Holland, 
fell sick, and died at Rostock, Aug. 28, 
1645, aged 62, leaving three sons and 
a daughter. The principal among his 
numerous and excellent works are, a 
treatise de Jure Belli et Pacis, cum notis 
variorium, 1712, Bvo. with Commenta- 
ries, 1697, 1700, and.1704, 3 vol. fol. 
translated into French by. Barbeyrac, 
Amitrrdam, 1729, 2 vol. 4to.; another 
treatise 5 the Truth of the Christian Re- 
litten, translated by P. le Jeune, and by 
the abbe Goujet; each one vol. 12mo.

1661, amo. translated into French, 
751, tzmo.; History and Annals of

Iliitoria Gothorum, $vo.; some theologi- 
cal works, printed at Amsterdam, with 
his Commwntaries on Scripture, 1679, re- 
printed at Basil, 1732, 4 vol. fol.; this 
edition is inferior to the preceding.

Peter Grotius, his son, was one of the 
most able ministers of the 17th cen- 
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tury, and acquired great reputation Hy 
his embassies. He died at the age of 
70. Es 

GROUCHI, Gruchius (Nicholas de) 
an eminent antiquary in the 16th cen- 
tury, descended from a noble family of 
Rouen, and the first who explained 
Aristotle in Greek. He taught with 
reputation at Paris, Bourdeaux, and 
Coimbra, and, on his return to France, 
went to Rochelle, where a college was 
intended to be established, and died 
there in 1572, leaving many works. 
The most known are, a translation of 


F. L. de Castagneda's Hist. of the Indies, 


Paris, 1554, 4to.; a treatise de Comitiis 
Romanorum; and some pieces against 
Sigonius, fol. Which Sigonius did not 
answer till he heard of the author's 
death. 

GRUDIUS, v. SECUNDUS. 

GRUEL (James) a native of Genoa, 
who declaimed vehemently against Cal- 
vin and his followers, and had the au- 
dacity to stick up hand bills, 1547, in 
which he treated the Calvinists as tur- 


bulent spirits, who, having renounced 


the truth, and most of them their ori- 
ginal state, set up for tyrants over 
mens* consciences. His papers being 
Seized, they were suspected of con- 
taining irreligious principles, and he 
was beheaded 1549, Or 1550. 
GRUJET (Claudius) a Parisian, 
known only by his translations from 
the Italian and Spanish, and the edi- 
tion which he published of “ Heptame- 
ron de la Reine de Navarre, 1560, 4to. 
often reprinted since. . 
GRUTER (John or Janus) born De- 
cember 3, 1560, at Antwerp, son of 
John Walter Gruter, burgomaster of 
that city. Being banished with his pa- 
rents, on account of their religion, 
they carried him to England. Cathe- 
rine Rishen, his mother, a native of 
that country, and one of the most 
learned women "of the age, was her 
son's first tutor, and sent him after- 
wards to pursue his studies at Cam- 
bridge. Gruter, after having travelled 
a considerable time, taught with repu- 
tation at Wittemburg, then at Heidel- 
burg, and died at the house of his son- 
in-law, within a league of that city, 
September 20, 1627, aged 67, having 
buried four wives. He had a noble 
library, which was plundered when 
Heidelburg was taken in 1622. The

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most considerable of his numerous 
works are, a large collection of ancient 
Inscription, 1704, 4 vol. fol.; Thesaurus 
Criticus, 6 vol. 8vo.; Deliciæ Poetarum

GRYLLUS, son of the famous Xe- 
nophon. He received a mortal wound 
while fighting bravely at Mantinea, 
363 A. C. yet had resolution enough to 
Strike the fatal blow, which Killed 
Epaminondas, the Theban general, and 
expired soon after. This news being 
carried to Xenophon, who was sacri- 
ficing, he took the garland of flowers 
from his head; but, on hearing that 
Gryllus had killed the Theban chief 
beiore he died, put on his garland 
again, saying, My +on's death demands 
marks of joy, rather than of mourning E 
$9r YOW., 

GRYN.ZUS (Simon) born 1493, at 
Veringen, a village of Suabia. He 
contraſted a friendship with Luther 
and Melancthon, and taught the lan- 
guages and sciences at Vienna in Aus- 
tria, Buda, Heidelburg, Tubingen, and 
Basil, in which last city he died of the 
plague, August 1, 1541, aged 48, leav- 
ing a son. He had presided at the 
Conference of Worms the preceding 
year. Grynzus left Notes on Plato, 
Aristotle, and other authors, and was 
the first who published Prelemy's Alma- 
geit in Greek, There were several 
learned men of this family; among 
athers, 

GRYNZUS (John James) author of 
several learned works, particularly on 
the Holy Scriptures, who died Au— 
gust zo, 1607, at Basil, aged 77. His 
life is prefixed to his Letters, Francfort, 
1715, $vo. 

GRYPHIUS (Sebastian) an inge- 
nious and eminent printer of Lyons, 
born at Reuthlingen in Suabia, who 
gained immortal reputation. by the 
beauty and accuracy of his impressions. 
Conrad Gesner dedicated part of his 
works to him. One of his most ele- 
gant editions is a Latin Bible, 1550, 2 
vol. fol. Gryphius printed Hebrew in 
the highest perfection: he always em- 


ployed good cortectors, and revised the 


proofs himself. He died September 7,

1556, aged 63. John Vonte 5 
said of him, af Robert eee q 
rected books well, and Collins pots 
them well, but Gryphius could bath 
correct and print them well:

GRYPHIUS (Anthony) son of the

GRYPHIUS (Andrew) a very cele 
brated German poet, born 1616 X 
Glogaw, who was made syndic of the 
States of Glogaw, and gained such high 
reputation by his dramatical pieces 
that he may be called the German 
Corneille. He also wrote some v 


pleasant aud diverting little farces, 


which contain a nice and delicate cri. 
ticism on the ridiculous parts of the 
old German plays. He died 1664. 
GRYPHIUS (Christian) $on of the 
preceding, and one of the greatest 
geniuses that Germany has produced, 
born September 29, 1649, at Fraustadt. 
Having acquired great skill in the 
languages and belles lettres, he was 
appointed professor of rhetoric at Bres- 
lau, afterwards principal of Magdalen 
college in that city, and, at length, 
librarian, Gryphius was a 2oad orator 
and historian, a man of extensive 
learning, and an excellent German 
poet, which language he considerably 
improved. He died, March 6, 1706, 
aged 57, having first heard a beautiful 
poem of his own writing, which had 
been sst to music, performed in his 
chamber, The piece was admirably 
expressive of the consolations derived 
from our Saviour's death to a dying 
man.

GUALBERT (St. John) a Floren- 
tine, founder of the order of Val- 
Ombrosa, celebrated for his vittues 
2nd miracles. He died July 12, 1073. 
Celestine III. canonized him 1193. He 
was the first who admitted lay bro- 
thers in a distinct situation from the 
monks of the choir, 

GUALDO PRIORATO (Galcasso) 
born 1606, of a noble family at Vin- 
cenza. He was historiographer to the 
emperor, and distinguished himself in 
the 17th century by his historical works, 
written, in a very pleasing style, in 
Italian; the principal ones are, History 
ef the Wars of Ferdinand II. and Ferdi- 
rand III. from 1630 to 1640, fol. His- 
tory of Leopold, from 1656 to 1670, 3 
vol. fol. History of Troubles in France, 


from 1643 to 1654. The authors of 


the Terrnal des Savans, March 16, 1665, 
said they had found as many errors. 3Þ 
words in this work. But Gualdo was 
not discouraged by that censure: he 
continued his History to the Peace of 
the Pyrenees, and reprinted it with 
that addition at Cologn, 1670.

Anti=-Christus, Figuri, 1546, 8vo. is 
Scarce, He died 1586, aged 57. Ger- 
hard Meyer asserts in Placius, that 


Gualterus was author of that version of 


the Bible which is ascribed to Vatable; 
but this is not in the least probable. 
GUALTHER (Philip) or Gauthier 
de Chatillon, a native of Lisle in Flan- 
ders, who was living at the beginning 
of the 13th century, and wrote a Latin 
poem, entitled, Alexandride, Ulm, 15 5, 
12mo. or Lyons, 1558, 4to. in writing 
charaQters. | 
GUARIN (Peter) a learned Bene- 
dictine, bf the congregation of St. 
Maur, born 1678, in the diocese of 
Rouen, near the forest of Lyons, who. 
taught Greek and Hebrew with great 
credit in his congregation, and died 
librarian of St. Germain-de-Pres, at 
Paris, December 29, 1729, aged 51. 
He left a Hebrew Grammar, in Latin, 
1724 and 1726, 2 vol. gto. and a He- 
brew Lexicon, in Latin, also printed 
after his death, in 1746, 2 vol. 4to. 
P. Guarin continued this work only to 
the letter Mu, inclusively; but it was 
finished by M. le Tournois. He had 
objected to M. Masclef's method in his 
grammar, and was answered by M. de 
la Bletterie, in the edition of Masclef's 
grammar, 1730, 2 vol. 12mo. 
GUARINI of Verona, having learnt 
Latin, Studied the Greek language, 
at Constantinople, under Chrysoloras, 
which he afterwards taught at Venice, 
Florence, Verona, and Ferrara, where 
he died in 1460. He published Com- 
pendium Grammatice Gtræcæ, ab Em. Chry- 
sGlora digestæ, Ferrara, 1 50, 8vo.; va- 
rious translations, and Notes an ancient 
authors. One of his sons, Baptist Gua- 
rini, was professor of belles lettres at 
Ferrara in 1494, at the age of 33, and 
published some Latin poems at Madena, 
1496, fol.; de Secta Epicuri, de Ordine 
docendi et tudendi, Jena, 1704, S vo. He 
was great uncle to the following 
GUARINI (John Baptist) a cele- 
brated Italian poet, born t537, at Fer- 
tara, great grandson of Guatini of Ve- 
rona, one of the first restorers of the 
0M belles 
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belles lettres in Italy. He was secre- 
tary to Alphonso II. duke of Ferrara, 
who entrusted him with several im- 
portant commissions; and, after his 
death, Guarini was secretary to Vin- 
cent de Gonzaga, Ferdinand de Medi- 
eis, grand duke of Tuscany, and Fran- 
cis Maria Feltri, duke of Urbino; but 
got nothing in the service of these 
great men, except high encomiums on 
his genius and works. He died at Ve- 
nice 1612, aged 75, having had three 
sons. His most celebrated work is his 
Paster Fide, Venetia, 1602, 4to. Am- 
Sterdam, Elzevir, 1678, 24to. with plates 
by le Clerc; Ferona, 1735; and Aus ter- 
dam, 1736, 4to.; Glasgow, 1763, 8 vo;

He was Poussin's brother-in-law, and 
pupil: his talents were much admired, 
and he distinguished himself particu- 
larly by his colouring, the uncommon 
ease which, appeared in his pictures, 
and a singular art in expressing the 
winds, the agitated leaves, storms and 
tempests.

GUERARD (Robert) a learned Be- 
nedictine, born 1641, at Rouen, who, 
while he was assisting Dom. Delfau in 
the revisal of St. Augustine's Works, 
was accused of being concerned in a 
book, entitled, L' Abbe Commandataire, 
and confined at Ambournay in Bugey. 
He took advantage of this exile to 
make a diligent search for ancient 
MSS. and discovered a great number; 
among others, St. Augustine's book 
against Julian, entitled, Opus imperfer- 
tum, of which only two copies were at 
that time Known, and sent an exact 
copy of it to his brethren at Paris. 
Guerard was afterwards sent to Fes- 
camp, and then to Rouen, where he 
died, January 2, 1715. He left Abrege 
de la Bible, en Forme de Questions et de Re.

GUERCINO (ih) a celebrated painter 
of Bologna in Italy in the 17th century,

He chose rather to follow nature, and 
give strength and boldness to his pic-

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GUERET (Gabriel) born 1641, at 
Paris, and admitted advocate to the 
Parliament in that city. He seldom 
pleaded, but was much consulted as a 
chamber counsel, and with great $uc- 
cess. He died April 22, 1688, at Paris, 
aged 47. His principal works are, Les 
Sept Sages de la Grice; Entretiens wr

in his Maenotres historiques de Bruys. M. 
Gueret published an edition of le Pres- 
ter, 1679, fol. &c. All his works dis- 
cover an excellent taste, great pene- 
tration, and judicious criticism. Mess. 
Gueret, doctors of the house and so— 
ciety of the Sorbonne, one curate of 
St. Paul, who died 1773, the other late 
grand vicar of Rhodez, were sons of 
this celebrated author, and have sup- 
ported their father's reputation with 
distinction. The latter, named Lewis 
Gabriel, was author of a Memoire sur 
P Immunite du Clerge, 1751, 12mo.; Sur 
les Refus des Sacremens, 1752, 12mo ; 
Sur le Droit qu*ont les Cures de commettre 
leur Vicaires, et les Confesseurs, dans leur 
Pareisses, 1759, 12mo. He died 1759, 
aged 80. 

GUERIKE, or GUERICKE (Otho 
de) counsellor to the elector of Bran- 


. denburg, and borgomaster of Magde- 


burg, famous for his experiments on 
the vacuum, and his invention of the 
air pump. The common people looked 
upon him as a magician, and his house 
being one day struck by lightning, and 
several of his machines burnt, they did 
not fail to attribute it to the vengeance 
of heaven. Guerike was a great man 
in every respect, and essentially ser- 
viceable to his country. He died 1686, 
at Hamburg, where he went to visit 
some relations. His experiments on 
the Vacuum were printed 1672, fol. in 
Latin, under 'the title of Experimenta 
nova Magdeburgica. 

GUERIN (Francis) professor at the 
college of Beauvais, autho 1of a trans- 
lation of Tacitus, 3 vol. 12mo. and one 
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of Livy, 10 vol. 12mo. whichis more 
valued than the former, because there 
are fewer modern translations of that 
work. He died 1757, aged 70. 

_ GUERIN (William) advocate-gene- 
ral to the parliament of Provence, who, 
undertaking to execute the sentence 
pronounced against the inhabitants of 
Cabrieres and Merindal, ated with 
such extreme cruelty, that he was uni- 
versally detested. To pacify the com- 
plaints of the people, the king per- 
mitted him to be accused before the 
parliament of Paris, where being con- 


victed of misdemeanours in the ma- 


nagement of his majesty's treasures, as 
well as private property, under shelter 
of his office as king's procurator, he 
was hanged in 1554. 

GUERIN, called FLECHELLES 
(Hugh) an actor of the theatre du Ma- 
rais, who married Tabarin's daughter, 


and succeeded in all characters, even Joseph Scaliger calls this poet's yerses 
but indifferent stuff, and attributed the 


that of Gantier-Garguille, which he per- 
formed in a mask. He died 1634. The

of his own in the parts he performed. 
Having taken an unlucky fancy to mi- 
mic, one day, a gentleman of the robe, 
who had accustomed bimself to a very 
ridiculous grimace, the magistrates 
sent him to prison, and he died of the 
Shock it gave him in 1634. His com- 
rades, Turlupin and Gautier-Garguille, 
died of grief eight days after. 

GUERINIERE (Francis Robichon de 
la) one of the most skilful riding- 
masters of his time, He died July 2, 
1751. His Ecole de Cavaleric, 1733, fol. 
with elegant plates, did him great ho- 
nour: it was reprinted 1736, 2 vol. 
8Bvo. He also published Elemens de Ca- 
waleric, 2 vol. 12mo. 

GUERRE (Martin) a native of An- 
daye, in the territory of Basques, who 
is become famous in history by the 
treachery of his friend Arnauld dy 
Thil. Martin married Bertrande de 
Rols, of Artigat, in the diocese of 
Rigux in Languedoc; and, after living 
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ten years with her, went into Spain 
and from thence into Flanders, where 
he took arms. Eight years after, his 
friend, Arnauld du Thil, waiteq on 
Bertrande, saying, he was her husband 
and brought so many proofs of it, that 
She and her whole family were de. 
ceived; but the imposture was after. 
wards discovered, and the real husband 
arriving just as the trial was going tg 
take place at Toulouse, du Thil was 
condemned to be hanged and burned at 
Artigat, which sentence was executed 
in 1560. v. JACQUET. 
GUERSANS, or GUERSENS (Caius 
Julius de) of Gisors in Normandy, 2 
poet and lawyer of the 16th century, 
advocate, then senechal, of Rennes in 
Bretany. He died there of the plague, 
May 5, 1583, aged between 38 and 40, 
leaving Panthee, a dramatical piece, 
and a Latin poem, entitled the Harn. 


approbation they met with to the tone, 
air, and accent, with which he read 
them. 
GUESCLIN (Bertrand du) born 1311, 
in Bretany, son of Robert, du Gues-lin, 
seigneur de Broon, and Jane de Malle. 
mains, dame de Sace. He gave the 
most striking proofs of courage fram 
his childhood, and, when about 16, 
won the prize at a tournament, where 
he was unknown, and against his fa- 
ther's will. After having taken seve- 
ral places from the English, and settled 
the crown of Castile on Henry's head, 
in opposition to Peter the Cruel, he was 
made constable, in 1370, by Charles V. 
king of France. Du Guesclin was en- 
gaged in all the wars against the Eug- 
lish, over whom he gained several vic- 
tories, . and took from them Poitou, 
Roverque, Limosin, with several places 
in Normandy and Bretany, byt had the 
misfortune to be taken prisoner at the 
battle of Aurai, September 29, 1364, 
and at that of Navaret, April 3, 1367. 
This great man died July 13, 1380, 
aged 66, while he was besieging Cha- 
teau-neuf de Rendon, in Gevaudan, 
and was buried at the abbey of St. 
Denis in France, at the feet of Cha. V. 
He married twice, but left no children 
They who are unacquainted with an- 
cient chivalry, will be astonished ta 
hear, that this famous constable could 
neither read nor write.

GUESLE (John de la) attorney-ge- 
neral and president of the parliament 
at Paris, one of the most eminent ma- 
gistrates in the 16th century, son of 
Francis de la Guesle, governor of Au- 
vergne, descended from a noble and 
ancient family of that province. He 
was employed in several negociations 
under Catherine de Medicis, Char. IX. 
and Henry III. and died 1588, leaving, 
by his wife Mary de Poiret, dame de 
J.aureau, five sons, Who were all dis- 
tinguished characters, but particularly 

GUESLE (James de la) who suc- 
ceeded his father in the office of attor- 
ney-general, and was much devoted to 
king Henry III. It was he who intro- 
duced James Clement, the murderer of 
that king, into his apartment, and was 
so enraged at the event, that he killed 
the assassin on the spot. He after- 
wards served Henry the Fourth with 
great zeal, and died at Paris, January 3, 
1612, leaving a large volume of Remon- 
«trances, 4to.; à curious and interesting 
account of the process against marechal 
de Biron.

GUEVARA (Anthony de) born in 
the little province of Alava, and edu- 
cated at the court of Isabella of Cas- 
tille. After her death, he entered the

nary, then his historiographer, and af+ 
terwards made him bishop of Guadix, 
and then of Mondonedo.

GUEVARA (Anthony de) nephew 
of the preceding, prior of St. Miguel 
d'Escalada, and almoner to Philip II.

the Psalms, 4to. and fol. with a trea- 
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tice on the authority of the Vul. 

gate. h 
GUEUDEVILLE (Nicholas) son of 

a physician at Rouen, entered yaung 


among the Benedictines of St. Maur, 


and made profession in the abbey of 
Jumieges in 1671, but afterwards left 
that congregation, escaped to Holland, - 
abjured the Catholic religion, and mar- 
ried. He taught Latin at Rotterdam 
for a maintenance, and took boarders ; 
till, growing tired of that way of life, 
he settled at the Hague, and com- 
menced author; in 1699 he published 
 Esprit des Cours de I Eurepe, which M. 
d' Avaux caused to be suppressed, as 
containing many satirical strokes against 
France; but Gueudeville went on with 
it again after that minister's departure, 
under the title of Nowvelles des Cours de 
Europe, and continued it till 1710. He 
also wrote, /a Critique general de Tele- 
maque, in two parts; French trranslas 
tions of Sir Thomas More's Utopia, 
12mo.; of Agrippa's Fauity of the Sci- 
ences, 3 vol. 12mo.; of Erasmus' Eulo- 
gium on Folly, and on the Quartan Ague; 


and of the Comedies of Plautus, with Re- 


marks, 10 vol. 12mo.; a Historical Atlas, 
7 vol. fol. All these works are but 
indifferently written, inaccurate, and 
not esteemed. 

GUEULETTA (Thomas Simon) de- 
puty King's procurator at the Chatelet, 
born 1683. His life was spent in the 
duties of his office, and the society of 
his friends, among whom he delighted 
to indulge the amiable gaiety natural 
to his disposition. The generosity with 
which he restored to his wife's heirs 
the money he inherited from her by the 
marriage-contract, ought to be men- 
tioned to his honour; as well as that 
which he showed in returning the pa- 
pers he found at his father's, without 
charging any thing to the parties, who 
were in narrow circumstances: his fas 
ther, who was an attorney, had recom- 
mended it to him. He died dean of 
his company, December 22, 1766, aged

ed physician and mathematician, barn

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September 27, 1655, at Bologna. He 
was professor of mathematics and hy- 
drometry in his native place, and af- 
terwards at Padua, where he also taught 


physic. In 1686, he was appointed in- 


tendant-general of the waters in the 
states of Bologna, and admitted into 
the academy of sciences at Paris in 


1696. Guglielmini acquired a great 


reputation in ltaly, and died 1710, at 
Bologna, aged 54. His works were 
collected at Geneva 1719, 2 vol. 4to. 
and consis of a trreatize on Hydroctatics, 
in Latin; a large work entitled, Della 
Natura de Fiumi, which is esteemed his 
master-piece; a Dissertation de Sangui- 
xis Nature et Constitutione; Trait de Co- 
metarum Natura et Ortu, written on the 
appearance of the comet in 1681; two 
Letters on Hydrostatics, . occasioned 
by a dispute which he had with NM. 
Pepin, respeRing his work on that sub- 


GUIARD (Anthony) a Benedictine 


of the congregation of St. Maur, born 


1692, at Saulieu. He died 1760, and 
left Entretiens zur les Modes du Siecle; 
Reflexions zur la Regee des Benefices; Dis- 
sertation sur Honorarre des Mieses, 1757, 
Iz mo. 

GUIBERT, a famous anti-pope, a 
native of Parma. He was chancellor 
to the emperor Henry IV. who caused 
him to be elected archbishop of Ra- 
venna, and afterwards pope in 1080. 
Guibert took the name of Clement III. 
and died miserably in rogg. His bones 
were dug up at the end of the schism, 
and thrown into the Tiber. 

GUIBERT, born of a rich and pow- 
erful family in a village of the diocese 
of Beauvais. He took the religious 
habit at the abbey of St. Germar, and 
was elected abbot of Nogent-sous- 
Coucy in 1104. Dom. Luke d'Achery 
published his works 1651, fol. which 
consist of an excellent Traite de la Pre- 
dication; a history of the first Crusades, 
entitled, Gesta Dei per Frances; a s8ingu- 
lar treatise on the Relics of the Saints, oc- 
casioned by the monks of St. Medard 
at Soissons pretending they had a tooth 
of our Lord's in their possession. Gul- 
bert, though very credulous, rejects 
this relic as contrary. to the faith of 
Christ's resurrection, which teaches us, 
that he re-assumed his body entire, He 
died in the abbey of Nogent-sous- 
Coucy in 1124. :

GUICCIARDINI (Francis) born 
March 16, 1482, at Florence, of a noble 
and ancient family. He taught lau- 
with reputation, and was employed in 
several embassies. Leo X. gave him 
the government of Modena and Reggio 
and Clement VII. those of Romania 
and Bologna. Guicciardini was als 
lieutenant-general of the army of the 
Holy See; but Paul III. having taken 
the government of Bologna from him 
he withdrew to Florence, where he wi 
counsellor of state, and highly service- 
able to the house of Medicis till his 
death in 1540. He had been married 
and left three daughters. About 1837 
Guicciardini retired into the country, 4 
devote himself to his History, which is 
Written in Italian, and comprehends 
the public occurrences from 1494 to 
1532, Florence, 1561, fol. or two vols.; 
that of Venice, 1574, has four addi. | 
tional books, but some passages are 
retrenched: these, however, have been 
restored in the edition of Geneva, 1636, 
2 vol. to. which is not elegant. There 
is a very fine edition, Venice, 1738, 2 
vol. fol. and one of London, 2 vol. gto. 
but the original one is nevertheless 
Sought after. This history is much 
esteemed; it has been translated into 
French, and published at Paris, 1733, 
3 vol. 4to. by Favre, and revised by 
Georgion, advocate to the parliament 
ot Paris, who wrote the Preface and 
Notes. John Baptist Adriani, Guicci- 
ardini's friend and fellow citizen, pub- 
lished the Continuation, 2 vol. gto. 
Guicciardini also wrote, Advice and 
Counsel on State Affairs, Antwerp, 1585, 
4to. translated into French, Paris, 1577, 
8vo. A new edition of his Hzisty 
appeared at Friburg in Brisgau 1775, 4 
vol. 4to. published from the autogra- 
phical MS. in the Magliabecchi library 
at Florence, in which all the passages 
are restored which former editors had 
been obliged to leave out, or alter, 

from the circumstances of the times. 
GUICCIARDINI (Lewis) nephew 
of the-preceding, died March 21, 1559, 
at Antwerp. He published an excel- 
lent account of the Netherlands, in 
Italian, x 587, fol. translated into French 
by Belleforest, 1612, fol. ; Raccolta dei 
detta e fatti notabili, 1581, 8v0.; Hore 
de Recreazione, 1600, 12mo. which last 
has been translated into French, 1576, 
16to, and Memoirs of the Transactions *f 
Eurep'y 
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Furopey from 1530 to 1560, Antwerp, 
re ICHARD (Claudius) a native of 
st. Rambert in Bugey, Secretary of 
state, and grand referendary, died 
May 15, 1607, at Turin. He founded 
a college at his native place, and left 
a treatise sur la Maniere i Ensevelir des 
Anciens, Lyons, 1581, 4to. which 1s 
scarce. 


GUICHE (John Francis de la) count 


de la Palice, seigneur de St. Geran, and 
marechal of France, son of Claudius 
de la Guiche, of a noble and ancient 
family. He signalized himself on se- 
veral occasions, under Henry IV. and 
Louis XIII. and was much 'concern- 
ed in all the public affairs of his 
time. He died December 2, 1632, in 
his castle de la Palice, in Bourbonnois, 
aged 63. It was his grandson, Bernard 
de la Guiche, who, being conveyed 
away at the moment of his birth, en- 
gaged in a celebrated law-suit, and was 
restored to his estate by sentences pas- 
sed in 1663, and 1666. He died 1696, 
leaving only one daughter, a nun. He 
had been lieutenant-general, and em- 
ployed in several embassies. v. GRAM- 
MONT. 

GUICHE (Philibert de la) uncle of 
the preceding, grand- master of the ar- 
tillery 1878. He was so completely 
skilled in the exercise of his employ- 
ment, that, at the battle of Ivry in 
1590, he had discharged four vollies of 
cannon before the enemy had dis- 
charged one. He died 1607. 

GUICHENON (Samuel) an inge- 
nious and judicious historian in the 
17th century, a native of Micon, ad- 
vocate at Bourg-en-Erasse, who dis- 
Linguished himself by his works, and 
was loaded with favours from the duke 
of Savoy for his excellent Hist. Genea- 
logique de la Maison Royale de Savoie, 1660, 
2 vol, fol. He died September 8, 1664, 
aged 57, after having embraced the 
Catholic religion, and left, besides the 
work. above mentioned, Une Suite chro- 
no/ogique des Eveques de Belley, to. Hist. 
de Brasse et de Bugey, 1650, fol. much 
estecmed. Hist. de la Principante de 
Dembes, never printed. A Collection 
of the most remarkable Acts and Titles 
of the Province of Brasse and Bugey, 
entitled, Bibliotheca Sebusiana, 1666, 4to. 

GUIDI (Charles Alexander) a cele- 


brated Italian poet, born June 14, 1650,

at Pavia, who was much esteemed by 
the duke of Parma, Christina, queen 
of Sweden, pope Clement XI. and all 
the nobility and beaux esprits of his 
time. He died, loaded with wealth 
and honours, at Frescati, June 12, 1712, 
aged 63, leaving a great number of ly- 
ric poems, Rome, 1704, 4to. and a pas- 
toral, called Endymion, 1726, 12mo. 
which is much admired by the Italians. 
His life, which is prefixed to the Col- 
lection of 1726, was written by Crescim- 
beni. Te 
. GUIDICCIONE (John) a native of 
Lucca, who attached himself to cardi- 
nal Farnese, afterwards pope Cle- 
ment VII. in 1524. Guidiccione was 


at that time bishop of Fossombrone, 


but the pope appointed him governor 
of Rome, nuncio to Charles V. and 
Successively governor of Romania and 
of the marquisate of Ancona. He 
died, August 1541, in his 61st year, 
leaving Orazione alla Republica di Lucca, 
Firenze, 1558, 8vo.; Rime Bergamo, 
1753, 8vo. These poems are eſteemed. 
GUIDO, a celebrated Italian painter, 
son of Daniel Reni, an excellent musi- 
cian, and pupil to Denis Calvart and 
the Carachi. He affected to paint in a 
Style directly opposite to that of Mi- 
chael Angelo di Caravagio, and had 
great disputes with him. Guido got 
large sums of money, but squandered 
them by gaming, and died poor in 
1641, aged 67. Among this artist's ex- 
cellent pictures, the St. Michael in the 


capuchin church at Rome is particu- 


larly esteemed. His pencil is light and 
flowing, his touch graceful and expres- 
sive, his drawing correct, his carna- 
tions fresh, and his heads particularly 


beautiful. 


GUIELME, or GUILLELME (John) 
a young man of great learning, born at 
Lubec, author of Quaeitiones Plautinæ 
in Gruter's Thesaurus Criticus, some 
poems in Deliciæ Poet. Germ. or sepa- 
rately, Lignitz, 1603, 8vo. and other 
works, which are much commended 
by Justus Lipsius, M. de Thou, and 
other learned men. He died 1584, at 
Bourges, where he went to attend the 
lectures of Cujas. 

GUIGNARD (John) a Jesuit, born 
at Chartres, librarian to the college of 
Clermont at Paris. He was hanged and 
burnt, January 7, 1595, on the deposi- 
tion of John Chatel, that the Jesuits 
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openly declared it lawful to kill a he- 
fetic King. Their papers being then 
searched, among Guigtiard's were found 
the following words, written with his 
own hand: Neither Henry III. vor Hers 


ty IV. mt N. Elizabeth, nof the Ring of 


Stveder, nor the elector of Saxony; are real 
govereigns, Henry III. is a Sardanapalns ; 
Henry IV. a fox; Elizabeth, a ihe woof ; 
the king of Sweden, a griffm; the elect or 


of Saxony, a hog. James Clement has. 


performed a heroic af, inspired by the Holy 
Ghost: if we can fight against the Bear- 
nese, let us fight ngainst him: if he cannot 
be foug ht against, let him be killed. When 


he made the amende honorable, he would 


not acknowledge himself guilty with 
respect to the king. 

GUIGUES, fifth general of the Car- 
thusians, born, in the roth century, at 
the castle of St. Romain, from whence 


he took his sirname. He died in 1137, 


after having governed his order thirty 
years, with great attention and vigi- 
lance, and drawn up statutes for it, 
which have been printed under the 
title of Stætata ordinis Cartusiensis, Basil, 
1510, fol. It clearly appears that 
Guignes did not consider his monks 
as being exempt from the ordinary; on 
the contrary he says, that the bishop 


of Grenoble was horn their abbot, and 


therefore they had only a prior. This 
book, which was reprinted in 1703, is 
extremely scarce: it consists of five 
parts; and the fifth, which contains 
the privileges of the order, is some- 
times wanting. Innocent le Masson 
published, in 1683, Explications de 
quelques endroits des Statuts de / Ordre des 
Chartreux, small 4to. which should con- 
tain 166 pages; but there are some im- 
perfect copies which end at page 122. 
This is an answer to what M. de Ranee 
had said of the Carthusians in his De- 
voi ys de la Vie monastique.

GUIJON (James) a good Latin poet 
of the 17th century, advocate to the 
parliament of Dijon, born at Autun. 
His works, with those of his three 
brothers, were published by M. de la 
Mare, counsellor to the parliament of 
Dijon, 1658, qto, He died 1625, aged 
83; his eldest brother in 1631, his bro- 
ther Hugh in 1622, and his brother 
John, 1605. ; 
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GUILBERT (Petet) senior precey. 
tor to the King's pages. He was 4 
a tonsured priest, and died in the pa. 
rish of St. Meri, at Patis, October ,. 
1759, Guilbett published Dexcription & 
Pont aineblean, 1734, 2 vol. 12mo.; Tra. 
auttion de P Amour Penitent, z vol. I2mo.» 
Me mot res chrunolopiques de Port Royal. third 
part, 1668 to 1752, Utrecht, 1755, - 
vol. 12mo.; the first part, from its ori. 
gin to 1632, 1755, 2 vol.; the second 
has never been printed.

GUILLAIN (Simon) an ingenious 
Sculptor, born at Paris, in which City 
he was teacher at the royal academy of 
painting and sculpture, and died 1678, 
aged 77. He executed the figures 
placed in the niches in the front of 
the Sorbonne, and those of the Pont- 
au- change. 

GUILLANDINI (Melchior) a na- 
tive of Koningsberg, known by his 
Enquiry respeting the Papyrus bf Pliny, 
t572, 4to. He had travelled into Asia 
and Africa, and been a slave at Al- 
giers, from whence he was ransomed 
by Fallopius, and succeeded that learned 
man as botanical leRurer in the uni- 
versity of Padua, He died 1589, in a 
very advanced age. He also published de 
Stirpium aliquot nominibus, Basileæ, 1557, 
8vo.; Apologia adverws Matthiolum, Pa- 
tavii, 1538, 4to.

GUILLEMEAU (James) an eminent 
surgeon in the 16th century, a native 
of Orleans, who was Ambrose Pare's 
pupil, and surgeon in ordinary to 
Charles IX. and Henry IV. He gained 
immortal reputation by his skill, and 
died March 13, 1642, at Paris, leaving 
a Latin translation of Ambrose Pare's 
Art of Surgery, and other works, which 
are esteemed, Rouen, 1649, fol. 

GUILLET % Sr. George (George) 
first historiographer to the academy of 
painting and sculpture at Paris, into 
which he was admitted, January 31, 
1682, born about 1625, at Thiers in 
Auvergne. He made himself known 
by several works which he published 
under the name of his brother, Guillet 
de la Guilletiére, and which were 
much esteemed: Athenes er Latilemont,

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© pncienne et nouvelle, each in one vol. 
imo: Hist. de Mahomet II. 2 vol. 
i2mo.; Les Arts de ! Homme d' Epe, 2 
vol.; La Vie de Castracani, 12mo, &c. 
and died April 6, 1705, at Paris. He 
had violent disputes with M. Spon 
about the Antiquities of Athens. 
GUILLIAUD (Claudius) a learned 
doctor of the house and society of the 
Sorbonne, born at Villefranche in Beau- 
jolois. He was prior of the Sorbonne, 
gave lectures on the Scriptures with re- 
putation, and was appointed canon and 
{co/ogal of Autun, about the middle of 
the 16th century. His works are, Com- 
mentaries on St. Matthew, fol.; on St. 
John, fol.; and on S-. Paul's Epistles, 
Syo.; some Homilies for Lent, 
GUIMENIUS, v. MOYA. 
GUILLINMAN, or WUILEMAIN 
(Francis) a native of the canton of 
Friburg, famous in Germany for his 
book en the Antiquities of Switzerland, 
his History of the Bichops of Strasburg, 
and another of the Counts of Hapsburg, 
fol. He also left some Latin poems, 
and died about 1575. 
GUINCKEL, v. ATHLONE. 
GUINTIER (John) born, 1487, at 
Andermach. He was physician to 
Francis I. and retired to Strasburg, to 
avoid the troubles which arose about 
religion 3 was professor of Greek there, 
as he had been at Louvain; and also 
practised physic; but was afterwards 
obliged to resign his professorship. He 
died 1574, He had been three times 
married. Guintier translated several 
treatises from Galen and other authors, 
and published some tracts in Latin on 
tne Plague, Svo. and e Pregnant Women, 
7 Children, Svo. He was the first who 
gave the name of pancreas to the glan- 


dular substance which is fixed to the 


peritonium ; discovered the union of 
the vein and spermatic artery; and of 
the two canals which communicate 
from the matrix to the breasts, &c. 
GUIMONDE, or rather GUIT- 
MONDE, a pious and learned Bene- 
dictine, appointed bishop of Aversa 
i0t0, author of a treatise on the Reality 
cf the Body and Bled of Christ, against 
Berenger, published with other works 
on that subject at Leawwvain, 1561, $vo. 
and in the Library of the Fathers. He 
\wrote*several pieces besides, which are 
highly Spoken of by Trithemius, and 
Yves de Chartres, in the Library of 
vor. ir. . 
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the Fathers, and in d'Achery's Spici- 
legium, 

GUI-PAPE, an eminent lawyer in 
the 15th century, counsellor to the 
parliament o Dauphiny, summoned 
to the Delphinal council by Stephen de 
Guillon, then sole president of that 
council, who gave him one of his 
daughters in marriage, Gui-Pape was 
employed by Louis XI. in several ne- 
gociations; and acquired great reputa- 
tion by his works; the most esteemed 
among them is entitled, Decisiones Gra- 
tianopolitangs annotationibus varigrum illus- 
tratà, 1643, fol. It has been published 
in French by Chorier, Lyons, 1692, 4to. | 


He died 1487, aged 73. 


GUIRLANDAIO (Dominico) a Flo- 
rentine painter, whose talents were 
greatly admired. The famous Michael 
Angelo Buonaroti was one of his pu- 
pils. He died 1443, aged 44. 

GUISARD (Peter) doctor of physic, 
of the faculty of Montpellier, born at 
la Salle in the Cevennes, son of An- 
thony Guisard, doctor of physic; a 
man of wit, great judgment and skill 
in his practice. His father being a 
Protestant, he was educated in that 
religion; but, having seriously exa- 
mined that of the Catholics, deter- 
mined to embrace it. He went to Pa- 
ris 1742, and was much esteemed there; 
but the love of his native place drew 
him back to Montpellier, where he 
gave a public course of lectures in ex- 
perimental philosophy gratis, and form- 
ed a plan for the foundation of a pro- 


fessorship in that city. This, however, 


did not succeed, which gave him much 
concern. He died September 13, 1746, 
aged about 46, and left, Pratique de Chi- 
rurgerie, ou Hist. des Plates, 1747, 2 vol. 
12mo. which is much esteemed. Eat 

Sur les Maladies veneriennes, 12mO. 
GUISCARD (Anthony de) born 
1678, and known first by the name of 
the abbe de la Bourlie; but he laid 
aside the petit co/let in 1704 to join the 
fanatics of the Cevennes, and took the 
name of marquis de Guiscard. He 
raised 2000 men in Holland, and was 
one of the commanders in the English 
fleet which was destined to make a 
descent in France, and assist the rebels 
of the Cevennes. Notwithstanding 
the little success that attended this pro- 
ject, the queen of England employed 
Guiscard to negociate some affairs in 
N x Holland ; 
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Holland; but, when that princess 
Seemed inclined to peace, he could not 
conceal his dislpeasure; and, being sus- 
pected of corresponding with France, 
Was arrested March 10, 1711. When 


brought before the council, he at- 


tempted to stab the members, and 
wounded lord Harley with a pen- 
knife. He was sent back to prison, 
and died there, March 28, of vexation, 
and the wounds he had received. His 
Memoirs were printed at Delft, 1705, 
12mo. * 72 

GUISCHARD (Robert) son of Tan- 
cred de Hauteville, took the kingdoms 
of Naples and * from the Sara- 
cens, and some petty princes of Lom- 
bardy ; upon which the pope, who had 
excommunicated him to please his ene- 
mies, granted him absolution, on re- 
ceiving the city of Benevento. Guis- 
chard married his daughter to Constan- 
tine, son of Michael Ducas, emperor 
of Constantinople; but Nicephofus, 
having driven out Michael, made Con- 
Stantine an eunuch. Robert, desirous 
of revenging his son- in-law, took Du- 
razzo, and gained some other advan- 
tages; but they were followed by ill 
success. He died 1085, aged 86. This 
prince had many noble qualities, but 
they were tarnished by an unbounded 
ambition. 

GUISCHARD (Charles) a colonel in 
the Prussian service, called Quintus lei- 
lis. He was much distinguished in 
the last war, and published Memotres 
Militaires sur les Grecs et Romains; the 
last edition is Berlin. 1774, 4 vol. Svo. 
or 2 vols. 4to. He died May 13, 1775, 
in his 59th year. | 

GUISE. The princes of that House 
are dizpersed in different parts of this Dice 
{tonary. Here follanot an acecunt of their 
filiation. The first is, 

GUISE (Claude de Lorraine, duke 
of) second son of Rene, duke of Lor- 
raine, who, after having in vain con- 
tested the successjon to that duchy with 
Anthony his eldest brother, settled in 
France, where he was much esteemed 
for his courage and merit. He married 
Antoinette de Bourbon, a princess of 
the blood, April 18, 1513, and became 
so powerful, through the interest of his 
brother cardinal John de Lorraine, that 
he founded a House which made the 
legitimate successors to the crown 
tremble, The earldom of Guise was 


GUI 

raised to a duché-pairie in his favour 
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January 1527. He signalized himself 
on several occasions, particularly at the 
battle of Marignan, and died 1550, 
leaving six sons and four daughters, the 
eldest of whom married James V. King 
of Scotland. D. Cl. de Guise, who 
died 1612, is supposed to have been 
his natural son; he was abbot of St. 
Nicalse, and afterwards of Clugny 
but not very fit for that office, if we 
may give credit to a satire against him 
called Legende de D. Claude de Guize, 
1574, Svo. which was very scarce till 
reprinted in tom. 6. of the Memoirs of 
Conde, This piece is ascribed to Da- 
gonneau, a Calvinist, judge of Clugny, 
or Gilbert Regnaut, chief judge of 
Clugny, and a Calvinist also. Cardi- 
nal de Guise attempted to depose him, 
at D. Claude's instigation ; but he ob. 
tained a decree to maintain him in his 
office; and the next morning, after 
giving audience, threw his letters-pa- 
tent into the bar, and went to practice 
as an advocate at Macon, 

His s:x legitimate sons were, Charles, a 
cardinal; v. Charles. Claudius D. of Au- 
male, v. Aumale, Lewis, a cardinal, v. 
after this filiation, GUISE (Lewis). Fan- 
cir, grand-pricr, and general of the gallies, 
who died 1563. Rene, marguis d' Elbeuf, 
d. Elbeuf, and the eldest of them, Francis, 

GUISE (Francis de Lorraine, duke 
of) eldest son of Claudius de Lorraine, 
D. of Guise, was born February 17, 
1519, at the castle de Bar. He dis- 
tinguished himself at the taking of 
Montmedi in 1542, the siege of Bou- 
logne 1245, and on several other occa- 
sions. Henry II. favoured him with 
his particular esteem, loaded him with 
riches and honours, created him D. 
of Aumale 1547, and raised the terri- 
tory of Joinville to a principality for 
his sake in 1552. In 1553, Francis de 
Lorraine compelled the emp. Charles V. 
to raise the Siege of Metz, defeated the 
1mper;alists at the battle of Renty, 
August 13, 1554; forced Spain to con- 
clude a peace with pope Paul IV. 1557, 
and, on his return to France, took Ca- 
lais from the English, and Thionville 
from the Spaniards. This prince was 
at last appointed lieutenant-general of 
the kingdom, and had the whole ma- 
nagement of affairs, with the cardinal 
his brother, under Francis II. His 
power, however, raised the jeaiousy < 

the 
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the nobility ; the Calvinists attempted 
zo destroy him in 1560, by the consprie 
racy of Amboize; but the guilty were 
punished, and the parliament gave him 
the title of Preserver of kis Country. 80 
great was his power, and the respect 
paid to him, that he received Anthony, 
king of Navarre, Henry the Fourth's 
father, Sitting and covered, while An- 
thony stood bare-headed. After the 
death of Francis II. Catherine de Me- 
dicis, opposing the princes of the blood 
to the Guises, the duke joined the con- 
stable of Montmorency, and the ma- 
rechal de St. André, which union was 
called the Triumwirate by the Calvinists. 
Some time after, in 1561, as the duke 
was going to Vassy, his attendants in- 
sulted some Huguenots who were sing- 
ing Marot's Psalms in a barn. Upon 
this blows ensued, and their master, 
endeavouring to appease the quarrel, 
was wounded in the cheek by a stone, 
which $0 enraged his domestics, that 
they killed near 60 persons, and wound- 
ed about 200. This murder, which the 
Huguenots call te Massacre of Vas, 
proved the signal for a religious war. 
Each party flew to arms. The duke of 
Guise took Rouen and Bourges from 
the Calvinists, and defeated them at 
the battle of Dreax, 1562. He after- 
wards besieged Orleans, which they 
had made their fortress, and was near 
taking it, when John Poltrot de Mere 
shot him in the shoulder with a pistol, 
as he was returning from the trench, 
of which wound he died six days after, 
February 24, 1563. Admiral Coligni 
was suspected of being concerned in 
this assassination. The duke of Guise 
was allowed, even by his enemies, to 
have been the most accomplished 
prince, and the greatest captain of his 
time. His Life has been written by 
M. de Valincourt, 12mo. A bitter sa- 
tire appeared against him, the cardinal 
tiis brother, and the other Guises, en- 
titled, Legende de Charles cardinal de Lor- 
raine, &c. par Frangeis de Lile, 1576, 
$70. and in tom. 6. of Memoires ge 
Conde, gto. The name of Lisle is an 
assumed one. Regnier de Ila Planche 
is supposed to have been the author. 
He had three sons: the second, Charles, 
was D. of Mayenne, v. Mayenne; aud 
the third, Lenwii, after this filiation, 
Vaiie (Lewis) ; the eldeat was Henry. 
GUISE (Henry de Lorraine, duke ef) 
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one of the handsomest, wittiest, bra- 
vest, and most eloquent princes of his 
age, eldest son of Francis of Lorraine, 
duke of Guise, and Anne d'Este, was 
born December 31, 1550. He sig- 
nalized himself by his courage and 
conduct, both in Hungary and France, 
in Several sieges and combats; com- 
manded the rear-guard at the battle of 
Jarnac 1569, and was surnamed e Ba- 
lafre {the scarred from a wound he re- 
ceived in the cheek during an engage 
ment near Chateau-Thierry 1575. His 
amiable qualities having won the affec- 
tions of madame, Margaret of France, 
Charles IX. who wanted her to marry 
the King of Navarre, resolved to get 
rid of the duke; but, the latter being 
informed of his design, in order to re- 
move all suspicion, married Catherine 
de Cleves, countess d'Eu, daughter of 
Francis de Cleves, duke of Nevers. 
He sought, however, to gain his ends 
another way, and put, himself at the 
head of the League which his uncle, 
the cardinal of Lorraine, had planned 
for the defence of religion, which was 
executed at Paris; gained several vic- 
tories over the Calvinists, and com- 
pelled Henry III. to abolish their pri- 
vileges. It being necessary to his de- 
Signs that he shonld always find some 
cause of complaint, he made such de- 
mands as he knew would never be 
granted; and was even ordered by 
Henry III, to leave Paris; but he re- 
turned thither, as it were in triumph 
May 9, 1588, the King being obliged 
to leave the capital, and snbmit to the 
orders of the duke; but, under colour 
of this feigned accommodation, Hen 
drew him to the states held at Blois, 
where he had him murdered, Decem- 
ber 23, 1588, in his 338th year. Thus 
fell this ambitious prince, before whom 
his royal master, and the lawful heirs 
of the crown, had trembled : his bro- 
ther, cardinal de Guise, was Killed at 
Blois the next day. The sieur de Brie 
has published a small, but well written 
romance, entitled, le Duc ge Cuise, sur- 
nonme le Balafre, 1694, lzmo.

GUISE (Charles de Lorraine, duke 
of) eldest on of Henry, duke of Guise, 
gurnamed the icarred, was born Au- 
gust 20, 1571, He was arrested, with 
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several others, on the day of the exe- 
cution at Blois, and confined at the 


castle of Tours, from whence he made 


his escape 1597, and was received at 
Paris with great acclamations by the 
League, who would have proclaimed 
him king, but for the jealousy of his 
uncle the duke of Mayenne. It was 
this young prince who Killed the brave 
St. Pol with his own hand. He sub- 
mitted to Henry IV. in 1594, obtained 
the government of Provence, and had 


some offices in the army and navy un- 


der Louis XIII.; but cardinal de Riche- 
lieu, who feared this powerful family, 


obliged him to leave France, Charles 


then retired to Provence, and died at 
Cuna in the Siennese, September zo, 
1640, leaving several children by his 
wife, Henrietta Catherine de Joyeuse. 
This prince is mentioned by the mare- 
chal de Bassompierre with great enco- 
miums. |

GUISE (Henry de Lorraine, duke of) 
eldest son of Charles de Lorraine, duke 
'of Guise, and Henrietta Catherine de 
Joyeuse, was born April 4, 1614. He 
was one of the most elegant and ac- 
complished noblemen in France ; hand- 
Some, skilled in all kinds of exercises, 
full of wit and courage. Being de- 
Signed for the church, he had several 
rich abbeys, and even the archbishop- 
ric of Rheims; but having given a pro- 
mise of marriage to the princess Anne 
of Mantua, cardinal Richelieu took 
away all his benefices. The duke then 
withdrew to Brussels, where he mar- 
tied the countess de Bossu, but left her 
soon after; and, returning to France, 
was involved in fresh difficulties, by 
engaging in the treaty which the count 
de Soissons, the duc de Bouillon, and 
some other mal- contents, concluded 
with Spain. He was arraigned as a 


criminal, and condemned for contu- 


macy, 1641; but the affair being ac- 
commodated in 1643, he accompanied 
the duke of Orleans, the year follow- 
ins, to the siege of Gravelines. He 
was at Rome when the Neapolitans re- 
belled, and they requested him for 
their general 1647. At Naples he was 
received with extraordinary acclama- 
tions, and orders were given that he 
should be called Generaliz5imo of the 
Army, and the Defender of Liberty, avith 
the ame honours which the.prince of Orange

GUISE (Lewis de Lorraine, cardinal 
de). There have been three cardinals 
of this name; the first was brother of 
Francis de Lorraine, duke of Guise, 
and son of Claude Lorraine, born t5;2:7, 
successively bishop of Troyes, Albi, 
Sens, and Metz. He was much en- 
gaged in public affairs, and died at 
Paris, March 28, 1578, aged 56. The 
Second was his nephew, son of Francis 
duke of Guise, who was Killed at the 
Siege of Orleans by Poltrot. He $uc- 
ceeded his great uncle Charles as bishop 
of Rheims, and was one of the chiets 
of the League; but Henry III. had 
him murdered, with his brother the 
duke, at Blois, December 23, 1538s. 
The third cardinal of that name was 
son of Henry de Lorraine, duke ot 
Guise, Killed at Blois, and was born 
1575. His disposition was so martial, 
that he breathed nothing but war, 
though an ecclesiastic, a cardinal, and 
archbishop of Rheims. He attended 
the King to Poltou 1621, and distin- 
guished himself among the bravest in 
attacking a fauxbourg at the siege of 
St. John d'Angeli; but, falling sick 
some days atfer, was carried, by bis 
own desire, to Saintes, where he died, 
June 21, 1621, having expressed, on 
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his licentious life. 
GUISE (William) a learned English 
divine, born 1633, of a good family 
near 
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near Gloucester. He studied at Ox- 
ford; became very skilful in the ori- 
ental languages, and was preparing an 
edition of Abulfeda's Geography, but 
died of the small-pox, September 3, 
i683, He left a Latin zrars/ation of the 
deginning of the Michna, with notes, 
Oxford, 1690, 4to. 

GUITMOND, v. GUIMOND. 

GUITON (John) master of Rochelle, 
who distinguished himself, by his firm- 
vess, during the Siege of that city by 
cardinal Richelieu, in 1628; but the 
irresistible force of hunger did, at 
length, what valour could not effect; 
and he was compelled to surrender for 
want of provisions. 

GUITTO, d' Arezz9, one of the ear- 


liest Italian poets. He lived about 


1250. | His works maybe found in a 
Collection of Ancient Poets of Italy, 
Florence, 1527, 8vo. very scarce. 
GUNDLING (Nicholas Jerome) born 
February 25, 1671, near Nuremberg, 
son of a clergyman who died 1689. 
He was successively professor of phi- 
losophy, rhetoric, and natural law, at 


Hall, and frequently consulted on pub- 


lic affairs at Berlin, where his talents 
were well known. He obtained the 
title of privy counzellor for his services 
on various occasions. Gundling was in- 
defatigable, had an excellent memory, 
great wit, vivacity, and eloquence ; 
but it is to be wished that his nume- 
rous writings contained less satire, and 
more moderation and politeness. He 
was married, and had several children. 
He died rector of the university of 
Hall, December 16, 1729, aged 59, 
leaving several valuable works on Li- 
terature, History, Law, and Politics: 
the principal are, Hit, Philazophie 
maralit, 8vo.; O, or a Collection of 
Dissertations on various Physical, Mo- 
ral, Political, and Historical subjects, 
3 vol. 8vo.; De jure oppignerati Terri- 
tei, gto.; Status naturalis Heobbesii in 
corpore juris civilis defensus et defendendus, 
4t0.4 De statu Rripublice Germanice sub 
Conrado JI.

GUNTHER, a celebrated German 
poet, born in Silesia, who possessed all 
the talents which characterize a great 
poet.

of his age, v, GONTHIER. 
GUNTLER (Nicolas) a learned Pro- 

testant divine, was born at Basil 1654.

GUSTAVUS VASA, king of Swe- 
den, son of Eric Vasa, duke of Grips- 
holm, descended from -the ancient 
Swedish Kings. Christiern II. King of 
Denmark, having conquered Sweden 
in 1518, Gustavus was among those 
whom that prince had claimed as hos- 
tages, and kept prisoner against the 
law of nations. He found means, 
however, to escape ; and, retiring into 
Dalecarlia, supported himself by work - 
ing in the mines. In this situation he 
formed the plan for dethroning Chris- 
tiern; and, disclosing it to the pea- 
sants his fellow labourers, the proposal 
was accepted, and he soon converted 
them into soldiers, with whose assist- 
ance he drove out Christiern, and the 
archbishop of Upsal. Gustavus was 
proclaimed prince and governor of 
Sweden, and elected king near Upsal, 
1523, He introduced the Lutheran re- 
ligion into his dominions, banishing 
those bichops who refused to obey 
him, and made the Kingdom heredi- 

tary 
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tary in his family, which had till then 
been elective. He died 1560, aged 70.

GUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS II. king 
of Sweden, surnamed tie Great, was 
born 1594, at Stockholm, and succeeded 
his father Charles in 1611. 
vered all that the Danes had taken 
trom him, made several important con- 
quests in Muscovy, and was very suc- 
cessful against the Poles. He took 
Riga, September 16, 1621, and entered 
afterwards into an alliance with the 
German Protestants against the House 
of Austria. Gustavus also ravaged the 
Palatinate, Suabia, and Bavaria; gained 
a series of victories, among which that 
of Leipsic was the most celebrated, 
and became formidable to all Europe; 
but was killed at the battle of Lutzen, 
which he won against the Imperialists, 
November 16, 1632, aged 38. Puffen- 
dorf asserts, that this great prince fell 
by the hand of Francis Albert, duke 
af Lawenburg, one of his chief offi- 
cers, who had been bribed by the 
enemy.

GUYMOND ade l Touche (Claudius) 
a French poet, author of Tphigenie en 
Tauride, a tragedy, which succeeded;

GUYON (Symphorian) a native of

This latter was author of a small work 
entitled, Entree volemnelle des Eveques

4'Elbene's entrance into that city. 
GUYON (Jane Mary Bouvieres de la 
Mothe) born April 13, 1648, of a noble 
family at Montargis, and married, at 
eighteen, to M. Guyon, son of the un- 
dertaker of the canal at Briare. Being 
left a rich widow at twenty-two, in 
1670, she returned to Paris, and there 
contracted a friendship with M. d' A- 
ranthon, bishop of Geneva, who per- 
$12ded her to reside in his diocese with 
a view of establishing a community 
with several new Catholics at Gex, to 
be employed in converting the Pro- 
testants. Mad, Guyon having given up 
all her property to her children, except 
2 small annuity, repaired to Gex in 
1681, where she met with a Barnabite 
named Lacombe, who had been warmly 
devoted to pleasure in his youth; and, 
being as warmly devoted to spirituality 
in a riper age, found means to inspire 
his penitent with his taste for reveries. 
Some time after Mad. de Guyon, hav- 
ing refused to be made superior of the 
new community at Gex, and not being 
pleased with its rules, retired to the 
Ursulines at Thonon, went from thence 
to Turin, then to Grenoble, and at last 
to Verceili. It was during her resi- 
dence in these distant parts that she 
wrote, Meyen court et tres facile de faire 
Craisan, z24to. and another book, en- 
titled, Le Cantique des Cantiques de Salo- 
mon, interprets selon le sens mystique, 8vo. 
These two works involved her in $0 
much trouble, that, upon going to Pa- 
ris in 1687, by the advice of her phy- 
sician, she was. confined among the 
Virgins of the Visitation in St. An- 
thony's street, January 1688, by order 
of the king; but set at liberty, some 
time after, at the Solicitation of ma- 
dam de Miramion, and the nuns of the 
convent, who bore witness to her vir- 
tue, It was at this time that madam 
Guyon formed a friendship with M. de 
Fenelon, the duke de Chevreuse, the 
duke de Beauvilliers, ' the duchess de 
Bethune, and several other persons dis- 
tinguished by their sense and merit. 
But, notwithstanding these connec- 
tions, she was still attacked, which in- 
duced her to entrust all her writings to 
M. Bossuet, and submit to his judg - 
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ment, This learned prelate, after hay- 
ing devoted several months to the exa- 
mination of them, assisted by M. de 
Noailles, M. de Fenelon, and M. Tran- 
son, drew up 30 articles, which ap- 
peared to him sufficient to secure the 
holy maxims of spirituality, and the 
mystic life. M. de Fenelon added four 
others; and these 34 articles were 
signed at Issy by the four examiners, 
after serious deliberation, March ro, 
1695. To these articles Mad. de Guyon 
submitted, and signed them; but all 
proved insufficient to quell the storm; 
she was involved in M. de Fenelon's 
troubles, accused of Quietism, confined 
in the castle of Vincennes, then among 
the Virgins of St. Thomas at Vaugi- 
rard, and, at last, in the Bastille. The 
book of the Mavimes des Saints having 
been condemned by the Holy See, 
March 12, 1699, and M. de Fenelon 
having made his submission, Mad. de 
Guyon quitted the Bastille, and retired 
to Blois, where she died twelve years 
after, with sentiments of the tenderest 
piety, June 9, 1717, aged 69. Besides 
the works above mentioned, this lady 
left, /a Bible, avec des Explications, et des 
Reflexions, 20 vol. 8vo.; her Life, writ- 
ten by herself, 3 vol. 8vo,; les Terrens 
spirituels, which contains her Moyen 
court de faire Oraison, and her Cantique 
des Cantiques, 8 vo.; Lettres Chretiennes 
et Spirituelles, 4 vol. 8vo.; Discours Chre- 
tien, 2 vol. and some Verses, or Canticles, 
at the end of her Life, She writes 
with great fire, and strength of imagi- 
nation.

Jusqu'en 1244, Paris, 1531, 3 vol. fol. 
He died 1398. 

GUZMAN (Alphonso Perez de) 
founder of the family of Medina Sido- 
nia, who saved the city of Tarif at the 
expense of his son's life, This child, 
being at nurse in a neighbouring vil- 
lage, the infant don John of Castille, 
who was besieging Tarif for the King 
of Morocco, in 1294, sent for him, and 
threatened his father to stab him, if he 
aid not Surrender the place; upon 
which Guzman threw him a poniard, 
Saying, he was incapable of a base ac- 
tion. - The cruel don John Killed the 
child, and raised the siege. Guzman 
signalized himself on several other oc- 
casions, and died gloriously during his 
incursions into the Mahometan terri- 
tories, 1309. | 

GYE (the marechal de) v. RO- 
HAN. 

GYGES, an officer, and favourite 
of Candaules, King of Lydia, whom 
he killed by the queen's order, for 
having shewn her to Gyges when na- 
ked. He reigned after him, about 713

GYLIPPUS, a celebrated Lacedemo- 
nian captain, who was sent into Sicily 
to assist the Syracusans 416 A. C. where 


he obtained several victories against 


Demosthenes and Nicias, the Athe- 
nian generals, and made them priso- 
ners. He afterwards attended Lysan- 
der when Athens was taken; and all 
the money found in pillaging the city 
was entrusted to his care by that gene- 
ral, with orders to carry it to the 
Ephori; but Gylippus was base enough 
to secrete zoo talents, which being 


discovered, he punished himself by a 


voluntary exile. 
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ABAKKUR, i. e. WWrentler, the 
eighth of the twelve minor pro- 
phets. His prophecies consist of three 
chapters only, in which he foretells to 
the Jews, that they shall be carried in. 
to captivity by the Chaldeans, and 
afterwards restored, He lived abou 
698 A. C. This prophet must be dis. 
tinguished from another Habakkuk, 
who was taken up by an angel, that he 
might carry food to Daniel, at that 
time in the den of lions. 
HABERKORN (Peter) a learned 
Lutheran divine, born May 9, 1604, at 
Butzbach in Veteravia, descended from 
a noble and ancient family of Franco. 
nia, pastor, superintendant, and pro- 


fessor of divinity, at Geissen, where 


he died, April 1676, having had 13 
children, and 46 grandchildren, He 


became eminent by his writings, and 


appeared with great distinction at se- 
veral colloquies on religious subjects. 
Haberkorn's principal works are, Hep. 
tas disputationum Anti=IPallemburgicarun, 
This book, in which he takes great 
pains to overthrow the principles of 
Mess. de Walemburg, is esteemed by 
the Lutherans. Findicatis Lutherans fi 
dei contra H. Ulricum Iſunnium, to. Syn- 


| tagma Dissertationum Theologicarum, 1650 


and 1652, 2 vol. 8$vo. -4nti-Valerianu, 
1652, 4to. Relatic Actorum Collogui 
Rheinfelsani, &c. All this author's 
works are much valued by those of his 
communion. 

HABERT (Francis) a French poet of 
Issoudun, Secretary to M. de Nevers, 
who died after the year 1567. His 
poem on the Three (39ddesses, 1 546, 16to. 
is his best work. The infatuation of 
making gold led him to translate some 
paltry writings on that subject. 

HABERT (Germain) a French poet, 
abbot of Notre Dame de Cerisy, one 
of the first members of the French 
academy, and the most distinguished 
among tlie beaux esprits of his time. 
He died 1655, and left several poems: 
that entitled, Metamorphose des eur 
d' Iris changes en Aitre, 1639, 8vo. is 
particularly admired, and is certainly 
delicate and ingenious. Habert als 
wrote the Life, or Panegyric, of Cardi- 

na. 
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val de Berulle, 1646, 4to. and a Para- 
vate on some of the Psalms. His bro- 
ther, philip Habert, was among the 
first members of the French academy, 
and appointed commissioner of artil- 
lery, through the interest of M. de la 
Meilleraye, Who had a great regard for 


him. He unfortunately perished at 


Emmerick in 1637, aged 32, under the 


ruins of a wall, which was blown up 
by a cask of gun-powder, through the 
negligence .of an unsKilful ; soldier. 
There is a poem of his in Barbin's Col- 
lection, entitled, 4e Temple de la Mort, 
written on the death of M. de la Meil- 
leraye's first wife, which was much ad- 
mired when it first appeared. 
HABERT (Isaac) a learned and ce- 
lebrated doctor of the society of the 
Sorbonne, canon and theologal of Paris, 
and afterwards bishop of Vabres in 
1645. He died January 11, 1668. He 
distinguished himself by his preaching, 
and by several works on Graces, in which 
he forcibly refutes Jansenius, though he 
defends the doctrine of efficacious Grace, 
but in another sense. He also left a 
Latin translation of the Pontifical of the 
Greek Church, with learned notes, 1643, 
fol. some Latin Poems, Paris, 1623, 
gto.; Hymns for the Feast of St. Louis, in 
the Paris Breviary ; de Consensu Hierar- 
chiæ et Monarchiæ adversus optatum Gal- 
lum, Parisiis, 1640, 4to.; and many 
other works. Susannah Habert, his 
aunt, married Charles du Jardin, an 
officer under Henry III. and became a 
widow at 24. This lady was considered 
as a prodigy of genius; she understood 
Hebrew, Greek, Latin, Italian, Spa- 
nish, philosophy, and even divinity, 
which gained her a great reputation 
among the learned. She died 1633, in 
the convent of Notre Dame de Grace, 
a la Ville-PEveque, at Paris, where 
she had lived near 20 years, leaving 
several works in MS. in the hands of 
her nephew. 
HABERT (Henry Lewis) cousin of 
the two preceding, seigneut de Mont- 
mort, master of the requests, and ad- 


mitted counsellor to the parliament in 


1625, died senior of the masters of re- 
quests, January 21, 1679. He was a 
member of the French academy, and 
highly respected for his integrity and 
attachment to learning and learned 
men. The celebrated Gassendi, who 


was his intimate friend, died at his 
VOL, 11, 
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house, after having resided there seve- 
ral years. M. de Montmort erected a 
mausoleum for him in the church of 
St. Nicholas des Champs at Paris, and 


undertook to publish his works, to 
which he has prefixed a short Latin 


Preface of his own, very sensible, and 


written with true taste. He also left 
some FEpigrams and Poems, printed in 
the collections of that time. M. Huet, 
in his Latin Memoirs, calls M. de Mont- 
mort, Vir omnis dect inæ et mblimigris et 
humanicris amantiisimus, | 
HABERT (Lewis) a pious and 
learned doctor of the society of the 
Sorbonne, born at Blois, and succes- 
sively grand vicar of Lugon, Auxerre, 
Verdun, and Chalons-sur-Marne; in 
all which dioceses he was universally 
esteemed for his virtue, learning, and 
zealous support of. ecclesiastical disci- 
pline. He afterwards retired to the 
Sorbonne, and employed the rest of his 
life in deciding cases of conscience, and 
died there April 7, 1718, aged 83. M. 
Habert left a complete System of Di- 
vinity, 7 vol., amo. much valued for 
accuracy and solidity; but the addi- 
tions made to it since his death, have 
been justly censured. Also a defence 
of this System, which M. Petit Pied 
complained of, and addressed a piece 
to M. Habert to vindicate himself from 
the charge of Jansenism. L Pratique 
de la Penitence, 12mo. most known by 
the title of Pratique de Verdun. This 
work has gone through several edi- 
tions, and is an excellent one, a few 
passages excepted, which must not be 
taken too strictly. The same observa- 
tion may be applied to his System of 
Divinity. | | 8 
HAEICHORST (Andrew Daniel) a 
learned Lutheran divine of Rostock, 
who died 1704, and has left several 
works, among which are some very 
valuable Dissertations on various pas- 
Sages in Isaiah, and other books of the 
Holy Scripture. a 
HABICOT (Nicholas) an eminent 
Surgeon of Bonny in Gatinois, who, 
by his skill and writings, acquired a 
great reputation. He died, June 17, 
1624, leaving a Traite de la Peste, and 
some other very curious works, parti- 
cularly respeRing the body of the giant 
Theutobocus, found near the castle of 
Langon in Dauphiny. 
HABINGTON (William) a cele- 
Oo brated 
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brated English historian, who studied 
at St. Omers and Paris. On his return 


home, he devoted himself to history, 


and died 1654, leaving a tragi- comedy, 
entitled, The Queen of Arragon; Hiztory 
of Edward IV. King of England, fol. and 
other works. 

HACHETTE (Jane) an illustrious 
heroine of Beauvais in Picardy, who, 
putting herself at the head of the other 
women, with astonishing bravery re- 
pulsed the Burgundians, who were 
storming that city, 1472. In memory 
of this noble action, her descendants 
are exempted from taxes; and there 
is an annual procession at Beauvais, 
July 10, in which the women walk 
first. 

HACKET (William) a famous Eng- 
Iish fanatic of the 16th century, who, 
after living a very irregular life, set up 
for a prophet, and contrived to seduce 
to his party Edmund Ceppinger and 
Henry Arlington, two persons of some 
learning. The former of these was 
called The Prophet of Mercy, the latter, 
The Prophet of Judgment; and these two 
new prophets undertook to make Hac- 
ket equal to Christ, and to raise the 
people for him, against the govern- 
ment, in 1592. They were however 
arrested; and, being brought to their 


trial, Hacket was sentenced to be 


hanged, Ceppinger starved himself in 
prison, and Arlington obtained a par- 
don. : | 
HACKSPAN (Theodore) an inge- 
nious and celebrated philologist, and 
Lutheran divine, born November 8, 
1607, at Weimar. Having made him- 
self master of Hebrew, and the other 
oriental languages, he was appointed 
first professor of them at Altorf, where 
he was also professor of divinity, and 
died there, January 19, 1659, aged 52. 
He left a great number of works on 
the Holy Scriptures, very learned and 
judicious, and much esteemed : the 
principal are, Sylloge diiputationum Theo- 
logicarum et Philelogicarum, Altorf, 1663, 
4to. ; Interpres errabundus; et Lucubra- 
tienen... - ia difficillima utriusque Testa- 
menti Loca, Altorf, 1645, 8vo. These 
two works may also be found in the 
Thesaurus of Thomas Crenius.

HAFFENREFFER (Matthias) a learn. 
ed German divine, born 1560, at Wir. 
temberg, who was professor of giyi. 
nity at Tubingen, and chancellor of the 
university, He died in 1609, and left 
Commentaries on Nahum and Habakkuk, 
Locis Theelogicis; and other tlicologica 
and critical works. F 

HAGAR, an Egyptian woman, er. 
vant to Sarah, who gave her to Abra. 
ham as a secondary wife. She bore 
Ishmael about 1910 A. C. 

HAGEDORN, a German poet, who 
has written Fables and Tales in imitz. 
tion of Fontaine's, which are much 
admired by his countrymen. 

HAGENBACK (Peter de) governcr 
of Ferette for the duke of Burgundy, 
in which situation he behaved $0 ty- 
rannically, that the people rebelled, 
tried, and beheaded him, May 9, 1474, 
The duke, to revenge his death, un- 
dertook an unfortunate war, in which 
he was killed. 

HAGGAI (in Hebrew, Joy) one of 
the minor prophets, who, about 5:0 
A.C. foretold to the Jews, that the 
glory of the second temple should ex. 
ceed that of the first; by which the 
meant the coming of Christ. Some of 
the Psalms are ascribed to him. 

HAGUENBOT (John) v. CORNA. 
RIUS, 

 HAGUENIER (John) a French poet 
of Burgundy, who wrote several plea- 
ing songs. He died 1738, aged 60. 

HAHN (Simon Frederick) a youth 
Whose rapid progress in literature, from 
his infancy, ranks him among the pre- 
mature geniuses. He was far advanced 
in ethics at ten years old, and under- 
stood several living languages; four 
years after, he delivered a speech on 
the origin of the cloyster of Bergen 
(his native place) which was printed 
with some other pieces. In 1798, be 
published a Continuation of the Cin. 
nicon Bergense of Meibomius; and, it 
1711, printed two Dimertations; one on 
Henry the Foxwler, the other on the king- 
dom of Arles, which do him great ho- 
nour. After giving public lectures for 
some years at Halle, he was appointed 
professor of history at Helmstadt, 
though but 24 years old, and oy 
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wards made counsellor, historiographer, 
and librarian to his Britannic majesty 
at Hanover. He died 1729, aged 37, 
leaving the four first volumes of a His, 
of the Empire; Collectio Monumentorum ve- 
terum et recentium ineditorum, 2 vol. 8yo,

e HAILLAN (Bernard de Gerard, 
seigneur du) born of a noble family at 
Bourdeaux, who, after appearing in 
the literary world with some distinc— 
tion, as a poet and translator, devoted 
himself to the study of history with so 
much success, that Charles IX. ap- 
pointed him historiographer of France 
in 1571. His history of that Kingdom 
is carried down from Pharamond to the 
death of Charles VII. The most com- 
plete edition is 1627, 2 vol. fol. This 
is the first body of French history writ- 
ten in French. Henry III. to reward 
Haillan, honoured him with some gra- 
tuities, and with the office of genealo- 
gist to the order of the Holy Ghost. 
He had promised to continue his his- 
tory to the reign of Henry IV. but did 
nothing towards it, and died Novem- 
ber 23, 1610, at Paris, aged 76. He 


had been a Calvinist, but turned Ca- 


tholic when he frequented the court. 
Resides the above-mentioned work, 
Haillan left a book de P Etat et Succes 
des Affaires de France, 1613, 8vo. which 
is eſteemed ; a poem, entitled, de Tom- 
beau du Rois tres Chretien Henri II. Svo.; 
Union des Princes, a poem, 8vo.; Re- 
gum Gallorum ieones versibus expresie, to. 
Hit. des Ducs d' Anjou, 1580, 8vo. This 
author's works are more judicious, and 
more methodical, than most of those 
written in France before his time. He 
was much criticised, and treated those 
who censured him with haughtiness and 
contempt. 

HALBAUER (Frederick) a learned 
Lutheran divine, born 1692, at Al- 
stadt in Thuringia. He was professor 
of rhetoric and poetry 1713, and after- 
wards professor of divinity in the same 
academy 1738, He died 1750. His 
works are, Lutherys politioris Litteraturæ 
culter et e5timater; Ecclesia Lutherana 
e;:gantioris Litteraturæ Patrona; Commen- 
tatiunes Philologics in quadam loca. J. T. 
in quibus de refta juvenum educatione statui 
Fete; several academical Disserta- 
tons; Letters; Collections: new edi- 
tions of eminent authors, &c. 

HALDE (John Baptist du) a cele- 
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brated Jesvit, born February 1, 1674, 
at Paris. He was at first secretary to 
Pere Tellier, and afterwards director of 
the Congregation des Artisan, and died 
at Paris, August 18, 1743, in the Pro- 
fessed House of the Jesuits, where he 
had resided from 1708. His principal 
works are, Description de la Chine, et de 
la Tartarie Chinoise, 1735, 4 vol. fol. re- 
printed at Amsterdam, 1736, 4 vol. 4tg. - 
The Atlas is bound separately. There 
is an abridged translation of it in Eng- 
lish, London, 1739, 4 vol. 8vo. It isa 
very curious and interesting work, 
Lettres Edifiantes, from the ninth Col- 
lection, inclusively, to the twenty- 
Sixth; there are thirty - four of them. 
Harangues and Poems, in Latin, printed 
in 4to. as they came out. 

HALE (Sir Matthew) a learned 
English writer, ford chief-justice of the 
king's bench in the reign of Charles II 
born November 1, 1609, at Alderney 
in Gloucestershire, who was not only a 
great lawyer, but an ingemous philoso- 
pher, and learned divine, He con- 
ducted himseif with so much prudence 
during the civil wars, that he was 
esteemed by both parties, made chief 
baron of the exchequer, and knighted. 
He died 1676, aged 67. The following 
are his principal works: The first Ori- 
gin of Mankind, fol.; Contemplations, mo- 
ral and divine, Svo.; Difficiles nug 4, or, 
Observations on the Experiments of Tori- 
celli, 8vo.; Essay on the Gravitation of 
Fluids; Observations on the principal natu- 
ral Metions, particularly Rarefation and 
Condensation; The Life and Death of Pome 
ponius Atticus, written by Cornelius, 
Nepos, with political and moral re- 
flections. Pleas of the Crown; History 
of the Royal Statutes, fol. &c. All the 
above are justly esteemed. Bishop 
Burnet has written his Life. 

HALES (Stephen) doctor of divi- 
nity, chaplain to the prince of Wales, 


and member of the royal iety, born 
1678. This gentleman has immor- 


talized his name by his discoveries, by 
his Ventilater, his Vegetable Statics, trans- 
lated into French by M. de Buffon, 
Paris, 1735, 4to.; his Animal Statics, 
translated into French by de Sauvages 
Geneva, 1744, 4to, and his Method of 
making Salt-rwater fresh, translated into 
French, 12mo. He died 1661, aged 83. 
HALES (Alexander de) an eminent 
English divine of the Franciscan order, 
o0 2 called 
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called The Irrefragable Doctor, and, The 
Fountain of Life. He taught philosophy 
and theology at Paris, and composed a 
Summary of Divinity by order of In- 
nocent IV. which is the only work 


| known certainly to be his, Nuremberg, 


1484, fol. 4 parts; or Venice, 1575, 4 
vol. fol. 

HALES (John) Greek professor at 
Oxford 1612, who, six years after, at- 
tended the ambassador sent to Holland 
by James I. while the synod of Dort 


was sitting, of which he gives an ac- 


count in his Letters, Hales was a Cal- 
vinist in his youth, but renounced that 
doctrine upon hearing Episcopius. He 
had afterwards a canonry of Windsor, 
but was compelled to resign it during 
the troubles, in consequence of his at- 
tachment to his prince, and died ex- 
tremely poor, May 19, 1656, aged 72, 
after having sold his noble library for a 
mere trifle. He left a treatise on Schism, 
written at the request, and for the use 
of his friend Chillingworth ; Sermons, 
Letters, Theological Opuscula, 1716, 12mo. 
and other works much esteemed, in 
which he discovers a spirit of peace 
and concord respecting ecclesiastical 
affairs. v. ALES. 

HALT, son-in-law of Selim II. and 
general of the Turkish fleet in 1570 
and 1571, which engaged the Vene- 
tian and Spanish fleets in the gulph of 
Lepanto. His death decided the vic- 
tory in favour of the Christians, and 
D. John of Austria took both his sons 
prisoners. One died at Rome, and the 
other was sent back to his mother, Who 
had obtained his freedom by magnifi- 
cent presents. | 

HALI BEIGH, chief dragoman or 
interpreter to the grand signior in the 
17th century. His original name was 
Albert Bobowski, born of Christian 
parents in Poland, but, having been 
taken by the Tartars while very young, 


he was sold to the Turks, and edu- 


cated in their religion in the seraglio. 
Hali Beigh understood a great num- 
ber of languages, and is supposed to 
have furnished Paul Ricaut vith mate- 
nals for his book entitled, The present 
State of the Ottoman Empire, He cor- 
responded much with the English, 
translated the Bible and Catecliim of the 
Church of England into the Turkish 
language, wrote a Turkish Grammar 
and Dielionary, with other works, wost 
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of which remain in MS. Hali intended 
again to embrace Christianity, but died 
first, about 1675. His chief work is x 
Treatise on the Liturgy of the Turks, their 
Pilgrimage to Mecca, their Circumcision, 
and Manner of visiting the Siek. This 
treatise has been published in Latin b 
Thomas Smith, in the Appendix to 
Abraham Peritsol's Cosmography, Ox. 
ford, 169gr, 4to. | 

HALL (Joseph) born July 1, 157, 
at Ashby in Leicestershire ; succes- 
sively professor of rhetoric, dean of 
Worcester, bishop of Exeter, and, 
lastly, bishop of Norwich. He visited 
France and Holland, and was a great 
sufferer during the civil wars, in con- 
sequence of his attachment to the 
king, having been several times im- 
prisoned, and stripped of his property, 
He died 1656, Bishop Hall has left 
A Treatise against Travelling ; a very in- 
genious book on the, manners and cha- 
racters of different nations, entitled, 
Mundus alter et idem, Utrecht, 1643, 
12mo.; Consolations, Sermons, Commenta- 
ries on the Bible, Meditations, and other 
works, collected in one vol. fol. Lon- 
don, 1662; the style of which has 
gained him the title of, The Englith 
Seneca, Several of this prelate's works 
have been translated into French by 
Jacquemot ; among others, his Letters, 
Geneva, 1627, 12mo. | 

HALLE, or HALLEY (Peter) Hal. 
laus, born September 8, 1611, at Bay- 
eux, He was appointed professor of 
rhetoric, and rector of the university 
of Caen; and, being afterwards carried 
to Paris by M. Seguier, was teacher of 
rhetoric in the college of, Harcourt, 
then Greek reader at the royal college, 
and at length professor of canon law. 
He died, December 27, 1689, aged 78, 
leaving, a Collection of Poems and 
Speeches in Latin, 1655, 8vo. which 
are esteemed, and several works on 
law. 

HALLE', or HALLEY (Anthony) 
professor of rhetoric at Caen, and one 
of the best Latin paets of his age. He 
died June 3, 1675, at Paris, aged 831 
and left several Poems, 8vo. and some 
tracts on the Latin grammar. 

HALLE (Claudius Guy) a 8kilful 
painter, born 1651, at Paris, and had 
been a pupil of his father's, Daniel 
Halle, wlio was also a good artist. He 
became director of the. academy of 

painting, 
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painting, and was esteemed for his ta- 
leuts. He died 17 36, at Paris. His 
compositions are rich, his heads grace- 
ful, his drawing correct, and his co- 
touring pleasing. Several of, this 
painter's works may be seen in Paris, 
at Notre Dame, St. André, &c.; some 
of them have been engraved, M. Noel 
Halle, his son and pupil, and M. Re- 
stout, his son-in-law, have distinguish- 
ed themselves in the same art. 

HALLER (Albert) a native of Bern, 
member of the academy of sciences at 
Gottingen, and of the economical so- 
ciety at Bern. He acquired so great a 
reputation as a physician, that all the 
academies of science. in Europe were 
ambitious of having him for a mems-. 
ber, and he was chosen into that of 
Paris 1755. Haller was also knight of 
the polar star. He married twice at 
Bern, and died, there December 13, 
1777. His works are collected in three 
volumes, 4to, entitled, Opuicula Minera 
Stirpes Helveticæ, Gottingæ, 1742, fol.; 
besides which he was editor af several 
works on Physic and Natural History, 
and large collections of thesises, as, 
Disputationes Anatomicae, 8 vol; 4to.; 
Disputationes de Morbis, 7 vol. 4to. ; Ele- 
menta Physiologizy, 8 vol. 4to.; Disputa- 
tiones Chirurgicæ, 5 vol, 4t0.; Pibliotheca, 
Medicinæ Theeretice et Pradlicæ, 4 vol. 
4t0, Haller published, in French, La, 
Formation du Paulet, Iamo.; { Irritabilite 
des Ne, 2 vol. 12mo. He amuged 
himself with poetry in his youth; and 
there is a French translation of part of 
his compositions of this Kind, 177 5, 8vo. 
with elegant vignettes. 

HALLEY (Edmund) born Novem- 
ber 8, 1656,, in, London, He went to 
the island of St. Helena in 1676, to, 
make astronomical discoveries, and un- 
dertook several other voyages in the. 
following years. He succeeded Wallis, 
in 1703, as professor of Geometry at 
Oxford; was appointed secretary to the 
royal society 1713; astronomer royal of 
Greenwich observatory 1720, on the 
death of Flamsteed; and admitted as a 
foreign member af the academy of 
SCIENCES at Paris 1729 He married in 
1682, and died at Greenwich, Janu- 
ary 25, 1742, aged, 86, His principal 
works are, Catalogus. Stellarum Australi- 
ou, London, 1678, 4to.; Tabulg Aitro- 
u%Mcz, London, 1749, 4to. There is 
a trench trauslat jun by the abbé Chappe 
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d' Auterach, 1754, 8vo. and another by. 
M. de la Lande, 1759, 8vo. An Abridge- 
ment of the Aotronomy of Comets; Theory 
of the Variations of the Compass. A di- 
rect and geometrical method of ſind-

to him. oy | 
HALLIER (Francis) doctor and pro- 
fessor of the Sorbonne, archdeacon of 
Dinan, prebendary of Chartres, syndic. 
of the faculty. of divinity at Paris, and, 
at length, bishop of Cavaillon in 1656. 
He travelled into. Greece, Italy, and 
England. Urban VIII. had so great a 
value for him, that he twice nomi- 
nated him to the bishopric of Toul; 
and wishing to create two cardinals,, 
pour la science, one of which should be 
a Frenchman, the other a Spaniard, 
proposed him, with fathende Lugo, for 
that dignity in 1743; but a Strong fac- 
tion, and some reasons of state, placed. 
the hat designed for M. Hallier on the 
head of the commander of Valencey. 
M. Hallier appeared with great dis- 
tinction, as proctor, at the assembly af 
the French clergy 1645, in which the 
Rules concerning the Regulars were re- 
vived, which he explained by a learned 
Commentary. On his second visit to 
Rome, in 1652, he solicited, both. by 
personal application and by writing, 
the condemnation of the five famous: 
Propositions of Jansenius, and obtained. 
the bull Cum, occasione against them, 
He died in 1659, worn out with sick- 
ness and infirmities, aged 64. His 
principal works are, Defence of a Cen- 
wre of the Faculty of Theolog y at Paris. 
respecting the . Eishops of England against 
the Jetuits; Treatise on the Hierarchy ;, 
a treatise an Elections, and Ordinatiaus, 
1636, fol.; the latter is esteemed a 
master-piece, by which he acquired. 
great reputation, both at Rome and in 
France; various pieces against the five.

HALLMANN (John Christian) a. 
German poet of the 17th century, au- 
thor of several theatrical pieces. He 
renounced 
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renounced the Lutheran religion to 
embrace that of the Catholics, and 
died in great poverty at Breslaw 1704. 
HALYATTES, v. ALYATTES. 
HAM, youngest son of Noah, born 
about 2476 A. C. who devoted himself 
to husbandry. His father having in- 
toxicated himself, through ignorance 
of the strength of wine, and falling 
asleep uncovered, Ham saw him, and 
rold his brothers, that he might expose 
him to their ridicule; which circum- 
Stance being known to Noah, cansed 
him to punish Ham, by cursing Canaan 


- his son. It is supposed that Ham reign- 


ed afterwards in Egypt, and was wor- 
shipped under the name of Jupiter 
Hammon. 

HAMAN, an Amalekite, and fa- 
vourite of Ahasnerus, king of Persia; 
who, being enraged because Mordecai 
would not bow the knee beforc him, 
obtained an order from the King for 
destroying all the Jews in one day. 
Rut Ahasuerus being informed that 
Mordecai had discovered a conspiracy 
azainst his person, and had not been 
rewarded for it, ordered Haman to 


lead him through the city on horse- 


back, and proclaim, Thus i,, be 
done to the man whom the king delighreth to 
Sonor. Haman was afterwards hanged 
on 2 gallows which he had prepared 
for Mordecat. | 

HAMAYDE (Ignatius Francis de la) 
an eminent civilian, doctor and pro- 
ſessor of law at Louvain, who was 
consulted from All parts on the most 
important affairs, and admitted into 
several councils in the Low Countries. 
He died March 21, 1712, at Louvain, 
aged 64. His most celebrated work is 
a treatise de recusationibus judicum, of 
which great use is made in the courts 
of judicature. 7 

HAMBERGER (George Albrecht) a 
celebrated professor of physic and ma- 
thematics at Jena, born November 26, 
1662, at Beyerberg in Franconia, and 
died February 13, 1716, at Jena. He 
left several valuable physical and ma- 
thematical treatises, the most known 
among which are, De iride diluvii; De 
epticis oculerum witiis; De Hydraulica; De 
Frigore; De Basi computi Ecclestastici ; 
De Deo ex inspefione cordis demonstrato ; 
a dissertation de meritis Germanorum in 
Mathesi, &c. 

HAMEL (John Baptist du) born 


cially anatomy; a complete course of 
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1624, at Vire, son of Nichotas Hamel 
an ad vocate in that city. He explained 
Theodosius“ Spherics in a small treatise 
and added a short but very perspicuou; 
tract on Trigonometry, intended as an 
introduction to astronomy. He entered 
among the fathers of the oratory, but 
left them eight years after to be curate 
of Neuille-sur-Marne. He published 
his Astrouomia Physica, Paris, 1660, 4to, 
and his treatise on Metcoys and Fossil. 
1659, 4to. to promote the study of Na. 
tural Philosophy. They are ingenious 
dialogues, written in very pure Latin. 
M. de Hamel quitted his curacy at the 
end of three years, and published the 
celebrated book de Contenu weteris et no. 
ve Philoxophiz, Rouen, 1675, 4to, In 
1666, he was chosen secretary to the 
academy of sciences, and aftetwards 
accompanied M, de Croissy to Aix-la. 
Chapelle, and then intoEngland, where 
the Catholics so highly esteemed his 
piety, that they used to say, when go. 
ing to the French ambassador's chapel, 
Let us go to the mass of the hnly priest, On 
his return to Paris, he was made pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the royal col- 
lege. In 1697, M. du Hamel requested 
the academy to provide him a succes- 
sor in the secretary's office, on account 
of his infirmities; and M. de Fonte- 
nelle was chosen. He died at Paris, by 
the gentle and graduat decays of old 
age, August 6, 1706, aged near 83. 
His principal works, besides those 
above mentioned, are, a treatise, D- 
cor porum affetionibus; De mente humana; 
2 book, De cer pore animato, which treats 
of experimental philosophy, and espe- 


philosophy, according to the method 
used in the colleges, entitled, Pkilo59- 
phia vetus et nova ad um Scholz accom- 
modatay. 1700, 6 vol. r2mo. He drew 
up this course of philosophy for the 
abbe Colbert, who taught at the col- 
lege of Burgundy, It is deservedly 
esteemed, and has gone through many 
editions. A course of divinity, en- 
titled, Theologia s$peculatrix et practica, 
1691, 7 vol. 8vo.; an abridgement of 
the same, entitled, Theologiz Clericorum 
Seminariis ac:ommodates Summarium, in 5 
vol.; Prolegomena to the Bible, with 
Commentaries on the Pentateuch, Palms, 
&c.; and Notes on the whole Bible, 
printed with the text, 1706, fol.; Hut. 
of the Academy of Sciences; the last edi- 

tion 
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tion is 1701, 4to. Opera Philoophica et 
Autronomica, Norimbergiæ, 1681, 4 tom. 
4to. The above are in pure and ele- 
gant Latin. : 

HAMELMANNE (Herman) a learn- 
ed Lutheran divine, born at Osnabrug 
in 1525, who began to preach that 
doctrine at Camen but, being driven 
from thence, was received by the ca- 
nons at Bilefeldt, and taught the youth 
there according to Luther's catechism. 
His enemies obliged him to retire to 
Rostock, where he took a doctor ot 
divinity's degree, and attended the 
Conference at Antwerp in 1567, by 
desire of the prince of Orange. He 
was appointed superintendant of the 
churches in the duchy of Brunswiek, 
that they might be regulated according 
to the Confession of Augsburg; and, at 
last, Superintendant-general of the 
county of Oldenburg, 1593; and died 
June 27, 1595. His principal works 
are, Commentaria in Pentateuckum, Di- 


lingee, 1563, fol.; Hiztoria Mestpfalo- 


rum Seculi XVI.; Chronicum Oldenburgi- 


cum, &C. | 

HAMILCAR, the name of several 
Carthaginian captains, Hamilcar Bar- 
cas, Hannibal's father, the most fa- 
mous among them, ravaged the Ita- 
lian coasts during five years, and was 
defeated, with his fleet, near Trepani, 
242 A. C. which defeat put an end to 
the first Punic war. Hamilcar began 
the second; went into Spain, where 
he zubdued the most Warlike nations, 
and was killed in battle as he was pre- 
paring to enter Italy, 228 A. C. He 
left three sons, whom he had trained 
up, as he said, like three lions, to tear 
Rome in pieces. It was this general 
who made Hannibal, his eldest son, 
wear an eternal enmity against the 
Romans, 

HAMILTON (Anthony, earl of) 
born in Ireland, descended from the 
:|\lustrious and ancient house of Hamil- 
ton in Scotland. He has left some ele- 
gant poems, among which the Episte 
to the Count de Grammont is particularly 
admired; it is a mixture of verse and 
prose, and esteemed a master-piece in 
its kind. He was the first who wrote 
Domances {Les 4 Facardins; le Belier ; 
Fleur d' Epine} in a pleasant style, dif- 
ferent from Scarron's burlesque. The 
Memoires du Compte de Grammont are also 
8:cribed to him, It is one of the best 
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written French works, and the best of 
lord Hamilton's, His works have been 
printed in 6 vol. 12mo, to which a 
Supplement appeared, 1776, 12m9o. 
He died at St. Germain-en-Laye, 
April 21, 1720, aged about 74. His 
sister married the count de Grammont. 

HAMMOND (Henry) one of the 
most learned English divines, born 
August 26, at Chertsey in Surrey, and 
admitted doctor of divinity at Oxford, 
1638. He continued firm in his at- 
tachment to the royal family during 
the troubles of England, which occa- 
Sioned him much vexation from the 
opposite party. Dr. Hammond was 
fixed upon to superintend the diocese 
of Worcester when Charles II. was 
about to be recalled, and intended for 
its bisbop, but died soon after, Apr. 25, 
1660, aged 55. He left many valuable 
works, printed at London 1684, 4 vol. 
fol.; the greater part are in English. 
His Practical Catechism, and Netes on the 
New Testament, and Palms, are parti- 
cularly esteemed. M. le Clerc has 
translated this author's Notes on the 
New Testament into Latin, and pub- 
lished them 1697, with a great number 
of his own, 2 vol. fol. 

HAMON, a writing- master, a native 
of Blois, who taught Charles IX. and 
became his secretary. He undertook 
to publish specimens of the hand- 
writings of all ages, from the MSS. 
in the King's library, that of Sc. Ger- 
mains-des-Pres, and St, Denis; but, 
being convicted of having forged false 
pieces, was hanged March 7, 1569. 
The Huguenots, supposing that he died 
for his religion, have made him a mar- 
tyr. 5 

HAMON (John) a skilful physi- 
clan, doctor of the faculty of Paris, 
born at Cherbourg, in the diocese of 
Coutances in Normandy. He was tu- 
tor to M. de Harlay, first president ot 
the parliament at Paris,; but after- 
wards, preferring retirement and a pri- 
vate life to all the emoluments which 
his talents might have procured him, 
he disposed of his property among the 
poor, sold his library, and withdrew 
to the solitude of Port-Royal in the 
Fields. He was physician to this ab- 
bey, where he led a very austere lite 
during 30 years, visited the sick poor 
in the country, relieved and comforted 
them, studied the Greek and Latin fa- 

thers, 
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thers, councils, and ecclesiastical wri- 
ters, collecting from them the finest 
passages. He died February 22, 1687, 
aged 69. His principal Works are, 
Recueil de divers Traiteh de Piete, Paris, 
1675, 2 vol. 1amo.; two other Collec- 
tions in 8vo, printed 1689; La Pratigue 
de la Priere continuelle, ou Sentimens d'une 
Ame wuivement touches de Dieu, 1210. 
Explications du Cantique des Cantiques, 
with a long Preface by M. Nichole, 
Paris, 1708, 4 vol. r2mo.; gr Ant- 
mae dolorem ini ,, tonantis pia in Pral- 
mum 118 colilequia, 1684, 12mo. and 
with some pieces, by the same author, 
under the title of Ci ,ꝗ́§5ſordis gemi 
tus in Pial. 118, 1732, 2 vol. 12mo. 
M. Fontaine and M, Gouget have trans- 
lated into French. A small tract on 
Excommunication, gto. reprinted in a 
ColleRion of Pious Tracts for the Con- 
solation of the Nuns of Port Royal, 
1727, and 1770, 2 vol. 22m0. A Ori- 
ticism on Pere Cellot, a ſesuit, en- 
titled, Apolegia Patris Cellotii, 1648, 
22mo. under the name of Alype de 
St. Croix; and a great number of other 
works on morality, &. The cele- 
brated Boilean has left the following 
lines in praise of Hamon :

HAMZ A, a Mahometan doctor, who 
lived under the caliph Hakim 1020, 
and, being discontented with the go- 
vernment, endeavoured to excite a re- 
volation, by composing the book of 
the Mysteries of the Unity, in opposi- 
tion to the Koran, with a view of 
overthrowing the Mahometan religion, 
M. Petit de la Croix calls this work 
the cream of Arabic eloquence : the 
Koran, however, was always preferred 
to it. 

HANCKIUS (Martin) born Febru- 
ary 16, 1632, at Breslaw. Some the- 
ses which he maintained did him so 
much honour, that he was invited to 
Gotha, where he was made professor 
of morality, politics, and history; and 
appointed, afterwards, professor of his- 
tory, politics, and rhetoric, at Breslaw, 
1661; librarian of the Elizabeth li- 
brary, in the same city, 1670; patron 
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of the College of Elizabeth 14, . 
and, in 1688, teacher and inspector of 
all the schools of the Augsburg con. 
fession in that country, He died at 
Breslaw, April 24, r509, aged 77, hay. 
ing had two sons and two daughters 
Hanckius left several valuable works, 
the principal of which are, De Romana. 
rum et Bizaniinarum rerum Seriptoribus 
1667, 1675, and 1677, 3 vol. 4to, ; *. 
trquitates Silfesias a anmim 1170, 1907 
2 vol. gto.; De Silesiis indigents eruditis, 
from 1165 to 1550, 1702 and 1705, 4to.; 
Speeches, &c. 

HANDEL (George Frederick) a ve 
eminent musician, born at Halle in 
Saxony, son of George Handel, valet 
de chambre to Augustus, duke of Sax 
ony, late administrator of the arch. 
bishopric of Magdeburg. He learned 
composition, and to play on the harpsi. 
chord, of the celebrated Frederick 
William Zachan, and went young to 
England, where he charmed the Eng- 
Iish by his Operas, who loaded him 
with wealth and honours through life, 
He died April 14, 1759, at London, 
aged 74. He left a fortune of 20,005 
pounds. His works are much esteemed, 
and a monument is erected to his me- 
mory. 

HANGEST (Jerome de) a learned 
doRor of the house of Sorbonne, horn 
ar Compiegne, and descended from 2 
noble and ancient family. He was 
canon, teacher, and grand vicar of the 
church at Mans, under cardinal de 
Bourbon, bishop of that city, and dis- 
tinguished himself by his zeal against 
the Lutherans. He died September 8, 
1538, at Mans, leaving several works, 
the most curious among which 1s 2 
treatise des Academics, against Luther, 
in which Hangest defends the Univer- 
Sities, and justihes good scholastic di- 
vinity, which he Tefines to be, the 
krowledge of the Holy Scriptures, according 
te the sense approved by the Church, mating

HANNAH, mother of Samuel, and 


wife of Elkanah, whose prayers Gol 
heard, 
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heard, and granted her a 86h about 
1155 A. C. 

HANNEKEN (Memnon) a cele- 
drated Lutheran divine, born March 1, 
2:95, at Blaxen in the county of Ol- 
denburg, into which county, and Del- 
menhorst, his aneestors had introduced 
Lutheranism. He was professor of mo- 
rality, afterwards of divinity and ori- 
ental languages at Marpurg, and, lastly, 
superintendant of the churches of Lu- 
dec, where he died February 17, 1671. 
His principal works are, Scatum Catio- 
lice veritatis, against the Jesuit Tho- 
mas Henrici; an Examination of the 
Jesuit Becan's Manual; a Hebrew Grame- 
mur; Expositie Epistelæ Pauli ad Epi- 
$:::, Marpurg, 1631, 4to.; Synopsis Theo 
logiz; Trenicum Cathelico Evangelicum ; 
de Fuitificatione Heminis, &c. His son, 


Philip Lewis Hanneken, who died 


professor of divinity at Wittemberg, 
ſune 16, 1706, has also left several 
works on the Scriptures in 4to. and 
12M0, 

HANNIBAL the Great, general of 
the Carthaginians, and one of their 
most famous captains. His father, Ha- 
milcar, had made him swear on the 
altar to pursue the Romans till death. 
Hannibal was made commander of the 
Carthaginian army in Spain 220 A. C. 
at the age of 26; took Salamanca and 
Saguntum, and from thence went to 
attack the Romans in their own coun=- 
try; passed the Rhone, opened him- 
self a passage cross the Alps, and en- 
tered Italy with an army of 9o, ooo foot 
and 12,000 horse 218 A. C. He imme- 
diately took Turin, defeated Cornelius 
Scipio near Pavia, and Sempronius 
Longus near the river Trebia, and 
gained a great victory the year follow- 
ing, over Cn. Flaminius, by the lake 
Tir.&ymene, where the Romans lost 
5, 00 foot and 4000 horse. Quintus 
Fabius Maximus, who had been ap- 
pointed diRtator, contrived to weary 
tannibal by delays; but the time of 
his dictatorship being expired, the rash 
consul, Terentius Varo, was defeated 
at the battle of Cannæ 216 A. C. in 
vwiich his colleague, Paulus Emilius, 
was Killed, with go,oo0 foot, 2,700 
tore, and the flower of the Roman 
nobhity. Hannibal sent three bushels 
of rings to Carthage, taken from 5,630 
nights, who fell in the engagement. 
Livy asserts, thas had the conqueror 
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taken advantage of this victory, and 
marched directly to Rome, there had 
been an end of the republic; but St. 
Evremont, and M. Rollin are of a dif- 
ferent opinion. However that may be, 
the stay Which this general made at 
Capua left the enemy leisure to reco- 
ver from their consternation, and Fa- 
bius Maximus continued to harass him. 
Five years after this, 211 A. C. Hanni- 
bal encamped before the gates of 
Rome; but the Romans were so little 
alarmed, that they sent considerable 


reinforcements into Spain that very 


day, and the field in which his tent 
was pitched sold for its full value. 
The rains obliged him to raise the 
Siege, and Marcellus the consul after. 
wards engaged Hannibal in three battles 
three days successively, with different 
fortune, and offered him battle on the 
fourth; but Hannibal retired, saying, 
What is to be done with this man, who can 
neither conquer nor be conquered? Marcel- 
lus was killed the year following in an 
ambuscade, Some time after, Clau- 
dius Nero, who had encamped before 
Hannibal, left his camp secretly, with 
the greatest part of his forces, to go 
against Asdrubal, Hannibal's brother, 
who was bringing him succours: they 
engaged, and Asdrubal was Killed, 
with 55,000 men. Nero, returning to 
his camp, caused the head of Asdrubal 
to be thrown into that of Hannibal, 
which the general seeing, said he no 
longer doubted the ruin of Carthage. 
Hannibal was afterwards recalled into 
Africa to oppose Scipio, and returned 
thither 16 years after his entrance into 
Italy, 202 A.C. They engaged in 
battle the following year near Zama, 
and Hannibal, being deteated, retired 
first to Antiochus, then to Prusias, king 
of Bithynia; where, fearing to fall in- 
to the hands of the Romans, he pot» 
soned himself 183 A. C. at rhe age of 
6.4. ö 

Ha xxo, one of the most powerful 
citizens of Carthage, who, wanting to 
become mater of the republic, invited 
the senators to his daughter's wedding, 
with an intention to poison them, The 
plot being discovered, the senate, who 
feared his influence, contentea them- 
selves with prohibiting the too great 
magnificence of marriages. Hanno, 


desirous of obtaining by farce what he 
could not by stratagem, retired to a 
Strong 
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strong castle with 20, ooo slaves, where 
he was stormed, and destroyed with 
his whole family. 


HANNO, a Carthaginian general, 
employed to sail round Africa, He en- 


: tered the ocean by what is now called 


rhe Strait of Gibralter; discovered seve- 
ral countries, and would have conti- 
nued his voyage had he not been in 
want of provisions. A book, entitled, 
The Voyages of Hanno, which was pub- 
Iished in Greek by Gelenius, 1533, has 
been ascribed to him. Henry Bekler 
gave good editions of it in Greek and 
Latin, with Notes, Leyden, 1674, 12mo, 
and in Geographi Vetcres, Oxford, 4 vol. 
8Bvo. but this work is of much later 
date than the time of Hanno, there 
being every reason to suppose he was 


the famous Carthaginian general who 


carried on the war against Agathocles, 
when Carthage was in its most flourish- 


ing state. 


HANTEVILLE (John de) an Eng- 


lish monk of St. Alban's, who was 


living at Paris at the end of the 12th 
century. He wrote a moral poem up- 
on the vices of mankind, entitled, 
Architrenivs, in 9 books, Paris, 1517, 
4to. and has been called by the name 
of his poem, Architrenivs, as we might 
Say, Arcli- Jeremiah, from the Greek 
title of the Lamentations. 

HANNSACHS, a German poet of 
Nuremberg. He was a shoemaKk er, and 
dean of the tradesmen, who formed a 
society, or brotherhood of poets, by 
the name of Aſcister Souger, or Masters 
Poets. This society was divided into 
TFeurneymen, Poets; Companions, Poets; 
and Masters, Poets; nor could any one 
make verses in quiet whose name was 
not enrolled in the registers of these 
poetical artisans. Their dean, Hann- 
sachs, has left five large folios of pal- 
try verses; and a still greater number 
issued from the other shops of this so- 
ciety of mechanic bards. 

HARALD, v. HAROLD. 

HARBART (Burchard) a learned 
Lutheran, professor of divinity at Lei p- 
sic, born 1546, at Conitz in Prussia, 
of a noble and ancient family, and 
died Pehruary 17, 1614. His works 
are, Do&rina de Conjugio; de Confessione ; 


de Magitstratu Politico; Theses de Smalcals 


dine Confeitionis articulis z de Lege divina. 
HARCOURT (Henry de Lorraine, 
count de) and d'Armagnac, second 
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son of Charles I. duc d'Elbœuf, who 
began to distinguich himself at the 
battle of Prague in 1620; and, return. 
ing to France, served in the army of 
Louis XIII. retook the isles St. Ho. 
norat and St. Marguerite; took Turin 
1640, and Coni 1641. The king re. 
warded him with the government of 
Guienne, and the office of grand 
equerry of France 1643. He was sent 
on an emhassy to London, with a view 
of appeasing the troubles there, which 
attempt proved unsuccessful; but, be. 
ing appointed viceroy of Catalonia, he 
gained several victories till the siege 
of Lerida, where he lost his cannon 
and baggage. In 1649, he served in 
the Netherlands, and joined the court 
party in the civil wars of 1651 and 
1632, from which, however, receiving 
some cause of dissatisfaction, he quit- 
ted the government of Alsace for that 
of Anjou. He died suddenly in the 
abbey of Roy aumont, July 25, 1669, 
aged 65. His posterity continues. in 
M. le prince de Lambesc, duke d'El- 
beut. 

HARCOURT (Henry duke d') peer 
and marechal of France, captain of 
the life-guards, &c. born April 2, 1654, 
of a noble and ancient Norman fa- 
mily, eminent for persons of merit. 
He entered the service at eighteen, 
$1ignalized himself in various battles 
and sieges, and, being sent into Spain 
as ambassador extraordinary 1697, 
changed the antipathy of that nation 
against the French into good will, and 
inclined Charles II. to favour the 
house of Bourbon. At his return, the 
marquisate of Beuvron was raised to a 
Juchy, by the title of Harcourt, No- 
vember 1700, as a reward, and he re- 
ceived the marechal's staff three years 
after. He died October 19, 1718, aged 
64. He had, besides other children, 
by Mary-Anne Claudia Brulard, his 
wite, Francis duke d' Harcourt, peer 
and marechal of France, captain of the 
life-guards, born November 4, 1690, 
and died 1750; Lewis Abraham, born 
November 10, 1694, honorary dean of 
the church of Paris, and abbot of 
Gigny and Prueilly, and died Septem- 
ber 1750; and Henry Claudius, lieute- 
nant-general, who died 1766, aged 62, 
to whose memory his widow erected 2 
magnificent monument, 1766, in Notre 
Dame at Paris. 

HARDION 
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HARDION (James) born 1686, ad- 
mitted into the academy of inscrip- 
tions 1711, and the French academy 


1730. He was appointed by the King 


to instruct the mesdames of France in 


mythology, geography, and history; 
and it was for their use that he com- 


posed a Poetical History, 3 vol. 12 mo. 


and a Universal History, of which 18 


vols. have appeared; and M. Linguet 


has published two in continuation. He 
died 1766. | 


HARDOUIN (John) a Jesuit, fa- 


mous for his learning and singular 
sentiments, son of a bookseller of 
Quimper, His idea was, that all the 
works supposed to be ancient, ecclesi- 
astical as well as profane, were fabri- 
cated by the monks in the 13th cen- 
tury, excepting only Cicero“: works, 
Pliny's Natural Histery, VirgiPs Georgics, 
the Satires and Epistles of Horace, and a 
ſew others. He first untolded this sys- 
tem in his Chronologie rltablie par les Me— 
dailles, which raised, very justly, all 


the learned against him; for, not to 


mention rhe incontestable proots we 
have of the authenticity of ancient 
books, how is it possible that such per- 
fect works as Virgil s Aneid, the Odes of 


Horace, &c. should be composed by the 


monks, and other writers of the 12th 
century, who were all devoid of taste, 
learning and style, as appears from all 
the books of that time. The Jesuits 
disowned, and publicly condemned, 
Pere Hardouin's system, and obliged 
him to retract it. This he did, but ne- 
ver changed his opinion, and died Sep- 
tember 3, 1729, at Paris, aged 83, His 
principal works are, an edition of 
Pliny the Naturalist, with Notes, 16d 5, 
5 vol. gto. and 1723, 3 vol. fol.: this 
edition is much valued.

nothing well. He died about 2630.

HARMODIUS, v. PISI STRATES. 
HARO (don Lewis de) a celebrated 
statesman, prime minister in the reign 
of Philip IV. king of Spain, son 6f 
don Diego de Haro, aud Frances de 
Guzman, sister of Gaspar de Guzman, 
count duke d'Olivarez, who had also 
been prime minister to Philip IV. and, 
Lying without children, his nephew, 
don Lewis de Haro, succeeded to all 
lus possessions. This nobleman en- 
eared himself to the King by his ami- 
able temper and great abilities, and 
rendered him important services. He 
concluded the peace of the Nether- 
lands, and that of France, 1659, with 
cardinal Richelieu, which was followed 
by the marriage of Louis XIV. with 
the infanta of Spain. His Cathohc 
majesty, in favour of this minister, 
raisd the marquisate del Carpio into a 
graadee duchy of the first order 1660, 
and gave him the surname of Paz, to 


of the famous peace which he made in 
1659, Don Lewis de Haro died, loaded 
with glory and honour, November 17, 


perpetuate, in his family, the memory 
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1661, aged 63. He married Catherine 
de Cordoua, and had by her, besides 
other children, Jaspar, and John do- 
minick de Haro, the latter of whom 
died without issue. Jaspar was vice- 
roy of Naples, and died November 16, 
1687, leaving, by Antoinetta de la Cer- 
da, an only daughter, named Catherine 
de Haro de Guzman, who married 
Francis de Toledo, duke of Alba, 1638. 

HAROLD, HARAULD, or HA- 
RALD, king of England, natural son 
of Canute I. whom he succeeded 1035. 
The English would have crowned his 
legitimate son, Canute II. but Harold, 
proving the strongest, gained the 
throne. The year following, he sent a 
letter in queen Emma's name, inviting 
Alfred and Edward, sons of Emma and 
Ethelred II. to come to England. The 
two young princes fell into the snare; 
Alfred was arrested, his eyes were put 
out, and he died soon after. Edward 
returned into Normandy, and queen 
Emma took refuge in Flanders with 
earl Baudouin. Harold made himself 
odious by his crimes and died child- 
less, 1039. 

HAROLD II. son of earl Godwin, 
caused himself to be proclaimed king 
on the death of St. Edward III. 1066, 
instead of Edgar, the lawfal heir of 
England. Two powerful rivals, how- 
ever, disputed the kingdom with him, 
Tosti, his brother, and William the 
Conqueror, duke of Normandy. He 
engaged them, in a short time, in two 
bloody battles, but with very different 
success. In the first, Which was 
fought at Stamford bridge, he gained 2 
complete victory over Tosti, and the 
king of Norway, who had joined his 
party, and perisbed with him; but, in 
the second, fought at Hastings, or, 
according to others, at Senlack, against 
William, he lost his crown and life. 
Thus ended the Anglo-S2xon monarchy 
in. England, which began about 60 
years before, in the person of Hengist. 

HAROVUN, v. AARON. 

HARPAGUS, favourite and ally af 
Astyages, King of the Medes, who was 
ordered by that prince to destroy Cyrus 
hen just born; but Harpagus, detest- 
ing the thought of so great a crime, 
gave the child to a slave. Ten years 
after, Cyrus was discovered, and Asty- 
ages, in revenge, caused Harpagus's 
son ta be served up to him at table; 

which 
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which cruelty so enraged him, that he 
sent to Cyrus, and assisted him in de- 
throning Astyages. Cyrus, in return, 
made him one of his generals, and 
gave him the government of Lybia. 
The cruelty of Astyages has been sup- 
posed fabulous, 

HARPALUS, a celebrated Grecian 
astronomer, about 480 A. C. who cor- 
rected the cycle of eight years, which 
had been invented by Cleostratus, and 
proposed that of nine years; but this 
new cycle stood in need of being cor- 
tected by Meton. 

HARPALUS, a Macedonian lord, 
and captain under Alexander tie Grear, 
who, attaching bimself to that prince 
during the dispates with Philip, dis- 
pleased the latter, and was banished; 
but, immediately after the death of 
Philip, Alexander recalled his fa- 
vourite, took him with him into Asia, 
and cave him the goverament of Ba- 
dy on, with the office of grand trea- 
surer. 
king his master would never return 
from his expedition to the Indies, was

Some time 
After, he gave her o marrzage to the 
person to whom she had deen pro- 
mised, and She went away with her 
husdand. But Clymenus, then re- 
penting that he had cansented to this

HARRINGTON (James) one of the 
most celebrated among the English po- 
licical writers, born 161x, of a noble 
family in Rutlandshire. He studied at 
Oxford, visited Holland, France, Den- 
mark, Germany, and Italy; learned 
the language of each country, and 
made observations on its government. 
It is said, that, being at Rome on 
Candiemas-day, he attended the cere- 
mony of the pope's blessing the wax 
tapers, and as no person was permitted 
to have one without first Kissing the 
holy father's feet, refused to have any 
at that price; but that his fellow tra- 
vellers were not so scrupulous, and, at 
their return, complained of Harrington 


to the king; who told him he ought. 
to have submitted to that ceremony 


as a piece of respect due to a temporal 


prince; upon which Harrington re- 


plied, Having kad the honour to kits your 
majeity's hand, I thought it beneath me 20 
Ks any man's feet, Thus answer pleased 
the King 50 much, that he made him 
gentleman of his privy chamber, in 
which quality he attended his majesty 
in his first expedition against the Scots. 
In 1646, the commissioners of the par- 
liament chose Harrington for a compa- 
nion of king Charles I. who received 
tim kindly, and conversed with him 
very familiarly. After the tragical 
death of this prince, Harrington led a 
melancholy retired life in his library, 
and it was at that time that he wrote 
his great work entitled Oceana, on the 
nature. of government; which drew 
upon him numerous writers, who were 
Cromwel's friends; but he answered 
them. After this he established a 
nightly club in Westminster, consist- 
ing of several men of genius, the bet- 
ter to promote his principles of govern- 
ment; which meetings continued till 
February 21, 1659, when the excluded 
members of parliament were restored 
by Monk. Two years after this, Har- 
rington, being accused of treason and 


mal- practices, was sent to the tower, 


then removed to St. Nicholas island, 
and from thence to Plymouth. A phy- 
zician, who was supposed bribed by his 
enemies, advised him totake guiacum 
with his coffee, of which Harrington 
took so much that he lost his senses. 
The earl of Bath, pitying his case, ob- 
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tained his liberty, but he could never 
be cured. He died September 17, 1677, 
at Westminster, aged 66. A splendid 
edition of his works was printed in 
folio, 1700. 

HARRINGTON (Sir John) a cele- 
brated English poet in the reigns of 
Elizabeth, and of James I. His Epi- 
grams, and his translation of Griands 
Furioso, are particularly esteemed. 

HARRIOT, v. HARIOT. 

HARRISON, general of the parlia- 
mentarians, an accomplice in the death 
of Charles I, He was hanged publicly 
in 1670, and his body, being quartered, 
was exposed in the four principal cities 
of the kingdom, and his head on the 
tower of. London. 

HARTMAN (John Adolphus) a 
learned divine of the r$th century, 
born 1680, at Munster, of Catholic pa- 
rents. After having been severatl years 
a ſesuit, he turned Calvinist at Cassel 
in 1715, Was soon after made professor 
of philosophy and poetry, and, in 
1722, appointed professor of history 
and rhetoric at Marpurg, where he 
died 1744. His most esteemed works 
are, Hist. Hassiaca, 3 vol.; Nite Ponti- 
ficum Romanorum Jideris III. Urban II. 
Pa, calis II. Gelasii II. Callisti II. He- 
noris II.; State of the Sciences in Hesse, 
in German; Præcepta efoquentie rationa- 
lis, &c. He has also left above eighty 
Speeckes, or Academical Discourses, He

Hartman, a German mathematician, 
who, in 1549, invented the bombard- 
ing-staff, Baculus Pombardicus, and was 
author of a treatise on perspective, 
reprinted at Paris, 1556, 4to. and from 
Wolfgang Hartman, who published the 

Annals of Augsburg in folio, 1 596. 
HARTSOEKER (Nicholas) a skilful 
physician and mathematician, born 
March 26, 16356, at Gouda, whose fa- 
ther was a remonstrant minister. He 
lived a long time at Paris,-and, in r699, 
Was admitted a foreign associate of the 
academy of sciences; afterwards into 
that of Berlin. Peter the Great would 
have taken him into Russia; but M. 
Hartsocker chose rather to stay at Am- 
sterdam; which city, however, he af- 
terwards quitted to live at Dusseldorff, 
where he was mathematician to the 
elector, and honorary professor of Hei- 
delberg. After the death of that 
Prince, in 1716, he went with his fa- 
mul 
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mily. to Utrecht, and died there De- 
cember 10, 1725, aged 69. M. Hart- 
Soeker left a Courte of Natura! Philssophy 
1730, 4to. and a great number of cu- 
rious and interesting Opuscu/a. He was 
one of Newton's chief adversaries. 
HARTUNG (John) born 1505, at 
Miltemberg. He taught Latin, with 
great reputation, at Heidelberg, after- 
wards at Friburg in Brisgaw, aud died 
June 16, 1579. Hartung left Latin 
notes on the 'three first books of the 
Odyssey, which are valued, and other 
works. His Latin version of the .{rg5- 
nauti:s of Appollonius is not esteemed. 
HARVEY (Gideon) Harterns, a phy- 
sician of the 17th century, Known by 
two tracts, which are commonly joined 
together, printed at Amsterdam, 1695, 
12 mo. one entitled, Ars curandi morbes 
expetatione, the other, De vanitate, dolis 
et mer:daciis medicorum. _ 
HARVEY (William) Harvers, a very 
eminent English physician, born Apr. 2, 
1578, at Folkstone in Kent. He was 
lecturer in anatomy and surgery at the 
college of physicians in London, and 
was the first who discovered the circu- 
lation of the blood, which system he 
explained in his lectures; and, after 
Several experiments, made it public in 
a book entitled, Evercitatio Anatemica 
de motu Cordes et sanguinis, Leyden, 1737, 
to. Harvey was physician to James I. 
and Charles I. and strongly attached to 
the royal family. He died 1657, aged 
Ko. His other works are, a treatise e 
Circulatione Sanguinis; another, dr Gene- 
ratiene Animalium; another, as Qus; an 
English book, entitled, New Principles 
of Philesephy, &c.: they were all col- 
lected at London, 1700, 4gto. Several 
authors have disputed Harvey's right to 
be considered as the first who disco— 
vered the circulation of the blood; but 
it was ac least very obscurely taught 
before his time: nor can it be denied, 
that the glory of being the first Who 
fully explained it, and proved it by in- 
contestible experiments, is due to him.

This 
book is sought after for its Scarcity, not 
for its accuracy; for the author was 
condemned to the gallies for. having 
forged false titles against the honour of 
Some families. It is difficult to meet 
with a complete copy, because there 
are commonly eleven families $up- 
pressed between those of Faguet, p. 185, 
and that of le Feron. This peerage has 
been eclipsed by that which M. Bignon 
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in form of an Atlas. There are, how- 
ever, more or less, according to the 
time when they were collected, as some 
families did not deliver in their proots 
till the work was completed. 

HAVENSIUS (Arnaud) a learned 
Jesuit, born 1540, at Bois-le-Duc, au- 
thor of several works, the most Known 
among which are, De autoritate SS. Pa- 
trum in decernendis fidei dogmatibus; Vt 
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„Miene nauer] Episcopatuum in Belgio, 
4o. He died 1609. 

HAVERCAMP (Sigebert) a learned 
Dutchman, professor of Greek, history, 
ind rhetoric, at Leyden, and member 
of the academy of Cortona. He pub- 
üshed the edition of Eutropius, 1729, 
Svo.; that of Jeirphus, 1746, 2 vol. fol.; 
of Tertulltun's Ape; of Q Chrictina”s 
Medals, Amsterdam, 1749, fol.; a Latin 
and a French edition of te D. de Croy's 
Medals, Amsterdam, 1738, 4to.; of S- 
lie Seriptarum, qui ae Grace lingua redta 
\pronunciatione 0 tpeerunt, Leyden, T7 36, 
vol. gto.; and several other valuable 
works, He died April 25, 1742, aged 
Y 
HAVERMANS (Macarius) an inge- 
nious Flemish divine, who entered the 
order of Premontre at the age of 21. 
He tauglit theology in a distinguished 
manner, and strenuously opposed the 
maxims of the relaxed casuists, both 
in his theses and writings. He died 
February 26, 1680, at Antwerp, aged 
26. His works are, Tyrocinium Thenls- 
rig morals, 2 vol. $yo.; this is the prin- 
cipal one. A Defence of the above 
book-against the Theses of the Jesuits, 
in which the Tyrocinum was attacked. 
in Apologetical Letter to Pope Inno- 
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cent X.; A Theological Disquisition en the 


1 of our Neighbour ; a Disquisition, in 
which he examines ef degree of love 
i neceraary and wfficient to Jjuxtification in 
tie Sacrament of Penitence. All these 
works are in Latin. His doctrine was 
approved by Innocent XI. from whom 
he received letters of approbation a 
fey hours before his death, particularly 
respecting the necessity of loving God 
at all times, which gave him great joy. 

HAULTIN (John Baptist) a coun- 
Sellor of the Chatelet, who died in 
1640, While he was preparing a Col- 
lection of Medals, which had not been 
published by the antiquaries. All 
that was engraved of this work is pre- 
Served in the King's Library, one vol. 
tol. containing 157 leaves, designed to 
receive the Medals. Each leaf is bor- 
dered with a red or black border on 
the first page only, and divided into 
four parts by ruled lines. The first 141 
leaves contain 553 medals, both sides 
of which are represented. The leaves 
from 142 to 145 are wanting. Those 
from 146 to 1 57 contain sixteen an- 


tiques, engraved and fixed like the 
VOL, 11, | 
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medals, We cannot enough regret that 
M. Haultin had not time to finish his 
Collection, nor to write the Commen- 
tary which he intended should have 
accompanied it. He left, Les Figures 
des Monnoyes de France, 1619, 4to. scarce. 
 HAUTE-FEUILLE (John) an inge- 
nious mechanic, born March 20, 1647, 
at Orleans, son of a baker. Mad. de 
Bouillon, becoming acquainted with 
him when she was banished to Orleans, 
advanced him in the ecclesiastical pro- 
fession, procured him several benefices, 
and he accompanied her in her travels 
to Italy, England, aud other places. 
He continued with his benefactress, 
who left him a pension by her will; 
and, after her death, returned to Or- 
leans, where he died October 18, 1724, 
aged'77, The abbe Haute-Fenille stu- 
died mechanics the greatest part of his 
life, particularly clock-work, and 
found out the art of moderating the 
Vibrations of the balance in watches 
by a small steel spring, which has 
since been used. This discovery he 
imparted to messieurs of the academy 
of sciences, July 7, 1674, who ap- 
proved of it as highly useful for mak - 
ing watches exact; and it is from this 
exactness that those which are made 
with the little spring are distinguished 
by the name of pendulum watches ; not 
that they really have pendulums, but 
because they come very near the same 
exactness. M. Huygens brought this 
exccllent plan to perfection, but the 
abbe Haute-Feuille was his competitor 
for the javention of it. He left va- 
rious other writings, which are almost 
all small pamphlets, consisting of a few 
pages, 4to. but curious and interesting, 
as follow: Perdule perpetuelle ; Imoentions 
nuevelles; Construction nouvelle de trois 
Mentres portatives, d'un nouveau Balancier

HAUTEFORT (Mary de) born 1616, 
and brought up in the house of queen 
Anne of Austria, with whom she was 
much in favour, and was appointed her 
tire-woman, This lady's beauty made 
an impression on Louis XIII. but the 
virtue of both remained unshaken; 
nevertheless cardinal Richelieu grey 
suspicious, and caused her to be sent 
from court. When the queen was de- 
clared regent, she recalied her, and 
Mary de Hautefort was received with 
every mark of friendship, but knew 
not how to avail herself of this fortu- 
nate turn of her affairs, and, by op- 
posing cardinal Mazarine, lost the fa- 
vour of her roval mistress. She was 
married to marechal de Schomberg in 
1646, by whom she had no children. 
She was his second wife, and died in 
1691. 

HAUTEROCHE (Noel le Breton d') 
a celebrated French actor and poet, 
who distinguished himself by his co- 


medies, 3 vol. 12mo.: the most ad- 


mired are, le Deuil, which is also 
attributed to Thomas Corneille; Crispin 
Medecin le Cocker wppost; tt Sou per mal 
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apprette; le Bourgenis de qualits, and 6 
Dame tinvitible, ou Þ Esprit follet, a . 
nish piece, first introduced on the stage 
by d'Ouville, and only retouched hy 
Hauteroche. This actor was 50 attached 
to his profession, that he performed in 
comedy when ninety, at which age he 
died at Paris, 1707. | : 
HAUTESERRE (Anthony Dadin, or 
rather Dadine de) de Alteserra, Slevin: 
ed civilian born in the diocese of Ca- 
hors, who professed law with great re. 
putation at Toulouse, and died in 163-

HAY, v. CHATELET, CHERON. 
HAY (John) a Scotch Jesuit, who, 
after teaching theology, mathematics, 
and Hebrew, in Poland, France, and 
the Netherlands, died chancellor of the 
university of Pont-a-Mousson, May 2”, 
1607, leaving-several works, particu- 
larly many controversial ones again 
the Calvinists: the chief are as fol- 
low: Recueil de demandes aux Ministrc:, 
An Apology for this work, Artin:- 
nium ad reepinia HBexæ; Disputatio contra 
Afinistrum anonymum Nemausensem. A 
book against the Anti-Feuit, ascribed 
to the minister John de Serres. Sci 
brevia in Bibliothecam sanfam Sixt] Senex- 
$is, &C. 
HAY (Alexander) another Jesuit, 
who, being convicted of having fre- 
quently uttered seditious discourses 
against Henry TV. after the reduction 
of Paris, and also of having often said, 
That, if the king passed by their college, he 
Should be happy to fall out of the window 
upon him, head foremist, 19 as to break his 
neck, was $entenced to perpetual banish - 
ment, June 10, 1595, with orders to ob- 
serve the proscription strictly, on pain 
of being hanged without farther — 
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HAYE (John de la) a learned Fran- 
ciscan, preacher in ordinary to queen 
Anne of Austria, born 1593, at Pans, 
and 1661. His principal works are, 
B.blia magna, 1643, 5 vol. fol 5 Biblia 
maxima, 1660, 19 vol. fol. No part of 
the last is esteemed but the Prolegomena, 
und even they are too diffuse; but his 
B:blia magna is a very good work. He 
must not be confounded with John de 
la Haye, a Jesuit, who died 1614, aged 
-4, leaving an Evangelical Harmony, 2 
vol. fol. and other works; nor with 
another John de la Haye, valet de 
chambre to Margaret of Valois, who 
published her poems. v. MARGARET. 

HAYS (John) a French poet of the 
16th century, a native of Pont de 
Arche, King's counsellor, and advo- 
cate in the bailiwic and presidial of 
Rouen. He wrote Camate, Rouen, 1598, 
12mo. in seven acts, which may be 
found in a volume, entitled, Les pre- 
mierer Penscts de Jean de Hays, Amaylle, 
Rouen, 1595, 12mo. It appears, there- 
fore, that M. Crebillon, who wished to 
write his tragedy of Catilina in seven 
a&s, was not the first who formed that 
dea. The author of Les Arsacides, a 
travedy acted 1775, hazarded six acts, 
tat with no better success. 

HAYS, err de la Fesze (Gilles le) an 
excellent Latin poet, born at Amaye, 
a Village two leagues from Caen. He 
«as professor of rhetoric at Caen, and 
rector of the university in that city; 
and, going atterwards to Paris, taught 
rhetor:c with great reputation in the 
colleges of du Plessis, of cardinal-le- 
Moide, and Beauvais, till 1666, when 
he w2s appointed curate of Gentilly, 
where he died, August 9, 1679. His 
Latln poems are exteemed, but they are 
too $2t:rical, 

HAYWARD (John) a learned Eng- 
eh historian in che 17th century, who 
wrote the Lives of the three Normand 
Ange, qt. of Henry . to. the Reign 
ef Edward VI. gto. &c, His writings 
zuvolved him in great troubles. 

HAZAEL, an officer in the service 
of Benbadad, King of Syria, whom he 
murdered about 889 A. C. and reigned 
in his Stead, He fought against Joram 
and ſet.oash, and greatly afflicted the 
I:raciites, as the prophet Elisha had 
tor-told him. Upon the death of Ha- 
Tcl, Penhavad his son succeeded bim. 

UEEARNE (Thomas) an English au- 
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thor, eminent for his writings on the 
English history in that language, the 
good editions he published of ancient 
authors, and his great services to the 
Bodleian library. He died in 1735, 
aged 57, and, by his own desire, the 
following epitaph only was put on his 
tomb: Here lieth the body of Thomas 
Hearne, M. A. who Studied and presered 
antiquities, ; 

HEATH (Nicholas) archbishop of 
York, and chancellor of England in 
queen Mary's reign, a native of Lon- 
don, universally esteemed for his mild- 
ness, learning, and integrity, He died 
1566, 

HEAUVILLE (the abbe d') v. 
BOURGEOIS. 

HEBE, daughter of Juno, and god- 
dess of youth, according to the fable. 
She was Jupiter's cup-bearer; but, 
falling down one day in presence of all 
the gods, Jupiter deprived her of her 
office, and gave it to Ganymede. At 
length, Hercules being admitted among 
the deities, Hebe married him, and re- 
stored Iolaüs, son of Iphiclus, to his 
youth. She is represented as a young 
girl crowned with flowers. 

HEBED- JESU, v. EBED-JESU. 

HEBER, son of Salah, and father of 
Peleg, born about 2281 A.C. and died 
aged 464. The Hebrews did not derive 
their name from him, as many authors 
have supposed, but from the word He- 
ber, which signifies from beyond, because 
they came from beyond the Euphrates. 

HECATE, a goddess, daughter of 
Jupiter and Latona, called Luna in 
heaven, Diana on earth, and Prozerpine 
in hell. She was represented with 
three heads; that of a horse on the 
right side, a dog on the leit, and a wild 
boar in the middle. Hecate was also 
the name of a queen of Taurica Cher- 
sonesus, who discovered the virtues of 
plants while huating among the woods 
and mountains, and invented several 
Sorts of poisons and their antidotes. 
It is also said, that she made use of 
these poizons to kill her father, and, 
after this parricide, took refuge with 
her uncle Aetes, who marrying her, 
she had by him Cuce and Medea. 

HECHT (Christian) a learned divine 
of the 18th century, born 1696, at Halle. 
He was minister at Idstein, then at Lau- 
bach, and lastly at Esen in East Fries- 
land. where he died 1748, His works are,

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A ntiquitas Kareorum inter Jud cos in Pe- 
lonic et Turcici imperii regionibus florentis 
zectæ, ad serta et vindicata. Cemmentatio 
philolegico-critico-exegetica de gecta Seriba- 
rum, &c. Several books written in 
German, &c. He is to be distinguished 
from Godfrey Hecht, a learned German 
writer, rector of Lucaw in Lower Lu- 
Satia, who died in 1721, leaving seve- 
ral Dissertations in Latin, and other 
works. 

HECQUET (Philip) a skilful physi- 
cian, born February 17, 1661, at Abbe- 
ville, who, after taking his degrees at 
Rheims, 1684, returned to his native 
place, and practised phys:c. He was 
sent for by mademoiselle de Vertus to 
Port Royal in 1688, to succeed M. Ha- 
mon. After this lady's death, Novem- 
ber 21, 1693, M. Hecquet went to Pa- 
ris, was admitted doctor there 1697, 
and dean 1712. It was while he held 
this office, and by his advice, that the 
faculty of physic undertook the New 
Dispensatory, or Code of Pharmacy, 
which was afterwards published. NI. 
Hecquet at length growing very infirm, 
retired, in 1727, to the Carmelites in 
the fauxbourg St. Jaques, to whom he 
had been physician about 32 years ; 
lived there in a very austere and exem- 
plary manner, and there died, April 11, 
1737, aged 76. The following are the 
principal of his numerous works: De 
U Indecence aux Hemmes d'accoucher les 
Femmes, et de Obligation aux Femmes de 
ncurir leurs Enfans, 12mo.; Traite des 
Dispenses du Careme, 2 vol. 12mo.; De 
la Digestion des Alimens, et des Maladies 
de !

cians; for, were it not for you, and Pur 
poi son- art, the faculty would tn b 
beggars. 

HECTOR, son of Priam and Hecubaz. 
and father of Astyanax; famous for the 
valour with which he defended Troy 
against the Greeks for so long a time 
He set their ships on fire, and Killed 
Patroclus, clad in the armour of Ac). 
les; but was afterward slain by Achil. 
les, who dragged his corpse round the 
walls of Troy, and afterwards restored 
it to Priam for a large ransom. 

HECUBA, daughter of Dymas, king 
of Thrace, married to Priam, by whom 
She had 17 children. After Troy was 
sacked, Hecuba fell to the share of 
Ulysses as his slave. In the violence 
of her grief, upon seeing her daughter 
Polixena sacrificed on the tomb of 
Achilles, and her son Polydore killed 
by Polemnestor, she vented ten thou. 
sand curses against the Greeks, and 
was changed into a bitch, according to 
the fable. 

HEDELIN (Francis) abbot of Au- 
bignac, and of Meimac, born Aug. 4, 
1604, at Paris, and educated at Ne- 
mours, where his father was lieute- 
nant-general. After following for 
some time the profession of an adyo- 
cate, he embraced the ecclesiastic life, 
and was placed as tutor to the young 
duke de Tronsac, nephew of cardinal 
Richelieu. In this situation Hedelin 
found means to ingratiate himself $0 
much both with the cardinal and his 
pupil, that the former gave bim two 
rich abbevs; and, when the young 
duke attained the age of five-and- 
twenty, he thought he could no better 
signalize the first act of his majority, 
than in testifying his gratitude to his 
tutor: he therefore settled upon him 
an annuity of 4000 livres, chargeable 
on all his property. This annuity the 
abbe d' Aubignac enjoyed till july 25, 

1676, at which time he died at Ne- 
mours, aged 72. He left several works, 
the most esteemed among which are, 
La Prati ue du Theatre, and Terence juiti- 
fc, Amsterdam, 1715, 2 vol. 8vo. in 
which he discovers great knowledge 
and penetration with respect to the an- 
cient stage, for he had thoroughly stu- 
died the dramatic poetry of the an- 

cients, 
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cients, and was well skilled in what 
relates to their tragedies and comedies ; 
but there he Should have stopped; for, 
having no talents for poetry, he under- 
took a tragedy in prose, called Zenobie, 
1647, 4to. entirely conformable, as he 
aszerted, to Aristotle's rules; but it 
did not Succeed. The great Conde 
said upon this occasion, I am cbliged to 
the abbe d' Aubignac for having followed 
ristetle*s rules; but I cannot pardon Aris- 
tztle's rules for having led the abbe d' Hu- 
lignac to avrite 30 bad a tragedy. He 
wrote, besides, la Pucelle d Orleans, 1667, 
12mo. and Cyminde, 1642, 12mo. tra- 
gedies in prose; and /e Martyre de Ste. 
(Catherine, 1650, 4to. in verse; and also 
an allegorical romance, entitled, Maca- 
rice, 2 vol. Evo, which is not esteemed. 
A treatise ] la Nature des Satyres, 
Brutes, and De ons, de {eur Culte et Ado- 
ration, 1627, 12mo.; Conseils d' Arete 2 
Celimene, 1210. ; Hist. du Tems, ou, Re- 
lation du Reyaume de Cequetterie, 12Mmo. 
There are some Latin and French 
poems by Claudius Hedelin, his father, 
in a collection, entitled, /es Muses Fran- 
gehen, and Ovid's Heroides, separately. 
HEDERIC (Benjamin) known by 
his excellent Levicen Manuale Grecum : 
the best and most complete edition is 
by Samuel Patrick and William Young, 
London, 1755, 4to. or 1766. 
HEDIBIE, v. ALGASIE, 
HEDINGER (John Reinhard) an 
eminent divine, horn 1684, at Stut- 
card. He travelled as chaplain with 
two princes of Wirtemberg, was pro- 
fessor of civil and canon law at Gies- 
sen, afterwards preacher at court, and 
consistorial counsellor. He died 1704. 
His R-marks en the Pialms and New Testa- 
ment in German, 8vo. are much esteem- 
ed, He was also author of an edition 
of the Bible, with some alterations, 
which have not been approved. 
HEDWIGE (St.) called also St. 
Avoie, daughter of Agnes and Ber- 
thold, duke of Carinthia. She mar- 
ried Henry duke of Poland and Silesia, 
by whom she had three sons and three 
daughters; and afterwards, with her 
2 consent, retired to a convent 
at Trebnitz, where she placed some 
Cistertian nuns, and died piously 1243. 
Clement IV. canonized her in 1267. 
HEEM (John David de) an eminent 
Painter, born 1604, at Utrecht. He 
excelled in painting flowers, fruit, vases, 
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musical instruments, and Turkey car- 
pets, which are represented so admi- 
rably, that the spectator is immedi- 
ately impelled to touch them. His co- 
Jouring is pleasing, and the insects in 
his pictures appear animated. He died 
1674, at Antwerp. Cornelius de Heem, 
his son and pupil, was also a good 
painter, but not equal to his father. 
HEEMSKIRK (Martin) a celebrated 
painter, born 1498, at Harlem, who 
acquaed so high a reputation that he 
was called 74« Raphael of Ilolland. He 


died very rich in 1574, and left a 


large sum, by his will, to marry a cer- 
tain number of maidens every year, on 
this singular condition; that they, up- 
on a certain day, should dance round 
the cross Which was to be set on his 
grave. This cross is said to be the only 
one which the Protestants have left in 
Holland, because it is a title to this 
foundation, and makes a part of it. 
HEEREBOORD (Adrian) a celebrated 
Cartesian philosopher, and one of the 
first who taught that doctrine. He was 
professor of philosophy at Leyden. His 
principal works are, Meletemata Philo- 
Sophica; Philosophia naturalis, moralis, et 
rationalis. - 
HEGESILOCHUS, one of the sove- 
reign magistrates of the isle of Rhodes, 
after its government had been changed 
from a democracy to an aristocracy, 
who lived in the time of king Philip 
the Macedonian, Alexander's father, 
and, with the other senators, so shame- 
fully abused his authority, that he was 
degraded as an infamous wretch, even 
by his friends. He must be distin- 
guished from Hegesilochus, Prytants, 
that 1s Sovereign magistrate of the 
Rhodians, 171 A.C, who persuaded 
them to fit out a fleet, consisting of 40 
ships, and join the Romans against Per- 
seus, king of Macedonia, which had 
great weight in deciding that war. 
HEGESIPPUS, a celebrated ecclesi- 
astical historian in the 12th century. 
He went to Rome about 157, and con- 
tinued there to the time of Eleutherius, 
who succeeded Soter 171. Only some 
fragments of his history remain, which 


have been preserved by Eusebius. The 


five books of the jewish war, which 


have also been ascribed to him, are by 


a much later author, and may be found 

in the Library of the Fathers, and se- 

parately, Cologn, 1559, 8vo. 
HEIDANUS 
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HEIDANUS (Abraham) a learned 
Calvinist divine, professor of theology 
at Leyden, born August 10, 1597, at 
Frakenthal in the Palatinate. He ac- 
quired great reputation by his Sermons 
and writings; was the intimate friend 
of Descartes, and died at Leyden, Oc- 
tober 15, 1678, leaving several chil- 
dren. Heidanus was author of a Sys- 
tem of Divinity, 1685, 2 vol. 4to. and 
other valuable works; among them, 
An Examination of the Remonstrant”s Cate- 
chism, 4to. De origine errorts, &C. 

HEIDEGGER (John Henry) a cele- 
brated Protestant divine, born July r, 
1633, at Ursivellen, a village near Zu- 
rich. He taught Hebrew and Philoso- 
phy at Heidelberg, afterwards theology 
and ecclesiastical history at Steinfurt; 
and, lastlv, morality and theology at 
Zurich, where he died Jan. 18, 1698, 
aged 65, leaving several works. 7u- 
mulus concitii tridextini, Tiguri, 1690, 2 
vol. 4to.; a Sytem of Divinity, 1700, 
fol; Hist. Sana Patriarcharum, 1729, 
2 vol. to.; De peregrinationibus religiosis, 
1670, 8vo. &c. 

HEIDMAN (Christopher) a learned 
Lutheran of Helmstadt, professor of 
rhetorie, who died 1627, leaving va— 


rious works, among which the princi- 


pal one is, Pateitina, ne Terra tancta. 

HEIN (Peter) à famous Dutch ad- 
miral, surnamed Pietersz, i. e. 4 of 
Fire, a man of obscure birth, who rose 
De his valnur. He defeated the Spa- 
nich fleet on the coast, of Brasil 1626; 


and, in 1628, took another fleet be- 


longing to the same nation, laden with 
money, to the amount of near twelve 
millions, besides a great quantity of 
valuable commodities. As a reward 
for these Services, he was made high- 
admiral of Holland in 1626, but was 
Killed, Soon after, in an engagement 
with some ships belonging to Dunkirk. 
His body was carried to Delft, and bu- 
ried with great magnificence. k 
HEINECCIUS (John Gotlieb) born 
1681, at Eisenberg, in the principality 
of Altenburg. He gave up preaching, 
and the ministerial profession, to de- 
vote himself entirely to the study of 
philosophy and law; was made pro- 
fessot of the former at Hall 1710, and 
of the latter 1721, with the title of 
counsellor to the court. His great re- 
putation induced the states of Fries- 
land to invite him to Fraue ker in 1724, 


jurii nature et gentium, &c. 
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but the king of Prussia prevailed — 
him, three years after, to accept a law 
professorship at Francfort upon Oder 
in Which place he distinguished him. 
Self till 1733, when his Prussian ma. 
zesty compelled him, as it were, to 
take a professorship at Hall, where he 
resided constantly till his death in 
1741, His works are numerous, and 
all much esteemed ; the following are 
the principal: .Antiquitatum Romanarune 
Juriiprudentium illustrantium Sntagma, It 
was from an abridgement of this ex. 
cellent work that the author's reputa- 
tion began first to spread in foreign 
countries. Elementa juris Civilis en 
ordinem imtitationum et Pandectarum, 2 vol. 
Fundamenta sry cultioris, Few works 
are so proper to form the Latin style. 
Elementa Philasophiz rationalis et moralis, 
quibus premiica est Historia Pailataphica. 
This is one of the best abridgements we 
have of logic and morality. Hist. Juris 
Civilis Romans ac Germanici. Elimenta 
He also left 
Several academical Drs5ertations, on dif- 
ferent subjects. All his works were 
collected at Geneva, 1744, 8 vol. 4to, 

HEINECKEN (Christian Henry) a 
premature child, considered as a pro- 
digy of genius, born at Lubeck 1721. 
He is said to have talked at ten months 
od, and, at a year, to have known the 
principal events recorded in the Penta- 
teuch; and, at 13 months, the history 
of the Old Testament; that of the 
New at fourteen months; and to have 
answered pertinently, at two years and 
an halt, questions in geography and 
history, both ancient and modern. He 
spoke Latin with facility, French to- 
lerably well; and, under tour years 
old, knew the genealogies of the prin- 
cipal houses in Europe. In part of his 
fourth year, he travelled into Den- 
mark, where he made speeches to the 
King and princes of the blood ; and, at 
his return home, he learnt to write. 
This extraordinary child is said also to 
have had an excellent judgment; but 
his frame was weak and delicate. He 
was frequenthy ill, and could bear no 
nourishment but milk : nor was he 
weaned till a few months before his 
death, which happened June 27, 1725+ 
He beheld his approaching dissolution 
with such Christian sentiments, that 
those about him were still more asto- 


nished to see his firmness at that _ 
than

man they had been at his progress in 
learning, his sense and genius. N. 
Martini of Lubeck published a pam- 
phlet 1730, in which he attempts to 
account naturally for the uncommon 
capacity of this child, who died at five 
ears old. : 
HENSIUS (Daniel) an ingenious pro- 
fessor of history and politics at Leyden, 
and librarian to the university of that 
city, born 1550, at Ghent. He was 
Joseph Scaliger's pupil, and succeeded 
him as professor. Gustavus Adolphus, 
and Urban VIII. had a particularesteem 
for him, and the republic of Venice 
made him knight of St. Mark. He 
died February 25, 1655. He left Poems, 
Speeches, some Translations from Greek 
into Latin, Remarks on the New [etae 
ment, 1639, 4to.; Laus ain et alia cjus- 
dem generis, Leyden, Elzevir, 1629, 24to. 
and other works which are estecmed. 
HENSIUS (Nicholas) son of the 
preceding, was also a man of litera- 
ture, and left some notes, on Virgil, 
Ovid, Valerius Flaccus, Claudian and Pru- 
d-ntizs, which are esteemed. He died 
October 7, 1681, Hensius has merited 
the approbation of the learned, parti- 


cularly by his excellent edition of Vir- - 


gil, and by his Latin poems, the best 
and most complete of which is, Am- 
sterdam, 1666, 12mo. 

HENDINGE (Michael) surnamed Si- 
1;nius, because he had been consecrated 
hishop of Sidon that he might be suf- 
fragan of the archbishopric of Mentz. 
le assisted in the Interim of Charies V. 
who rewarded him with the bishopric 
of Mersburg. Hendinge was employed 
in several important negociations by 
the emperor Ferdinand, and distin- 
guished himself at the council of Trent. 
He died 1561, aged 55. He left some 
works, among which are Sermons, a Ca- 
tec hi im, e. 

HELEN, daughter of Tyndarus, King 
of Lacedemonia, and Leda, who was 
cclebrated for her beauty. She was 

stolen by Theseus, but he afterwards 
restoring her to her two brothers, Cas- 
tor and Pollux, they gave her in mar- 
riage to Menelans, king of Sparta, by 
whom she had Hermione, Helen was 
carried off a second time by Paris, son 
of Priam, which occasioned the famous 
Trojan war that lasted ten years. Afﬀ- 
ter the death of Paris, Helen married 
Ls brother Deiphobus, who was Killed 
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by Menelaus; and at last, the latter 
prince being dead, retired to Polixo, 
who commanded in the isle of Rhodes; 
but, instead of receiving the assistance 
she expected, was hanged on a tree by 
order of that queen, Who was related 
to her. 

HELENA, wife of the emperor Va- 
lerius Constantius, and mother of Con- 
stantine the eat, divorced by her hus- 
band, 291, whe married Theodora, 
daughter-in-law of Maximinian Her- 
cules. When Constantine succeeded to 
the empire, Helena had great influ- 
ence, but employed it only for the good 
of the church, and the relief of the 
poor. She visited the Holy Land about 
326, and the real cross was then found, 
which, with the instruments of the 
passion, had been buried on Mount 
Calvary. St. Cyril, bishop of Jerusa- 
lem, mentions this event in a letter to 
the emperor Constantius, dated in the 
year 359. The virtuous Helena died 
August 18, 327, aged 80. 

HELEN US, son of Priam and He- 
cuba, who instructed the Greeks how 
they might surprize Troy. He foretold 
that the navigation of Pyrrhus would 
be fortunate, and was rewarded by that 
prince with the district of Chaonia, 
where he built several cities. 

HELLIADES, daughters of the Sun 
and Clymena, and sisters of Phaeton, 
at whose death they were $0 deeply 
atfiifted, that they were changed into 
poplar trees. Their names were Lam- 
pethusa, Lampetia, and Phaethusa. 

HELINAND, v. ELINAND. 

HELIODORUS, one of the courtiers 
of Seleucus Philopater, King of Syria, 
by whose orders he went to Jerusalem 
to carry away the treasure from the 
temple. Onias, the high- priest, re- 
presented to him, that the sums depo- 
sited there were for the relief of wi- 
dows and orphans, and could not there- 
fore be otherwise disposed of. Helio- 
dorus, however, paying no regard to 
this just remonstrance, went with his 
guards to force the door of the trea- 
sury, bnt was, at that moment, mira- 
culously scourged by two angels, who 
drove him from the temple, and left 
him as one dead. Some of his friends 
then entreated Onias to supplicate the 
Almighty for him; and while Onias 

rayed, the two angels appeared to 
— saying, Cite Onias, the A- 


Priest, 


* 
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plett, great thanks, inzomuch at, for fits 
sake, the Lord hath granted thee life; and, 
seeing thou hast been scourged from Heaven, 
declare unto all men the mighty power of 
God; and, having thus spoken, they 
disappeared. Heliodorus then offered 
his vous to heaven, thanked Ontas, 
and returned; testifying to all men the 
works of the great God, which he had 
thus seen with his eyes. This hap- 
pened 176 A. C. v. II. MACCABEES 
chap. 3. 

HELIODORUS, a native of Enesa 
in Phenicia, under the reign of Theo— 
dosius and Arcadius, in the qth cen- 
tury. He wrote in his youth, % Loves 
of Theagenes and Charic'ca, Greek and 
Latin, Paris, 1619, Svo. a ceiebrated 
and very ingenious romance, which 
has been the model for other works of 
this Kind. Heliodorus was afterwards 
bishop of Tricca in Thessaly, and, if 
we may credit Nicephorus, was deposed 
in a Synod, because he refused to sup- 
press, or «isown his book : but this 
fact is very uncertain. Socrates says, 
that Heliodorus introduced the custom 
of degrading such ecclesiastics as. co— 
habited with their wives after ordina- 
tion, which is an opinion favourable to 
that prclate's chastity: his romance, 
indeed, Shows, that he admired this 
virtue, for the hero of it conducts him- 
self with great $0briecy and modesty. 
This work has been translated into al- 
most all languages; into French: by the 
celebrated Amyot, and also by Mont. 
lyard. Those editions are 1623 and 
1626, 8vo. tis. St Gelais has turned 
a considerable part ot it into verse. 

HELIODORUS »-f Leis, a Greek 
mathematician, who lett two books on 
Gptici, winch Erasmus Bartholin pub- 
lished in Greek and Latin, Paris, 1657, 
4:0. 

HELIOGABALUS, or HELOGABA- 
LUS, a Roman emperor, raised to that 
dignity 218, on the death of Macrinus, 
He is supposed by some to have been 
the son of an Antoninus. He bore the 
name of M. Aur. Antoninus: others 
believe him the son of Caracalla : his 
mother's name was Sæmias. This em- 


peror sold offices and dignities, had 
two charioteers for favourites; admit- 
ted every person into the senate, with- 
out any distinction of age, rank, or 
merit; established a female senate, in 
which his mother presided, to judge the 
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causes relating to women; and put to 
death several senators, who had refused 
their approbation to this establishment 
At length, Heliogabalus carried bis 
luxury to such an excess, and degraded 
himself by so many debaucheries and 
crimes, that hg was called rhe Roman 
Sardanapalus, and Killed by the soldiers 
March 11, 222, aged about 18, in which 
Short time he had four wives, but left 


no children. The name of Heliogaha. 


lus was given him for his folly in caus. 
ing the god Elagabal, which he hag 
brought from Phenicia, to be wor. 
shipped. This god was only a black 
stone, round at the bottom, and pointed 
at top; but the emperor proclaimed 
himself its highepriest, built it a temple, . 
and destroyed those who refused to 
adore it. 

HELLISENNE de Crenne, a lady of 
Picardy, who translated the four first 
books of Virgil's Eneid, and dedicated 
them,to Francis 1. Her Auges deu- 
laureuses qui procedent dq amour, her Fpitres 
el Iudect᷑ives, were printed at Paris, 1569, 
16to, 

HELLANICUS FT Mizy!-ne, a cele- 
brated Greek historian, born 12 years 


. before Herodotus, in the first year of 


the 7th Olympiad, i. e. 494 A. C. au- 
thor of a history of the ancient kings, 
and founders of cities, entitled, K7;9i; 


erm, kal Wolter. Neither this, nor 
any other of his works, are come down. 
to us. 

HELMBREKER (Theodore) an ex- 
cellent painter of Haarlem, who, so- 
ing to Rome for improvement, was re- 
ceived by the Medici family into their 
palace, He returned afterwards to his 
native place, where he died 1694, aged 
79. This artist excelled in paintiag 
fancy pieces in small. 

HELLOT (John) member of the 
academy of sciences, and of the royal 
society of London, who died Feb. 15, 
1756, aged So. He translated Schlut- 
ter's treatise De la Fonte des Mines, Pa- 
Tis, 1750, 2 vol. 4to. and wrote, Part 
de la Teinture des Laines, 17 50, 120% 
Both these are much esteemed; and 
there are several Memoirs by him wirk 
those of the academy. Having hurt 
his fortune by Law's scheme, he was 
forced to suspend his favourite experi- 
ments in chemistry, and was employed 
in compiling the French Gazetteer, 


from 1718 to 1732,

HELMONT (John. Baptist Van) 
geigneur de Royembore, born I 588, at 
Brussells. He had great skill in natu- 
ral Philosophy, natural history, and 
hysic; but his sentiments being very 
opposite to those of Aristotle and Ga- 
len, he drew upon himself many ene- 
mies. Van Helmont practised physic 
with so much success, and made such 
astonishing cures, that he was put into 
the inquisition, on a ridiculous suspi- 
cion that what he did was supernatu— 
ral, From this accusation, however, 
he cleared himself; and, to enjoy more 
liberty, retired to Holland, where he 
died 1644. His works are, De magne- 
tica corporum curatione; Febrium dictrina 
inaudita; Ortus Medicine; Paradoxa de 
agquts sSpadanis ; and others, printed in 
one vol. fol. Leyden, 1667, and Franc- 
fort, 1707. 
' HELMONT (Francis Mercurius Van) 
son of the preceding, born 1618. He 
became celebrated for his knowledge, 
and his paradoxes; was very skilful in 
physic and chemistry, and was esteemed 
2 man of universal learning; besides 
which, he understood most trades and 
arts, and made for himself nearly 
every thing he wanted. Van Helmont 
was suspected of having found the phi- 
losopher's stone, because he lived at a 
great expence with a small income; 
but was much esteemed and respected 
at Amsterdam. After living many 
years with the prince of Sultzbach, who 
was a great patron of the learned, he 
det out for Berlin, by desire of the queen 
of Prussia, and died at Cologn in 1699, 
aged 81. His works are, A!pha-beti- 
vert naturalis Hebraici delineatis; Cogita- 
1 Hents wuper quatuer priora capita Geneseos, 
Amsterdam, 1697, 8vo.; De attributis 
divinis; De Inferno, &c. He believed 
the Metempsycosis, and maintained many 
other paradoxes. The celebrated Leib- 
nitz wrote the following epitaph for 
him: 


N'! patre inferior jacit hic Helmontius alter, 
Qui junxit varias mentis et artis opes: 

Per quem Pythagoras et Cabbala sacra revixit, 
Hæusque, parat qui sua cuncta sibi. 


He must be distinguished from baron 
de Van Helmont, who was a quaker.

professor of physic and natural philo- 
Sophy in the university of Dublin, who 
left a Course of Experimental Philosophy, 
much valued by the English, which 
was printed after his death. | 
HELVETIUS (Adrian) a celebrated 
Dutch physician, whose father was 
eminent in the same profession. After 
studying at Leyden, he went to Paris, 
and got great reputation there by his 
medicines, It was Helvetius who first 
introduced Ipecacaanla into France, as a 
remedy for dissentaries, which medi- 
cine he kept a secret at first; but, be- 
ing ordered to make it public, was re- 
warded by the King with 1000 louis 
d'or. He was appointed inspector ge- 
neral of the Flemish hospital, physi- 
cian to M. the duke of Orleans, re. 
gent, &c. and died at Paris, Feb. 20, 
1727, aged 65. Helvetius left, Trait” 
des Maladies les plus frequentes, et des Re- 
medes specif q es pour les Guerir; the best 
edition is 1724, 2 vol. 8vo. and other 
works. His son J. Claudius Adrian 
Helvetius, physician to the queen, 
counsellor of state, inspector of the 


military hospitals, member cf the aca- 


demies of sciences in France, England, 


Prussia, Florence, and Bologna, died 


„ 


1755, aged 70. He wrote, Economie 
animale, 8 vo.; Principia phisico- Medica, 
2 vol. 8vo, and several other works. 

HELVETIUS (Claudius) son of John, 
who resigned the place of farmer-ge- 
neral to be maitre d'hotel to the queen, 
that he might avail himself of the lei- 
Sure that office afforded, to devote him- 
self wholly to study, and such acts of 
humanity and charity, as made both 
him and his wife respected, beloved, 
and esteemed, by all who knew them. 
He died in 1772. His work, entitled, 
Esprit, which he published 1758, 4to. 
or 3 vol. 12mo, was the cause of much 
vexation to him, and he was even 
obliged to resign his office. A frag- 
ment of a poem on happiness, which 
he left unfinished, has been published 
since his death, 8vo.; also de ” Homme, 
2 vol. 8vo. 

HELVICUS (Christopher) a cele- 
brated professor of divinity, Greek, 
and oriental languages at Giessen, born 
December 26, 1581, at Spredlingen, 
where his father was minister. He un- 


derstood Hebrew so perfectly, that he 
spoke it as readily as his native lan- 
guage. The chronological tables which 
lie 
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he published under the title of, Histo- 
rical and Theeclogical Theatre, Francfort, 
1666, fol. have been much esteemed, 
though they are not free from errors; 
and the author has adopted the fancies 
of the spurious Berosus of Annius de 
Viterbo. Helvicus also left, Synops7s 
Hist. Univ. ad ann. 1612, 1537, 4to. &c. 
He married in 1610, and died Septem- 
ber 10, 1616, in the flower of his age. 

HELVIDIUS, a famous Arian of the 
th century, and disciple of Auxen- 
tius, who maintained, that the holy 
virgin lived with Joseph as her hus- 
band, after the death of Jesus Christ, 
and had children by him. He also con- 
demned virginity, and taught many 
other errors. St. Jerome has written 
against him. 


' a pious and learned Pick pusian monk, 
of the third order of St. Francis, born 
1660, at Paris, Who distinguished him- 
self by his talents, and was raised to 
several offices in his order. He died 
January 5, 1716, at Picpus near Paris, 
aged 56. His principal works are, 
Hist. des Ordres Menastiques, religicux et 
militaires, 1714, and the following 8 
vol. 4to. This is the most accurate and 
complete work we have on the sub- 
ject: an abridgement of it appeared at 
Amsiterdam, 1721, 4 vol. 8vo. for the 
religious orders, and 4 vol. Svo. for the 
military. Helyot wrote also, e Chretien 
Mowant, and some other pious works. 

HEMELAR (John) an ingenious an- 
tiquary, a native of the Hague, and 
canon of Antwerp in the 17th century. 
He left a book entitled, Expesitio Nu- 
mimatum Imperatorum Romanorum, a Ju- 
lio Cætare ad Heraclium e Muro Arschoe 
tano, Amsterdam, 1738, 4to.; very 
scarce, though it has gone through se- 
veral editions. Poemata multa Spars:m 
edita, and other works. This author 
was living in 1639. 

HEMERE (Claudius) a learned doc- 
tor, librarian to the Sorbonne in the 
17th century, author of several valu- 
able works: the most Known are, de 
Academid Pariiensi qualis primo fuit in in- 
tula et Episcoporum icholis, 1637, 4qto. de 
| xeholis publicis, 1633, Svo.; Auguita- 
Viromanducrum, Paris, 1643, 4to. He 
died at St. Quintin, where he was ca- 
non. 

HEMMERLINUS (Felix Malleolus) 
chancellor and chanter of Zurich in 
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1428, and imprisoned on account of 
some state affairs. His Opuscula, in two 
parts, are very Scarce; they are both in 
folio, without any date of place or 
year, in Gothic character. The first 
which is more difficult to be met with 
than the second, contains, Dzalogus de 
nobilitate et rusticate, &C.; the second 
Tractatus contra validos mendicantes, Beg 


' hardos et Beghinos, Monachos, &c, The 


whole written in a humourous style. 
HEMMINGIUS (Nicholas) a learned 
Danish divine, born in 1513, in the isle 
of Laland, son of a blacksmith. He 
was minister, then professor of He- 
brew and divinity, at Copenhagen, and 
afterwards canon of Roschild; but, be- 
ing suspected of inclining to Calvinism, 


- he met with some opposition from the 
HELYOT (Peter, or Pere Hypolite) 


Lutherans. He died May 23, 1600 
and had been blind some years before 
his death. Hemmingius left several 
works, none. of which are esteemed, 
except his Theological Opuscula, which 
were printed at Geneva, 1564, fol. 

HENAS (Gabriel de) a Jesuit, a 
doctor of Salamanca, and a scholastic 
divine'in the 17th century, who taught 
with reputation in Spain, and died in 
1704, at the age of 93. His works 
consist of 11 vol. fol. in Latin, The 
two first treat of the Empyrean Heaven, 
the third of te Eucharist, the three 
following of the Sacrifice of the Man; 
the seventh, eighth, and ninth, of the 
middle Science; and the two last, of 74: 
Antiquities of Biscay, under the title of, 
Biscaya illustrata, This Jesuit also left 
some other small works. 

HENAUT, or rather HESNAULT 
(John) a French poet, and receiver of 
the forest taxes, son of a baker. He 
acquired a great reputation by his 
poems, among which the famons son- 
net on the Abertion, and his translation 
of the beginning of Lucretius, are 
particularly admired. Henaut formed 
mad, des Houliere's taste for poetry, 
who afterwards exceeded her master. 
He was attached to M. Fouquet, su- 
perintendant of the finances; and, on 
the disgrace of this minister, who was 
his patron, wrote a severe sonnet 
against M. de Colbert, who had con+ 
tributed, as he thought, to Fouquet's 
ruin. M. de Colbert, hearing of this 
sonnet, enquired if it contained any 
thing against the king; and being told 
it did not, Then, he replied, I bear 

ill-wi 
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toi! to the author, This reply made 
Henaut blush, and he tried to suppress 
his sonnet; but the copies were too 
numerous. He died at Paris 1682, af- 
tec having acknowledged his errors 
with respect to religion. The collec- 
tion of his poems was printed in 1670, 
12mo. and contains several sonnets, 
among which is that on the Abort ion, 
written in consequence of the affair in 
which mademoiselle de Guerchi was 
involved. As this work is scarce, and 
the sonnet famous, the reader will not 
be displeased to see it here:

Also letters in verse and prose, a little 
novel in verse, some Latin verses; 
Imitations, in verse, of the second and 
fourth acts of Seneca's Troas, and of the 
second chorus of Thyestes. It is said 
that he translated Lucretius entirely, 
but was persuaded by his confessor to 
burn the copy. However that may be, 
only the first hundred lines remain, 
which his friends had copied, in the 
Furetieriana, and in la Monnoye's Col- 
lections. He left a daughter. 

HENAUT (Charles John Francis) 
born 1685, at Paris. He was honorary 
president of the parliament, and super- 
intendant of the houshold to the dau- 
phiness, and died November 24, 1770, 
at Paris.

He wrote a tragedy of Francis II. 
which is merely a historical dialogue ; 
Le Reveil d Epimenides,” both printed 
1768, 2 vol. 12mo. and some works in 
Partnership; as the Temple des Chimeres ; 
Marius II. under the name of M. de 
Caux; Cornelie Vesta. He married 
mademoiselle le Bas de Montargis 1714, 
but had no children. 

HENICHIUS (John) an eminent 
professor of philosophy and Hebrew, 
afterwards of divinity at Rintel in 


Hesse, born 1616, son of a minister at 


Winhusen. He was a man of great 
candour and moderation, and earnest ly 
endeavoured to unite the Lutherans 
and Calvinists. In this attempt, how- 
ever, he not only failed, but drew up- 
on himself the ill-will of both parties, 
as it generally happens to mediators. 
Henichius married a very worthy young 
woman in 1645, by whom he had 13 
children. He died June 27, 1671, aged 
55. His principal works are, Disserta- 
tio de Majestate civili, to; De culty 
Creaturarum et imaginum, 4t0.; De liher- 
tate arbitrii, to.; De officia Beni prin 
cipis piique Subditi, 12m0o.;z De Pæni.

HENNINGES (John) a learned 
German divine, born 1668. He was 
pastor and professor of divinity at 
Helmstadt, and died there 1746. His 
principal works are, Disertationes super 
selecta quæ dum Sanfte Scripture oracula, 
3 vol.; Jonas Carmine Latine redditus, 

HENNINGES (Jerome) an historian 
of the 16th century, eminent for his 
knowledge of genealogies. He wrote 
Theatrum Genealogicum, Magdeburg, 1 598, 
6 tom. fol.; the last, which contains 
the houses of Saxony, is the most 
scarce. 

HENNUYER (John) bishop of Li- 
sieux, died in 1577. He opposed the 
massacre of the Huguenots in his dio- 
cese on St. Bartholomew's day, which 
firmness the king was so far from blam- 
ing, that he commended the bishop as 
he deserved; and this prelate's cle. 
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mency, more efficacious than sermons, 
books, or soldiers, changed the hearts 
of almost all the Calvinists, who ab- 
jured in his presence. He had been 
confessor to Henry II. and bishop of 
Lodeva, before his promotion to Li- 
sieux. 

HENRICIANS, v. BRUYS. 
HENRIET (Protais) a learned French 


recollet, author of a Harmony of the 


Evangelists, with notes literal and mo- 
ral, and other works. He died 1688. 
HENRIETTA MARIA of France, 
daughter of Henry IV. and Mary de 
Medicis, born 1609, and married to 
Charles the First, king of England, in 
1625. The first years of her marriage 
were as happy as the last were wretch- 
ed. The favours she showered down 
upon those who betrayed her, on ac- 
count of her religion, did not change 
their hearts. At the beginning ot the 
civil wars, Henrietta went over to Hol- 
land, sold her jewels and property, 
and, fitting out some ships with provi- 
$10ns and ammunition, returned to Eng- 
land with them herself. The rebels 
continuing to have the advantage, sbe 
went to France in 1644: but Anne of 
Austria, much embarrassed in her own 
affairs, could afford but little assist- 
ance. The king's death was a fresh 
source of affliction; but she had the 
consolation of seeing her son on the 
throne of his ancestors. This unfortu- 
nate queen visited England twice, and 
retired to the Ladies of the Visitation 
at Chaillot, where she died 1669. Her 
life was published at Paris, 1693, Svo. 
HENRIETTA - ANNE of Emgland, 
daughter of Charles I. and Henrietta 
of France, born 1644, in the midst of 
a camp, and made prisoner at 15 days 
old; but her nurse, having delivered 
her from prison two years after, car- 
ried her to her mother in France, where 
she married monsieur the King's bro- 
ther, 1661. The charms of this lady's 
petson and mind, prejudiced his ma- 
jesty in her favour: he made public 
entertainments to amuse her, and they 
had a regular correspondence of wit 
and friendship. The marquis of Dan- 
geau was the contidant of both parties, 
and wrote the letters and answers 
without being suspected: this was the 
origin of his tortune. The King was 
obliged to discontinue this correspond- 
ence, finding it was digagreeable to 
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monsieur; but he availed himself of 


 Henrietta's interest to make a treaty 


with England against Holland; she had 
an interview with her brother at Can. 
terbury, and obtained all she desired. 
This princess died at St. Cloud 1670, gf 
a bilious cholic; she thought herself 
poisoned. 

HENRIQUEZ (Henry) a learned 
Portuguese jesuit, of Porto, Who eq. 
tered his order while St. Ignatius was 
living, and was professor of divinity at 
Salamanca, where Suarez attended his. 
lectures. He obtained leave to turn 
Dominican, and it was, probably, 
while in this new order, that he wrote 
against Malina, Henriquez afterwards 
returned to the Jesuits, and died at 
Tivoli, January a8, 1608, aged 72, 
His works are, a treatise de Clavibus; 4 
Summary of Moral Theclop y, in Latin, 
Venice, 1600, fol.; observe that the 
last book, de fin- hominis, be not want 
ing. This Jesuit calls the opinions of 
Malina dangers, erroneous, and Srm;. 
pelagian dogmas. 

HENRIS (Claudivs) an able lawyer, 
of an ancient and respeRable family of 
Forez, many years advocate at Lyons, 
afterwards to the bailiwic of Fore, 
where he was King's advocate, He 
had not only a profound knowledge of 
civil and canon law, but of that which 
respects the interests of princes, pub- 
lic law, and history, for which reason 
he was often consulted on state affairs 
by several ministers, both of France 
and other countries; and his integrity, 
abilities, and disinterested conduct, 
gained him so high a reputation, aud. 
such general confidence, that he was 
the nracle of his province. He died 
1662. His works are, Recueil des Arrits, 
an excellent work; the third edition is 
os, with M. Bretonnier's observa- 
tions, 2 vol. fol.; the celebrated advo- 
cate, Matthew Terrasson, published 2 
new edition, 1738, 4 vol. fol. re- 
printed 1772.

HENRY I. surnamed tie Fauler (be- 
cause he was found engaged in that di- 
version when the insignia of rovaity 
were carried to him) son of Otho duke 
of Saxony, and Luitgarde, daughter of 
the emperor Arnold, He was born in 
$76, and succecded his brother-in-law, 
Conrad, king of Germany, 919. Tis 

| prince 
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ace made very wise laws, re -· united 
Forman mace th built and fortified 
several cities, reduced Arnold the Bad, 
duke of Bavaria, to submit; conquered 
the Bohemians, Sclavonians, and Danes; 
gained a great victory over the Hunga- 
rians at Mersburg, 934, and invaded 
Lorrain under Charles the Simple. Not- 
withstanding this success, he never 
took the title of emperor, though he 
had all the authority of one, but was 
contented with that of King. He died 
july 2, 936, after reigning 17 years, 
leaving three sons by Matilda, his se- 
cond wife; Otho, who succeeded him; 
Henry, duke of Bavariaz and Bruno, 
archbishop of Cologn. 

HENRY II. surnamed tie Lame, the 
Apoitle of the Hungarians, and the Seint, 
born 977, at the castle of Abunde on 
the Danube. He was of the house of 
Saxony, duke of Bavaria, grandson 
of duke Henry, brother of Otho 1. and 
elected emperor, June 6, 1002, on the 
death of Otho III. He founded the 
bishopric of Bamberg 1006, defeated 
the duke of Bavaria, calmed the trou- 
bles in Germany, drove the Greeks and 
Saracens from Calabria and Puglia, and 
took from them several strong places 
in I:aly. This prince was crowned 
emperor at Rome, February 14, 1014, 
by pope Benedict VIII. whom he had 
restored to his see, and died piously, 
July 13, 1024, aged 57. He left no 
children, having always lived in astate 
of celibacy with his wife St. Cune- 
gonde, daughter of Sigefroi, earl of 
Luxemburg. Conrad II. succeeded him. 

HENRY III. A Black, duke of Fran- 
conia, emperor on the death of his fa- 
ther Conrad II. 1039, at 22 years of 
age. The Bohemians, thinking to take 
advantage of his youth, refused to pay 
their usual tribute; but Henry subdued 
them, after having taken their duke, 
Uladislas, He replaced Peter, King of 
Hungary, on the throne, 1043, and 
caused Benedict X. Silvester III. and 
Cregory IV. to be deposed in a coun- 
cil at Rome 1046, after which Sugger, 
bishop of Bamberg, was elected pope 
by the name of Clement II. and from 
him Henry received the imperial crown 
at Rome, with his wife Agnes, on 
Christmas-day the same year. He af- 
terwards brought some petty princes of 
Italy to reasonable terms; attacked the 
earls of Holland and Friesland, and de- 
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clared war against the Hungarians, who 
had put out the eyes of their king, 
Peter. It was through his interest 
that Bruno, his cousin, bishop of Toul, 
was elected pope, by the name of 
Leo IX. Henry died at Bottenfeldt in 
Saxony, October 5, 1056, aged 39. 
HENRY IV. e Elder, and the Great, 
emperor of Germany, succeeded Henry 
the Black, his father, 1056, at five years 
old, uggder the tuition of his mother 
Agnes, who governed till 1062. Hen. 
ry governed alone at 13, Subdued Saxo- 
ny 1075, and made himself formidable 
to all Europe. The famous contest be- 
tween the popes and emperors, re- 


specting the investitures of benefices, 


began at this time, and was carried on 
to the greatest extremities on. both 
sides. Pope Gregory VII. excommu- 
nicated Henry, declared him to have 
forfeited the royal dignity, exempted 
his subjects from their oaths of alle- 
glance, and raised all the German 
lords against him, which compelled 
the emperor to seek absolution. For 
this purpose he went into ltaly in the 
severest part of winter, and, present- 
ing himself to Gregory at Canoso, in 
the most humiliating situation, 1077, 
at last obtained his request, after pro- 
mising whatever the pope required; 
but a fortnight after, being recovered 
from this unexpected stroke, he broke 
his promise, and prepared to revenge 
himself of Gregory VII. The German 
lords who were attached to the pope, 
elected Rodolphus, duke of Suabia, 
King immediately, while the emperor 
caused his chancellor, Guibert, bishop 
of Ravenna, to be elected pope, or ra- 
ther anti-pope, who took the name of 
Clement III. After various revolu- 


tions, Rodolphus was Killed in a bloody 


battle, October 15, 1080; and the em- 
peror, being told that a magnificent 
tomb was preparing for him, said, / 
wish all my enemies were as magnificently 
buried. Herman of Luxemburg, count 
de Salmes, was afterwards elected em- 
peror by Heary's opponents, but ended 
unhappily, as did some others. The 
emperor suffered much more from his 
own children: his son Conrad, whom 
he had left to carry on the war against 
the countess Matilda in Italy, rebelled, 
and was crowned king of Italy by pope 
Urban II. 1093; and, after Conrad's 
death in 1101, Henry, another of the 
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emperor's sons, being persuaded by 
pope Paschal, took up arms, and was 
crowned emperor 1105. The unhappy 
father, having failed in all his under- 
takings against his sons, and, being 
reduced to the last necessity, solicited 
a lay prebend from the bishop of Spires, 
alledging, that having studied, and un- 
derstanding singing, he could discharge 
the office of reader, or sub- chanter: 
but this request was denied. He died 
the year following at Liege, August 7, 
1106, aged 55, after having reigned 49 
years, and was deprived of Christian 
burial for five years. This prince had 


been present at 62 battles. He pos-. 


sessed wit, courage, probity, clemency, 
and the most amiable qualities; but 
was too much attached to pleasures, 
and suffered his ministers to abuse his 
authority. Henry V. his son, succeed- 
ed him | 

HENRY V. e Feunger, emperor of 
Germany, succeeded his father, Henry 
the Elder, 1106. He defeated the Poles, 
and other princes who refused to ac- 
knowledge him; and, going into Italy 
1110, Seized pope Paschal II. whom he 
kept prisoner, and compelled to grant 
bim the investitures, till Paschal, hav- 
ing regained his liberty, annulled what 
he had done. The emperor then caused 
Maurice Bourdin to be elected pope, 
by the name of Gregory VIII.; but, 
finding himself excommunicated by 
Paschal's successors, and the Saxons 
having rebelled, he was afraid of dy- 
ing as miserably as his father had done, 
and renounced the investitures in the 
assembly of Worms, September 23, 
1112. By this agreement the territo- 
ries of the church were freed from the 
imperial jurisdiction, and nothing re- 
mained to the emperor but the right of 
decision in case of a doubtful election, 
that of the first prayers, and of mort- 
main, which Otho IV. was forced to 
give up. Henry died at Utrecht, May 23, 
1125, aged 44, leaving no children. 

HENRY VI. the Severe, emperor of 
Germany, succeeded his father, Frede- 
ric Barbarossa, 1190, and, being crowned 
at Rome the year following, went into 
Puglia, to assert the right of his wife 
Constance, posthumous daughter of Ro- 
ger king of Naples and Sicily, to those 
kingdoms, which had been seized by 
Tancred. After some success, he was 
obliged to leave the empress Con- 
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stanee at Salerno, which was given v 
to Tancred; but, the latter dying i 
1194, Henry seized his dominions * 
up his widow Sybella, and her daugh 
ters, in prison, put out the eyes of hix 
Son, an infant, causing him to he made 
an eunuch, and treated the inhabitants 
of Palermo, with the lords who had 
taken Tancred's part, so barbarous} 
that he was surnamed the Severe E 
the Cruel. This emperor died at Mes. 
sina, September 28, 1197, excommu- 
nicated by the pope for having distri. 
buted the possess ions of the church to 
his partisans, and for having detained 
Richard, king of England, prisoner, on 
his return from the Holy Land. Uis 
son, Frederic II. succeeded him. 
HENRY VII. duke of Luxemburg 
elected emperor 1309, after the death 
of Albert T. He was crowned at Rome 
1312, by the deputies of pope Cle. 
ment V. merely by having forced his 
way through the towns of Italy, and 
even into Rome, though occupied by 
the Guelfes. He died of a violent fe- 
ver, or, according to some authors, of 
a poisoned wafer, at Bonconvento in 
Tuscany, August 25, 1313, aged so, 
as he was going to make war against 
Robert king of Naples. He was the 
first emperor chosen by six electors, 
grand officers of the kingdom; the 
archbishops of Mentz, Treves, and Co- 
logn; the count Palatine, the duke of 
Saxony, and the marquis of Branden- 
burg. . 
HENRY I. king of France, eldest 
son of king Robert and Constance. He 
was crowned at Rheims, May 14, 1027, 
while his father was living, and began 
to reign alone, July 20, 1031, but was 
scarcely seated on the throne when 
his mother, who wanted Robert, her 
youngest son, to be king, raised a re- 
bellion. She was supported by Eudes, 
earl of Champagne, and Baldouin earl 
of Flanders; but Henry being assisted 
by Robert, surnamed the Devil, duke 
of Normandy, subdued the rebels, 
granted peace to the queen, and ceded 
Burgundy to his brother Robert. Some- 
time after this, he assisted William 27 
Conqueror, and gained with him the 
battle of Val des Dunes, near Caen, at 
which he was in great danger. This 
prince, in whose reign virtue and inte- 
grity flourished, died at Vitri in Brie, 
August 4, 1060, leaving by Anne, 
daughter

daughter of Jaroslaus, czar of Muscovy, 
his second wife, Philip and Hugh. His 
widow married the count de Crespy, 
and, after his death, returned to her 
own country, where she ended her 
days. The king, who no doubt was 
well acquainted with the queen's dis- 
osition, did not appoint her guardian 
to his sons, then under age, but the 
ear] of Flanders, his brother-in-law. 
He left no children by his first wife, 
Matilda, daughter of the emperor Con- 
rad 11. Philip, whom he had caused 
to be proclaimed King before his death, 
Succeeded him. | 

HENRY II. king of France, son of 
Francis I. and queen Claudia, born 
March 31, 1518, at St. Germain-en- 
Laye. He succeeded his father in 1547, 


and was crowned at Rheims by cardi- 


nal Charles de Lorraine, after which he 
declared war against the English, and 
retook Boulogne, which he Kept, at 
the price of 400,000 crowns, by the 
treaty of peace concluded 1550. The 
following year Henry sent forces into 
Italy, and joined the German princes 
against the emperor Charles V.; and, 
advancing towards the Rhine in 1552, 
took Metz, Toul, and Verdun, as he 
passed. The emperor, having after- 
wards made peace with the princes of 
Germany, laid Siege to Metz with 
100,000 men; but Francis duke of 
Guise, and the first nobility, defended 
the place so bravely, that they compel- 
led him to raise the siege. Charles V. 
entirely destroyed Therouene the next 

year, 1553, and took Hesdin. Henry, 
on his side, ravaged the Low Coun- 
tries in 1554, and defeated the Im- 
perialists at the battle of Renti, of 


which place, however, he was for- 


ced to raise the Siege. These two 
princes concluded a truce of five years 
at Vaucelles, February 5, 1556; but, 
the emperor abdicating the empire in 
favour of his brother Ferdinand the 
same year, Henry broke the truce, to 
which he was solicited by cardinal Ca- 
raffe, the pope's legate, sent an army 
into Italy, commanded by the duke of 
Guise, and another into Flanders. The 
last was defeated by Emanuel Phili- 
bert, duke of Savoy, on St. Laurence's 
day, August 10, 1557, at the famous 
battle of St. Quentin, through the fault 
of the constable of Montmorency, who 
commanded the French forces, and was 
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taken prisoner, with marechal St, An- 
dre and the duke de Monpensier. The 
count d' Anguien, brother of the prince 
of Conde, was killed, and admiral de 
Coligni, commander at St. Quentin, 
forced to Surrender the city, in which 
he was also made prisoner. This un- 
fortunate battle having struck a terror 
through all France, the duke of Guise 
was immediately recalled with his 
army from Italy, and revived the cou- 


rage of the French by taking Calais 


from the English, January 8, 1558, in 
whose possession it had been from 
1347, when Edward III. took it from 
Philip de Valois. The duke of Guise 
also made himself master of Thion- 


ville and Guines; the duke of Nevers 


took Charlemont; marechal de Termes, 
Dunkirk and St. Vinox; and marechal 
de Brisac maintained his station in 
Piedmont, notwithstanding the, few 
troops he had left. But Henry lost the 
fruit of all these successes by the peace 
of Cateau-Cambresis, which he con- 
cluded April 3, 1559, by the advice of 
the constable de Montmorenci, and 
Diana de Poitiers, duchess of Valenti- 
nois, against the strongest remon- 
strances of Guise, the marechal de 
Brisac, and all his council. By this 
peace, which all good Frenchmen called 
a cursed and unhappy peace, the king 
gave up an extent of country equal to 
the third of his kingdom, by one 


stroke of his pen; abandoned all his 


conquests to Philip II. king of Spain; 


restored Brescia, Savoy, and Piedmont, 


except four cities, to the duke of Sa- 


voy; the isle of Corsica to the Genoese, 


and Sienna to the duke of Florence. 
In short, he gave up above 200 places, 
for the conquest uf which a sea of his 
subjects blood had been shed, the trea- 
sures of the kingdom exhausted, the 
crown lands mortgaged, and himself 
involved in debts on every side, while 
but three places were restored to him, 
Ham, Catelet, and St. Quentin; and 
he engaged to restore Calais to the 
English in eight years; and the em- 
pire was left at liberty to demand the 
restitution of Metz, Toul, and Verdun. 
By this peace were also settled the 
marriages of Elizabeth, the King's 
daughter, with Philip II. king of 
Spain; and of his sister Margaret, a 
most amiable princess, with the duke 
of Savoy. In the midst of the festi- 


vities 
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vities occasioned by this last marriage, 
Henry II. who delighted in nothing 
dat justs and tournaments, was wound- 
ed in the street St. Antoine by count 
Gabriel de Montgomery, whom he 
obliged to enter the lists with him in a 
tournament, and died in consequence 
of it eleven days after, July 10, 1559, 
aged 40, having reigned 12 years. 


Montgomery having broken his lance, . 


instead of throwing away the splin- 
tered piece, as was usual, kept it in 
the same position, by which means, as 
he pushed forward, he struck the 
king's helmet so violently, as to put 
out one of his eyes, It must de al- 
lowed that Henry II. was very brave; 
he was also handsome, had great sweet- 
ness and serenity of countenance, with 
uncommon address, strength, and agi- 
lity in all Kinds of exercises. His reign 
is remarkable for glorious actions, and 
successes, which deeply chagrined 
Charles V. He was the first who 
stamped the coin with his own image. 
His laws against the Calvinists were 
very severe, though he was naturally 
merciful. He loved the belles-lettres, 
and liberally rewarded men of learn- 
ing; but his weak submission to the 
counsellor Monmorenci, whom he re- 
called to court, against the advice of 
Francis I. who had banished him for 
very solid reasons; and his passion for 
Diana de Poitiers, duchess of Valenti- 
nois, which was so great that he could 
refuse her nothing, occasioned the fa- 
tal events which tarnished the glory of 
his reign. The peace of Cateau-Cam- 
bresis remains an eternal monument 
of his folly, and the ascendancy his 
favourites had over him, who led him 
into such immoderate expences, that 
he loaded the nation with heavy taxes, 
and thus oppressing the people, they 
enriched themselves by the most ini- 
quitous methods. Henry fancied him- 
self absolute while using his authority 
to favour their unjust designs, but was 
in fact only the agent of the arbitrary 
power which these pests of the court 
had usurped over his person and the 
state. It was this prince, according to 
Bodin, who made polygamy wr cas 
2 (an hanging matter) and first 

gan to punish it with death. The 
ſour sons which he had by Catherine 
de Medicis, Francis, Charles, and Hen- 
ry, succeeded him one after the other. 
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Francis was duke of Brabant, and h. 
daughter Margaret married H £

Mademoiselle de Lussan published An.

1755, not much 
esteemed. 

HENRY III. king of France, third 
son of Henry II. and Catherine de Me. 
dicis, born September 19, 1551, at Fon. 
tainebleau, and called duke of Anjou 
This prince signalized himself in his 
youth, and, at eighteen, won the battles 
of Jarnac and Montcontour, 1569. He 
also caused the siege of Poitiers to be 
raised, and was successful on several 
other occasions. So many noble ac. 
tions induced the Poles to elect him 
King on the death of Sigismond Au- 
gustus, May 9, 1573. Henry left the 
Siege of Rochelle to take possession of 
this Kingdom, and was crowned at 
Cracow, February 15, 1574; but, on 
hearing of his brother's death, Cha. IX, 
three months after, left Poland pri- 
vately, and was consecrated and crown- 
ed at Rheims by Lewis, cardinal of 
Guise, February 15, 1575. The same 
year he won the battle of Dormans, 
and, in 1576, held the assembly of the 
States at Blois, in which the Huguentt 
war was finished, and peace made with 
them at Nerac. In 1518, they obtained 
the public exercise of their religion, 
and courts »mi-parties in the eight par- 
liaments of the kingdom, There was 
also a prolitbition against molesting 
such monks as were married, and their 
children were declared legitimate. This 
peace, however, instead of restoring 
order in the kingdom, threw it into 
confusion, from the irregularities, dis- 
soluteness, and foolish expences, in 
which the king's favourites involved 
him. These troubles were encreased 
by the death of Francis, duke d'Alen- 
con, Henry's only brother, who died 
at Chateau Thieri, Uns 10, . 584; for 
by his decease the king of Navarre, 
chief of the Huguenot party, became 
presumptive heir to the crown, and the 
Catholics were determined he should 
not reign. This gave rise, in 1586, to 
three parties in the state, called the 
war of the three Henrys; that of the 
League, conducted by Henry duke of 
Guise; of the Huguenoti, at the head of 
which was the King of Navarre, after- 
wards Henry IV.; and that of Hen-

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ry III. called also the party of Politi- 
cians, or Royalists. Thus the King be- 
came head of a party, instead of the 
common father of his people, as he 
ought to have been. In the following 
year, 1587, the faction of Je Szoteen 
was formed, who undertook to deprive 
the king both of his crown and liberty ; 
and Henry of Navarre left Bearn the 
ame year to join the Germans and 
Sy/iss, who were to reinforce his army. 
Anne, duchess of Joyeuse, met him, 
in order to stop his passage, but was 
defeated at the battle of Coutras, Oc- 
tober 20. The King of Navarre, in- 
Stead of profiting by this victory, re- 
türned to the countess of Grammont, 
in Bearne; and the Germans and Swiss, 
whom the late successes had drawn far 
into France, were beaten by-the duke 
of Guise at Vimori and Auneau, 
{enry III. being driven to extremities 
by the Sixteen and the duke of Guise, 
sent troops into Paris, May 12, 1588, 
to selze the passages. The people were 
alarmed, barricaded themselves, and 
drove out the soldiers. This was called, 
The Day of the Barricades. It left the 
duke of Guise master of the capital, 
and the king was forced to retire to 
Chartres, and from "thence to Rouen, 
where his mother, Catherine de Medi- 
cis, made him sign the edit of re- 
union, to the shame of royalty. Hen- 
1y, who soon discovered the error he 
had been guilty of, only dissembled a 
confidence in his mother from that 
time; and, having convened the states 
at Blois the same year, 1588, caused 
the duke of Guise to be murdered, 
December 23, and the cardinal, his 
brother, the next morning, by the ad- 
vice of Lognac, one of his gentlemen. 
At the news of this massacre, the 
Leaguers in Paris became furious, com- 
mitted a thousand outrages against the 
roval authority, and sent for the duke 
of Maycune, who had not been taken 
at Lyons, The duke, obliged, as it 
were, against his will, to revenge the 
death of a brother he did not love, 
caused himself to be declared, in 1589, 
eutcrant-general of the royal State and 
c10wn of France, by the council of 
union, and seized the best places in the 
kingdom, Henry III. was then com- 
j£:1cd to apply to the king of Navarre, 
«nd the Protestants, who rescued him 


at Tours from the duke of Mayenne, 
VOL. Ih, 
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just as that prince was going to sur- 
round him. These two kings then be- 
sieged Paris with 30,000 men, and 
Henry III. having taken his station at 
St. Cloud, was assassinated there, Au- 
gust 1, 1589, at eight in the morning, 
by James Clement, a Dominican, while 
he was reading a letter, which that sa- 
criligious ecclesiastic had given him, 
to take up his attention. Madam de 
Montpensier, sister of the duchess of 
Guise, had a great share in this mur- 
der. The king died the next day, two 
hours after midnight, aged 39, after 
reigning 15 years, leaving no issue. In 
him ended the family of Valois, who 
began to reign 1328, of which no male 
descendant remained, except Charles 
duke d'Angouleme, natural son of 
Charles IX. Henry III. was the weak - 
est of the thirtecn Kings of that race, 
The Protestants were at war with him, 
as the enemy of their ect, and the 
Leaguers murdered him for his union 
with the King of Navarre, head of the 
Protestants. Suspected both by Catho- 
lics and Huguenots, from his caprices 
and inconstancy, he became despicable 
in the eyes of all by a conduc equally 
Superstitious, eccentric, and libertine. 
His great delight was gaming, and in- 
venting new fashions; a character not 
likely to diminish the luxury which 
Catherine de Medicis had introduced 


at the court of Charles IX.; nor had 


the people ever been so oppressed as 
in this reign, Every day produced 
Some pecuniary edict, not to supply 
the wants of the state, but the avarice 
of favourites, to whom the king gave 
the produce of these new edicts as 
scon as they were registered. (v. JOY- 
EUS E.) M. de Thou says, that this 
prince had an unbounded ambition to 
augment his power, and yet, by the 
most criminal condescensions, he suf- 
fered his favourites, his mother, and 
the Guises, to usurp an independent 
authority; which made pope Sixtus V. 
Say of him, I have done every thing in my 
power to raize myseif from the condition of 
a monk, and he dees all he can to int inte 
it. His reign was, te reign of favaurites, 
particularly of the duke de Joyeuse, 
and Epernon. In short, it may be said 
of this prince as of Galba, that he would 
have been thought worthy of a crown had 
he never worn one. M. de Thou adds, 
He. was an incomprehensible character, in 
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come fe above kt dignity, ana tn others, 
even bete a child. He founded the or- 
der of the Holy Ghost in 1579, but 
made himselt ridiculous dy all the 
keigned devotions he continually af- 
tected. It was in his reign, 1588, that 
the duke of Savoy seiged the marqui- 
sate ot Salu and that an engineer 
of Venlo invented bombs. Henry had 
no children by his wife, Louisa of Lor- 
rain, daughter of Nicholas count de 
Vaudemont; a princess remarkably 
beautiful, who retired, after her hus- 
band's death, to the castle of Moulins, 
where she died Vattillas has 
written the Life of Henry III. 
HENRY IV. Great, King of 
France and Navarre, one of. the great- 
est princes recorded in history, born 
Necember 13, 1553, at Pau, Son of An- 
thonv de Bourbon, duke of Vendome, 
and Jane d' Albret, oue=n of Navarre. 
He descended from Robert of France, 
ear! of Clermont, fifth «on of St. Louis, 
and scigneur de Bourbon, Hevry IV. 
was educated at the French court, un- 
der an excellent preceptor, named 44 
Gaucherie, till 1860 At that time his 
mother, who had openly professed Cal- 
vinism, wished to have him with her 
at Pan, and chose for his tutor Florent 
Chretien, la Gauchetie being dead. 
This new tutor educated the prince 1n 
the doArine of the Protestants; and 
Jane d' Albret, having declared herself 
their patroness in 1899, carried him to 
Rochelle, where she devoted herself 
to the defence of this new religion. 
Henry was acknowledged there as 
head of the party : his uncle, the prince 
of Conde, and admiral de Coligni, his 
eutenants. He followed the army till 
the peace was concluded at St. Ger- 
main, August 11. 1500, and then re- 
turned to Bearn; but went to Paris in 
1 8 2, to marry the princess Margaret 
de Valois, sister of Charles IX. The 
horrible massacre of St. Bartholomew 
took place immediately after these 
uptials; and Henry, fnding himself 
reduced to the alternative, either of 
dying, or embracing the Catholic reli- 
gion, chose the latter. He took the 
title of king of Navarre on his mo- 
ther's death, which happened during 
the preparations for the marriage, 
Tune o, 1572, and was detained, against 
his will, at the court of France, but 
excaped in 1576, and retired to Alen- 
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con, where he immediately joined the 
Huguenots, and. again professed the 
Protestant religion. From that time 
till r5$9, his life was a continual mix- 
ture of battles, pacifications, and rup- 
tures with the French court: he was 
often victorious, and won the battle of 
Coutras, 1587. At length Henry III. 
to Support himself against the Leacue 
grown more furious than ever vince the 
death of the duke and cardinal de 
Guise, was sincerely reconciled to him : 
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their interview passed at Tours, Ap. 30, 
1589, with great demonstrations of re. 
ciprocal satisfaction; they joined their 
forces, desieged Paris, and were on the 
point of, taking it when Henry III. 
was murdered by James Clement, Au- 
gust 1, 1589. Henry IV. succeeded 
him: his right to the crown was 80 
evident, that those who disputed it 
could only shelter their obstinacy un- 
der the pretence of the Protestant reli- 
gion, which he professed. The great- 
est part of the nobility, both Catholics 
and Proteſtants, who were then at 
court, acknowledged him king. His 
army being weakened by the retreat 
of the others, he was forced to tasse 
the siege of Paris, and went into Not- 
mandy. After defeating the duke of 
Marenne at the battle of Arques, Sep- 
tember 1589, and that of err, 
March 14, 1590, he laid siege to Paris. 
where the inhabitants suffered ex- 
tremely by famine; but the duke of 
Parma compelled him to raise the 
siege, and the war continued through» 
out France, with various success, till 
150 3. The duke of Mayenne then 
finding that neither the Spaniards nor 
the League wauld elect him King, and 
that they preferred his nephew, the 
duke of Guise, being irritated at this 
preference, persuaded the states to 3 
conference between the Catholics on 
each side, which conference was held 
at Turene; and the king, having been 
tustructed, abjured in the church ot 
St. Denis, July 25, 1593, before Rene 
de Baune, archbishop of Bourges. This 
abjuration was followed by a truce of 
three months with the League, and 
gave the final blow to that faction, in 
spite of the resistance made by Rome; 
for all the cities, from that time, con- 
tended which should submit first to 
their lawful sovereign. Paris opened 
its gates to him, March 22, 154 
Heary 
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Henry IV. made his public entry there 
two days after, and the parliament or- 
dered a solemn procession to be made 
annually in memory of this event. 
The year following, Henry declared 
war against the Spaniards, whom he 
defeated at the battle of Fontaine- 
Francoisez and the duke of Mayenne 
made peace with him in 1596. In 
1:97, the Spaniards surprized Amiens, 
which threw the whole kingdom into 
1 consternation; but the King took 
that city again immediately, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the archduke 
Albert. At length the duke de Mer- 
coeur, with Bretany, Submitted to him 
ses, and peace was concluded with 
Spain at Vervins, May 2, 1598; from 
which time, till Henry's death, the 
natton was free from either foreign or 
civil wars, excepting the expedition 
against the duke of Savoy in 1600, 
which proved glorious to France, and 
was followed by an advantageous 
treaty. Henry IV. having thus sub- 
dued his Kingdom, thought of nothing 
but making 1t happy, and governing as 
a father; and, though he found it in 
the most frightful state of desolation, 
he restored it to a flourishing one. He 
assisted Holland against Spain, was 
mediator between the pope and the 
Venetians, and on the point of begin- 
ning the execution of a vast design, 
when he was Killed by Ravaillac, 
May 14, 1610, at the age of 57, after 
eigning 21 years. It is commonly 
said, that this misfortune had been 
foretold to him the day before; but this 
is an idle Story. Henry IV. was one 
of the best and greatest Kings that ever 
reigned in the world: he had a refined 
judgment, the greatest openness of 
temper, a charming simplicity of man- 
ners, noble and generous sentiments, 
great skill in politics, and invincible 
courage. No prince was ever more 
&ind and merciful to his subjects, nor 
better deserved their affections. The 
beautiful stuffs of Lyons, the silk and 
woullen tapestries, adorned with gold; 
the small glasses, in imitation of those 
made at Venice; the plantations of 
mulberry trees, and cultivation of silk 
worms, all began in his reign. He was 
projecting the means of rendering his 
kingdom so flourishing, that the low- 
est subject might have a ferul te boil on 
vardays; a truly royal project, and far 
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preferable to the vast designs of the 
Alexanders and Cæsars! Yet it would 
be difficult to tind a prince Whose life 
had been so often attempted; for (not 
to mention St. Bartholomew's day) 
Peter Barriere, john Chatel, a Carthu— 
sian named Peter Ouin, a vicar of St. 
Nicholas in the Fields, who was hanged 
1595, and a tapestry maker in 1596, 
had attempted to kill him before Ra- 
vaillac, Heury, after having procured 
the dissolution of his marriage with 
Margaret de Valois, married Mary de 
Medicis in 1600, and had by her 
Louis XIII. who succeeded him. This 
prince has been justly reproached with 
his too great tondness for gaming, and 
women, and his many mistresses; for, 
besides Gabrielle d'Estrées, whorn it is 
said he wanted to marry, he had Hen- 
rietta de Balzac d'Entragues, duchess 
of Verneuil; Jaqueline de Beuil, coun- 
tess of Moret; Charlotte des Essarts, 
countess de Romorantin, &c, Hows- 
ever, he never suffered any of them to 
govern him; and, when they pretend- 
ed to he peevish, told them, He world!

ene Such Servani as M. de Sully, who was 
necesiary to him in honourable and 1560 
affairs, Those who wish to be more 
fully acquainted with the hfe of this 
great king, may read the excellent 
history of it by M. Hardouin de Pere- 
tixe, and Sully's Memoirs. The reign 
of the Bourbons begins with Henry LV. 

HENRY I. king of England and 
duke of Normandy, surnamed Z*aue- 
c/cre from his learning, was son of Wil- 
ham the Conqueror, and younger bro- 
ther of William Rufus and Robert de 
Courte-Cuisse, The latter being in Pa- 
lestine when William Rufus was Killed, 
1100, Henry took advantage of that 
circumstance to be crowned King of 
England. Robert, on his return, was 
acknowledged duke of Normandy, and 
landed with a fleet at Portsmouth, to 
assert his right to the throne. Henry, 
however, settled the affair with him, 
by agreeing to pay an annual tribute 
of 3000 marks. But, this tribute soon 
ceasing to be punctually paid, Robert 
began the war again, and Henry went 
into Normandy, of which he gained 
possession after the battle of Tinche- 
bray, September 27, 1106, when Ro-

tat time subsisted between the houses 
of Orleans and Burgundy, and between 
queen Isabella of Bavaria and the dau- 
phin, afterwards King Charles VII. 
Henry Sided with the house of Bur- 
gundy and the queen, and concluded a 
treaty of peace at Troyes in Cham- 
pagne, June 20, 1420, 1 which it was 
agreed, that he should marry Cathe- 

rine of France; that he Should be King 
after the death of Charles VI. and 
from thenceforth take: the title of Re- 
vert, and Heir of the Kingdom: but the 
war continued notwithstanding this 
treaty, Henry died at Vincennes, Au- 
gust 31, 1422, aged 36. The Euglish 
writers mention him with the highest 
encomiums. He had a son by Cathe- 
rine of France, who succeeded him. 
That princess, some time after, pri- 
vately married Owen Tudor, a Welch 
gentleman, by whom she had Edmund, 
father of Henry earl of Richmond, af- 
terwards king of England, by the name 
of Henry VII. The queen dying in 
1433, her marriage became public, and 
Tudor Ned, but, being taken during 
the civil wars, was beheaded. 

EENRY VI. surnamed of Windsr, 
£ucceeded his father Henry V. in 1422, 
and reigned in England, under the re- 
gency of the duke of Gloucester, and 
of the duke of Bedford in France, who 
were both his uncles. The English 
continued their victories in France, 
won the battles of Crevant, Verneuil, 
and Rouvroi, and were likely to be- 
come masters of the whole kingdom, 
when, by an unforeseen chance, a young 
girl, known by the name of Jean of 
Are, and the Maid of Orleans, suddenly 
appeared at the head of the French 
army, and compelled the English to 
raise the Siege of Orleans 1429; and, 
from that time, their affairs grew worse 
every day. They carried their young 
king to Paris, and put a double crown 
on his head, in the cathedral church, 
November 27, 1431; concluded a truce 
for 18 months in 1444, which they 
broke in Bretany and Scotland; and, 
being continually defeated everywhere, 
had nothing left in France in 1451 but 
Calais, and the province of Guienne, 
These losses of the English were prin- 
cipally owing to the civil wars which 
were going on among themselves. 
Richard, duke of York, descended on 
bis mother's side from Lionel, second

son of Edward III. claimed a greater 
right to the crown than Henry, who 
was descended from John of Gaunt, 
duke of Lancaster, third son of the 
Same Edward, Henry was defeated 
and taken prisoner at St. Alban's by 
the duke of York, May 31, 1.455, and 
again at the battle of Northampton, 
July 19, 1460. It was determined by 
parliament that Henry should keep the 
crown, and that the duke of York 
Should succeed him; but. queen Mar- 
garet of Anjou, wife of Henry VI. 
galning the battle of Wakefield, in 
which the duke of York was Killed, 
released, her husband. In the mean 
time the earl of March was proclaimed 
King, by the name of Edward IV. 
through the ear! of Warwick's in- 
trigues, who was called, The King-maker, 
Henry was sent to the tower 1461, and 
remained there till 1470, when the 
earl of Warwick, having again joined 
his party, replaced him on the throne, 
and drove away Edward. His prospe- 
rity was, however, but of short dura- 
tion, Edward, who had applied to 
the duke of Burgundy, returned with 
forces to England, defeated Warwick, 
and again confined Henry in the Tower, 
where he was killed by the duke of 
Gloncester, 1471, aged 52. 

HENRY VII. king of England, son 
of Edmund earl of Richmond, and 
Margaret of Lancaster. He opposed 
Richard III. and gaining the battle of 
Bosworth, Aug. 22, 1485, was crowned 
the following month, September zo. 
Henry married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Edward IV. January 18, 1486, by 
which marriage, it was expected, an 


end would be put to the contests be- 


tween the houses of York and Lan- 
caster, their rights being united. Ne- 
vertheless fresh troubles began, and 
the King's enemies twice attempted to 
dethrone him, by setting up two im- 
postors. The first of these was Lam- 


bert Simnell, who assumed the title of 


earl of Warwick; the second, an ad- 
venturer, named Perkin Warbeck, son 
of a converted Jew at Toyrnay. This 
latter pretended to be Richard duke of 
York, son of Edward IV.; but Henry 
suppressed them. both, He assisted the 
emperor Maximilian I. against Charles 
VIII. king of France; fought against 
the Scotch, and founded several col- 
leges, which procured him the appel- 
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lation of + pious prince, and a friend to 


Fung; but avarice cast a blemish on 
Eis merits. However, England began 
to recover in his reign; the laws were 
enforced, and commerce flourished, 
He died April 22, 1509, aged 52, in 
the twenty-fourth year of his reign. 
N. Marsollier has written his history, 
Henry VIII. succeeded him. 

HENRY VIII. king of England, suc- 
ceeded his father Henry VII. in 1509. 
He joined the emperor Maximilian 
against Louis XII. king of France, by 
the solicitation of pope Julius II.; de- 
feated the French at tie battle of the 
Spurs, 1513, and took Teronene and 
Tournay. On his return to England, 
he marched aga:rst the Scotch, and 
conquered them at Flodden, in which 
engagement James IV. their King was 
killed. Henry made peace with 
Louis XII. and gave him his sister 
Mary in marriage 1514. He after- 
wards wrote against Luther, for which 
Leo X. gave him the title of Defender 
of the Faith. A war breaking out be- 
tween Francis I. and Charles V. Henry 
at first espoused the interests of the 
latter; but, some time after, through 
cardinal Wolsey's persuasion, formed 
2 strict friendship with Francis I. and 
endeavoured to promote the detiver- 
ance of pope Clement VII. in 1528. 
It was through the intrigues of the 
same cardinal that he divorced Cathe- 
rine of Arragon, and married Anne Bo- 
Jeyn 1533, Which occasioned the pope 
to excommunicate him. Henry, irri- 
tated by this excommunication, with- 
out at all changing the articles of the 
Catholic faith, abolished the papal au- 
thority in England, refused the annual 
tribute to the holy see, which his pre- 
gecessors had paid from the time of 
Inas; and compelled the clergy to ac- 
knowledge him Head of the Church. 
v. BELLAY (John de). All those who 
refused to own this Supremacy, were 
either banished or sentenced to death; 
and upon this occasion the illustrious 
cardinal John Fisher, and the learned 
Ir Thomas More, were beheaded. 
Thus began the reformation in Eng- 
land, which was completed under Elt- 
2zxbeth. Henry abolished, at the same 
time, the order of Malta in his King- 
dom, and commanded the bones of St. 
Thomas of Canterbury to be burnt. 
Some time after, he caused Anne Bo-

HENRY IV. called the Impotent, sue- 


ceeded his father, John II. King of 
Castile, 1454, at the age of 30. Har- 
ing divorced Blanche of Navarre, he 
married Jane of Portugal, who took 
no pains to conceal her gallantries; 
and Henry, suspected of impotence, 
was himself surrounded with mis- 
tresses; so that there never was a reign 
in which vice appeared more boldly, 
In the midst of-these disorders, the 
queen had a daughter named Jane, 
whom Henry acknowledged, and caused 
to be proclaimed heiress by the states; 
but the liberties which the queen al- 
lowed to Bertrand de la Caeva gave 
great reason to suspect that the in- 
tanta, Jane, was his daughter. The 
King, dismissing Villena, and the arch- 
bishop of Toledo, made Cueva his sole 
confidant; upon which the disgraced 


ministers raised the grandees against 


Henry, aud publicly deposed him in 
the 
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the plain of Avila. His brother, 40k 
phonso, was declared king; but this 
Young prince dying, the mal- contents 
ok the part of Isabella, Henry's sis- 
ter; declared the king impotent, his 
Janghter à pastard, and the infanta, 
lenbella, heiress to the throne. Henty 
Wos forced to accede to this declara- 
tion, which covered him with ig no- 
wine, and, on that condition, they 
llt him the title of King. In vain did 
he protest against this treaty, and in 
Lain, on his death- bed, in 1474, de- 
clate the infanta, Jane, legitimate. 
Tue princess Isabella succeeded him.

HENRY V Lion, duke of Bavaria 
-nd Saxony, a powerful and warlke 
prince in the 12th century, who ex- 
tended his dominions in Germany from 
he Elbe to the Rhine, and from the 
paltic sea to che frontiers of Italy. He 
built bridges over the Danube at Ra- 
nsbon and Luxemburg; destroyed the 
Peneti almost entirely, and saved Fre- 
derick Barbarossa, his cousin german, 
from the fury of the Romans, who had 
revolted. Nevertheless this emperor, 
growing jealous of Henry's power, de- 
clared him guilty of high treason in 
11%, and deprived him of his domi- 
nions on Various pretences. Henry 
was obliged to fly to the King of Eng- 
and, his father-in-law, who caused 
Brunswick and Lunenburg to be re- 
stored to him, He died 1195. v. ERIC. 

HENRY F Huntingden, a celebrated 
English historian in the 12th century, 
canon of Lincoln, and afterwards arch- 
deacon of Huntingdon, He left a Hist. 
:f England, published by Savil, 1596, 
fol.; a small treatise on Contempt of the 
Mord, &c. both in Latin, 

HEXRY of Suza, ie Segusio, the most 
eminent civilian and canonist of the 
13th century, who acquired so high a 
reputation, as to be called, The Source 
and Splendeur of the Lau. He was ap- 
pointed archbishop of Embrun about 
12 58, and cardinal bishop of Ostea in 
1262, from whence he had the name 
of Ostiensis, by which he is Known 
and quoted, He died 1271. His works 
are, a Sum of the Canon and Citi! Law, 
commonly called, The Golden Sum on the 
Heat of Decretals, which he composed 
dy order of the pope, Alexander IV.

HENRY of Ghent, or Goethals, a 
learned divine of the 13th century, 
doctor and professor of the Sorbonne, 
Surnamed The Solemn Decor, are hdeacon 
of Tournay, in which city he died, 
June 29, 1205, aged 76, He wrote a 
rait des Hommes illustres, fol. as a sup- 
piement to those of St. Jerome and 
Sigebert; and printed with them 4 
Somme de Theologic, fol. and Theotovie 
quodliÞtique, fol. This last is an ex- 
cellent work, and much superior to 
those of all the other divines in this 
author's time. 

HENRY BOICH, a celebtated lawyer 
of the 14th century, borh at St. Paul 
de Leon in Bretany, author of a Com- 
mentary on the Decretals printed at Ve- 
nice, 1576, fol. 

HENRY A Urimatia, a pious and 
learned divine in the 1qth century, a 
native of Thuringia, one of the order 
of Augustine hermits. He left several 
works that.have never been published. 

HENRY de Gorkum, or Gorickem, an 
ingenious Dutchman, doctor and vice- 
chancellor of Cologn in the 15th cen- 
tury, author of a treatise on Superitie 
tian, Lugd. 1601, 8vo. and other theo- 
logical works. 

HENRY Harphivs, a pious Francis- 
can of the 15th century, $ called be- 
cause he was a native at Harph, a vil- 
lage in Brabant, He discovered great 
zeal and prudence in the care of $outs, 
and was guardian of Matines, where 
he died in 1478, leaving a great num- 
ber of religious tracts, written in Fe- 
mish, and translated into Latin and 
French: among the latter is his 7hoo- 
logie My:tique, translated by de la Motte 
Romancour, Paris, 1617, 4to. 

HENRY (Nicholas) born 1692 ar 
Verdun. He was tutor to the son of 
M. ſoly de Fleury, procurator general 
to the parliament of Paris, appointed 
professor of Hebrew at the royal coi- 
lege in 1723, and discharged that office 
with credit till 1752, when: he was 
Killed in the street, February 4, at the 
age of 60, by the fall of an entabia- 
ture. He left a small abridgement of 
the Hebrew Grammar, fol. which is 
good, but very obscure; ,and 2 goud 
edition of Vatable's Bible, 2 vol. foL 

HENRY ae St. Joruce, Henricus 4 
S. u Tenatio, an able divine, a Car- 
melite, born at Ath in Flanders, who 
taught theology with reputation, and 
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passed through the most important 
offices of his order. He made a long 
stay at Rome in the beginning of the 
pontificate of Clement XI. by whom 
he was much esteemed, and died in a 

ery advanced age at Cavee, a Carme- 
lite convent, about 1720. His chief 
work is a complete system of moral 
theology, entitled, Erhira amore, i. e. 
the Morality ef Love, Liege, 1709, 3 
vol. fol in which he strongly opposes 
the relaxed casuists, hut supports the 


Principles of the Ultramontanes. He 


has also left another theological work,

He 
was a man of learning, and published 
the Commentaries of Extkymirs on the 
Evangelists; those of. U:c:menius on St. 
Paul, and of Herdes on the Revela- 
tions, &c. The Latin Bible of Ant- 
werp, Plantin, 1565, 5 vol. 16to. with 
a preface by Henten, is esteemed. 

HEPHESTION, favourite of Alexan- 
der the Great, and educated with that 
prince, who loved him so much, that 
he communicated to him his most se- 
cret thoughts; and, when he married 
Statira, eldest daughter of Darius, gave 
the younger to Hephestion, consider— 
ing him as another self. This fa- 
vourite died at Ebatane, 324 A. C. and 
Alexander was so much atllicted at his 
loss, that he took no nourishment for 


three days, and caused Hephestion's 


physician to be crucified, He after- 
warwus raised a magniticent tomb to 
his favourite, and offered sacriſice to 
him as to a god. Hephestion indeed 
deserved to be lamented by Alexander;

he was benevolent, affable, modext in 
manners, possessed great equanimity, 
and joined to his virtues a distinguished 
courage, and the art of commandicg 
and animating the soldiers. 

HEPHESTION, a grammarian gf 
Alexandria in the reign of the emperg

HERACLAS (St.) brother of the il. 


lustrious martyr Plutarch, and one of 


Origen's disciples, who was converted, 
with his brother, in the persecution 
under Severus, He was Catechist of 
Alexandria jointly with Origen, after. 
wards alone, and raised by his merit 
to the see of Alexandria, his native 
place, 232. He died at the end of 24 
HERACLEON, by his Comment. 
ries on St. John and St. Luke, induced 
several Christians to adopt the system 
of Valentine, in which he made some 
alterations, and formed the sect of 
Heracleonites, Origen refuted him, and 
It is in his work that we find some 
fragments of the writings of this vi.

HERACLEOTES (Dionysius) a ce. 
lebrated philosopher, so called from 
being a native of Heraclea, a city of 
Pontus. After studying under differ- 
ent masters, he attached himself to 
Zeno, founder of the Stoical sect, 264 
A. C. from whom he learned that pain 
was no evil, and persisted in that opi- 
nion so long as he continued in health; 
but, suffering violent pain during a fi 
of sickness, he abjured his doctrine, 
renounced his sect, and joined that ot 
the Cyrenaics, who placed the sove- 
reign good in pleasure. Some of his 
Work gre quoted by Diogenes Laertius. 
HERACLIDES, a famous Greek 
philosophers, surnamed Ponticus, de- 
cause born at Heraclea in Pontus, tl? 
disciple of Speysippus, and afterwarci 
of Aristotle, about 336 A. C. Tits 
philosopher's pride was so great, taz;

HERACLIUS, a Roman emperor, 
en of Heraclins, governor of Africa, 
and orizinally of Cappadocia, Encou- 
aged by the people's clamours, who 
could no longer endure the tyranny of 
Plocas, he landed at Cappadocia, de- 
feated the tyrant's forces, caused him 
to be beheaded, and himself crowned 


emperor, with his wife Eudoxia, by the 


Patriarch, Sergius, 610. Some time 
after, Heraclins offered an annual tri- 
dute to Chosroes II. king of Persia, to 
obtain peace; but that prince chose ra- 
ther to continue the war, took several 
provinces, and Jerusalem itself, in 615. 
Heraclius, alarmed by such rapid suc— 
dess, again proposed a peace; but 
Chosroes would grant it only on condi- 
tion that he and all his subjects should 
VOL, LL, | 
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renounce Christianity. The king, pro“ 
voked by this demand, raised a power” 
ful army, defeated Chosroës, and pur- 
sued him into his own dominions, 
where his eldest son Syroes, whom he 
wanted to disinherit, that the younger 
might reign, put him to death in prison. 
Heraclius made peace with this new 
King in 628, and carried back to Jeru- 
salem the cross on which jesus Christ 
suffered. It was received by the pa- 
triarch Zachariah, and his clergy, who 
adored it, and showed it to the people, 
This was the origin of the festival 
called, I% Exaltation of the Holy Cross, 
celebrated September 14, by the Latin 
Church, Heraclius fell afterwards in- 
to the heresy of the Monothelites, and 
published a famous edict, called the 
F.cthesis, in favour of that error. He 
died of a dropsy, February 11, 64r, 
after naving reigned 30 years, and was 
Succeeded by his eldest son Constan- 
tine, 
HERAULT (Didier) Desiderius He- 
raldus, a learned ?dvocate of the par- 
liament of Paris, in the 175th century, 
who has left many valuable works : 
the principal are, Notes on Tertulliar's 
Apclogy; on Minutius Felix; on Arng- 
bius. and Martial; Adversaria; and $Ce 
veral tracts on law. He died 1649. 
Herault, his son, was minister of the 
Walloon church in London, and after- 
wards prebendary of Canterbury, He 
left the Pacifique royal en deuil, against 
the death of Charles I, king of Eng- 
land, which is a collection of Sermgns, 
and was followed, after the restoration, 
by twenty other sermons, published 
under the title of, Pacifique Royal en jaie. 
HERAULT (Magdelen) dauzhter of 
a painter of the same name. She ex- 
celled in copying from the great mas- 
ters, and also Succeeded well in por- 
traits; married, in 1660, Noel Coypel, 
whom see under that article. 
HERBELOT (Bartholomew d') born 
December 4, 1625, of a good family at 
Paris. He went several times to Italy, 
where Ferdinand II. grand duke of 
Tuscany, conceived a particular esteem 
for him. D'Herbelot having, by the 
duke's desire, endorsed some of the 
best Oriental MSS, which were offered 
to sale at Florence, and marked the 
price, that prince purchased them, and 
made him a present of them, M, 
Colbert, being informed of the merit 
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of this learned man, sent for him back 
to Paris, and procured him a pension 
from the king of 1500 livres. D' Her- 
belot had before the same pension from 
M. Fouquet, superintendant of the fi- 
nances: after the disgrace of that mi- 
nister, he was made sectetary and in- 
terpreter of oriental languages. At 
length, the chancellor de Ponchartrain 
procured him the chair of professor 
royal of Syriac, vacant by the death of 
M. Dauvergne. M. D' Herbelot died at 
Paris, December 10, 1695, aged 70. 
His chief work is, La Bib/iztheque Ori- 
entale, 1697, fol. a book containing im- 
mense learning, which he began in 
Italy, and finished in France. He also 
composed a Dictionary, Turkish, Per- 
sian, Arabic, and Latin; besides other 
works, which would be worth publish- 
Ing.

HERESBACK (Conrad) so called 
from his being a native of Heresback, 
a village in the diocese of Cleves; go- 
vernor, and afterwards counsellor to 
the duke of Juliers, who entrusted him 
with affairs of the greatest conse- 
quence. He understood Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, and the modern languages, 
and died October 14, 1576, aged 67, 
Heresback left, Hirst. de la Prize de Mun- 
ter, par les Alnabaptiites, Jeesgu d [tus 
bee cn 1539, Amsterdam, 1650, Evo, 
Re: rustice libri 4.

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that place. M. de Hericourt was en- 
trusted with some important commis- 
sions by the court, and wrote a History 
of the Academy of Soissons, in Latin, 
printed at Montauban, 1688, Svo.

M. Lewis de Hericourt, an 
eminent advocate at Paris, his grand- 
son, Who died 753, was author of

HERISSANT (Francis David) born 
1724, at Rouen, and died 1773. He 
was doctor of physic of the faculty at 
Paris, member of the academy of sci- 
ences, and several of his Memoirs 
may be tound in those of that academy, 
His taste for anatomy and botany pre- 
vailed over the intentions of his pa- 
rents, who designed him for the law. 

HERITIER (Nicholas l') a French 
Poet in the 17th century, nephew of 
the celebrated keeper of the seals, de 
Vair. He was originally a musque- 
teer, but, being obliged to quit the 
Service from a wound he had received, 
bought the place of treasurer to the 
French guards, and obtained that of 
historiographer of France. L'Heritier 
distinguished himself by two tragedies, 
L' Hereule Furieux, and Cizvis; and by 
his little fugitive pieces; among which 
Le Portrait d Amaranthe is particularly 
admired, He died 1680. 

HERITIER (Mary Jane l') de Vil- 
landon, daughter of the preceding, a 
lady who became very celebrated not 
only for her learning and poetical ta- 
lents, but for her amiable manners and 
noble sentiments. She was born at 
Paris 1664, admitted into the academy 
of the Jeux Floraux at Toulouse, 1696, 
and of the Ricevrati at Padua, 1697. 
She died 1734, at Paris. The greatest 
part of mademoiselle VHeritier's works 
are a mixture of verse and prose: she 
also translated Ovid's Epistles, 16 of 
which are in French verse; La Tour te- 
nebreuie, Englizh Tales, 12mo.; Les Ca- 
prices du Dectin, 12mo. 

HERLICIUS (David) a philosopher, 
physician, and astrologer, born Decem- 
ber 28, 1557, at Caits in Misnia, who 
published an almanac, 1584, which 
had great success, and applied himself 
to that Kind of Study 52 years, He also 
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drew horoscopes; and, as he wanted 
not sense, took every precaution pos- 
Sible to avoid the ridicule which at- 
tends that uncertain art, However, 
he foretold, in his Anti- Iurcicus miles, 
that the Turkish empire would soon 
be destroyed; yet it still subsists. Her- 
licius taught mathematics, philosophy, 
and physic, in Germany, and married 
twice. He died August 15, 1636,

HERMAS, an ecclesiastical writer of 
the first century, said, by Origen, Eu- 
cebius, and St. Jerome, to be the $ame 
whom St. Paul salutes at the end of his 
piztie tO the Romans. We have a 
hook written by him in Greek some 
time before the persecution began in 
os, under Domitian, entitled, Ine 
Shepherd, because the author introduces 
an angel speabing in the person of a 
zuepherd. The Greek text is lost, but 
the Latin translation which remains is 
very ancient, and very exact. Some 
of the Fathers have considered this 
book as canonical; the author says 
clearly, according to St. Athanasius, 
that God created the universe from no- 
thing, * 10 U Nn euros L237 vis. 1. It 
may be found in the Library of the Fa- 
thers, and in Cotelier, and is translated 
among the Apocryphal books in Sacy's 
Bible, 1742, 2 vol. 12mo. 


HERMILS, v. MERCURIUS TRIS-. 


MEGISTUS. 

HERMIAS, a philosopher of Gala- 
tia, who adopted the error of Hermo- 
genes, respecting the eternity of the 
world, and held, that God and the 
soul were material, but of a more sub— 
tile matter than bodies. This was the 
metaphysics of the Stoics, accommo- 
dated to the dogmas of the Christian. 
The world, according to him, was hell; 
znd the generation of mankind, the 
resurrection. His seRaries were called, 
Seleucian Hermianists. 

HERNITAS, a Christian philosopher, 
supposed to have lived before Tertul- 
lian. An imperfect work of his re-

HERMINIER (Nicholas I'Y an inge-.

He taught theology in pri- 
Vie during a considerable time, and 
died, May 6, 1735, aged 77, leaving

noise, and was censured by some 
bishops. | 
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HERMIT (Peter the) a famous 
French solitary, born of a noble fa- 
mily at Amiens in Picardy, who, hav- 
ing visited the Holy Land about 1093, 
was so moved by the deplorable state 
to which the Christians were reduced, 
that he requested Simeon, patriarch of 
Jerusalem, to give him letters for the 
pope, and the western princes, that 
they night be induced to deliver the 
faithful from these oppresstons. Peter 
carried these letters first to Urban 11. 
and afterwards, travelling over great 
part of Europe, that he might talk 
privately to the princes, was so success- 
ful in persuading them, and preached 
so eloquently in favour of a war against 
the inhdels, that he soon collected 
great armies; and thus originated the 
crusade. Godfrey of Bouillon, head ot 
the principal part of the crusaders, see- 
ing Peter followed by a great multi- 
tude of the lower people, appointed 
him their leader, and ordered him to 
go betore. Peter then divided his 
troops into two parts, gave the com- 
mand of the first to a valiant French 
gentleman, his friend, named Walter 
Sans av", Or without money, because he 
had no property, and put himself at 
the head of the other, which still con- 
sisted of above 40,000 men: these two 
armies committed great outrages in 
Hungary, and were defcated by Soly- 
man near Nice in Bithynia. Such was 
the event of Peter the Hermit's expe- 
dition, who was not so successful with 
Lis sword as with his pilgrim's staff. 
The year following, 1097, he was at 
the siege of Antioch; and, wearied 
out with its length, would have fled; 
but Tancred obliged him to return, and 
swear he would not give up an enter- 
prize of which he was the original au- 
thor. Peter afterwards distinguished 
himself by his zeal tor the conquets of 
the Holy Land; performed wonders at 
the siege of Jerusalem 1099, and was 
grand vicar ot that city in the absence 
of the new patriarch. v. TRISTAN. 

HERMOGENES, the first and most 
celebrated architect of antiquity, ac- 
cording to Vitruvius, a native of Alan- 
bada, a city of Caria, He built a 
temple to Diana at Magnega,” another 
to Bacchus at Tros, and was the origi- 
nal inventor of several parts of archi» 
tecture. A book he had written on 
that subject is lost. 
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HER MOGENES, a famous heresiarch 
of the 24d century, against whom Ter- 
tullian, Origen, and Theophilus of An- 
tioch, have written. He applied Stoi- 
cism to Christianity, Saying, that mat- 
ter was co-eternal with God, and that 
he had formed all creatures out of it. 
This Hermogenes must be distinguished 
from a rhetorician of the same name, 
who also lived in the 2d century, by 
whom we have some Greek books on 
rhetoric, with the other Greek rheto- 
ricians, Fenice, 1508, and 1509, 2 vol. 
fol. and, separately, Geneva, 1614, 8vo. 
Greek and Latin: to which are joined 
the Latin rhetoricians, 1523, fol. It 
is said that this author forgot, at 24, 
all he knew, and that, being opened 
after his death, his heart was found 
covered with hair, and of an uncom- 


mon size. 
HER MOGENIANUS, a celebrated 


- Civilian, by whom we have an Abridge- 


ment of Law, in 6 books, and a Co/lec- 
tion of the Constitutions, or Laws of the 


Empire. He lived, in the 4th century, 


under Constantine's children. 

HERMOLAUS BARBARUS, v. BAR- 
BAR9. 

HER MONDAVILLE (Henry de) first 
surgeon to Philip the Fair, He was 
lohn Pitard's pupil, who held the same 
office at the court of St. Louis. Her- 
mondaville became very skilful in his 
art, and taught with reputation at 
Montpellier, afterwards at Paris. It is 
not known when he died. He left 
some very curious tracts, written about

HERNANDEZ (Francis) physician 
to Philip II. author of a History of 
the Plants, Animals, and Minerals, in 
Nexico, Latin, Rome, 1651, fol. valu- 
able and scarce. 


PERO, a famous priestess of Venus 


at Sestos, who lived near the Helles- 
pont, over an arm. of which Leander, 
her lover, a youth of Abydos, swam 
every night to visit her, guided by a 
torch which she placed upon a tower; 
but he was at length drowned in his 
passage, and Hero, seeing his dead 
body on the shore, threw herself into 
the sea, and perished. 

HEROD the Great, or Acolemta, born 
at Ascalon 68 A. C. gon of Antipater 
and Ipumean. He was at first gover- 
zor of Galilee, and joined the party 


* 


of Cassius and Brutus, but, after then 
death, declared for Mark Anthonr 
and was made tetrarch, then governcr 
of Judea, and at last king of the Jew; 
34 A. C. of which kingdom he re. 
mained in peaceable possession thres 
years after his competitor Antigony, 
died. Herod married Mariamne, daugh. 
ter of Alexander, son of Aristohulu; 
and put his grandfather to death at the 
age of 80 After Anthony's defeat at 
Actium, he went to Augustus at Rhodes 
and, by his submissive behaviour, in. 
duced that prince to let him remain 
King of the Jews. On his return t9 
Judea, 28 A C. he condemned Mari. 
amne to death, whom before he had 
passionately loved, and was afterward; 
so deeply afflited at what he had 
done, that he was like a madman, and 


frequently called for her, as if she had 


been still living. It was at this time 


that he destroyed all those who ha! 


any authority among the people, bu 
showed some humanity during the 
plague and famine which happened 
about that time, melting down all his 
vessels of silver to supply the poor 
with food. Herod rebuilt the Temple, 
19 A. C. but tarnished the glory of 
that edifice, by raising a theatre and 
amphi-theatre for the celebration cf 
games in honour of Augustus. This, 
however, pleased the emperor so much, 
that he made him sovereign of three 
new provinces; upon which Herod 
carried his gratitude to impiety, and 
built a temple to that prince. Some 
time after he put.to death his two sons, 
Alexander and Aristobulus, and then 
his other son, Antipater, born while 
he was in a private station. Augustus

wards caused Judas and Matthias, two 
eminent doQors of the law, to be burn: 
alive; and ordered all the male chi- 


dren, of two years old and under, to be 


killed in Bethlehem, and its contines, 
because the wise men did not return t9 
him when they had worshipped our 
Saviour in the manger. This impious 
prince died three years after the birth 
of Christ, aged 71, being eaten up by 
worms, and had reigned 37 years. He 
gave orders, that all the persons of 
distinction whom he kept in prison 
Should be killed the moment he ex- 


Pired, that every great family in the 


Kingdom 
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kingdom might weep at his death ; but 
this inhuman command was not exe- 
cuted. There were flatterers and en- 
thusiasts who took this tyrant for the 
Messiah, which gave rise to the sect of 
Herodians. Archelaus, Herod-Antipas, 
and Philip, his sons, Succeeded him, 
HEROD-ANTIPAS, son of Herod 
{fr Great, made tetrarch of Galilee by 
Augustus on his father's death. He 


put away the daughter of Aretas, King 


of the Arabs, to take Herodias, his 
brother's wife. This occasioned a long 
war between him and Aretas, in which 
the Jews were frequently defeated. It 
was this Herod who put St. John the 
Baptist to death, by a criminal defe- 


rence to Herodias, and sent Christ back 


to Pilate : but his crimes did not re- 
main unpunished : he was banished to 
Lyons by order of Caligula, and died 
miserably in that city, with Herodias, 
about the year 40. 

HEROD AGRIPPA, v. AGRIPPA. 

HEROD (Tiberius Claudius Atticus) 
surnamed the Athenian, a native of Ma- 
rathon, who studied rhetoric, The first 
time he spoke before Adrian, he stop- 
ped short; but, not suffering this cir- 
cumstance to discourage him, became 
so famous in Greece, and at Rome, for 
his extempore harangues, that Titus- 
Antoninus appointed him teacher of 
rhetoric to his adopted sons, Marcus 
Aurelius, and Lucius Verus; consider 
ing him as the most eloquent man of 
the age. He rose from this office to 
the highest dignities, and was consul 
in 143. He retired towards the end of 
his life to Marathon, and died there of 
a consumption, aged 76. Sorae of his 


Speeches are in the Greek Orators by 


Aldus, 1513, 2 tom. fol.; and in those 
of Stephens, 1575, fol. 

HERODIAS, sister of Agrippa ie 
Great, married to Philip, youngest son 


of Herod the Great, but leſt her hus- 


band to marry Herod-Antipas, her bro- 
ther-in-law. It was this Herodias who 
requested the head of St. John the 
Baptist, because he had opposed her 
criminal passion. She died at Lyons 
about the year 40. 

HERODIAN, a celebrated Greek 
historian, whose life was spent chiefly 
at Rome with the emperors, and it was 
there he wrote his History, in 8 books, 
from the death of Antoninus the Philo- 
e, to Balbinus, and Maximus Pupi- 
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enus, whom the soldiers murdered, to 
set the younger Gordian on the throne. 
Herodian lived in the 3d century, un- 
der Marcus Aurelius, and his succes- 
sors; and it is from him that we learn 
the ceremonies of the apotheosis of the 
Roman emperors. His History is writ- 
ten in Greek in a beautiful style: there 
is an elegant Latin translation of it by 
Angelo Politian, and an excellent 
French one by the abbé Montgault, the 
best edition of which is, 1745, 12mo. 
The most esteemed of the Greek and 
Latin editions is Oxford, 1699, or 1704, 
8vo. and Edinburgh, 1722, 12mo. This 
author also left a grammatical work, 
de Numeris, which may be found with 
the Grammar of Theodore by Aldus, 
1495, fol. : 

HEROET (Anthony) of la Maison- 
neuve, a native of Paris, related to 
the chancellor Olivier. His poetical 
talents introduced him to Francis I. 
who gave him the bishopric of Digne. 
He died the end of December 1563, 
leaving, La Parfaite Amir, in French 
verse; a translation of Plato's Andro- 
gyne; Complainte d'une Dame nnwvllement 
SUrprinse a Amour, Troyes, 1542, 8vo. 
and with the Poems of Borderie, and 
others, Lyons, 1547, 8vo. He treats 
of love in Plato's style. 

HERODOTUS, the father of profane 
history, and the most celebrated among 
the Greek historians, son of Lixus and 
Dryo, born 484 A. C. at Halicarnassus 
in Caria. He retired to the isle of- Sa- 
mos, but afterward visited Egypt, Italy, 
and Greece; and having learnt, during 
his travels, the origin and history of 
nations, composed the nine excellent 
books which remain to us, and were 
published by Thomas Gale, London, 
1679, fol. by Wesselingius, An terdam, 
1763, fol.

Du Ryer has translated them into 
French, 3 vol. tzmo.

He held several 
councils, and died in 922, three days 
after he had, against his will, crowned 
the usurper Robert. 

HERVE” the Breton, so called from 
1is being born in Lower Bretany.

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fary on St. Paul's Epfstles, printed with 
St. Anselm's works; and a Commentary © 
on Tsaiah, in the Collection of Father 
Pez. He died about 1150. 

HERVET (Gentien) born at Olivet, 
near Orleans, in 1499. He learned 
Greek and Latin from his childhood, 
and was made tutor to Claudius de 
PAubespine, who was afterwards se- 
cretary of state. Hervet going then to 
Paris, assisted Edward Lupset, an Eng- 
lishman, in an edition of Galen, and, 
following Lupset into England, was 
entrusted with the education of Arthur 
Pole; from thence he was called to 
Rome by cardinal Pole, to translate the 
Greek authors into Latin. He gained 
the friendship of this cardinal, and of 
all the illustrious men in Italy; dis- 
tinguished himself at the council of 
Trent; was grand-vicar of Nayon and 
Orleans, and afterwards canon of 
Rheims, in which last city he passed 
the remainder of his life, wholly de- 
voted to study. He died September 12, 
1584, aged 85. He left many works 
in Latin and in French; the principal 
are, Latin translations from several 
works of the Fathers; two Discourses 
delivered at the Council of Trent, 4to. 
one to prove the clergy should not be 
ordained without a title; the other, 
that marriages contracted by gentle- 
mens' children, without consent of pa- 
rents, are null: several controversial 
tracts in French; a French translation of 
the Council of Trent, &c. 

HERWART (ſohn George) chan- 
cellor of Bavaria at the beginning of the 
I7th century, descended from a patri- 
cian family of Augsburg. He wrote 
an Apology for the emperor Louis of 
Bavaria, against the falsehoods asserted 
by Bzovius; a chronological work, 
Chronelegia, nova et vera, 1612 and 1626, 
2 parts, 4to. ; another very singular 
book, which has been published by his 
son, John Frederick Herwart, entitled, 
Admirarida ethnice Teclogiæ Mysteria pro- 
palata, 1626, gqto. in which he main- 
tains that the winds, the magnetic 
needle, &c. were the original gods of 
the Egyptians, adored under myste- 
rious names. It seems strange that 
Vossius does not mention these two 
curious books. 

HERVEY (James) born 1714, suc- 
ceeded his father in the livings of 
Weston-Fave! and Collingtree in North- 
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amptonshire, and died 1758. A French 
tranclation of his Meditetiois among the 
Tombs, &c. appeared in 1771, tzmo. 
by Mess. Peyton aud le Tourneur, 

'BLSBURN (James) earl of Both- 
well, suspected of being concerned in 
the murder of Henry lord Darnley, 
husband of Mary, queen of Scots; but 
he had interest enough to get himself 
acquitted, and was bold enough to 
carry off the queen, and marry her. 
he nobility, anxious for Mary's son, 
afterwards James J. king of England, 
raised forces agaiust the queen and 
Bothwell. Mary's party proving the 
weakest, he escaped to Denmark, was 
imprisoned there, and died miserably 
ten vears after, 1577: 

PESHUSIUS (Tilemapuus) a cele- 
broted divine at the confesson of Augs- 
burg, more known by the name of Lie- 
nes, born 1625, at Wesel in Cleves. 
He taught theology in many cities of 
Germany, but was banished for his 
testless, turbulent, and Sed |t40us spitit. 
He died September 25, 1588, aged 62, 
having had several children. Ile leit 
Commentaries on the Zar, fol. on 
Ia, fol. and on.

HESICHIU'S, v. HESYCHIUS. 

HESIOD, a very famous Greek poet, 
born at Ascra in Brentia, and said to 
have become a poet While he was 
keeping sheep, by à particular favour 
of the Muses, u hase priest he was, on 
Mount Helicon, Some authors make 
him more ancient than Homer, some 
his contemporary, while others say, 
that he lived long after him; which 
Last opinion appears to de the true one; 
far we have every reason to believe, 
that Hesicd lived about 109 years later 
than Homer, as Porphyry asserts. It 
is said this poet was Killed by the Lo- 
crians, who threw him into the sea; 
but chat, his corpse being carried to 
land by dolphins, the guilty were dis- 
covert, and punished with death, 
Whether we credit this account or not, 
which has the appearance of a fable, 
we have certainly two of Hesiod's 
poems remaining; one, the best of 
them, entitled, Opera et Dies, consist- 
ing of precepts for agriculture; the 
other is the Treogonia, or Generation of 
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rhe Gods, A poem entitled, The Sin 
of Hercules, is also ascribed to him, hey 
the most able critics agree that he wy, 
not the author of it. Cicero advised 
Lepta to learn Hesiod by heart, and 
to quote him frequently. The account 
of the contest between him and Ho. 
mer is an idle Story, Hesiod, SPeaki tn 
of his poecical combat at the funer:; 
of .{mpridumas, neither names the van. 
quished, nor mentions Homer at al. 
The editions of this poet's works, 
printed at utter. am, 1657, Svo. and 
170T, 2 vol. Svo. are joined to the au. 
thors cum nytis d,; but the bes 
edition is, Orferd, 1737, 4t0.. He is 
also among the Peet Græci Minge,, 
Cambridge, 1684, Svo. M. Bergier hy 
given a French translation in his 9. 
gi ue det Dieux, 1768, 2 vol. 12m9. 

HESNAULT (John) a French poet, 
v. HENAUT. 

HESPERIDES, daughters of Hexspe- 
rus, the son of Japhet, and brother uf 
Atlas. Their names were Egle, Are. 
thusa, and Hesperathusa : they had 1 
garden filled with golden apples, kent 
by a dragon, which Hercules killed 
that he might gather the fruit. 

HESSE-CAS SEL. (Amelia Elizabeth 
of Hanau, widow of William V. sur- 
named the Constant, landgrave of) a 
famous heroine of the 17th centurr, 
who, by her victorious arms, and the 
ſirmness of her courage, acquired 2 
great reputation. She joined with 
France against the house of Austria, 
restored her son William to the pos- 
sessions of his ancestors, and died, co- 
vered with glory, August 8, 1651. The 
house of Hesse has produced many i|- 
lustrious and warlike princes. v. FRE- 
DERICK. 
 HESSEL'5S (James) one of the twelre 
judges of the sovereign council esta- 
blished by the duke of Alba in the 
Netherlands, who was continually 
asleep, and, when he was wake t0 
give his opinion, always answered 4: 
f4tibu/um (to the gallows). He was 4 
last hanged on a tree himself, without 
any trial, by the governors of Ghent, 
whom he had often threatened will 
that punishment. 

HESSELS (John) an ingenious doc. 
tor of Louvain, one of the moet learned 
divines of his age, born 1522. He ws 
professor of divinity at the abbey d 

Parc, afterwards at the university d 
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Lonvaing distinguished himself at the 
council of Trent, and died of an apo- 
plexy, November 7, 1566, aged 44, 
leaving Several controversial works; 
(:ymentaries on St. Matthew, SVO. on 
the first Epistle to Timothy; the se- 
cond ot St. Peter, and the first of St. 
ohn, Svo. and an excellent Catecſiun, 
Louvain, 1695, 4to. which may be 
considered as a system of dogmatical 
and moral theology. All this author's 
works discover profound learning, great 
penetration, and solid judgment. He 
must be distinguished from John Leo- 
nard Hessels, and not Hessels, doctor 
and professor of Louyain, who died ©: 
the council of Trent, January 5, 1552, 
and also left some works. 

HESYCHIUS, the most celebrated 
among the ancient Greek gramma— 
rians whose works have come down to 
us, He was a Christian, and, accord- 
ing to some authors, the same with 
Hesychius, patriarch of Jerusalem, who 
died in 609. This famous grammarian 
has left a Greek dictionary, from which 
we learn, that he was a judicious cri- 
tic and a Christian : Casaubon calls it 
the most useful and learned work of its 
kind that antiquity has produced. 
Schrevelius published a good edition, 
with notes, in 1668, 4to. hut the best 
is that published at Leyden, by John 
Alberti, 1746, and 3766, 2 vol. fol. 
The 24 vol. has been published by 
Runckenius. Several works by a priest 
named Hesychius are in the Library of 
the Fathers: we have also a history of 
persons eminent for their knowledge 
of Greek and Hebrew, written by He- 
S$ycliius of Miletus. 

KETZER (Lewis) a Socinian, who 
printed a Bible in German, 15329, fol. 
which, being suppressed on account of 
the errors it contained, is become 
scarce. 

HEVELITUS, v. the next article. 

HEVELKE, in Latin, Hewv#/izs (John) 
Senatur and Sheriff of Dantzick, and a 
celebrated astronomer, born Jan. 28, 
3611, at Dantzick, son of a merchant. 
He was the titst who perceived a kind 
of /ibration in the mation of the moun, and 
made many important observations on 
the other planets. He also discovered 
several fixed stars, which he called Ae 
Firmamernt of S:hieski, in hononr of 
john III. king of Poland. His wife, 
Who understood astronemy very well, 
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made some of the Observations which 
were published by her husband. He 
died January 28, 1688, aged 67, leav- 
ing an excellent Selenegraphs, or De- 
scription of the Moon, 1673, fol. in 
which he has divided that planet into 
provinces, and given them names: 
Trae. de Cometis, 1698, fol.; a descrip= 
tion of the instruments he used in his 
observations, e 1titied, Machina (. elestis, 
1647, fol.; Urengrapiiu, 1690, fol. ; 
and other valuable works. XI. Colbert 
sent hint a large sum of money in the 
name of Louis XIV. as a reward for 
his merit, and afterwards settled a pen- 
sion upon him. The second part of the 
Machina Cœlestis, Gedani, 1679, fol. is

HEVIN (Peter) advocate to the pa- 
lament of Bretany, born 1621, at Ren- 
nes, and died 1692. He published Cen- 
Seitations zar la Couttime de Bretagne, 1743, 
to.; ueitions ur les Maticres Feodales, 


respecting the same custom. 


HEURNIUs, or VAN HEURN (John) 
a learned physician, born January 25, 
1543, of an obscure family at Utrecht. 
He became magistrate of that city, af- 
terwards professor of physic at Ley- 
den, and rector of the university in 
that place, where he died August 11, 
1601, aged 58. He left several tracts 
respecting diseases in different parts of 
the body; several Commentaries on 
Hippocrates; and other works, Lysn:, 
1658, fol.; the principal are, a Method 
of Study jor these who apply to Plyuc, 
Latin; a Treaties on Fevers, 4t0,; on the

craft; which dissertation procured the 
2bolitioa of that trial by the court ot 
Holland, &c. Otho Heurnicus, bis 
son, was also professor of physic at 
Leyden, and lett de Barbarica Philaso- 
pia, Leyden, 1600, 12mo. 

HEYLIN (Peter) an eminent doctor 
of divinity, born November 29, 1600, 
of an ancient family at Burfod in Ox- 
fordshire. He was well acquainted 
with geography, history, and divinity z 
appointed chaplain in ordinary to the 
king, prebendary of Westminster, and 
had the living of Alresford ; but was 
deprived of all during the civil wars, 
Doctor Heylin lived, however, to see 
the Restoration, and attended Cha. II. 
at his coronation as sub-dean of West- 
minster. He died May 3, 1663, aged 
62, and left a coumographical werk,

HEZEKIAH, king of Judah, suc- 
ceeded his father Ahaz about 726 A. C. 
He pulled down the altars of the false 
gods, burnt the consecrated groves, 
broke the brazen serpent, that the 
Jews might have no object for their 
idolatry, and ruled with great wisdom 
and piety. After defeating the Philis- 
tines, who had rebelled, he fell sick 
about 713 A.C. and was told, by the 
prophet Isaiah, that he should die of 
that sickness; but having, by his tears, 
obtained a revocation of this sentence, 
ISatah assured him, that God would 
add 15 years to his life; and, as a sign 
of his prediction, the shadow returned 
back ten degrees in the dial that Ahaz 
had made. Merodach-haladan, king 
of Babylon, upon the report of the 
miracle, sent ambassadors to congratu- 
late Hezekiah, who shewed them all 
his treasures; and, for a punishment of 
this pride, the Lord sent Isaiah to tell 
him, that all his riches should one day 
be carried to Babylon; but Heze&1ah 
obtained, by repentance, that this evil 
should not come to pass in his days. 
Some time after, having refused to pay 
tribute to the king of Assyria, Senna- 
charib, to revenge himself, entered 
Judea, took several cities, and would 
have continued his ravages but for the 
presents and promises of Hezekiah. 
Also, three years after, on his return 
from Egypt, he laid siege to ſerusalem; 
but the angel of the Lord smote his 
army, and destroyed 185,000 of them 
in one night. Hezekiah died 698 A. C. 
aged 83, and was succeeded by his son, 
Manassab. 

HIARBAS, v. DIDO. 

HICETAS, a celebrated philosopher 
of Syracuse, who, according to Theo- 
phrastus, as quoted by Cicero, belicved 
that the heavens, sun, and stars, re- 
mained still, and that it was the carth 
Which moved, and, by turning on its 
axis, produced the same appearance to 
us as if the heavens had turned, and the 
earth had been immoveable. Coper- 
nicus acknowledges that this passage 
in Cicero suggested to him the first idea 
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of his system. Diogenes Laertius also 
mentions Hicetas. 

HICKESIUS (George) a learned 
German of the 17th century, known by 
his work, entitled, Linguarum weterum 
Septentrionalium thesaurus, which may be 
found with Antiqua lirteratura Septentrin. 
nalis, Oxford, 1703 and 1705, six parts, 
usually bound in 2 vol. fol. 

HIDULPHE (St.) Hildulphe, Hidoa, 
or rather Hidulfe, of a noble family in 
Bavaria, He was bishop, or co- bishop, 
of Treves, and retired to Vosges in 
Lorrain, where he founded the abbey 
of Moyen-Moutier, and was its first 
abbot : he was also abbot of ſointures, 
and died about 707. There is a cele- 
brated congregation of Benedictines 
which bears his name; the chief seat 
15 at Verdun (v. COUR.) The life of 
St. Hidulphe may be found in Mar- 
tenne's IRetaurus. 

HIERAX, an Egyptian philosopher, 
and famous heretic, in the zd century, 
who condemned marriage, the use of 
wine, and riches. He maintained that 
Paradise was not an object of sense; 
that Melchisedec was the Holy Ghost; 
and compared the substance of the 
Word and of the Father to a lamp with 
two wicks, as if the splendour of each 
was derived from an intermediate 
power, 

HIERMIAS, v. JEREMTAH. 

HIERO I. king of Syracuse, son of 
Dinomenus, and brother of Gelon, 
whom he succeeded about 478 A. C. 
and made himself odious, at first, by 
his avarice and oppression, but was af- 
teru ards reformed by conversing with 
Simonides, Pindar, Bacchylides, and 
other wise men of that time. Hiero 
defeated Thrasideus, king of Agrigen- 
tum, and took away his crown. He 
won Several prizes at the Olympic and 
Pythian games (which victories Pindar 
has celebrated), and rebuilt the city of 
Catana, where he died, aſter having 
reigned near 12 years. Thrasybulus, 
his brother, succeeded him. 

HIERO II. king of Syracuse, son of 
Hierocles of the family of Gelon. He 
signalized himself under Pyrrhus, from 
whom he received military rewards; 
and, after the departure of that prince, 
was made pretor and general of the 
Syracusans, vanquished the Mammer- 
tint, and was elected King and gene- 


ral, to oppose the Carthaginians. 4 
thi 
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this character he continued the- war 
against the Mammertint, who had re- 
coutse to the Romans, and delivered 
up to them the city of Messina, 250 
A. C. Hiero then entered into an al- 
liance with the Carthaginians, and, 
joining his forces to theirs, laid siege 
to Messina; but Appius Claudius, the 
Roman consul, conquered him, and 
defeated the Carthaginians. This ill 
success compelled Hiero to return to 
Syracuse; but Appius followed him 
thither, and besieged the city. Hiero 
then, finding the Carthaginian forces 
weakened, made peace with the Ro- 
mans, and proved himself their friend 
in all their wars against the Carthagi- 
nians. This prince possessed the no- 
b!est qualities, was mild, wise, pru- 
dent; a friend.to men of learning, and 
the father of his people. He died after 
a glorious and flourishing reign of 54 
rents, aged above 94. He wrote some 
books on agriculture, but they are lost. 
Hieronymo, his grandson, succeeded 
him, but conducted himself so ill, that 
he was killed by a conspiracy, and his 
death was followed by that of all the 
race of Hiero. 

HIEROCLES, president of Bithynia, 
and governor of Alexandria in the 4th 
century. He persecuted the Christians, 
and wrote against them in Dioclesian's 
reign; daring even to extol the pre- 
tended miracles of Aristeus and Apol- 
lonius Tyaneus above those of Christ; 
but the absurdity of this comparison 
was exposed by Lactantius and Euse- 
bius. 

HIEROCLES, a celebrated Platonic 
philosopher in the 15th century, who 
taught with great reputation at Alex- 
anuria, and wrote seven books on Pe- 
vidence and 1. itiry, Some extracts 
from these have been preserved by 
Photius, by which it appears, that 
Hierocles supposed God to have drawn 
matter from nothing, and to have cre- 
ated it out of nothing. They were 
printed at London, 1673, 2 vol. 8vo. 
with his Commentary on Pythagoras. 
v. PYTHAGORAS. This latter was 
printed separately at Cambridge, 1709, 
and London, 1742, 8vo. 

HIEROPHIL.US, a physician, famous 
for havirg taught his art to a young 
woman named Agnodice. v. AGNO- 
Dick. 

HILARIO (St.) a celebrated ſounder 
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of the monastic life in Palestine, born 
about 291 at Tabatha, near Gaza. Be- 
ing converted to Christianity in Alex- 
andria, he went to join St. Anthony in 
his Solitude, but afterwards returned 
home, and, on the death of his pa- 
rents, distributed all his property 
among the poor, and hid himself in a 
desart. St. Hilario established several 
monasteries in Palestine and Syria, and 
went into the isle of Cyprus, where he 
died in 371, aged 80. St. Jerome has 


written his life. 


HILARIUS, or HILARY (st.) ori- 
ginally of Sardinia, and deacon of the 
Roman church, employed in the most 
important affairs by St. Leo, whom he 
Succeeded November 21, 461, He con- 
demned the Eutychian and Nestorian 
heresies, confirmed the general coun- 
cils of Nice, Ephesus, and Chalcedon; 
held a council at Rome in 465, and 
died February 21, 468. Eleven Epistles, 
and some Decretals, of his remain. Sim- 
phcius succeeded him. He must be 
distinguished from Hilarius, a deacon 
of the Roman church, who suffered 
much for the faith about 354, by order 
of the emperor Constantine; but en- 
gaged afterwards in the Luciferian 
schism, and fell into various errors. 
The Commentaries en St. Pauls Episties, 
found in St. Ambrose, are ascribed to 
him; and the Qrest/ons on the Old and 
New Testament in St. Augustine, - 

HILARIUS (St.) bishop of Poitiers, 
his native place, a celebrated doctor of 


the church, who, renouncing paganism, 


embraced Christianity, as did also his 
wife and daughter. He had been ap- 
pointed bishop of Poitiers some yeats 
before the council held at Beziers in 
256, from which he was banished to 
Phrygia, by the artifices of Saturninus 
of Arles, an Arian; but, being after- 
wards sent to the council of Seleucia, 
in 389, defended the faith so forcibly 
against the Arians, that they procured 
his being sent back into France, where 
he arrived in 360. St. Hilarius held 
several councils in defence of the N1- 
cene council, and accused Auxentius, 
bishop of Milan (an Arian), to the 
emperor Valentinian, in 364. He died 
367, or 368. The holy Fathers men- 
tion him with the highest encomiums: 
he is called, by St. Jerome, the Rhone 
of Latin eloquence : Latine eloguentiæ 
RA ; in allusion to his style, 
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which may be said to resemble the 
rapid course of that river. The best 
edition of his works is that hy the 
Benedictines 1693, fol. the principal 
among them are; the 12 Bots on the 
Trinity; The Treatise on Synods, three 
pieces addressed to the emperor Con- 
stantius; Commentaries on St. Matthew, 
and part of the Pialms; The Gloria in ex- 
celsis, the Te Deum, and the Pange, lin- 
gua, glorict proeiinm cortaminis, also a 
letter and a hymn addressed to his 
daughter Apre, are falsely attributed to 


him. The marquis Scipio Maffei pub— 


liched a new and enlarged edition of 
St. Hilarius' works at Verona, 1730. 

- HILARIUS, of Ar, (St) raised to 
the bishopric of Lerins, by St. Honorat, 
whom he succeeded in that of Arles, 
He presided at several 
councils, among others at that of 
Orange in 444, when Chelidoine was 
deposed, which circumstance revived 
the quarrel between the churches of 
Arles, and Vienne; and Chelidoine 
appealed to pope St. Leo, who set 
aside all that Hilarius had done. This 
holy bishop died May 5, 449, leaving 
some Hemilies under the name of Euse- 
bius of Emesa, in the Library of the 
Fathers; An Exposition of the Creed, 
which is lost; The Life of Sr. Honorat, 
his predecessor, Paris, 1578, Svo. and 
in Surius, a valuable work; and other 
small pieces, with St. Vincent de Lerins, 
Rome, 1731, 4to. and in the Sz, Leo of 
P. Quesnel. 

HILDEBERT de Lawardin, so called 
from the place of his birth; he was a 
pupil of Beringer's, afterwards of St. 
Hugh de Clugni, succeeded Hoei in 
the bishopric of Mans, 1097, and was 
translated to the archbishopric of Tours 
in 1125, He died in 1134. Hildebert 
left many Letters on important points 
of morality, discipline, and history, 
extremely well written, for the time 
in which he lived; and other works in 
the Library of the Fathers; and pub- 
lished by Pere Beaugendre, a Benedic- 
tine, 1703, fol. except two pieces 
which M. Baluze published in 1715, in, 
the seventh volume of his Miscellanea. 

HILDEBRAND, v. GREGORY VII. 

HILDEBRAND (Joachim) an emi- 
nent German divine, born November 
10, 1623, at Walckenried, who after 
having studied with great application, 
was appointed professor of divinity

stadt, then superintendant general at 
Zell, where he died, October 23, 1691 
The most considerable among his by 
merous works are; De prisce et Print.

HILDEFONSUS (St.) v. ILDEFOYN.

HILDUEG ARDE (St) a celebrated 
abbess of Mount St. Rupert, of the 
Benedictine order; born 1098, at Span. 
heim, who became very famous by 
her revelations and miracles, and was 
much esteemed by popes, emperors, 
bishops, and the German princes, She 
was the first abbess of the above-men- 
tioned abbey near Binghen on. the 
Rhine, and died in 1180. Some of this 
saint's Letters remain, and other works 
in the Library of the Fathers, Lib: 
quatuor Elementorum, Strasburg, 1533, 
fol. and 3 books of Revelation, Cologn, 
I 566, 4to, | 

HILDEGONDE (St.) a virgin of the 
Cistertian order in the 12th century; 
born near Nuitz in the diocese of 
Cologn. Her father wishing to take 
her with him into Palestine, bu: fear» 
ing the insults she might be exposed to, 
dressed her as a boy, calling her Jo- 
Seph, and they embarked in Provence, 
with the Crusaders. The father dying 
at sea, St. Hildegonde continued her 
voyage under the name of Joseph, 
Staid Sometime at Jerusalem, and then 
returned to her own country, went 
into the abbey of Schonaug near Hei- 
delberg, was admitted there as Joseph, 
and lived in so holy and prudent a 
manner, that her sex was not disco- 
vered till her death. 

HILDUIN, a celebrated abbot of St. 
Denys in France, in the gth century, 
in the reigns of Louis Je Debonnaire, and 
He became despi- 
cable by his attachment to the latter, 
and by frequently violating the oath of 
fidelity which he swore to the emperos 


Louis, whenever he was reconciled - 
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his children. Hilduin was the first 
who confounded St. Dionysius, bishop 
of Paris, with Dionysius the Areopa- 
vite, in his Life of St. Dionysius, en- 
led Arcepagitica, Faris, I 565, 8vo. and 
in Surlus. 

. Nl ILAR, high priest of the Jews, 
in the time of Josiah and Huldah the 
prophetess, by whom the books of 
Moses were found in the temple, 
written as is Supposed by the hand of 
that legislator. BOWS 

HILL (Joseph) an English divine in 
the 17th century, who added Sooo 
words to the Greek of Schrevelius, and 
published it at London, 1676, 4to. 
This edition is much valued. 

HILLEL rie Elder, a famous Jew, 
born in Babylon, of an illustrious fa- 
mily, and eminent for his learning and 
talents. He was made president ot the 
<.nledrim of Jerusalem, which dignity 
his family enjoyed through ten genera- 
tions; he also founded a celebrated 
school, and had à great number of 
disciples. Hillel zealously maintained 
the oral traditions of the Jews, against 
his colleague Shammai, who held that 
men should adhere literally to the text 
of scripture, without attending to tra- 
ditions. This dispute made much 
noise, and St. Jerome supposes it to 
have been the origin of the Scribes and 
Pharisees. Hillel is one of the doctors 
of the Mina, and may even be consi- 
dered as the first author of it, since 
according to the Jewish doctors he was 
the first u ranged the Judaical tra- 
ditions under six Sedarim, ox treatises. 
He laboured much to give a correct 
edition of the sacred text, and there is 
an ancient MS. bible which bears his 
name ascribed to him, part of which 
is with the MSS. of the Sorbonne. 
Hillel is called Pollio by Josephus : he 
lived about 30 AC. and died at a very 
advanced age. 

HILLEL, the Nai, or Prince, ano- 
ther famous Jew, great grandson of 
Judas Hakkads5h, or the Holy, author of 
the Mira, This latter Hillel lived in 
the 4th century, composed a cycle 
about 360, and was one of the prin- 
cipal doctors of tho Gemara. That 
correct edition of the Hebrew text 
which bears the name of Hillel, and 
is mentioned in the preceding article, 
is attributed to him by most of 
the Jewish writers, among whom 
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there have been several others named 
Hillel. 

 HILPERT (John) a learned Lutheran 
divine, born at Coburg, professor of 
Hebrew at Helmstadt, and supetin- 
tendant of Hildesheim, who died May 
T0, 1680, aged 53. He left, Disquititio 
de Preadamitis, against la Peyrete, 
1056, 4to.; Tractatus de Peritentid ; 
Diputatio de Fudeorim flagellandi ritibus, 
4to.;. De gloria Templi poterioris, to.; 
Eaplicatis Paalmi secundi, to.; Ilebræ- 
orum Philosophia adverus Juda os; De 
Agapis, 8vo.; De pericverantia Sanctorum. 

HIMERUS, son of Lacedemon, who 


having committed incest unknowingly, - 


was so overwhelmed with sorrow, that 
he threw himself into the Marathon, a 
river of Laconia, which took his name, 
and was afterwards called Eurotas, 


HINCMAR, a celebrated archbishop . 


of Rhcirns, and one of the most learned 
men of his time, originally a monk of 
St. Denys in France. He was elected 


in the place of Ebbon in 845, and 


shewed great zeal for the rights of the 
Gallican church. Hincmar acquired 
much influence at court, and among 
the clergy, but made an ill use of it to 
accomplish kis designs. He conderaned 


Gotescalc, deposed Hincmar bishop of 


Laon his nephew, and died in $$2, at 
Epernay, to which place he had escaped 
from the Normans in a litter. Several 
of his works remain, the best edition 
is by P. Sirmond, 1645, 2 vols. fol. 
What Hincmar wrote concerning St. 
Remi of Rheims, and St. Dionysius of 


Paris, is not in this edition, but may 


be found in Surius. There is also 
something more of his in Pere Labbe's 
councils, and in the council of Douzi, 
1653, 4to. | 

HINCMAR, nephew of the pre- 
ceding on the mother's side, was made 
bishop of Laon before the age pre- 


scribed by the canons, but his irregular 


conduct, injustice, and violent pro- 
ccedings against his clergy, occasioned 
the council of Verberie, in which he 
was accused by Charles the Ba/d; bat 
the proceeding was suspended by an 
appeal to the pope. Hincmar was less 
fortunate in the council of Douzi in 
871, where being accused of sedition, 
calumny, and disobedience to the King 
by open force, his uncle pronounced 
gentence against him, and he was bae 
nished, sometimes put in irons, and 

blinded. 
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buinded. Another bishop was ap- 
pointed in his room: however in 878 
he was reinstated, but died soon after. 
His vindications may be found in the 
2istory of the council of Douzi, 1658, 
to. 

HIPATIUS, nephew of the emperor 
Anastasius, during whose reign he had 
a great share in the government. On 
the death of justin he wanted to as- 
cond the throne, but Justinian crushed 
this party, and put Hipatius to death, 
with his cousins Procopius and Probus, 
1527. : 

PFIPPARCHIA, wife of Crates the 
Cynic philosopher, with whose dis- 
cyurses she was so charmed, that she 
rssolved to marry bim at all events. 
Many noble, rich, and handsome young 
nen, paid their addresses to this lady, 
but she would hear of none but Crates, 
and protested to her parents that she 
would stab herself, it they did not let 
der marry him. The philosopher omit- 
ted nothing in his power that might 
persuade Hipparchia to change her 
plan; he represented to her his poverty, 
shewed her his hump back, laid his 
Staff, wallet and cloke at ker fest, say- 
ing, This is the man you care te fave, and 
the furniture you will find in his lodgings ; 
con ider the matter seriouily; you carnot be 
my wife without living according to the 
rules of our 5e&t ; but Hipparchia replied 
immediately, that she was infinitely 
delighted with the terms proposed. 
She accordingly took the Cynic habit 
and equipage, and proved her attach- 
ment to Crates by rambling every 
where with him; attended him to 
feasts, and so closely altered to the 
doctrines of his sect, as to pay him 
conjugal duty in the open streets with- 
out any scruple. Hipparchia was born 
at Moronea, a city of Thrace, of a 
noble family, and lived in the reign of 
Alexander tie Great. She had a son 
by Crates named Pasicles, and wrote 


some works which are lost. 


HIPPARCHUS, v. PISISTRAT US. 

HIPPARCHUS, a celebrated Greek 
astronomer, and one of the most 
learned among the ancient mathema- 
ticians; he was a native of Nice, and 
lived under Ptolemy Philometer, ' and 
Ptolemy Ewergertes between 168, and 
129, A.C. Hipparchus first discovered 
the particular motion ot the fixed stars 
from west to cast. M. Rchault is mis-

taken in say ing that such a motion Was 
unknown to this astronomer, Pin 
mentions Hipparchus with great ency. 
mums, calls him nature's confident, 
Coniliorum Natur particeps, and places 
him in the number of those sublime 
geniuses, who by foretelling eclipses, 
taught mankind to be no longer asto. 
nished at those prenomena. He als» 
admires him for having reviewed all 
the stars, counted them, and marked 
the situation and magnitude of each. 
We have none of this astronomer's 
works remaining, but his commentary 
on the Phenomena of Aratus, which 
Pere Petan has translated into Latin, 
and published a good edition of it in 

his Uranzs/ogia, Paris, 1650, fol. 

HIPPIAS, v. PISISTRATUS, 

HIPPOCRATES, the most celebrated 
physician of antiquity, and one of the 
greatest men that have appeared in the 
world, born about 460, A.C. in the 
island of Covs, one of the Cyclades; 
said to be descended from Esculapius 
by his father Herachdes, and from Her- 
cules by his mother Praxitea. He was 
the disciple of Herod:cus of Sicily, and 
having collected the observations of 
his ances:urs, and tis own, published 
the first systech of physic, which has 
becn admired by all the learned do ls 
day, nor do his works disCover less in- 
tegrity than erudition. Ip pcrates 
was of the greatest service to nis coun- 
try during a plague, which began on the 
coast of Illyria, and aiftifted all 
Greece; it is even Said that he had 
foretold it, and was tonoured upon 
that occasion in the same manner as 
Hercules. Persia being also visited 
with a contagious disorder, King Ar- 
taxerxes offered Hippocrates whatever 
he should desire, if he would come and 
stop its ravages; but the physician au- 
swered that he would never relieve the 
enemies of Greece. He died 356, A.C. 
aged 104. The hest editions of his 
works are by Foesius, Greek and Latin, 
Geneva, 1657, 2 vols. fol. by Vander- 
linden, Leyden, 1665, 2 vols. 8vo. 
which is joined to the collection of 
authors, cam notis variorum, and chat 
published by Chartier with Galen, 
1639, 13 tom. in 9 vols. fol. v. DURET. 
The Aphorisms, Prognostics, and all that 
Hippocrates has written on the symp- 
toms of diseases, are justly considered 
as master pieces; his dialect is Ionian.

used but few remedies, and those of 
the most simple Kind. Thessalus and 
Draco his sons, Polydeus his son- in- law, 
and Dexippus his principal pupil sue- 
ceeded him with reputation in the 
practice of physic. 

HIPPODAMIA daughter of no- 
maiis, king of Elis, who for her great 
beauty was Sought for in marriage by 
all the Grecian princes; but her father 


having been told by the oracle that he 


should be Killed by his son-in-law, 
declared his resolution of giving her to 
no one who had not first conquered 
him in a race, The thirteen princes 
who first presented themselves were 
vanquished, and put to death by CEno- 
maiis; but Pelops the fourteenth, hav- 
ing bribed Myrtillus the King's cha- 
rioteer, his chariot broke down 1n the 
midst of the race, and he was killed 
by the fall, and left his Kingdom to 
Pelops, whq gave his name to all Pelo- 
ponnessus. V. BRISEIS. 
HIPPOLYTUS, a Grecian prince, 
son of Theseus and Antiope an Ama- 
zon. Being accused of incest by Phedra 
his mother-in-law, because he did not 
return her passion, he was driven out, 
and cursed by his father, and perished 
in flying from Trezena, a sea monster 
having frightened the horses, upon 
which they overturned and broke the 
chariot among the rocks. Euripides 
and Racine have each made this fable 
the subject of a very fine tragedy, 
HIPPOLYTUS (St.) a bishop and 
martyr, who, after becoming very 
eminent in the church by his writings, 
Shed his blood for the Christian faith 
about 230, in the reign of Alexander 
Severus. It is certain that he was 
author of many works much esteemed 
by the ancients, but by no means cer- 
tain that what remain under his name, 
and are ascribed to him, were really 
written by him. However that may 
de, Fabricius has published an elegant 


edition of them in Greek and Latin, 


1716, and 1718, 2 vols. fol. Some may 
be also fonnd in the Library of the 
Fathers. 

HIPPOMENES, v. ATALANTA. 

HIPPONA X of Ephesus, a celebrated 
Greek poet, about 540 A. C. who in- 
vented the Iambic verses called Scazon, 
and being driven from Ephesus, settled 
at Clazomena, His satires were $0

very keen, that Bupalus and Athens, 
two ingenious sculptors, who had made 
the ugliest and most ridiculous figure 
of him they could possibly invent, were 
said to have hanged themselves in con- 
sequence of the bitter verses he wrote 
against them; but Pliny proves that 
this report was false. The poems of 
Hipponax are lost. 

HIRAM king of Tyre, son and suc- 
cessor of Abibilus. He made an alli- 
ance with David, and supplied Solomon 
with cedars for building the temple at 
Jerusalem, and also with gold and 
silver; be reigned 60 years, about 
rag A. C. Balcazor his son succeeded 

im. : 

HIRE (Stephen 1a) a famous captain. 
v. VIGNOLES. 

HIRE (Laurence de la) an excellent 
painter, born 1606 at Paris, son of 
Stephen de la Hire, a good painter, 
from whom he learnt his art. He very 
early acquired a great reputation by 
his picture of St. Bartholomew, which 
he painted for the church of St. James 
du Haut Pas. Many paintings by this 
artist are in different churches at Paris, 
where he died, 1656. 

HIRE (Philip de la) son of the pre- 
ceding, born March 18, 1640, at Paris. 
He was intended for his father's pro- 
fession, learnt drawing, perspective, 
and gnomonics, and went afterwards 
to Italy, to perfect himself in that art; 
but being at Venice, his taste turned 
wholly to mathematics and geometry, 
and he devoted his talents entirely ta 
those sciences. On his return, M. de 
la Hire was sent with M. Picard into 
Bretany and Guienne, by M. Colbert, 
in order to make a general map of the 
kingdom, more accurate than those 
already drawn. He took the dimen- 
sion of the channel from the point of 
the Rastian at Risban, to Dover Castle 
in England; and in 1693 cantinued on 
the north of Paris the famous meridian, 
begun by M. Picard. M. de la Hire 
drew well, and was a good landscape 
painter; the academy of sciences ad- 
mitted him a member in 1678, and he 
was a long time professor in that of 
architecture. He died April 21, 1718, 
aged 78, leaving children. The fol- 
lowing are the principal of his nume- 
rous and excellent works: Newveaxx 
Elemens des Sectiant coniques, I2Ma.z A 
large treatise on Caxic Sections, 1685, fal. 
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in Latin; Astronomica] Tables, Latin, 
x702, 4to.; L' Ecole des Arpenteurs, 1692, 
12mo.; Trait” de Mechanique, 1695, 
12mo.; Traite de Gnonomique, 1698, 
i2mo,; Several works printed among 
the memoirs of the academy of sciences, 
&c. It is said that M. de la Hire never 
passed a windmill without pulling off 
his hat in honour of the inventor. 
Philip his son practised physic with 
reputation, was also a member of the 
academy of sciences, and painted for 
his amusement. He died 1719, at 
Paris, aged 42. | 

HISCHAM- BEN- ABDADMELEK, 
tenth caliph of the race of Omiades. 
He succeded his brother ſesid II. was 
a great prodigal, and to supply his ex- 
travagance, seized unjustly the property 
of his subjects. He died 743, after a 
teign of 19 years. | 

HISPANISLUS, v. SPAGNOLI. 

HOBBES, or HOBKS (Thomas) in 
Latin Hebhresius and Hobbius, born April 
8, 1588, at Malmsbury, son ot a clergy- 
man. William Cavendish, carl of De- 


vonshire, appointed him tutor to his 


eldest son, with whom he travelled 
into France and Italy. He translated 
Thucydides into English, and published 
it 1628, to show his countrymen trom 
the history of the Athenians, the dis- 
orders and confusions of a democratical 
government. Hobbes visited France 
several times. He wrote a treatise de 
Cive, which made much noise from the 
pernicious maxims contained in it, 
against sound politics and religion. 
According to the opinion of Descartes, 
Hobbes in this work suppoxes all men wicked, 
or gives them encouragement te be 50, and 
extends the power of monarchy beyond its 
jus: beunds, Some time after this pub- 
lication, he taught mathematics to the 
prince of Wales, who had been obliged 
to retire into France, and devoted his 
leisure to writing the Leviathan, a work 
which raised every body against him; 
and being then forced to go back to 
England, he spent the rest of his days 
with the earl of Devonshire, employ- 
ing his time in writing and study, and 
died in the earl's family at Hardwick, 
December 4, 1679, aged 91. Charles 
II. at his restoration in 1660, howed a 
particular regard for him, and gave him 
a pension. Hobbes, if we may credit 
the author of his life, (v. AUBREY) 
loved his country, was taithful to his

king, a kind friend, charitable and 
courteous. He is said to have bee 
afraid of spectres and demons. His 
principal works are; De Cive, the best 
edition is .Amsterdam, 1647, 
Sorbiere translated it into French and 
printed it at Amsterdam, 1649, limo; 
Leviathan, printed at Amsterdam by 
Blacu, 1668, with an appendix, _ 
his other philosophical works, utter 
dam, 1663, 2 vols.

HOBERG (Wolfgang Helmhard de) 
born 1612, in Austria, and died 1688,

HOCHSTRETTER (Andrew Adam) 
an eminent Lutheran doctor of divinity, 
born July 13, 1668, at Tubingen. After 
Studying with credit in the principal 
universities of Germany, he was suc- 
cessively professor of eloquence, mota- 
lity and divinity at Tubingen, pastor, 
Superintendant, aud rector of the aca- 
demy in that place, where he died 
April 27, 1717. The following are his 
principal works: Collegium Puffer d- 


franum ; De jure dum; De Statu natu- 


rali; De Officiis erga defunAos; De Feit 
expiationis et Hirco Azazei; De Conradim 
ultimo ex Sucvis Duce ; De Rebus Eibinge- 
s:bus; De pretio redemptioni:, &c. He 
must he distinguished from Philip 
Hochstetter, an ingenious physician, 
who died in 1635, and left Rararum ob- 

Servationum Medicinæ ſenturi e duæ. 
HOCH STRAT (James) a famous 
Dominican, so called from being a na- 
tive of Hooghstratten, a village in Bra- 
bant, between Antwerp and Bergen- 
op-zoom, professor of divinity at 
Cologn, prior of the Dominican con- 
vent in that city, and inquisitor in the 
three ecclesiastical electorates. He 
had a great dispute with the famous 
Reuchlinus, was compelled to retract 
the injurious things he had said against 
the count of Nevenar, and was one of 
the first who wrote in opposition to 
Luther. Erasmus, and all the learned, 
draw a very disadvantageous portrait of 
Hochstrat. Maimbourg says, he ex- 
horted the pope te wie ox/y fire and word 
again Luther, that the world might be 
rid of kim at an . He died January 11, 
15273 
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:7, at Cologu, leaving a great many

controversial works, which discover 


more zeal and heat, than learning. The 
following severe epitaph was made 
upon him:

HOCQUINCOURT, v. MON CH. 
HODY (Humphrey) a learned King's 
professor of Greek at Oxford, author 
of a good Latin Dixertation against 


Aristeus' history, a treatise De Biblicrum , 


Textibus griginalibus, Oxford, 1705, fol. 
and other valuable works. He was 
chaplain to two archbishops of Canter- 
bury, John Tillotson, and Thomas 
Tenison, and died archdeacon of Ox- 
ford, January 20, 1736, aged 47. His 
most remarkable work is a history in 
Latin of those illustrious Grecians, 
who revived the study of Greek and 
Ethics in Europe; published at London, 
1742, $vo. with the life of Hody by 
Samuel Jebb. 

HOE (Matthias) a famous Lutheran 
divine, born 1580, at Vienna, He was 
ecclesiastical counsellor, tirst preacher, 
and chief minister at the court of 
Saxony ; and received eleven thousand 


crowns from the emperor, for having 


persuaded the eleEtor to accede to the 
peace of Prague, and prevented his 
joining the Protestants. His disposition 
was violent and turbulent, and he 
railed equally against Catholics and 
Calvinists, He had ten children. He 
died March 4, 1645, at Dresden, leav- 
ing a Commentary on the Revelations, 
Leipsic, 1671, fol and other works. 
HOESCHELIUS (David) one of the 
most learned men of his time, librarian 
of Augsburg, at which place he was 
born, April 11, 1556, He taught there 
a considerable time at the college of 
St. Anne, of which he was rector in 
1593, and died at Auxburg, October 
20, 1617. His works are an excellent 
(.atalogue ot the Greek, MSS. in the 
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Augsburg library; the best edition is 
1675, 4to. the Latin MSS, have been 
Joined to it by Reiserus; Notes on Ori- 
gen's Books against Celws, and on the 
Bibliotheca of Photius; a translation of 
Prycopius with notes, and many other 
works, | 
_ HOFFMAN (Frederic) son of a phy- 
sician at Halle in the duchy of Magde- 
burg, where he practised physic him- 
Self with great success, and was one of 
the first professors of that science in the 
university founded at Halle, 1694. The 
elector of Brandenburg appointed Hoff- 
man his chief physician, and he re- 
tained the same office under four 
princes of that house. The academy 
of naturalists, and that of Petersburg, 
admitted him a member, He died 
October 12, 1742, in the highest repu- 
tation, aged 83, leaving a son of the 
same name and profession. His works 
were printed in 1748, 6 tom. fol, Therg 
is a first supplement, second edition 
I754, 2 parts; a Second in 3 vols. the 
whole bound in 6 or 7 vols. | 
HOFFMAN (Maurice) born 1622, at 
Furstemburg, He was professor of 
physic at Altorf, married three times, 
and died in 1698, leaving several chil- 
dren. His works are, Altdorfi deliciæ 
hortenies, 1677, 4tg-; Appendix ad Cata- 
logum plantarum hortensium, 1691, 4to.;

HOFFMAN (John Maurice) physi- 
cian to the marquis of Anspach, and 
professor of physic at Altorf, who died 
1727, at Anspach, aged 74, leaving 
three daughters. He continued his fa- 
ther's Deliciæ hortenses Altdorfing, 1703, 
gto. and published 4&a laboratorii chi- 
mici Altdorfini, 1719, 4to.; De differentiis 
Alimentgrum, 1677, 4to. | 
HOFMAN (Daniel) a Lutheran mi- 
nister, superintendant and professor of 
divinity at Helmstadt, towards the end 
of the 16th century, who opposed the 
form of concord proposed by James 
Andreas, and made himself the head 
of a sect, which pretended that some 
things which were false in philosophy, 
were true in theology, Some of his 
controversial works that remain were 
written against Beza, He must be dis- 
tinguished from Melchior Hofman, 2 
fanatic of the 16th century, who after 
making much noise died in prison at 
Strasburg; and from Jaspar Hofman 
XX 2 an 
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an ingenious professor of physic at 
Altorf, born 1572, at Gotha, and died 
1649, by whom we have several medi- 
cal works, 

HOFMAN (John James) an eminent 
professor of Greek at Basil, author of 
an historical and universal dictionary 
in Latin, the best edition is Leyden, 
1698, 4 vols. fol. | 

HOFMANSWALDAU (John Chris- 
tian de) imperial counsellor, and presi- 
dent of the council in the city of Bres- 
law, where he was born in 1617. His 
German poems, in which he has hap- 
pily united all the beauties of the Latin, 
French, Italian, German, and Flemish 
poets, have gained him great reputa- 
tion. He also translated Guarini's 
Paxter Fido, and the Dying Socrates of 
Theophilus, into German verse. He 
died April 18, 1679, aged 63. 

HOGARTH (William) an English 
painter, who, neglecting the higher 
parts of his art, devoted himself to 
painting in the familiar style a kind 
ot pieces, which, like comedies, con- 
sist of a plot gradually- unfolded, 
and a catastrophe, He died 1765, at 
London. | 

HOLBEN, or HOLBEIN (John) a 
celebrated painter in the 15th century, 
a native of Basil, who acquired great 
reputation in a short time, which did 
not however raise him from the state of 
poverty, into which his debauchery 
and extravagance had plunged him. 
Erasmus and Amerback the lawyer had 
a particular esteem for this artist, and 
frequently assisted him by their libera- 
lity. He went to England by the earl 
of Arundel's advice, and lived with 
the lord chancellor More, to whom he 
had been recommended by Erasmus, 
and who presented him two years after 
to Henry VIII. This prince was much 
pleased with Holben, and retained him 


At court; he went once more to Basil, 


and died in London, 15:4. His most 
admired works are, The Last Supper, 
on cloth paſted on wood; the Dance 
of Death painted on the walls of the 
church-yard at Basil, a description of 
which was printed in that city 1744, 
4:0. fig. and the portraits of Charles V. 
Erasmus, Frobenius, and Hoiben him- 
self; ke always used his left hand. His 
colouring is strong, his carnations

HOLBERG (Lewis) born 1684, in 
Norway, of a noble family but poor 
which obliged him to take the office 
of tutor.

HOLDEN (Henry) an ingeniovs 
English divine, who, after teaching in 
Several universities, went to Parts, was 
admitted doctor of the Sorbonne in 
1646, and acquired great reputation by 
his integrity and his writings. He 
died in 1662. There is an excellent 
book by him, entitled, The Analyn of 
Faith, tzmo. which comprehends the 
whole system of religion in a few 
words; at the end is a small treatise en 
Sam; $hort' and judicious marginal 
notes on the New Testament; printed 
at Paris by Savreaux, 1660, 2 vols.

HOMBERG (William) born January 
8, 1652, at Batavia, His father John 


zone thither with a view of making 
his fortune, and returning afterwards 
with his son to Europe, settled at Am- 
sterdam. William Homberg was advo- 
cate in 1674, at Magdeburg, where he 
studied experimental philosophy, and 
going into Italy, was taught physic, 
anatomy, and botany at Padua, studied 
at Bologna, and acquired a knowledge 
of optics, painting, sculpture, and 
music at Rome. He afterwards travel- 
led into France, England, and Holland, 
took a doctor's degree in physic at 
Wittemberg, visited the mines of 
Saxony, Bohemia, Hungary, and Swe- 
den; and returning to France, teceived 
sch advantageous offers from M. Col- 
bert, Who had been informed of his 
merit, that he determined to fix at 
Paris. M. Homberg being already well 
known by his Phosphorus, by a Pneu- 
matic mackine, which he had invented, 
more perfect than that by Guerick, by 
his Micrescopes, and his chymical dis- 
coveries, was admitted into the aca- 
demy of sciences in 1691, and had the 
v3 of the laboratory. M. the duke of 


Homberg, a Saxon gentleman, had

Orleans, (afterwards regent) took him 
as his physician, and allowed him a 
pension, with the most superb labora- 
tory, that ever chymist had; and in 
* appointed him his first physician. 

. Homberg married Margaret Dodard, 
daughter of the most celebrated M. 
Dodard in 1708, and died with the 
most fervent sentiments of piety, Sep- 
tember 24, 1715. He had abjured 
what is called the reformed religion in 
1682. Many learned and curious works 
of Homberg's are in the memoits of 
the academy of sciences, and in several 
journals. 

HOME (David) a Protestant divine, 
descended from a very distinguished 
family in Scotland, who, going into 
France, attached himself first to the 
reformed church of Duras, in Lower 
Guienne, then to that of Gergeau, in 
the Orleanois. He was esteemed by 
James I. King of England, who em- 
ployed him to settle the disputes be- 
tween Tilenus and du Moulin, con- 
cerning justification ; and even to unite, 
if possible, all the Protestant divines in 
Europe, in one and the same doctrine, 
and under one confession of faith; this 
project however failed. Home left 
several works, the most considerable 
among them is, Davidis Homii apulegia 
Basilica, seu Machiavelli ingenium exam- 
natum, & c. 1626, 4to.; Seven of bis 
Latin poems are in Arthur Johnstou's 
Deliciæ Peetarum Scotorum, Amsterdam, 
1637, 2 vols. 12mo.; Two satires 
against the ſesuits are ascribed to him; 
Le contr aszassin, ou reponse a U apc ie 
des Je uites, Geneva, 1612, Svo. con- 
taining 391 pages; and, L'auw·Z f du 
Rei, ou maximes du Vieil de la Montagne 
Vaticene, et de zes aas, pratiquees en 
la persnne de defunt Henri le Grand, 1617, 
8vo. 82 pages. | 

HOMELIUS (John) born 1518, at 
Memingen. He taught mathematics 
at Leipsic, and many other cities 19 
Germany, invented several mathema- 
tical instruments, and was much es- 
teemed by Melancthon, and the empe- 
-ror Charles V. Homelius died much 
regretted by the learned in 1562, aged 
44, before he had time to print his 
works. 

HOMER, the most ancient and cele- 
brated among the Greek poets, and one 
of the finest geniuses that have appear- 
ed in the world. According. to the 

; Arundelian 
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Arundelian marbles, he lived about 
ao A. C. and zoo after the taking of 
Troy, Seven cities contended for the 
glory of having given him hirth; 
these were Smyrna, Rhudes, Colophon, 
Salamis, Chio, Argos, and Athens; 
but the most probable opinion ts, that 
he was a native either of Smyrna or 
Chio. Nothing is known with much 
certainty respecting his life: it is said, 
that his mother's name was Critheis, 
and that he had a master called PAe- 
minus, or Prenapidus, who taught music 
and the belles lettres at Smyrna, and, 
admiring the prudent conduct of Cri- 
theis, married her, and adopted her 
son. After the death of Phemius and 
Critheis, he inherited their property, 
with his father's school, and became 
universally admired ; but a ship-mas- 
ter named Menrtes, who traded at Smyr- 
na, being much pleased with Homer, 
proposed his accompanying him in 
his voyages; to which the poet, who 
was already thinking of his Iliad, con- 
sented; and it appears certain, that he 
travelled over all Greece, Asia Minor, 
the Mediterranean sea, Egypt, and se- 
veral other countries. In the course of 
these voyages Homer became an excel- 
lent geographer, and acquired a know- 
tedge of the manners of diffcrent na- 
tions, particularly the Grecians, Phry- 
gians, and Egyptians. On his return 
from Spain, he landed at Ithaca, and 
there being afflicted with an inflam- 
mation in his. eyes, Mentes left him 


' with Mentor, one of the principal in- 


habitants of Ithaca, and went back to 
Lucadea, his native country. When 
Mentes returned to Ithaca, he found 
Homer cured. They again embarked 
together, and, after visiting the coasts 
of Peloponnesus, arrived at Colophon, 
where this great poet is said to have 
lost his sight, and was from thence 
surnamed the Blind Man. This misfor- 
tune obliged him to return to Smyrna, 
where he finished his Iliad. From 
thence he went to Cumz, and the in- 
habitants received him with so much 
joy, that he requested to be maintained 
at the public expence; but this being 
refused, he left them, to go to Phocea, 
with this imprecation: That Cumæ 
might never produce a poet te celebrate it ! 
Homer wandered afterwards through 


various places, and stopped at Chio, 


where he married, and composed his

Odyssey; and some time after, hay;

added to his poems several lines in 
praise of the Grecian cities, particular] 
Athens and Argos, went to Samy 
where he passed the winter, and from 
thence to Lo, one of the Sporades, in 
tending to continue his journey 5 
wards Athens; but fell sick, and died 
there, about 920 A. C. His Iliad and 
Odiuney are two master- pieces, which 
contain beauties of every kind. We 
have nothing equal to the brilliancy 
and grandeur of Homer's style, the 
sublimity of his thoughts, or the 
Strength and sweetness of his vers 
All his images are striking, his descrip. 
tions just and accurate, the passions 30 
well expressed, and nature 50 truly 
painted, that he gives, to every thing 
motion, life, and action. This per 
poet excels particularly in genius and 
invention; the different characters of 
his heroes are so varied, that they af. 
fect the reader in a manner which 
cannot be described. In a word, Ho- 
mer has so many for persons of true 
taste, that the more he is read the 
more he is admired, Alexander took 
so much delight in him, that he usu- 
ally put him under his bolster with his 
sword, and kept the lliad in the pre- 
cious casket of Darius, That (as he told 
his courtiers) the met perfect productun 
of human genius might bs enclosed in tht 
moet valuable casket in the world, He 
called Homer his $torehouse of military 
knowledge; and seeing one day the tomb 
of Achilles in Sigea, exclaimed, 0 fir- 
tunate Hero to hade had a Homer te ug thy 
triumpas Homer appears so much Ate 
quainted with all the arts and sciences 
known in his time, and so well sk1!led 
in politics, and militiry affairs, that 
we might suppose him to have been 
a great captain, a Statesman, or, indeed, 
of all professions; but, as he was 100 
modest to speak of himself, we are g. 
norant what state of life he chow, 
though from the manner in which be 
meut1ons phy sic, his knowledge of ana- 
tomy, wounds, &. there is some rea- 
son to conjecture that he was a phys. 
cian. Lycurgus, Solon, the Grecian 
Kings and princes, so highly valued 
this poet's works, that they took every 
method to procure correct editions of 
them; the most valuable was that ot 
Aristarchus. Didymus is supposed to 


have been the first who wrote note 
vn 
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on Homer; and Eustathius, archbishop 
of Tuessalonica in the 12th century, is 
the most celebrated among his Com- 
mentators. Homer had written several 
works besides the Iliad and Odyssey; 
and the Batrachomyomackia, thirty-two 
Hymn, and sixteen other pieces, the 
ereatest part of which are Epię rams, 
are ascribed to him; but the most pro- 
hable opinion is, that we have nothing 
of his remaining but the Ihad and 
the Odyssey. There are some very 
elegant Greek editions of this poet, 
with Notes; that of Florence, 1488, 2 
vol. fol.; Rome, 1542, and 1550, with 
Commentaries by Eustathius, 4 vol. fol.; 
Glaigenv, 1756, 2 vol. fol. ; and the fol- 
lowing Greek and Latin ones are also 
very elegant; that by Schrevelius, 
16:6, 2 vol. qto. and by Barnes, 1711, 
2 vol. 4to. and by Clarke, 1729, 2 vol. 
to. NI. Dacier published a French 
translation, Paris, Rigaud, 1711, and 
1716, 6 vol. 12mo. Picart's plates, 
which were engraved for the Dutch 
edition, are sometimes inserted. There 
is a later Paris edition, in 8 vol. M. 
Bitaubé has published a translation of 
the Iliad in prose, 8vo. and 12mo.; a 
new one appeared, 1777, 3 Vol. 8vo. 
or 12mo., M. de la Motte, and M. de 
Rochefort, have translated it into verse, 
8$yo. but have not eclipsed that of 
Mad. Dacier. The celebrated M. Boi- 
vin also translated it into French, but 
his translation has not appeared. 

HOMODEI (Signorello) a celebrated 
civilian of Milan in the 14th century, 
who left Repetitiones Juris Civilis, Lugd. 
1553, fol. which are esteemed. He 
must be distinguished from two cardi- 
nals of the same family; Lewis Homo- 
dei, who died 1685, and another Lewis 
Homodei, his nephew, who died 1706. 

HOMTORST (Gerard) a sxkilful 
paipter, born 1592, at Utrecht. He 
was Bloemart's pupil, and, going to 
Italy for improvement, excelled 80 
much in night-pieces, that no artist has 
exceeded him in that style of painting. 
Homtorst had some illustrious pupils, 
particularly the queen of Bohemia's 
children, sister of Charles, king of 
England; among whom the princess 
Sophia, and the abbess of Mabuisson, 
distinguished themselves by their taste 
_ SKill in painting. He died in 
1660. 


HONAM, an Arabian Christian in 


Ho 
the gth century, who translated all 
Aristotle's works, by order of Almam- 
mon, seventh caliph of the Abasside 
race, and received, for each book, its 
weight in gold. | 

HONDERKOOTER (Melchior) a ce- 
lebrated Dutch painter, born at Utrecht, 
who excelled in painting animals, and 
particularly birds. His pictures are 
dear, and much sought after. He died 
1595, at Utrecht, aged 59. | 

HONDIUS (Josceline) an ingenious 
geographer, born 1563, at Wackerne, 
a small town in Flanders, who engraved, 
and made drawings on copper and 
ivory. He also cast very beautiful 
types for printing, though he had ne- 
ver been taught by any master. He 
died February 16, 161, aged 48, leav- 
ing, Orbis terrarum Geograph, descriptio, 
1607, fol. and other works. 

HONE (George Paul) a learned 
German lawyer, born at Nuremberg, 
1662, He was counsellor to the duke 
of Meinungen, and bailiff of Coburg, 
where he died in 1747, leaving various 
works in Latin; the most known are, - 
Iter juridicum per Belgium, Angliam, Gals 
liam, Italiam. Lexicon topygraphicum 
Franconiz, &c. Also a Hittony of the 
Dutchy of Saxe-Coburg; Thoughts un the 
Swpprevsion of the Mendicants, &c, in 
German | 

HONERT (John Van Den) born 
1693, at a village near Dort. He did 
not begin his studies till he was 20, but 
made $0 rapid a progress in them as to 
be successively minister of several 
churches in a few years. Rising at 
four in the morning, he studied con- 
stantly 14 hours in the day. Honert 
Was appointed pastor, professor of di- 
vinity, ecclesiastical history, and pul- 
pit eloquence, at Leyden, where he 
died, April 5, 1758, leaving several 
works, chiefly polemical. His father 
had also been professor at Leyden, and 
left some works. 

HONESTIS (Peter de) abbot of St. 
Mary du Port, near Ravenna, in the 
12th century; for which abbey he 
wrote some Rules, and died 1119. He 
must be distinguished from cardinal 
Peter de Damien. Any 

HONGRE (Stephen le) an eminent 
sculptor of Paris, admitted into the 
academy of painting and sculpture in 
1668. He adorned the gardens of Ver- 
sailles with several works, much ad- 
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mired, and died at Paris, 1690, aged 
62. 

HONGRE (James le) a celebrated 
Dominican preacher, born at Argenton, 
was admitted doctor of the Sorbonne 
in 1560, and appointed grand - vicar of 
Rouen in 1503, under the cardinal of 
Bourbon. He preached a funeral ser- 
mon, the same year, for the duke of 


Guise, who was killed before Orleans, 


and published his life. He died 1573, 
at Rouen, aged 55, leaving some Ho- 
milies, and other Works. 

HONORAT, or HONORE (St.) 
archbishop of Arles, and founder of 
the monastery at Lerins, a Gaul of an 
illustrious family. Having, with his 
brother Venance, embraced Christi- 
anity, and distributed all they were 
worth to the poor, they put themselves 
under the discipline of St. Caprais, a 
hermit of the isles of Marseilles, and 
went afterwards into Achais, and there 
lived a Solitary life. St. Venance dy- 
ing at Metona, St. Honorat returned to 
Provence, and, by the advice of Leon- 


tius, bishop of Frejus, chose the isle 


of Lerins for his retreat, where he 
built a monastery about 410, which 
was soon inhabited by a great number 
of monks from all nations. St. Ho- 
norat succeeded Patroclus, archbishop 
of Arles, in 426, and died in 429, in 


as holy a manner as he had lived. St. 
 Hilarins of Arles, his successor, has 


written his life. He must not be con- 
founded with Honorat, a famous bishop 
of Marseilles in the th century, who 
died about 594, and is very highly spo- 
ken of by Gennadius, This latter Ho- 
norat wrote the life of St. Hilarius of 
Arles, which may be found in father 
Quesnel's St. Leo, and with the St. 
Prosper, printed at Rome, 1732, Svo. 
The 1sle of Lerins now bears the name 
of Se.

HONORIUS, emperor of the Weg, 
Second son of Theodosius the Great and 
Flacilla, and brother of Arcadius, em- 
peror of the East, born September g, 
334, saluted emperor November 29, 
393. He began to reign on the death 
of his father, January 17, 395, under 
the regency of Stilico, whose daughte; 
he married. Stilico, having conquered 
Rhadagasius in Italy, made an alliance 
with Alaric, and undertook to de. 
throne the emperor, that he might pit 
nis son Eucherius in his place; but Ho- 
norius, bein informed of his treachery, 
caused him to be Killed by Heraclian, 
August 23, 40S. Soon after this, Al- 
ric, general of the Goths, seized Rome, 
and set up Attalus, prefect of that city, 
who took the title of emperor. Seve- 
ral other tyrants rose against Honorius; 
Gratian, Constantine, with his son 
Constantius, Maximus, Jovian, Herz 


to defeat them all by his captains, and 
particularly by the valour of Canstan- 
tius, to whom he married his sister 
Placidia, widow of Athaulphus, King 
of the Goths. This emperor married 
successively Stilico's two daughter, 
Mary and Thermancia, but had no chil- 
dren by them. He died of a dropsy it 
Ravenna, August 15, 423, aged 39. 
He is said to have had but little sense, 
and less courage. 

HONORIUS I. a native of Cam- 
pagna di Roma, elected pope, Oct. 2) 
625, He put a stop to the schism 5 
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the Istrian bishops, who engaged in 
defence of the Three Chapters, and go- 
verned the church at first with zeal and 
rudence ; but tarniched the glory of 
his pontificate by favouring Sergius, pa- 
triarch of Constantinople, and head of 
the Monothelite heretics, against St, 
Saphtonius, afterwards patriarch of je- 
rasalem. This conduct was the cause 
of his being condemned and anathe- 
matized by the sixth general council, 
pope Agatho, and several other sove- 
reign pontiffs. There are some of his 
letters in father Labbe's Councils, and 
an Epigram in the Library of the Fa- 
ners. e died October 12, 638. 
HONORIUS II. originally called 
Lambert, elected and acknowledged 
pope, by the interest of Robert Frangi- 
pani, December 21, 1124. He governed 
the church with prudence, and died 
February 14, 1130. V. ALEXAN-

HONORIUS III. a Roman, origi- 
nally called Cers/us Savelli, who SUC- 
ceeded pope Innocent III. July 17, 1216. 
He confirmed the Dominican, and se— 
veral other religious orders; crowned 
Frederic II. and Peter de Courtenay, 
and died March 18, 1227, after having 
shewn much zeal for the recovery of 
the Holy Land. He was the first pope 
who granted indulgencies at the cano- 
nization of Saints, which custom has 
been continued by his successors. A 
book has been published under his 
name, entitled, Conjurationes adver us 
Principem tenebrarum et Angelos cus, 
Rome, 1629, 8vo. scarce. 

HONORIUS IV. a Roman, named 
Jumes Savelli, elected pope, April 2, 
1285. He cleared the ecclesiastical 
state from robbers, firmly defended the 
immunities of the church against se- 
veral princes, and displayed great zeal 
for the conversion of infidels. He died 
April 3, 1287. | 
HONTAN (N. Baron de la) a gentle- 
man of Gascony, who was at first a 
common soldier in Canada 1683, and 
afterwards an officer; sent to News» 
foundland as king's lieutenant ; but, 
quarrelling with the governor, was 
broke, and retired to Portugal in 1693, 
and went from thence to Denmark. 
He is author of a voyage to South 
America; curious, but not wholly to 
be depended upon. In the Amster- 


dam edition, 1705, 2 vol. 12mo. is the 
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Dlscourse of a Savage, contrary to the 
Christian religion. 

HONTIVEROS (don Bernard) a ce- 
lebrated and learned Spanish Bene- 
dictine, professor of divinity in the 
university of Oviedo, then general of 
his congregation in Spain, and, lastly, 
bishop of Calahorra. He died in 1662, 
leaving a book, entitled, Lactymæ mi- 
litantis Ecclesiæ, or, The Tears of the 
Church militant, written against the 
relaxed casuists; which is esteemed.

HOOFT (Peter Cornelius Van) a 
celebrated historian and poet, born 
March 16, 158r, at Amsterdam, son of 
a burgomaster in that city. He was 
lord of Muyden, judge of Geyland, 
and knight of St. Michael, He died at 
the Hague, May 27, 1647. His works 
are, an excellent History of the Nethers 
lands, from the abdication of Charles V. 
to 1588: the best edition is 1703, 2 
vol. fol.; Plays, Epigrams, and other 
poems; the History of Henry IV. of 
France, fol. and 4to. with several other 
works; by which he has acquired so 
much reputation, that the Flemings 
consider him as the Humer, and Tacitus, 
of the Netherlands, | 

HOOGSTRATTEN (David Van) 
born at Rotterdam, March 14, 1658. 
He spent the greatest part of his life 
at Amsterdam, where he taught ethics, 
and was corrector of the college. Re- 
turning home, November 13, 1724, at 
six in the evening, so thick a fog came 
on that he lost his way, and fell into a 
canal of Guelderland quay: he was ta- 
ken out, but the coldness of the water, 
joined to his fright, brought on 80 
great an oppression of the lungs, that 
he died a week after. His works are, 
Poems. in Latin, 2 vol. $vo.; Poems in 
Flemish, one vol. 4to.; a Did. Flemisꝶ 
and Latin; Notes on Cornelius Nepos and 
Terence; an edition of Phedrus, 4to.

HOOK, or HOOKE (Robert) born 
1635, of a good family in the isle of 
Wight. His body was deformed, but 
he possessed great mental powers;

HORATIUS, surnamed Cocles, be 

cause he had lost an eye in battle, ne- 
phew of the consul Horatius Puluillus, 
and descended from one of the three 
brothers who fought against the Cu- 
riatii. Porsenna, besieging Rome, 507 
A C. drove the Romans from the Jani- 
culum, and pursued them to a wooden 
bridge on the Tiber, which joined the 
city to the Janiculum. Largius Her- 
minius, and Horatius Cocles, sustained 
the enemy's attack on this bridge, to 
prevent their entering the city con- 
fusedly with the Romans; and, Hermi- 


though alone, repulsed the foe till the 
bridge was broken down behind him; 
upon this he jumped into the Tiber, 
armed as he was, and, swimming across 
it, returned triumphant to Rome. This 
brave man was wounded in the thigh 
during the combat, which made him 
lame for life. Being one day reproached 
with that defect, he replied, Every step 
I take reminds me of my triumph.

HORSTIUS (James) born May 1, 
1537, at Torgaw. He took a doctor's 
degtee, in physic, at Francfort upon 
Oder, 1562; practised at Sagan, 
Scheweidnitz, and Iglaw; was ap- 
pointed physician in ordinary to the 
archduke of Austria in 1580; and, in 
1595, was professor of physic at Helm-

It was he who 
procured the edition of Zachiæ quæstio- 
nes medicelegales, and of Riverii opera me- 
dica. He was also the author of some 
medical works, Gregory Horstius, born 
December 20, 1626, at Ulm, admitted 
doctor of physic at Padua 1650; after- 
wards physician and professor of phy- 
sic at Ulm, and died May 31, 1661. 
He collected the greatest part of his 
father's works, and printed them at 
Gouda, 1667, 2 vol. 4to. This family 
has produced several other men of 
learning. 

HORSTIUS (James Merlon) a pious 
and learned curate of Cologn, born at 
Horst in Guelderland, from whence he 
was called Horstius. He died 1644, 
aged 47. His principal works are, an 
edition of St. Bernard's works, which he 
had very carefully collected ; an excel- 
lent devotional treatise, entitled, Pa- 
radius anime, 1210. and 8vo.

HORTENSIUS (Quintus) a cele. 
brated Roman orator, Cicero's contem. 
porary, and rival, He pleaded with 
universal applause at 19, and continued 
to do so 48 years with equal success; 
but afterwards, engaging 1n the army, 
was made military tribune, pretor, and, 
at last, consul, 70 A.C. Cicero, with 
whom he disputed the palm of elo. 
quence, mentions him in a manner 
to make us regret that his orations are 
not come down to our times: he praises 
him as an excellent orator, a good citi- 
zen, and a wise senator. Quintilian, 
however, who had read his pleadings, 
affirms, that they were far from being 
equal to the fame he enjoyed in his 
lifetime; which proves that his repu- 
tation was more brilliant than solid, 
and owing principally to the excel. 
lency of his delivery. Hortensius had 
a prodigious memory, and his speeches 
were very methodical, He died very 
rich 49 A. C. a little before the civil 
war, which he had endeavoured to 
prevent by every possible means. 
HORTENSIUS (Lambert) a native 
of Montfort, in the province of Utrecht, 
surnamed Hortensius, or, Of the Gar- 
den, because he was a gardener's son. 
He made himself master of Greek and 
Latin, was overseer of the college at 
Naerden in Holland, and nearly pe- 
rished when that city was taken by tbe 
Spaniards in 1572 : his natural son was 
murdered before his eyes, and he was 
on the point of being killed himselt; 
but an officer in the Spanish army, 
who had formerly been his pupil, saved 
him. He died in 1574, leaving Satire, 
Fpithalamiums, and other works in La- 
tin, the most Known among which are,

HOSEA, first of the twelve minor 
prophets, son of Beeri of the tribe of 
Issachar. He prophesied in the days 
of Uzziah, Jotham, haz, and Heze- 
kiah, kings of Judah, about 800 A. C. 
His prophecies are in Hebrew, and con- 
tain 14 chapters, in which he reproves 
the Israelites for their 1dolatry, fore- 
tells the destruction of the synagogue, 
and the calling of the Gentiles. His 
style is pathetic, his sentences short and 
forcible. The command which this 
prophet received from God, to take a 
prostitute for his wite, and have chil- 
dren by her, is a subject of much dis- 
pute among the learned: Some $up= 
pose, with St. Jerome, that it is to be 
understood only as a vision; while 
others explain it by saying, that God 
does not command Hosea to commit 
adultery or fornication, but to rescue a 
prostitute from her disorderly life, and 
marry her. This last interpretation is 
preferable, because the Scripture says 
expressly, that the prophet took Go- 
mer, the daughter of Diblaim, to be 
his wife, and that he had three chil- 
dren by her, a son and two daughters. 

HOSHEA, son of Elah, and the last 
king of Israel, who had succeeded Pe- 
Kah. He made an alliance with So, 
King of Egypt, and refusing to pay the 
usual tribute to Shalmaneser, that 
prince besieged Samaria, and, having 
taken it at the end of three years, 
721 A. C. carried the Israelites into 
Medea and Assyria, and put an end to 
the Kingdom of Israel 250 years, after 
ts Separation from that of Judah. 

HOSIUS, or OSIUS (Stanislaus) a 
native of Cracow, admitted doctor of 
law at Bologna, and appointed secre- 
tary to the King before he was made 
canon of Cracow, bishop of Culm, and 
alterwards of Wormia. Pius IV. sent 
lim to the emperor Ferdinand, to re- 
quest that the council of Trent might 
be continued; and it is asserted, that, 
after their conversation, Ferdinand em- 


braced him, say ing, He could not resist a 


man whose mouth Twas a temple, and his 


enge an crackle, of the Holy Ghost, 
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Pius IV. rewarded Hosius, for this im- 
portant service, with a cardinal's hat 
in 1561, and sent him, two months af- 
ter, to open the council of Trent, as 
his legate, with the cardinals de Man- 
tua and Seripand, which Hosius exe- 
cuted happily. He afterwards retired 
to Wormia, where his writings and 
zeal so greatly raised his reputation, 
that he was justly considered as the 
most illustrious defender of the Catho- 
lic faith in Germany. Pope Grego- 
ry XIII. recalled him afterwards to 
Rome, and made him grand peniten- 
tiary. Hosius died at Capravolo, near 
Rome, August 5, 1579, aged 76, leave 
ing many works, collected at Cologn, 
1584, 2 vol. fol. which are esteemed, 
and have been translated into several 
languages: the principal, are, Cosfestio 
Catholic fidei Christianz; De Communione 
Sb utraque specie; De Sacerdotum conjugio;

HOSPINIAN (Rodolphus) a cele- 
brated divine of the Zuinglian sect,

He 
died in a state of childhood, March 11, 
1626, aged 77, leaving a large family. 
His works have been printed at Gene- 
Va, 1669 to 1681, 7 vol. fol.: the fol- 
lowing are the most known : a treatise 
en Temples; a Sacramentarian History, 2 
vol.; a Treatise 6n Monks; a Treatise on 
the Fei and Pagan Festivals; another 
on those of the Christians; Nistory of the 
Tesuits, &c.

HOSPITAL (Michael de l') born 
1505, at Aigueperse, his father was 
physician to the constable Charles de 
Bourbon, and to the princess Renee de 
Bourbon, wife of Anthony duke of 
Lorrain. Michael de l'Hospitalstudied 
the languages, belles lettres, and law, 
in the most celebrated universities of 
France and Italy; he wrote elegant 
Latin verse, had a solid judgement, 
great eloquence, with much delicacy 
and integrity. He rose by his merit to 
every honourable post in the law, was 
counsellor to the parliament of Paris, 
chancellor to the princess Margaret, 
sister of king Henry IF and at last 
chancellor of France, in the reign of 
Francis

king his master, He prevented the 
inquisition from being introduced into 
France, by consenting to the edict. of 
Romarantin, which was published 
against the Protestants in 1560; esta- 
blished the consular jurisdiction, and:

He retired voluntarily in 1568, and 
spent the rest of his days at Vigna, a 
country house which he had in Beauce, 
where he died, March 13, 1573, aged. 
68. It has been observed that he ro- 
sembled Aristotle in his countenance. 
Chancellor de I' Hospital left some 
poems which are esteemed, Amterdam, 
1732, 8vo. and some excellent speeches 
delivered at the states of Orleans, 1567, 
gto. In a collection of pieces intended 
for history, Paris, 1623, 4to. is a dis- 
course of his, consisting of reasons and 
arguments for the peace in 1568, and 
his will which is curious. This last 
piece may also be found in the Biblio- 
theque choisie, by Colomiez, in Bouchel's 
Biblistheque du Droit Frangois, in Castel- 
nau, and in Brantome, under the article 
of the constable de Montmorenci; his 
Memoires were printed at Cologn, 1572, 
12mo. He was supposed to be a Cal- 
vinist in his heart, which gave rise to 
this saying, The Lord deliver us from the 
chancellor's mass. This great man used 
to sign himself Delospital, but it has 
become customary to write De PHos- 
pital.

He engaged 
first in the military profession; and 
was captain of horse, but being very 
near sighted, quitted the service to 
devote himself entirely to mathema- 
tics. M. the marquis de IHogspital 
was admitted an honorary member of 
the academy of sciences in 1693, and 
died at Paris, February 2, 1704, aged 
43, leaving a son and three daughters; 
his widow Mary Charlotte de Romilley 
de la Chesnaye died 1737, aged 66, 
He left two excellent treatises, L' 41 
Iyse des infiniment petits, 1696, 4to. ; Trait? 
des Sections coniques, the best edition 
of which is 1707, 4to. 

HOSPITAL (Lewis de l') called the 
Brave I Hospital, descended from an 
ancient family different from the pre- 
ceding; marquis de Vitry and gover- 
nor of Meaux for the league; the firs 
governor of a city who acknowledged 
Henry IV. in 1593. He was knight of 
the king's orders, captain of the life 
guards, and employed to arrest mare- 
chal de Biron, in 1602, 

HOSPITAL (Nicholas de I') son of 
the preceding, and also knight of the 
king's orders, captain of the life guards, 
Kc. Louis XIII. appointed him mare- 
chal of France, in 1617, and govern 
of Provence, in 1632, but having had 
a greac quarrel with Henry Escoublea! 
de Sourdis, archbishop of Bourdeaus,

HOSSCH, Hesse, (Sidronius) a ce— 
lebrated Jesuit in the 17th century, 
born at la Mark in the diocese of Ypres, 
1596, and died September 4, 1653, at 
Tongres. He left Elegies, Odes, Eclogues, 
and other Latin poems, written with 
great purity, and elegance, 1655, 8vo. 
Pope Alexander VII. valued them 
extremely. | 
HOSTASTUS of Ravenna, a soldier 
in the French army when Pavia was 
taken in 1527, Being the first who 
entered the city, he demanded for his 
reward a copper statue which stood in 
the public square, supposed to be that 
of Antoninus, carried from Ravenna 
to Pavia to save it from the plunder of 
the Germans. The inhabitants offered 
Hostasius a crown of gold instead of it, 


the church of Ravenna for a memorial 
of his valour. 

HOSTE, or L'HOSTE (John) a 
learned mathematician of Nancy, to- 
wards the end of the 16th century, who 
taught law and mathematics with un- 
common reputation at Pont-a- Mousson, 
and was appointed superintendant of 
fortifications, and counsellot of war by 
Henry duke of Lortain. His genius 


which he accepted, and hung up in 
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was extensive, penetrating, and formed 
for the sciences; who died in 1631. 
He left several valuable Works, the 
principal ones are, Le Sommaire et Puzage 
de la Sphere artificielle, 4to.z La Pratique 
de Geometrie, 4to.; Description et usage 
des principeaux instrumens de Geometric 
to.; Du Quadran et quarre; Rayon astro- 
nomique; Baton de Jacob; Interpretation 
du grand Art de Raymond Lulle, Sc. 

HOSTE (Paul) born May 19, 1652, 
at Pont-de-Vesle. He entered among 
the Jesuits in 1669, and acquired great 
skill in mathematics; accompanied the 
marechals d'Estrées, and de Tourville, 
during twelve years, in all their naval 
expeditions, and gained their esteem. 
He was appointed king's professor of 
mathematics at Toulon, and died there 
February 23, 1700, aged 49, leaving, 
Recueil des Traits de Mathematiques les 
Plus necessaires & un Officier, 3 vol. 12mo. 
L Art des Armees navales, a Traite des 
evolutions navales, Lyons, 1697, and 

727, fol. this work is not less histori- 
cal than dogmatical, and contains an 
account of the most considerable naval 
events of the fifty preceding years, 
Pere Hosto presented it to Louis XIV. 
who received it graciously, and re- 
warded the author with roo pistoles, 
and a pension of 600 livres; A treatise 
on the construction of ships, which he 
wrote in consequence of some conver- 
Sation with marechal de Tourville; it 
is printed at the end of the preceding. 

- HOSTE (Nicholas) son of a domestic 
of M. de Villeroy's, whose entire con- 
fidence he gained and betrayed. He 
had accompanied Anthony de Silly in 
his embassy to Spain, and there sold 
himself to the Spaniards for a pension 
of 1200 crowns. On his return to 
France, being made secretary to M. de 
Villeroy, he took care to acquaint the 
Spanisa ambassador with whatever 
came to his knowledge. His treachery 
was discovered in 1604, which having 
notice of, he made his escape with a 
Fleming, but was siezed at la Faye, 
where being obliged to pass the Marne, 
he drowned himself. His body was 
carried to Paris, and dragged to pieces 
by four horses. 

HOSTUS (Matthew) an eminent 
scholar, and antiquary, born 1509, in 
Germany. He was professor of Greek, 
and died at Francfort upon Oder, April 
29, 1537, aged 79, having made _— 
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self famous by the following works; 
De re Nummaria veterum Gra crm, Ro- 
manorum et Hebravorum, Francfort, 1580, 
Svo,; De Monomachia; Dawidiset Goliath ; 
De multiplici assis usu; De Sex kydriarum 
Capacitate; Inquizitio in Fabricam Arce 
Net, &c. London, 1660, fol. and in the 
Rei Nummarice veteres Scriptores, Ley den, 
I695, 2 vols. 4to. 

HOTMAN (Francis) Hetomanus, born 
at Paris, August 23, 1524, an eminent 
lawyer, counsellor to the parliament. 
He taught with reputation at Lausanne, 
Valence, and Bourges, where his pupils 
saved him from the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew, 1572. Hotman was 
much engaged in the Protestant affairs, 
and professed law at Geneva, Mont- 
balliard, and Basil, where he died, 
February 12, 1590, aged 65, leaving 
three sons, and two daughters. We 
have by him several treatises on law, 
which are esteemed, and two tracts 
which have made much noise; one 
entitled, Brutum fulmen, 1586, Svo. in 
favour of the king of Navarre, excom- 
municated at Rome; printed in French, 
158 5, Svo. the other Franco Gallia, 
1573, 8vo. the edition of 1586, is more 
ample. The French translation is 
1574, in which he asserts against both 
law and custom, that the monarchy of 
France is elective, not hereditary. The 
principles which Hotman endeavours 
to establish by this treatise have occa- 
Sioned the Viadiciæ contra Tyrannos, by 
Junius Brutus to be ascribed to him. v. 
LANGUET, (Hubert) He also wrote 
De Fureribus Gallicis, 1573, $vo. The 
above works were all printed at Ge- 
neva, 1599, 3 vol. fol. Anthony Hot- 
man, his brother, who was advocate 
general to the parliament of Paris at 
the time of the league, has also left 
Some works on law, which are es- 
teemed, and John Hotman, sieur de 
Villiers, son of Anthony Hotman, was 
author of several works; the chief of 
which are, a Treatise on the duty of an 
ambassador ; The Life of Jaspar de Coligny 
de Chatillon, admiral of France, Killed in 
1572, it was written in Latin, and 
printed in 1575, 8vo, and has been 
translated into French, Anti-Chopinus, 
v. CHOPIN, &c. Some small pieces in 
French by Francis, Anthony, and john 


Hotman were printed at Paris by Guil- 


lemot, 1616, 8vo. 


HOTTINGER (John Henry) born at

Zurich, March 10, 1620. He ey 

discovered so great a taste for learnins 
that the curators of the schools gent 
him to study abroad at the public ex. 
pence. Hottinger went first to Ge. 
neva, then into France and Hollang. 
studied the oriental languages at Ley. 
den under the celebrated Golius, and 
was tutor to his children. He after. 
wards visited England, and being re. 
called to Zurich, taught ecclesiaxtica} 
history, theology, and the orienta} 
languages in that place. In 1655, he 
was sent to the elector palatine, to re. 
store the university of Hiedelberg to 
its reputation; where he revived and 
encouraged study, and pleased the 
elector extremely; and in 1661, was 
recalled again to Zurich, and intrusted 
with affairs of the greatest importance, 
The academy at Leyden were desirous 
of having him for their divinity pro- 
fessor in 1667, and at length obtained 
their request by favour of the states of 
Holland. Hottinger was preparing to 
set out, when he was unfortunately 
drowned with part of his family, June 
5, 1667, in the river Limat, which 
runs to Zurich. The chief of his nu- 
merous works are, Erercitationes anti- 
morinianz, 4to, in which he defends the 
purity of the Hebrew text of the bible 
against Pere Morin; this book is es- 
teemed; Mit. Orientalis, 1660, 4to.;

Saurus Philologicus sacre Scripturæ, 1696, 
4to.; it. Ecclesiaitica, 9 parts 8vo.;

HOUBIGANT (Charles Francis) 2 
priest of the oratory, who published 2

HOUDRY (Vincent) a Jesuit, born 
January 22, 1631, at Tours, who taught 
ethics, rhetoric, and philosophy among 
the ſesuits, and devoted himself after- 
wards to preaching 24 years; the rest 
of his life was spent in composing use- 
ful books. He died at Paris, in the 
college of Louis le Grand, March 29, 
1729, aged 99 years, and 3 months. 
His works are, La Bibliotheque des Pre- 
dicateurs, Lyons, 1733, 22 vol. 4to.; 
Merality, S vol. the supplement 2 vol.; 
Paneg yrics, 4 vol. and the supplement 
1 vol.: the Mysteries, 3 vol. and the 
supplement 1 vol.; rhe Tables, 1 vol.; 
the Ceremonies of the Church, 1 vol.; 
Christian Eloquence, f vol.; Traite de la 
manicre d'imiter les bens Predicateurs, 
12mo.; Ars Typographica, carmen, 4to.; 
twenty volumes of Sermons. 2 
HOULIERES (Antoinette du Ligier 
de la Garde, widow of William de la 
Fon seigneur des) born 1638, at Paris, 
a lady who possessed every charm of 
person and mind; and was formed to 
poetry by M. Hesnault. She married 
M. des Houlieres king's lieutenant of 
the city of Dourlens, and died of a 
cancer in her breast, February 17, 
1693, aged 56. Her works and those 
of her daughter, have been collected 
and printed in 2 vol. 12mo. Most of 
the Ide particularly the Sheep, the 
-Birds, the Rivulets, and the Floqwers, ex- 
ceed every thing of that kind in the 
French language; their style is pure, 
flowing, and chaste, the thoughts and 
expressions noble. The works of ma- 
demoiselle des Houlieres (Antoinette 
Therese de la Garde, who dicd in 
1718) are not nearly so beautiful as her 
mother's; her Madrige!s nevertheless 
are charming, They were both mem- 
bers of the academy Deg/i Recovrati, 
and madame des Houliers of that of 
Arles also. She wrote two tragedies, 
Generic, and TFules- Antoine, but they 
are not admired. The party which 
this lady formed in favour of Pradon's 
Phedre, against that of Racine, and the 
Sennet she wrote upon that subject 
would much injure her character as to 
taste, were not that character esta- 
blished by her works; and were it not 
well known into how many errors, 
prejudices and prepossession lead us.

_ HOULLIER (James) a skilful phy- 
sician of Paris, born at Est ampes, author 
of several works, Geneva, 1635, 4to. 
which are highly commended by his 
friend M. de Thou. He died 1562. 

HOUTTEVILLE (Claudius Francis) 
a native of Paris, and membertof the 
French academy. He entered the con- 
gregation of the oratory at sixteen, but 
quitting it eighteen years after, was 
Secretary to cardinal du Bois, and abbot 
of St. Vincent du Bourg sur Mer. He 
died November 8, 1742, aged 54. His 
chief work is entitled, La verite de la 
Religion  Ghretienne prouvte par les faits, 
the best edition is, Paris, 1741, 3 vol. 
4to. and 4 vol. 12mo. This book had 
an astonishing success on its first ap- 
pearance ; but sunk afterwards into a 
State of discredit no less astonishing : 
it had been extolled too highly at first, 
and afterwards. too much depreciated. 
The style is affected, and the author 
lays down useless principles, and, some 
times, even such as are dangerous and 
hurtful to his cause, His proofs are 
not always solid, nor well chosen; but 
he is more particularly blameable for 
having separated the difficulties and 
objections from the proofs brought 
against them. By thus heaping objec- 
tions on objections at the end of his 
work, and giving very short and con- 
cise answers for fear of repetitions, he 
gives greater force to the former than 
to the latter, makes us loose sight of 
his proofs, and seems to destroy what 
he had established. 

HOWEL (James) a laborious English 
writer, secretary to the embassy, and 
to the council during the civil wars. 
His profusion was the cause of his con- 
finement in prison, where he was ob- 
liged to write for his subsistence, and 
continued to do so after he was at li- 
berty. His works in English are, Hist. 
of Louis AIII.; another entitled, rhe 
Grove of Dodona, which has been trans- 
lated into French, Paris, 1652, 4to.; 
and a third on the preeminence of the 
Kings of France, Spain, and England; 
translated into Latin, London, 1664, 
8Bvo.; Some Poems, 1663, 8 vo. &c. 
After having been a zealous royalist, 
he flattered Cromwell's party, but was 
nevertheless appointed Hzistoriographer 
to the king after his restoration, He 
died 1666, aged 72. ; 

HOY (Andrew) a learned King's 

2 2 professor 
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professor of Greek. at Douay, born at 
Bruges, who acquired great reputation 
by his Latin poems, 1587, Svo.; Exe- 
chiel Paraphrasi pœticà illustratus, 1598, 
to.; De pronunciatione Gracd, 1620, 
Svo.; and by his other works. He 
died at the beginning of the 17th cen- 
tury. 

HOZIER (Peter d') born July 12, 
1592, at Marseilles, son of an advocate. 
After his father's death in 1611, he 
enlisted in the company of light horse 
belonging to M. de Crequi Bernicules, 
who was then in search of his genea- 
logy. NM. d'Hozier offered to assist this 
nobleman in his enquiries, and drew up 
the genealogy of that illustrious house 
with such good success, that he after- 
wards undertook a general enquiry into 
those of the other families in the King- 
dom, and became $0 eminent in that 
study, that Louis XIII. appointed him 
waiting gentleman maitre d' hotel, 
gentleman in ordinary to his bedcham- 
ber, and judge of the arms of France. 
Louis XIV. not only continued him in 
these offices, but created that of Gene- 
alogiste des Ecuries on purpose for him, 
gave him a pension, and a brevet of 
counsellor of state. Peter d'Hosier was 
consulted throughout France, and from 
several parts of Europe: so astonishing 
was his memory that he could immedi- 
ately quote without any mistake the 
dates of contracts, names, Surnames, 
and arms of any family that he had 
once studied, which made the cele- 
brated d'Ablancourt say of him, t he 
must have been present at all the marriages, 
and christenings in the universe, He died 
December 1, 1660, after having brought 
the science of genealogy to the highest 
perfection, leaving a Hit. de Bretagne, 
fol. and several Genealogies. 

HOZIER (Charles d') son of the 
preceding, born February 24, 1640, at 
Paris. His father had given him some 


instructions in genealogy which he 


made use of to draw up under the di- 


rection of M. de Caumartin, the Peerage 


of Champagne, Chalons, 1673, fol. in 
form of an Atlas. He received the 
cross of St. Maurice from the duke of 
Savoy in 1681, and married the year 
following; he had also the office of 
judge of the arms of the French nobi- 
lity, and was rewarded with a pension 
of 4000 livres. He died 1732. It was 


this gentleman's nephew who under.

HUARTE (John) a native of $ 
Jean in French Navarre, who acquired 
great reputation in the x6th Century 
by a work. which he wrote in Spanish, 
entitled, The trial of Genius ; it has deen 
translated into Latin and French; the 
edition of Cologn, 1610, 12mo, is es. 
teemed. 
HUBER (Samuel) professor of diyi. 
nity at Wittemberg, from which uni. 
versity he was expelled about 1592, for 
teaching that jesus Christ having made 
an atonement for all mankind, they 
were damned only because they fell 
voluntarily from this state of justifica. 
tion into sin, by abusing their liberty, 
an opinion diametrica'i'y opposite to 
that of Luther, He left, An explanatin 
of the gt 10th and 11th chapters of the 
Epistle to the Romans, 8vo. 
HUBER (Mary) a Protestant of Ge. 
neva; she died at Lyons in 1759, aged 
59, leaving several works; Le Monde 
fou, prefer au Monde sage, 1731, 1744, 
I2mo.; Le Syiteme des Theo/ogiens, ur 
Petar des Ames separtes des Corps, 1711, 
1733, and 1739, I2mo.; Lertres sur la 
Religion essentielle a homme, 1739, and 
1754, six parts, 22mo,; Le Spectateur en 
abrege, 1753, six parts 12mo, 
HUBER (Ulric) born March 1z, 
1636, at Dockum. He was professot 
of law at Franeker, and died November, 
1694, after having had great disputes 
with the celebrated Perizonius, His 
works are, a Tr. de jure civitatis ; Juris. 
prudentia Frisica; Specimen Philouwphie 
civilis; Institutiones Hist. civilis, and 
many more which are esteemed. 
HUBERT (St.) an illustrious bishop 
of Mastricht, who succeeded St. Lam- 
bert in 708, and caused his body to be 
removed about 721, to Liege, where he 
fixed his episcopal seat. St. Hubert 
travelled over the Ardennes, converted 
there a great number of infidels, and 
died May 30, 727. His remains were 
carried in the next century to the Be- 
nedictine abbey of Andain, in the 
forest of the Ardennes, which abbey 
is become famous, and is now _ 
: b. 
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st. Hubert. This saint is particularly 
invoked in cases of madness. 

HUBERT (Matthew) a native of 
Chatillon in Maine, who entered the 
congregation of the oratory at 21, and 
after distinguishing himself by teaching 
ethics, was destined for the pulpit. 
He preached successively in Provence, 
at Paris, and at court with applause, 
and gained the esteem of P. Bourda- 
loue, He died March 22, 2717, at 
Paris, aged 77. His Sermons were pub- 
liched there 1725, 6 vol. 12mo. by Pere 
de Monteuil of the oratory. 

HUBNER (John) a learned German 
geographer, who taught that science 
at Leipsic and Hamburg, with uncom- 
mon reputation; he was master of the 
school in the last named city, and died 
there, May 21, 1732, aged 63. His 


chief work is a system of geography, 


very valuable for the part Which res- 
pects Germany; it has been translated 
from German inro French, and printed 
at Basil, 1757, 6 vol. 12mo. 

HUDDE (John) a burgomaster of 
Amsterdam, a great politician, and 
well acquainted with mathematics, 
author of some Opuscula, which are 
much esteemed, and inserted by Fran- 
cis Schoten in his Commentary en the Geo- 
metry of Descartes. He died April 6, 
1704, at Amsterdam. 

HUDSON (Henry) a celebrated 
English pilot of the 17th century, from 
whom a strait, and bay on the north of 
Canada took their names. If he made 
a voyage thither, as the English assert, 
in 1610, he made no settlement ; the 
French set up the King's arms there in 
1656, and the English did not trade 
there till 1665. 

HUDSON (John) a native of Wode- 
hop in Cumberland, who taught phi- 


losophy and the belles lettres at Oxford 


till 1701, when he succeeded Thomas 


Hyde as librarian to the Bodleian li- 


brary, He was afterwards made prin- 
cipal of St, Mary Hall, which two offi- 
ces he Kept till he died, November 27, 
1719, aged 57, His wife was the 
daughter of Sir —— Harrison. He 
published editions of Velleius Paterculus; 
Ikacydides; Dionysius of Hallicarnassus; 
Longins ; Exp; Fozephus; and the Mi- 
%r Geographers, Oxford, 1698, to 1712, 4 
vol. Byvo. &c. | 


HUERGA (Cyprian de la) a learned 


Spanish monk of the Cistertian order,

who taught the holy scripture in the 
university of Alcala, and left Cemmen- 
faries on Job; the Psalms; and Cantieles, 
&c. He died in 1560, 
HUET (Peter Daniel) born 1630, at 

Caen; he applied himself to philoso- 
phy, mathematics, languages, and an- 
tiquities; he so much admired Bochart, 
that he wished for his acquaintance, 
and forming a strict friendship with 
that learned man, accompanied him to 
Sweden, which circumstance proved 
very advantageous to the works with 
which he afterwards enriched the 
public. On his return to Caen, he 
found himself elected a member of the 
academy of belles lettres, and founded 
one himself for natural philosophy, of 
which he was the head. M. Bossuet 
being appointed preceptor to the dau- 
phin 1670, the King gave him M. Huet 
for a colleague, in quality of sub- pre- 
ceptor, and it was for this young prince 
that he planned the editions ad usum 


Delphin, from M. de Montausier's idea, 


and directed the execution of them. 
M. Huet was 46, when he was ordained 
priest, and the king nominated him 
Shortly after to the abbey of Aunay, 
and bishopric of Soissons in 1685, but 
he did not take possession, having 
changed with M. Brulart de Sillery, 
who had been appointed bishop of 
Avranches. This diocese M. Huet go- 
verned ten years, in which he pro- 
moted learning and piety ; his too great 
application to study was however com- 
plained of, and it is said that a coun- 
try man having waited upon him seve- 
ral times with some complaint, and . 
being always told that he could not 
Speak with the prelate for he was at 
Study, said, why did not the king give us 
a bizhop who had finished his Studies? M. 
Huet resigned his bishopric for the 
abbey of Fontenai near Caen, and 
afterwards retired to the Jesuits of the 
professed house at Paris, to whom he 
had always been much attached, and 
to whom he left his library, which was 
transferred to the king's library after 
the dissolution of that society. He 
died among the Jesuits January 26, 
1721, aged 91, leaving a great number 
of works well written, and which con- 
tain immense erudition; the principal 
are, De claris interpretibus et de optimo 
genere interpretandi, Hague, 1683, 8vo. z 
An edition of Origen's Commentaries en the

This 
is a translation made by M. Huet of the 
first part of his Questiones alnetanæ, and 
a plagiarism from the Pynhonian insti- 
tutions of Sixtus Empericus, whom he 
continually steals from, but never 
quotes. Huetian, some Latin and 
Greek verses which are esteemed; 
they consist of Odes, Elegies, Idyll, 
Heroic pieces, a Prem on Salt, and his 
travels in Sweden. v. the collection 
published by the abbe d'Olivet, 1756, 
12mo. His Metamorphoses, the account 
of his travels in Sweden, and some 
Odes, are particularly admired. Seve- 
ral Letters; Origines de Can, Rouen, 
1706; Diane de Castro, 1728, 12mo. 
&c. He was a member of the French 
academy. 

HUFNAGEL (George) a painter in 
the 16th century, born at Antwerp, 
whose talents procured him the esteem, 
' favour, and patronage of the duke of 
Bavaria. He painted a missel for Fer- 
dinand, archduke of Inspruck which 
he was eight years about, and it is es- 
teemed a master piece. The emperor 
Rodolphus took this artist into his ser- 
vice, and employed him in painting 
all kinds of animals, a style in which 
he excelled. Hufnagel died in 1600, 
leaving a son who distinguished him- 
self in the same art. 

HUGH (St.) bishop of Grenoble in 
1080, a native of Chateau-neuf-sur- 
FVisere, near Valence in Dauphiny, 
who received St. Bruno and his com- 
panions, and fixed them in the grande 
Chartreuse. He was author of a Cartu- 
tary, some fragments of which are in 
Mabillon's posthumous works, and in 
Allard's Memoirs of Dauphiny, 1711, and 
1727, 2 vol. fol. and died April 1, 132. 


HUG 

He must be distinguished from St. 
Hugh, abbot of Clugni, 1049, who 
procured the church (which still re. 
mains there) to be built through the 
liberality of Alphonso IV. king of 
Castile, and died 1109, leaving some 
works which are in the library at 
Clugni, and also from St. Hugh, elected 
bishop of Rouen in 722, who died 
April 9, 730. 

HUGH the Great, called also Hugh 
the Abbot, or Hugh the Fair, son of 
Robert k ng of France, aud Beatrix de 
Vermandois. He caused Louis d' 0ur7e- 
mer to be crowned at Laon in 936, took 
Rheims, succoured Richard I. duke of 
Normandy, and was created duke of 
Burgundy and Aquitain, by Lothaire. 
He died June 16, 956. This was one 
of the most famous princes of his age; 
he was surnamed tie Great, from his 
Stature and noble actions; the Fair, 
from his complexion; and the A3bez, 
because he had taken possession of the 
abbeys of St. Denys, St. Germain des 
Pres, and St. Martin de Tours, 

HUGH Capet, earl of Paris and Or. 
leans, head of the third race of French 
kings, called the Caperines, son of 
Hugh rie Great. He defended Paris 
with uncommon valour, and was uni- 
versally esteemed for his courage and 
prudence. When Louis V. % Faineart 
died, Hugh Capet caused himself to be 
proclaimed King of France at Noyon, 
and was crowned at Rheims, by the 
archbishop Adalberon, July 2, 987, 
There were none of the blood royal 
remaining, but Charles the first duke 
of Lorrain, son of Louis U'Outre-mer, 
and this prince attempted to regain by 
arms, the crown he had lost through 
his own fault, but was taken prisoner 
at Laon, and confined at Orleans. 
Hugh alone the richest of the French 
nobility, could uphold a kingdom, 
which was become a mere empty title; 
the last kings of the second race having 
divided the lands which remained to 
them as fiefs, among the nobles who 
professed to snpport them, but much 
oftener betrayed them. Other free 
persons were fallen into a state of vas- 
salage; the taking and retaking of 
towns had destroyed the remains of 
liberty, and nothing was left but lords, 
who did not consider themselves as 
owing any thing to the king, and eccle- 
siasties, who held themselves exempted 

| from 
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from all contribution towards auppott- 
ing the state, except the service of the 
fefs which each held; but even this 
eeryice they refused unless the subject 
for which it was demanded happened 
to please them. The King therefore 
had no revenue, his subjects were only 
nominal; nor can the firmness and 
prudence of the Kings of this race be 
too much admired, who could restore 
the kingdom to so good a situation as 
they did. Hugh Caper associated his 
son Robert, and died October 43, 997, 
aged 57, after reigning ten years. 
HUGH de Fleury, or de St. Marie, a 
celebrated monk of the abbey of Fleury, 
towards the end of the 11th century, 
called Hugh de St. Marie from the 
name of a village which belonged to 
his father, He is little known but by 
his works, which are as follow; Two 
books, De la Puissance Royale, et de la 
Dignite Sacerdotale, dedicated to Henry, 
king of England, in which he esta- 
bliches with great solidity the rights 
and bounds of the two powers, in op- 
position to the prejudices which pre- 
vailed at that time. This work may 
be found in tom. IV. of the Miscellanea 
of Baluze. A Chronicle, or History from 
the beginning of the world to 840; A 
small chronicle from 996, to 1109; 
Munster, 1638, 4to. valuable and scarce; 
it may also be found in Troher's col- 
lection. 


HUGH de Flavigny, born 1065; He 


was a monk of St. Vannes at Verdun, 
and afterwards abbot of Flavigny in the 
12th century; but dispossessed of that 
dignity by the bishop of Autun who 
caused another abbot to be elected, 
Hugh supplanted St. Laurentius, abbot 
of Vannes, who was persecuted by the 
bishop of Verdun for his attachment to 
the pope, and kept his place till 1115, 
aſter which time it is not known what 
became of him. He wrote the Chroni- 
cle of Verdun, which is esteemed, and 
may be found in P. Labbe's Bibl. Ma- 
nuscript, 

HUGH of Amiens, also called Hugh 
ef Rouen, left Amiens his native place, 
and going to England was made abbot 
of Roding, afterwards a bishop of 
Rouen, 1130, and died 1164. He was 
one of the greatest, most pious, and 
most learned bishops of his age. He 
wrote three books for the instruction 
of his clergy, against the Hereties of

that time; they are in the Library of 
the Fathers, and P. d'Achery has printed 
them at the end of Guibert de Nogent's 
works. Some other pieces by Hugh 
may be found in the collections by 


Martenne and Durand. 

HUGH de St. Victor, an eminent di- 
vine in the 12th century, originally of 
Flanders, who devoted himself to God 
in the abbey of St. Victor at Paris, at 
that time governed by its first abbot 
Gilduin in 1115, and taught theology 
with so much reputation, that he was 
called a Second Augustine. He died in 
I 142, aged 44, after having been prior 
of St. Victor, leaving several works, 
in which he imitates St. Augustine's 
Style, and follows his doctrine. The 
principal among these is a large trea- 
tise on the Sacraments, They have all 
been printed at Ronen 1648, 3 vol. fol, 
and some may also be found in Mar- 
tenne's 7hesaurus. 

HUGH de St. Cher, a celebrated car- 
dinal of the Dominican order, so called 
from the place of his birth, at the gates 
of Vienne, where there is a church 
dedicated to St. Cher. He acquired 
great reputation in the 13th century by 
his prudence, learning, and genius; 
was doctor of divinity of the faculty of 
Paris, appointed provincial of his order, 
and afterwards cardinal by Innocent 
IV. May 28, 1244, which pope and 
his successor Alexander IV. employed 
him in affairs of the greatest conse- 
quence. He died March 19, 1263, at 
Orvieto. His principal works are a 
collection of the various readings of 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin MSS. of 
the bible, entitled, Correctorium Bibliæ, 
which is in the Sorbonne, in Ms.; A 
Concordance of the Bible, (Cologn, 
1684, 8vo.) the earliest work of this 
Kind; for Hugh de St. Cher was the 
first who invented concordances, by 
which he has immortalized his name. 
Commentaries on the Bible; Speculum Ec- 
clesiæ, Paris, 1480, 4to. &c. 

HUGHES (ſohn) an English poet, 
who sought relief in the fine arts from 
the melancholy which frequently at- 
tends an ill state of health: his poems 
were printed in 1739, 2 vol, 12mo, and 
are esteemed by his countrymen. He 
died 1719, aged 42. | 

HUGO (Charles Lewis) a regular 
canon of the reform of Prémontré, 
doctor of divinity, abbot of Estival, 

and

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and bishop of Ptolemais, who died at 


his abbey, September 2, 1739, aged 74. 
The following are the chief of his nu- 
merous works: Annals of the Premon- 
Stratenses, in Latin, 2 vol. fol. and ano- 
ther collection, entitled, Sacre antiqui- 
tatis monumenta kistorica, dogmatica, diplo- 
maticay 1725, &c. 2 vol. fol.; La Vie de 
St. Norbert, 4to. with very curious 
Notes; it is accurate, and much esteem- 
ed, Traite historiaue et critique de la Mai- 
zen de Lorrain, 1711, 8vo. under the 
name of Balcicourt. This treatise was 
suppressed by act of parliament in 
1712, &c. 

HUGOLIN (Bartholomew) a learned 
Italian canonist, born in Lombardy, 
and died in 1618, author of several 
works in Latin, which are esteemed. 
He presented to pope Sixtus V. his 
Treatise en the Sacraments, Rimini, 1587, 
fol. by whom he was handsomely re- 
warded, | 

HULSMANN (John) a learned Lu- 
theran divine, born November 26, 1602, 
at Esens in Friesland. After studying 
in several universities, and travelling 
into Germany, France, and Holland, 
he was appointed professor of divinity, 
and superintendant at Leipsic, and had 
many other honourable places. He 
died June 12, 1661. His principal 
works are, Collegium publicum anti-papis= 
ticum; Breviarium Theolegicum; Manuale 
Augustanæ Confessionis; Calvinismus irre- 
conciliabilis; Extensio Breviarii Theelogict; 
Methodus concionandi; De auxiliis gratiæ. 
Also an account, in German, of the Col- 
loguy of Thorn, to which he was sent 
in 1645, at the head of the Lutherans. 

HULSIUS (Anthony) a Protestant 
divine, born 1615, at Hilde, a little 
village in the dutchy of Bergue. He 
Studied first at Wesel, then at Deven- 
ter, where he made a great progress in 
the oriental languages, travelled after- 
wards into England, France, and Hol- 
land. Hulsius was minister at Breda 
25 years, till 1676, when he was ap- 
pointed professor of divinity, and lan- 
guages, at Leyden, in which city he 
died 1685, aged 70, leaving Judaical 
Theolep y, in Latin, published 1653, 4to. 
Authentia Textus Hebraici, Rotterdam, 
1662, 4to. &c, His son, Henry Hel- 
sius, who died April 27, 1723, was also 
the author of several works; among 
others, a Summary of Theology, in La- 


tin. 


by the abbe Prevot, the two others by 
Mad. Benoit; each in 2 vol. qto. or6 
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HUMBERT II. dauphin of Vienng;, 
born 1312, succeeded his nephew. 
Guigues VI. 1333. He married Ma 
de Baux in 1332, by whom he had 3 
son, and unfortunately let the child fal 
from a window in his palace in Isere 
While playing with him. Humber: 
was afterwards made general of the 
crusade against the Infidels, and went 
into Greece, but was unsuccessful there 
from his ill conduct. On his return, in 
1343, he gave dauphiny to king Philip 
de Valois, who invested his grandsun 
Charles with it, and this donation was 
confirmed in 1349, on condition that 
he should receive 40,000 crowns in 
gold, and a pension of 10,900 livres. 
Thus dauphiny was re- united to the 
crown of France, Humbert afterward 
turned Dominican, took holy orders 
was appointed patriarch of Alexandria 
by the Latins, and had the perpetuz] 
administration of the archbishopric of 
Rheims. He died at Clermont in Ay. 
vergne, March 22, 1355, aged 43, and 
was buried in the church of the Jaco. 
bins at Paris, of which he was prior, 

HUME (David) born April 26, 1711, 
at Edinburgh, of a good family ; but, 
being a younger son, inherited only a 
small portion of his father's fortune: 
his exconomy, however, made it suff 
cient, The profits of his works, the 
place of secretary to the embassy whick 
he held under general Sinclair at Vi- 
enna, and Turin, in 1747, and to 
France, under the earl of Hertford, in 
1763, and that of under secretary of 
State with Mr. Conway, 1767, raised 
his income to a thousand pounds per 
annum. He spent the rest of his life 
at Edinburgh in the study of history 
and philosophy, except going some- 
times to his brother's country seat, and 
died of a decline, in his native place, 
August 25, 1776. His History of Enge 
land met with much opposition that 
country, because he steered a middle 
course between the factions, which 
was not agreeable to the warmth of 
either side. The Whigs were most 
against him. This work is, however, 
much esteemed by persons of mode- 
rate principles. It is divided into three 
periods; the Houses of Plantagenet, 
Tudor, and Stuart; and has been traus- 
lated into French; the House of Stuart

Hume 
also wrote, Enquiries into the Human Un- 
deritanding ; The History of Natural Reli- 
gion; Esa Moral and Political; Politi- 
a! Discourses, which have not been 
much esteemed in England, except the 
Essays. They have all been translated 
into French, Amsterdam, 1764, 6 vol. 
gro. which may be easily bound in 
three. 

 _HUMIERES (Lewis de Crevant d') 
descended from an ancient family of 
Tours. He married Louisa de Chartre, 
who, having captivated the vicomte 
de Turenne, obtained, through his in- 
terest, the marechal's staff for her hus- 
band. It was upon this occasion that 
Louis XIV. asking the count de Gram- 
mont if he knew whom he had just 
made marechal of France, the count 
replied, Yes, Sire, Mad. d Humieres. He 
died 1604. 

HUMPHREY (Laurence) an English 
divine of the 16th century, born 1519, 
at Newport-Pagnel in Buckingham- 
shire. He taught Greek, and after- 
wards theology, at Oxford; was presi- 
dent of Magdalen college, dean of 
Gloucester, afterwards of Winchester, 
and died February 1, 1590, aged 71, 
leaving several children. His works 
are, Epristola de Græcis litteris, et Homeri 
lectione, et imitatione, prefixed to a book 
written by Adrian Junius; Cpiæcornu, 
Basiliz, 1558, fol.; De Religionis con- 
servatione et reformatione, deque primatu 
Regum, Basil, 1559, 8vo.; De ratiene 
inter pretandi autores, 8 vo.; Optimates, ive 
de nolilitate, ejusque origine, 8 vo.; Je- 
Suitizmi pars prima et Secunda, 8 vo.; Pla- 
rizeioms vetus et nouus, 8vo. &c. He 
was a Calvinist, and did not approve 
of the English hierarchy. 

HUNERIC, king of the Vandals in 
Africa. He succeeded his father, Gen- 
seric, in 476; was an Arianc, perse- 
cuted the Catholics with astonishing 
barbarity, and died in 485, universally 
detested for his cruelties. 

HUNIADES (John Corvinus) vaveid 
of Transilvania, general of the armies 
of Ladislaus, king of Hungary, and 
one of the greatest captains of his age. 
He defeated the Turks in several im- 
Portant battles in 1442 and 1443, and 


Signalized himself at that of Varna, in 


which Ladislaus was killed, with great 
numbers of the nobility. Huniades 
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also lost another battle in 1448, but he 
prevented Mahomet II, from taking 
Belgrade in 1455, and died, the same 
year, at Zemplin, September 10. Pope 
Calixtus III. shed tears on hearing of 
the death of this great man, who was 
lamented throughout Christendom. v. 
MATTHIUS CORVINUS, 

HUNNIUS (Giles) a minister of 
Wittemberg, who wrote much against 
the Calvinists, particularly in his Cal- 
vinus Fudaisxans, Wittembergæ, 1595, 
8vo. He died 1603, aged 53. 

HUR, the husband of Miriam, Moses? 
sister, who, with Aaron, supported the 
Jewish lawgiver's hands, while he held 
them up in prayer to God for the suc- 
cess of the Israelites. 

HURAULT (Philip) count de Che- 
verni, born March 25, 1528, of a noble 
family. He was well acquainted with 
history, and counsellor to the parlia- 
ment of Paris in 1554, afterwards 
chancellor of France under Henry III. 
and Henry IV. He died July 30, 1599, 
aged 72, leaving some Memoirs, which 
are well known by the title of Me- 
moires de Cheverni : the best edition is, 
1636, 4to. 

HURE (Charles) born November 7, 
1639, at Champigny-sur-yone, in the 
diocese of Sens. He was teacher ot 
the third and second, in the college de 
Bencourt, twenty-five years, and after- 
wards devoted himself wholly to the 
Study of the Scriptures, which his 
knowledge of Hebrew, Greek, and 
Latin, made easy to him. Hure was 
at last appointed principal of the col- 
lege de Boncourt, where he died No- 
vember 12, 1717, aged 78. He left 
several works on the Holy Scriptures, 
the chief of which are, a Latin edi- 
tion of the New Testament, with short 
Notes, 2 vol. 12mo. which is esteemed ; 
a French translation of the New Testa- 
ment, and of his Latin Notes, en- 
larged, Paris, 1702, 4 vol. 12mo.; this 
translation made much noise; Gram- 
mai re ace, ou Rogle pour entendre le tens 
litteral de J Ecriture Sainte, Paris, 1707, 
12mo.; A Dictionary of the Bible, Paris, 
I715, 2 vol. fol. in French, with the 
words of the Bible in Latin. He was 
much attached to Messieurs of Port- 
Royal, and to their opinions, 

HURTADO (Thomas) an eminent 
Spanish divine, a native of Toledo, 
who taught at Rome, Alcala, and Sa- 


lamanca, 
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lamanca, and wrote, Revolutiones ortho- 
doxo-morales, Coloniz, 1655, fol, which 
are esteemed. He died 1659. 

Huss (John) a famous heresiarch, 
born at Huss, a small town 1n Bohe- 
mia, of obscure parents, He took his 
degrees in the university of Prague, of 
which he became rector, and after- 
wards pastor of the church of Beth- 
lehem, where he distinguished himself 
by his preaching. John Huss revived 
the errors of the Waldenses, and Wick- 
ff, to which he added several others, 
and gained many disciples, particu- 
larly after he had joined himself to 
Jerome of Prague. The emperor Si- 
gismond, brother and presumptive heir 
to Wenceslaus, King of Bohemia, fear- 
ing the fatal consequences of this new 
doQrine, compelled John Huss to go 
to defend his opinions at the council of 
Constance, which was then assembled, 
and gave him a passport. 
ing there in November 1414, his doc- 
trine was catefully examined during 
Seven months, and he had leave to 
Speak and defend himself; but, refus- 
ing to abjure his errors, he was con- 
Cemned to be burnt alive with his 
Looks, which sentence was executed 
Ju'y 16, 143. The Protestants relate 
many fabulous stories respecting the 
Ceath of Huss, whose name signifies a 
g950; among ethers, his having said, 
when dying, That they had killed a Cote, 
Et Stan Should rise from its ashes a 
hundred years after, which Should $wpport 
the truth which ke had defended. This 
ewan they say is Luther, who appeared 
in 1515, and derived his errors from 
the writings of Huss, as he declares 
himself. The history and works of 
John Huss, and Jerome of Prague, 
were printed at Nuremberg in 1558, 2 
vol. fol. and reprinted 1715. There 
are some Opyscula by John Huss, 3 tom. 
in one vol. qto, containing 281 leaves. 
His disciples, who are called Hassites, 
desolated Bohemia, to revenge their 
patriarch's death. 

HUSSEIN, a shepherd, who kept 
his flocks near Ibrahim's prison, and 
often diverted him with his songs, and 
the rustic airs he played on the flageo- 
let. When Ibrahim was taken from 
his dungeon to ascend the throne, he 
made Hussein his favourite; but the 
latter so shamefully abused his power, 
as to cause the grand vizir, Mahomet,

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to be strangled. This cruel 
him so odious to the people, 2 
tore him to pieces in 1648. / 
HUTCHESON (Francis) born Au. 
gust 8, 1694, in the north of Ireland 
where his father had Settled, who mt 
well as his grandfather, had been non. 
conformist ministers in Aireshire in 
Scotland. He was employed to direct 
a School of belles lettres and philoso— 
phy at Dublin, and published, in 1-2: 
An Inquiry into the Ideas of Beauty 2 
Virtue, &c. In this work Dr. Hutche. 
son establislies the moral genie, by which 
we distinguish between good and evil; 
it has been translated into French by 
M. Eidous, 1749, 2 tom. in one vol. 
12mo. His Essay on the Nature and Gs 
wvernment of the Pas tions and AﬀeSion, 
with Explanations of the Mara ' ha | 
which he published in 1723, fixed the 
author's reputation, He was appointed 
professor of philosophy at Glasgow in 
1729, and filled that chair with the 
highest credit till 1747, when he died, 
aged 53. Besides the regular exercises 
of his professorship, he read lectures, 
three days in a week, explaining the 
best Greek and Latin moralists, dedi- 
cating Sunday to discourses on the ex- 
cellency of Revelation, and the divine 
origin of the Gospel. Dr. Hutcheson 
also left, Prilozophiz moralis inititutis 
compendiaria; Synopsis metaphysice ontolo- 
giam et pneumatologiam complect ens; a Sy;- 
tem of Moral Philosophy, published, after 
his death, at Glasgow, 1755, 4to. by 
his son Francis Hutcheson, doctor of 
physic. It has been translated into 
French by M. Eidous, Lyons, '1770, 2 
vol. 12mo., All the above are uniyer- 
Sally esteemed. | 
HUTINOT (Lewis) a sculptor of 
Paris, in which city he died 1679, aged 
50. A figure representing Ceres may 
be seen in the gardens of Versailles, 
which was executed by him, 
HUTTEN (Ulric of) a gentleman of 
Franconia, known by his Latin poems, 
born April 20, 1488, at the castle of 
Steckelberg. He served with great 
bravery in Italy, in the army of the 
emperor Maximilian I. by whom he 
was honoured with the poetic crown. 
He embraced the doctrine of Luther, 
led a very restless life, and died near 
Zarich, August 29, 1523, aged 36. 
His Poems were printed at Francfort, 
1538, amo. His writipgs panes the | 
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duke of Wirtemberg are very scarce ; 
they were printed at Steckelberg, 1519, 
ito, and turn chiefly on the assassina- 
tion of his cousin John Hutten, grand 
marshal of his court, whose wife the 
duke was in love with. Hutten also 
assisted in the Epistelæ obscurorum Uiroe 
11, v. GRATIUS; and first published,

HUTTERUS (Elias) a Protestant di- 
vine in the 17th century, author of se- 
veral works: the principal one is, a 
ocyglet Bible, Hamburg, 1596, 3 vol.

HUTTERUS, (Leonard) born 1563, 
at Ulm, and died 1616, He had been 
married; was professor of divinity at 
Wittemberg, and wrote against the Ca- 
tholics and Calvinists.

 HUYGEN'S (Christian) Hugenivs, 
born April 14, 1629, at the Hague, son 
of Constantine Huygens, lord of Zuy- 
lichem, who died in 1687, aged 90, 
and is well known by his Latin Peems, 
1655, amo. under the title of Momenta 
Christian Huygens made a 
rapld progress in mathematics under 
the famous Schoten, professor at Ley- 
den, and attended Henry, earl of Nas- 
sau, into Holstein and Denmark in 
1649. He wished to have gone as far 
as Sweden, to see Descartes, but the 
carl's short Stay in Denmark could not 
admit of .it. He afterwards visited 
France and England, but, N. Colbert 
having settled a large pension upon 
him, in order to fix him in Paris, Huy- 
gens complied with his desire, and 
continued in that city from 1666 to 
1081. He had been admitted into the 
royal society of London 1663, and was 
made a member of the academy of 
Sciences during his stay at Paris. Huy- 
Sens loved retirement, and a quiet con- 
templative life, but was entirely free 
from that melancholy disposition Which 


Is often contracted in solitude. He Was 
VOL, 11, ; 
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the first who discovered a g, and a 
third satellite, about Saturn, which 
had, till then, escaped the eyes of all 
the astronomers. He also found means 
to make clocks more accurate, by ap- 
plying a pendulum, and rendering all 
its vibrations equal by the cycloid (v. 
HAUTEFEUILLE). His treatise on 
this subject was printed at Paris, 1673, 
fol. He also brought telescopes to 
perfection, and made many other very 
useful discoveries. He died June 8, 
1095, at the Hague, aged 66, leaving 
a great number of excellent works, 
The principal are contained in two 
collections, the first printed at Leyden, 
1724, 2 vol. 4to. under the title of 
Opera varia; the second, entitled, Opera 
reliqua, Was printed at Amsterdam, 
1728, 2 vol. 4to.

HUYGHENS (Gommare) a celes 
brated doctor of Louvain, born 1631, 
at Lier, or Lyre, a town in Brabant, 
He professed philosophy at Louvain 
with reputation, and was made presi- 
dent of the college of pope Adrian VT. 
where he died, October 27, 1702, aged 
71, leaving several works in Latin: 
the principal are, The Method of remit- 
ting and retaining Sins, 1686, 12mo.; it 
has been translated into French ; Theses 
on Grace, 4t0.; Theological Conference:, 
3 vol. 12mo. &c.; a Courie of Divinity, 
15 vol 1:mo. &c, He refused to write 
against the four articles of the French 
clergy, which displeased the court of 
Rome. Huyghens was P. Quesnel's in- 
timate friend, and zealously defended 
his cause, and his opinions. M. Ar- 
nauld speaks highly in praise of Huy- 
ghens. | 

HYACINTHUS, son of Pierus and 
Clio, beloved by Apollo, and Zephy- 
rus, The latter, growing jealous upon 
Seeing him play at quoits with Apollo, 
urged the quoit against his head, and 
killed him. He was changed into a 
flower called 1yacintk by Apollo. 

HYACINTHUS (St.) a Dominican, 
born 1183, at Sasse in Silesia, descend- 
ed from the ancient family of the earls 
of Oldrovans, which has given many 
great officers to the crown of Poland. 
His uncle, who was biskop of Cracow, 
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carried him to Rome in 1217, where he 
met with St. Dominic, and received the 
habit from the hands of that holy pa- 
triarch, 1218. St. Hyacinthus after- 
wards returned to his own country, 
founded several Dominican monasteries 
there, and went into the North, where 
he converted prodigious numbers from 
infidelity and schism. He died at Cra- 
cow, August 15, 1257. 

HY AGNIS, father of Marsyas, whom 
Apollo conquered. He lived about 
1500 A. C. and is said, by Plutarch, to 


have invented the flute, and the Phry- 
£ian Harmeny. 87 

HYAS, daughter of Æthra, devoured 
by a hon. She had seven sisters, who 
died of grief for the loss of her; but 
Jupiter changed them into rainy stars, 
which are called Hades by the Greeks, 
and Sur culas by the Latins. 

HYDE (Edward) earl of Clarendon, 
and lord chanceller of England, emi- 
nent for his genius, and his skill in 
public affairs. He was much attached 
to Charles I. and Chartes II. and shared 
both their good and bad fortune. The 
great seal being taken from him in 
1667, he retited into France, and died 
at Rouen, December 19, 1674, leaving 
a It of the Civi! War: of England, 
from 1641 to 1660, printed at Orford, 
1704, 3 vol. fol. and, in French, at the 
Hague, 6 vol. 12mo. This history is 
much vatued ; the folto edition is the 
best and most accurate. This great 
man left several other works, in which 
he discovers great integrity, and much 
zeal for the welfare and glory of his 
country. Henry Hyde, ear] of Claren- 
don, succeeded to his estates. 

HYDE (Thomas) professor of Arabic 
at Oxford, and one of the most learned 
authors uf the 17th century. He was 
librarian to the Bodleian library, and 
gained great reputation by his writings. 
The most known is a treatise in Latin, 
on the Religion of the ancient Pers:ans, Ox- 
ford, 1700, 4to. reprinted 1760, 40. 
a learned and curious work, but too 
obscure. Ie Catulogue of the Bodleian 
Library, Oxford, 1674, fol.; De ludis 
Orientalibus, Oxoniæ, 1694, 2 vol. 8vo.; 
a Latin translation of Abraham Perit- 
01's Co:megraphy, printed in Hebrew 
and Latin, Oxford, 1691, 4to.; De kerbe 
Cha Culleftione cum espixtola de menturi! 
Chinensium, Oxonix, 1688, &vo, A Col- 
lection of his Dinertaticn, with his 
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Life, was published by Gregory Sharpe 

Oxford, 1767, 2 vol, 4to. : 
HYGINUS (St.) governed the church 
after the death of pope St. Telespho. 
rus, about the year 139, and died about 
142. It was in his time that Valentine 
and Cerdo went to Rome, 
HYGINUS (C. ſulius) a celebrated 
grammarian, one of Augustus's freed 
men, and a friend of Ovid's; said, by 
some authors, to have been a Spaniard, 
by others, a native of Alexandria, 
Some Fables cum notis varlorum, are 
ascribed to him, Hamburg, 1674, 8vo.; 
and in the AH graph, Latini, Amster- 
dam, 1687, 2 vol. Svo. which are joined 
to that author's cum notis variorum, and 
have been reprinted at Leyden, 1742, 
2 vol. 4to.; also .f5tronomia Pattica, Ve- 
nice, 1482, Ato.: but these works are 
by some writer of the Lower Empire. 

HYLARET (Maurice) born 1539, at 
Angouleme. He took the Franciscan 
habit in 1551, and was distinguished 
both as a divine and a preacher, but 
particularly by his enthusiasm for the 
League, which breaks out in every 
page of his Homilies, 5 vol. $vo. which 
are also full of absurd fables. The 
Leaguers made a saint of him. He 
died in 1591. 

HYLAS, son of Theodamas, a fa- 
vourite of Hercules, who, according 
to the fable, was carried off by the 
Nymphs as he was taking some water 
for Hercules from a fountain, That 
hero built a city in Mysia called by his 
name. 

HYLLUS, son of Hercules and Dei- 
anira. He married Iole after his fa- 
ther's death; but, being driven away 
by Euristheus, with all the Heraclides, 
took refuge at Athens, and there built 
a temple to Mercy, which was used as 
an asylum for criminals, 

HYMENEUS, son of Bacchus and 
Venus, and the god of marriage, ac- 
cording to the fable. He was repre- 
sented as a fair young man, crowned 
with roses, a torch in his hand, and 
wearing a yellow robe, with shoes of 
the same colour. 

HYPATIA, daughter of Theon, 3 
celebrated philosopher and mathema- 
tician, born at Alexandria towards the 
end of the 4th century. Her father 
was her tutor, and she made 80 rapid 
a progress in philosophy, geometry, 
astronomy, and mathematics, that wad 
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was thought the most learned person 
of her time. Hypatia kept the famous 
school at Alexandria, in which so many 
great men had taught before her, and 
among her pupils was Synesius of Cy- 
rene, who was afterwards bishop: he 
calls this learned maid his mother, his 
sister, his instructor in philosophy, and 
his benefactress; addresses several let- 
ters to her, makes her the judge of his 
works, and submits to her decisions. 
Hypatia composed several treatises on 
mathematics, which are lost. She was 
killed, March 415, in the great church 
of Alexandria, during a popular tumult, 
on supposition that she had prevented 
4 reconciliation between Orestes, go- 
vernor of the city, and St. Cyril; 
which latter the Protestants have falsely 
accused of being concerned in this 
murder. Those who. have mentioned 
Hypatia, speak no less in praise of 
ber unblemished conduct than of her 
extraordinary genius; a circumstance 
which may be considered as very un- 
common, Since it appears certain, that 
she lived always in the darkness of Pa- 
ganism. 

HYPERIDES, a famous Grecian ora- 
tor, the disciple of Plato and Isocrates, 
who governed the Athenian republic, 
and bravely and zealously defended the 
liberties of Greece, but was put to 
death by the command of Antipater. 
He composed many Orations, one only 
of which remains. He is one of the 
ten famous Orators of Greece, but ex- 
cclled only in small causes. 

HYPERION, son of Cœlus, employed 
to guide the chariot of the Sun, from 
whence he has been considered as his 
child, or as the Sun himself. 

HYPERIUS (Gerard Andrew) an in- 
genious Protestant divine, born May 16, 
1511, at Ypres, son of an advocate, 
He took his name from the place of, 
his birth. Hyperius understood the 
languages, history, philosophy, and 
theology, and was a good speaker. 
He was chosen professor of divinity at 
Marpurg in 1542, and had several 
children. He died 1564, aged 53. 
His works are numerous: those most 
exteemed by the Catholics are two 
theological tracts, one entitled, De ed 
e mando T heolegie studis, 8y0.; the other, 
ce fermandis concionibus sacris, Lauren- 
. tius de Villa Vicentia, a Spaniard of 
the Augustine order, admized them $0 
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much, that he had them printed at 
Louvain under his own name, leaving 
out some parts, 

HYPERMNESTRA, the only one 
among the fifty daughters of Danaùs, 
King of Argos, who refused to obey 
her father's cruel command, that each 
Should murder her husband on the 
wedding night. This princess saved 
the life of Lynceus, her spouse, after 
exacting a promise from him that she 
Should remain a virgin. 

HYPSIPYLE, daughter of Thoas, 
king of Lemnos, Whose life she saved 
when the women of that island mur- 
dered all the men, by Keeping him 
carefully concealed, and making them 
believe she had destroyed him, upon 
which she was chosen queen. Some 
time after, the Argonauts landed at 
Lemnos, and, finding all the women 
without husbands, made connections 
with them. Hysipyle attached herself 
to ſason their chief, and had twins by 
him; but he left both her and her 
children to continue his voyage. The 
Lemnians finding, aiter his departure, 
that Hy psipyle had spared Thoas, drove 
her from tlie island, and she retired to 
Peloponnesus 

HYRCANUS I. (John) high-priest, 
and prince of the Jews, son of Simon 
Maccabeus, whom his son-in-law, Pta- 
lemy, treacherously murdered 135 A. C. 
Hyrcanus, to revenge his death, be- 
Sieged Ptolomy. He also maintained 
the siege of Jerusalem against Antio- 
chus Sidetes; took several towns in 
Judea, subdued the Idumeans, destroy-- 
ed the temple at Gerizim, and con- 
quered Samaria. He died 107 A. C. 
after having ruled the Jews wisely 28 
years, but never took the title of King. 
He left five sons. . 


HYRCANUS II. eldest son of Alex- 


ander I. whom he succeeded in the 
pontificate 79 A. C. and ought also to 
have succeeded him in the throne; but 
his brother, Aristobulus, took it from 
him, by the assistance of the Romans, 


leaving him only the high- priest hood. 


Hyrcanus fell afgerwards into the hands 


of his nephew Antigonus, who caused 


his ears to be cut eff; and he was at 


last put to death by Herod, at the age 


of 80, 30 A. C. 

HYSTASPES, son of Arsames, of 
the race of the Achemenides : he was 
father to Darius who reigned in Persia, 
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after having killed Smerdis, one of the 
Magi. Hystaspes was governor of Per- 


sia proper during his son's reign, but 


died soon after his elevation.

AAPHER Ebn. Tophail, a philo- 
sopher, contemporary with Aver- 
Toes, author of a philosophical romance, 
in which he points out by what steps 
mankind may ascend from the know- 
ledge of natural things to those which 
are supernatural. The younger Po- 
cock has published a Latin translation 
of this work, with the Arabic text, 
Oxford, 1671, 4to. entitled, Philosophus 
aut odidactus. 

JABELLY (Bartholomew) originally 
of la Marche, advocate to the parlia- 
ment of Paris in the r7th century. He 
attended the bar with success, and left 
Les Coutumes de la Marche expliqufes, 1744, 
I2Mo. 

JABIN, king of Hazor, having join- 
ed three neighbouring Kings against 
Joshua, was defeated, his capital ta- 
ken, and all his people destroyed with 
the sword. 

TJABIN, king of Canaan, descended 
from the preceding. He had goo cha- 
riots of war, and kept the Israclites in 
hard bondage during 20 years, till they 
were relieved by. Barak, who defeated 
the armies of Jabin, led on by Sisera, 

235 A.C. 
JABLONSKY - (Daniel Ernest) a 


learned Polish Protestant, born No- 


vember 20, 1660, at Dantzick. He 
was successively minister at Magde- 
burg, Lissa, Königsberg, and Berlin; 
and president of the academy of sci- 
ences in that city; was very zealous 
against atheists and deists, and en- 
deavoured, but in vain, to unite the 


- Lutherans and Calvinists. He died 


May 26, 1741, leaving a Latin transla- 
tion of Bently's Sermons against Athe- 
ism, and of Burnet's treatise on Pre- 


destination; several Discourses in La- 


tin on the Land of Goshen; Med:ta- 
tiones de divind origine Scriptures Sacrg ; 


2 book entitled, Thorn affliched, 8 vo.; 


Homilies, in 4to. and other valuable 
works. jablonsky was in possession 
of the famous Syriac MS. written in 
616, which had belonged to the learned 


Jac 

Masius, and is the only Ms. known 
which has preserved to us Origen's edi. 
tion of Joshua, and the other historical 
books of the Old Testament which fol. 
low. It is enriched with asterisks and 
obelisks by Origen, and translated, 
word for word, from a Greek copy, 
corrected by the hand of Eusebius. We 
have this anecdote from Breitenger 
in his preface to Grabe's Septuagint, 
page 4, tom. 3. 

JABLONSKY (Paul Ernest) a cele. 
brated professor at Franc fort upon Oder, 
author of many valuable works; among 
others, Pantheon MWg yptiacum seu de Re. 
ligione et Theologia Mg ypti, Francfort, 
1750, 3 vol. vo.; ac Memnone Grecorum, 
Francfort, 1753, 4to. fig. ; and Intity. 
tones historiz Ecclesiastice, 2 vol. $9, 
He died September 14, 1757, at Franc. 
fort, aged 64. 

JACCETIVS, or DIACETIUVS (Fran. 
cis Cataneus) an ingenious Platonic 
philosopher and orator, born Novem. 
ber 16, 1466, at Florence. Marsilius 
Ficinus was his master, to whom he 
Succeeded in the philosophical chair, 
and died 1522, at Florence, leaving a 
treatise de Pulchro, another de mee, 
F'pirtles, and several other works, Las, 
1563, fol. 

JACKSON (Thomas) a celebrated 


English divine, born 1579, of a respe&- 


able family at Witten in the bishopric 
of Durham. He took a doctor's de- 
gree at Oxford in 1622, was afterwards 
president of Chr zhurch, chaplain 
in ordinary to the ..ing, prebendary of 
Winchester, and dean of Peterborough. 
His works were collected in 1673, in 
3 vol. fol.; the most esteemed 1s his 
Exposition of the Creed, 

JACOB, a celebrated patriarch, son 
of Isaac and Rebecca, born about 1336 
A.C. His mother loved him better 
than Esau, because of his sweet and 
even temper. Jacob bought his bro- 
ther's birth-right, artfully obtained 
Isaac's blessing by Rebecca's advice, 
and went afterwards to his uncle La- 
ban in Mesopotamia, during which 
journey he had the miraculous vision 
of a ladder which reached from earth 
to heaven. Meeting afterwards with 
Rachel, Laban's daughter, on the spot 
where the inhabitants of Haran wa- 
tered their flocks, he told her that he 
was her kinsman; upon which she rat 
immediately to acquaint her _ 
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with the news, who, going to meet 
acob, took him home. Jacob lived 
with Laban, and served him seven 
years for Rachel; but, when the time 
was expired, Laban gave him Leah in- 
Read of her sister; upon which he was 
obliged to serve seven years more to 
obtain Rachel for his wife, whom he 
afterwards married, and loved her bet- 
ter than Leah. This holy patriarch 
hccame at last so powerful, that La- 
ban's children grew jealous of him; 
wherefore he resolved to return to His 
father Isaac in Can2an, and departed 
without mentioning his design to La- 
ban; who, bcing told three days after 
that he was gone, pursued and over- 
took. him in Mount Gilead, where they 
made a covenant. Jacob afterwards 
wrestied with an angel, met his bro- 
ther Esau, and went to settle near 
Salem: from that place the Lord com- 
manded him to go to Bethel, and 
changed his name from Jacob to Trae), 
whence this holy patriarch's posterity 
were called Israelites. At last, when 
Jacob was 130 pears old, he went with 
his whele family into Egypt, hearing 
that his son Joseph, whom he supposed 
dead, was first minister in that King- 
dom. Ile lived there 17 years, adopted 
Ephraim and Manasseh, ſoseph's son 5 
and gave each of his children a parti- 
cular blessing, foreteiling what should 
befall them before the birth of the 
Messiah. Jacob died 1690 A. C. aged 
147, was embalr i by Joseph' 8 order, 
and buried in the*iand of Canaan, in 
the cave which. Abraham had bought 
of Ephron, The sons of thliis patriarch 
by Leah, were, Simeon, Levi, Judah, 
Issachar, Zabulon, and a daughter 
named Dinah : by Rachel, he had Jo- 
Seph and Benjamin; by her handmaid 
Bilkah, Dan and Naphtali; and by Zil- 
pal, Leah's handmaid, Gad and Asher. 

JACOB BEN NAPHTALI, a cele- 
brated rabbi of the 15th century. He 
and Ben-Aser were the two principal 
Masorites in the schoot of Tiberias in 
Palestine; and the invention of Hebrew 
points is ascribed to them, about the 
year 476. 

JACOB, al Bardai, a disciple of Se- 


verus', patriarch of Antioch, called 


Bardaj, because he was originally of 
Bardaa, a town in Armenia. He spread 
the Eutychian doctrine in Mesopota- 
ane and Armenia, and it is oy 
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to be from him that the Futychians 
took the name of Tacobtites, which they 
bear to this day, He lived in the time 
of the emperor Anastasius, but must 
be distinguished from another Jacob, 
a disciple of Dioscorus and Eutyches, 
from whom also some learned men 
have supposed the Eutychians took the 
name of TFacsbites, 
JACOB BEN HAIIM, or CHAIIM, 
a famous rabhi of the 16th century, 
who gained great reputation by the col- 
lection of the Masorah, which he pub- 
lished at Venice 1525, 4 vol. fol. print- 
ed by Bomberg, with the Hebrew text 
of the Bible, the Chaldee paraphrases, 
and the Commentaries of some rabbins 
on Scripture. This edition of the Bible 
in Hebrew, and those afterwards pub- 
lished by this rabbi, are much valued : 
they contain the AMasora? in all its pu- 
rity 
JACOB (Lewis) a famous Carme- 
lite, born at Chälons-sur-Saone, who, 
being indefatigable, acquired great 
knowledge in the belles-lettres and 
theology, and was appointed counsel- 
lor and almoner to the king. He died 
at Paris, May 10, 1670, aged 62, at the 
house of M. Harlay, at that time pro- 
curator-general, and afterwards first 
president. Jacob's principal works are, 
Biblictheca Pontificia, Lyons, 1643, re- 
printed 1647, 4to. in two books, which 
treat of the popes and anti-popes down 
to Urban VIII. with a list of writings 
for and against the popes. Traits des 
Plus belles Bib! lſothequesy Paris, 1644, vo. 
Bibliographia Gallica universalis, for the 
year 1643 to 1651. £#iblis ographia Pan- 
ina, from 1643 to 1650, 4to. De claris 
Scriptoribus Cabilonensibus, 1652, 4to. 
Gabrielis Naudai Tummlus, gto. &c. ; 
JACOB (ſohn) an Armenian of 
Zulpha. He was head of the Persian 
monarch's joiners in 1614. Going into 
France, be formed so clear an idea of 
the mechanism of the press, that, at 
his return, he prepared materials, and 
Set up a printing-oftice, where St. Paul's 
Epistles, and the penitential Psalms, 
were printed: but this was disconti- 
nued for want of good ink, and lest 
the Writers should be injured. He 
continued a Christian a long time, not- 
withstanding the King of Persia's en- 
Jeavours to persuade him to turn Ma- 
hometan. 
JACOB, a er fanatic, an 
apostate 
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apostate of the Cistertian order, who, 
upon the strength of a pretended vi- 


Sion, persuaded a multitude of chil- 


dren, both in France and Germany, to 
take the cross, in 1212, for the Holy 
Land, of whom the greatest part pe- 


rished for want. In 1250, St. Louis 


being taken prisoner among the Sara- 
cens, jacob began to prophecy again, 
and assembled the shepherds and pea- 


sants to go and deliver the King. These 


were joined by thieves and banditti, 
who robbed and murdered, preaching 
against the pope and the clergy. They 
were all called Pastcureaux, and queen 
Blanche caused them to be excommu- 
nicated. A butcher killed Jacob their 


chief with an axe, and the rest were 


knocked down like wild beasts. 

JACOBAUS (Oliger) born July 6, 
16 50, of a respectable family at Arhu- 
sen. He travelled into France, Italy, 
Hungary, England, and the Nether- 
lands, to improve himself in physic 
and the sciences; and returning to his 
native country in 1679, the King of 
Denmark appointed him professor of 
physic and philosophy at Copenhagen, 
and counsellor to his tribunal of justice. 

acobxus died 170, aged 51, leaving 
six children by Anne-Margaret, daugh- 
ter of the celebrated Thomas Bartholin, 
His works are, Compendium institutionum 
Medicarum, S vo.; De Ranis et Lacertis 
Dissertatic, Bvo.; Musgum Regium, ive 
Catalogus rerum tam naturalium quam arti- 
ficialium qu in Basilica Bibliotheca Chris- 
tiani Quinti Hafniz aszervantur, Hafniæ, 
1696, fol. fig. and other works in Latin, 
verse and prose. 

JACOBATIUS (Dominico) bishop 
of Luceria, who was employed in va- 
rious important affairs by Sixtus IV. 
and his successors, and created cardinal 
in 1517, by Leo X. He dicd July 2, 
1327, aged 84. He left a Treatise on 
the Councils, in Latin, which is sold 


very dear, though justly considered by 
the learned as worth very little. It is 


the last volume of P. Labbe's councils; 
the first edition is Rome, 1533, fol. but 
the edition of Paris, made for Labbe's 
councils, is the only one which is es- 
teemed. The reimpression of Venice 
15 not valued. 

JACOBEL, a famous heretic in the 
15th century, born at Mise in Bohe- 
mia. He was among the disciples of 
John Huss, made much noise by his 
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errors, and obstinately maintained that 
the laity were obliged io receive ti; 
communion in hoth kinds. 

JACOBINS, v. DOMINIC (St. 

JACQUELOT (Isaac) an eminer: 
Protestant divine, and celebrated 
preacher, born December 16, 1647, at 
Vassy, of which place his father waz 
minister. He distinguished himself 30 
much by his studies that he was or. 
dained at the age of 21, and appointed 
colleague, and assistant to his father. 
On the revocation of the edict ot 
Nantes, Jacquelot quitted France, and 
retiring to Heidelberg, received public 
marks of favour from the elecres 
palatine. He went afterwards to the 
Hague, where he gained great reputa- 
tion by his sermons; and the king of 
Prussia being in that city, and having 
heard him preach, desired to have him 
for his French minister at Berlin, and 
settled a large pension upon him. Jac. 
quelot went into Prussia 1702, and 
died at Berlin, October 15, 1708, aged 
5t. His works are, Traite de Exist. 
ance de Dieu, Amsterdam, 1697, 4to.; 
Dizzertations zur le Messie, Hague, 1693, 
8vo. Three books against Bayle's Dic- 
tionary ; the first entitled, Conformite d: 
la Fat avec la Raison, Svo.; the second, 
Examen de la Theologie de M. Bale, 
I12mo.; and the third, Reporie aur Ex- 
tectiens compoies par M. Bayle, 12m0.; 
Traite de ! Inspiration dis Livres Sacres, 
1715, 8vo. two parts, the first of which 
is excellent. Two small pamphlets, 
entitled, Avis zur le Tubleau du Socinia- 
nme. This last work occasioned much 
trouble to Jacquelot from Jurien, au- 
thor of the Tableau du Socinianiime; 
Twenty eight Letters to the French 
bishops, persuading them to a mild 
conduct towards the Calvinists; Ser- 
mon, 2 vol. 12mo. 

JACQUET (Elizabeth Claudia) wife 
of Martin de la Guerre, an organist, à 
lady celebrated for her taste and musi- 
cal talents, born at Paris 1659; she ex- 
celled particularly upon the harps- 
chord, had a very fine voice, and great 
skill and genius for composition. She 
died 1729, at Paris. Her works are, 
Cephale et Precris; three books of Can- 
tatas; a collection of harpsichord les- 
sons; another of Sonatas; and a J. 
Deum, with grand chorusses. 

 JACQUET (Peter) of the diocese of 


Grenoble, advocate to the n 
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of Paris, who took priest's orders when 
he was above sixty, and died at his na- 
tive place, 1766, He published, Com- 
mertaire wr la Coutume de Touraine, 1761, 
2 vol. 4to. which title he changed to 
that of Commentaire zur toutes les Coutumes, 
1764, 2 vol. qto.; Traite des Fiefs, 1762, 
12m0.; Traite des Fustices des Seigneurs, 
764, 4to. He was a priest when he 
published a book of prayers, entitled, 
Clef du Paradis, 1765, 12mo. and 16mo. 

JADDUS, or JADDOA, a high 
priest of the Jews, who appeased 
Alexander the Great, when that prince 
was incensed against them for having 
refused to furnish his army with neces- 
saries during the Siege of Tyre. Jaddus 
$Hewed him the book of Daniel, in 
which it is foretold that the Grecians 
should destroy the Persian empire, after 
which he obtained from him whatever 
he desired. This was about 333. 

[AEGER (John Wolfgang) a learned 
Lutheran divine, born March 17, 1647, 
at Stutgard, Whose father was counsel- 
lor to the duke of Wirtemberg's dis- 
patches. Having finished his studies, 
he was entrusted with the education of 
the duke Eberhard IIT. and travelled 
with this prince into Italy in 1676, as 
preceptor, and preacher. He after- 
wards taught philosophy and theology, 
and in 1698 was appointed counsellot 
to the duke of Wirtemberg, superin- 
tendant general, and abbot of the con- 
vent of Maulbrun. Jzger was made 
consistorial counsellor the year follow- 
ing, preacher of the cathedral at Stut- 
gard, Superintendant general, and 
abbot of the convent of Adelberg; and 
at length in 1702, appointed first pro- 
fessot of divinity, chancellor of the 
university, and provost of the church 
of Tubingen. He died April 2, 1720, 
aged 73. The principal of his nume- 
rous works are, Ecclemastical History 
c:mpared with prophane Histery, Hamburg, 
Ic, 2 tom. fol.; a System and Compen- 
un of IReclagy; Several Trafts on Mys- 
rical Theology against Poiret, M. de 
Fenelon, &c. 2 vol. 8vo.; Remarks on 
Puftendorf, and on Grotius' Treats? on 
war and peace; a Treatise on Laws, Svo.; 
an Examinatsn of Spinuza's Life and 
De8&rine a System of Mural Tegog y, &c. 
They are all written in Latin, 

JAEL, an illustrious Jewess, wife 
of Heber the Kenite, who drove a 
large nail through the temple of Sisera 
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the general of the Canaanites, he hav- 
ing retired to her tent after his defeat, 
1285, A.C. 


JAGELLON, king of Poland, v. 
LADISLAUS V. 

JAILLOT (Alexis Hubert) an emi- 
nent geographer, by whom we have a 
great number of maps; those relating 
to France are very particular, and most 
of them accurate. His map of Lorrain 
is the best hitherto drawn of that 
country. He died 1712. 

JAIR, judge of Israel twenty twa 
years, 1209, A.C. The Jews were in 
bondage to the Philistines and Ammo- 
rites, eighteen years in his time. 

IAMBE, daughter of Pan and 
Echo, the only one who was able to 
comfort Ceres for the loss of Proserpine. 
The invention of [ambic verse is as- 
cribed to her. 

TAMBLICUS, the name of two ce- 
lebrated Platonic philosophers, one a 
native of Chalcis, the other of Apamea 
in Syria, The first, whom Julian the 
apostate absurdly equals to Plato, was 
the disciple of Anatolius, and Por- 
phyry, and died in the reign of Cone 
stantine. The second was also very 
famous, and Julian the apostate wrote 
several letters to him; he is said to 
have poisoned himself in the reign of 
Valens. It is uncertain to which of 
these two the works, which we have 
in Greek under the name of Famblicus, 
are to be ascribed; A History of the Life 
and Set of Pythagerus, Amsterdam, 
1707, 4to.; A piece against Porphyry's 
Letter on the Egyptian mysteries, 
Oxford, 1678, fol. It had been pub- 
lished before with other philosophical 
works at Venice, 1497, fol. in Miehemna- 
chi arithmeticam et de Fate, Arnheim, 
1668, 4to. | 

JAMBRES, one of the Egyptian 
magicians, who imitated the miracles 
wrought by Moses. g 

JAMES (St.) the Great, brother of 
St. John the Evangelist, son of Zebe- 
dee and Salome, a native of Bethsaida 
in Galilee. He was called to the apos- . 
tolic office with St. John, as they were 
mending their nets with their father 
Zebedee, who was a fisherman, and 
were named by Christ Beancrges, i. e. 
Sons of [/under. They then followed 
our Saviour, were witnesses with St, 
Peter of his transfiguration on mount 
Tabor, and accompanied him ro the 
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garden of Olivet. James is sup- 
posed to have been the first who 


preached the gospel to the dispersed 


Jews; he returned afterwards to Judea, 
and distinguished himself so zealously 
for the faith at Jerusalem, that the 
Jews accused him to Herod Agrippa, 
who put him to a cruel death about the 
year 44. Thus St. James was the first 
apostle who suffered martyrdom : St. 
Clement of Alexandria relates that his 
accuser was so struck with his firmness 
that he was converted, and died with 
him. There is a magnificent church 
at Jerusalem, dedicated to St. James, 
which belongs to the schismatical Ar- 
menians. The Spaniards aſtirm that 
St. James was their apostle, and boast 
of having his body: but Baronius re— 
futes their pretentions in his Aral, 
and Chorier has suiticitently proved, 
that the relics of St. [ames in Galacia, 
are not those of St. James te Great, 
but of another St. James, buried a 
league from Grenoble. 

JAMES (St.) the Len, an apostle, 


brother of St. Jude, son of Cleopas and 


Marv, sister to the holy virgin, called 
in scripture 74 Just, and rA brother of 
eur Lord, i. e. his cousin- german. Christ 
appeared to him in particular after his 
resurrection, and he wis the first biskiop 
ot Jerusalem. Ananias II. high priest 
of the Jews, had him condemned, and 
delivered him up to the people and 
the Pharisees, who threw him down 
the stairs of the temple, and a fuller 
Killed him with aclub, about the vear 
62, So holy had been this apostle's 
life, that Jusephus considers the de- 
ztruction of Jerusalem as a punishment 
for. his murder. Besides the speech 
which St. James made in the council 
at Jerusalem about the year so, record- 
ed in the Acts, we have a canonical 
epistle of his, which is the first of the 
seven Catholic epistles. A very an- 
cient liturgy is also ascribed to him; 
it may be found with other ancient 
liturgies, Antwerp, 1560, Svo. rather 
Scarce, and in the Cæd-α A{pocryphus, of 


Fabricius. 


JAMES (St.) of Nisibis, confessed 
the faith under the emperor Maximin, 
and became famous for his virtue and 
maracles. When consecrated bishop of 
Nisibis, his native place, he continued 
to live very austerely, and to $ignalize 
his zeal for the Catholic faith; he as- 
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sisted at the council of Nice in 325, 
and being at Constantinople, when an 
attempt was made to force St. Alex. 
ander to receive Arius, he advised the 
Catholics to have recourse to heaven 
by prayer and fasting. St. James of 
Nisibis gained great reputation by his 
conduct, when the Persians besieged 
his episcopal city, in 338, 345, and 350, 
He died soon after, leaving several 
Works printed at Rome, in Armenian 
and Latin, 1756, fol. 

JAMES (St.) the hermit of Sancerre, 
as he was called by strangers, though 
his Solitude was at Saxtacum, a very 
great distance from Sancerre. He was 
a Greek by birth, and, after having 
travelled much, went into France $59, 
where he died in the solitude of Sani- 
acum, about 865. 

JAMES, first patriarch of the Ar. 
menians, famous for his translation of 
the bible into.the Armenian language, 
printed in Holland, 1666, 4to. 

JAMES I. king of Arragon, sur- 
named t- Harris, and the Wariits, 
succeeded his brother Peter the Catlalic, 
Killed at the siege of Muret, near Tou- 
louse in 1219. He defeated the prin- 
ces who had revolted in his Kingdom 
during his minority; took Majorca, 
Minorca, and Valentia from the Moors, 
and entered into an agreement with 
St. Louis for some lands in Languedoc. 
This prince had various disputes with 
the popes, and afterwards in his last 
illness took the Cistertian habit, hop- 
ing by that means to expiate his past 
failings with respect to women. He 
died July 27, 1276, aged 70, after hav- 
ing reigned 63 years, and was succeed- 
ed by his son Peter III. 

JAMES II. king of Arragon, son ot 
Peter III. He subdued Sicily which he 
laid claim to in right of his mother 
Constance of Sicily, and succeeded his 
brother Alphonso III. 1291. James 
II. united Arragon, Valentia, and 
Catalonia, irrevocably to the crown, 
and died at Barcelona, November 3, 
1327, aged 66, after having reigned 
thirty six years. g 

JAMES I. king of Scotland, son of 
Robert III. He was taken by the 
English as he was going into France, 
who kept him in prison eighteen yeary 
and granted him his liberty in 1424 
only on condition that he should marry 


Jane, daughter to the earl of Somerset. 
James 
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mes punished some of those wha had 
orerned during his confinement, and 
dns thurdered in his ded by their rela- 
tions, in 1437. It is asserted that this 
prince sometimes put on the disgulse 
of a merchant, that he might see in 
what manner his officers conducted 
themselves. 

AMES II. king of Scotland, suc- 
ceeded his father James I. at seven 
years old. He assisted Charles VII. 
against the English, severely punished 
he noblemen who had rebelled, and 
was killed by the bursting of a cannon 
at the siege of Roxburg, August 3, 
1450, aged 29, in the twenty third year 
of his reign. 

AMES III. king of Scotland, snc- 
ceeded his father James II. but became 
so detestable by his cruelty, that his 
subjects rose against him, and he was 
killed in an engagement with them, 
june 11, 1488, aged 1 

JAMES IV. king of Scotland, a 
pious prince and a great lover of jus- 
tice, who succeeded his father [ames 
III. at sixteen. He defeated the no- 
blemen who had rebelled, joined Louis 
XII. King of France, against the En- 
glish, and was killed at the battle of 
Flodden, 1513. 

[AMES V. king of Scoiland, being 
but a year and a half old when his fa- 
ther James IV. died, Margaret of 
Freland, his mother, shared in the 
government during his minority, and 
this proved a source of many troubles, 
which did not subside till the King de- 
termined to govern by himself at se- 
venteen. This prince loved justice, 
peace, and religion, and was very 
zealous against the Calvinists. Having 
assisted Francis I. with sixteen thou- 
and men against Charles V. the king 
in return gave him his eldest daughter 
Megdelen in marriage, 1535; but that 
princess dying two years after, James 
married Mary of Lorrain, daughter of 
Claudius duke of Guise, and widow of 
Louis of Orleans, duke of Longueville. 
He died December 13, 1542, leaving 
Mary Stuart his heiress, who was but 
eight days old at the time of her fa- 
ther's death. 


JAMES VI. king of Scotland, called 


James I. after his accession to the 

crown of England and Ireland; son of 

Henry Stuart, and Mary queen of 

Scotland, He was born 1x66, and as- 
rok. 11. | 
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cended the English throne 1664, of 
queen Elizabeth's death, who had ap- 
pointed him tn succeed her, as being 
her nearest relation. James united the 
kingdoms of Scotland, England, and 
Ireland, at his coronation, and took 
the title of King of Great Britain. The 
year following, he ordered all the 
Catholic priests to leave England on 


pain of death, and in 1605, discovered 


the famous powder plot, for which 
several of the conspirators were exe- 
cuted. Some writers have accused the 
Jesuits of being concerned in this plot; 
but M. Antoine le Fevre de la Boderie, 
then ambassador in England from 
France, aud afterwards father-in-law 
of M. Arnauld d' Andilly, clears them 
entirely from this charge in his nego- 
ciations. In 1606, James I. had the 
famous oath drawn up respecting the 
King of England's independance, called 
the oath f Allegiance, and assembled 
the parliament in 1621, at which time 
the two parties were formed, known 
by the names of Tories, and Whigs, the 
first of which is for the king, the se- 
cond for the people. This prince had 
Studied the belles lettres under the fa- 
mous Buchanan; he also piqued him- 
self on being a divine, and indeed his 


works that remain prove him to have 


been betterskilled in controversy than in 
the art of governing, He died in error 
and schism, April 8, 1625, aged 59, 
after having reigned in England twenty 
two years, On his accession to the 
throne, a Scotchman observing the 
extraordinary acclamations amounting 
almost to adoration, with which he 
was received by the people, could not 
help crying out, Ok Heaven, I fear thee 
s/mpletons qwill spoil our good King ! and 
the eveut proved his fears just. The 
works of this prince were printed at 
London, 1619, fol. His son Charles I. 
succeeded him. 

JAMES II. king of England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland, second son of 
Charles I. king of Great Britain, and 
Henrietta daughter of Henry IV. king 
of France, born October 14, 1633, at 
London. He was created duke of 
York, and after the parliamentarians 
had taken Oxford, in 1646, they gave 
him into the custody of the dnke of 
Northumberland, but he made his es- 
cape in women's cloaths, and fled to 
his sister the princess of Orange in 

323 Holland. 
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Holland. Going afterwards into France, 
he served under the vicount de Turenne, 


and displayed a courage worthy of his 


birth. He also signalized himself in the 
Spanish army 1655, under Don Juan of 
Austria. The duke of York returned 
to England in 1660, with Charles II. 
his elder brother, was appointed lord 
high admiral, gained several famous 
victories over the Dutch fleets in 1665, 
and 1672, and appeased the troubles 
which had broken out in Scotland, 
1681, Charles II. dying February 16, 
1685, he was proclaimed at London 
the same day, by the name of James 
II. and soon after in Scotland by that 
of James VII. though he had left the 
communion of the church of England. 
The earl of Argyle, and duke of Mon- 
mouth immediately rebelled against 
him, but their forces being defeated, 
they were both beheaded. James was 
zealous in his endeavours to re-esta- 
blish the Catholic religion in England, 
and publizhed an edict 1637, by which 
he granted a general liberty of con- 
Science: but this step lost him his 
crown, for it made him so odious to 
the Englisb, that they called in Wil- 
liam of Nassau, prince of Orange, and 
statholder of Holland, who, though he 
was the King's son-in-law, put him- 
Self at the head of the revolt, and de- 
throned him, 1688. James was then 
obliged to seek an asylum in France, 
where he arrived 1689, and went to 
Ireland the same year, with a view of 
making himself master of that king- 
dom; but having lost the battle of the 
Boyne, was forced to return to France, 
and resided at St. Germain-en-Laye, 
living upon the bounty of Louis XIV. 
and a pension of seventy thousand 
pounds, which his daughter queen 
Mary allowed him. He died Septem- 
ber 16, 1701, aged 61, James LIL. his 
son succeeded to his rights to the 
kingdom of England, and died at 
Rome 1766, lecazing two sons, one of 
whom was a Cardinal, and the other 
inherited his father's claims. 

JAMES BAULOT, or BAULICU, 
born 1651, in Franche Comte, known 
by the name of brother James, because 
he wore a monk's habit, though he 
* belonged to no order. Having had 
occasion to accompany Pauloni a quack 
Surgeon, who undertook to cut for the 
ttone, both by the great and small ap- 
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paratus; he thought himself qualigeg 
to perform that operation at the end of 
Six years, and did $0 with various duc 
cess, using different methods, but a1 
last fixed on one which Chesledon 
afterwards brought to perfection. 
Brother James laid no claim to the 
invention, but contented himself with 
doing good to mankind. The citizens 
of Brussels had his picture engtaved 
those of Amsterdam did the same, and 
also had a gold medal struck, Worth 
400 livres, in honour of him. He died 
near Besangon, 1720, aged 69. 
JAMES de Savoie, duke de Nemours, 
&c. son of Philip de Savoie duke of 
Nemours, and Charlotte d' Orleans 
Longueville, born October 12, 1531, at 
the abbey of Vauluisant in Champagne, 
He signalized himself by his courage 
and conduct under Henry II. king of 
France, defeated the baron des Adrets, 
and saved Charles IX. at Meaux, where 
the Calvinists had nearly surrounded 
him; upon which the king said when 
he came to Paris, that but for li cu 
the duke of Nemours, and his good feln 
the Swiss, his life oy his liberty had been in 
a tottering condition, James of Savoie 
died at Anneci, June 15, 1585. He 
Was handsome, generous, Witty, and 
learned; spoke several languages, and 
wrote well both in verse and prose, 
He married Anne d'Este, by whom he 
had several children, whose male pos- 
terity ended in Henry duke of Ne. 
mours, who died in 1659. v. NE. 
MNIOURS. The duke of Nemours who 
is the subject of this article, had been 
married by verbal pronuse to Frances 
de Rohan, which marriage was set 
aside by the pope as clandestine, and 
the son declared illegitimate by a de- 
cree of parhament in 1566. This lady 
assumed the name of madame de la 
Garnache, duchess of Loudunois, aud 
called her son the prince of Genevois. 
He died in 1596. 
JAMES Je 1:rama, V. PALLADIN®, 
JAMES 4! Foragine, a celebrated 
Dominican, zo called from the place of 
his birth in the state of Genoa, born 
about 1239. He was pravincial and 
c unsellor of his order, and afterwards 
appointed archbishop of . Genoa, by 
pope Nicholas IV. 1292. James dt 
Voragine ruled his church with grez 
wisdom aud prudence, held à provin- 
- Clal council in 1293, and died [uly 7 
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1298, He left a Chronicle of Genoa, 
ublished in tom. 26, of the collection 
of Italian authors by Muratori; a great 
number of Sermons, 1589, and 1602, 2 
vol. S vo. and other works; among the 
most celebrated is a collectien of le- 
gends of the Saints, known by the 
name of the Golden Legend; the first 
edition is Co/ogna, 1470, fol. scarce; the 
Itallan translation Venice, 1476, fol. is 
very scarce. The first edition of the 
French translation by John Batallier, 
ie Lyons, 1476, fol. scarce. This work 
is extremely pious, but destitnte of 
criticism or judgement, and contains 
innumerable puerile and ridiculous fa- 
bles, which occasioned Melchior Cano 
to say, that the author of this legend had 
a meuth of iron, a heart of lead, and but 
little wisdom, or $eundness of judgement. 

[AMES de Vitri, a celebrated cardi- 
nal in the 13th century, born at Vitry, 
a viliage near Paris. He was canon of 
Ognies, then pastor of Argenteuil, at- 
tended the Crusades, staid a long time 
in the Levant, and was made bishop 
of Acre, otherwise called Ptolemais, 
Gregory 1X. created him cardinal in 
1230, and gave him the bishopric of 
Frescati. James de Vitri was after- 
wards legate in France, Brabant, and 
the Holy Land; in all which offices 
tus zeal and prudence were remarkable. 
Ne died April 20, 1244, at Rome. He 
left many works, the most curious and 
most sought after among which, is an 
Faitern and Metern Hisrery, in Latin; 
in Geita' Dei per Francis; in Canisius. 
The third book has deen published, 
with some alterations in the third vo— 
lume of P. Mantenne's [keaunrus Huec- 
detorum, 

ſ{ACYRES, v. IDATH YRSES, 

JANE of Navarre, queen of France, 
and Navarre, countess of Champagne, 
cr. only daughter aud heiress of Henry 
{. King of Navarre, and earl of Cham- 
Payne, She was married in 1284, to 
Piilip of France, afterwards called 
Vhilip the Fair, and fonnded the fa- 
mous college of Navarre at Paris, in 
t203, She died April 2, 21304, at the 
caſtle of Vindennes, aged 33. 

ſANE of Burgundy, queen cf France, 
eldest daughter of Otho IV. "count 
palatine of Burgundy. She married 
Philip of France in x306, who was 
afterwards king Philig te Zong, and 
lounded the college of Burgundy at 
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Paris, near the Cordeliers, where at 
this time is the surgical school. She 
died January 22, 1325, at Roye in 
Picardy. 

JANE of France (the Blessed) found- 
ress of the order De ” Annonciade, daugh- 


ter of King Louis XI. and Charlotte 


of Savoy. She was born in 1464, and 
married in 1476, to Louis duke of Or- 
leans, her second cousin, afterwards 
Louis XII. who procured his marriage 
to be declared null by pope Alexander 
VI. December 22, 1498, and gave Jane 
the duchy of Berri, and several other 
territories for her maintenance. This 
virtuous princess then retired into Bur- 
gundy, where she founded the order of 
L' Annonciade, or the Annunciation, which 
was confirmed by Alexander VI. 1501, 
and Leo X 1517, also a college in the 
university of Bourges, and died in great 
reputation for sanctity, February 4, 
I 504, aged 40. She was beatified in 
1743. Her life was written by P. 
Louis-Doni d'Attichi, 12mo. Paris, 
I625, and others. | 

JANE d Albert, a celebrated queen 
of Navarre, daughter and heiress of 
Henry d'Albret II. king of Navarre, 
She married Anthony de Bourbon, 
duke of Vendome, October 20, 1548, 
at Moulins, and was mother to Henry 


the Great, jane d'Albret was a wise, 


prudent, and courageous princess, a 
friend to learning and learned men, 
and wrote well both in verse and prose, 
Being offended with the popes, for hav- 
ing given the investiture of her King- 
dom of Navarre to the Spaniards, she 
joined the Huguenot party, and sup- 
ported them with all her power. She 
died June 9, 1572, at Paris, aged 44. 
She had written several pieces in verse 
and prose. | 
JANE GREY, wife of Guilford, the 
Son of John Dudly, duke of Northum- 
berland. She was the grand-daughter 
of Mary, Henry the eighth's sister, 
who being left a widow by Louis XII. 
king of France, and without children, 
had married Brandon, duke of Suffolk, 
and had by him a daughter, who mar- 
ried Henry Grey, duke of Suffolk, the 
father of Jane. The duke of Nor- 
thumberland having succeeded the 
duke of Somerset, as the favourite of 
Edward VI. and fearing that prince 
had too weak a constitution to live 
long, could find no other way to Keep 
1222 lis 
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his authority, than by excluding the 


| princesses Mary and Elizabeth from the 
throne, and to have his daughter-in- 


law ſane proclaimed queen. Edward 
VI. a zealous Protestant, agreed to his 
minister's plan, and setting aside the 
succession established by Henry VIII. 
nominated the daughters of Henry 
Grey for his successors, of whom Jane 
was the eldest. Mary, however, found 
means to support her claims, and 
caused the duke, his son, and his 
daughter in law, lady Jane, to be be- 
headed on a scaffold in 15 54, the latter 
being then seventeen. This princess 
was learned, and took great delight in 
reading Plato, Whose language was $0 
familiar to her, that she wrote a letter 
in Greek to her sister, the countess of 
Pembroke, the day before her death. 
This letter may de found in Larrey's 
History of England. Her husband ob- 
tained permission to take leave of her, 
dut she refused to see him, fearing she 
Should betray some weakness. The 
fate of this unfortunate lady, at so ten- 
der an age, who had attempted no- 
thing against the queen, but only 
suffered herself to be guided by her 
father-in-law, was universally la- 
mented, | 
JANE, or JOAN I. queen of Naples, 
Succeeded her grandfather, When only 
nineteen. She was suspected of being 
privy to the murder of her first hus- 
band, Andrew of Hungary, especially 
aftet she married Lewis of Tarentum, 
who was the author of it. In the 
mean time Lewis King of Hungary, 
Andrew's brother, advanced to revenge 


' His death, and she fled with her new 


husband to Provence, where the pope, 
after examining the accusations brought 
against her, declared her innocent. 
She then sold Avignon, and her terri- 
tory, to the pope, for 80,000 gold florins. 
At length the king of Hungary, having 
punished those whom he thought 
guilty, quitted the kingdom of Naples; 
and joan recalled by her subjects, re- 
turned thither, and exhibited the 
Scandalous scene of several successive 
marriages. Having no children, she 
adopted her relation Charles of Du- 
razzo: but this Monster, instigated by 
the king of Hungary, revolted against 
his benefactress. The queen then 
transferred her adoption to Louis, duke 
of Anjon, son of John King of France, 
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but before he could assist her, the wat 
confined by order of Charles, and smo. 
thered between two mattrasses in x 38 2 
M. the abbe Mignot has published ber 
history, 1764, 12mo. 

JANE, or JOAN LI. queen of Na. 
ples, succeeded her brother Ladislaus 
in 1414. She was William of Autriz; 
widow, and married John, count of la 
Marche; her subjects being desitous 
She Should marry to put an end to her 
scandalous conduct with Pandolpho, one 
of her favorites. The count put Pan. 
dolpho to death, and shut up the queen; 
but the French, whom he had brought 
with him, filling all the best offices, 
soon became odious to the Neapolitan, 
The queen's party prevailed at length, 
her husband fled to Tarentum, ang 
was confined, in his turn, at the castle 
dell'O Vo. Martin V. tried his influence, 
in hopes to reconcile them, and the 
king was set at liberty; but having no 
authority, and unable to bear the shame. 
ful conduct of his wife, retired to 
France, and entering the Fraqciscan 
order, died in great reputation for $2nc- 
tity in 1436. The queen continded 
a Scandalous life till 1434, in whith 
year she died; she was the last of the 
branch of Anjou, who reigned in Na. 
ples. The second branch attempted, 
in vain, to enjoy the fruits of her adop- 
tion: and the crown passed to the 
Arragonese. 

JANET (Francis Clauet, more Known 
by the name of) a French painter of 
the 16th century, much praised by 
Ronsard in his poems, He excelled in 
miniature and porttait. 

JANICON (Francis Michael) born 
December 24, 1674, at Paris, son of an 
advocate to the counsel, Who was 2 
Protestant. He was sent to Holland 
when but nine years old, where he en- 
tered the service, but quitted it after 
the peace of Riswick. On his return 
to Holland he married, and was em- 
ployed successively in the gazettes of 
Rotterdam and Utrecht. He had every 
talent necessary for such an undertak- 
ing, understood Dutch, English, Ita- 
lian, Spanish, and French, and having 
an easy, natural style, joined to a com- 
petent Knowledge of politics, his ga- 
zette was universally approved. But 2 
foreigner, having taken an unfair ad- 
vantage of his private press to print 
something which offended the magu- 
x trates, 
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trates, Janigon was blamed for it, and 
forced to retire to the Hague, where 
he was made agent to the Landgrave of 
Hesse, and died of an apoplexy, Au- 
gust 18, 1730, aged 56. Besides his 
gazettes, he published in 1717, and 
1719, 12mo, a French translation of the 
two first volumes of the Ladies Library, 
written in English by Steel, which 
work is esteemed. Le Passepartout de 
Þ Eglise Romaine, au Hiztoire des tromperies 
des Pritres et des Moines en Espagne, 
London, 1724, 4 vol. 12mo. It is a 
translation of a work, written in En- 
alish by Anthony Gavin, a Spanish 
priest, who became an English minis— 
ter in 1715, and is full of fables and 
calumnies. Etat prezent de la Republique 
des Provences Unies, et des Pays Bas qui 
in dependent, & c. 1729, and 1730, 2 vol. 
t2mo. This is the most accurate book 
that has hitherto been published on 
chat subject, though not wholly free 
from faults. 

JANSENIUS (Cornelius) a learned 
doctor and professor of divinity at Lou- 
vain, and first bishop of Ghent, born 
1510, at Hulst in Flanders. He was 
pastor of St, Martin de Courtrai, after- 
wards dean of St. James of Louvain, 
and distinguished himselt at the coun- 
cil of Trent. On his return from thence 
he was made bishop of Ghent, and 
died in that city, April 10, 1576, aged

JANSENIUS (Cornelius) a famous 
doctor of Louvain, afterwards bishop 
of Ypres, born in 1585, at the village 
of Accoy, near Leerdam in Holland. 
He spent twelve years in France, during 
which time he studied St. Austin's 
works with uncommon attention, and 
formed a strict friendship with John 
du Verger de Hautanne, afterwards 
abbot of St. Cyran. When ſansenius 
returned to Louvain, he was appointed 
principal of the college of St. Pulche- 
rie, doctor of divinity in 1619, and 
soon after professor of the holy scrip- 
tures, The university of Louvain de- 
puted him twice to Spain, where. he 
procured a revocation of the permission 
the Jeſuits had obtained there, to teach 
ethics and philosophy at Louvain. At 
length he was appointed bishop of 
Ypres in 1635, but did not long enjoy 
that dignity, being carried off by the 
plague, May 6, 1638 aged 53. He left 
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Commentaries on the Gopels, to.; on the 
Pentateuch, 4to.; on the P3alms, Pro- 
verbs, and Ecclesiasticus, Antwerp, 1614, 
fol.; A book entitled, Mars Gallicut, 
1637, tzmo. in which he asserts that 
France did wrong in assisting the 
Dutch; it has been trsnslated into 
French by Charles Hersant in 1637, 
8vo, Jansenius in this work takes the 
name of Patritius Armackanus. He also 
published others; that which made 
most noise is entitled, Augustinus; it is 
a large folio, in which he pretends to 
have comprised the whole of St. Augus- 
tine's doctrine upon grace, free-will, 
and predestination, It was finished 
when he died, and he submitted it by 
his will to the judgement of the holy 
See. His executors Froidmand, and 
Calenus published it at Louvain in 
1640, {which edition is less valued that 
of Rouen, 1652) and added a piece, in 
which Jansenius draws a parallel be- 
tween the opinions and maxims of some 
divines among the - Jesuits, and the 
errors and false principles of the semi- 
pelagians of Marseilles. At the end 
Should be the treatise de Statu Parvulde 
rum Sine Baptismo decedentium. He was 
employed in this great work twenty 
years; and to enable him to compose 
it had read all St. Augustine's works 
over ten times, and the treatises against 
the Pelagians thirty times, Its publi- 
cation immediately raised great com- 
motions in the university of Louvain, 
to appease which Urban VIII. pro- 
hibited the book in 1642, as reviving 
propositions which had been condem- 
ned by his predecessors. The same 
troubles arising in France, pope Inno» 
cent X. condemned in 1653, the frve 
famous proportions, extracted from the 
book of Jansenius; and pope Alexan- 
der VII. declared in his bull dated 
October 16, 1656, that these five propo- 
Sitions are taken from the book of Fansenius, 
and have been condemned in the sense of that 
author, This decision he confirmed by 
another bull, prescribing a new Fermu- 
lary, which all are required to sign 
upon their admission into orders, or to 
benefices. . v. ARNOLD.

JANUA (John de) v. BALBI. 

JANVIER (Ambrose) a celebrated 
Benedictine, horn 1614, at St. Susanne, 
in Maine, who was well skilled in 
Hebrew, and after having professed 
many years in his order with reputa- 
tion, died at Paris, in the abbey of St. 
Germain-des-Pres, April 25, 1682, aged 
68, He left an edition of Peter de 
Celle's works, the preface to which 1s 
by P. Mabillon, and a Latin translation 
of David Kimchi's Hebrew Commen- 
tary on the Psalms, 1669, 4to. 

JANUS, the first King of Italy, son 
of Apollo; his mother Creusa was 
daughter of Erechtheus king of Athens; 
Xiphus, Crensa's husband, adopted him 
without knowing who he was. Janus 
went with a powerful fleet to settle in 
Italy, and received Saturn into his 
dominions, when he was driven by Ju- 
piter from Arcadia. He polished the 
people, and built on the Faniculum, and 
was adored as a god after his death. 
Romulus erected a temple to his ho- 
nour, the gates of which were open in 
time of war, and shut in times of 
peace. It was shut for the first time 
under Numa, the second after rhe first 
Punic war, and thrice under Augustus. 
The same ceremony was used by Nero, 
Vespasian, and several others; but it 
does not appear to have been observed 
by the Christian emperors. Janus is 
represented with two faces, a staff in 


nis right hand, and a key in his left, 


his coins have a ship on the reverse. 
JAPHETH, son of Noah, and elder 
brother of Shem and Ham, born 2448, 
A.C. he went into the ark with his 
father 2343, AC. Noah blessed him 
before his death in these words, Gad 
all enlarge Fapheth, and he hall dwell 
in the tents uf Shem; and Canaan hall be 
servant. This prophecy was fulfilled 
when the Greeks and Romans became 
masters of Asia, aud Africa, possessed 


JAR 
by the descendants of Shem and Ham. 
Japheth had seven sons, by Whose 
posterity part of Asia, and all Europe 
was peopled. It was from this son of 
Noah that the poets took the idea of 
their Japetus, son of Cœlus and Terta, 
king of the Thessalians, who had by 
the nymph Asia, Hesperus, Atlas, 
Epimetheus, and Prometheus. 
JARCHAS, the most learned of the 
Indian philosophers called Brachmans, a 
great astronomer, who according to St. 
Jerome was found teaching in 2 
golden chair by Apollonius Tyrannus, 
when the latter went to the Indies, 
JARCHI (Solomon) a famous rabbi, 
known also by the name of Rarcki, born 
1104, at Troyes in Champagne. He 
travelled in Europe, Asia, and Africa, 
and became very skilful in physic and 
astronomy, the Mina, and the Gemara. 
He died in 1180, at Troyes, aged 75, 
leaving three daughters. He wrote 
Commentaries on the bible, most of 
which have been translated into Latin 
with notes; also on the Mina, and the 
Gemara, and the Pirke- Avoth, which 
may be found in rhe Hebrew bible of 
Amsterdam, 1660, 4 vol. 12mo, and 
other works, much valued by the Jews, 
M. de la Croze in his Entretiens wr 
diners Sujets, page 175, asserts that this 
rabbi's real name was Traak;. | 
JARD (Francis) a priest of the 
Christian doctrine, born 1675, at Bou- 
lene near Avignon, and died 1768, 
He published La Religion Chretiene 
meditee dans le veritable exprit de sci naxi- 
mes, 6 vol. 12mo. which was approved: 
His Sermons, published in 1763, 5 vol. 
12M0, are already forgotten. 
JARDIN (Karel du) a Dutch painter 
who died at Venice 1673, aged 43. He 
excelled in the grotesque style, and 
has left markets; scenes of mounte- 
banks and thieves; landscapes which 
are esteemed, also some drawings, and 
prints much valued by connoiseurs. 
John Wescher has engraved from this 
artist. v. HORTA, HORTENSIUS. 
ARDINS (Mary Catherine des) a 
lady famous for her romances. She 
was a native of Alengon in Normandy, 
where her father was provost, and 
supplied the want of fortune by her 
wit and talents; but an affair of gallan- 
try obliged her to leave Normandy; and 
to conceal her fault she wenc to Paris 
when but eighteen or nineteen. Some

into some notice at Alengon; but at 
paris her fame encreased so much, that 
though she was not handsome, her 
acquaintance Was eagerly sought after, 
for the charms of her wit. Mademoi- 
zelle des Jardins married M. de Ville- 
Dieu, though he was already married, 
2 handsome man, and in tolerable 
circumstances; this gentleman dying 
some time after, she married M. de 
Chate, who had also a wife living, but 
the had retired to Provence. This se- 
cond husband mademoiselle de Ville- 
Dieu also buried, and spent the rest of 
her life in gallantry; the bad habit she 
nad contracted of drinking brandy 
thortened her life: she died at Clinche- 
more, a village in Maine, 1683, aged 
43. All this lady's works were col- 
lected 1702, in ten volumes 12mo. to 
which two more were added in 1721. 
The most admired among them are,

JARED, son of Mahalaleel, who 
had Enoch at the age of 162, and died 
aged 962, 2582, A.C. | 

JARNAC, v. CHATEIGNERAIE, 

JARRIGE (Peter) a native of Tulle, 
a Jesuit who distinguished himself by 
his preaching, but turned Calvinist in 
1647, after which he escaped to Hol- 
land, and wrote Le Fewite sur Pechafaut, 
12mo. against the society. He also an- 
swered Pere Beaufais, who had de- 
famed him in a book entitled, Les in- 
pietès et les tacrilege: de Pierre Jarrige. 
Notwithstanding these two violent 
works against the Jesuits, Pere Pon- 
thelier, whowas then in the suite of an 
ambassador at the Hague, persuaded 
him to return to the Catholic church 
in 1650, and he retracted his work, 
declaring, that an evil conscience conceived 
it, melanchuly formed it, and revenge pro- 
duced it, On his return to France, he 
lived as a secular priest, and died at 
Tulle, September 26, 1670, aged 65, 


JARRY (Lavrent- Juilliard du) a 


French poet and preacher, born about 
1658, at the village of Xaintes, who 
won the poetical prize in the French

academy, 1679, and 1774, and preached 


with great applause. He was prior of 
Notre Dame du Jarry, of the order of

JARS (Gabriel) born January 26, 


1732, at Lyons, He discovered early 
marks of his genius for examining and 
working mines, his father being con- 
cerned in those of Lyonnois. M. Tru- 
daine hearing this, employed him about 
bridges and dykes, that he might ac- 
quite such Knowledge as was necessary, 
in the office he designed him for, which 
was to bring the French mines to per. 
fection, by inspecting foreign ones, and 
the different methods used in working 
them. He visited those of German 
with M. Duhamel in 1757, and those 
in the north 1760. He was admitted 
into the academy of sciences, 1768, and 
died 1769. His brother has published 
his observations under the title of V- 
ages Metallurgiques, Lyons, 1774, 4to. 


JARS (Francis de Rochechouart, 


chevalier de) a knight of Malta, com- 
mander of Lagny-le-sec, and abbot of 
Saint Satur, He was put in prison on 
the detention of M. de Chateauneuf 
the keeper of the seals in 1633, being 
accused of having attempted to send 
the queen-mother and mons!eur to 
England, and though there was no 
proof against him, cardinal Richelieu, 
to discover the whole intrigue, ordered 
him to be condemned, giving his word 
to the judges, that he should be par- 
doned. The judges favoured this in- 
famous artifice, aud the chevalier de 
Jars was Sentenced to be beheaded ; 
his sentence was read to him, he 
mounted the scaffold, and was placed 
in a proper posture to receive the fatal 
Stroke, when a pardon was proclaimed. 
As he was coming down from the scaf 
fold, one of the judges was base enough 
to exhort him to acknowledge the 
king's clemency by discovering the in- 
trigues of Chateauneuf; but he re- 
plied, that if there were any, nothing 
Should ever force him to betray his 
friends, He was the only one among 


those

those condemned by cardinal. Riche- 
lieu who displayed what is called he- 


roic courage at the hour of death, many 


others showed a Christian courage, 
He died April 1670. 

JARS de Gournay, v. GOURNAY. 

JASO, the name of a daughtet of 
Esculapius,. and Lampetia, also of a 
daughter of Ampbiaraus. 

JASON, son of son King of Thes- 
saly, educated by Chiron under the 
guardianship of Pelias, by whom he 
was sent to Colchis about 1262, A. C. 
to sieze the Golden Fleece, that is, the 
treasures which had been carried there 
by Phryxus, aud were carefully Kept 
by Zetes, who then reigned in Col- 
chis with his brother Perses. Jason 
set out with some of the bravest Gre- 
cians, in a galley with fifty oars, called 
Argo, or built by a workman named 
Arge, from whence those who sailed in 
it were called Argonauts; and gained 
the Golden Fleece by the help of Me- 
dea, who entertained a violent passion 
for him, and was afterwards his wife, 
When Jason returned, he gave the 
fleece to Pelias, and then retired to 
Corinth, where he put away Medea to 
marry Glaucis, daughter of King Creon, 
who reigned in that city. Medea to 
revenge herself, poisoned Creon and 
Glaucis, and escaped to Athens, after 
having killed the children she had by 
Jason. The latter made himself mas- 
ter of Toleos, and reigned there in 
peace the rest of his days. : 

JASON, son of Onias the high priest 
of the Jews. Jason purchased that 
office of Antiochus-Epiphanes, and 
deprived his brother of it, 175, 
A. C. but being supplanted by Mene- 
aus, died a miserable vagabond at 
Lacedemon. 

JASON of Thessalonica, who having 
lodged St. Paul, the Jews stirred up 
the people to surround his house, and 
demand the apostle; but he not be- 


ing there, they seized Jason, that 


he might be compelled to produce 
him. The Greeks call jason bishop 
of Tarsus, aud honour his memory, 


April 28. 


JATRE (Matthew) a celebrated 
Greek monk in the 13th century, au- 
thor of two large works in Greek and 
Latin, one en the Offices of the Church at 
Con:tantinople, the other on the Offices of 


the Palace, in that city. Pere Goar had

JAVAN, fourth son of Japheth, fa. 
ther of the Ionians or Grecians wha

tion at Bologna, and died about 1 540 
leaving a system of Phi/oophy, of Pal.

JAUFFROY (Stephen) a priest of 
the Christian doctrine; born at Olli. 
oules, and died May zo, 1760, aged 62. 
He published the Synodal sratutes of the 
diocese of Mende 1739, Svo. and the Can. 
ferences of Mende, 1761, 15mo. | 

JAULT (Augustine Francis) of Otge. 
let in Franche-Comte, a doctor of phy. 
sic, and Syriac professor in the Royal 
college. He died May 25, 1757, aged 
50. He translated Sharp's Surgical ope- 
rations, 1742, tzmo.; his Critical re. 
Searches in Surgery, 1751, 1210. ; Ock. 
ley's Hittory of the Saracens, 1743, 2 vol. 
12mo.; Astrue on the Fenereal dizar, 
1740, 4 vol. 12mo.; Combalusier'; 
Treatise on windy complaints, 1754, 2 vol. 
13mo.; and Floyer's Treatisze on the 
Asthma, 1751, 12mo. ; he also assisted 
in the new edition of the Die, Egno- 
lagiue of Menage. 

JAUSSIN (Louis-Amant) an apothe- 
cary, employed in the Corsican army, 
and died 1767. He published an Essay 
on the Scurvy, 12mo; a Treatise © 
Cleepatra"'s Peari, S vo.; Histurical Me. 
moirs of Corsica, 1759, 2 vol. 12mo, an 
ill digested work. 

JAY (Nicholas le) baron du Tilly, 
&c, keeper of the seals, and first pre- 
Sident of the parliament of Paris. He 
was eminently serviceable to Henry 
IV. and Louis XIII. and acquired a 
high character by his integrity, pru- 
dence, and love of literature, and 
learned men. He died 1640. 

JAY (Guy Michael le) or, le JEAY, 
printed the Pohyglot at his own expence 
in 1628, to 1645, 10 vol. fol. which im - 
pression ruined him, both because he 
refused to let it appear under the name 
of cardinal Richelieu, who wished by 
that means to immortalize his name, 
as cardinal Ximenes had done, and be- 
cause he offered his copies at too high 
a price to the English, who employed 

e 2, 
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Walton to publish another, which be- 
ing a more convenient size, Jays“ was 
neglected. After his wife died he 
embraced the ecclesiastical profession, 
was ordained priest, appointed dean of 
Vezelay in Nivernois, and received a 
brevet of counsellor of state from Louis 
XIV. He died July 10, 1675. Mad. 
la marquise de Chassetiere was his 
daughter. ; 

IBAS, a celebrated bishop of Edessa, 
who was at first among the principal 
defenders of Nestorius, and wrote a 
letter to a Persian named Maris, in 
which he blamed his predecessor Ra- 
bulas for having unjustly condemned 
Theodore of Mopsuesta, whom he 
praised extremely. Sometime after he 
returned to the Catholic church, and 
having been accused by his clergy of 
various crimes, was absolved at the 
council of Tyr, and Berytus, 448; but 
the year following Dioscorus, and his 
followers, deposed him in the illegal 
synod of Ephesus, and treated him 
cruelly. Ibas appealed from this un- 
just deposition to the general council 
of Chalcedon, in which his letter to 
Maris was produced. He was pro- 
nounced innocent, and restored to his 
see, by an unanimous voice, In the 
next century, Theodore, bishop of Ce- 
sarea in Cappadocia, an Acephalian 
heretic, having persuaded Justinian to 
oppose the writings of Theodore of 
Mopsuesta, the anathemas of Theodo- 
ret, bisghop of Cyr, and the letter writ- 
ten by Ibas, that prince procured them 
to be condemned in the fifth general 
council held at Constantinople in 553, 
This is called The Aﬀair of the three 
Chapters, which caused great troubles 
in the church, and a schism, which 
remained long unextinguished. 

IBRAHIM, an emperor of the 
Turks, who was taken from prison, 
February 8, 1640, to succeed his bro- 
ther, Amurath IV, He imagined, at 
first, that he was going to be killed,

and debauchery leading his officers to 
conspire against him, he was strangled 
August 17, 1648, and succeeded by his 
son, Mahomet IV, 

IBYCUS, a celebrated Greek lyric 
poet, who lived about 540 A. C. of 
whom we have only some fragments 
remaining, with those of Alceus. It 
is said he was murdered by thieves, 


and that, seeing a flight of cranes pass 


by as he was expiring, he called on 
them to witness his death. Some time 
after, one of the thieves, observing 
some cranes, said to his companions, 
There are the witnesies of Ibycus death. 
This being told to the magistrates, the 
murderers were. put to the torture, 
and, confessing their crime, were 
hanged. From whence came the pro- 
verb, 1byci Grues, | 

ICARUS, son of Dedalus, being 
confined in prison by Minos, in the 
island of Crete, Dedalus invented sails 
to his boats, and escaped with Icarus; 
but the latter, not managing his vessel 
properly, was drowned in. the sea. 
This gave rise to the poetical fiction, 
that Dedalus fastened waxen wings up- 
on his son, bidding him steer a middle 
course; but that he flying too near the 
sun, the wax melted, and he fell into 
the sea, called from him, the Icarian 
sea. 

ICARUS, father of Erigone, killed, 
according to the fable, by the peasants, 
whom he had intoxicated by giving 


them wine, of which they knew not 


the use. He was changed by Jupiter 
into the constellation Bootes. v. ERI- 
GONE. | 

ICARUS, father of Penelope, who 
attempted in vain to prevall on Ulysses 
to fix in Sparta, Ulysses, however, 
left it to his wife's choice whether she 
would stay in Sparta, or follow him 
into Ithaca. Penelope made no an- 
swer, but, casting down her eyes, co- 


vered herself with a veil. Icarus re- 


peated his question no more, but built 


but took courage when he saw hisg an altar to Modesty on that spot.

ICONOCLASTES, v. MICHAEL III, 
ICTINUS, a famous Grecian archi. 
tet, who buiit several magnificent 
temples; among others, that of Mi- 
nerva, at Athens; and that of Apollo 
Succurrens in Peloponnesus, He lived 
about 430 A.C. 
IDACIUS, a Spanish bishop in the 
qth century, who published Fast Cone 
Cce | Sulares, 
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ares, and a Chronicle from the first 
year of Theodosius to 461. Pere Si- 
mon published them in 1619, $vo. : 
they are also in the Library of the Fa- 
thers. 

IDATHYRSES, or INDATYRSES, 
a king of the European Scythians, who 
succeeded his father Saulius, and re- 
ſused his daughter in marriage to Da- 
rius, son of Hystaspes, King of Persia. 
This refusal kindled à violent war be- 
tween the two princes. Darius march- 
ed against Idathyrses with 700,000 
men; but, his forces being defeated, 
was obliged to return to Persia. Ida- 
thyrses is called Farcyrus by Justin. 

IDE (St.) countess of Boulogne in 
Picardy, born 1040, daughter of God- 
frey /e Barbu, duke of Lorrain. She 
married Eustacius II. earl of Boulogne, 
and had by him Zustacizs III. earl of 
that city, the famous Godfrey-de-Bouil- 
lon duke of Lorrain, and Baldouin, 
who succeeded his brother in the King- 
dom of Jerusalem, besides several 
daughters, one of whom married the 
emperor Henry IV. She died piously, 
April 13, 1113. 

IDIOT, or the Learned Idiot, an au- 
thor who has been frequently quoted 
by that name, before Pere Theophilus 
Raynaud discovered that Raimund For- 
dan, provost of Usez in 1351, after- 
wards abbot of Celles, in the diocese 
of Bourges, was the real author of those 
works which are in the Library of the 
Fathers under the name of Idiot. 

IDMON, a famous sooth-sayer 
among the Argonauts, son of Apollo 
and Asteria. 

IDOMENEUS, king of Crete, one 
of the Grecian heroes who besieged 
Troy, son of Deucalion, and grandson 
of Minos. As he was returning to 
Crete, he vowel, during a violent tem- 
pest, to sacriſice the first object which 
presented itself on shore; but had rea- 


- $0n to repent this vow; for he was 


scarce landed when he met his son, 
whom he sacrificed, The subjects of 
Idomeneus, shocked at such a crime, 
drove him from their island, and he is 
said to have retired to Calabria, and 
built a city there. Crebillon has cho- 
sen the history, or fable, of this prince, 
for the subject of a tragedy. 
JEANNIN (Peter) first president of 
the parliament of Burgundy, and one 
of the greatest men France has pro- 


JEA 


duced, who rose solely by his merit 
from a common advocate to the highest 
offices in the kingdom, and became 
prime minister to Henry the Great. He 


was concerned in all the important 


transactions of his time, and at frg 
joined the League, but returned to his 
duty after the engagement of Fontaine 
Frangoise, and was admitted into the 
councils of Henry IV. who placed the 
most unlimited confidence in him. 
President ſeannin having represented 
to his majesty, that it was not right 55 
prefer an c Leaguer of the duke of Maine“! 
party to 30 many illustrious persons, whige 


fidelity had never been gute; the king 


replied, That he whe has been faithful to 
a duke, will never prove falic to a King; 
signifying at the same time, that he 
wished to have him about his person. 
From that moment the president was 
arbiter of all disputes, employed in the 
most difficult and important affairs, 
and entruſted with the negociation be. 
tween the Dutch and the king of 
Spain. Henry had such confidence in 
his fidelity, that, complaining one day 
to his ministers, that one of them had 
revealed the secret, he took Jeannin 
by the hand, saying, I will auser for 
this good man; the rest of you must examine 


yoursefves, That great prince, not long 


before he died, bad him provide me, 
with a good nag, for he must attend him in 
all the undertaking: he had projected. Af. 
ter the unfortunate death of Henry, the 
queen mother trusted Jeannin in the 
most important affairs of the Kingdom, 
and with the administration of the f- 
nances; which office he discharged 
with 80 much integrity, that he let: 
but little wealth to his family. He 
died the 315t of October, 1622, aged $2. 
It is said, that, before his elevation, 
a private gentleman, admiring bis cha- 
racer, determined to have him for a 
son-in-lauw, if he found there was any 
Kind of proportion between their for- 
tunes. He accordingly made him 2 
visit, and enquired into his cmcum- 
stances; upon which Jeannin, point 
ing to his head, and to some books 
upon shelves, replied, There is my whe: 
wealth and fortune. The event proved, 
that he was not mistaken, and that he 
had indeed displayed a great treasure. 
He left some Memoirs and Negotiation", 
$0 valuable, that cardinal Richelieu Was 
continually reading them, aud said, # 
cou 
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could no where find better instructions. 
They were printed, 1656, in one vol, 
fol. by the Elzevirs; 1659, 2 vol. 12mo. 
and 1695, 4 vol 12mo. It should be 
zaded to the praise of Jeannin, that 
being employed, before his elevation, 
by the states of Burgundy, to take care 
of affairs in that province, and an or- 
der being sent to Dijon for the mas- 
Sacre of the Calvinists, on St. Bartho- 
lomew's day, he opposed it to the ut- 
most of his power, saying, It was im- 
ill for Charles IX. te perist in 50 cruel 
a resclution; and a courier was actually 
sent, some days after, to forbid those 
murders. Henry IV. reproached him- 
self for not having been sufficiently 
bountiful to this great man, and said 
frequently, I have been gilding ever many 
of my subjects to conceal their malice, but as 
for president Teannin, 1 have always po- 
ken well of him, without deing him any 
d. 
""JEBUS, son of Canaan, and father 
of the Jebusites, who built Jerusalem, 
from whence they were driven by Da- 
vid. | 
IECHONIAS, called also JEHOIA- 
CHIN, king of ſudah. He was asso- 
ciated in the kingdom by his father, 
Jehoiakim, and reigned alone, about 
599 A. C. Nebuchadnezzar carried him 
and his family captives into Babylon, 
after Jerusalem was taken, and he re- 
mained in bonds till 562 A. C. when 
Evil-merodach, having succeeded his 
father, placed him in the first rank of 
princes at his court. Jechonias is called 
Child/css by the prophet Jeremiah, be- 
cause none of his children reigned af- 
ter him in Jerusalem. Zedekiah, his 
uncle, succeeded him in the throne. 
J|EROAHAZ, king of Israel, suc- 
ceeded his father, Jehu, 856 A. C. He 
was defeated by Hazael, and Benhadad, 
kings of Syria, who made a great 
Slaughter among his forces. In this 
deplorable state Jehoahaz besought the 
Lord, who heard his prayer, and he 
reigned prosperously till his death, 851 
A. C. He must be distinguished from 
another Jehoahaz, called also Shallum, 
son of Josiah, King of Judah, who 
usurped the throne of his elder brother, 
Eliakim, 610 A. C. was defeated by 
Pharaoh-necho, and carried into Egypt, 
where he died of grief, 
JEHOIADA, high-priest of the Jews. 
He put Athaliah to death, restored Jo- 
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ash to the throne 878 A. C. and was, 
in gratitude, buried with the kings of 
Judah. v. JOASH, ATHALIAA. 
JEHOIACKIM, or JOACHIM, son 
of Josiah, and brother of Jehoahaz, 
made King of Judah by Pharavh-necho, 
king of Egypt, 610 A. C. He tore and 
burnt the books of Jeremiah, treated 
the prophet Uriah ciuelly, but was de- 
feated by Nebuchadnezzar, and put to 
death by the Chaldeans, who cast his 
body out of Jerusalem, leaving it un- 
buried, about 599 A.C. 
JEHOSHAPHAT, king of Judah, 
Succeeded his father Asa, 914 A. C. 
and inherited his virtue and piety. He 
instructed all the people in the law of 
Moses, and the true worship of God; 
and his piety was rewarded, for the 
Lord blessed his kingdom with glory, 
power, and riches: they tell us, that 
Jehoshaphat had, in his dominions, 
eleven hundred and sixty thousand 
men fit to bear arms. This prince, 
however, was guilty of two consider- 
able faults; one, by marrying his son 
Jehoram to Athaliah, Ahab's daugh- . 
ter; the other, in assist ing that wicked 
prince against the Syrians, which un- 
dertaking did not succeed, as the pro- 
phet Micaiah had foretofd ; but he at- 
toned for those faults by fresh acts of 
piety; and God caused the Ammo- 
nites, Arabians, and Idumeans, to flee 
before him. He died at Jerusalem 889 
A. C. aged 60, after reigning 25 years. 
JEHOSHEBA. v. JOASH. 
JEHU, son of Jehoshaphat, and 
tenth King of Israel, anointed, accord- 
ing to God's command, by a disciple 
of Elisha's, 884 A. C. He killed Jo- 
ram, King of Israel, with an arrow, 
and caused Ahaziah, king of judah, 
to be slain. Jezebel, the wife of 
Ahab, hearing that Jehu was come to 
Jezreel, painted her face, and looked 
out of a window; but he commanded 
her to be thrown down. He also de- 
Stroyed all the princes of the house of 
Ahab and Ahaziah, and the priests of 
Baal; but, falling afterwards into ido- 
latry, God punished him by suffering 
Hazael, King of Syria, to ravage his 
dominions, Jehu died 856 A. C. after 
reigning 28 years. He must be dis- 
tinguished from Jehu the prophet, son 
of Hanani, who is mentioned in Scrip- 
ture, and was put to death by Baasha, 
king of Israe], 930 A. C. 
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JENEBELLI (Frederick) a famous 
engineer of Mantua, who signalized 
himself in the defence of Antwerp, 
158 5, when that city was besieged by 
the Spaniards. He abounded in dread- 
ful inventions, and multitudes perished 
by his labours. | 

JENISCHIUS (Paul) a native of 
Antwerp, well acquainted with lan- 
guages, and the sciences. He was ba- 
nished from his country, in conse- 
quence of his book called, Thesaurus 
animarum, and dicd at Stutgard, De- 
cember 18, 1647, aged 89, leaving four 


children out of nineteen, which he had 


had. 

JENSON (Nicholas) an eminent 
French printer, who settled at Venice, 
where he laid the foundation of the 
 printing-office in that city, and pub- 
lished, for his first work, an Italian 
book, by the title of Decor Puellarum, 
Venice, 1461, 4to. very Scarce, con- 
taining 235 pages, and supposed to be 
of 1471. He gained great reputation 
there till 1482, from which time we 
have no more of his editions. v. JAN- 
SON. The reason that the Decor Puel- 
larum is thought to be of 1471, is, that 
the same Jenson printed another Ita- 
lian book in 1471, 4to. of 128 pages, 
entitled, Lufus Christianorum ex pussione 
Christi; and he also printed another 
small book. that year in Italian, en- 
titled, Gloria mulierum, which seems a 
natural supplement to the Decor puella- 
rum, and is not less scarce. 

JEPHTHA, ninth judge of Israel, 

in which office he succeeded”Jair. He 
marched against the Ammonites about 
1188 A. C. and vowed, if he was vic- 
torious, to sacrifice whatever he should 
meet first on returning to his house. 
The Ammonites were defeated, and, 
when Jephtha went home, his only 
daughter, whom Philo calls Se:/a, met 
him in a transport of joy. Her father, 
- overwhelmed with grief, told her of 


his rash vow, and sacrificed her, two 


months after, according to the most 
probable opinion. Jephtha made a 
great Slaughter in the tribe of Ephraim, 
and died about 1181 A. C. after having 
verned Israel six years. 
JEREMIAH, a prophet of the $a- 
cerdotal family, son of Hilkiah the 
priest, born at Anathoth, near Jerusa- 


lem. He was sanctiſied from his mo- 


ther's womb, and began to prophecy 
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in the reign of Josiah, 629 A. C. The 
calamittes he foretold to the Jews $0 
irritated them, that they cast him into 
a dungeon full of mire, where he 
would have perished had not Ebed- 
melech the Ethiopian, king Zede. 
Kiah's minister, caused him to he 
drawn out of it. Jerusalem being ta. 
ken by the Babylonians, 606 A. C. ac. 
cording to Jeremiah's prediction, Ne- 
buzar-adan, Nebuchadnezzar's gene- 
ral, gave him his choice of going to 
Babylon, or remaining in Judea: the 
prophet chose the latter, but the 
people, having killed Gedaliah their 
governor, fled into Egypt, where Jere- 
miah followed them, and reproved 
their idolatry with his usual zeal; at 
which they were so enraged, that they 
are said to have stoned him in the city 
of Tahpanhes, 590 A. C. We have his 
Prophecies, and Lamentations, remaining 
in Hebrew: their style is majestic, 
abounding with strong and sublime 
expression. There is a church at Ve- 
nice dedicated to Jeremiah, where his 
festival is celebrated with great pomp 
and magnificence. v. BARUCH. 
IJEREMIAH II. metropolitan of La- 
rissa, raised to the patriarchal chair of 
Constantinople when only 36. The 
Lutherans presented to him the Con- 
fession of Augsburg, in hopes of his 
approbation; but he opposed it, both 
in his speeches and writings. He 
seemed even not far from uniting the 
Greek to the Roman church, and had 
adopted the reformation of Grego- 
ry XIII. in the calendar; but some 
persons, who were envious of him, 
taking occasion from thence to accuse 
him of corresponding with the pope, 
procured his banishment in 1585. His 
correspondence with the Lutherans 
was printed at Wittemberg, in Greek 
and Latin, 1584, fol. It had been 
9+" pang by a Catholic, in Latin, 
1581. 
JEROBOAM I. a native of Zereda, 
son of Nebat, an Ephraimite, Who was 
so much favoured by king Solomon as 
to be made ruler over the tribes of 
Ephraim and Manassah. Ahijah the 
prophet foretold, that he should reign 
over ten tribes; to prevent the fulfil- 
ling of which prediction, Solomon 
Sought to Kill Jeroboam, but he fled 
to Shishak, king of Egypt. After the 
death of Solomon, Jeroboam presented 
12 nmaimzself 
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himself before Rehoboam, with the 
leraelites, begging to be eased of some 
heavy taxes; but, obtaining no redress, 
the people declared for Jeroboam, and 
made him their King. Thus were the 
kingdoms of Judah and Israel divided; 
and ſeroboam, to Keep his subjects in 
obedience, caused them to worship 
two golden calves, one in Bethel, and 
the other in Dan, 974 A. C. Soon af- 
ter this a prophet, coming near to one 
of these altars, foretold, that a son of 
the house of David should slay upon 
it all the priests that offered incense 
there; and, as a sign that he spoke 
truth, the altar was instantly rent in 
tuo. This prophecy was accomplished 
by Josiah, 250 years after. Jeroboam, 
who was present, put forth his hand, 
ordering one of the officers to seize the 
prophet, but it immediately withered. 
He obtained a cure, however, but was 
rot converted by it, and died in his 
zins 954 A. C. after reigning about 22 
years. Nadab his son succeeded him. 

JEROBOAM II, king of Israel, was 
associated by his father Joash, and 
reigned alone, 826 A. C. He was a 
| brave and fortunate prince, defeated 
the Syrians, recovered what they had 
conquered, and took from them Da- 
mascus and Hamath. Jeroboam died 
an idolater 784 A. C. after having 
reigned 41 years, and was succeeded by 
Zachariah, his son. 

JEROME (St.) a famous doctor of 
the church, and the most learned 
among the Latin fathers, was son of 
Eusebius, born about 340 at Stridon, a 
city of the ancient Pannonia. He stu- 
died at Rome, under the celebrated 
grammarian Donatus; and, after being 
baptized, went into Gaul, and there 
translated St. Hilarius of Poitier's 
book of Synods. Going afterwards to 
Aquileza, he formed a friendship with 
Heliodorus, who persuaded him to vi- 
St Thrace, Pontus, Bithynia, Galatia, 
and Cappadocia, About 372, St. je- 
rome retired to the desert of Syria. 
The orthodox of Meletius' party per- 
Scuted him as a Sabellian, because he 
used the word Hypestasis, which the 
council of Rome had also made use of 
in 309. This obliged him to go to je- 
rucalem, where he devoted himself to 
che study of Hebrew, that he might 
cquite a more perfect knowledge of 
the Holy Scriptures; and it was about 
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the same time that St. Jerome con- 
sented to be ordained a priest by Pau- 
linus of Antioch, but on condition of 
not being attached to any church. He 
is said to have held the sacrifice of the 
altar in such high veneration, that he 
would never offer it: but this is by no 
means probable. In 38; he went to 
Constantinople to hear St. Gregory of 
Nazianzen; and, returning to Rome 
the year following, was there made 
Secretary to pope Damasus, and in- 
structed many Roman ladies in religion 
and the sciences; among whom the 
most illustrious were, the saints Mar- 
cella, Albina, Lea, Asellia, Paula, 
Blesillia, and Eustochia. These con- 
nections exposed him to the calumnies 
of those hose ill conduct he zealously 
re proved; and pope Syricus, who $uc- 
ceeded Damasus, not having all the 
esteem for St. Jerome which his doc- 
trine and virtue claimed, that holy 
doctor left Rome, and, returning to 
the monastery of Bethlehem, wrote 
against the heretics, particularly against 
Vigilantius and Jovinian, He had, af- 
terwards, a dispute with John of ſe- 
rusalem, and Rufinus, about the Ori- 
genists, and was the first who wrote 
against Pelagius, He died Septem- 
ber 30, 420, aged about 80. There are 
Several editions of his works: that by 
D. Martianay, Paris, 1693, to 1706, 5 
vol. fol. and by Mess. Valarsi, Verona, 
1734, 11 vol. fol. which latter has not 
eclipsed the former. St. Jerome's 
principal works are, a Latin Version 
of the Holy Scriptures, Which has been 
adopted by the Church, under the 
name of the Vulgate, excepting the 
Psalms, which kave been retained al- 
most entirely according to the ancient 
version; Commentaries on several of the 
Sacred Books; Polemical Tracts against 
the Heretics, Montanus, Heluidius, Jo- 
vinian, Vigilantius, and Pelagius; seve- 
ral Letters; a Treatise on the Lives and 
Writings of the Ecclesiastical Authors 
who lived before his Time; Hist. of the 
Fathers of the Deserts, Antwerp, 1628, 
fol. 4 Martyro/cgy is ascribed to him, 
Lucca, 1668, fol. His Letters have 
been translated in 3 vol. 8vo. 1713. St. 
Jerome understood Greek and Hebrew; 
his style is lively, full of fire, and 
some times very elevated. v. MAR- 

TIANAY, GEOFFRIN. 
JEROME of Pragee, so called from 
the 
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the place of his birth. He was among 


the disciples of John Huss, Whose doc- 
trines he zealously taught, for which 


he was imprisoned at the Council of 
Constance, where he abjured his er- 
rors, September 23, 1415, but after- 
wards fled, and continued to teach 
them. Being xetaken, and carried to 
Constance, he was burnt as a person 
relapsed, Saturday, May zo, 1416. v.

JERUSALEM, a city which, being 
sanctified by the presence of Jesus 
Christ during his mortal life, has al- 
ways been an object of veneration 
2mong Christians. The Saracens hav- 
ing taken it, with all Judea, from the 
Greek emperors, the westera Chris- 
tians sent forces to conquer it.

JESID, fifth caliph, and second of 
the race of Omiades, succeeded his fa- 
ther Moasia, 680, but did not inherit 
His courage, and amused himself chiefly 
with making amorous verses. He 
crushed, however, the rebellion of 
Hussein, son of Ali; but treated that 
unhappy family, and its friends, with 
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a degree of rigour that made him 
odious; and Aballah, of the house Of 
Ali, raised all Persia against the caliph 
who died 683. 5 
JESUA LEVITA, a learned Spanish 
rabbi of the 15th century, author of 3 
work, entitled, Halichon Glam, i. e. 
The Ways of Eternity; a very useful 
book for understanding the Talmud. 
It has been translated into Latin b 
Constantine l'Empereur; and Bashuy- 
sen published a good edition of it at 
Hanover, 1714, 4to. Hebrew and La-

JESUS, the son of Sirach, composed 
the book of Ecclesiastiçus, about 234 
A. C. which the Greeks call [Izzo 
that is, FULL or EVERY VIRTUE: they 
also quoted it by the title of, The . 
dom of Ferus, on of Sirach, His grand- 
son, who was of the same name, and 
a native also of Jerusalem, translated 
it from Hebrew into Greek, about 12r 
A.C. We have this Greek version 
remaining, lit the Hebrew text is lost. 
JESUS CHRIST, the Saviour of the 
World, son of God, and God himself, 
the Messiah foretold by the prophets, 
and the Mediator between God and 
man; conceived by the Holy Ghost in 
the womb of the Virgin Mary, who 
was espoused to Joseph of the house 
of David, and born at Bethlehem, De- 
cember 25, Anno Mundi 4004, accord- 
ing to the most common opinion, He 
gave Sight to the blind, hearing to the 
deaf, health to the sick, life to the 
dead, and confirmed the divinity of his 
mission by an infinite number of strik- 
ing miracles, which he wrought pub- 
licly, Though what the prophets had 
foretold came to pass, yet the Jews 
would not acknowledge him, but sen- 
tenced him unjustly to death, and fas- 
tened him to a cross, on Calvary, be- 
tween two thieves, Friday, April 2, 
in the 36th year of the vulgar zra, 
about nine in the morning. On this 


cross Jesus died, for the salvation of 


mankind, about three in the after- 
noon, and his death was attended with 
many prodigies. He rose again the 
third day, as he had foretold, and was 
Seen by his apostles, and by an assem- 


bly of 500 of his disciples, the greater 
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art of whom were alive when St. 
paul wrote to the Corinthians. Jesus 
Christ ate and drank with them seve- 
ral times after he was risen from the 
dead; instructed them in all truths ne- 
cessary to salvation ; commanded them 
to preach his gospel throughout the 
world; and ascended into heaven, in 
their sight, 40 days after his resurrec- 
tion, His disciples received the Holy 
Ghost ten days after, and immediately 
preached the doctrine and resurrection 
of their master, confirming it by new 
miracles. They suffered the most cruel 
persecutions, and sealed, with their 
blood, the truths which they had 
taught. Thus was Christianity esta- 
blished throughout the world by per- 
secution, sufferings, and death itself; 
an incontestible proof of its divine ori- 
gin: for the Apostles and disciples of 
Jesus Christ could not but know whe- 
ther he wrought miracles; whether 
they wrought any themselves, and 
whether they had eaten, drank, and 
conversed with him during 40 days af- 
ter his resurrection. And since they 
endured the most dreadful persecu- 
tions, and even death, in attestation 
of these facts, it necessarily follows 
that they are true; it being impossible 
that a great number of persons should 
submit voluntarily to death, in attesta- 
tion of what they must certainly know 
to be false. The nature of this work 
does not permit us to dwell longer on 
the actions and miracles of Jesus 
Christ, nor on the proofs by which the 
truth of the Christian religion is de- 
monstrated.. All Christians must be 
acquainted with the gospels, and many 
excellent treatises have been published 
by divines on the divinity and truth of 
the religion of Christ. 

JETHRO, the father-in-law of Moses, 
a priest in the land of Midian about 
1530 A. C. who received Moses when 
he fled from the wrath of Pharaoh, and 
gave him his daughter in marriage, 
After Moses had delivered the Is- 
raclites, Jethro went to him, carried 
him his wife and children, and gave 
him advice concerning his govern- 
ment. 

JEUNE (John le) a famous preacher 
and missionary, one of those apostoli- 
cal and extraordmary men whom Pro- 
vidence raises up for the salvation of 
Christians, born 1592, at Poligni in 
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Franche Comte, of a noble and ancient 
family. His father was counsellor to 
the parliament of Dole; and Gene- 
vieve Collart, his mother, was a per- 
son of rank. This lady gave all her 
children a religious education, and in- 
spired them with sentiments of the 
most pure and fervent piety ; she made 
them read the works of Lewes de Gre- 
nada continually, and always wash 
their hands before they touched them ; 
Signifying, by this exterior purity, the 
interior purity she wished them to pos- 
Sess, that they might improve by such 
holy doctrine. Cardinal de Berulle, 
going to Dole to visit the Carmelites, 
Pere le jeune placed himself under his 
direction, and gave up a canonry of 
Arbois to enter the congregation of the 
Oratory, He was admitted into this 
congregation 1614, and the cardinal 


entertained so high an opinion of him, 


that he made him a habit with his 
own hands, and nursed him in a con- 
tagious disorder. Cardinal de Berulle 
also particularly recommended Pere le 
Jeune to the congregation before he 
died, and foretold, that God would 
make him an instrument of great good 
to his church, Nor was the pious 
founder mistaken, for he devoted him- 
self to the missions; and, by his zeal 
and apostolical labours during 60 years, 
did infinite good, and made innumer- 
able converts throughout France. He 
lost his sight at the age of 35, while 
preaching at Rouen during Lent, which 
occasioned him to be called Ie Blind 
Father. But this infirmity did not make 
him melancholy, though he was natu- 
rally lively and impetuous; on the con- 
trary, he always diffused a chearfutness 
in conversation. Having lost one eye 
by an inflaramation, which spoiled its 
appearance (whereas, till then, his 
eyes looked almost as well as when he 
had the use of them) he said, smiling, 
One eyed people commonly become blind; but 
I, from being blind, am become one eyed. 
Pere le Jeune had other infirmities, 
and some violent illnesses, ig conse- 
quence of his extreme austerities, and 
was twice cut for the stone; but was 
never heard to utter an expression of 
impatience. The greatest prelates so 
highly esteemed his virtue, that cardi- 
nal Bichi waited on him at table dur- 
ing the whole course of a mission. In 
1651, M. de la Fayette, bishop of Li- 
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moges, persuaded him to reside in his 


diocese, where Pere le jeune passed 
almost his whole life, and established 


the Daughters of Charity in all those ci- 


ties. He advised his brethren in the 
missions, always to give the people an 
abridgement of the Christian doctrine 
after their sermous; for, Alas“ said 
he, without a knowledge of Jesus Christ, 
eur one only Mediator, ⁊ue are lost! Make 
him, then, Rell known, loved, and ter ved. 
His humility was uncommon. Some 


noblemen of the court coming to 


Rouen at the end of Lent, when he 
had preached there instead of Pere Se- 
nault, desired him to let them hear 
his finest sermon, which all the city of 
Rouen had admired; but he only gave 
them some familiar instructions con- 


cerning the duties of the great, and the 


obligation they are under to watch 
over their families and servants. Pere 
le jeune treated sinners according to 


the soundest rules of morality and ec- 


clesiastical discipline; therefore their 
conversions were solid, sincere, and 
permanent. So great was his reputa- 
tion, that persons came, some times, 
from the distance of 100 leagues to put 
themselves under his direction. He 
perfectly understood theology, and the 
dogmas of religion, and could not bear 
to hear any part of Scripture applied 
in a profane sense, or one unsuitable to 
the majesty of the holy mysteries. 
During his last illness, which was of 
long continuance, he received frequent 
visits from the bishops of Limoges and 
Lombez. He had permission to say 
mass, though blind; but would never 
use that liberty, lest he should be 
guilty of some irreverence in the cele- 
bration of the holy mysteries. He 
died, August 19, 1672, at Limoges, 
aged 80. So great a concourse of 


people assembled round his corpse,

JEWEL (John) a learned Englisk 
writer in the 16th century, who, turn. 
ing Protestant at the close of Hen 
the Eighth's reign, was expelled from 
Oxford in that of queen Mary. After 
this princess died, he left Italy, to 
which place he had fled, returned to 
England, and was made bishop of Sa. 
lisbury.

JEZEBEL, daughter of Ethbaal, king 
of the Zidonians, and wife of Ahab, 
king of Israel, whom she drew into 
idolatry, The prophet Elijah was for- 
ced to fly from her persecutions, and 
the caused Naboth to be murdered 
about 898 A.C.; but these crimes did 
not remain unpunished ; for when Jehu 
went to Jezreel, he ordered her to be 
thrown out of a window. Her body 
was devoured by dogs, excepting her 
head, her feet, and the palms of her 
hands, about 884 A. C. 

IGNATIUS (St.) a martyr, bishop 
of Antioch, surnamed Pert Theopharuss 
i. e. Bearer of God, who Succeeded Evo- 
dius about the year 68, was St. John's 


disciple, and maintained the faith, in 


presence of the emperor Trajan, dur- 
ing the third persecution. He was 
condemned to be exposed to wild 
beasts in the amphitheatre at Rome, 
and suffered martyfdom there, Decem- 
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ber 10, 107. We have seven Epistles 
written by him while he was going in 


chains to Rome; they are full of the 


divine spirit, and contain the most sa- 
latary precepts. The best editions are, 
Amsterdam, 1697, fol. with remarks by 
Usserius, and Pearson; and that by M. 
Cotelier, in his Patres Apostelici, Greek 
and Latin. These seven Epistles are 
addressed to the Smyrneans, St. Poly- 
carp, the Ephesians, Magnesians, Phi- 
ladelphians, Trallians, and Romans. 
The other Letters ascribed to this mar- 
tyr are spurious. 

IGNATIUS (St.) patriarch of Con- 
Stantinople, son of the emperor M1- 
chael Curopalates, and Procopia, daugh- 


ter of the emperor Nicephorus. He 


Succeeded Methodius 346, and, having 
been banished in $57, by the intrigues 
of Bardas, whose sins he had reproved, 
the celebrated Photius was put in his 
place. St. Ignatius was afterwards de- 
posed, in a bye council, held at Con- 
Stantinople in 858, from which he ap- 
pealed to the pope, who declared both 
this deposition, and the ordination of 
Photius, null and void. He was not, 
however, restored to his see till the 
reign of Basilius the Macedonian, who, 
being left sole emperor, 867, confined 
Photius in the monastery of Scepsis. 
This restoration of St. Ignatius occa- 
sioned the fourth general council of 
Constantinople to be held, He died 
October 23, 877, aged 78; and, after 
his death, Photius again took posses- 
sion of the see of Constantinople. 
IGNATIUs (St.) de Loyola, founder 
of the ſesuits, born 1491, at the castle 
of Loyola in Biscay, in the province of 
Guipuscoa, of a noble and ancient fa. 
mily. After having been page in the 
court of Ferdinand, King of Spain, he 
went into the army, in which situation 
he distinguished himself; defended 
Pampeluna with great bravery, when 
it was besieged by the French, in 1521, 


and had his thigh broken there by a 


cannon ball. When beginning to re- 
cover, he asked for a romance to di- 
vert him, but, none being at hand, 


somebody gave him The Lives of the 


Saints, which they found by chance. 
Ignatius was $0 moved by reading this 
book, that he determined to change 
his way of life; but the same enthu- 
siasm, which had before inspired his 
courage, attended him in this change,

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He repaired to Our Lady of Montterrat; 


watched his armour, armed as a Knight 
of the Virgin Mary ; would have fought 
with a Moor, who disputed her perpe. 
tual virginity; took the mendicant ha. 
bit, and set out for the Holy Land 
where he arrived in 1523. Having vi 
sited the sacred places, he returned to 
Europe, and stopped at Barcelona, tg 
learn Latin, though at that time 33 
years old. Ignatius studied afterwarg 
at Alcala, then at Salamanca, and went 
to Paris in 1528, where he continued 
his grammatical pursuits at the college 
de Montaigu; studied philosophy at 
the college de Sainte Barbe, and diyi. 
nity with the Jacobins. It was at this 
time that he formed a plan for az. 
ciating several apostolical men, and 
founding an order, the first idea of 
which was suggested to him by the 
constitution of the college of Montaigu, 
where he had resided, The first per. 
son he fixed upon was Peter le Fevre 
who had taught him philosophy, and 
procured him the degree of Master of 
Arts about 1533. Peter le Fevre gained 
St. Francis Xavier; and St. Ignatius 
associated, also, four eminent Spa- 
niards; James Laynez, Alphonso Salm- 
crona, Nicholas Alphonso Bobadilla, 
and Simon Rodriguez. These persons 
engaged themselves on the day of the 


Montmartre, to associate together, and 
devote themselves to the service of 
their neighbour; and afterwards, quit- 
ting Paris, went to offer their services 


by the fourth vow of absolute obedi- 
ence to the Roman pontiff, confirmed 
the institution of Ignatius in 1540, by 
the name of, The Company of Jesus, and 
this celebrated founder was elected its 
first general, April 22, 1541. He made 
coustitutions for his order, and go- 
verned it with great prudence and wis- 
dom, and died July 3r, 1556, at Rome, 
aged 65, The first edition of his Con- 
stitutions contains 5 parts, printed at 
Rome, 1558, and 1559, 8yo. The last 
edition is, Prague, 1757, 2 vol. small 
fol. There is, on the same subject, 
Regula Socictatis Jesu, 1582, 12mo. and 
the Ratio Studio um, 1586, 8v0. scarce. 
The latter was printed, with altera- 
tions, 1591, 8vo. Besides these Coniti- 
tutions, some Spiritual Exercises ate 
ascribed to St. Ignatius, which were 

; approved 
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approved by Paul III.: there is an edi- 
tion of them printed at the Louvre, 
1644, fol. and they have been trans- 
lated into French. The principal ob- 
ect which St. Ignatius had in view 
when he instituted this society, was, 
that it should be devoted to the in- 
«ruction of youth, the relief of poor 
;risoners, and the conversion of infi- 
dels: and he particularly recommended 
do make the use of the sacraments 
more frequent, and more holy. He 
dedicated all his actions to God with 
particular attention, saying at the con- 
clusion of whatever he did, To the 
kighest glory of God. Gregory XV. ca- 
nonized him in 1622. Fathers Maffie 
and Bouhours have written his life; 
the first in Latin, the second in French : 
they are two excellent works, The 
disciples of St. Ignatius took the name 
of jesuits in 1547, from the church of 
Fes, which was given them at Rome. 
They spread, and settled throughout 
the world, and became celebrated, and 
praise-worthy, by their learning, zeal, 
regularity, and important services to 
the public, the church, and religion. 
This simple manner of life could alone 
inspire them with courage, or hope of 
uniting the savages of Paragnay, to 
whom they have done infinite good, 
by bringing them to a Knowledge of 
the true God, and providing them with 
necessaries. But the immense wealth 
which the general gained from this 
establishment, proved their ruin. They 
became merchants, to the great scan- 
dal of religion; and thinking, by their 
riches, to make dependents in every 
court, and, by that means, to have 
absolute way; while the individuals 
who, without gaining any particular 
advantage, laboured to aggrandize the 
body, have beerrthe victims of the in- 
fituation of their superiors. The king 
of Portugal, persuaded that they in- 
stigated the assassins who attempted 
his life in 1758, drove them from his 
dominions in 1759. The king of 
France, considering this institution, 
which had been only tolerated in that 
Kingdom, as being incompatible with 
its laws, suppressed it in 1763: the 
king of Spain, for reasons which he 
concealed, for fear of raising troubles 
in his dominions, drove them out in 
1767. The king of Naples, the duke 
of Parma, and the grand master of 
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Malta, followed his example 1768; 
and pope Clement XIV. suppressed 
the order entirely, 1773. 

IGNATIUS, joseph de Jesus Maria, 
v. SANSON (James). 

ILDEFONSUS (St.) or HILDE- 
PHONSUS, a disciple of St. Isidor of 
Seville, afterwards abbot of Angeli, 
and archhishop of Toledo in 658. He 
ruled his church with great wisdom, 
and died February 23, 667, aged 62. 
A treatize en the perpetual Virginity of 
Mary; against ſovian, Helvidius, and 
the Jews, 1s ascribed to him; and se- 
veral other works in the Library of 
the Fathers. 

ILLHARRART de /a Chambre (Fran- 
cis) v. CHHAM BRE. 

IMBERT (John) an eminent law- 
yer in the 16th century, a native of 
Rochelle, advocate and /ieutenant parti- 
culier at Fontenoy-le-Comte in Poitou, 
who, according to Charles du Moulin, 
and Mornac, was one of the most capi- 
tal practitioners of his time. He left 
Enchiridion Juris scripti Galliz, which 
has been translated into French by The- 
Seneau; Institutiones Forenses, or, The 
Practice of the Bar, Latin and French, 
4to. 

IMBYSE (John d') much beloved 
and esteemed by the people of Ghent, 
for having fortified their city. Being 
made consul, he took advantage of the 
power which this office gave him, to 
raise the Ghentese against the Spa- 
niards in 1579. They abolished the 
Catholic religion, and even attempted 
to shake off the authority of the states, 
drawing in several towns to their 
party. The prince of Orange becom- 
ing master of Ghent, drove out Im- 
byse, who, afterwards caballing for the 
Spaniards, was beheaded in 1584. 

IMHOFF (John William) a famous 
genealogist, who died in 1728, author 
of, Notitia procerum Germaniz, Tubingæ, 
1732, 1734, 2 vol. fol.; Historia Genea- 
logica Ttaliz, et Hispaniz, Norimbergæ, 
1701, fol.; Familiarum Iraliæ, Amster- 
dam, 1710, fol.; Familiarum d' Hispani, 
Lipsiz, 1712, fol.; Galliz, 1687, fol.;

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IMPERIALI (John Baptist) a ce- 
lebrated physician, born 1568, at Vi- 
cenza, of che noble family of Impe- 
riali. He studied at Verona, and Bo- 
logna, was pupil to Jerome Mercuri- 
alis, and Frederick Pendovius, and 
practised, afterwards, with uncommon 
reputation, at Vicenza, where he died 
May 26, 1623, aged 54. Imperiali 
wrote good Latin, both prose and 
verse, and left many valuable works. 
John Imperiali, his son, was also a 
man of great genius, and left two 
works which are esteemed; Musæum 
Historicum, Venice, 1640; and, Musæum 
Physicum sive de humano ingenie; both in 
to. 

IMPERIALI (Joseph Renatus) a fa- 


mous cardinal, born April 26, 1651, of 


an illustrious family at Genoa. He was 


appointed general of the mint, then 


treasurer of the apostolical chamber, 
afterwards cardinal, February 13, 1690. 
The popes employed him in the most 
1mportant affairs, and he was within 
one vote of being elected pope in the 
conclave 1730. His probity, talents, 
and love of learning, made him uni- 
versally esteemed. He died January 4, 
1737, at Rome, aged 86. He ordered, 
by will, that his noble library should 
be made public, of which a catalogue 
has been printed. 

INACH Us, first king of the Argi- 
ans in Peloponnesus, about 1858 A. C. 
father of Phoroneus, who succeeded 
him, and of Io, who was beloved by 
Jupiter. This kingdom continued from 
Phoroneus to Sthenelus, and went at- 
terwards to Danaus, of whom Acri- 
sius was the last descendant. After 
Acrisius, the kingdom of the Argians 
was joined to Mycene, and continued 
united to it till the time of Agamem- 
non. 

INCARNATION (Mary del) v. 
AVRILLOT. 

INCHOFER (Melchior) a learned 
German, born 1584, at Vienna, who 
entered the Jesuits* society at Rome 
1607, and taught philosophy, mathe- 
matics and theology at Messina, where 
he published a Latin treatise in 1629, 
fol. which made much noise, and was 
reprinted at Viterbo, 1632, fol. In 
this work he says that the pretended 
Letter from the Bleed Virgin Mary to the 
people of Mesisina is genuine, and was 
obliged to go to Rome and clear him- 
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self from the accusation brought araingy 


him in consequence of this work; by: 


it ended in his being only compelled to 
change the title of his book, and to 
make some small alterations in it. He 
spent several years at Rome, and died 
at Milan, September 28, 1648, leaving 
a Treatise on the Motion of the Earth ang 
Sun, 1633, 4to.; De sacra Latinitate, 
1635, 4to.; Historia trium Magorum, 
1639, 4to.; Annalium Ecclesiasticorum 
Regni Hungariz, tom. 1. fol. This is a 
valuable work, but has not been 
finisched. The funeral oration of Ni. 
cholas Richard, a Dominican, master 
of the Sacred Palace, 4to.; a vatire 
against the government of the Jexuits, 
entitled, Monarchia Soli porum, is also 
attributed to him, but was more pro- 
bably written by Julius Clement Scotti, 
an ex-ſesuit. v. SCOTTI; on its first 
appearance it was ascribed to Sciopius, 
but it is agreed now that he did not 
write it. This book 1s dedicated to 
Leo Allatius, and was reprinted at 
Venice, 1652, with Inchofer's name, 
Bourgeois in his account of the book 
on frequent Communion, page $9, and the 
following, enters into a large detail 
respecting Inchofer, and the Monar:kis 
Soli ptorum, and as he was at Rome 
when the work first came out, and 
was acquainted with Inchoter to whom 
he ascribes it, his testimony must have 
great * weight.

INGULPHUDS, 
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INGULPHUS, or IN GULF, a monk 
of the abbey de St. Vendrille, an Eu- 
glishman, son of a courtier of King 
Edward, He was appointed abbot of 
Crovland in England, travelled to je- 
-usalem, and at his return wrote A 
history of the English monasteries, 
from 626, to 1091, which may be 
found in Sir Henry Saville's collection 
of English historians, Lenden, 1696, fol. 
Ingulphus is supposed to have died in 
$109; he had been secretary to William 
the Conqueror, N 

INNOCENT IL. (St.) a native of Al- 
bany, who succeeded pope Anastasius 
November 24, 401, zealously defended 
St. Chrysostom, condemned the Nova- 
tians and Pelagians, and governed the 
church so wisely, that he was com- 
mended by St. Jerome, St. Augustine, 
and all the great men of his time. He 
died February 14, 417. We have some 
valuable Epistles of his in Coustant's 
Fpist. Rem. Pont. fol. 

INNOCENT II. a Roman, before 
called Gregory, and cardival of St. 
Angelo, elected pope after Honorius 
II. February 17, 1130, by part of the 
cardinals; the rest elected cardinal 
Peter de Leo next day, and named him 
Anacletus II. which made a schism in 
the church, Roger king of Sicily, and 
David king of, Scotland, favoured 
Anacletus; the other princes declared 
for Innocent II. This pope finding 
that his party was weakest at Rome 
went to France, held several councils 
there, and returned afterwards to 
Rome, where he crowned the emperor 
Lotharius 1133. Anacletus dying in 
1133, the Schismatics elected Gregory 
in his place, who took the name of 
Victor IV. but soon after abdicated vo- 
luntarily, and peace was restored. It 
was chiefly through the zeal and care 
of St. Bernard that Innocent II. was 
acknowledged as legitimate pope by 
tne whole church. He held the second 
general council of Lateran, 1139, and 
condemned the errors of Abelard, and 
Aruauld di Brescia. He died Septem- 
ber 24, 1143. His history has been 
written by D. John de Lannes, and 
was printed at Paris, 1741, 12m0. 

INNOCENT III. a native of Anagni, 
descended from the counts de Segni, 
called Lotharius before his election, 
Succeeded pope Celestine HI. January 
8, 1198, at the age of 37, and began 
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immediately to raise forces for the 
Holy Land. He strongly opposed the 
Albigenses, settled the dispute between 
the archbishop of Tours and the bi- 
shop of Dole; laid France under an in- 
terdiction on account of the divorce 
between Philip Augustus and Inge- 
burge; crowned Peter II. king of 
Arragon; laid an interdiction upon 
England, declaring the king's subjects 
absolved from their oath of allegiance, 
and even deposed him by a bull, 1212. 
The year following Innocent III. pub- 
lished a general bull for the crusade, 
and held the fourth general council of 
Lateran, 1215. He died July 20, 1216, 
at Perugia. This pope was well ac- 
quainted with law, firm and zealous 
for ecclesiastical discipline, for the 
Salvation of souls, and for union be- 
tween the Christian princes; but is 
blamed for the excess of his zeal, and 
his attempts on the temporal rights of 
kings. The pontificate of Innocent 
III. is among the most remarkable ones, 
for the great events that attended it. 
It was in his time that the Franciscan, 
Dominican, and several other religious 
orders were founded; the pope's tem- 
poral authority was established on solid 
grounds; Romania, Ombria, the mar- 
quisate of Ancona, Orbitello, and Vi- 
terbo, acknowledge him as sovereign; 
the Roman senate became the senate 


of the pope, and he appointed the pre- 


fect of Rome, to which office the em- 
peror had till then always nominated. 
We have the following works by this 
great pope ; excellent Letters, of which 
M. Baluze has given a good edition in 
1682, 2 vol. fol. Three books full of 
piety and unction, De contemptu Mundi, 
e de Mizeria Humane Conditionis, of 
which there are several editions, 
among them one of Paris, 1645, 18mo. 
His works were printed at Cologn, 1575, 
fol or Venice, 1578. He was author of 
the beautiful prose, Veni Sancte Spiritus 
et emitte Calitus. The Stabat Mater delo- 
rosa, the Ave, mundi spes Maria, and 
other works, are also ascribed to him.

INNOCENT IV. originally called 
Sinibaldo dr Fiesque, a Genoese, and 
cardinal by the title of St. Laurence, 
elected pope at Agnani, June 24, 1234. 
He quarrelled with the emperor Fre- 
deric II. who was among his friends 
when only cardinal, went into France 

| do 
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to avoid his resentment, and held the 
first general council of Lyons, 1245, in 


which he excommunicated him. It is 


said that Innocent then gave the red 
hat to the cardinals as a memorial that 
they should always be ready to shed 
their blood in defence of the faith. 
They wore this new hat first at Cluni, 
where the pope had an interview with 
St. Louis. Frederic II. dying 1250, 


Innocent IV. returned to Italy the year 


following. He attempted to recover 
the kingdom of Naples, but his forces 
were defeated by Manfred. He died 
December 12, 1254, at Naples. There 
are several editions of this pope's 
works, whose talents as a lawyer were 
so well known, that he was called ze 
Father of the Law. His book 1s entitled, 
Apparatus 5uper decretales, fol. 
INNOCENT V. called Peter de Ta- 


rantaise, because he was born in that 


city, 1245. He entered the Dominican 
order, took a doctor's degree at Paris, 
and became afterwards provincial of 
his order, archbishop of Lyons, cardi- 
nal of Ostia, grand penitentiary of the 
Roman church, and was at length 
elected pope at Arezzo, January 21, 
1276, and died five months after, June 
22, the same year. He left Commen- 
tarics on the four books of the senten- 


ces on St. Paul's Epistles, under the 


name of Nicholas de Goram, Cz/ogr, 


24738, fol. several times reprinted, and 


other works. 

INNOCENT VI. before called See- 
pen d' Albert, born at Brissac, a village 
near Pompadour in tne diocese of Li- 
moges. He was made cardinal, bishop 
of Ostia, then grand penitentiary of 
the church, and succeeded pope Cle- 
ment VI. December 1, 1352. Innocent 
VI. obliged the possessors of benefices 


to residence, encouraged men of learn- 


ing and merit, endeavoured earnestly 


to end the war between the Kings of 


France and England, and founded in 
1356, the Carthusian monastery at 
Villeneuve near Avignon, where he 
chose his burying place. He died Sep- 
tember 12, 1362, at Avignon, Some 
of his letters are in Martenncs T,. 

INNOCENT VII. whose name was 
Comod Melicrati, born at Sulmona, in 
Abruzzo. He was well skilled in law, 
held the bishoprics of Ravenna and 
Bologna, was created cardinal, and 
elected pope by the cardinals of the 
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obedience of Boniface IX. October . 
1404, on condition that he should ab. 
dicate the pontifical chair, if Peter de 
Luna, otherwise Benedict XIII. did 
the same: but he did not keep his 
word. The Romans rising against him 
called in the assistance of Ladislaus 
king of Naples, which obliged the 
pope to retire to Viterbo. He wiz 
afterwards recalled, and died at Rome 
November 6, 1406. | 5 

INNOCENT VIII. a noble Genoe:s 
of Grecian extraction, whose name 
was John Baptist Cibo, born 1432. He 
had been carefully educated, was em. 
ployed in the most important commis. 
sions by the popes, and made bishop 
of Melfi, and afterwards cardinal in 
1473, by Sixtus IV. whom he suc⸗ 
ceeded, August 24, 1484. Innocent 
appeared very zealous for a reunion of 
the Christian princes against the Turks, 
and gave the grand master Peter d' Au- 
busson, a cardinal's hat, as a reward 
for his fervices, and for having deli. 
vered Zizim, brother of the Turkish 
emperor Bajazel up to him. This pope 
was very particularly attached to his 
own family, and very far from edifying 
the church by the purity of his man- 
ners. He died July 25, 1492, at Rome, 
aged 60. 

INNOCENT IX. Join Anthony Fa- 
chinetri, born 1519, at Bologna. He 
was elected pope, October zo, 1591, 
and died two months after, Dec. 31. 

INNOCENT X. a Roman, whose 
name was Jen Baptist Pamfili. He 
succeeded pope Urban VIII. September 
14, 1644, drove the Barberini family 
from Rome, to whom he owed his 
elevation, and suffered Donna Olympia 
his sister-in- law to usurp too much au- 
thority, It was this pope who con- 
demned the five famous propositions of 
Fanienius by a bull of May 31, 1653. 
He died January 7, 1655, at Rome, 
aged 81. 

INNOCENT XI. Benedict Odeicalehi, 
born 1611, at Coma in the Milanese. 
He was appointed cardinal, bishop of 
Novara, and succeeded pope Clement 
X. September 21, 1676. His rigid 
temper involved him in great troubles 
with the French court; he seemed to 
glory in thwarting Louis XIV. with 
respect to the regale, and the right of 
immunity enjoyed by the ambassadors 
at Rome, But the most surprizing * 
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of his conduct was his joining the allies 
against James II. because Louis XIV. 
protected that prince, on which occa- 
sion it was said, that to make peace 
King james must turn Huguenot, and 
the pope Catholic. Innocent sent con- 
siderable assistance to the emperor and 
venetians against the Turks, con- 
demned the errors of Molinos, and the 
Quietists, in 1687. He died August 
12, 1689. 

{INNOCENT XII. Antonio Pignatelli, 
born March 13, 1615, of a noble family 
at Naples. He was employed in the 
most important affairs by the popes, 
made bishop of. Faenza, legate of Bo- 
logna, archbishop of Naples, then car- 
dinal, in 1681, and elected pope July 
12, 1691, This pontiff condemned M. 
de Fenelon the archbishop of Cambray's 
book, entitled, Maxims of the Saints, 
March 12, 1699; governed the church 
with great wisdom and piety, and died 
loaded with merits, and benedictions, 
September 27, 1700, aged 86. 

INNOCENT. XIII. Micnee! Angelo 
Conti, born May 15, 1655, at Rome, 
son of Charles Conti, duke of Poli, of 
an illustrious and ancient family. He 
was Successively governor of Viterbo, 
nuncio to the Catholic Swiss cantons, 
afterwards at the court of Lisbon, car- 
dinal, and bishop of Viterbo, and 
unanimously elected pope, May 8, 
1721. He died March 7, 1724, aged 
6g, He was the eighth pope of the 
Conti family. 8 

INO, daughter of Cadmus and Her- 
mione, and third wife of Athamas. 
Fancying that Learcus and Melicerta 
her children were hon's whelps, she 
killed them, and throwing herself into 
the sea in despair, was changed by 
Neptune into a nympth. Melicerta is 


supposed to have escaped with his life.” 


INSTITOR (Henry) a celebrated 
German Dominican, doctor and pro- 
fessor of divinity; appointed with 
James Sprongerby pope Innocent VIII. 
in 1484, inquisitor general of Mentz, 


Cologn, Treves, Saltzburg, and Bre- 


mem, to. inform against $orcerers, 
These two inquisitors wrote upon that 
subject the treatise, entitled, Malleus 
Maleficorum, of which there are several 
editions $yo, or qto. Institor died in 
Italy at the beginning of the 16th cen- 
tury, and left Tractatus adversus errores 
circa Eucharicttiz iacramentum, Li pelæ, 
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1495, 4to.; A treatise de Monar:hia, 
and other works, 

INTERIAN de Ayala (John) a learned 
Spanish monk de la Merci, author of 
a great number of works in his own 
language which are esteemed. These 
are chiefly Sermons, but he also left a 
treatise entitled, Pictor Christianus eru- 
ditus, Madrid, 1720, fol. showing the 
errors into which most painters fall, 
when they chuse religious subjects. 
He died October 20, 1730, aged 74. 

INVEGES (Augustine) a learned 
Sicilian Jesuit, born at Sciacca, and 
died 1677, at Palermo, aged 82. He 
left a History of the city of Palermo, 
1649, 1650, and 1657, 3 vol. fol. in 
Italian, the third volume is scarce. 
La Cartigine Siciliana, 1661, 4to.; Mot. 
Paradis terrestris, 1651, 4to. and other 
works which are esteemed. 

10, daughter of Inachus, and Isme- 
na, and beloved by Jupiter, who to 
conceal his passion for Juno, turned Io 
into a cow according to the fable; but 
Juno having begged the cow of ſupi- 
ter, set Argus to watch her, who had 
a hundred eyes. Mercury having killed 
Argus, Juno in despair sent a gad fly 
to Io, which so tormented her, that 
she threw herself into the sea, since 
called the Ionjan from her name. Ac- 
cording to the fable, she went as far 
as Egypt, where Jupiter :zestored her 
original form and had Epaphus by her. 
The Egyptians worshipped her under 
the name of Isis, Jupiter made her 
immortal, and she married Osiris. She 
is represented much like Cybele, and 
is often confounded with that goddess. 

JOAB, David's general, son of Ze- 
ruiah, sister of that prince. He con- 
quered the Syrians, and the other ene- 
mies of David in several engagements, 
and took the citadel of Zion from the 
Jebusites, who thought it so impreg- 
nable, that they placed the blind and 
the lame on the walls to guard them. 
Joab distinguished himself during all 
the wars which that prince was en- 
gaged in, but dishonoured himself by 
the murder of Abner and Amasa. He 


Teconciled David to his son Absalom, 


but afterwards killed that rebellious 
prince in a battle about 1023, A. C 
contary to the King's command. After 
this he joined Adonijah's party, and 
was put to death by order of Solomon, 
1914, AC. 


JOACHIM 
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JOACHIM (St.) husband of St. 
Anne, and father of the Holy Virgin, 
according to a pious tradition; but 
nothing is known of his life, nor is he 
once mentioned in the scriptures. The 
only ancient book which speaks of 
him, is considered by St. Augustine as 
apocryphal. 

JOACHIN II. elector of Branden- 
burg, succeeded his father Joachim 1, 
1532, and adopted the Lutheran doc- 
trines in 1539, in order to unite the 
bishoprics of Brandenburg, Havelburg, 
and Lebus, to the Marche; but he did 
not join the league of Smalcald, and 
preserved his country from the religi- 
dus wars, which depopulated Germany. 

He was accused of prodigality, and a 
weak credulity as to astrulogy. He 
died 1571. 

JOACHIM, a famous abbot, foun- 
der of the order of Flora in the 12th 
century. He was born in the town of 
Celico near Cosenza, travelled to the 
Holy Land, passed a whole season of 
Lent on Mount Tabor, with uncommon 
fervor and piety; and at his return to 
Calabria, took the habit of Citeaux, in 
the monastery of Corazzo, of which he 
was prior and abbot. About 1183, 
Joachim left his abbey by permission 
of pope Lucius III. and settled at Flora, 
where he founded a celebrated abbey, 
and was its first abbot. He had seve- 
ral monastsries dependant upon him, 
which he governed with great pru- 
dence, and gave them constitutions 
which were approved by pope Celes- 
tine III. The abbot Joachim esta- 
blished piety and regularity in his 
order, and died March 3, 1:02, aged 
72, leaving several works, Venice, 
1516, fol. and Prophecies, of which 
some propo3itions were afterwards con- 
demned at the general council of La- 
teran, 1215, and at the council of 
Arles, 1260. D. Gervaise senior abbot 
of la Trappe, has written his life, 
1743, 2 vol. 12mo. 

JOACHIM (George) surnamed Rhee 
tivs because he was a native of the 
Valteline, called in Latin RAA TIA. He 
taught mathematics and astronomy, at 
Wittemburg, and upon hearing of the 
new hypothesis invented by Coperni- 
cus, went to see him, and adopted his 
system. He died 1576, aged 62. He 
left Ephemera according to the princi- 
ples of Copernicus, and. several other 
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works on natural philosophy, geome. 
try, and astronomy. Joachim Pub. 
lished the works of Copernicus, after 
that astronomer's death. 

JOAN pope. v. JOHN VIII. Lxg 


JOAPHAR, or ABOUGIAFAR, an 
Arabian, thought according to some to 
be the same with Avicenna. He Was 
author of the romance of Hai, un 


Fockdhan, whom he SUPPOSES to be pro- 


duced from the earth merely by the 
sun's heat, in a desart island. When 
come to the age of reason, he acquired 
a knowledge of the deity, and of hin. 
Self from the observations which he 
makes on nature, on himself, and on 
every thing which surrounds him; 
learns to distinguish between good and 
evil, and discovers that one is to be. 
pursued, and the other avoided : nor 
does he make less progress in the ab. 
Struse sciences, such as geometry, as. 
tronomy, natural philosophy, and 
every thing in general that a person 
could acquire; so that when some men 
and women land there after a course of 
Singular adventures, Hai though sur- 
prized, is very able to conduct himself, 
and to express and govern his passions 
among them. Edward Pocock the 
younger, has translated this romance 
into Latin, and printed it with the 
Arabic text, Oxford, 1671, 4to. under 
the title of Philozophus Autodidactus, or 
the Philesopher without study. 

JOASH, or JEHOASH, king of ſu- 
dah, son of Ahaziah. Athaliah, Aha- 
ziah's mother having seized the throne, 
Slew all the princes of the blood royal, 
except Joash an infant who was saved 
dy Jehosheba, sister of Ahaziah, and 
wife of Jehoiada the high priest. This 
pontiff set the young prince on the 
throne, 878, A. C. when but seven years 
old, and put Athaliah to death. Joash 
governed wisely so long as he followed 
the advice of Jehoiada, but after the 
death of that priest he suffered himselt 
to be seduced by the flattery of his 
courtiers, worshiped idols, and drew 
down the wrath of heaven on himself 
and his Kingdom. He was even so un- 
grateful as to put to death Zachariah 
Jehoiada's son, but his crimes did not 
remain unpunished; he was defeated, 
ignominiously treated by the Syrians, 
and murdered in his bed by his own 


subjects, 339, AC. 
JOASH 
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OASH, king of Israel, succeeded 
his father Jehoahaz, and gained 
three victories over the Syrians, as 
Elisa the prophet had foretold, 
He also defeated Amaziah King 
of Judah, and died in Samaria 826, 
A. C. His son Jeroboam II. succeeded 
05, a famous patriarch, proposed 
as an example of patience in the cano- 
nical epistle of St. James, born in the 
land of Uz, between Idumea and 
Arabia, about 1700, A. C. supposed to 
be the same with Jobab, great grand- 
son of Esau, mentioned in Genesis, 
Chap. 36. Job was perfect, upright, 
and . feared God, he brought up his 
children virtuously, and frequently 
offered sacrifices for the secret faults 
they might have committed, It pleased 
God to try this Holy man, by permit- 


ting all his property to be taken away. 


from him, and his children cruſhed 
under the ruins of a house while they 
were Sitting at table: upon hearing 
these sad tidings Job fell upon the 
earth uttering those excellent words 
which have since sunk deep in the 
heart of every good man, the Lord gave, 
and the Lord hath taken away, blessed be 
the name of the Lord, The holy patriarch 
was afterwards smitten with dreadful 
ulcers all over his body, and was re- 
duced to sit among the ashes, and with 
a potsherd to scrape away the currup- 
tion and worms, which came from his 
cores, His wife thinking then that all 
piety was useless, endeavoured to make 
him blaspheme, and despair : but Job 
to silence her, only said, Thou speakest 
as one of the feolish women speaketh ; what / 
hall abe receive 'good at the hand of God, 
and all wwe not receive evil? Three of 
his friends who went to see him, in- 
dead of consoling, insulted him, and 
attempted to prove that he must have 
committed some great crimes, to be $0 
Severely treated. But God himself at 
last undertook the defence of his ser- 
vant, and restored Job to health ; gave 
him children, and more wealth and 
larger possessions than he had before. 
Job died about 1500 A.C. aged 211. 
We have a canonical book in Hebrew, 
called by his name, which is a master 
piece; the sty le is sublime and poetical, 
the expressions bold and noble; the 
mages lively, beautiful, grand, and 
VOL, II, 
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forcible. Some authors have asserted, 
that the book of Job was written by 
Moses, or some other more recent his- 
torian, but it is certainly much older; 
ſor men worshipped the sun, moon, 
and stars, before they worshipped 
images, from whence it follows, that 
celestial idolatry was prior to terres- 
trial; now in the book of Job, none 
but celestial jdolatry is mentioned, 
whereas the books of Moses speak of 
terrestrial idolatry : therefore the book. 
of Job is more ancient than the books 
of Moses. Besides, had this book been 
written by. Moses, or other later au- 
thor, why, in such parts of it as treat 
of the wonders and miracles done by 
God, is no mention made of the 
plagues of Egypt, the passage through 
the Red Sea, and all the miracles, 
wrought in the time of Moses? All the 
canonical books written since that great 
lawgiver's time, are continually recur- 
ring to those astonishing acts of divine 
power, whence it appears, that the 
author of the book of Job, had no 
knowledge of them, since he never 
mentions them, though he had 80 
many opportunities, and it therefore 
follows, that he wrote before Moses. 
We may farther add, that Job's friends 
speak of their ancestors as having 30 
well governed Arabia, that no stran- 
ger had been able to penetrate into it, 
or conquer it, which is another proof 
of the antiquity of the book ; and many 
more might be brought, which seem 
to demonstrate clearly, that the book. 
of Job is prior to Moses; but they 
would require a more minute detail, 
than the plan of this dictionary admits, 
The learned are much divided, whe- 
ther Job's disease was the leprosy, or 
not: and have engaged in a number of 


questions, more curious than useful 


concerning this book. 5 

JOBERT (Lewis) a pious and learned 
Jesuit of Paris, who taught ethics in 
his order, and distinguished himself 
by his preaching. He died October 
30, 1719, at Paris, aged 72. He left 
some deyotional works, and a treas 
tise, entitled, La Science des Medails 
ler, which is esteemed, The best edi - 
tion is Paris, 1739, 2 vol. 12mo. pub. * 
lished by M. de la Bastie, who died in 


1742. | 
JOCASTA, daughter of Creon, king 
EEX of

of Thebes, and wife of Laius. 
CEDIPUS. 

JOCONDE, or [UCONDE (John) a 
famous Dominican of Verona, who 
acquired great reputation in the 16th 
century, by his Knowledge of the arts 
and sciences, antiquities, and architec» 
ture. He taught the latter to Bude, 
built the bridge of Notre Dame at Paris,

and the little bridge, a bridge over the 


Adige at Verona, and continued St. 
Peter's at Rome, after Bramante. He 
died about 15 30, in a very advanced 
age, leaving editions of Car, Fitru- 
wits, Fruntinus, and other works. It 
was by means of ſoconde, that the 
greatest part of Pliny's Epiitles were 
found in a library at Paris; they 
were printed by Aldus Manutius. 
He quitted the habit of his order be- 
fore the year 15co, and ONS: as a 
Secular priest. 

JODELET, v. JOFFRIN. 

JODELLE (Stephen) a celebrated 
French poet, born of a noble family at 
Paris, seignem de Lymodin. He was 
ecteemed by Henry II. and Charles IX. 
but so entirely devoted to poetry and 
luxury, that he reaped no advantage 
from their patronage, but lived in po- 
verty. He was one of the earliest 
tragic poets of France, but abused the 
uncommon facility he had in writing 
verses; $0 that though his French 
poems were much admired when their 
author was living, it now requires 
great patience to read them. The same 
cannot however be said of his Latin 
Poetry, which is written in a more 
pure and easy style, and in a better 
taste. ſodelle was well acquainted 
with Greek, and Latin, had a genius 
for the arts, and is said to have un- 
derstood architecture, painting, and 
sculpture; he was one of the poets in 


the P/-yades fancied by Ronsard, and is 


considered as the inventor of the Ver: 
- rapportts, This author died very poor, 
July 1573, aged 41. The collection 
of his poems was published at Paris, 
1574, 4to. and at Lyons, 1597, I2mo. 
It contains two tragedies, Cleopatra, 
and Dide, Eugene, à comedy, Sonnets, 
Song, Odes, Elegien, &c, Cardinal du 
Perron vaiued this poet's talents $0 
little, that he used to say Jodelle's 
verses were but pois piles, Theodore 
Agrippa says of him, 
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Jodelle est mort de pauvrete, 
La pauvrete a eu puissance, 
Sur la richesse de la France. 
O Dieu quel trait de cruaute! 
Le Ciel avoit mis en Jodelle 
Un esprit tout autre qu'humain; 
La France lui nia le paen, 
Tant elle fut mere cruelle. 


JO EL, son of Pethuel, and secons 
of the 12 Minor Prophets, He fore. 
told the Babylonian captivity, the 
descent of the Holy Ghost on the 
apostles, and the last Judgment, about 
789 A. C. His prophecy is written in 
Hebrew, and contains but three chap. 
ters. The style is strong, expresstye, 
and figurative. 

JOFFRIN (Julian) an actor of the - 
company du Marais, who went to the 
hotel de Bourgogne in 1634, and died 
1660. He played the parts of Jad, 
which Scarron has so much improved. 

JOHN the Baptist (St.) son of 3. 
chariah and Elizabeth, and forerunne: 
of the Son of God. His birth was an— 
nounced by the angel Gabriel, aud 
confirmed by a great miracle; for Zz- 
chariah, who had been struck dumb 
for his incredulity, recovered lis 
speech after his son was born, St, 
John retired to the desert from his n- 
fancy, where he fed only on locusts 
and wild honey; his raiment was made 
of camel's hair, and his way of living 
extremely austere, He left the desert 
in the year 29, from our. Saviour's 
birth, to preach the baptism of re- 
pentance, and the coming of the Mes- 
Stah, in the country about Jordan, 
where he taught and baptized those 
who came to him, and was trom thence 
Surnamed the Baptice, The year fol- 
lowing, Jesus went to receive baptism 
from him. John at first declined it, 
Saying, that he himself needed to be 
baptized by Jesus; but afterwards com- 
plied, and baptized him in Jordan. 
Some time after this, St, John, having 
re proved Herod Antipas, who lived in 
an unlawful intimacy with Herodias, 
his brother Philip's wife, was sent to 
prison. Salome, daughter of Herodias 
and Philip, dancing before Herod at a 
feast, pleased that prince so much, 
that he promised to grant whatever 
she should ask, to the half of his King- 
dom. Upon which Herodias, wha 

thought 
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thought of nothing but being revenged 
of John the Baptist, bid her ask for 
the head of this holy man. Salome 
obtained her request; St. John was 
beheaded in the prison, and his head 
carried to Salome, and afterwards to 
Herodias, who, according to St. je- 
rome, pricked the tongue with her 
bodkin, to revenge herself, even af- 
ter his death, for the freedom of his 
words. 
| JOHN the Apostle (St.) surnamed he 
Divine by the Greeks, brother of St. 
ames the Great, and son of Zebedee 
and Salome, He left his fishing and 
his nets to follow Christ, whose be- 


joved disciple he was, and witnessed 


our Saviour's actions and miracles, par- 
ticularly his transfiguration on Mount 
Tabor. At the last supper, he lay on 
his bosom, and had the favour of at- 
tending him to the mount of Olives. 
St. John was the only apostle who fol- 
lowed his master to the cross, who 
when dying, committed the Holy Vir- 
gin to his care; and he was also the 
rst who knew him again after his re- 
currection, He assisted at the council 
of Jerusalem, preached the faith in 
Asia, and was the first bishop of Ephe- 
sus, where he lived with the Holy 
Virgin. It is supposed that he also 
preached the gospel to the Parthians, 
and that his first epistle was addressed 
to them. The emperor Domitian or- 
dered St. John to be cast into boiling 
oil at Rome, in the year 95, but he 
was taken out more healthy and vigo- 
rous than he went in. After this he 
was banished to the isle of Patmos, 
where he wrote his Revelations; and 
returning to Ephesus after Domitian's 
death, wrote his gospel about the year 
96, to refute the errors of Cerinthus, 
and Ebion, who held Jesus Christ to 
be a mere man. Towards the close of 


life, growing too weak to make long 


discourses to the Christians, he was 
carried to church, where he repeated 
these words, Little children love one ano- 
ther; and when his disciples repre- 
sented to him, that he said always the 
same thing, he replied, I. is our Lord's 
command, and if awe fulfil it, that is suffi- 
cient, We are also to place in the 
latter years of his life, the miraculous 
conversion of a young man, whom he 
educated, and who had afterwards 
headed a band of robbers. St. John 
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died unmarried at Ephesus, in Trajan's 
reign, about the year 101, aged 94. 
He left besides his Gospel, three cano- 
nical Zpistles, and the Apocalype, 
JOHN (St.) surnamed Mark, a dis- 
ciple of the apostle's, cousin of St. 
Barnabas, and son of Mary, who lived 
in a house to which St. Peter retired, 
after being delivered from prison by an 
angel. He attended St. Paul, and St. 
Barnabas, in the course of their preach- 
ing, as far as Perga in Pamphylia, 
where he left them, and returned to 
Jerusalem. Six years after this, St. 
Barnabas would have taken him with 
them again, but St. Paul opposed it, 
in consequence of which, these two 
apostles separated. St. Mark after. 
wards attending St. Barnabas, as far as 
the isle of Cyprus, again joined St, 
Paul at Rome, and did him great ser- 
vice there during his confinement. 
Nothing more is known of his life. 
He must not be confounded with St. 
Mark the Evangelist. — 
JOHN (St) a celebrated martyr o 
Nicomedia, who was roasted on a 
gridiron, for his adherence to the 
Christian faith, during Dioclesian's 
persecution, February 24, 303. | 
JOHN (St.) Calybites, of an illustri- 
ous family at Constantinople; his fa- 
ther's name was Eutropus, and his 
mother's Theedora, They began early 
to instruct him in the sciences, and 
observing that he was of a very virtu- 
ous disposition, gave him the gospels 
elegantly written, and magnificently 
bound, that the beanty of the book 
might be an additional inducement to 
the child to read in it. St. John Caly- 
bites left his father's house privately, 
when twelve years old, and entered as 
a monk in a monastery of the Acemetes, 


carrying his book with him; but, six 


years atter, the desire of seeing his pa- 
rents, made him return to Constanti- 
nople. Meeting a poor man on the 
road, very ill cloathed, he gave him 
his apparel, and put on the rags the 
other had worn. In this situation be 
went and laid himself down before his 
father's door; and having obtained 
leave of the servants, to make himself 
a little hut in the gate way for his 
lodging, lived in that manner entirely 
unknown, and exposed to the scorn 
and contempt of every one. His father 
and mother however, moved by the 

KEE2 patience 
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patience with which he bore his po- 
verty, sent him necessaries every day: 
at length St. John being at the point 
of death, discovered himself to his 
parents, by presenting his book to 
them, saying, Ian the ion you have lot 
50 long : he expressed his gratitude to 
them at the same time, and expired a 
moment after. The surname of Ca/y- 
bites was given him because he lived so 
long unknown, in a hut which he had 
made in his own house. . 
JOHN CHRYSOSTOM (St.) a fa- 
mous doctor of the church, the most 
eloquent of all the holy fathers, born 
about 347, at Antioch, of a noble fa- 
mily. He studied rhetoric under Liba- 
nius, and philosophy under Andraga- 
thus, and from his talents might have 
Tisen to the first dignities of the em- 
pite, but renounced them all, that he 
might be wholly occupied in the care 
of his salvation. This made him wish 
to retire into solitude, but he was per- 
suaded from it by the tears and en- 
treaties of his mother, Whose name was 
Anthusa, though his compliance in that 
respect did not prevent him from lead- 
ing a recluse life in his own house. He 
kept himself shut up in his chamber, 
neither making visits, nor having any 
connection with the world; devoting 
all his time to prayer, tasting, the 
study of the scripture, and other reli- 
gious exercises, and six or Seven years 
after, retired to the mountains near 
Antioch, and put himself under the 
authority of a hermit named Carterius, 
with whom he continued four years. 
Going from thence, he lived two years 
alone in a cave, almost without sleep, 
never going to bed night nor day; 
wholly employed in studying and me- 
ditating on the holy scriptures, great 
part of which he learnt by heart. These 
extreme austerities impaired his health 
for the rest of his lite, and obliged him 
to return to Antioch. Meletius knows 
ing his merit ordained him deacon, and 
Flavianus, who succeeded Meletius, 
raised him to the priesthood five years 
after, 385, entrusting him with the 
office of preacher, which till then had 
been appropriated solely to bishops ; 
and the holy doctor acquitted himself 
with such great reputation and success, 
that he was surnamed Chrysostom, i. e. 
Golden mouth. Nectarius, patriarch of 
Constantinople, dying February 26, 
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397, St. Chrysostom, now become fa. 
mous throughout the empire, Was 
elected in his place, by the unanimous 
consent of the clergy and people, and 
the emperor Arcadius having confirmed 
the election, caused him to quit Anti. 
och privately, where the people wanted 
to detain him. No sooner was St. 
Chrysostom consecrated at Constanti. 
nople, February 26, 298, than he de. 
voted himself to the fulfilling of all the 
duties of a good pastor. He obtained 
a law from Arcadius, against the Eu. 
nomians and Montanists, reformed 
abuses among the clergy, and retrench. 
ed a considerable part of the expences 
introduced by his predecessors, that he 
might be able to support the poor, and 
build hospitals. He also preached zea- 
lously against the pride, luxury, and 
avarice of the great; and this freedom, 
raised him enemies in Eutropus, the 
emperor's favorite, Gainras, who wanted 
a church for the Arians, Theophilus, of 
Alexandria, the empress Eudivla, and 
part of the clergy. A synod being 
held against him at Cee, in the sub. 
urbs of Chalcedon, he was deposed in 
403, and banished to Bithynia, with 
out the people's knowleuge, who kept 
guard about the church night and day, 
that their pascor might not be taken 
trom them. The day after his bantsh- 
ment, there was a dreadful earthquake 
with terrible hail at Constantinople, 
which every one considered as a divine 
judgement, and the empress herself 
telt so alarmed at it, that she conjured 
the emperor to recall this holy bishop, 
which was done. No sooner was his 
approach Known, than all the people 
ran in crouds to meet him, holding 
lighted tapers, and conducted him 3s 
in triumph to the church of the apos- 
tles. St. Chrysostom discharged his 
ministerial office unmolested, during 
eight months, and was dearer than 
ever to the people; but a circumstance 
happened which renewed the persecu- 
tion against him, and involved the 
church in fresh troubles. A silvet 
statue of the empress being set up in a 
place near the great church of Sancte 
Sophia, and the dances, and buffoon- 
eries acted on this occasion, causing 0 
much noise as to interrupt divine er- 
vice, St. Chrysostom could not beat 
such insults, but exclaimed against 
them in the pulpit with his usual * 
om; 
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tom; on which Eudoxia being vio- 
lently enraged, again banished the 
holy doctor. He was confined in Cu- 
cusus, a town in Armenia, and after- 
wards transported to Arabissa; being 
conducted from thence to Pythyontum, 
le was compelled to suffer so many 
hardships, and $0 much fatigue in this 
journey, in hopes of Killing him by 
the way, that their plan succeeded. 
He found himself extremely 111 on his 
arrival at Comana, and spent the night 
in the buildings belonging to the church 
of St. Basiliscus the martyr, who ap- 


peared to him in a dream, saying, 


Courage, brother Fohn, we m‘ be all to- 
get ler to-morrow. Next morning they 
forced him against his will to proceed, 
but he was $0 ill they found it neces- 
sary to carry him back to Comana. 
St. Chrysostom being arrived again at 
the church of St. Basiliscus, put on a 
white garment, distributed the little 
property he had left among his attend- 
ants, and having received the sacra- 
ment, said, God be prats:d for all; then 
making the sign of the cross he ex- 
pired, Saying Amen, September 14, 407, 
aged 60. The pope and western 
Christians were $0 afflicted at his 
death, that they refused to have any 
communion with the eastern bishops, 
till they should restore the name of St. 
Chrysostom in the Dyprics, The best 
editions of his works are by Henry 
Saville, 1613, 3 tom. fol. all Greek, and 
by Commelin and Fronton-du Duc, 
Greek and Latin, 10 vol. fol. Pere 
Montfaucon also published an edition, 
Greek and Latin, with notes, 1718, to 
1734, 13 vol. fol. St. Chrysostom's 
works are excellent, they consist of 
various Hemilies, and Commentaries on 
scripture, Panegyrics; six books on the 
pricsthood; several letters, and Cantro- 
wversial tracts; all written with an ease 
and clearness of style, a degree of elo- 
quence, and beauty of expression, not 
to be found in any other ecclesiastical 
writer, He brings the most convincing 
proofs of the divinity of our religion, 
against the unbelievers, and makes 
virtue and the gospel precepts amiable, 
and respectable, even to the impious 
and 'profligate, His life has been 
written by M. Hermant, a doctor of 
the house and society of the Sorbonne, 
4to. M. Fontaine has translated his 
homilies on Genen, 2 vol. 8 vo.; on S.. 
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Matthew, 3 vol, 4to. or 8vo.; on St. 
Paul, 7 vol. 8vo.; Konrecueil, his Ler- 
ters, 2 vol. Svo.; Maucroix, his Homie 
lies to the people of Antioch, Svo.; 
Bellegarde, his select Sermons, 2 vol. 
8vo.: The As of the Apotles, 1 vol.; 
and the Opuseula, 1 vol. 8yo.; in all 19 
vol. 8vo. 
JOHN CLIMACHUS (St.) surnamed 
also the Scho/astic, and the Seinarte, born 
about 523, in Palestine. He withdrew 
into solitude at sixteen, and was elected 
against his will forty years after, abbot 
of mount Sinai. This monastery he 
governed with uncommon wisdom and 
piety during four years, and then re- 
turned to his cell, notwithstanding the 
tears and entreaties of his monks, and 


there died, March 30, 605, aged 80. 


There is a celebrated book written by 
him, entitled, Climax, or the Holy 
Ladder, consisting of thirty steps, in 
honour of the thirty years of our Sa- 
viour's private life. The second part 


of it is entitled, The Letter to the Pastor, 


and from this work he had the name 
of Climachus. It was written at the 
request of John, abbot of Raite, for 
the improvement of the Solitaries, and 
has passed through several editions in 
Greek and Latin, Paris, 1633, fol. and 
in the Library of the Fathers. M. 
Arnauld d' Andilly has published an 
excellent French translation, with the 
Saint's life, 12mo. | 


JOHN the Almoner (St.) a celebrated 


patriarch of Alexandria, born at Ama- 


thontus, in the isle of Cyprus, who 
was raised to the patriarchate of Alex» 
andria, in 610, contrary to his incli- 
nation, after the death of his wife and 
children. This holy man's charity and 
liberality to the poor, gained him the 
name of 1/moner; he gave audience to 
every body, and never refused any one 
who asked an alms. Though the re- 
venues of his church were immense, 
he lived very poorly, and lay on a 
small bed, with a mean woolen cover- 
let, which a wealthy man of Alexan- 
dria having found out, sent him one, 
for which he had given a great price, 
begging him to use it for his sake. The 
Saint accordingly did so the night fol- 
lowing, but could get no rest, re- 
proaching himself for lying at his ease, 
while many poor people were dying 
with cold and hunger. He therefore 
sold the coverlet next day, which ow 
| | ric 
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rich man bought again, and sent it 
him; the patriarch sold it it a second, 
and a third time, saying pleasantly, 
Ne all see tobhich of us will be tired firat. 
Having waited one morning till eleven, 
in his audience chamber, and nobody 
coming to him, he went away in tears, 
and being asked the reason by his 
friend Sophronius, replied, 77 is because 
J have nothing to offer to Jews Christ for 
my :ins to day. Numberless more amia- 
dle proofs of his charity are related, 
particularly during the famine in 
Egypt 615, and the plague which fol- 
lowed it. Egypt being threatened with 
an invasion by the Persians, St. John 
the Almoner retired tv Cyprus, and 
died at his native place, Amathontus, 
November 11, 616, aged 57. He gave 
name to the order of St. John of Jeru- 
Salem. | 


JOHN of Bergamo (St.) one of the 


most holy and learned bishops, raised 
to the see of Bergamo, about 656. He 
zealously opposed the Arians, and 
brought back many to the Catholic 
faith, but the heads of that sect had 
bim murdered, July 11, 683. 

JOHN DAMASCENUS (St.) or, of 
Damascus, a learned priest and monk 
of the Sth century, surnamed Many, 
born at Damascus about 6576. His fa- 
ther, who was rich, and held several 
considerable offices, had him instructed 
1 the sciences by an Italian monk, 
named Cee, and he was afterwards 
taised to the highest posts, and became 
chief connsellor to the prince of the 
Saracens. All these dignities, how- 
ever, St. John Damascenus resigned, 
and entered himself a monk in the 
monastery of St. Sabas near Jerusalem, 
where he led a pious and exemplary 
life, wrote forcibly in favour of the 
lia Images against the emperors Les 
lraurias and Contantine Copronymus, and 
became famous in the church by his 
piety and writings. It is said, that the 
caliph Hiocham, having ordered his 
right hand to be cut off, on account of 
a forged letter by the emperor Leo, 
the hand was restored to him the night 
following by a miracle, as he slept; 
which miracle was universally known. 
He died about 760, aged 84. He left 
an excellent treatise on the Orthodox 
Faith, and several other works pub- 
liched in Greek and Latin, by Pere 
le Quien, 1212, 2 vol. fol. A book en- 
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titled, Liber Barlaam et Fozaphat Indi æ 
regts, is ascribed to St, John Damasce- 
pus, but without any foundation; it 
has no date of time or place, but was 
printed about 1470, and is scarce. 
There are several French translations 
of it, old, and little valued. 

JOHN de Mattera (St.) born about 
1050, of illustrious parents at Matera 
in Puglia. He converted great num. 
bers by his preaching and miracles: 
formed a strict friendship with St. 
William, founder of the order of Mont- 
Vierge, and instituted a private order 
on Mount Gargano about 1118, which 
has been called the order di Puliane, 
but does not now exist. He died 


June 20, 1139, aged 69. 


JOHN de Marta (St.) first patriarch 
and tounder of the order of the Holy 
Trinity, for the ransom of captives, 
born June 24, 1160, in a town called 
Faucon, in the valley of Barcelonite in 
Provence. He studied with great cre- 
dit at Paris, where he took a doctor's 
degree; and Heaven having after. 
wards inspired him to establish the or. 
der of the Trinity, he joined himself 
to the holy hermit Felix de Valeis, with 
whom he went to Innocent III. at 
Rome. This pope invested them so- 
lemnly, February 2, 1199, with a white 
habit, to which was fixed a red and 
blae cross; and authorised them to re- 
ceive disciples, and to form an order 
for the ransom of slaves. Gaucher de 
Chatillon gave them Corfrey, near the 
sea, for the principal seat of their or- 
der. St. John de Matha went after- 
wards to Barbary, from whence he 
brought back 120 captives; and died 
piously, at Rome, December 22, 1214, 
aged 54 Those of his order are also 
called Mathurins, from the church of 
that name which was given them by 
the chapter of Notre Dame at Paris. 

JOHN of Meda (St.) so called from 
the place of his birth, five leagues from 
Coma, in Italy. He descended from 
an illustrious family, and, having cho- 
sen the ecclesiastical profession, was 
made superior of the order of Umiliati 
which at that time was composed only 
of laymen; but he adopted the rule of 
St. Benedict, and introduced regular 
canons, making all those take orders 
whom he judged capable of so doing. 
St. John of Meda edified the church 
by bis preaching, his charity, and mi- 

racles. 
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rates. He died September 26, 1159, 
and was canonized by pope Alexan- 
der III. the same year. The order of 
Umniliati does not now exist. 

JOHN COLOMBINI (St.) founder 
of the Jexuati, descended from one of 
the most illustrious and noble families 
of Sienna. He married Blaise Bandi- 
nelli, a very virtuous lady, and was 
appointed standard-bearer of his re- 
public. Colombini made himself odi- 
ous, at first, by his avarice and ill con- 
4u&; but having read, almost against 
his will, the life of Se. Mary the ZEg yp- 
:ian, he became the most tender and 
generous man living to the poor. He 
Associated with Francis-Dimino-Vin- 
centi, a Siennese gentleman, and found- 
ed, with him, the order of Apostelicul 
(lerks, called afterwards the Fesuati of 
St. Jerome, because Colombini ordered 
that they should have the name of je- 
zus always in their mouths, and a par- 
ticular devotion to St. Jerome, His 
order was approved by Urban V. in 
1367, and he died the same year at 
Sienna, July 31. Pope Clement IX. 
suppressed this congregation in 1668, 
for the benefit of the Venetians, who 
employed the riches of the Fesuati to 
carry on the war against the Turks. 

OHN de Santa Cruza (St.) a famous 
reformer of the Carmelites, born 1 542, 
of a noble family at Ontiveros, a town 
in old Castile. Having taken the mo- 
nastic habit in the convent of Medina- 
del-Campo, he formed a strict friend- 
ship with St. Theresa, and assisted in 
reforming the Carmelite order, the 
ancient members of which brought him 
into difficulties, and confined him in a 
dungeon at Toledo, from whence he 
was not released till nine months after, 
by the interest of Theresa. He esta- 
blished several convents of Reformed 
Carmelites, called also, Barefeoted Car- 
melites, and died» piously at Nubeda, 
December 14, 1591, aged 49, leaving, 
The Ascent to Mount Carmel; The Souls 
Dark Night; The Lively Flame of Love; 
The Song of Divine Love; and other de- 
votional works, in Spanish, the ex- 
pressions of which must not be taken 
too literally. Pere Maillard published 
an edition of them, Paris, 1694, 4to. 

JOHN de Deo (St.) founder of the 
Order of Charity, born March 8, 1495, 
at Monte-Major-el-novo, a small city 
in Portugal, son of Andrew Civad, a 
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poor and obscure man. An unknown 
priest took him into Spain, without 
acquainting his phrents, and left him 
at Oropesa, a city in Castile. Part of 
his youth was spent in keeping a rich 
man's flocks, and he then went into 
the army, after which he returned to 
Spain, and got his living by selling 
images and little books. At length, 
being at Grenada, he was so much 
moved by a sermon which the famous 
John d' Avila preached, that he quitted 
the world, to devote himself entirely 
to God in the care of the sick. With 
this pious design he retired to the hos- 
pital at Grenada, there founded the 
Order of Charity, and died there, 
March 8, 1550, aged 55. Pius V. ap- 
proved his Order 1572, and gave them 
St. Augustine's Rule, with some parti- 
cular regulations for the attendance on 
the sick. The religious of this Order 
are Called, by the Italians, Fate ben Fra- 
relli, because their founder, St. John, 
was continually saying, Do good, my 
brethren, M. Girard de Villethierri has 
written his Life, tzmo. 

JOHN the Dwarf (St.) an abbot, and 
Solitary, so called from his low stature, 
famous in the History of the Solitaries 
and Fathers of the Desert. He retired 
to Scetea with an elder brother, and 
there spent his life in labour, fasting, 
prayer, and pious exercises. Being 
asked what a monk was, he replied, 
A labcrious man, Another brother ask - 
ing him what was the use of watching 
and fasting, he said, To humble and mor- 
tify the soxl, that God, beholding it cast 
down and afflict ed, may compassionate and 
help it. St. John the Dwarf used also 
to say, The safety of a monk consists 
in keeping in his cell, watching over 
himself, and having God always in his 
thoughts. 

JOHN rhe Silent, so called from his 
love of silence and retirement. He 
was born, in 454, of an illustrious fa- 
mily at Nicopolis, a city of Armenia; 
and, when he came in possession of his 
fortune, built a monastery, to which 
he retired with ten other persons. The 
archbishop of Sebastia appointed him 
bishop of Coloni; but that dignity 
made no change in his way of life; he 
still continued to live as a monk; and, 
quitting his bishopric privately, nine 
years after, retired to the monastery of 
St. Sabas, of Which he became stew- 

ard, 
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ard, and died in a very advanced age, 
about 558. 

JOHN CAPISTRAN (St.) v. CA- 
PISTRAN. 

JOHN, surnamed Caddes, son of 
Mattathias, and brother of the Macca- 
bees, treacherously slain by the chil- 
dren of Jambri, as he was conducting 
his brother's baggage to the Nabathates, 
their alles. 82 

JOHN I. a native of Tuscany, suc- 
cecded pope Hormisdas, August 13, 
523. He went to Constantinople, by 


order of Theodoric, King of Italy, to 


the emperor Justin, who had publish- 
ed very severe edits against the Ari- 
ans; and on his return, Theodoric, to 


revenge the Arians, put him in prison 


at Ravenna, where he died through 
Want, May 27, 526. | 

JOHN II. a Roman, surnamed Mer- 
curius, elected pope, January 23, 333. 
He wrote a letter to the emperor Jus- 
tinian respecting the Acemeres, and ap- 


proved that famous proposition of the 


Scythian monks, wwms c Trinttate pam 
et carne, which made so much noise 
in the time of Hormisdas, He died 
May 27, 535. 

JOHN III. a Roman, who succeeded 
pope Pelagius I. August 1, 560, and 
was very zealous for the decoration of 
churches. He died July 13, 573. 

JOHN IV. a native of Salona in 
Dalmatia, elected pope December 24, 
640. He condemned the Monothelite 
heresy, and the Ecthesis of Heraclius. 
He died October 11, 642. His -{po/cg y 
for pope Honorius is in the Library of 
the Fathers, and two of his Letters in 
P. Labbe's Councils. 

JOHN V. originally of Antioch in 
Syria, elected pope July 22, 655. He 
was a learned, zealous, and prudent 
pontiff, and had been legate from pope 
Agatho at the sixth general council. 
He died August 1, 686. | 

JOHN VI. a Greek, who succeeded 
pope Sergius, October 3, 701, and re- 
stored St. Wilfrid to his see. He died 
January 11, 705. 

JOHN VL, a Greek, elected pope 
March 1, 705. The emperor Justinian 
sent him the volumes of the Council 


of Trulla, which Sergius, and John VI. 


had refused to approve, conjuring him 
to confirm and reject what he thought 
proper; and pope John, through the 
weakness of human nature, says M. 
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Fleury, fearing to displease the empe- 
ror, . returned the volumes without 
changing any thing. He died Odo. 
ber 17, 707. 

"JOHN VIII. a Roman, elected po 
December 14, 872. He —— 
emperor, Charles the Bald, Decem. 
ber 25, 875, and made Ansegise, arch. 
bishop of Sens, primate of Gaul and 
Germany,. the year following. Thi; 
pope called in the assistance of Charles 
the Raid against the Saracens; and, 70. 
10g into France in 878, crowned Louis 
the Stammerer King of France. On his 
return to Italy, he received Photius to 
the communion of the church, and re. 
Stored him to the see of Constanti. 
nople, at the Solicitation of the empe- 
ror Basilius; which compliance, says 
Baronius, made the vulgar fancy that 
John VIII. was a woman, and gave 
rise to the fabulous tale of pope Joan, 
This pontiff was much engaged in the 
temporal affairs of Italy and France, 
and made a breach in the ancient dis- 
ciphne, by commuting penances for 
pilgrimages, He died December 1;, 
882, leaving 320 Letters. 

JOHN IX. a native of Tivoli, dea- 
con and monk of the Benedictine or- 


der, succeeded pope Theodore II. 


March 12, 898, and died March 26, 
yoo. | 
JOHN X. a Roman, bishop of Ra- 
venna, elected pope through the inte- 
rest of his mistress, Theodora, sister 
of Marozia, He defeated the Sara- 
cens in 916, and was strangled in pri- 
son, July 2, 928, by order of the infa- 
mous Marozia, who was the wite of 
Guy, duke of Tuscany. 

JOHN XI. son of pope Sergius III. 
and Marozia, if we may credit Luit- 
prand, and placed very young in the 
pontifical chair, after the death of Ste- 
phen VII. March 931. Marozia hav- 
ing married Hugh, King of Lombardy, 
after Guy's death, her son Alberic put 
her in prison, with the pope John; af- 
ter which step he ruled the church as 
he pleased. John died in prison 936. 

JOHN XII. a Roman, son of Albe- 
ric, a patrician of Rome, to which 
digaity he was algo raised, though an 
ecclesiastic, and seizzed the holy see 
on the death of Agapetus, when but 
eighteen, He was ordained August 20, 
956, and took the title of John XII. 
though his name was Octavian, * | 
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the first pope who changed his name. 
He called the emperor Otho to his as- 
sistance against Berenger, king of 
Italy, crowned him at Rome, and pro- 
mised inviolable fidelity to him; but 
rebelled some time after, which obliged 
Otho to return to Rome, from whence 

ohn fled, and was deposed in a coun- 
eil held before the emperor, 963. The 
pope was accused of having appeared 
in a military dress, having drank to 
the devil's health, and given his mis- 
tresses the cross and chalices of St. Pe- 
ter's church, with the government of 
„several cities. Leo VIII. was put in 
his place; but, the emperor being 
gone, John XII. returned to Rome 964, 
caused the acts of the council held 
against him to be burnt in a synod, and 
deprived the principal movers of his 
deposition of their tongues, noses, and 
fingers. He was assassinated the same 
year by a person whose wife he had 
seduced, after having scandalized the 
church by his crimes. 

JOHN XIII. a Roman, made pope 
after the death of Benedict V. Octo- 
ber 1, 965, by the emperor's authority; 
which circumstance making him odi- 
ous to the nobility, they drove him 
from Rome. He returned, however, 
the year following, and crowned the 
emperor Otho, the Younger, on Christ- 
mas day 967. He died September 6, 
972. Baronius attributes the ceremony 
of haptizing bells to this pope; but 
Dom. Martenne places its origin 200 
years farther back. 

JOHN XIV. succeeded pope Bene- 
dict VII. October 19, 984, and laid 
aside the name of Peter, which was 
his original one, out of reverence to 
the prince of the apostles; none of 
whose successors have borne his name, 
He was imprisoned by Boniface VII. 
surnamed Franco, at the castle of St. 
Angelo, and died either from want, or 
poison, june 985. 

JOHN XV. son of Robert, elected 
pope on the death of John XIV.; but, 
either because he died before his con- 
Secration, or for other reasons, he is 
only reckoned among the popes to 

make up the number. | 
JOHN XVI. a Roman, placed in the 
holy see after the death of the anti- 
pope Boniface VII. and that of John, 
on of Robert, 98 5. He canonized St. 
Uldaric, bishop of Augeburg, Feb. 3, 
„. Ih; | 
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993z which is the earliest instance 
we have of a solemn canonization. 
John XVI. settled the disputes which 
had arisen between Ethelred, king of 
England, and Richard, duke of Nor- 
mandy, and omitted nothing that tend» 
ed to maintain or restore peace among 
the Christian princes. He died of a 
violent fever, April 30, 996. 

JOHN XVII. before called Phitaga- 
thus, elected pope by the intrigues 
of Crescentius, in opposition to Gre- 
gory V.; but the emperor Otho III. 
having taken Crescentius in his fort, 
ordered this anti-pope's hands and ears 
to be cut off, and his eyes pulled our, 
in 998. | 

JOHN XVIL. (or XVIII.) a Roman, 
of an illustrious family, elected pope 
on the death of Sylvester II. June 6, 
1003, and died the same year, Octo- 
ber 31. 

JOHN XVIII. (or XIX. according 
to his own diplomas) a Roman, who 
Succeeded pope John XVII. March 1g, 
r004, and died July 18, 1009. 

JOHN XIX. (or XX.) son of Gre» 
gory, earl of Tuscanella, and brother 
of pope Benedict VIII. whom he suc- 
ceeded July 19, 1024. He crowned 
the emperor Conrad 1I. and died No- 
vember 6, 1033, 

JOHN XXI. a Portuguese, cardinal 
and bishop of Tusculum, succeeded 
pope Adrian V. September 13, 1276. 
He should be called John XX. as the 
last pope of this name was John XIX.; 
but, some having reckoned John, son 
of Robert, as pope, and also allowed 
that title to the anti- pope, Philagathus, 
this is called John XXI. He sent le- 
gates to Michael Paleologus, exhorting 
him to observe the resolutions of the 
council held under Gregory X. at 
Lyons, and revoked that pope's con- 
stitution respecting the election of the 
Sovereign pontiff. John XXI. died at 
Viterbo, May 16, 1277, being crushed 
by the fall of a building he was erect- 
ing there. He had been a physician, 
and left several philosophical and me- 
dical works. 

OHN XXII. a native of Cahors, 
originally called James ' Euie, a man 
of great wit and genius, and well 
skilled in the civil and canon law, 
which he studied in France and Italy. 
He was appointed chancellor to Ro- 
dert, son of Charles II. King of Naples, 

Fes earl 
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earl of Provence, and was afterwards 
bishop of Frejus, then archbishop of 
Avignon, cardinal bishop of Porto, and 
at length pope on the death of Cle- 
ment V. August 7, 1316. John Vil- 
lani is mistaken when he says, that 
James d' Euse was of mean extraction, 
and that, being entrusted with the 
election of a pope, by compromise he 
elected himself at Lyons, crying out, 
Ego um Papa. John XXII. raised 
Toulouse to an archbishopric, assignu- 
ing to it, as suffragans, four new 
bishoprics, which he founded, viz. 
Montauban, St. Papoul, Rieux, and 
Lombez. He also founded bishoprics 
at Alet, St. Pons, Castres, Condom, 
Sarlat, St. Flour, Lugon, Maillezais 
(since transferred to Rochelle) Tulle, 
Lavaur, and Mirepoix; and made Sara- 
gossa a metropolitan see. He published 
what are called the Clementine Constitu- 
tions, formed by his predecessor Cle- 
ment V. and drew up the other Con- 
stitutions called Zxtravagente;.. Louis 
of Pavaria being made emperor, 
John XXII. opposed him, and fa- 
voured his rival; which step made 
much noise, and was attended with 
very unhappy consequences. This 
prince elected the anti-pope, Peter di 
Corbieri, a Franciscan, in 1329, Who 
took the name of Nicholas V. being 
Suppported by Michael de Cesenna, the 
general of his order; but was carried 
to Avignon the year following, where 
he asked the pope's pardon with a 
rope about his neck, and died two or 
three months after. It was during the 
reign of John XXII. that the famous 
question arose among the Franciscans, 
which is called, The Bread of the Corde- 
liers; the subject of this was, whether 
they had any property in what was 
given them, at the time that they made 
use of it? For example, Whether the 
bread was theirs when they eat it, or, 
whether it belonged rather to the pope 
or the Roman church. This frivolous 
question gave the pontiff much trouble, 
as did those which arose about the co- 
lour, form, and materials of their 
dress; whether it should be white, 
grey, or black; whether their cowl 
Should be pointed or round; whether 
their gowns should be wide, short, or 
long; of serge, cloth, &c. The dis- 
pute about these trivial points was 
Cartied to so great a length between 
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the friars minor, that some of them 
were burnt; as if the whole state of 
religion and christianity had been at 
stake. The question concerning the 
Beatific Vision, to which two sermons 
preached formerly by this pontiff gave 
rise, made also a great noise in France. 
The pope employed his nuncio Gerard 
then general of the Franciscans, ad 
another doctor, to get his opinion 
adopted by the university of paris 
but without success. King Philip of 
Valois appointed 30 doctors to exa. 
mine this opinion, who all condemned 
it; and Philip wrote to the Pope, that 
ir Se be burnt if he did not retract it, 
The pontiff retracted just before his 
death, declaring, in presence of the 
cardinals, and other witnesses, That 
Souls separated frem the body, and purified, 
are in paradise with Jesus Christ, and in 
cumpany with the angels, and behold the 
Divine Essence clearly, and face to face, 
as far as the state of a teparate icul ad- 
mits, He adds to this confession, That 
if he has preached, said, or written, any 
thing to the contrary, he revokes it exprexily, 
and iubmits to the decizion of the Church, 
and of his uccessors, all that he has 
preached, written, or aid, on any wbjet 
whatever, He died at Avignon, De- 
cember 5, 1334, aged above go, hay- 
ing filled the holy see eighteen years, 
four months, and two days. His tem- 
perance, and love of study, were tar. 
nished by his avarice, which he grati- 
fied by claiming to himself the dispo- 
sal of benefices, by reservations, and 
taxes for dispensations, and sins, which 
were settled in his time. The Taxe: of 
the Roman Chancery are ascribed to him; 
the best edition is, 1 564, 3vo. reprinted 
in 1744, tzmo. John XXII. left seve- 
ral works, particularly on physic, a 
science he excelled in. Thetaurus pau- 
perum, a treatise on Remedies, Lyons, 
I525; a treatise on the Diiorderi of the 
Eyes; another on the Formation of the Fæ- 
tu; another on the Gout, Rules for pre- 
Serving Health; The Art of tranimuting 
Metals, which may be found in the 
collection printed at Paris, 1557, 12M0, 
is also ascribed to him. 
JOHN XXIII. a cardinal deacon, 
descended from. a noble family, and 
originally called Balthasar Cosin, elected 
pope, May 17, 1410, by 16 cardinals, 
who were at Bologna when Alexau- 
der V. died. This pontiff had great 
* | talents 
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talents for temporal affairs, in which 
ne discovered heroic courage, but 
knew nothing of spiritual ones. He 
assembled the general council of Con- 
ance 1414, and accepted a form of 
cession there, March 2, 1415, by which 
he promised to renounce the papacy if 
Gregory XII. and Peter de Luna, called 
Benedict XIII. would renounce it also; 
but, repenting immediately of this 
step, fled from Constance, March 23, 
disguised as a groom, postilion, or ca- 
valier; and, being stopped at Friburg, 
was contined in a neighbouring castle. 
In the mean time his trial went on in 
the council, where he was accused of 
having sold benefices, of poisoning his 
predecessor, of profaneness and de- 
bauchery ; and the council were obliged 
to depose him the same year, May 29. 
This sentence being signified to him, 
he submitted, and, hen set at liberty 
in 1419, after four years imprisonment, 
threw himself at the feet of Martin V. 
who had been elected sovereign pontiff 
in the council, and acknowledged him 
as the true pope. Martin received him 
very kindly, admitted him among the 
cardinals, and made him dean of the 
sacred college, But John XXIII. did 
not long enjoy these favours, for he 
died six months after, November 22, 
1419. 

JOHN ABBOT of Sturm, v, ALEX- 
ANDER III. 

JOHN of Antioch, Theodore of Mop- 
suestia's disciple. He succeeded Theo- 
dore in the patriarchate of Antioch 
427; was at first a zealous defender of 
his friend Nestorius, and refused to at- 
tend the general council held at Ephe- 
sus in 431, where he was expected in 
vain for 15 days. After this he went 
there with his suffragans, and held a 
bye council of 30 bishops, who con- 
demned St. Cyril of Alexandria, and 
Memnon of Ephesus, and also restored 
the deposed Pelagians; and declared, 
that Adam's sin did not pass from the 
father to the children; an heretical 
decision, which has since crept in 
among the true decrees of the council 
of Ephesns, as St. Gregory the Great 
proves, John of Antioch was after- 
wards reconciled to the pope, and St. 
Cyril, and sincerely condemned Nesto- 
rius, He resigned his seat to his ne- 
Pow Domnus,, who was elected in 
436. 
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JOHN e Faster, a celebrated pa- 
triarch of Constantinople, who suc- 
ceeded Eutychius in 582, and held a 
sy nod in 537, for examining the cause 
of Gregory of Antioch, who had been 
unjustly condemned. He also took the 
title of QCEcumenical, or universal 
bishop, in a synod, which being told 
to pope Pelagius, he violently opposed 
the dignity assumed by John the Faster, 
and sent to tell him, that he must ei- 
ther give it up, or be excommunicated. 
Nor was St. Gregory the Great less zeal- 
ous against the title of (Fcumenical 
Bishep, which he called a new and 
profane name, calculated to introduce 
trouble and schism in the church. 
John the Faster died in 595. He gave 
all he had to the poor, and nothing 
was found in his house, after his death, 
but an old worn-out garment, and a 
miserable wooden bed, which the em- 
peror Mayritius took, and lay upon it. 
when he did penance. His Pentitentiat 
may be found at the end of Morinus de 
Penitertia. 

JOHN f Bayeux, bishop of Avran- 
ches, afterwards archbishop of Rouen, 
one of the most learned and illustrious 
French bishops in the 11th century. 
He held a council in 1074, and died 
1079, at a country- house, to which he- 
had retired, after quitting his arch- 
bishopric on account of a palsey which 
took away his speech. Matthew Paris 
accuses the monks of the abbey de St. 
Ouen of his death; but Dom. Luke 
d' Acheri proves this to be a calumny. 
John of Bayeux left a book of Ecclesi- 
aitical Offices, with some very curious 
pieces, 1679, 8vn 

JOHN of Salisbury, bishop of Chartres, 
an Englishman, and one of the most 
learned men in the 12th century. He 
was Peter de Celle's pupil, abbot of 
St. Remi de Rheims, and master to Pe- 
ter de Blois. Pope Adnan IV. ex- 
pressed a particular regard for him, 
and the clergy of Chartres chose him 
for their bishop in 1177. He governed 
his diocese with uncommon prudence, 
assisted at the council of Lateran 1179, 
and died 1181, leaving a book of Epis- 
tles, the Life of St. Themas of Canterbury, 
and other works, His Policraticus is in 
the Library of the Fathers, and 1639, 
8vo. | 

TOHN I. surnamed Zimisces, pro- 
claimed emperor of Constantinople 969.

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He conquered the Russians and Bulga- 
rians, and gained great victories over 
the Saracens. Nor was his piety less 
than his valour: he was the first who 
ordered the image of jesus Christ to 
be stamped on the coins, with this in- 
Seription, Fes Christ, King of Kings. 
Passing through Cilicia, he was struck 
with astonishment at seeing a great 
number of magnificent houses, and be- 
ing told they belonged to the eunuch 
Basilius, cried out, [+ it pors/ble that the 
labours of the Greets s serve ts enrich 
an eunuch ! Basilius, fearing to be called 
to an account by him, prevented it by 
a crime. The emperor was poisoned 
at Damascus by one of his servants, 
and went to Constantinople, where he 
died, December 4, 975. Basilius and 
Constantine succeeded him. 

JOHN II. Comnenus, emperor of 
Constantinople, surnamed Calo John, or 
Irn the Handsome, from being the hand- 
somest prince of his time. He suc- 
ceeded his father Alexius Comnenus in 
1118, and gained several victories over 
the Barbarians, but could not retake 
Antioch from the French. On his re- 
turn to Constantinople, he dispersed 
his favours among the people, and 
pardoned his enemies. He died Apr. 8, 
1142, in consequence of having wound- 
ed his hand with a potsoned arrow, as 
he was hunting. It is said that a phy- 
sician engaged to save his life if he 
would consent to amputation, but that 
he refused to comply, say ing, I cannot 
manage the reins of $0 large an empire 
avithout both my hands, Manuel, his eld- 
est son, Succeeded him. 

JOHN III. Ducas, reigned at Nice 
1222, while the Latins kept the city of 
Constantinople. He extended his em- 
pire by his victories, rendered it happy 
by his economy, and died in 1255, 
after a glorious reign of 35 years. His 
son, Theodore the Younger, succeeded 
him. 

JOHN IV. Laxcaris, son of Theo- 
dore the Yaunger, succeeded him 1259; 
but the despot Michael Paleologus or- 
dered his eyes to be put out soon after, 
and usurped his throne, v. LASCA- 
RIS. 

JOHN V. 'Cantacuzens, minister and 
ſavourite of Andronicus Paleologus the 
Younger, against whose son, John Pale- 
ologus, he rebelled in 1345, and caused 
himself to be proclaimed emperor, He 
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afterwards married his daughter to this 
young prince, which restored peace for 
some time; but John Pateologus, hav. 
ing disagreed with him, defeated him 
in several battles, with the help of the 
Genoese, and compelled him to resign 
the imperial ornaments in x357, John 
Cantacuzenus retired to a monastery on 
Mount Athos, where he turned monk; 


but his people regretted him; for, ex. 


cepting his treachery, he was a great 
prince, a good politician, and excel. 
lent general. He has left an exceeding 
good History, in Greek, of the events 
in his reign, and that of Andronicus, 
translated by president Cousin, and 
other works. This History has been 
printed, in Greek and Latin, at the 
Louvre, 1655, 3 vol. fol. and forms 
part of the Byzantine History. 

JOHN VI. Paleclagus, surnamed Calo 
Fohn, $ucceeded his father Andronicus 
the Younger in the empire of Constanti- 
nople. He ceded the isle af Lesbos to 
the Genoese, and suffered Amurath I. 
emperor of the Turks, to take Adria. 
nople in 1372. His reign proved very 
unfortunate ; he was forced to yield up 
the empire to his san Emanuel, and 
died 1391. 

JOHN VII. Palealagut, emperor of 
Constantinople, who reigned after the 
voluntary abdication of his father Ema- 
nue in 1422. The Turks having taken 
Thessalonica from him, and continuing 
to gain new victories, he determined 
to ask assistance from the Latins, and 
was received with great magnificence 
at the council of Florence, where au 
union was concluded between the 
Greek and Latin churches in 1439. 
The emperor returned afterwards to the 
east, and died October 31, 1445. 

JOHN, king of France, succeeded 
his father, Philip de Falars, August 22, 


1350, at the age of 40. He began his 


reign by instituting the order of 'the 
Star, in honour of the principal lords, 
and beheaded Raoul, earl of Eu, and 
Guines, constable, withaut any form 
of trial, because he was accused of 
corresponding with the English. This 
alienated all hearts, and caused in part 
all the troubles of his reign. Charles 
d'Espagne de la Cerda, who had the 
earl d*Eu's office, was assassinated by 
Charles the Bad, King of Navarre. 
Charles, king John's eldest son, being 
created duke of Normandy, invited 

Charles, 
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charles, King of Navarre, to be pre- 


sent when he was received at Rouen, 
and there had him arrested as a prison- 
er, April 5, 1356. Upon this the 
king's brother, and a great many noble- 
meu, took arms, and calling in Ed- 
ward III. king of England, to their 
assistance, he sent them his son Ed- 


ward, prince of Wales, Who laid waste 


Auvergne, Limosin, and Poitou. King 
John having assembled his forces, at- 
tacked Edward at Maupertuis, two 
jeagues from Poitiers, among the vine- 
yards, from whence he could not 
escape. The prince of Wales, driven 
to this extremity, made proposals of 
peace, offering to give up all he had 
taken in France, and to make a truce 
for seven years; but King John, a man 
of a rash temper, and blind courage, 
thinking the victory certain, refused 
theze conditions, attacked the English 
September 19, 1356, and was defeated 
in the engagement, and carried prisoner 
to England, though he had 80,000 men, 
and the English but 8000. After this 
famous engagement, which is called 
the battle of Poitiers, the dauphin go- 
verned the kingdom, and the states- 


general granting him a subsidy, he 


permitted them to appoint the officers 
u ho were to collect it. To these offi- 
cers, who were to exist no longer than 
the course of the subsidy, may be 
traced the origin of the courts of Aid. 
Almost all France rose against the re- 
gent, who was forced to recall the very 
king of Navarre wham he had impri- 
soned. The peasants rose against the 
nobility, and murdered them wherever 
their party were strong enough; their 
faction was called /a Facqueriey but 
Stephen Marcel, provost of the mer- 
chants of Paris, and head of the rebel- 
lious Parisians, being Killed by John 
Maillard, August 1, 1358, the sedition 
was appeased. King John was a pri- 
soner in London four years, till the 
peace of Bretigni, a league and half 
from Chartres, not Chatres, as it is 
commonly called. This peace, after 
which the king paid for his ransom 
three millions of gold crowus, and 
gave up Poitou, Xaintonge, Agenois, 
Perigord, Limosin, Quercy, Angou- 
mois, and Rouergue, was concluded 
May 8, 1360, The king united the 
duchies of Burgundy and Normandy, 
and the earldoms of Champague and 
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Toulouse, to the crown; and, returg- 
ing to England to treat for the duke of 
Anjou's ransom, or to see a lady he 
loved, died in-the Savoy, without the 
walls of London, April 8, 1364, aged 
54, after having reigned near 14 years. 
He was a brave and generous prince, 
but carried his luxury to excess: he 
gloried in keeping his promises invio- 
late; and, being solicited to break the 
treaty of Bretigni, which had been 
made while he was a prisoner, replied, 
That if fidelity and truth had forzaken the 
earth, they ought to be found again in the 
hearts and mouths of kings. The varia- 
tion of money during his reign is the 
surest proof of the misfortunes which 
attended it. In the states held 1355, 
he signed a charter nearly simular to 
that which proved the foundation of 
English liberty; but it was only a tem- 
porary rule in France; whereas, in 
England, it is a permanent law. 
Charles V. his eldest son, succeeded 
him. i 
JOHN, king of Bohemia, son of the 
emperor Henry VII. of the Luxem- 
burg family, elected in preference to 
Henry duke of Carinthia, who was 
become insupportable to the Bohemi- 
ans by his cruelties. He married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of king Wenceslaus, 
and was crowned with her at Prague. 
This prince subdued Silesia, and took 
the title of king of Poland, after de- 
feating the Lithuanian peasants, in 
which expedition he lost an eye, and 
went #cog. to Montpellier, in quest of 
remedies, by the use of which he lost 
the other. John assisted King Philip 
of Valois, aad fought bravely at the 
battle. of Crezsy. Having tied his 
horse by the bridle to those of two of 
the most valiant cavaliers, he advan- 
ced so far into the battle, that he was 
Killed, August 26, 1346, in the 5$1st 
year of his age, after reigning 37. 
The emperor Charles IV. was his son. 
JOHN II. son of Henry III. king of 
Castile, proclaimed in 1406, when bur 
two years old. No sooner was he able 
ta take arms, than he compelled the 
Kings of Navarre and Arragon, who 
had attacked him, to sue for peace. 
After this he was obliged to engage in 
a war with the King of Grenada, who 
was also so ungrateful as to attack him, 
though he had restored him to his 


Growa, John would have dethroned 


this 
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this prince but for the treachery of his 
favourite, Alvarez de Luna, who, be- 
ing bribed by the Moors, prevented the 
Stroke. John died 1454, aged 50. 

JOHN LACKLAND, king of Eng- 
land, fourth son of Hing Henry II. On 
the death of Richard I. he seized the 
crown, which Arthur of Bretany, the 
tawtul heir, disputed with him; but 
Arthur was surprized in Mirebeau 
1202, and put to death. Constance, 
mother ot this young prince, appealed 
to king Philip Augustus against John 
L ackland, who, being summoned be- 
fore the court of French Peers, was 
condemned to forfeit all his possessions 
in France, At his return to England, 
where he was bated and despised, he 
endeavoured to regain his people's af- 
ſections by signing Magna Charta, and 
the forest charter; a source of civil 
vas among the English; but having 
2 dispute with pope Innocent III. 1212, 
that pontiff laid England under an in- 
rerdict, forbidding all John's subjects 
to obey him. Nor could he obtain 
pardon from the pope, but by submit- 
ting to him his person and kingdom, 
and a tribute of a thousand marks in 
Silver. This submission made him ap- 
pear despicable to his subjects, who 
took advantage of his deſeats (parti- 
cularly that at Bouvines, by Philip Au- 
gustus, in 1214) to call in Louis, the 
French king's son, whom they crowned 
in London 1216. John died Oct. rg, 
1216, after having been a wanderer 
from city to city. 


JOHN SOBIESKIT, King of Poland, 


one of the greatest warriors in the 17th 
century, appointed grand general of 
the kingdom in 1667, after having 
deen made grand marshal of the crown 
1665. He gained great victories over 
the Cossacks and Tartars, and defeated 
the Turks several times, against whom 
he won the famous battle of Choczin, 
November 11, 1673. John Sobiesk1 
Nas elected king of Poland, May 20, 
1674, and caused the siege of Vienna 
to be raised in 1683. This prince pos- 
essed great abilities, spoke several 
Languages, was a friend to learning and 
Icarned men, and had all the qualities 
of a hero. He died June 17, 1696, at 
Warsaw, aged 72. The abbe Coyer 


has written his life in 3 vol. 12mo. 
JOHN I. king of Portugal and Al- 
garva, surnamed 1% Father A Country, 
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natural son of Peter the Severe, He 
was raised to the throne on the death 
of his brother Ferdinand, which hap. 
pened October 20, 1383; defeated the 
king of Castile, and took. Ceuta, ang 
other places in Africa. He died Ay. 
gust 14, 1433, aged 83. 

JOHN II. king of Portugal, zur. 
named the Great, and the Severe, suc- 
ceeded his father Alphonso V. in 1481. 
He condemned the duke of Braganza 
to be beheaded; took incredible paing 
to establish Portuguese colonies in the 
Indies and Africa; signalired himself 
against the Castilians at the battle of 
Toro 1476, and shewed great affection 
for his people. He said, that a prince 
who rmffered Ame to be governed, was 
mot wertky to reign. Having lost his only 
On, of whom he was extremely fond, 
he said, A that comforts me it, my wn 
was unfit for the throne, and God, by tak. 
ing him away, has shewn, that he will 
Protect my people. He died, October 25, 
1495, aged 41. 

JOHN III. king of Portugal, zuc- 
ceeded his father Emanuel in 1521, 
He received ambassadors from David, 
king of Ethiopia; and the King of 


Camboye yielded to him the fortress 


of Diu in the Indies. It was this 
prince who sent St. Francis Xavier to 
convert the idolaters, and whose $hips 
discovered Japan in 1542. He died of 
an apoplexy, August 2, 1557, aged 55. 

JOHN IV. king of Portugal, sur- 
named the Fertunate, born March 19, 
1604, son of Theodore of Portugal, 
duke of Braganza. He was the nearest 
heir to the crown of Portugal, of which 
the Spaniards had got possession after 
the death of the king, don Sebastian, 
and of the cardinal Henry, in 1580. 
The Portuguese, writated by the op- 
pressions of the Spaniards, at last 
Shook off their yoke, and proclaimed 
John IV. king of Portugal, Decem- 
ber 15, 164a. He governed with 80 
much wisdom and prudence, that he 
supported himself on the throne, in 
spite of his enemies, and gained a fa» 
mous victory over the Spaniards near 
Badojoz, May 26, 1644, and great ad- 
vantages over the Dutch in Brasil. 
This prince was mild and affable, very 
plain in his dress, and temperate in bis 
diet, and used to say, that it became 
kings to be courteous; that any cloaths 
weuld cover, and any food newrith. 2 
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died at Lisbon of a suppress on of urine, 
November 6, 1656, aged 52. 

JOHN V. became king of Portugal 
in 1706, and was drawn in to join with 
the English during the war about the 
Spanish succession. He concluded a 
peace at Utrecht in 1713, and from 
chat time his study was to make his 
people enjoy the benefit of it. He en- 
couraged the arts and belles lettres, and 
died 1750, leaving the throne to his 
son Joseph. 

JOHN V. and VI. V. IWAN. 
{OHN of France, duke of Berri, earl 
of Poiton, &c. born November 30, 
340, at Vincennes, son of King John, 
2nd his first wife, Bonne of Luxem- 
burg. He signalized himself in seve- 
ral combats; shared, during some time, 
in the administration of affairs, and 
declared for the house of Orleans in 
1410, against the house of Burgundy. 
He died ſune 15, 1416, at Paris. 

JOHN ke Fearless, earl of Nevers, 
afterwards duke of Burgundy, born 
May 28, r371, at Dijon. He succeeded 
his father Philip ce Beld 1404, eight 
years after he had been taken prisoner 
by Bajazet II. emperor of the Turks, 
2t the battle of Nicopolis, and gave 
rise to the quarrels between the houses 
of Orleans and Burgundy, by causing 
Louis of France, duke of Orleans, to 
be murdered at Paris, November 23, 
1407, which raised a civil war. John 
the Fearless went afterwards to assist 
John de Baviere, bishop of Liege, and 
returned again to Paris, where he did 
not want friends, and where he even 
grew very powerful at court, by set- 
ting up his party, who were called 
Rurgundians, against the duke of Or- 
leans* friends, who were called the 
Armagnacs, from the earl of Armag- 
nac, the duke's father-in-law. John 
took advantage of Charles the Sixth's 
deranged state to usurp the govern. 
ment, and brought numberless evils 
upon France; but, being drawn into 
a conference with the dauphin on the 
dridge at Montereau-Faut-Yonne, was 
Killed there by Tannequi du Chatet, 
Sept. 10, 1449. v. PETIT (John). 
JOHN V. duke of Bretany, sur- 
named the Brave, and the Conqueror. He 
was attacked by all the forces of 
France, gained seven battles, and Kill-

ed his competitor, Charles de Blois, at 
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He died at Nantes, November r, t 399. 
It was this duke who artested the con-

JOHN VI. duke of Bretany, sur- 
named the Good, and the Wiie, He was 
taken prisoner by the duke de Pen- 
thievre, but his rank procured his li- 
berty. He served his brother-in-law, 
Charles VII. against the English, and 
died 1443. 

JOHN of Orleans, earl of Dundis and 
Longuevitie, grand chamberlain of 
France, and the most famous general 
of his age, born 1403, natural son of 
Louis of France, duke of Orleans, who 
was assassinated at Paris, Novem. 23, 
r407. He distinguished himself carly 
in Several sieges and battles, and, shut- 
ting himself up in Orleans, defended 
that city with great bravery against the 
English, whom he compelled to raise 
the. Siege, with the assistance given 
him by the Maid of Orleans. The earl 
of Dunois gained many other advan- 


tages over the English, and took Mans, 


with all the chief places in Normandy 
and Guienne. Charles VII. as a te- 
ward for his merit, entitied him the 
Restorer of kis Country; made him legi- 
timate; gave him the earldom of Loa- 
gueville, with several other lands, and 
appointed him grand chamberlain of 
France: nor had Louis XI. less esteem 
for his merit. He died loaded with 
honours and glory, November 24, 1468.

JOHN, a bishop of Chiemsee, who 
groaned under the disorders of the 
clergy, which he describes in 2 book 
printed at Cologn, r531, fol, entitied, 
Onus ecclesie quo enerrantur admiranda er 
obstupenda de septem erclexies statibus, ab- 
tibus et ſuturis calamitatibus, 

JOHN ANDREA. v. ANDREA. 

JOHN SCOTUS, Erigene, a farwos 
Irishman of the gth century, We 
went into France during the reigu of 
Charles the Bald, aud was particularly 
exteemed by that prince. He is sup- 
posed to have been the ſirst who wrote 
against transubstautiat ion, and the real 
presence of Christ in the eucharist, in 
his book against Paschasius Radbert, 
and to have died in France a short 
time before Charles the Bald. He was 
certainly living there in $72, Hincmar 
and Rabanus engaged him to defend 
their sentiments upon grace and pre- 
destination, which he did in a tteatise 

that 
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that may be found in Vindiciz predesti- 
nationts et gratiæ, 1650, 2 vol. qto. His 
chief aim was to oppose the ow 
nation of the wicked to eternal pu- 
nishment, which Godeschale admit- 
ted. His assertions were refuted by 
St. Remi of Lyons, St. Prudentius of 
Troyes, &c. This author's work 
against Paschasius Radbert was con- 
demned in three councils of Paris, in 


that of Verceli, and in that of Rome 


under Nicholas II. 1059, which last 
council obliged Berenger to burn John 
Scotus* book with his own hands. This 
work is lost. His book concerning 
the Divisions of Natures, Oxford, 1681, 
fol. was also condemned by Hono- 
rius III. 1226. 

JOHN of the Conception (Father) the 
celebrated founder of the reform of the 
dare ſooted Trinitarians in Spain; born 

July 10, 1561, at Almodavar, a village 
in the diocese of Toledo, He founded 
eighteen convents of the retorm, which 
he governed with great wisdom, and 
died piously at Cordoua, February 14, 

1613. 

JOHN of ran, or Agnavi, a learned 
archdeacon, and professor of canon 
law at Bologna, in the 15th century, 
who left Commentaries on the Decretah, 
fol. and a volume of Conm/tations, fal. 
both esteemed. He died 1455, with 
sentiments of the most fervent piety. 

JOHN ae Bruges, a painter. v. EICK. 

JOHN Auel, an eminent lawyer 
of Bologna, in the i5th century, one 
of Baldus the elder's pupils, who taught 
law with great reputacion. - He died 
February 18, 1436, leaving (.omment «1 ts 
on the Decretals, and Clementines, fol. 
with other works. 

JOHN, a monk of the abbey of 
Haute-Selves, author of a very ancient 
romance, entitled, Histeria, calumniæ 
noverealis que Seprem Sapientum dicitur, 
Antwerp, 1490, 4to. the same trans- 
lated into French, Geneva, 1492, fol. 
both scarce. Boccaccio has imitated 
several of its tales, and the romance of 
Erastus was taken from it. Fauchet is 
of opinion that Hebers the poet trans- 
lated this work into French verse about 
1220. U is also in the king's library, 
and in that at Anet. Z" Abus* en Cour, 
in verse and prose, Yienne, 1484, fol. is 
by some ascribed to this monk, but by 
others with more appearance of pro- 
dability, to René, King. of Sicily. 
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JOHN &f Mont- Real, an eminent 
mathematician of the 15th century, 30 
called from a town in Franconia, where 
he was born, 1436. He taught with 
reputation at Vienna, and died at 
Rome, aged 41, 1476, leaving some 
E phemerides, which are esteemed, J. 
nice, 1498, 4to. The work on Chir. 
mancy, and Physiognzomy, in Latin, 8vg 
which bears his name, was not written 
by him; it has been translated into 
French, Lyons, 1549, $vo. 

JOHN DE HAGEN, de Indagine, 2 
learned German Carthusian of the 15th 


century, who left a great number of 


works in MS. and died in 1475. 
JOHN de Ragusa, an eminent divine 
of the 15th century, a Dominican, born 
at Rase, and made doctor of the Sor. 
bonne, and president of the council at 
Basil. He was several times sent to 
Constantinople, with a view of uniting 
the Greek and Latin churches, and af- 
terwards elected bishop of Argos in the 
Morea. He died about 1450 A speech 
made by him at the council of Bagil, 
may be found in the history of that 
council; the acts of his legation at 
Constantinople, are in the acts of the 
council of Basil, and an account of his 
journey to the east, in Leo Allatius. 
JOHN de Cate! Bolognese, a famous 
engraver of the 16th century, who was 
employed by pope Clement VII. and 
the emperor Charles V. He engraved 
the rape of the Sabines, bacchanals, 


sea fights, and other great subjects on 


small stones. 

JOHN of Udina, a celebrated painter, 
born at Udina in the 16th century, who 
was . Raphael's pupil, and famous 
throughout Italy. He excelled parti- 
cularly in animals, drapery, landscapes, 
building's, flowers, and fruit. In the 
time of this artist those small figures 
were discovered among the ruins of 


Titus* palace which have been called 


Grot-5ques, from being found in grot- 
toes under ground; and some small his- 
tor ical pictures painted on stucco were 
dug np. This Kind of painting Jobn 
of Udina copied, recovered the secret 
of making Stucce, which had been lost, 
and excelled all other painters in $re- 
teiguc Ornaments. He died 1564, at 
Rome. | 
JOHN de Hanteville, v. HANTE- 
VILLE. | 
JOHN tie Milancie, composed 3 
medical 
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medical book in Latin verse, about 
1100, in the name of the physicians of 
the college at Salerno, containing 1239 
verses; but we have only 372 remain- 
ing. It is a book well Known by the 
name of The School of Salerno, Rene 
Moreau's observations on this work are 
esteemed, Paris, 1625, 8Vo. there are 
«ome French translations of it in 12mo, 
M. Andry a physician of Paris asserts, 
that this famous book was composed 
by Tusa, and Rebekah Guerna, two cele- 
brated ladies who distinguished them- 
celves by their writings in the school of 
Salerno, others have ascribed it to Ar- 
nauld, de Villa Nova; but most of the 
learned suppose John of Milan, other- 
wise John the Milagese, to have writ- 
ten it. 

JOHN f Leyden, a taylor, so called 
from the place of his birth, who join- 
ing himself to John Mathison a baker 
in 1534, became with him the head of 
the Anabaptists. They made them- 
selves masters of Munster, and commit-— 


ted unheard of cruelties there; but the 


bishop of Munster, having retaken the 
city in 1535, put these wretches to 
death with the greatest Severity in 
1536. 

JOHN Paris, a famous Dominican 
in the 13th century, doctor and pro- 
fessor of divinity at Paris, and a cele- 
brated preacher. He defended Philip 
the Fair, against Boniface VIII. in a 
treatise which still remains, De Regia 
P,oteitate et Papali, to. Having ad- 
vanced some proposit ions in the pulpit, 
which appeared not quite conformable 
to the doctrine of the real presence of 
Christ's body in the eucharist, he was 
2ccused to William, bishop of Paris, 
who with three other bishops, and a 
doctor of divinity, after hearing the 
Pominican, forbad him to preach or 
teach any longer. John of Paris ap- 
pealed from this sentence to the pope, 
and went to Rome, that he might de- 
fend himself there, but died soon after, 
in 1304, Besides the work above men- 
tioned, he wrote Determinatio de modo 
exiitendi corporis Chriiti in Sacramento 
altaris, Londini, 1686, 8vo. and Cor- 
refdorium dectyinæ St. Thome. 

JOHN of St. Jen, v. MANOZZI. 

JOHN the Teutonic, a celebrated Do- 
minican, born at Wildeshushen in 
Westphalia, who was penitentiary of 
Rome, then bishop of Bosnia, and 
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fourth general of the Dominican order. 
He gained great reputation in the 13th 
century, and died November 4, 1252. 
£1 Sammary of Preachers, and a Summary 
of Confexiors, Reutlingen, 1487, fol. 
Lyons, 1518, fol. are ascribed to him; 
but father Echard affirms that they 
were both written by John of Friburg, 
another Dominican, who is also called 
the Teutonic, and who died 1313. 

JOHN, son of Serapion, an Arabian 
physician, Who lived about 740, or 
1070, His works were printed at Ve- 
nice, 1497, fol. reprinted 1550. 

JOHN, son of Mesua, an Arabian 
physician, who lived at the end of the 
8th century. His works were printed 
in Latin, at Venice, 1602, fol. 

JOHNSON (Benjamin) one of the 
most celebrated English dramatic poets 
in the 17th century, son of a bricklayer 
in Westminster. He was at school 
under the learned Camden, and after- 
wards admitted of St. John's college, 
Cambridge; but not having a suffici- 
ency to maintain himself there, was 
forced to go back to his mother, who 
had married a second time to a brick- 
layer. He then worked with his 
father-in-law, but while he held the 
trowel in his hand, had a book in his 
pocket. Some persons having disco- 
vered Johnson's wit and genius, pro- 
cured him the means of pursuing his 
studies, and he became the most judi- 
cious, learned, and correct comic 
writer of his nation; but his tragedies 
are not so much esteemed as his come- 
dies. He died in 1637, and was buried 
in Westminster Abbey, with önly 
these words on his tomb, C rare Hen 
Jolusaan. This poet's works are in 6 
vol. 8vo. Lenden, 1716, or 1756, 7 vol. 
8vo. 

JOHNSON (Astrea, or Aphara) v. 
BEHN. 

JOHNSON (Thomas) a learned 
Englismman, who died about 1730. 
He wrote Nores on some of Sophocles” 
tragedies, 


JGOINVILLE (John Sire de) sene- 


chal de Champagne, and one of the 
principal lords at the court of king St. 
Louis, son of Simon, sire de Joinville, 
and Vaucouleurs, and beatrix of Bur- 
gundy, danghter of Stephen III. earl 
of Burgundy, descended from one of 
the most noble and ancient houses in 
Champagne. He attended St. Louis in 
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his military expeditions, and gained the 
esteem of that great monarch so much 
by his courage, wit, and ingenious 
disposition, that he emplayed him to 
administer justice in his palace, and 
undertook nothing of importance, 
without acquainting him with it, The 
sire de Joinville died abont 1318, aged 
near go, and was interred in the castle 
of Joinville. He left Memoirs, Paris, 
1672, 12mo. and a history of St Louis 


in French, which he wrote in 1305. 


The best edition of this last work, 
which is very curious and interesting, 
was that by M. du Cange, 1668, fol. 
with learned remarks. It appears 
plainly in reading this edition, that the 
French has been altered, and 1s not such 
as the sire de Joinville spoke; but an 
authentic MS. of his having been 
ſound in 1743, the true text has been 
giwen to the public by the learned 
keepers of the King's library, 1761, 
fol. 

IOLAS, son of Iphiclus, who burned 
the hydra's heads as Hercules cut them 
off, as a reward for which Hebe res- 
tored him to his youth at the request 
of Hercules. 

IOLE, daughter of Eurytus, king of 
CEchalia, by his second wife. She 
was beloved by Hercules, who asked 
her in marriage, and being refused, 
carried her away, after killing Eurytus. 
This attachment so offended Deianira, 
the wife of Hercules, that she sent him 
the shirt of Nassus, by which he was 
poisoned, according to the fable. 

JOLY (Claudius) born February 2, 
1607, at Paris. M. Loisel, counzellor 
to the parliament, his uncle on the 
wother's side, resigned to him his 
canonry in the church of Paris, 16317, 
all the duties of which M. Joly dis- 
charged with great fidelity. He at- 
tended the duke de Longueviile to 
Munster, and gave him the most salu- 
tary advice; took a journey also to 
Rome, and on his return to France, 
was appointed official and grand 
chanter of the church at Paris. NI. 
Joly was universally esteemed for his 
integrity, virtue, and learning. He 
died January 15, 1700, aged 93, in 
congequence of a fall; leaving many 
valuable works. The principal are, 
De reformandis Horis Caneniris, 1644, 
12mo. He published a second edition 
corrected, 1675, 12mo.; De verbis wits 
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ardi aswumptionis B. M. Virginis, Senonis 
1669, 12mo. with an apologetical let. 
ter in defence of this work, Rauen 
1670, 12mo. in Latin; Traditio antiqua 
Ecclesiarum Franciæ circa Aswumptiqney 
B. Mariæ, Senonis, 1672, 12mo.; Trait: 
de la Restitution des Gr.; Traite historiqu 
des Ecotes Episcopales; Voyage fait à 
Munster, 1646, and 1647, Paris, 1670, 
1z mo.; Recueil des maximes veritablee at 
importantes pour V institution du Roi contre 
ta fause et pernicieuse politique du Card. 
Mazorin, 1652, 12mo. This work waz 
burnt by the hangman. The sentence 
of the Chätelet, and Joly's answer 
Should be at the end; it is always in 
the edition of 1663. He bequeathed 
his library to. the chanter of Paris. 

JOLY (Claudius) a celebrated 
preacher, born 1610, at Buri-sur-POrne, 
in the diocese of Verdun. He was ap. 
pointed curate of St. Nicholas in the 
tields at Paris, then bishop of St. Paul 
de Leon, afterwards bishop of Agen, 
and zealously maintained the ecclesias- 
tical jurisdiction against the regulars, 
He died 1678, aged 68. M. Joly let 
eight volumes of Prones and Sermon, 
which are esteemed; but they are not 
as he delivered them, for he only wrote 
down the beginnings, the plan, and 
the proofs in Latin, and then trusted 
to his imagination, and the feelings of 
his heart. M. Richard, an advocate, 
placed these prones in their present 
form, M. Joly also left Les dewoirs d 
Chretisn, 1 vol. 12mo. 

JOLY (Guy) king's counsellor at 
the Chatelet, and synotic of the annui- 
tants of the Hotel de Ville, at Paris. 
He attached himself to cardinal de 
Retz, wham he attended a long time 
as Secretary in his troubles and adven- 
tures, but quitted his eminence when 
he returned ro Rome. There are some 
Memeirs by him, from 1643, to 1665, 
designed as an explanation and supple- 
ment to those of cardinal de Retz, after 
which they were printed in 2 vol. 
12mo. These memoirs contain some 
very curious particulars. He also left 
some tracts, written by order of the 
court, in defence of the queen's rights, 
against Peter Stockmans, an eminent 
lawyer.

OLY DE FLEURY (William Fran- 
ad a celebrated attorney general to 
the parliament of Paris, and one of 
the most eminent magistrates in the 
18th century, born November 11, 1675, 
at Paris, son of John Francis Joly, 
seigneur de Fleury, counsellor to the 
parliament, descended from an ancient 
and noble family of the robe, origi- 
nally of Burgundy. Having pursued 
his studies with success, he was admit- 
ted advocate 1695, appeared with great 
credit at the bar, and was appointed 
advocate general to the court of Ariels, 
1700. He afterwards proposcd to en- 
gage in the ecclesiastical profession, 
but the premature death of Joseph 
Omer Joly de Fleury, his elder brother, 
advocate general to the parliament of 
paris, determined him to resume the 
magisterial office. In 1705, he was 
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M. Omer Joly de Fleury, afterwards 
president à Mortier. M. Joly de Fleury 
Was as highly respeRed in his retire- 
ment, as while attorney general; he 
was consulted by the courtiers, the 
magistrates, and the learned; nor did 
any important transaction happen at 
court, or in parhament, that was not 
communicated to him: no private man 
ever preserved more dignity, reputa- 
tion, 2nd authority in retirement, 
April 29, 1752, he was appointed one 
of the comtnissioners for the ecclesias- 
tical affairs then in agitation, and died 
at Paris, March 2*, 1756, aged 80 
years, 4 months, and 13 days. This 
eminent man had acquired great sk ill 
in every branch of the law, but parti- 
cularly in common law, and that which 
respects the domain of France, and 
ecclesiastical affairs. With an uncom- 
mon degree of genius, penetration, 
discernment, and sagacity, he had an 
extraordinary memory, and an asto- 
nishing facility in arranging his ideas, 
in a clear, precise, and persuasive 
manner.

He discharged the office of at- 
tourney general with a zeal, capacity, 
application, activity, and firmness, 
almost unexampled, and which will 
immortalize his name. This great man 
had the parliamentary registers put in 
order, employed persons to work upon 
the Ro//s, and directed the catalogues 
and extracts which have been made 
from the pieces shut up in the Treasury 
cf the Charters, He resigned his office 
of attorney general in 1746, to his 
eldest son, William Francis Lewis Joly 
de Fleury, who distinguished himself 
in that post, and procured the charge 
of advocate general, which this gen- 
tleman then held for his second son,

JOLY (Francis Anthony) censor 
royal, born 1672, at Paris, and died 
1753, known by his editions of Racine, 
12mo, ; Moliere, 4to.; and Monfleury, 
12mo, He left to the King's library, 
materials for a French Ceremanial, and 
wrote several theatrical pieces, among 
them, L' Ecole des Amans, 

ION, son of Xuthus and Creusa, and 
grandson of Erechtheus. He married 
Helice, by whom he had several chil- 
dren, and reigned in Attica, which 
was called Ionia from his name. 

ION, a Greek tragic poet, of the 
isle of Scio, who lived about 452. A. C. 
His works are lost. 

JONADAB, son of Rechab, des- 
cended from Jethro, Moses' father-:n« 
law, honourable for his holiness, and 
austere manner of living, which he 
prescribed to his descendants, who ob- 
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gerved it 300 years. They neither 
drank wine, nor built houses, nor cul- 
tivated the earth, nor possessed any 
lands. When Nebuchadnezzar went 
to besiege Jerusalem, the Rechabites 
were obliged to enter the city, but still 
lived in tents. They shared the Jews' 
lot in their captivity, and are supposed 
to have been porters and Singers, under 
the Leviges. 

- JONAH, son of Amittai, and fifth 
of the twelve minor prophe:s, a native 
of ,Geth-Epher, a city in the tribe of 
Zebulon, who foretold to king fero- 
boam II. $26, A.C. the victories which 
he should gain over the Syrians. About 


771, AC. God commanded this pro- 


phet to go to Nineveh, and announce 
the destruction of that great city for 
its wickedness, but Jonah instead of 
obeying fled, and embarked for Tar- 
shish. A tempest arising, the mari- 
ners cast lots to discover who was the 
cause of this misfortune; the lot fell 
on Jonah, and they cast him into the 
sea, where a great fish swallowed him, 
in whose belly he remained three days 
and three nights; but the fish after- 
vards cast him upon the land. God 
then commanded him a second time to 
preach at Nineveh, upon which Jonah 
odeyed, and foretold that the city 
should be destroyed at the end of forty 
days; but the Ninevites repenting, God 
pardoned them. Jonah, fearing to be 
tizought a false prophet, retired to a 
high place without the city, and the 
Lord caused a Kind of gourd to grow 
up in one night, which gave hun great 
joy by its shade; but the following 
night a worm eating the root, it wi- 
thered, and left Jonah exposed to the 
sun's heat as before, Upon this the 
prophet was angry, made bitter com- 
plaints to heaven, and wished to die; 
but God for his instruction said to him, 
{hou lat had pity on the gourd, fer the 
which thou hast net laboured, neither mad- 
ext it grow, which came up in a night, 
end pericked in a night; and eu net 1 
ware Ninevch, that great city, wherein 
arc more than ix score thousand perions, 
kat cannot discern between their right hand 
and their left hand. The prophecy of 
Jonah is written in Hebrew, and con- 
tains four chapters. Some mythologists 
affirm, the fable of Andromeda was 
founded on this history. The large 
bsh which swallowed up Jonah, was 
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not a whale, for there are none in the 
Mediterranean sea, into which he was 
thrown; besides that, a whale's throat 
is too narrow to swallow a man. The 
learned suppose the fish in question to 
have been a kind of Rein, or Lamia. 

JONAS, a learned and pious bishop 
of Orleans in the gth century, by whom 
we have a work, entitled, Insitutin; 
&s Laics, which D. Mege translated 
into French, 1662, i2mo. and Inte- 
bien d'un Roi Chretien, translated b 
Desmarets, 1661, Svo. both may be 
found in Latin in d'Achert's Specilegium. 
There is also a Treatise on Miracles, b 
Jonas, in the Library of the Fathers, 
and printed separately, 1645, 16mo, 
He assisted at several councils, was es- 
teemed by Louis /e Debonnaire, and 
Charles rhe. Bald, and acquired great 
reputation throughout the church. He 
died 841. | 

JONAS (Justus) alsocalled Wicelius, 
a celebrated Prosestant divine, born 
June 5, 1493, at Northausen, in Thu- 
ringia. He was one of Luther's most 
zealons followers, farmed a sttict 
friendship with Molanethon, was ap- 
pointed principal of the college at 
Wittemberg, and afterwards dean of 
the university in that city. He died 
October 9, 1555, aged 63, leaving a 
treatise in favour of the marriaze of 
priests, Helmstadt, 1631, fol.; another 
on Private Mass; Netes on the Acts of

JOXAS (Arngrimus) a learned Ice- 
lander, who acquired great reputation 
by his talents for astronomy, and other 
Sciences. He was Tycho Brahe's pupil, 
and coadjutor with Gundebrand de 
Thorlac, bishop of Hola in Iceland, 
which bishopric he refused after Gun- 
debrand's death, was minister of the 
church at Melstadt, and died 1649, 
aged 95. He had married a young 
girl for his second wife, but four years 
before. Jonas left many valuable 
works, the principal are, Idea veri 
Magistratus, Hafniæ, 1589, 8vo.; a 
History and Description of Iceland, in 
Latin, with a defence of that work, 
Amiterdam, 1643, 4to.; Chrimogea, tu 
rerum Iilandicarum Libri tres, Hamburg, 
1630, 4to.; The life of Gundebrand de 
Thorlac, in Latin, 4to. He asserts 
that Iceland was not inhabited till 
about 8, and consequently is not the 
ancient Thule, | 


JONATHAN,

JONATHAN, son of Saul, famous 
for his valour, and the constant friend- 
ship he shewed to David, contrary to 
tle interest of his family, He defeated 
the Philistines twice, and would have 
been put to death by Saul for having 
exten of a honeycomb, had not the 
people opposed it. Jonathan was slain 
with his father and brothers, in a bat- 
tle avainst the. Philistines in mount 
Gilboa, 1055, A. C. David was deeply 
amiged at his death, and composed 
verses to his praise. 
JONATHAN, surnamed Apphus, one 
of the greatest jewish generals, son of 
Mattathias, and brother of Judas Mac- 
He compelled Bacchides, the 
Syrian general, Who was at war with 
the ſews, to accept terms of peace, 
161, A. C. conquered Demetrius Ser, 
and afterwards his general Apollonius; 
but being invited to Ptolemais by Try- 
phon, he imprudently went there, and 
was killed 143, A.C. 

JONATHAN, succeeded his father 
Joiala in the high priesthood, and 
held the office 32 years. He killed 
his brother Joshua in the temple, being 
apprehensive that Bagoses, general of 
Artaxerxes, would put him into his 
place. NES” 
JONCOUX (Frances Margaret de) 
born 1668, daughter of M. de Joncoux, 
a gentleman of Auvergne, and of 
Genevieve Dodun. She learnt Latin, 
in order to understand the offices of the 
church, and distinguished herself by 
her talents, piety, and attachment to 
the nuns of Port Royal, who received 
the most important services from her, 
She died September'27, 1715, aged 47. 
This lady translated Wendrock's Nees, 
on the celebrated Provincial. Letters, 
and persuaded M. Fouillou to publish 
his Advertisement respecting the retrac- 
tations of the nuns at Port Royal. 
JONES (Ignatius, or Inigo) a fa- 
mous English architect in the 17th 
century, under Whose direction several 
of the finest edifices in his native coun- 
try were finished. He left several va- 
luable designs. 

JONGLI, v. JUNIUS. 

JONIN (Gilbert) a ſesuit, eminent 
for his Knowledge of the Greek and 
Latin classics, born 1596, and died 
1638. He left Odes, and Epades, Lyons, 
1630, 16 mo.; Eligies, Lyons, 16 34, 
tzmo. and other poems, Greek and 
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Latin, 6 vol. 8yo. and 16mo, 1634, to 
1637, which discover a lively and 
brilliant imagination, joined to great 
elegance and facility of style. This 
author excelled particularly in lyric 
poetry. 

JONSON, v. JOHNSON, 

JONSIUS (John) a learned and ju- 
dicious writer in the 17th century, born 
at Holstein, who cultivated the belles 
letters at Francfort on the Main, and 
died in the flower of his age, 1659. 
He left a treatise in Latin on Historical 
and Phil;sophical Authors, which is es- 
teemed; the best edition is Jena, 1716, 
4to. | 
JONSIUS (John) a learned natura- 
list, and physician of the 17th century, 
hose works are numerous, born Sep- 
tember 3, 1603, at Sambter in Great 
Poland, He visited all the kingdoms 
of Europe, made himself much es- 
teemed by the learned every where, 
and afterwards purchased the estate of 
Ziebendorf, in the duchy of Lignitz in 
Silesia, where he died, June 8, 1675, 
aged 72, leaving a family. His prin- 
cipal work treats of Birds, Files, &c. 
Francfort, 1650, and Amsterdam, 1657, 
2 vol. fol, the first edition is most es- 
teemed. His Dendrolog y, or history of 
Plants, 1662, fol. js sxcarce. The whole 
was reprinted at Hielburg, 1755, to 
1768, 10 tom. fol. with 387 plates. He 
must be distinguished from William 
Jonson, a Scotchman, author of an 
abridgement of Sleidan's history. He 
died 160g. 

JORAM, or JEHORAM, king of 
Israel, son of Ahab, succeeded his 
brother Ahaziah, 896, A. C. He con- 
quered the Moabites, as Elisha the 
prophet had foretold, but was after- 
wards besieged in Samaria, by Ben- 
hadad, King of Syria. This siege 
brought $0 dreadful a famine on the 
city, that a woman complained to 
Joram, saying, that she had agreed 
with another woman to eat their chil- 
dren, and had given hers first, and 
they had eaten him together, but the 
other woman had hidden her son, that 
he should not be eaten, The king, 
Shocked at a deed $0 cruel and unheard 
of, rent his clothes, and fell into a 
rage against Elisha, but the prophet 
comforted him, by promising that 
flour and barley should be sold almost. 
for nothing at that hour the next day. 

This 
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This prediction was fulfilled, for the 
Syrians, being struck by a terror from 
heaven, fled in confusion, and left a 
rich booty in their camp which 
restored plenty to Samaria. But all 
these miracles did not convert Jo- 
ram; he continued his impiety and 
idolatry, till being wounded in a battle 
against Hazael, Ben-hadad's successor, 
he went to lezreel, and was Killed by 
an arrow in the tield of Naboth, by 
Jehu, general of his army, who ordered 
his body to be thrown to the dogs in 
the same field, 884, A.C. as Elijah the 
prophet had foretold. | 

JORAM, or JEHORAM, King of 

udah, succeeded his father Jehosha- 
phat 889, A. C. but did not imitate his 
piety, for he proved a cruel aud idola- 
trous prince, putting his brethren, and 
Several great men to death, and setting 
up idols in all the cities of Judea, at 
the instigation of his wife Athaliah, 
Ahab's daughter. God punished him 
by stirring up the Idumeans, Arabians, 
and Philistines against him, who en- 
tering Judea, laid it waste with fire 
and sword; and Joram was himself 
smitten with a dreadful disease, of 
which he died, 88s, A. C. after suffer- 
ing incredible torments during tuo 
years, as Elijah had foretold. 

JORDAIN, a celebrated general of 
the Nominicans, born at Borrentrick, 
in the diocese of Paderborn, who go- 
verned his order with great wisdom 
and prudence, and promoted the in- 
crease of learning and piety, He died 
at sea, near Satalia, returning from 
the Holy Land, February 13, 1237. 
Jordain introduced the custom of sing- 
ing the Salve Regina, after Compline. 

JORDAN (Raimond) v. IDIOT. 

JORDAN (Charles Stephen) minis» 
ter of a French church at Brandenburg, 
after which he became counsellor to 
the grand French Directory, curator of 
the universities, and vice president of 
the academy of sciences at Berlin, 
where he died 1745, aged 45. The 
King of Prussia, who had a great value 
for Jordan, on account of his talents, 
erected a grand mausoleum of marble 
for him, with the following short, but 
flattering inscription : 


C'y git Jordan, Pami des Muses et du Roi.

JORDAN O (Luca) or JORDANS, 2 
celebrated Neapolitan painter, ho 
worked with such celerity, that he 
was surnamed Fa preste, which signi— 
hes very expediticus. Charles II. king of 
Spain, employed him in painting the 
grand stair-case of the Escurial, and 
numberless other works. He died 
704. 

TORDANS (James) one of the most 
ingenious painters of the Netherlands, 
born 1594, at Antwerp. He was 
Adam Van Ort's pupil, whose daugh. 
ter he married, and had also the cele. 
brated Rubens for a master. This ar- 
tist excelled in large pictures, and 
died 1678, aged 84. 

JORNANDES of Ravenna, a Goth, 
Secretary to the Gothic Kings in Italy, 
under the emperor Justinian. There 
is a book of his De Rebus Gothicis, in 
the Library of the Fathers, which he 
wrote about 552, and which has been 
translated by Drouet de Maupertuy, 
12mo. and another De Regnorum $Sueces- 
/one, 1617, in Svo. and in the Library 
of the Fathers, He is accused of being 
too partial to his own nation, and of 
having copied Florus almost entirely 
without quoting him. 
JOSEPH, a celebrated patriarch, son 
of Jacob and Rachel, born 1737, A. C. 
at Haran in Mesopotamia. He was 
the most beloved of all his brethren by 
Jacob, which preference exciting their 
jealousy and hatred, they cast him into 
a pit without water, and selling him 
afterwards to some Ishmaelite mer- 
chants who were going down to Egypt, 
1728, A. C. persuaded Jacob that he 
had been devoured by wild beasts. 
Joseph was sold by the Ishmaelites to 
Potiphar, eunuch that is captain of 
Pharaoh's guards, whose wife enter- - 

tained a criminal passion for him, and 
upon his refusing to return it, accused 
him to Potiphar of having offered her 
violence. Upon this Joseph was cast 
into prison, where he suffered much, 
but his virtue aud wisdom at length 
obtained him the care of all the other 
prisoners; and having predicted to 
Pharaoh's chief butler and baker, what 
should befal them, he was introduced 
to that prince, on occasion of a dream | 


Sent from heaven which had alarmed 
him.

him. Joseph, who was at that time 
chirty years old, interpreted the king's 
dreams, telling him that they signified 
seven years of plenty, and seven years 
of famine; and Pharaoh admiring the 
young man's wisdom, made him his 
prime minister, and governor of all 
Egypt, where the patriarch laid up 
great stores of corn during the seven 
plentiful years. When the famine 
came, Jacob sent his sons to buy corn 
in Egypt; Joseph immediately Knew 
them, but concealed it, pretending to 
take them for spies, and even detained 
Benjamin his brother, who was like 
him, Rachel's son, as a hostage; at 
length however he discovered himself, 
and after testifying his affection by 
tears and caresses, commanded them to 
bring their father into Egypt. Jacob 
accordingly went thither with all his 
family, and Pharaoh gave him lands. 


Joseph married Asenath, daughter of 


Potipherah, high priest of Heliopatis, 
and had by her Manasseh and Ephraim. 
He died 1635, A. C. aged 112, after 
having been governor of Egypt eighty 
years. 

JOSEPH (St.) husband of the Holy 
Virgin. He was of the tribe of Judah, 
and royal family of David, and dwelt 
at Nazareth, a small town in Galilee, 
where he worked as a handicraftsman. 
St. justin athrms that he was a joiner 
or carpenter; but St. Hilarius is of opi- 
nion that he was a locksmith. How- 
ever that may be, St. Joseph was be- 
trothed, or even married to the Holy 
Virgin, when an angel appeared to 
him, and told him that she would 

bring forth a son, who should be tlie 
Saviour of mankind. joseph ack now- 
ledged the operation of the Holy Ghost, 
and had never any conjugal acquaint- 
ance with the Blessed Virgin; but he 
a-compamied her to Bethlehem when 
she brought forth the Son of God, and 
afterwards fled with her and Jesus into 
Egypt, from whence they did not re- 
turn till after Herod's death. We learn 
from scripture that Joseph went annu- 
ally to Jerusalem with the Holy Virgin 
to celebrate the passover, and took 
Jesus there, when he was twelve years 
old; ' but nothing farther concerning 
his life, or death. It is supposed how- 
ever, tnat he died before Christ, as 
nad he been living at the time of his 
£35510N, it 8eexas probable that the Son 
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of God, While expiring on the cross, 

would have recommended the Holy 

Virgin his mother to him instead of St. 
ohn. 

JOSEPH of Arimathea, a virtuous and 
Just member of the Jewish sanhedrin, 
so called from his native place, a small 
town on Mount Ephraim. He refused 
to consent to our Saviour's condemna- 
tion, being his disciple, and obtained 
leave from Pilate to take down the 
body from the cross, and lay it in a 
new sepulchre, whicn he had hewn 
out of a rock in his garden, 

JOSEPH BARSABAS, surnamed 


Justus, one of Christ's first disciples. 


He was proposed by St. Peter with 
Matthias, to succeed the traitor Judas, 
when the lot fell on Matthias. . 

JOSEPH BEN GORION, or GORIT- 
ONIDES, that is, son of Gorian, a ce» 
lebrated Jewish historian, improperly 
confounded by the Rabbins with the 
famous historian Josephus. He lived 
about the end of the gth, or beginning 
of the roth century, and left a History 
of the Jews in Hebrew, which Gagnier 
has translated into Latin, Oxford, 1706, 
4to. There is an edition in Hebrew 
and Latin, Gta, 1707, 4to, It is 
plain from this book itself, that it can- 
not have been written earlier than the 
gth century, and that the author was, 
according to all appearance, a Jew of 
Languedoc. The first writer who has 
quoted this work 1s Saadias Gaon, a 
celebrated rabbi, who lived in the 
middle of the roth century. 

JOSEPH, fifteenth emperor of the 
house of Austria, son of the emperor 
Leopold I. and his third wife Eleonora, 
of Bavaria Neuberg. He was born at 
Vienna, July 28, 1678, crowned King 
of Hungary, December q, 1637, elected 
king of the Romans, January 24, 1690, 
and succeeded the emperor his father, 
May 5, 1705, whose sentiments and 
maxims he inherited. This prince en- 
gaged the duke of Savoy, the English 
and Dutch in his interests against France, 
and attempted to have his brother the 
archduke acknowledged king of Spain 
but Philip V. remained in peaceable 
possession of the crown, notwithstand- 
ing all their efforts. Joseph put the 
electors of Cologne and Bavaria, under 
the ban of the empire, 1706, and 
gained possession of the Kingdom of 


Naples the year following. He sub- 
| duced 
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dued the rebellious Hungarians, and 
died of the small-pox, April 17, 1711; 
aged 33, leaving only two princesses 
by his wife Welhelmina Amelia of 
Beunswic. Charles VI. his brother 
succeeded him. 

JOSEPH ALBO, a learned Spanish 
Jew of the 15th century, born at Soria, 
ho was present at the famous conte- 
rence held 1412, between Jerome de 
Sainte-Foi, and the ſews. He died 
1430, leaving a celebrated book, en- 
titled in Hebrew, Sepher Iitarim, 1. e. 
The Bork of the Foundations of the Faith, 
Venice, 1618, sol. with Commentaries 
by Gedalia. Several learned men have 
undertaken to translate it into Latin, 
dut no translation has yet appeared. 

JOSEPH of Paris, a celebrated Capu- 
chin, more known by the name of 
Father Foreph, born November 4, 1577, 
at Paris, son of John de Clerc, prest- 
dent aux Requeotes du Palais, and Mary 
de la Fayette. After pursuing his stu- 
dies with success, he visited Italy and 
Germany, made a campaign under the 
name of baron de Maflee, and gave his 
family the most flattering expectations 
of his future fortune, when he suddenly 
renounced the world, and took the 
Capuchin's habit, 1599, notwithstand- 
ing his mother's remonstrances. Father 
Joseph afterwards preached and dis- 
charged the office of a nuss:onary with 
reputation, was entrusted with the 
most important commissions by the 
court, and contributed mach to the 
reformation of Fontevrauld. He sent 
Capuchin missionaries into England, 
Canada, and Turkey, and was the 
intimate confident of cardinal Riche- 
lien, to whom he was servilely de- 
voted; and it was to please this prelate 
that he made use of violence to extort 
from doctor Richer a retraction. Fa- 
ther Joseph founded the new order of 
Renedictine nuns of Calvary, for whom 
he procured establishments at Angers. 
Louis XIII. had nominated him to the 
cardinalate, but he died at Reuel, be- 
fore he had received that dignity, De- 
cember 18, 1633, aged 61. The par- 
liament attended his funeral in a body. 
The abbe Richard has published two 
lives of this Capuchin, in one of which, 
2 vol. 12mo. he represents him as a 
saint; and in the other, entitled, Le 
e'&itable Pere Joreph, (the rea! Father 
Jozeph) as an artful politician, and

JOSEPH (Ange de St.) a barefooted

JOSEPHF«(Peter de St.) a learned 
Feuillant, of the diocese of Auch 
called Comogere from his family name, 
who published several theological 
tracts against the Jansenists, and died 
1662, aged 68. 
JOSEPH (Ange de St.) v. BROSSE, 
TOSEPHUS (Flavius) a celebrated 
Jewish historian, born under the em. 
peror Caligula, in the year 37, and still 
living in Domitian's reign. He was of 
a noble family, being descended on 
his father's side from the high priests 
of Jerusalem, and, on his mother's, 
from the blood royal of the Maccabess, 


Josephus joined the Essene sect at 15, 


and, three years after, that of the Pha- 
risees, which, he tells us, had some 
resemblance to the Stoical sect; at 26, 
went into Italy, where he obtained all 
he wished from Poppea and Nero, dy 
means of a Jewish comedian. At his 
return to Judea, he was appointed 
captain-general of the Galileans, and 
Signalized himself in several engaze- 
ments till the siege of Jotapata, where 
he was made prisoner by Vespasian, 
and predicted to him that he should be 
emperor. Josephus was at the taking 
of Jerusalem by Titus, and afterwards 
wrote, from ocular testimony, his se- 
ven excellent books of the Jars of te 
Jews, These books were so highly 
valued by Titus, that he ordered them 
to be placed in the public library, with 
an approbation from his own hand. 
Josephus lived afterwards at Rome as 
a Roman citizen, where the princes 
loaded him with favours, and gave 
him large pensions. Besides his Har: 
of the Jets, he left twenty books of 
Fewtish Antiquities, which he finished 
under Domitian; two books again:? 
Appian; an eloquent relation of the 
Martyrdom of the Maccabees, and an ac- 
count of his own life, These are all 
excellent works, and written in such 
good Greek, that their author has been 
called the Grecian Livy, The best edi- 
tion of them is by Havercamp, An- 
Sterdam, 1726, 2 vol. fol, Hudson had 

published 
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published one at Oxford, 1720, 2 vol. 
ol but it is not so complete as the 
other. Josephus is, however, justly 
reproached with having, in Several 
points, departed from the Holy Scrip- 
ture, M. Arnauld d'Andilly published 
an elegant French translation of this 
author, 5 vol. 12mo.; the last edition 
was in six. There is a folio edition, 
with plates, Amsterdam, 1681; and 
Prussels, 1701, 5 vol. vo. plates. P. 
Gillet, Sainte Genevieve, has also given 
French translation, which is esteemed 
to be accurate, 4 vol. gto. 

JOSEPINA, v. ARPINO. 

JOSHUA, son of Nun, of the tribe 
of Ephraim, a celebrated leader of the 

ewish armies, an assistant to Moses, 
and chosen by God to govern Israel 
while Moses was yet living. Joshua 
succeeded that divine lawgiver 1451 
A. C.; passed over Jordan, dry shod, 
with the Israelites; circumcised the 
Jews who had been born in the wil- 
derness; took Jericho miraculously, 
and Ai by stratagem. The Gibeonites, 
fearing a like misfortune, made a frau- 
dulent league with him, by which they 
saved their lives. He afterwards con- 
quered Adoni-zedek, King of Jerusa- 
lem, with four other Kings who had 
joined him; and, during this victory, 
commanded the sun to stand still, that 
he might have time enough to pursue 
his enemies: the sun obeyed, and staid 
above the horizon 12 hours longer than 
usual. Joshua, continuing his con- 
quests, defeated 30 petty Kings, and 
made himself master of Canaan in six 
vears, which he divided among the 
conquerors, as God had commanded ; 
and, after setting up the ark of the 
covenant in Shiloh, died, aged 110, 
1424 A. C. having governed Israel 27 
years We have a canonical book un- 
der his name in Hebrew, which many 
attribute to him; but it is not certain 
thit he was the author of it. 

JOSIAH, a wise and pious King of 
Judah, who succeeded his father Amon 
641 A.C. when but 8 years old. He 
destroyed the idolatrous places and al- 
tars; appointed virtuous magistrates to 
administer justice, and repaired. the 
temple; at which time the Book of rhe 
bare of Meces was found by Hilkiah 
the high priest. At the end of this 
King's reign, Pharaoh Nechoh, king 
of Egypt, going to make war on the 
vol. A1. 
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Medes and Baby lonians, and advanced 
to Megiddo, a city of Judah, Josiah 
opposed his progress, without having 
first consulted the Lord; and, being 
wounded by an arrow, died at Jerusa- 
lem 610 A. C. aged 39. Jeremiah 
made a song of lamentation on the oc- 
casion. Jehoahaz, his son, reigned at- 
ter him, being placed on the throne 
instead of Eliakim, his elder brother. 

JOSLAIN, TJOSLEN, or GOSLEN, 
de Vierzy, a celebrated bishop of Sois- 
sons, who, with Suger, abbot of St. 
Denis, was one of the principal mini=- 
Sters of Louis VII. He attended the 
council at Troyes 1127, and founded 


Several abbies; among them that of 


Longpont; and was esteemed by pope 
Eugenius III. the abbe Suger, St. Ber- 
nard, and all France, In the Life of 
Godefroi, or Geoffroy, bishop of Ami- 
ens, he is called, A very celebrated mas- 
ter, father of justice, and of many mona- 


Steries; the enemy of vice, and particular 


patron of chastity, He died 1152, leav- 


ing An Expeosition of the Creed and Lord's 
Prayer in the Amplissima collectis of Mar- 


tenne and Durand. 


JOSSE (St.) a famous solitary, son 


of Indicael, earl of Bretany, and bro- 
ther of Gignel, who was first called 
King of Bretany. This prince, resolv- 
ing to quit his Kingdom, and devote 
himself to a religious life, desired his 
brother Josse to reign instead of him; 
but the latter, being also determined 
to devote himself to Heaven, with- 
drew privately from court with seven 
pilgrims, who were going to Rome. 
He stopped at Ponthien, where a noble- 
man of this country, named Haimon, 
detained him in his house, and, hay- 
ing procured him to be ordained priest, 
gave him the care of his chapel. Se- 
ven years after, however, Josse en- 
treated this nobleman's permission to 


live as a solitary in a retired spot, now. 


called Ray. Duke Haimon consented, 
and built a chapel and cell for him, 
Josse lived in this place eight years, 
with a disciple called Vurmaire, em- 
ployed in penance, labour, and chari- 
table offices to the poor and travellers, 
and died there 668. There is a pary- 


chial church at Paris, dedicated to 


God, under the name of St. Jasse, 
which was originally a small hospital 
where St. Josse lodged in a journey he 


made to that city. | 
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JossELIN (John) an English phy- 
Sician, who was living 1672, and wrote 
a Natural History of Britich America, in 
which he gives an account of whatever 
is most remarkable chere: also of the 


remedies used by the natives for dis- 


eases, wounds, and ulcers. 

JOTHAM, king of Judah, succeeded 
his father, Uzziah, 758 A. C. He em- 
dellished Jerusalem, ornamented the 
temple, caused religion and justice to 
fAourish in his Kingdom, conquered the 
Ammonites, on whom he imposed a 
tribute, and died favoured by God, 
deloved by the people, and feared by 
his enemies, 742 A. C. after reigning 
16 years. 

JOTHANM, the youngest of Gideon's 
Sons. v. ABIMELECH. 

JOURERT (Laurence) a learned 


physician, chancellor of the university 


of Moutpellier, Rondelet's pupil, whom 
he succeeded in the dignities of king's 
professor and chancellor 1567. He was 
born at Valence in Dauphiny, Decem- 
ber 6, 1529, and died at Lombez, Oc- 
tober 29, 1582; physician in ordinary 


to the kings of France and Navarre, 


leaving several works, some in Latin, 
some in French, almost all on medical 
subjects. Those most known are, 
Trait” des erreurt populaives, 1578, 8vo. 
which made a great noise, because he 
treats of marriage without any Kind 
of reserve, and dedicated his book to 
the wife of Henry the Fourth. This 
treatise Should consist of six parts; but 
only the first, and part of the second, 
have been printed. Trait du Ris, 1579, 
8vo 2 parts.

De Baineis antiquorum de Gymnasiis ct ge- 
noribus exercitationum apud antiques cele- 
brium, &c. The greatest part of his 
Latin works have been collected in 2 
vol. fol. Lyezs, 1582. He was brother 
to Francis Joubert, chief justice of 
Montpellier, and left a son, Isaac 
Joubert, who wrote a= {ps/rg y for the 
French orthography, and translated 
some of his father's works. 

JOUVRERT (Francis) a priest of 
Montpellier, Whose father was syndic 
of the states of Languedoc, which 
office he himself held before he be- 
came an ecclesiastic, author of an 
explanation of Josephus, tazmo.; Ca- 
ractere evzentiel aux Prophetes, tzmo.; 
Lettres wr {Interpretation des Saintes 
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Feritures, 12m0,; Explanations of the 
prophecies of Jeremia, Ezekiel, Daniel, 
5 vol. r2mo.; of the Minor Prophets 
6 vol. t2mo.; of the Revelations, 2 vol. 
amo. His attachment to the Janse. 
nists occasioned his being confined six 
weeks in the bastile on false suspicions. 
He died 1763, aged 74. 

JOUBERT (Joseph) a Jesuit, author 
af a good French and Latin Ditionary, 
4t0. He died about 1724. 

TOVIAN (Flaviut Claudius Jovianui) 
hora about 3zzt, at Singidon in Panno- 
nia, son of count Varronianus. He 
was elected emperor on the death of 
Julian tie Apestate 363, and immedi- 
ately made peace with the Persians; 
which peace appearing disgraceful and 
prejudicial to the empire, exposed him 
to raillery from the Pagan historians, 
Jovian obliged his soldiers to become 
Christians, shut up the idol temples, 
restored peace to the church, and re- 
called St. Athanasius, with the other 
exiled bishops. But his happy reign 
was of short continuance; he was sul- 
focated in his bed at Dadastana, be- 
tween Galatia and Bithynia, by the 
smoke of some coals which had been 
Kindled in his chamber, February 17, 
364, aged 33, having reigned only ge- 
ven months and twenty days. His life 
has been written by the abbe dela 
Bletterie, 2 vol. tzmo. 

JOUIN (Nicholas) a native of 
Chartres, and banker at Paris, in which 
city he died, February 22, 1757, aged 
73. He left, Proces contre les Feuites 
(Ambrose Guys), &c. 1750, tazmo.; 
Les Sarce/ade: ; Satires in verse, in fa- 
vour of Jansenism, the first of which 
have more poignancy than the $uc- 
ceeding ones; Le Portefeuille du Diable; 
a Supplement to Philotauus, collected 
1764, 2 vol. 12mo. - 

JOVINIAN, a Milanese monk, and 
famous heresiarch of the 4th century, 
who maintained that fasting, and other 
penitential works, had no merit, nor 
the virgin State any advantage over 
that of marriage; that Christ's body 
was only a phantasm, and that his mo- 
ther did not remain a virgin after he 
was born. Jovinian, having quitted his 
convent, went to Rome, where he per- 
suaded several devoted virgins to marry, 
asking if they were better than Sarah, 

Susanna, and so many other married 
women, who are praised in the Holy 
Scriptures. 
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Scriptures. St. Augustine and St. Je- 
rome wrote forcibly Against him, He 
was condemned by pope Syricus, and 
by a council which St. Ambrose held 
at Milan 390; and, being at length ba- 
nished by the emperor Theodosius, and 
afterwards by the emperor Honorious, 
died miserably about 412. 

JOVIUS (Panl) a celebrated histo- 
ran of the 16th century, born at Como 
in Lombardy, who at first practised 
physic, but was afterwards bishop of 
Nocera, He wished earnestly for the 
bishopric of Como, but pope Paul III. 
teſused him. He had, however, a large 
pension granted him by king Francis I, 
which the constable de Montmorenci 
reduced in the reign of Henry II. 
Krantome says, in the 31st book of his 
history, Le dit Paul ayant en la rognure 
de 3a pension, ze mit ainsi d debagoules 
contre mondit Sieur le connetable, et à en 
dire pis que pendre, The , Pan, under- 
starnding that his pension awas curtailed, 
broke forth in absurd speeches against my 
aforesaid Sieur the constable, and abused 
him in the grossest manner. Paul Jovins 
died, October 11, 1552, at Florence, 
aged 69, leaving a History in 45 books, 
ending at the year 1544, Florence, 1550, 
and 1552, 2 vol, fol.; Panegyrics on 
great Men; a Treatize on Devices; Lives 
of illustrious Men; Tractatus de Pixcibus 
Komanis; Deseriptio Britannia, Scotia, Hi- 
berniz, Orcadum, Moschoviz, et Larii La- 
cus; a Dialogue on the German Mur; 
Lives of the twelve Viiceuats and Princes 
Milan; and many other works, 
which were collected at Basil, 1578, 
6 vol. fol. bound in three. The learned 
do not much value his history, behev- 
ing his pen to have been a venal one, 
and that he wrote according as aver- 
sion or favour guided it. Benedict Jo. 
vius, his brother, left a History of the 
Swiss, and other works. He must not 
be confounded with his great nephew, 
named also Paul Jovius, who dis- 
tinguished himself at the council of 
Trent, where he made a remarkable 
speech on the subject of residence. He 
Was a good poet, and died 1582. 

JOURDAN (Raimond) viscount de 
St. Antoine, in Querci. After en- 
gaging in the service of Raimond Be- 
renger, count de Provence, he devoted 
himself to Provengal poetry, for which 
he had a peculiar talent, and wrote se- 
Veral poetical pieces for Mabille de 


ob 


Riez, with whom he fell in love; but” 
despairing of a return of his passion 
from that illustrious and virtuous lady, 
he determined to fly from her. He ac» 
cordingly took the cross against Rai- 
mond, earl of Toulouse; but, a report 
being spread that he was killed in this 
expedition, Mabille was so deeply af- 
flicted at the news, that she died in 
consequence. The viscount, at his re- 
turn, raised a colossal statue of marble 
to her in the abbey of Montmajonr at 
Arles, took the religious habit there, 
renounced poetry, and died about 1206, 
Before his retirement he had written 
Traite de Lon Fontammary de las donnas: 
He had been a great warrior, and a 
good poet. 

JOUVENCI, or rather JOUVAN- 
CEY (Joseph de) a celebrated jesuit, 
born September 14, 1643, at Faris. He 
taught rhetoric with uncommon repu- 
tation at Caen, la Fleche, and Paris, 
but was invited to Rome, 1669, that 
he might continue The History of the 
Jemits with more freedom, than he 
could have done in France, and died in 
that city May 29, 1739, aged 76. His 
principal works are, Two volumes of 
Latin Speeches, 12mo.; a small tract 
entitled, De ratione discend? et docendi, 
much esteemed ; Nes, in Latin, on 
Perseus, Jubenal, Terence, Horace, May- 
tial, Ovid's Metamorphozes, &c. The 
fifth part of the Hzztory of the Jesuits, 
in Latin, from 1591 to 1616, fol. It is 
a supplement to Fathers Orlandino, 
Sacchini, and Poussines. (v. ORLAN- 
DIN). All Jouvenci's works are 
written in pure Latin, and in this con- 
sists their principal excellence. His 
Histery of the Jemiti, in which” he un- 
dertakes to iy his brother, Pere 
Guignard, who was hanged, by sen- 
tence of parliament, on account of 
Chatel's infamous attempt, and to re- 
present him as a martyr, being printed 
at Rome, 1710, fol. made much noise, 
and was condemned by two decrees of 
the parliament of Paris; one, Feb. 22, 
1713; the other, March 24th the same 
year. This last sentence suppres es the 
work, and contains the declaration 
Which had been demanded from the 
Jesuits. Several pieces appeared on 
this occasion against P. Jouvenci's his- 
tory, 1713, tamo. | 

JOUVENOT (John) an ingenious 
French painter, born April 12, 1644, at 

HUH 2 Rouen. 
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Rouen. Laurence Jouvenot, his fa- 
ther, who was also a painter, sent him 
to Paris to improve his genius for 
drawing. He acquired great skill there 
in a Short time; was employed by M 
le Brun, first painter to the king, and 
past through all the offices in the aca» 
demy of painting. Thas artist's talent 
was for painting on a large scale, and 
in spacious places. His four great 
pieces at St Martin des Champs, and 
his Twelve Apostles at the Invalids, 
are well Known. He also painted 
great numbers of portraits. Losing the 
use of his right hand from a palsy, 
he accustomed himselt to work with 
the other; and it was with his left 
hand that he painted the picture called 
the Magnificat in the church of Notre 
Dame. lie is accused ot having ne- 
gleted colouring. He died April 5, 
1717, aged 73. 

JOUY (Lewis Francis de) advocate 
to the parkament, and employed in 
the affairs of the clergy. He died 1771, 
aged 8 He was author of, Les Prin 
pes des Dies, 1776, 12m. ; a Col- 
le ction of eu de Reglemens, 1782, 4tO.; 
A Supplement te the Croil = we, fol.; 
Principes wy {ts Doorts des (rad. 3%, 12m0.z 
Conferences des Urdornances E cc!rxiastique 5, 
1783, 40. 

TOYEUVSE (William, viscount de) 
marechal of France, younger son of 
John de Joyeuse, governor of Nar- 
bonne, descended from one of the best 
and most ancient French families. He 
was designed for the ecclesiastical pro- 
fess.0n, ard even had the bishopric of 
Aleth; but afterwards entering the 
army, was made marechal of France 
by Henry III. He died 1892. 

TJOYEUSE (Anne de) duke, peer, 
and admiral of France; first gentle- 
man of the bedchamber, and governor 
of Normandy; son of William de ſoy- 
euse, mentioned in the preceding ar- 
ticle He was among the principal fa- 
vourites of king Henry the Third, who 
married him to Margaret of Lorraine, 
younger sister of queen Louisa, his 
wife; at which marriage enormous 
sams were spent. In 1586, Joyeuse 
com manded an army against the Hugue- 
nots in Guienne, where he gained some 
v:Rorics, and would give no quarter to 
3 detachment which he surprised at 

ont St Noli: but this step cost him 
his life; for, having lost the battle of 
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Coutras, October 20, 1587, the Hugue. 
nots Killed him in cold blood, crying, 
Mont St. Elei, though he offered a hun. 
dred thousand crowns for his life. This 
very marechal de Joyeuse, who was 80 
cruel when armed in the field, was 
mild and generous in private life. Hay. 
ing one day made two secretaries of 
state wait a long time in the King's 
anti-chamber, he begged their pardon, 
giving them, at the same time, a hun- 
dred thousand crowns, which had just 
been presented to him by the king. 
He left no poxerity. 

JOYEUSE (Francis de) a celebrated 

cardinal, brother of the preceding, 

born June 24, 1552, and carefully in. 
structed in the sciences. He was $uc- 
cessively archbishop of Narbonne, Tou- 
louse, and Rouen; entrusted with the 
most important affairs by Henry III. 
Henry IV. and Louis XIII.; univer- 
Sally esteemed for his wisdom, pru- 
dence, and skill in public business, 
and died at Avignon, dean of the 
cardinals, August 27, 1615, aged 5$;, 
after having founded a seminarv at 
Rouen, a house for the Jesuits at Pon- 
toise, and another at Dieppe for the 
fathers of the Oratory. 

JOYEUSE (Henry de) duke, peer, 
and marechal of France, brother of 
the preceding, born 1367, He dis- 
tinguished himself at first in the army, 
but turned capuchin after his wife's 
death 1587, and made profession by 
the name of father Age. The year 
foilowing, having undertaken to go to 
Chartres, and solicit the king's retura 
to his capital, he went in procession 
crowned with thorns, bearing a cross, 
and singing psalms and litanies. Hen- 
ry III. who was at Vespers, was moved 
at the sight of father Ange in this si- 
tuation, for he was naked to the waist, 
and two capuchins scourged him se- 
verely : but this pious farce only ended 
in some ill-timed jests. He remained 
in the capuchin order till 1592, when 
his brother, Anthony Scipio, com- 
mander for the League in Languedoc, 
being drowned in the Tarn, the lords 
ot that province, who belonged to tlie 
League, obliged him to head them. 
Having obtained from the pope such 
dispeusations as were necessary, through 
the interest of his brother, cardinal de 
Joyeuse, he Supported the League in 
Languedoc ill 1595, when, being re- 
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conciled to Henry IV. he received the 
marechal's staff. Four years after this, 
being moved by his mother's tears, the 
zeproaches of his own conscience, and 
zome rather violent expressions which 
the King used to him, he returned to 
the capuchins at Paris, preached very 
;calously a few days after, and passed 
the rest of his life in that order, de- 
voted to the practice of virtue. He 
died September 27, 1608, at Rivoli, 
near Turin, aged 41. He married the 
duke d'Epernon's sister, by whom he 
lad a daughter, Henrietta Catharine, 
who married the duke de Montpensier 
1:99, the duke of Guise 1611, and 
died 1656, aged 71. M. de Callere has 
written his life, 12mo. 

OYEUSE (John Armand, marquis 
1 marechal of France, second son of 
Anthony Francis de Joyeuse, count de 
Grandpre, of the same family as the 
preceding. He distinguished himself 
in several sieges and battles, from 1648 
to 1697; commanded the left wing at 
the battle of Nerwinde, and was go— 
vernor of Metz, Toul, and Verdun, 
1703. He died at Paris, July 1, 1710, 
aged 79, leaving no family. 

IPHLANASSA, daughter of Prætus, 
metamorphosed into a cow, with her 
sisters, for having preferred her fa- 
ther's palace to that of Jupiter. 

[PHICLUS, son of Philacus and Pe- 
riclemena, and uncle of Jason, remark - 
able for his agility. There was ano- 
ther Iphiclus, Amphitryon's son; and 
another, who went to the siege of 
Troy, and was father of Protesilaus. 

IPHICRATES, a famous general of 
the Athenians, who commanded their 
forces at 20 years of age 395 A. C. and 
was equal to any general of his time 
for his strict adherence to military dis- 
cipline, and changed the whole armour 
of his soldiers to advantage. He fought 
against the Thracians, restored Teu- 
theus, an ally of the Athenians, and 
attacked the Lacedemonians 390 A. C. 
Many ingenious and witty repartees are 
ascribed to this general. A man, who 
had nothing to boast of but nobility, 
reproaching him one day with his 
mean birth, being only a shoemaker's 
Son, I all be the first of my race, re- 
plied Iphicrates, and thou wilt be the last 
of thine. He married the daughter of 
Cotys, king of Thrace, and was living 
380 A. C. 


hours after. 
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IPHIGENIA, daughter of Agamem- 
non and Clytemnestra, led as a $acri- 
lice to Diana's altar ; that goddess, ac- 
cording to the fable, refusing to be 
otherwise appeased, because Agamem- 
non had Killed one of her stags : but, 
just as she was about to be sacrificed, 
Diana relented, and put a doe in her 
place. Iphigenia, being afterwards a 
priestess in Taurica, saved her brother 
Orestes, who went thither to purify 
himself from his parricide, Some 
learned men think that this fable ori- 
ginated from the sacriſice of Jephtha's 
daughter, 

IPHIS, daughter of Lygdus and Te- 
lethusa, Her father had ordered that 
She should be exposed, not choosing to 
have a daughter; but her mother 
dressing her as a boy, Lygdus educated 
his child, and engaged to marry her to 
Janthe. Telethusa, much perplexed 
by this intended marriage, prayed for 
help to the goddess Isis, who changed 
Iphis into a man. There was another 
Iphis, prince of Cyprus, who hanged 
himself in despair, on being slighted 
by Anaxerete. 

IPHITUS, son of Praxonides, and 
King of Elis in Peloponnesus. He was 
contemporary with Lycurgus, and reviv- 
ed the Olympic games 442 years after 
their institution by Hercules, This is 
supposed to have been about 884 A. C. 
that is to gay 108 years before the 
epoch of the vulgar Olympiads, which 
is 776 A. C. 

IPHIT Us, son of Eurytus, king of 
CEchala., Hercules threw him from 
the top of a tower, after killing Eury- 
tus. 2 

IRENE, an Athenian, empress of 
Constantinople, celebrated for her 
beauty, policy, and ambition, She 
married Leo IV. emperor of the East, 
769, and governed, after his death, 
with great prudence, during the ming- 
rity of her son Constantine VIII. Irene 
caused the second council general of 
Nice to be held againit the Jconoclasta, 
and continued to govern till 790, when 
Constantine deprived her of all autho- 
rity, and made himself many enemies 
by his vices and debaucheries, The 
empress, taking advantage of his ill 
conduct, rose against him, had him 
seized 797, and his eyes put out, in 
consequence of which he died a few 
This barbarous action left 
her 
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her the sole possession of the throne of 
Constantinople till 802, when Nice- 
phorus, being proclaimed emperor, ba- 
nished her to the isle of Mytelene, 
where she died, August 9, $03. Char- 
lemagne had offered to marry this prin- 
cess, but she had the art to amnse him 
with vain hopes. Her history has deen 


written by the abbe Mignot, 1762,

IREN.AEUS (St) a celebrated bishop 
of Lyons, horn in Greece about 140. 
He was Papia's and St. Potycarp's dis- 
ciple, who had been taught by St. John 
the Evangelist: nor did Irenzus ever 
forget the instructions he received in 
his youth from St. Polycarp. Hes ac- 
tions and words, Says he, are $277] ra- 
ven on my heart, odere they remain der 
fresh, and & er precent ; may God grant me 
grace incessantly te teten them in my 
mirrd, St. Irenzus is supposed to have 
de en sent into Gaul by St. Folycarp 157. 
He stopt at Lyons, officrated there as a 
priest, and was deputed to pope Elev- 
therius at Rome in 178, where he dis- 
puted again:t Valentine, and two of 
that heresiarch's followers, named Flo- 
rinns and Blastus, Whose errors he al- 
$ refuted in his writings. Returning 
to Lyons, he succeeded St. Pothinus, 
d:shop of that city, and became chief 
of the Gaultsh bishops, whom he go- 
verned with great zeai and prety. On 
the death of St. Elentherms, à great 


dispute arose between pope Victor, his 


successor, and the Astatic hishops, re- 
specting the celebration of Faster, the 
latter maintaining that it should be on 
the 14th of the March moon, whatever 
day of the week it night de; white 
Victor, and the Western bishops, with 
several other Churches, held, that this 
festival ought never to de celebrated 
but on a Sunday. Se Irenzus wrote 2a 
letter on the occasron to pope Victor, 
in the name of the Gauhsh churches, 
m which he told kim, that, thougb he 
celebrated Easter himself on a Sunday, 
be could not approve his design of ex- 
communicating whole Churches, be- 
cause they observed a different custom; 
which letter restored peace, and in- 
duced Victor, and his successors, to 
leave the Asiatics undisturbed. Little 
er nothing is known of St. TIrenzus 
from this time till bis death: he suf- 
fered martyrdom for the Christian 
faith in 202, under Severus. Of the 
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numerous works he had written in 
Greek, we have none remaining but a 
very barbarous Latin version of his gys 
books againit Heretics, some Greek 
fragments, quoted by different authors, 
and the letter to pope Victor mentioned 
by Eusebius. They are in the Library 
of the Fathers. The best editions of 
these works are by Grabe 1702, and 
Pere Masuet 1710, fol.; since which 
M. Pfaffer has published four frag. 
ments, Greek and Latin, Hague, 1715, 
$vo. St. Irenzvs writes in a close, for- 
eidle, and clear style, though plain 
and little elevated; but his works con- 
tain so much learning, that Tertulhan 
says of him, Feat ommium dhetrinarum 
enrioous expiratory. Six very curious and 
noefult Dizcerratiors, for understanding 
this father, have been published by 
Dodwell. St. Irenzus relates several 
particulars concerning the life of Christ, 
not mentioned by the Evangetiets, 
which he doubtless learnt from his 
conversations with St. Polycarp, ang 
ot her contemporanes with the Apostles. 
He asserts, that our Saviour lived to de 
above 40, and that St. Matthew wrote 
his Gospel in Hebrew. He excuses the 
mcest of Lot's daughters, and has 
the Millenarian doctrine, which was 
not condemned by the Church till long 
after his time; proves clearly, thas 
there are hut four authentic Gospeb; 
and that, desides Scripture, it is ne- 
cessary to have vecourse to tradition, 
which is preserved and taught in the 
Church. Dom. Gervaise has written 


his life, 2 vol. 12mo. He must de dis- 


tinguished from St. Irenzus the dea- 
con, who suffered martyrdom in Tus- 
cany under Aurelian 275; and from 
St. Lrenzns, bdishop of Sirmich, mar- 
tyred March 25, 304, during the per- 
Secution by Dioctesian and Maximan. 
FRETON, Cromwell's $0n-mm-Jaw, 
tak en prisoner at Naseby, but restored 
immediately to his liberty, the king 
being forced to give up the prisoners 
on losing that battle. He was com- 
mander in Ireland when Cromwell 
was recalled from thence by the par- 
hament 1650; caught a pexHential fe- 
ver at the Siege of Limeric, died 2651, 
and was buried with the royal family 
at Westminster; but his corpse being 
taken up 1660, was hang on a gatlows 
at Tyburn, from ten in the morning 
till evening, with those of 8 
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and Bradshaw, and then buried under- 
neath. His widow married Fleetwood, 
His father had the generosity to refuse 
a pension of 2000 l. offered him by par- 
liament, saying, they had better think 
of paying their debts than of being li- 
beral with the public money, 

IRIS, daughter of umas of Elec- 
tra, and sister of the” Harpies. She 
was Juno's messenget, according to the 
table, as Mercury was Jupiter's. 1, 
in Greek, signities the Rainbew; and 
Thaumas, Admiration; from whence the 
poets have tak en occasion to personity 
them. ; 

IRNERIUS, WERNERIUS, or GU- 
ARNERUS, a celebrated German law- 
yer in the 12th century, or, as others 
say, a Milanese, who after having stu- 
died at Constantinople, taught at Ra- 
venna. A dispute arising between 
him and his companions about the 
word al, he searched for its meaning 
in the books of the Roman law, and 
acquiring by this means a taste for that 
science, studied, and afterwards taught 
it at Bologna, 1128. He had many 
pupils, became the father of the com- 
mentaators, and was called Lucerna 
juris. Thus was he the restorer of the 
Roman law, and had great credit in 
Italy with the princess Matilda, Being 
chancellor to the emperor Lotharius, 
he persuaded him to restore Justinian's 
law to it's original authority at the 

bar, and order the code and the digest, 

to be read in the schools. lrnerins was 
the first who professed this law in 
Italy, and who introduced the cere- 
mony of a doctor's degree in the law 
schools, which custom spread over 
Europe, and was adopted by the di- 
vinity schools. Peter Lombard is com- 
monly supposed to have been the first 
doctor admitted by the university of 
Paris. Irnerius died before 11 50, and 
was buried at Bologna, where he had 
taught law with reputation. 

IRUROSQUE (Peter) a learned Do- 
minican of Navarre, admitted doctor 
of the Sorbonne, 1297, who lost his 
sight by too great application to study. 
His principal work is an evangelical 
harmony, entitled, Series Ewvangelit, 
1557, fol, 

ISAAC, i. e. Layghter, a celebrated 
Patriarch, son of Abraham and Sarah, 
born 1896, A.C. his mother being at 
that time ninety, and his father an 
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hundred years old. He was named 
Isaac, because Sarah had laughed when 
an angel announced to her that she 
should have a son. God had before 
made the same promise to Abraham, 
assuring him that a son should be born 
to him in his old age, from whom 
many Kings were to descend, and a 
great nation, which should never be 
destroyed; which divine prediction 
has been accomplished in the Jews, 
from the time of Abraham to this day. 
Isaac was tenderly beloved by his pa- 
rents, being an only son, and the child 
of their old age; but the Lord to try 
Abraham's faith, commanded him to 
offer up the youth as a sacrifice to him, 
1871, A. C. when he was twenty fve 
years old. The holy patriarch bad 
lifted up his arm to slay his son on 
Mount Moriah, when God moved by 
his obedience and piety, stopt him by 
an angel, and caused him to offer up a 
ram, instead of Isaac. Abraham mar- 
ried Isaac to Rebekah, 18 56, A. C. by 
whom he had twins, Jacob and Esau, 


and being afterwards forced by a fa- 


mine to quit his country, went to 
Gerar, into the dominions of Abime- 
lech, King of the Philistines, (v. ABI- 
MELECH,) where God loaded him 
with blessings. Isaac quitting this 
country, retired to Beer-sheba, where 
he blessed Jacob and Esau, and died 
1716, A C. aged 180. 


ISAAC (St.) a famous Solitary of 


Constantinople, in the 4th century. 
He built a cell near that city, and 


foretold to Valens, who was marching 


against the Goths, that he would never 
return from his expedition; at which 
that prince being enraged, sent him to 
prison, and threatened to put him to 
death when he came back. The holy 
Solitary's prediction was however ful- 
filled, for he was killed in battle, 
August 9, 378. St. Isaac was present 
at the council of Constantinople, 381; 
he had many disciples, and died about 
the end of the 4th century. 

ISAAC COMNENUS, emperor of 
Constantinople, who usurped the throne 
of Michael Stratonicus, June 8, 1057. 
He did not answer the expectations 
which had been formed of his prudence 
and courage, but made himself odious 
by avarice and cruelty; till having re- 
Signed the empire to Constantine Du- 
cas, in preference to his brother John, 


and 
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and his nephew Theodore, November 
25, 10589, he retired to a monastery, 
where he gave proofs of exemplary 
piety. | 

ISAAC ANGELUS, taken from the 
church of Sancta Sophia, and pro- 
claimed emperor, September 12, 1185, 
in the place ot Andronicus Comnenus, 
whom he put to a cruel death. His 
negligence and debauchery made his 
reign unhappy, and he was dethroned, 
April 10, 1195, by his brother Alexius 
Angelus, who ordered his eyes to be 
put out. He re-ascended the throne 
on the death of Alexius, but died soon 
after, 1204. 

ISAAC LEVITA (John) a learned 
Jew of the 16th century, who turned 
Christian, and taught Hebrew at Co- 
logn. He detended strongly the au- 
thenticity of the Hebrew text, and 
proved with great learning against 
William Lindanus that it has not been 
corrupted by the Jews. 

ISABELLA, or ELIZABETH of 
Castile, daughter of John II. married 
Ferdinand, king of Arragon, and Suc- 
ceeded her brother Henry IV. 1474. 
Her niece Jane was set up in opposi- 


tion to her, but she kept the throne 


by her courage, and her husband's 
forces. She possessed all the virtues 
of a monarch, and a good patr:ot, but 
they were obscured by the devotion of 
that age, which induced her to esta- 
blish the Inquisition. To this queen 
were owing the conquest of Grenada, 
and the discovery of America. Spam 
los: her in 1504. Her daughter Jane 
married the archduke, Philip te Farr, 
dy whom she had Charles V. who in- 
herited the kingdoms of Spain, and 
the wealth of the house of Burgundy.

IS AEEAU, or ELIZABETH of Ba- 
varia, wife of Charles VI. married 
138 5. Her union with the duke ot Or- 
Jans making the king jealous, he sent 
her as a prisoner to Tours; the dau- 
phin was concerued in this banishment, 
and was punished for it, as well as the 
constable &'Armagne, who had urged 
the king to send her away. His ma- 
jesty falling sick, the queen took that 
opportunity of returning to court, and 
joined with the duke of Burgundy; 
the consable and his party were mur- 
deted, the dauphin excluded from all 
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succession, particularly to the crown 


ot France, and Henry V. King of 
England, the King's son-in-law, was 
declared heir to it. After the death 
of Charles VI. the queen, hated by the 
French, and despised by the Englis} 
died of vexation, 1335. | : 

IS EUS, a celebrated Grecian orato; 
of Chalcis in Syria, disciple of Lysias, 
and master of Demosthenes. He taught 
rhetoric with reputation at Athens, 
about 344, A. C. and sixty four orations 
are attributed to him, but he composed 
only fifty, and we have but ten of 
them remaining in the Greet Oratert of 
Stephens, 1575, fol. Isæus took Lysias 
for his model, and has so well imi. 
tated his style and elegance, that he 
might be easily confounded with the 
other, but tor the figures of speech, 
which Isxus is the first orator who 
makes frequent use of. He was als 
the first who applied eloquence to po- 
litical subjects, in which his pupil De- 
mosthenes followed him. He must be 
distinguished from another celebrated 
orator named Isæus, who lived at 
Rome in the time of the younger Pliny, 
about 97. 

ISAIAH, or ESAIAS, first of the 
four great prophets, son of Amos, of 
the royal house of David. He prophe- 
Sied in the days of Uzziah, Jotham, 
Ahaz, and Hezekiah, from 735, to 687, 
A C. when he was put to death by Ma- 
nasseh in a very advanced age. His 
prophecy 1s in Hebrew, and contains 
sixty six chapters, written in a grand, 
lofty, sublime style, with uncommon 
energy and eloquence. He speaks $0 
clearly of Christ and his church, that 
he has always .appeared rather like an 
historian, who relates events already 
past, than as a man who foretold such 
as were to be accomplished so many 
ages after. Vitringa has written some 
excellent commentaries on this pro- 
phet, 2 vol. fol. 

ISANMRERT (Nicholas) a native of 
Orleans, an eminent doRor, and pro- 
fessor of the Sorbonne, where he 
taught divinity a long time in the 
Schools with uncommon reputation. 
He was a man of sincere piety, and 
decided cases of conscience with great 
zjadgemert and ability. He died May 
14. 1642, in the Sorbonne, aged 77, 
leaving a valuable Commentary en the 
Sammary y S. Tama, 6 vol. fol. 
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1SAURE (Clemence) a lady of Tou- 
touse, eminent for her genius and vir- 
tue, who lived towards the end of the 
14th century, and established the Floral 
games, which are celebrated annually 
at Toulouse in May, when a speech is 
made in her praise, and her marble 
statue in the Town Hall crowned with 
flowers. Catel pretends that Cn n 
laure is a fictitious name, and an ima— 
ginary person, and that the Floral 
eames were instituzed 1323, by seven 
inhabitants of Toulouse; but Dom. 
Vaissette, in his history of Languedoc, 
tom. 4. p. 198, and 365, proves that

ISELIN; Ts/ius (James Christopher) 
one of the most learned men of the 
Sch century, in profane and ecclesi— 
astical antiquities, born July 12, 1631, 
at Basil, of a family which has pro- 
duced many persons of merit. Atter 
pursuipg his Studies with great success, 
te was appointed professor of history 
and rhetoric, at Marpurg, 1704, but 
was recalled to Basil, 1707, to teach 
his:ory and antiqu:ties, and made pro- 
fessor of divinity there, 1711, He 
went to Paris, 1817, where he acquired 
the esteem and friendship of the learn- 
ed. He proposed to visit England and 
liolland, but the university of Basil 
chusing him tector, he was obliged to 
return to his native place. The aca- 
demy of inscriptions and belles lettres 
at Paris, soon after admitted him an 
honorary member, in the place of M. 
Cuper. M. Iselin was also librarian at 
Basil, and died April 14, 1737, aged 
56, leaving several works, the prin- 
cipal among which are, De Gallis Rhe- 
num transeuntibus, Carmen Heroicum, 1696, 
to.; a pamphlet, De Historicis Latiniz 
melicris avi Diwsertatio, 1697, 4to. and 
several Dissertations and Speeches on dif- 
ferent occasions. 

ISH-BOSHETH, youngest son of 
Saul, reigned seven years and a half 
over ten tribes of Israel, after his fa- 
ther's death, 1055, A.C. but having 
displeased Abner, chief captain, and 
general of his army, to whom he owed 
VOL, II. : 
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his crown, Abner joined David's party, 
and made him King of the ten tribes, 
1048, A. C. Some time after, two 
Benjamites having murdered 1sh-bo- 
Sheth in his bed, carried his head to 
David; but this prince ordered them 
both to be killed, and that Ish-bosheth 
should be honourably buried. 
ISHMAEL, son of Abraham and 
Hagar, born 1910, A. C. when Abraham 
was 86 years old. He was cast out of 
his father's house with Hagar, at 
Sarah's solicitation, and brought up in 
the wilderness, after being protected 
by an angel. He married an Egyptian 
woman, and had by her twelve sons, 
who became very powerful. Ishmael 
died 1773, A C. aged 137. The Ara. 
bians, Hagarenes, Ishmaelites, Sara- 
cens, and some other nations are de- 
scended from him, and Mahomet in the 
Koran glories in being of his race. 
ISHMAEL II. Sophi of Persia, sue- 
ceeded Tachmas, 1576. He was taken 
from prison to ascend the throne, and 


supported himself upon it by murder- 


ing eight of his brothers, but was poi- 
Soned by asister, because she sau him 
too much attached to the sect of Omar, 
which is considered by the Persians as 
heretical. 

ISIDORE of Alexandria, (St.) a cele- 
brated Solitary, born in Egypt, about 
318, who spent several years in the 
solitude of Thebais, and the desert of 
Nitria. St. Athanasius ordained him 
priest, and charged him to receive the 
poor and strangers, from which he has 
been called Isidore the Hoipitaller, He 
lived in an austere manner, studied 
continually, and zealously defended 
the memory and writings of St. Atha- 
nasius against the Arians; but having 
at length a dispute with Theophilus of 
Alexandria, was driven from the de- 
sert of Nitria, and from Palestine, with 
thirty more Solitaries, and taking re- 
fuge at Constantinople, 400, was very 
kindly received by St. John Chrysos- 
tom; which circumstance occasioned 
Theophilus to oppose that holy doctor. 
Isidore died at Constantinople, 403, 
aged 85.

whom she taught navigation, religious 
worship, and agriculture,. and was 
therefore honoured as a goddess. Her 
mysteries wereforbidden to be revealed, 
but supposed to be the same as those 
of Io and Cybele; they were frequently 
prohibited at Rome. In heathen times 
there was a temple, and priests conse- 
crated to Isis, in the territory of Paris, 
where she was worshipped as goddess 
of the earth; and her image was pre- 
served in a corner of the church of St. 
Germain-des-Prez, till 1514, when 
cardinal Brigonnet, then abbot of that 
monastery, had it broken in pieces, 
on finding that some women had 
through ignorance, offered wax tapers 
to it. Isis is represented with a tower 
on her head, lions by her side, and a 
cistern in her hand, nearly the same as 
Cybele. 

ISO0C RATES, one of the greatest 
Grecian orators, born 436, A. C at 
Athens. His father Theodorus, who 
had become rich by making musical 
instruments, was very attentive to his 
education, and he was among the dis- 
ciples of Prodicus, Gorgias, and other 
creat orators. He attempted at first to 
speak in public, but not succeeding 
well, contented himself with instruct- 
ing pupils, and making private ha- 
rangues. Isocrates always discovered 
great love for his country, and when 
he heard that the battle of Cheronæa 
was lost, ate nothing for four days, and 
died of grief and vexation, 338, A.C. 
aged 98. Twenty one excellent Dis- 
courses Or Orations of his remain, which 
have been translated from Greek into 
Latin, by Wolfius. This orator excels 
particularly in harmony of speech, 
zustness of thought, and elegance of 
phrase. Nine letters are also ascribed 
to him. The editions of Isocrates by 
Aldus, 1513, and 1534, fol, are es- 
teemed, as is that of Stephens, 1593, 
and of London, 1748, Svo. 

ISSACHAR, a patriarch, fifth son of 
Jacob and Leah, born 1754, A.C. He 
was head of a tribe of Israel, who de-

ITTIGIUS (Thomas) a learned pro- 
fessor of divinity at Leipsic, son of 
John Ittigius, doctor of philosophy and 
physic, and professor of physic in that 
city, He was minister of several 
churches, assisted in the Leipsic Jour- 
nals, taught a long time with reputa- 
tion, and died April 7, 1710, in his 
sixty seventh year, leaving no children,

ITYS, or ITYLUS,-s0n of Tereus, 
king of Thrace, and Progne, daughter 
of Pandion king of Athens, killed by 
his own mother, who gave him to her 
husband to eat, in revenge for his hav- 
ing carried off her sister Philomela. 

JUAN of Austria, (Don) one of the 
greatest captains in the 16th century, 
natural son of the emperor Charles V. 
born at Ratisbon, 1547, and brought up 
Secretly in the country by the wife of 
Lewis Quixada, high steward of the 
emperor's houshold. Charles V. re- 
vealed this sectet on his death bed to 
his son Philip II. Who educated the 
jou: at court after his father's decease, 
and sent him to Grenada against the 
Moors, 1570. Don Juan was victorious, 
and the following year gained the fa- 
mous naval battle of Lepanto, in which

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the Turks lost 25,000 men. He after. 
wards took Tunis and Biserta, Was ap- 
pointed governor of the Netherlands, 
1576, made himself master of Namur 
and several other places, won a cele- 
brated battle against the allies at Gem. 
blours, and died the same year in his 
camp near Namur, October 1, aged 32, 

JUAN of 4@57riz, born 1629, natural 
son of Philip IV. and Maria Calderona, 
an actress. He was grand prior of Cas. 
tile, commanded the Spanish army in 
Italy, 1647, where he conquered the 
city of Naples, had afterwards the 
command in Flanders, and was ap. 
pointed generalissimo of the forces by 
sea and land against the Portuguese. 
Don Juan thought himself so sure of 
subduing Portugal, that he had a list 
of the troops and artillery which he 
employed on that occasion fixed up at 
Madrid; but his vanity was punished 
at Estremos by an entire defeat. He 
had the chief management of affairs at 
the court of Charles II. and died at 
Madrid, September 17, 1679, aged 50, 

JUAN (Don George) a learned 
Spanish mathematician, knight of 
Malta, and commander of the band of 
gentlemen marine guards, chosen with 
D. Antonia de Ulloa, to attend the 
French academicians, .who went to 
Peru, for the purpose of measuring a 
degree under the equator, in order to 
determine the earth's figure. They 
embarked May 26, 1735, D. Antonio 
de Ulloa undertook the historical part 
of the voyage, which appeared trans- 
lated into French, Amsterdam, 1752, 2 
vol. 4to. and D. George Juan the astro- 
nomical part, who accordingly pub- 
lished a large work on the earth's figure, 
printed in Spanish. On his return he 
went to Paris, 1745, where the aca- 
demy of sciences admitted him a mem- 
ber. He died at Madrid, 1773, leaving 
Several works in Spanish on naval af- 
fairs, a translation of which would be 
use ful. 

]JUBA, king of Mauritania and Nu» 
midia, succeeded his father Hiempsal, 
and joined with Pompey against Cæsar, 
but being defeated by the latter after 
Pompey's death, caused himself to be 
killed by Petreius, the companion of 
his misfortune, 42, A. C. His son Juba 
was carried to Rome, adorned Cæsar's 
triumph, and was educated at the 
court of Augustus, where he became

Augustus married him to Cleopatra 7%

Cleopatra, and made him King of the 
tuo Mauritanias, and part of Getulia. 
_ JUBAL, son of Lamech and Adah, 
said in Scripture to have invented mu- 
sical instruments. 

JUDAH, an ancient patriarch, who 
gave name to the tribe of Judah, and 


the Jewish nation, fourth son of Jacob.

and had by his wife Shuah, a Canaan- 
ite, Er, Onan, and Sheth. When he 
accompanied his brothers into Egypt to

JUDAH HAKKADOSH, i. e. rhe 
Hely Saint, a rabbi, c celebrated for his 
learning, wealth, and genius, said by 
the Jews to have been a friend and 
preceptor to the emperor Antoninus, 
who collected about the middle of the 
second century the constitutions and 
traditions of his predecessors, the Jew- 
ish magistrates and doctors, From 
these he formed a book, called the 
Alizhna, divided into six parts; the first 
treats of agriculture, and seeds; the 
second of feasts; the third of mar- 
riages, and particulars relative to wo- 
men; the fourth of trespasses, interest, 
and all kinds of civil affairs; the fifth 
of sacrifices; and the sixth of legal pu- 
Tification and impurities. This book 
is the text of the Talmud, and forms a 
code of decrees and sentences of the 
ancient jewish magistrates. Surrhe- 
nusius has published a good edition in 
Hebrew and Latin, with notes, 1698, 
3 vol. fol. It is to be wished that the 
Talmud, which is a commentary on the 
Nlislina, and is called the Gemara, was 
also translated into Latin. 

IU DAH CHING, a celebrated rabbi 
of Fez, one of the most learned Jewish 
zrammarians, He lived in the x1th 
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century, and left several Arabic works, 
which are much esteemed. 

JUDAH (Leo) a famous Protestant 
minister of Zurich, born 1482, son of 
a curate. He went into orders, adopted 
the errors of Zuingle, and gained great 
reputation in that sect. He died July 
I9, 1542, at Zurich, aged 60. His 
Latin version of the bibie is joined to 
Vatable's Notes, and he left other 


Works. 


JUDAS MACCABEUS, a cleeates 
Jewish general, son of Mattathias, 
prince of the Jews, who succeeded his 


father, 167, A. C. and displayed extra- 


ordinary valour against the enemies of 
God's people. He conquered in dif- 
ferent battles the most famous generals 
of Antiochus, King of Syria, dex. 
Apollonius, Seron, Ptolemy, Nicanor, 
Gorgias, Lysias, Bacchides, and Alci- 
mus, upon which Antiochus, en- 


raged, marched against Judas Macca- 


beus himself, but - perizhed miserably. 
Judas purified judea from all the abo- 
minations which had been committed 
there, repaired Jerusalem, and made a 
solemn dedication of the temple, 165, 
A.C. in memory of which a feast has 
been celebrated yearly from that time 


amongst the Jews. He also defeated 


the Idumeans, and Ammonites, and 
made an alliance with the Romans, 
but was slain in battle, 161, AC. His 
brothers Simon and Jonathan carried 
his body to Madin, where it was buried 
with great solemnity. 

TUDAS, called Tscarict from his na- 


tive place, a city in the tribe of Ephraim, 
an apostle, by whom Christ was be- 


trayed, His avarice led him to censure 
Magdalen when she anointed our Sa- 
viour's feet with precious aromatics, 
and to deliver up the Son of God to the 
Jews, for thirty pieces of silver; but ke 
afterwards beheld his treachery with 
horror, restored the money to the 
priests, and hung himself in despair. 
The learned are not agreed about the 
value of the thirty pieces which Judas 
received, 

JUDE (st.) an apostle, called also 
Lebbeus and Thaddeus, or the Zealous, 
brother of St. James he Less, related to 
our Saviour according to the flesh. He 
was married and had children, but 
being called to the apostleship followed 
Christ, and said to him at the last 
supper, Lord, how tis it that thou wilt 

manifest 
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manifest thyself unto us, and not unto the 
world ? Jesus answered, If a man love 
me fie will keep my words, and my Father 
ewill love him, and wwe will come unto him, 
and make our abode with him, It is said 


that after St. Jude had received the 


Holy Ghost with the other apostles, he 
preached in Mesopotamia, Arabia, Sy- 
ria, Idumea, and Lybia, and died for 
the faith of Christ about the year 80, at 
Beryta. We have an epistle by him 
written after Jerusalem was taken, and 
intended principally for the converted 
Jews, in which he combats the Nico» 
laitans, Simoneans, Gnostics, and other 
Heretics, who denied the necessity of 
good works; and advises them to re- 
member what the other Apostles had 
written before him. Some ancient 
writers have doubted whether this 
Epistle be genuine, because the apo- 
cryphal book of Enoch is quoted in 
it; but that doubt was of short dura- 
tion, it being acknowledged that this 
quotation is no more a proof against 
the authenticity of 5t. Jude's Epistle, 
than St. Paul's quotations from the pro- 
fane poets are a proof that the Epistles 
which contain them are not canonical, 

JUDEX (Matthew) one of the prin- 
cipal writers of the Centuries of Magde- 
bourg, Basil, 1552 to 1574, 13 tom. in 
8 vol. fol. born September 21, 1528, at 
Tippolswolde in Misnia. He taught 
theology with great reputation in his 
communion, but experienced many 
vexations in the exercise of his office 
as a minister. He died May 15, 1564, 
at Rostock, leaving several works. 

JUDITH, a celebrated jewish he- 
roine of the tribe of Simeon, who be- 
ing left a rich, young, and very beau- 
titul widow by her husband Manasseh, 
spent the years of her widowhood at 
Bethulia, and fasted in sackcloth till 
Holofernes, general of Nabuchodono- 
sor, king of Assyria, besieged the city 
about 636 A. C. Judith then went to 
his tent, supped with him, and after- 
wards taking his sward, beheaded him 
with it while he slept, and, by this 


heroic action, delivered Bethulia and 


the jewish nation, A solemn feast 
was celebrated on the occasion, and the 

ews remained in perfect peace during 
Idi life, who died at the age of

IVELLUS, or JUELLUS. v. JEWEL, 

 JUENNIN (Gaspard) a learned di- 
vine of the congregation of the Ora. 
tory, born 1650, at Varembon in Bresse, 
in the diocese of Lyons, who taught 
theology in several houses of the Ora. 
tory, and in the seminary de St. Ma- 
gloire, at Paris, where he died Decem- 
ber 16, 1713, aged 63. His principal 
works are, a Treatise on the Sacraments, 
2 vol. fol. in Latin; Theological Institu- 
tions, 7 vol. 12mo, Latin. This last 
was condemned at Rome, and by M, 
Godet, bishop of Chartres, and cardi- 
nal de Bissy, as reviving the errors of 
Jansenius. Cardinal de Noailles also 
prohibited. it in his diocese, but was 


tion given him by the author, P. Ju- 
ennin wrote against the mandates of 
M. Godet and cardinal de Bissy ; which 
two apologetical defences have been 
published in 12mo, without any name, 
He also left an abridged System of Divi- 
nity, by question and answer, for the 
use of persons going to be examined 
for holy orders; La Theorie practique des 
Sacremens, 3 vol. 12mo. without the 
author's name; Theolugie Morale, 6 vol, 
12Mo.; Cas de Conscience zur la Vertu de 
Justice, et d' Equite), 4 vol. 12mo. 
IVES (St.) Yves, Ive, a celebrated 
bishop of Chartres, born in the 11th 
century, of a noble family in the terri- 
tory of Beauvais, He was Lanfranc's 
pupil, the prior of Bec; and dis- 
tinguished himself so much by his 
piety and learning as to be appointed 
abbot, and afterwards bishop, of 
Chartres, 1092, Ives strongly opposed 
king Philip I. who had left his wife, 


Montfort, wife of Foulques le Rechin, 
earl of Anjou. He governed his dio- 
cese with great prudence, and success- 
fully promoted ecclesiastical discipline 
there. He died December 23, 1115, 
aged 80, leaving a collection of Eccle- 
Siastical Decrees, numerous Epistles, and 
other very. valuable works, printed at 
Paris, 1647, fol. 
IVETAUX (Nicholas Vanquelin, 
seigneur des) born of a respectable fa- 
mily at /a Fresnaze, a castle near Fa- 
laise. He discovered early a taste for 
poetry and the belles lettres, and, after 
having 
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having distinguished himself as a stu- 
dent at Caen, succeeded his father as 
lieutenant- general of the city; but the 
marechal d' Estrées persuaded him to 
resiga his post, and go to court, where 
he placed him with M. de Vendome, 
on of the celebrated Gabrielle d' Es- 
trees. It was for this young prince 
that des Ivetaux wrote his poem of 
P Institution du Prince, in which he gives 
his pupil very sensible, judicious, and 
christian advice. After this he was 
preceptor to the dauphin, afterwards 
Louis XIII.; but his licentious way of 
life displeased the queen, and occa- 
sioned him to be excluded from the 
court a vear after Henry IV. died. A 
pension and several benefices were, 
however, given him; but he after. 
wards resigned his benefices, on being 
reproached by cardinal Richelieu for 
his libertinism. Thus free from all re- 
straint, des Ivetaux retired to an ele- 
gant house in the fauxbourg St. Ger- 
main, where he spent the rest of his 
days in pleasure and voluptuousness, 
living in the Epicurean stile, which he 


has described in the sonnet beginning 
with these lines : 


Avoir peu de Parens, 
Moins de train que de rentes. 


Fancying that the pastoral life was the 
happiest, he drest himself like a shep- 
herd, and led imaginary flocks about 
the walks of his garden, repeating to 
them his lays, accompanied by a girl 
in the dress of a shepherdess, whom he 
had picked up with her harp in the 
Streets, and taken for his mistress. 
Their whole employment was to seek 
refinements in pleasures, and every 
day they Studied how to render them 
more exquisite, Thus des I'vetaux pass- 
ed his latter years; and it has been 
said that he ordered a saraband to be 
played when he was dying, to sooth 
his departing soul; but M. Huet, on 
the contrary, affirms, that he repented 
of his errors at the point of death. 
However that may be, he died very 
old at Brianval, near Germigni, 1649. 
Besides the poem above mentioned, des 
Ivetaux left Stanzas, Sonnets, and other 
poetical pieces in the D#ltces de la Pocsie 
Frango/3e, Paris, 1620, 8vo. v. FRES- 
NAYE. 

JUGURTHA, king of Numidia, a 
great enemy to the Romans, son of 
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 Manastabal, and educated at the court 


of his uncle Micipsa, who, when dy- 
ing, left to him the care of Adherbal 
and Hiempsal, his two sons. The lat- 
ter of these ſugurtha destroyed by 
treachery, and caused the other to be 
killed, contrary to a promise given af- 
ter the capture of Cirtha. The Ro- 
mans, who were Adherbal's allies, rose 
against the usurper; but he found 
means to bribe the consul, Calpurnius 
Bestia, and several other senators, with 
money, and dispersed the Roman-forces, 
saying, contemptuously, that Rome was 
to be old, and would willingly submit to 
any one who had wealth sufficient for the 
purchase, Jugurtha was, however, de- 
feated by Cecilius Metellus e Numi< 
dian, and two years after, by Marius, 
and being at length delivered up to 
Sylla by his father-in-law Bocchus, 
king of Mauritania, 106 A. C. was led 
in triumph to Rome, and confined in æ 
prison, where he died of hunger and 
disease in six days. 

JULIA (St.) a virgin and martyr 
of Carthage, which city being taken 
by Genseric, King of the Vandals 439, 
she was sold to a heathen merchant, 
and carried into Syria. This merchant 
having embarked with her, some years 
after, to carry goods into Provence, 
and the sbip stopping at the Cape of 
Corsica on account of a feast cele- 
brated there to the Pagan deities, ju- 
ha, who did not join in it, was summon- 
ed before Felix the governor, and suf- 
fered martyrdom for the Christian faith. 

JULIA, daughter of Cæsar. She 
married Pompey, and was the bond of 
that friendship which subsisted for 
some time between those two great 
men. But Julia dying in child-bed of 
a daughter, in the year 53 A. C. her 
death was followed by such fatal divi- 
sions, as ruined the republic. 

- JULIA, only daughter of the empe- 
ror Augustus, married Marcellus, ther 
Agrippa, by whom she had three sons 
and two daughters; and, afterwards, 
Tiberius, to whom also she bore a 
child, but it did not live. She became 
wo infamous by her debaucheries, that 
Augustus banisbed her, and she died 
starved 14 A. C. Julia, her daughter, 
married Lepidus, and had two chil- 
dren, but died in banishment, like her 
mother, in consequence of the same 
lc ent iousness. W . 
JULIA» 
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 JULIA-DOMNA, daughtet of a 
priest of the Sun at Emesa in Pha- 
nicia. She married the emperor Septi- 
mus Severus, but took advantage of 
her beauty, and the ascendency she 
had over him, to abandon herself to 
the most unbounded profligacy. Plan- 
tian, the emperor's favourite, thought 
to ruin her by disclosing this, but fell 
a victim to her influence. After the 
death of Severus, Julia had the grief 
of seeing her son Geta expire in her 
arms, murdered by his brother Cara- 
calla; and starved herself at Antioch 
ia 218, after Caracalla's death. 

JULIAN (St.) first bishop of Mans, 
at the end of the 3d century. He con- 
verted the people of Maine to the 
faith, and became their apostle. Net- 
ther the time nor manner of his death 
are known. He must be distinguished 
from St. Julian, who is supposed to 
have suffered martyrdom at Brioude in 
Auvergne under Diocletian. 

ULIAN (St.) surnamed Pomerices, 
archbishop of Toledo in the 7th cen- 
tury, one of the greatest prelates of his 
time. He wrote a treatise agains? the 
Fews, in a book entitled, Tetamentum 
12 Prophetarum, Hagenoœæ, 1532, Svo.; 
Pronostica futurt zeculi, in the Library 
of the Fathers; Histe-ia Hamba, in 
Duchesne's Histories of France, and 
other works. He died March 8, 690. 

JULIAN the Apostate, a famous Ro- 
man emperor, son of Julius Constan- 
tius, brother of Constantine ze Great, 
and Basilina, descended from an illus- 
trious house. He was born at Con- 
stantinople November 6, 331i, and was 
near perishing with his brother Gallus, 
during the cruel massacre of his family 
by Constantine's sons, which included 
his father, and his nearest relations. 
The celebrated Eusebius of Nicomedia 
was entrusted with the education of 
Julian and Gallus, aud gave them a 
governor named Mardonius, way took 
great pains to form their tempers and 
their genius, and to inspire them with 
gravity, modesty, and a contempt for 
Sensual pleasures. These young princes 
entered the ecclesiastical profession, 
and were appointed readers; but their 
sentiments, with respect to religion, 
were extremely different, Gallus be- 
ing very pious, while Julian secretly 
inclined to paganism, which was ob- 
zserved when they agreed to build a 
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church-m honour of the holy mart 

Mamas, at their joint expences. When 
Julian was 24, he went to Athens, and 
there devoted himself to astrology 

magic, and all the vain illusions of the 
Heathens, attaching himself particu. 
larly to the philosopher Maximus, who 
flattered his ambition by promising him 
the empire; to which detestable and 
sacriligeous curiosity of prying into fu- 
turity, and the desire of governing, 
Julian's apostacy is principally to be 
ascribed. He was declared Cæsar, No. 
vember 6, 355; had the general com. 
mand of the forces in Gaui; acquired 
great honour there; gained a signal 
victory over seven German kings near 
Strasburg; defeated the Barbarians se- 
veral times, and soon drove them from 
Gaul. Constantius, growing jealous of 
all this success, formed a plan to weak- 
en him, by sending for a considerable 
part of his troops, under pretence of a 
war against the Persians ; but Julian's 
soldiers revoked, and proclaimed him 
emperoz, notwithstanding his resist- 
ance. He was then at Paris, where he 
willingly staid, and built a palace, the 
remains of which are still to be seen. 
The emperor Constantius, irritated by 
these proceedings, was considering how 
to humble him, when he died, Novem- 
ber 3, 361, and Julian, going imme- 
diately into the East, was proclaimed 
emperor there, as he had before been 
in the West. Upon this he issued a 
genera} edict, ordering the heathen 
temples to be opened; officiated him- 
Self as. high-pnest, and endeavoured 
to efface the memory of his baptism by 
the blood of sacriftices, He assigned 
revenues to the idolatrous temples and 
priests; $tripped the churches of all 
their possessions, Which he either gave 
to his soldiers as rewards, or united 
them to his domain; revoked all pri- 
vileges granted by the Christian em- 
perors to the Church, and took away 
all the pensions which had been given 
by Constantine for maintaining the 
clergy, widows, and virgins. Julian 
did not at first think proper to use 
violence for the purpose of abolishing 
Christianity, Knowing that it had only 
tended to encrease the Church; he 
even affected great mildness towards 
the Christians, recalling all those wha 
had been banished for their religion 
under Constantius, and endeavoured to 


pervert 
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rervert them by caresses, temporal ad- 
vantages, and colouring his oppressions 
with false pretences, saying, that if he 
deprived the churches of their riches, 
it was that Christians might live in 
evangelical poverty. He forbad them 
to pleadz to defend themselves in a 
court of justice, or exercise any public 
office, and even td teach the classics, 
well knowing what forcible arguments 
they might draw from profane authors 
for combating idolatry and irteligion. 
But, though this emperor discovered 
the greatest contempt for the Chris- 
tians on every occasion, and always 
called them Galileans, he was sensible 
of the advantages they derived from 
the purity of their manners, and their 
brilliant virtues, and continually pro- 
posed them as examples to the heathen 
priests. Such was the character of Ju- 
lian's persecution ; an apparent mild- 
ness, and derision of the Gospel. He 
- proceeded; however, to tolerate per- 
secution openly, when he found the 
other means failed, and placed the 
crueles: enemies of Christianity in pub- 
lic offices, so that the cities were filled 
with tumults and seditions, and there 
were many martyrs in most of the pro- 
vinces: it is even said, that Julian put 
the two Persian ambassadors, Manuel 
and Ishmael, to death, at Chalcedon, 
decause they were Christians. Maris, 
bishop of that city, who was blind, 
reproaching the emperor for his im- 
piety, Julian said, with a smile, That 
his Galilean would not restore him to his 
iight: to which Maris replied, I thank 
the Lerd for my blindness, since it prevents 
my eyes from being polluted with beholding 
an apostate like thee, The emperor made 
no answer, but affected an air of cle- 
mency and moderation. He wished to 
prove our Saviour's prediction false, 
respecting the Temple of Jerusalem, 
and attempted to have it rebuilt by 
the Jews, about 300 years after its de- 
$:ruction under Titus; but all their ef- 
torts only served to verify Christ's pre- 
diction more fully; for, when the 
Jews, who assembled at Jerusalem 
from every place, had dug the founda- 
tions, flames of fire burst out, and 
consumed the workmen. The Jews 
oOdstinately repeated the attempt seve- 
tal times, but, all who were daring 
enough to assist being killed by the 
fire, they were at length obliged 
vox. 11. 
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wholly to abandon their design. This 
circumstance is attested by Ammianus 
Marcellinus, a heathen writer much 
esteemed, and by so many authentic 
testimonies, that no ancient fact is 
more firmly established. julian at 
length resolved to extirpate Christi- 
anity, at whatever price, but was wil- 
ling to finish the Persian war first. He 
made numberless preparations and sa- 
cri fices, and vowed, when he set out, to 
ruin the Church at his return; but 
Providence preserved it from these 
threatenings; for the emperor, enga- 
ging in the first battle without his 
coat of mail, was mortally wounded 
by an arrow. It is said that he took a 
handful of blood from his wound, and, 
throwing it towards heaven, said, T 
hast conquered, Galilean, Whatever de- 
pendence may be placed on this popu- 
lar story, which is related by Theodo- 
ret, Julian discovered great joy at the 
approach of death; employed his last 
moments in discoursing with the phi- 
losopher Maximus concerning the soul's 
dignity, and expired the following 
night, June 26, 363, aged 32. There 
are few princes of whom authors have 
Spoken more variously, both because 
they have considered him in different 
points of view, and because he was in 
himself made up of contradictions, 
He posses5ed, says M. Fleury, auch a mixe 
ture of good and bad qualities, that it was 
easy either to praise or blame him, without 
departing from truth, On one hand, 
learned, generous, temperate, sober, 
vigilant; affecting justice, clemency, 
and mildness: on the other, fickle, 
inconstant, absurd; falling into the 
most extravagant fanaticism and super- 
Stition; judging falsely of what dis- 
tinguished him, spreading calumnies 
against Constantine's family, and fre- 
quently refusing to answer the requests 
of the Christians. In short, he may 
de said to have been rather singular 
than great, and to have had all the ri- 
diculous part of the philosopher, with- 
out those qualities which form the 
great prince. Some Discourses, or Ha- 
rangues, of his, are remaining; some 
Letters, and a Satire on the Ce5ars; this 
last has been translated into French, 


with notes, filled with medals, 4to.;”

pieces published in Greek and Latin 
by Pere Petau, 1630, 4to.

heim, 1696, fol.; and M. de la Blet- 
terie has translated part into French in 
his Life of Jouian. This emperor's 
writings discover wit and singularity, 
but little taste or judgment; his most 
celchrated work is that which he com- 
posed against the Christians, of which 
some fragments may be found in St. 
Cyril of Alexandiia's excellent refuta- 
tion of it. Those who wish for a more 
complete account of Julian's lite, may 
consult his History, written by M. de 
la Bletterie, in 12mo. 

JULIAN of Eclaua, a famous Pela- 
gian, son of Memorius, bishop of Ca- 
pua, St, Augustine's intimate friend. 
He was very eloquent, possessed a 
brilliant and pleasing genius, and, at- 
ter his wife's death, was ordained dea- 
con; then made bishop of Capua, ac- 
cording to Gennadius, or rather of 
Eclana, between Campania and Puglia, 
as St. Prosper asserts. This bishop was 
St. Augustine's friend at first, but they 
disagreed afterwards on the subject of 
Grace. He was driven from his see, 
after having been frequently condemn- 
ed by popes and emperors, and died 
about 450. Some of his works remain, 
1668, 8$vo. St Augustine has written 
strongly against him, 

JULIARD, or JUILIARD (William) 
doctor of divinity, and provost of the 
cathedral of Toulouse, nephew of 
Mad. de Mondonville, foundress of the 
congregation de Eufance. The sup- 
pression of this congregation, by a de- 
cree of council, in 1686, made much 
noise, Particularly ' after the Jesuits 
purchased the house of the Fills d' Eu- 
fance, to place their Seminary there. 
A Hist. des Filles de la (ongregation de 
C Enfance appeared 1734, 2 vol. I2mo, 
under the name of M Reboulet, an ex 
Jesuit, afterwards advocate at Avig- 
non. M. Juliard attacked this History 
as an injurious libel, and refuted it by 
a Memoir in two parts, containing, 1. 
P Innocence justiſic, ou © Hit. veritable des 
Filles de Þ Enfance. 2. Le Mensonge con- 
fendre, ou la Preuve de la Fauszete de tl” His» 
toire calomniense des Filles de Þ Enfance. 
The parliament of Toulouse decided in 
favour of M. Juliard's Memoir, and 
condemned the History printed 1734 
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to the fire, which was attributed to M. 
1 but it is confidently affirm. 
ed that he was not the author, and 
that the work was in MS. at Paris fif- 
teen years before it was printed. How 
ever that may be, M. ſuliard died in 
pursuit of this affair, December 21, 
1737, aged 70: He was also known by 
his attachment to the Appeal from the 
Bull Unigenitus, After his death a new 
piece appeared against the Filles d- 
{" Enfance, to support the Hit. ascribed 
to M. Reboulet; but the marquis de 
Gardouche, M. Juliard's nephew, and 
great nephew of Mad. de Mondonville, 
obtained an order, February 27, 1738, 
for the new piece to be burnt, and 
strict search made after the anonymous 
author, v. MONDONVILLE. 

JULIO ROMANO, a painter. v. 
ROMANO, 

JULIUS CONSTANTINE, son of 
Constantius Chlorus, and father of Ju- 
lian. He sau the diadem on his bro- 
ther Constantine's head without envy, 
and was, perhaps, the first senator who 
publicly professed Christianity; but 
perished in the massacre which Con- 
Stantine's sons made in their family af- 


ter their father's death. 


JULIUS (St.) a Roman soldier, who 
Served bravely a long time in the im- 
perial army, aud was beheaded for the 


Christian faith about 302, by order of 


Maximus, governor of the Lower Mz- 
sia. 

JULIUS I. (St.) a Roman, who suc- 
ceeded pope St. Mark, February 6, 337, 
zealously maintained the cause of St. 
Athanasius, and sent legates to the 
council at Sardis 347. He died Ap. 12, 
352. Two of his Letters are in the 
works of St. Athanasius, and in the 
Epiit. Rem. Pontif. de Constant, fol. 
M. de Tellemont calls these Letters 
two of the finest pieces of ecclesiasti- 
cal antiquity. The other works attri- 
buted to St. Julius are spurious. 

JULIUS II. (Julian de la Rovesa) 
born in the town of Albizale near Sa- 
vona, successively bishop of Carpen- 
tras, Albano, Ostia, Bologna, and Avig- 
non. Pope Sextus IV. Who was his 
uncle, elected him cardinal 1471, and 
gave him the command of the ecclesi- 
astical forces against the revolted in- 
habitants of Ombria. Julian de la Ro- 
vera prevented cardinal d' Amboisefrom 
being elected pope on the death of 


Alexander 
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Alexander IV. and procured Pius III. 
to be chosen, who died in 28 days; af- 
ter which he contradicted the common 
proverb, He who enters the conclave a 
pepe, goes out a cardinal; his eleRion 
having been concerted and concluded 
before he went in. He was elected 


Nov. 1, 1503, and succeeded Pius III. 


Julius II. had a very martial spirit; he 
formed the League of Cambray, in op- 
position to the Venetians, and after- 


wardsdeclared openly against Louis XII. 


king of France, laying his Kingdom 
under an interdiction, and absolving 
his subjects from their oaths of alle- 
giance; which steps made a great 
noise; while Louis XII. on his part, 
appealed to the general council sum- 
moned at Pisa by the cardinals. This 
council gave great uneasiness to Julius, 
who, in vain, opposed the Lateran 
council to it, of which he did not live 
to see the end. He met with a fresh 
mortification by the loss of the battle 
of Ravenna, where his legate was ta- 
ken prisoner, and died in the night 
between February 20, and 21, 1513, 
aged 70. Leo IX. who succeeded him, 
annulled all that had been done againzt 
France. ä 

JULIUS III. (John Maria del Monte) 
well acquainted with law and the 
belles lettres, appointed bishop of Pa- 
lestrina, archbishop of Siponte, and 
cardinal, 1536. He was afterwards en- 
trusted with several important commis- 
sions, succeeded pope Paul III. Febru- 
ary 8, 1550; revived and continued the 
council of Trent, at which he had pre- 
Sided under his predecessor. Julius III. 
took arms against Octavius Farnese, 
duke of Parma, and died March 23, 
1555, with the character of a volup- 
tuous pontiff, 

JULIUS AFRICANUS, JULIUS 
CASAR, &c, v. AFRICANUS, &c. 
under their proper names. 

JUNCKER (Christian) born Octo- 
ber 16, 1668, at Dresden. He acquired 
great Knowledge of the belles lettres 
and medals, and was successively 
teacher at Schleusingen, Eysenach, and 
Altenburg, where he died June 19, 
1714. Juncker had been admitted a 
member of the royal society at Berlin, 
1711. He left a great number of Ger- 
man translations from ancient authors, 
and several editions of classic authors, 
with notes, in the stile of those pub- 
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lished by Minellius; also, Schediamma 


de Diariis eruditorum; Centuria feminarum 
eruditione et scriptis illustrium ; Theatrum 
Latinitatis univers& Reghero- Funkerianum, 
Linez eruditionis univerie et Hiitoriæ Pli- 
tosophice; Vita Lutheri ex mummis, Vita 
Ludolph, &c. He was historiographer 
to the Ernestine branch of the house 
of Saxony. Poverty obliged him to 
write rather in haste, which may be 
discovered in his works, 

JUNCTIN (Francis) in Italian Giun- 
tino, a celebrated mathematician and 
astrologer of the 16th century, born 
1523, at Florence. He published Comes 
mentaries, in Latin, on the Spiri of 
Satro Bosco, 1577 and 1578, 2 vol. 8vo.; 
Speculum Astrolagia, Lugd. 1581, 2 vol. 
fol. and other works relating to astre- 
nomy. There 3s also a treatise written 
by him in French on the Comet which 
appeared 1577, 8yo.; and another on 
the Reformation of the Calendar by 
Gregory XIII. 8yo. in Latin. He had 
quitted the Carmelite order, and apos- 
tatized ; but returned afterwards to the 
Catholic church, and spent the chief 
of his life at Lyons, where his conduct 
was very irregular. He died 1590. 

JUNGERMAN (Godfrey) a native 
of Leipsic, the first who published an 
ancient Greek translation of Cz5ar's 
Commentaries, 7 books, Francfort, 1606, 
2 vol. 4to. a work much in request; 
and gave a Latin version of the Pasto- 
rals of Longus, with Notes, Han. 3605s, 
8vo, Some of his letters are also 
printed. He died August 16, 1610, at 
Hanau. Lewis Jungerman, his bro» 
ther, Lorn also at Leipsic, was an ex- 
cellent botanist, and to him are attri- 
buted, Hortus Eystettensis, v. BESLER, 
Catalogus plantarum que circa Altorfinun 
nascuntur, Altorf, 1646, 8vo.; Cernuco- 


pia Floræ Giessensis, Giessæ, 1623, 4to. 


He died June 7, 1653, at Altorf. Gas- 
pard Jungerman, another brother, was 
also a man of learning. 

JUNIEN (St.) a celebrated solitary, 
born of a noble family at Brionde-sur- 
Clovere, in Poitou. He founded a mo- 
nastery at Mairé, of which he was the 
first abbot, and died August 13, 587, 
the same day that St. Radegonda died, 
with whom he had corresponded by 


letters. . 
JUNILIUS, bishop of Africa in the 


6th century, by whom we have two 
books en the Divine Law, in form of a 
KEK2 dialogue, 


i 
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dialogue, in the Library of the Fathers; | 


designed as a kind of introduction to 
the study of the Holy Scriptures. 

 JUNIUS (Adrian) commonly called 
Jongle, or au Jong, one of the most 
celebrated writers of his time, born 
July 1, 1511, at Horn in Holland. He 
was well acquainted with the lan- 
guages, belles lettres, and physic, 
which he practised with reputation; 
visited every part of Europe; married, 
and died at Armuyden, June 16, 1575. 
His works are, Phall: ex fungorum genere 
descriptio, Leyden, 1601, 4to.; Dort, 
16 52, Svo.; there are letters by Ju- 
nius in this edition, but no plates;

JUNIUS, or DU JON (Francis) a 
ſamous Calvinist minister, born Mar. 1, 
1545, at Bourges, who acquired great 
skill in the law, languages, and divi- 
nity ; was minister in the Netherlands, 
and chosen to teach theology at Ley- 
den 1597, in which city he died Octo- 
ber 13, 1602, aged 57. He had enter- 
tained an aversion to women, yet mar- 
ried four times. His works are, 2 
Latin Feriion of the Hebrew text of the 
Bible, which he made with Emanuel 
Tremellius. It has been often printed, 
in different forms. The edition of 
Herborn, 1643, 4 vol, fol. contains the 
most notes. Commentaries on a great 
part of Scripture, and other works, 
Geneva, 1607, 2 vol. fol. 

TJUNIUS (Francis) son of the pre- 


ceding, born 1589, at Heidelburg. He 


first chose the military service; but, 
after the truce concluded in 1509, de- 


voted himself entirely to study. Go- 


ing into England 1620, he lived 30 
years in the earl of Arundel's family, 
and died at Windsor in the house of 
his nephew, Isaac Vossius, 1677, aged 
88, leaving his MSS. to the university 
of Oxford. Junius was extremely well 
skilled both in the Eastern and Nor- 
thern languages, for the latter of which 
tie had so great a passion, that, hear- 
ing of some villages in Friesland where 
the ancient Saxon tongue was preserv- 
en, he went and lived there two years. 
His works are, Treatise de Piftura Ve- 
term, esteemed by all the learned; 
the best edition is Rotterdam, 1694, 
fol ; An Explanation of the ancient Ge- 
ric Para en the Fur Gorpels, cor- 


rected from good MSS. and illustrated

by Thomas Marshall's notes, 1665, to.; 
an ample Commentary on Tatian's Har- 
mony of the Four Gospels, MSS.; and 2 
large Glecsary, in five languages, in 
which he explains the origin af the 
Northern Tongues, published at Ox. 
ford, 1745, fol. by Mr. Edward Lye, a 
learned Englishman. 

JUNO, Jupiter's sister and wife, 
and goddess of kingdoms and riches; 
according to the fable, daughter of Sa- 
turn and Rhea; otherwise Cybele, or 
Ops. She escaped with Jupiter from 
Saturn's cruelty, who would have Je. 
voured them, and, afterwards marry. 
ing him, had Ilithyia, Mena, and 
Hebe. Jupiter having conceived with. 
out any connection with his wife, lung, 
in revenge, conceived Vulcan by the 
wind, and Mars by touching a flower 
which the goddess Flora shewed her. 
She was extremely jealous, persecuting 
Europa, Semele, Io, Latona, and the 
rest of Jupiter's mistresses, with great 
fury. Particular honours were paid to 
this goddess at Argos, Olympia, Car- 
thage, and several other cities. She tx 
represented by the Poets in a car drawan 
by pezxcocks, and one of those birds 
near her. 

JUPITER, father of Gods and men, 
according to the fable, and the chief 
Pagan deity, son of Saturn and Rhea. 
That goddess, perceiving that her hus- 
band devoured his children as fast as 
they were born, and fearing for Jupi- 
ter and Juno, deceived him with 2 
Stone, which he devoured. Jupiter 
was brought up amidst the sound of 
the Corybantes' instruments, and pri- 
vately nourisbed with the goat Amal- 
thea's milk, as a reward for which he 
changed her into a constellation. When 
grown up, he dethroned and drove 
away his father Saturn, who laid snares 
for him, and divided the empire of the 
world with Neptune and Pluto, his 
two brothers; the former having the 
sea, Pluto hell, and jupiter the earth. 
He married his sister Juno, was father 
of the Graces and Muses, and had 2 
prodigious number of children by seve- 
ral other women; changing himself, 
according to the fable, into a Satyr, to 
enjoy Antiope; a Bull, to carry off Eu- 
ropa; a Swan, to deceive Leda; a 
Shower of Gold, to corrupt Danz; and 
into several other shapes, to gratify his 
Passions. He had Bacchus by Semele, 
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allas by Metis; Diana and Apollo by 
Latona; was father of Mercury, and 
he other gods, and slew Titans the 
giants with a thunderbolt when they 
attempted to scale heaven. Jupiter is 
represented on an ivory throne, hold- 
ing a Sceptre in his left hand, and a 
thunderbolt in his right, with which 
he struck the giants; with the eagle 
that carried Ganymede between his 
legs. The name of Jupiter 1s made up 
of two words, the first of which, Jo, 
greatly resembles Fehovak, which is the 
name of God in Hebrew. He was ho- 
noured under the various titles of 
Ammon, Capitelinus, Conservater, Elicius, 
Feretrius, Imperator, Inventor, Latialis, 
Pistor, Sponsor, Stator, and Liter, or 
Avenger. ; 5 

JURET (Francis) a native of Dijon, 
and a learned canon of Langres, who 
left sotae poetical pieces which may be 
found in Deiiciæ Poetarum Callorum, and 
Notes on Symmackus, Paris, 1604, 4to. 
and on Yves of Chartres, 16ro, 8vo. 
which areesteemed. He died Dec. 21, 
1626, aged 73. 

JURIET (Peter) a famous Protes- 
tant divine, born December 24, 1637, 
at Mer, a small city in the diocese of 
Blois, where his father was minister; 
nephew on the mother's side of the ce- 
lebrated ministers Rivet, and du Mou- 
lin. After having studied in France, 
Holland, and England, he was ap- 
pointed pastor at Sedan, and was pro- 
fessor of divinity and Hebrew, but 
disagreed with his colleague M. le 
Blanc. The academy of Sedan being 
taken from the Calvinists, 1651, Juriet 
was chosen to exercise the ministerial 
office at Rouen, but his libel, entitled, 
La Pelitique dn (lerge de France, 1651, 2 
vol. 12mo. obliging him to go into 
Holland, he was appointed professor of 
divinity at Rotterdam, in which city 
he had very warm contests with Bayle, 
who was his wife's lover, Basnage, de 
Beauval, and Saurin, his brother mi- 
nisters. He even set up for a prophet, 
and in his Accomplisiement des Propheties, 
Rotterdam, 1686, 2 tom. 12mo, he fore- 
told that Calvinism would be esta- 
dlished in France, 1689, but lived to 
see the falsehood of his predictions. 
Nor was it Juriet's fault that the re- 
formed and the new converts of France 
were not induced to a revolt by several 
of his Pastoral Letters, 3 vol. 12mo, He 
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died of a consumption at Rotterdam, 
January 11, 1736, aged 76. The prin- 
cipal among his numerous works are, 
Traite de la devotion; a piece on the ne- 
cessity of Baptiim; Apologie de la Morale 
de pretendes Reformes, agaiust M. Ar- 
nauld's book, entitled, Le Renverze- 
ment de la Morale par les Calvinistes, 
Hague, 1685, 2 vol. Sv.; Prejuges le- 
gitimes contre la Papisme, 168 5, 4to.; 
Preservatif contre le changement de Reli- 
gion, against M. Bossuet's Evposition de 
ia Fai Cathelique; Letters against Maim- 
bourg's History of Calviniem, 2 vol. 4to. 
or 4 vol. 12mo. and several other con- 
troversial works, among others, Les 
derniers Efforts de Pinnocence affligee ; 
Trait? de la puissance de l' Eglite, Que» 
villi, 1677, 12mo.; Le vrai Systeme de 
" Eglize, 1686, 8vo ; Unite de Þ Eplize, 
1688, $vo. in which he maintains that 
the church is composed of every $0- 
ciety of Christians, who have retained 
the fundamentals of the faith, with an 
Answer to M. Nicole, who had refuted 
this work; Hist. des Dogmes et des Cul- 
tes de la Religion des Juißi, Amsterdam, 
1704, 4to.; a treatise, entitled, L' Esprit 
de M. Arnauld, 2 vol. 12mo ; another 
on the Mystical Theslog y, occasioned by 
the disputes between M. de Fenelon, 
and M. Bossuet, 1700, 12mo.; Fara 
cou reierata, 1692, 4to.; La Religion 
du Latitudinaire, Rotterdam, 1686, 8vo. 
&c. All these works discover a degree 
of genius and imagination, capable of 
Seducing ; but at the same time a fury 
and a violence not only unworthy of 
the Christian and scholar, but of an 
honest man. | 
JURIN (James) a celebrated Englis 
physician and mathematician, who 
distinguished himself by his disputes 
with Michelotte, on the motion of 
running waters, with Keil and Senac 
on that of the heart, with Robins on 
distinct vision, and above all with the 
school of Leibnitz on les forces wives. 
He was several years secretary to the 
royal Society, and contributed much to 
making the meteorological and mathe- 
matical observations more exact, and 
more commonly known. His writings 
on inoculation first brought that practice 
into general use. He died in London, 
1750, president of the college of phy- 
sicians. 
JUSSIEU (Anthony de) born 1686, 
at Lyons, and died April 22, 1758. He 
was 
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was a physician, member of the aca- 
demy of sciences, wrote the appendix 
to Tournfort, and revised Pere Barre 
lier's work on plants. His speech on 
the progress of Botany, when he was 


appointed professor of that science at 


the royal garden, has been printed, 
1718, 4to. and there are several curious 
memoirs by him in those of the aca- 
demy of sciences. 

JUSSIEU (Bernard de) a physician 
of the faculty at Paris, eminent for his 
botanical knowledge which he had an 
opportunity of discovering in his omce 
of lecturer on the plants in the king's 


garden. The academy of sciences ad- 


mitted him 1725, and he was also 
member of the Royal Society of Lon- 
don, the academies of Berlin and 
Petersburg, and the institution of Bo- 
logna. This learned man died Nov. 6, 
1777, aged 79. The public are in- 
debted to him for the edition of Tourne- 
fort's History of Plants growing in the 
environs of Paris, Paris, 1725, 2 vol. 
12ꝛmo. 

JUSTE (st.) or JUST, Justus, born of 
a noble family of Vivarais, the most 
{llustrions bishop that the church of 
Lyons boasts from St. Irenæus to St. 
Eucherius. He was educated by St. 
Paschasius, bishop of Vienne in Dau- 
phiny, who made him archdeacon of 
bis church; succeeded St. Verissimus 
bishop of Lyons, assisted at the coun- 
eil of Valence, 374, and at that of 
Aguileia, 387, and lived in strict 
triendship with St. Ambrose. Being 
obliged to quit his see, on account of 
a murderer, who had taken refuge in 
rhe church, and he had delivered up to 
the people, on a promise that his life 
Should be spared, notwithstanding 
which they tore him in pieces, he re- 
tired to the Egyptian deserts, and lived 
there as a Solitary till his death, at the 
end of the 4th century. He must be 
distinguished from St. just, or justin, 
supposed to have been martyred in 
Beaunoisis, or Paris, from a learned 
archbishop of the same name in the 
7th century, and from St. Justus, and 
St. Pastor, two brothers of Alcala, one 
aged thirteen, the other seven, who 
were beheaded for the Christian faith,

JUSTEL (Christopher) a learned 
council and King's secretary, born 
March 5, 1580, at Paris, who acquired 


to the Christian religion, both by his

age. He died 1649, at Paris, aged 69, 
leaving Hist. Geuculogigque de la Maign 
a” Auvergne, fol. and the Code of Canons of 
the Untversal Church, It was from this 
ingenious man's collections that Hen 
Justel his son, and William Voel, 
published in 1661, the excellent col- 
lection of Ancient Canon Law, entitled, 
Bibliotheca Juris Canonici Veteris, Paris, 
1661, 2 vol. fol. Henry Justel who 
was also a very learned man, died in 
London, September 24, 1693, aged 73, 

JUSTIN (St) a celebrated martyr, 
and Platonic philosopher of Neapolis, 
in Palestine, who was converted to 
Christianity by the sufferings which he 
Saw the Christians endure, but neither 
quitted his philosophical profession 
nor habit. A persecution arising 
under Antoninus, Adrian's successor, 
Justin wrote an Apology for the Chris- 
tians, and presented another afterwards 
to the emperor Marcus Aurelius, in 
which he maintained the innocence 
and holiness of Christianity, against 
Crescentius, 2 cynic philosopher, and 
other calumniators. He was an honour 


learning and unblemished manners, 
confirming his doctrine by his con- 
Stancy and pure faith, and suffered 
martyrdom, 167, Besides the two 
apologies above mentioned, we have of 
his 4 Dialogue with the Few Tryphia, 
two treatises addressed to the Gentiles, 
and a [reatize on the Menarchy, or Unity 
of God, in the Library of the Fathers; 
some other works are attributed to him. 
The best edition of St. Justin, is by 
Dom, Prudent Maran, a learned Bene- 
dictine, 1742, fol. Photius observes 
that his works discover great learning, 
and a perfect knowledge of philosophy, 
and profane history; they are written 
in a plain style, without any ornaments 
or attractions of rhetoric. Some au- 
thors also attribute to St. Justin, the 
Letter to Diognetes, which is in his 
works, but that letter is certainly more 
ancient. 

JUSTIN I. emperor of the east, born 
of an obscure family in Thrace, who 
rose from the rank of a private soldier 
to the highest posts, and was elected 
emperor on the death of Anastasius, 
July 20, 518, He gained his people's 

esteem 


exteem and love, recalled the exiled 
bishops, ordered the observance of the 
council of Chalcedon, zealously endea- 
voured to reunite the eastern and west - 
ern churches, published severe edicts 
against the Arians, and joy fully re- 
ceived pope John II. The city of An- 
tioch being almost demolished by an 
earthquake, 526, the emperor was $0 
much aMiced, that he quitted the im- 
perial purple, and put on sack cloth, to 
appease the wrath of heaven, and 
would not speak to any one. He af- 
terwards appointed his sister's son 
Justinian, for his successor, and died 
August 1, 527, aged 77. Justin was 80 
ignorant that he could not even read, 
but did great service to the church and 
empire by his talents, diligence, and 
concern for the public good. | 

JUSTIN II. the Younger, son of Dul- 
cissimus and Vigilantia, the emperor 
Justinian's sister, which emperor he 
succeeded, November 14, 565. His 
morals were very corrupt; he caused 
his relation Justin to be strangled, who 
had equal pretentions to the empare, 
and by suffering his wife Sophia to 
usurp too much authority, gave rise 
to the reign of the Lombards in Italy, 
and drew him into a fresh war with 
Persia, $71, but falling into a state of 
madness, 574, died October 5, 578. He 
was a prince incapable of reigning. 

JUSTIN, a celebrated historian of 
the 2nd century, who lived in the 
time of Antoninus Pius, according to 
the most probable opinion. He left an 
abridgement of the history of Trogus 
Pompeius, in elegant Latin, the first 
edition is 1470, fol. The best are by 
Elzevir, 1640, 2 mo.; Ad usum Delphini, 
Paris, 1679, 4to.; Oxford, 1705, 8vo.; 
Leyden, 1719, and 1760, 8vo.; Paris, 
1770, 12mo.; the French translation, 
1696, 2 vol. 12mo. is good, but that by 
Dom. Favier, 1737, 2 vol. 12mo, is 
better. 

JUSTINA (St.) virgin and martyr, 
patroness of the city of Padua. She 
died in the persecution under Maxi- 
mian Hercules. 

JUSTINIAN I. nephew of justin th 
Elder, and son of Vigilantia and Saba- 
tius, appointed Cæsar and Augustus, 
April 1, 527. He succeeded the empe- 
ror justin his uncle, on the first of 
August following, published severe 
laws against Heretics, repaired the 


ruined temples, and declared himself 
a patron of the church. Justinian had 
to contend at first with Hypatius, Pom- 
peius and Probus, nephews of the em- 
peror Anastasius, who raised a strong 
sedition against him, to which he 
would have fallen a victim, had it not 
been for the empress Theodara his 
wife, and the prudence of Belisarius 
and Mundus. After putting the rebels 


to death he defeated the Persians by 


the valour of bis general Belisarius, 
exterminated the Vandals, recenquered 
Africa, subdued the Goths in Italy, 
vanquished the Moors, and restored 
the Roman empire to its original splen- 
dor. He afterwards chose ten able 
lawyers, at the head of whom was the 
famous Trebonian, to collect the 
Roman laws into a complete body, 
which should be called the Justinian 
code, and in 5 53, ordered the scattered 
decisions of the judges and magistrates 
to be revised, and divided into fifty 
books, under the title of Digerts, ot 
Pande#:, Florence, 1553, fol. which is 
divided into two or three volumes, at 
the end should be eight leaves, not 
figured, but marked e e e e. M. Poi- 
tier also published an edition at Paris, 
1748, 3 vol. fol. which is esteemed. 
This emperor also composed four books 
of Institutes, comprising the text of all 
the laws in an abridgement, and or- 
dered the laws which he had newly 
made to be collected, 54r, in a volume 
called the Nove//z. The best editions 
of the above united under the title of 
Corpus Juris Civilis, are by Elzevir, 
1664, 2 vol. 8yo. more elegant than the 
new impression, 16$1, that with the 
Greek glosses, and the Inden of Daoyz, | 
Lyons, 1627, 6 vol. fol. that with notes 

by Godefroi, Paris, Vitrai, 1628, 2 vol. 
fol. Amsterdam, Elzevir, 1663, 2 vol. 
fol. Justinian acquired immortal ho- 
nour by these works; but he engaged 
rashly in ecclesiastical affairs, threat- 
ened pope Agapetus with banishment, 
interfered in the dispute concerning the 
Three Chapters, and was guilty of un- 
pardonable violences towards popes 
Silverius and Vigilius, both before and 
after the fifth general council, held 
$53. He died two years after, Novem- 
ber 14, 565, aged 84, after reigning 
thirty eight years. This prince built 
the church of Sancta Sophia, which 


is esteemed a masterpiece of archi- 


tecture. 


tecture. Justin the Younger succeeded 
him. 

JUSTINIAN II. the Younger, eldest 
son of the emperor Constantine Pogona- 


tus, whom he succeeded, 685, when 
" but sixteen. He retook several pro- 


vinces from the Saracens, and made an 
advantageous peace with them, but 
broke it foolishly, and contrary to his 
own interest, 690, and made himself 
detestable afterwards by his cruelty, 
extortions, and debauchery. One day 
he gave orders that all the inhabitants 
of Constantinople should be murdered, 
beginning with the patriarca ; but this 


order transpiring, the patrician Leon- 


tins raised the people, justinian was 
dethroned and banished to Chersone- 
sus, his nose being cut off, 694, and 
Leontius immediately declared empe- 
ror, but Tiberius Absimarus drove him 
out, 697. This latter reigned about 
seven years, at the end of which time 
Irebellius, king of Bulgaria, having 
rextored JuStunian, 704, Leontius and 
Tiberius Absimarus were punished 
with death. justinian II. reigned six 
years after his testotration, but conti- 
nued to be cruel, and was killed with 
his son Tiberius, 711, by Philipicus 
Bardanus who succeeded him. The 
family of Heraclius ended in Justinian. 

JUSTINIANI (St. Laurence) or St. 
LAURENCE ]USTINIAN, first patri- 
arch of Venice, born July 1, 1381, of 
a noble and ancient family, which has 
produced many great men. He took 
the regular habit in the monastery of 
the canons of St. George Ina/ga, be- 
came its first general, 1424, gave excel- 
lent rules to that congregation, and 
was appointed by pope Eugenius IV. 
bishop and first patriarch of Venice, 
1451. St. Laurence Justiniani governed 
his diocese with great prudence, and 
died January 8, 1455, aged 74, leaving 
several works on religious subjects, 
Breicia, 1506, 2 vol. fol. reprinted at 
Venice, 1755, fol. 

JUSTINIANI (Augustin) born 1470, 
at Genoa, descended from the noble 
family of Justiniani. He went to Paris, 
1488, where he entered the Dominican 
order, and acquired great reputation by 
his learning, and his knowledge of the 
oriental languages, and was appointed 
bishop of Nebbio in Corsica, 1514, by 
pope Leo X. Justiniani assisted at the 
fifth Lateran council, and promoted 
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learning and piety in his diocese, hut 
perished in his passage from Genoa to 
Nibbio, 1536, the ship being lost. His 
Principal work is a Psalter, in Hebrew 
Greek, Arabic, and Chaldee, with 
Latin versions, and short notes, Geng, 
1516, fol. This was the first Psalter 
which appeared in various languages 
and it is esteemed. He was the . 
of Porcheti vifteria adwversus tmpios He. 
breos, Parisiis; 1520, fol. rather scarce 
and author of Annali di Gena, 1 5375 
fol. not common. 5 - 

JUSTINIANI (Fabio) born 1568, at 
Genoa, son of Leonardo Taranchetti, 
who was adopted by the Just iniani 
family, for refusing to engage in the 
Fiesco conspiracy. He entered the 
congregation of the oratory at Rome, 
and was appointed bishop of Ajaccio, 
1616, where he is buried in his cathe. 
dral church, and it appears by his epi- 
taph that he died January 3, 1627. He 
left Index wniversalis materiarum Bibl. 
Rome, 1612, fol. and Tobias explanatus, 
1620, fol. 

JUSTINIANT (Bernardo) a noble 
Venetian, nephew of St. L. Justinizni, 
who was honoured by the republic 
with several offices and embassies, and 
at length with that of procurator of 
St. Mark. He died 1489, aged. 81. 
His speeches on different occasions 
have been printed, with his letters, 
and Histery of Venice, Venice, 1492, fol, 
and the history which comes down to 
809, may be frequently met with 
without the other pieces, which have 
been suppressed. He also left Vita B. 
Laurentii Justiniani, 1475, 4t0. His 
life in Latin by Antonio Stella 
was printed at Venice, 1533, Svo. Of 
the same family, which is still ho- 
nourably distinguished in Italy, was 
the marquis Vincent Justiniani, who 
employed Blommaert Millan, and 
others to engrave his gallery, Rem, 
1642, 2 vol. fol. Some other co- 
pies, much inferior to the old ones 
were taken since 1750, also the 
abbe Bernardo Justiniani, who wrote 
the Origin of the Military Orders, 
Venice, 1692, 2 vol. fol. in Italian, 
from whence the Hiztory of che Military 
Orders, Amsterdam, 1721, 4 vol. 8yo. 
has been extracted, to which is added 
The Hittery of the Religiaus Orders, Am- 
sterdam, 1716, 4 vol. Svo. 

JUSTUS, bishop of Urgello in the 
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6th century; Justinian, bishop of Va- 
lencia, was his brother, and all the 
great men of the age his friends. We 
have a short Commentary written by him 
on Solomon's Song, in the Library of 
the Fathers. He died May 18, 540. 

JUSTUS LIPSIUS, v. LIPSIUS. 

IWAN V. or JOHN ALEXIOWTTZ, 
born 1651. Nature had been unkind 
to this prince who was almost blind and 
speechless, and subject to convulsions. 
He should have succeeded his brother 
Fedor, 1682, but an attempt being made 
to shut him up, and give the crown to 
his brother Peter, the princess Sophia 
their sister, who hoped to have go- 
verned under Iwan's name, raised a 
civil war, which was terminated by an 
agreement that Iwan and Peter should 
reign jointly, and Sophia be co-regent, 
This union lasted six years, when the 
princess having attempted Peter's life, 
was confined, and from that moment 
Peter reigned alone, Iwan having no 
farther share in the government than 
to see his name in the records, He 
died 1696, leaving four daughters, one 
of whom named Anne married the 
duke of Courland, 1710, and succeeded 
to the throne after Peter's male de- 
scendants. 

IWAN VI. of  Branswic Bevern, 
proclaimed czar on the death of his 
great aunt Anne Ivanowna, October 
29, 1740. He descended from a sister 
of that princess, who like her was 
daughter of the czar John V. Peter the 
Great's elder brother. Ernest duke of 
Biron, Anne's favourite, had been ap- 
pointed regent during the young 
prince's minority, who was but three 
month's old; but in a month's time he 
was removed, and the regency trans- 
ferred to Anne of Mecklenburg, 
duchess of Brunswic Bevern, the young 
emperor's mother, December 6, 1741. 


Iwan was deposed, and Elizabeth Pe- 


trowna, daughter of Peter the Great, 
declared empress. Prince Iwan was 
educated in a forttess at Schlusselburg, 
and kept in total ignorance of his rank, 
and every thing else but the game of 
Chess, at which he sometimes diverted 
himself with his Keeper. Elizabeth 
dying 1762, and her nephew Peter III. 
having been deposed six months after, 
the princessCatherineof Anhalt-Zerbst, 
his wife, succeeded him, and went to 
ce prince Iwan, whom she found 
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unfit for any thing, This prince was 
at last murdered by his keeper, July 
16, 1764, who had conceived that some 
rebels would want to take him out of 
his confinement, and place him at their 
head. 

JUVENAL (Decius Junius) a cele- 
brated Latin poet, in the first century, 
a native of Aquinum in Italy, who 
went to Rome While young, where he 
spent half his life in declaiming. He 
afterwards wrote satires which gained 
him great reputation; but having at- 
tacked Paris, Nero's jester and come- 
dian in his verses, was sent to com- 
mand some troops in Pentapolis, on 
the frontiers of Egypt and Lybia. ju- 
venal is snpposed to have hved to the 
reign of Adrian, till the year 128. 
Sixteen of his satires remain, written 
with great wit, force, and vehemence; 
but their style is not sufficiently natu- 
ral, and they are full of obscenities, 
which makes them dangerous to be 
read, Besides, he exclaims against the 
vices of his time with too much misan- 
thropy and fury, and it has been justly 
Said, .

An edition of this author was printed 
at the Louvre, 1644, fol. that cum notis 
variorum is of Amsterdam, 1634, 8 vo 
that ad umm Delphini, is 1684, ato. that 
by Casauben, Leyden, 1695, 4to. is es- 
teemed; there is an elegant one of 
Paris, 1747, 12mo. that of Birmingham, 
1761, is magnificent, that by Sandby, 
1762, $vo. with plates is esteemed, and 
added -to the Horace, Virgil, and 
Terence, by the same publisher; the 
copies on large paper are to be pre- 
ferred. This author has been translated 
by father Tarteron, but better by M. 
Dusaux, 1770, $vo. 

JUVENAL des Urins, v. URSINS. 

JUVENAL de Carlenas (Felix) a na- 
tive of Pezens, where he married, 
lived, and died, April 12, 1760, aged 
8. He wrote an essay wr / Histoire des 
Belles Lettres, which has been often 
printed, The last edition is Lyons, 
1757, 4 vol. small $vo. and Principes de 
P Histoire, 1733, 12mo, 

JUVENCUS (Caius Vectius Aqui- 
linus) one of the first Christian poets, 
born of. an illustrious family in Spain. 
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He wrote the J.tfe of Chris, in Latin 
verse, in four books, about 329, fol- 
lowing the four evangelists faithfully, 
and almost word by word; but his 
poetry is in a bad style, and his Latin 


not pure. This work may be found in 


the Library of the Fathers, the Latin 
Poets of Venice, 1502, 4to. and the 
Corpus Poetarum. 

IXION, king ofthe Lapithæ, married 
Dia, daughter of De ioneus, and refus- 
ing to make the usual nuptial presents, 
Deioneus in revenge stole away his 
horses. Ixion dissembling his resent- 
ment, invited him to à feast, and 
caused him to fall through a trap door 
into a furnace, where he was imme- 
diately consumed. This cruelty how- 
ever Ixion afterwards repented of, and 
was admitted to Jupiter's table. He 
then entertamed a criminal passion for 
Juno, but being deceived by a cloud, 
which exactly resembled that goddess, 
Jupiter struck him to hell with a 
thunderbolt, and bound him to a wheel 
encompassed with serpents, which 
turns round incessantly, according to 
the fable. His son Pirithous was called 
Ixionides.

1 (Wigand, or John) a 
learned and indefatigable German 
writer, and Lutheran divine, born 
January 20, 1649, at Wolmar, in the 
landgraviate of Hesse-Cassel. He was 
professor of poetry, mathematics and 
divinity at Rinteln, and member of the 
SOCiety of Gottingen, He died May 
17, 1729, leaving two sons and four 
daughters. A great number of his 
Dissertations are collected in two vo- 
lumes, printed at Rinteln, 1700, and 
1711, under the title of Dizsertationes 
Juveniles, the principal are, De oceans 
ejusque proprietatibus et vario motu; De 
libertate Dei; De terra; De ' reflexione 
luminis ejusque effettu; De imputatione pec- 
cat i alieni, et speciatim Adamici ; De Poli- 
gamid, &c. 

KALTEYSEN (Henry) a celebrated 
Dominican of the 15th century, born 
of noble parents in a castle near Cob- 
lents, who distinguished himself at the 
council of Basil, where he forcibly re- 
futed the Heretics of Bohemia, 1433. 


that city bravely against the impe- 


He was afterwards bishop of Drontheim 
and Czsarea, but retired towards the 
close of life into the Dominican con. 
vent at Coblents, and there died Octo. 
ber 2, 1465. In the collections of the 
councils is a Speech which he made at 
that of Basil, on the manner of preaching, 
against the pretensions of the Bohe. 
mians. 

KAM, the emperor of China, grand. 
son of the Tartar prince who conquered 
it. He ascended the throne 1661, and 
had a taste for arts and sciences, which 
induced him to patronise the missiona- 
ries in his empire, but from Asiatic 
vanity he insisted upon their placing 
China in the center of the world, in 
the maps which they drew. He died 
1722, aged 71. 

KANOLD (John) a physician of 
Breslaw, who died 1729, aged 49, 
leaving some curious observations on 
nature and the arts. | 

KARA MUSTAPHA, v. CARA

KARA MEHEMET, a celebrated 
Turkish bashaw, who signalized him- 
self by his courage and conduct at 4 
Sieges of Candia, Kaminieck, and at 
the battle of Choczin. He was made 
governor of Buda, 1684, and defended 


rialists, but being wounded by the 
bursting of a cannon, as he was giving 
his orders on the ramparts, died in 
consequence during the Siege. Kara 
Mehemet had a short time before 
caused forty Christian slaves to be 
Killed, in presence of an officer who 
was sent by prince Charles of Lorrain 
to summon him to surrender; which 
barbarous deed eclipsed all his noble 
actions. 

KAYE, v. CAIUS. 

KEATING (Dr. Geoffray) an inge- 
nious Irish preacher, born in Tippe- 
rary, who wrote a history of the poets 
of his nation in ſrish, which has been 
translated into English by Mr. Denmoc 
O'Connor, with the genealogies of the 
principal Irish families, collected by 
Keating, and a magnificent edition 
was published at London, 1738, fol. 
Keating was author of several other 
works in Irish, which are esteemed. 
He died about 1660. 

KECKERMAN (Bartholomew) a 
laborious Calvinist writer of Dantzic, 
who taught Hebrew at Heidelberg, and 

afterwards 
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place, where he died 1609, aged 36. 
He left several works, Geneva, 1614, 2 
vol. fol. in which he forms systems of 
almost all the sciences, but discovers 
more of method than of genius. 
treatise entitled, Rhetorice Ecclesiastice 
Libri duo, is esteemed. 

KEILL (John) a celebrated astrono- 
mer and mathematician, born about 
1671, in Scotland, and educated at 
Baliol college, Oxford, where he took 
the degrees of bachelor and master of 
arts. In 1709, he went to New En- 
gland as treasurer, and at his return 
was appointed professor of astronomy 
at Oxford, where he was the first who 
read lectures in experimental philoso- 
phy. Queen Anne gave him the post 
of Decipherer, which he also held 
under George I. till 1716; he had be- 
fore been admitted into the Royal So- 
ciety, and taken a doctor of physic's 
degree at Oxford. Hedied 1721, aged 
50, leaving several valuable works in 
astronomy, natural philosophy, and 
phys; the principal is his 1ntredufio 
ad deram Physicam, et ad veram Aitrono- 
miam, Leyden, 1739, 4to. M. le Mo- 
nier junior, a learned astronomer has 
translated the astronomical part of this 
excellent work into French, Paris, 
I 646, 4to. 

KEILL (Dr. James) an eminent 
physician, brother of the preceding, 
born in Scotland, about 1673. He read 
lectures on anatomy at Oxford, and 
Cambridge, with universal applause, 
and settled at Northampton, 1700, 
where he practised physic with un- 
common reputation, and died of a 
cancer 1719, aged 46. Dr. Keill left 
several works which are curious, and 
much esteemed, 

KEITH (George) a celebrated divine 
of the sect of Quakers or Tremblers, 
a Scotchman of an obscure family, who 
at first warmly defended the Presbyte- 
rian doctrine, and afterwards turned 
Quaker. He travelled over Holland 
and Germany, confirming the disciples 
which Fox had made, and then going 
into America was placed at the head 
of the PensyIvanian Quakers. His 
Singular opinions involved him every 
where in long and troublesome affairs ; 
he denied the eternity of hell torments, 
taught the metempsycosis, and main- 
tained that there were two Christs, 


afterwards philosophy at his native 


His 
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one corporeal the son of Mary, the 


other spiritual, and dwelling in all men 
from the foundation of the world. He 
was condemned in a general assembly 
of Quakers in London, 1694, notwith- 
standing his speeches and memorials. 
Many of his works remain. 

KEITH (James) youngest son ot 
George Keith, earl marshal of Scot- 
land, and Mary Drummond, daughter 
of lord Perth, high chancellor of Scot- 
land, under James II. born 1698, at 
Freteressa in the sheriffdom of Kincar- 
din. He compleated his studies in the 
college founded by his ancestors at 
Aberdeen, with the earl marshal, his 
elder brother, and having with him 


joined the pretender's party in 1725, 


received a slight wound in his nose at 
the battle of Sheriffmuir. After the 
defeat of this prince's forces, he went to 
Spain with his brother, and served 
there ten years as an officer in the 
Irish brigades; then going into Russia, 
was received with great marks of dis- 
tinction by the empress Anne, who 
made him brigadier- general, and soon 
after lieutenant-general. He signa- 
lized himself in all the battles fought 
betwen the Russians and Turks, during 
the reign of this princess, and was the 
first who mounted the breach at the 
capture of Ochrakow, where he re- 
ceived a wound in the heel. When 
the war ended, general Keith was sent 
as ambassador extraordinary from Rus- 
sia to England, and during his stay 
there, offered Sir Robert Walpole, then 
prime minister, to serve as a soldier in 
the British army, on condition that he 
should inherit the estates and honours 
of his cousin the earl of Kinton at his 
death; this however was refused, and 
having finished his embassy be re- 
turned to Petersburg, where he was 
more favourably received than ever. 
In the war between Russia and Sweden 
he served in Finland as lieutenant-ge- 
neral, decided the victory at Willman- 
strand, and drove the Swedes from the 
isles of Alan in the Baltic. When 
peace was concluded at Abo, in 1743, 
the empress sent him as ambassador to 
the court of Stockholm, where he 
lived at a great expence, and was 
forced to sell his jewels to support his 
rank. Returning to Petersburg, he 
was honoured with the marshal's staff; 
but his appointments being tco small, 
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he went to the king of Prussia who 


had made proposals to him, and as- 
sured him of a pension. This prince 
placed so much confidence in general 
Keith, that he travelled with him over 


the greatest part of Germany, Poland, 


and Hungary. War being declared in 
1756, Keith entered Saxony as fed 
marshal of the Prussian forces, and: 
Was he who secured the noble retreat 
of that army, atter the siege of Olmutz 
Was raised in 1753. He was killed the 
same year when count de Daun sur- 
prised and attacked the Prussian camp 
at Kohkercher. 

KELLER (James) Ce/larivs, born 
1568, at Seckingen. He entered the 
Jesuit's order in 1588, was appointed 
rector of the college at Ratisbon, after- 
wards of that at Munich, and was for 
a long time confessor to prince Albert 
of Bavaria, and the princess his wife. 
The elector Maximilian had a particu- 
lar esteem for him, and frequently em- 
ployed him in affairs of the utmost im- 
portance. Keller disputed publicly 
with James Kailbruncer, the duke of 
Neuburg's mos: celebrated minister, on 
the accusation brought against the Lu- 
theran' ministers, of having corrupted 
several passages quoted from the Fa- 
thers, in a German work, entitled, 
Papatus Acathelicus; their. dispute was 
held at Neuburg, 1615. Father Keller 
died at Maut:ich, February 23, 163r, 


- aged 63, l-aving some controversial 


works, and several political ones, con- 
cerning the affairs of Germany, in 
which he frequently conceals himself 
under the names of Fabius Hercynianus, 
Aurimontfiut, Didacus Tarnias, &c. His 
book against France, entitled, Aysteria 
P*(:tica, 1625, 4to. was burnt by a sen- 
tence of the Chatelet, censured in the 
Sorbonne, and condemned by the 
French clergy. It is a colleRion of 
eight letters respecting the alliance of 
France with England, Venice, Holland, 
and Transylvania. The Canca Turtwrtis, 
in answer to the learned Gravina's 
Song of the Turtle, is attributed to 
Keller. 

KELLER (John Balthasar) a native 
of Zurich, and a celebrated founder in 
Bronze, who cast tlie equestrian statue 
of Louis XIV. in the palace de Louis le 
Grand, at Paris, and was appointed 
inspector of the foundery at the arsenal. 
He died 1702, His brother John 
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James Keller was also very skilful in 

the same art. 

KEMNITIUS, v. CHEMNITIUS, 

KEMPIS (Thomas à) a pious and 
learned regular canon, and one of the 
most eminent men inthe 15th century, 
born 1380, at Kemp, a village in the 
diocese of Cologn, from whence he 
took his name. He studied at Deven- 
ter, in the community of poor scholars 
established by Gerard Groot, made a 
great progress both in learning and 
piety, and in 1399, entered the monas- 
tery of regular canons of mount St. 
Agnes, near Zwol, where his brother 
was prior. Thomas a Kempis distin- 
guished himself in this situation, by 
his eminent piety, his respect for his 
superiors, his charity towards lis bre- 
thren, his constant application to la- 
bour and prayer, and died in great 
reputatation for $sanctity, July 25, 
1471, aged 91. He left a great number 
of religious works, which breath a 
spirit of tender, solid, and enlightened 
piety, Antwerp, 1615, 3 tom. Svo. 
The abbe de Bellegarde translatee part 
of his works into French, under the 
title of Suite du Livre de [ imitation, 
24m0, and Pere Valette, of the Chris- 
tian doctrine, under that of Elevation a 
FJ. C. zur za vie et $6; Myzteries, 12m0, 
The learned Joducus Badius Ascensius 
was the firs: who attributed that ex- 
cellent book o 2c Imitation of Jesus 
Christ to Thomas a Kempis, in which 
he has been followed by Francis de 
Tob, a regular canon, who in favour of 
this opinion quotes the MSS. which 
may still be seen written in Thomas a 
Kempis* own hand. On tlie other 
hand Pere Posseviu, a J-5u:t, was the 
first who attributed this work to the 
abbot John Gersen or Gessen, in his 
Apparatus sacer, which opinion has 
been adopted by the Benedictines 
of the congregations de St. Maur. 
(v. QUATREMAIRES.) M. Vallart 
in his edition of the Imitation, supposes 
it to be more ancient than Thomas 2 
Kempis, and that it was written by 
Gersen. Those who wish to be ac- 
quainted with the disputes which arose 
on this subject between the Benedic- 
tines, who are for Gersen, and the 
regular canons of the congregation of 
St. Genevieve, who are for Thomas 4 
Kempis, may consult the curious ac- 
count of them which Dom Vincent 
Thuilier 
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Thuilier has prefixed to tom. 1, of 
Mabillion's and Recinart's posthumous 
works. Others have attributed this 
excellent book to the celebrated Ger- 
sen. However that may be, the beau- 
tiful edition by Elzevir, 12mo, is of 
1620, but the year is neither to be 
found on the title page, nor any where 
else. There is an edition of the 
Louvre, 1640, fol. That printed by 
Barbou for the abbe Valart, 1758, 
12M0. is very elegant; the translations 
of abbé Valart, abbe Langlet, and M. 
Sacy under the name of Beuil, are es- 
teemed, The first Latin edition is 
1492, 12mo. Gothic, There was at that 
time an old French translation under 
the title of L' Internelle consolation, the 
language of which appears as old as 
Thomas a Kempis, which has raised a 
doubt whether the book was originally 
written in Latin og, French. The abbe 
Langlet has taken a chapter from this 
ancient translation, which 1s not in the 
Latin versions. L' Internelle consolation, 
has been printed several times in the 
1th century, 8vo. 

KENN (Thomas) an eminent English 
bishop, born 1647, of a rich and an- 
cient family at Bark hamstead in Hert- 
fordshire, and educated at Winchester 
school. He took a doctor's degree at 
Oxford, 1679, was afterwards chaplain 
to King Charles II. and appointed bi- 
Shop of Bath and Wells, 1684, in the 
towns of which diocese he established 
several schools, and made himself uni- 
versally esteemed by his integrity and 
charity, having twelve poor people to 
dine in his hall every Sunday when he 
was at home, whom he instructed ac- 
cording as he found it necessary. 
Somebody accusing him to the king on 
account of a sermon which he had 
preached at the chapel royal, his 
majesty sent for him to enquire into 
the matter, upon which bishop Kenn 
said without any emotion, 1f your ma- 
jeity had not neglected your duty, but been 
prezent at this sermon, my enemies would 
have had no eppertunity of accusing me. 
He afterwards justified himself as to 
what he had said in his discourse, nor 
was the King ofiended by this freedom, 
for bishop Kenn attended him on his 
death bed. He was deprived of his 
bishopric under William III. but had a 
pension from queen Anne, and died 
March 29, 1711, at Long Leat, aged 
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64, leaving several devotional works, 
which are esteemed. Bishop Kenn is 
said to have been extremely fond of 
poetry and music, to have slept little, 
and sung a hymn to his lute before he 
dressed himself. | 

KENNET (White) bishop of Peter- 
borough, one of the most celebrated 
writers in the 18th century, educated 
at Oxford, where he distinguished him- 
self by his great application to study, 
and his translations of several works 
into English. He was appointed dean, 
afterwards bishop of Peterborough, 
November 9, 1718, acquired great re- 
putation by his preaching and writings, 
and founded a library of history and 
antiquities in his episcopal city. He 
died November 19, 1728. His nume- 
rous works, which are almost all in 
English, show him to have been an 
excellent philologist, a good preacher, 
and well acquainted with the history 
and antiquities of his native country. 

KENNET (Basil) a learned English 
writer and preacher, brother of the 
preceding, educated also at Oxford, 
eminent for his modesty, learning, and 
irreproachable manners. He died 1714. 
He left Lives of the Greek Poets, Roman 
Antiquities, five volumes of Sermons, 
and a translation of Puffendorf's 7rea- 
tie on Laws; all in English. 

KEPLER (John) one of the greatest 
astronomers of his age, born Necem- 
ber 27, 1571, at Wiel, of an ancient 
and illustrious family. He began his 
philosophical studies at Tubingen 1589, 
studied mathematics, two years after, 
under the famous Michael Mzstilenius, 
and made $0 great a progress, that, in 
I596, he published a book entitled, 
Predromus Distertatienum de proportione 
orbium cuelestium, deque causis calorum nu- 
meri, magnitudinis, motuumque pericdict- 
rum genuinis et propriis, &c, Tycho 
Brahe, being settled in Bohemia, was 
extremely anxious to have Kepler with 
him, and sent him so many letters on 
the subject, that he quitted the aca- 
demy of Gratz, and went to Bohemia 
with his family, and library, in 1600. 
During this journey he was seized with 
a quartan ague, which lasted seven or 
eight months, so that he could not do 
Tycho Brahe all the service he was 
capable of; neither did Tycho Brahe 
communicate to him all he Knew; 
and, as the latter died 1601, Kepler 
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was not much improved by his society. 
From that time he had the title of ma- 
thematician to the emperors Rodol- 


phus II. Matthias, and Ferdinand II. 
and acquired immortal reputation by 


his works. He died at Ratisbon, where 


he was soliciting the arrears of his pen- 
sion, November 15, 1630, aged $9. 
Kepler was the first who discovered 
the true cause of the weight of bodies, 
and that law of nature on which it de- 
pends, viz. that bodies moving in a circle 
endeavour to fly from the center in the di- 
rection of the tangent ; which he has ex- 
plained by the instance of bits of straw 
in a pail of water, which, if the pail 
is turned round, collect in the center. 
He had also the idea of the celestial 
vortices; believed the sun to possess a 
magnetic power; made some 1mport- 
ant discoveries in optics; and first 
found out that admirable rule called, 
from him, Kepl/er's Rule, according to 
which the planets move. Kepler may 
be considered, in some degree, as the 
forerunner of Descartes: that great 
philosopher himself acknowledges, ta? 
he was his matter in optics. A great 
number of this ingenious astronomer's 
works remain in Latin: the principal 
are his Prodromus Dissertationum; to 
which he has also given the title of 
Mysterium Cormpgraphicum, 1596, 4to. 
This was his favourite work, and he 
was so fond of it, for some time, as to 
confess, that he would not give up the 
glory of having invented what he had 
unfolded in that book for the electo- 
rare of Saxony. Harmonice Mundi, with 
2 Defence of this treatise, 1619, fol.; 
De Cemetis libri tres, 1614, 4to.; Epi- 
rome AStronumie C: pernicans, 1635, 2 vol.

Ulma, 
1627, fol. Kepler was also the first 
who applied the speculations of ma- 
thematics to natural philosophy. Lewis 
Kepler, his son, practised physic at 
Konigsberg in Prussia, where he mar- 
ried twice, and died 1663, aged 56. 
He published his father's book, en- 
titled, Somnium, Lunarizve Atrenomia, 
Francfort, 1634, 4to; and some medi- 
cal works. Kepler, the father, ad- 
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vances many very singular proposition: 
in the work. above mentioned ; am 


others, that the earth and the sun 
have each a soul and sensations. He 
was a Lutheran, A very curious his- 
tory of his life is prefixed to his Ler- 
ters, Leipsic, 1718, fol. in Latin, 

KERCKRING (Theodore) a physi- 
clan in the 17th century, born at Am- 
Sterdam, whose family were originally 
of Lubec, He discovered the art of 
Softening yellow amber withont de- 
stroying its transparency, $0 that it 
might serve as a coffin or cover to 
dead bodies, and preserve them; was 
admitted a member of the royal so- 
ciety at London, and died 1693, at 
Hamburg, where he had spent the 
greater part of his life, with the title 
of resident from the grand duke of 
Tuscany. His chief works are, Spici- 
legium Anatomicum, Amsterdam, 1670, 
4to.3 Anthropogenia Ichnographia, Am- 
Sterdam, 1670, 4to. where he main- 
tains, that the bodies of all women 
contain eggs, from which, according 
to him, men are engendered. - A Sys. 
tem of Anatomy, printed 1671, fol. 
is also ascribed to him. 

KERVILLARS (John Marin de) a 
Jesuit, born 1668, at Vannes, and died 
1745, at Paris, Where he was professor 
of philosophy. He translated Ovid's 
r and FElegies, 3 vol. 12mo. 1724, 

726, and 1742. 

'KESLER (Andrew) a celebrated 
Lutheran divine, distinguished for his 
genius and learning, born 1595, at Co- 
burg, John Casimir, duke of Tus- 
cany, who founded a college at Co- 
burg, gave him a penston, and had a 
particular value for him, on account of 
his eloquence aud his Sermons. He 
died 1643, leaving several works; 
among them, A System of Philosophy, 3 
vol. Sv; Lebic, Metaphysi:s, Natural 
Philozophy, Commentaries on Several books 
of the Bible, 4to. 

KETTLEWELL (John) a learned 
English divine, and zealous defender 
of the royal authority, author of a 
book entitled, Meawres of Christian 
Obedience; and several other works 
which are esteemed by his country- 
men. He died of a consumption 1635. 

KEYSLER (John George) born 1689, 
at Thornau. He travelled over the 
greatest part of Europe with the grand- 


sons of M. de Bornstroff, prime minis- 
ter 
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ter to his Britannic majesty in the elec- 
torate of Hanover; and was found 
dead in his bed, at a castle belonging 
to that nobleman, 1743. The royal so- 
ciety of London had admitted him a 
member 1718; and, in 1720, he pub- 
lished Antiguitates telectæ eptentrionales 
et Celticæ, Svo. a curious work. 

KHUNRAHT, v. KUNRAHT. 

KIDDER (Richard) a learned Eng- 
lish bishop, born in Suffolk, and edu- 
cated at Cambridge. He was made 
chancelior of Norwich, then dean of 
Peterborough, and succeeded Thomas 
Kenn in the bishopric of Bath and 
Wells, June 13, 1691, and was killed 
in bed with his wife, by the fall of a 
chimney, in the great storm Novem- 
ber 26, 1703. Bishop Kidder was a 
man of great abilities, particularly in 
Hebrew and Rabbinical learning; wrote 
a Commentary on the Pentateuch, to which 
he has added a Diszertation, and some 
Letters to M. le Clerc. He also left a 
Demonstration of the Messiah; The Young 
Man's Duty; a discourse concerning the 
Education of Yeuth, and Sermons, in Eng- 
Iish. 

KILIAN (Cornelius) an ingenious 
corrector of the press in Plantin's 
printing- office, a native of Brabant, 
who wrote good Latin verses, and died 
1607, He left an Apolag y for Correftors, 
against Authors; Etymelegicon Linguæ 
Teutenicæ, Antwerp, 1599, 4to. and 
other esteemed works. 

- KILLIAN (Luke) a skilful engra- 
ver, who excelled particularly in por- 
traits. 

KIMCHI (David) a celebrated Spa- 
nish rabbi in the r2th century, son of 
Joseph, and brother of Moses, Kimchi. 
He lived at Narbonne 1190, was ap- 
pointed, 1232, arbiter of the dispute 
between the Spanish and French syna- 
gogues respecting the books of Mai- 
monides; acquired great fame by his 
learning and writings, and died, in a 
very advanced age, about 1240. His 
Hebrew works are numerous, and £0 


much valued by the Jews, that they 


consider no one as learned who has not 
Studied them. The principal are, an 
excellent Hebrew grammar, entitled, 
Michel, i. e. Perſectien, Venice, 1545, 
8vo.; Leyden, 1631, r12mo. This 
work has served as a model to all He- 
brew grammarians. A book of Hebrew 
Roots, 1555, $vo, or fol, without date. 
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Difionarmm Thalmudicum, Venice, 1506 
fol. Commentaries on the Psalms, Pro- 
phets, and most of the other books in 
the Old Testament. Kimchi keeps 
chiefly to the literal and grammati- 
cal sense, and not unfrequently cites 
Jewish traditions. He discovers much 
less aversion to the Christians than the 
other rabbins, and his Commentaries 
are generally considered as the best 
which have been written by the Jews. 
His style is pure, clear, and energetic. 
Pere Janvier translated his Comment 
on the Psalms into Latin, 1669, 4to. 
and his Arguments against the Chris- 


tiana have been translated by Gene- 
brard, 1566, 8vo. 


KING (John) a learned English 
bishop, and celebrated preacher, a na- 


tive of Warnhall, chaplain and preacher 
to queen Elizabeth, archdeacon of Not- 
tingham, dean of Christ- church, Ox- 
ford, and afterwards bishop of London, 
universally esteemed for his learning, 
virtue, and eloquence. He never failed 
to preach every Sunday after he was 
raised to the episcopal dignity, unless 
prevented by illness. He died Mar. zo, 
1621, leaving Commentaries on the pro- 
phet Jonas, and Sermons, which are 
esteemed. Henry King, his son, born 
1591, at Warnhall, was also an emi- 
nent preacher, and died at Chichester, 
of which diocese he was bishop, Oc- 
tober , 1669, He left an ZErpoition of 


the Lord's Prayer, Sermons, a Translation 


of the Palms, and several other works, 
English and Latin, both in prose and 
verse. 

KING (William) a celebrated Pro- 
testant, archbishop of Dublin, and one 
of the most illustrious Church of Eng- 
land prelates which have appeared in 
Ireland, born 1650, at Antrim, of 2 
noble and ancient Scotish family. Af. 
ter finishing his studies in ethics, he 
formed a strict friendship with the ce- 
lebrated Dodwell, who taught him the 
rudiments of philosophy and history. 
John Parker, archbishop of Tuam, be- 
ing informed of his merit, became one 
of his most zealous patrons, made him 


his chaplain, afterwards chancellor of 


St. Patrick's, and procured for him the 
deanery of Dublin 1688. Dr. King 
having discovered too much attach- 
ment to the prince of Orange during 
the troubles in Ireland, was committed 
to prison, as guilty of high ttreason; 
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but set at liberty again, and appointed 
bishop of Derry by king William and 
queen Mary 1690, upon which he went 
to reside in his diocese, and founded a 
public library there. He was trans- 


' ated to the see of Dublin, March 11, 


1702, where he augmented the sala- 
ries of curates, made himself greatly 
esteemed by his learning, charity, and 
conduct; discharged the important of- 
fice of lord chief-justice of Ireland, 
and died May 8, 1729, at Dublin, aged 
79. Archbishop King never married. 
He left a great number of valuable 
works; the principal are, Several 
Pieces against Peter Manby, dean of 
Derry; The State of the Pretestants in 
Ireland under the Reign of King James; a 


work much esteemed by Gilbert Bur- 


net, but which has. been refuted by 
Mr. Leslie; 4 Discourie concerning the 
Irventions of Men in the Worship of God, 
which has passed through several edi- 


tions. This treatise was attacked by 


Robert Crahead and Joseph Boyse, dis- 
senting ministers; to whom bishop 
king replied. A Sermon entitled, Di- 
vine Predestinaticn, and Foretnowledge, 


. consiitent with the Freedom of Man's Will ; 


4 Disccure concerning the Contecration of 


Churches; several Sermons; the above 


are all written in English. A cele- 
brated treatise, De Origine Mali, which 
has been translated into English by 
Edmund Law, who has added long 
notes to it, in which he refutes the 
objections of Bayle and Leibnitz. This 
translation was printed at London, 
1731, 4to. and 1732, 2 vol. Svo. 
KING (William) an able lawyer, 
and facetious English writer, who must 
be distinguished from the preceding, 
descended from an allustrious family. 
Queen Anne appointed him her secre- 
tary, and he attended the carl of Pem- 
broke into Ireland, where he might 
have enriched himself in the import- 
ant posts which he held, but chose ra- 
ther to return to England, and devote 
himself to study. King was esteemed 
an excellent judge. Naturally of a 
religious disposition, he assiduously 
studied the Scriptures, never failing to 
make remarks on what he read; and 
is said to have taken a blank sheet of 
paper, every morning, on the top of 
which he wrote our Ow, i. e. by 
God's permission; and, keeping it at 
hand all day, set down such thoughts 
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and reflections as pleased him. This 
did not prevent his being lively and 
chearful, for he loved to say and hear 
witty things. He died 1712, and was 
buried in Westminster-abbey. Dr. 
King left several works in English 
full of points and bon mots. His ani 
madversions on Molesworth's book re. 
specting Denmark were very pleasing 
to that court, and have been translated 
into French, | 
KING (Peter) lord high chancellor 
of England, and one of the finest ge- 
niuses of his age, descended from a re- 
spectable family of the same name in 
Somersetshire, born 1669, at Exeter in 
Devonshire, He formed an intimacy 
in his youth with Mr. Locke, who en- 
couraged his ardour for reading, and 
left him half his library when he died. 
King studied sometime in Holland, ap- 
plied afterwards to the law with incre- 
dible assiduity, and made so rapid a 
progress in that science, that he soon 
acquired great reputation in parka. 
ment, rose by degrees to the highest 
posts, and was made baron of Oakham 
in 'Surrey, and lord high chancellor 
1715. This office he discharged with 
universal applause till November 29, 
1733, when he resigned the seals, and, 
retiring to Oakham, died there of a 
palsy, July 22, 1734. He was not only 
well skilled in law, but in history and 
ecclesiastical antiqu.ties, and left two 
works which are much esteemed; the 
first entitled, an Enquiry into the Con- 
stitution, Discipline, Unity, and Wor- 
Ship, of the Primitive Church, that 
flourished within the firs: 300 years 
after Christ: faithfully collected aut of the 
extant Mꝛiitings of thyze Ages, Svo.; the 
Second, Hiitery of the Apoitles' Creed, 
with critical Observations en its several 
Articles, In the Collections of Letters 
on warious Subjects, published by Mr. 
Elys, 1694, Zvo. are several which 
passed between lord King and him on 
the subject of the first mentioned 
work. The above are all in English. 
KIPPINGIUS, or KIPPING (Hen- 
ry) a learned Lutheran of Rostock in 
Germany, where, having taken his 
master of arts degree, he was met by 
some soldiers, who enlisted him by 
force; notwithstanding which he con- 
tinued his studies. Being one day up- 
on duty, holding his musket in one 
hand and the poet Statius in the other 
| he 
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he was observed by a Swedish coun- 
Sellor, who asked him some questions, 
and, finding him to be a man of learn- 
ing, took him home, made him his 
librarian, and procured him the place 
of sub- rector in the college of Bremen, 
where he died 1678, He left several 
works in Latin; the principal are, 4

treatise on Ryman Antiquiiies, Leyden, 
1712, 8yo.; another on the Works of 
Creation, Francfort, 1676, 4to.; several

XIRCH (Christ. Fred) an eminent 
astronomer of the royal socisty of 
sciences at Berlin, born December 24, 
1694, at Guben, son of Godfrey Kirch, 
another celebrated astronomer, and 
Mary Margaret Winckelmar, who also 
distinguished herself by her Knowledge 
of astronomy. M, Kirch acquired 
great reputation in the observatories of 


Dantzick and Berlin, and corresponded 


with the academy of sciences at Paris, 
He died March 9, 1640, at Berlin, aged 
46. He and his father left several 
works. 

KIRCHER (Athanasius) a celebrated 
Jesuit of Fulde, and one of the great- 
est philosophers and able mathemati- 
cians of the 17th century. He taught 
at Wurtzburg with uncommon reputa- 
tion till 2631, when he went into 
France on account of the ravages com- 
mitted by the Swedes in Franconia; 
staid some time at Avignon, and, go- 
ing afterwards to Rome, collected a 
rich cabinet of machines and antiqui- 
ties there, of which Philip Bonanni 
published an account, Rome, 1709, fol. 
Kercher died in that city, 1650, aged 
79, leaving numerous works, in which 
he discovers much of that species of 
learning which is of no use. A story 
1s told of his interpreting Some un- 
meaning characters which some young 
scholars had engraved on a stone, and 
buried it where they Knew the ground 
would be dug up for the foundation of 
a building. His principal works are, 
Prælusienes Magnetice, 1654, fol.; Pri- 
mitiæ Gnemonice Catopticæ, to.; Ars 
magna lucis et umbra, Rome, 1646, fol. ;

Kercher, a divine of the 17th century, 
published, in Latin, the motives of his 
conversion from Lutheranism to the 
Catholic religion; Which work has 
been several times answered by the 
Protestants. . 

KIRCHER (Conrad) a Lutheran di- 
vine of Augsburg, celebrated for a 
Greek Concordance of the Old Testa- 
ment, which he published at Franc- 
fort, 1607, 2 vol. gto. This work may 
be used as a Hebrew Dictionary; for 
the author gives first the Hebrew 
names, afterwards the interpretation 
given of them'by the LXX. and cites 
those parts of Scripture where they are 
differently interpreted. Its principal 
fault is, that the author follows the 
edition of Alcala de Henarez, insead 
of that of Rome, which is the best. 
The Concordance published by Trom— 
mins has eclipsed Kircher's, and 1s 
justly preferred to it. 

KIRCHMAN (John) a celebrated 
writer of the 17th century, born Ja- 
nuary 18, 1575, at Lubec; who, after 
having studied in several cities of Ger- 
many, travelled into France and Italy 
with a burgo-master's son of Lunin- 
burg. On his return to his native 
country, he was appointed professor of 
poetry at Rostock 1602, and rector of 
the university of Lubec 1613; the du- 
ties of which office he discharged with 
unceasing assiduity during the rest of 
his life. He died March 20, 1642, at 
Lubec, aged 68, leaving several works, 
the most esteemed among which are, 
De Funtribus Remanorum, Leyden, 1672, 
12mo.; De Annulis, Liber $Singularis, 
Leyden, 1672, 12mo. published by his 
son John Kirchman, who also distin- 
guished himself as a man of learning. 

KIRCHMAYER (George Jaspar) 
born 1635, at Uffainheim in Franconia. 
He was professor at Wittemburg, and. 
member of the royal societies of Lon- 
don and Vienna He died 15co. His 
works are, Commentaries on Cornelius Ne- 
pos, Tacitus, and other classical authors; 
Orations and Poetical Pieces; Six Dia- 
Sertations, entitled, Hexas ditputatignum 

MuM Zeciag can; 
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Zoologicarum; they treat of rhe Paxilich, 
the Unicorn, the Pini, the Behemoth, 
and the Spider; Pathalogia vetus et nova ; 
Philoszophia metallica; Institutiones metal- 
lieæ; De Coraila, Balsamo et Saccharo, 
Wirt. 1661, 4to.; De Tr:ibulis, 1692, 
to. c. v. NAOGEORGE. 

KIRCHMEYER, or KIRCHMEIER 
(John Sigismond) a learned Protestant 
divine, born 1674, at Allendorf in 
Hesse. He was professor of philosophy 
and divinity at Marpurg, and viel 
there 1749, leaving several academical 
Dissertations, and 2 treatise, in Latin, 
against Enthusiasts, to prove that the 
word of God is the sole principle of 
faith. This treatise is much esteemed 
dy the Protestants, 

KIRSTENIUS (Peter) a learned 
physician in the 17th century, born 
December 25, 1577, at Breslaw. He 
learned Greek, Latin, Hebrew, Syriac, 
Arabic, Natural History, Anatomy, 
Botany, and the other sciences; and 
Studied particularly the works of Avi- 
cenna, and all the famous Arabian 
physicians; in which pursuit he was 
encouraged by the celebrated Scaliger 
and Casaubon, who judged the literary 
World might reap great advantages 
from it. After travelling over Spain, 
Italy, and England, Kirstenius returned 
to Breslaw, and was appointed to su- 
periatend the college and schools in 
that city; but, finding the employ- 

zent too fatiguing, chose rather to 
practise physic, and went into Prussia 
with his family. He there became 
known and esteemed by the chancel- 
lor Oxensteim, who carried him to 
Sweden, and made him professor of 
physic in the university of Li, 1636 
and he was afterwards appointed phy- 
$ician to the queen of Sweden. He 
died April 5, 1640, aged 63. It is said 
in his epitaph, that he understood 
ewenty-$iz languages. He left many 
works; a treatise cn tre Use und Abute 
of Physic, n Latin, Francfert, 1610, 
vo.; The four Evangelists, translated 
from the Arabic, 1609, fol.; Netes an St, 
Alaztthew, Breslaw, 1612, fol. 

KIRSTENIUS - (George) another 
learned physician and naturalist, born 

anuary 20, 1613, at Stettin, and died 
March 4, 1660, in Sweden, aged 48. 
He left Exercitationes PHtopllilologicæ, 
Stetini, t65t, 4to. 

KIUPERLI, v. COPROGLI. 
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KLAUSWITZ (Benedict Gotlieb) 3 
learned German divine, born 1692, at 
Leipsic. He was pastor of several dif. 
ferent churches, and afterwards pto- 
fessor of divinity at Halle, where he 
died 1749, leaving several Academica! 
Dissertation; Explanations of various 
Passages in the Bible, and a treatise 
in German, on Reaton and the Holy ger 
tures, and the Use to be made of tete tive 
great lights, 

_ KLEIST (N. de) a German poet 
who published Ih in Gesner's style; 
and, besides his shepherds, introduces 
gardeners and fishermen, in imitation 
of Sannazarius and Theocritus. He 
died of the wounds which he received 
at the battle of Kunersdorf, where he 
commanded the regiment of Husen 
in the Prussian Service, 1759. 

KLINGSTET, an excellent minia- 
ture painter, a native of Riga in Livo- 
nia. He died February 26, 1734, at 
Paris, aged 77. His drawing is not 
very. correct, He discovers but little 
genius in his inventions, and his sub- 
jects are extremely free. 

KLOPPINGBURG (John) a learned 
Dutch divine of the 17th century, born 
1592, at Amsterdam. After putsuing 
Lis studies with success, he travelled 
in Holland, Germany, Switzerland, and 
France; was afterwards minister of se- 
veral churches, and at last professor of 
divinity at Franeker, where he died 
1652. His works have been published 
at Amsterdam, 2 vol. 4to. Latin. 

KLOTZIUS (Stephen) an ingenious 
Lutheran divine, born 1606, at Lip- 
stad. He was supcrintendant-general 
of the churches in the duchies of Sles- 
wic and Holstein, and much esteemed 
by Frederic III. King of Denmark, who 
Sent for him to Copenhagen, that he 
might be about his person; but Klot- 
zius died at Flensburg, 1663, just as he 
was Setting out for Denmark. He left 
Several theological and metaphysical 
works. 

KNELLER (Sir Godfrey) an exce!- 
lent painter, horn 1643, at Lubec, who, 
after employing his pencil some time 
on historical pieces, devoted himself 
entirely to portraits, and, going into 
England, was loaded with wealth and 
honour. He became first painter to 
Charles II. was Enighted by Will. III. 4 
and 2t last created a baronet, He died . 
in London about 1717, ] 
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KNIGHTHOOD. ». FRANCIS J. 
KNORRIUS a RUSENROTH (Chris- 
tian) chancellor to the count palatine 
of - Sultzbach, died 1689, aged 53, 
known by his book entitled, Kabbala 
Denulata, 3 vol. 4to.; the two first 
printed at Sultzbach 1677, the third at 
Francfort 1684. It contains some ex- 
cellent things on the philosophy of the 
ſews, and is scarce. 
KNOT (Edward) a celebrated Eng- 
lish Jesuit, born in Northumberland, 
who, after teaching a long time in the 
English college at Rome, was sent to 
his native country, where he supported 
the interests of the Regulars against 
Richard Smith, bishop of Chalcedon. 
He died January 14, 1656, in London, 
His works are, a book in Latin on the 
Hierarchy, under the name of Nicho- 
las Smith, entitled, Mudest and 5hort 
Diicussions of $0me of Dr. Kellis5on's Pro- 
positions, 12mo. Antwerp, 1631. .(v. 
SMITH). This work made much noise, 
and was censured by the archbishop of 
Paris, the Sorbonne, and the French 
clergy, as was also a book written by 
ohn Floid, another Jesuit, who had 
concealed himself under the appella- 
tion of Daniel à Jem. The Jesuits 
having attacked these censures, under 
the name of Hermanus Leemelins, the 
abbot de St. Cyran refuted them in his 
large work, entitled, Petrus Aurelius. A 
Latin treatise against Dr. Potter, who 
had accused the Church of Rome of a 
breach of charity, in affirming that 
none could be saved in the Protestant 
communion, entitled, Mizericordia et 
veritas a catdolici- propugnatay St. Omer's, 
1634, 4to. ; several pieces against Chil- 
Iingworth's book, entitled, The Reli- 
gien Protestants a Safe Jay to Salva- 
tion, 4to. 8vo. | 
KNOX, or CNOX (John) a famous 
Scotch mimi to whom the intro- 
duction of Calvinism, and Presbyteri- 
anism, into Scotland, in the 16th cen- 
tury, 1s principally to be attributed. 
He had been one of John Mayor's pu- 
pils, an eminent doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, and, at first, followed his steps; 
but, falling afterwards into several er- 
rors, published an heretical confession 
of faith, for which he was sent to 
prison. From this confinement Knox 


made his escape, and took refuge in. 


England, where King Edward offered 
him a bishopric, which he refused with 
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indignation, absurdly declaring that 
e piscopacy was contrary to the Gospel. 
After Edward's death he went to Franc- 
fort, then to Geneva, and there formed 


a $rict friendship with Calvin. In 
1559 Knox returned to Scotland, and 
there propagated the Protestant errors 
by his Sermons and writings, by fire 
and by sword; his zeal for the esta- 
blishment of Calvinism transporting 
him into the most outrageous fury and 
fanaticism. He overthrew the churches 
and convents, pillaged the treasures 
devoted to Heaven, and committed the 
most unheard of barbarities and cruel- 
ties against the Catholics. Queen Mary 
opposing these disorders, he raised his 
followers against her, declaring pubs 
licly in his sermons, that her subjects 
were absolved from their oath of alle- 
giance; that they might depose her; 
that both divine and human laus per- 
mit the killing of. wicked king>; and 
that not only the people, but even a 
private man, may kill a tyrant; that 
is, according to him, a legitimate 
prince, when he opposes the pretended 
reformation of the Church; a detest- 
able doctrine, which the Protestants 
themselves, as Calvin, Blondel, Beza, 
&c. have regarded with horror, He 
died November 9, 1572, aged 57. His 
Histery of the Reformation of the Church of 
Scetland, London, 1644, fol. and his 
other works, are very Scarce, Sponde, 
Thevet, and most of the Catholic 
writers, draw the most horrid picture 
of Knox; but Bayle and Burnet do not 
mention him in those terms; and Beza 
speaks of him with the highest enco- 
miums. From this diversity of senti- 
ments we may conclude, that, if he 
had great faults, he had also uncom- 
mon qualities. 

KNUTZEN (Martin) an able Ger- 
man philosopher and divine, born 1713, 
at Konigsberg, where he was aller- 
wards professor of philosophy and li- 
brarian, and died 1751, leaving a great 
number of works, both in German and 
Latin, which are much esteemed ; the 
principal of the latter are, Sanne cau- 
Sarum efficientium; Flementa Philecophie 
ratienalis methado Mathem. demonstrata ; 
Thearemata de parabolis- infinitis, he. 
Among his German works, The Defence 
of the Christian Religion, 4tO. does him 
most honour. 

"KNUZER (Matthias) à famous 
MMM 2 atheist 
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Stheist of the 17th century, a native of 
Oldensworth in Holstein, who spread 
his impious notions in Prussia about 


1673. His followers were called Con- 
s&fentiarians, because he maintained 


that there was no other religion, nor 
magistracy, than conscience, which 
teaches every man che three following 
precepts: 75 kurt nobody, to live honestly, 
and to rende to all their due. A horrible 
system, which, besides its shocking 
impiety, contains the most evident ab- 
surdity; as none but a madman can 


suppose that society could subsist with- 


out religion and magistrates. Knutzen 
was of a turbulent, restless disposition. 
He has comprised the substance of his 
system in a short Latin letter, which 
may be found in the Entretiens Iutte- 
raires of la Croze, tamo. John Mu— 
sæus, a Lutheran professor, has given, 
in German, in the second edition of 
his work against Knuzen, a good refu- 
tation of this madman's impious tenets. 
KOBERGER (Wenceslaus) of Bra- 
bane, a celebrated painter, pupil to 
Martin de Vos. He visited Italy, ac- 
quired great skill there in painting, 
architecture, and medals; and, return- 
ing to Brabant, was painter tv the 
archiuke Albert, director or founder 
of the charitable banks at Brussels, 
and died at the age of 70. | 
KODDE (John, Adrian, and Gil- 
bert) three brothers, who gave rise 
to the sect of tie Prophets, in 1619, 
when the Remonstran's were prohi- 
bited from The 
Koddes did not imagine that they 
wanted any; and, having separated 
themselves from the Remnonstranis, they 
held private assemblies with their dis— 
cipies, in. winch some person read 
chapters from the New Testament, an- 
other prayed,, and afterwards asked if 
no one had any thing to say fur the 
edification of the people: upon this 
one of the company read a text from 
the Bible, and made a discourse upon 
it in a prophetic stile, Which lasted an 
hour; and, one discourse being fol- 
lowed by another, the meeting conti- 
nued sometimes till the next morning. 
Those who were thus assembled soon 
saw miracles, and John Kodde af- 
hrmed that he had scen the Holy 
(rhost descend, as the Apoxtles did. 
After his death, a baker of Rhinsburg 
gurerned this set of madnien. They 


having ministers. 
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rejscted the confession of frith, intro. 
troduced baptism by immersion, and 
maintained that no Christian could be 
a magistrate, nor go to war. 

KOEC H, v. COE CH. 

K MPLER, or KMPSER (En. 
gelbert) an eminent doctor of physic, 
born September 16, 1651, at Limgow 
in Westphalia, where his father was 
minister. After having studied in se- 
veral universities of Germany, and in 
Poland, he went into Sweden, where 
very advantageous offers were made to 
detain him; but his extreme passion 
for travelling induced him to preter a 
post of secretary to the embassy, in 
the suit of Lewis Fabricius, who was 
going from the Swedish court to the 
king of Persia. Koempfer arrived at 
Ispahan 1684, and, the year following, 
instead of returning to Europe with 
Fabricius, entered into the service of 
the Dutch East India Company, as head 
surgeon to the fleet. He travelled in 
the Indies, visited the Kingdoms of 
Siam and Japan, and, coming back to 
Europe 1693, took a doctor's degree in 
physic at Leyden. Returning after- 
wards to his own country, he was phy- 
SICtan to the count de la Lippe, his so- 
vereign, and died November 2, 1716, 
at the castle of Steinhof, leaving no 
children. His principal works are, 
Am enitates Exotice, 1712, 4to. con- 
taining very curious and useful parti- 
culars respecting the civil and natural 
history of the countries he had visited; 
a History of Japan, in German, very 
curious, and much esteemed. It has 
been translated into French from the 
English of John Jaspar Scheuchzer. 
This French translation has been print» 
ed at the Hague 1729, 2 vol. fol. with 
plates, and in 3 vol. r2mo. with only 
the maps. A Collection of other Tra- 
vels, Lendon, 1736, 2 vol. fol. 

KOENIG (Samuel) a learned philo- 
sopher and mathematician, professor of 
philosophy at Francker, and after- 
Wards at the Hague, where he was ap- 


pointed Ubrarian to the stadtholder, 


and died July 21, 1757. He had taught 
mathematics to the marchioness du 
Chatelet at the castle of Cirey two 
years; but nothing contributed more to 
render him famous, than his dispute 
with M.de Maupertuis. Koenig claimed 
for Leibnitz the discovery which Mau- 
pertuis attributed to himself, of the 

principle 
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principle of the smallest action, and 
quoted one of that philosopher's let- 
ters, in which he mentioned having 
remarked, that, in the modification of 
motion, the action commonly became 
a maximum or a minimum. Maupertuis 
procured his adversary to be summoned 
by the academy of Berlin to produce 
this letter; but, the original not being 
to be found, Koenig was condemned 
by the academy, and expelled from 
it. He left several works which are 
esteemed. ä | 


KOENIG (Daniel) brother of the 


preceding, died at Rotterdam 1727, at 
the age of twenty-two, in consequence 
of the blows he had received, some 
months before, from the populace at 
Franeker, who, taking him for a 
French spy, because he spoke that 
language, would have torn him in 
pieces had not the academical senate, 
with great difficulty, saved him. He 
translated the Tables of Ancient Coins, 
Sc. published by Dr. Charles Arduth- 
not 1727, into Latin, which work was 
finished, and almost entirely printed, 
when he was taken off by a premature 
death, as above mentioned, bu: did 
not appear till 1756, gto. by the care 
of M. Reitz, protessor at Utrecht, who 
has enriched it with a curious and in- 
teresting preface. 

KOERTHENE (Jane) wife of Henry 
Bloik, born 1650, at Amsterdam, and 
died 1715. She was so extremely skil- 
ful in cutting paper, that, when pasted 
on a black ground, the space where it 
was cut looked like strokes of the 
graver or pen, in Mellan's stile. Peter 
the Great was among the admirers of 
her talents. 

KONIG (George Matthias) professor 
of poetry and Greek, and librarian of 
the university at Altorf, in which city 
he was born February 15, 1616, and 
died August 29, 1699, aged 84. He 
made himself eminent in the literary 
world by his Latin Dictianaries, and a 
work which he published 1678, tal, 
entitled, Bibliethera vetus et nova ; A use- 
ful book, notwithstanding it contains 
inany errors, which have been in part 
rectilied by the learned John Mollerus. 
Konig was the son of George Konig, 
born 1590, at Ambert, and died 1654, 
after having been professor of divinity 
at Altorf with reputation, This lat- 
ter left a treatise on Cases of Con- 
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science, 1676, 4to. and other theologi 
cal works. 

KONIG (Emmanuel) a learned phy- 
Sician of Basil, born in that city 1658, 
whose works were $0 much valued in 
Switzerland, that he was considered 
there as a second Avicenna. He died 
July zt, 1731, at Basil. His Regnum 
Minerale, Basileæ, 1703, 4to. and his 
Regnum Vegetabile, Basileæ, 1703, 4to. 
are much esteemed. 

KOORNHERT (Theodore) v. CORN- 
HERT. 

KORAH, a famous Levite, who 
joined Dathan and Abiram in their re- 
bellion against Moses, and was $wal- 
lowed up alive, with what belonged to 
him, 1439, A. C. His sons, however, 
did not perish with him, and his de- 
scendants received great honours from 
David, who appointed them porters of 
the Temple, and employed them to 
sing before the ark of the Lord. 

KORNMANN (Henry) a German 
lawyer, who lived at the beginning of 
the 17th century, author of Templum 
nature, Seu de miraculis quatuor Element, 
Darmstat, 1611, 8vo.; De Miraculii 
vivorum, Kirchaim, 1614, 8vo.; De Mi- 
raculis mortuorum, 1010, 8vo. both curi- 
ous and scarce; he also published De 
Virginitatis jure, 1617, 8vo. and Linea 
amoris, 1610, Bvu. These are both 
Superficial pieces, His works were 
reprinted at Francfort, 1696, Svo. 

KORTHOLT (Christian) a learned 
Protestant doctor and professor of di- 
vinity at Keil, born January 5, 1633, 
at Burg, in the isle of Femeran, in 
Holstein. He studied in several Ger- 
man universities, where he distin- 


guished himself by his learning, was 


Professor of Greek at Rostock, 1662, 
and afterwards perpetual vice- chancel- 
lor and professor of divinity in the uni- 
versity newly founded at Keil, where 
he brought the sciences into a flourish- 
ing state, and died March 3r, 1694, 
aged 6r, leaving several children emi- 
nent for their merit His works in 
Latin and German are numerous, and 
esteemed by the learned; the principal 
are, Trafatus de periecutionibus Ecclesæ 
primitive, veterumque Martyrum cruciati- 
bus, the best edition is, Ac, 1689, 4to; 
Tractatus de Calumniis Paganorum in ve»

KORTHOLT (Christian) grandson 
of the preceding, born 1709, at Keil, 
son of Sebastian Kortholt, professor in 
that city. He discovered an early dis- 


position towards the sciences, and 


made so rapid 2 progress in them, that 
he was admitted at twenty to assist in 
the Journa! of Loipiic, in which may be 
found some good pieces of his till 1736, 
and some well chosen extracts, from 
works on ecclesiastical history. Kor- 
tholt visited Holland and England, and 
was esteemed by the learned there, he 
went afterwards to Vienna, as chaplain 
to the Danish ambassador, and was ap- 
pointed professor of divinity, 1742, at 
Gottingen, where he died in the flower 
of his age 1751, leaving several valu- 
able works. The principal among the 
Latin ones are, De Ecclesits zuburbicariis; 
De Enthuiiaimo Mukhammedis, and seve- 
ra! excellent Dissertations, The most 
esteemed of those in German are, a 
Treatie on the truth of Clriitianity; Ser- 
meant, &c. He published four volumes 
of Latin Letters by M. Seibnitz, a vo- 
ume of his French Letters, and a col- 
lection of various pieces on philasophy, 
mathematics, history, &c. by the same 
author. 

KOTTER, or KOTTERUS (Chris- 
topher) a tanner of Sprottaw in Silesia, 
dorn 1585, at Languenan, a town in 
Lusatia, who professed Calvinism, and 
made himself famous in the 17th cen- 
tury, by his fanatical visions and chi- 
merical predictions. As these tended 
to announce great misfortunes to the 
house of Austria, he was committed to 
prison at Breslaw, 1627, and being af- 
terwards Sentenced to perpetual banish- 
ment from the emperof's dominions, 
retired to Lusatia, and died there, 
1647, aged 62. He had been married. 

ohn Amos Comenius, who was con- 
nected with him, undertook to pro- 
mulgate his absurd revelations, and 
printed them, 1657, and 1665, in one 
volume 4to. entitled, Lure tencbris, to- 
gether with those of Nicholas Drabi- 
cius, and a female peasant named 
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Christina, two other fanatical Calvin- 
18ts. 

KOUC (Peter) an ingenions painter 
and architect, of Alost, who died 1550, 
leaving some works; among them the 
manners of the Turks, which he en. 
graved in wood in a voyage he made 


to Constantinople. 


KRACHENINNIKOW, born 1711, 
one of the youths who attend the pro. 
ſessors of the academy at Petersburg. 
When these professors were sent to 
Kamschat ca by the empress 1733, to 
give an account of that country, young 
Kracheninnikow followed the professor 
of natural history, and returned in 
1743. He was appointed assistant by 
the academy, 1745, and professor of 
botany and natural history, in 1753. 
The academy had employed him to 
draw up an account of the discoveries 
made by its members, and to combine 
his work with that of Stellert, who 
died 1745. A translation of this work. 
forms a second volume of the Feyape 25 
Siberia, by the abbe Chappe d' Aute- 
roche, Paris, 1768, 2 tom. in 3 vol. 4to. 
magnificently executed both as to the 
printing and plates. Krachenainuikow 
died in 1755. 

KRANS, or KRANTZ (Albert) a 


celebrated historian, born at Hamburg, 


who was dean of the church in that 
city, and universally esteemed for his 
piety, learning, and writings. It is 
asserted that he foretold the wars and 
heresies with which Germany should 
be afflicted after his death, particularly 
the ravages which Luther's Joctrine 
and preaching were soon to make. He 
died Deceraber 7, 1517. His most con-

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KROMAYER (John) a learned di- 
vine, born 1576, at Cobelen in Misnia, 
of a noble and ancient family, He was 
appointed minister at Eisleben, then 
preacher to the duchess dowager of 
Saxony, and afterwards superiutendant 
of Weimar, where he died 1643, leav- 
ing, Harmonia Evangeliitorum;, Examen 
Libri Christiane Conce di; Historie Ec- 
cleciæ compendium ; a valuable paraphrase 
on the book of Jeremiah and the La- 
mentaticns, which is in the bible of 
Weimar, 

KROMAYER (Jerome) nephew of 
the preceding, born 1610, at Zeitz, 
celebrated for his learning and writ- 
ings, professor of history, rhetoricy and 
divinity at Leipsic, in which city he 
died 1679, leaving numerous works, 
of which the following are the prin- 
cipal: Theslogia Povitivo- Polemica ; His- 
forte Ececlesiait. Loct anti-Syneretistici ; 
Polymathia Theokegica;, Comment. in 
Epist. ad Galates et Apocal.; Scruti- 
nium Religionum tum faliurum, tum unice 
ver, &c. 

KUHLMAN {Quirinus) one of the 
most famous viſionaries of the r7th 
century, born February 25, 165, at 
Breslaw. He discovered a great dispo- 
sition to learning very early; but fall- 
ing sick at eighteen, had a frightful 
vision while awake at noon day, which 
gave him a distaste to study. When 
his health was restored, his imaginary 
visions partly ceased; but he always 
saw A Circle of light on his left side, 
which attended him through life : this 
made him believe that he was inspired 
by heaven, and from that time he 
- would have no instructor but the Holy 
Ghost. Going into Holland, he was 
there confirmed in his reveries, by 
meeting with some other fanatics; 
and at length, after wandering about 
England, France, Germany, and the 
East, was burnt in Russia for some se- 
ditious predictions, October 3, 1689. 
_ Kuhlman had been twice married, but 

without the cuſtomary ceremonies. He 
left several fanatical works, the prin- 
cipal of them is entitled, Prodomus 
Quinguennii mirabilis, Ley den, 1674. 
Another is dedicated to Louis XIV. 
with this familiar inscription, Ladævice

KUHNIUS (Joachim) a celebrated 
professor of Greek and Hebrew in the 
university of Strasburg, born 1647, at

KULCZINKI (Ignatius) a celebrated

KULPISIUS (George) a learned Ci- 
vilian, professor of law at Giessen, af- 
terwards at Strasburg. He was present 
at the council of Ryswic, as envoy from 
the duke of Wirtemburg, and died 
1698. His most esteemed work is 2 


Commentary on Grotius, to. entitled, 
Collegium Grotianum, 


KUNADUS (Andrew) a learned Lu- 
theran divine, born 1602, at Dobelin 
in Misnea, and died 1662. He was 
professor of divinity at Wittemberg, 
and minister general at Grima, and 
left an explication of the epistle to the 
Galatians; an Abridgement of the common 
places of divinity; Diszertations on the 
temptation in the wilderness, on St. Peter's 
confession, and on the bodies which robe at 
the time of our Saviour's passion, 4to. 

KUNCKEL (John) born about 1730, 
in the duchy of Sleswic. He was chy- 
mist to the elector of Saxony, the elec- 
tor of Brandenburg, and Charles XI. 
King of Sweden, who gave him the 
title of Metallic counsellor, and a 
patent of nobility with the surname of 
Louvenstein. Kunckel applied him- 
self to chemistry above fifty years, and 
made admirable discoveries in that art 
by the help of a glass furnace, which 
was at his disposal. He died 1702, in 
Sweden. He invented the method of 
making Phosphorus from urine, and 
left several works both in German and 
Latin, among them that entitled, 0b- 
cervationes Chemicae, London, 1673, 
12m09, and ze art of making glass, Paris, 
1752, 4to are most valued. 

KUNRARKT (Henry) a famous che- 
mist, of the sect of Paracelsus, who 
made much noise at the beginning of 
the 17th century, and is said to have 
been professor of physic at Leipsic.

The 
academies of inscriptions and belles 
lettres admitted him supernumerary 
associate, a mark of distinction never 
cunferred on any person before; but he 
did not enjoy this honour long, dying 
at Paris of abcess in the Pancreas, Oct. 
12, 1716, aged 46, as he was preparing 
a new edition of Kesychius. The fol- 
lowing are the principal among his 
numerous works, Hist.
